THE BIOGRAPHIES 


CAPTAIN MARMADUKE JOHN 
NORMAN ABBAY, 87th PUNJABIS, attd. 
47th SIKHS, 
was the second son 
of Canon Abbay and 
his wife Janet, of 
Earl Soham Rec- 
tory, Suffolk, where 
he was born on the 
3rd November, 1885. 
His two remaining 
brothers are also 
serving their coun- 
try: Major Bryan N. 
~  <Abbay, 20th Bat- 
ialion Royal Fusiliers, formerly of 27th Light 
Cavalry, Indian Army; and Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Ambrose T. N. Abbay, in the Royal 
Navy. 
Captain Abbay was educated at The College, 
Framlingham, and Mr. Eastman’s, Winchester, 
_ whence he passed into the R.M.C., Sandhurst. 
In August, 1905, he was gazetted to the Ist 
Battalion of the Dorsetshire Regiment, and in 
August, 1907, was transferred to the 87th Pun- 
jabis, becoming Lieutenant in November of the 
same year and Captain in August, 1914. His 
recreations were hockey and big game shooting. 
After the outbreak of hostilities with Germany 
he came to Europe at his own request with a 
draft for the Indian Division, and for active 
service was attached to the 47th Sikhs, with 
which regiment he fought at the Battle of 
Neuve Chapelle (10th-l14th March, 1915), 
where he was slightly wounded, and where the 
part of the German line penetrated and enfiladed 
by Captain Abbay greatly assisted the Indians 
in getting into the Bois du Biez. He was always 
very enthusiastic about the use of machine 
guns in action, and at the second Battle of 
Ypres, on 26th April, 1915, while taking part 
in the attack by the Lahore Division, one of 
the Sikhs carrying a machine gun being shot, 
Captain Abbay carried it himself. This and 
the effort of keeping up with the attack made 
him so hot that when he was wounded he 
ordered his men to throw cold water over him, 
which resulted in a chill. He was severely 
wounded in the action, and died in hospital 
at Boulogne on the 10th May, 1915, while 
undergoing an operation, his strength having 


been impaired and undermined by the illness 
resulting from the chill. 

He was buried with military honours at Earl 
Soham, and a bronze memorial tablet, designed 
by Sir Thomas Graham Jackson, Bart., R.A., 
is placed in the Churches of Earl Soham, 
Suffolk, and Great Ouseburn, Yorkshire.

He was gazetted to the Leinster Regiment in 
April, 1903, becoming Lieutenant in December, 
1904. From February, 1909, to November, 
1913, he served with the Mounted Infantry 
Battalion, Nigeria Regiment, West African 
Frontier Force, and while with it took part in 
a punitive expedition. 

He wert to France with the Ist Battalion 
Leinster Regiment (which had been brought 
home from India) in December, 19143 was 
wounded in February, 1915; and rejoining in 
April was killed on the 4th May, 1915, on Hill 
60, near Ypres. 

Captain Adams married Irene Grace, eldest 
daughter of Assheton Biddulph, Esq., M.F.H., 
and Mrs. Biddulph, of Money Guyneen, King's 
Co., Ireland.

He was educated at 
King Edward VII. Grammar School, Bury St. 
Edmunds, and won a mathematical scholarship 
at St. John’s College, Cambridge, which he 
entered in 1913. At the end of his first year he 
gained a Ist Class in the Mathematical Tripos. 
Mr. Ainley played hockey, cricket, and football, 
but his real hobby was the School Cadet Corps, 
which he joined in 1904. He was a particularly 
keen cadet, and was the first of his school to 
gain Certificate ‘“‘ A.””. At Cambridge he trained 
for one year with the Engineers, and as an en- 
gineer was exactly in his place. One who knew 
him wrote: “ He had the brains, initiative, and 
judgment demanded by that very difficult and 
dangerous branch of the Service.” 

On the outbreak of war Mr. Ainley applied for 
a commission, and in September, 1914, he was 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Ist East 
Lancashire Field Company, Royal Engineers. 
He was sent out to Egypt, thence to 
Gallipoli, where he was shot and_ killed 
instantaneously by a sniper on the 5th June, 
1915. He was buried on a spot in the Peninsula 
overlooking the Plain of Troy. 

His Captain wrote of him: ‘‘ Though I have only known 
your son these few months, I have had the pleasure of 


working with him very intimately when we were alone 
together at Serapenon, and recently we have had a few 
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very pleasant days of holiday at Luxor. It is needless 
to speak of his great ability and of his courage and 
spirit. Only two days ago I had to forbid him going out 
in broad daylight, half an hour after we had taken some 
Turkish trenches, to cut some wire entanglements. 
Yesterday he was going back with his Major from these 
game trenches for a few hours’ rest after day and night 
work, and in passing through a new communication 
trench at which we were working there was some delay 
where the trench was too narrow to pass. He crawled 
out on the parapet and was shot, and died in a few 
minutes. This was just typica) of his unselfish nature— 
never thinking of a risk to himself, but always anxious to 
help others and forward the work in hand. The deep 
sorrow felt is universal, not only by those of his own 
corps, who knew and loved him, but by all others with 
whom he had come in contact. The Chaplain of the Royal 
Naval Division will read the service this evening, and he 
will rest on the hills behind the Bivouac Camp, with a 
glorious view over the Plains of Troy, and beyond the 
mountains.”

and of Mrs. Airy, of 
Stoke House, Wood- 
bridge, and a grand- 
son of Sir George 
Biddell Airy, K.C.B. 
He was educated at 
Bradfield College, 
and first joined the 
8rd Battalion ot the 
Northamptonshire 
Regiment, as 2nd Lieutenant, in April, 1900, 
and became Lieutenant in the following Novem- 
ber. He was attached to the Ist Battalion of 
his regiment for service in the South 
African War, at the conclusion of which 
he received the Queen's medal and three 
clasps, and was granted the honorary rank 
of Lieutenant in the Army. In February, 
1903, he retired, but on the Great War 
breaking out in August, 1914, he offered 
his services, and on the 11th October, 1914, 
was granted a commission in the 3rd Battalion 
of his old regiment, with his former rank of 
Licutenant. He was soon afterwards sent to 
France, where he was attached to the Ist 
Battalion of his regiment, and after a short 
experience in the trenches he was killed in 
action between the 10th and the 11th January, 
1915, at Cuinchy, France, after having gone to 
help a friend who was ill.

2nd Lieutenant Alban was killed instantaneously

His Captain wrote of him: ‘ He joined my company on 
board ship coming home from India, and I need hardly 
say all the time I have known him he has been a very 
keen and zealous officer. And the Licutenant-Colonel 
of his battalion, in a letter, states: ** We had his body 
brought back to Headquarters at a place called Dicke- 
busch, about six miles south-west of Ypres, d there 
properly interred in the Churchyard in consecrated 
ground.” ... ‘I may say, as regards your son, that 
he was doing extremely well, and was a brave and fearless 
lad. I am more than sorry that so promisiug a career 
has been suddenly cut short.”

He received his com- 
mission in the East Lancashire Regiment in 
August, 1906, becoming Lieutenant in November, 
1908, and in September, 1911, he was transferred 
to the Indian Army, and posted to the l4th 
Sikhs. He afterwards became Adjutant of his 
regiment. When the war broke out, in August

He was a grandson of Canon Tristram, 
late of Durham, and great-grandson of Captain 
Bowlby, of the 4th King’s Own, who was the 
first officer to enter Badajos when the fortress 
was stormed, and who afterwards fought at 
Waterloo, 
He was educated at Loretto, where he was in 
the Football XV, and afterwards went out to 
Rhodesia, where he was in the Civil Service. 
His life in Rhodesia is described as follows in’ the 
“ Rhodesian Herald " for the 26th April, 1916: ** He was 
an ideal Civil Servant, full of cnergy, always helpful and 
kindly, and gencrous to a degre In his life out 
of office hours he was equally keen in playing and en- 
every kind of sport, and always from the high- 
His example was overpowering, and it was 
almost. impossible to refuse to help him in his numerous 
schemes. He was a sturdy player of football himself, 
and played for Rhodesia in the Currie Cup games. His 
work for a club never ceased with playing the game. 
It was at his instigation that the fine Alexandria grounds 
at Salisbury were laid out, and he personally supervised 
the planting of hundreds of trees. No one appealed for 
his help in vain, and he was always on the look-out for 
opportunities tohelp. At Victoria, where he was Assist- 
ant Magistrate, the same tale was told; and it was just 
as one could have expected: when the war broke out 
he immediately took steps to get to the front. He could 
not be relieved at once, but did the next best thing, and 
organised the collection of War Funds.”” 
He also took an active part in Church work in 
Rhodesia. When Hartley Church was built, 
the management of the finances was put into 
his hands, and the success of that undertaking 
was largely due to his energy and wisdom. 
Later on, when he was moved to Victoria, the 
Church finances there also were entrusted to 
him. 
In May, 1915, he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
on probation in the 3rd Battalion, Gordon High- 
landers, and was soon appointed Machine Gun 
Officer. Later he was seconded for service 
with the Machine Gun Corps (‘‘ London Ga- 
zette,”’ 13th December, 1915), and he proceeded 
to France in January, 1916. Ie was shot by 


a sniper near Bray on the 31st March, 1916, 


and was buried at Carnoy. 

A senior officer wrote of him: ‘ He won from us all that 
respect which it is hard for man to win from another, 
and the reason was that he was so absolutely true, so 
absolutely sinc and so thoroughly unselfish. He had 
the finest sense of duty I have ever known anyone to 
As he was to us, he was to his men. His men 
rything else, and it is fitting that he died 
whilst looki for a place to build a shelter that his 
men might be comfortable. He was always thus. No 
sacrifice was too great if the condition and care of his 
men might be better. In his work he was wonderfully 
enthusiastic, and he proved himself a splendid soldier. 
We are all the better for having known him, the poorer 
for his loss.’" 
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CAPTAIN ROWLAND LATIMER 
ALMOND, ROYAL ENGINEERS, 
- third son of the late 
Dr. H.-H. Almond, 
Headmaster of Lo- 
retto School, and of 
Mrs. Almond, 56, 
Belsize Park Gar- 
dens, London, N.W., 
was born on the 13th 
January, 1887. 
He was educated at 
Loretto, where he 
was in the XV in 
1904-05, and he 
afterwards passed into the R.M.A., Woolwich. 
There he was Captain of the Rugby XV in 
1907, and in 1909 he was Captain of the S.M.E., 
Chatham XV. Passing out first on the list, 
with Honours, he was awarded the Pollock 
medal, and received his commission in the 
Royal Engineers in December, 1907. After 
the usual course at Chatham, he went to India, 
and became Lieutenant in May, 1910. He was 
appointed to the Survey of India, and remained 
there till August, 1914, when he was transferred 
to the 21st Company 3rd Sappers and Miners, 
Indian Army, and was promoted Captain in 
the following October. He went to France with 
the first part of the Indian Expeditionary Force, 
and after the attack at Neuve Chapelle on the 
28th October, 1914, was reported missing. Since 
then he has not been directly heard of, but 
among a packet of effects taken from the body 
of an officer of the Royal Engineers at Neuve 
Chapelle, and sent to the War Office, in May, 
1916, was a wrist watch, with Captain Almond’s 
name engraved on it: it must therefore be 
assumed that he was killed on the date mentioned. 
Captain Almond married in May, 1014, Helen, 
daughter of Colonel F. Gosset, late R.E., of 
Watlington, Oxon. He was a member of the 
Fettesian-Lorettonian Club. Dr. Almond’s 
eldest son, Lieutenant G. H.-H. Almond, 
served in France in the R.A.M.C., and the 
second son, Lieutenant H. T. Almond, 3rd 
Battalion, Gordon Highlanders, was killed in 
action on the 3lst March, 1916.

Captain Alt, who was born on the 9th September, 
1870, was educated at private schools. 

He had qualified at a school of musketry and 
also for promotion to Field Rank. In December, 
1887, he had been appointed to the 3rd Bat- 
talion King’s Own Yorkshire Light Infantry 
as 2nd Lieutenant, being promoted Lieutenant 
in July, 1890, and reaching the rank of Captain 
in May, 1592. He retired in June, 1898, but 
on the outbreak of war with Germany, 
though living in the United States, he at 
once applied to rejoin his old battalion, and 
was gazetted in September, 1914, 
in the King’s Own Yorkshire Light Infantry. 
In January, 1915, he was sent to the front, 
where he was killed on the 18th April, 1915, 
while leading his men in a charge on Hill 60. 
He was mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch 
of the 31st May, 1915. 

Captain Alt married, in 1895, Virginia, daughter 
of Mr. Benson Cahoon, of Missouri, U.S.A., and 
had two sons, one of whom survives him.

He was born at 


Victoria on the 3rd October, 1871, and was 
educated at Harrow and the R.M.C., nd- 
hurst, from which he received a commission 
in 1892 in the 13th Hussars, with whom he 
served for five years, retiring from the active 
list in 1897. Tle took part in the South African 
War with the Queenstown Rifles, receiving the 
Queen’s medal with two ps. After the 
South African War he again entered civil life, 
but joined the 4th Volunteer Border Regiment, 
in which he became Captain. 

On the outbreak of war with Germany, on 
offering his services, he was given a commission, 
with the rank of Captain, in September, 1914, 
in the 3rd Battalion Scottish Rifles, and went 
to the front in October, 1914, attached to the 
2nd Battalion King’s Own Scottish Borderers. 
Captain Anderson's 


company was the first 
to get on to Hill 60, when it was taken for the 
first time by us on the 17th-18th April, 1915. 


On leaving their billets, a few days afterwards, 
they were ordered to support the French and 
Canadians, who had been thrown back by the 
first use of poisonous gases. Captain Anderson 
was leading his company in a charge to 
recapture some trenches when he was shot 
through the lungs on the 23rd April. The 
ground was so exposed and fire-swept that it 
was impossible to recover his body for two days 
and nights. He was buried by one of his 
subalterns and two men near the village of 
St. Jean, close to the Yser Canal. During the 
fight for Hill 60, and the charge in which 
Captain Anderson lost his life, all but two 
officers of the 2nd Battalion King’s Own 
Scottish Borderers were killed or wounded, 
and at the close of the fighting only fifty men 
of the battalion answered the roll call. 

Captain Anderson, who was a member of the 
Naval and Military Club, Piccadilly, married 
Phyllis E. C., daughter of W. Morris Fletcher, 
Esq., J.P., 1.C.8., of Burley, New Forest, and 
granddaughter of Henry Alworth Merewether, 
Q.C., and left two children, David A. F. Ander- 
son, born May, 1905, and Gerald D., born 
January, 1908.

His Captain wrote of him: ‘ Your son Dick was in com- 
mand of ‘ A’ Company, and on Tuesday, the 11th May, 
*“A’ and‘ B’ Companies were holding the advanced fire 
of our position. About 10 a.m. both companies were 
forced to evacuate the trenches by reason of the appalling 
shell-fire, bombing, and gassing. Your son, together 


with the Captain of ‘ B’ Company, collected their men 
in the re f the trench and charged, forcing the Ger- 
mans tire at the point of the bayonet. The Captain 


of ‘B’ Company told me that never in his life had he 
seen, or imagined possible, conduct. so magnificent as 
that of your son. Knowing Dick as I did, this is only 
what I and his brother officers expected of him."* 
Lieutenant J. R. H. Anderson was a fine shot 
and a promising golfer, having made a repu- 
tation for himself at Ootacamund, and also at 
Prestwick in the Open Championship of 1914. 
He was a member of Prestwick Golf Club, and 
also of the Caledonian Club, London.

He was educated at the Christian Brothers’

when the Great War broke out. He always took 
a keen interest in military work. As a boy he 
had a troop of Boy Scouts, and was a Scout- 
master for some years. He joined the local 
Infantry Forces at the age of fifteen years, as a 
private, and worked himself up in the various 
grades, passing all his examinations with marked 
success. In the year 1912 he was one of two 
sergeants picked from Western Australia to 
represent that State in the Machine Gun Section

at the School of Musketry in Ranwick, New 
South Wales, and passed his examination. In 
the year 1913 he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant, 
and at the time of the outbreak of the war 
he was officer in charge of the Machine Gun 
Section, 86th Local Infantry Forces, Free- 
mantle. In about August or September of the 
year 1914 all the local Infantry Forces were 
called out, and he was for a time in charge of the 
Wireless Station at Applecross. While there 
he offered himself for active service, and was one 
of the first four officers to be picked from 
Western Australia. Shortly after going into 
camp he proceeded to Melbourne, and took 
charge cf the first reinforcements of the 16th 
Battalion as 2nd Lieutenant. When he arrived 
in Egypt he was given charge of the 13th 
Platoon of ““D” Company, 16th Battalion, 
with whom he landed.

tinguished career in

Major Anderson was educated privately, and 
at the R.M.C., Sandhurst, which he entered 
as a King’s Cadet in 1892. He received his first 
appointment in the Army in January, 1894, 
when he was gazetted to an unattached 2nd 
Lieutenancy. For a few months he was at- 
tached to the 2nd Battalion, Durham Light 
Infantry, and in April, 1895, he was posted to 
the 33rd Cavalry, Indian Staff Corps. He was 
promoted Lieutenant in May, 1896, and in the 
following year he was on active service, taking 
part in the Tirah Campaign, 1897-98, for which 
he received the medal with two clasps. For 
six months, in 1898, he was on Plague Duty in 
Bombay, and again for four months in 1901, 
having in the meanwhile served with his 
regiment in China in 1900. He acted as 
Adjutant to H.E. the Governor of Bombay’s 
Bodyguard for three having 
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months and

been promoted Captain in January, 1903, was 
appointed Adjutant of his regiment from April, 
1904 to 1908, and of the Calcutta Light Horse 
from January to September, 1909. He was a 
keen sportsman, fond of pig-sticking, polo, and 
shooting. 

Major Anderson, who was promoted to that 
rank in 1912, went in command of two squad- 
rons of his regiment with the force to Meso- 
potamia in November, 1914. He was present 
at the taking of Busra and Kurna, and in the 
great Battle of Shaiba. 

“On the 29th April, 1915, a cavalry reconnoitring detach- 
ment, under the command of Major Anderson, was 
operating in Arabistan, with orders to examine a tract 
of country on the bank of the Karkeh River. During 
the course of this reconnaissance the detachment came 
across ai Arab encampment, the Sheikh of which pro- 
fessed himself friendly, and gave information as to the 
whereabouts of the Turks. The detachment watered 
their horses, taking full military precautions, at a place 
pointed out by the Sheikh. Immediately this was done, 
however, the Arabs suddenly and treacherously attacked 
our troops. Thereupon Major Anderson ordered his 
main body to re eat a trot, and recalled the advanced 
guard and tanking patrols. As soon as the main body 
began to move, fire was opened by the Arabs from several 
directions. In the fight which ensued our cavalry in- 
flicted considerable losses on the Arabs, but it is regretted 
that Anderson was killed.” (From Report of 
tary.) 

A Captain in the regiment wrote: “ Regarding the de- 
tails of your brother's death you asked for, they are as 
follows : He and Ram Rikh, his trumpeter, were galloping 


away from the Arabs towards the squadron. Your 
brother's horse was hit, and began to falter, tain Rikh 
then asked your brother to get on to his horse. This 


Major Anderson refused, saying there would be no chance 
for either of them Almost immediately your brother was 
hit, and began to fall forward on his horse’s neck. Ram 
Rikh then tried to pull him on to his own horse; he 
was then hit himself, lost his reins, and his horse ran 
away with him into camp. 1ere is no doubt that your 
brother was killed instantaneously. Ram Rikh has, 1 
am sorry to say, permanently lost the use of his left arm, 
and is shortly to be invalided out of the Service. He says 
he has served under your brother all his service, and 
would much rather have been killed when he was than 


have lived. There is no doubt he was very devoted to 
him.” 

Major Anderson was buried at  Imamzadeh 
Ali-Tbubusain. 


Another officer wrote: ‘I need not tell you that his 
death was a very great loss to his regiment—all the officers 
and men of which were devoted to him—and to the 
brigade. Although I had not known him for more than 
a few v =, I felt that in him I had lost one of the best 
and most reliable and gallant olficers in the brigade. . . . 
Your brother died, as he lived, gallantly. . . . He could, 
by galloping back to the main body, almost certainly 
have saved his life; but this would have been to desert 
his officers and the rear guard. As was his nature, he 
chose the braver course. We afterwards buried him, 
He was killed, I hope, instantaneously and painlessly 
by bullet wounds. He lies buried some twenty-five miles 
south-west of Ahwaz, on the Karun River.” 

Major Anderson was mentioned G 
Sir A. A. Barrett's Despatches specially 
brought to notice for gallantry in the field.

member of the O.T.C. Shortly after the out- 
break of war in 1914 he enlisted in the Public 
Schools’ Battalion, and in November, 1914, 
entered the R.M.C., Sandhurst, where he be- 
came a Sergeant of Cadets and Captain of his 
Company’s Football Team, He passed out 
in February, 1915, when he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Royal Berkshire Regiment, 
and posted to the Ist Battalion. 

2nd Lieutenant Apps left for France in April, 
1915, and after the Battle of Festubert he was 
reported “ missing”? on the 17th May, 1915. 
It is believed that he was killed in action on 
that date, though no authentic news can be 
obtained. 

His senior officer wrote: ‘* He led his platoon with the 
greatest bravery in the night attack, and came safely 
through the charge and capture of the trenches; he 
was with his men some hours afterwards, After that 
there was no news of him at all, except that he was 
slightly wounded. He may have led a bombing party 
in the final clearing out of the Germans. We th he 
can only have met his death by a sniper or by a bomb, 
or that a shell accounted for his being missin A 
brother officer in a letter states : ** We have all missed 
him. Althe he was only out for a little time, he was 
such a checry good fellow we were all very fond of him, 
Those of his men who were left have expressed their 
great sorrow at his loss.”

oflicers. Captain Arbuthnot was also an active 
member of St, Matthew's Church, Bayswater,

He was educated at

Oxford. At Eton he reached the VIth Form, 
and rowed in the Hight of 1903. At Oxford he 
took Honours in History, rowed in his College 
boat, which was head of the river, and only 
he ciated himself with the work of the 
Polytechnic in the Rowing Section, and was 
most helpful by his example and as a coach. 
When a Polytechnic Company was organised 


and was interested in Y.M.C.A. work at Tich- 
borne Street, having also his own class of young 
men, who met at his house on Sunday after- 
noons. Of thirty-nine boys who were in his 
class, no fewer than thirty-six responded to 
their country’s call, fifteen of these joining 
“The Rangers,” eight of them being with him 
in the Polytechnic Company on active service. 
He went. to France with his corps in December, 
1914, and on the 4th May, 1915, was seriously 
wounded by shell in the head and arm. Another 
officer, coming up, found him in great pain, and 
after giving him his own morphia called for 
volunteers to carry him to the Ambulance 
Hospital, two miles away. Four men, all of 
whom had been one of his own boys, instantly 
came forward, and carried him at great risk 
to their own safety. He was sent on to the 
8rd General Hospital at Le Tréport, where, in 
spite of all that could be done, he died in the 
evening of the 15th May, 1915. He was buried 
with military honours on the 17th in the little 
cemetery for British and Canadian officers and 
men at Le Tréport. 

Numerous tributes to the memory of Captain 
Arbuthnot appeared in the ‘ Polytechnic 
Magazine” for June, 1915, from, among others, 
Colonel Bayliffe, ‘‘'The Rangers,’’ Master of 
Magdalene College, Cambridge, the Warden of 
New College, Oxford, the Dean of New College, 
Father Sheddon, and fellow officers and friends 
of his own generation. 

A memorial service for him was held at St. 
Matthew's, Bayswater, attended by sections of 
his battalion, of the Polytechnic Cadet Corps 
and Volunteer Training Corps. 


MAJOR KENNETH WINDHAM 
ARBUTHNOT, 2nd BATTN. SEAFORTH 
HIGHLANDERS (ROSS-SHIRE BUFFS, 
THE DUKE OF ALBANY'S), 
who was born on 
the 23rd July, 1874, 
was the son of Wil- 
liam Rieirson  Ar- 
buthnot, late of 
Plawhatch, East 
Grinstead, Sussex. 

He received his first 
appointment in the 
Army in July, 1893, 
when he was gazet- 
ted 2nd Lieutenant 
. ———! in the Seaforth High- 
landers from the R,M.C., Sandhurst, and posted 
to the 2nd Battalion. He was promoted Lieu- 
tenant in July, 1895, and in that year was on 
active service for the first time, taking part in 
operations in Chitral with the Relief Force, 
for which he received the medal with clasp. 
In 1898 he was again on active service with the 
Nile Expedition, and was present at the Battle 
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of Khartoum. For his services there he re- 
ceived the Sudan and Egyptian medals, In 
April, 1900, he was promoted Captain, and 
from 1901 to 1902 he took part in the South 
African War, where he was employed with the 
Mounted Infantry in operations in the Trans- 
vaal, Orange River Colony, and Cape Colony. 
Iie was mentioned in Despatches (‘ London 
Gazette,” 29th July, 1992), receiving the Queen’s 
medal with five clasps and his brevet of Major. 
From August, 1907, to June, 1909, Major 
Arbuthnot was an Adjutant of Volunteers and 
of the Territorial Force, receiving his sub- 
stantive majority in the latter month. In 
October, 1911, he was appointed Brigade Major, 
Gordon Infantry Brigade, Scottish Command, 
an appointment which he still held when war 
was delared against Germany in August, 1914. 
Major Arbuthnot accompanied his battalion 
to France for active service in the Great War. 
His battalion was brigaded with the Indian 
Expeditionary Foree, which took part in the 
heavy fighting near Ypres, and Major Arbuthnot 
was killed in the second battle at that town 
on the 25th April, 1915. He was buried a mile 
and a half north-east of Wieltje, a village about 
two miles north-east of Ypres.

Major Archibald was educated at Glasgow, High 
School, and joined the 2nd Lanarkshire R.E. 
Volunteers, as 2nd Lieutenant, in August, 1903, 
on its formation after the Boer War. He held 
the rank of Lieutenant from April, 1908, in 
the Fortress Company, and when this unit was 
disbanded in 1910 he remained 
for some time, being eventually

as supernumerary, in September, 1912, to the 
2nd Lowland Field Company. He was promoted 
Captain in September, 1914, and Major in 
January, 1915. 

In civil life Major Archibald was for many years 
with the firm of William Jacks & Co., iron 
merchants, Glasgow, and he was a member of 
the Scottish Constitutional Club, Glasgow, of the 
High School Club, and of Whitecraigs Golf Club. 
The 2nd Lowland Field Company was attached 
to the 29th Division for active service, and 
landed at Gallipoli on the 25th April, 1915. 
On the 18th June, 1915, at 8.30 p.m., Major 
Archibald, with two other officers, left. their 
dug-out to visit the Section Officer, and while 
passing along an abandoned trench a shell 
came over the parapet and burst, one portion 
hitting Major Archibald on the head and 
another in the side, from the effects of which he 
died soon after. The other officers escaped 
unhurt. 

Major Archibald married in August, 1911, 
Helen Gibson, eldest daughter of the late James 
Mitchell, Esq., ironmaster, Coatbridge, Lanark- 
shire, and left two daughters: Margaret Allan, 
born June, 1912, and Elizabeth Campbell 
McLellan, born September, 1914. 


LIEUTENANT FRANCIS LEOFRIC 
ARMSTRONG, 15th BATTN. (QUEENS- 
LAND) AUSTRALIAN INFANTRY, 
born on the 25th 
October, 1880, at 
Mount Perry, 
Queensland, was the 
fourth son of Mr. 
Octavius Armstrong, 
retired Police Magis- 
trate, formerly of 
Adare, Limerick, 
and of Mrs. Arm- 
strong, EKdmonstone 
Street, South Bris- 
bane. He was a 
cousin of Lord Huntingfield, of the late Sir 
Francis Bathurst Suttor, of Bathurst, late 
President of the New South Wales Legislative 
Council, and of the Hon. W. D. Armstrong, of 
Adare, Queensland, Liberal Member for Lock- 
yer, and late Speaker of the Queensland Legis- 
lative Assembly. 

Lieutenant Armstrong was educated at Bris- 
bane Grammar School, and in 1898, on leaving 
school, he joined the Queensland National Bank. 
From 1899 to 1902 he was on active service in 
South Africa, being invalided home in the latter 
year. He returned to South Africa soon after- 
wards, and joined the service of the Bank of 
Africa, returning to Australia again in 1910, 
when he rejoined the Queensland National 
Bank, and when the Great War broke out he 
was on the Head Office Staff. 
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When at school Mr. Armstrong had been a 
Lieutenant in the Cadet Corps in 1891 and 1892, 
and in 1900 he became a Lieutenant in the 
Queensland Rifles. Ue volunteered for active 
service in the South African War, and from 
April to November, 1901, he served as a Cor- 
poral in the Prince of Wales Light Horse, and 
when that corps was disbanded he joined the 
New South Wales Imperial Bushmen as Cor- 
poral, continuing with them until shortly 
before the end of the campaign, when he was 
invalided home to Australia with enteric. 
During the South African War he was for the 
most of the time with Colonel Williams’ Column 
under the command of General Bruce Hamilton. 
For his services he received the Queen’s medal 
with five clasps. At the outbreak of the Great 
War Mr. Armstrong held a commission as 
Lieutenant in the 7th Queensland Infantry 
(the Moreton Regiment). Joining the Second 
Expeditionary Force as Lieutenant in the 
15th Battalion, Australian Infantry, he took 
part in the severe fighting during the early 
days at Quinn’s Post, being mentioned by 
General Birdwood in his Army Corps Order 
of 13th July, 1915, for conspicuous bravery 
and good work. On the night of the 9th May, 
1915, Lieutenant Armstrong led an assaulting 
party against the Turkish trenches at Quinn’s 
Post. These were captured and held until 
the early morning of the 10th May, when, 
owing to the enemy’s heavy enfilading fire, the 
15th Battalion was ordered to evacuate. 
Lieutenant Armstrong was returning with his 
men, and had regained the parapet of his own 
trench, when he was twice hit. He died shortly 
afterwards, and was buried at the rear of the 
British trenches at Quinn's Post. 

Lieutenant Armstrong married Annie Munro, 
only daughter of the late Captain John Mackay, 
I.8.0., of Nukuseva, Brisbane, founder of the 
town and district of Mackay, Queensland, and 
subsequently Portmaster and Chairman of the 
Marine Board of Queensland, and of Mrs. 
Mackay of Wharf Street, Kangaroo Point, 
Brisbane, and he left one son, Francis Mackay 
Armstrong, born in February, 1915.  Lieu- 
tenant Armstrong was a member of the United 
Services Club, Brisbane. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEORGE CARLYON 
ARMSTRONG, SPECIAL RESERVE, attd. 
lst BATTN. COLDSTREAM GUARDS, 
was the only son of Commander Sir George 
Armstrong, Bart., K.N., and of Lady Arm- 
strong, of 24, Hans Road, London, S.W., and 
Winloed, Pangbourne. 

2nd Lieutenant Armstrong's grandfather, Cap- 
tain Sir George Armstrong, was an old Indian 
Mutiny veteran, who fought with distinction 
at. the siege of Delhi, and was severely woun- 
ded. His great-grandfather, Colonel Craven 


Armstrong, commanded the 4th Sikhs, and was 
mentioned in Despatches in three campaigns. 
2nd Lieutenant Arm- 
strong was born at 
Weybridge on the 
Sth June, 1896, and 
was educated at Lud- 
grove and at Eton. 
At the latter he won 
several prizes for 
rowing. 

In August, 1914, he 
was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 
Special Reserve, 
Coldstream Guards, and for active service he 
was attached to the Ist Battalion, and went 
to the front in December, 1914. Shortly after 
his arrival, 2nd Lieutenant Armstrong took 
part in the attack by his Battalion on December 


22nd at Givenchy, 

“When,” to quote the words of an officer of the Indian 
Corps who witnessed the fight, “they marched forward 
without the least hesitation under the most terrific fire 
as though they were on parade.” 


After the action at Quinchy on the 25th Jan- 
uary, 1915, 2nd Lieutenant Armstrong was 
reported ‘missing,’ but it has since been 
ascertained that-he fell on that date. 

On that occasion, owing to the blowing up of 
trenches occupied by the Scots Guards, the 
enemy effected a breach in the British lines, 
with the result that the trench held by the 
Coldstream Guards was rather exposed. When 
last seen alive, 2nd Lieutenant Armstrong was 
emptying his revolver into the on-coming 
Germans with his wounded men around him, 
after ordering those who had time to do so to 
retire by the communication trench. Of the 
thirteen officers of his Battalion who took part 
in the engagement that morning, ten were killed, 
wounded or missing. 2nd Lieutenant Arm- 
strong was killed by a bullet wound in the chest. 


LIEUTENANT HUTTON - PERKINS 
ARMSTRONG, 15th BATTN. (QUEENS- 
LAND & TASMANIA) AUSTRALIAN 
INFANTRY, 
third son of George 
and Elizabeth Jane 
Armstrong, of Den- 
ham Street, Towns- 
ville, and a brother 
of George P. Arm- 
strong, Common- 
wealth Bank of Aus- 
tralia, and of John 
Armstrong, Winton, 
was born in Towns- 
ville on the 24th 


February, 1891 
He was educated at the Central State School and 
Technical College, Townsville, and after leaving

the College joined the A.G.A. Garrison Battery, 
in which he became Sergeant-Major. Later 
he received a commission as 2nd Lieutenant 
in the 2nd Infantry Kennedy Regiment. Mr. 
Armstrong was a very fine rifle shot, and as a 
member of the Townsville Rifle Club won many 
gold medals and trophies. He also won the 
gold medal for the highest score in the North 
Queensland Rifle Association Team’s Match, 
the Champion Gold Medal for the A.G.A. 
Garrison Battery, and was one of the repre- 
sentatives in the Australian Team at Bisley 
in 1913. 


The following certificate relates to his work at the Towns- 
ville Technical College: ‘* Lieutenant H, P. Armstrong 
had been attending courses of instruction at the Towns- 
ville Technical College for a period of three years. In 
that time he displayed intelligence much above the 
average, and during the last twelve months of his studies 
he held the premier position in our Commericial Depart- 
ment. He was a leader in all manly games, was naturally 
ofa studious disposition, was conscientious and punctual 
in the discharge of his duties. In fact, he was a good all- 
round student, being as popular with the members of the 
staff as with his fellow students, His conduct was 
uniformly excellent.’” 

An Australian Officer wrote of Lieutenant Armstrong’s 
earlier career as follows: ‘* He was known by his infant 
pet name of * Major’ when he was admitted to the 
Central School, Townsville, on his fifth birthday, and he 
was always worthy of the sobriquet. Yes, he was a 
soldier-like, outspoken boy from the first, and was proud 
of his name, masterly, but a favourite always, and always 
among the leaders of his class. When he entered com- 
mercial life he was just the same: reliable and enthusi- 
astic. He had rapid promotion in his vocation, while in 
his spare time he devoted himself to the avocations of 
rifle-shooting and artillery drill with such success that 
at a very early age he became a Lieutenant in the Queens- 
land Defence Force and a member of the Australian 
Rifle Team, which was sent home to compete at Bisley. 
His action after assisting as a Lieutenant in the capture 
of New Guinea was especially praiseworthy. Ile volun- 
teered for service in Europe, but was told that, owing to 
the number of officers who were senior to him, he could 
be accepted only as a private. He at once agreed ; his 
merit, however, soon gave him the position of Sergeant, 
and, a few days before sailing, a commission once more 
as Lieutenant ; a grand example to those who haggle for 
position, instead of being actuated by pure patriotism. 
He well deserves the euwlogiums of General Birdwood 
for the work done in his short but glorious young life. 
It is a very pleasant memory to us that the boys and 
girls of his old school gave him a serenade at his home 
when he returned from his shooting at Bisley, As a son 
he was all a mother could desire; as a brother he was 
loving and cheerful; as a companion, cheery, true, 
brave, and loyal. We who knew him personally lament 
a friend, large-hearted, generous, and unselfish, whose 
loss must ever be ours, and whose place can never be 
filled.”” 

A Manager in the Australian Steamships, Ltd., wrote: 
“* He entered the Townsville office of Howard, Smith, 
and Co., Ltd., Australian steamship owners and coal 
mine proprietors, in 1905, and remained in their em- 
ployment, with the exception of a short period, until 
his military duties called him away in 1914, during which 
time his painstaking and persevering habits earned for 
him frequent promotion, with the prospect of reac ing 
a very good position in the shipping world.” 


When the Great War broke out Mr. Armstrong 
joined the Australian Imperial Force as a 
Sergeant, and was gazetted Lieutenant in the 15th 
Battalion, Australian Infantry, in December, 
1914. For active service Lieutenant Armstrong 
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proceeded to the Dardanelles, and at Quinn’s 
Post, Gallipoli Peninsula, while in the trenches 
on 10th May, 1915, he was shot through the 
head and killed. He was buried behind the 
firing line at Quinn’s Post. 

Lieutenant-General Sir W. R. Birdwood wrote of him: 
“ T write to let you know how very sincerely I sympathise 
with you in the loss which you sustained in May last in 
the death of your gallant son, whose conduct then so 
fully bore out all the high reputations which the Aus- 
tralian troops have gained while fighting so magnificently 
as they have done on every occasion since we landed on 
this peninsula in April last. Your son led an assaulting 
party of his regiment on the enemy's trenches on the 
night of the 9th May. By force of example, he and Lieu- 
tenant Hf. G. Smith led their respective men under a very 
heavy fire up to, right through, and over the Turkish 
trenches. I think there is no doubt but that the gallant 
leading of your son and Licutenant Smith was responsible 
for the way in which the men took the Turkish trenches, 
and it was. I feel, a very great loss to the State when your 
son was killed during this action, while Lieutenant 
Smith died later on from the wounds he then received. 
Tam afraid that this is all the information which it is 
possible to obtain regarding your son's death, but I 
should again like to express my sympathy with you 
and his mother in the death of a son of whom you must 
naturally have both been so proud. It is the fact that 
T have such men serving under me which makes me so 
extremely proud, as Iam, to be associated in my present 
position with the Australian troops here, every one of 
whom has done magnificently since the moment we 
landed, and I know they will continue to do the same 
until we have finally defeated the Germans, for we all 
feel it is they we are fighting here, and not. the Turks, 
who are merely their dupes. It was not until some time 
after your son's death that I was able to get possession 
of the names of him and others who had behaved very 
gallantly, and I consequently was not able to publish 
anything to the troops at the time regarding his action. 
Later on, however, I did so, and, as you may possibly 
care to have it, I enclose an extract from an Army Corps 
Order, which I issued on the subject, bringing his and 
the gallant. conduct. of others to general notice.” 

The following is an extract from the Army Corps Orders 
mentioned :—‘* Complimentary 183: The Army Corps 
Commander has very much pleasure in publishing the 
names of the Junior Regimental Officers, Warrant 
Officers, N.C.O.8, and men in the attached supplement. 
who have been brought to his notice for having performed. 
various acts of conspicuous gallantry or valuable service 
during the period from 6th May, 1915, to 2xth June, 
1915. He cordially thanks them for the good work 
they have performed, which more than ever testifies 
to their devotion to duty towards King 8nd country. 
His only regret is that they cannot all be rewarded. 
15th Battalion: Lieutenant Armstrong, H.P., killed in 
action.” 


CAPTAIN FERDINAND FRANCK WILLIAM ARNOLD, 
1st BATTN. SUFFOLK REGIMENT, was killed in 
action, 23rd April, 1915. 


CAPTAIN REINFRED TATTON 
ARUNDELL, 2nd QUEEN VICTORIA’S 
OWN RAJPUT LIGHT INFANTRY, 
who was killed in action in the Turkish attack 
on the Suez Canal on the 3rd February, 1915, 
was the younger son of the late Rev. W. H. 
Arundell, and of Mrs. Arundell, Cheriton Fitz- 
paine, Devonshire, and was born on the 19th 
December, 1879. 

He was educated at the Rev. C. R. Carr’s School

Captain Arundell was unmarried.

LIEUTENANT CHRISTOPHER ERNEST

INFANTRY), son of C. and M. A. Atherley, 


of 86, Front Street, Arnold, Notts, was born there 
on the 28th May, 1894. 

After his preliminary education, Lieutenant 
Atherley entered the University College, Not- 
tingham, in October, 1913, with a view to reading 
for his B.Sc. degree, and soon made himself 


general favourite by his energy and keenness. 
Study, sport, O.T.C. duties, he followed all with 
a vigour which was 
as delightful as it was 
uncommon. He was 
a fine hockey player, 
and won his Colours 
in the Session 1914— 
15. 

Soon after the de- 
claration of war, in 
October, 1914, he was 
gazetted 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in the 11th 
Battalion, King’s 
Own Yorkshire Light Infantry, and in Decem- 
ber, 1914, was promoted to the rank of tem- 
porary Lieutenant, becoming Machine-gun 
Officer to his battalion. For active service, 
Lieutenant Atherley was attached to the Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers, and was drafted with new men 
to the Dardanelles. While in the trenches in 
Gallipoli Peninsula on the 16th June, 1915, he 
was severely wounded by a sniper, and died 
the next day. He was buried at ‘ Lancaster 
Landing,” Beach “ W.” 

A Major of the Ist Battalion, Royal Dublin Fusiliers, 
wrote of him: “ I cannot speak too highly of h 
behaviour during the action, I have had the p 
of bringing his s ices to the notice of the General 
Commanding the brigade. I myself and all ranks 
deeply regret his loss."" 

Another brother officer, when writing, mentioned that 
“no doubt the Commanding Officer will inform you that 
he had recommended him to the General for the work 
he did. He was holding a trench with about one hundred 
men when the Turks, five hundred of them, attacked 
him. He stuck there with a few men until he was forced 
to retire to our main line. On reaching this he, with more 
men, drove them back, and recaptured the trench. It 
was here that he was killed. Our machine-guns wiped 
all of them out, against our thirty-seven killed and 
wounded.”” 

For his services in the war Lieutenant Atherley 
was mentioned in Sir Ian Hamilton’s Despatch 
of the 22nd September, 1915, 


LIEUTENANT GEOFFREY BUDDLE

He joined the 3rd (Special Reserve) Battalion 
of the Connaught Rangers in June, 1913, and 
was transferred to the 2nd Battalion in Sep- 
tember, 1914, becoming Lieutenant in Novem- 
ber, 1914. 

Lieutenant Aveling went out to France with the 
Expeditionary Force in August, 1914, and was 
wounded at the Battle of the Aisne, September 
14th, 1914. He was hit in the hip and leg, but 
after being dressed hastily in the Field Station 
continued to fight until the enemy had been 
beaten back. After being in hospital at Ver- 
sailles and at Sainte-Nazaire, he returned to 
the firing line, instead of returning to England, 
as he could have done, for convalescence, and 
was again wounded in action in the first Battle 
of Ypres on November 7th, 1914.

Ypres. After acting for several months as

his men. He had reached the parapet of the 
first German trench when he was instantane- 
ously killed. 

A Captain of the Northumberland Fusiliers, writing 
from King Edward VIL Hospital, in June, 1915, said :

He got the medal of 
the Northumberland Rifle Association, which 
bears the inscription: ‘‘ Freemen of Newcastle 
Challenge Shield, Winning Team, 5th Battalion, 
Northumberland Fusiliers.” 

Having volunteered for Imperial Service, he 
went to the seat of war in France as Com- 
mander of No. 2 Section of the Northumberland 
Divisional Signal Company, Royal Engineers, 
T.F., and was killed on April 27th, 1915, while 
most gallantly carrying a message over ground 
which was being most heavily shelled. 
Lieutenant Bainbridge was a keen and hard- 
working officer, and was reported as possessing 
exceptional qualifications for his position.

nomination, where he became Senior Sergeant 
of his company. He was gazetted to the King’s 
Royal Rifles in February, 1915, and was 
.attached to the 6th Battalion at Sheerness, 
joining it on the 17th of that month. He left 
for France on the 18th May, and joined the 4th 
Battalion in Flanders on Sunday afternoon, the 
23rd May, and was killed in the early morning 
of the following Tuesday, 25th May, leading his 
men in a counter-attack on the trenches at 
Bellewaarde Wood, near Ypres, aged nineteen.

was gazetted to the 
Royal Irish Rifles 
in March, 1890, be- 
coming Lieutenant 
in November, 1894, 
and being Adjutant, 
of his battalion for 
from the 
y, 1896, 
He obtained his com- 
pany in February, 
1900, and in the 
South African War commanded the 21st 
Battalion, Mounted Infantry. THe was present 
at operations in the Orange River Colony 
from May to November, 1900, and in the 
Transvaal, Orange River, and Cape Colonies 
between November, 1900, and May, 1902. 
He received the Queen's medal with three 
and the King’s medal with two clasps. 
From February, 1905, to September 21st, 
1906, he was Adjutant of the 5th Battalion, 
Connaught Rangers (Militia), receiving his 
majority on the day after relinquishing that 
appointment. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Clinton-Baker was a good 
cricketer, a fine shot, and a keen polo player, 
having been one of the team which won for his 
battalion King George’s Cup for polo at Aden 
in 1914. He succeeded to the command of his 
battalion on the 15th March, 1915, when 
Lieutenant-Colonel Laurie was killed at Neuve 
Chapelle, but the promotion was not gazetted 
till the 16th May, to date from April, 1915, and 
in a “ Gazette ” of the Ist July, 1915, the pro- 
motion was antedated to 15th March, 1915. 
He was one of the four officers of the Ist 
Battalion, Royal Irish Rifles, out of twenty-two 
who passed unhurt through the action of Neuve 
Chapelle. On the 9th May, 1915, his battalion 
took up its position in the assembly trenches 
near Fromelles, and after the enemy trenches 
had been bombarded they advanced to the 
attack, only to find the Germans quite prepared. 
The battalion, though exposed to a terrific 
fire, pushed on and gained the enemy trenches 
and the road beyond, which they held. 
Shortly afterwards Brigadier-General Lowry 
Cole was killed, but though the pressure 
was greater every moment, they still held 
on, and Lieutenant-Colonel Clinton-Baker, 
with a party of twenty men, went to the 
right flank to try and stop enfilading from 
that direction, and sent a similar party, under 
a Sergeant-Major, to do the same on the left 
flank. Both these parties were all killed, 
except Sergeant-Major Carroll, who had several 
bullet-holes in his clothing and a slight wound 
in his hand, 
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CAPTAIN REGINALD LAWRENCE 
BAKER, 3rd BATTN. THE 
MONMOUTHSHIRE REGIMENT, 
TERRITORIAL FORCE RESERVE, 
.. was the son of the 
late HH. Lawrence 
Baker, solicitor, of 
Abergavenny, and 
was born on the 19th 
June, 1879. 
Captain Baker was 
first gazetted to the 
4th Volunteer Bat- 
| talion of the South 
| Wales Borderers, as 
2nd Lieutenant, in 
May, 1905, and was 
promoted Captain in January, 1907. In July, 
1911, he joined the Territorial Force Reserve 
of the 3rd Battalion of the Monmouthshire 
Regiment, to which he belonged when war was 
declared, and he then rejoined his battalion. 
He was killed in action near Ypres early in 
May, 1915 (the exact date is not given in the 
Casualty List), being at first reported missing, 
and then officially reported killed. 

Captain Baker married Grace Helen Torry, of 
“ Derrystone,”’ Abergavenny, daughter of the 
late W. F. Torry, solicitor, of Hull, in January, 
1915, shortly before proceeding on active 
service. 


2nd LIEUTENANT KEITH BALEs, attd. 2nd 
Batty, BoRDER REGIMENT, was killed in action, 
16th or 17th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT JOSEPH RUPERT 
BALFE, 6th (VICTORIA) BATTN. 
AUSTRALIAN INFANTRY, 
~ the son of Matthew 
Balfe, J.P., Mayor 
of Brunswick, Vic- 
toria, was born in 
Brunswick in 1890. 
He was educated at 
Princes Hill State 
School, where he 
won a_ scholarship 
entitling him 
three years’ 

at the Universit, 
High School. After 
matriculating he entered Melbourne University, 
and studied medicine and surgery, being in his 
fifth year, and entering upon his final examin- 
ation when the Great War broke out. Mr. Balfe 
was a keen sportsman, and at the University 
High School athletic meeting in 1906 and 1907 
he won the championship, also the Adamson 
Cup, competed for by the Public Schools in 
the latter year. He was Captain of his School 
Football Team in 1906 and 1907, and at the 
first Military Athletic Sports Meeting, in 1913, 


— 
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He was also a member 
Football 


he won the long jump. 
of the Brunswick and University 
Clubs. 

He joined the Melbourne University Rifle 
Corps on its formation, and in 1910 became a 
Lance-Corporal, receiving his promotion to 
Corporal the same year, and to Sergeant in the 
following year. In 1913 he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant. and immediately on the outbreak of 
war he volunteered for foreign service, receiving 
a commission as Lieutenant in the 6th Battalion, 
Australian Infantry. Lieutenant Balfe was 
killed in action during the landing on Gallipoli 
Peninsula on the 25th April, 1915. 

A brother officer wrote of him: “I hear that Rupert 
was killed the first day we landed along with most of his 
men. I have not been able to find any details of his 
death, but IT hear he was seen with a handful of men 
surrounded by a large body of Turks, and fighting de- 
sperately with bayonets till all were killed. Whether 
this is true or not, it is just as I would have expected 
him to fight, with no thought of surrender, and game to 
the last.” 

The following appeared in the “ Melbourne University 
Magazine" of August, 1915 :— Lieutenant J. R. Balfe 
was one of the University officers attached to the 6th 
Battalion, and his name is intimately associated with 
the University Rifle Corps, which he joined as a 
volunteer at its inception. Courageous and universally 
beloved, Mr. Balfe took with him the best wishes of 
every man who had ever met him.” 


LIEUTENANT ISAAC BAYLEY 
BALFOUR, 14th (SERVICE) 
BATTN. THE ROYAL SCOTS 
(LOTHIAN REGT.), attd. Ist BATTN. 
KING'S OWN SCOTTISH BORDERERS, 
was the only son of 
Isaac Bayley Bal- 
four, King’s Botan- 
ist in Scotland, and 
Professor of Botany 
in the University of 
Edinburgh, of Inver 
leith House, Hdin- 
burgh, and was born 
at his father’s home 
on the 19th of Octo- 
ber, 1889. 

He was educated at 
Edinburgh Academy, Junior School (1896), at 
Bilton Grange (1899-1903), where he became 
Head of the School, and at Winchester (1903- 
1908), where he was Senior Co. Prae. 1907-08, 
Head of “ F* House (Mr. Blore’s), winner of 
Holgate Prize 1904 and 1905, Modern Language 
Prize 1907, Wigram Cup for Racquets (with 
A. J. Evans) 1907, and in Lord’s 1908. On 
leaving school he went to Magdalen College, 
Oxford (1908-1912), and obtained a second in 
Lit. Hum. In the year 1910 he travelled 
round the world. He had taken up art as his 
profession, with the intention of being a portrait 
painter, and was a student at the Edinburgh 
College of Art (1912-1914). 

He was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in November, 


1914, in the 14th Battalion, The Royal Scots 
and in the same month was attached to the 
8rd Battalion. Receiving his promotion to 
Lieutenant in January, 1915, he was attached 
in May, 1915, to the Ist Battalion, King’s Own 
Scottish Borderers, X XIXth Division, and took 
out a draft to join the battalion in the Gallipoli 
Peninsula, where he was killed in action on 
the 28th June, 1915. He was buried in Gully- 
head, or Geoghehan’s Bluff Cemetery, Gallipoli. 


LIEUTENANT ALBERT RANSOME 


BALL, “A” COMPANY, 10th BATTN. 
2nd BRIGADE, FIRST CANADIAN 
CONTINGENT, 
was mortally 
wounded in the 


thigh at St. Julien, 
Flanders, on 22nd- 
23rd April, 1915, 
while ‘leading his 
platoon in a charge, 
and died in No. 7 
Hospital, Boulogne, 
France, on the 29th 
April. His bat- 
talion, the 10th, led 
the charge on the night he was wounded, and 
received the credit of having ‘saved the 
situation ’”’ on that occasion. The other bat- 
talions forming the brigade were the 106th 
Winnipeg Light Infantry and the 103rd of 
Calgary. 

He was the son of W. L. Ball and Nellie Ran- 
some Ball, of Winnipeg, Manitoba, Canada, and 
was born at Richmond, Quebec, on the 2ist 
April, 1891. He was educated in Winnipeg, 
and later at Trinity School, Port Hope, On- 
tario, where he was a prominent member of 
the Hockey, Cricket, and Football Teams. 
He joined the 79th Cameron Highlanders at 
Winnipeg, as a Private, in 1910, becoming a 
Corporal, and later became a Lieutenant in the 
106th Winnipeg Light Infantry, which formed 
part of the 10th Battalion, 2nd Brigade, 
Canadian Expeditionary Force at the beginning 
of the war in August, 1914. 


LIEUTENANT - COLONEL CHARLES NAESMYTH 
BRUERE BALLARD, ROYAL FIELD ARTILLERY, 
died, 11th February, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT MAURICE ARNOLD BALLARD, 
23rd (County oF LoNDON) Batrn. THE LONDON 
REGIMENT, T.F., died of wounds, 29th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT FRANCIS ALLAN 
BALLINGER, 4th (EXTRA RESERVE) 
BATTN. THE KING’S (LIVERPOOL 
REGIMENT), the younger son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Allan Ballinger, of Melrose, Alexandra 
Road, Gloucester, was born in that city on the 
5th March, 1893. 
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2nd Lieutenant Ballinger was educated at the 
Crypt Grammar School, Gloucester, and was a 
Townsend Scholar at 
Pembroke College, 
Oxford. He took 
Classical Modera- 
tions, and had read 
Law for one term 
when war broke out. 
He played both 
cricket and football 
for his College. Be- 
fore going to Oxford 
he had been Captain 
of the Crypt Gram- 
mar School Cricket and Football Teams. 

At Oxford 2nd Lieutenant Ballinger was in the 
O.T.C., and when war broke out he enlisted in 
the Public Schools, Battalion. He received his 
commission as 2nd Lieutenant in the Special 
Reserve, Liverpool Regiment, in August, 1914, 
and left for France in March, 1915. At the 
front he was attached to one of the regular 
battalions of his regiment. He took part in 
the Battle of Neuve Chapelle and in the second 
Battle of Ypres, where he was Machine-gun 
Officer. After a night attack on the German 
position at Bois de Biez, north of La Bassée, 
2nd__Licutenant Ballinger was _ reported 
“wounded and missing, believed killed,” on 
the night of the 21st-22nd May, 1915. Although 
actual proof of his death had never been re- 
ceived, the Sergeant of the Machine-gun Section 
reported that he left him badly wounded in the 
chest, and unconscious, within a few yards of 
the enemy’s wire entanglements, and he con- 
siders it impossible that his officer could have 
survived. 

2nd Lieutenant Ballinger’s Commanding Officer wrote : 
“T cannot tell you what a loss your boy is to the bat- 
talion. He was doing such good work, and was always 
so bright and cheery, and was much liked by all the 
officers and men.” 

His Adjutant, in a letter, mentioned: “ He was a keen 
and most promising officer, and also a very popular 
comrade with us all.” 

A brother officer, writing, said: ‘I loved and admired 
him. He was always so chcerful and witty, and was the 
life of our company. Nothing was too great for him ; 
no amount of fatigue could depress him. He was an 
extremely capable officer, and it was a marked tribute 
to his qualifications that he commanded the Machine- 
gun Section with so little experience. At Ypres every- 


one was so pleased, as he supported the attack with his 
fire, though he was under heavy shell fire all the time.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT WALTER BALSHAW, SPECIAL 
RESERVE, attd. 2nd Batrn. THE MANCHESTER 
REGIMENT, was reported “ missing” on the 
20th October, 1915, later officially presumed 
killed on that day. 


CAPTAIN EDWIN SCOTT BAMFORD, 
ADJUTANT, Ist BATTN. YORK 
AND LANCASTER REGIMENT, 
born at Bromborough, Cheshire, on the 23rd 
April, 1885, was the youngest son of the late 
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Arthur Bamford and the Hon. Mrs. H. B. 
Hawke, of Misterton Hall, Leicestershire, and 
Bryn Morfydd, Llan- 
rhaiadr, North Wales. 
Educated at Up- 
pingham, and after- 
wards in Switzerland, 
he joined the 3rd 
(Militia) Battalion, 
Leicestershire Regi- 
ment, as 2nd Lieu- 
tenant, in February, 
1905, being promoted 
Lieutenant in April, 
1906. He was then 
given a commission in July, 1907, in the York 
and Lancaster Regiment, becoming Lieutenant 
in February, 1909. In that year he passed the 
Signalling Course at Poona, and obtained a cer- 
tificate for Field Telephoning; in 1911 the 
Musketry and Machine-gun Course at Satara ; 
in 1912 Physical Training and Swordsmanship 
at Poona, where he was Gymnastic Superinten- 
dent for eight months. He served altogether 
seven years in India, from 1908-1914. In 1913 
he was appointed Adjutant of his battalion, 
and was holding that appointment when he 
received his fatal wound. His promotion to 
Captain was in September, 1914. 

He was a member of the Junior Army and 
Navy Club and of the Richmond Football Club, 
a keen sportsman, and fond of cross-country 
riding, hunting, and was a first-class shot. 
Captain Bamford was mortally wounded inaction 
on his birthday, the 23rd April, 1915, during a 
charge at the Second Battle of Ypres, and died 
on the 24th at the Poperinghe Clearing Station. 


The following abbreviated account of the circumstances 
attending his death was received from a brother officer : 
“The battalion, having st returned to billets after a 
strenuous time in the trenches, were suddenly roused 
by the French, who w hurrying back, completely 
overcome by their first experience of asphyxiating gases. 
Our men were hastily organised, with other regiments, 
as a mixed brigade, under the command of Colonel 
Geddes, of the Buffs, and immediately moved forward 
from the trenches near St. Jean, ultimately across open 
country in broad da it, with fixed bayonets, to fill 
in the gap left by the nch, in order to protect the 
flank of the Canadians. y made the attack through 


Th 
a fierce hailstorm of high-velocity shell fire and machine 
guns at short range, which nearly wiped out the whole 


battalion. But in spite of the 
pushed on, as a Canadian office: 
were on parade,’ and eventually reached a field which 
was under still heavier shell fire. At the top of the field 
wa? a hedge, on which the enemy's fire was concentrated, 
Very few of the battalion got past it. It was here that 
the Colonel was killed outright, and Captain Bamford, 
having done magnificent work during the whole attack, 
was mortally wounded. Some days after General Plumer 
came to sce the few remaining ones, and congratulated 
them on their gallant attack. Had it not been made 
the Germans would have broken through. To use the 
General's own words. ‘ They had saved the situatio. 


Captain Bamford married, in January, 1913, 
Lulu, only daughter of the late E, Whitney 
Smith, of Bath, leaving no family. 
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remarked, ‘as if the 
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2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES WILFRID 
BANISTER, 4th BATTN. THE ROYAL 
FUSILIERS (CITY OF LONDON REGT.), 
who was killed in 
action at Hooge 
Chateau on the 16th 
June, 1915, was the 
third son of Howard 
Cottrell Banister, of 
St. Catherine's, 
Cadogan Gardens, 
Tunbridge Wells. 
He was born on the 
9th March, 1893, at 
Blundellsands, 
Liverpool, and was 
educated at the Merchant Taylors’ School, Great 
Crosby, and at Jesus College, Cambridge. 

On the outbreak of war he received a nomination 
to the R.M.C., Sandhurst, and in February, 
1915, was given his commission, and was posted 
to the 4th Battalion of his regiment. For train- 
ing he was attached to the 5th (Reserve) 
Battalion, and was ordered to France on the 
9th June, 1915, a week before he fell in action.

CAPTAIN EDWARD NUGENT 
BANKES, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. 2nd 
BATTN. ROYAL DUBLIN FUSILIERS, 
who was killed on 
the 26th April, 1915, 
was the youngest 
son of Henry Hyde 
Nugent Bankes, of 
Wraysbury, Bucks, 
and was born there 
on the 3rd October, 


1875. He was a 
grandson of the 
Right Hon. George 


Bankes, of Kingston 
Lacy, Dorset, M.P., 
and of the first Lord Vivian. 
at Charterhouse. 

At the beginning of the South African War 
he joined Lumsden’s Horse as a trooper, and 
was afterwards given a commission in the 
Imperial Yeomanry. He was present at oper- 
ations in the Orange Free State and Transvaal, 
including the action near Johannesburg. He 
was mentioned in Despatches (‘ London 
Gazette,” 20th August, 1901), and received the 
Queen’s medal with five clasps. From the 
Imperial Yeomanry he was gazetted to the 
2nd Dragoon Guards (Queen’s Bays), in 
December, 1901, and was promoted Lieutenant 
in December, 1902. From September, 1905, to 
March, 1909, he was employed as Remount 
Officer and Staff Officer for Remounts, South 
Africa, and was promoted Captain in September, 
1908. In February, 1911, he was appointed 
Adjutant of the South Irish Horse, and in 


He was educated 


December of the following year retired from the 
active list, and joined the 3rd Battalion, Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers. 

On the outbreak of the war with the Central 
Empires, Captain Bankes rejoined at the depot 
of his regiment at Naas, from which he was 
ultimately sent to the front to the 2nd Battalion. 
When he was killed he was in temporary com- 
mand of the battalion, the Commanding Officer 
having been wounded the day before in the 
attack on St. Julien. 

Captain Bankes, who was a member of the 
Naval and Military Club, was descended 
from ancestors who were settled in Dorsetshire 
as long ago as the reign of James I. He resided 
at Meriden Hall, Warwickshire, and was a 
prominent supporter of the North Warwickshire 
and Atherstone Hunts. 

He married, in 1906, Lettice Adelaide, elder 
daughter of the late C. Wriothesley Digby, of 
Meriden Hall, near Coventry, a kinsman of 
Lord Digby, and left three children: John 
Digby Hyde, born November, 1906; Adelaide 
Marjory Dora, born February, 1908; and Lettice 
Monica, born April, 1909. 


CAPTAIN PERCY D’AGUILAR BANKS), 
QUEEN VICTORIA'S OWN CORPS 
OF GUIDES (FRONTIER FORCE, 
(LUMSDEN’S), INDIAN ARMY, 
was the only son 
of Colonel S. H. 
O’Brien Banks and 
Mrs. Banks, 9, 
Eaton Place, 
Brighton, a great- 
nephew of the late 
Sir John Banks, of 
Dublin, and a cousin 
of the Hon. Lady S. 
Henniker-Heaton. 
He was educated at, 
‘Cheltenham, where 
he made his mark as a cricketer, reaching the 
First XI at fifteen years of age, and also won 
the School Racquets and Fives. In April, 1902, 
he played in the Public Schools Racquets at 
Queen’s, and in the same year played cricket 
for Cheltenham v. Haileybury at Lord’s, 
making 132 runs for his side. 
From Cheltenham he passed into the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, where also he was in the First XI 
at cricket. 
From Sandhurst he was gazetted to the Wilt- 
shire Regiment, but before joining, in October, 
1903, he played for the Somerset Colts, making 
135 runs, and afterwards he played for the 
County of Somerset. 
He went to India in April, 1904, and while 
there played in the Punjab v. Frontier Province 
match, and also for the Army against the world 
at Lahore. In June, 1905, he was transferred 
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to the Indian Army in the Guides, and played 
polo for them almost from the first. 

He acted as A.D.C. to Mr. A. D. Younghusband, 
C.S.I., Commissioner in Scinde, during the visit 
of the Prince of Wales to India in 1906, in 
January of which year he had become Lieu- 
tenant. He passed through the Musketry and 
Transport courses with distinction, and in 
August, 1907, did good work in transporting 
15,000 mules and stores over the Lowarai Pass 
at an altitude of 10,600 feet. In October, 1912, 
he was promoted Captain. As a recreation he 
played polo, at which game he soon made a 
great reputation for himself, and while living 
in Germany he played for the Frankfurt Team, 
which won the Challenge, Champion, and 
Ladies’ Cups. In January, 1914, played at 
Peshawur as Captain of his regimental team, 
Guides Infantry, when they won two tourna- 
ments. 

Captain Banks was amember of the Junior Army 
and Navy Club and of the Somerset Strollers. 
His double company, with himself in command, 
was selected to fill vacancies in the 57th Wilde’s 
Rifles, and went. to France in January, 1915. 
In April the Lahore Brigade, of which he and 
his men formed part, was hurried up from Neuve 
Chapelle to help the Canadians, when gas was 
being used by the enemy for the first time. 
In the course of a charge in daylight, over two 
miles of open ground, on the 26th April, in 
the face of a murderous fire, Captam Banks, 
with two wounded officers, his orderly, also 
wounded, but who would not leave him, and 
one N.C.O. got into a ditch close to the enemy. 
Telling his small party to dig in, he himself 
covered them, until he was shot through the 
head. His faithful orderly remained with him 
till night, when he carried him back to where 
they could get help. For his devotion the 
orderly was awarded the D.C.M., and afterwards 
@ Russian decoration. 

Captain Banks was mentioned for his services 
in Sir John French’s Despatch of 30th Novem- 
ber, 1915. A few days before he died he heard 
he had passed the Entrance Examination for 
the Staff College. 

Captain Banks, who was an able man and a 
most promising officer, was possessed of excep- 
tional tact and charm of manner that endeared 
him to his comrades and friends to a remarkable 
degree, while his native N.C.O.s and men 
almost worshipped him. 


CAPTAIN ORIEL WILLIAM ERSKINE BANNERMAN, 
15th LANCERS (CURETON’S MULTANIS), INDIAN 
ARMY, died of wounds, 3rd February, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT REGINALD ARTHUR JAY BANTICK, 
1/19th (County oF LoNnpon) BATTN.

LIEUT. WILLIAM KIRK BARCLAY, 


1/7th (FIFE BATTN.) (TERRIT.) 
THE BLACK WATCH (ROYAL 
HIGHLANDERS), 


was the eldest son 
of ex-Provost 
Charles Barclay, of 
Rosecraig, Cowdep- 
beath. 

Lieutenant Barclay 
born in the 
Parish of Beath, 
Scotland, on the 
10th September, 
1887, and was edu- 
cated at Cowden- 
beath Public School, afterwards going to Dun- 
fermline High School. In civil life he was a 
joiner and house builder, and was an Associate 
of the Sanitary Institute. He became a quali- 
fied instructor in woodwork, and held positions 
under the Kinross, Milnathort, Carnock, and 
Crail School Boards. He was a member of the 
Beath Parish Council, the Cowdenbeath Town 
Council, and took a prominent place in the 
Order of Good Templars, of which he was at 
one time Grand Marshal for Scotland. 
Lieutenant Barclay, who was a good rifleman, 
joined the Fife Volunteers in 1893, and when the 
Territorial Force was formed he became 
associated with it, having previously been 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 7th Fife 
Battalion, Black Watch, in 1906, and was pro- 
moted Lieutenant in June, 1914. He held the

Long Service certificate. Having undertaken 
Imperial Service obligations, he went out to 
France with his battalion, and was commended 
for good reconnaissance work he carried out 
at the front. He was wounded in action at 
Festubert on the 16th June, 1915, and died in 
hospital at Boulogne on the 20th. His body 
was brought home to Scotland and buried with 
military honours in Beath Cemetery.

was the only son 
of William Barling, 
Newnham, Glou- 
cestershire, and was 
born on the 8th 
July, 1892. 

Second Lieutenant 
Barling was edu- 
cated at the Priory Preparatory School, Great 
Malvern, whence he went to Dean Close, Chel- 
tenham. On leaving Cheltenham he became a 
student at Wye College, was elected to a fellow- 
ship of the Surveyors’ Institute, and became a 
inember of the Valuation Department, Inland 
Revenue, Gloucester. 

On the outbreak of the war with Germany he 
enlisted as a Private in the 5th Battalion, 
Gloucestershire Regiment, and in December, 
1914, was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant on probation 
in the 6th Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment. 
He went to France in February, 1915, and was 
last seen leading his platoon in a determined 
assault on a German trench. It is believed that 
he was then killed, as were all the other officers 
concerned. As the attack unfortunately failed, 
no other examination of the ground could be 
made, and no further news was received. 


2nd LIEUTENANT DUDLEY HENRY 
LIONEL BARNARD, 130th BATTERY, 
ROYAL FIELD ARTILLERY, 
born in London on the 19th September, 1894, 
was the elder son of Lionel H. and Edyth Bar- 
nard, his only brother, Kenneth, being a mid- 
shipman in His Majesty’s Navy. 

He educated Twyford School, near 
Winchester, under the Rev. C. T. Wickham, 
pa 1g into Wellington, and thence direct to 
the R.M.A., Woolwich. He qualified as an

Interpreter in French, and passed out of 
Woolwich in August, 1914, when he received his 
: commission, and 
went out with the 
Expeditionary Force 
in September of the 
same year. 
He died on the 10th 
February, 1915, in 
the base hospital at 
Wimereux, and 
buried in Wimereux 
Cemetery. His bro- 
ther officers intend to 
place some memorial 
on his grave, or in his school or church. 
2nd Lieutenant Barnard was a fine wicket- 
keeper and Rugby footballer. He was also 
an accomplished violinist, and gained several 
prizes for his playing and for photography. 
He was much appreciated by all ranks of his 
battery, and was very popular. His Major 
wrote that he was a good soldier and a fine 
man, regretted by his brother officers and men. 
it is probable that his breakdown was due to his 
work at the front, where he continued his 
arduous duties without complaint, although his 
constitution had been undermined by exposure 
and overwork.

LIEUTENANT SAMUEL TUDOR 
3rd 


BARR, (KING’S OWN) HUSSARS, 
was the son of Sir 
James and Lady 
Barr, of Liverpool, 
and was born there 
on the 2nd May, 
1883. He was a 
brother of Mrs. 
Astley Rushton. 

He was educated at, 
Liverpool College, 
and the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, where he 
did well at cricket 
and football, and later at horsemanship and polo. 
He received his commission as 2nd Lieutenant 
in January, 1902, and after joining he served 
with his regiment in India, and was promoted 
Lieutenant in June, 1906. In January, 1909, 
while climbing with his father on the Alps, he 
met with an accident, and suffered from frost 
bite, losing all his toes. However, on recovery 
he rejoined his Regiment in South Africa, but 
in 1910 found he was not fit for active service, 
and retiring from his Regiment, he then joined 
the South Irish Horse, but finally left the Army 
in 1912. He did not remain on the Reserve 
of Officers, and therefore was under no obliga- 
tion for further service. 

When the war broke out he was in Rhodesia, 
and was so anxious to serve that he travelled 
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at his own expense 10,000 miles, and on the 
day of his arrival in England offered his ser- 
vices to the War Office: he was at once 
gazetted as Lieutenant and was attached to 
his old Regiment, the 3rd Hussars. 

He was extremely eager to go to the front, and 
when, while he was in the reserve at Rouen, 
the 20th Hussars had many casualties among 
their officers, he immediately volunteered his 
services. It was while doing temporary duty 
with this Regiment that he was killed on the 
23rd February, 1915. 

He was a very good shot and had accounted 
for many German snipers, but unfortunately 
he was shot through the head by one of them. 
He and a couple of other venturesome spirits 
had distinguished themselves by their attacks 
at night on the German trenches with hand 
grenades with which they caused many 
casualities. 

The commanding officers of the 3ed and 20th Hussars 
spoke of him in the } est terms, and one of his brother 


officers said that ‘‘a truer friend or a braver soldier 
never lived.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT PHILIP JAMES 
BARRELL, 2nd BATTN. THE ESSEX 
REGIMENT, . - eo 
who was killed in 
action at St. Jean 
on the Ist May, 1915, 
was the eldest son 
of Herbert Barrell, 
of Frating, Essex. 
His brother, Cor- 
poral H. Barrell, 1st. 
Battalion Essex 
Regiment, and his 
relative, Sergeant 
F. E. Smith, 10th 
Battalion, Essex Regiment, have 
killed in action during the war. 
2nd Lieutenant Barrell was born at Langham, 
Essex, on the 4th August, 1880, and was edu- 
cated at Great Bromley. At the age of nine- 
teen he enlisted in the Essex Regiment, and took 
part in the South African War, for which he 
received the Queen’s medal with three clasps 
and the King’s medal with two clasps. He 
passed through the non-commissioned ranks 
of Lance-Corporal, Corporal, and Sergeant, 
and after fourteen years’ service he received his 
commission as 2nd Lieutenant in the Essex 
Regiment in February, 1915, and was posted 
to the 2nd Battalion. 

2nd Lieutenant Barrell was an excellent shot, 
and won Major A. G. Pratt’s Cup for rifle 
shooting in 1910.

LIEUTENANT RUPERT SUNDER- 
LAND BARRETT, 8th BATTN. 
(VICTORIA) AUSTRALIAN INFANTRY, 
born at Dunolly, Victoria, on the 17th May,

1882, was a son of Hugh Sunderland Barrett, 
barrister, of ‘‘ Cooroona,” Ballaarat, Victoria. 
r ’ y He was educated at 
Ballaarat College 
and Melbourne Uni- 
versity, and took 
part in all the sports, 
playing football, 
cricket, tennis, polo, 
and also hunting. In 
1902 he joined the 
3rd Battalion Infan- 
try at Ballaarat, and 
after war had been 
declared in August, 
1914, he volunteered for active service, and 
received a commission as Lieutenant in the 
8th Battalion, Australian Infantry, in which his 
brother-in-law, Captain Dale, served. The 
battalion was ordered first to Egypt, after- 
wards to Gallipoli Peninsula, and during the 
landing in the latter Lieutenant Barrett was 
killed in action on the 25th April, 1915. He 
was buried at Anzac. 
His brother-in-law wrote of him: ‘ I am informed by 
the two men that had the luck to get out of the row 
that Lieutenant Barrett was on the 25th April, 1915, 
further out in front than any other officer, obeyed orders, 
and died a soldier’s death. I was not near him at the 


time, but know what work he was doing from what the 
men told me.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT SIDNEY ALFRED 
NATHANIEL SHAFTO BARTHROPP, 
3rd (RESERVE) attd. 2nd BATTN. ROYAL 
SUSSEX REGT., 
killed in action on 
the 29th January, 
1915, was the only 
son of Major and 
Mrs. Alfred Shafto 
Barthropp, of New- 
port House, Essex, 
and was born at 
Kensington Court, 
S.W., on the 25th 
March, 1892. 

He was educated at 
where he played in XV’s for 
’ in the match between Houses 


Winchester, 
“* Commoners,’ 
and Commoners, in 1909, and at Trinity Col- 
lege, Cambridge, where he took his B.A. degree 
in 1913. At the University he was Whip to the 
Trinity Foot Beagles from 1911 to 1913, and 
was a member of the Pitt and the Athenaeum 


Clubs, Cambridge. He was also Whip to the 
Eastern Counties Otter Hounds in 1911, 
becoming Master in 1914, a position he was 
still holding at the time of his death. 

He received his commission as 2nd Lieutenant 
on probation in August, 1914, and was sent 
for active service to the 2nd Battalion, Royal 
Sussex Regiment, at the front on the 11th 
January, 1915. He could only have been a 


few days, probably only two or three, in the 
trenches when he was shot through the head 
and instantly killed. 

The Commanding Officer of the battalion with which he 
was serving wrote as follows: ‘* He was killed on 28th 
January during an attack by the Germans upon a portion 
of the line which we were holding, and in which the 
company with which your son was serving put up a very 
gallant defence, and beat off a very determined attack. 
He died a soldier’s death in the very front of the fight. 
In him we feel we have lost a comrade who was bound to 
do well, and who during the short time he had been with 
us had endeared himself to all. He is buried in the 
graveyard at Cuinchy, near Bethune, and his grave is 
marked, so that it can easily be identified.”” 

The Chaplain to the Forces who conducted the funeral 
ceremony, in writing, stated: “I heard I was wanted 
at Cuinchy Cemetery on the Friday, but the General 
would not allow me to go up, as the shelling was so heavy. 
I got up there on Saturday afternoon. Your son fell 
with his face to the enemy like a soldier, and his funeral 
was a soldier's, for, as I committed his body to the earth 
and his spirit into the hands of the Loving Father, the 
German lyddite shells burst outside the cemetery and 
the bullets went past with a ‘ zip.’ 

“ He lies on the right-hand side of the path in Cuinchy 
Cemetery, near the end, his grave being marked by a 
wooden cross, and he is just beneath the shadow of a 
great calvary ere don the wall.”” 

The Adjutant of the battalion gives the following account 
of the action in which 2nd Lieutenant Barthropp was 
killed: ‘29th January, 1915.—At 8.15 a.m. Germans 
began their attack on the keep by opening fire upon it 
with a big Minenwerfer, assisted by several small ones 


and shell fire (shrapnel) from their guns. We were lucky 
in locating the position of these Minenwerfer, and the 
German position of assembly, within ten minutes. We 


brought gunfire to bear at once, and at about 9 a.m. 
a battalion of Germans endeavoured to rush the keep, 
but were mowed down by our men, who had been very 
little damaged by the enemy’s Minenwerfer or gunfire. 
Some reached a point within ten rds of the keep, and 
even got into the trench occupied by Northants Regi- 
ment on our right, but these were instantly killed, 
wounded, or captured. It was during this rush that 
2nd Lieutenant Barthropp, in the excitement, exposed 
himself as far as his chest, as he shot at the oncoming 
Germans with his rifle. He must have been seen by a 
German sniper on the embankment on our left or on the 
brickstacks to our front, and was picked off. He was 
killed instantaneously by a bullet wound in the head.” 


LIEUTENANT ALFRED FRANCIS 
BATE, 4th (EXTRA RESERVE) BATTN. 
ROYAL DUBLIN FUSILIERS, attd. 2nd 
BATTN. PRINCE OF WALES'S 
LEINSTER REGIMENT (ROYAL 
CANADIANS), 
was the third and 
youngest son of Ed- 
ward Reginald Bate, 
solicitor, Post Office, 
Dublin, of No. 2, 
Eden Park, Kings- 
town, Ireland, and 
was born at that 
address on the 10th 
January, 1893. He 
was a nephew of 
Colonel A. L. F. 
Bate, R.A.M.C., specially mentioned 


in Sir 
John French’s Despatches, and in connection 
with Mr. Asquith’s recent visit to the British 


lines. His grandfathers were the late Henry 
A. Bate, solicitor, of Dublin, and the late Rev. 
Charles Lucas Bell, R.N. 

Lieutenant Bate, whose promotion to that rank, 
to date from the 13th March, 1915, was gazetted 
after his death, was educated at Corrig School, 
Kingstown, St. Columba’s College, Rath- 
farnham, and Trinity College, Dublin, which 
he entered in June, 1910, obtaining the degree 
of B.A. in 1913. He entered the Hon. Society 
of King’s Inns, Dublin, as a Law Student in 
1912. He was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant on 
probation in August, 1914, and joined the 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers at Aghada Camp, near 
Queenstown, in October, crossing over to France 
on Ist January, 1915, where he was attached 
to the 2nd Battalion, Leinster Regiment. He 
was killed on the 14th March, 1915, his Company 
Commander giving the following account of the 
circumstances :— 

“We all lived together in the greatest comradeship, 
and I like to think that we made his life out here a 
cheerful one, As a matter of fact, I believe it was he 
who was chiefly responsible for that, for he was always 
the leading spirit whenever there was any fun or work 
going. So it hurt us all horribly when he was hit, on the 
14th, at about 4 p.m. We had pushed our line some 
five hundred yards forward, and were at the time holding 
a rather unsafe trench. They shelied us all day with 
various weights and sizes of shells, and, of course, the 
snipers were more active than usual. Nevertheless, 
during the whole of the shelling your son displayed the 
greatest courage, walking up and down the narrow trench 
encouraging and cheering his platoon, and never thinking 
of himself. It was the last shell of the day that knocked 
him out. It burst fifty yards away on his right as he 
was standing up in the trench watching his front. A 
piece hit him and killed him instantly, so that he suffered 
no pain, and met his death like a soldier and a gentleman.” 


LIEUTENANT RAYMOND PLUMPTRE 
BATES, 2nd BATTN. THE DEVONSHIRE 
REGIMENT, 
who was born at. 
Edgbaston on the 
25th November, 
1889, was the only 
son of Philip Bates, 
J.P., Maer Lake 
House, Bude, N. 
Cornwall. 

He was educated at 
St. Andrews, East- 
bourne, and Upping- 
ham, and on leaving 
school was given a commission as 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in June, 1908, in the 4th Battalion, 
Prince of Wales’s (North Staffordshire Regi- 
ment), from which he was gazetted to the 
Devonshire Regiment in December, 1910, 
and from that time served with his battalion 
in Malta and Egypt up to the outbreak of the 
war. In Egypt he received the Government 
award for proficiency in Arabic, and won the 
Officers’ Shooting Prize in the Egyptian 
Command Rifle Meeting in March, 1914. He 


— 
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also won, in 1910, the Silver Challenge Bugle 
for shooting, while in his Militia regiment. He 
was promoted Lieutenant in October, 1914. 

He fell in action at Neuve Chapelle on the 10th 
March, 1915, while leading his platoon and a 
platoon, of the Scottish Rifles across a bullet- 
swept field in an attack upon a German trench. 
He was the first to reach the barbed wire, and 
was killed while getting through it. 


CAPTAIN STANES GEOFFREY BATES, 
7th (QUEEN’S OWN) HUSSARS, 
ADSJJUTANT NORTH SOMERSET 
YEOMANRY, 
who was born in 
London on the 2nd 
June, 1884, was the 
only son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Gilbert = T. 
Bates, formerly of 
Maryton Allerton, 
Liverpool, now re- 
siding at, Mells Park, 
Frome, Somerset. 
Captain Bates was 
also a gtandson of 
the late Sir Edward Bates, Bart. 

He was educated at Winchester, and was 
gazetted to the 7th Hussars in April, 1903, 
joining his regiment from South Africa. In 
1911 he accompanied his regiment to India, 
having been promoted Lieutenant in April, 
1907. He reached the rank of Captain in May, 
1912, and, returning to England at the end of 
August, 1913, was appointed in November, 
1913, Adjutant of the North Somerset Yeo- 
manry. He was a member of the Army and 
Navy, the Cavalry, and Royal Automobile 
Clubs. 

Captain Bates was wounded at Ypres on the 
16th November, 1914, but rejoined his regiment 
on recovering, and was killed in action at 
Hooge, near Ypres, on the 13th May, 1915. 
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LIEUTENANT STANLEY KNIGHT 
BATES, 5th BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE 
KING’S OWN (ROYAL LANCASTER 
REGIMENT), 
son of Major J. 
Henry Bates, Second 
in-command of the 
5th King’s Own 
Lancaster Regiment, 
recently invalided 
home from the front, 
was born at More- 


cambe, Lancashire, 
on the 19th June, 
1897. 


He was educated at, 
Lancaster Grammar School, 


where he was 
Prefect, and a member of the XI and XV. 
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He was still at school when his father’s battalion 
was mobilised, and on offering his services 
he received his commission as 2nd Lieutenant 
in August, 1914, and in December, 1914, at 
the age of seventeen and a half years, he was 
promoted Lieutenant, and prided himself as 
being the youngest officer of that rank in 
His Majesty’s Army. On being given his 
commission he undertook Imperial Service 
obligations. 

He was killed in front of Ypres on the 9th May, 
1915, while holding an advanced trench with a 
dozen men, his battalion having been with- 
drawn the previous night. 


CAPTAIN WILLIAM GEORGE HENRY BATEs, 
Ist Barry. THE PRINCE OF WALEs’s LEINSTER 
REGIM rv (ROYAL CANADIANS), was killed in 
action, 26th April, 1915. 


2nd LizuTeNANT E. N. Batu, INDIAN ARMY 
RESERVE OF OFFICERS, attd. Sth Rasputs, 
was killed in action, 18th April, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT ALFRED WILLIAM 
BATSON, 2nd BATTN. DUKE OF 
CORNWALL'S LIGHT INFANTRY, 
——_ - son of William 
Lascelles Batson, 
L.R.C.P., M.R.C.S., 
England, was born 
at Dorking, Surrey, 
on the 25th Feb- 
ruary, 1887. 


He was educated 
at Mr. Radcliffe’s 
School, Fonthill, 


East Grinstead, 
Wellington College, 
and the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, and received his commission in the 
Duke of Cornwall’s Light Infantry in October, 
1907, becoming Lieutenant in March, 1910. 
At Wellington he was in the football and 
cricket teams, won Prince Christian’s Annual 
prize for bowling, and also the prize for place- 
and-drop-kick. He was keen on all sports, and 
played polo, golf, tennis, and hockey, besides 
cricket and football, and was also fond of 
shooting. He was a member of the Junior 
United Service Club. 
He served with his battalion in Bermuda, South 
Africa (where he was attached to the Mounted 
Infantry), and Hong Kong, where he was in 
charge of the Machine-gun Section of his 
battalion, a position he was holding at the time 
of his death. 
Lieutenant Batson received on the 25th Fe 
a card from the General Commanding his Di 
the following words: ‘* Your Commanding Officer and 
Brigade Commander have informed me that you have 
distinguished yourself by your conduct in the Field. 1 
have read their reports with much pleasure.— (Signed)

Division.” 


Lieutenant Batson was shot in the head and 
killed on the Mound at St. Eloi on the 14th 
March, 1915, in the attack subsequent to the 
explosion of a mine of the enemy.

Masor H sy Morton Batty, 1 /5th Gur- 
KHA RIF (FRONTIER ForRCE), was killed in 
action in the Gallipoli Peninsula, probably in 
June, 1915, the actual date not being given in 
the Official Casualty Lists. 


LIEUTENANT NIGEL BENJAMIN BAvIN, 3rd 
(RESERVE), attd. 2nd Barry. Essex REGIMENT, 
was killed by shell, 23rd May, 1915. 
LIEUTENANT HuBERT LOCKINGTON BAYFIELD, 
2nd Batrrn. THE LEICESTERSHIRE REGIMENT, 
was killed in action, 12th March, 1915. 


MAJOR NIGEL WILLIAM FRANCIS 
BAYNES, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. Ist 
BATTN. THE GLOUCESTERSHIRE 
REGIMENT, 
died on the 19th 
March, 1915, of 
pneumonia — follow- 
ing severe wounds 
received at Festu- 
bert, France, while 
leading his company 
on the 21st Decem- 
ber, 1914. 

He was the younger 
son of the late Mr. 
W. F. Baynes, of 
Braganza, Torquay, and was born on the 21st 
March, 1878. He joined the Gloucestershire 
Regiment from the Royal Engineers (Militia), 
Royal Monmouthshire, in 1900, and was soon on 
active service in South Africa, receiving the 
Queen's medal with two clasps. Having been 
promoted Lieutenant in the latter part of 1900, 
he was, from July, 1901, to August, 1904, em- 
ployed with the West African Frontier Force. 
He retired from the active list in September, 
1907, and joined the 3rd Battalion of his 
regiment as a Captain. From February, 1910 
to 1911, he had been A.D.C. to Admiral Sir 
Day Bosanquet, G.C.V.O., K.C.B., Governor 
of South Australia. THe was gazetted Major 
on 29th March, after his death, the rank to 
date from the preceding February. 

Major Baynes married firstly, in 1904, Phoebe, 
daughter of J. Grant Morris, of Kincora, 
Torquay. She died in 1906, leaving a daughter, 
Katherine Phoebe, born in 1905, who died in 
1908. He married secondly Gladys Marie, 
elder daughter of the late Dr. Shortridge and 
of Mrs. Shortridge, of Honiton, Devon. Mrs. 
Baynes died in April, 1915.

BEAUCLERK, 12th (SERVICE) attd. Ist 
BATTN. THE ESSEX REGIMENT, 
was the only son 


of Robert and 
Beatrice de Vere 
Beauclerk, of Cairo, 
Egypt, his father 
being a kinsman of 
the Duke of St. 
Albans, Millicent 
Duchess of Suther- 
land, Earl Rosslyn, 
Earl Fitz William, 
and of Sir Francis 
Vane, Bart. 

Lieutenant: Beauclerk was born at Ingatestone, 
Essex, on the 13th October, 1895, and was 
educated at Kenilworth School, Cape Town, 
and at the South African College. He matricu- 
lated at London University, and had entered 
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on the second-year course at the City and 
Guilds’ Engineering College in September, 
1914. He was a member of the Cape Town 
Model Engineers’ Society, and won the Ashenden 
Shield for model speed boats at the age of six- 
teen. He also showed great musical talent. 

In October, 1914, Mr. Beauclerk was gazetted 
2nd Lieutenant in the 12th Battalion, Essex 
Regiment, and was temporarily promoted 
Lieutenant in December of that year. For active 
service he was attached to the Ist Battalion 
of his regiment as Machine-gun Officer, and 
went out to the Gallipoli Peninsula, where he 
was killed in action on the 17th June, 1915, 
near Cape Helles. 

Lieutenant Beauclerk was distinguished by his 
joyous nature and his amiability and high 
character. Letters were received by his 
parents from his superior and brother officers, 
and from privates of his battalion, testifying to 
his excellence as an officer and the esteem in 
which he was held. 

One Officer wrote : “ Yes, he was brilliant ;

A Private of the Gun Section, writing home, said: 
“Lieutenant Beauclerk was the kind of officer any man 
would be willing to die for’; and a nt remarked 
that he ‘ was the smartest officer they had had on the 
gun.”

CAPTAIN FRANCIS HUGH BEAUFORT, 
2nd BATTN. OXFORDSHIRE AND 
BUCKINGHAMSHIRE 
INFANTRY, 
eldest son of the 
late Major Francis 
Beaufort, R.A., 
p.s.c., who had the 
Afghan and Bur- 
mese medals, and of 
Mrs. Beaufort, Bovey 
Tracey, S. Devon, 
was born at Cam- 
berley, Surrey, on 
the 27th July, 1883. 
Mrs. Beaufort was 
the youngest daughter of the late Edward 
Divett, Esq., of Bystock, Devon, M.P. for 
Exeter. Captain Beaufort’s paternal grand- 
father was the late Daniel Augustus Beaufort, 
sometime Rector of Warburton, Cheshire, and 
his great-grandfathers were the late Admiral 
Sir Francis Beaufort, K.C.B., Hydrographer to 
the Admiralty, and Sir Joha Boileau Davis, 
Bart., K.C.B., at one time Governor and Com- 
mander-in-Chief, Hong Kong. 

Captain Beaufort was educated at St. David’s, 
Reigate ; at Stone House, Broadstairs; and 
at Wellington College, whence he proceeded to 
Christ Church, Oxford, where he took his 
degree of B.A. 

He was nominated for a commission by Oxford 
University, and having trained with the 
Devonshire Regiment was gazetted to the 
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Oxford and Bucks Light Infantry in January, 
1906, his commission being antedated to August, 
1905, in virtue of his University degree. 

He joined his battalion in India, was promoted 
Lieutenant in August, 1907, and afterwards 
went with his battalion to Burma. He became 
Captain in April, 1914, and in December of 
that year joined the 2nd Battalion at Bailleul, 
France. 

Captain Beaufort was a keen rider to hounds, 
and played polo a good deal in India. He was 
a member of the Isthmian and Bachelors’ Clubs. 
He was killed on the morning of Sunday, the 
16th May, 1915, near Richebourg l’Avoué, 
being shot by a sniper, while trying to get to 
his Commanding Officer for orders, from 
trenches that had been captured from the 
Germans by his battalion and the Inniskillings. 
His death was the means of saving forty men 
of his company from destruction. He was 
buried at a spot about two miles west of 
Richebourg. 

Se 1 of the men under him have described him as a 
“perfect gentleman and a gallant leader,” and a young 
Officer, writing to his own relations, said : “ He certainly 
was a splendid fellow.” 

Captain Beaufort married, in December, 1913, 
at Bamburgh, Charlotte Gwendoline Frances, 
daughter of the late Charles Hope, Esq., of 
Shorestone Hall, Northumberland, and left no 
family. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES EDWARD 
BEAUSIRE, 12th (COUNTY OF LONDON) 
BATTN., THE LONDON REGT., (THE 
RANGERS) T.F., 
was the third son of 
Robert L. and 


Letitia Beausire, 
of 15, Addison 
Crescent, London, 


W., and New York. 
He was born on the 


20th June, 1892, 
at Iquique, Chili, 
South America, 


and was educated 
at Winton House 
School, Winchester, and Rugby. At the latter 
he gained distinction for football and swimming. 
Immediately on the outbreak of war he enlisted 
in the 23rd Battalion, London Regiment, as a 
Private, and was soon promoted Corporal. 
In November 1914, he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 12th Battalion, London 
Regiment, with which he went to France in 
December. On Sunday, the 14th February, 
1915, he was killed, with two of his men, while 
holding a very exposed trench which had been 
heavily shelled all day. 

His Company Commander wrote of him: ‘t Your son’s 
death was a severe blow to me and to his men, for he 
was a splendid officer and valued friend,” 


“Speaking from a professional point of view,” writes 
the Adjutant, ‘ I can assure you that I have seldom met 
a young officer who showed greater, or even as great 
promise as Beausire. Bright and cheerful with his men, 
who loved him, yet always strict and ec 
duty, he possessed just those qualities rec 
a good officer. On the day he was killed the mud and 
wet also did their share to make the circumstances 
extremely trying. He was up and down amongst his 
men, putting heart into them, until a fatal well-burst 
shell took him.” The Commanding Officer, in a letter to 
his parents, said: ‘ IT want to tell you how deeply we all 
feel the loss of your boy. During the few months he 
had been with us he endeared himself to all ranks, and 
was one of my most popular and promising young 
officers. He was laid to rest near the place where he 
fell.” 

His brother, 2nd Lieutenant H. A. W. Beausire, 
Royal Fusiliers, was killed on the 15th March, 


1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT HERBERT ARTHUR 
WILLIAM BEAUSIRE, Ist BATTN. THE 
ROYAL FUSILIERS (CITY OF LONDON 
REGIMENT), 
was the second son 
of Robert L. and 


Letitia Beausire, 
of 15, Addison 
Crescent, London, 


W., and New York. 
He was born on the 
28th June, 1892, at 
Iquique, Chili, 
South America, and 
was educated at 
Winton House 
School, Winchester, and at Winchester College, 
where he was a member of the O.T.C. On 
leaving Winchester, in June, 1912, he was 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Reserve of 
Officers. 
When war with Germany was declared 2nd 
Lieutenant Beausire was at Marseilles, and was 
recalled to join the 5th Battalion, Royal Fusiliers. 
He went first to Dover, then to Hythe for 
training, and in October, 1914, he was sent out 
to France with a draft for the 3rd Battalion, 
Rifle Brigade, and joined the Ist Battalion, 
Royal Fusiliers, at the front. In December, 
1914, he gained his commission for service in 
the field from the Reserve of Officers to be 2nd 
Lieutenant (‘‘ London Gazette,” 5th January, 
1915), and was posted to the Ist Battalion, Royal 
Fusiliers. 

In February, 1915, 2nd Lieutenant Beausire 
was granted a short leave, and a fortnight after 
his return to the front he was killed in action, 
on the 15th March, 1915, by the bursting 
of a shell in the trench where he was giving 
orders to his men. 

“Two nights before his death,” writes his Commanding 
Officer, “he made a most useful reconnaissance of the 
ian lines and wire entany ents, for which I was 
thanked by the General Offic at whose request this 
dangerous duty was undertaken.” 

His Captain said: “ The regiment and the Army have 
lost a most competent officer, and I shall miss him, not 
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only as an officer, but as a friend. He was always cool 
and collected, and ever ready for a job. He was a born 
soldier, and one the Army can ill afford to lose. His 
charming manners and personality will long be remem- 
bered in the regiment, where he was loved by his brother 
officers, N.C.O.s, and men. He has died doing his duty, 
and has done it well.” 

2nd Lieutenant H. A. W. Beausire’s younger 
brother, 2nd Lieutenant C. E. Beausire, 12th 
Battalion, London Regiment, was killed in 
action on the 14th February, 1915, and his 
elder brother, F. R. Beausire, was, at the time 
of writing, serving with the Artists’ Rifles, after 
having served in France for five months in the 
ranks. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL HENRY 


CAMPBELL BECHER, Ist 
BAT.TN. CANADIAN INFANTRY, 
a born on the 20th 

January, 1873, at 


Thornwood, London, 
Canada, the resi- 
dence of his family 
for the last half- 
century, was the 
eldest son of the 
late Henry Becher, 
K.C., a grandson of 
the late Henry C. R. 
Becher, K.C., a 
former leader of 
the Middlesex Bar, and of the late Duncan 
Campbell, of Simcoe. His younger brother, 
Surgeon-Major A. V. Becher, M.D., died of 
pneumonia in Quebec on the 25th December, 
1915, while on his way to the front. He had 
served in the South African War, receiving 
the Queen’s medal with three clasps. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Becher was educated at 
Trinity College, Port Hope, and at Barrister 
Osgood Hall, Toronto. He became a member of 
the Middlesex Bar, and practised law for several 
years in London. Later, however, he relin- 
quished the law, and devoted his time to con- 
ducting a brokerage business. He was an all- 
round sportsman, his recreations including 
skating, riding, and boxing, in all of which 
sports he was proficient. In the early days of 
golf in London he was an enthusiastic devotee 
of the game, and used to play constantly with 
the London Golf Club. Later he devoted 
himself to tennis and hunting. He was a skilled 
horseman and an ardent friend and admirer 
of dogs. 

He took an intense interest in military matters, 
and had at various times filled the positions of 
Lieutenant, Captain, Major, and Colonel in 
the local forces, the efficiency of which was 
greatly enhanced by his energy and ability. 
He was most active in advocating the sending 
forward by Canada of forces in the present war. 
As soon as war was declared he called together 
the officers of his corps—the 7th Fusiliers— 
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and they agreed to offer their services. In 
September, 1914, Lieutenant-Colonel Becher 
was appointed to the Ist Battalion, Canadian 
Infantry, with which he proceeded to France 
for active service in the Great War. Shortly 
before his death he was appointed Brigade 
Major, being second in command of the Ist 
Canadian Brigade. Lieutenant-Colonel Becher 
took part in the fighting at Hill 29, near St. 
Julien, in May, 1915, when his troops were the 
only men actually to reach the ridge. He was 
killed in action by shrapnel, at La Bassée, on 
the 15th June, 1915. 

An Officer who took part in the action wrote: “I eaw 


him standing on the edge of a trench, urging his men on, 
when the shell exploded not twenty feet from him.” 


CAPTAIN HENRY OWEN DABRIDGE- 
COURT BECHER, Ist BATTN. THE 
CAMERONIANS (SCOTTISH RIFLES) 
was the son of the 
Rev. Harry Becher, 
Rector of Ross, Co. 
Cork, and was born 
on the 15th August, 
1889, at the Curate’s 
House, Houghton- 
le-Spring, Co. Dur- 
ham. 

He was educated 
at a Preparatory 
School, under J. S. 
O. Tombs, Esq., 
at Haverford West and at Marlborough 
College, where he was in the XV. He went to 
the R.M.C. at Sandhurst, from which he was 
gazetted to the Scottish Rifles in April, 1910, 
joining the Ist Battalion at Bloemfontein, 
South Africa, in June. He came home with his 
battalion in March, 1912. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in February, 1913, and for six 
months acted as Adjutant of his battalion. 
Captain Becher was an all-round sportsman and 
a very forward man to hounds. He took keenly 
to polo when in South Africa. 

After proceeding to France he was with his 
battalion from Mons till he was killed in action 
at Bois Grenier, near Armentiéres, on the 13th 
March, 1915, and is buried close to where he 
fell. 

Captain Becher was gazetted to that rank after 
his death, to rank as Captain from the 11th 
March, 1915, two days before he was killed. 


CapTAIN MAURICE ANDREW NOEL BECHER, 
1st Batty. K1na’s Own ScoTrisH BORDERERS, 
reported wounded and missing 26th April, 
afterwards unofficially reported killed in the 
Casualty List of 5th June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT PERcyY LATHAM BECK, RoyaL 


ENGINEERS (SPECIAL RESERVE), was killed in 
action, 6th March, 1915. 
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2nd LIEUTENANT JONATHAN OTTO GUSTAVUS 
BEcKER, 2nd BaTry. THE East SURREY REGI- 
MENT, was killed, 12th March, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT JouHN BECKETT, 2nd BaTTN. 
THE BorDER REGIMENT, was killed in action, 
28th June, 1915. 


CAPTAIN ARTHUR THOMAS GRAFTON BECKHAM, 
32nd SIKH PIONEERS, INDIAN ARMY, was killed, 
26th April, 1915. 


LbEUTENANT RAFE 
DON BEDDY, 1/5th GURKHA 
RIFLES (FRONTIER FORCE), 
who was killed in action on the Gallipoli Penin- 
sula on the 4th June, 1915, was the youngest 
son of Colonel E. Beddy, Indian Army, and 
was born at Cheltenham on the 15th September, 
1887. He was educated at Blundell’s School, 
Tiveaton, Devon, and at the R.M.C., Sandhurst, 
where he was Company Colour-Sergeant and 
Captain of the Football XV. He was gazetted 
to an unattached 2nd Lieutenancy in March, 
1908, and, after serving the usual probationary 
period with the 2nd Battalion of the Gordon 
Highlanders, was posted to the 5th Gurkha 
Rifles iff March, 1909, becoming Lieutenant in 
April, 1910.

LIEUTENANT ROWLAND AURIOL 
JAMES BEECH, 16th (THE QUEEN’S) 
LANCERS, 
who was killed in 
action near Ypres 
on the 21st Febru- 
ary, 1915, was the 
elder son of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel and 
Mrs. Beech, of Bran- 
don Hall, Warwick- 
shire, and The Shawe 
Cheadle, Stafford- 
shire. His younger 
brother, Captain 
D.C. M. Beech, is serving with the 20th Hussars. 
His brother-in-law, Captain A. W. Macarthur 
Onslow, 16th Lancers, was killed in action in 
France on the 5th November, 1914. 

Born on the 22nd August, 1888, Lieutenant 
Beech was educated at Eton and the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, from which he was gazetted to the 
16th Lancers in October, 1908, being promoted 
Lieutenant in January, 1911. At the time of 
his death he was the Senior Subaltern in his 
regiment. For his services in the war he was 
mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of the 
8th October, 1914. 


“We all loved his cheery, honest, gallant spirit,’* writes 
@ General Officer, ‘ as it was worth so very much to his 
regiment. His lose is a tremendous one to us all. But 
if you will let me comfort you, who can understand some- 
thing of what that loss is, let me say that his gallant, 
undaunted spirit and influence still survive, and that 
this must lead us to face this blow straight, and that I 
am sure his spirit is there, helping us each in our sphero 


to carry on the great struggle with courage to the end 
he died to attain. “You know Jim was hit rushing forward 
gallantly at tho head of his troop, and that his action, 
together with that of three other officers, saved the 
situation and prevented the Germans gaining anything 
of consequence.” 

A Brigadier-General, previously Commandant at the 
Cavalry School, Netheravon, wrote: ‘' There was no 
better officer than Jim Beech in this or any other brigade. 
He was quite everything that a modern cavalry Subaltern 
should be. I knew him so well, as he was at Netheravon 
when I was Commandant there; and, although out 
here from the beginning, there was never a checrier or 
better fellow, and I am sure that is the opinion of every- 
one who knew him, and I feel that he is one more of my 
many friends that I have lost.” 

A Private, since killed, gave the following account of the 
fighting: ‘ I cannot tell you where the engagement took 
place; we have been in the vicinity before, and to get 
to it the troops are subject to three fires—from front, 
from left and right flanks, so curiously does the firing 
line bend in this district. Before actually arriving at the 
above place, we were held in reserve in a once beautiful 
State schoolroom, at the present tlme practically in 
ruins. Several times the Germans shelled it, and we had 
to get into theccllars. Whilst here eighteen of us had to 
go out to make a second attempt to get a military motor 
out of a Jack Johnson hole in the road. The Germans 
shelled the first party away; however, we had better 
luck, and managed the job. Next morning we were called 
upon to support the French, and when returning day- 
break had come, with the result that Major Neeve 
(Officer Commanding, ‘A’ Squad, since killed) split 
us in small parties, and sent us back to our destination ; 
but German Field Artillery spotted us, and sent shrapnel 
over. We only had one killed and five wounded, whercas 
had we marched back in one body God only knows what 
would have happened. After this we proceeded to the 
trenches, and nothing very exciting happened until 
Monday morning. I should tell you that some of our 
trenches were as near as twelve to fifteen yards from the 
Germans. I was just finishing my three hours’ sentry, 
looking over the top of the trench, excepting of course, 
when flare lights come, and then one has to duck, and 
rapidly, too. (I was with a Stratford fellow.) I suppose 
the time must have been about six in the morning, for it 
was almost dark, when an explosion took place. My 
chum and I, of course, with other chaps in reserve, 
immediately manned our loopholes, and I think were 
mostly under the impression that we were being shelled. 
But we were soon to know. They had mined the trenches 
of ‘ D’ Squadron, and were making an attack. Fellows 
were dropping cverywhere and, being dark, it was 
d— hard to sift things out until our officers saw what 
was required. Lieutenant Beech, of ‘A’ Squadron, 
claimed all the men near him, and he himsclf gave each 
@ push-up out of knee-deep mud, and we scrambled out 
into another trench, closer up to where the Germans were 
pouring through. Here we let them have it, and, in- 
cidentally, covered the fire of our Maxim gun behind us, 
which played the devil with the Square-heads. Mr. 
Beech did not get into the trench with us, but crouched 
behind, observing our fire, etc., and I happened to turn 
round and noticed him drop on his face.”” 

A Captain of his regiment wrote: ‘I need not tell you 
what a gap Jim has left behind him in the regiment: 
it seems still almost impossible to believe that he, the 
brightest and most cheerful of all, has gone. He was so 
full of life and the joy of living. ‘The only consolation 
is that he died splendidly, helping to savo what looked 
like a very critical situation for some minutes. ... 
Poor Jim was shot rushing forward with a few men to 
throw bombs into the crater of the explosion which 
was full of Germans.” 

Another Officer stated: ‘‘ Jim was always so full of life 
and so cheery. He did not know what fear was, and was 
such an absolute gentleman. It would be impossible 
to find a more idcal cavalry officer. I always picture 
him now to myself riding, as I always thought he rode, 
so beautifully. I never felt so miserable all the war 
as when I heard that Jim had been shot. I came up the 


trenches, after it had happened, and asked what had 
happened to him. I was told, as you, of course, now 
know, that Jim was bringing up some men, telling them 
to follow him up one of the communication trenches, 
with his usual contempt for the Germans. He had not 
jumped down into the communication trench, and just 
as he was going to he was shot in the head. He died 
immediately, without any pain, and none of his men 
who were with him then were hit.”” 

A brother Officer wrote: ‘I assure you Jim was the life 
and soul of the whole squadron, and his cheeriness 
under any circumstances was simply wonderful, and I 
cannot describe to you how much the squadron appre- 
ciated him, especially his own troop. I was censoring 
the men’s letters to-day, and I wish you could have seen 
some of the things they said about him. They said 
they could never possibly have such a good troop officer, 
and they would have done anything to save him.” 

One more extract may perhaps be given, that from a 
letter of a Sergeant: “A finer officer and leader we 
could never wish for, as he was always very cheerful, 
even in the greatest danger. He always had a smile and 
a Joke, encouraging his men, who loved him very much, 
as he always studied the comfort of his men. The saying 
amongst his troop now is, whenever they go into action, 
‘Oh! if only we had Mr. Beech with us now, we should 
feel far happier.’ But a good cavalry officer and leader, 
like your son was, cannot be trained in a few months.” 
He was one of the best horsemen in a regiment 
noted for its fine riders, and, as a polo player 
in the International Tournament in 1914, he 
helped his team to get into the semi-final 
round. He loved fox-hunting, and there were 
few finer riders tohounds. He was a successful 
competitor in the summer of 1914 at the Inter- 
national Horse Show at Olympia, where he 
took part in several jumping contests. 

Of a frank and engaging disposition, Lieutenant 
Beech’s early death aroused the keenest sorrow 
and sympathy among all who had known him. 


LIEUTENANT ROBERT PHILIP BEHRENS, 2nd 
Batrn.

LIEUTENANT ANDREW LESLIE BELL, 
10th CANADIAN INFANTRY BATTN., 
who was killed in 
action on the 22nd 
April, 1915, was the 
son of Andrew Bell, 
301, St. James 
Street, Montreal, 
Province of Quebec, 
and was born in 
Montreal on the Ist 
September, 1891. 
He was educated at 
St. Andrew’s Col- 
lege, Toronto, On- 
tario, where he was in the Cadet Corps, attached 
to the 48th Highlanders, Toronto. He entered 
St. Andrew’s College in October, 1906, and, 
having passed through the Middle and Upper 
Schools, left in June, 1910. Beginning in the 
Lower, he finally, in 1908 and 1909, played in 
the First Football Team, and in 1910 was in 
the Second Hockey Team. In the Cadet Corps 
he was a Corporal in the school (year 1908-09), 
and a Ist Cadet-Lieutenant in the year 1909-10.

LYNDEN-BELL, Ist BATTN. PRINCESS 
VICTORIA’S (ROYAL IRISH FUSILIERS), 
, elder of two soldier 
sons of Colonel C. P. 
Lynden-Bell, for- 
merly East Surrey 
Regiment, now com- 
manding Northern 
Defences, Guernsey, 
was born in Edin- 
burgh on the 21st 
November, 1895. 
He was a grandson 
of General T. Lyn- 
den-Bell and a 
nephew of Major-General A. Lynden-Bell, 
C.B., C.M.G., Chief of Staff, Eastern Theatre of 
War, and of Colonel E. H. Lynden-Bell, C.B., 
Headquarters Staff, France. 
Lieutenant Lynden-Bell was educated at Fos- 
ter’s, Stubbington, at Clifton College, and at the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst. After a year at the latter 
he was gazetted to the Royal Irish Fusiliers in 
August, 1914, and posted to the Ist Battalion. 
He was promoted temporarily to the rank of 
Lieutenant on 20th December, 1914. 
He fell gallantly leading his men in the attack 
on St. Julien on the 25th April, 1915. His 
Captain wrote: ‘‘ Indeed, he was a brave lad,” 
and a message was sent to his parents, ‘‘ The 
87th are proud of him.” He was buried by the 
roadside, with about fifty of his men, before 
St. Julien, near Ypres. 


MAJOR FRANCIS de BEAUVOIR BELL, 
2nd BATTN. THE NORFOLK REGT., 
was wounded at the 
| Battle of Shaiba, 
Persian Gulf, on the 
14th May, 1915, and 
died of his wounds 
on the 24th of that 
month at the Basra 
Base Hospital. He 
was born in Guern- 
sey on 7th May, 
1866, and was the 
eldest son of the 
late Colonel William 
Bell, C.B., A.D.C. to Queen Victoria, who was 
for over fifty years Government Secretary of 
Guernsey. 

He was educated at Elizabeth College, Guern- 
sey, and afterwards at Exeter College, Oxford, 
where he took his degree in 1887. He passed into 
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the R.M.C., Sandhurst, as a University Can- 
didate in 1888, and received his commission 
in the Norfolk Regiment in May, 1890. 

He became Lieutenant in 1891, and from 
November, 1897, to November, 1901, was 
Adjutant of the 2nd Battalion, reaching the 
rank of Captain in 1900. He served in the 
South African War, taking part in operations in 
the Orange Free State, including the operations 
at Paardeberg, actions at Poplar Grove, Karee 
Siding, Vet River, and Zand River ; operations 
in the Transvaal in May and June, 1900, 
including actions near Johannesburg and 
Pretoria; and again in the Transvaal from 
November, 1900, to May, 1902. For his 
services he was mentioned in Despatches 
(‘* London Gazette,’’ 10th September, 1901), and 
received the Queen’s medal with three clasps 
and the King’s medal with two clasps. From 
September, 1902, to September, 1907, he was 
Adjutant of the 3rd Battalion of his regiment 
(Militia). At the conclusion of his period of 
employment, after serving with the Ist Bat- 
talion for a year, he was promoted Major in 
January, 1909, and at once joined the 2nd 
Battalion at Gibraltar, going with them to 
India in 1911. 

He sailed with his battalion in November, 1914, 
for the Persian Gulf, and took part in the actions 
which led to the fall of Basra, and, later, in 
the taking of Kurna. For his services at Shaiba 
he was mentioned in Despatches (‘‘ Gazette ” 
of India), 14th August, 1915. 

Major Bell married Mabel Grace, third daughter 
of Colonel Le Mottee, Templemore, Fermoy, 
Ireland. 


CAPTAIN ROGER CHARLES NOEL 
BELLINGHAM, 37th BATTERY, 
ROYAL FIELD ARTILLERY, 
who before the war 
was A.D.C. to the 
Earl of Aberdeen, 
when Lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, 
was the second son 
of Sir Henry Bel- 
lingham, Bart., of 
Castle Bellingham, 
Lord Lieutenant of 
County Louth, and 
of Lady Constance 
Bellingham, second 
daughter of Charles George, 2nd Earl of Gains- 
borough. He was also related to Lord Grey 
de Ruthyn, the Marquis of Bute, Sir Fowell 
Buxton, Bart., Sir Richard Butler, Bart., Sir 
Basil Brooke, Bart., the Earl of Erroll, the Earl 
of Southesk, and Lord Kinnaird, 

He was born at Brighton on the 28th April, 
1884, and was educated at the Oratory School, 
Edgbaston, Birmingham, from which he passed 


direct into the R.M.A., Woolwich. He was gazet- 
ted to the R.A. in December, 1903, becoming 
Lieutenant in December, 1906, and retiring from 
the active list, he voluntarily, in October, 1912, 
joined the Special Reserve of his regiment. 

In May, 1909, Brigadier-Gencral Snow, the General 
Commanding-in-Chief, Eastern Command, selected the 
essay of Lieutenant R. Bellingham as tho best sent in, 
and wrote as follows regarding it: “A well-written 
essay, which shows a careful study of the campaign. 
What is particularly good about the paper is that tho 
writer, having sclected his principle on which to writo, has 
stuck to it throughout, and quoted any incident which 
bears on his argument. Lieutenant Bellingham is to 
be congratulated on his paper, and he should develop 
into a good writer.” 


On the outbreak of the war, when serving as 
A.D.C.to the Earl of Aberdeen, he was called 
up for service, and attached to the 37th Battery 
at the front. On the 4th March, 1915, he was 
found dead in his dug-out in the trenches, before 
Ypres, after a hard week’s fighting. 

He has been specially commended for brave 
conduct by his Commanding Officer, and was 
mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of the 
3lst May, 1915. His promotion to Captain, 
to date from October, 1914, was not gazetted 
until May, 1915. 

Captain Bellingham married, in 1910, Alice 
Ann, daughter of the late Richard Naish, of 
Ballycullen, Co. Limerick, and left a son, 
Robert Carroll Patrick Stephen, born April, 
1911, and a daughter, Constance Catherine 
Mary Pia, born October, 1912. 


2nd LIEUTENANT JOHN RUSSELL 
BENHAM, 100th BATTERY, 
ROYAL FIELD ARTILLERY, 
only son of the late 
Edwin Arthur Rus- 
sell Benham, of 
Colombo, Ceylon, 
and of Mrs. Benham, 
Glenlinden, _Colin- 
ton, Midlothian, was 
born in Colombo on 
the 19th September, 
1895. He was a 
grandson of the 
late John Leveson 
Douglas Stewart, of 


Glenogil, Forfar-shire. 

2nd Lieutenant Benham was educated at Mr. 
Perkins’, Matfield Grange, Paddock Wood, 
and at Rugby, where he took a keen interest 
in sports, being a member of the “ Gym. VIII.” 
He won the Laurie Cup for shooting—a com- 
petition in which the competitors are under 
seventeen years of age—and he also played in 
his House XV. 

From Rugby he went to the R.M.A., Woolwich, 
and in November, 1914, he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Royal Field Artillery. 2nd 
Lieutenant Benham went to the front early in

January, 1915, and was severely wounded in 
action near Ypres on the 4th May, 1915, and 
died from the effects the same day. He was 
buried at Brabant, in Flanders. 


LIEUTENANT HUGH CECIL BENSON, 
9th (SERVICE) BATTN. THE RIFLE 
BRIGADE (THE PRINCE CON- 
SORT’'S OWN), 
was the elder son 
of Cecil and Con- 
stance Benson, 35, 
Bedford Square, 
W.C., and was born 
on the 3rd July, 
1883. 

He was educated at 
Eton, afterwards 
becoming an archi- 
tect, in which 
profession he was 
very successful, and gave up a career of great 
promise to serve his country. 

Having been in the O.T.C., he was given his 
commission as temporary Lieutenant in 
December, 1914. He was killed by concussion 
from a high-explosive shell at Hooge, near 
Ypres, on the 22nd June, 1915. 

His Eton tutor, Mr. Rawlins, wrote of him in the “ Eton 
College Chronicle,” 15th July, 1915: ‘* While his coolness 
and courage won admiration, his liveliness and buoyant 
spirits made him the best of comrades, and his happy 
smile will be an abiding memory of an attractive per- 
sonality among the many friends who loved him.” 
Lieutenant Benson was a keen cricketer and a 
good fast bowler. 


LIEUTENANT CHARLES MAURICE 
BERLEIN, 5th (SERVICE) BATTN. THE 
OXFORDSHIRE AND BUCKING. 
HAMSHIRE LIGHT INFANTRY, 
was the eldest son of 
Julius Berlein, J.P., 
and Mrs. Berlein, of 
Cross Oak, Berkham- 
sted. His brother, 
Lieutenant L. H. Ber- 
lein, 8th Battalion 
Royal Berkshire 
Regiment, was killed 
in action on the 25th 
September, 1915. 
Lieutenant Charles 
Berlein was born at ‘ 
Kimberley, South Africa, on the 4th May, 
1888, and was educated at Charterhouse and 
at New College, Oxford, where he took his 
B.A. degree in 1910. Subsequently he was 
engaged in chemical research work. 

At the outbreak of the Great War he applied 
for a commission, and in August, 1914, was 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 5th Battalion 
Oxfordshire and Buckinghamshire Light In- 
fantry. He received his promotion to Lieuten- 
ant in October, 1914. 
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Lieutenant Berlein fell in action on the 16th 
June, 1915, near Hooge, while gallantly leading 
his men through the severe shrapnel fire of the 
enemy. He was killed a few paces from the 
enemies trenches, which his men succeeded in 
reaching safely. 


LIEUTENANT BERNARD FRANCIS 
GOTCH BERRILL, 6th (RESERVE) attd. 
4th BATTN. THE ROYAL FUSILIERS 
(CITY OF LONDON REGIMENT), 
who was killed in 
action near Ypres 
on the 17th March, 
1915, was the eldest 
son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Arthur Berrill, of 
Muswell Hill, Lon- 
don, and late of 
Sydney, N.S.W., 
where he was born 
on the 13th Sep- 
tember, 1894. 

He was educated 
at Beaumont College, Old Windsor, where he 
was Captain of the Boats, Prefect of the 
Sodality, Head of the Debating Society, and 
Captain of the School (two years). He also 
took a leading part in the theatricals for which 
the school is well known, and rowed stroke in 
the School Eight at Henley. From Beaumont 
he went to Balliol College, Oxford, where he was 
in the O.T.C. He had been at the University 
a year when the war broke out, and he received 
a commission in the 6th Battalion, London 
Regiment, in August, 1914. He was promoted 
Lieutenant as from February, 1915, after a 
month in the fighting line. 

For active service he was attached to the 4th 
Battalion of his regiment, the Commanding 
Officer of which described the circumstances 
of his death as follows :— 

* It appears at the time he was hit he was kneeling down 
in the tre and 1 think a bullet must have glanced 
down off a tree and got him in the head. He was killed 
instantaneously. There was no attack. It was ordinary 
sniping. We had him carried down and buried at dusk, 
at the same time and place as his Captain, who, I regret 
to say, was also killed on that day. Your boy’s death is 
a very great loss to me. He was always cheery and 
bright, made light of any work he had to do, and was 
absolutely without fear. ky Hodgson, his Captain, 
told me, * Young Berrill has a passion for putting wire 
out in front of the trenches * (which is not at all a pleasant 
job). He said it was a standing joke in the company, 
if they saw any wire on the roadside, to say, ‘ Where is 
Mr. Berrill ?’” 


LIEUTENANT WILLIAM HERBERT STUART BERRY, 
4th (Exrra Reserve) Barrn. THe RoyaL 
INNISKILLING FusILieRS, attd. 2nd Barry. 
THE Roya IRIsH REGIMENT, was killed in 
action, 24th May, 1915. 

2nd Lizutenanr NintAN MARK Kerr BERTIE, 
4th Barry, Kinc’s Roya RIFLE Corps, was 
killed in action, Sth May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT JOHN 
BETTS, 2nd BATTN. 
REGIMENT, 
was born on the 4th 
August, 1887, at 
Ketteringham, Nor- 
folk. 

He joined the ranks 
of the Norfolk Regi- 
ment, with which he 
served in South 
Africa, Gibraltar, 
and India, and on 
the outbreak of the 
Great War he had 
reached the rank of Sergeant. He was on 
active service in France with the 1st Battalion, 
Norfolk Regiment, and for gallantry in the 
field he was mentioned in Sir John French’s 
Despatch of the 14th January, 1915, receiving 
his commission as 2nd Lieutenant in the Welsh 
Regiment, the rank to date from December, 
1914. He was posted to the 2nd Battalion of 
his regiment, with which he served until the 
9th May, 1915, when he was killed in action 
at L’Epinette. 

2nd Lieutenant Betts, who was married, is 
survived by his widow and by a daughter, 
six months old at the time of her father’s 
death.

THE CAMERONIANS (SCOTTISH RIFLES), was 
killed in action, 10th March, 1915. 


Captain THE Hon. JOHN NEVILLE BIGGE, THE 
Kina’s Royat RiFLE Corrs, AIDE-DE-CAMP, 
was killed in action on the night of the 15th—- 
16th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEORGE BRADDYLL BIGLAND> 
1/4th Barry. (TeRRIT.) THE KING’s OWN 
(RoyaL LANCASTER REGIMENT), was killed in 
action, 16th June, 1915. 


CAPTAIN JOHN FRANCIS Bit, Ist BATTN. SouTH 
WALEs BorRDERERS, was killed, 28th March, 
1915. 


Captain) FRANK MILLER BrinGuHam, 1 /5th 
Batrn. (TERRIT.) THE KING’s Own (ROYAL 
LANCASTER REGIMENT), was killed in action, 
22nd May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN GERALD CHARLES BIN- 
STEED, M.C., 2nd BATTN. THE ESSEX 
REGIMENT, which has long been known by 
the sobriquet of ‘‘ The Pompadours,” who was 
born in Cairo on the 7th August, 1885, was 
the only son of the late Major Charles H. F. 


Binsteed, 1st Madras Lancers, and formerly of 
the 2nd Battalion, Oxfordshire Light Infantry, 
and of Mrs. Binsteed, 
of Hanover Court, 
London, W. He was 
a grandson of the late 
Gerald de Wilton, 
M.D.,Surgeon- Major, 
Indian Army. 

He was educated at 
Wellington College 
and the R.M.C.,Sand- 
hurst. At Wellington 
he was in the Cadet 
Corps, and won the 
Prince Consort’s History Prize, and in 1902 
was in the Bisley Shooting VIII. At the Mili- 
tary College he won, and received from King 
Edward VII, the Sword of Honour. 

He was gazetted to the Essex Regiment in 
August, 1905, and joined his battalion at Malta, 
where, as at Longmore, he served in the 
Mounted Infantry. At Malta he won the Subal- 
terns’ Half-mile Race; when serving at the 
Curragh, in 1906, he won the One Mile Officers’ 
Race at the All Ireland Athletic Meeting. 
He had a particular gift for languages, and 
while in the Army qualified as 1st Class Inter- 
preter in French (1908), Ist Class in Russian 
(1911) and in Chinese (1914). 

Hewas promoted Lieutenantin March, 1910,tem- 
porary Captain in November, 1914, and perman- 
ently confirmed in that rank in January, 1915. 
Just before the war broke out he was employed 
on special service at the War Office. He went 
to the front with his battalion in August, 1914, 
and was only once at home on leave for eight 
days before his death, serving over eight 
months in the trenches. For his services in the 
war he was twice mentioned in Sir John French’s 
Despatches, viz., those of 8th October, 1914, 
and 31st May, 1915, and was awarded the 
Military Cross (‘‘ London Gazette,’’ Ist January, 
1915). He was killed at Le Gheer on the 8th 
April, 1915. 

Captain Binsteed, who had considerable liter- 
ary abilities, and was a great traveller, was a 
member of the Asiatic Society, of the Geo- 
graphical Society, and also of the Junior Army 
and Navy Club. 

He travelled through Siberia (from Moscow to 
China), a great deal in Mongolia, and in many 
parts of Egypt and India. He also wrote in many 
papers and magazines, and took many photo- 
graphs which have been reproduced in illustration 
of his writings on Mongolia, China, and Siberia. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL ARTHUR PERCIVAL DEAR- 
MAN BIRCHALL, COMMANDING THE 4th CANA- 
DIAN INFANTRY BATTALION, CAPTAIN ROYAL 
Fusitrers (City or LONDON REGIMENT), 
was killed in action, 23rd April, 1915. 
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2nd LIEUTENANT FRANCIS 
CLIFFORD BIRD, 3rd (RESERVE) 
attd. 2nd BATTN. 
(SHROPSHIRE LIGHT 
born on the 21st 
June, 1895, at Cots- 
wold, Winchcombe, 
Gloucestershire, 
was the eldest son 
of Francis and Mary 
Bird. He was also 
related to Mr. and 
Mrs. Adlard, of Post- 
lip, near Chelten- 
ham. 

He was educated at 
King William’s 
College, Isle of Man, and Cheltenham, where he 
was a member of the O.T.C. 

On the outbreak of the war he volunteered, 
and was given a commission, as 2nd Lieutenant 
on probation, in the King’s Shropshire Light 
Infantry in August, 1914, and for active 
service was posted to the 2nd Battalion. 

He was killed in action on the 2nd March, 1915, 
near St. Eloi, Belgium.

His Commanding Officer, writing to his father, stated: 
“He was doing very well, and, although he was only 
with us so short a time, we are very sorry to lose him. 
He seems to have been very much liked by his men, 
Without anyone esting anything of the kind, they 
made a very nice ss and put it up at the head of the 
grave. He is buried by himself, and I hope later on the 
place will be railed in and properly taken care of. He 
was in a very difficult place when he was killed.” 

His Captain also wrote: ‘* He was a good officer, and 
very keen, and it was the greatest pleasure to work with 
him. I always could trust in him doing any job that was 


set him well and keenly. He was shot through the head, 
and was killed instantaneously.”

CAPTAIN CHRISTOPHER WILLIAM BRODRICK 
Brrpwoop, 1/6th GuRKHA RIFLEs, died of 
wounds, 7th June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT EDWARD JOHN 
WILFRED BIRNIE, SPECIAL RESERVE, 
attd. 2nd BATTN. EAST SURREY REGT., 
who was shot in the 
chest on the Mth 
February, 1915, 
while leading his 
men into action near 
Ypres, was the son 


of William Jones 
Birnie, late Deputy 
Commissary, Com- 


missariat and Trans- 
port Staff, and was 
born at Holland 
Road, London, on 
the 19th December, 1881. 

He was educated at home and by tutors, and 
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having finished his education was for about 
eight years in the National Provincial Bank, 
then obtaining an appointment in the Bank 
of Bengal, which he took up in September, 
1906. During his stay in Bengal he joined the 
Indian Light Horse, in which he served for six 
and a half years, being stationed in Calcutta, 
Lucknow, and Cawnpore, qualifying for his 
commission just before he left on his first leave 
to England in January, 1913. After arriving in 
England he applied for a commission in a 
British infantry regiment, and was gazetted to 
the East Surrey Regiment in June, 1913. As 
that battalion was returning to the Depot 
after its training, and he desired more active 
work, he was attached to the South Wales 
Borderers, and was with them during man- 
ceuvres, finishing his duty with them at Bordon 
Camp in December, 1913. He left England for 
India early in January, 1914, and went through 
an annual training with the Royal Fusiliers at 
Fort William, Calcutta, being gazetted to the 
Special Reserve of his regiment in May, 1914. 
On the outbreak of hostilities he reported him- 
self to the 2nd Battalion, East Surrey Regiment, 
_ then in India, and joined them on mobilisation, 
‘leaving India with the battalion in November, 
and reaching England on the 24th December, 
1914. In virtue of his training in 1913, he was 
qualified to serve with the battalion at once 
without any further preparatory course. After 
a short time at Winchester it embarked at 
Southampton for France in January, 1915. 
2nd Lieutenant Birnie, in his anxiety to fit 
himself for service in every way, seemed to have 
prescience of the war; an idea confirmed by a 
remark he made to his mother when on leave 
in England. He was heart and soul a soldier 
in the truest sense of the word. 
A Sergeant of the regiment gave the following details 
of 2nd Lieutonant Birnie’s death :— 
“The late Officer was killed on Sunday, the 14th of 
February, near Ypres, whilst leading his platoon into 
action. He was hit in the chest whilst walking up and 
down the trench, cheering everybody up, and also looking 
for a better forward position. I myself was the Platoon 
Sergeant, assisting Mr. Birnie. He took over the platoon 
at Jhansi, India, just prior to the battalion leaving for 
England, He was well respected by all the company 
because of his happy-go lucky ways and for his bravery. 
His last words before he died were: ‘ Sergeant Oliver, 
cheer the platoon up and look well after them. Good- 
bye; I have done my best.’ 
“ His loss was felt by everyone. He was removed the 
same night by a party of men, who I took to be the Royal 


Army Medical Corps, and buried near the spot where he 
fell.” 


2nd Lieutenant Birnie was a member of the 
Junior Naval and Military and of the ‘‘ Cocoa 
Tree ” Club, St. James’s, S.W. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEORGE HENRY 
GORDON BIRRELL, 9th (THE DUM- 
BARTONSHIRE) BATTN. (TERRIT.) 
PRINCESS LOUISE’S (ARGYLL AND 
SUTHERLAND HIGHLANDERS), 


was the eldest son of Colonel John Birrell, 


Allander House, Milngavie, Dumbartonshire. 
He was born on the 2nd February, 1893, and 
was educated at 
Loretto and Edin- 
burgh University, 
where he served in 
the O.T.C. He was 
gazetted to the Terri- 
torial Force on the 
8rd November, 1914, 
and, having under- 
taken Imperial Ser- 
vice obligations, was 
trained at Dumbar- 
ton and _ Bedford, 
leaving for France in February, 1915. 

He was killed in action on May 10th, 1915, 
in the second Battle of Ypres. On this date 
the 9th Battalion, Argyll and Sutherland High- 
landers, which formed part of the 81st Brigade, 
received orders to take and hold a line of 
trenches, but, unfortunately, only succeeded 
in doing so at considerable loss. f 
Lieutenant Birrell was killed during the advance, 
while gallantly leading his platoon under heavy 
shell fire, and was buried near the village of 
Hooge.

Battn. PRINCESS CHARLOTTE OF WALES’S 
(RoyaAL BERKSHIRE REGIMENT), was killed 
in action, 4th January, 1915. 


CAPTAIN ARTHUR JOHN BISCOE, Ist 
BATTN. ROYAL IRISH RIFLES, 
elder son of Fred- 
erick William Bis- 
coe, of 3, Vanbrugh 
Park Road East, 


Blackheath,  S.E., 
was born on the 
23rd June, 1880, 


at Southend, Essex. 
He was educated at 
Cheltenham College, 
where he was in the 
Cricket XI in 1898, 
and at the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst. 

He joined the 1st Battalion, Royal Irish Rifles, 
in Fort William, Bengal, in August, 1899, be- 
coming Lieutenant in February, 1902, and 
Captain in 1908. He was in the winning teams 
of the All India Hockey Tournament in 1901 
and 1902. He was a member of the Con- 
servative Club. 

For his services in the war he was mentioned 
in Sir John French’s Despatch of the 31st May, 
1915. He was mortally wounded at Neuve 
Chapelle on the 10th March, 1915, and died 
on the 12th in Hospital at. Boulogne. 


LIEUTENANT FREDERICK CROZIER 
FRASER BISCOE, 2nd BATTN. THE 
WORCESTERSHIRE REGIMENT, 


was wounded on 
the 17th May, 1915, 
in a captured 


German trench near 
the Rue du_ Bois 
Richebourg), and 
died from the effects 
on the 19th, in Bé- 
thune Hospital. He 
was the younger 
son of the late 
William Fraser Bis- 
coe, Esq., of Kin- 
gillie, Inverness, formerly Conservator of Forests, 
Hyderabad, Deccan, and Indore, Central India, 
and of Mrs. Biscoe, of Merton, Camberley, Sur- 
rey ; and a grandson of the late F. H. Crozier, 
Esq., I.C.S., of Delawarr, Lymington, Hants. 
Born at Secunderabad, Deccan, India, on the 
10th October, 1894, he was educated at Chel- 
tenham (Newick House) and the R.M.C., Sand- 
hurst, and received his commission in the Wor- 
cestershire Regiment in August, 1914, being pro- 
moted Lieutenant temporarily in Nov., 1914. 
He joined his battalionat Le Soupir, France, when 
it was in action on the Aisne, and he afterwards 
served in the march northwards and throughout 
the first Battle of Ypres. He also accompanied 
it when, in December, it moved south to take 
part in the operations in the La Bassée sector, 
and was with it continually in all the trench 
warfare during the winter and spring until the 
time of his death. When that occurred he was 
Machine-gun Officer of his battalion. 
Lieutenant Biscoe was mentioned in Sir John 
French’s Despatch of 14th January, 1915, for 
conspicuous gallantry at Gheluvelt on the 31st 
October, 1914, when the behaviour of the 2nd 
Worcestershires received the special commend- 
ation of the Field Marshal Commander-in-Chief 
of the Expeditionary Force.

FRANK HENRY BLACK, 4th 
(EXTRA RESERVE) attd. Ist BATTN. 


ROYAL WARWICKSHIRE REGIMENT, 
elder son of Francis 
Black, R.B.A., late 
Principal of the 
Camden School of 
Art, Honorary Secre- 
tary of the Royal 
Society of British 
Artists, and of Annie 
Beatrice Black, was 
born in London on 
the Ist December, 
1887. 

He was educated at 
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the City of London School, and later in Paris, 
where he acquired a fluent knowledge of the 
French language. He was for eight years in the 
28th (County of London) Battalion, The London 
Regiment (Artists’ Rifles), and had received 
a commission in it, but resigned on account 
of unavoidable business circumstances shortly 
before war was declared. While serving with it, 
he held for one year the Challenge Cup for 
highest efficiency. When war broke out, there 
being no vacancy in the Artists’ Rifles, he 
accepted a commission in the Royal Warwick- 
shire Regiment, joining the 4th (Extra Reserve) 
Battalion at the Isle of Wight in August, 1914. 
He was promoted Lieutenant in November, 
1914, and temporary Captain in January, 1915. 
His battalion was one of a brigade pushed up 
to near St. Julien, Ypres, in the early morning 
of the 25th April, 1915, and he was killed 
instantaneously while leading his company 
against the German trenches, 

The Lieutenant-Colonel Commanding the Ist Royal 
Warwicks wrote of him as follows: “ He was killed on 
25th April, gallantly leading his men against the German 
trenches, He was the greatest favourite with us all, 
and all our sympathy goes out to you in your sad be- 
reavement, Personally, I fecl I have lost a great friend, 
and one that I shall never be able to replace as one of my 
officers.” 

2nd LreuTENANT THOMAS LLOYD BLACK, 171st 
Company, RoyAL ENGINEERS, was killed, 2nd 
June, 1915. 

2nd LIEUTENANT A. BLACKABY, Cheshire Regi- 
ment, was shown in the Official Lists as having 
been killed in action, 17th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEORGE _ FRED- 
ERICK BLACKER, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. 
2nd BATTN. NORTHAMPTONSHIRE 
REGIMENT, 


was the only son 
of Arthur Edward 
Blacker, L.R.C.P., 


L.R.C.S., of 20, Vic- 
toria Square, Clifton, 
and of the late 
Harriet Sophia W. 
Blacker, daughter 
of Henry R. Dew, 
M.R.C.S., L.R.C.P., 
who served in the 
Crimean War as 
Assistant-Surgeon on Lord Raglan’s Staff, He 
was also a grandson of the late G. F. Blacker, 
M.R.C.S., L.S.A., of Midsomer Norton, Somerset. 
2nd Lieutenant Blacker was born at Clifton on 
the 13th July, 1893, and was educated at 
Bristol Grammar School, and, having been in 
the Bristol University O.T.C., was gazetted to 
the 8rd Battalion, Northamptonshire Regiment, 
on probation in October, 1914. He was subse- 
quently confirmed in his rank, and was attached 
for active service to the 2nd Battalion of his 
regiment, 
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2nd Lieutenant Blacker was reported by the 
War Office “‘missing”’ after the fight for Auber’s 
Ridge on the 9th May, 1915, and three months 
later a letter from a brother officer stated that 
2nd Lieutenant Blacker’s body had been 
recovered and buried near an orchard not far 
from the Sailly-Fromelles road. The delay 
was due to the fact that the spot where he fell 
was near the enemy’s lines, and it was not 
possible sooner to search for his remains. All 
the five officers of the company fell on the same 
day, and most of the men were killed or 
wounded in what the Commanding Officer 
described as ‘a very gallant attempt to close 


with the enemy.” 
A Subaltern Officer, writing by direction of the Officer 
Commanding, in a letter dated 17th May, describing the 
circumstances in more detail, stated: ‘* Your son, with 
his company, took part in an attack we made on the 
German lines. As the Northamptons attacked they were 
met by a perfect hail of bullets—machine and rifle fire. 
Nothing could live in it, and I am sorry to say we lost a 
big number of men and officers. Your son acted most 
gallantly, and was seen, before he was hit, shouting to his 
men to come on. We all sympathise with you, and grieve 
at the loss of a brave and good soldier.” 
Another officer, one of the few who came safely through 
the ch : “ Lieutenant Blacker led his platoon 
sing the dangerous flank, and sending his 
Sergeant to lead that which was less perilous. He died 
close to the enemy's position, in a brave attempt to lead 
his men over what proved practically insurmountable 
obstacles. All the men speak in the highest terms of 
their officers who have fallen, showing how much they 
won their esteem, affection, and respect.”” 
The extent to which Lieutenant Blacker endeared him- 
self to his men is reflected in a letter from Private W. 
Budworth, who wi : ** He was well liked and respected 
by every man in *‘ A’ Company, as he was such a good 
sportsman. He died a hero’s death, for we all knew 
what to expect as soon as we climbed over the parapet.’” 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES ROBERT 
BLACKETT, 2nd BATTN. THE KING’S 
(SHROPSHIRE LIGHT INFANTRY), 
was born on the 7th 
June, 1894, at Fen- 
ton, Staffs, and was 
the only child of the 
Rev. and Mrs. W. R. 
Blackett, of Smeth- 
cote Rectory, near 
Shrewsbury. He 
was descended from 
Sir John Blacket, of 
Woodcroft, Co. Dur- 
ham, High Sheriff of 
Leicestershire, who 
fought at Agincourt, and whose grandfather, 
Riched Blackhed, of Woodcroft, Forester of 
Weardale, died in 1315. 

2nd Lieutenant C. R. Blackett was educated at 
Hereford Cathedral School, at} which he held 
a Foundation Scholarship, and distinguished 
himself in many ways. He was Captain of the 
School, Editor of the ‘ Herefordian,” Victor 
Ludorum, Captain of the Football XI, and 
member of the School crew; he was also a 


Colour-Sergeant in the O.T.C., and obtained 
Certificate ‘‘ A.’ In due course he proceeded 
to Oxford University, and entered Brasenose 
College as a ‘‘ Somerset” scholar and ‘“ Phil- 
pottine ” Exhibitioner. There he rowed in the 
Torpids, and played in his College Soccer XI. 
He joined the Cavalry branch of the O.T.C., 
and, after offering himself for active service on 
the declaration of war, went to the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, on the 15th August, 1914. He was 
gazetted as 2nd Lieutenant in the King’s 
Shropshire Light Infantry, in November, 1914, 
and was for a time attached to the 3rd (Reserve) 
Battalion of his regiment, and, taking out a 
draft of the Welsh Regiment and Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers, joined the 2nd Battalion of his own 
regiment at Ypres in March, 1915. 

On the 25th April following he was officially 
reported ‘‘ missing, believed killed.””. That day 
his battalion was sent to the assistance of 
another battalion in an attempt to recover 
a trench. He led his men in the first of three 
charges, and he, with one other man, reached 
and jumped into the trench. After this nothing 
further is known of his fate. 

The Brigade, of which the 2nd Battalion, King’s 
Shropshire Light Infantry, was a unit, was 
especially and personally thanked by Sir John 
French for work done in the defence of Ypres. 
Appended is an extract from a letter written by the 
Officer Commanding the 2nd Battalion Shropshire Light 
Infantry to Lieutenant Blackett’s father, under date 
Ist May: “ Lam deeply grieved to inform you that your 
son is missing, and, I fear, killed. He was gallantly 
charging a trench that the Germans had taken, and we 
were trying to get it back. It happened early in the 
morning of the 26th April. He was doing very well, 
and was a most promising young officer. His loss fs 
felt very much by us all, and we can deeply sympathise 
with you.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT ALGERNON HADEN 
BLACKLOCK, 2nd BATTN. PRINCESS 
LOUISE’S (ARGYLL AND SUTHERLAND 
HIGHLANDERS), 
born in London on 
the 4th June, 1894, 
was the fourth son 
of J. Herbert Black- 
lock, Esq., J.P., of 


Overthorpe House, 
Banbury, North- 
amptonshire. 


He was educated at 
Eton, where he be- 
came head of Mr. 
Broadbent’s House, 
served in the O.T.C., and won his House Colours 
in football. He was principally, however, dis- 
tinguished as a player at the wall, being one of 
the prominent members of the Oppidan XI 
for 1912 for the annual Wall Match, Collegers 
v. Oppidans, on St. Andrew’s Day. On leaving 
Eton he passed into the R.M.C., Sandhurst, 


where he gained the Sword of Honour in June, 
1914, and he was well known both as a rifle 
and revolver shot. From Sandhurst he was 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Argyll and 
Sutherland Highlanders in August, 1914, and 
was posted to the 2nd Battalion. 2nd Lieu- 
tenant Blacklock proceeded to the Continent 
for active service in the Great War soon after 
its declaration. He is believed to have been 
killed in action on the 21st October, 1914, 
during the fighting at Le Maisnil, west of Lille. 


LIEUTENANT ALISTER HUNTER Barr, Ist 
Batty. THE QUEEN’S OWN CAMERON HIGH- 
LANDERS, was killed 9th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT SIDNEY BARCLAY 
BLAIR, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. 2nd BATTN. 
ROYAL WARWICKSHIRE REGIMENT, 
was the fourth son 
_ of John Blair, J.P., 
M.D., of Bidston 
| House, Wigan, and 
| was born on the 
| 20th August, 1895, 
| at that address. His 
| next older brother is

ter Regiment. 

He was educated 
at Wigan Grammar 
School, Warmin- 
ster Grammar School, Giggleswick School, and 
Liverpool University. At Giggleswick he won 
a £40 scholarship, where also he won his 1st 
Colours in Rugby football and cricket, was one 
of the Gymnasium VIII, a Praeposter of Paley, 
and a Corporal in the O.T.C. He matriculated 
at Liverpool University in May, 1913, and passed 
the first examination for his degree of M.B. 
in October, 1914. 

At Wigan he played for the Wigan Old Boys’ 
Rugby Cup, and at Giggleswick he won several 
silver cups for diving and swimming. 

2nd Lieutenant Blair was gazetted to the 3rd 
Battalion, Royal Warwickshire Regiment, in 
November, 1914, and went to France in March, 
1915, where he was attached to the 2nd Bat- 
talion of his regiment. 

He was killed on the 16th May, 1915, at Festu- 
bert. While leading his platoon he was struck 
by a shell between the first and second lines of 
German trenches. He was buried in Le Touchet 
Cemetery. 


MAJOR WILLIAM KENNETH 
PLAYFAIR BLAIR, ROYAL FIELD 
ARTILLEY, who died on the 14th May, 1915, 
of wounds received near Ypres on the 9th May, 
was the youngest son of the late Colonel H. F. 
Blair, Royal (late Bengal) Engineers, and Mrs. 
H. F. Blair, of 21, Norfolk Crescent, Hyde Park. 
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He belonged to a military family, for not 
only were both his grandfathers in the cavalry, 
but of his father’s 
family there are at 
present no fewer than 
fifty to sixty repre- 
sentatives engaged in 
the present war. This 
must constitute al- 
most a record for one 
family. 

Major Blair was born 
on the 10th Decem- 
ber, 1881, and was 
educated at Tun- 
bridge Castle and Wellington College, where he 
was known as an excellent football player. 
From Wellington he went to the R.M.A., Wool- 
wich, in October, 1899, and was gazetted to the 
Royal Artillery in August, 1900, becoming Lieu- 
tenant three years later. He served at Alder- 
shot, at Bulford Camp, and in Ireland, and from 
September, 1906, to July, 1911, was an Instructor 
at the R.M. College, Canada. After his tenure 
of this appointment had expired, having been 
promoted Captain in January, 1912, he served 
for two years in India with the 85th Battery. 
He came home on leave in 1914, and, ‘after 
being at Bulford Camp a short time, went to 
France in October, 1914. 

Major Blair was promoted to that rank in 
February, 1915, but continued to serve with his 
old battery, the 85th, till the 7th May. He 
had commanded the 96th Battery for one day 
only, and was fatally wounded on the 9th 
May. He was extremely popular with all his 
brother officers. 

Major Blair married, in July, 1907, Dorothy 
Gwyn, daughter of Colonel David Ward, R.E., 
and left one son, David Kenneth, born in 
September, 1914. 


THE REV. PHILIP JOHN 
THOMAS BLAKEWAY, M.A,, T.D., 
CHAPLAIN TO THE FORCES, Ist 
CLASS, attd. lst COUNTY OF LONDON 
YEOMANRY,T.F. 
born on the 10th 
March, 1865, was 
the eldest son of 
Pp. E.  Blakeway, 
Esq. 

He was educated at 
Magdalen College, 
Oxford, and in 1884 
was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 
8th Hussars. He 
served six years in 
the Army, and was then ordained, becoming 
Chaplain to the late Earl of Lathom, and after- 
wards Rector of All Saints, Hastings, and 


| 
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Vicar of Walberton, Arundel. He joined the 
Middlesex (Duke of Cambridge’s) Hussars, 
afterwards the lst County of London Yeomanry, 
as a Chaplain, on July 11th, 1894, and was 
connected with that regiments and with the 
Territorial Force from that date until his 
death on active service. He was awarded the 
Territorial decoration for long service. In 
July, 1914, he was gazetted Chaplain Ist Class, 
after having passed through the various junior 
grades, and in that month he was attached to 
the London Mounted Brigade. When the Great 
War broke out he undertook Imperial Service 
obligations, and shortly afterwards proceeded 
with his brigade to Egypt. Mr. Blakeway 
died very suddenly from heat stroke on the 
16th June, 1915, when stationed at Ismailia 
and while performing his military duties. He 
was buried at Ismailia. 

The Rev. Mr. Blakeway married Sibyl Agnes, 
daughter of Francis Ricardo, Esq., The Friary, 
Old Windsor, and 44, Portman Square. He was 
a member of the Naval and Military and 
Athenaeum Clubs. 


CAPTAIN CHARLES ERNEST 
WILLIAM BLAND, D.S.O., 3rd 
(RESERVE) BATTN. attd. 2nd KING’S 
OWN SCOTTISH BORDERERS, 
born on the 20th 
August, 1881, was 
the son of the late 
Captain Horatio 
Bland, formerly of 
the King’s Own 
Scottish Borderers. 
He was educated at 


Marlborough and 
the R.M.C., Sand- 
hurst, and was 


gazetted to the Ist 
Battalion, King’s 
Borderers, in January, 1900, 
becoming Lieutenant in March, 1901, and Cap- 
tain in March, 1908. 

He served in the South African War, having 
been present at operations in the Orange Free 
State, Transvaal, east and west of Pretoria, 
in the Orange River Colony, and in Cape 
Colony in 1900-02, and at the following 
actions: at Vet and Zand Rivers, near Johan- 
nesburg, and Pretoria and Zilikats Nek. He 
received the Queen’s medal with three clasps 
and the King’s medal with two clasps. Captain 
Bland was a member of the Naval and Military 
and Caledonian Clubs, and was fond of hunting, 
racing, shooting, fishing, and golf. 

He retired from the Active List in October, 
1910, joined the 3rd (Reserve) Battalion of 
his regiment (as Captain), and was attached to 
the 2nd Battalion for active service in the Great 
War, for his earlier services in which he was 
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mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of 
the 14th January, 1915, and was awarded the 
D.S.O. 

He was killed in action on the 23rd April, 
1915, while trying to save a wounded man. 
A Sergeant of his company gave the following 
account of his death: After expressing the 
sympathy of the men of his company, and saying 
how Captain Bland was loved and respected by 
all ranks, he said that while advancing about 
twelve hundred yards from the enemy they lost 
heavily, from shell, machine-gun, and rifle fire, 
until they got to within two hundred yards of 
the enemy’s trench. Captain Bland and the 
Sergeant were alone in the open, and the 
officer went back about five yards to help a 
wounded man, when the enemy opened fire 
on him with their machine guns and struck 
him down. After going through the thick of 
the fight, he met his death, when practically 
all was over, endeavouring to save the life of 
a comrade of his company. 

Captain Bland married Isabella, daughter of 
Cc. W. L. Browne-Leckey, Ecclesville, Co. 
Tyrone, and left one child, Patricia Ernest 
de Montmorency, born 24th April, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (Temp.) W. J. A. BLATCHLEY, 
attd. THE PRINCE OF WALES’S (ROYAL CANA- 
DIANS) LEINSTER REGIMENT, was killed in 
action, 12th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT ERIC BLIGH, 3rd (RESERVE), attd 
2nd Barry. THE EAsT LANCASHIRE REGIMENT, 
was killed by machine-gun fire, 9th May, 1915, 


LIEUTENANT - COLONEL WILFRID 
MARRYAT BLISS, 2nd BATTN. THE 
CAMERONIANS (SCOTTISH RIFLES), 
was the eldest son 
of the late Lewis Hill 
Bliss, of 88, Phil- 
beach Gardens, Lon- 
don, S.W., and a 
grandson of the late 
Hon. Mr. Justice 
William Blowers 
Bliss, Supreme 
Court. Nova Scotia. 
Lieutenant - Colonel 
Bliss was born on 
the 4th August, 
1866, at 26, Eccleston Square, S.W., and was 
educated at Haileybury College and at the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, out of which he passed with 
Honours. 

He was gazetted Lieutenant in the Cameronians 
(Scottish Rifles), in August, 1886, and was posted 
to the lst Battalion. He was Adjutant of his 
battalion from October, 1894 to October, 
1898, having been promoted Captain in April, 
1896. At the time of the South African War 
he was stationed at Lucknow. He obtained his 


Majority while in the Punjab in May, 1904, 
and continued to serve in India. The battalion 
was moved to the Cape in 1909, as a station on 
the way home to Glasgow, and while serving 
in the home area he became Senior Major. In 
October, 1913, he succeeded to the command of 
the 1st Battalion, in which he had seen all his 
service, but exchanged to the 2nd Battalion 
in December of that year, and was serving at 
Malta when war was declared. The battalion 
then returned to England, and he went out to 
France in November, 1914. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Bliss was killed in action on the 10th March, 
1915, while taking the German trenches at 
Neuve Chapelle. He was buried at Neuve 
Chapelle. 

For his services in the war with Germany, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Bliss was mentioned in 
Sir John French’s Despatches of 14th January, 
1915, and 31st May, 1915. 

The behaviour of the Scottish Rifles on the occasion 
when Lieutenant-Colonel Bliss lost his life was the 
subject of a striking commendation by Field-Marshal 
Sir John French, who in a speech to the officers and 
men of the 2nd Battalion said: ‘‘ I come here as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of this Army to express to you my 
heartiest gratitude for the splendid part which you took 
at the Battle of Neuve Chapelle. I know what awful 
losses you suffered. 1 know the gallantry you displayed 
on that occasion has never been surpassed by a British 
_soldier. You came up against the enemy’s wire, and, 
although the artillery was unable to get at it, you showed 
the utmost bravery and gallantry. I deeply regret the 
terrible losses you suffered on that occasion. No less 
than twenty-two officers were killed or wounded, the 
officer commanding your splendid battalion, Colonel 
Bliss, being included among the losses. Everyone in 
the regiment will deeply regret this loss. I do not mean 
to say it was too much. I want you all to realise that. 
Tam sure your officers will always lead you on—it may be 
to die—but follow them right gallantly I know you will. 
1 am sure you will all fecl what your officers have done 
for you, leading you as they have done; but still, at 
the same time, the officers, on their part, felt they had 
splendid and gallant men, who would follow them any- 
where and had every confidence in them. That is one 
great thing, the mutual confidence which exists between 
leaders and men. I cannot say more. I feel deeply 
what you have done for us with your courage and your 
gallantry. I am certain one of your old officers, Ficld- 
Marshal Sir Evelyn Wood, will be proud of the work 
you have done. You have many noble honours on your 
colours; none are finer than that of Neuve Chapelle, 
which will soon be added to them.” 

A Brigadier-General, in welcoming reinforcements to 
the 2nd Battalion, Scottish Rifles, said: ‘‘ The Scottish 
Rifles and Middlesex Regiments were side by side to 
lead the assault. Before the artillery fire had ceased 
the Germans opened a very heavy rifle and machine- 
gun fire on our ranks, which were distant about one 
hundred yards from the German wire. In the face of this 
heavy fire your regiment, gallantly led by Colonel Bliss 
and his officers, charged right through the German wire 
over their first trench and into their second trench. 
Colonel Bliss and over twenty officers and over thirty 
sergeants were casualties at a very carly moment. Our 
loss in Colonel Bliss is a very severe one. I say our loss, 
because we all loved him. He is also a heavy loss to 
the whole Army. In spite of those very heavy losses in 
officers and sergeante—and numbers of men fell too— 
the remains of the battalion went on fighting and getting 
forward, just as they had done when their officers were 
with them. They continued to fight well, right in the 
front of the battle till, at its close on the fifth day, they 
were brought out of action by a 2nd Lieutenant 
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(Special Reserve, Scottish Rifles) and by a Sergeant- 
Major. Your regiment's fighting in this action was a 
glorious feat of arms. I congratulate you, and envy you 
on joining such a fine fighting regiment.’” 

Lieutenant-Colonel Bliss was a member of the 


Army and Navy Club. 


2nd LIEUTENANT D’ARCY FRANK 
LIFE GUARDS, 


BLOFELD, 2nd 
only son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank Blo- 
feld, Alcombe, West 
Somerset, was born 
on the 2Ist April, 
1890. 

He was educated 
at St. Michael’s, 
Westgate - on - Sea 
(Mr. Hawtrey), at 
Eton (Mr. E. L. 
Churchill’s House), 
from 1903 till 
1908, winning the Junior Pulling in that 
year. He was for some time in the Army 
Class, and served for three years with the Eton 
College Volunteers. Ill-health prevented his 
going to the R.M.C., Sandhurst, and he spent 
several years in the Argentine, where he became 
interested in the breeding of polo ponies. He 
was in England when the war broke out, and 
immediately joined the Gloucestershire Yeo- 
manry. On the 9th September he was gazetted 
as 2nd Lieutenant to the 3rd Reserve Regiment 
of Cavalry, and took up his duties at Canterbury. 
In October he was transferred to the House- 
hold Cavalry, and joined the 2nd Life Guards 
at Windsor, and in November he went to 
Flanders and served with his regiment in the 
trenches, coming home for a week’s leave just 
before Christmas. In February, 1915, he was 
again in the trenches, after which he again 
came home on short leave, but returned in 
four days, and from that time till he was killed, 
on the 14th May, was at the front. He was at 
the time on special duty, and he and four other 
officers were killed instantaneously by the 
explosion of a shell. While with the regiment 
he had won the great regard of the officers 
and the admiration and confidence of the 
N.C.O.s and men. 

The Corporal-of-Horse of his troop wrote: ‘‘ On behalf 
of all the N.C.O.s and men of Mr. D’Arcy’s troop, will 
you please accept our deepest sympathy in your great 
loss 1 It is also a great loss to us, as we were all very 
proud of him as our leader, and from our point of view 
I am sure his post in our ranks will be difficult to fill. 
He was not only at duty’s call, but whenever 
opportunity afforded for a little sport or pastime to 
break the monotony he was always foremost.” 

Mr. Blofeld was fond of all sports. He was a 
finished horseman, and a most promising polo 
player, and was a member of the Cheltenham 
and West Somerset Polo Club, his handicap 
being five points at Hurlingham, 1914. He 
hunted with the Devonand Somerset Staghounds 
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Vicar of Walberton, Arundel. He joined the

The Rev. Mr. Blakeway married Sibyl Agnes, 
daughter of Francis Ricardo, Esq., The Friary, 
Old Windsor, and 44, Portman Square. He was 
a member of the Naval and Military and 
Athenaeum Clubs. 


CAPTAIN CHARLES ERNEST 
WILLIAM BLAND, D.S.O., 3rd 
(RESERVE) BATTN. attd. 2nd KING’S 
OWN SCOTTISH BORDERERS, 
born on the 20th 
August, 1881, was 
the son of the late 
Captain Horatio 
Bland, formerly of 
the King’s Own 
Scottish Borderers. 
He was educated at 
Marlborough and 
the R.M.C., Sand- 
hurst, and was 
gazetted to the Ist 
Battalion, King’s 
Own Scottish Borderers, in January, 1900, 
becoming Lieutenant in March, 1901, and Cap- 
tain in March, 1908. 

He served in the South African War, having 
been present at operations in the Orange Free 
State, Transvaal, east and west of Pretoria, 
in the Orange River Colony, and in Cape 
Colony in 1900-02, and at the following 
actions: at Vet and Zand Rivers, near Johan- 
nesburg, and Pretoria and Zilikats Nek. He 
received the Queen’s medal with three clasps 
and the King’s medal with two clasps. Captain 
Bland was a member of the Naval and Military 
and Caledonian Clubs, and was fond of hunting, 
racing, shooting, fishing, and golf. 

He retired from the Active List in October, 
1910, joined the 3rd (Reserve) Battalion of 
his regiment (as Captain), and was attached to 
the 2nd Battalion for active service in the Great 
War, for his earlier services in which he was 
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mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of 
the 14th January, 1915, and was awarded the 
D.S.O. 

He was killed in action on the 23rd April, 
1915, while trying to save a wounded man. 
A Sergeant of his company gave the following 
account of his death: After expressing the 
sympathy of the men of his company, and saying 
how Captain Bland was loved and respected by 
all ranks, he said that while advancing about 
twelve hundred yards from the enemy they lost 
heavily, from shell, machine-gun, and rifle fire, 
until they got to within two hundred yards of 
the enemy’s trench. Captain Bland and the 
Sergeant were alone in the open, and the 
officer went back about five yards to help a 
wounded man, when the enemy opened fire 
on him with their machine guns and struck 
him down. After going through the thick of 
the fight, he met his death, when practically 
all was over, endeavouring to save the life of 
a comrade of his company. 

Captain Bland married Isabella, daughter of 
Cc. W. L. Browne-Leckey, Ecclesville, Co. 
Tyrone, and left one child, Patricia Ernest 
de Montmorency, born 24th April, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (Temp.) W. J. A. BLATCHLEY, 
attd.

LIEUTENANT Eric BLiGH, 3rd (RESERVE), attd

was killed by machine-gun fire, 9th May, 1915, 


LIEUTENANT - COLONEL 
MARRYAT BLISS, 
CAMERONIANS 

was the eldest son 
of the late Lewis Hill 
Bliss, of 88, Phil- 
beach Gardens, Lon- 
don, S.W., and a 
grandson of the late 
Hon. Mr. Justice 
William Blowers 
Bliss, Supreme 
Court, Nova Scotia. 

Lieutenant - Colonel 
Bliss was born on 
the 4th August, 
1866, at 26, Eccleston Square, S.W., and was 
educated at Haileybury College and at the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, out of which he passed with 
Honours. 

He was gazetted Lieutenant in the Cameronians 
(Scottish Rifles), in August, 1886, and was posted 
to the 1st Battalion. He was Adjutant of his 
battalion from October, 1894 to October, 
1898, having been promoted Captain in April, 
1896. At the time of the South African War 
he was stationed at Lucknow. He obtained his

2nd BATTN. THE 
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Majority while in the Punjab in May, 1904, 
and continued to serve in India. The battalion 
was moved to the Cape in 1909, as a station on 
the way home to Glasgow, and while serving 
in the home area he became Senior Major. In 
October, 1913, he succeeded to the command of 
the 1st Battalion, in which he had seen all his 
service, but exchanged to the 2nd Battalion 
in December of that year, and was serving at 
Malta when war was declared. The battalion 
then returned to England, and he went out to 
France in November, 1914. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Bliss was killed in action on the 10th March, 
1915, while taking the German trenches at 
Neuve Chapelle. He was buried at Neuve 
Chapelle. 

For his services in the war with Germany, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Bliss was mentioned in 
Sir John French’s Despatches of 14th January, 
1915, and 31st May, 1915. 

The behaviour of the Scottish Rifles on the occasion 
when Licutenant-Colonel Bliss lost his life was the 
subject of a striking commendation by Ficld-Marshal 
Sir John French, who in a specch to the officers and 
men of the 2nd Battalion said: ‘‘ I come here as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of this Army to express to you my 
heartiest gratitude for the splendid part which you took 
at the Battle of Neuve Chapelle. I know what awful 
losses you suffered. I know the gallantry you displayed 
on that occasion has never been surpassed by a British 
soldier. You came up against the enemy’s wire, and, 
although the artillery was unable to get at it, you showed 
the utmost bravery and gallantry. I deeply regret the 
terrible losses you suffered on that occasion. No less 
than twenty-two officers were killed or wounded, the 
officer commanding your splendid battalion, Colonel 
Bliss, being included among the losses. Everyone in 
the regiment will deeply regret this loss. I do not mean 
to say it was too much. I want you all to realise that. 
Iam sure your officers will always lead you on—it may be 
to die—but follow them right gallantly I know you will. 
{am sure you will all feel what your officers have done 
for you, leading you as they have donc; but still, at 
the same time, the officers, on their part, felt they had 
splendid and gallant men, who would follow thei any- 
where and had every confidence in them. That is one 
great thing, the mutual confidence which exists between 
leaders and men. I cannot say more. I feel deeply 
what you have done for us with your courage and your 
gallantry. I am certain one of your old officers, Ficld- 
Marshal Sir Evelyn Wood, will be proud of the work 
you have done. You have many noble honours on your 
colours; none are finer than that of Neuve Chapelle, 
which will soon be added to them.” 

A Brigadier-General, in welcoming reinforcements to 
the 2nd Battalion, Scottish Rifles, sald: ‘‘ The Scottish 
Rifles and Middlesex Regiments were side by side to 
lead the assault. Before the artillery fire had ceased 
the Germans opened a very heavy rifle and machine- 
gun fire on our ranks, which were distant about one 
hundred yards from the German wire. In the face of this 
heavy fire your regiment, gallantly led by Colonel Bliss 
and his officers, charged right through the German wire 
over their first trench and into their second trench. 
Colonel Bliss and over twenty officers and over thirty 
sergeants were casualtics at a very carly moment. Our 
loss in Colonel Bliss is a very severe one. I say our loss, 
because we all loved him. He is also a heavy ioss to 
the whole Army. In spite of those very heavy losses in 
officers and sergeante—and numbers of men fell too— 
the remains of the battalion went on fighting and getting 
forward, just as they had done when their officers were 
with them. They continued to fight well, right in the 
front of the battle till, at its close on the fifth day, they 
were brought oyt of action by a 2nd Lieutenant 


“BLO 


(Special Reserve, Scottish Rifles) and by a Sergeant- 
Major. Your regiment's fighting in this action was a 
glorious feat of arms. I congratulate you, and envy you 
on joining such a fine fighting regiment.” 

Lieutenant-Colonel Bliss was a member of the 


Army and Navy Club. 


2nd LIEUTENANT 
BLOFELD, 2nd 
only son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank Blo- 
feld, Alcombe, West 
Somerset, was born 
on the 21st April, 
1890. 

He was educated 
at St.  Michael’s, 
Westgate - on - Sea 
(Mr. Hawtrey), at 
Eton (Mr. E. L. 
Churchill’s House), 
from 1903 till re ye ee Wa 
1908, winning the Junior Pulling in that 
year. He was for some time in the Army 
Class, and served for three years with the Eton 
College Volunteers. Il-health prevented his 
going to the R.M.C., Sandhurst, and he spent 
several years in the Argentine, where he became 
interested in the breeding of polo ponies. He 
was in England when the war broke out, and 
immediately joined the Gloucestershire Yeo- 
manry. On the 9th September he was gazetted 
as 2nd Lieutenant to the 3rd Reserve Regiment 
of Cavalry, and took up his duties at Canterbury. 
In October he was transferred to the House- 
hold Cavalry, and joined the 2nd Life Guards 
at Windsor, and in November he went to 
Flanders and served with his regiment in the 
trenches, coming home for a week’s leave just 
before Christmas. In February, 1915, he was 
again in the trenches, after which he again 
came home on short leave, but returned in 
four days, and from that time till he was killed, 
on the 14th May, was at the front. He was at 
the time on special duty, and he and four other 
officers were killed instantaneously by the 
explosion of a shell. While with the regiment 
he had won the great regard of the officers 
and the admiration and confidence of the 
N.C.O.s and men. 

The Corporal-of-Horse of his troop wrote: ‘ On behalf 
of all the N.C.O.s and men of Mr. D’Arcy’s troop, will 
you please accept our deepest sympathy in your great 
loss #? It is also a great loss to us, as we were all very 
proud of him as our leader, and from our point of view 
I am sure his post in our ranks will be difficult to fill. 
He was not only at duty’s call, but whenever 


opportunity afforded for a little sport or pastime to 
break the monotony he was always foremost.” 


Mr. Blofeld was fond of all sports. He was a 
finished horseman, and a most promising polo 
player, and was a member of the Cheltenham 
and West Somerset Polo Club, his handicap 
being five points at Hurlingham, 1914. He 
hunted with the Devonand Somerset Staghounds 
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and the West Somerset Foxhounds from early 
boyhood, and, while at Staverton, with the 
Cotswold Hunt. 

He was greatly beloved by all who knew him, 
and was a fine example of how quickly a good 
sportsman can become a good soldier. 


MaJoR CHARLES GEORGE MASSIE BLOMFIELD, 
1st Batty. THE Royal WARWICKSHIRE REGI- 
MENT, was killed, 9th June, 1915. 


CAPTAIN DOUGALL BLUE, 3rd 
(RESERVE) attd. 2nd BATTN. THE 
CAMERONIANS (SCOTTISH RIFLES), 
son of Dugald Blue, 
Esq., of Glasgow, 
was born in that 
city on the 10th 
June, 1878. 
He graduated as 
M.A. at Glasgow 
University in 1900, 
* and three years later 
accepted a scholastic 
post in Rhodesia. 
While there he 
organised and 
commanded the first Cadet Corps formed 
in that country, and held a commission 
in the South Rhodesia Volunteers. Returning 
to Scotland, he became Classical Master in the 
High School, Glasgow, and received a com- 
mission in the School’s O.T.C. In 1913 he 
was appointed Classical Master in Hutcheson’s 
Grammar School, and there organised a Cadet 
Corps, which was affiliated to the 7th Battalion, 
Scottish Rifles. He was given a commission 
as Captain and appointed first Commanding 
Officer of the Cadet Corps. He was fond of 
all manly sports, his chief recreations being 
golf, chess, billiards, and botany. 
On the outbreak of the war he wasserving in the 
Officers’ Training Corps, and in December was 
appointed to the Special Reserve of the Scottish 
Rifles as Captain and went to the front in 
March, 1915, being attached to the 2nd Bat- 
talion for active service. He was severely 
wounded on the 9th May, 1915, near Fromelles 
while gallantly leading his company into action. 
He died two days later, 11th May, in a casualty 
clearing station, and was buried in the cemetery 
at Merville. 
Captain Buel married Katharine Armit, daughter 
of Thomas Swan, Esq., banker, Glasgow. 


CAPTAIN REGINALD CROMMELIN PoPHAM BLYTH, 
GLOUCESTERSHIRE REGIMENT, attd. 2nd BATTN. 
Roya Fust.rers, was killed in action, 4th 
June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT HASTINGS 
FORTESCUE BOLES, 17th (DUKE OF 
CAMBRIDGE’'S OWN) LANCERS, 
attd. ROYAL FLYING CORPS, 
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eldest son of Lieutenant-Colonel D. F. Boles, 
Commanding 8rd_ Battalion, the Devonshire 
Regiment, M.P. for 
West Somerset, Mas- 
ter of the West 
Somerset Foxhounds. 
of Watts House, 
Bishop’s  Lydeard, 
Taunton, Somerset, 
was born on the 21st 
June, 1895. 

He was educated at 
Evelyns, and Eton, 
from which he passed. 
fifth into the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, in July, 1914. 


He was gazetted to 
the 17th Lancers in December, 1914, and joined 
the 8th Reserve Regiment of Cavalry at the 


Curragh. In March, 1915, he was appointed 
Observer to the Royal Flying Corps, and was 
sent at once to France 

He was wounded by anti-aircraft gunfire 
while making an aerial reconnaissance over the 
German lines on the 24th May, 1915. 

His Pilot wrote: ‘* We were on a reconnaissance, and 
had crossed the German lines at 7,000 fect, 1,000 feet 
higher than usual. When between Becelacre and Dadi- 
zeele, and travelling cast, after having a terrible time 
with anti-aircraft gun, Boles was hit. We were at this 
time 7,700 fect up, and a shrapnel burst immediately in 
front of us. I turned back and put my nose down thirty, 
going very fast for home. The plucky little fellow came 
to, and half turned and tried to wave his hand, at the 
same time smiling a little, as if to say, ‘1’m all right.’ 
When we got tothe ground he ‘ went off’ again, after, 
however, smiling at the C.O. He had a serious opcration 
at the hospital and died at 10 p.m., having been un- 
conscious since leaving the machine. He is buried 
close to Bailleul, and we had a nice large plain white 
cross made for his grave. He was one of my greatest 
friends, and I had done a lot of work with him. Much 
loved by all, he died the brave little fellow he was. There 
were forty holes in the machine when it came down. 
Being the morning before the big gas attack at Ypres, 
all the German anti-aircraft guns were concentrated in 
a small wood. He was such a charming person, and a 
wonderful aérial photographer.” 


Another Officer writes: ‘I cannot tell you how much 
we feel his loss. He was so quiet in all his work, which 
was always of the very best. I think few people realise 
what dangers our observers have to face in the air. 
It is seldom that a machine returns from a reconnaissance 
without being hit. Your son showed no sign of the 
straiu : he was always so ready, cheery, and intelligent. 
He was by far the best at photography in the air that this 
squadron, or any other squadron, is likely to produce. 
In this he was as quick as lightning. IIe made up his 
mind in a moment that the area he was ordered to photo- 
graph was the area he was actually over at the time— 
no easy task—and took the photographs in succession 
at such a rate that the pilot had no need to turn and go 
over the ground again. The results he obtained were 
of the best the Flying Corps has produced. Photographs 
of the German trenches are of tremendous importance, 
and the results of his work were of very great. value in 
deed to our Army. On one occasion we were going to 
attack Hill 60, and his photographs, taken in the morning, 
reached the attacking troops before they advanced, 
showing certain trenches w h were unknown to them 
before. Only the day before his death he had been up 
photographing, and on his return showed me the back 
of his hand, which had been slightly grazed by anti- 
aircraft splinter. He laughed at it. I am having these 


last photographs he took, which show the anti-aircraft 
shell actually fired at the aeroplane bursti beneath, 
as well as the country he was ordered to take redone, 
so as to send you when this war is over, as they are 
splendid examples of his skill and bravery. On the day 
he was wounded he was making an ordinary recon- 
naissance.”” 

2nd Lieutenant Boles was a fine rider to hounds 
and a keen cricketer and fisherman. He was 
also a fine musician, and, as his brother officers 
said, helped to while away many an hour at 
the piano, when not on duty with his flying 
and other work. 


LIEUTENANT WILLIAM TORQUILL 
MACLEOD BOLITHO, 19th (QUEEN 
ALEXANDRA’S OWN ROYAL) 
HUSSARS, 
born on the 13th 
November, 1892, 
was the only surviv- 
ing son of Major W. 
E. T. Bolitho, D.S.O., 
Ist Royal Devon 
Imperial Yeomanry, 
of York House, 
Penzance, and of 
Hannaford Ash- 
burton. 

reas He was educated at 
Warren Hill, Eastbourne, from which he 
passed into Osborne College, and afterwards 
Dartmouth, becoming before he left head of 
each of the latter. Having joined the Royal 
Navy as a Midshipman, he passed first out of 
the cruiser H.M.S. ‘‘ Cumberland,” taking 
three prizes, and while on H.M.S. “ Bellero- 
phon’ he won the ‘ Stoddart ’’ Cup, pre- 
sented by Admiral Sir John Jellicoe, for boat- 
sailing. In 1912 he left the Navy and entered 
the Special Reserve of the Army, and in May, 
1913, received his commission in the 19th 
Hussars. In August, 1914 he crossed to France 
with “B’’ Squadron of his regiment, with 
which he remained until his death, having been 
promoted Lieutenant in March, 1915. He was 
in the engagement at Wieltje, north of Ypres, 
on the 13th May, and on the 24th May, 1915, 
after a gas attack at dawn, his squadron was 
sent to help the 18th Hussars, near the Chateau, 
Hooge, Ypres where he and five of his men 
were killed by a shell. 

Lieutenant Bolitho was a good rider, was very 
fond of hunting and polo, and rode in local 
point-to point races. 


MAJOR (temp.) THEODORE JULIAN 
BOLLAND, 2/9th BATTN. (TERRIT.) 
THE KING'S (LIVERPOOL REGIMENT), 
was a son of T. J. Bolland of Manchester, and 
was born on the 6th January, 1870 

He was educated at Uppingham and joined the 
Manchester Regiment as 2nd Lieutenant, {rom 
the Militia, in November, 1892, being later 
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transferred to the 16th Rajputs, Indian Army. 
Owing to severe attacks of malaria, he went 
on half-pay from the 
Indian Staff Corps in 
April, 1900. and was 
finally obliged to re- 
tire with the rank of 
Lieutenant in June, 
1902. 

On the outbreak of 
the Great War he was 
gazetted to the Army 
as temporary Cap- 
tain in the 9th 
(County of London) 
Battalion, The London Regiment, in September, 
1914, being afterwards promoted temporary 
Major in the 9th Battalion, The King’s, in March, 
1915. The battalion, having undertaken Imperial 
Service obligations, embarked for France, 
and on the #th May, 1915, was sent to the front 
line trenches from the reserve trench under 
very heavy fire; and as this was the first time 
the battalion went into action the Major 
rushed forward with his men, encouraging them, 
lest any might be nervous Having arrived at 
the firing line, Major Bolland, who wished to 
find out the disposition of the battalion, pro- 
ceeded down the trench, and it is believed that, 
seeing a man of the King’s Royal Rifles lying 
wounded just over the parapet, he went to his 
aid and was killed while trying to rescue him.

CAPTAIN HARRY HARGREAVES 
BOLTON, 5th BATTN. (TERRIT.) 
EAST LANCASHIRE REGIMENT, 
who was shot by 
a Turkish sniper in 
Gallipoli Peninsula 
on the 24th May, 
1915, while forming 
an advanced trench 
with a detachment 
of men of his com- 
pany, was the eldest 
son of Henry Har- 
greaves Bolton, J.P., 
and Florence Eliza % 
Bolton, Height Side, ase 
Newchurch-in- Rossendale, Lancashire. 

He was born at Accrington, Lancashire, on the 
9th February, 1886, and was educated at 
Shrewsbury and Mostyn House School, Park- 
gate. He joined the East Lancashire Regiment 
in 1905, and passed through the School of 
Instruction, qualifying him for the rank of 
Field Officer. He was promoted Lieutenant 
in November, 1906, and Captain in July, 1911. 
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Captain Bolton was a member of the National 
Service Club and Secretary of the Accrington 
branch, was a man of high promise, and had 
qualified himself in every way for an active and 
useful life. 

Having taken up mining as his career, he 
obtained a first-class mine manager's certificate, 
and at the early age of twenty-seven was appoin- 
ted to the responsible position of Agent of the 
Accrington and Huncoat Collieries, which position 
he held up to the commencement of the war. 
He took great interest in the work of the 
Lancashire and Cheshire Coal Owners’ Reserve 
Station, formed for the purpose of rescuing 
men at underground explosions, and had a 
certificate of competency for that work; and 
at the time of the great explosion at Hulton 
Colliery in 1910 he took a team of men over 
to help in the underground rescue work. 
Captain Bolton also took an active part in 
Church and social work, and was chiefly 
instrumental in starting and running a Young 
Men’s Institute in Huncoat. 

He married Helen Oliver, daughter of Alexander 
Drew, J.P., and Alice Drew, of Holme Lodge, 
Burnley, Lancashire, and left two children, 
George Henry Hargreaves, born February, 
1914, and Rhona Helen Allen, born April, 1915. 
His younger brother, Lieutenant John Bolton, 
of the same battalion, was killed a few days 
afterwards on June 4th. 


LIEUTENANT JOHN BOLTON, 5th 
BATTN. (TERRIT.) EAST LANCASHIRE 
REGIMENT, 
second son of Henry 
Hargreaves Bolton, 
J.P., and Florence 
Eliza Bolton, of 
Height Side, New- 
church - in - Rossen- 
dale, Lancashire, 
was born at Accring- 
ton on the 6th 
January, 1889. 

He was educated at 
Tonbridge School, 
where be was in the Shooting VIII in 1906, and 
on leaving school he spent three years at Vic- 
toria University, Manchester. He was after- 
wards in charge of the Commercial Department 
at the Accrington Collieries of Messrs. G. 
Hargreaves and Co., of which firm his father 
is head, and joined the Territorial Force in 
June, 1913. He was a keen footballer and tennis 
player. In September, 1914, having undertaken 
Imperial Service obligations, he went to Egypt, 
and while there took a special course in Scouting, 
under Gurkha officers, and was appointed 
Scout Officer of his battalion, in which he was 
promoted Lieutenant in May, 1915. In that 
month he left for the Dardanelles. He was 


killed on the 4th June, 1915, by a shel 
bursting in a trench during the artillery bom- 
bardment which preceded an _ important 
advance of the Allies. This advance took place 
on the 4th June and succeeding days on 
Krithia and Achi Baba, in the southern part 
of the Gallipoli Peninsula. 

Major-General Douglas, Commanding the 42nd East 
Lancashire Division, wrote the following letter from the 
field, dated 25th June, 1915, to the young oflicer’s 
father: “The enclosed card was sent to your son, 
2nd Lieutenant J. Bolton, 1/5th Battalion, East Lan- 
cashire Regiment, to convey to him my congratulations 
on the very gallant manner in which he conducted him- 
self in action on 12th May, but before it reached your 
son he had been killed in a later engagement with the 
enemy. I am forwarding the card to you now, and wish 
to express my deepest sympathy with you. Your son 
was a fine and promising young officer. He died fighting 
with the utmost bravery in defence of his country, and 
his loss will be deeply felt in his regiment and throughout 
the Division.” 

It has been ascertained that the gallant action 
referred to above was: fetching ammunition 
from the base under fire from the enemy, when 


short of supplies in the trenches. 


2nd LIEUTENANT FREDERICK HAMIL- 
TON BLIGH BOND, 122nd BATTERY, 
ROYAL FIELD ARTILLERY, 
who died on the 
13th May, 1915, of |

of his battery, was 
the fifth son of 
Brigadier - General 
F. G. Bond, C.B., 
late R.E., and a 
nephew of  Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel R. C. | = 
Bond, D.S.O., King’s Own Yorkshire Light 
Infantry. 

He was born at Farnborough, Hants, on the 
8th April, 1894, and was educated at Chelten- 
ham and the R.M.A., Woolwich, where he was 
in the Gymnastic VIII (1912-13). 

He left the R.M.A., Woolwich, by resignation, 
in 1913, and went to Canada, where he entered 
the Bank of Montreal. 

On the outbreak of war he was given a com- 
mission in the Canadian Field Artillery Militia. 
This he resigned, and enlisted in the Royal 
Canadian Horse Artillery, which was first for 
service abroad. He subsequently received his 
commission in the Royal Field Artillery, in 
December, 1914, and joined the 122nd Battery 
in France in January, 1915. 

In writing after his death his Commanding 
Officer alluded to his devotion to duty fearless- 
ness in danger, and to his valuable services

Lieutenant Booth acted as artist-correspondent 
throughout the South African War, and he 
als) represented ‘‘ The Graphic”? in Bulgaria 
and Turkey in 1904 and 1909, being severely 
wounded in the fighting at Constantinople in 
the latter year. He had been farming in 
Australia for two years when the war broke 
out, and he joined the Imperial Forces, having 
previously held a commission as Captain in the 
Volunteer Battalion of the Yorkshire Regiment. 
Lieutenant Booth was a man of somewhat 
versatile attainments. A good farmer and fond 
of military work as a volunteer, he was a capable 
black and white artist and a frequent con- 
tributor to “Punch,” and author and_ illus- 
trator of “Trouble in the Balkans” and 
“Sporting Rhymes and Pictures.’’ His first 
professional work appeared in the ‘ Pall Mall 
Magazine,’’ Christmas, 1894. Lieutenant Booth 
also took a deep interest in the Boy Scout 
movement from the beginning, and had a fine 
troop, which he raised and trained at West 
Chiltington, Sussex, and was a strong advocate 
of the National Service League. He hunted, and 
was a great lover of music, particularly orchestral. 
Lieutenant Booth married, in 1905, Margaret, 
youngest daughter of the late J. Dockeril!, and 
left two sons, born in 1906 and 1909.

CAPTAIN JAMES DONALDSON BOS- 
WALL, 10th (SERVICE) BATTN. SEA- 
FORTH HIGHLANDERS, (ROSS-SHIRE 
BUFFS, THE DUKE OF ALBANY'S), 
of Wardie, Mid- 
lothian, who was 
killed in action on 
the 6th June, 1915, 
in the Gallipoli 
Penmsula, was the 
only son of the late 
Major-General Roper 
Boswall, J.P. (son 
of the late Captain 
J. Donaldson Bos- 
wall, R.N.), who 
died in 1883, and 
his wife, Eleanor Macdonald, who died in 1914, 
daughter of the late Alexander Brodie, Esq., 
of Oxford Terrace, Edinburgh. 

Captain Boswall was born at Bellary, Madras, 
India, on the 11th October, 1870, and was 
educated at Edinburgh Academy, Fettes Col- 
lege, and Edinburgh University. In 1893 he 
was admitted a Writer to the Signet, and was 
also qualified as an attorney in the Transvaal. 
He served as a Private in the Mounted Infantry 
contingent of the Queen’s Rifle Volunteer 
Brigade, Royal Scots, from 1893 to 1897, and 
from that corps enlisted with twelve others 
in the City Imperial Volunteer Mounted In- 
fantry for service in the South African War. 
He obtained the permanent post of Mounted 
Orderly to the Chief of the Staff—Lord Kit- 
chener—and on the conclusion of the war he 
received the Queen’s medal with three clasps 
and the King’s medal with two clasps. 

On the proclamation of peace he was for some 
time in the Civil Intelligence Department, and 
was appointed Inspector of Police at Pretoria, 
in which district he settled as a fruit grower in 
1907. 

He came home on a visit in August, 1914, 
and immediately enlisted in the 9th Battalion, 
Royal Scots, although he was at the time 
nearly forty-four years of age. 

In January, 1915, he was given a commission 
as Captain in the 10th Battalion, Seaforth 
Highlanders, and in May was sent to the 
Dardanelles, where he was attached to the Ist 
Battalion, Essex Regiment. 

The following particulars of his death were obtained by 
an Officer from a man of the Essex Regiment who was 


near Captain Boswall during the attack: “It was a 
very sharp attack, and Captain Boswall had the men 


well together. He had to keep rather high over the 
parapet to give directions, and was shot in the head and 
died instantancously. Although he had only been with 
the company for a few days, he was very popular with 
the men, and was particularly cool on all occasions. He 
was looked on by all, even in these days of brave men, 
as a particularly gallant officer.” 


Captain Boswall was a skilful Rugby football 
player, and played for the Edinburgh Aca- 
demicals. He was a man of great personal 
charm, and his return to military life, at an 
age and after service which might well have 
entitled him to exemption, was typical of the 
spirit that has animated so many Britishers 
in this crisis, especially those who had settled 
in the Colonies. 

He married Theresa, eldest daughter of the 
late Hormuzd Rassam, British Envoy to the 
late King Theodore of Abyssinia. 


LIEUTENANT ALFRED CLULOW 
FITZGERALD GARNETT-BOTFIELD, 
1st BATTN. THE SOUTH WALES 
BORDERERS, 
was the younger 
son of the late W. E. 
Garnett-Botfield, of 
Decker Hill, Shifnal, 
and The Hut, 
Bishop’s Castle, and 


of Mrs. Garnett- 
Botfield. 
He was born in 1892, 


and was educated at 
Cheam (Surrey), at 
Eton, and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he had completed 
his second year. At Eton he stroked the 
Trial Eights, and was a member of the Eton 
Society (‘Pop’). He stroked the winning 
Trial Eights two years in succession at Cam- 
bridge, and won the “ Fairbairn-Foster ” Pairs 
in the record time of eight minutes thirty-two 
seconds with A. Drewe. He was a keen shot 
and fond of music and tennis. 

At Cambridge he was a member of the O.T.C., 
and on the outbreak of the war he received his 
commission in the 6th Battalion, Rifle Brigade, 
in August, 1914, as 2nd Lieutenant on pro- 
bation. Afterwards he was gazetted to the 
South Wales Borderers as a University can- 
didate to rank as 2nd Lieutenant from the 
23rd January, 1914, being given one year’s 
antedate by virtue of his University career, 


and was posted to the Ist Battalion. He was 
promoted Lieutenant in November, 1914, 
in which month he went to France. He was 


in the fighting at La Bassée and Neuve Chapelle, 
his clothes being pierced by bullets during the 
latter engagement. He was killed on the 9th 
May, 1915, and his servant gave the following 
account to Mrs. Garnett-Botfield :— 


“ The trenches were only ninety yards apart. There wae 
heavy bombardment going on, and the enemy were a8 


thick as could be in their trenches, and pelting a terrible 
fire upon us from rifles and machine-guns. But the 
order came for us to advance. Your son said to his 
platoon, or at least to what was left: ‘ Well, boys, I 
am going; who is going to follow?’ And the reply was, 
* If you are going, we will all follow’; and on that instant 
we made a rush, but we had not got over the ridge of the 
trench when a shell came and killed your son and a few 
more men. and also wounded a lot more.” 

The Officer Commanding the Ist Battalion, South Wales 
Borderers, wrote : “* Your son’s loss is keenly felt by us 
all. He was a very promising soldier and very popular. 
The whole regiment join me in expressing their deepest 
sympathy for you.” 

In a letter his Captain wrote: ‘‘ Your very gallant son 
fell in action on the 9th (Sunday). His platoon was 
ordered out to an advanced trench under protection of 
our artillery fire. The order was given to advance from 
there, and though heavy Maxim-gun fire was coming 
from the German line, he at once, and without any 
hesitation, gave the command, ‘ Prepare to advance.’ 
I was myself hit, and just saw him leap out of the trench 
only to fall at once, instantaneously killed. . . . A more 
efficient subaltern than your son could not be found— 
always ready for any work, however hazardous, and 
always most cheerful. The men all loved him, and 
would have followed him anywhere, as they always knew 
he would lead them. . . . He went in the gallant com- 
pany of seven other South Wales Borderers officers, 
and Ican assure you that we all feel his loss very much.”

2nd LIEUTENANT ALBERT WILLIAM 
BOURKE, 3rd (RESERVE) BATTN. 
PRINCESS VICTORIA’S (ROYAL IRISH 
FUSILIERS), attd. 2nd BATTN. 
IRISH RIFLES, 
who was born on the 
Ist May, 1892, at 
Newtownards Road, 
Belfast, was the only 
son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Charles Edward 
Bourke, of “ Kil- 
lala,’ Cyprus Ave- 
nue, Bloomfield, 
Belfast, grandson of 
Lieutenant - Colonel 
E. A. Bourke, 
R.A.M.C., and 
grand-nephew of Surgeon-General Joynt. 

2nd Lieutenant Bourke was educated at the 
Methodist College, Belfast, afterwards going 
to Queen’s University. While at the latter 
he was for five years in the O.T.C., in connection 
with which he passed the usual War Office 
examination. On the declaration of the Great 
War he applied for a commission, and in Feb- 
ruary, 1915, was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in 
the Reserve Battalion, Royal Irish Fusiliers. 

2nd Lieutenant Bourke went to the front in 
February, and was killed in action on the 9th 
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May, 1915, at Rouge Bancs, France. He was 
buried near Rue Pettilion. 

r Commanding the 3rd Battalion, Royal Irish 

wrote: “On behalf of the officers of the 3rd 

Royal Irish Fusiliers and myself, I wish to convey to you 

our sympathy on the death in action of your son. He 

will be a loss, not only to you and his brother officers, 

but to your country ; but it is such men as he that have 

made the Empire. This, I trust, will relieve your sorrow 


a little. He was a credit to us all and died the finest 
death a soldier can die.” 

2nd Lieutenant Bourke, it appears, was in 
command of a bombing party, and in the 
course of the attack on the German lines was 
shot through the head, death being instan- 
taneous. 

A Private in the Royal Irish Rifles wrote expressing deep 
appreciation of 2nd Lieutenant Bourke, who was shot 
at his side, calling, Come on, boys; we will soon get 
them on the move.”

He was educated at Horton School (Ickwell 
Bury), Charterhouse, and the R.M.C., Sand- 
hurst, and he played for the last at golf. In 
September, 1913, he was gazetted 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in the Royal Dublin Fusiliers, and 
joined the Ist Battalion of his regiment at 
Madras two months later. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in July, 1914, and returned to 
England with his battalion in December for 
active service in the Great War, sailing with the 
XXIXth Division for the Dardanelles in March, 
1915. He took part in the landing at ‘'V” 
Beach on the 25th April, 1915, and was wounded 
next day at the taking of Sedd-el-Bahr under 
the following circumstances, as reported by a 
Press correspondent :—

“Leaving the men, who had momentarily taken cover 
from the machine-gun fire, he ran fearlessly to an opening 
in the fort and repeatedly fired his revolver, and it is 
thought he must have killed or wounded some of the 
gunners, as the fire from the fort beeame reduced. He 
escaped miraculously. Soon after the British rushed the 
fort and cleared out the enemy. It was in passing a 
loophole in the fort that Lieutenant Boustead was 
wounded, receiving a bullet through the cheek.” 
After recovering from his wounds at Malta, 
Lieutenant Boustead rejoined battalion 
in Gallipoli Peninsula at the beginning of June. 
He was killed in action at the Battle of Gully 
Ravine in the early hours of the morning 
of the 29th June, 1915, during one of three 
night attacks made by the Turks, ‘ after doing 
excellent work” (wrote his Commanding Officer) 
“under very trying circumstances, and whilst 
encouraging and keeping his men together.’? 
““A man of no fear, greatly loved by all his 
men, he had been mentioned in Despatches for 
bravery at our landing on the 25th April, 
1915.” He was buried at Gaegan Bluff, Gal- 
lipoli. 

For his services in the war, Lieutenant Boustead 
was mentioned in Sir Ian Hamilton’s Despatch 
of the 22nd September, 1915.

LIEUTENANT - COLONEL HUGH ED.- 
WARD RICHARD BOXER, DS.O., Ist 
BATTN. THE LINCOLNSHIRE REGT., 
born at Norbiton, 
Surrey, on the 8th 
January, 1871, was 
the posthumous 
son of Lieutenant 
E. W. F. Boxer, 
R.N., lost in H.M.S. 
“Captain”? on the 
‘ith September, 1870, 
and the only sur- 
viving son of Mrs. 
Le Grice, of Thorpe 
Lodge, Sandown, 
Isle of Wight. He was a grandson of the 
late Major-General E. M. Boxer, R.A., F.R.S.. 
and a great-grandson of Rear-Admiral Sir 
Edward Boxer, K.C.B. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Boxer was educated at 
Stubbington, at Kelly College, and at the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, where he was a Queen’s 
Cadet. In January, 1892, he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Lincolnshire Regiment, and 
posted to the 1st Battalion, becoming Lieu- 
tenant in August, 1893. In 1898 he took part in 
the Nile Expedition, and was severely wounded 
in the leg at the Battle of the Atbara. Fer his 
services he was mentioned in Despatches 
(“ London Gazette,” 24th May, 1898), received 
the Egyptian medal with clasp and the British 
medal. He was promoted Captain in 1900, 
and from September, 1903, to August, 1908, 
was Adjutant of the 3rd Militia and Special 
Reserve Battalion of his regiment, receiving 
his Majority in March, 1911. He served at 
Aldershot, Gibraltar, Malta, Egypt, India, and 
Bermuda, coming home from the last-named 
station as Major in the 2nd Battalion at the 
outbreak of the Great War. He proceeded to 
France with the 2nd Battalion in November, 
1914, and experienced all the hardships of the 
winter campaign in Flanders. Though the 
wound he received at the Atbara frequently 
caused him great pain, he never let it interfere 
with his duties, and his cheerfulness and courage 
endeared him, not only to his brother officers, 
but to every man in his battalion. Some time 
after going to the front he was transferred to 
the Ist Battalion as Second-in-Command, and 
was present with it in the fighting round Ypres. 
He was transferred again to the 2nd Battalion 
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of his regiment, as Second-in-Command, in 
March, and finally, in May, 1915, when he was 
promoted temporary Lieutenant-Colonel, took 
over the command of the Ist Battalion at 
Hooge. 

On the 16th June, 1915, this battalion was 
ordered to attack the German lines near 
Bellewarde Farm, Hooge, and Lieutenant- 
Colonel Boxer ordered the advance, leading the 
charge himself. They quickly got through 
four lines of German trenches, but. were ordered 
to retire to the second-line trench, and during 
the retirement Lieutenant-Colonel Boxer was 
wounded badly in the left shoulder and leg. 
However, he continued to direct his battalion, 
refusing any assistance, and cheerfully encour- 
aging his men. When a very heavy German 
counter-attack was launched against their only 
half-prepared defences, he again gave the order 
to advance to mect. it, and tried to lead his 
battalion, but it is supposed that he must have 
become exhausted and dropped, as he was not 
seen again. After the action he was reported 
wounded and missing, and it was not until 
information was received from German sources 
in January, 1916, that. it was known he had died 
from his wounds. The German Red Cross 
reported that after the action at Hooge they 
had buried an English officer whose field glasses 
were engraved ‘(Captain Boxer’’—he had 
never troubled to have the rank altered—and 
this was afterwards confirmed by the German 
Government. 

For his services in the war Lieutenant-Colonel 
Boxer was mentioned in Sir John French’s Des- 
patch of 3lst May, 1915, and was awarded the 
D.S.0. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Boxer married Jeannie, 
youngest daughter of the late Myles Patterson, 
Esq., and Mrs. Myles Patterson, of Conygar, 
near Dorchester, and left three children: 
Hugh Myles, born in July, 1898 ; Charles Ralph, 
born in March, 1904; and Beryl Alice, born in 
September, 1905. He was a member of the 
Junior United Service Club, and was very keen 
on hunting and golf, but his wounded leg 
prevented him from taking part in any other 
sport. 


2nd LIEUTENANT WILLIAM VERNON BOYDELL, 
1/8th Batrn. (TERRIT.) THE LANCASHIRE 
FusILiers, died of wounds, 8th June, 1915. 


Captain THE Hon. ERNEST WILLIAM MAIT- 
LAND MOLYNEUX BRABAZON, D.S.O., 3rd 
BaTrn. COLDSTREAM GUARDS, was killed by 
shell, 17th June, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT WYNDHAM WENTWORTH KNATCH- 
BULL-HUGHESSEN, BARON BRABOURNE, GREN- 
ADIER GUARDS, SPECIAL RESERVE, attd. Ist 
Batrn. (late 2nd LirUTENANT GRENADIER 
Guarps), was killed in action, 11th March, 1915, 
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LIEUTENANT PHILIP WARDEN BRADLEY, 3rd 
(RESERVE), attd. lst BATTN. THE QUEEN’S OWN 
(Royat West KENT REGIMENT), was killed, 
23rd April, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT! STEPHEN BRADLEY, 
Ist BATTN. SUFFOLK REGIMENT, 
= who was killed near 
Ypres on the 25th 
May, 1915, while 
reconnoitring with a 
Sergeant of the 
Welsh Regiment 
was the eldest son of 
the late Mr. and 
Mrs.Stephen Bradley 
Givendale,  Harro- 
gate, and was born 
at Harrogate on the 
28th December, 1891. 
He was educated at Cheltenham and the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, from which he was gazetted to the 
Suffolk regiment in September, 1911, joining 
his battalion in Egypt. While there he went 
through the Camel Corps Course, and dis- 
tinguished himself as an athlete, winning the 
Heavy-weight Championship of the Egyptian 
Command and other prizes for boxing. 
In 1913 he came to England and passed suc- 
cessfully through the Gymnastic course at 
Aldershot, obtaining his certificate. 
He was with his battalion in France from 
January, 1915, and gained much praise as a 
“ hand grenadier,’”’ being placed in command of 
the Hand Grenade Section. 
An Officer of the battalion gave the following account 
of his death: ‘‘ Our battalion was deeply indebted to 
Licutenant Bradicy on the day we went into action, both 
for his guiding and reconnoitring. After we had formed 
up to attack, he twice undertook dangerous missions 
and returned safely. Ile was with me when the attack 
started, and again volunteered to go almost to the 
enemics’ lines in scarch of necessary information. He 
left with a Sergeant of the Welsh Regiment, whom I have 
not seen since that day, and started on his errand. Less 
than a quarter of an hour later, when our first charge was 
over, the Sergeant found me again and reported that. 
Lieutenant Bradley had been shot through the head and 
had died instantly. I hesitated to believe the report of 
an overwrought man, and hoped to find Lieutenant 
Bradley again; but we have heard nothing about him 


since, and I fear he must have gone, with all the other 
officers of the companies that were in that engagement.” 


His place of burial is unknown. 

Many letters have been received by his relations 
saying what a great loss he was to the battalion, 
and how popular he was, both with his fellow 
officers and men. ‘Two days before his death 
he returned from a hospital at Rouen, where he 
had been suffering from wounded feet and ner- 
vous breakdown, having been there ten days. 
On returning he found that most of his old 
regiment were prisoners in Germany. When 
they went into action the day before his death 
he was the only officer who had been in the 
firing line before, the other officers and men 
being new drafts from England, 
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2nd LIEUTENANT BARTLE BRADSHAW, 3rd 
(RESERVE), attd. Ist Batrn. THE BORDER 
REGIMENT, was killed in action, 11th June, 1915. 
LIEUTENANT (temp.) MICHAEL LLoyD BRAITH- 
WAITE, RoyAL ARTILLERY and Royal FLYING 
Corps, was accidentally killed in France, 17th 
May, 1915. 

CAPTAIN CHARLES Guy BRAMWELL, THE 
CAMERONIANS (SCOTTISH RIFLES), ADJUTANT 
8th Batrn. (TERRIT.) THE CAMERONIANS, 
was killed, 28th June, 1915. 

MAJOR (temp. LIEUTENANT-COLONEL) 
LYALL BRANDRETH, 2nd BATTN. THE 
ROYAL FUSILIERS (CITY OF LONDON 
REGIMENT), 
who was reported 
missing in July, 
1915, after fighting 
in the Gallipoli Pen- 
insula, was not heard 
of again, and it is 
officially presumed 
that he was killed in 
action on the 6th 
June, 1915, while 
in temporary corm- 
mand of his bat- ~~ 
talion. He was the younger son of the late 
Admiral Sir Thomas and Lady Brandreth,” and 
was born on the 13th November, 1869.‘ 89 
He was educated at Uppingham, where hegwas 
Captain of the Rugby XV, and was gazetted 
to the Welsh Regiment, from the Militia, in 
January, 1891, becoming Lieutenant in May, 
1895. From December, 1895, to December, 
1899, he was Adjutant of his battalion, and was 
promoted Captain in May, 1900. He served in 
the South African War, taking part in the 
relief of Ladysmith, including the action at 
Spion Kop; was present at the action of 
Vaal Krans and the operations on Tugela 
Heights, and action at Pieters Hill. He was 
mentioned in Despatches (‘‘ London Gazette,” 
8th February, 1901) and received the Queen’s 
medal with five clasps. From November, 1903, 
to January, 1908, he was an Officer of Gentle- 
men Cadets at the R.M.C.; from August to 
October, 1909, an Adjutant of the Special 
Reserve; and from December, 1909, to December, 
1913, Instructor at the School of Musketry, 
Hythe. After this he was sent to the 2nd 
Battalion of his regiment in Calcutta, and 
while serving with it in India was Captain of 
their Rugby team, which won the Bombay Cup 
for many years. He received his Majority in 
May, 1911. Tieutenant-Colonel Brandreth’s 
battalion landed at X Beach on the memorable 
25th April, 1915, forming part. of the Fusiliers’ 
Brigade, XXIXth Division. He was wounded 
in two places during the landing, and was sent 
back to Egypt. After recovering, he rejoined, 
and took command of his battalion towards 


the end of May, being promoted temporary 
Lieutenant-Colonel in June, 1915. He and his 
Adjutant were last seen accompanying some 
troops in the advance just before dawn on the 
6th June, 1915, and this was the last definite 
information received of either of them, For 
his serviccs in the Peninsula, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Brandreth «as mentioned in Sir Ian Hamilton's 
Despatch of the 22nd September, 1915. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Brandreth married, in 1899, 
Rosabelle, younger daughter of the late E. N. 
Taylor-Smith, Esq. 


2nd LIEUTENANT 
RENCE BREESE, 


WILLIAM LAW. 
ROYAL HORSE 
GUARDS, 
accidentally killed 
on the 14th March, 
1915, while conduct- 
ing experiments in 
explosives near St. 
Omer, France, was 
the son of Mrs. H. V. 
Higgins, of 1, Upper 
Berkeley Street, by 
her first husband, 
Mr. W. L. Breese, of 
—— * New York and Long 
Island. He was born in New York in 1883, and 
was educated at Mr. Bowden-Smith’s private 
school, near Hertford, at Harrow, and Trinity 
College, Cambridge. After leaving the Uni- 
versity, where he only remained for a short 
time, he spent several years in travel, and was 
engaged for two or three years in mining enter- 
prises in the Yukon. When war broke out 
he returned to England, and, wishing to serve 
in the British Army, became naturalised, and in 
January, 1915, was gazetted temporarily to the 
Royal Horse Guards. Being interested in quick- 
firing guns and explosives, he was attached in 
connection with them for special service to the 
Headquarters of the Expeditionary Force. 
2nd Lieutenant Breese married, in 1908, Julia, 
daughter of Mr. Hamilton Fish, of Garrisons, 
New York State, late member of Congress, by 
whom he left two sons. 


2nd LIEUTENANT BYRON EDWARD 
BRENAN, 2nd BATTN. GLOUCESTER- 
SHIRE REGT., 
was the son of the 
late Edward Vin- 
cent Brenan, of 
Poulton, Sneyd 
Park, Bristol, and 
was born at The 
Peak, Hong Kong, 
on the 22nd March, 
1895. He was a 
grandson of General 
John Watson, Ben- 
gal Staff Corps. 
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He was formerly a cadet in the O.T.C., and 
received his commission in the 3rd (Reserve) 
Battalion of the Gloucestershire Regiment in 
August, 1914, and was attached to the 2nd 
Battalion in March, 1915. 

2nd Lieutenant Brenan was killed on the 18th 
April, 1915, while repairing his trench, which 
had been damaged by a (German shell. He 
was buried in the field next to the town ceme- 
tery of Ypres. 

The Commanding Officer and several of the 
officers and men of his battalion wrote to his 
mother, saying that, though looking so young, 
he showed great courage and endurance, and 
was a most efficient officer, and they were all 
proud of him. 


2nd LizuTENANT Herserr Ceci Brian, 59th 
BATTERY, ROYAL GARRISON ARTILLERY, was 
killed by a shell, 9th May, 1915. 


FELIX VICTOR

CAPTAIN ERNEST 
BRIARD, Ist BATTN. 
REGIMENT, 
born at St. Helier’s, 
Jersey, was a son of 
the late Captain 
Ernest Briard, Royal 
Jersey Artillery, and 
of Mrs. Briard, Bul- 
wark House, St. 
Aubin’s, Jersey, and 
a grandson of Wil- 
liam Laurence de 
Gruchy, Barrister-at 
Law, Gray’s Inn. 
He was educated at Victoria College, Jersey, 
and at Felsted. While at the latter he got. his 
colours for cricket, football, and fives. After- 
wards he entered the R.M.C., Sandhurst, and in 
February, 1909, he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
in the Norfolk Regiment, and was posted to the 
1st Battalion, becoming Lieutenant in the 
following November. While he was stationed 
at Aldershot he played hockey for the Army 
against the Navy and against Oxford Uni- 
versity. 

Captain Briard, who was promoted to that rank 
in June, 1915, was reported ‘ missing *’ in the 
first casualty list published after Mons, and 
then ‘wounded and prisoner.” Later this 
was found to be a mistake, and further in- 
formation proved that he was killed in action 
while leading his platoon on the withdrawal 
from Mons on the afternoon of the 24th 
August, 1914, between Dour and Elouges, in 
Belgium. 


LreUTENANT Henry CopeLanp Brice, 4th 
Batty. (TERRIT.) LEICEST HLRE REGIMENT, 
died of wounds, 1ith June, 1915. 
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2nd LIEUTENANT ARTHUR CYRIL 
BRICKWOOD, Ist BATTN. YORK 
AND LANCASTER REGIMENT, 
was born at South- 
sea on the Ist No- 
vember, 1896, the 
son of Sir John and 
Lady Brickwood, of 
Brankesmere, South- 
sea, and Hazelgrove, 
Hindhead. 

He was educated at 
Twyford, near Win- 
chester, and at 
Charterhouse, and 
entered the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, in February, 1914. 

He was gazetted tothe York and Lancaster 
Regiment in September, 1914, and went to the 
front in February, 1915. 

After seven spells of duty in the trenches he, 
on the 11th April, developed a septic throat 
from his severe work, and was removed to the 
Military Hospital at Boulogne, where he died 
on the 15th April, 1915, a few hours after an 
operation had been performed (tracheotomy). 
His body was brought to England, and he was 
buried at Grayshott, Hants.

He was born on the 15th March, 1896, at Ribbes- 
ford House, Bewdley, and was educated at King’s 
School, Bruton, and for a few months at Mr. 
Cole’s, of Clifton, whence he passed mto the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst. in December, 1913, obtaining 
the 14th place and a King’s Cadetship. At 
Sandhurst he gained the rank of Sergeant. 

He was gazetted to the Royal Irish Fusiliers 
as 2nd Lieutenant, in October, 1914, and was 
promoted temporary Lieutenant in December, 
1914. 
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Having been attached for drill and training to 
the 3rd Battalion, he proceeded to the front 
in May, 1915, where he was placed in charge of 
the Machine-gun Section of the Ist Battalion 
fo his regiment. 


LIEUTENANT FREDERICK JOHN 
BRISCOE, 3rd (RESERVE) BATTN. 
YORK AND LANCASTER REGIMENT, 
who was killed in. : 
action on the 10th 
May, 1915, 
Ypres, and 
buried just outside 
the civilian ceme- 
tery there, was the 
only son of the late 
B. Briscoe, Esq.. 
Headmaster of Rod- 
ington School, Salop, 
and of Mrs. Briscoe, 
Madeley, Salop. 

He was born on the 30th August, 1890, at Daw- 
ley Magna, Shropshire, and after his school 
education took the degrees of B.Sc., with 
honours in Physics, and M.Sc. of Birmingham 
University, and also passed the Intermediate 
Science Examination of London University. 
On the athletic side he played centre half back 
for Birmingham University Association Foot- 
ball Club Second XI. 

On leaving Birmingham University he was, 
in 1912, appointed Senior Science Master at the 
Orme Boys’ School, Newcastle-under-Lyme, 
under Dr. T. F. Rutter, B.Se., Ph.D., which 
post he was still holding when the Great War 
broke out. 

He was in the Birmingham University Contin- 
gent O.T.C., in which he became Sergeant, and 
obtained certificates “ A’ and ‘* B,” thus being 
qualified for an oflicer’s commission, which he 
received on the 15th August, 1914, being 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 3rd Battalion 
(Reserve) of the York and Lancaster Regiment. 
He was promoted Lieutenant in February, 1915. 
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After Lieutenant Briscoe's di 
his battalion wrote to his moth 
when I say that he was admired for his pluck and 
determination throughout the xd of his services by 
the whole battalion. A few days before, the battalion 
had made an attack, and Licutenant Biseoe was the only 
officer left on the field, thus having the responsibility 
of the whole battalion, and he kept his men together 
splendidly till help came.” 
“He joined us,” writes a Captain of his battalion, “ at 
thet ining of the w and went out with us in January. 
When I was hit, on May 3rd, he took over my company, 
and was unluckily killed shortly afte We found him 
an excellent man and a jolly good soldier. The men in 
his company (‘C’) thought no end of him, and he 
really did weil under fire and also in the trenches.” 
Another Captain s “His conduct on this and all 
previous cecasions been such as to call for mention 
by his Commanding Officers, and I hope it will be 
recognised by the authorities. He is a sreat loss to the 
regiment.” 


LIEUTENANT ROBERT OWEN BRIS- 
TOWE, 2nd BATTN THE DEVONSHIRE 
REGIMENT, 
only son of the late 
Stanley _ Bristowe, 
member of the Stock 
Exchange, and of 
his wife, Ethel, 
daughter of John 
Pike, and afterwards 
wife of William 
Henry Harrison, of 
No. 13, Oakley 
Street, Chelsea, 
: S.W., was born at 
Sydenham on the 5th September, 1888. 

He was educated at Parkfield, Hayward's 
Heath, at Charterhouse, and the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, receiving his commission in the 
Devonshire Regiment in October, 1908. In 
the following month he joined the 2nd Battalion 
of his regiment at Plymouth, afterwards serving 
in Crete, Malta, and Egypt. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in May, 1911, and obtained a 
“distinguished” in both Rifle and Machine- 
gun Courses at the Hythe School of Musketry 
in March, 1913. He was Acting-Adjutant in 
Cairo and at the front. 

When the war broke out Lieutenant Bristowe 
was home on leave from Cairo, and whilst 
waiting for orders was sent to Saltash, Cornwall 
He rejoined his battalion at Hursley Park 
Camp on its return from Egypt to form part 
of the VIIIth Division, and proceeded with it to 
France on the 5th November, 1914. He was 
killed in action at the battle of Neuve Chapelle 
on the 10th March, 1915. 

For gallant and distinguished conduct in the 
field, Lieutenant Bristowe was mentioned in 
Sir John French’s Despatch of 31st May, 1915. 


“His loss,’ writes the Second-in-Command of the 
battalion, “to the regiment is immense, and to me 
personally more than I can say. . . . He was always so 
cheery, and the whole of the office N.C.O.s and men 
of the battalion share your grief. . . . He was cool and 
collected—as he always was under all circumstances— 
and he led his platoon splendidly.” 

The Officer in command of his company at the time 
wrote; ‘* To me it seems impossible that such a cata- 
strophe could have happened to the most wonderful 
nature I have ever met. His death has left all of us that 
remain in the battalion simply stupetied. » You will 
remember that he took his platoon over that machine- 
gun and rifle-swept ground, losing half his platoon, 
and when they arrived at the German trench the 
remnant lay down under the German parapet, while 
* Bristles ' knelt up and fired from two to three dozen 
shots at Germans who were firing at our troops advancing 
further to the left. There seems no doubt at all 
that he accounted for at least a dozen and a half of them, 
until one of them spotted him and hit him behind the 
left ear. - . . Only eighteen men now remain of his 
platoon. ... More than one gulped down a lump 
when reminded of their beloved officer and friend. 
They just ‘loved’ the old lad. I have never known any 
person so universally admired and loved as he was by 
everyone.” 

The Platoon Sergeant, in a letter, stated: ‘I trust you 
can now realise how bravely and fearlessly our gallant 
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leader met his death, not caring about himself, as long 
as he could make the attack successful.” 

A Private wrote: ‘I feel sure that I am expressing not 
only my own thoughts, but those of my comrades of 
the platoon which has had the honour of serving under 
the leadership of so brave a gentleman as the late 
Lieutenant Bristowe. It is hardly necessary for me to 
add that his loss is most keenly felt by us all.” 


LIEUTENANT - COLONEL THOMAS 
XAVIER BRITTEN, 2nd-in-Command 
110th MAHRATTA LIGHT INFANTRY, 
was the only son 
of the late Major- 
General Thomas 
Ernest Britten, 
Bombay Staff Corps. 
He was born on the 
19th November, 
1857, at Rhosawal, 
Kandeish, Bombay 
Presidency, and was 
educated at Down- 
side Abbey and 
Oscott College, 
whence he passed direct into the R.M.C,, Sand- 
hurst, in 1886. He was an athlete,and won 
several cups at Downside. 

In September, 1887, he was gazetted 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in the Gloucestershire Regiment, and a 
year later he was transferred to the Indian 
Staff Corps, with the rank of Lieutenant. In 
September, 1898, he was promoted Captain, 
Major in September, 1905, becoming Senior 
Double Company Commander in 1908, and 
Lieutenant-Colonel in September, 1913. He 
was a typical Indian Commander, who knew 
more dialects than most men in the East, and 
was noted for his keenness in musketry, his 
pass in this subject being marked as specially 
distinguished. 

The 110th Mahratta Light Infantry formed part 
of the 18th Brigade, VIth Division, Indian 
Expeditionary Force, which was ordered to 
Mesopotamia. Lieutenant-Colonel Britten was 
mortally wounded on the 14th April, 1915, at 
the moment of victory at Shaiba, and died early 
next morning. He was buried at Shaiba with 
the other officers killed. 


His Commanding Officer wrote to Liceutenant-Colonel 
Britten’s mother: “ All the Indian ranks of the regiment 
rightly looked on him as the father of the regiment. 
He had been longer in the regiment than anyone else, 
and has always shown such fine soldierly qualities. 
During every action in this war your son has exhibited 
the most dashing bravery and judgment. He was the 
only British officer who gained actual entrance into 
Kurna, before that place surrendered on 9th December. 
On many occasions in India, and since the regiment 
not came to Mesopotamia, I have reported that I could 
wish for a better Second in Command. He would have 
made a splendid Battalion Commander. His double 
company was the best-trained double company in the 
regiment. He was so cheerful when he was wounded. 
When I saw him first after he was wounded, he was 
lying on a stretcher, and though I fear he was in pain 
he smiled at me most cheerfully as I went to speak to 
him. Just as I was bending over him, I was struck in 
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the back of the shoulder myself, and very much regret 
I had not an opportunity of talking to him again. My 
wound was ve slight, und is already healed. Your 
son was wounded towards the end of a long hard day’s 
fighting, but he looked cheerful and smart, as always, 
when he was lying wounded on the stretcher. The 
Turks came down in great foree to Shaiba on 12th 
April, and during the 13th and 14th we had several 
attacks, and made counter-attacks against them, which 
were very successful. On the 14th April most of our 
force started off at 9 a.m. to look for the enemy's main 
forces, and found them in position about four miles 
from Shaiba and attacked them. Your son was wounded 
about 4 p.m., and the enemy were defeated and re- 
treating by 5.30. He died in the field ambulance in 
Shaiba at 5.30 a.m. on 15th April. All the officers were 
buried together in one cemetery at 12 (noon) on the 
15th April. I got a Roman Catholic officer (Lieutenant 
Colonel Quinn, of 117th Mahrattas) to read the Burial 
Service over your son’s grave, and all officers that could 
be off duty and many of the native ranks were present. 
Captain Hind, my Adjutant, was also killed, and their 
graves are side by side. Their bodies were carried from 
the ficld ambulance to the grave on stretchers, each 
borne by two British officers, two Sepoys, and two 
Indian officers. After the service the Last Post was 
sounded. I had crosses made and erected over their 
graves.” 

A Captain, in writing, stated: “ Your son was my 
double-company Commander, and had been ever since 
I have been in the regiment, a matter of about twelve 
years. In losing him I've not only lost a brother officer, 
but the best friend L ever had, It seems to be the fate 
of this war that the best and nicest men go first. 
Another Captain said, in a letter to Lieutenant-Colonel 
Britten’s sister : ‘ I shall miss Colonel Britten terribly 
as we all shall. He was a man we could all go to if we 
were in any trouble at all, and he always did his best to 
help us out. We all hoped he would be our next Com- 
manding Officer. 

Another Officer wrote : * I haye been in the regiment for 
twelve years, and a better man and a finer soldier 
than the Colonel [ could not ever meet. The regiment 
has indeed suffered by losing him, and we officers have 
lost a good, true friend 
A Captain wrote from India: ‘ Colonel Britten 
was greatly loved in the regiment, and he was what 
we call a ‘ white man’ and a great soldier.” 
Lieutenant-Colonel Britten was mentioned in 
Sir John Nixon’s Despatch (Ist January, 1916) 
for gallant and distinguished service in the 
field, ‘‘ London Gazette,” 5th April, 1916. He 


was a widower and left no children. 


LIEUTENANT GERALD HENRY 
BROADHURST, ROYAL FIELD 
ARTILLERY, 
was the second son 
of Captain and Mrs. 
Arthur Broadhurst, 
Waterfoot, Penrith, 
Cumberland, and a 
nephew of Admiral 
R. H. Johnston 
Stewart, M.V.O., 
C.B., of Physgill and 
Glasserton. 

He was born on the 
22nd March, 1892, 
and was educated at West Downs, Winchester, 
and at Winchester College. Thence he went to 
the R.M.A., Woolwich, where he gained the 
Toombs Scholarship, and having passed out 
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fifth on the list, and preferring to serve in the 
Royal Field Artillery to the Royal Engineers, 
he was gazetted to the former in December, 
1911, joining the 52nd Battery. He took his 
flying certificate at Hendon on the 29th 
November, 1913, and was in the Ist Reserve 
R.F.C. 

Lieutenant Broadhurst went with the 52nd 
Battery to France on the outbreak of the Great 
War, and was serving with it at Le Cateau on 
the 26th August, 1914, when he was severely 
wounded. He was promoted Lieutenant in 
December, 1914, and, on returning to the seat 
of war, was killed in Flanders on the 8th May, 
1915, while serving in the Ypres Salient with 
the 103rd Battery, XXVIIIth Division. He 
was at first reported missing, but it was after- 
wards discovered that he had been killed while 
acting as Observation Officer for his battery. 


The Officer Commanding his battery wrote: ‘It must 
be some consolation that, as his Battery Commander, 
I can assure you that no more gallant officer has fallen 
in the war than your s He was my chief support 
and helper in the most critical times that I have been 
through since I came out here, and his loss was a very 
serious one, not only for his battery, but for the whole 
of the infantry in the section of the line we were holding, 
as it was through his reports and observations on May 


8th, which he maintained longer than any of the other 
batteries in our section, that we were enabled to inflict 
losses on the enemy advancing in great superiority at 
this point, and to check them sufficiently long to enable 
reinforcements to come up. The conspicuous gallantry 
and energy in the performance of his duties had already 
decided me to recommend him for the Military Cross, 
and, indeed, I had told him of this the evening before 
he went out. At 11 a.m. the situation got most serious, 
as our line had been broken just to the right of where 
your son was. The counter-attack failed to reach this 
point. which remained in German hands. At that 
hour the telephone ceased to work.” 


Lieutenant Broadhurst’s favourite sports were 
fishing, shooting, and hunting, and he won 
the Kildare Hunt heavy-weight point-to-point 
race in 1914, 


LIEUTENANT HUGH ALEXANDER 
BROADWAY, ROYAL ENGINEERS, 
was the eldest son 
of Alexander Broad- 
way, of Garh Maha- 
raja, Jhang, Punjab, 
India. 

He was born on the 
23rd June, 1891, at 
Mussoorie, India, 
and was educated 
at Watson’s College, 
Edinburgh, and at 
the R.M.A., Wool- 
wich. In July, 1912, 
he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal 
Engineers, and while at the S.M.E., Chatham, 
he was awarded the Collinson Memorial Prize. 
He played for the Chatham Services XV, 
and was the Secretary when the XV won the 


Kent Cup in the season 1913-14. At Woolwich 
he had proved himself a fine revolver shot, 
winning several competitions. 

Lieutenant Broadway was promoted to that 
rank in September, 1914, and went to France 
for active service in the Great War in De- 
cember of that year. He died on the 30th 
March, 1915, from wounds received at Neuve 
Chapelle, ‘‘ while bandaging a wounded sapper,”’ 
on the 10th March. He was buried in the 
Eastern Cemetery, Boulogne. 

Lieutenant Broadway was among those recom- 
mended for gallant and distinguished service 
in the field by Sir John French in his Despatch 
of 31st May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN THOMAS JOSEPH FITZ- 
HERBERT-BROCKHOLES, ADJUTANT 
2nd BATTN. THE RIFLE BRIGADE 
(THE PRINCE CONSORT’S OWN), 
was the eldest son 
of William Joseph 
Fitzherbert - Brock- 
holes. of Claughton 
Hall, Garstang, 
Lancashire, and a 
grandson of the late 
Major - General the 
Hon. Sir Henry 
Hugh Clifford, V.C., 
K.C.M.G., C.B. 

He was born on the 
4th May, 1887, and 
was educated at the Oratory School, Edgbaston, 
and New College, Oxford. He was gazetted 
to the Rifle Brigade, as a University candidate, 
in June, 1908, becoming Lieutenant in February, 
1911, and Captain in November, 1914. 

On joining the Rifle Brigade, he was posted to 
the 3rd Battalion at Bordon, but in July, 1910, 
exchanged to the 2nd Battalion, then stationed 
in Calcutta. In February, 1914, he was 
appointed Adjutant of that battalion. While 
in India he got a special certificate at the School 
of Signalling at Kasauli, and a “‘ first class ” at 
the School of Musketry. 

He was very keen at games and all kinds of 
sport, and did excellent work in the cricket 
field for the Oxford Authentics and Green 
Jackets, and played polo for his regiment. 

He returned with his battalion to England in 
October, 1914, and accompanied it to France 
early in November. He was wounded on the 
20th December, but was able to remain on duty. 
Except for a short: week’s leave, he served con- 
tinuously in the trenches with his battalion 
until the 10th March, 1915, when it took part. 
in the attack on Neuve Chapelle. He was shot 
through the head, while directing machine-gun 
fire, when beating off a violent German counter- 
attack on the 12th March, and died two days 
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later without. recovering consciousness, and 
was buried at Estaires. 

All who came in contact with him unite in the 
highest praise of his efficiency as a soldier 
throughout his career, and especially of his 
work as Adjutant; also of his absolute fear- 
lessness and his thought and consideration for 
others. He was mentioned in Sir John French’s 
Despatch of the 31st May for his services. 


CAPTAIN EDWARD HENRY 
BROCKLEHURST, 1/6th (RIFLE) BATTN. 
THE KING'S (LIVERPOOL REGT.), T.F,, 
who was killed on 


the 5th May, 1915, 
while leading a 
charge near Ypres, 
was the fifth son of 
the late Henry 
Brocklehurst, Home- 
sefton, Aigburth 
Drive, Liverpool. 
He was born on the 
15th May, 1878, and 
was educated at 
Harrow, afterwards 
becoming a chartered accountant. 

He obtained his commission as 2nd Lieutenant, 
in the 2nd Volunteer Battalion, Liverpool Regi- 
ment, in March, 1900, and was promoted 
Lieutenant in 1902, and Captain in the 6th 
Battalion, The King’s Liverpool Regiment, in 
June 1910, as the corps became under the 
Territorial system in 1908. He was always 
keen on his military duties, and, besides 
qualifying for promotion to Field rank, 
obtained his certificate at the School of 
Musketry, Hythe, besides passing other 
examinations. He was appointed Instructor 
of Musketry of his battalion in July, 1914, 
and after war was declared at once undertook 
Imperial Service obligations. 

Captain Brocklehurst was not married. He was 
fond of shooting and golf, and was a member 
of the Royal Liverpool Golf Club and of the 
Liverpool Conservative Club. 


MAJOR BERNARD MAYNARD LUCAS 
BRODHURST, 1/4th GURKHA RIFLES, 
was killed in action 
near Ypres on the 
27th April, 1915, 
while advancing 
against the German 
trenches, being at 
the time in tempo- 
rary command of his 
battalion. 

He was the younger 
son of the late May- 
nard Brodhurst, 
I.C.8., Judge of the 
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High Court, North West Provinces, India, 
and was born on the 6th August, 1873. Edu- 
cated at Clifton College and the R.M.C., Sand- 
hurst, he was in the Cricket XI; he also played, 
when at home, for the M.C.C., of which he was 
a member, for the Old Cliftonians, and for the 
Gurkha Brigade in India, and assisted Hamp- 
shire in one match. 

On passing for the Indian Army he was gazetted 
to the unattached list in September, 1892, and 
served for a year in India with the 2nd Battalion, 
The Border Regiment. In January, 1894, he 
was appointed to the 1 /4th Gurkhas, becoming 
Lieutenant in December of the same year. In 
1900 he was made Adjutant of his battalion, 
and was promoted Captain in September, 
1901, He took part in the Waziristan Expe- 
dition, 1894-95, for which he received the medal 
with clasp, and was on service in China in 1900, 
receiving the medal. From 1903-06 he was 
Inspector of Signalling to the Imperial Service 
troops, having been the first officer to hold the 
appointment, and he obtained his Majority 
in September, 1910. 


CAPTAIN FRANCIS JOHN BRopDIGAN, Ist BATTN® 
THE GLOUCESTERSHIRE REGIMENT, was killed 
in action, 9th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT HERBERT ASSHETON 
BROMLEY, 7th CANADIAN INFANTRY 
BATTN. (BRITISH COLUMBIA REGT.), 
fourth son of the late 
Sir Henry Bromley, 
fifth Bart., of Stoke, 
Newark, and brother 
of Sir Maurice Brom- 
ley-Wilson, seventh 
Bart., of Dallam 
Tower, Milnthorp, 
Westmorland, 
Major, South Notts 
Hussars. Another 
brother, Arthur, 
of Stoke Newark, 
is a Captain in the Royal Navy, of H.M.S. 
“* Columbella.”” 

He was educated at Farnborough and Eton. 
and after leaving school he became private 
secretary to his eldest brother, the late Sir 
Robert Bromley, Bart., of Stoke Newark, 
Administrator of St. Kitts and Nevis, and 
afterwards Secretary to James Dunsmuir, the 
Lieutenant-Governor of British Columbia. He 
was also Secretary of the Union Club, Victoria, 
B.C., which position he held till he went to 
France for the war. 

While in British Columbia he became well 
known" both in social and athletic circles. He 
was a member of the Victoria Rugby Club, 
and, being a keen horseman, was a prominent 


member of the Hunt Club. When the 88th 
Fusiliers were formed Lieutenant Bromley 
received a commission in that corps, and 
served with the Civic Aid Force during troubles 
in the island mining district, his services being 
highly spoken of by his Commanding Officer. 
On the declaration of war he volunteered for 
active service, and went to the front with one 
of the first contingents from Victoria. Lieu- 
tenant Bromley, who was heir to the Dallam 
Estate, was killed on the 24th April, 1915, near 
Ypres. 

The following account of his death was published in the 
“ Daily Colonist,” Victoria: ‘ Lieutenant Bromley, 
88th Fusiliers, of Victoria, good sportsman and true 
friend, died as I think he would have wished to die. 
Wounded first in the head, he went to the supporting 
trench to receive first aid, and then, instead of going to 
the rear, as he might well have done, he preferred to 
return to the front line, and ‘ carried on.’ Soon he re- 
ceived another wound, this time in the left side—a bad 
wound that would have justified a stretcher party and 
hospital. Not troubling to even have this wound dressed, 
Bromley continued to fight on, and actually attempted to 
rally his men for a charge. Private Shaw, of the 104th 
Regiment of New Westminster, told me that Bromley 
came down his trench and asked how many men were 
left. Shaw told him ‘two only.’ ‘ Well, boys,’ said 
Bromley, ‘we have got to win the day; follow me.’ 
These were his last words. He jumped out of the trench, 
waving his revolver, and ran towards the enemy’s lines, 
but had not gone half a dozen yards before he fell.” 


LIEUTENANT - COLONEL ALEXANDER BROOK 
V.D., commanding 1 /8th Batrn. THE Roya 
Scots (LOTHIAN REGIMENT), T.F., died of 
wounds, 19th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ARTHUR CHARLES BRooK, 
1/5th Barry. (TERRIT.) THE MANCHESTER 
REGIMENT, was killed by a Turkish sniper, 4th 
June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ALFRED COTTERILL BROOKE, 
8th (Ciry or Lonpon) Batrn. THE LONDON 
REGIMENT (Post Office Rifles), T.F., was killed 
in action in France by a high-explosive shell, 
14th June, 1915. 


MAJOR GEORGE CECIL BROOKE, 
Ist BATTN. BORDER REGIMENT, 
only son of the late 
Brigadier - General 
Henry’ Francis 
Brooke, Ashbrooke, 
Brookeborough, Co. 
Fermanagh, and of 
Mrs. Henry Brooke, 
Hampton Court 
Palace, was killed 
in action at the 
Dardanelles (Gal- 
lipoli) on the 28th 
April, 1915. His 
father, Brigadier-Gencral H. F. Brooke, who 
commanded the 2nd Infantry Brigade at 
Kandahar (Afghan War of 1878-80), was also 


killed in action while leading the sortic on the 
village of Deh-Khoja from Kandahar on the 
16th August, 1880. General Brooke was the 
eldest son of George Frederick Brooke, of 
Ashbrooke, and of the Lady Arabella Brooke, 
and a grandson of Sir Henry Brooke, first 
Baronet, of Colebrooke, Co. Fermanagh, and 
of the eleventh Earl of Huntingdon. 

Major G. C. Brooke was born on the 30th 
December, 1870, and was educated at Welling- 
ton College and at the R.M.C.. Sandhurst, 
receiving his commission in the Border Reyi- 
ment on the Ist March, 1890, and becoming 
Lieutenant in September, 1 
In 1895 he was on active 


service with the 


Waz edition, North Western Frontier 
of India, receiving the medal with clasp : 
and again with the Malakand Expedition, 
1897-98. From July to October, 1807, he acted 


as Regimental Commissariat and Transport 
Officer of the 2nd Brigade, being also at Burma 
in the same capacity, and receiving the medal 
with clasp. From February. 1/00, to February, 
1903, he was employed with the Chinese 
Regiment of Infantry, acting as Adjutant for 
some part of the time; and was present at the 
siege of Tientsin, and took part in the relief 
of Pekin in 1900, receiving the medal with 
clasp. While with the Chinese Regiment, Major 
Brooke qualified at the test examination in the 
Chinese language. He served also for a time in 
South Africa, going there with his battalion. 
He became Captain in the Border Regiment 
in July, 1900. For three years, from 1907, 
he acted as Adjutant of Militia and Special 
Reserve of the Lancashire Fusiliers Depot 
at} Bury, Lancashire. In March, 1911, 
received his Majority in the Border Regiment. 
Major G. C. Brooke was killed while galtantly 
leading his men, as Second-in-Command of his 
battalion, against a strong force of the Turks, 
three days after the historic landings on the 
Gallipoli Peninsula, the Ist Battalion, Border 
Regiment, part of the 
Division. He was mentioned in Sir lan Hamil- 
ton’s Despatch of the 5th August, 1915. 
Major Brooke married, in 1912, Barbara, 
only child of the late Captain W. Hl. Allen, 
Burmah Marine, Rangoon, eldest son of George 
Wellesley Allen, of Dhua Castle, Co. 
Cork. She survives him with an only son, born 
on the 21st October, 1913.

CAPTAIN GEORGE BROWN, 1/8th 
(IRISH) BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE 
KING’S (LIVERPOOL REGIMENT), 
the second son of 
William James 
Brown, of 27, Can- 
ning Street, Liver- 


pool, and of the 
late Mrs. Brown, 
was born in that 
city on the 4th 
January, 1890. 

He was educated 
at the Liverpool 


Institute, Mount 
Street, and when a 
youth he joined the Ist Cadet Battalion, 
Liverpool Regiment, as a Private, winning the 
Cadets’ Prize for shooting in 1907, and in the 
following year the Sergeants’ Prize. In 1909 he 
won the cup for shooting, presented by Mrs. 
Sleddon, to be competed for by non-com- 
missioned officers. He was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Cadet Battalion in 1910, 
and in that year gained the Officers’ Prize 
for shooting, making the highest possible score. 
In November, 1912, he received a commission 
as 2nd Lieutenant in the 8th Battalion, Liver- 
pool Regiment. 

On the outbreak of war he undertook Imperial 
Service obligations, and in December, 1914, 
was promoted Temporary Lieutenant, becoming 
Captain in January, 1915. He was killed at 
Festubert: on the 16th June, 1915. He had 
taken part in a charge which captured a German 
trench, and while he was going across open 
ground from one part of the captured trench 
to another, where circumstances necessitated 
his presence, he was shot through the head and 
killed instantly. His body was recovered a 
few days later and buried near Festubert. 

An Officer wrote of him: ‘ He held a dangerous position 
during the whole day until the order came to charge. 
There was not the slightest hesitation in obeying the 
order, and he has fallen for his country, along with 
many men of his company and battalion. This happened 
on the evening of the 16th inst. Two other officers— 
Captain Finegan and 2nd Lieutenant Drake—lost their 
lives in the same attempt. The battalion is now short 
of three of its best office: 
The Sergeant of the Ist Cadet Battalion, in a letter, 
mentions that “* your son was instrumental in the forma- 
tion of the Sergeants’ Mess of the new corps, and we 
were often indebted to him for his kindly help. Some 
of us remember him as a Sergeant in the Old Cadet 
. Both as a Sergeant and, later, as an Offer we 
thought very highly of him.’ 


2nd LinuTeNANT GEORGE SyDNEY RoBERT 
JOHNSTONE BROWN, 3rd (RESERVE), attd. 
Ist Barry. THE Roya Scors Fusttiers, died 
of wounds, 22nd May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT HAROLD ATHERTON Brown, 
2nd Battn. THE LEICESTERSHIRE REGIMENT, 
was killed in a night attack, 15th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT JOHN EDWARD GUY 
BROWN, 2nd BATTN. THE QUEEN'S 
OWN ROYAL WEST KENT REGT., 
who was killed in 
action on the 22nd 
February, 1915, was 
the youngest son 
of Mr. and = Mrs. 
A. F. G. Brown, of 
Mottistone House, 
Isle of Wight, and 
of Mazonet, Stoke 
Gabriel, South 
Devon. 
He was born on the 
28th August, 1892, 
and was educated at Bradfield College. He 
was gazetted to the Royal West Kent Regiment 
in September, 1911, becoming Lieutenant in 
July, 1914. Lieutenant Brown was at home 
on leave from Moltan, India, where his battalion 
was then stationed, when war broke out. 
In August he was attached to the 6th Service 
Battalion of his regiment, at that time in 
process of formation, and in October he was sent 
to the 1st Battalion, Royal West Kents, then in 
Flanders. He was killed on Hill 60,near Zillebeke, 
Belgium, by a bomb from a trench mortar. 
The Officer Commanding the Ist Battalion, Royal West 
Kent Regiment, wrote: “I regret your son's death 
immensely, He was a gallant man and a good officer. 
He had won my admiration on several occasions during 
the time I have been commanding this battalion, and 
I had a very high opinion of him.” 
**T have lost,”’ writes his Adjutant, ‘** a very great friend 
and a very gallant brother officer by your son‘’s death. 
y not one who made friends quickly, but the more 
ot to know him the more we recognised his 
qualities. I suppose I had known him longer 
than most in the battalion, and was greatly impressed 
by his absolute fearlessness. He was killed giving the 
enemy a bad time. He was always attacking, and giving 
back as good as I ot, and died actually fighting. His 
death was caused by a bomb from a trench mortar, 
which caused many casualties in your son’s company. 
He was setting a splendid example to the men, and 
greatly encouraging them by his behaviour, walking 
about talking and laughing at the bombs and the danger.” 
His Company Commander, in a letter, states that 
“he was offered and accepted the very honourable 
but dangerous position of Battalion Scout Officer. I 
did not like it much, as it would mean I should often be 
deprived of his assistance, but I heard the Commanding 
Officer say, when discussing his suitableness, * He is as 
brave as a lion.’ He is a great loss to the regiment, and 
his qualities would have carried him very far in his 
profession had he been spared. . . . When I heard he 
had been hit, I went to him at once. He was quite 
unconscious, and remained so till he died—perhaps two 
minutes later. Iam quite sure he could have felt nothing.” 


LIEUTENANT JAMES MACPHERSON 
GORDON BROWN, 3rd (RESERVE) 
attd. 2nd BATTN. THE KING’S 
OWN SCOTTISH BORDERERS, 
was the younger son of James Rae Brown and 
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Mrs. Rae Brown, Thornidean, Galashiels, and was 
born on the 83rd January, 1888, at Galashiels. 
He was educated at 
St. Mary’s School, 
Melrose, and = at 
Edinburgh Aca- 
demy, and received 
his commission as 
Temporary 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in the 9th 
(Service) Battalion 
of his regiment in 
September, 1914, 
being transferred on 
probation to the 3rd ©” 

(Reserve) Battalion in the following December. 
His confirmation in his rank was notified in the 
“London Gazette” of the 5th May, 1915, the 
day before he was killed, and in the same 
“ Gazette’? he was promoted Lieutenant, to 
date from the 2nd February, 1915. 

Lieutenant Brown was killed in action near 
Ypres on the 6th May, 1915, being shot through 
the head in the charge to retake Hill 60. 
Lieutenant Brown was a well-known Rugby foot- 
baller. He playedin the First XV at Edinburgh 
Academy, was Captain of the Galashiels Foot- 
ball Club team, and had also played for the South 
of Scotland in an International Trial Match. 
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LIEUTENANT OSCAR BROWN, 7th 
HARIANA LANCERS, INDIAN ARMY, 
attd. 4th (ROYAL IRISH) DRAGOON 
GUARDS, aioe eee 

born at Sherborne, 
Dorsetshire, on the 
20th May, 1888, was 
the son of the late 
William Hooper 
Masters Brown, of 
Highfield House, 
Sherborne, and a 
grandson of the late 
John Brown, Wade- 
ford House, Chard, 
Somerset. 

He was educated at Sherborne School, and the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, on passing out of which he 
was gazetted in September, 1908, to the North- 
amptonshire Regiment, becoming Lieutenant 
in December, 1910, and serving with his Regi- 
ment in India and at home. In September, 
1911, he exchanged into the 7th Lancers, 
Indian Army, and in 1913 was invalided home 
for illness following an accident while riding in 
a steeplechase for the Delhi Cup. 

He was fond of polo, racing and shooting. 
Soon after war was declared he was attached 
to the 4th Dragoon Guards, with whom he was 
serving when he was instantaneously killed by 
a shell on the 24th April, 1915, during the 
second battle of Ypres, 
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LIEUTENANT WILLIAM EDWARD 
BALCOMBE-BROWN, 68th BATTERY, 
ROYAL FIELD ARTILLERY, 
was killed in action 
by ashell, at the age 
of twenty-two, on 
the 29th June, 1915, 
while acting as Ob- 
servation Officer, He 
was the eldest son of 
I. Balcombe-Brown, 
M.A.Oxon, bar- 
rister-at-law, of the 
Inner Temple. and 
Mrs. Balcombe- 
Brown, of Welling- 
ton, New Zealand, and a grandson of the Hon. 
Colonel W. 1D. H. Baillie, M.L.C., formerly 
Captain in the 24th Foot. Colonel Baillie is 
at the time of writing the only surviving officer 
of those who took part in the Battle of Chillian- 
wallah in 1849. 

Born on the 27th March, 1893, Lieutenant Bal- 
combe-Brown was educated at the Collegiate 
School, Wanganui, and was one of the eight who 
represented the school in the Public Schools’ 
Rifle Competition. When war broke out he was 
an undergraduate at Oriel College, Oxford, 
which he entered in October, 1912. He obtained 
his half-blue at the University for boxing in 
the Inter-’Varsity Contest of 1914, and was 
also for two years a member of the Oxford 
O.T.C. (Artillery Section). On the outbreak 
of the Great War he was gazetted to the 
Special Reserve, and posted to 3A Reserve 
Brigade, Royal Field Artillery, being later 
transferred to the Royal Field Ariillery as 
2nd Lieutenant, his commission being ante- 
dated to December, 1913. His promotion to 
Lieutenant, to date from the 9th June, 
1915, was not gazetted till July, 1915. He 
went to Flanders with his battery in Janu- 
ary, 1915. 


A brother Officer wrote of Licutenant Baleombe-Brown : 
“He was dead certain for distinction and decoration, 
had he lived, for sheer, capable work, which he loved 
and did so fearlessly responsibly in the most dangerous 
positions.”” 


CAPTAIN JOHN AGNEW LANG 
BROWNE, 2nd BATTN. THE QUEEN'S 
(ROYAL WEST SURREY REGIMENT), 
eldest son of Colonel A. Lang Browne, of Wes 

terholme, Ilmin-ter, Somerset, and a grandson 
of John Browne, Esq., M.D., of Dundalk, Ire- 
land, was born at Chester on the 2nd February. 
1889, 

He was educated at Marlborough, where he was 
Captain of his House and Prefect, and the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst. He was a man of fine 
physique, standing 6-ft. 2j-in., and a good 
athlete, playing cricket, football, and hockey 


The latter he played for the Army against 
Ireland afew months after joining his regiment. 
He was gazetted to ‘ — 
the Queen’s in Sep- 
tember, 1909, becom- 
ing Lieutenant in 
March, 1912, and 
served at Gibraltar 
and Bermuda. At 
the latter he was 
A.D.C. to the Gover- 
nor, the late Sir 
Walter — Kitchener. 
He then accom- 
panied the Queen’s 
to South Africa, and remained there till the 
outbreak of the war, when his battalion was 
brought home to form part of the 22nd Bri- 
gade of the heroic VIIth Division, and pro- 
ceeded to Zeebrugge in October, 1914. 

He was wounded in the famous bayonet charge 
on the 7th November, 1914, near Ypres, and 
was invalided home. This renowned charge of 
the 2nd Battalion, Queen’s Regiment, took 
place near Zwartelen and Hill 60; and that 
battalion and the Ist Royal Welsh Fusiliers 
were amalgamated into one weak battalion, 
under Captain Alleyne, of the Queen’s. In the 
whole 22nd Brigade there was not a Field officer 
left. The Queen’s charged right home and 
carried two lines of trenches, the enemy being 
all bayoneted or put to flight. In this charge 
Lieutenant Haigh, the Adjutant, was killed 
(see Volume I), and Captain Alleyne and four 
officers—among them Captain Lang Browne— 
were wounded. Three machine guns were 
captured. After recovery Captain Browne 
returned to the front in March, 1915, and was 
killed while gallantly leading his company 
(© A”) in an attack on the German trenches 
at Festubert on the morning of the 16th May, 
1915. He had promoted Captain in 
‘ebruary. 1915. 

A brother Officer, in writing, described him 
as being a true English gentleman, a good 
sportsman, a fine leader of men, and a great 
less to his regiment, as he was beloved by all, 
both officers and men,

LIEUTENANT ERNEST OTTO 
ALFRED BRUNS, 16th BATTN. (SOUTH 
AUSTRALIA, WEST AUSTRALIA) 
AUSTRALIAN 


INFANTRY, 
a son of C. F. A. 
and Antoinette 
Bruns, of Murray 
Bridge, South Aus- 
tralia, came of a 
military family. His 
great - yrandfather, 
Major Wundunberg, 
fought at Waterloo 
and in the Crimean 
War. 

Born on the 11th 
September, 1890, at 
Hartley, near Callington, Lieutenant Bruns 
commenced his career in the Education Depart- 
ment, and passed through the Pupil Teachers’ 
Training College, afterwards taking a course 
at the Adelaide University. His first appoint- 
ment was at Strathalbyn, where he was for 
twelve months. He was afterwards an assistant 
at the Gawler Public School for nearly three 
years. In 1914 he resigned from the Education 
Department and entered the service of the 
Defence Department, under which he was 
gazetted Lieutenant in the 79th Infantry, and 
was detailed for duty as Area Officer at Kadina. 
When war was declared he was anxious to 
serve his King and country, and when he 
provided a substitute to take his place the 
Defence Department accepted him, and he was 
gazetted Lieutenant in the 16th Battalion, 
Australian Infantry. 

Lieutenant Bruns accompanied his battalion 
first to Egypt, afterwards going on to the 
Dardanelles. He was killed in action in 
Gallipoli Peninsula on the 2nd May, 1915, and 
the story of how he fell is told by a Sergeant in 
his company. 

“It was on Sunday, May 2nd, when our battalion was 
resting, that we got the news that the 16th had to take a 
hill that is now called ‘Dead Man’s Gully,’ and at 6.30 p.m. 
my company (‘ D’) led the way up the narrow gully. 
One of our lieutenants was in front, and I was second, 
with my men behind me. After about fifteen minutes’ 
marching up the gully, up to our knees in mud, we 
started to climb the cliff. We had got about three- 
quarters of the way up before they saw us, and started 
firing down on us. The young German Australian fell 
as he led the charge to the top of the hill. It did not take 
us long to drive them out with the bayonet, and all our 
lads were singing ‘ Tipperary ’ as they charged. We held 
the trench against great odds, and the heroic Lieutenant 
who now held command of ‘ C’ Company, as the Captain 
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was killed on the way up, was having a very rough time 
on the left, as a large number of Turks had got behind 
him. At last the Licutenant got hit in the thigh, but 
he would not leave the lads; and when the Turks began 
to get a bit closer, he got up and led @ charge, but was 
hit with a hand grenade. He saluted and fell back dead.” 
A Senior Officer, speaking at Murray Bridge, and asking 
for recruits, said: ‘* Lieutenant Bruns had been with 
me in Australia and in Egypt, and I knew his worth. 
When he sent those messages (asking for more men), 
I had to send him word to keep at it, and in keeping up 
his end he and almost the whole of his command paid 
the extreme sacrifice. His last words to me were, ‘ Send 
more men.’ ” 


CAPTAIN HENRY GRENVILLE 
BRYANT, D.S.O., 2nd BATTN. THE 
KING’S (SHROPSHIRE LIGHT 
INFANTRY), 
was the eldest son 
of Mr. H. S. Bryant, 
of Hesketh Crescent. 
Torquay, and a 
grandson of the late 
Major - General Sir 


Jeremiah Bryant, 
C.B. 

Captain Bryant was 
born at 41, Green 
Street, Grosvenor 
Square, London, 


S.W., on the 5th June, 1872, and was educated 
at Eton. 

He was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Bedford- 
shire Regiment, from the Militia, in June. 1894, 
and in September of that year was transferred 
to the 2nd Battalion, Shropshire Light Infantry, 
becoming Lieutenant in July, 1898. He accom- 
panied his battalion to South Africa in Novem- 
ber, 1899, and from 1900 to 1901 he was 
Brigade Signalling Officer, graded Staff Captain. 
During the South African War (1899-1902) 
he took part in operations in the Orange 
Free State, including those at Paardeberg 
and actions at Poplar Grove, Dreifontein, 
Houtnek (Thoba Mountain), Vet River, and 
Zand River. He was also present at operations 
in the Transvaal, including actions near 
Pretoria and Johannesburg; operations east 
and west of Pretoria, including actions at 
Flands River; in the Orange River Colony, 
where he took part in the action at Rhenoster ; 
in Cape Colony, south of the Orange River; 
and again in the Transvaal. He was slightly 
wounded in the war, and for his services he 
was mentioned in Despatches (‘‘ London 
Gazette,’’ 10th September, 1901), received the 
Queen’s medal with four clasps and the King’s 
medal with two clasps, and was awarded the 
D.S.0. He was promoted Captain in January, 
1902. 

Captain Bryant served with his battalion in 
India from March, 1904, to January, 1905, and 
again from 1907 to October, 1914, when it was 
ordered to proceed on active service in the 
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Great War. He went with it to Flanders, 
which he reached in December, 1914. On the 
26th April, 1915—to use the words of his 
Commanding Officer—he “ gallantly” led a 
night attack of his company on a Saxon trench 
near Ypres. He was seen by his men, at whose 
head he charged, to reach the parapet, and to 
be wounded, as was afterwards ascertained, by 
a hand grenade. He was reported “ missing.” 
On the Ist May, 1915, five days after the action, 
he died, in the Kriegs Lazarette, at Roulers, 
of heart failure, following the amputation of 
his right arm. In a letter which he dictated 
after the operation he said that he was well 
treated and looked after by the doctors. He 
was buried with military honours in the church- 
yard at Roulers. 

Captain Bryant had been reported as having 
done extremely good work during the winter 
and spring of 1914-15. He was mentioned, 
after his death, in Sir John French’s Despatch 
of 3ilst May, 1915. 

A brother Officer wrote: ‘‘ His name will always be 


revered in the regiment for what is noblest and best 
I never met a man so absolutely without fear.’’ 


Captain Bryant married, in 1904, Phillis Mary, 
daughter of the late Mr. John Richard Westgate 
Hildyard and of Mrs. Hildyard, of Horsley, 
County Durham, and of Hutton Bouville Hall, 
Yorkshire. 


LIEUTENANT JAMES HERBERT BUCHANAN, 4th 
(ExTRA RESERVE) BATTN. PRINCESS VICTORIA’S 
(RoyaL IRisH FUSsILIEers), attd. Ist BATTN. 
LEINSTER REGIMENT, died of wounds, 16th 
March, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT RICHARD BREN- 
DAN BUCHANAN, 
(TERRIT,) 


15th BATTN. 
THE ROYAL SCOTS 
FUSILIERS, 
was the younger son 
of R. Eccles Buch- 
anan, C.E., of Chis- 
wick Lodge, Lon- 
donderry. His elder 
brother, who is in 
the Royal Engineers, 
is serving with the 
Indian Expedition- 
ary Force. In 
November, 1915, 
“ 2nd Lieutenant 
Buchanan’s father was gazetted to a lieutenancy 
in the Army, and appointed Recruiting Officer 
at Londonderry. 
2nd Lieutenant Buchanan was born on the 6th 
May, 1894, at Londonderry, and was educated 
at Foyle College, Londonderry; Bedford School, 
and Edinburgh University Medical School, 
which he entered in 1911. He passed all his 
examinations, except the final, with first-class 
honours, gaining the Bronze medals in Zoology, 
Practical Anatomy, and Surgery. 


On the day after war was declared against 
Germany he applied for a commission, and was 
gazetted to a Lieutenancy in the Royal Army 
Medical Corps, Special Reserve. Finding he 
could not be permitted to go on active service 
until he had completed his medical course, he 
applied for a transfer to the Royal Scots 
Fusiliers, and in October, 1914, he was gazetted 
2nd Lieutenant in the 5th Battalion of that 
regiment, going for training to Cambusbarron, 
Stirlingshire. About the middle of May, 1915, 
2nd Lieutenant Buchanan went with his 
battalion to the Gallipoli Peninsula with the 
Dardanelles Expeditionary Force, landing there 
on the 30th of that month. He was killed on 
the 20th June, 1915, while in a support trench, 
and was buried on a cliff overlooking ‘ Lan- 
cashire Landing.” 


CAPTAIN WALTER BRUCE GRAY- 
BUCHANAN, ADJUTANT 2nd 
BATTN. THE CAMERONIANS (SCOT- 
TISH RIFLES), 
was the son of 
Colonel J. R. Gray- 
Buchanan, of Scots- 
toun, Rutherglen, 
Co. Lanark, who 
formerly served in 
the same regiment 
for many years from 
1859, and after- 
wards commanded 
the 3rd Battalion of 
the Cameronians. 
Captain W. B. Gray-Buchanan was born at 
Eastfield, Rutherglen, on the 20th August, 
1885, and was educated at Cargilfield School, 
Edinburgh, and Fettes College, and joined the 
8rd (Militia) Battalion of the Scottish Rifles, 
as 2nd Lieutenant, in February, 1905, being 
promoted Lieutenant in March, 1906. He was 
gazetted to the regular regiment in February, 
1907, and was promoted Lieutenant in October, 
1909, Captain in November, 1914, and was 
appointed Adjutant of the 2nd Battalion in 
February, 1915. 

Captain Gray-Buchanan was killed in action on 
the 10th March, 1915, at Neuve Chapelle. 


CAPTAIN ERIC WILSON BUCKLER, 
M.C., 6th (RESERVE) attd. 3rd BATTN. 
WORCESTERSHIRE REGIMENT, 
who was killed in action at Hooge on the 16th 
June, 1915, while leading his company, was the 
second son of the late John H. Buckler, Captain 
R.M.S.S. Company, and of Mrs. Frank Ashwin, 
of Barnes. 

He was born at Southampton on the 11th June, 
1885, and was educated at Leeds Grammar 
School and at Kelso. 

He served for a time in the King’s Own Scottish 


Borderers Cadet Corps and in the Royal 
Army Medical Corps. He afterwards went to 
= ... Canada, where he was 
for some years en- 
gaged in ranching 
and real estate busi- 
ness in the West. 
While there he served 
as Lieutenant in the 
15th Canadian Light 
Horse. He was a 
member of the 
Ranchers’ Club, 
Calgary. 
When the war broke 
out he was in England on business, and cabled 
to Canada asking if his regiment was coming 
over, and finding it was uncertain he joined 
King Edward’s Horse as a Trooper, awaiting 
developments, and was subsequently given a 
commission as Lieutenant in the 6th Battalion, 
Worcestershire Regiment, in October, 1914, 
being promoted Captain in February, 1915. For 
his services at St. Eloi he was mentioned in 
Sir John French’s Despatch of 31st May, 1915, 
and was awarded the Military Cross. 
With the exception of ten days, when he was in 
hospital, wounded, he served with his battalion 
continuously till his death. 
Captain Buckler married Muriel Irene, daughter 
of E. R. Frost, of Calgary. He left no children. 


Masor LLEWELLYN Morris BUCKNILL, RoYAL 
FIELD ARTILLERY, died of wounds, 18th May, 
1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT WALLACE ALFRED 
BUCKWORTH, Ist BATTN. THE 
ROYAL INNISKILLING FUSILIERS, 
was the youngest 
son of the late Ben- 
jamin Buckworth, of 
Croydon, where he 
was born on the 
25th May, 1882. 

He was educated at 
the Whitgift School, 


Croydon, and en- 
listed in the 4th 
Battalion, Worces- 


ter Regiment, with 
which he served for 
fourteen years in Bermuda, Egypt, Malta, 
India, and Burma, and had reached the rank of 
Colour-Sergeant. In December, 1914, he was 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Inniskilling 
Fusiliers, and was posted to the Ist Battalion, 
2nd Lieutenant Buckworth arrived in England 
in January, 1915, and left with his battalion, 
which formed part of the XXIXth Division, 
of the Dardanelles Expeditionary Force, in 
March, 1915, 
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2nd Lieutenant Buckworth was killed in action 
in Gallipoli Peninsula, while leading his men 
on the 8th May, 1915. He was buried by the 
side of a gully that sweeps down to the sea on 
the western shore of the Peninsula. 

He married, in January, 1915, Evelyn Maria, 
daughter of Mrs. J. E. King, of 33, Hosack Road, 
Balham, London, S.W., and of the late George 
King, of Clewer, Windsor, and left one daughter, 
born in December, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT (temp.) WRINCH JOSEPH CHARLES 
Bupp, 9th (SERVICE) BATTN. THE SouTH WALES 
BorvERERS, was killed in action, 27th June, 
1915. 

CapTAIN JOHN HENRY BupGE, 4th (Ross H1GH- 
LAND) Barry. (TeRRIT.) SEAFORTID HIGH- 
LANDERS (ROSS-SHIRE Burrs, THE DUKE OF 
ALBANY’s), died of wounds, 14th March, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT KENNETH BUIST, Ist 
BATTN. THE BLACK WATCH (ROYAL 
HIGHLANDERS), 
eldest son of Colonel 
F. B. Buist, of Scone, 
Perthshire, and 
Swalcliffe Lea, near 
Banbury, Oxford- 
shire, was born on 
the 27th November, 
1894, and educated 
at the Golden Par- 


sonage, Gadsden, 
Herts ; at Southwood 
House, Cheltenham 


College; and the R.M.C.. Sandhurst. 

Lieutenant Buist was gazetted to the Black 
Watch in September, 1918; promoted Lieu- 
tenant in December, 1914; and was killed in 
action on the 25th January, 1915, at Cuinchy, 
France, while serving with his battalion. On 
the 3lst May, 1915, he was mentioned in 
Despatches for gallant and distinguished con- 


duct in the field. 

The following account of his death was received by his 
father from the Officer Commanding his battalion: 
“Your brave son, Kenneth, was killed in action at 
Cuinchy near Béthune, about 4 p.m. on Monday, the 
25th, when leading the most forward platoon of ‘ B 
Company in an attack to recover some trenches which 
had been lost by another regiment. His platoon was in 
advance of the rest of the line, and had passed by some 
eighty yards the trench lately occupied by the Germans, 
when they came under a heavy enfilade fire from a railway 
embankment. He was killed instantaneously. His 
body was recovered, and buried in Cuinchy Churchyard, 
and we set up a wooden cross to mark the spot a few 
days ago. 

“Your son is the greatest loss to the regiment. It had 
given me the greatest pleasure, only a few days ago, to 
tell him how extremely pleased I was with the way he 
had commanded ‘ B’ Company. I had hoped to have 
written to the Officer Commanding the 2nd Battalion 
to thank him for sending me such an invaluable 
officer. I had served with him in India, but it was out 
here on service that I recognised in him a born leader of 
men, a most gallant, high-spirited officer and a most 
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lovable comrade. His unfailing cheeriness, courage, 
knowledge of his work, and capacity of handling men 
made him an invaluable officer. He was untiring and 
absolutely dependable, and every one of us mourns the 
loss of a real friend, and a most upright and trusted 
comrade.” 

A more detailed account was received from an Officer of 
the Cameron Highlanders, who wrote: ‘‘ On Monday, 
January 25th, the trenches between the French left and 
the railway at Cuinchy were blown up at 7.15 a.m., and 
the Black Watch and King’s Royal Rifles got word to 
attack at 12 (midnight) and retake the lost trenches. 
I was on the extreme left of the line in a disused trench, 
which was in a very bad condition, being full of mud and 
water, and blown in by shells in many places. About 
noon I saw the 42nd slowly advancing on the extreme 
right. Just then Lieutenant Buist came struggling 
along the trench in which I was, followed by twenty- 
eight of his men. His platoon took some time to come 
up, owing to the state of the trench, and I had five or 
six minutes’ conversation with him. We discussed the 
position, and the way things were going, and he told me 
he was going to charge with his men from our trench 
to the line held by the enemy (about 120 yards) as soon 
as his men were ready. He said his platoon would draw 
the fire of the Germans while his battalion, which was 
temporarily checked on the right, rushed the trenches. 
The rifle fire was very hot at the time, and it looked like 
certain death for anyone to attempt that charge; but 
Lieutenant Buist, though recognising the danger, did 
not hesitate. Having seen his platoon was ready, he 
shook hands with me and scrambled out of the trench, 
followed by his men. From all along the line the enemy 
seemed to bring their fire to bear on that Black Watch 
platoon as it rushed over the muddy ground. I saw 
Lieutenant Buist fall, and not one of his men got as far 
as he did owing to the terrible fire that was brought to 
bear on them. Very few, if any, were left. I think your 
son died a splendid death, resolute and undaunted, 
leading on his gallant men, and when he fell he was well 
in front of them, facing the enemy.” 

Lieutenant Kenneth Buist stood 6-ft. 4-in. 
in his socks, and was one of the handsomest. 
officers in the British Army. He excelled at 
all manly games, was a fine shot, a good fisher- 
man, and a bold rider to hounds.

Barry. THe RivteE BriGADE (THE PRINCE 
Consort’s Own), died of wounds, 16th March, 
1915. 

2nd LievuTENANT HaAroLp STERNDALE ENT- 
WISLE BuRyY, SPECIAL RESERVE, GRENADIER 
GuARDS, was killed, 25th or 26th January, 1915. 


CAPTAIN WALTER DONALD BUSH, 
4th BATTN. THE WORCESTERSHIRE 
REGIMENT, 
born at Hingham, 
Norfolk, on the 11th 
February, 1887, was 
the son of F.W. and 
Lucy Bush, and a 
grandson of the late 
Charles Crawshay, of 
Hingham, Norfolk. 
Captain Bush was 
educated at = Mr. 
John’s Private 
School, Winchester, 
and at Eastbourne College. He played cricket, 
golf, and polo, and was an amateur rider of 
merit, having won many races in India, in- 
cluding the Indian Grand National Steeplechase 
in Calcutta. He received his first appointment 
as 2nd Lieutenant, in the 3rd Battalion, West 
Suffolk Militia, in January, 1905, from which 
he joined the Regular Army in May, 1908, 
when he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 
Worcestershire Regiment. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in March, 1911, and in September, 
1914, was appointed A.D.C. to General Pilcher 
in Burma. When his battalion was ordered on 
active service he rejoined, and accompanied 
it with the Dardanelles Expeditionary Force. 
He was promoted Captain in May, 1915. 

For his gallantry in the operations on the 
Gallipoli Peninsula Captain Bush was awarded 
the Military Cross, and was mentioned in Sir 
Jan Hamilton’s Despatch of the 12th June, 
1915. He was slightly wounded three times 
during the operations, and was killed in action 
by the bursting of a shell on the 4th June, 
1915. He was buried at Krithia. 

The Officer Commanding his battalion wrote 
expressing how popular he had been with all 
ranks, and regretting the loss of such a capable 
and brave officer. 


LIEUTENANT ERNEST JOHN 
DOUGLAS BUSSELL, NIGERIA REGT., 
WEST AFRICAN FRONTIER FORCE, 
born at Crouch End, 
London, N., on the 
3rd August, 1884, 
was the eldest son 
of Mr. and Mrs. FE. C. 
Bussell, of Gothic 
Lodge, New Park 
Road, Clapham 
Park, S.W. Two of 
his brothers joined 
the ranks of the 
Army at the out- 
break of the war, 
and have since received commissions. 

Lieutenant Bussell was educated at “ Tollington ” 
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College, London, and at Holmwood, Bexhill. 
He received his military training in Lord 
Strathcona’s Horse in Winnipeg, being dis- 
tinguished for his shooting, for which he won 
one gold and two silver medals, and for 
his fearless horsemanship. Previously he spent 
some years, on the Pacific slopes, ranching, 
prospecting, and hunting, and, in Canada, 
farming. Later, he renewed his early career 
in a City merchant’s office, and for a time 
turned his attention to commerce. Love of 
adventure, however, took him to Northern 
Nigeria, where he traded with success in the 
tin areas in Kano, While there he trained his 
ponies for racing, and won three cups as a 
member of the Western Sudan Sports Club. 
On his second journey to West Africa he 
arrived on the 4th August, 1914, and at once 
joined the Expeditionary Force to Togoland, 
and when the work there was finished he re- 
sumed business in Coomassie. Again, in 
response to the call for volunteers for the 
Cameroons Expedition, he came forward, and 
on the recommendation of the Chief Com- 
missioner of Ashanti he was gazetted Lieu- 
tenant in the Nigeria Regiment, which he 
joined in the Cameroons, leaving Secondi on 
the Ist May, 1915. He took part in the advance 
of the convoy under Major Meyer Griffith, and 
when that officer was killed Lieutenant Bussell 
decided to retire, bringing the convoy and 
wounded safely back to the station from which 
they had started. (For an account of the ad- 
vance of the convoy see biography of Major 
Meyer Griffith.) Lieutenant Bussell was Convoy 
Officer in charge of carriers taking supplies, 
ammunition, etc., on the Jaundi road to the 
front, which during June was about sixty- 
three miles from the railway base at Edea, his 
being from Ngwe to Wum Biagus, 
a distance of twenty-one miles. 

The following account was written by the Senior Supply 
and Transport Officer: ‘“ During the latter part of May 
and June the enemy became very active in attacking the 
lines of communication, particularly between Ngwe and 
Wum Biagus. On the 9th May Lieutenant Bussell 
left Wum Biagus, with 220 carriers, for Ngwe to bring 
back a supply column. He turned back from Ngwe on 
the 11th. The escort of the convoy was composed of 
French soldiers, with a French officer in command. 
Lieutenant Bussell was the only British officer. The con- 
voy left Ngwe at about 5.30 a.m., and all went well until 
within a few miles beyond a place called Njonjok, some 
nine miles from Ngwe. It would appear that the party 
of Germans who made the attack were in this case 
comparatively small. They allowed the majority of 
the convoy to pass unmolested until the late Lieutenant 
Bussell, who was riding a mule, passed, when they opened 
a sharp fire. The shot which killed Lieutenant Bussell 
passed through the right thigh, severing the femoral 
artery, which at once caused his death, and passed 
through the right flap of the saddle into the mule. 
Lieutenant Bussell fell, and the mule, which was wounded 
in many places, went into the bush and died. The late 
Lieutenant Bussell must have drawn his revolver the 
moment the firing started, as it was found afterwards 
in his hand, but there is no doubt he was hit by one of 
the first shots of the attack. After the attack had been 
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repulsed, and the firing ceased, his body was taken in a 
hammock to Wum Biagus, where he was buried by the 
side of another officer who had been killed in action. 
It should be said that the country is covered with thick 
bush through which the road is cut, which enables the 
enemy to approach unseen to very close quarters, and 
renders convoy work extremely dangerous when the 
enemy is active. Wum Biagus itself, near which is the 
grave, is merely a small native village. The grave is 
near a river whose banks are thickly covered with large 
trees. The work of a transport officer on convoy duty 
is of a very important and arduous nature, especially 
when the firing starts, as his duty is to control the 
carriers—often a dangerous and difficult task. Licutenant 
Bussell died doing his duty, and at the moment of his 
death was at the rear of a long line of carriers, encour- 
aging them and secing that the more tired of the carriers 
were helped along the road. The late Lieutenant Bussell 
was a very efficient officer, and his colonial knowledge 
was of very great use. His loss was very much felt.” 

A Captain in the Nigeria Regiment wrote: ‘* He died 
as we all hope to, if it is demanded of us, in the execution 
of his duty. . . . Your son proved himself thoroughly 
capable of the work he had volunteered for, and his loss 
was indeed a loss.”” 


CapTAIN THE Rev. JouN GARRATT BUSSELL, 
7th (SERVICE) BaTrx. THE RoyaL Sussex 
REGIMENT, was killed in action, 28th June, 1915. 
LIEUTENANT CHARLES GEOFFREY BUTCHER, Ist 
Batre. THE DORSETSHIRE REGIMENT, was 
killed by asphyxiating gas, 2nd May, 1915. 
LIEUTENANT EpwarRp HENRY UNDERWOOD 
BuTransuaw, 2nd Barry. THE Burrs (East 
KENT REGIMENT), died of wounds, 25th April, 
1915. 

CapTAIN Harry VIVIAN Byatr Byatt, RoyAL 
ARMY MEDICAL Corps, died of wounds, 10th 
March, 1915. 

2nd LIEUTENANT Harry Gustav Byna, attd. 
2nd Batrn. Tue BORDER REGIMENT, was 
killed in action, 16th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT ALBERT JOHN 
BYRNE, 10th BATTN. (S. AUS- 
TRALIA) AUSTRALIAN INFANTRY, 
born on the 21st 
September, 1890, at 
Thackaringa, New 
South Wales, Aus- 
tralia, was a son of 
the late James and 
Elizabeth Byrne, of 
Thackaringa. 

He received a good 
education, and after 
leaving school be- 
came an Inter- 
national Correspon- 
dence School Student in Electricity. He took 
@ great interest in military affairs, and did 
good work on the Instructional Staff of the 
local forces, which he joined seven years before 
the outbreak of war. He was a fine rifle 
shot, and won gold and silver medals at rifle 
shooting competitions. When war was declared, 
and the Australian Contingents were being 


formed, he was one of the first to volunteer 
in Broken Hill, New South Wales, for active 
service, and was offered and accepted a com- 
mission, as Lieutenant, in the 10th Battalion. 
Lieutenant Byrne proceeded to Egypt with his 
battalion, thence to the Dardanelles, where 
he was mortally wounded at 4 p.m. on the 
25th April, 1915, while leading his men during 
the landing at Gaba Tepe, Gallipoli Peninsula. 
He died next day, and was buried on the field 
of battle at Gaba Tepe. Lieutenant Byrne 
was proud of his men, who would follow him 
anywhere. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEORGE PICKERSGILL CABLE, 
5th (RESERVE), attd. 2nd Batrx. THE RIFLE 
BRIGADE (THE PRINCE CoNsoRT’s OWN), was 
killed in action, 9th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENTANT THOMAS LEONARD 
CADELL, 3rd BATTN. Ist INFANTRY 
BRIGADE, AUSTRALIAN IM- 
PERIAL FORCE, 
was the only son of 
John Alexander Ca- 
dell, Newcastle, New 
South Wales, and a 
relative of Colonel 
Thomas Cadell, V.C., 
late Indian Army, 
who fought in the 
Indian Mutiny, be- 
ing at the time of 
writing one of the 
oldest officers in the 
British Army to wear that coveted decoration, 
which he won m 1857. He was also related to 
the late General Sir Robert Cadell, K.C.B., 
Royal (late Madras) Artillery, and was born at 
Goulburn, N.S.W., on the 7th December, 1896. 
He was educated at the Newcastle (N.S.W.) 
High School as a Military Student, afterwards 
becoming a Lieutenant of the Senior Cadets 
there. At school he was the champion 220 yards 
runner in 1913 and a representative three- 
quarter in the Rugby team, being also a good 
surfer and middle-distance swimmer. Having 
joined the 3rd Infantry Battalion A.I.F. on the 
outbreak of war, Lieutenant Cadell accompanied 
it to the Gallipoli Peninsula, where he was 
wounded at the landing on the 25th April, 
1915, and, having rejoined after recovery at the 
end of May, was again most severely wounded 
at Anzac, dying at sea from the effects of the 
wounds on the 22nd June, 1915. In one of his 
last letters just before rejoining he expressed 
a hope that recruits were coming in, though it 
made him sad to sce the wounded and killed, 
hearing that others of fighting age were going 
off to amusements at home without perhaps 
even bothering to read the war news. Lieu- 
tenant Cadell’s father received many letters 


of appreciation relative to his son’s military 


career. 

An Officer who served with him told a friend: “ He 
absolutely could not say enough about Tom, reckoned 
he was the bravest and best officer he had, and when he 
got hit in the hand would not be ordered down to the 
beach. He finally persuaded him, as he thought, to 
go, but found him later working harder than ever, 
afterwards helping the doctors and nurses with the 
wounded, in spite of his own wound.” 

The Dean of Sydney, who had been at the front, in a 
sermon related the following account of the young 
officer : *‘ They never turned tail—unever retreated—only 
by word of command. They poured out their blood 
like water. There was a young subaltern, just out of 
his teens, who was wounded just after the landing. He 
was taken to a hospital ship, but went back to the battle- 
field as soon as he was able. One day in the rest camp, 
which was more dangerous than the trenches, the 
Turks sighted and shelled them. There were only 
seventy or eighty of our lads, who were in charge of this 
young officer. He bade them seek shelter. He remained 
till the last, and, as he was moving, he was struck by 
a piece of shrapnel. He shook hands with me on the 
beach on his way to the hospital ship. ‘ Tell the boys 
I’m sorry ; but I'll be with them in a few days,’ he said. 
But he died two days afterwards.” 

A Colonel wrote of him : ‘* He was all smiles, and bounded 
about with the agility of perfect health and keenness. 
As to his men he was their darling and their hero (it must 
be remembered he was not nineteen)—no boy, but a 
born commander.”* 

Another Senior Officer wrote : “ I want to send you a few 
lines to say what good work your boy has been doing. 
He came back from hospital, and at once took up his 
duties of Platoon Commander with energy. He was 
always alert and willing, and was doing splendidly 
when he managed to pick up another hit. It is regarded 
as a serious wound, but not altogether dangerous.” 

A Private, not a young soldier, who had been under 
Lieutenant Cadell, said he was one of the bravest officers 
that ever existed. To use the man’s own words : ** Lieu- 
tenant Cadell had the years of a boy with the heart and 
bravery of an experienced soldier. Even we old soldiers 
would have followed him anywhere. The day he died 
he said to one of the officers, ‘ I’ve a feeling I’m going 
to be blown out. If it weren’t for the Dad I'd be glad. 
It’s a great death—a soldier's.’ The poor boy fell 
that day.”* 

Other letters from both officers, N.C.O.s, and 
men, all referred to Lieutenant Cadell in the 
same commendatory terms, showing that all 
ranks were impressed with the fine character 
and behaviour of the young officer, who was 
hardly more than a boy, setting an example 
which must have been invaluable even for 


men much older than himself. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEORGE CADENHEAD, 3rd 
(RESERVE), attd. 2nd Batty. THE QUEEN’S 
Own CAMERON HIGHLANDERS, was killed in 
action, 10th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT FRANCIS EDWARD 
CADGE, ist BATTN. ESSEX REGT., 
youngest son of Edward Cadge, of Loddon, 
Norfolk, was born there on the 7th February, 
1893. Two of his brothers are now serving— 
Captain W. Cadge, in the 9th Battalion of the 
Norfolks, and Lieutenant C. R. Cadge, in the 
8th Battalion of the East: Surrey Regiment. 

He was educated at Haileybury and the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, receiving his commission in the 
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Essex Regiment in February, 1912. He was 
attached to the 2nd Battalion until September, 
1912, when he joined 
the Ist Battalion at 
Quetta. In Novem- 
ber, 1913, he went 
with a detachment. 
of his regiment to 
Mauritius, being pro- 
moted Lieutenant in 
the same month. The 
battalion returned 
home in December, 
1914, and went with 
the Mediterranean 
ixpeditionary Force on active 
1915. 

The Ist Battalion, Essex Regiment, formed part 
of the XXXIXth Division, and landed at “W” 
Beach on the 25th April, 1915, having to face 
furious and long-prepared opposition by the 
Turks. Lieutenant Cadge was leading his men 
to take a position on the 29th April when he 
was killed by a bullet in the head. 

Lieutenart Cadge was a member of the United 
Service Club, was a smart and promising young 
officer, and very popular with his regiment. 
The Licutenant-Colonel of his battalion, himself after- 
wards killed, wrote: ‘* He was such a good officer, and 
such a dear boy, and so much beloved by us all. His 
conduct had been specially brought to my notice after 
the first day's fighting which we had, when he showed 
himself to be a fearless and gallant officer. His death 
was instantaneous, and he can have had no pain whe 


ever. In the regiment we shall miss him dreadfully. 
He was such a very good and lovable boy.”

2nd LigUTENANT MARTIN FREDERICK HEATH- 
CALDWELL, RoyAL Horse ARTILLERY, was 
killed in action, 16th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (temp.) MALCOLM 
ERNEST CALLARD, RESERVE OF 
OFFICERS, attd. Ist BATTN. LOYAL 
NORTH LANCASHIRE REGIMENT, 
was the second son 
of Mr. and Mrs. 
Ernest Callard, 
Little Missenden, 
Bucks. 

He was born in 
January, 1885, and 
was educated at 
Clifton, and after- 
wards at Tours, 
under a private 
tutor. He received 
his commission as 
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he had placed him safely in a cave on his home 
estate. On his mother’s side the deceased 
officer was a cousin of the late General Sir 
Hector Macdonald, K.C.B., D.S.O. (‘‘ Fighting 
Mac ”’). 

Lieutenant Cameron was born in 1890, and was 
educated at the Glenurquhart Higher Grade 
School in Aberdeenshire and at Edinburgh 
University. From the University he took up an 
appointment as one of the staff of specialists at 
Skerry’s College, Edinburgh. He was connected 
with the Officers’ Training Corps of the Uni- 
versity, and when war was declared gave up 
his position at Skerry’s and was gazetted to 
the Special Reserve, Royal Field Artillery, 
on probation, in August, 1914. In the following 
spring he proceeded with the Mediterranean 
Expeditionary Force, and took part in the 
memorable landing with the X XIXth Division 
and in the subsequent heavy fighting in Galli- 
poli Peninsula. He was killed on the 7th May, 
1915, while on duty as Forward Observing 
Officer for his battery. 


His Commanding Officer wrote, with reference to his 
death, that “he was doing excellent work for his 
battery in the advanced trenches of the infantry. His 
reports were most valuable, and he continued telephoning 
till the wires were cut by the heavy shrapnel fire. On 
the 7th, Lieutenant Cameron detected from his advanced 


post a Maxim gun about to open fire on the Lancashire 
Fusiliers, who were advancing in rather close formation. 


In directing them to extend, he gallantly exposed himself 
to the enemy’s fire, and, receiving a bullet in the head, 
was almost instantaneously killed. He gave his life 


to save others. He was a most keen and enthusiastic 
officer, and the whole battery was grieved at his death.” 


Lieutenant Cameron left a widow, Mrs. Jessie 
Deans Cameron, of 92, Montpelier Park, Edin- 
burgh, and two children. 


LIEUTENANT WILLIAM MATHESON 
CAMERON, 2nd BATTN. TRANSVAAL 
SCOTTISH, 
was the youngest 
son of Duncan 
Cameron, banker, of 
Tain, Ross-shire, and 
was born in Thurso 
on the 17th June, 
1879. 

Lieutenant Cameron 
was educated at Tain 
Royal Academy and 
George Watson’s 
College, Edinburgh, 
entering afterwards the Commercial Bank, 
St. Vincent Street, Glasgow. On the outbreak 
of the South African War he enlisted in the 
Imperial Yeomanry and served as a Private, 
being afterwards gazetted Lieutenant in the 
Yeomanry. For his services in the war he 
received the Queen’s and King’s medals with 
five clasps. 

Lieutenant Cameron settled in Johannesburg 
after the Boer War, and was engaged on the 


Staff of the East Rand Mines when the war 
with Germany broke out. He volunteered at 
once for active service. and served under 
General Botha in German West Africa. He 
was killed on the 26th April, 1915, by a bursting 
shell while leading his men against the German 
attack at Trekkopjes, where he was buried. 
Mr. Cameron was an excellent lawn tennis 
player, and held the singles championship 
of the East Rand Club for several years. He 
married Clara Constance, daughter of John 
Munro, manager, Barnato Brothers, Johannes- 
burg, and left one daughter, Constance Ann, 
aged two years. 


2nd LIEUTENANT COLIN WILLIAM BURNLEY- 
CAMPBELL, 3rd (RESERVE), attd. Ist BaTrn. 
PRINCEss LOUISE’S (ARGYLL AND SUTHERLAND 
HIGHLANDERS), was killed in action, 27th June, 
1915. 

LIEUTENANT DONALD CAMPBELL, M.B., RoyaL 
Army MeEpIcat Corps,was killed, 17th February, 
1915. 


CAPTAIN DUNCAN CAMPBELL, 2nd 
BATTN. THE BLACK WATCH (ROYAL 
HIGHLANDERS), 
was the eldest son 
of Colonel Edward 
Campbell, of South 
Hall, Argyll, and of 
Alice Isabel, his wife, 
and was born at 
South Hall on the 
24th October, 1880. 
He was educated at 
Rugby, and joined 
the 3rd Battalion, 
The Black Watch 
(Royal Perth Militia), in September, 1899. He 
volunteered for service in the South African 
War, and, having served there during 1899- 
1900, was given his commission, as 2nd Lieu- 
tenant, in the 2nd Battalion, The Black Watch, 
in October, 1900. He was then posted to the 
1st Battalion in India, and went with them to 
serve in South Africa again from December, 
1901, to May, 1902. He was present at opera- 
tions in the Transvaal and Orange River 
Colony, for which he received the Queen’s 
medal with five clasps. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in May, 1902, and from September, 
1905, to November, 1910, was employed with 
the West African Frontier Force, taking part 
in operations in Northern Nigeria (Hadeija 
Campaign) in 1906 and in other operations, 
for which he received the medal with clasp. He 
did a good deal of big-game shooting in West 
Africa. 

Captain Campbell was promoted to that rank 
in January, 1910. In 1913 he exchanged to the 
2nd Battalion, Black Watch, in India, and 


proceeded with them to France with the 
Indian Expeditionary Force. He was wounded 
in December, 1914, but rejoined as soon as he 
had recovered, and took part in all the actions 
in which the 2nd Battalion, The Black Watch, 
were engaged. He was instantaneously killed 
in action in France on the 18th May, 1915, by a 
shell which burst on the top of the parapet 
of the trench he was occupying with his com- 
pany. He was directing the repair of the 
trench at the time. He was buried at Vieille 
Chapelle, with other officers and men of the 
Black Watch. 

His Commanding Officer (since killed) wrote as follows 
concerning Captain Campbell: ‘*‘ Duncan was a very 
great friend to us who knew him best, and we can share 
your sorrow. He is a great loss to the regiment and to 
the Army, for he was a first-class officer; and the more 


trying the circumstances, the more he proved himself 
superior to them.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT HENRY BETHUNE CAMPBELL, 
1st BaTrn. PRINCcEss LOUISE’s (ARGYLL AND 
SUTHERLAND HIGHLANDERS), was killed in 
action, 23rd February, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT IAN PATRICK 
CAMPBELL, Ist BATTN. THE QUEEN’S 
OWN CAMERON HIGHLANDERS, 
w= was the youngest 
son of Patrick Camp- 
bell, Esq., of the 
family of Campbell 
of Kinloch, in Perth- 
shire; he was a nep- 
hew of General R. B. 
Campbell, C.B., 
Queen’s Own Guides, 
and a cousin of Com- 
mander Spencer 
Login, R.N., and of 
General Sir William 


Meiklejohn, K.C.B. 
2nd Lieutenant Ian P. Campbell was born at 
“Tlam,”’ Christchurch, New Zealand, on the 
26th December, 1896, and was educated at 
Christ’s College, Christchurch, New Zealand, 
and at Cheltenham College, England. He was 
Captain of the College racket pair for two 
years at Queen’s, and won every possible cup 
and prize for rackets at Cheltenham College. 
He also won the Ladies’ Prize and Gold Medal 
at Cheltenham College Athletic Sports in 1914, 
and the open hurdles in 1913 and 1914. 

He entered the R.M.C., Sandhurst, in August, 
1914, and in the November following was 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Cameron 
Highlanders, and posted for training to the 
3rd (Reserve) Battalion, then at Invergordon. 
He was later posted to the Ist Battalion, 
went to France in February, 1915, and was 
killed in the charge at Richebourg l’Avoué 
on the 9th May, 1915. When the order to 
attack was given he was first out of the trenches,

and having led his platoon close up to vhe 
enemy’s trenches, under very heavy fire, he 
was seen to fall. His body was found some 
three weeks later, close to the German trenches, 
and was buried where it lay with those of his 
men who had fallen with him. 


CapTAIN JAMES ARCHIBALD LOCHNELL CAMP- 
BELL, Ist BATTN. PRINCESS LOUISE’S (ARGYLL 
AND SUTHERLAND HIGHLANDERS), died of 
wounds, 19th March, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT KENNETH JAMES 
CAMPBELL, 1/9th (THE DUMBARTON- 
SHIRE) BATTN. (TERRIT.) PRINCESS 
LOUISE'S (ARGYLLAND SUTHERLAND 
HIGHLANDERS), 
who was born in 
Bombay on the 4th 
January, 1891, was 
the only son of 
Robert S. Campbell, 
of Achnashie, Ros- 
neath, Dumbarton- 
shire. The late Rev. 
John Macleod Camp- 
bell, D.D., was his 
grandfather, and he 
was a nephew of the

Gazetteer.” 

He was educated at Rottingdean, Marlborough 
College, and Oxford, where he was a demy of 
Magdalen College, took his degree with Honours 
in History in 1912, and in Greats in 1914. 
He was stroke of his College boat in the Torpids 
when Magdalen was head of the river in Febru- 
ary, 1913. 

2nd, Lieutenant Camphell was gazetted to 
the Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders in 
September, 1914, joining at Bedford. All 
ranks of his battalion having undertaken 
Imperial Service obligations, he went with it 
to France in February, 1915, and was killed 
by a shell on the 10th May, 1915, near Ypres, 
while m charge of the machine guns of his 
battalion. 


His commanding Officer wrote on the 11th May that he 
died “doing his duty nobly.” 


Masor WILLIAM ROBINSON CAMPBELL, D.S.O., 
14th (K1No’s) Hussars, was killed in action, 
13th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN WILLIAM ULICK MIDDLE- 
TON CAMPBELL, Ist BATTN. 
HIGHLAND LIGHT INFANTRY. 
born in Sydney, N.S.W., on the 9th October, 
1885, was the son of the late Hon. W. R. Camp- 
bell, member of the Legislative Council of 
Sydney, and Mrs. Campbell, 15, Emperor’s Gate, 
London, S.W. He was a grandson of Sir E. 
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Deas-Thomson, K.C.M.G., C.B., and a great- 
grandson of General Sir Richard Bourke, 
K.C.B., sometime 
Governor-General of 
Sydney, N.S.W. 

He was educated at 
Cheltenham College, 
and first served in 
the 6th Battalion, 
Royal Warwickshire 
Regiment, to which 
he was appointed 2nd 
Lieutenant in June, 
1904. He received 
his commission in 
the Highland Light Infantry in May, 1906, and 
joined the Ist Battalion in India, where he 
remained till the outbreak of the war, when he 
was stationed at Ambala. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in April, 1909, and Captain in 
November, 1914, and was for some time A.D.C. 
to the Lieutenant-Governor of the United 
Provinces. 

He was granted the Durbar medal, having been 
one of the officers to receive the new colours 
of his battalion at the hands of H.M. King 
George V. 

Captain Campbell, who was unmarried, was a 
member of the Caledonian Club. 

He was killed on the 12th March, 1915, while 
gallantly leading his men to the front line at 
Neuve Chapelle.

CAPTAIN ARTHUR GEORGE CON- 
INGSBY CAPELL, 2nd BATTN.

the 28th June, 1879, 
was the only son of 


the Rev. George 
Marie Capell and 
grandson of the Hon. 
Adolphus Capell, 
brother of the 6th 
| Earl of Essex. His 
\ father died in Jan- 
uary, 1915, and 


Captain Capell was granted special leave to 
attend the funeral on Ist mruary, 1915. 

He was educated by private tutors, and in 
June, 1900, joined the Imperial Yeomanry, 
with which he served in the South African War 
from the early part of 1900 till June, 1901. 
He was present at operations in the Transvaal, 
Orange River Colony, and Cape Colony, and 
received the Queen’s medal with five clasps. 


After returning to England, having been 
recommended for his war services, he received, 
in May, 1902, a commission in the Northampton- 
shire Regiment, and served with his battalion 
at home and in the Mediterranean, being pro- 
moted Lieutenant in February, 1904. 

He was promoted Captain in November, 1910. 
On war breaking out he was serving with his 
battalion at Alexandria, and went to the front 
with it in November, 1914. 

He was twice wounded—on the 10th and 11th 
March, 1915—but remained on duty, and was 
killed at Neuve Chapelle, on the 12th March, 
1915, while cheering and encouraging his men. 
His loss was deeply regretted by all ranks in 
his regiment, and his Commanding Officer stated 
that he was a brilliant officer, and that his men, 
who simply venerated him, would have followed 
him anywhere. 

He was mentioned in Sir John French’s Des- 
patch of the 31st May, 1915, for gallant and 
distinguished service. 

Captain Capell married. in October, 1914, 
Miss Phyllis Deacon, daughter of Mr. Maurice 
Deacon, Chase Cliffe, Whatstandwell, Derby- 
shire.

He was born at New Brompton, Chatham, 
Kent, on the 27th April, 1893, and was educated 
at St. Mary’s Hill, Horsell, near Woking 
(Arnold F. Saunders, Ksq.), at Dover College (St. 
Martin’s House), and at the R.M.A., Woolwich. 
He passed out of Woolwich “ with honours,” 
taking the prizes in artillery and in Military 
Engineering, and also the Armstrong Memorial 
Medal for Science. He was gazetted to the 
Royal Enginecrs on the 20th December, 1912, 
becoming Lieutenant on the 25th October, 1914. 
On the outbreak of war, in August 1914, he 
proceeded to France with the 59th (Field) 
Company R.E., belonging to the Vth Division.

pital Sports in a 
boxing contest, and 
was in the Minals in

He passed seventh out of forty candidates for 
the R.A.M.C. in January, 1912, when twenty- 
six commissions were given. 

He was a good all-round athlete, a member of 
the London Scottish Football Club, St. George’s 
Hospital and the Richmond Rifle Clubs. He 
was promoted Captain in March, 1915. 

He was attached for duty at Belgaum, India, 
to the 2nd Battalion, Norfolk Regiment, and 
on the outbreak of war joined the 17th British 
Field Ambulance, VIth (Poona) Division, and 
with it embarked for Basra, in the Persian Gulf, 
in November, 1914. In January, 1915, he was 
transferred, as Medical Officer, to the 2nd Bat- 
talion, Norfolk Regiment, at the request of the 
Officer Commanding. 

He was killed in action at Shaiba on the 14th 
April, 1915, and was for his services mentioned 
in Sir J. Nixon’s Despatch, published in the 
“ Pioneer Mail,’’ in India, on the 21st August, 
1915, in the following terms :— 

“Captain M. Burnett: For conspicuous bravery, 


attending to the wounded in the open, in the firing line,

Lucy Bush, and a 
grandson of the late 
Charles Crawshay, of 
Hingham, Norfolk. 
Captain Bush was 
educated at = Mr. 
John's Private 
School, Winchester, 
and at Eastbourne College. He played cricket, 
golf, and polo, and was an amateur rider of 
merit, having won many races in India, in- 
cluding the Indian Grand National Steeplechase 
in Calcutta. He received his first appointment, 
as 2nd Lieutenant, in the 3rd Battalion, West 
Suffolk Militia, in January, 1905, from which 
he joined the Regular Army in May, 1908, 
when he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 
Worcestershire Regiment. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in March, 1911, and in September, 
1914, was appointed A.D.C. to General Pilcher 
in Burma. When his battalion was ordered on 
active service he rejoined, and accompanied 
it with the Dardanelles Expeditionary Force. 
He was promoted Captain in May, 1915. 

For his gallantry in the operations on the 
Gallipoli Peninsula Captain Bush was awarded 
the Military Cross, and was mentioned in Sir 
Ian Hamilton’s Despatch of the 12th June, 
1915. He was slightly wounded three times 
during the operations, and was killed in action 
by the bursting of a shell on the 4th June, 
1915. He was buried at Krithia. 

The Officer Commanding his battalion wrote 
expressing how popular he had been with all 
ranks, and regretting the loss of such a capable 
and brave officer. 


LIEUTENANT ERNEST JOHN 
DOUGLAS BUSSELL, NIGERIA REGT., 
WEST 


AFRICAN FRONTIER FORCE, 
born at Crouch End, 
London, N., on the 
3rd August, 1884, 
was the eldest son 
of Mr. and Mrs. E. C, 


Bussell, of Gothic 
Lodge, New Park 
Road, Clapham 


Park, S.W. ‘Two of 
his brothers joined 
the ranks of the 
Army at the out- 
break of the war, 
and have since received commissions. 

Lieutenant Bussell was educated at “ Tollington ” 
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College, London, and at Holmwood, Bexhill. 
He received his military training in Lord 
Strathcona’s Horse in Winnipeg, being dis- 
tinguished for his shooting, for which he won 
one gold and two silver medals, and for 
his fearless horsemanship. Previously he spent 
some years, on the Pacific slopes, ranching, 
prospecting, and hunting, and, in Canada, 
farming. Later, he renewed his early career 
in a City merchant’s office, and for a time 
turned his attention to commerce. Love of 
adventure, however, took him to Northern 
Nigeria, where he traded with success in the 
tin areas in Kano. While there he trained his 
ponies for racing, and won three cups as a 
member of the Western Sudan Sports Club. 
On his second journey to West Africa he 
arrived on the 4th August, 1914, and at once 
joined the Expeditionary Force to Togoland, 
and when the work there was finished he re- 
sumed business in Coomassie. Again, in 
response to the call for volunteers for the 
Cameroons Expedition, he came forward, and 
on the recommendation of the Chief Com- 
missioner of Ashanti he was gazetted Lieu- 
tenant in the Nigeria Regiment, which he 
joined in the Cameroons, leaving Secondi on 
the Ist May, 1915. He took part in the advance 
of the convoy under Major Meyer Griffith, and 
when that officer was killed Lieutenant Bussell 
decided to retire, bringing the convoy and 
wounded safely back to the station from which 
they had started. (For an account of the ad- 
vance of the convoy see biography of Major 
Meyer Griffith.) Lieutenant Bussell was Convoy 
Officer in charge of carriers taking supplies, 
ammunition, etc., on the Jaundi road to the 
front, which during June was about sixty- 
three miles from the railway base at, Edea, his 
section being from Ngwe to Wum Biagus, 
a distance of twenty-one miles. 


The following account was written by the Senior Supply 
and Transport Officer: “‘ During the latter part of May 
and June the enemy became very active in attacking the 
lines of communication, particularly between Ngwe and 
Wum Biagus. On the 9th May Lieutenant Bussell 
left Wum Biagus, with 220 carriers, for Ngwe to bring 
back a supply column. He turned back from Ngwe on 
the 11th. The escort of the convoy was composed of 
French soldiers, with a French officer in command. 
Lieutenant Bussell was the only British officer. The con- 
voy left Ngwe at abou 30 a.m., and all went well until 
within a few miles beyond a place called Njonjok, some 
nine miles from Ngwe. It would appear that the party 
of Germans who made the attack were in this case 
comparatively small. They allowed the majority of 
the convoy to pass unmolested until the late Lieutenant 
Bussell, who was riding a mule, passed, when they opened 
a sharp fire. The shot which killed Lieutenant Bussell 
passed through the right thigh, severing the femoral 
artery, which at once caused his death, and passed 
through the right flap of the saddle into the mule. 
Lieutenant Bussell fell, and the mule, which was wounded 
in many places, went into the bush and died. The late 
Lieutenant Bussell must have drawn his revolver the 
moment the firing started, as it was found afterwards 
in his hand, but there is no doubt he was hit by one of 
the first shots of the attack. After the attack had been 
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repulsed, and the firing ceased, his body was taken in a 
hammock to Wum Biagus, where he was buried by the 
side of another officer who had been killed in action. 
It should be said that the country is covered with thick 
bush through which the road is cut, which enables the 
enemy to approach unseen to very close quarters, and 
renders convoy work extremely dangerous when the 
enemy is active. Wum Biagus itself, near which is the 
grave, is merely a small native village. The grave is 
near a river whose banks are thickly covered with large 
trees. The work of a transport officer on convoy duty 
is of a very important and arduous nature, especially 
when the firing starts, as his duty is to control the 
carriers—often a dangerous and difficult task. Lieutenant 
Bussell died doing his duty, and at the moment of his 
death was at the rear of a long line of carriers, encour- 
aging them and secing that the more tired of the carriers 
were helped along the road. The late Lieutenant Bussell 
was a very efficient officer, and his colonial knowledge 
was of very great use. His loss was very much felt.” 

A Captain in the Nigeria Regiment wrote: ‘“ He died 
as we all hope to, if it is demanded of us, in the execution 
of his duty. . . . Your son proved himself thoroughly 
capable of the work he had volunteered for, and his loss 
was indeed a loss.””

= born on the 21st 
September, 1890, at 
Thackaringa, New 
South Wales, Aus- 
tralia, was a son of 
the late James and 
Flizabeth Byrne, of 
Thackaringa. 
He received a good 
education, and after 
leaving school be- 
came an Inter- 
national Correspon- 
dence School Student in Electricity. He took 
a@ great interest in military affairs, and did 
good work on the Instructional Staff of the 
local forces, which he joined seven years before 
the outbreak of war. He was a fine rifle 
shot, and won gold and silver medals at rifle 
shooting competitions. When war was declared, 
and the Australian Contingents were being 


formed, he was one of the first to volunteer 
in Broken Hill, New South Wales, for active 
service, and was offered and accepted a com- 
mission, as Lieutenant, in the 10th Battalion. 
Lieutenant Byrne proceeded to Egypt with his 
battalion, thence to the Dardanelles, where 
he was mortally wounded at 4 p.m. on the 
25th April, 1915, while leading his men during 
the landing at Gaba Tepe, Gallipoli Peninsula. 
He died next day, and was buried on the field 
of battle at Gaba Tepe. Lieutenant Byrne 
was proud of his men, who would follow him 
anywhere. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEORGE PICKERSGILL CABLE, 
5th (RESERVE), attd.

CADELL, 3rd BATTN. Ist INFANTRY

John Alexander Ca- 
dell, Newcastle, New 
South Wales, and a 
relative of Colonel 
Thomas Cadell, V.C., 
late Indian Army, 
who fought in the 
Indian Mutiny, be- 
ing at the time of 
writing one of the 
oldest officers in the 
British Army to wear that coveted decoration, 
which he won m 1857. He was also related to 
the late General Sir Robert Cadell, K.C.B., 
Royal (late Madras) Artillery, and was born at 
Goulburn, N.S.W., on the 7th December, 1896. 
He was educated at the Newcastle (N.S.W.) 
High School as a Military Student, afterwards 
becoming a Lieutenant of the Senior Cadets 
there. At school he was the champion 220 yards 
runner in 1913 and a representative three- 
quarter in the Rugby team, being also a good 
surfer and middle-distance swimmer. Having 
joined the 3rd Infantry Battalion A.I.F. on the 
outbreak of war, Lieutenant Cadell accompanied 
it to the Gallipoli Peninsula, where he was 
wounded at the landing on the 25th April, 
1915, and, having rejoined after recovery at the 
end of May, was again most severely wounded 
at Anzac, dying at sea from the effects of the 
wounds on the 22nd June, 1915. In one of his 
last letters just before rejoining he expressed 
a hope that recruits were coming in, though it 
made him sad to see the wounded and killed, 
hearing that others of fighting age were going 
off to amusements at home without perhaps 
even bothering to read the war news. Lieu- 
tenant Cadell’s father received many letters 


of appreciation relative to his son’s military 
career. 

An Officer who served with him told ao friend: “ He 
absolutely could not say enough about Tom, reckoned 
he was the bravest and best officer he had, and when he 
got hit in the hand would not be ordered down to the 
beach. He finally persuaded him, as he thought, to 
go, but found him later working harder than ever, 
afterwards helping the doctors and nurses with the 
wounded, in spite of his own wound.” 

The Dean of Sydney, who had been at the front, in a 
sermon related the following account of the young 
officer : ‘* They never turned tail—never retreated—only 
by word of command. They poured out their blood 
like water. There was a young subaltern, just out of 
his teens, who was wounded just after the landing. He 
was taken to a hospital ship, but went back to the battle- 
field as soon as he was able. One day in the rest camp, 
which was more dangerous than the trenches, the 
Turks sighted and shelled them. There were only 
seventy or eighty of our lads, who were in charge of this 
young officer. He bade them seek shelter. He remained 
till the last, and, as he was moving, he was struck by 
a piece of shrapnel. He shook hands with me on the 
beach on his way to the hospital ship. ‘ Tell the boys 
I'm sorry ; but I'll be with them in a few days,’ he said. 
But he died two days afterwards.” 

A Colonel wrote of him : ‘* He was all smiles, and bounded 
about with the agility of perfect health and keenness. 
As to his men he was their darling and their hero (it must 
be remembered he was not nineteen)—no boy, but a 
born commander.” 

Another Senior Officer wrote : ‘I want to send you a few 
lines to say what good work your boy has been doing. 
He came back from hospital, and at once took up his 
duties of Platoon Commander with energy. He was 
always alert and willing, and was doing splendidly 
when he managed to pick up another hit. It is regarded 
as a serious wound, but not altogether dangerous.” 

A Private, not a young soldier, who had been under 
Lieutenant Cadell, said he was one of the bravest officers 
that ever existed. To use the man’s own words: “ Lieu- 
tenant Cadell had the years of a boy with the heart and 
bravery of an experienced soldier. Even we old soldiers 
would have followed him anywhere. The day he died 
he said to one of the officers, ‘ I've a feeling I'm going 
te be blown out. If it weren’t for the Dad I'd be glad. 
It’s a great) death—a soldier's.’ The poor boy fell 
that day.” 

Other letters from both officers, N.C.O.s, and 
men, all referred to Lieutenant Cadell in the 
same commendatory terms, showing that all 
ranks were impressed with the fine character 
and behaviour of the young officer, who was 
hardly more than a boy, setting an example 
which must have been invaluable even for 


men much older than himself.

He was born in 
January, 1885, and 
was educated at 
Clifton, and after- 
wards at Tours, 
under a private 
tutor. He received 
his commission as 
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2nd Lieutenant in the 3rd Battalion, The Welsh 
Regiment, in 1904 and in November, 1905, 
was gazetted to the Loyal North Lancashire 
Regiment. Invalided home from South Africa, 
he resigned his commission in 1908 and volun- 
tarily entered the Reserve of Officers. 

After spending five years in Malay as a planter, 
2nd Lieutenant Callard was recalled from 
Vancouver Island, British Columbia, on the 
outbreak of war to rejoin his regiment.

saw and spoke to him not long before he fell, and he was 
then gallantly leading his men into the firing line. You 
will have heard how our brigade was ordered to attack 


carly on the morning of April 25th. We suffered terribly. 
We and the Warwicks, supported by Argyll and Suther- 
land Highlanders, were attacking on the left of the road 
leading to St. Julien. When we caine under the fire 
of machine guns immediately in front of us your son's 
company was in support, and the last I saw of him was 
when he was leading his platoon up on the right of that 
farm. We who are left grieve with you in your great 
bereavement and the loss to the regiment of a brave and 
gallant gentleman.”

K.C.B., of Dunley, 
Bovey Tracey, 
Devonshire. 

He was born on the 31st October, 1891, at 
Yeomanry House, Lichfield, Staffordshire, and 
was educated at Winchester College, where he 
became a School Prefect and Captain of Com- 
moner Six. From Winchester he went to the 
R.M.A., Woolwich, where he became Under 
Officer, and won the saddle. He was a keen 
rider to hounds and an excellent shot. 

He was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal 
Field Artillery in July, 1912, and served with 
the 112th Battery in Ireland, and with the 
32nd Battery at Aldershot.. He went to the 
front with the latter battery in August, 1914, 
and served with it continuously, taking part 
in the retirement from Mons, the Battles of 
the Marne and the Aisne, and the first Battle 
of Ypres. In January, 1915, he got his jacket, 
and joined “‘ N ” Battery, Royal Horse Artillery. 
He served with the Royal Horse Artillery until 
the 12th March, 1915. On that day he was 
acting as Observation Officer for his brigade 
at Neuve Chapelle, and was killed by a high- 
explosive shell. He was mentioned by Sir John 
French in his Despatch of the 31st May, 1915. 
2nd Lieutenant Cameron married, early in 
1914, Edith, daughter of Richard Scott Lamb, 
of West Denton, Northumberland, and left 
one daughter, Rachel, born in November, 
1914, 


LIETENANT DONALD EWAN 
CAMERON, PRINCESS’ PATRICIA’S 
CANADIAN LIGHT INFANTRY, 
was killed on the 15th March, 1915, during the 
attack by his regiment upon the mound at St. 
Eloi, south of Ypres. He was the youngest son 
of Archibald Cameron, manager of the Mer- 
chants’ Bank of Canada, in Toronto, where he

he was born on the 18th December, 1870, 
and a grandson of Licutenant-Colonel Duncan 
Cameron, C.B., 79th 
Cameron Highlan- 
ders, who fought at 
Waterloo, and of 
Major James  Bar- 
wick, of the same 
regiment. 

He was educated at. 
Trinity College 
School, Port Hope, 
Ontario, at Montreal 
High School, and at 
McGill University. 
Montreal. He was a banker and broker by 
profession, and served with the Canadian Bank 
of Commerce at Toronto, Montreal, and New 
York, and with the Dominion Securities Cor- 
poration at Montreal. He entered the Canadian 
Militia as a Private in the Victoria Rifles, in 
Montreal, in 1888, and = subsequently was 
appointed Lieutenant in the Duke of York’s 
Royal Canadian Hussars, from which he retired 
as Major. Upon the organisation of Princess 
Patricia’s Canadian Light Infantry for service 
in the war with Germany, in August, 1914, 
he joined that regiment as Lieutenant, and 
acted as the Recruiting Officer at Montreal for 
the Province of Quebec. 

Lieutenant Cameron, who was not married, 
was a member of the St. James’s Club, the Hunt 
Club, and the Kanawaki Golf Club, Montrea!. 
His brother, Lieutenant-Colonel Kenneth 
Cameron, was in charge of the Surgical Division 
of No. 1 Canadian General Hospital at Nether- 
avon, Salisbury Plain, during the winter, 
1914-15, and at Etaples, France. 


LIEUTENANT) TlEcTOR WILLIAM = LOoveETT 
CAMERON, Ist BATTN. THE QUEEN’S OWN 
CAMERON HIGHLANDERS, reported missing 14th 
September, 1914, was later presumed killed. 


2nd LIEUTENANT JAMES MAC. 
DONALD CAMERON, ROYAL FIELD 
ARTILLERY, 
was the third son of 
William Cameron, 
J.P., of  Buntait, 
Glenurquhart, and 
came of a martial 
stock. His great- 
grandfather, then 
tenant in Corrimony, 
Glenurquhart, 
fought at Culloden 
by his laird’s side 
(Grant of  Corri- 
mony), and after the battle carried Grant, who 
was wounded, off the field, never resting till 
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he had placed him safely in a cave on his home 
estate. On his mother’s side the deceased 
officer was a cousin of the late General Sir 
Hector Macdonald, K.C.B., D.S.O. (‘ Fighting 
Mac ”’). 

Lieutenant Cameron was born in 1890, and was 
educated at the Glenurquhart Higher Grade 
School in Aberdeenshire and at Edinburgh 
University. From the University he took up an 
appointment as one of the staff of specialists at 
Skerry’s College, Edinburgh. He was connected 
with the Officers’ Training Corps of the Uni- 
versity, and when war was declared gave up 
his position at Skerry’s and was gazetted to 
the Special Reserve, Royal Field Artillery, 
on probation, in August, 1914. In the following 
spring he proceeded with the Mediterranean 
Expeditionary Force, and took part in the 
memorable landing with the XXIXth Division 
and in the subsequent heavy fighting in Galli- 
poli Peninsula. He was killed on the 7th May, 
1915, while on duty as Forward Observing 
Officer for his battery. 

His Commanding Officer wrote, with reference to his 
death, that ‘he was doing excellent work for his 
battery in the advanced trenches of the infantry. His 
reports were most valuable, and he continued telephoning 
till the wires were cut by the heavy shrapnel fire. On 
the 7th, Lieutenant Cameron detected from his advanced 
post a Maxim gun about to open fire on the Lancashire 
Fusiliers, who were advancing in rather close formation. 
In directing them to extend, he gallantly exposed himself 
to the enemy's fire, and, receiving a bullet in the head, 


was almost instantancously killed. He gave his life 
to save others. He was a most keen and enthusiastic 
officer, and the whole battery was grieved at his death.” 


Lieutenant Cameron left a widow, Mrs. Jessie 
Deans Cameron, of 92, Montpelier Park, Edin- 
burgh, and two children. 


LIEUTENANT WILLIAM MATHESON 
CAMERON, 2nd BATTN. TRANSVAAL 
SCOTTISH, 
was the youngest 
son of Duncan 
Cameron, banker, of 
Tain, Ross-shire, and 
was born in Thurso 
on the 17th June, 
1879. 

Lieutenant Cameron 
was educated at Tain 
Royal Academy and 
George Watson’s 
College, Edinburgh, 
entering afterwards the Commercial Bank, 
St. Vincent Street, Glasgow. On the outbreak 
of the South African War he enlisted in the 
Imperial Yeomanry and served as a Private, 
being afterwards gazetted Lieutenant in the 
Yeomanry. For his services in the war he 
received the Queen’s and King’s medals with 
five clasps. 

Lieutenant Cameron settled in Johannesburg 
after the Boer War, and was engaged on the 
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Staff of the East Rand Mines when the war 
with Germany broke out. He volunteered at 
once for active service. and served under 
General Botha in German West Africa. He 
was killed on the 26th April, 1915, by a bursting 
shell while leading his men against the German 
attack at Trekkopjes, where he was buried. 
Mr. Cameron was an excellent lawn tennis 
player, and held the singles championship 
of the East Rand Club for several years. He 
married Clara Constance, daughter of John 
Munro, manager, Barnato Brothers, Johannes- 
burg, and left one daughter, Constance Ann, 
aged two years. 


2nd LIEUTENANT COLIN WILLIAM BURNLEY- 
CAMPBELL, 3rd (RESERVE), attd. Ist BaATTN. 
PRINCcEss LOUISE'S (ARGYLL AND SUTHERLAND 
HIGHLANDERS), was killed in action, 27th June, 
1915. 

LIEUTENANT DONALD CAMPBELL, M.B., RoyAL 
Army MEDICAL Corps,was killed, 17th February, 
1915. 


CAPTAIN DUNCAN CAMPBELL, 2nd 
BATTN. THE BLACK WATCH (ROYAL 
HIGHLANDERS), 
was the eldest son 
of Colonel Edward 
Campbell, of South 
Hall, Argyll, and of 
Alice Isabel, his wife, 
and was born at 
South Hall on the 
24th October, 1880. 
He was educated at 
Rugby, and joined 
the 3rd Battalion, 
The Black Watch 
(Royal Perth Militia), in September, 1899. He 
volunteered for service in the South African 
War, and, having served there during 1899- 
1900, was given his commission, as 2nd Lieu- 
tenant, in the 2nd Battalion, The Black Watch, 
in October, 1900. He was then posted to the 
1st Battalion in India, and went with them to 
serve in South Africa again from December, 
1901, to May, 1902. He was present at opera- 
tions in the Transvaal and Orange River 
Colony, for which he received the Queen’s 
medal with five clasps. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in May, 1902, and from September, 
1905, to November, 1910, was employed with 
the West African Frontier Force, taking part 
in operations in Northern Nigeria (Hadeija 
Campaign) in 1906 and in other operations, 
for which he received the medal with clasp. He 
did a good deal of big-game shooting in West 
Africa. 

Captain Campbell was promoted to that rank 
in January, 1910. In 1913 he exchanged to the 
2nd Battalion, Black Watch, in India, and 


proceeded with them to France with the 
Indian Expeditionary Force. He was wounded 
in December, 1914, but rejoined as soon as he 
had recovered, and took part in all the actions 
in which the 2nd Battalion, The Black Watch, 
were engaged. He was instantaneously killed 
in action in France on the 18th May, 1915, by a 
shell which burst on the top of the parapet 
of the trench he was occupying with his com- 
pany. He was directing the repair of the 
trench at the time. He was buried at Vieille 
Chapelle, with other officers and men of the 
Black Watch. 

His Commanding Officer (since killed) wrote as follows 
concerning Captain Campbell: ‘‘ Duncan was a very 
great friend to us who knew him best, and we can share 
your sorrow. He is a great loss to the regiment and to 
the Army, for he was a first-class officer; and the more 


trying the circumstances, the more he proved himself 
superior to them.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT HENRY BETHUNE CAMPBELL, 
lst BATTN. PRINCESS LOUISE’S (ARGYLL AND 
SUTHERLAND HIGHLANDERS), was killed in 
action, 23rd February, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT IAN PATRICK 
CAMPBELL, Ist BATTN. THE QUEEN’S 
OWN CAMERON HIGHLANDERS, 
was the youngest 
son of Patrick Camp- 
bell, Esq., of the 
family of Campbell 
of Kinloch, in Perth- 
shire; he was a nep- 
hew of General R. B. 
Campbell, C.B., 
Queen’s Own Guides, 
and a cousin of Com- 
mander Spencer 
Login, R.N., and of 
General Sir William 


Meiklejohn, K.C.B. 

2nd Lieutenant Ian P. Campbell was born at 
**Tlam,”” Christchurch, New Zealand, on the 
26th December, 1896, and was educated at 
Christ’s College, Christchurch, New Zealand, 
and at Cheltenham College, England. He was 
Captain of the College racket pair for two 
years at Queen’s, and won every possible cup 
and prize for rackets at Cheltenham College. 
He also won the Ladies’ Prize and Gold Medal 
at Cheltenham College Athletic Sports in 1914, 
and the open hurdles in 1913 and 1914. 

He entered the R.M.C., Sandhurst, in August, 
1914, and in the November following was 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Cameron 
Highlanders, and posted for training to the 
3rd (Reserve) Battalion, then at Invergordon. 
He was later posted to the Ist Battalion, 
went to France in February, 1915, and was 
killed in the charge at Richebourg l’Avoué 
on the 9th May, 1915. When the order to 
attack was given he was first out of the trenches, 
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and having led his platoon close up to vhe 
enemy’s trenches, under very heavy fire, he 
was seen to fall. His body was found some 
three weeks later, close to the German trenches, 
and was buried where it lay with those of his 
men who had fallen with him. 


CaPTAIN JAMES ARCHIBALD LOCHNELL CAMP- 
BELL, Ist BATTN. PRINCESS LOUISE’S (ARGYLL 
AND SUTHERLAND HIGHLANDERS), died of 
wounds, 19th March, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT KENNETH JAMES 
CAMPBELL, 1/9th (THE DUMBARTON- 
SHIRE) BATTN. (TERRIT.) PRINCESS 
LOUISE’S (ARGYLL AND SUTHERLAND 
HIGHLANDERS), 
who was born in 
Bombay on the 4th 
January, 1891, was 
the only son of 
Robert S. Campbell, 
of Achnashie, Ros- 
neath, Dumbarton- 
shire. The late Rev. 
John Macleod Camp- 
bell, D.D., was his 
yrandfather, and he 
was a nephew of the 
late Sir James M. Campbell, K.C.1.E., Bombay 
Civil Service, compiler of the ‘ Bombay 
Gazetteer.” 

He was educated at Rottingdean, Marlborough 
College, and Oxford, where he was a demy of 
Magdalen College, took his degree with Honours 
in History in 1912, and in Greats in 1914. 
He was stroke of his College boat in the Torpids 
when Magdalen was head of the river in Febru- 
ary, 1913. 

2nd, Lieutenant Camphell was gazetted to 
the Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders in 
September, 1914, joining at Bedford. All 
ranks of his battalion having undertaken 
Imperial Service obligations, he went with it 
to France in February, 1915, and was killed 
by a shell on the 10th May, 1915, near Ypres, 
while in charge of the machine guns of his 
battalion. 


His commanding Officer wrote on the 11th May that he 
died “‘ doing his duty nobly.” 


Magor WILLIAM ROBINSON CAMPBELL, D.S.O., 
14th (Krno’s) Hussars, was killed in action, 
13th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN WILLIAM ULICK MIDDLE. 
TON CAMPBELL, Ist BATTN. 
HIGHLAND LIGHT INFANTRY. 
born in Sydney, N.S.W., on the 9th October, 
1885, was the son of the late Hon. W. R. Camp- 
bell, member of the Legislative Council of 
Sydney, and Mrs. Campbell, 15, Emperor’s Gate, 
London, S.W. He was a grandson of Sir E. 
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LIEUTENANT WILLIAM EDWARD 
BALCOMBE-BROWN, 68th BATTERY,

was killed in action 
by ashell, at the age 
of twenty-two, on 
the 29th June, 1915, 
while acting as Ob- 
vation Officer. He 
was the eldest son of

Born on the 27th March, 1893, Lieutenant Bal- 
combe-Brown was educated at the Collegiate 
School, Wanganui, and was one of the eight who 
represented the school in the Public Schools’ 
Rifle Competition. When war broke out he was 
an undergraduate at Oriel College, Oxford, 
which he entered in October, 1912. He obtained 
his half-blue at the University for boxing in 
the Inter-’Varsity Contest of 1914, and was 
also for two ye a member of the Oxford 
0.T.C. (Artillery Section). On the outbreak 
of the Great War he was gazetted to the 
Special Reserve, and posted to 3A Reserve 
Brigade, Royal Field Artillery, being later 
transferred to the Royal Field Ariillery as 
2nd Lieutenant, his commission being ante- 
dated to December, 1913. His promotion to 
Lieutenant, to date from the 9th June, 
1915, was not gazetted till Tuly, 1915. He 
went to Flanders with his battery in Janu-

LIEUTENANT ERNEST OTTO 
ALFRED BRUNS, 16th BATTN. (SOUTH 
AUSTRALIA, WEST AUSTRALIA) 
AUSTRALIAN INFANTRY, 
= ,» & son of C. F. A. 
and Antoinette 
Bruns, of Murray 
Bridge, South Aus- 
tralia, came of a 
military family. His 
great - yrandfather, 
Major Wundunberg, 
fought at Waterloo 
and in the Crimean 
War. 

Born on the 11th 
September, 1890, at 
Hartley, near Callington, Lieutenant Bruns 
commenced his career in the Education Depart- 
ment, and passed through the Pupil Teachers’ 
Training College, afterwards taking a course 
at the Adelaide University. His first appoint- 
ment was at Strathalbyn, where he was for 
twelve months. He was afterwards an assistant 
at the Gawler Public School for nearly three 
years. In 1914 he resigned from the Education 
Department and entered the service of the 
Defence Department, under which he was 
gazetted Lieutenant in the 79th Infantry, and 
was detailed for duty as Area Officer at Kadina. 
When war was declared he was anxious to 
serve his King and country, and when he 
provided a substitute to take his place the 
Defence Department accepted him, and he was 
gazetted Lieutenant in the 16th Battalion, 
Australian Infantry. 

Lieutenant Bruns accompanied his battalion 
first to Egypt, afterwards going on to the 
Dardanelles. He was killed in action in 
Gallipoli Peninsula on the 2nd May, 1915, and 
the story of how he fell is told by a Sergeant in 
his company. 

“It was on Sunday, May 2nd, when our battalion was 
resting. that we got the news that the 16th had to take a 
hill that is now called ‘Dead Man’s Gully,’ and at 6.30 p.m. 
my company (‘ D’) led the way up the narrow gully. 
One of our lieutenants was in front, and I was second, 
with my men behind me. After about fifteen minutes’ 
marching up the gully, up to our knees in mud, we 
started to climb the cliff. We had got about three- 
quarters of the way up before they saw us, and started 
firing down on us. The young German Australian fell 
as he led the charge to the top of the hill. It did not take 
us long to drive them out with the bayonet, and all our 
lads were singing ‘ Tipperary ’ as they charged. We held 
the trench against great odds, and the heroic Lieutenant. 
who now held command of ‘ C’ Company, as the Captain 
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was killed on the way up, was having a very rough time 
on the left, as a large number of Turks had got behind 
him. At last the Licutenant got hit in the thigh, but 
he would not leave the lads; and when the Turks began 
to get a bit closer, he got up and led & charge, but was 
hit with a hand grenade. He saluted and fell back dead.” 
A Senior Officer, speaking at Murray Bridge, and asking 
for recruits, said: ‘* Lieutenant Bruns had been with 
me in Australia and in Egypt, and I knew his worth. 
When he sent those messages (asking for more men), 
T had to send him word to keep at it, and in keeping up 
his end he and almost the whole of his command paid 
the extreme sacrifice. His last words to me were, * Send 
more men.’ ” 


CAPTAIN HENRY GRENVILLE 
BRYANT, D.S.O., 2nd BATTN. THE 
KING’S (SHROPSHIRE LIGHT 
INFANTRY), 
was the eldest son 
of Mr. H. S. Bryant, 
of Hesketh Crescent. 
Torquay, and a 
grandson of the late 
Major - General Sir 


Jeremiah Bryant, 
C.B. 

Captain Bryant was 
born at 41, Green 
Street, Grosvenor 
Square, London, 


S.W., on the 5th June, 1872, and was educated 
at Eton. 

He was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Bedford- 
shire Regiment, from the Militia, in June, 1894, 
and in September of that year was transferred 
to the 2nd Battalion, Shropshire Light Infantry, 
becoming Lieutenant in July, 1898. He accom- 
panied his battalion to South Africa in Novem- 
ber, 1899, and from 1900 to 190! he was 
Brigade Signalling Officer, graded Staff Captain. 
During the South African War (1899-1902) 
he took part in operations in the Orange 
Free State, including those at Paardeberg 
and actions at Poplar Grove, Dreifontein, 
Houtnek (Thoba Mountain), Vet River, and 
Zand River. He was also present at operations 
in the Transvaal, including actions near 
Pretoria and Johannesburg; operations east 
and west of Pretoria, including actions at 
Elands River; in the Orange River Colony, 
where he took part in the action at Rhenoster ; 
in Cape Colony, south of the Orange River; 
and again in the Transvaal. He was slightly 
wounded in the war, and for his services he 
was mentioned in Despatches (‘‘ London 
Gazette,’ 10th September, 1901), received the 
Queen’s medal with four clasps and the King’s 
medal with two clasps, and was awarded the 
D.S.O. He was promoted Captain in January, 
1902. 

Captain Bryant served with his battalion in 
India from March, 1904, to January, 1905, and 
again from 1907 to October, 1914, when it was 
ordered to proceed on active service in the 
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Great War. He went with it to Flanders, 
which he reached in December, 1914. On the 
26th April, 1915—to use the words of his 
Commanding Officer—he “ gallantly”? led a 
night attack of his company on a Saxon trench 
near Ypres. He was seen by his men, at whose 
head he charged, to reach the parapet, and to 
be wounded, as was afterwards ascertained, by 
a hand grenade. He was reported “ missing.” 
On the Ist May, 1915, five days after the action, 
he died, in the Kriegs Lazarette, at Roulers, 
of heart failure, following the amputation of 
his right arm. In a letter which he dictated 
after the operation he said that he was well 
treated and looked after by the doctors. He 
was buried with military honours in the church- 
yard at Roulers. 

Captain Bryant had been reported as having 
done extremely good work during the winter 
and spring of 1914-15. He was mentioned, 
after his death, in Sir John French’s Despatch 
of 31st May, 1915. 

A brother Officer wrote: ‘‘ His name will always be 


revered in the regiment for what is noblest and beat. 
I never met a man so absolutely without fear.” 


Captain Bryant married, in 1904, Phillis Mary, 
daughter of the late Mr. John Richard Westgate 
Hildyard and of Mrs. Hildyard, of Horsley, 
County Durham, and of Hutton Bouville Hall, 
Yorkshire. 


LIEUTENANT JAMES HERBERT BUCHANAN, 4th

eldest son of Colonel 
F. B. Buist, of Scone, 
Perthshire, and 
Swalcliffe Lea, near 
Banbury, Oxford- 
shire, was born on 
the 27th November, 
1894, and educated 
at the Golden Par- 


sonage, Gadsden, 
Herts ; at Southwood 
House, Cheltenham 


College; and the R.M.C.. Sandhurst. 
Lieutenant Buist was gazetted to the Black 
Watch in September, 1913; promoted Lieu- 
tenant. in December, 1914; and was killed in 
action on the 25th January, 1915, at Cuinchy, 
France, while serving with his battalion. On 
the 31st May, 1915, he was mentioned in 
Despatches for gallant and distinguished con- 
duct in the field. 


The following account of his death was received by his 
father from the Officer Commanding his battalion: 
“Your brave son, Kenneth, was killed in action at 
Cuinchy near Béthune, about 4 p.m. on Monday, the 
25th, when leading the most forward platoon of * B 
Company in an attack to recover some trenches which 
had been lost by another regiment. His platoon was in 
advance of the rest of the line, and had passed by some 
eighty yards the trench lately occupied by the Germans, 
when they came under a heavy enfilade fire from a railway 
embankment. He was killed instantaneously. His 
body was recovered, and buried in Cuinchy Churchyard, 
and we set up a wooden cross to mark the spot a few 
days ago. 

“ Your son is the greatest loss to the regiment. It had 
given me the greatest pleasure, only a few days ago, to 
tell him how extremely pleased I was with the way he 
had commanded ‘ B’ Company. TI had hoped to have 
written to the Officer Commanding the 2nd Battalion 
to thank him for sending me such an invaluable 
officer. I had served with him in India, but it was out 
here on service that I recognised in him a born leader of 
men, a most gallant, high-spirited officer and a most 
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lovable comrade. His unfailing cheeriness, courage, 
knowledge of his work, and capacity of handling men 
made him an invaluable officer. Ho was untiring and 
absolutely dependable, and every one of us mourns the 
loss of a real friend, and a most upright and trusted 
comrade.” 

A more detailed account was recelved from an Officer of 
the Cameron Highlanders, who wrote: ‘On Monday, 
January 25th, the trenches between the French left and 
the railway at Cuinchy were blown up at 7.15 a.m., and 
the Black Watch and King’s Royal Rifles got word to 
attack at 12 (midnight) and retake the lost trenches. 
I was on the extreme left of the line ina disused trench, 
which was in a very bad condition, being full of mud and 
water, and blown in by shells in many places. About 
noon I saw the 42nd slowly advancing on the extreme 
right. Just then Lieutenant Buist came struggling 
along the trench in which I was, followed by twenty- 
eight of his men. His platoon took some time to come 
up, owing to the state of the trench, and I had five or 
six minutes’ conversation with him. We discussed the 
position, and the way things were going, and he told me 
he was going to charge with his men from our trench 
to the line held by the enemy (about 120 yards) as soon 
as his men were ready. He said his platoon would draw 
the fire of the Germans while his battalion, which was 
temporarily checked on the right, rushed the trenches. 
The rifle fire was very hot at the time, and it looked like 
certain death for anyone to attempt that charge; but 
Lieutenant Buist, though recognising the danger, did 
not hesitate. Having seen his platoon was ready, he 
shook hands with me and scrambled out of the trench, 
followed by his men. From all along the line the enemy 
seemed to bring their fire to bear on that Black Watch 
platoon as it rushed over the muddy ground. I saw 
Lieutenant Bulst fall, and not one of his men got as far 
as he did owing to the terrible fire that was brought to 
bear on them. Very few, if any, were left. I think your 
son died a splendid death, resolute and undaunted, 
leading on his gallant men, and when he fell he was well 
in front of them, facing the enemy." 

Lieutenant Kenneth Buist stood 6-ft. 4-in. 
in his socks, and was one of the handsomest 
officers in the British Army. He excelled at 
all manly games, was a fine shot, a good fisher- 
man, and a bold rider to hounds. He gave his 
arm to the King, his heart to his home, and his 


soul to God. His honour he kept.

The following particulars of his death were supplied by 
a brother Officer : ‘* All the work immediately behind the 
front trenches, owing to the presence of the enemy only 
100 to 300 yards distant and to the fact that there is 
no protection on such works from the sweep of the 
enemy's machine-gun and rifle fire, has to be done at 
night, is particularly hazardous and dangerous. The 
task of.the Engineer Officer, after leading a long line 
of sappers and infantry, forming the working party, across 
the ficlds and ditches in the dense and almost stifling 
darkness of those stormy nights, of having to choose the 
site and to stuke and tape out the proposed work, not only 
delayed the working party in starting work, but also 
kept them standing idlé ina position of extreme danger. 
2nd-Lieutenant Bull had the idea that this work 
could be done, with advantage, by daylight, though at 
great risk of personal safety, and he obtained permission 
to put his plan into execution, and so advantageous 
has the method been found that it has been practised 
by his company ever since. 

“At the time of his death it was necessary for a new 
communication trench to be made from the front trench 
to a sheltered road at the rear, and made quickly, for 
the works were flooded, and until the new communication 
trench was made many casualties occurred among the 
men going to and coming from the trenches, whilst if 
a man chanced to be hit during the day he could not 
be removed until nightfall. On the afternoon of Easter 
Day, Bull and one sapper were marking out this trench. 
and had nearly finished their work, when the former 
was shot through the chest by a German sniper. He fell 
unconscious, and the sapper, after rendering first aid, 
went for assistance. He was taken back, with some 
difficulty, to a place of safety, and he died soon after 
without recovering consciousness. 

“He was little more than a schoolboy, but he brought to 
his work a cool head, exceptional physical strength, 
great courage, and a keen devotion to duty, with no 
thought of himself where the safety of those under his 
charge was concerned.”

was shot through the chest by a German sniper. He fell 
unconscious, and the sapper, after rendering first aid, 
went for assistance. He was taken back, with some 
difficulty, to a place of safety, and he died soon after 
without recovering consciousness. 

“* He was little more than a schoolboy, but he brought to 
his work a cool head, exceptional physical strength, 
great courage, and a keen devotion to duty, with no 
thought of himsclf where the safety of those under his 
charge was concerned.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT (TEMP. LIEUTENANT) ROBERT 
Epwarp Bristow BULL, 2nd BatTtn. THE 
OXFORDSHIRE AND BUCKINGHAMSHIRE LIGHT 
INFANTRY, was killed in action, 16th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEORGE OWEN 
BUNCE, 2nd BATTN. SOUTH WALES 
BORDERERS, who was killed in action on 
the 9th May, 1915, in the Gallipoli Peninsula, 
and was buried there, was the second son of 
ex-Colour-Sergeant W. Bunce, late East Surrey 
Regiment, of Cheltenham. 

He was born at Aldershot on the 12th Decem- 
ber, 1883, and was educated at Cheltenham 


Parish Church Schools. He enlisted in the 2nd 
Battalion, South Wales Borderers, in April, 1900, 
7 and joined this batta- 
lion in South Africa 
in March, 1901. With 
it he served through 
the South African 
War, for which he 
received the Queen’s 
medal with two clasps 
and the King’s medal 
with one clasp. He 
was promoted Ser- 
geant in 1908, and, 
taking part in the 
operations in the Far East, was present at the 
fall of Tsing-Tau in October, 1914. 
In February, 1915, he received his commission 
and embarked with the Dardanelles Expedition- 
ary Force, and was killed as stated, but no 
particulars have yet been obtained of the 
circumstances of his death. 
2nd Lieutenant Bunce was a keen footballer 
and swimmer. He married Clara, daughter of 
Albert Stroud, of Cheltenham, and left two 
children: Kenneth Owen, born January, 1912; 
and Esmé Marion Clare, born October, 1915. 


2nd LizuTENANT JoHN FRANCIS BurBury, Ist 
Batty. THE QUEEN’s OWN (ROYAL WEsT KENT 
REGIMENT), died of wounds, 23rd February, 
1915. 

2nd LiguTENANT GEOFFREY ERIC BURDEKIN, 
3rd (RESERVE) BATTN. SHERWOOD FORESTERS 
(NOTTINGHAMSHIRE AND DERBYSHIRE REGI- 
MENT), was killed by shell, 26th January, 1915. 


CapTaIN EpWARD JEROME BurpDeETT, 11th 
Rasputs, attd. 89th Punjabis, was killed in 
action, 25th June, 1915.

LIEUTENANT WILLIAM GLADSTONE 
BURN, 13th (COUNTY OF LONDON) 
“THE KENSINGTONS,” PRINCESS 
LOUISE’S BATTN. (THE LONDON 
REGIMENT), T.F., was born in Edinburgh 
onthe 14th September, 1890, and was the eldest 
son of the late Mr. A. H. Burn, who died in 
October, 1914, and of Mrs. A. H. Burn, of Anson 
Road, Tufnell Park, London, and the grandson 
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of the late Mr. Wiliam Burn, Lilliesleaf, Rox- 
burghshire, and of the late Mr. James Gladstone, 
late of Addington a | 
Lodge, Surrey. 

In civil life he was a 
quantity surveyor by 
profession, and 
showed great promise 
of a successful carcer. 
He was a very keen 
sportsman, and 
played for the Lon- 
don Scottish “B” 
XV. 

He joined the London 
Scottish Rifle Volunteers in 1908, and served 
with them until 1913; then (in July, 1913) he 
was granted a commission as 2nd Licutenant 
in ‘‘ The Kensingtons,” and on the outbreak 
of war volunteered for Imperial Service with his 
battalion. He was promoted Lieutenant in 
August, 1914, and went with ‘‘ The Kensing- 
tons ” to France in November. 

During this time he was mentioned in Brigade 
Orders for good work, and one night went out 
and captured, unaided, a German, who was 
seen approaching the wire entanglements in 
front of the trenches occupied by ‘‘ The Ken- 
singtons.” With his battalion he went through 
the Battle of Neuve Chapelle, in March, 1915, 
and was slightly wounded in his hand and foot, 
but continued fighting. After this he was 
appointed Brigade Signalling Officer on the 
Staff of the 25th Infantry Brigade. 

Of this he wrote: ‘I feel it somewhat of an honour 
for a Territorial officer to be appointed to the Staff of 
a Regular brigade.” 

It was on Sunday, the 9th May, 1915, that 
Lieutenant Burn was killed, after being twice 
wounded on the same day in the big action near 
Aubers Ridge and Fromelles, in Flanders. 

His Commanding Officer wrote: “ He died at the head 
of his men, setting us all a fine example of pluck—a 


gallant officer and a popular one. I shall miss him much 
indeed. No one could haye done more.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT CYRIL FRANCIS BURNAND, 
Ist BATTN. GRENADIER GUARDS, was killed, 11th 
March, 1915. 


2nd) LIEUTENANT GEORGE CUTHBERTSON 
BuRNELL, 10th (ScoTrisii) BatTrn. (TERRIT.) 
THE Krino’s (LIVERPOOL REGIMENT), died of 
wounds, 24th June, 1915. 

LIEUTENANT ALFRED RICHARD BURNESS, 2nd 
Battx. SEAFORTH HIGHLANDERS (Ross-shire 
Burrs, THE DUKE oF ALBANY'S), was killed in 
action, 25th April, 1915. 


CAPTAIN MAURICE BURNETT, 
ROYAL ARMY MEDICAL’ CORPS, 
was the youngest son of Surgeon-General W. 
F. Burnett, Army Medical Service, and was 
born at Mount Abu, Rajputana, on the 31st 
October, 1888. 
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He was educated at Bedford Grammar School, 


and completed his medical studies at St. 
George's Hospital, 
London, where he 


became Senior House 
Physician after he 
had taken his dip- 
lomas of M.R.C.S. 
and L.R.C.P. He re- 
presented the hospi- 
tal in the Inter-Hos- 
pital Sports in a 
boxing contest, and 
was in the Finals in 
May, 1910. 

He passed seventh out of forty candidates for 
the R.A.M.C. in January, 1912, when twenty- 
six commissions were given. 

He was a good all-round athlete, a member of 
the London Scottish Football Club, St. George’s 
Hospital and the Richmond Rifle Clubs. He 
was promoted Captain in March, 1915. 

He was attached for duty at Belgaum, India, 
to the 2nd Battalion, Norfolk Regiment, and 
on the outbreak of war joined the 17th British 
Field Ambulance, VIth (Poona) Division, and 
with it embarked for Basra, in the Persian Gulf, 
in November, 1914. In January, 1915, he was 
transferred, as Medical Officer, to the 2nd Bat- 
talion, Norfolk Regiment, at the request of the 
Officer Commanding. 

He was killed in action at Shaiba on the 14th 
April, 1915, and was for his services mentioned 
in Sir J. Nixon’s Despatch, published in the 
“ Pioneer Mail,’’ in India, on the 21st August, 
1915, in the following terms :— 

“Captain M. Burnett: For conspicuous bravery, 
attending to the wounded in the open, in the firing line, 
under very hes fire, where his work necessitated his 
being very exp 1. He lost his life in the firing line 
doing so, and his work was beyond praise.” 

The Officer Commanding the 2nd Norfolk 
Regiment had recommended Captain Burnett 
for a posthumous honour for his gallant 
conduct.

He was born on the

at Hastings, and was educated at’ Sandroyd, 
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Cobham ; at Denstone College, and at Keble 
College, Oxford, where he took his M.A. degree, 
and was a member of the ‘‘ Authentics ’’ cricket 
team. . 

He had been studying for the Church at 
Cuddesdon, but had previously joined the 
Reserve of Officers in January, 1913, from the 
0.T.C. On the outbreak of war he was called 
up, and volunteered for active service, and 
went to the front in September, 1914, with the 
3rd Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment, which 
formed part of the 7th Infantry Brigade of the 
IlIrd Division, 

Mr. Burr, who was a member of the Authors’ 
Club, and who had written several poems, 
published under the title, ‘‘ The Strummings of 
a Lyre,” played cricket for his county and for 
the ‘“ Worcestershire Gentlemen.’ He also 
played football for Keble, and won his oar in 
the Torpids.

CAPTAIN WALTER DONALD BUSH, 
THE WORCESTERSHIRE 
REGIMENT, 
born at Hingham, 
Norfolk, on the Lith 
February, 1887, was 
the son of F.W. and 
Lucy Bush, and a 
grandson of the late 
Charles Crawshay, of 


4th BATTN. 


Hingham, Norfolk. 
Captain Bush was 
educated at = Mr. 
John’s Private 


School, Winchester, 
He played cricket, 
golf, and polo, and was an amateur rider of 
merit, having won many races in India, in- 
cluding the Indian Grand National Steeplechase 
in Calcutta. He received his first appointment 
as 2nd Lieutenant, in the 3rd Battalion, West 
Suffolk Militia, in January, 1905, from which 
he joined the Regular Army in May, 1908, 
when he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 
Worcestershire Regiment. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in March, 1911, and in September, 
1914, was appointed A.D.C. to General Pilcher 
in Burma. When his battalion was ordered on 
active service he rejoined, and accompanied 
it with the Dardanelles Expeditionary Force. 
He was promoted Captain in May, 1915. 
For his gallantry in the operations on the 
Gallipoli Peninsula Captain Bush was awarded 
the Military Cross, and was mentioned in Sir 
Ian Hamilton’s Despatch of the 12th June, 
1915. He was slightly wounded three times 
during the operations, and was killed in action 
by the bursting of a shell on the 4th June, 
1915. He was buried at Krithia. 
The Officer Commanding his battalion wrote 
expressing how popular he had been with all 
ranks, and regretting the loss of such a capable 
and brave officer,

LIEUTENANT ERNEST JOHN 
DOUGLAS BUSSELL, NIGERIA REGT., 
WEST AFRICAN FRONTIER FORCE, 
born at Crouch End, 
London, N., on the 
3rd August, 1884, 
was the eldest son 
of Mr. and Mrs. E. C. 


Bussell, of Gothic 
Lodge, New Park 
Road, Clapham 


Park, S.W. Two of 
his brothers joined 
the ranks of the 
Army at the out- 
break of the war, 
and have since received commissions. 

Lieutenant Bussell was educated at “ Tollington ” 


I 
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College, London, and at Holmwood, Bexhill. 
He received his military training in Lord 
Strathcona’s Horse in Winnipeg, being dis- 
tinguished for his shooting, for which he won 
one gold and two silver medals, and for 
his fearless horsemanship. Previously he spent 
some years, on the Pacific slopes, ranching, 
prospecting, and hunting, and, in Canada, 
farming. Later, he renewed his early career 
in a City merchant's office, and for a time 
turned his attention to commerce. Love of 
adventure, however, took him to Northern 
Nigeria, where he traded with success in the 
tin areas in Kano. While there he trained his 
ponies for racing, and won three cups as a 
member of the Western Sudan Sports Club. 
On his second journey to West Africa he 
arrived on the 4th August, 1914, and at once 
joined the Expeditionary Force to Togoland, 
and when the work there was finished he re- 
sumed business in Coomassie. Again, in 
response to the call for volunteers for the 
Cameroons Expedition, he came forward, and 
on the recommendation of the Chief Com- 
missioner of Ashanti he was gazetted Lieu- 
tenant in the Nigeria Regiment, which he 
joined in the Cameroons, leaving Secondi on 
the Ist May, 1915. He took part in the advance 
of the convoy under Major Meyer Griffith, and 
when that officer was killed Lieutenant, Bussell 
decided to retire, bringing the convoy and 
wounded safely back to the station from which 
they had started. (For an account of the ad- 
vance of the convoy see biography of Major 
Meyer Griflith.) Lieutenant Bussell was Convoy 
Officer in charge of carriers taking supplies, 
ammunition, etc., on the Jaundi road to the 
front, which during June was about sixty- 
three miles from the railway base at Edea, his 
section being from Ngwe to Wum Biagus, 
a distance of twenty-one miles. 


The following account was written by the Senior Supply 
and Transport Officer: “ During the latter part of May 
and June the enemy became very active in attacking the 
lines of communication, particularly between Ngwe and 
Wum Biagus. On the 9th May Lieutenant Bussell 
left Wum Biagus, with 220 carriers, for Ngwe to bring 
back a supply column. He turned back from Ngwe on 
the llth. The escort of the convoy was composed of 
French soldiers, with a French officer in command. 
Lieutenant Bussell was the only British officer. The con- 
voy left Ngwe at about 5.2 and all went well until 
within a few miles beyond a place called Njonjok, some 
nine miles from Ngwe. It would appear that the party 
of Germans who made the attack were in this case 
comparatively small. They allowed the majority of 
the convoy to pass unmolested until the late Lieutenant 
Bussell, who was riding a mule, passed, when they opened 
a sharp fire. The shot which killed Lieutenant Bussell 
passed through the right thigh, severing the femoral 
artery, which at once caused his death, and passed 
through the right flap of the saddle into the mule. 
Lieutenant Bussell fell, and the mule, which was wounded 
in many places, went into the bush and died. ‘The late 
Lieutenant Bussell must have drawn his revolver the 
moment the firing started, as it was found afterwards 
in his hand, but there is no doubt he was hit by one of 
the first shots of the attack. After the attack had been 
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repulsed, and the firing ceased, his body was taken in a 
hammock to Wum Biagus, where he was buried by the 
side of another officer who had been killed in action. 
It should be said that the country is covered with thick 
bush through which the road is cut, which enables the 
enemy to approach unscen to very close quarters, and 
renders convoy work extremely dangerous when the 
enemy is active. Wum Biagus itself, near which is the 
grave, is merely a small native village. The grave is 
near a river whose banks are thickly covered with large 
trees. The work of a transport officer on convoy duty 
is of @ very important and arduous nature, especially 
when the firing starts, as his duty is to control the 
carriers—often a dangerous and difficult task. Licutenant 
Bussell died doing his duty, and at the moment of his 
death was at the rear of a long line of carriers, encour- 
aging them and secing that the more tired of the carriers 
were helped along the road. The late Lieutenant Bussell 
was a very efficient officer, and his colonial knowledge 
was of very greut use. His loss was very much felt.”” 


A Captain in the Nigeria Regiment wrote: “ He died 
as we all hope to, if it is demanded of us, in the execution 
of his duty. . . . Your son proved himself thoroughly 


capable of the work he had volunteered for, and his loss 
was indeed a loss."” 


CAPTAIN THE Rev. JOHN GARRATT BUSSELL, 
7th (SERVICE) BaTtxn. THE RoyaL Sussex 
REGIMENT, was killed in action, 28th June, 1915.

CAPTAIN HARRY VIVIAN ByATT Byatt, ROYAL

2nd BatTrx. THE BORDER REGIMENT, was 
killed in action, 16th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT ALBERT JOHN 
BYRNE, 10th BATTN. (S. AUS- 
TRALIA) AUSTRALIAN INFANTRY, 
- born on the 21st 
September, 1890, at 
Thackaringa, New 
South Wales, Aus- 
tralia, was a son of 
the late James and 
Elizabeth Byrne, of 
Thackaringa. 
He received a good 
education, and after 
leaving school be- 
came an Inter- 
national Correspon- 
dence School Student in Electricity. He took 
a great interest in military affairs, and did 
good work on the Instructional Staff of the 
local forces, which he joined seven years before 
the outbreak of war. He was a fine rifle 
shot, and won gold and silver medals at rifle 
shooting competitions. When war was declared, 
and the Australian Contingents were being 


formed, he was one of the first to volunteer 
in Broken Hill, New South Wales, for active 
service, and was offered and accepted a com- 
mission, as Lieutenant, in the 10th Battalion. 
Lieutenant Byrne proceeded to Egypt with his 
battalion, thence to the Dardanelles, where 
he was mortally wounded at 4 p.m. on the 
25th April, 1915, while leading his men during 
the landing at Gaba Tepe, Gallipoli Peninsula. 
He died next day, and was buried on the field 
of battle at Gaba Tepe. Lieutenant Byrne 
was proud of his men, who would follow him 
anywhere. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEORGE PICKERSGILL CABLE, 
5th (RESERVE), attd. 2nd BaTrn. THE RIFLE 
BRIGADE (THE PRINCE CoNnsorRT’s Own), was 
killed in action, 9th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENTANT THOMAS LEONARD 
INFANTRY 
IM- 


CADELL, 3rd BATTN. Ist 
BRIGADE, AUSTRALIAN 
PERIAL FORCE, 
was the only son of 
John Alexander Ca- 
dell, Newcastle, New 
South Wales, and a 
relative of Colonel 
Thomas Cadell, V.C., 
late Indian Army, 
who fought in the 
Indian Mutiny, be- 
ing at the time of 
writing one of the 
oldest officers in the 
British Army to wear that coveted decoration, 
which he won m 1857. He was also related to 
the late General Sir Robert Cadell, K.C.B., 
Royal (late Madras) Artillery, and was born at 
Goulburn, N.S.W., on the 7th December, 1896. 
He was educated at the Newcastle (N.S.W.) 
High School as a Military Student, afterwards 
becoming a Lieutenant of the Senior Cadets 
there. At school he was the champion 220 yards 
runner in 1913 and a representative three- 
quarter in the Rugby team, being also a good 
surfer and middle-distance swimmer. Having 
joined the 3rd Infantry Battalion A.I.F. on the 
outbreak of war, Lieutenant Cadell accompanied 
it to the Gallipoli Peninsula, where he was 
wounded at the landing on the 25th April, 
1915, and, having rejoined after recovery at the 
end of May, was again most severely wounded 
at Anzac, dying at sea from the effects of the 
wounds on the 22nd June, 1915. In one of his 
last letters just before rejoining he expressed 
a hope that recruits were coming in, though it 
made him sad to see the wounded and killed, 
hearing that others of fighting age were going 
off to amusements at home without perhaps 
even bothering to read the war news. Lieu- 
tenant Cadell’s father received many letters 


of appreciation relative to his son’s military 


career. 

An Officer who served with him told a friend: ‘ He 
absolutely could not say enough about Tom, reckoned 
he was the bravest and best officer he had, and when he 
got hit in the hand would not be ordered down to the 
beach. He finally persuaded him, as he thought, to 
go, but found him later working harder than ever, 
afterwards helping the doctors and nurses with the 
wounded, in spite of his own wound.” 

The Dean of Sydney, who had been at the front, in a 
sermon related the following account of the young 
officer : “* They never turned tail—never retreated—only 
by word of command. They poured out their blood 
like water. There was a young subaltern, just out of 
his teens, who was wounded just after the landing. He 
was taken to a hospital ship, but went back to the battle- 
field as soon as he was able. One day in the rest camp, 
which was more dangerous than the trenches, the 
Turks sighted and shelled them. There were only 
seventy or eighty of our lads, who were in charge of this 
young officer. He bade them seck shelter. He remained 
till the last, and, as he was moving, he was struck by 
a piece of shrapnel. He shook hands with me on the 
beach on his way to the hospital ship. ‘ Tell the boys 
I'm sorry ; but I’ll be with them in a few days,’ he said. 
But he died two days afterwards.” 

A Colonel wrote of him : ‘* He was all smiles, and bounded 
about with the agility of perfect health and keenness. 
As to his men he was their darling and their hero (it must 
be remembered he was not nineteen}—no boy, but a 
born commander.”* 

Another Senior Officer wrote : “ I want to send you a few 
lines to say what good work your boy has been doing. 
He came back from hospital, and at once took up his 


duties of Platoon Commander with energy. He was 
always alert and willing, and was doing splendidly 
when he managed to pick up another hit. It is regarded 


as a serious wound, but not altogether dangerous.” 

A Private, not a young soldier, who had been under 
Lieutenant Cadell, said he was one of the bravest officers 
that ever existed. To use the man’s own words: “ Lieu- 
tenant Cadell had the years of a boy with the heart and 
bravery of an experienced soldier. Even we old soldiers 
would have followed him anywhere. The day he died 
he said to one of the officers, ‘ I’ve a feeling I'm going 
te be blown out. If it weren't for the Dad I'd be glad. 
It’s a great death—a soldier's.’ The poor boy fell 
that day.” 


Other letters from both officers, N.C.O.s, and 
men, all referred to Lieutenant Cadell in the 
same commendatory terms, showing that all 
ranks were impressed with the fine character 
and behaviour of the young officer, who was 
hardly more than a boy, setting an example 
which must have been invaluable even for 
men much older than himself.

He was educated at Haileybury and the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, receiving his commission in the 
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Essex Regiment in February, 1912. He was 
attached to the 2nd Battalion until September, 
1912, when he joined 
the Ist Battalion at 
Quetta. In Novem- 
ber, 1913, he went 
with a detachment 
of his regiment to 
Mauritius, being pro- 
moted Lieutenant in 
the same month. The 
battalion returned 
home in December, 
1914, and went with 
the Mediterranean 
Expeditionary Force on active service in April, 
1915. 

The Ist Battalion, Essex Regiment, formed part 
of the XX XIXth Division, and landed at ““W” 
Beach on the 25th April, 1915, having to face 
furious and long-prepared opposition by the 
Turks. Lieutenant Cadge was leading his men 
to take a position on the 29th April when he 
was killed by a bullet in the head.

He was born in 
January, 1885, and 
was educated at 
Clifton, and after- 
wards at Tours, 
under a private 
tutor. He received 
his commission as

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repulsed, and the firing ceased, his body was taken in a 
hammock to Wum Biagus, where he was buried by the 
side of another officer who had been killed in action. 
It should be said that the country is covered with thick 
bush through which the road is cut, which enables the 
enemy to approach unseen to very close quarters, and 
renders convoy work extremely dangerous when the 
enemy is active. Wum Biagus itself, near which is the 
grave, is merely a small native village. The grave ts 
near a river whose banks are thickly covered with large 
trees. The work of a transport officer on convoy duty 
is of a very important and arduous nature, especially 
when the firing starts, as his duty is to control the 
carriers—often a dangerous and difficult task. Lieutenant 
Busselt died doing his duty, and at the moment of his 
death was at the rear of a long line of carriers, encour- 
aging them and secing that the more tired of the carriers 
were helped along the road. The late Lieutenant Bussell 
was a very efficient officer, and his colonial knowledge 
was of very great use. His loss was very much felt.” 

A Captain in the Nigeria Regiment wrote: ‘ He died 
as we all hope to, if it is demanded of us, in the execution 
of his duty. . . . Your son proved himself thoroughly 
capable of the work he had volunteered for, and his loss 
was indeed a loss."”

LIEUTENANT ALBERT JOHN 
BYRNE, 10th BATTN. (S. AUS- 
TRALIA) AUSTRALIAN INFANTRY, 
: born on the 21st 
September, 1890, at 
Thackaringa, New 
South Wales, Aus- 
tralia, was a son of 
the late James and 
Elizabeth Byrne, of 
Thackaringa. 
He received a good 
education, and after 
leaving school be- 
came an Inter- 
national Correspon- 
dence School Student in Electricity. He took 
a@ great interest in military affairs, and did 
good work on the Instructional Staff of the 
local forces, which he joined seven years before 
the outbreak of war. He was a fine rifle 
shot, and won gold and silver medals at rifle 
shooting competitions. When war was declared, 
and the Australian Contingents were being 


formed, he was one of the first to volunteer 
in Broken Hill, New South Wales, for active 
service, and was offered and accepted a com- 
mission, as Lieutenant, in the 10th Battalion. 
Lieutenant Byrne proceeded to Egypt with his 
battalion, thence to the Dardanelles, where 
he was mortally wounded at 4 p.m. on the 
25th April, 1915, while leading his men during 
the landing at Gaba Tepe, Gallipoli Peninsula. 
He died next day, and was buried on the field 
of battle at Gaba Tepe. Lieutenant Byrne 
was proud of his men, who would follow him 
anywhere. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEORGE PICKERSGILL CABLE, 
5th (RESERVE), attd. 2nd Battrn. THE RIFLE 
BRIGADE (THE PRINCE CoNsoRT’s Own), was 
killed in action, 9th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENTANT THOMAS LEONARD 
CADELL, 3rd BATTN. Ist INFANTRY 
BRIGADE, AUSTRALIAN IM- 
PERIAL FORCE, 
was the only son of 
John Alexander Ca- 
dell, Newcastle, New 
South Wales, and a 
relative of Colonel 
Thomas Cadell, V.C., 
late Indian Army, 
who fought in the 
Indian Mutiny, be- 
ing at the time of 
writing one of the 
oldest officers in the 
British Army to wear that coveted decoration, 
which he won in 1857. He was also related to 
the late General Sir Robert Cadell, K.C.B., 
Royal (late Madras) Artillery, and was born at 
Goulburn, N.S.W., on the 7th December, 1896. 
He was educated at the Newcastle (N.S.W.) 
High School as a Military Student, afterwards 
becoming a Lieutenant of the Senior Cadets 
there. Atschool he was the champion 220 yards 
runner in 1913 and a representative three- 
quarter in the Rugby team, being also a good 
surfer and middle-distance swimmer. Having 
joined the 3rd Infantry Battalion A.I.F. on the 
outbreak of war, Lieutenant Cadell accompanied 
it to the Gallipoli Peninsula, where he was 
wounded at the landing on the 25th April, 
1915, and, having rejoined after recovery at the 
end of May, was again most. severely wounded 
at Anzac, dying at sea from the effects of the 
wounds on the 22nd June, 1915. In one of his 
last letters just before rejoining he expressed 
a hope that recruits were coming in, though it 
made him sad to see the wounded and killed, 
hearing that others of fighting age were going 
off to amusements at home without perhaps 
even bothering to read the war news. Lieu- 
tenant Cadell’s father received many letters 


of appreciation relative to his son’s military 


career. 

An Officer who served with him told a friend: “ He 
absolutely could not say enough about Tom, reckoned 
he was the bravest and best officer he had, and when he 
got hit in the hand would not be ordered down to the 
beach. He finally persuaded him, as he thought, to 
go, but found him later working harder than ever, 
afterwards helping the doctors and nurses with the 
wounded, in spite of his own wound.” 

The Dean of Sydney, who had been at the front, in a 
sermon related the following account of the young 
officer : “* They never turned tail—never retreated—only 
by word of command, They poured out their blood 
like water. There was a young subaltern, just out of 
his teens, who was wounded just after the landing. He 
was taken to a hospital ship, but went back to the battle- 
field as soon as he was able. One day in the rest camp, 
which was more dangerous than the trenches, the 
Turks sighted and shelled them. There were only 
seventy or eighty of our lads, who were in charge of this 
young officer. He bade them seck shelter. He remained 
till the last, and, as he was moving, he was struck by 
a piece of shrapnel. He shook hands with me on the 
beach on his way to the hospital ship. ‘ Tell the boys 
I'm sorry ; but I’ll be with them in a few days,” he said. 
But he died two days afterwards.” 

A Colonel wrote of him : “* He was all smiles, and bounded 
about with the agility of perfect health and keenness. 
As to his men he was their darling and their hero (it must 
be remembered he was not nineteen)—no boy, but a 
born commander.”” 

Another Senior Officer wrote : “ I want to send you a few 
lines to say what good work your boy has been doing. 
He came back from hospital, and at once took up his 
duties of Platoon Commander with energy. He was 
always alert and willing, and was doing splendidly 
when he managed to pick up another hit. It is regarded 
as a serious wound, but not altogether dangerous.” 

A Private, not a young soldier, who had been under 
Lieutenant Cadell, said he was one of the bravest officers 
that ever existed. To use the man’s own words: “ Lieu- 
tenant Cadell had the years of a boy with the heart and 
bravery of an experienced soldier. Even we old soldiers 
would have followed him anywhere. The day he died 
he said to one of the officers, ‘ I’ve a feeling I’m going 
te be blown out. If it weren’t for the Dad I'd be glad. 
It’s a great death—a soldier’s.”. The poor boy fell 
that day.’* 

Other letters from both officers, N.C.O.s, and 
men, all referred to Lieutenant Cadell in the 
same commendatory terms, showing that all 
ranks were impressed with the fine character 
and behaviour of the young officer, who was 
hardly more than a boy, setting an example 
which must have been invaluable even for 


men much older than himself.

was the second son 


of Mr. and Mrs. 
Ernest Callard, 
Little Missenden, 
Bucks. 

He was born in 


January, 1885, and 
was educated at 
Clifton, and after- 
wards at Tours, 
under a private 
tutor. He received 
his commission as 
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2nd Lieutenant in the 3rd Battalion, The Welsh 
Regiment, in 1904 and in November, 1905, 
was gazetted to the Loyal North Lancashire 
Regiment. Invalided home from South Africa, 
he resigned his commission in 1908 and volun- 
tarily entered the Reserve of Officers. 

After spending five years in Malay as a planter, 
2nd Lieutenant Callard was recalled from 
Vancouver Island, British Columbia, on the 
outbreak of war to rejoin his regiment. He 
was sent to France in November as Machine- 
gun Officer, in which capacity he saw severe 
fighting, losing on one occasion three guns out 
of four by shell fire. He was killed in action 
on the 25th January, 1915, at Beuvry, near 
Béthune, being struck by a fragment of a high- 
explosive shell. His younger brother, 2nd 
Lieutenant S. E. Callard, East Yorkshire 
Regiment, was killed near Pilkem on 23rd April, 
1915. 

2nd Lieutenant M. E. Callard had only been 
married three months previous to his death. 


2nd LievreNANT STANLEY EDWyYN CALLARD, 
8rd (RESERVE), attd. 2nd BATTALION THE East 
YORKSHIRE REGIMENT, was killed in action, 
23rd Aprit, 1915. (For Biography see 
Volume ITI.) 


LIEUTENANT OLIVER JOHN 
CALLEY, 2nd BATTN. THE DUKE 
OF EDINBURGH’S (WILTSHIRE 
REGIMENT), 
born at Chisledon, 
near Swindon, Wilts, 
on the 4th July, 
1892, was the only 
son of the Rev. and 
the late Mrs. J. H. 
Calley. He was re- 
lated to the late 
Major John Haver- 
field, Rosemount, 
Bath, and General 
Calley, C.B., M.V.O. 
He was educated at the Old Ride, Branksome 
Park, Bournemouth, and St. John’s School, 
Leatherhead, and joined the 4th Battalion 
(Territorial) of the Wiltshire Regiment in 
October, 1909, and in December, 1912, was 
gazetted to the Regulars and posted to the 2nd 
Battalion at Gibraltar, where it was stationed 
on war being declared. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in October, 1914. 

Just before the Great War broke out he had passed 
through the Signalling Course, and received his 
certificate of qualification as Instructor. 

His battalion returned to England in September, 
1914, and formed part of the 21st Brigade of the 
VIith Division, embarking for the seat of war 
in October, and served through the first Battle 
of Ypres and all the subsequent fighting. 
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Lieutenant Calley was killed on the 12th March, 
1915, at Spanbroek, Molen, and was_ buried 
near there. His Commanding Officer wrote 
saying he was a very gallant officer, much 
loved by his men, and a general favourite with 
his brother officers, and his death was much 
felt and deplored by all. To the Battalion 
Commander his loss was a very heavy one, for 
he was a valuable and reliable officer. His 
Captain also wrote saying he had the greatest 
confidence in him, and he was very keen on his 
work, 

Lieutenant Calley was a member of the Junior 
Army and Navy Club. 


2nd LizeurENANT THOMAS WILLIAM CALLINAN, 
1/8th Barry. (Territ.) DurHamM Licut IN- 
FANTRY, was killed in action, 25th April, 1915. 
LIEUTENANT JOHN DuTTon CALVERT, 4th 
BATTtN. RIFLE BRIGADE (THE PRINCE CONSORT’S 
Own). was killed, 15th February, 1915. 


2nd =LIEUTENANT ARTHUR IAN 
DOUGLAS CAMERON, SPECIAL 
RESERVE, attd. 2nd BATTN. SEA-

of the Rev. and Mrs.

We buried him and four 
other officers near a farm on the road between Ypres 
and St. Julien.” 

The Officer Commanding the battalion writes: “I 
saw and spoke to him not long before he fell, and he was 
then gallantly leading his men into the firing line. You 
will have heard how our brigade was ordered to attack

carly on the morning of April 25th. We suffered terribly.

was the son of 
Colonel Cyril St. 
Clair Cameron, C.B., 
of Fordon, Tas- 
mania, and Margaret 
Honeywood Cam- 
eron, daughter of 
General Sir William 
Templer Hughes, 
K.C.B., of Dunley, 
Bovey Tracey, 
Devonshire. 

He was born on the 31st October, 1891, at 
Yeomanry House, Lichfield, Staffordshire, and 
was educated at Winchester College, where he 
becamie a School Prefect and Captain of Com- 
moner Six. From Winchester he went to the 
R.M.A., Woolwich, where he became Under 
Officer, and won the saddle. He was a keen 
rider to hounds and an excellent shot. 

He was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal 
Field Artillery in July, 1912, and served with 
the 112th Battery in Ireland, and with the 
32nd Battery at Aldershot.. He went to the 
front with the latter battery in August, 1914, 
and served with it continuously, taking part 
in the retirement from Mons, the Battles of 
the Marne and the Aisne, and the first Battle 
of Ypres. In January, 1915, he got his jacket, 
and joined ‘“‘ N ” Battery, Royal Horse Artillery. 
He served with the Royal Horse Artillery until 
the 12th March, 1915. On that day he was 
acting as Observation Officer for his brigade 
at Neuve Chapelle, and was killed by a high- 
explosive shell. He was mentioned by Sir John 
French in his Despatch of the 31st May, 1915. 
2nd Lieutenant Cameron married, early in 
1914, Edith, daughter of Richard Scott. Lamb, 
of West Denton, Northumberland, and left 
one daughter, Rachel, born in November, 
1914. 


LIETENANT DONALD EWAN 
CAMERON, PRINCESS PATRICIA’S 
CANADIAN LIGHT INFANTRY, 
was killed on the 15th March, 1915, during the 
attack by his regiment upon the mound at St. 
Eloi, south of Ypres. He was the youngest son 
of Archibald Cameron, manager of the Mer- 
chants’ Bank of Canada, in Toronto, where he 
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he was born on the 18th December, 1870, 
and a grandson of Lieutenant-Colonel Duncan 
Cameron, C.B., 79th 
Cameron Highlan- 
ders, who fought at 
Waterloo, and of 
Major James Bar- 
wick, of the same 
regiment. 

He was educated at 
Trinity College 
School, Port Hope, 
Ontario, at Montreal 
High School, and at 
McGill University. 
Montreal. He was a banker and broker by 
profession, and served with the Canadian Bank 
of Commerce at Toronto, Montreal, and New 
York, and with the Dominion Securities Cor- 
poration at Montreal. He entered the Canadian 
Militia as a Private in the Victoria Rifles, in 
Montreal, in 1888, and subsequently was 
appointed Lieutenant in the Duke of York’s 
Royal Canadian Iussars, from which he retired 
as Major. Upon the organisation of Princess 
Patricia’s Canadian Light Infantry for service 
in the war with Germany, in August, 1914, 
he joined that regiment as Lieutenant, and 
acted as the Recruiting Officer at Montreal for 
the Province of Quebec. 

Lieutenant Cameron, who was not married, 
was a member of the St. James’s Club, the Hunt 
Club, and the Kanawaki Golf Club, Montrea!. 
His brother, Lieutenant-Colonel Kenneth 
Cameron, was in charge of the Surgical Division 
of No. 1 Canadian General Hospital at Nether- 
avon, Salisbury Plain, during the winter, 
1914-15, and at Etaples, France. 


LIEUTENANT) HeEcTOR WILLIAM LOVETT 
CAMERON, Ist BatTrn. THE QUEEN’S OWN 
CAMERON HIGHLANDERS, reported missing 14th 
September, 1914, was later presumed killed. 


2nd LIEUTENANT JAMES MAC. 
DONALD CAMERON, ROYAL FIELD 
ARTILLERY, 
was the third son of 
William Cameron, 
J.P., of Buntait, 
Glenurquhart, and 
came of a martial 
stock. His great- 
grandfather, then 
tenant in Corrimony, 
Glenurquhart, 
fought at Culloden 
by his laird’s side 
(Grant of  Corri- 
mony), and after the battle carried Grant, who 
was wounded, off the field, never resting till 
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he had placed him safely in a cave on his home 
estate. On his mother’s side the deceased 
officer was a cousin of the late General Sir 
Hector Macdonald, K.C.B., D.S.O. (‘* Fighting 
Mac ”’). 

Lieutenant Cameron was born in 1890, and was 
educated at the Glenurquhart Higher Grade 
School in Aberdeenshire and at Edinburgh 
University. From the University he took upan 
appointment as one of the staff of specialists at 
Skerry’s College, Edinburgh. He was connected 
with the Officers’ Training Corps of the Uni- 
versity, and when war was declared gave up 
his position at Skerry’s and was gazetted to 
the Special Reserve, Royal Field Artillery, 
on probation, in August, 1914. In the following 
spring he proceeded with the Mediterranean 
Expeditionary Force, and took part in the 
memorable landing with the XXIXth Division 
and in the subsequent heavy fighting in Galli- 
poli Peninsula. He was killed on the 7th May, 
1915, while on duty as Forward Observing 
Officer for his battery. 

His Commanding Officer wrote, with reference to his 
death, that “he was doing excellent work for his 
battery in the advanced trenches of the infantry. His 
reports were most valuable, and he continued telephoning 
till the wires were cut by the heavy shrapnel fire. On 
the 7th, Lieutenant Cameron detected from his advanced 
post a Maxim gun about to open fire on the Lancashire

was born in Thurso 
on the 17th June, 
1879. 

Lieutenant Cameron 
was educated at Tain 
Royal Academy and 
George Watson’s 
College, Edinburgh, 
the Commercial Bank, 


afterwards 


entering 
St. Vincent Street, Glasgow. On the outbreak 
of the South African War he enlisted in the 
Imperial Yeomanry and served as a Private, 
being afterwards gazetted Lieutenant in the 


Yeomanry. For his services in the war he 
received the Queen’s and King’s medals with 
five clasps. 

Lieutenant Cameron settled in Johannesburg 
after the Boer War, and was engaged on the 


Staff of the East Rand Mines when the war 
with Germany broke out. He volunteered at 
once for active service. and served under 
General Botha in German West Africa. He 
was killed on the 26th April, 1915, by a bursting 
shell while leading his men against the German 
attack at Trekkopjes, where he was buried. 
Mr. Cameron was an excellent lawn tennis 
player, and held the singles championship 
of the East Rand Club for several years. He 
married Clara Constance, daughter of John 
Munro, manager, Barnato Brothers, Johannes- 
burg, and left one daughter, Constance Ann, 
aged two years. 


2nd LIEUTENANT COLIN WILLIAM BURNLEY- 
CAMPBELL, 3rd (RESERVE), attd. Ist Barr. 
PRINCESS LOUISE’S (ARGYLL AND SUTHERLAND 
HIGHLANDERS), was killed in action, 27th June, 
1915. 

LIEUTENANT DONALD CAMPBELL, M.B., RoyaL 
Army MEDICAL Corps,was killed, 17th February, 
1915. 


CAPTAIN DUNCAN CAMPBELL, 2nd 
BATTN. THE BLACK WATCH (ROYAL 
HIGHLANDERS), 
was the eldest son 
of Colonel Edward 
Campbell, of South 
Hall, Argyll, and of 
Alice Isabel, his wife, 
and was born at 
South Hall on the 
24th October, 1880. 
He was educated at 
Rugby, and joined 
the 3rd_ Battalion, 
The Black Watch 
(Royal Perth Militia), in September, 1899. He 
volunteered for service in the South African 
War, and, having served there during 1899-— 
1900, was given his commission, as 2nd Lieu- 
tenant, in the 2nd Battalion, The Black Watch, 
in October, 1900. He was then posted to the 
ist Battalion in India, and went with them to 
serve in South Africa again from December, 
1901, to May, 1902. He was present at opera- 
tions in the Transvaal and Orange River 
Colony, for which he received the Queen’s 
medal with five clasps. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in May, 1902, and from September, 
1905, to November, 1910, was employed with 
the West African Frontier Force, taking part 
in operations in Northern Nigeria (Hadeija 
Campaign) in 1906 and in other operations, 
for which he received the medal with clasp. He 
did a good deal of big-game shooting in West 
Africa. 

Captain Campbell was promoted to that rank 
in January, 1910. In 1913 he exchanged to the 
2nd Battalion, Black Watch, in India, and 


proceeded with them to France with the 
Indian Expeditionary Force. He was wounded 
in December, 1914, but rejoined as soon as he 
had recovered, and took part in all the actions 
in which the 2nd Battalion, The Black Watch, 
were engaged. He was instantaneously killed 
in action in France on the 18th May, 1915, by a 
shell which burst on the top of the parapet 
of the trench he was occupying with his com- 
pany. He was directing the repair of the 
trench at the time. He was buried at Vieille 
Chapelle, with other officers and men of the 
Black Watch. 

His Commanding Officer (since killed) wrote as follows 
concerning Captain Campbell: ‘‘ Duncan was a very 
great friend to us who knew him best, and we can share 
your sorrow. He is a great loss to the regiment and to 
the Army, for he was a first-class officer; and the more 


trying the circumstances, the more he proved himself 
superior to them.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT HENRY BETHUNE CAMPBELL, 
Ist BATTN. PRINCESS LOUISE’s (ARGYLL AND 
SUTHERLAND HIGHLANDERS), was killed in 
action, 23rd February, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT IAN PATRICK 
CAMPBELL, Ist BATTN. THE QUEEN’S 
OWN CAMERON HIGHLANDERS, 

- was the youngest 
son of Patrick Camp- 
bell, Esq., of the 
family of Campbell 
of Kinloch, in Perth- 
shire; he was a nep- 
hew of General R. B. 
Campbell, C.B., 
Queen’s Own Guides, 
and a cousin of Com- 
mander Spencer 
Login, R.N., and of 
General Sir William 


Meiklejohn, K.C.B. 

2nd Lieutenant Jan P. Campbell was born at 
“Tlam,” Christchurch, New Zealand, on the 
26th December, 1896, and was educated at 
Christ’s College, Christchurch, New Zealand, 
and at Cheltenham College, England. He was 
Captain of the College racket pair for two 
years at Queen’s, and won every possible cup 
and prize for rackets at Cheltenham College. 
He also won the Ladies’ Prize and Gold Medal 
at, Cheltenham College Athletic Sports in 1914, 
and the open hurdles in 1913 and 1914. 

He entered the R.M.C., Sandhurst, in August, 
1914, and in the November following was 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Cameron 
Highlanders, and posted for training to the 
3rd (Reserve) Battalion, then at Invergordon. 
He was later posted to the Ist Battalion, 
went to France in February, 1915, and was 
killed in the charge at Richebourg l’Avoué 
on the 9th May, 1915. When the order to 
attack was given he was first out of the trenches, 
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and having led his platoon close up to vhe 
enemy’s trenches, under very heavy fire, he 
was seen to fall. His body was found some 
three weeks later, close to the German trenches, 
and was buried where it lay with those of his 
men who had fallen with him. 


CapTAIN JAMES ARCHIBALD LOCHNELL CAMP- 
BELL, Ist BATTN. PRINCESS LouIsE’s (ARGYLL 
AND SUTHERLAND HIGHLANDERS), died of 
wounds, 19th March, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT KENNETH JAMES 
CAMPBELL, 1/9th (THE DUMBARTON- 
SHIRE) BATTN. (TERRIT.) PRINCESS 
LOUISE’S (ARGYLL AND SUTHERLAND 
HIGHLANDERS), 
who was born in 
Bombay on the 4th 
January, 1891, was 
the only son of 
Robert S. Campbell, 
of Achnashie, Ros- 
neath, Dumbarton- 
shire. The late Rev. 
John Macleod Camp- 
bell, D.D., was his 
grandfather, and he 
was a nephew of the 
late Sir James M. Campbell, K.C.1.E., Bombay 
Civil Service, compiler of the ‘ Bombay 
Gazetteer.” 

He was educated at Rottingdean, Marlborough 
College, and Oxford, where he was a demy of 
Magdalen College, took his degree with Honours 
in History in 1912, and in Greats in 1914. 
He was stroke of his College boat in the Torpids 
when Magdalen was head of the river in Febru- 
ary, 1913. 

2nd, Lieutenant Campbell was gazetted to 
the Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders in 
September, 1914, joining at Bedford. All 
ranks of his battalion having undertaken 
Imperial Service obligations, he went with it 
to France in February, 1915, and was killed 
by a shell on the 10th May, 1915, near Ypres, 
while in charge of the machine guns of his 
battalion. 


His commanding Officer wrote on the 11th May that he 
died “ doing his duty nobly.” 


Masor WILLIAM ROBINSON CAMPBELL, D.S.O., 
14th (Ki1na’s) Hussars, was killed in action, 
13th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN WILLIAM ULICK MIDDLE- 
TON CAMPBELL, Ist BATTN. 
HIGHLAND LIGHT INFANTRY. 
born in Sydney, N.S.W., on the 9th October, 
1885, was the son of the late Hon. W. R. Camp- 
bell, member of the Legislative Council of 
Sydney, and Mrs. Campbell, 15, Emperor’s Gate, 
London, S.W. He was a grandson of Sir E. 
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Deas-Thomson, K.C.M.G., C.B., and a great- 
grandson of General Sir Richard Bourke, 
K.C.B., sometime 
Governor-General of 
Sydney, N.S.W. 

He was educated at 
Cheltenham College, 
and first served in 
the 6th Battalion, 
Royal Warwickshire 
Regiment, to which 
he was appointed 2nd 
Lieutenant in June, 
1904. He received 
his commission in 
the Highland Light Infantry in May, 1906, and 
joined the Ist Battalion in India, where he 
remained till the outbreak of the war, when he 
was stationed at Ambala. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in April, 1909, and Captain in 
November, 1914, and was for some time A.D.C. 
to the Lieutenant-Governor of the United 
Provinces. 

He was granted the Durbar medal, having been 
one of the officers to receive the new colours 
of his battalion at the hands of H.M. King 
George V. 

Captain Campbell, who was unmarried, was a 
member of the Caledonian Club. 

He was killed on the 12th March, 1915, while 
gallantly leading his men to the front line at 
Neuve Chapelle.

CAPTAIN ARTHUR GEORGE CON- 
INGSBY CAPELL, 2nd BATTN. 
NORTHAMPTONSHIRE REGIMENT, 
- who was born at 
Passenham Rectory, 
Stony Stratford, on 
the 28th June, 1879, 
was the only son of 
the Rev. George 
Marie Capell and 
grandson of the Hon. 
Adolphus Capell, 
brother of the 6th 
| Earl of Essex. His 
father died in Jan- 
uary, 1915, and 
Captain Capell was granted special leave to 
attend the funeral on Ist February, 1915. 
He was educated by private tutors, and in 
June, 1900, joined the Imperial Yeomanry, 
with which he served in the South African War 
from the early part of 1900 till June, 1901. 
He was present at operations in the Transvaal, 
Orange River Colony, and Cape Colony, and 
received the Queen's medal with five clasps. 


After returning to England, having been 
recommended for his war services, he received, 
in May, 1902, a commission in the Northampton- 
shire Regiment, and served with his battalion 
at home and in the Mediterranean, being pro- 
moted Lieutenant in February, 1904. 

He was promoted Captain in November, 1910. 
On war breaking out he was serving with his 
battalion at Alexandria, and went to the front 
with it in November, 1914. 

He was twice wounded—on the 10th and 11th 
March, 1915—but remained on duty, and was 
killed at Neuve Chapelle, on the 12th March, 
1915, while cheering and encouraging his men. 
His loss was deeply regretted by all ranks in 
his regiment, and his Commanding Officer stated 
that he was a brilliant officer, and that his men, 
who simply venerated him, would have followed 
him anywhere. 

He was mentioned in Sir John French’s Des- 
patch of the 3lst May, 1915, for gallant and 
distinguished service. 

Captain Capell married. in October, 1914, 
Miss Phyllis Deacon, daughter of Mr. Maurice 
Deacon, Chase Cliffe, Whatstandwell, Derby- 
shire.

HIGHLANDERS), died of wounds, 25th May, 1915. 


Masor JOHN RUTTER CARDEN, 15th LUDHLANA 
Sikus, INDIAN ARMy, died of wounds, 30th 
APRIL, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT RONALD HUGH 
CARDEN, attd. 2nd BATTN. THE DUKE 
OF EDINBURGH'’S (WILTSHIRE REGT.), 
who was killed while 
in action in the front 
line at the battle of 
Neuve Chapelle on 
the 14th March, 
1915, was the elder 
son of Mr. and Mrs. 
C. H. Carden, of 
28, Onslow Gardens, 
Muswell Hill, Lon- 
don, N. 

He was born on the 
3rd April, 1894, and 
was educated at ‘“ Lindisfarne " (A. M. Kilby, 
Esq.), Blackheath, going afterwards to Malvern 
College, where he was head of his House, No. 3, 
The College (Mr. Spear and Mr. Farrant), won 
his cricket and football House Colours, and was 
in the Senior Swimming Team in 1912. He was 
also a Cadet Officer in the O.T.C. After leaving 
school he entered the office of Messrs. R. G, 


Shaw and Co., of Winchester House, and on the 
outbreak of war, in August, 1914, joined the 
ranks of the Volunteer Company, Artists’ 
Rifles. He was afterwards drafted into the Ist 
Battalion, Artists’ Rifles, then at the Tower 
of London, and went with them to Bricket 
Wood, Southampton, and to France. 

Shortly after his arrival in France, in December, 
1914, he was gazetted to the Special List as 
2nd Lieutenant, and latterly was placed in 
charge of the Machine-gun Section of the 2nd 
Battalion, Wiltshire Regiment.

CAPTAIN LEICESTER WILLIAM 
LE MARCHANT CAREY, 4th 
BATTN. THE ROYAL FUSILIERS 
(CITY OF LONDON REGIMENT), 
only son of the late Major-General Constantine 
Phipps Carey, C.B., R.E., and of Mrs. Carey, 
was born at Dover on the 12th November, 1877. 
He was educated at Wellington College and the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, from which he was gazetted 
to the Royal Fusiliers in February, 1898, 
becoming Lieutenant in the following Novem- 
ber, and Captain in July, 1901. He served in 
the South African War, 1899-1902, taking part 
in the relief of Ladysmith, including the action 
at Colenso, and being present at operations on 
Tugela Heights, in the Transvaal, and in Cape 
Colony, north of Orange River, including the 
action at Ruidam in 1900. Between the end 
of 1900 and March, 1902, he was present at 
further operations in the Transvaal and Cape 
Colony. For his services he received the Queen's 
medal with five and the King’s medal with 
two clasps. From July, 1903, to October, 1910, 
be was employed with the Egyptian Army, 
receiving for his services the Fourth Class of 
the Osmanieh, and from March to August, 
1912, acted as A.D.C. to the General Officer 
Commanding-in-Chief, Southern Command. He 
went to the front for service in the Great War 
in August, 1914, his battalion forming part of 
the 9th Brigade, IlIrd Division, took part in 
the Battle of Mons, and was mentioned in S'r 
John French’s Despatch of the 8th October, 
1914. After having been reported wounded and 
missing, it was ascertained a year later that he 
had been killed near Herlies, in the neighbour- 
hood of La Bassée, on or about the 20th Octo- 
ber, 1914. 

Captain Carey, who was a member of the Junior 
United Service Club, married Hilda Marguerite, 
daughter of Gilbert Hardinge Stracey, of Sprow- 
ston Lodge, Norfolk. 


CaPTAIN JOHN EDWARD GORDON CARLISLE, 
107th PIONEERS, INDIAN ARMY, died of wounds, 
llth May, 1915. 
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LIEUTENANT ARTHUR CLUNES 
HOOPER CARR, ROYAL ENGINEERS, 
who was killed in the 
fighting near Ypres 
on the 14th or 15th 
February, 1915, was 
the younger son of 
Colonel G. A Carr, 
Royal Engineers (re- 
tired), and Mrs. Carr, 
of Nymans, Midhope 
Road, Woking, and 
younger brother of 
Capt. W. B. H. Carr, 
Royal Engineers. 

He was born at New Brompton, Chatham, 
Kent, on the 27th April, 1893, and was educated 
at St. Mary’s Hill, Horsell, near Woking 
(Arnold F. Saunders, Esq.), at Dover College (St. 
Martin’s House), and at the R.M.A., Woolwich. 
He passed out of Woolwich ‘ with honours,” 
taking the prizes in artillery and in Military 
Engineering, and also the Armstrong Memorial 
Medal for Science. He was gazetted to the 
Royal Engineers on the 20th December, 1912, 
becoming Lieutenant on the 25th October, 1914. 
On the outbreak of war, in August 1914, he 
proceeded to France with the 59th (Field) 
Company R.E., belonging to the Vth Division. 
He was at the Battle of Mons and the fighting 
in the subsequent retirement, and at the Battles 
of the Marne and of the Aisne. In October, 
1914, when the British Expeditionary Force 
was transferred from the Aisne he took part 
in the fighting near La Bassée. He was wounded 
at Lorgies on the 20th October, 1914, and was 
brought home in consequence. In Decembcr, 
1914, he was found fit for service again, and 
returned to France witt the XXVIIth Division 
on the 21st of that mohth. He was employed 
in the neighbourhood of Ypres, and was killed 
an the occasion of the German (Bavarian) 
attack on the British position in front of St. 
Eloi, that commenced on the afternoon of 
Sunday, 14th February, 1915. He was on duty 
in the front trenches there at the time of this 
attack. These trenches fell into the hands of 
the enemy, and it was not till they were retaken 
by acounter-attack on thenext day that his body 
was found. The Official Casualty List records 
his death as “ died of wounds on the 15th 
February, 1915.” He was buried where he fell.

born at Ascot Vale. Melbourne, on the 26th 
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December, 1892, was a son of William Macklin 
and Clara Carse, of 11, Cargill Street, Victoria 
a Park, Perth, West 
Australia. 
He was educated at 
the State School at 
| Victoria Park and 
Stott’s College, 
Perth, joining the 
| Cadets at the age of 
| twelve. Three years 
later he joined the 
Volunteers, after- 
wards transferring 
to the West Austra- 
lia Highlanders, in which he became Sergeant. 
When compulsory training was instituted he 
was transferred to the 86th Infantry Regiment, 
and in July, 1912, he attended the school of 
instruction for machine gunners held at Rand- 
wick, New South Wales. On his return to 
Perth he was promoted Lieutenant, and 
appointed to the command of the Machine-gun 
Section. When war broke out, in August, 1914, 
he volunteered for active service, and was 
appointed Lieutenant in the 16th Battalion, 
Australian Infantry, in charge of the Machine- 
gun Section. Whilst training at Broadmeadows, 
Lieutenant Carse and his section established a 
number of records which earned for them the 
distinction of being one of the most promising 
machine-gun sections in the world. 
Lieutenant Carse accompanied his battalion to 
Egypt, afterwards going on to the Dardanelles, 
where he was wounded in action on the 27th 
April, 1915. He was removed to hospital at 
Alexandria, and died there on the 2nd May, 
1915. He was buried in the Chatby Cemetery, 
Alexandria. For his services in the war 
Lieutenant Carse was mentioned in Sir Ian 
Hamilton’s Despatch of the 12th June, 1915.

MAJOR WILLIAM OXENHAM CAUT- 
LEY, 3rd BATTN. (RESERVE) SUFFOLK 
REGIMENT, attd. Ist BATTN. 
NORTHAMPTONSHIRE REGIMENT, 
was the eldest son - 

of the late Captain 
W. T. Cautley. Ist 
South Staffordshire 
Regiment, who died 
in Egypt, of typhoid 
fever, in 1883, while 
on active service. 
Tlis grandfather, 
Major - General 
George Cautley, 8th 
Bengal Cavalry, 
served through two S 
Oudh campaigns. 

Having been left an orphan at an early age, 


Major Cautley and his younger brothers were 
brought up by their uncle, the Rev. P. L. 
Cautley, who was at one time Chaplain to the 
Ist Norfolk Artillery Volunteers, and afterwards 
became Rector of Quainton, Buckinghamshire. 
He was educated at Bradfield College, where 
he distinguished himself in athletics, and was 
known as a fast sprinter. 

He received his commission in the 3rd (King’s 
Own) Hussars from the 3rd (Militia) Battalion, 
Suffolk Regiment, but retired from the active 
list in 1898, and again joined the 3rd (Reserve) 
Battalion, Suffolk Regiment, in which he be- 
came Captain, in November, 1899, and served 
with this battalion, at Guernsey, when it was 
embodied during the South African War. 
He afterwards, in 1901, was attached for duty 
to the 9th Provisional Battalion at Colchester. 
On the outbreak of the Great War in August, 
1914, he volunteered for active service and 
rejoined his regiment, being promoted Major 
in January, 1915. 

Major Cautley went out to France on the 23rd 
October, 1914, and was present at Ypres, during 
the Prussian Guard fight, attached to the 2nd 
Battalion, Suffolk Regiment, and afterwards 
served with the 1st Battalion, Northampton- 
shire Regiment. He was awarded the D.S.O. 
for conspicuous gallantry on the 22nd December, 
1914, near La Quinque Rue, ‘“‘ when he handled 
his men with great skill under very critical 
circumstances.” 

A Special Brigade Order, issued by Brigadier-General 
C. B. Westmacott on Christmas Day, 1914—the 69th 
anniversary of the Battle of Ferozeshah, in which his 
grandfather had fought—referred to this occasion in 
the following terms :— 

“ The Brigadicr-General desires to take this opportunity 
of congratulating ‘D’ Company, Ist Battalion, North- 
amptonshire Regiment, on its gallant and steady be- 
haviour during the action of Decomber 22nd. The 
manner in which, under the command of Major Cautley. 
3rd Battalion, Suffolk Regiment, it resisted the German 
counter-attack, and the steadiness with which it finally 
withdrew in the face of superior numbers, and eventu- 
ally occupied a position in rear to cover the gap made in 
the line, was worthy of all praise and adds fresh laurels 
to the fine record of the old 48th.” 

Major Cautley also took part in the fighting at 
the end of January and beginning of February, 
1915, and was killed on the 9th May, 1915, 
while leading his men against the German 
trenches at La Rue du Bois, Richebourg. He 
was mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch 
of the 3lst May, 1915. 

He married Agnes, second daughter of the late 
Charles Hill Whitson, formerly of the Scots 
Greys, of Parkhill, Blairgowrie, Scotland, and 
left three children—two daughters, born in 
May, 1902, and October, 1904, respectively, 
and a son, William Hill, born in August, 1906. 


LIEUTENANT WALTER HENRY 
CHARLES CAVE, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. Ist 
BATTN. DORSETSHIRE REGIMENT, 
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who was born at Clifton on the 15th March, 
1895, was the second son of Charles Henry Cave, 
of Rodway Hill 
House, Mangotsfield, 
near Bristol, and a 
grandson of Sir 
Charles Cave, Bart. 
He was educated at 
Repton, leaving in 
August, 1914, with 
the intention of going 
to Cambridge in the 
following October. 
Having applied for a 
commission, he was 7 
gazetted to the Dorsetshire’ Regiment on the 
15th August, joining at Weymouth, where he 
was stationed till the 18th February, 1915, 
when he was sent to the Ist Battalion in France. 
He was killed by a shell at Ypres on the 15th 
March, 1915 (his twentieth birthday), and was 
buried on the following day on the ramparts. 
A cross, with his name and regiment, has been 
placed at the head of his grave.

RUPERT EDWARD GASCOYNE.CECIL, 
4th (EXTRA RESERVE) attd. Ist BATTN. 
THE BEDFORDSHIRE REGIMENT, 
fourth son of the : 2 

Rev. Canon Lord | 
William and Lady 
Florence Gascoyne- 
Cecil, of St. Audrey’s 
Hatfield, was born 
there on the 20th 
January, 1895. His 
brother, Captain 
V.A. Gascoyne-Cecil, 
Hampshire Regi- 
ment, has been twice 
wounded in the 
Great War. Another brother is Lieutenant J. A. 
Gascoyne-Cecil, 4th Home Counties (Howitzer) 
Brigade, and Adjutant, 19th Brigade, R.F.A., 
who has been mentioned in Despatches. An- 
other brother is R. W. Gascoyne-Cecil, who first 
enlisted in the Canadian Infantry, and after- 
wards received a commission, as 2nd Lieutenant, 
in June, 1915, in the Warwickshire R.H.A. 
(Territorial Force). 

Lieutenant R. E. Gascoyne-Cecil was educated at 
Westminster School and Christ Church College, 
Oxford. While at the latter he rowed in his Col- 
lege boat and was a bellringer. In August, 1914, 
he was gazetted in the 4th Battalion, Bedford- 
shire Regiment, and he proceeded to France in 
May, 1915, where he was attached to the 1st 
Battalion. He was slightly wounded at the end 
of the month and in June, 1915, he was pro- 
moted Temporary Lieutenant, but the promotion 
was not gazetted until after his death, 
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Lieutenant Gascoyne-Cecil was killed in a 
bombardment subsequent to a big German 
mine explosion near Ypres on the 11th July, 
1915, and was buried in a cemetery close to 
the Ypres-Commines Railway. His superior 
officers, commenting on his death, explained 
that, though some were flurried by the mine 
explosion, he kept quite cool and collected, 
and thought only of his men. This was cor- 
roborated by men of his platoon. He died 
instantaneously from a wound in the head. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (temp. LIEUTENANT) HERBERT 
CHARLES CHADs, Ist BATTN. THE PRINCE OF 
WaALEs’s (NORTH STAFFORDSHIRE REGIMENT), 
was killed in action 5th January, 1915. 


CAPTAIN FREDERICK JAMES 
CHADWICK, 
RIFLES, 


104th WELLESLEY'S 
INDIAN ARMY, 
born at Chetnole, 
Dorsetshire, on the 
31st August, 1883, 
was the eldest son 
of the late Colonel 
E. F. Chadwick, for- 
merly of the 33rd 
Duke of Wellington’s 
Regiment. 

He was educated at” 
Cheltenham and the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, 
and, after passing, 
in August, 1903, for the Indian Army, was 
attached for a year to the 2nd Battalion, 
East Lancashire Regiment, at Poona. He 
was posted to the Indian Army in Novem- 
ber, 1904, becoming Lieutenant in Novem- 
ber, 1905, and served with his regiment in 
the Mekran Gun-running Expedition of 1911. 
He was promoted Captain in August, 1912. 
The 104th formed part of the Indian Expe- 
ditionary Force, which went to the Persian 
Gulf in November, 1914. Captain Chadwick 
was mentioned in Despatches (published in 
India in February, 1915) “for gallantry,” 
and was recommended for reward. He was also 
mentioned in Sir John Nixon’s Despatch, 
published by the War Office in April, 1916. 
He was mortally wounded near  Shaiba, 
Mesopotamia, on the 18th April, 1915, while 
leading his machine-gun section, and died 
the same day. His youngest brother, 2nd 
Lieutenant R. M. Chadwick, Royal Garrison 
Artillery, was killed near Béthune a ‘month 
later. 


2nd LIEUTENANT RICHARD MARKHAM CHAD- 
WICK, RoyAL GARRISON ARTILLERY, was killed 
13th May, 1915, 


LIEUTENANT GEORGE ARTHUR 
CHALCRAFT, 4th BATTN. (EXTRA 
RESERVE) THE PRINCE OF WALES’S 
OWN (WEST YORKSHIRE REGIMENT), 
born on the 27th 
April, 1894, was a 
son of H. L. Chal- 
craft, ‘‘ The Brows,” 
West Liss, Hants. 
He was educated at 
The School, Welling- 
borough, where he 
gained his Second 
XI Football Colours 
in 1910 and the 
First XI Colours in 
1911 and 1912. He 
also gained his Second Cricket XI Colours in 
1911 and 1912 and his First Cricket. XI Colours 
in 1913. As Captain of the Second XI at both 
games he has had few equals. At Welling- 
borough he joined the O.T.C. in January, 1909, 
and was promoted Colour-Sergeant in Septem- 
ber, 1911. He was one of the Bisley Shooting 
VIII in 1913. He was a regular memiber of 
the Debating Society, and its Honorary Secre- 
tary, and he was a keen boxer. He became 
Head Prefect of the School in 1912. 

In August, 1914, on war being declared, Mr. 
Chalcraft applied for a commission, and that 
month he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 
West Yorkshire Regiment. He was promoted 
Tieutenant in April, 1915, and for active 
service was attached to the 2nd Battalion, The 
Duke of Wellington’s (West Riding Regiment), 
with which he served in France. Lieutenant 
Chalcraft died on the 5th. May, 1915, of gas 
poisoning. 
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LIEUTENANT ROBERT CHALMERS, 1/15th 
(County oF LONDON) BaTTN. THE LONDON 
REGIMENT (PRINCE OF WALES'S OWN, CIVIL 
SERVICE RIFLEs), T.F., died of wounds, 25th 
May, 1915. 


MAJOR WILLIAM TRANT CHAMBERS, 
ROYAL FIELD ARTILLERY, 
youngest son of the 
late Charles Camp- 
bell Chambers, New- 
fairwater, Ealing, W., 
was born in Swansea, 
South Wales, on the 
8th January, 1882. 
Educated at Brad- 
field College, for 
which he had ob- 
tained an Entrance 
Scholarship, and 
where he was a mem- 
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ber of the College Cricket and Football XI’s in 
1899, he entered the R.M.A., Woolwich, and 


in August, 1900, was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
in the Royal Field Artillery. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in August, 1903, and from Novem- 
ber, 1910, to November, 1913, was Adjutant 
of the 12th Howitzer Brigade at Deepcut, 
near Farnborough. He became Captain in 
October, 1911, and on the outbreak of hostilities 
in August, 1914, proceeded to France with the 
Expeditionary Force as Staff Captain, Divisional 
Artillery, Ist Division, an appointment he held 
until his death. He obtained his Majority 
in December, 1914. 

Major Chambers was severely wounded at 
Beuvry on the Ist June, 1915, and died in 
hospital at Chocques the following day. He was 
buried in the military cemetery at Chocques. 
For gallant and distinguished service in the 
field he was mentioned in Sir John French’s 
Despatch of the 31st May, 1915. 

In August, 1913, he married Lisa Gladys, 
elder daughter of the Rev. John Pardoe, late 
Rector of Graveley, near Stevenage, Herts, 
and of Mrs. Pardoe, Broadway, Sandhurst, 
Berks. <A good cricket and golf player, he was 
also fond of winter sports and fishing, and 
during the seven years he was stationed in 
India he made several shooting expeditions in 
Kashmir. 


LIEUTENANT CyrRIL KINNAIRD CHAMIER, Ist 
Batrn. THE YORK AND LANCASTER REGIMENT, 
was killed in action 23rd April, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT FRANK MERYON CHANCE, 
1/24th (Country oF Lonpon) BaTrn. THE 
LonpoN REGIMENT (THE QUEEN’S), T.F., was 
killed in action 25th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT HUMPHREY MARMADUKE CHAPLIN, 
3rd (RESERVE), attd. 2nd BaTTN. THE CHESHIRE 
REGIMENT, was killed 8th-9th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN ARTHUR THOMAS CHAP- 
MAN, 3rd BATTN. 
SURREY REGIMENT, 
BATTN. 


(RESERVE) EAST 
attd. Ist 
HAMPSHIRE REGIMENT, 
eldest son of Mr. 
Thomas Chapman, 
of Croydon, was 
born there on the 
20th April, 1873. 

He was educated at 
Whitgift School, 
Croydon, and in 1888 
joined, as a Private, 
the Ist Volunteer 
Battalion, Royal 
West Surrey Regi- 
ment, with which he 
served till 1893. He then became a Trooper in 
the Hampshire Carabiniers, serving with them 
till 1897. In 1899 he was given a commission, 
as 2nd Lieutenant, in the 3rd Battalion, King’s 
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Own Royal Lancaster Regiment, but was 
obliged to resign through illness. In 1910 
he joined, as Lieutenant, the 1st Battalion, 
Surrey National Reserve, in which he became 
Captain in 1912. 

On, the outbreak of war he, with 103 National 
Reservists, volunteered for active service, and 
was given a commission as Lieutenant in the 
3rd (Reserve) Battalion, East Surrey Regiment, 
in September, 1914. He went to France in 
December, 1914, and was attached to the 
1st Hampshire Regiment, with which he served 
till his death in April. He was promoted 
Captain from February, 1915, but only received 
the intimation about a fortnight before his 
death on the 26th April, 1915, near Ypres. 

He was one of the first three officers to join 
the National Reserve, and helped to organise 
the first company that was formed of that body. 
He was the author of two very useful little 
publications in this connection, viz., ‘‘ The 
National Reserve Section Commander's Roll 
Book,” with instructions and hints, and ‘‘ Hints 
on Organising a Battalion’ (the National 
Reserve). 

The following account of his death was received from the 
front:—* The 1st Battalion, Hampshire Regiment, was 
ordered to support the left of the 28th Division, which 
had become exposed. It reached a position just before 


daylight and dug itself in. A small post in a house on 
the left flank of the line was rushed by Germans, who were 
thereby able to enfilade out trenches. It was thus we 
lost your husband and many men. His last words were : 


“Let ‘em have it, boys, for your wives’ and children’s 
sakes.’ He was not the type of man to set any example 
but the best.” 

A memorial service to the late officer was held 
in Coulsdon Church on the 18th May, 1915, 
attended by men of his old battalion, repre- 
sentatives of the Volunteer Training Corps 
and of the Special Constabulary, with many 
other parishioners, testifying to the esteem and 
regard in which he was held. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL (temp.) 
EDWARD HENRY CHAPMAN, 2nd 
in Command, 6th (SERVICE) BATTN. 
ALEXANDRA, PRINCESS OF WALES'S. 
OWN (YORKSHIRE REGIMENT), 
was the son of E. H. 
Chapman, Esq., of 
Cobrey Park, Ross, 
Herefordshire, and 
was born at Bud- 
leigh Salterton, 
Devon, on the 25th 
April, 1875. 

He was educated at 
Aysgarth School, 
Yorkshire, at the 
United Services’ 
College, Westward 
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Ho! where he got his Blue in cricket, foot- 


ball, and gymnastics, and at the R.M.C., 
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Sandhurst. He received his first appoint- 
ment in the Army in February, 1895, when 
he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 
Yorkshire Regiment and posted to the 2nd 
Battalion. He was promoted Lieutenant in 
August, 1897, and that year saw him on active 
service for the first time. He took part in the 
Tirah Expedition, and was present at the capture 
of the Sampagha and Arhanga Passes; also 
at the reconnaissance of the Saran Sar and the 
action of the 9th November, 1897. He took 
part in the operations at and around Dwatvi, 
including the action of the 24th November, 
1897, and in the operations against the Khani 
Khel Chamkanis. For his services in the 
campaign he received the medal with two 
clasps. 

In September, 1901, he was promoted Captain, 
and he received his Majority in February, 
1911. For a time he was in command of the 
Depot at Richmond, Yorkshire, and at the out- 
break of the war with the Central Empires 
in August, 1914, he was promoted temporarily 
to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, and received 
the command of the 6th Battalion of his regi- 
ment. Lieutenant - Colonel Chapman accom- 
panied his battalion to the Dardanelles, and 
was killed in action at the attack on Lala 
Baba on the 7th August, 1915, and was buried 
at Lala Baba. He led his men and captured 
the hill just before his death. His cousin, 
Captain W. N. Chapman, was killed at Lala 
Baba the same day. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Chapman, who was a 
member of the Army and Navy Club, hunted 
with the Zetland and Bedale Hunts, by the 
members of which his death was felt as a heavy 
loss. 


LIEUTENANT GEORGE MARTIN 
CHAPMAN, M.B., ROYAL ARMY 
MEDICAL CORPS (SPECIAL RESERVE), 
attd. 2nd DRAGOON GUARDS 
(QUEEN’S BAYS), 
who was born at 
Dunedin, New Zea- 
land, on the 26th 
March, 1887, was 
the second son of 
the Hon. Mr. Jus- 
tice and Mrs. F. R. 
Chapman, of Well- 
ington, New Zea- 
land, and a grandson 
of the late Hon. 
Mr. Justice H. S. 


Chapman, of that colony. 
Lieutenant Chapman was educated at Waitaki 
High School from 1898 to 1904, proceeding 
afterwards for a year to Otago University. 
He subsequently entered Caius College, Cam- 
bridge (1907-10), where he graduated B.A. 
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in 1910 and M.B. in 1914, and had won his 
Football Blue and Boxing Half-blue. He took 
his diplomas of M.R.C.S. and L.R.C.P. under 
the conjoint system at London Hospital. 
Afterwards he filled in succession the various 
junior offices at that hospital, and was employed 
as House Surgeon when war was declared against 
Germany in August, 1914. While at the 
hospital he played regularly for the Rugby XV, 
and was unbeaten in all inter-hospital contests 
as a heavyweight boxer. He also played 
football for the Harlequins. 

In a brief notice in the “ British Medical Journal ” of 
the 29th May, 1915, it is said that he was one who 
gained “the respect and affection of all who knew him. 
Perhaps at his age it was inevitable that his athletic 
gifts should attract more attention than his high mental 
abilities and sterling moral sense, which in later years 
would have surely won him a new renown.” 

On the outbreak of the war Lieutenant Chap- 
man resigned his appointment at the London 
Hospital, and in September, 1914, was given 
a commission in the Special Reserve of the 
Royal Army Medical Corps. For some time he 
served at Shorncliffe and Havre, going after- 
wards to No. 11 Base Hospital at Boulogne 
until he joined the 2nd Dragoon Guards early 
in 1915. While at Boulogne he was awarded 
the Gold “ Médaille de Sauvetage,” inscribed 
“Courage et Dévouement,” for swimming out 
in a fierce gale, on the 7th December, 1914, 
and saving the life of the skipper of a fishing 
boat, wrecked off Boulogne, after two men had 
failed to rescue him. For their attempt they 
received silver medals, and Lieutenant Chap- 
man received the King’s permission to wear his 
decoration, and was specially commended 
for his courage and bravery. 

On the 13th May, 1915, one of the critical days 
of the second Battle of Ypres, the ‘‘ Bays” 
were under murderous artillery fire in the 
trenches east of that town. Lieutenant Chap- 
man was attending to wounded machine-gun 
men when he and his two assistants were killed 
by a shell. 

A Major in the “ Bays” wrote of him: ‘ We were in 
the trenches and under a very severe shell fire. Your 
son was most gallantly attending to the wounded when 
a shell killed him instantly, as well as the two men 
who were standing by him. We took his body back. 
and buried him in the grounds of a chateau just cast 
of Potijge cross-roads, a small village cast of Ypres. 
I cannot tell you what a loss he is to the regiment. 
He had only been with us two months, but was most 
popular with officers and men.” 

His Commanding Officer, in a letter, stated: “I, in 
common with all who had the privilege of knowing your 
son, would like to express out sincere condolence to his 
family. His gallant conduct throughout the engagement 
won him the admiration of officers and men alike. He 
died a noble death, attending wounded in the trenches 
under a murderous fire. His death deprives me of one 
of the best officers that has ever served under me.” 


Mason Harry REYNOLDS CHAPMAN, 10th 
(SERVICE) Batrn. DurHAM LicHT INFANTRY* 
was killed in action 27th June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (temp. LIEUTENANT) 
HERBERT CHAPMAN, Ist BATTN. 
THE ROYAL WELSH FUSILIERS, 
, born in London on 
the 21st November, 
1887, was the young- 
est son of the late 
David George 
Michael Chapman, of 
St. Austell, Corn- 
wall. 
He was educated at 
the North Surrey 
School, Anerley, and 
entered the Royal 
Artillery, Woolwich, 
as a Boy Musician in 1900, becoming Sergeant- 
Drummer in the Ist Battalion, Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers, in 1911. He was awarded the D.C.M. 
for ‘conspicuous gallantry and devotion to 
duty ” at Gheluvelt on the 21st October, 1914, 
when during the fighting, the ammunition of 
the Welsh Fusiliers having given out, he 
brought up fresh supplies under a very heavy 
fire. He received his commission in November, 
1914, and in February, 1915, was advanced 
to the rank of Temporary Lieutenant. 
Lieutenant Chapman died at St. Omer on the 
30th May, 1915, of wounds received while 
leading his company at Festubert on the 16th 
of that month, and was buried at St. Omer. 
A brother Officer wrote ; “I have known him (Lieutenant 
Chapman) since he came to the regiment in Dublin about 
ears ago. It isa 
would undoubtedly have 
and had he been spared would have risen rapidly. 
. Your brother was wounded as he was leading his 
company (*C* Company) in a charge against the 
Gerinan trenches, which they succeeded in capturing. 
He, although only a 2nd Lieutenant, had been in com- 
mand of the company since the Captain left. He was 
taken to the dressing station near where he was so badly 
hit, and thence to St. Omer, where he died. 
Lieutenant Chapman was a good cricketer and 
swimmer and an excellent revolver shot. 


CapTaINn J. CHAPMAN, 5th BatTn. (TERRIT.) 
Tue LEICESTERSHIRE REGIMENT, died of 
wounds 30th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN PERCEVAL CHRISTIAN 
CHAPMAN, ROYAL GARRISON 
ARTILLERY, 
the second son of 
the Rey. Theodore 
Cc. Chapman, was 
born at Laxey Par- 
sonage, in the Isle 
of Man, on March 
10th, 1884, and was 
educated at Clifton 
College from 1894 
to 1901, being in the 
Sixth Form during 
his last year. He 
was a good all-round athlete at school and at 
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Woolwich ; and later, in India, was known as a 
polo player. He passed out of the R.M.A., 
Woolwich, Senior Gunner, obtaining the Tombs 
Memorial Scholarship. 

The Governor wrote of him: ‘ He is a most promising 
cadet. All his instructors report well of him. He has 
exceptional abilities, and should one day take a high 
position in the Royal Artillery 

On leaving Woolwich he was gazetted to the 
Royal Artillery in July, 1903, and was stationed 
at Shoeburyness, where he took his Q.F. 
certificate, and in December, 1903, he went 
to Attock, on the Indian Frontier. He was also 
stationed at Delhi, Abbottabad, Kohat, and 
Dehra Dun. He was promoted Lieutenant in 
July, 1906, and in July, 1907, he was appointed 
to Jacob’s 26th Mountain Battery, and was 
promoted Captain in October, 1914. At the 
outbreak of war the battery was sent to 
Egypt, and at Kantara they had _ severe 
fighting during the attack on the Canal in 
January, 1915. Captain P. C. Chapman was 
also very useful in disembarking troops, and was 
specially asked for to undertake this duty. It 
was at the fatal landing in Gallipoli Peninsula, 
on the 25th April, that he was mortally wounded, 
and he died in hospital at Alexandria on May 
Ist, 1915. 

He wrote to his brother from the hospital ship: ‘ We 
climbed up the hill and got into action, and after my 
section had fired eight or ten rounds I got it from a 
shrapnel, which landed on my left shoulder, and some- 
thing hit me in the throat.” After the first wound he 
tried to carry on, and, even after the second, a brother 
Otlicer wrote ; “* He gallantly refused to be carried down 
the hill, sa that he was ‘only hit in the neck, and 
could wal 
The Brigade Order, dated May 25th, sald: ‘ It is with 
very deep and siucere regret that the Ofticer Commanding 
the Indian Mountain Battery announces to all ranks 
the death, at Alexandria, of Captain Perceval Christian 
Chapman, R.A.. from wounds received in action, while 
commanding his section of the battery, on the 25th 
April, 1915. The brigade has lost not only a gallant officer 
and perfect gentleman, but one who was the truest of 
friends to all worthy of his friendship. His sterling 
qualities were noticed by the men no less than by the 
officers, and it was by these same qualities and by his 
personal example that he had gained the confidence 
which they showed in him so long as he was privileged 
to lead them.” 

His Major, in the Special Battery Order, added: ‘In 
losing Captain Chapman the battery has lost not only 
a good officer and gentleman, but a comrade and a friend 
whom we all loved and respected for his high moral 
character. To the men of the battery his memory will 
be dear, for he had served in the battery longer than 
any of the present. officers.” 

“Truth,” in a short biographical notice, wrote : ‘ Cap- 
tain Perceval Christian Chapman, who has been killed 
at the Dardanelles, was a popular, highly capable, and 
very promising young officer.”” 

He was a member of the Junior Naval and 
Military Club, and his favourite recreations 
were football, tennis, swimming, and polo. 


2nd LIEUTENANT JAMES ARTHUR 
MERRIMAN CHARLES, Ist BATTN. 
THE KING’S (SHROPSHIRE LIGHT 
INFANTRY), born on the 7th February, 
1890, at St. Andrew’s Vicarage, Whittlesey, 
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Peterborough, was the only son of the Rev. 
James Hamilton Charles, Vicar of Oakham, and 
Rural Dean of Rut- 
land. He was a 
grandson of James 
Charles, Esq., J.P. 
for Middlesex, and 
a great-nephew of Sir 
Arthur Charles, 
Judge of the High 
Court, Dean of 
Arches, etc., now re- 
tired and living at 
Sevenoaks. 

2nd Lieutenant 
Charles was educated at Harrow, where he was 
twelfth man to the School Cricket XI, and a 
member of the Philathletic Club; and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he took his B.A. 
degree. He was a member of the Pitt Club, 
Cambridge, and of the Cavendish Club, London. 
He first joined the Special Reserve of his 
regiment in October, 1912, and on war being 
declared he was given his commission, as 2nd 
Lieutenant, in the Ist (Regular) Battalion 
on the 14th August, 1914, but he was not 
gazetted until November, five weeks after he 
had sailed from Southampton with his bat- 
talion. He was present at the Battle of the 
Aisne with the 16th Brigade of the VIth Division. 
2nd Lieutenant Charles was wounded on the 
23rd October, 1914, at Rue de Bois, Armentiéres.

He was educated at Mr. W. M. Harvey’s 
School, Eastbourne, and at Sedbergh, which 
he had to leave after two terms owing to 
a@ breakdown of health.

Maxwell and 
Mary Ellen Close, 
91, Bond Street, 
Ballarat, Victoria, 
was born on the 19th 
March, 1895, at 
Stuart Mill, near St.

November, 1911, gives particulars of a fine piece 
of mountaineering accomplished by him in 
making a series of trigonometrical determina- 
tions of the height of Dr. Longstaff’s peak, 
Teram Kangri, in the Himalayas. Mr. Collins's 
triangulation was based on the Kashmir trian- 
gulation of Colonel Montgomerie, and he observed 
the height of Teram Kangri from four different 
stations of observation. Mr. Collins made the 
height of the peak about 24,300 feet. His highest 
ascent was to 21,000 feet, but he did not take 
observations from this point, his highest station 
of observation having been the peak of Skanpuk, 
which is 20,288 fect high. At Skanpuk Mr. 
Collins remained encamped for six days. His 
camp was pitched a little below the summit, 
and was at an altitude of about 20,000 feet. 
For these six days he had to remain here alone, 
unable to take observations, owing to the pre- 
valence of a continuous snowstorm, but he 
determined to stay till the weather cleared. 
In climbing peaks above 19,000 feet Mr. Collins 
had to cut steps in the ice, and as he had no 
previous experience of ice-caft, and had never 
accompanied a professional mountaineer, his 
success can only be attributed to his own 
enterprise and determination. Amongst mem- 
bers of the Survey of India now living Mr. 
Collins holds the record for the greatest alti- 
tude climbed, and his sojourn of six days in a 
snowstorm at 20,000 feet is an experience 
almost unique in the records of mountaineering. 
The sixth volume of the records of the Survey 
of India, recently published, describes in detail 
the completion of the link connecting the 
‘triangulation of India with that of Russia— 
a very important piece of work done by the 
Survey of India. The record is dedicated to 
the memory of Licutenant H. G. Bell, R.E., 
.who died near Mintaka Pass in 1912, and the 
Surveyor-General adds that further pathetic 
interest is due to the fact that one of the 
authors, Mr. V. D. B. Collins, is also dead.

York and Lancaster Regiment in November, 
1891, and was posted to the Ist Battalion. He 
was promoted Lieutenant in March, 1895, and 
Captain in September, 1901. He was on active 
service in the South African War in 1902, 
taking part in operations in the Orange River 
Colony in March of that year, for which he 
received the Queen’s medal with two clasps. 
He obtained his Majority in January, 1910. 
At the outbreak of the war with Germany 
Major Colston was in India, at Jubbulpore, 
which he left with his battalion in December, 
1914, and went to the front in Flanders in 
January, 1915. After the second Battle of 
Ypres, on 23rd April, 1915, he was reported 
‘‘wounded and missing, believed killed,’’ and 
on the 24th July (three months later) his body 
was found, identified, and buried. Major 
Colston, whose battalion had been resting in 
billets, had gone to the help of the Canadians 
with a party of his men. The Canadian flank 
had been exposed by the attack, which the 
Germans delivered after their use of gas for the 
first time, and Major Colston and his men were 
all found killed amongst the Canadians. 

It was said: “ It did not seem possible that any human 
being could live in the shower of shot and shell which 
began to play upon the advancing troops. They suffered 
terrible casualties for a short time: every other man 
seemed to fall.”

Killinardrish, Co. Cork, on the 15th September 


1883, was the son of Robert Walter Travers 
Bowen-Colthurst, Esq., J.P., of Oakgrove, Killin- 
ardrish, and Dripsey 
Castle, Co. Cork, and 
of Georgina de Bel- 
lasis Bowen - Colt- 
hurst, his wife 
(daughter of Alfred 
Greer, Esq., J.P., of 
Dripsey House, Co. 
Cork). 

He was educated at 
Mr. C. E. Freeman’s 
Preparatory School, 
Park House, South- 
borough ; at Harrow, where he was first in Mr. 
G. H. Hallam’s House, and afterwards in the 
Rev. Joseph Wood’s, D.D., M.V.O., the Head- 
master’s, and at Trinity College, Cambridge, 
where he took his B.A. degree. Before going to 
Harrow, he was for a short time with Mr. R.

In 1910, led by his 
strong feeling that every man should be ready 
to serve his country if required, he joined the 
4th (Extra Reserve) Battalion of the Leinster 
Regiment as 2nd Lieutenant, and was for a 
time attached to the Highland Light Infantry 
at Cork. In March, 1912, he was promoted 
Lieutenant. 

In 1912 he resigned his position as Vice-

He was killed on the 15th March by a sniper 
near St. Eloi, he and his men having first 
retaken a trench that had been captured by the 
enemy. Owing to his unusual height, his head 
must have appeared over the parapet of the 
trench on coming to a rise in the ground. 

After the engagement at St. Eloi a Battalion 
Order was issued notifying the high appre- 
ciation of the Generals Commanding the 2nd 
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Army, the XXVIIth Division, and the brigade 
to which the Leinsters belonged, of the gallant 
behaviour of all ranks of the battalion during 
the 14th and 15th March. 

The Commanding Officer of Captain Bowen-Colthurst's 
battalion wrote thus to his widow: “ During the few 
days he was with us he had done splendid work and 
behaved most gallantly, and the men would follow him 
anywhere. I am sending your husband’s name to the 
General for gallant conduct.” 

Another Officer mentioned that “ Bowen-Colthurst and 
Radcliffe hold all the honours of that night.” 

“ Bowen-Colthurst is buried In St. Eloi, behind a house 
in the north-west end of the village.” 


Before he was killed he had under heavy fire, 
with the Company Sergeant-Major and a 
volunteer, brought a wounded officer safely 
back to a trench. 

Captain Bowen-Colthurst’s orders to his Sergcant-Major 
were: “If I am killed, bury me where I fall. I am too 
heavy for the men to carry.’” 

Up to the very end he was always thinking of 
others.

CAPTAIN ROBERT ALEXANDER 
COLVIN, ADJUTANT, 2nd BATTN. 
THE PRINCE OF WALES'S OWN 
(WEST YORKSHIRE REGIMENT), 
was the younger son 
of the late James 
Colquhoun = Colvin, 
Bengal Civil Service, 
of Manor House, 
Sutton Veney, Wilts, 
and was born in 
London on the Sth 
November, 1889. 
He was educated at 
Durnford and at 
Winchester, where 
he rowed bow in 
the winning boat for the Burne Cup in 1906, 
and stroke in 1907. He also played in the XV’s 
in 1907 and in the School Fours and Senior 
House Fives in the following year. 

From Winchester he went to the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, receiving his commission in Sep- 
tember, 1909, and becoming Lieutenant in 
July, 1910. In August, 1913, he was appointed 
Adjutant of the 2nd Battalion of his regiment, 
which took part in the international occupation 
of Scutari, Albania, in 1913-14, proceeding to 
France, for active service in the Great War, in 
November of the latter year, when he received 
his promotion to Captain. 

Captain Colvin was a member of the Junior 
United Service Club, and his recreations in- 
cluded music, hunting, polo, fishing, and cricket. 
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Bombay, and Mrs. Collins, Church End, Finch- 
ley, London. He was also related to General 
—— Anderson, M.D., and 
Sir Thomas Munro, 
both of Madras. Mr. 
Collins was educated 
at the La Martinere 
College, Lucknow, 
and St. George’s Col- 
lege, Mussoorie. He 
was ten years in the 
Survey of India, and 
the Surveyor-Gene- 
ral, in the ‘‘ Survey 
of India Notes” for 
November, 1911, gives particulars of a fine piece 
of mountaineering accomplished by him in 
making a scries of trigonometrical determina- 
tions of the height of Dr. Longstaff’s peak, 
Teram Kangri, in the Himalayas. Mr. Collins's 
triangulation was based on the Kashmir trian- 
gulation of Colonel Montgomerie, and he observed 
the height of Teram Kangri from four different 
stations of observation. Mr. Collins made the 
height of the peak about 24,300 feet. His highest, 
ascent was to 21,000 feet, but he did not take 
observations from this point, his highest station 
of observation having been the peak of Skanpuk, 
which is 20,288 feet high. At Skanpuk Mr. 
Collins remained encamped for six days. His 
camp was pitched a little below the summit, 
and was at an altitude of about 20,000 feet. 
‘For these six days he had to remain here alone, 
unable to take observations, owing to the pre- 
valence of a continuous snowstorm, but he 
determined to stay till the weather cleared. 
In climbing peaks above 19,000 feet Mr. Collins 
had to cut steps in the ice, and as he had no 
previous experience of ice-caft, and had never 
accompanied a professional mountaineer, his 
success can only be attributed to his own 
enterprise and determination. Amongst mem- 
bers of the Survey of India now living Mr. 
Collins holds the record for the greatest alti- 
tude climbed, and his sojourn of six days in a 
snowstorm at 20,000 feet is an experience 
almost unique in the records of mountaineering. 
The sixth volume of the records of the Survey 
of India, recently published, describes in detail 
the completion of the link connecting the 
‘triangulation of India with that of Russia— 
a very important piece of work done by the 
Survey of India. The record is dedicated to 
the memory of Lieutenant H. G. Bell, R.E., 
.who died near Mintaka Pass in 1912, and the 
Surveyor-General adds that further pathetic 
interest is due to the fact that one of the 
authors, Mr. V. D. B. Collins, is also dead. 
Lieutenant Collins came home on leave in 
1914, and, on offering his services, he, in Decem- 
ber, obtained a temporary commission, as Lieu- 
tenant, in the Sherwood Foresters, leaving in 
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March, 1915, for the front, where he was 
attached to the 2nd Gurkhas. 

He was killed while leading an attack near 
Richebourg on the 9th May, 1915. 


His Commanding Officer wrote of him: ‘ He died in 
a splendid way, leading his men. I had a great opinion 
of him, and we are deploring his loss.”” 


MAJOR HAROLD KELWAY COLSTON, 
Ist BATTN. YORK AND LANCASTER 
REGIMENT, 
was the son of 
Surgeon-General 
Cc. K. Colston, of 
Teignmouth. 

He was born in 
India on the 26th 
April, 1872, and was 
educated at Clifton 
College and the 
R. M. C., Sandhurst. 
He was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 
York and Lancaster Regiment in November, 
1891, and was posted to the Ist Battalion. He 
was promoted Lieutenant in March, 1895, and 
Captain in September, 1901. He was on active 
service in the South African War in 1902, 
taking part in operations in the Orange River 
Colony in March of that year, for which he 
received the Queen’s medal with two clasps. 
He obtained his Majority in January, 1910. 
At the outbreak of the war with Germany 
Major Colston was in India, at Jubbulpore, 
which he left with his battalion in December, 
1914, and went to the front in Flanders in 
January, 1915. After the second Battle of 
Ypres, on 23rd April, 1915, he was reported 
“wounded and missing, believed killed,” and 
on the 24th July (three months later) his body 
was found, identified, and buried. Major 
Colston, whose battalion had been resting in 
billets, had gone to the help of the Canadians 
with a party of his men. The Canadian flank 
had been exposed by the attack, which the 
Germans delivered after their use of gas for the 
first time, and Major Colston and his men were 
all found killed amongst the Canadians. 

It was sald: “ It did not scem possible that any human 
being could live in the shower of shot and shell which 
began to play upon the advancing troops. They suffered 
terrible casualtice for a short time: every other man 
seemed to fall.” 

Major Colston was mentioned in Sir John 
French’s Despatch of 31st May, 1915. 

He married Violet, daughter of A. B. Patterson, 
C.I.E., Indian Civil Service (retired). 


CAPTAIN ROBERT MACGREGOR 
BOWEN-COLTHURST, 4th BATTN. 
(EXTRA RESERVE) THE PRINCE OF 
WALES’S LEINSTER REGT. (ROYAL 
CANADIANS), who was born at Oakgrove

1883, was the son of Robert Walter Travers 
Bowen-Colthurst, Esq., J.P., of Oakgrove, Killin-

j Castle, Co. Cork, and 
of Georgina de Bel- 
lasis Bowen - Colt- 
hurst, his wife 
(daughter of Alfred 
Greer, Esq., J.P., of 
Dripsey House, Co.

He was killed by a shell on the 16th April, 
1915, in the front line of trenches, close to 
Neuve Chapelle, France.

CAPTAIN JAMES ROBERT COOK, 
— 2st PUNJABIS, 
born at Blenheim, 
New Zealand, on the 
6th July, 1880, was 
the only son of the 
late John Robert 
Wilson Cook and 
Eliza Margaret Cook, 
of St. Andrews, Fife. 
He was educated at 
Fettes College and 
at the R.M.C., Sand- 
hurst, and received 
his first Army appointment in the King’s Own 
Scottish Borderers in January, 1900, and joined 
the 2nd Battalion at Cawnpore. He became 
Lieutenant in April, 1901, when he was trans- 
ferred to the Indian Army. In 1908 he took 
part in operations in the Mohmand Country, 
North West Frontier of India, for which he 
received the medal with clasp. He was pro- 
moted Captain in January, 1909, and for active 
service in the Great War was attached to the 
107th Pioneers, and in March went to the 
47th Sikhs, with which regiment he was serving 
when killed.

2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES ERNEST 
COOKE, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. lst BATTN. 
PRINCESS VICTORIA'S (ROYAL IRISH 
FUSILIERS), 
a son of Alexander 
Cooke, of Notting 
Hill House, Belfast, 
was born in that 
city on the 11th 
October, 1884. 

He was educated at 
Malvern College, and 
afterwards went to 
South Africa, where 
he was for three 
years in the South 
African Police. When war broke out in August, 
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1914, he was assisting as Adjutant in the 
Ulster Volunteer Force, but he immediately 
applied for a commission in the Army, and in 
the same month was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant, 
on probation, in the 3rd Battalion, Royal Irish 
Fusiliers. After a short training he, in Sep- 
tember, 1914, proceeded to France, where he 
was attached to the Ist Battalion of his regi- 
ment, and was present at the first Battle of 
Ypres. On the 26th May, 1915, he was killed 
in action close to that town, and was buried 
near Wieltje. 2nd Licutenant. Cooke was 
mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of 
the 14th January, 1915, for his services in the 
war. 


CAPTAIN SAMUEL BAILLIE STIRLING-COOKSON, 
1st Battn. THE Royal Scots FUSILIERS, was 
killed in action 18th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN ARTHUR CHARLES Cooper, 1 /4th 
BatTrTn. (TERRIT.) LEICESTERSHIRE REGIMENT, 
died of wounds 16th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN ALEXANDER STEWART 
COOPER, Ist BATTN. THE KING’S 
OWN SCOTTISH BORDERERS 
was the second son 
of the late W. S. 
Cooper, J.P., D.L., 
of Failford, Ayr- 
shire, sometime 
Major, Ayrshire Yeo- 
manry, and of Mrs. 
Cooper, of 17, Wilton 
Street, S.W. 

He was born at 
Failford on the 20th 
June, 1882, and was 
educated at Marl- 
borough College and at the R.M.C., Sandhurst, 
where he gained the prize for Military Adminis- 
tration. From Sandhurst he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant on the Unattached List in January, 
1901, and in the following March was appointed 
to the King’s Own Scottish Borderers, becoming 
Lieutenant in September, 1904. From March 
to November, 1906, he was A.D.C. to the 
Political Resident at Aden, and he was promoted 
Captain in October, 1908. He was a member of 
the Caledonian Club and a polo player. On 
the Great War breaking out, his battalion 
was stationed at Lucknow, but was soon after 
brought home to prepare for active service. 
The battalion was then detailed to form part of 
the Mediterranean Expeditionary Force. 
Captain Cooper died on the night of the 26-27th 
April, 1915, on board the hospital ship ‘‘ Guild- 
ford Castle,” from wounds received in action 
on the 26th April, following on the landing on 
“Y’ Beach, Gallipoli Peninsula, on the 
previous day. He had been hit in the hand by 
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a bullet on the morning of the 26th April, 
but refused to leave his company, and was 
shortly afterwards mortally wounded. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ANTHONY 
CYPRIAN PROSPER COPE, SPECIAL 
RESERVE, attd. lst BATTN. THE KING'S 
(SHROPSHIRE LIGHT INFANTRY), 
was killed near 
Ypres, on the 26th 
April, 1915. He met 
his death by rush- 
ing forward and 
throwing himself in 
front of a brother 
officer, receiving the 
shot intended for 
him, and so saving 
his friend's life. 

He was the son of 
J. C. Cope, Esq., 
Marquis of the Holy Roman Empire, and of 
Mrs. Cope, of Brumana, Farnham, and was a 
descendant in the younger line of the first 
Sir Anthony Cope, of Bramshill, Hants. 

He was born in London on the 9th May, 1889, 
and was educated at Barnabite College, Florence, 
Italy, and afterwards was on [1.M.S. ‘* Conway,” 
where he won the King’s gold medal and 
various other medals. He was a fearless rider, 
a keen footballer, and won several prizes for 
running. 

In February, 1910, he received a commission in 
the 3rd (Special Reserve) Battalion, Shropshire 
Light Infantry, and in July, 1912, he was ap- 
pointed 2nd Lieutenant in the Ist Regular Bat- 
talion, but retired from the Army in 1913 to take 
up ranching in British Columbia. When the war 
broke out he immediately applied to the War 
Office to be sent back to his old regiment, 
and in September, 1914, he received a com- 
mission in the Special Reserve of the Shropshire 
Light Infantry, was attached to the Ist 
Battalion for active service, and served with it 
until he was wounded on 22nd October, 1914. 
He was then sent home, and when he went out 
a second time was attached to the 2nd Battalion, 
and appointed Machine-gun Officer. 

A Major of his regiment wrote of 2nd Lieutenant Cope 
the following tribute to his father: ‘* The death of your 
son was not a surprise to me, for I knew it must only 
be a question of time before he was either killed or 
wounded seriously enough to lay him up for the rest of 
the war, as he was one of the bravest men I ever met. 
I knew him first at the depot at Shrewsbury, when he 
first joined, in 1910, and even then I was so much 
impressed with his pluck and his constant desire to do 
his duty in everything that I used to say that if ever 
1 went on service I would rather have bim to help me 
in a tight place than any other young officer I knew. 
When we were out on the Aisne, if ever there was any 
dangerous work that required to be done, he would 
volunteer to do it, and yet the way he carried it out 
showed that he had caution and sense besides mere 
bravery. 

When he was first wounded, on October 23rd, he came 
up to me with his hand bound wp, and was all for leading 


a bayonet charge in daylight. The day before that 
he had walked across an open space of fifty yards to 
bring me a message, with the bullets spattering all 
around him, and nothing I could say would make him 
wait till dark before going back.” 

His Commanding Officer, in a letter, mentioned that 
“he is a great loss to the regiment. He had marked 
himself out by his pluck and devotion to duty.” 

And a Captain stated; “I feel I must write and tell 
you how very deeply I, as a member of the regiment, 
deplore the loss of such an e tionally gallant and 
valuable officer as your son. 1 1y from my heart, 
and every officer and man who knew him will bear me 
out, that he inspired us all with profound respect for 
his quiet determination and his unflagging zeal and the 
uprightness of his life. The regiment has sustained an 
irreparable loss.” 

2nd Lieutenant Cope took part in the general 
advance of the British Army in Belgium and 
Northern France from the Aisne, and when the 
first attempt was made by the Germans to 
break through to Calais. Afterwards he was 
invalided home for two months, but returned 
to duty at the end of December, 1914. He was 
again wounded, and returned to duty to meet 


his death as above recorded. 


MAJOR FREDERICK COPELAND, 69th 
PUNJABIS, INDIAN ARMY, 
was killed in action — 

by shell fire on the 
6th June, 1915, and 
was buried at Vieille 


Chapelle, Northern 
France. He was 
born on the 31st 
March, 1867, and 


received his com- 
mission in the Royal 
West Kent Regi- 
ment from the 
Militia in June, 1889. 
In October, 1890, he was transferred to the 
Indian Staff Corps as Lieutenant, and became 
Captain in the Indian Army in June, 1900. 
From September, 1904, to June, 1907, he was an 
Adjutant of Indian Volunteers, and was Brigade 
Major to a Volunteer brigade from October, 
1910, to March, 1911. He obtained his Majority 
in June, 1907, and at the time of his death 
was Second-in-Command of his regiment. 

The 69th Punjabis were on active service in 
Egypt before going to France, and took part 
in the defence of the Suez Canal in the spring 
of 1915. For his services in Egypt Major 
Copeland was mentioned in Sir John Maxwell's 
Despatch of 19th August, 1915. In April 
Major Copeland procceded to Gallipoli Penin- 
sula, whence, in May, 1915, he went to France.

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wounded earlier in the morning, he remained 
in the trenches, gallantly encouraging his men 
to the last. The cavalry division, to which the 
18th Hussars were attached, suffered very 
severely that day, being subjected to a fierce 
bombardment, which, commencing at 3 a.m., 
was continued without cessation, their trenches 
being practically blown up from end to end. 
Major Corbett was killed instantaneously 
by a shrapnel bullet at Wieltje, and his body 
was carried back some miles by his men, after 
the fight was over, and was buried in a shell- 
hole in the churchyard of St. Jean, near Ypres. 
He married, in 1893, Elise Gwendoline, daughter 
of Mr. George Massy, formerly of Glenville, 
Co. Limerick, who survives him. He was 
a keen all-round sportsman, shooting and polo 
perhaps being his favourite sports. He played 
“back ” to his regimental polo team for several 
years while the regiment was stationed in India, 
where he also secured some fine trophies of his 
big-game shoots, including tiger, bison, etc. 
He was a member of the Cavalry Club. 

The Corbetts, one of the few families still 
existing who can claim their descent in an 
unbroken male line from the Conquest, have 
suffered severely in this war, losing several 
members of the family. 


LIEUTENANT HUGH GERALD 
ANNERLY CORDER, 2nd BATTN. THE 
WELSH REGT., 
was the second and 
only surviving son 
of Major A. Annerly 
Corder (formerly of 
the Duke of Edin- 
burgh’s Own = Ar- 
tillery and of the 
Army Ordnance 
Department), and of 
Mrs. Annerly Corder, 
of Glendoone, Ha- 
vant, Hants. He was 
brother-in-law to Major L. E. C. Worthington 
Wilmer, Somerset Light Infantry, and some of 
his ancestors fought both at Trafalgar and at 
Waterloo. 

Born at Maesyneuadd Hall, Merionethshire, 
on January 24th, 1894, Lieutenant Corder was 
educated at Plymouth College, where he was in 
the O.T.C. for three years, and at the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, having gained his commission, as 
2nd_ Lieutenant, September, 1913, being 
promoted Temporary Lieutenant on November 
15th, 1914, which rank was made substantive 
on February 17th, 1915. 

At Plymouth College, and at the Royal Military 
College, he showed much proficiency in games, 
and at the former was in the College XI for 
cricket, and in the First XV for football. 
In 1913, soon after joining the Army, he won 


in 
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the Cross-country Challenge Cup for his bat- 
talion. He was a member of the United 
Sports Club. 

He served throughout the war from the com- 
mencement, accompanying his battalion, which 
formed part of the 1st Division, from Bordon, 
Hants, to the Continent with the Expeditionary 
Force in August, 1914. He was in the retire- 
ment from Mons, and was present at the Battle 
of the Marne, also of the Aisne, and in the 
first struggle near Ypres, which lasted from the 
middle of October to early in the following 
month. In this great battle he was wounded 
by shrapnel on the 2nd of November, and was 
invalided home. On recovering he was attached 
to the 3rd Battalion for a short time, but 
returned to the front early in April, 1915, 
and was killed a month afterwards, on May 
9th, while gallantly leading his men at Riche- 
bourg l’Avoué. He was buried in the British 
Cemetery, Rue du Bois. 


2nd LIEUTENANT EpWARD WALKER-COREN, 
38th BRIGADE, RoyAL FIELD ARTILLERY, 
died of wounds 15th June, 1915. 

2nd LIEUTENANT REGINALD SEYMOUR CORK- 
RAN, 2nd BaTrn. GRENADIER GUARDS, died of 
wounds 11th June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT JOHN HALSTED 
CORTIS, 2nd BATTN. THE DUKE OF 
EDINBURGH’S (WILTSHIRE REGT.), 
was the elder son of 
Arthur B. and Lilian 
Cortis, of Outspan, 
Downview Road, 
Worthing, and a 
relative of Alderman 
Cortis, first Mayor 
of Worthing, the 
well-known rifle shot. 
2nd Lieutenant Cor- 
tis, was born at 
Worthing on the 
21st December, 1894, 
and was educated at the United Services 
College and Christ’s Hospital. Ile represented 
the latter in the Bisley Team, being a good rifle 
shot. He was fond of all outdoor games and 
sports, and was a member of the golf, tennis, 
and hockey clubs at Hungerford. 

On leaving school he obtained a position in 
the Capital and Counties Bank, but on the 
outbreak of the Great War he joined the 
Public Schools and University Corps, and then 
passed through the R.M.C., Sandhurst. In 
March, 1915, he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
in the Wiltshire Regiment, and was stationed 
for training with the 3rd Battalion at Bin- 
combe Camp, Weymouth. In May, 1915, he 
went on active service in France, and joined 
the 2nd Battalion of his regiment. On the 


15th June, 1915, he volunteered to take the 
place of an officer, who was ill, in an attack at 
Givenchy, and was killed, eighty yards from the 
German trenches, while leading his men. The 
attack was successful. 2nd Lieutenant Cortis 
was buried on the field of battle where he fell. 
His Commanding Officer wrote: ‘I took the greatest 
fancy to your boy when he joined us about ten days 
ago. He was extremely keen to go into action, and was a 


first-rate soldier. The regiment feels the loss of such 
men as these.”” 


BREVET-MAJOR JOHN HENRY DIVES 
COSTEKER, D.S.O.,_ p.s.c.. ROYAL 
WARWICKSHIRE REGIMENT,  BRI- 
GADE MAJOR, 88th INFANTRY 
BRIGADE, 
was the only son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Cos- 
teker, 46, Evelyn 
Gardens, London. 
He was born on the 
28th March, 1879, 
and was educated at 
Harrow and_ the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst. 
He received his first 
appointment in the 
Royal Warwichshire 
Regiment in August, 1898, becoming Lieutenant 
in February, 1900. 

He served with distinction in the South African 
War in 1901 and 1902, during which time he 
was Adjutant of a Mounted Infantry Battalion, 
and was present at operations in Cape Colony, 
the Orange River Colony, and the Transvaal. 
He was mentioned in Despatches (‘‘ London 
Gazette,” 17th January, 1902), was awarded 
the D.S.O., and received the Queen’s medal 
with five clasps and the King’s medal with 
two clasps. He was promoted Captain in Junc, 
1903, and from June, 1904, to April, 1907, 
was Adjutant of his -battalion, while from 
June, 1907, to January, 1911, he was Garrison 
Adjutant (graded as Staff Captain) in the 
Eastern Command, and in 1913 he passed the 
Final Examination at the Staff College. In 
May, 1914, he was appointed Staff Captain in 
the Irish Command, and on the 4th September, 
1914, Brigade Major to the 9th Infantry Brigade 
of the British Expeditionary Force, with which 
he served in France and Flanders till wounded 
on the 16th November, 1914. For his services 
he was mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch 
of the 14th January, 1915, and was given his 
Brevet Majority in the following month. 
Appointed in January, 1915, a Brigade Major 
to the 88th Infantry Brigade, one of the 
infantry brigades of the XXIXth Division, 
Mediterranean Expeditionary Force, he served 
therewith till his death at the landing at ‘‘V” 
Beach, Sedd-el-Bahr, frotn s.s. ‘‘ River Clyde ” 
on the 25th April, 1915. 
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Sir Ian Hamilton, in his Despatch of the 20th May, 
1915, states, in his description of the landing from the 
“ River Clyde”: “ For a spaco the attempt to land was 
discontinued. When it was resumed the lighters again 
drifted into deep water, with Brigadier-Gencral Napier, 
Captain Costeker, his Brigade-Major, and a number of 
men of the Hampshire Regiment on board. Thero was 
nothing for them all but to lie down on the lighters, and 
it was here that General Napier and Captain Costeker 
were killed.” 


Major Costeker was a member of the United 
Service Club, and was keen on hunting, shoot- 
ing, and golf. He married in 1914, Margaret, 
only daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Percy C. Morris, 
79, Elm Park Gardens, London, S.W. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEORGE HERBERT COTTER, 
1/5th (Ciry oF Lonpon) Batry.

At the age of eighteen 
he joined the staff of that well-known Sunday 
paper, “ The Weekly Dispatch,” as sub-editor, 
and two years later he became the news editor 
of the Braille and the Overseas edition of the 
“ Daily Mail,’ leaving that paper at the age of 
twenty-six to become editor of ‘The Weekly 
Dispatch.” His organising ability, business 
instincts, and capacity for the absorption of 
detail were especially suited to the demands of 
modern journalism. 

Probably no journalist of his years had such an 
intimate acquaintance with the mechanical 
side of a great newspaper. His inexhaustible 
energy and conscientious application to his 
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wounded earlier in the morning, he remained 
in the trenches, gallantly encouraging his men 
to the last. The cavalry division, to which the 
18th Hussars were attached, suffered very 
severely that day, being subjected to a fierce 
bombardment, which, commencing at 3 a.m., 
was continued without cessation, their trenches 
being practically blown up from end to end. 
Major Corbett was killed instantaneously 
by a shrapnel bullet at Wieltje, and his body 
was carried back some miles by his men, after 
the fight was over, and was buried in a shell- 
hole in the churchyard of St. Jean, near Ypres. 
He married, in 1893, Elise Gwendoline, daughter 
of Mr. George Massy, formerly of Glenville, 
Co. Limerick, who survives him. He was 
a keen all-round sportsman, shooting and polo 
perhaps being his favourite sports.

TORIA) AUSTRALIAN INFANTRY, 
born at Clifton Hill, = 
Melbourne, on the r 


14th January, 1894, 
was the younger son 
of Joson and Min- 
nian Couve, of Dan- 
denong, Victoria. 
Commencing his edu- 
cation at the State 
School, he  after- 
wards entered Mel- 
bourne High School, 
and when war broke 
out was completing his first year at the Mel- 
bourne College of Pharmacy, being apprenticed 
to his father. He was a fine all-round sports- 
man, a prominent member of the School Foot- 
ball teams, and, later, of the Dandenong Foot- 
ball and Tennis Clubs. 

At school Mr. Couve was a member of the Cadet 
Corps, in which he became Sergeant-Bugler, 
then Lieutenant in the Senior Cadets. When 
war broke out he was 2nd Lieutenant in the 
Commonwealth Citizen Forces. He volunteered 
for active service, and was gazetted Lieutenant 
in the 8th Battalion, Australian Infantry, 
with which he went to Egypt. While there he 
was nearly put out of action before reaching 
the firing line, as the broken tip of his sword 
entered his foot, a wound which kept him a 
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prisoner in Mena Hospital for five weeks, as 
he refused to be operated on and lose two toes, 
which would have meant being invalided home. 
He was greatly loved by his men, who named 
him ‘ Father,’’ and he was reputed to be 
the strongest man of his battalion. 
Lieutenant Couve went through the landing on 
Gallipoli Peninsula onthe 25th April, 1915, and at 
1.30 a.m. on the 26th, while he was peering over 
the parapet of his trench in the dark, during a 
Turkish attack, he was shot through the head. 
He was carried to the beach, but died whilst 
being taken on board a hospital ship, and was 
buried on Anzac Beach, Gallipoli Peninsula. 


LIEUTENANT HENRY THOMAS 
LADSON COUVE, 8th BATTN. 
TORIA) 


(VIC- 
AUSTRALIAN INFANTRY, 
born on Ist Novem- 
ber, 1889, at Dan- 
denong, Victoria, 
was the elder son of 
Joson and Minnian 
Couve, of Dande- 
nong, Victoria. His 
younger and only 
brother, Lieutenant 
A. C. Couve, of the 
same battalion, was 
killed in action on 
Gallipoli Peninsula 


on the 26th April, 1915. 

Lieutenant Couve was educated first at State 
School, where he won a scholarship for Central 
College, Carlton. Afterwards he matriculated 
at Melbourne University, and entered the Bank 
of Victoria, leaving that for the State Service, 
Public Works Department. Afterwards he 
transferred to the Country Roads Board 
Department, in which he was on the outbreak 
of the Great War. He was a member of the 
Dandenong Football Team, but spent every 
spare moment with machinery, being an en- 
thusiastic and expert mechanic. At school 
he had been a non-commissioned officer in the 
Cadet Corps, and he joined the 8th Battalion, 
Australian Infantry, as a Private. becoming 
Sergeant before leaving Australia for Egypt. 
Like his brother, Lieutenant A. C. Couve, 
he was nearly put out of action before reaching 
the firing line, for when on board the transport, 
bound for Lemnos, he was shot through the 
leg, but the bullet passed clear of all sinews, 
muscles, and bones, merely causing a slight 
stiffness, which did not prevent him taking 
part in the landing on Gallipoli Peninsula. 
He was promoted Lieutenant in April, 1915, 
after the landing. Lieutenant Couve was 
killed at the head of his men in the charge 
made at Cape Helles on the 8th May, 1915, 
by the Victorian Brigade, and was buried on 
the field, about 500 yards south-east of Krithia, 
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Mayor ANDREW GALBRAITH CowWAN. 74th 
PuNJABIS, INDIAN ARMY, was accidentally 
killed Ist June, 1915. 

MaJor HuGH NorMAN Ramsay Cowl®, C.M.G., 
D.S.O., p.s.c., Ist Batrn. THE DORSETSHIRE 
REGIMENT, died of wounds 20th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT CHARLES SELWYN 
COWLEY, Ist BATTN. THE 
NORTHAMPTONSHIRE REGIMENT, 
elder son of J. 
Selwyn Cowley, 
M.R.C.S., J.P., and 
Mrs. Cowley, Willow 
Bank, Upton-on- 
Severn, and grand- 
son of Charles Fuller, 
of Halifax, York- 
shire, was killed in 
action on the 9th 
May, 1915. 

He was born on the 
6th October, 1893, 
and was educated at Malvern College, in France, 
and at the R.M.C., Sandhurst. He joined the 
Northamptonshire Regiment, as 2nd_ Lieu- 
tenant, in September, 1913, and was promoted 
Temporary Lieutenant in November, 1914. 
Lieutenant Cowley was reported missing‘at first, 
and it was believed he had been wounded, but 
later it was ascertained that he had been killed. 
His Adjutant wrote that he was so far in front “they 
were unable to get at him,’’ and added: ‘ He died 


very gallantly, well in front in the charge.” 
He fell in the fighting round La Bassée. 


2nd LIEUTENANT JOHN JAMES Cox, 2nd BaTTN. 
THE LEICESTERSHIRE REGIMENT, died of 
wounds 29th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN JOHN RAMSAY COX, 6th 
(RESERVE) attd. Ist BATTN. THE 
WORCESTERSHIRE REGIMENT, 
of Park House, 
Cheltenham, son of 
Mrs. Cox, Rosefield, 
Cheltenham, and of 
the late William 
Charles Cox, of 
Ashley Lawn, Yat- 
ton, Somerset, was 
born there on the 
29th June, 1873. He 
was a grandson of 
the late Rev. Alex- 
ander Ramsay, Vicar 
of Crewherne, Somerset. 

He was educated at Bruton, Somerset, and 
formerly served in the 6th (Militia) Battalion, 
Worcestershire Regiment. He rejoined the 
Army early in September, 1914, when he was 
gazetted to the reserve of his old regiment, and 
after a time was attached to the 11th Battalion, 
and temporarily employed as q Staff Captain 
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at the 78th Infantry Brigade Headquarters. 
Early in January he proceeded to the front with 
a draft for the 1st Battalion, Worcestershire 
Regiment, to which he was attached. He was 
killed in action about 9 a.m. on the 12th March, 
1915, during the Battle of Neuve Chapelle, when, 
to quote the words of his Commanding Officer, 
“he behaved with the greatest gallantry during 
the whole operation.” Captain Cox’s promotion 
to that rank, to date from the 2nd February, 
1915, was not gazetted until May, 1915. 
Captain Cox married Florence (Daisy), daughter 
of the late Commander G. Mervyn Comber, 
R.N., who survives him. He was a member of 
the East India United Service Club, and was 
good at all games, but preferred tennis and golf. 
He was also keen on hunting.

MENT), was killed in action 12th or 13th 
March, 1915.

13th March, 1915.

2nd LIEUTENANT HAROLD MARION- 
CRAWFORD, SPECIAL RESERVE, 
attd. 2nd BATTN. IRISH GUARDS, 

- was the eldest son of 
the late Francis 
Marion - Crawford, 
the novelist, of Villa 
Crawford, Sorrento, 
Italy, where he was 
born on the ist Feb- 
ruary, 1888. He was 
a nephew of Mrs. 
Hugh Fraser, novel- 
ist, and a grandson of 
Mrs. Berdan, widow 
of General Berdan. 
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2nd Lieutenant Marion-Crawford was educated 
privately and at Hasvard College, U.S.A., where 
he distinguished himself in European languages. 
In September, 1908, he went out to the Malay 
States as a planter, and was at first employed 


with the Anglo-Malay Company. Later he 
joined the Linggi Company, and became 
manager of their Klang Division. He proved 


himself a most successful planter, and, being 
able to speak Malay and Tamil fluently, he 
had a wonderful command over the native 
labour forces. After some time he resigned his 
position with the Linggi Company, and went 
home to Sorrento, and thence to London. He 
was on the point of leaving for British East 
Africa when the war broke out in August, 1914. 
2nd Lieutenant Marion-Crawford received his 
commission on probation in August, 1914, 
when he was gazetted to the Special Reserve 
of the Irish Guards. He left for the front in 
November, and there he undertook ‘“‘ the some- 
what difficult and dangerous duty of instructing 
officers and men of the 4th Guards Brigade in 
throwing hand grenades.” This he accom- 
plished in a way which drew forth the admira- 
tion of all. It was while performing this duty 
that he was killed at Givenchy on the 16th 
April, 1915, a grenade with which he was 
demonstrating exploding without any explain- 
able reason, killing him instantly. He was much 
beloved by the regiment, and was a great loss, 
both as a soldier and a friend. 

To quote one of his brother Officers: ‘‘ A great loss to 
the Irish Guards, but much more to us and to his company 
who knew hiin so well. Great-hearted and loved by all, 
full of life and confidence.” And another: “ We all 
feel his loss most keenly, both as a soldier and a friend. 
In his last position, as Brigade Bomb Officer, they say 
he was wonderful. He organised everything. . . . With 
his great experionce he made a splendid officer. and one 
whom the men loved and trusted.” 

He was buried in the Irish Guards’ Cemetery 
at Givenchy, two hundred yards west of Windy 
Corner. 

2nd Lieutenant Marion-Crawford, who was a 
member of the Royal Societies’ and Guards’ 
Clubs, married, at Singapore, in March, 1911, 
Nina Noreen, daughter of the late William 
Charles Wood, Esq., and left one son, Howard 
Francis, born on January 17th, 1914. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ROBERT 
STOBO CRAWFORD, RESERVE 
OF OFFICERS, attd. 2nd BATTN. 
ROYAL SCOTS FUSILIERS, 
born at Greenock on the 12th August, 1893, 
was the third son of John Wilson Crawford, 
solicitor, Greenock, and of Kilburn, Largs, 
Ayrshire. 

He was educated at the Collegiate School, 
Greenock, at Merchiston Castle, Edinburgh, and 
at Glasgow University. At school he was in the 
Cadet Corps and the O.T.C., was in the Shooting 
Team at Merchiston, and shot twice at Bisley. 


He was the champion shot of his year, and won 
the Recruit Prize at Darnley. He voluntarily 
joined the Reserve of 
Officers, O.T.C., in 
August, 1912, having 
undertaken Imperial 
Service obligations. 
After leaving school 
he took up the study 
of medicine at Glas- 
gow University, and 
had passed all his 
examinations except 
the final when the 
war broke out. He 
was a playing member of the Wanderers’ Rugby 
Football Club. 

On the outbreak of the war he was gazetted 
2nd Lieutenant, and was attached to the 2nd 
Battalion, Royal Scots Fusiliers. In the be- 
ginning of December he left for the front, and 
was in most of the severe engagements. On 
the first day of the Battle of Neuve Chapelle a 
bullet passed through the sleeve of his jacket, and 
on the second day he had to take command of 
his company, the Captain having been wounded. 
He was killed in action on the 17th May, 1915. 
In the last letter he wrote home he said he had 
been recommended for promotion. 

Mr. Crawford’s family have given valuable 
service during the war. When the Scots 
Fusiliers were moved to Greenock Mr. Crawford, 
Sen., placed his house at the disposal of the 
officers, who were still occupying it in May, 
1915. Three of his sons joined the Army, and 
the youngest, not yet of military age, was leader 
of a patrol of Boy Scouts doing Coastguard 
duty at Banff. 


2nd LIEUTENANT FRITZ PORTMORE 
CRAWHALL, 6th BATTN. (RESERVE) 
KING’S ROYAL RIFLE CORPS, 
younger son of the 
Rev. E. L. Crawhall, 
Vicar of Herriard, 
Basingstoke, was 
born at Ryde, Isle 
of Wight, on the 
15th August, 1895. 
He was educated at 
Cordwalles, Maiden- 
head, and Win- 
chester, of which he 
was a scholar (Head 
of Roll) and Captain 
of the College VI (1912-14), and was Post- 
Master Elect of Merton College, Oxford. 

He was gazetted to the King’s Royal Rifle 
Corps in August, 1914, and was killed at 
Givenchy on the 10th March, 1915, during the 
Battle of Neuve Chapelle, while attacking the 
German trenches. 
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CapTAIN THOMAS HENRY OUSELEY CRAWLEY, 
4th Barry. THe WORCESTERSHIRE REGIMENT, 
was killed in action 6th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN AUBREY OSBORNE 
CREAGH, 120th RAJPUTANA 
INFANTRY, INDIAN ARMY, 
who was born on the s ——— 
18th September, 
1883, at 6, Charles 
Road, St. Leonards- 
on-Sea, was the 
youngest son of 
Major - General Wil- 
liam Creagh, Indian 
Army, who com- 
manded the 19th 
Bombay Native In- 
fantry, now the 
119th Infantry (The 
Mooltan Regiment), and was a grandson of 
General Sir Michael Creagh, K.H., Colonel of the 
86th (County of Down) Regiment, wounded at 
the taking of Good Hope and St. Denis. 
He was educated at The Grange, St. Leonards, 
and Southlea, Great Malvern, both preparatory 
schools, and afterwards at the United Services 
College, Westward Ho !, from which he went 
to the R.M.C., Sandhurst. After his year’s 
probationary period he joined the Indian Army 
in April, 1903, becoming Lieutenant in April, 
1904, and Captain in July, 1911. From 1909-11 
he commanded a detachment guarding the 
British Trade Agency, Gyantse, Tibet, and in 
1913 was Assistant Recruiting Officer at Ajmer. 
He played hockey and football, and was a keen 
sportsman, shooting goa (Tibetan gazelle) and 
burrhel at 14,000—-16,000 feet altitude in Tibet, 
and explored Chamba, Spiti, and Lahoul from 
May to August, 1914, just before proceeding on 
active service to the Persian Gulf. 
He was with his regiment at the fight at Sahil 
on the 17th November, 1914, and at the capture 
of Basra, and was afterwards entrenched for 
some weeks at Kurna. He was shot through the 
head on the 14th April, 1915, at the Battle of 
Barjisiyah, Mesopotamia, and was buried with 
military honours in a small enclosed cemetery 
at Shaiba, where a wooden cross marks the 
spot. 
His Commanding Officer wrote = 
his double company in the fic ction that has taken 
place in this campaign. The regiment was well in the 
thick of it all, and finally participated in the bayonet 
charge at the end of the battle. . . . Young Creagh has 
helped to create a name for this regiment which will 
not be forgotten, The regiment attacked a strong 
position over very open country, losing nearly 200 in 
casualties out of about 660 . . . so you will, I hope, feel 
consoled that his life was not sacrificed in vain. He will 
oss to us. He was a conscientious worker, 
ound.” 
His Brigadier-General, in a letter, mentioned : ‘ Whilst 
the 120th was in my brigade, I noticed what a keen, 
good soldier he was. . . . His death is a great loss to 


“We fell while leading 
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the Service. . . . I hear from every side how well the 
regiment behaved, aud with what gallantry he led his 
men.”* 


Brother officers wrote saying what a good com- 
rade and gallant officer the regiment had lost, 
and how much he would be regretted by them 
all, with whom he was so popular. 

Captain Creagh was very fond of travel and 
exploration, having, among other expeditions, 
explored the sources of the great rivers of 
the Punjab, and was much interested in the 
curious religious customs of the Tibetans. As 
he was a remarkably good amateur photo- 
grapher, he was able to bring home illustrations 
of his travels and discoveries which made the 
account of them of general interest and value.

———» killed in action near 
Neuve Chapelle on 
the 19th May, 1915, 
was the only son of 
Dr. and Mrs. Beattie- 
Crozier. of 9, Elgin 
Avenue, London, W. 
He was born on the 
4th March, 1881, and 
was educated at 
Merchant Taylors’ 
School and the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst. 
On passing out of the latter he was gazetted 
to an unattached 2nd Lieutenancy in January, 
1901, and in the following March to the South 
Staffordshire Regiment, being posted to the 
2nd Battalion of that corps. He became 
Lieutenant in June, 1904, and in February, 
1905, was transferred to the Indian Army, in 
which he became Captain in April, 1910. He 
served at first in a Punjabi regiment and in the 
22nd Sam Browne’s Cavalry (Frontier Force). 
While stationed at Fort Sandeman he took part 
in quelling two raids in 1909, when “he acted 
in a difficult position, and against overwhelming 
odds with commendable skill and military 
instincts.”” He had passed his examinations for 
promotion to Major, and was A.D.C. to the 
Acting Governor of Ceylon (Mr. Stubbs) from 
January to October, 1918, and in the latter 
month was appointed Superintendent of De- 
tention Barracks. Before the war broke out 
he was Adjutant of his regiment, and on its 
outbreak he was on leave, but returned in the 
“Dongola ”’ to India, whence he was recalled 
in November to join the Expeditionary Force 
in France. Ill-health prevented him from going 
to the front at once, and he was put on light 
duty, and was then on sick leave in Marseilles 
and Nice. In March he instructed recruits in 
musketry at Camp Compiégne, near Marseilles, 
and proceeded to the front in April, when he 


was attached to the 15th Sikhs. He was shot 
through the head by a sniper in an attack at 
dawn on the trench of which he was in command, 
and which they had just taken over from the 
Germans in the British Advance from Festubert 
to Richebourg l’Avoué. 

Captain Beattie-Crozier was a member of the 
Junior Army and Navy Club. He was a keen 
polo player, and was Captain of the regimental 
team which won the Nicholson Cup, in Ceylon, 
in 1911 and 1912. 

He left a widow, Mrs. Anne Beattie-Crozier, 
Croxley, Wroxall, Isle of Wight, and three 
daughters. 


CAPTAIN ARTHUR HENRY PRINSEP 
CRUICKSHANK, 32nd SIKH PIONEERS, 
second son of Alex- = 
ander Walmesley 
Cruickshank, C.S.I., 
late Bengal Civil 
Service, and of his 
wife, Fanny Nina, 
daughter of Clar- 
mont John Daniell, 
late Bengal Civil 
Service, was born at 
Guernsey, on the 9th 
September, 1883. 
He was educated at ~~ 
Lambrook and afterwards at Rugby and the 
R.M.A., Woolwich. At Rugby he was in his 
House Football XV, and Secretary to the Rugby 
School Natural History Society. At Woolwich 
he was in the Gymnasium VIII. 

From Woolwich he was gazetted to the Royal 
Garrison Artillery in July, 1903, and served 
at the Cape until May, 1904, when he was 
transferred to the Indian Army, and after 
serving with the Cameronians for a year at 
Nowshera he joined the 32nd Sikh Pioneers 
in October, 1905, as Lieutenant. 

In 1907 he made a journey from Bandar Abbas 
to Shiraz with Lieutenant A. T. Wilson, 32nd 
Sikh Pioneers, an account of which appeared 
in the ‘“‘ Geographical Journal” of February, 
1908, illustrated by photographs taken by 
Captain Cruickshank. In 1908 he took part 
in operations in the Mohmand Country, North 
West Frontier of India, for which he received the 
medal with clasp. He was promoted Captain 
in July, 1912. Captain Cruickshank was fond 
of sport generally, but was particularly inter- 
ested in ornithology, having made a large 
collection of the eggs of birds found in the plains 
of India and in the mountains of the North. 
On the outbreak of the war with Germany 
he was at home on leave, and after serving for 
a few months with the 11th Battalion, Man- 
chester Regiment, was attached to the 34th 
Sikh Pioneers, which regiment he joined in 
France. He received two wounds at Givenchy

At the outbreak of the 
war he entered the R.M.C., Sandhurst, receiv- 
ing his commission on his eighteenth birthday, 
the 14th December, 1914. He was attached 
to the 3rd Royal Dublin Fusiliers in Cork 
for training until the 38rd of May, when he was 
appointed to the 2nd Battalion on leaving for 
the front. He was a very promising soldier, and 
was most popular with all ranks of his regiment. 
His loss is deeply regretted in his battalion and 
among his friends and relations. 


LIEUTENANT HEDLEY ELBERT 
CULLEN, MULE CART CORPS, INDIAN 
MULE TRAIN, AUSTRALIAN DIVISION, 
son of Mr. William 
Cullen, Victoria Ter- 
race, Hawthorn, 
South Australia, was 
born at Serowie 
on the 8th August, 
1894. He was edu- 
cated at Serowie 
State School, and 
having joined the 
Cadet Corps soon 
| rose to the rank of 
ee Sergeant. In 1910 he 
went with his parents to Hawthorn, and soon 
became an ardent member of the 74th Battalion 
of Citizen Forces, attending many camps and 
schools of instruction. In December, 1914, he 
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joined the Officers’ Corps at Brighton (Aus- 
tralia) as Lieutenant, from which he was chosen 
to be one of the Instructors for the camps at 
Oaklands and Morphettville, where he gained 
the admiration and regard of all with whom he 
came in contact. At Oaklands he was ap- 
pointed Second-in-Command of the third Re- 
inforcements of the 10th Australian Battalion, 
and left for Egypt in February, 1915. After 
serving for some time in the trenches he was 
appointed Second-in-Command of the Mule 
Cart Corps, and left for the Gallipoli Peninsula. 
There he was wounded in the action for the 
position known as Lone Pine on the 9th August, 
1915, and died on board the hospital ship 
“* Dagola ” on the next day, being buried at 
sea between the Dardanelles and Alexandria. 


The Captain in charge of the Mule Transport gave the 
following account of his death: ‘‘I was in the mule 
lines at an outpost, of which I had placed your son in 
charge. At about 4.30 p.m. on the 9th one of my men 
rushed in breathlessly and said, ‘Cullen Sahib is 
wounded.’ I went to him at once, and found him lying 
in the open, about 200 yards from the lines, having been 
shot by a sniper. Two Army Service Corps men quickly 
pulled him in under cover. He was in great pain, and I 
prepared to get a doctor, but he would not hear of it. 
He said, ‘ I want you to stay with me. I won't have you 
running any risks.’ However Corporal Wilson, one of 
our Interpreters, without waiting for orders or permission, 
crawled away, and came back about ten minutes later 
with a doctor, who gave your son a good dose of morphia 
and redressed the wound. It was impossible to move 
him in daylight, as the whole country round was being 
sniped all the time, and it meant facing a space in the 
open, which was commanded by machine guns: s0 we 
just had to lie down and wait till dark. Your son was 
conscious, and talked about going home. The pain soon 
got less, as the morphia began to take effect. He asked 
me to write to you, but not to say anything to cause you 
to worry. He was much concerned about the shock you 
would get on hearing he was wounded ; in fact, he was 
thinking of other people all the time. Towards evening 
he began to feel a bit cold, and Corporal Wilson again, 
without hesitation, ran thi auntlet of the sniper and 
fetched a blanket. In bringing over the blanket and 
the doctor he was fired at all the time. As soon as it was 
dark we carried your son to the ambulance pier, about a 
mile, I stayed with him till 9 p.m., and then had to 
leave, but I left Corporal Wilson in charge, to see him 
taken off to the hospital ship. Wilson told me next 
morning that he was delirious when taken away at 
midnight, but that he had not suffered any more pain. 
Iam sorry to lose Hedley, who was an excellent officer, 
hard-working and faithful. Whatever I gave him to do 
IT could always be quite sure that he would not come back 
until he had done it. The men liked him, and appreciated 
his efforts to learn their language 
A Corporal of the Indian Expeditionary Force, writing 
to the officer's parents, said: “ He was a fine, upright 
man, and there was not one with whom he came into 
contact, whether officer or private, but honoured and 
respected him. I had worked with him as his Interpreter 
for about two months prior to the big battle on August 
6th-10th. During that time we became close friends. 
We went out together on the night of August 6th, and 
worked, ate, aud slept together until the fatal bullet 
came.” 

Lieutenant Cullen, who was of a bright and 
genial disposition, and popular with all. took 
great interest in many games, more especially 
tennis, and was a member of the Hawthorn 


Tennis Club. 
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LIEUTENANT COLIN EDWARD 
CUMMING, 103rd; BATTERY, 
3ist BRIGADE, ROYAL FIELD ARTIL- 
LERY (SPECIAL RESERVE, R.F.A.), 
who died on the 
25th February, 1915, 
was the second son 
of — Robert Chas. 
Cumming, manager 
(retired) Manchester 
District Bank, Staf- 
ford, a grandson 
of the late Captain 
John Cumming, 80th 
Foot, and a nephew 
of the late Dr. Wm. 
James Cumming, 
Assistant Surgeon, Royal Artillery, who died 
in 1860 on his way home from China, whence 
he had been invalided. Through his mother 
he was related to Dr. Alexander Duff, the well- 
known missionary and pioneer of Indian 
education. 

Lieutenant Cumming was born at Stafford on 
the Ist March, 1890, and was educated at the 
Edinburgh Royal High School, to which he 
went in 1902. There he won golden opinions 
both for his personal character and his brilliant 
scholastic career. Without any appearance 
of effort, he carried off premicr honours each 
year, becoming finally Dux of the school and 
gold medallist in Latin, Greek, and French in 
1907. From the Royal High School he went to 
Edinburgh University, where he also made 
his mark. Both the Union and the Philomathic 
Society knew him well, and his brilliant essays 
and genial companionship will be a pleasant 
memory to those who met him there. His 
University career was crowned with a First in 
Classics in 1911. 

After leaving the University he was preparing 
for the Indian Civil Service Examination 
when, in 1913, he was offered, and accepted, 
an appointment at Johannesburg in connection 
with the gold-mining industry. In this position 
he had spent a year, when, in September, 
1914, he returned to England in answer to his 
country’s call. Having been at the University 
an enthusiastic member of the 0.T.C., and 
having, in 1909, qualified for a commission 
in the Royal Field Artillery, Special Reserve of

Officers, he was in September that year 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant. On offering his 
services he was at once sent, on the 22nd 
September, to take charge of recruits at 
Glasgow. He was engaged there, and at 


Winchester, till the beginning of February, 
1915, when his battery went to the front. His 
promotion to Lieutenant, to date from Decem- 
ber, 1914, was not gazetted until the 25th 
May, 1915. 

He gained the regard of his brother officers, 


and the Major of his battery gave the following 
account of the circumstances attending his 
death. They had been shelled for about an 
hour on the evening of the 24th February, and 
had taken shelter in the dug-outs by their 
guns. Their dug-out was hit, and when 
the Major, wounded, recovered consciousness, 
Lieutenant Cumming was trying to help him 
out of the débris. Then another shell arrived, 
and they were both knocked senseless. Lieuten- 
ant Cumming died during the night in the 
hospital at Poperinghe, never having regained 
consciousness. A temporary wooden cross 
marks his grave. 

Lieutenant Cumming, who took an active 
interest in football and yachting, was with all 
his brilliant intellectual attainments of a 
singularly modest and retiring disposition, 
with a strong sense of humour. His mind was 
always focused on whatever was his duty at 
the moment, and his great enthusiasm and 
stimulating example made themselves felt 
outside his immediate academic circle. 

The Major, whose letter is above referred to, wrote of 
him: ** Not only a most trusted and capable subaltern, 
but also a personal friend, for whom I had formed a 
most deep and intimate affection. Your son rendered 


his country most admirable service, and was an invalu- 
able help to me. He died gallantly doing his duty.” 


LIEUTENANT HERBERT WALLER 
CUMMINS, 1/4th BATTN. (TERRIT.) 


ALEXANDRA, PRINCESS OF WALES'S 
REGIMENT), 


OWN (YORKSHIRE 
born on the 18th 
March, 1880, at 
Bishop Auckland, 
was the youngest 
son of Jane and the 
late William John 
Cummins, of Clar- 
ence, Bishop Auck- 
land, and West Bur- 
ton, Aysgarth, 
Yorkshire. 

He was educated at 
the North-Eastern 
County School, Barnard Castle, and on leaving 
School entered Messrs. Barclay and Co.’s Bank 
at Bishop Auckland. After a few years he was 
transferred to the Darlington head office. 
He took a keen interest in golf, and was a 
regular player. In 1913 he won the Durham 
County Golf Championship and Silver Cup, 
and held the amateur record for the Bishop 
Auckland Golf Club, of which he was a member, 
and he was also a member of the Dinsdale 
Golf Club. 

In September, 1914, he was yazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 4th Battalion, Yorkshire 
Regiment, the commission being dated on 
the 5th of that month, and in October he was 
promoted Lieutenant, the rank to date from the 


5th September, 1914 (‘‘ London Gazette,”’ 17th 
October). Lieutenant Cummins trained with 
his battalion at Northallerton and Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, leaving for the front in April, 1915. 
He was killed in the trenches, near Hooge, on 
the 24th May, 1915, by a hand-bomb, death 
being instantaneous. 

His Commanding Officer wrote: ‘I’m sorry to say we 
have been unable to recover any of the things he had on 
him. He was a most gallant and brave officer, and we all 
feel his death greatly.” 


CaptaIN JOHN CUNLIFFE PICKERSGILL- 
CUNLIFFE, 6th (RESERVE), attd. Ist BaTTNn. 
THE WORCESTERSHIRE REGIMENT, was killed 
in action 4th June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ROBERT ELLIS 
CUNLIFFE, attd. 2nd BATTN. PRINCESS 
CHARLOTTE OF WALES’S 
asiete BERKSHIRE REGIMENT), 
was the son of Al- 
fred Edward and 
Agnes Cunliffe, The 
Flushings, Crawley, 
Sussex, and great- 
grandson of General 
Sir Robeit Henry 
Cunliffe, C.B., Ben- 
gal Army. : 
He was born on the 
17th October, 1893, 
at 22, London 
Street, Calcutta, In- 
dia, and was educated at All Saints’ School, 
Bloxham, Banbury. 

A year before the outbreak of the war he had 
joined the ranks of the Queen’s Westminster 
Rifles, with which he served in Flanders from 
November, 1914, to February, 1915. In March, 
1915, he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant, on the 
Special List, and attached to the 2nd Battalion, 
Royal Berkshire Regiment. He was killed in 
action at Fromelles on the 9th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN THOMAS HENRY 
WITHERS CUNLIFFE, Ist BATTN. 
THE PRANCASHIEE FUSILIERS, 

. was the only son of 


the late Robert Ellis 
Cunliffe and of Mrs, 
Cunliffe, of Croft, 
Ambleside, and was 
born on the 9th 
July, 1885. 

He was educated at 
Rugby, joined the 
8rd Battalion of 
The Loyal North 
Lancashire Regi- 
ment, as 2nd Lieu- 
tenant, in February, 1904, and was gazetted 
to the Lancashire Fusiliers from the Militia 
in November, 1905, becoming Lieutenant in 
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February, 1910, and Captain in February, 1915. 
Captain Cunliffe was killed in action while 
serving with the Mediterranean Expeditionary 
Force on the 4th June, 1915. He had dis- 
played great courage at the ‘‘ Lancashire 
Landing,” in Gallipoli, in April, 1915, swim- 
ming ashore under fire in full equipment, and 
at the time of his death was in charge of the 
machine-gun section of his battalion. He was 
holding an important position in front of the 
British trenches in circumstances which re- 
quired great courage and sclf-control, and was 
killed while working one of the guns, his 
Sergeant being badly wounded at the same time. 
Captain Cunliffe was a member of the Sports 
Club, and was an expert rackets and polo player. 


CaPTAIN RONALD OGILVY BLAIR CUNYNGHAME, 
2nd Batty. THE Gorpon HIGHLANDERS, died 
of wounds 5th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT WILLIAM CURTIS, 
Ist BATTN. THE MANCHESTER 
REGIMENT, 
was killed instant- 
aneously by shell fire 
on the 12th March, 
1915, while leading 
his men in the Battle 
of Neuve Chapelle. 
He was the son of 
William and Sabina 
Curtis, was born on 
the 16th August, 
1882, and was edu- 
cated at Ipswich. 
He excelled in cricket and football. 

Mr. Curtis had served in the ranks of the 
Suffolk Regiment, and for his gallantry at Mons, 
when, his superior officer having been disabled, 
he took command of part of the battalion, and 
brought back 200 men to safety, he was men- 
tioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of the 8th 
October, 1914. He received his commission, 
as 2nd Lieutenant, in December, 1914, from the 
rank of Company Sergeant- Major. 

2nd Lieutenant Curtis left a widow and one 
child, Vera Annie, born in April, 1915. 


CAPTAIN WILFRED JOHN HUTTON 
CURWEN, 6th BATTN. (RESERVE) 
ROYAL FUSILIERS, CITY OF LONDON 
REGIMENT, when the war broke out was 
serving as A.D.C. to the Right Hon. Sir R. C. 
Munro-Ferguson, G.C.M.G., Governor-General 
and Commander-in-Chief of the Common- 
wealth of Australia. Captain Curwen was 
then a Lieutenant in the 2nd Battalion, London 
Regiment (T.F.), which he had entered in April, 
1911, being promoted Lieutenant in July, 1912. 
He had also previously servéd as A.D.C. to 
Sir John Fuller, Bart., K.C.M.G., Governor of 
Victoria, and also to the Right Hon. Lord 
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Denman when Governor-General of Australia. 
On war being declared he obtained permission 
to resign his appoint- 
ment as Aide- de- 
camp to Sir R. C. 
Munro-Ferguson,and. 
returning to England 
as soon as possible, 
offered his services, 
which were imme- 
diately accepted, and 
on joining he was 
promoted Captain in 
the 6th Battalion, 
— Royal Fusiliers, on 
December 25th, 1915. Born at Beckenham, 
Kent, in 1883, he was the only son of John 
M. Curwen, Esq., and Mrs. Curwen, of The 
High House, Thames Ditton, Surrey, and of 
53, Carlisle Mansions, S.W., and was educated 
at Charterhouse and at Magdalen College, 
Oxford. He was brother-in-law to the famous 
Charterhouse and Oxford half-back, Mr. C. 
Wreford Brown, to whom his sister was married. 
He was an excellent cricketer, and a fine 
Association football player, and represented his 
school and University at both games, and 
played against Cambridge at Lord’s. He also 
belonged to the I Zingari, the Free Foresters, 
the Harlequins, and the M.C.C., and represented 
Charterhouse at rackets, also playing football 
for the Old Carthusians on many occasions. 
He was a member of the Bath Club. 

He fell in action on May 13th, 1915, in the 
second Battle of Ypres, and was Acting- 
Adjutant at the time of his death, being killed 
at a critical moment in the fighting, while 


gallantly directing some of his men. 

His Commanding Officer, in writing concerning his death, 
stated : ‘‘ He died bravely while doing his duty.” 
Captain Curwen was buried close to where he 


was killed. 


LIEUTENANT DONALD CusHny, 2nd BATTN. THE 
DORSETSHIRE REGIMENT, was killed in action 
14th April, 1915. 

CAPTAIN GORDON CUTHBERT, 8th 
BATTN. 
CAMBRIDGE'S 


(TERRIT.) THE DUKE OF 
OWN (MIDDLESEX 
REGIMENT), 
was killed on the 
25th April, 1915, 
while leading a 
storming party 
which retook a 
trench near Ypres 
that had been va- 
cated by another 
battalion owing to 
gas. 

He was the son of 
Henry Westell Cuth- 
bert, of Charlton, by Staines, Middlesex, where 
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he was born on the 14th August, 1876, and he 
was educated at Clifton College. 

He joined the London Rifle Brigade in 1894, 
and was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 2nd 
Volunteer Brigade, Middlesex Regiment, in 
February, 1900. In 1908 he entered the 
Territorial Reserve, and rejoined the 8th 
Middlesex for the war in August, 1914, pro- 
ceeding to Gibraltar for garrison duty till 
February, 1915, and to France in March, 1915. 
Captain Cuthbert, who was a member of the 
Junior Army and Navy Club, married Eleanor 
Bruce, daughter of the Rev. H. K. Anketell, 
and left three children: Cholmeley Ranson, born 
October, 1905; Elizabeth Nora, born January, 
1908 ; and Patricia Cicely, born May, 1911. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEOFFREY CUTTLE, attd. 
2nd BATTN. ALEXANDRA PRINCESS OF WALES’S 
Own (YORKSHIRE REGIMENT, was killed in 
action 11th March, 1915. 


2nd LIeEUTENANT CHARLES JAMES SHELLEY 
Datsiac, Ist Batrn. NORTHUMBERLAND 
Fusiiers, was killed, 18th June, 1915. 


2nd T1EUTENANT ARTHUR DALE, Ist BATTN. 
THE PRINCE OF WALES'S (NORTH STAFFORD- 
SHIRE REGIMENT), died of wounds, 12th March, 
1915. 


CAPTAIN JOHN FRANCIS CECIL 
IN- 


DALMAHOY, 40th PATHANS, 
DIAN ARMY, 
who was killed north 
of Ypres on the 26th 
April, 1915, was the 
younger son of 
Major-General and 
Mrs. Dalmahoy, of 
18, Buckingham 
Terrace, Edinburgh. 
Captain Dalmahoy 
was born at Allah- 
abad, India, on the 
26th February, 1881, 
and was educated at Edinburgh Academy and 
the R.M.C., Sandhurst. After passing out of 
the latter for the Indian Army, he was gazetted 
2nd Lieutenant in January, 1901, and attached 
for a year to the King’s Royal Rifle Corps at 
Rawal Pindi. He was for a short time with the 
18th Bengal Lancers, and was afterwards posted 
to the 40th Pathans in April, 1902, becoming 
Lieutenant in August, 1903. With this regi- 
ment he served in the Tibet Campaign of 1904, 
taking a prominent part in several engagements, 
including the action at Niani, and, according 
to the report of the then Commanding Officer, 
was distinguished for his marked coolness and 
fearlessness under fire. In the advance to 
Lhassa he was left, en route, in command of 
the Pete Jong Outpost on the Yamdok So¢ 


(Turquoise Lake). At the conclusion of the 
campaign he received the medal with clasps. 
In 1908 he was again on active service in the 
Mohmand Campaign, on the North West Fron- 
tier of India, in the Khyber Pass, and there, 
again, his coolness under fire was commented 
on by his Commanding Officer. For this cam- 
paign also he received the medal with clasp. 
He was promoted Captain in January, 1910. 
When the war with Germany broke out he 
was with his regiment at Hong Kong. In 
March, 1915, it was sent to France, landing 
there on the Ist April. It was first in action 
in the severe fighting north of Ypres on the 
26th April, when the regiment suffered heavily, 
nearly all the officers, including the Colonel, 
being killed or wounded. Captain Dalmahoy 
was killed while leading his double company 
to the attack. Although wounded in six places, 
and advised to retire, he refused to do so, but 
continued to lead his men till he fell, covered 
with wounds by machine-gun fire. 

His valiant conduct and noble death are spoken of with 
admiration by the officers and the men of the regiment 
and by others. “ Eye-witness,” in his report on the 
battle, published in ‘The Times" of the 6th May, 
speaks of the gallantry of a Pathan battalion. Captain 
Dalmahoy is specially mentioned by Mr. Arnold White 
in his letter published in “ The 'T’ ” of the 7th May ; 
also by Mr. John Buchan in his account of the battle 
given in “ The Tim of the 13th July; and in his 
7th volume of “* The History of the War” Mr. Buchan 
“The 40th Pathans were among the chief sufferers. 
lonel fell, and nearly all their British officers 
were killed or wounded. There died Captain Dalmahoy 
a soldier of exceptional gallantry and skill, who still 
led on his men after he had been six times hit." 
Captain Dalmahoy, who was a member of the 
Junior United Service Club, London, and of the 
Royal and Ancient Golf Club, St. Andrews, 
married Violet, daughter of the Rev. A. Hull. 


CapTain Tan DouGias DALRYMPLE, M.C., 2nd 
Barry. THe HicHtaANp Licutr INFANTRY, was 
killed in action, 5th May, 1915, 

LieuTenant Joun Rapnarn HaMiLton-Dat- 
RYMPLE, 2nd Batty. THE KING’s OWN ScorrisH 
Borberers, was killed in action, 23rd April,1915. 
LIEUTENANT GEOFFREY WINDEATT 
DAMAN, 4th BATTN. SEAFORTH 
HIGHLANDERS, (ROSS-SHIRE 
BUFFS), THE DUKE OF 
ALBANY'S), T.F., 
was the clder and 
only surviving son 
of John IF. K. 
Daman, Wallingford, 
Berkshire, and of his 
wife, Rosalind Mary 
Isabella, daughter of 
the late Rev. Robert. 
Dell, and was born 
at Hampstead, 
London, on 26th 

Se Match, 1894. 

He was educated first at St. George’s School, 
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Windsor Castle, where he won a scholarship 
at the age of eight. He sang in the choir at 
Westminster Abbey at the Coronation of King 
Edward VII, and ultimately he became the 
leader of the Royal Choir. He next went to 
Repton, where he became a School Prefect 
and a Colour-Sergeant in the O.T.C. On leaving 
Repton he spent six months in Germany. 
In October, 1913, he went to Magdalen College, 
Oxford, where he had won the open History 
Demyship in 1913 before leaving Repton. 
“The Reptonian ” states that ‘he was 
intellectually one of the ablest and most pro- 
mising boys turned out by the school in recent 
years. He was of fine physique, and of a build 
likely to make a good oar. A Magdalen tutor 
writes that ‘‘ had he been here a little longer 
he would have been the friend of everyone in 
the College. There are few men in any one 
generation of whom that can be said.” He 
was a member of the University O.T.C. 
(Artillery), and when war broke out he at once 
offered his services to the War Office. On 25th 
August, 1914, he was appointed 2nd Lieutenant 
to the 4th Battalion, Royal Berkshire Regiment, 
but was shortly afterwards transferred to the 
Seaforth Highlanders, with whom he was al- 
ready working. He went to the front with his 
battalion on 5th November, 1914, and saw much 
fighting, including the Battle of Neuve Chapelle. 
Some months before his death he had been 
appointed Second Officer in Command of the 
Bomb Mortar Section of the Dehra Doon 
Brigade, and was in sole command of that 
section when he was killed. He was shot by 
a sniper on the 24th May, 1915, while on duty 
in a newly captured trench, a portion of which 
was still in the hands of the enemy. His body 
was buried in the Military Cemetery at Vieille 
Chapelle. 5 
He had been recommended for promotion some 
time before his death, but the promotion was 
not gazetted till after his death, to take effect 
from the 12th May, 1915. 


The Officer Commanding his battalion wrote of him : 
“We are at present holding a line of trenches, and while 
there on duty a bullet got him through the head, killing 
him instantaneously, He is a great loss to the brigade 
as he was acting as Bomb Gun Officer, and in that 
capacity has been doing good work. We all send our 
deepest sympathy in your terrible bereavement. We 
know what a loss it is to us. How much greater it is to 
you we can hardly realise.” 

The Chaplain to his battalion wrote: ‘ Yesterday 
afternoon they went into the trenches, aud T saw him 
just before they had left, He was so cheery and happy, 
and fit for his work. The officers and meu of this regi- 
ment deeply feel his removal, and they deeply sympathise 
with you in your bereavement.” 

His Soldier Servant wrote :“ But one thing [must say : 
all concerned in him can be proud of such a noble fellow— 
an officer loved by his men, and one who knew not fear, 
to his own cost, worse luck! One thing T am sure you 
will be pleased to hear: his was a painless death—shot 
through the head while on duty in the front trench.” 
The former Colonel of his battalion, who was wounded 
seriously at Neuve Chapelle, said: “I was staggered 
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by the notice in to-day’s * Times.’ It is too eruel, and 1 
cannot realise that that splendid young life is over. 
He was an exceptionally brave and gallant boy, and he 
was most anxious to take on his work of Bomb Gun Officer. 
The last time TI saw him was on the evening of the 10th 
March, the first day of the Battle of Neuve Chapelle, 
and he was standing in his trench, near his guns, looking 
the picture of health and strength. His work was 
dangerous, but not more so than leading a company in 
the attack, and as he had escaped through our two 
worst fights I felt he inust be doing very well, and hoped 
against hope he was not so dangerously placed as with 
his company. If he had been spared I um sure he would 
have done very, very well in his profession. He knew 
no fear, and whatever he had to do he did it with his 
whole heart and soul. I know no details of how he met 
his fate, but I do know this, from my knowledge of him 
during the eight months I had the great pleasure of 
having him with me, that his end was that of a true 
and brave and gallant soldier, He never thought of 
himself, and was always ready, anxious, and willing to 
do anything to help anybody. 
Lieutenant Daman belonged to the Georgian 
Club, Oxford, of which he was one of the first 
members and Hon, Secretary, and to the Junior 


Army and Navy Club.

LIEUTENANT JOSEPH GARNET 
DANGERFIELD, 6th BATTN. 
(VICTORIA) AUSTRALIAN INFANTRY, 
born on the 12th 
ay January, 1888, at 
Moonce Ponds, Mel- 
bourne, Victoria, 
| was the third son of 
Mrs. Janet Danger- 
field, 29, Canning 
Street, North Mel- 
bourne, and the late 
Edwin Dangerfield. 
Prior to joining the 
_| Military Forces Mr. 
ee Dangerfield was at- 
tached to the Staff of the Australian News Co., 
William Street, Melbourne. He commenced his 
military career with the Permanent Forces at 
Queenscliff as gunner in the Royal Australian 
Artiller When compulsory training was 
inaugurated he joined the senior cadets, and 
received a commission as Lieutenant to “B” 
Company, 60th Battalion, Royal Park. Subse- 
quently he joined the 56th Infantry Citizen 
Forces (Yarra Borderers), and ranked as 2nd 
Lieutenant, under Lieutenant-Colonel Crouch. 
At the outbreak of the war he was among the 
first to enlist, and was given a commission as 2nd 
Lieutenant to ‘“‘ E”’ Company, 6th Battalion, 
and was promoted in Egypt to Lieutenant as 
Commander of No. 3 Platoon, ‘‘ A” Company, 
6th Battalion. 
The 6th Battalion landed on Gallipoli Peninsula 


on the 25th April, 1915, and the day before 
Lieutenant Dangerfield wrote in his diary: 
“To-morrow is the great day, the day of the 


attack, my first time under fire.” 

The following account of the landing and subsequent 
fighting was written by a Sergeant-Major in Lieutenant 
Dangerfield’s company : “On the morning of the 25th 
April, 1915 the 6th Battalion left the transport A 14, 
H.T. ‘ Galeka,’ and the troops were towed ashore by 
naval pinnace I was in the same boat as Lieutenant 
Dangerfield. He was sitting in the bow, and, although 
enemy shells passed very close to us, he did not turn a 
hair. His behaviour on this and subsequent occasions 
gave me the impression that he did not have a sense of 
fear. We managed to make the landing, and when I got 
back from our advance inland I joined a portion of the 
*A’Company. Under Lieutenant Dangerfield we went 
out (on Sunday night) and dug trenches on a chain of 
hills opposite Sari Bair Ridge. We remained, except 
for a few bayonet charges, in the trenches until Wednes- 
day afternoon, the 28th April. I was speaking to Mr. 
Dangerfield that afternoon, and the only thing that 
troubled him was that he had lost his diary during the 
landing, Being in the same company I was constantly 
in his company (personal), We remained at Gaba 
Tepe twenty-four hours in the trenches and forty-eight 
in reserve until the 5th May, when we (2nd Brigade) 
were carried in trawlers to reinforce the British troops 
at Cape Helles. We reached there on Thursday morning, 
the 6th May, when we received orders to push for- 
ward. We advanced for about a mile to a deep creek, 
which was 300 yards behind the firing line of the English- 
men. We dug on there, but soon were ordered to move 
on again. We were to take the village of Krithia if 
possible, which is on the left of Achi Baba. The Turkish 
position had been heavily shelled for several days, but 
apparently it had little effect. We left the creck at about 
3.30 p.m., doubled out in artillery formation. Each 
platoon, on reaching its position, immediately extended. 
Lieutenant Dangerfield was second in command of * A’ 
Company, but, as we were short of an officer, he led a 
platoon, No. 3, into action. It was in this great attack 
(at Cape Helles on the Sth May, 1915) that we lost such 
a large number of men, including our second in command. 
With five other officers — Lieutenant Cox, Callagher, 
Davis, Pozzi, and Kuglin—Mr. Dangerfield was burie 
with full honours, about three-quarters of a mile from 
Krithia. I was in the hospital, having been wounded 
on the Sth May, when the news of Mr. Dangertield’s 
death arrived, and I assure you it caused most profound 
sorrow among those who knew him, for he was esteemed 
by all as a gallant officer and a gentleman.”

ada, was born there 
on the 23rd May, 
1887. 

He entered the 
Upper Canada Col- 
lege Toronto, in 
1898, whence he 
passed into the 
Royal Military Col- — 

lege, Kingston, Canada, in 1904, and graduated 


in 1907. During his last year at the Royal 
Military College he was a Sergeant, and at the 
expiration of his course was offered a com- 
mission in the English Army. 

On leaving the Royal Military College, however, 
he entered the 48th Highlanders of Toronto 
as Lieutenant and Assistant Adjutant. 

On the day war was declared he offered his 
services to the Minister of Militia, and was 
appointed Adjutant of the 15th Battalion, 
with the rank of Captain, in September, 1914. 
The battalion was brigaded with the Royal 
Montreal Regiment, the Royal Highlanders of 
Canada, and the Canadian Scottish, under the 
command of Colonel R. S. W. Turner, who won 
the V.C. in the South African War. 

Captain Darling was wounded on the 23rd 
March, 1915, near Neuve Chapelle, France, 
a rifle bullet piercing his right lung while he was 
returning from the trenches to Headquarters. 
He was moved to London, arriving there on the 
31st March, and in spite of all that care and 
skill could do he died in Miss Pollock’s Hospital 
on the 19th April, 1915. 

His body was conveyed to Toronto, where the 
officers of the 48th Highlanders gave their 
comrade a military funeral. 

Captain Darling was a member of the University 
Club, Toronto, and of the Toronto Hunt Club, 
and for one term was Hon. Secretary of the 
Toronto Military Institute.

2nd LIEUTENANT ERASMUS DARWIN, 4th BATIN. 
(TERRIT.) ALEXANDRA, PRINCESS OF WALES’S 
Own (YORKSHIRE REGIMENT), was killed in 
action, 24th April, 1915. 


CAPTAIN ERNEST GEORGE 
DASHWOOD, 4th BATTN. (TERRIT.) 
THE OXFORDSHIRE AND BUCK- 
INGHAMSHIRE LIGHT INFANTRY, 
was the second son 
of Sir George Dash- 
wood, Bart., of 
Oxfordshire, and 
Lady Mary Dash- 
wood, youngest 
daughter of the fifth 
Marquess of Hert- 
ford, and was born 
on the 18th Jan- 
uary, 1880. 

He was educated at 
Wellington College, 
became a cadet on H.M.S. ‘‘ Worcester,” and 
served in the New Zealand Shipping Co. and 
in the P. and O. Co. from 1896 to 1909, when 
he retired to take up farming. He had always 
taken a great interest in the Territorial Force, 


— 
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in which he became Lieutenant in December, 
1911, and Captain in April, 1914. On the out- 
break of war in August, 1914, Captain Dash- 
wood undertook Imperial Service obligations. 
He was killed by a rifle grenade in the trenches 
in France on the 12th May, 1915, and was 
buried close to where he fell in Plocgsteert 
Wood. 

Captain Dashwood was a keen sportsman and 
hunted with the Heythrop Hounds. He farmed 
500 acres of land in Oxfordshire. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (temp.) LIONEL 
ALBERT DASHWOOD, attd. 2nd 
BATTN. OXFORDSHIRE AND BUCK- 
INGHAMSHIRE LIGHT INFANTRY, 
the fifth son of Sir 
George and Lady 
Mary Dashwood, was 
born on the 3rd 
August, 1887. 

He was educated at 
Malvern Link School, 
at Cheltenham Col- 
lege, and at Downton, 
Agricultural College, 
afterwards studying 
under land agents 
in Shropshire, Man- 
chester, and London. He held appointments as 
sub-agent in Staffordshire and Wales, and in 
June, 1913, was appointed land agent to Sir 
George Faudel-Phillips, Bart., at Balls Park, 
Hertfordshire. He was a Fellow of the Sur- 
veyors’ Institute, and had acted as assistant 
steward to the Royal Agricultural Society. 
When war broke out he at once enlisted in the 
Royal Engineers, and served as a motor des- 
patch rider until February, 1915, when he 
received a temporary commission as 2nd 
Lieutenant on the Special List, and was 
attached to the 2nd Battalion, Oxfordshire 
and Buckinghamshire Light Infantry. 2nd 
Lieutenant Dashwood was killed late on the 
night of the 16th May, 1915, while taking part 
in a successful attack at Festubert. An elder 
brother, Captain E. G. Dashwood, of the 4th 
Battalion of the same regiment, was killed in 
action in France three days earlier, and his eldest 
brother, Captain R. H. S. Dashwood, and a 
younger brother,2nd Lieutenant H.G. Dashwood, 
were serving with the 3rd Battalion, Oxfordshire 
and Buckinghamshire Light Infantry. 


LIEUTENANT Gites RoperRT DAUBENEY, 3rd 
(RESERVE), attd. Ist Battn. THE QUEEN’S 
Own (RoyaL West KENT REGIMENT), was 
killed, 13th April, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT CHARLES BASIL 
TREVOR DAVEY, 7th BATTN. (VIC- 
TORIA) AUSTRALIAN INFANTRY, 
born at Kerang, Victoria, on the 16th July, 1889, 
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was the youngest son of William John, and Mary 

M‘K. Davey, the former a member of the Cornish 

family of Daveys,for- 

merly of ‘f Angew,”’ 

Gwithian, later of 

Hayle. Onhis 

mother’s side Liecu- 

tenant Davey 
descended from Sir 
Richard Blackham, 
created baronet by 
King William IIT. At. 
the age of twelve he 
became a member of 
a Cadet Corps, and 
as soon as he was old enough enlisted in the Vic- 
torian Rangers, subsequently passing through the 
various ranks from Lance-Corporal to Sergeant, 
and, when the Defence Act came into force, he re- 
ceived the appointment of Provisional Lieutenant 
to the 67th Regiment of the Citizen Forces. He 
passed for 2nd Lieutenant, with a particularly 
good percentage, and in a later examination qua- 
lified for the rank of Lieutenant, and then took 
charge of the Military Forces in the Kerang dis- 
trict. On the outbreak of the Great War he was 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant inthe 7th Infantry Batta- 
lion, with which he proceeded to Egypt. While 
there he was promoted Lieutenant, and accom- 
panied the battalion tothe Dardanelles, and took 
part in the landing on Gallipoli Peninsula on the 
25th April, 1915. The following day Lieutenant 
Davey was very severely wounded, and he died 
at sea on board the hospital ship ‘“‘ Ionian” on 
the 29th April, 1915. He was buried at sea. 


A brother Officer gave the following account of the 
operations in which Lieutenant Davey took part: 
“We landed on the western side of the Gallipoli Penin- 
sula at daybreak on the morning of Sunday, the 25th 
April. We landed under a hail of shrapnel and drove 
the Turks back. We won ridge after ridge until we 
could advance no further. Charlie was on the right 
flank, and did excellent service. He and his men cap- 
tured a Turkish gun. All day the fight went on, Charlie 
had swung his part. of the line in advance of the general 
firing line. Towards evening he got the order to retire 
and dig in, which he did. All night we dug and repelled 
four attacks. Next morning—there was no chance of 
sleep during the night—we advanced again, having 
been reinforced. During that day (Monday, the 26th 
April) we had another hard time of it ; in fact, the whole 
engagement was a fierce, terrible affair, with great odds 
against us. It was during the afternoon of Monday that 
Charlie was hit, the bullet entering the thigh and travel- 
ling up the body. He called to his men, ‘ Go on, bo 
get forward!" and they did. It was night when they 
got him to the beach and transferred him to the sbip 
*Tonian.’ He bore up well, and was quite bright and 
cheerful; but on Thursday, the 29th April, about 
three or four o’clock p.m., haemorrhage set in, and he 
passed over peacefully and calmly. Next day he was 
buried at sca, one day out from Alexandria.” One of 
his Men wrote: ‘* He was a jolly fine officer, one of the 
most popular in our battalion, as well as being clever 
from a military standpoint, and all the men regretted 
his untimely death,” 

Lieutenant Davey was a very fine shot, and had 


won several gold medals at rifle-shooting come 
petitions,

CAPTAIN DUNCAN HAMLYN 
DAVIDSON, Ist BATTN. SEAFORTH 
HIGHLANDERS (ROSS-SHIRE BUFFS, 
THE DUKE OF ALBANY'S), 
who was killed in 
action at Neuve 
Chapelle on the 9th 
May, 1915, while 
commanding the 
first company of the 
attack on the Ger- 
man trenches, was 
the elder son of 
Duncan Davidson, 
D.L., J.P., of Inch- 
marlo, Aberdeen- 
shire, and was born 
in his father’s house on the 28th March, 1878. 
His mother was the eldest daughter of the late 
Colonel Sir Francis Burdett, seventh Baronet, 
of Foremark. 

He was educated at Harrow, and after serving 
in the 3rd Gordon Highlanders (Militia) re- 
ceived his commission in the Seaforth High- 
landers, as 2nd Lieutenant, in April, 1900, 
becoming Lieutenant in April, 1902. He served 
with his regiment in Egypt and India, and 
from October, 1909, to October, 1913, was 
Adjutant of the 4th (Territorial) Battalion of 
his regiment, and was promoted Captain in 
March, 1911. 

He was stationed at Agra, when orders came 
to the Indian Expeditionary Force to proceed 
to France, and accompanying it he served 
at the front from October, 1914. On the 
17th December he was severely wounded 
and invalided home, and rejoined his batta- 
lion after recovering, on the 28th March, 
1915. 


The Officer Commanding his battalion wrote: ‘ The 
story is brief. In the attack on the 9th May his company 
was in front with Baillie Hamilton’s. The moment 
they crossed the parapet they came under heavy machine- 
gun fire. He was hit, got up again, hit again, and again 
up and on towards the German trenches at the head of 
what remained of his company. Then he was hit again, 
and fell near the German trenches. A brother officer 
tells that Hamlyn could not, or would not, retire, and 
saw a German go up to him, wounded and helpless as 
he was, and shoot him dead. Those of us who remain 
must try and act up to the standard set us by those who 
have gone. Hamlyn bore a very noble part in this great 
fight. I remember the first time he was wounded. 
When he came into the ambulance there was one of our 
men beside him, who he thought needed more care than 
he did, and when his own turn came he would not let 
himself be touched till the others had been dressed. 
It was the spirit in which he acted—one of the mest 
fearless horsemen and finest riders I have ever met. I 
have had the greatest admiration of his fighting powers 
as a soldier—a grand sportsman and a Christian gentle- 
man.” 


Captain Davidson was well known and highly 
esteemed on Deeside. His younger brother, 
Captain L. E. O. Davisdon, R.F.A., was serving 
at the front, and early in the war was awarded 
the D.S.O. for gallantry, 


LIEUTENANT HENRY STEEL 
DAVIDSON, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. Ist 
BATTN., HIGHLAND LIGHT 
INFANTRY, 
was killed on the 
18th May, 1915, at 
Richebourg VPAvoué 
during the Battle of 
Festubert while 
leading his men 
along a shallow com- 
munication trench to 
the relief of the 2nd 
Battalion under a 
heavy rifle and 
machine-gun fire. 
He was in his nineteenth year, and the youngest 
son of Mr. William Davidson, Windyhill, 
Kilmacolm (of R. and W. Davidson, Ltd., 
Glasgow and London). THis eldest brother, 
Captain W. C. Davidson, R.A.M.C., S.R., was 
present at the Battles of the Marne and the 
Aisne; while his second brother, Lieutenant 
H. R. Davidson, 3rd Battalion, Highland Light 
Infantry, S.R., was present at Ypres and 
Festubert. 

He was educated at Glasgow Academy, at 
Fettes College, Edinburgh, and at Glasgow 
University. Being amongst the earliest of the 
Boy Scouts, he was under General Sir Robert 
Baden-Powell at one of the original camps 
(Brownsea Island, Dorset, in 1909), which 
helped to found this movement. For four 
years (1910-14) he was in the Glasgow Univer- 
sity O.T.C., and was a member of the Uni- 
versity Gymnastic Team in 1913-14. 

He received his commission, as 2nd Lieutenant, 
in the 3rd Battalion, Highland Light Infantry, 
in August, 1914, and was promoted Lieuten- 
ant in February, 1915. 


2nd LizuTeENANT Davip CLAUD GRAHAM 
Davies, Ist SteGE BATTERY RoyAL GARRISON 
ARTILLERY, died of wounds, 15th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ELLERTON OSBORNE DAVIES, 
1/2nd Batrn. THE MONMOUTHSHIRE REGIMENT, 
was killed in action, 2nd April, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GRIFFITH 
DAVIES, 1/24th (COUNTY OF 
LONDON) BATTN. THE LONDON 
REGIMENT (THE QUEEN'S), (T.F.), 
son of Mr. and Mrs. Walter Davies, of ‘‘ Down- 
hurst,” Ealing, was twenty-two years of age 
when he died of wounds on the Ist May, 1915, 
in France, having been born on the 12th 
February, 1893, at Calcutta. 

2nd Lieutenant Davies was educated at Rugby 
and at Exeter College, Oxford. He played 
hockey for his College, was good at open-air 
sports generally, and a fine swimmer. Both 
at Rugby and at the University he was a member 
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of the O.T.C., which he first joined at the age 


of fourteen years, and in which he held Certifi- 
cate ‘‘ A.’’ He was gazetted to the Territorial 
Force in September, 1914, and undertook 


Imperial Service obligations, being killed, as 


stated, eight months later. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEORGE LLEWELYN Davies, 
6th (RESERVE) BATTN. Kinc’s Roya RIFLE 
Corps, attd. 4th Batty. Tut RIFLE BRIGADE 
(THE PRINCE Consort’s Own), was killed in 
action, 15th March, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (temp.) Ivor THEOPHILUS 
Davies, 5th (SERVICE) BATTN. OXFORDSHIRE 
AND BUCKINGHAMSHIRE [LicuT INFANTRY, 
was reported ‘‘ missing, believed killed,” 22nd 
June, 1915; later reported “ killed.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT WALTER AMBLER 
DAVIES, 4th BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE 
LOYAL NORTH LANCASHIRE REGT., 
who was killed in 
action on the 15th 
June, 1915, was the 
eldest son of Mr. 
Walter Davies, of 
Preston, chartered 
accountant, and 
managing director 
of Kiveton Park Col- 
lieries, near Hull. 
Born on the 3rd 
October, 1893, he 
was educated at 
Shrewsbury, where he was a Sergeant in the 
O.T.C., and won his colours for cricket and 
football, and golf. On leaving school he entered 
his father’s business. On the declaration of 
war, he was gazetted to the Territorial Force 
in August, 1914, and at once undertook Imperial 
Service obligations. His battalion went to 
France in May, 1915, and his orderly gave the 


following account of his death :— 

“ He was leading his platoon, which was in the first line 
of attack, when he got. shot through the right arm. L 
bandaged that up and asked him to come into the 


trench. He said, ‘ No, 1'll lead my men up.’ Then he 
got shot through the left arm. He got up again when a 
piece of shrapnel! struck him in the stomach. I did all 


I could for him, but. I then got my own finger shot off. 
He afterwards became unconscious and died.” 
Lieutenant Davies was the first Preston 


Territorial officer to fall in action. 


LIEUTENANT (temp.) WILLIAM 
ALBERT SOMERSET HERBERT 


KEVILL-DAVIES, attd. 9th 
(QUEEN'S ROYAL) LANCERS, late 
7th (QUEEN'S OWN) HUSSARS, 


born in Dublin on the 23rd September, 1878, 
was the son of the late Captain W. Kevill- 
Davies, 17th (Duke of Cambridge’s Own) 
Lancers, of Croft Castle, Herefordshire, where 
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Lieutenant Kevill-Davies lived, having in- 
herited the property from his grandfather. 
He was a J.P. for the County and a member of 
the County Council. He was also a representa- 
tive member of the Hereford Territorial Force 
Association. 

He served in the South African War with the 
Berkshire Yeomanry, and obtained his com- 
mission in the 7th Hussars in October 1900 
for gallantry in the field. For his services in 
the campaign he was mentioned in Despatches 
( London Gazett,” 10th September, 1901) and 
received the Queen’s medal with four clasps. 
On succeeding to the family estates Lieutenant 
Kevill-Davies resigned from the Service. 

On the outbreak of the war with Germany he 
volunteered for active service, and in September, 
1914, was gazetted Temporary Lieutenant in 
the 9th Reserve Regiment of Cavalry, being 
attached to the 9th Lancers in the following 
December. He died on the 15th May, 1915, 
in the Bailleul Hospital, from wounds received 
at Ypres, and was buried at Bailleul. 
Lieutenant Kevill-Davies, who was a member 
of the Cavalry Club, married Dorothy Mortlock, 
daughter of Ernest de M. Lacon, of Ormesby 
Hall, Norfolk, and left three sons: Geoffrey 
Somerset Ernest, born October, 1909; William 
Trevelyan, born in September, 1911; and 
Christopher Evelyn, born in July, 1913. 


2nd LievTENANT CHARLES Henry Davis, THE 
BorpDER REGIMENT, was killed in action, 25th

February, 1915. 

LIEUTENANT HENRY WILLIAM WARREN Davis, 
Ist Batty. WELSH REGIMENT, was killed, 18th 
April, 1915. 

LIEUTENANT JOHN CHARLES REGINALD DAvIs, 
3rd (RESERVE), attd. 2nd Batty. THE Essex 
REGIMENT, was killed in action, 13th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT JIM WALDEN _ FOR- 
TUNE McNAUGHT DAVIS, Ist BATTN. 
SOUTH WALES BORDERERS, 
was born at Farndon, Newark-on-Trent, on the 
28rd February, 1893, and was the son of John 
McNaught Davis. 

This gentleman, who was himself for twenty- 
eight years in the Sherwood Rangers Yeomanry, 
had at one time no fewer than nine sons, all 
serving at one time in various regiments, and 
at the time of writing four of his sons were 
expecting to go to the front, one a Captain in 
the 8th Battalion, Lincolnshire Regiment. 
Lieutenant Davis’s great-uncle, the late Captain 


Stirling, was for many years in the service of 
the Hon. East India Company. 

The subject of this 
memoir was educated 
at Worksop College, 
where he was Captain 
of the school for three 
years, and at St. 
Catherine’s College, 
Cambridge. He was 
for eight years in the 
Officers’ Training 
Corps at Worksop 
College, and was a 
Lieutenant in the 
Cambridge University Corps. At Cambridge he 
beat the Oxford candidate two years running 
in the Light-weight boxing competition, taking 
his half Blue, and held the University Cup. 
He was gazetted to the South Wales Borderers 
in August, 1914, and was antedated six months, 
becoming Lieutenant on the Ist January, 1915. 
When taking a portion of his company to repair 
the regimental trenches at Givenchy on the 
17th January, 1915, he was shot through the 
arm and lungs, and died in half an hour. His 
last words were, ‘‘ Good old doctor, sorry to 
trouble you!” 

Lieutenant Davis was a good horseman and 
had captained every sport at his school. He 
was an excellent bat and Rugby footballer. 


2nd LIEUTENANT WILFRED ALLEN Davis, 4th 
(ExTRA RESERVE), attd. Ist Batty. East 
SuRREY REGIMENT, was killed, 21st April, 1915. 


NT (temp.) HENRY JAMES Gop- 
DARD DAvIson, 18th (Service) BATTN. THE

REGIMENT), attd. Ist BaTtN. THE LANCASHIRE 
Fustuiers, was killed in action, 4th June, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT RALPH DAVISON, 3rd 
(RESERVE) attd. Ist BATTN. 
NORTHAMPTONSHIRE REGIMENT, 
who was killed in 
action on the 9th 


May, 1915, in the 
fight for Aubers 
Ridge, Richebourg, 


was the fourth son 
of the late G. H. and 
of Mrs. Davison, 16, 
Gordon Square, 
London, W.C. 

He was born in 
London on the 4th 
November, 1894, 
and was educated at Westminster. He joined 
the 8rd Battalion, Northamptonshire Regiment, 
as 2nd Lieutenant, in January, 1914, being pro- 
moted Lieutenant in March, 1915, 


Lieutenant Davison went to the front in August, 
1914, and was wounded at Ypres in the bayonet 
charge which resulted in the defeat of the 
Prussian Guard. He was invalided home, and 
granted two months’ sick leave, at the end of 
which, being still unfit for active service, he was 
sent to his battalion for light duty for a month. 
In March, 1915, he again went to the front in 
France. 

One of his Superior Officers, writing of him after his 
aid: ‘Out here he had always behaved with 
test pluck, I remember him especially at Ypres 
in November, when we were so hard pressed. He was 
killed gallantly leading his men in the attack on the 
German trenches.” 


LIEUTENANT (temp.) THOMAS GoRDON Davson, 
Royat Horse Guarps, was killed in action, 
13th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT HOWARD SAMUEL 
DAVY, 2nd BATTN. ROYAL

who was born on the 

15th August, 1593, 
was the son of H. J.

the Honourable Ar- 
tillery Company, with which he went to the 
front in September, 1914. Early in February, 
1915, he was appointed 2nd Lieutenant in the 
Royal Irish Rifles, and was posted to the 2nd 
Battalion, with which he was serving when he 
was killed in action, shot through the temple, 
at Wytschaete, on the 15th February, 1915. 
He was buried in the Military Cemetery at

Lancashire Regiment in July, 1912. He was 
promoted Lieutenant in June, 1913, and his 
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promotion to the temporary rank of Captain, 
to date from the 11th April, 1915, was not 
gazetted until after his death. 


He was mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of the 
14th January, 1915, and his Commanding Oflicer wrote 


of him: ** A more gallant and capable officer than your 
son is hard to find, and his loss to the regiment is irrep- 
arable. He was killed while rescuing, under a heavy 


machine gun fire, a sergeant of his company who had 
been badly wounded, your son himself being wounded 
at the time. I have reconmended him for, and asked 
the G.O.C. to do his best to have him awarded the V.C., 
as a more deserving case it would be hard to find."” 


Captain Daw was captain of his regimental 
teams of football and hockey, and he also 
captained the Western Province South Africa 
Team which won the Donald Currie Cup. 
Whilst serving in the ranks he won the medals 
for the best all-round sportsman and for the 
Athletics Championship.

1891. Several relations of Lieutenant Day are, 
or have been, serving with the Canadian Forces 
in this war, viz., Lieutenants Lionel Baxter, 
Herchmer Stewart, George Richardson, and 
George Day. 

Lieutenant C. W. Day was cducated at the 
Public Schools and Collegiate Institute of 
Kingston and at the Collegiate Institute of 
Coburg. He afterwards took his degree of 
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M.A. at Queen’s University, Kingston, with 
First Class7 Honours in the Physics and Mathe- 
matics Course. He also won the University 
medal in Physics in 1911, and was a Demon- 
strator in that subject. 

After leaving Queen’s University he was a 
Post Graduate Scholar in the Department of 
Physics and Mathematics in the Graduate 
School of Harvard University, Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, U.S.A., in 1912-13, and was 
Whiting Fellow and Research Assistant in 
1913-14. He had passed his examinations 
and was preparing his thesis for the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy when the war broke out. 
He was a member of the Coburg Garrison 
Artillery from 1907-10, obtaining while with 
that regiment the first prize for Gun Laying ; 
and of the Princess of Wales’s Own Rifles, of 
Kingston, from 1911 to 1914. He received his 
commission as Lieutenant in April, 1912. 
Lieutenant Day was a member of the Kingston 
Yacht Club and of the Harvard Canadian 
Club, Cambridge ; and was fond of swimming, 
boating, canoeing, and walking. 

Appreciative notices of the late Lieutenant Day were 
published in several of the papers of his native country, 
giving accounts of his life and career. One gave the 
following account of the gallant charge of the 2nd 
Battalion—all Ontario men—at Ypres : ‘* Creeping up in 
the early morning to within fifty yards of the German 
trenches, they charged. Major Bennett, who led tho 
charge, fell badly wounded and died later. Licutenant 
U. W. Day fell dead with other officers and men. The 
regiment was decimated, but won tho trenches, driving 
the Germans out. The 2nd Battalion held this position 
till relieved, though suffering from wounds and lack of 
food and water.” 

An impressive memorial service to the late 
officer was held at Sydenham Street Methodist 
Church, the body of the Church being reserved 
for the 21st Battalion Canadian Expeditionary 
Force, while the galleries were crowded with 
people from every walk of life to pay their last 
tribute to their gallant young townsman.

Major JoHN HENRY DEANe, 2nd BATrN. THE 
HAMPSHIRE REGIMENT, was killed in action, 
30th April, 1915. 


CAPTAIN GEOFFREY CHASE DEANS, 
4th BATTN. THE WORCESTERSHIRE 
REGIMENT, who was born on the 20th May, 
1880, at Hampstead, London, was the fourth 
son of Charles Deans, of Harrow. 

Captain Deans’ early education was acquired at 
Orley Farm School, Ifarrow, where he was in 
the Cricket and Football XI's. In 1894 he went 
to Sedbergh School, where also he was in the 


Cricket XI from 1897-99, being its Captain 
duting the last two years, and in the Football 
XI in 1899. Later 
in life he played polo 
and golf, and en- 
joyed pig - sticking 
and shooting. 
During the South 
African War Captain 
Deans served with 
the 4th (Militia) 
Battalion, South 
Staffordshire Regi- 
ment, and took part 
in operations in the 
Orange Free State, afterwards in the Orange 
River Colony, including the actions at Lindley, 
Bethlehem, and Wittebergen, for which he re- 
ceived the Queen’s medal with three clasps. 
In February, 1902, he was gazetted 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in the Worcestershire Regiment, and 
was posted to the 4th Battalion, becoming 
Lieutenant in November, 1904. From Novem- 
ber, 1907, to November, 1910, he was Adjutant 
of his battalion, with which he served in the 
West Indies, Malta, Egypt, India (where he 
was Station Staff Officer), and Burma. 

Captain Deans, who was promoted to that rank 
in September, 1914, was ordered to the Dar- 
danelles for active service in the Great War. 
He took part in the landing on Gallipoli Penin- 
sula in April, 1915, and was killed on the 6th 
May, 1915, during the advance on Krithia. 
He was buried on Gallipoli Peninsula. 

Writing to his parents, the Officer Commanding his 
battalior: said: ‘I cannot tell you what a loss he is 
to all of us, both as a soldicr and as a comrade. In 
the ten days’ previous fighting I had frequently noticed 
his coolness and bravery. ... Your son was a most 
able officer in every way, and I always had the greatest 
confidence that whenever he was given any special work 


it would always be successfully and efficiently carried 
out.”

LIEUTENANT THE HONOURABLE JOHN DE

2nd LIEUTENANT (temp.) JOHN PHILLIP 
de BURIATTE, 2nd BATTN. EAST 
SURREY REGT., born on the 28th October, 
1887, at Aylesford, Kent was the son of William 
Warwick de Buriatte, of Wraysbury, Bucking- 
hamshire. 

He was educated at Dulwich, and joined the 
Artists’ Rifles in 1912, soon distinguishing him- 
self in bayonet fighting. He was chosen as one 
of the team which competed in the finals at 


Olympia in 1913, for which event each member 
of the’ team received a special bronze medal. 
7 At the beginning of 
the war he went to 
the front as a Ser- 
geant in the Artists’ 
Rifles, and in Feb- 
ruary. 1915, was 
gazetted Temporary 
2nd Lieutenant on

It was but six days later, on the 12th March, 
at Lindenhoek, near Mount Kemmel, in the 
memorable Neuve Chapelle engagement, that: 
he fell. His only brother, who was then serving 
in the ranks of the Battalion Scouts Artists’ 
Rifles, near by, went up and gained the follow- 
ing facts from a Sergeant of Lieutenant de 
Buriatte’s platoon. He had been in the 
trenches with ten of his men for three days, 
when, at three o’clock, our artillery started 
a fierce bombardment of the German trenches, 
which continued for an hour and a half. During 
that period Lieutenant de Buriatte was getting 
his men ready for the assault, which was to be 
made as soon as the artillery ceased firing. He 
went about encouraging his men, and occasion- 
ally taking a shot at the Germans, only forty 
yards away. At 4.30, at a signal from the 
Commanding Officer, they got ready to leave 
their trenches. Lieutenant de Buriatte and 
five of his men were out and over first, but had 
only gone five yards before half of them fell, 
the young officer in front shot through the head. 
Despite the fierce fire, the Sergeant and two 
men got him back to the trench, and laid him 
safely away till the attack was over. That 
evening they laid him to rest with three brother 
officers and twenty men twenty yards behind 
the scene of action. 

The Captain of the Company wrote saying the 
trench in which Lieutenant de Buriatte was 
stationed was the most dangerous of all; in 
fact, a post of honour. 


CAPTAIN ARTHUR REGINALD 
FRENCH, 5th BARON DE _ FREYNE, 
3rd (RESERVE) attd. Ist BATTN. 
THE SOUTH WALES BORDERERS, 
eldest son of Arthur, fourth Baron De Freyne, 
of French Park, Co. Roscommon, by his first 
marriage to Lady Laura Octavia Dundas, sister 
of the first Marquis of Zetland, was born in 
London on the 3rd July, 1879, and succeeded 
to the barony in 1913, 

He was educated ati Reaumont Oratory School 
and the R.M.C. Sandhurst. He first joined 
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the Royal Fusiliers, as 2nd Lieutenant, in 
1899, but retired from the active list in 1901, 
and in that year was 
appointed Lieutenant 
in the 4th Battalion, 
Royal Garrison Regi- 
ment, stationed at. 
Aldershot. In Octo- 
ber, 1914, he was 
appointed Captain in 
the 3rd _ (Reserve) 
Battalion, South 
Wales Borderers, 
and was attached for 
active service to the 
1st Battalion. 

Lord De Freyne was killed on the 9th May, 
1915, in Flanders. He was mentioned in 
Sir John French’s Despatch of the 31st May, 
and a letter from the front said :— 

“Couldn't wish for a braver man or a better soldier. 
Men and N.C.O.8s worshipped him. His last words, 


when being carried from the trenches, dying, were, 
* Have you not taken the enemy's trenches yet 2?’ 


LIEUTENANT FREDERICK HAMIL- 
TON DEIGHTON, Ist BATTN. THE 
KING'S OWN SCOTTISH BORDERERS, 
was the son of 
Hamilton Deighton, 
Superintendent — of 
Imperial Police, 
Burma, and grand- 
son of the late 
Colonel J. Robert- 
son, C.1.E., Mutiny 
veteran, Liddington 
Hall, Guildford, and 
of K. Deighton, 
M.A., Cambridge. 

Born at Akyab, 
Burma, on the 10th September, 1892, Lieuten- 
ant Deighton was educated at Bedford and 
Berkhamsted, passing direct from the latter 
into the R.M.C., Sandhurst. He received his 
commission in September, 1912, passing the 
Signalling Course at Kasauli and the Transport 
Course at Lucknow with honours, receiving 
“D” Certificate. He was two years in India, 
and during that time held command of his 
company several times, the last for eight 
months. He became Lieutenant, while in 
Egypt, in November, 1914, on his way home. 
While waiting orders at Rugby to proceed to 
the front, Lieutenant Deighton passed the one- 
man range-finder’s course, a machine-gun 
course, and a course of instruction in explosives 
and bomb-throwing. He was with his battalion 
in the landing on ‘“ Y” Beach, and took part 
in the fighting for six weeks in the Gallipoli 
Peninsula before he was wounded by shrapnel 
through the lung by a shell bursting just in 
front of him on the 4th June, 1915. He was 
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taken to Malta, where he was landed on the 
10th, and conveyed to the Hospital of the Blue 
Sisters. He died on the 18th June, and was 
buried in the Military Cemetery. 

Lieutenant Deighton was Captain of the 
Regimental Rugby Football team at. Lucknow. 
He was a keen cricketer and good at all sports. 


2nd LIEUTENANT HELENUS GEORGE 
SHERIDAN DELEPINE, 3rd (RESERVE) 
attd. ist BATTN. THE DUKE OF CORN- 
WALL’S LIGHT INFANTRY, 
only son of Sheridan 
Delepine, M.B., 
M.Sc., Professor of 
Public Health and 
Director of Public 
Health Laboratory, 
University of Man- 
chester, was born 
on the 21st October, 
1888, at Chapel 
Place, Cavendish 
Square, London. 
He was educated at 
Woodlands School, Manchester, Geneva, and 
the University of Manchester (1907), where he 
took his degree of M.Sc. in the Engineering 
Department (Honours School). 

At the University Mr. Delepine was in the 
O.T.C., and after graduating he went to Canada, 
where he was for a session a Demonstrator in 
McGill University. In 1911 he accepted a 
position in Kansas City in an engeering office, 
and in 1913 returned to Manchester, where he 
had been appointed Junior Instructor in 
Drawing and Demonstrator in the Engineering 
Department of the University. Some of the 
results of his work on the “ Humidity and 
Ventilation of Spinning Sheds ” were embodied 
in papers he submitted for his M.Sc. degree. 
During {his period he became 2nd Lieutenant. 
in the O.T.C. He was in camp with the corps 
when war broke out in August, 1914, and 
immediately volunteered for active service. 
After some general training work in Manchester, 
he received his commission in the 3rd Battalion, 
Duke of Cornwall’s Light Infantry, in October, 
1914, and went to Falmouth for training. 
In January, 1915, he was sent to Northern 
France to join the 1st Battalion of his regiment, 
and was mortally wounded in the trenches on 
the 16th April, 1915. 
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His servant gave the following account of the cireuni- 
stances: “* We had been in the trenches just one day, 
and about a quarter to midnight on the 16th he was 
sitting in the trench filling his pipe and talking, and he 
suddenly stood up, sayin “I'm hit." So we found out 
where he was hit and bandaged him up. They got him 
down to the hospital with as little delay as possible, 
and when the doctor saw him he said he didn’t think he 
would live long, so I stopped in a little room next to him 
all the day. He seemed to brighten up about midday, 
but he went off again, and died at 4.45 p.m. on the 17th, 


. He was a good officer to his men... . I haye 


lost a good master: he was a thorough gentleman.” 
His Commanding Officer wrote: ‘‘ I was very sorry to 
lose him, as he was an excellent officer, cheerful and full 
of ‘go’ and life. He will be missed very much by us, 
and by me in particular, his Commanding Officer. He 
is buried at Ypres, or near there.”

CAPTAIN BERTRAM NOEL DENISON, 
p.s.c., 2nd BATTN. THE KING'S OWN 
(YORKSHIRE LIGHT INFANTRY), 
born on the 21st December, 1883, at Greenock, 
N.B.. was the younger son of Admiral John 
Denison, of Rusholme, Alverstoke, Gosport, and 
grandson of the late Colonel George T. Deni- 
son, of Rusholme, Toronto, Canada. 

He was educated at Eagle House School and 
at Harrow. He entered the Navy in January. 
1898, passing in and out of H.M.S. “ Britannia” 
at the head of his term. He served as Mid- 
shipman with the Naval Brigade in the South 
African War in 1900, taking part in operations 


in the Transvaal, east of Pretoria, including 
actions at Belfast (26th and 27th August), in 
the Orange River 
Colony and in Cape 
Colony, south of 
Orange River. He 
was mentioned in 
Despatches (‘* Lon- 
don Gazette,” 12th 
March, 1901), and 
received the Queen’s 
medal with three 
clasps. In January, 
1902, Captain Deni- 
son was transferred

I know he always said he wouldn’t mind 
what happened so long as he died in action. Poor 
fellow! He has had his wish. We shall miss him 
immeuscly.”” 

The Chaplain wrote: ‘“ The Germans blew up one of 
our trenches, and followed up by shells, trench mortars 
and bombs, and terrific riflo fire. Then they charged 
but our men drove them back. Your dear boy was 
simply splendid, and stuck to his guns magnificently, 
doing good work, but it cost him his life. I have hardly 
got any details yet, but will write as soon as I get any. 
I am sending this by special post, hoping that you may 
get it to-morrow or first post on Friday. 

“The last few weeks he and I had become great friends. 
I think everyone had got to like him immensely. Ilo 
dicd very soon after he was wounded, so one can be 
thankful that he was spared lingering suffering.” 

One of the Men in the Machine-gun Scction, in writing 
of him, said: ‘‘ No doubt by the time you receive this 
letter you will have received an intimation from official 
sources of the death of your son, Licutenant A. F. O. 
Dobson. But I have been asked by the remaining 
members of the Machine-gun Section, 8th Sherwood 
Foresters, over whom your son was Commander, to 
write to express our heartfelt grief at the sad event. 
Your son met his death during a heavy artillery bom- 
bardment of our trenches, and he died bravely doing his 
duty to the last. The members of the Machine-gun 
Section attended his funcral, and four of us carried him 
to his grave. We, over whom he was in command, are 
heartbroken by the loss of one of the finest and best of 
officers who ever led men on the field of battle. Not only 
was he our leader, but was our friend and comrade— 
always brave, cheerful, aud brimful of kindness. These 
attributes won for him the absolute confidence and un- 
dying love and devotion of his machine gunners. Wo 
can hardly realise what we have lost by his death, but 
he dicd the most glorious death that can ever befall a 
mau, and behind him he left a most glorious aud sacred 
amemory.””

On passing out of the latter he was 
gazetted to an unattached 2nd Lieutenancy 
in January, 1901, being posted to the Scottish 
Rifles in the following March. He took part 
in the South African War, serving mostly with 
the Mounted Infantry, and was present at

operations in the Transvaal from May, 1901, to 
May, 1902. He received the Queen’s medal 
with three clasps. 

He was promoted Lieutenant in March, 1904, 
and from March, 1905, to September, 1906, was 
employed with the West African Regiment. 
After returning to his battalion he was pro- 
moted Captain in April, 1912. 

He served with his battalion in the Great 
War throughout the winter of 1914-15, and was 
killed in the attack on Neuve Chapelle on the 
10th March, 1915, when all the officers of the 
2nd Battalion, Scottish Rifles, were either killed 
or wounded, an attached officer of the 3rd 
Battalion alone remaining effective. The dead, 
fourteen in all, included the Commanding 
Officer of the battalion. Captain Dodd was 
buried with nine other officers in one grave. 
No officer was left to record the manner in 
which Captain Dodd fell, but many soldiers 
of the battalion have borne witness to his 
heroic death at the head of his men in the 
inner trenches of the Germans. At his own 
request he had worn his sword, an arm not now 
generally carried by officers when in action, 
and it is recorded by men of his battalion 
that when he fell at their head, in the moment 
of victory, he called to them to raise him up, 
so that he could see the Germans in flight, and 
to replace in his hand the sword which had 
fallen from it when he received his death- 
wound. 

Captain Dodd was a meinber of the Caledonian 
Club, London, and of the Royal and Ancient 
Golf Club of St. Andrews. He was a good 
all-round sportsman and a keen hunting man. 
He was not married.

younger son of the 
late Gilbert William 
Don, of Ravensby 
House, near Car- 
noustie, Forfarshire, 
and of Mrs. Don, of 
44, Roland Gardens, 
S.W., was born at. 
Clocksbriggs House, 
near Forfar, on the 
30th April, 1804. He 
was a grandson of 
the late Rev. W. F. Bickmore, Vicar of Kenil- 
worth, and of Stone, Worcestershire. 

He was educated at Cargilfield School, near 
Edinburgh, and at Haileybury College, after- 
wards entering the R.M.C., Sandhurst, where 
he was Under Officer of his company. In May, 
1914, he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 
Black Watch, and posted to the 2nd Battalion. 
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When the war broke out he was attached to the 
1st Battalion, with which he went to France, 
and took part in the retreat from Mons. During 
the retirement it is said he cheered on his 
exhausted men by singing to them and dancing 
Highland dances. He was wounded while 
leading his platoon on the Ist day of the Battle 
of the Aisne, near Vendresse, on the 14th 
September, 1914; and as nothing has since 
been heard of him it is concluded that he lost 
his life on that date. One or two of his men 
wanted to carry him back to safety, but he 
refused to allow them to do so or to remain 
with him. 

2nd Lieutenant Don was fond of games, espe- 
cially of football, and he won several prizes for 
swimming. He had a fine voice, and was the 
solo singer at his preparatory school; also at 
Haileybury College, where he won the Base 
Solo Cup.

Lieutenant Cottrell-Dormer 
18th February, 1892, and 
Eton. In his early days he was the winner of 
swimming prizes. He medals for 
fencing and the first medal given for sabre- 
pointing at Eton, and was in the boats. He 
was a member of Boodle’s and of the Guards’ 
Clubs. He was a very fine shot, and most deeply 
read on all subjects, an exceptionally fine cornet 
player, and a great boxer. He was gazetted 
to the Guards from the Special Reserve in 
June, 1914. For his services in the war he was 
mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of the 
8th October, 1915, and was awarded the D.S.O., 
a most unusual honour for so junior an officer. 
The official record states that ‘after all his men had 
been driven out of the trenches by enfilade he re 
mained to the last and got bis wounded away.” (“* Lon- 
don Gazette,” 9th December, 1914.) 

Lieutenant Cottrell-Dormer was invalided home 
in November, 1914, but returned to the front 
after receiving the D.S.O. at the hands of the 
King on the 13th January, 1915. He was 
mortally wounded during an attack at La 
Bassée on the 6th February, 1915, and died 
in hospital at Béthune two days later. He was 
promoted Lieutenant while at the front. 

His Captain wrote of him: * He was gallant, brave, a 
leader of men, and worshipped by the non-commissioned 
officers and men who came into contact with him, and 
if you could only hear them talk of him as I have done 
in that trying time in the early part of the war, when 
he was left alone in command of No. 3 Company, you

His Servant wrote: “ A braver man I have never known, 
and I shall miss him because I have loved him. He was 
followed to the grave by the officers and men of his 
company, who did so voluntarily to show their last 
respects to one who was honoured by them all, All I 
could do was to assist to carry him to his last resting 
place, Again I say he will be missed, because of the fine 
spirit which he possessed, and for the confidence which 
the men were able to place in him as a leader.”

Street, London, W., 
was born at Lack- 
now, New South 
Wales, on the 19th 
August, 1894. 

2nd Lieutenant 
Drake received his 
early education by 
private tuition, afterwards completing his 
studies in Switzerland at} Lausanne and Fri- 
bourg. Subsequently he went out to Rhodesia, 
where he became a member of the Southern 
Rhodesian Volunteers. Shortly after the out- 
break of the war he left Rhodesia for England, 
arriving in this country in November, 1914, 
He at once offered himself for active service, 
and in the same month was gazetted 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in the 1/8th (Irish) Battalion, The 
King’s (Liverpool Regiment), and went into 
training. 

2nd Lieutenant Drake left with his battalion 
for France early in May, 1915, and had only 
been at the front for seven weeks when he 
was severely wounded in action on the 16th 
June, 1915, from the effects of which he died 
next day on board a hospital barge. 

The Officer Commanding his battalion wrote: “ It is 
with grief that I heard that Drake was killed. He was 
the perfect soldier-man, Everybody in the regiment 
loved him.” 

The Adjutant wrote : ‘ I was the last of us who saw him 
go out on Wednesday afternoon, so can tell you how 
bravely he went. The night before (Tuesday) he had 
been magnificent in leading up a party of men with 
ammunition through a fire-swept zone when ammuni- 
tion was urgently needed. Very few of the party ever 
arrived at its destination, but Drake got them there, 
very largely by his own courage and devotion. On the 
Wednesday we had to make an attack at very short 
notice, and when we started we were absolutely deluged 
with an avalanche of shrapnel, light explosive, trench 
munition, and machine-gun fire. The men were fine in 
advancing, but very early in the adyance there was a 
block, and some could hardly advance. At this moment 
Drake gallantly had his men out, and charged through 


the fire. I am afraid he was wounded early, but I did 
not see him after he went forward.” 
And a brother Officer wrote: ‘I was in his company, 


and we had been more or less always together from 
January till I was wounded three weeks ago. He was 
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one of the most priceless people I ever came across. Out 
in France he was almost worth a battalion in himself, 
He was always so cheerful that he kept us cheerful too, 
and he was one of the few men I've come across who 
absolutely feared nothing. His platoon simply idolised 
him, and would have followed him everywhere, It must 
be a frightful blow to you to lose your second son Hke 
this, but I hope it will be some comfort to you to know 
that, even in the seven weeks, he did more to buck up 
the battalion than many would have done in as many 


months, I shall always remember him as one of the 
bravest and most generous men I have ever come 
acrors.””

Wicklow, and was educated at Westminster 
and Dulwich College. In January, 1898, he 
passed into the R.M.A., Woolwich, from 
which he was gazetted to the Royal Garrison 
Artillery in November, 1899. He served in the 
South African War, being present at operations 
in Cape Colony, Natal, and the Transvaal 
between February, 1900, and March, 1902. 
He was mentioned in Despatches (‘‘ London 
Gazette,” 10th September, 1901 and received 
the Queen’s and King’s medals, each with two 
clasps. 

He was promoted Tieutenant in February, 
1901, and from November, 1904, to June, 
1906, was an Adjutant in his regiment. He was 
promoted Captain in May, 1906, and in August 
of the following year exchanged into the Royal 
Field Artillery. He received his Majority in 
October, 1914.

K.C.M.G., of Mon- 
treal, and of Lady 
Drummond. 

He was born on 
15th August, 1887, 
was educated at St. 
John’s School, Montreal, and for a time at 
“* Bradfield,’’ England. From 1909 to 1911 he 
was at L’Ecole Libre des Sciences Politiques, 
Paris. 

After his return to Canada he took a keen in- 
terest in military matters, and at the outbreak 
of war with Germany volunteered with the 
Active Service Battalion of his regiment (13th 
Canadian Infantry Battalion, C.E.F.). He 
accepted a commission, as Lieutenant, on the 
22nd September, 1914. He served with that 
battalion in Flanders, and on the 22nd April, 
1915, was in charge of a support trench. That 
afternoon the Germans used asphyxiating gas 
for the first time. They broke in on the left 
flank of the Canadians, and caused the Algerians 
to fall back. Captain Drummond ordered his 
platoon to line the road, and went out in front 
to rally the Turcos. Shortly after he was shot 
through the throat and died almost instantly, 
the first, it is said, of the Canadians to give his 
life in that long battle. A number of his men 
speak of his wonderful coolness and bravery 
during all the awful confusion and the rain of 
bullets, and say that his example and heroism 
were a great factor in steadying the men in that 
first critical hour of the fight. 

Captain Drummond married, in April, 1914, 
Mary Hendrie, daughter of A. D. Braithwaite, 
Montreal, and left one son, Guy Melfort, born 
posthumously in October, 1915. 


Masor GREY WILLIAM DUBERLY, Ist BATTIN. 
GRENADIER GUARDS, RESERVE OF OFFICERS, 
was killed, 13th March, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT WILLIAM SYDNEY 
DUCHESNE, Ist BATTN. (NEW SOUTH 
WALES) AUSTRALIAN INFANTRY, 
born at Waverley, New South Wales, on the 
28th May, 1894, was a son of Edwin James 
Duchesne, Crown Strect, Wollongong, New 
South Wales, 


He was educated at a public school and joined 
the ranks of the New South Wales Militia, in 
which he rose to the 
rank of Lieutenant. 
At the outbreak of 
the Great War in 
August, 1914, Lieu- 
tenant Duchesne 
volunteered for 
active service, and 
was appointed to the 
Ist Battalion of the 
Australian Expedi- 
tionary Force, with 
which he served in 
Egypt, proceeding in April, 1915, to the Dar- 
danelles. He was killed in action during the 
landing in Gallipoli Peninsula while leading his 
platoon in a charge to take the second ridge 
from the beach, at 2.30 p m., on the 25th April, 
1915, and was buried on the field of battle. 
Lieutenant’ Duchesne was Captain of the St. 
Andrew’s, Summer Hill, Football Club.

2nd LIEUTENANT WALTER JOSEPH 
DUDLEY, 4th BATTN. THE ROYAL

late Quartermaster- 
Sergeant. Royal En- 
gineers, ‘‘ Appleton,” 
Park Road, South 
Farnborough, — was 
born in Dundalk, 
Ireland, on the 22nd 
January, 1880. 

He was educated at 
military schools, and 
in 1894 joined the 
ranks of the Royal Fusiliers, and served with 
the 2nd Battalion until 1901, wheu he was 
transferred to the 3rd Battalion.

Another Officer wrote : “ We were all most awfully fond 
of him, and it was a great shock to me when I heard the 
news of his death, as [had heard, earlier in the day, that 
he was wounded and coming back. Ile was a very brave 
and a very capable officer. I looked on him as one of my 
best platoon commanders, and I was always sure that 
anything he had to do would be very wel! done; and 
if there was a bit more he could do, it would be done. 
Only the day before the fight he did a very brave thing. 
Ile was coming back with Rogers when the latter v 
hit by asniper, They were outside of the communication 

e Your husband dressed Rogers’ wound under 
vy snipers’ fire, absolutely in the open, without 
ace, and remained with him until he died.”

In January, 1903, he received a com- 
mission in the Border Regiment from the 
Militia, with which he had served during em- 
bodiment for 265 days, taking part in the 
South African War in 1902. He was present at 
operations in Orange River and Cape Colonies, 
receiving the Queen’s medal with three clasps. 
In June, 1904, he was transferred to the Indian 
Army, becoming Lieutenant in April, 1905, and 
Captain in August, 1911, when he went on 
Staff duty.

Eagar, Greystones, 
Co. Wicklow, cousin 
of Colonel Eagar, 
Royal Irish Rifles, 
and nephew of 
Col. H. S. Massy, 
late 19th Bengal 
Lancers, was born 
on the 22nd Febru- 
ary, 1892, at Blen- 
nerville, Tralee, Co. 
Kerry, and was educated at St. Columba’s 
College, Dublin. 

He became Lieutenant in the Reserve Battalion, 
Royal Munster Fusiliers, in April, 1911, and was 
promoted Captain in March, 1915.

LIEUTENANT JOHN VINCENT 
EARLE, THE SHERWOOD FORESTERS 
(NOTTINGHAMSHIRE AND DERBY- 
SHIRE REGT.), employed with the West 
African Frontier Force, was the son of the late 
Thomas Hughes Earle, M.A., barrister-at-law, 
of Enham Place, Andover. His two brothers, 
Major G. H. Earle, formerly 6th Inniskilling 


Dragoons, and then serving with the Hampshire 
Regiment, and Captain F. W. Earle, Hampshire 
Regiment, were both 
serving, and the late 
Lieutenant - Colonel 
W. H. Earle, Leices- 
tershire Regiment, 
was his uncle. 
Lieutenant Earle was 
born at Enham Place 
on the 28th October, 
1889, and was edu- 
cated at Eton, where 
he was in ‘‘ Pop.”” 
Writing after his 
death, his ‘master at Eton said of him: ‘* He 
seemed to be always learning, while he never 
lost the keen affection he had for this place, 
and for College in particular.” 

He received his commission as 2nd Lieutenant 
in September, 1909, when he was gazetted to 
The Sherwood Foresters, and was promoted 
Lieutenant in May, 1911. In September, 1913, 
he was seconded for employment with the 
West African Frontier Force, and he was serving 
with the Gold Coast Regiment at the outbreak 
of hostilities with Germany. He went with his 
regiment to the Cameroons, where he was 
killed in action on the 21st June, 1915, and 
was buried at Ngwe. 

The Officer Commanding his company thus describes 
his death: “* We had been sent out from here to help a 
convoy through, because the Germans were known to 
be holding up the road behind us. Our company was 
advanced guard, and your son was in charge of the eom- 
pany machine gun. We found the Germans in position 
in some very thick bush, where it was impossible to see 
them. They opened a very heavy fire on us with rifles 
and two machine guns. After some time, when their 
fire had ceased for a bit, our machine gun was brought 
up into the firing line, in order to help to hold the enemy 
in front of us, while a French company had been ordered 
to try and attack the enemy's flank. Then the Germans 
suddenly opened a very heavy fire on us again with two 
Maxims, which were shooting down our line from the 
flank in some portions of the line. During this outbreak 
of fire your son, who was firing our Maxim, was hit. 
He was working the gun in a most gallant manner, 
in face of a very heavy fire. We could not see one of our 
enemy throughout on account of the thick bush. We 
got your son behind a tree, and he lost consciousness 
almost at once. I am glad to be able to say that he didn't 
suffer pain. As soon as the fire had ceased again we 
had him carried back to the dressing station, where I 
understand that he recovered consciousness, but he 
died soon after reaching camp. I did not sce him again. 
He was buried here at Ngwe. We all feel that we have 
lost a friend, and we shall miss his efficient handling 
of our machine guns in action. After the longest and 
hardest day he was always cheerful and never com- 
plaining, even though he was ill himself. I am sure 
that he will be remembered for a long time in the Gold 
Coast Regiment.”

Captain Dyer, who was educated privately by a 
tutor, had a remarkable gift for learning foreign 
languages, and could speak Persian, Chinese, 
Russian, Urdu, Tindustani, Punjabi, and 
French. In January, 1903, he received a com- 
mission in the Border Regiment from the 
Militia, with which he had served during em- 
bodiment for 265 days, taking part in the 
South African War in 1902. He was present at 
operations in Orange River and Cape Colonies, 
receiving the Queen’s medal with three clasps. 
In June, 1904, he was transferred to the Indian 
Army, becoming Lieutenant in April, 1905, and 
Captain in August, 1911, when he went on 
Staff duty. In 1913 Captain Dyer acted as 
Transport Officer to the Turco-Persian Frontier 
Commission, and for practically the whole of 
1914 he was on duty with that Commission, 
but at the commencement of operations in 
Mesopotanua he rejoined his regiment, taking 
up duty in Arabistan on the Admiralty pipe- 
line. He was killed near Darrah Khazinah, on

After some time, when their 
fire had ceased for a bit, our machine gun was brought 
up into the firing line, in order to help to hold the enemy 
in front of us, while a French company had been ordered 
to try and attack the enemy's flank. Then the Germans 
suddenly opened a very heavy fire on us again with two 
Maxims, which were shooting down our line from the 
flank in some portions of the line. During this outbreak 
of fire your son, who was firing our Maxim, was hit. 
He was working the gun in a most gallaut manner, 
in face of a very heavy fire. We could not see one of our 
enemy throughout on account of the thick bush. We 
got your son behind a tree, and he lost consciousness 
almost at once. Iam glad to be able to say that he didn’t 
suffer pain. As soon as the fire had ceased again we 
had him carried back to the dressing station, where I 
understand that he recovered consciousness, but he 
died soon after reaching camp. I did not see him again. 
He was buried here at Ngwe. We all feel that we have 
lost a friend, and we shall miss his efficient handling 
of our machine guns in action. After the longest and 
hardest day he was always cheerful and never com- 
plaining, even though he was ill himself, I am sure 
that he will be remembered for a long time in the Gold 
Coast Regiment.””

412 Bristol Road, 
there, on the 14th 
September 1895. 

He was educated at 
Bradfield College 
and Birmingham University joining the 5th 
Battalion Royal Warwickshire Regiment (T.F.) 
as 2nd Lieutenant in’ November 1913; he was 
promoted Lieutenant in May 1915. 

On the 9th May 1915 2nd Lieutenant Edginton 
had committed a very gallant act, of which the 
following authentic account has been received. 
On that day two Privates of the Battalion were 
in a dugout in front of a trench acting as 
snipers. One of them was wounded and the 
other proceeded to assist him’ back to the 
trenches, and got back as far as the barbed 
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wire. Here he began to bandage the man, and 
Lieutenant Edginton seeing them went out to 
their assistance. As he reached them the man 
who was bandaging the other was shot, and 
Lieutenant Edginton brought the wounded man 
safely into the trench, and then went back for 
the other man, whom he found to be dead. 
On both occasions he had to make a detour of 
several yards to get through our barbed wire, 
during which he was under both rifle and shell 
fire. 


MAJOR ERNEST ELLIOT EDLMANN, 
D.S.0., ROYAL GARRISON ARTILLERY, 
Commandant 23rd PESHAWAR MOUN- 
TAIN BATTERY (FRONTIER FORCE), 
who died on the 
17th April, 1915, of 
wounds received 
four days earlier at 
the Battle of Bar- 
jisijah (Persian 
Gulf), was the fifth 
son of the late Major 
J. E. Edlmann, Ist 
King’s Dragoon 
Guards, and of Mrs. 
Edimann, Kent 
House, Leamington. 
He was educated at Leamington College (1879- 
85) and the R.M.A., Woolwich, and was in the 
Cricket XI and Football team at both places, 
being especially noted for his ability as a bowler. 
He obtained his commission in February, 1888, 
and served in the Kachin Hill, Burma, in 1893 
(medal with clasp for ‘‘ Chin Hill,” 1892-93) ; 
Soudan, 1896 (medal and Khedive’s medal) ; 
and on the North West Frontier of India, 
Mohmand, 1897. He was promoted Lieutenant 
in February, 1891, and Captain in October, 
1898. With the Tirah Expedition, 1897-98, 
he was present at the actions of Chagru-Kotal 
and Dargai and the capture of Sanpagha and 
Arhanga Passes ; the actions of 9th, 16th, and 
24th November ; the operations in Bara Valley, 
7th to 14th December; and the affair at 
Shinkamar, 29th January (Despatches, medal 
with two clasps, and D.S.O.). He also took 
part in the operations in the Aden Hinterland, 
1903. 


The ‘‘ Madras Weekly Mail" of 18th November, 1897, 
in its account of the taking of the Sanpagha Pass, wrote : 


“*Part of the 5th Bombay Mountain Battery shelled the 
position at 500 yards range under a hot fire from the 
sungar. The only position which the battery could get 


was on the top of a sort of pinnacle, and two guns fell 
off this from their own recoil. The greatest eredit is 
due to Lieutenant Edlmann for the way he fought his 
guns under great difficulties, and with a fire being poured 
in on him from @ short range.” 

Captain (now Brevet-Colonel) MacMunn, D.S.O., the 


Artillery expert, writing in the “‘ Proceedings of the Royal 
Artillery Institution’? on the same incident, ‘said: 
“This was almost entirely an artillery battle, and the 


effect of combined fire completely drove off the enemy 


Heavy infantry fighting had, however, been looked for 
and a big casualty list. The fight ended by No. 5 
Bombay Mountain Battery being pushed forward, when 
Captain de Butts, R.A., was killed on rounding a bluff 
at the head of his battery, which suddenly came under 
a fire from the ridge in front. Lieutenant Edlmann at 
once assumed comand, and, taking a section, closed in 
to 500 yards and cleared the ridge of the enemy, a most 
dashing feat, for which he was commended in Despatches. 
It is no small thing to stand to your guns at 500 yards 
range from marksmen armed with Martinis and Lec- 
Metfords, but so does audacity bring its own reward in 
war that, wonderful to relate, there were noe more 
casualties in the section.” 


In 1900 Major Edlmann was appointed to raise, 
command, and name the Abbottabad Mountain 
Battery (now No. 30 M.B.). This he did with 
great success, obtaining a second-class classifi- 
cation for shooting in the spring of 1902, and 
first-class every subsequent year of his command. 
He chose the name ‘‘ Abbottabad,” as it) was 
there he was married, and from there he raised 
the battery. He took this battery on service 
in the Aden Hinterland in 1908. In 1902 he 
was selected to command the Indian Contingent 
of Native Mountain Artillery, which was present 
at the Coronation of King Edward VII, on 
which occasion he was described in ‘ The 
Times ” as being ‘‘ the best range-finder in the 
Royal Regiment of Artillery.””. He was pro- 
moted Major in 1908, and was appointed to 
No. 1 British Mountain Battery in 1910, 
subsequently transferring to No. 23 Peshawar 
Mountain Battery, which he was commanding 
in the operations in the Persian Gulf. In 
Mesopotamia he took part in the operations 
of llth, 15th, and 17th November, near 
Mohammerah, Saihan, and Sahil respectively. 
“The most skilful and dashing counter-attack,” 
carried out by his battery in conjunction with 
an infantry unit on the 11th and the “ admir- 
ably directed ” and ‘ highly effective ” artillery 
fire of the 15th and 17th are mentioned in 
Despatches. In the Turkish attack on our 
position at Shaiba on the llth April, 1915, 
Major Edlmann is mentioned in Despatches 
“for the clever handling of his battery and 
accuracy of fire in silencing the enemy’s guns 
and repelling his attack.” The Despatch also 
speaks of the “ magnificent support given by 
the artillery throughout the campaign.” 
Major Edlmann was mortally wounded at the 
Battle of Barjisijah on the 14th April, 1915, 
having just taken over the duties of C.R.A., 
that officer having been wounded. Our troops 
were attacking, over open ground, a superior 
force of the enemy, skilfully entrenched and 
concealed over a front of three miles. 


Major Edlmann was much beloved by officers and menu 
alike, while in military cles it was recognised—in the 
words of the obituary notice in the “ Court Journal ’— 
that “ he was a fine officer, and should have gone far in 
the Service.” ‘* He was certainly the first mountain 
gunner in the Service,” wrote one Officer to his family 
after his death. ‘ He was one of the bravest men I have 
ever met: an ideal artillery officer, always absolutely 
cool”; “ Quite indifferent to the heaviest fre"; “ His 
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name will never be forgotten as long as the battery 
exists,” is the tenor of many other letters received. 
And a brother Officer wrote : * His loss to the battery 
and the Royal Artillery is irreparable, and he has lett 
us all an example it will be very hard to live up to. 
All the credit the battery has got in this campaign (and. 
no unit has got more) is due to his splendid leading.” 
The entire battery voluntatily paraded at the funcral, 
and his character was summed up by one of the native 
soldiers whose grief on hearing the news was most 
tonching : ‘ He was such a good and brave sahib.” 


He was mentioned in Sir John Nixon’s Despatch 
in connection with operations in Mesopotamia 
from November, 1914, to April, 1915, published 
by the War Office in April, 1916. 

Major Edlmann was a Fellow of the Royal 
Geographical Society and a very keen natur- 
alist, preferring shooting in the mountains in 
the north of India to all other forms of sport. 
Except for an expedition in Burma, he always 
selected fresh areas in Kashmir, Ladak, Zaskar, ° 
Baltistan, and the many other districts of 
that part of the Himalayas between India 
proper and Russian and Chinese Turkestan. 
He knew all these districts well, and made a 
very good and varied collection of heads and 
birds. He presented a collection of rare birds 
to the Leamington Museum. On these expe- 
ditions he always travelled very light, and his 
powers of walking being almost phenomenal, 
he was able to cover large tracts of country. 
He was a keen polo player, though of recent 
years he had been obliged reluctantly to give 
this up, owing to the results of bad enteric 
fever. 

He married, in 1908, Evelyn, daughter of the 
late Major-General Lorne Campbell, C.B., and 
left a widow and four children,

CAPTAIN HAROLD THORNE 
EDWARDS, Ii/Ist BATTN. MON- 
MOUTHSHIRE REGIMENT (T.F.), 


who was killed at Zonnebeke on the 8th May, 
1915, while repelling a German attack, was the 
son of T. S. Edwards, solicitor, of Newport, 
Monmouthshire, and was born at Newbridge, 
Monmouthshire, on the 3rd November, 1883. 
He was educated at Brighton House School, 
Clifton, and at Chepstow. He joined the 
Monmouthshire Regiment, then known as a 
Volunteer battalion of the South Wales Bor- 
derers, some ten years ago, but at the outbreak 
of the war held an appointment under the 
British South Africa Company in Rhodesia. 
He returned to England at once and rejoined 
his old regiment, his commission as Captain 
being dated April, 1911. 
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Captain Edwards had qualified at a school of 
musketry, and had undertaken Imperial Service 
obligations. 

The following is a report of his last moments: ‘* On 8th 
May, 1915, at Zonnebeke, two battalions were forced to 
retire, a gap was created, and the Germans swarmed over 


the trench. Captain Edwards and most of his company 
were left, and the Germans were heard to shout, ‘ Sur- 


render! surrender!’ Captain Edwards was heard to 
exclaim, ‘Surrender be damned! Rapid fire, boys!’ He 
was last seen by the men firing with his revolver at the 


Germans, and was then himself shot.”

He was Captain of the Shropshire Gentlemen, 
and also played for the Free Foresters. Ie was 
a member of the Junior Carlton and Wellington 
Clubs, and was a Vice-President of the Whit- 
church Dairy Farmers’ Association. 

He married in 1903, Muriel, only daughter of 
the late J. A. Kennedy and Mrs. McCallum, of 
The Cromlech, Ardnadam, Argyllshire, 
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CAPTAIN HENRY ETLINGER, 
9th BHOPAL INFANTRY, 
was the fourth son 
of Edmund Etlinger, 
Esq., civil engineer, 
and his wife Char- 
lotte Kincaid, of 
Dublin, and was 
born on the 27th 
April, 1880, at 27, 
Cavendish Road 
West, London, N.W. 
General Kincaid, 
Indian Civil Service, 
and Joseph Kincaid, 
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sq., Civil Engineer, Westminster, are uncles 
of Captain Etlinger. 

He was educated at the Preparatory School, 
Brighton College, and later at Marlborough 
College, where he was Captain of the School XJ 
in 1897. Afterwards he went to Trinity College, 


Dublin, where also he was in the XJ. Captain 
Etlinger was a good all-round sportsman, having 
won cups in India for football, tennis, and 
cricket. He was a member of the Junior Army 
and Navy Club. 

During the South African War he joined the 
8rd (Militia) Battalion, North Staffordshire 
Regiment, and in January, 1902, was gazetted 
from it to a 2nd Lieutenancy in the North 
Staffordshire Regiment. In May, 1902, he 
took part in operations in the Transvaal, and 
for his services in the war he received the 
Queen’s medal with two clasps. In April, 1904, 
he was promoted Lieutenant in the Army, and 
in February, 1906, he received that rank in his 
regiment. From October, 1909, to October, 
1912, he was Adjutant of his battalion, and in 
January, 1911, he received the rank of Captain 
in the Army, being transferred with that rank 
to the Indian Army in November, 1912, having 
served for ten years in India. 

After the outbreak of war with Germany he 
came to Europe with the 9th Bhopal Infantry, 
which formed part of the Lahore Division. 
The Division took part in the heavy fighting 
round Ypres on the 26th and 27th of April, 
1915, and on the latter date—his 35th birthday 
—Captain Etlinger was killed in action. 

A brother Officer wrote: ‘I. . . knew him for the past 
two years, but never knew a better. Iam unable to give 
you exact details of his death, but he was found in the 
trenches by one of our men, and an officer was on the 
spot immediately and applied first aid. He was quite 
unconscious, as the bullet struck him in the head. He 
died right nobly in the attack. I am secing to his grave, 
and am having a cross to mark the spot.” 

Captain Etlinger, who marricd Miss Muriel 
Jelf, left no family. 


LIEUTENANT T. G. Eustace, 4th (EXTRA 
RESERVE), attd. 2nd Batty. THE RoyaL 
MUNSTER FusILiers, was reported ‘ missing, 
peliewed killed,” 28th June, 1915.

THE ROYAL WELSH FUSILIERS, 
died on the 10th 
May, 1915, of

tery. Hewasbornon 
the 24th July, 1891, 
and was the elder son 
of Dr. E. D. Evans, 
of Bodeirian, Wrex- 
ham. Educated at 
Grove Park School, Wrexham, and Liverpool 
University, he had nearly completed his medical 
course when war broke out. He had joined 
the Territorial Force some years before, having 
become Lieutenant in May, 1910, and being 
promoted Captain in August, 1914. He had 
undertaken Imperial Service obligations. 


LIEUTENANT THOMAS HATFIELD 
EVANS, 3rd BATTN. 
CONTINGENT, 
killed in action at 
the Dardanelles on 
the 25th April, 1915, 
was the only son of 
the late Thomas 
Evans, of -Huyton, 
by his) marriage 
with Alice Stewart, 
daughter of the late 
J. S. Hatfield, of 
Argyllshire, Mrs. 
Stewart Evans now 
resides at Bovingdon, Herts. 

He was born on the 18th May, 1881, at Huyton, 
and was educated at Sedbergh School. When 
eighteen years of age he joined the Leicester- 
shire Yeomanry and served in the South 
African War (1899-1902 ), receiving the Queen’s 
medal with four clasps. Since then he was for 
some years in Australia and New Zealand, and 
had travelled extensively in the northern and 
unknown tracts of Queensland. He had also 
cruised considerably among the South Sea 
Islands, and had visited various islands where 
no white people had landed previously. He 
was a keen sportsman and an excellent shot. 
At the outbreak of war he was in New South 
Wales, and immediately volunteered, joining 
the Australian Contingent, 3rd Battalion, as a 
Private, and received a commission, as Lieu- 
tenant, in the 3rd Battalion. He was for several 
months in Egypt with his regiment for defence 
and training before landing on the Gallipoli 
Peninsula, where he was killed on the evening 
of the 25th April at Gaba Tepe, above Anzac 
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service under the Colonial Office, he was sent 
to East Africa, joined the 3rd Battalion of 
The King’s African Rifles, and served with the 
Camel Corps in and around Nairobi. At one 
time he was in command at Kubal, on Lake 
Rudolph, one of the most isolated outposts of 
the British Empire. In May, 1914, obtaining 
leave of absence, he returned to England, and, 
volunteering on the outbreak of war, he asked 
for and obtained permission to rejoin his 
regiment, and proceeded with it on active 
service. The day he was killed a shell had 
burst in one of the supporting trenches occupied 
by his battalion, and the explosion at first 
caused some little excitement. Lieutenant 
Ditmas, who was in command of the trench, 
leaving the next Senior Officer and Sergeant- 
Major to look after his company, ran out to 
see what had happened, and had just signalled 
back that there was nothing serious, and was 
laughing to steady his men, when he was shot 
dead by either a German sniper or by a stray 
bullet. His coolness under fire was very 
marked, and he was mentioned in Despatches 
by Field-Marshal Sir J. French, on January 
14th, 1915, for his gallant and distinguished 
service, and it is stated that he was also recom- 
mended for some further reward. 

His body was brought back and afterwards 
buried in the Cemetery of Wolverghem.

CapTaIN HuBERT BRADSHAW Drxon, Ist 
Batty. THE SHERWOOD FORESTERS (NOTTING- 
HAMSHIRE AND DERBYSHIRE REGIMENT), was 
killed in action, 12th March, 1915. 


CAPTAIN JAMES DIXON, ADJUTANT 
2nd BATTN. THE DUKE OF CAM- 
BRIDGE’S OWN (MIDDLESEX REGT.), 
who was killed in 
action on the 10th 
March, 1915, was 
the only son of 
James Dixon, of 7, 
St. Alban’s Road, 


Kensington, Lon- 
don, W., and late 
of Burma. 


Born on the 13th 
May, 1884, he was 
educated by Dr. 
Robson, of Guild- 
ford, by Colonel Russell, R.E., of Weymouth, 
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and at the R.M.C., Sandhurst (Eagle House). 
He received his first appointment in the Middle- 
sex Regiment from the Militia in January, 1904, 
and was posted to the 3rd Battalion, becoming 
Lieutenant in April, 1906. In March, 1914, he 
was appointed Adjutant of the 2nd Battalion, 
and, having been promoted Captain in August, 
1914, was still holding that regimental Staff 
appointment when he was killed while leading 
his men in an assault on the German position 
near Neuve Chapelle. 

The Officer who commanded the 3rd Battalion wrote : 
“Dixon was one of the nicest men in the battalion, 
He was a great favourite with everyone, and as keen about 
his profession as it was possible for any man to be. 
I think he was one of the prettiest. polo players I have ever 
seen. He will be a great loss to the regiment, and one 
whom it will be very hard to replace.” 

“Captain Dixon was a keen sportsman and llent: 
horseman. While serving with the 3rd Battalion he 
played three seasons in succession for the regimental 
team in the Hong Kong Polo Tournament, the regiment 
winning the West Kent Cup on cach occasion. He also 
d for the Calcutta Polo Club, the winning team in 
zra Cup Tournament in 1912. When serving with 
the 2nd Battalion, he played in the Army and Navy 
Match in Malta, 1914, when the Army won the Rundle 
Cup for the first time, beating the Navy by 6—2. He 
was thorough in all he undertook, and very keen about 
the welfare and efficiency of the battalion. A delightful 
companion and a modest, straightforward, and steadfast 
man, he will be sot missed.” (From the ‘* Broad 
Arrow,” 2Ist May, 1915.) 

Captain Dixon was a member of the Junior 
United Service Club. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (temp. LIEUTENANT) 
ALFRED FREDERIC OTTOBINE 
DOBSON, 8th BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE 
SHERWOOD FORESTERS (NOTTING- 
HAMSHIRE AND DERBYSHIRE REGT.), 
the only child of 
A. T. Dobson, The 
Yews, Beeston, 
Notts, was born in 
Nottingham on the 
Ist February, 1594. 
He was educated at, 
Stonyhurst College, 
where he was well 
known as a_ dis- 
tinguished athlete, 
and in May, 1914, he 
received his com- 
mission, as 2nd Lieutenant, in the 8th Battalion, 
Sherwood Foresters. He was promoted to the 
rank of Temporary Lieutenant in November, 
1914, and went with his battalion, which had 
undertaken Imperial Service obligations, to 
France. 

Lieutenant Dobson, who was in charge of the 
Machine-gun Section, was killed in action, near 
Ypres, on the 15th June, 1915. He was buried 
in Kemmel Cemetery. 

The Officer commanding his battalion wrote of him: 
“The Germans started a bombardment of our trenches 


suddenly at 9.15 in the and he was hit and 
died almost at once in the trenches, The Machine-gun 


Officer of the 7th Battalion (Robin Hoods) was killed by 
his side. I believe they were working their guns together. 
I can’t say how sorry I am for you in this great trouble. 
He had endeared himself to us all, and he was a sterling 
good soldier. I know he always said he wouldn’t mind 
what happened so long as he dicd in action. Poor 
fellow! He has had his wish. We shall miss him 
immensely.” 

The Chaplain wrote: ‘‘ The Germans blew up one of 
our trenches, and followed up by shells, trench mortars 
and bombs, and terrific rifle fire. Then they charged 
but our men drove them back. Your dear boy was 
simply splendid, and stuck to his guns magnificently, 
doing good work, but it cost him his life. I have hardly 
got any details yet, but will write as soon as I get any. 
I am sending this by special post, hoping that you may 
get it to-morrow or first post on Friday. 

“The last few weeks he and I had become great friends. 
I think everyone had got to like him immensely. Ho 
died very soon after he was wounded, so one can be 
thankful that he was spared lingering suffering.” 

One of the Men in the Machine-gun Section, in writing 
of him, said: ‘‘ No doubt by the time you receive this 
letter you will have received an intimation from official 
sources of the death of your son, Lieutenant A. F. O. 
Dobson. But I have been asked by the remaining 
members of the Machine-gun Scction, 8th Sherwood 
Foresters, over whom your son was Commander, to 
write to express our heartfelt gricf at the sad event. 
Your son met his death during a heavy artillery bom- 
bardment of our trenches, and he died bravely doing his 
duty to the last. The members of the Machine-gun 
Section attended his funeral, and four of us carried him 
to his grave. We, over whom he was in command, are 
heartbroken by the loss of one of the finest and best of 
officers who ever led men on the field of battle. Not only 
was he our leader, but was our friend and comrade— 
always brave, cheerful, and brimful of kindness. These 
attributes won for him the absolute confidence and un- 
dying love and devotion of his machine gunners. Woe 
can hardly realise what we have lost by his death, but 
he died the most glorious death that can ever befall a 
man, and behind him he left a most glorious and sacred 
memory.” 


CAPTAIN PERCY REED DODD, 2nd 
BATTN. THE CAMERONIANS (SCOT- 
TISH RIFLES), 
born on the 5th 
February, 1882, was 
the only son of the 
late John Dodd, ‘ate 
of the 78th High- 
landers, and at the 
time of his son’s 
birth Chief Constable 
of Perthshire. Cap- 
tain Dodd’s grand- 
father was the late 
Nicholas Dodd, of 
Bellshield, Smalesmouth, and other property 
in Northumberland. His mother’s father was 
the late Major-General Patrick Robertson- 
Ross, C.B., of Glenmoidart, Inverness-shire. 

He was educated at private schools, including 
the Old College, Windermere, and at the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst. On passing out of the latter he was 
gazetted to an unattached 2nd Lieutenancy 
in January, 1901, being posted to the Scottish 
Rifles in the following March. He took part 
in the South African War, serving mostly with 
the Mounted Infantry, and was present at

operations in the Transvaal from May, 1901, to 
May, 1902. He received the Queen’s medal 
with three clasps. 

He was promoted Lieutenant in March, 1904, 
and from March, 1905, to September, 1906, was 
employed with the West African Regiment. 
After returning to his battalion he was pro- 
moted Captain in April, 1912. 

He served with his battalion in the Great 
War throughout the winter of 1914-15, and was 
killed in the attack on Neuve Chapelle on the 
10th March, 1915, when all the officers of the 
2nd Battalion, Scottish Rifles, were either killed 
or wounded, an attached officer of the 3rd 
Battalion alone remaining effective. The dead, 
fourteen in all, included the Commanding 
Officer of the battalion. Captain Dodd was 
buried with nine other officers in one grave. 
No officer was left to record the manner in 
which Captain Dodd fell, but many soldiers 
of the battalion have borne witness to his 
heroic death at the head of his men in the 
inner trenches of the Germans. At his own 
request he had worn his sword, an arm not now 
generally carried by officers when in action, 
and it is recorded by men of his battalion 
that when he fell at their head, in the moment 
of victory, he called to them to raise him up, 
so that he could see the Germans in flight, and 
to replace in his hand the sword which had 
fallen from it when he received his death- 
wound. 

Captain Dodd was a member of the Caledonian 
Club, London, and of the Royal and Ancient 
Golf Club of St. Andrews. He was a good 
all-round sportsman and a keen hunting man. 
He was not married. 


2nd LIEUTENANT REGINALD GIL- 
BERT DON, 2nd (attd. Ist) BATTN. THE 
(ROYAL HIGH- 


BLACK WATCH 
LANDERS), 
younger son of the 
late Gilbert William 
Don, of Ravensby 
House, near Car- 
noustie, Forfarshire, 
and of Mrs. Don, of 
44, Roland Gardens, 
S.W., was born at 
Clocksbriggs House, 
near Forfar, on the 
30th April, 1894. He 
was a grandson of 
the late Rev. W. F. Bickmore, Vicar of Kenil- 
worth, and of Stone, Worcestershire. 

He was educated at Cargilfield School, near 
Edinburgh, and at Haileybury College, after- 
wards entering the R.M.C., Sandhurst, where 
he was Under Officer of his company. In May, 
1914, he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 
Black Watch, and posted to the 2nd Battalion. 
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When the war broke out he was attached to the 
Ist Battalion, with which he went to France, 
and took part in the retreat from Mons. During 
the retirement it is said he cheered on his 
exhausted men by singing to them and dancing 
Highland dances. He was wounded while 
leading his platoon on the Ist day of the Battle 
of the Aisne, near Vendresse, on the 14th 
September, 1914; and as nothing has since 
been heard of him it is concluded that he lost 
his life on that date. One or two of his men 
wanted to carry him back to safety, but he 
refused to allow them to do so or to remain 
with him, 

2nd Lieutenant Don was fond of games, espe- 
cially of football, and he won several prizes for 
swimming. He had a fine voice, and was the 
solo singer at his preparatory school; also at 
Haileybury College, where he won the Base 
Solo Cup. 


2nd LizuTENANT ALAN JAMES INGRAM DONALD, 
6th Barry. (TeRRIT.) THE MANCHESTER REGI- 
MENT, was killed in action, 4th June, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT NORMAN DONALDSON, 
5th BATTERY, ROYAL FIELD ARTIL- 
LERY 


(RESERVE OF OFFICERS), 
~ who was born on the 
19th January, 1879, 
was the second son 
of the late Jobn 
Donaldson, of Chis- 
wick, and Mrs. Don- 
aldson, of Kensing- 
ton and The Crofts, 
Pangbourne. 
He was educated at 
Charterhouse — and 
Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he took 
his degree in Science in 1900. At Cambridge he 
rowed head of the river, was in the trial eights, 
also fenced for his University against Oxford. 
He joined the Royal Artillery in May, 1900, 
and served in both Horse and Field Batteries, 
retiring in 1909, and, voluntarily joining the 
Reserve of Officers in August, 1914, in the f 
lowing month was tted to the Special 
Reserve, Royal Vield illery, as Lieutenant. 
His Commanding Officer wrote as follows : ** Lieutenant 
Donaldson was shot through the head and killed in- 
stuntancously in the Battle of Neuve Chapelle on the 
10th March, 1915, and was buried near the trench in 
which he fell. At the time of his death he was Observing 
Officer for the battery in the trenches. There was no 
more gallant, unselfish, indefatigable officer in the Army, 
and he was loved by all the officers and men who served 
with him. The battery could not have suffered a greater 
loss. In order better to follow and report on the progress 
of the attack, he had shown himself above the parapet, 
with the regardlessness of personal danger that cha- 
ractcrised him, thov he was never unnecessarily reck- 
Jess in this respect. The last messages from him were to 
say that we had gained the nan trenches, and that 
the fire of our battery was effective.” 


He was mentioned in Sir John French’s 
Despatch of 3lst May, 1915, and his battery’s 
share in the success of the bombardment was 
fully recognised in all the orders. 
He married, in 1912, Dorothea, daughter of 
Mr. J. Freeman, of Shepperton.

All I 
could do was to assist to carry him to his last resting 
place, Again I say he will be missed, because of the fine 
spirit which he possessed, and for the confidence which 
the men were able to place in him as a leader.”

He at once offered himself for active service, 
and in the same month was gazetted 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in the 1/8th (Irish) Battalion, The 
King’s (Liverpool Regiment), and went into 
training. 

2nd Lieutenant Drake left with his battalion 
for France early in May, 1915, and had only 
been at the front for seven weeks when he 
was severely wounded in action on the 16th 
June, 1915, from the effects of which he died 
next day on board a hospital barge. 

The Officer Commanding his battalion wrote: ‘It is 
with gricf that I heard that Drake was killed. He was 
the perfect soldier-man. Everybody in the regiment 
loved him.” 

The Adjutant wrote: ‘ I was the last of us who saw him 
go out on Wednesday afternoon, so can tell you how 
bravely he went. The night before (Tuesday) he had 
been magnificent in leading up a party of men with 
ammunition through a fire-swept zone when ammuni- 
tion was urgently needed. Very few of the party ever 
arrived at its destination, but Drake got them there, 
very largely by his own courage and devotion. On the 
Wednesday we had to make an attack at very short 
notice, and when we started we were absolutely deluged 
with an avalanche of shrapnel, light explosive, trench 
munition, and machine-gun fire. The men were fine in 
advancing, but very carly in the advance there was a 
block, and some. could hardly advance. At this moment 
Drake gallantly had his men out, and charged through 
the fire. I am afraid he was wounded early, but I did 
not. see him after he went forward.” 

And a brother Officer wrote: ‘I was in hie company, 
and we had been more or less always together from 
January till I was wounded three wecks ago. He was 
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one of the most priceless people I ever came across. Out 
in France he was almost worth a battalion in himself, 
He was always so cheerful that he kept us cheerful too, 
and he was one of the few men I’ve come across who 
absolutely feared nothing. His platoon simply idolised 


him, and would have followed him everywhere, It must 
be a frightful blow to you to lose your second gon like 
this, but I hope it will be some comfort to you to know 
that, even in the seven weeks, he did more to buck up 
the battalion than many would have done in as many 
months. I shall always remember him as one of the 
bravest and most generous men I have ever come 
across.”” 


LIEUTENANT ALAN APPLEBY DREW, 4th (EXTRA 
RESERVE), attd. 2nd Batrn. THE CAMERONIANS 
(ScortisH RIFLES), was killed in action, 10th 
March, 1915. 

Temp. LIEUTENANT GRAHAM DUDLEY-DRIVER, 
THe ARMY SERVICE Corps, died of wounds, 
5th May, 1915. 


MAJOR GEORGE THOMAS ACTON 
DROUGHT,ROYAL FIELD ARTILLERY, 
who died in London 
on the 15th June, 
1915, from a wound 
in the shoulder re- 
ceived at Festubert, 
on the 17th May, 
1015, and was 
buried at Glenealy 
Church, Co. Wick- 
low, Ireland, was 
the only son of the 
late Canon George 
Mears’ Drought, 
Newtoun, Mount Kennedy, Co. Wicklow. 
Major Drought was born on the 2nd August, 
1880, at Killiskey Rectory, Ashford, Co. 
Wicklow, and was educated at Westminster 
and Dulwich College. In January, 1898, he 
passed into the R.M.A., Woolwich, from 
which he was gazetted to the Royal Garrison 
Artillery in November, 1899. He served in the 
South African War, being present at operations 
in Cape Colony, Natal, and the Transvaal 
between February, 1900, and March, 1902. 
He was mentioned in Despatches (‘‘ London 
Gazette,” 10th September, 1901 and received 
the Queen’s and King’s medals, each with two 
clasps. 

He was promoted Lieutenant in February, 
1901, and from November, 1904, to June, 
1906, was an Adjutant in his regiment. Ie was 
promoted Captain in May, 1906, and in August 
of the following year exchanged into the Royal 
Field Artillery. He received his Majority in 
October, 1914. 

Major Drought married Louise Lockhart, 
daughter of Captain D. G. M. Fowler, late 
Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders, and left 
one son, George Richard Sinerger, born August, 
1910, 
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2nd LrevTeNANT EvERARD JosrpH DRUviTT, 
attd. 2nd Batrn. PRINCESS CHARLOTTE OF 
WALEs’s (ROYAL BERKSHIRE REGIMENT), was 
killed in action, 9th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN GUY MELFORT DRUMMOND, 
ROYAL HIGHLANDERS OF CANADA, 
who was killed in 
action near Ypres 


on the afternoon 
of 22nd April, 
1915, was the son 
of the late Sir 


George Drummond, 
K.C.M.G., of Mon- 
treal, and of Lady 
Drummond. 

He was born on 
15th August, 1887, 
was educated at St. 
John’s School, Montreal, and for a time at 
“ Bradfield,” England. From 1909 to 1911 he 
was at L’Ecole Libre des Sciences Politiques, 
Paris. 

After his return to Canada he took a keen in- 
terest in military matters, and at the outbreak 
of war with Germany volunteered with the 
Active Service Battalion of his regiment (13th 
Canadian Infantry Battalion, C.E.F.). He 
accepted a commission, as Lieutenant, on the 
22nd September, 1914. He served with that 
battalion in Flanders, and on the 22nd April, 
1915, was in charge of a support trench. That 
afternoon the Germans used asphyxiating gas 
for the first time. They broke in on the left 
flank of the Canadians, and caused the Algerians 
to fall back. Captain Drummond ordered his 
platoon to line the road, and went out in front 
to rally the Turcos. Shortly after he was shot 
through the throat and died almost instantly, 
the first, it is said, of the Canadians to give his 
life in that long battle. A number of his men 
speak of his wonderful coolness and bravery 
during all the awful confusion and the rain of 
bullets, and say that his example and heroism 
were a great factor in steadying the men in that 
first critical hour of the fight. 

Captain Drummond married, in April, 1914, 
Mary Hendrie, daughter of A. D. Braithwaite, 
Montreal, and left one son, Guy Melfort, born 
posthumously in October, 1915. 


Mason GREY WILLIAM DUBERLY, Ist BATTN. 
GRENADIER GUARDS, RESERVE OF OFFICERS, 
was killed, 13th March, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT WILLIAM SYDNEY 
DUCHESNE, Ist BATTN. (NEW SOUTH 
WALES) AUSTRALIAN INFANTRY, 
born at Waverley, New South Wales, on the 
28th May, 1894, was a son of Edwin James 
Duchesne, Crown Street, Wollongong, New 
South Wales, 


He was educated at a public school and joined 
the ranks of the New South Wales Militia, in 
which he rose to the 
rank of Lieutenant. 
At the outbreak of 
the Great War in 
August, 1914, Lieu- 
tenant Duchesne 
volunteered for 
active service, and 
was appointed to the 
lst Battalion of the 
Australian Expedi- 
tionary Force, with 
which he served in 
Egypt, proceeding in April, 1915, to the Dar- 
danelles. He was killed in action during the 
landing in Gallipoli Peninsula while leading his 
platoon in a charge to take the second ridge 
from the beach, at 2.30 p m., on the 25th April, 
1915, and was buried on the field of battle. 
Lieutenant Duchesne was Captain of the St. 
Andrew’s, Summer Hill, Football Club. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES LEONARD DUDLEY, 
1/ith Barre. (Territ.) THE MANCHESTER 
REGIMENT, was killed in action, 4th June, 1915. 


Captain Davip DuDLEy, 91st PuNgaBis (LIGHT 
INFANTRY), attd. 6th JaT Ligut In¥Fantry, 
was killed in action, 9th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT RoBerRT RolAND WADDELL-Dup- 
LEY, 3rd BaTtn. RoYAt Fusiliers (CITY OF 
Lonpon REGIMENT), was killed in action, 15th 
April, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT WALTER JOSEPH 
DUDLEY, 4th BATTN. THE ROYAL 
FUSILIERS (CITY OP LONDON REGT.), 
= fourth son of Henry 
a4 Christopher Dudley, 
late Quartermastcr- 
Sergeant. Royal En- 
gineers, ‘‘ Appleton,” 
Park Road, South 
Farnborough, was 
born in Dundalk, 
Ireland, on the 22nd 
January, 1880. 

He was educated at 
military schools, and 
in 1894 joined the 
ranks of the Royal Fusiliers, and served with 
the 2nd Battalion until 1901, when he was 
transferred to the 3rd Battalion. He became 
Company Sergeant- Major in 1905, and in 
January, 1914, he became Sergeant-Major in 
the 4th Battalion, London Regiment (T.F.), and 
served with them in Malta and France. He 
had heen awarded the medal for long service 
and good conduct. In February, 1915, for 
services in the field, Mr. Dudley was gazetted 
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2nd Licutenant in his old regiment, the Royal 
Fusiliers, and was posted to the 4th Battalion. 
2nd Lieutenant Dudley was killed in action at 
Ypres on the 16th June, 1915. While leading 
his platoon he was severely wounded, and was 
subsequently killed by shell. 

The Officer Commanding his battalion wrote: ‘ He was 
with us during the most difficult part of our work, 
and his magnificent character made him beloved by us 
all, He died, as he had always lived, a fine example of 
the British soldier.”” 

Another Ollicer wrote : “* We were all most awfully fond 
of him, and it was a great. shock to me when I heard the 
news of his death, as T had heard, earlier in the day, that 
he was wounded and coming back. He was a very brave 
and a very capable officer. I looked on him as one of my 
best platoon commanders, and I was always sure that 
anything he had to do would be very well done; and 
if there was a bit more he could do, it would be done. 
Only the day before the fight he did a very brave thing. 
He was coming back with Rogers when the latter was 
hit by a sniper. They were outside of the communication 
trench. Your husband dressed Rogers’ wound under 
very heavy snipers’ fire, absolutely in the open, without 
assistance, and remained with him until he died.” 

Ilis Servant wrote: “I am very sorry to have to tell 
you that Mr. Dudley has been killed in action, after 
being severely wounded, whilst most bravely leading his 
platoon against the enemy on the morning of the 16th.” 
2nd Lieutenant Dudley married Annie, daughter 
of Mr. W. Raison, late 2nd Battalion, Royal 
Fusiliers, and left a daughter, Sybil Grace, 
aged five years. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (temp.) JOHN CRERAR DurFF, 
2nd Batrx. THE GorRDON HIGHLANDERS, was 
killed in action, 18th June, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT WILLIAM DUFF, 


1/7th BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE 
CAMERONIANS (SCOTTISH RIFLES), 
was killed in action — - ~ 
while leading a 


charge against 
Krithia, Gallipoli 
Peninsula, on the 
28th June, 1915. 
Born on the 23rd 
August, 1891, at 
Greenholm, Busby, 
Lanarkshire, he was 
the younger son of 
William Duff, Ram- | 
Ich, Busby, and was 
educated at Collegiate School, Queen’s Park, 
Glasgow. He joined the ranks of the Glasgow 
Highlanders in 1910, and became Lieutenant 
in the Territorial Force in December, 10912. 
He had undertaken Imperial Service obligations 
on the outbreak of the Great War. 

His favourite sports were tennis and football, 
and he was a member of the Busby Corinthians’ 
Football Club. 


CAPTAIN THOMAS ERNEST DUFTY, 
5th BATTN. (TERRIT.) ALEXANDRA, 
PRINCESS OF WALES'S OWN (YORK- 
SHIRE REGT.), who was killed by shell near 
Ypres on the 19th May, 1915, and buried in 
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the Military Cemetery at Vlamertinghe, was the 
son of the late Arthur Richard Sykes Dufty, 
of Nottingham. 

He was born on the 
30th June; 1880, at 
Beeston, Notting- 
hamshire, and was 
educated at Pock- 
lington Grammar 
School. He joined 
the 5th Battalion, 
Yorkshire Regiment, 
in 1912, became 
Lieutenant in June, 
1913, and was gazet- 
ted Captain on the day of his death, the rank 
to date from the 18th April, 1915. 

Captain Dufty married Beatrice, daughter of 
S. H. Holmes, J.P., Hull, and left one child, 
Arthur Richard, born June, 1911. He was a 
very good all-round sportsman. 


MAJOR FRANCIS TAYLOR DUHAN, 
19th 1{PUNJABIS, LATE 19th (PUNJAB) 
BENGAL INFANTRY, INDIAN ARMY, 
fourth son of the 
late Harry Reilly 
Duhan, Esq., and a 
brother of Colonel 
W. W. T. Duhan, 
R.A., was born in 
Calcutta on the 8rd 
January, 1873. 

He was educated at, 
Bedford Grammar 
School, of which he 
was Head Boy in 
1892, and after pass- 
ing through the R.M.C., Sandhurst, was gazetted 
to the Unattached List for the Indian Army 
in October, 1894. He carried out his training 
with the Hampshire Regiment, and joined the 
24th Punjabis in January, 1896, being after- 
wards transferred to the 19th Punjabis. He 
was promoted Lieutenant in January, 1897, 
and in that and the following year saw active 
service on the North West Frontier of India, 
being present at the relief of Malakand and 
Chakdara, the action at Landakai, and at 
operations in Bajaur, and in the Mamund 
country. He received the medal and two 
clasps for the campaign. 

He was promoted Captain in October, 1903, 
in which year he was on service in Thibet, 
receiving the medal. In 1908 he was again 
on the North West Frontier, taking part in 
operations in the Mohmand Country, for which 
he received the medal with clasp, and in October, 
1912, he received his Majority. 

Major Duhan belonged to the United Service 
Club, and was a good cricketer and a great 
fisherman. 
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On active service in the war with Germany 
he was attached to the 57th Wilde’s Rifles 
(Frontier Force), and was killed in action on 
the 26th April, 1915, near Ypres, where he 
was buried. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL Guy Louis Busson DU 
Maurier, D.S.O., CoMMANDING 3rd BatTTN. 
THE RoyaL FusiLiers (City or LONDON REGI- 
MENT), was killed by shell, 9th March, 1915. 


Caprain CyriL Roserr Dumspay, 1/8th 
Batrn. (TERRIT.) THE DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE’S 
Own (MIDDLESEX REGIMENT), was _ killed, 
26th April, 1915. 

CapTAIN ARBUTHNOTT JOHN DuNBAR, 104th 
Battery, ROYAL FIELD ARTILLERY, was killed 
in action, 17th March, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT CECIL HENRY 
DUNDAS, ist BATTN. THE WELSH 
REGIMENT, 
born at Birkenhead 
on the 7th January, 
1892, was the fourth 
son of Sir George 
Whyte Melville Dun- 
das, fifth Baronet, 
and Lady Dundas, of 
Dunira, Comrie, 
Perthshire. He was 
descended from Sir 
David Dundas, 
G.C.B., who was 
Commander of the Forces from 1809 to 1811. 
He was educated at Bedford Grammar School 
from 1902 to 1905, and at Fettes College, Edin- 
burgh, from 1905 to 1910. At the latter he was 
in the Gymnasium VIII. His recreations were 
shooting, cricket, football, golf, and lawn tennis. 
He was gazetted to the Welsh Regiment in 
September, 1911, becoming Lieutenant in 
August, 1913. In March, 1913, when his 
battalion was stationed at Khartoum, he was 
sent with another officer of the battalion and a 
civilian into the Bahr el Ghazal District on a 
survey expedition, the object of which was to 
find the waterway connecting the Rivers Lolle 
and Jur, which would facilitate and shorten 
communication with Wan and Khartoum in 
the rainy season. 

Lieutenant Dundas was wounded on the 19th 
February, 1915, while making a daylight, 
reconnaissance of a new line of trenches near 
Ypres, and died on the following day from the 
effects. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHRISTIAN 
DALRYMPLE HAMILTON DUNLOP, 
10th (SCOTTISH) BATTN. (TERRIT.) 
THE KING'S (LIVERPOOL REGIMENT), 
who was shot through the heart while leading 
his platoon in an attack or German trenches at 


Bellewaarde Farm, near Hooge, on the 16th 
June, 1915, was thefonly son of Captain Hamil- 
ton Dunlop, Royal 
Navy, and Mrs. 
Hamilton Dunlop, of 
Murrayfield Avenue, 
Edinburgh. 

He was educated at 
Winchester, and 
afterwards received 
a business training 
with Messrs. John 
Warrack and Co., 
shipowners, Leith. 
He then spent five 
years in India, and eventually entered business 
as a stockbroker in Liverpool with Messrs. 
Pilkington and Dunlop. He was a member of 
the Royal Liverpool Golf Club, Hoylake, and 
Secretary of the Liverpool Rugby Football Club. 
On the outbreak of war he joined the Liverpool 
Scottish in August, 1914, receiving his com- 
mission in the corps in November, 1914, and 
proceeded to the front in January, 1915. 


CAPTAIN GEORGE MALCOLM DUNLOP, Ist Barr. 
RoyaL Dusuin Fusturers, was killed, 25th 
April, 1915. 

LIEUTENANT-COLONEL SPOTTISWOODE ROBERT 
Dunn (T.D.), ComMMANDING 1/4th Barry. 
(QUEEN’S EpINBURGH RIFLES) (TERRIT.) THE 
Royau Scots (LOTHIAN REGIMENT), died of 
wounds, 29th June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT DONALD DUNNET, 
1/5th (THE SUTHERLAND AND 
CAITHNESS HIGHLAND) BATTN. 
(TERRIT.) SEAFORTH HIGHLANDERS 
(ROSS-SHIRE BUFFS, THE DUKE 
OF ALBANY’S), 
was the only son of 
William Dunnet, of 
27, Sinclair Street, 
Thurso, Caithness, 
and was born at 
Castletown, Caith- 
ness, on the 28th 
March, 1890. 
He was educated at 
Castletown Higher 
4 Grade School, where 
= every session he car- 
ried off first prizes. He also took a high place 
in the prize lists of county competitions, besides 
winning a county bursary. In civil life he 
became a partner in his father’s business, carried 
on under the name of Messrs. Wm. Dunnet 
and Son. He was an active member of the 
County Motor Cycle Club. 
In 1903 he joined the 1st Battalion, Sutherland 
Rifle Volunteers, as a private, and for a number 
of.years..he was one of the most enthusiastic

members of the Territorial Force. He was the 
“crack "’ shot of his company, and his thorough 
knowledge of drill earned him rapid promotion 
in the non-commissioned ranks, and when the 
war broke out he was a lance-sergeant. In 
April, 1915, he received his commission in the 
5th Battalion, Seaforth Highlanders. He went to 
France with his battalion, and was killed while 
leading his platoon into action at Festubert 
on the 15th June, 1915. He was buried near 
Festubert. 

The Officer commanding the 1/5th Battalion, Seaforth 
Highlanders, wrote to 2nd Lieutenant Dunnet’s father :-— 
‘Twas speaking to him just before the fight began, and 
he was as calm and collected as a suldier could be. 
He was a splendid officer and beloved by the regiment. 
There is one comfort, that his end was instantaneous, 
and had no sufferiug, I should have written you sooner, 
but I was so cut up over the loss my regiment sustained 
I could not sit down to write. We are back in the trenches 
again. and [am sitting in my trench 600 yards from where 
your brave son lies.”” 

And a brother Officer wrote : ‘‘ He was killed in action 
on the evening of last Tuesday, 15th inst., whilst lead- 
ing his platoon in a game charge. Regulars and others 
say they never saw a braver charge.”” 


2nd LIEUTENANT WILLIAM BLENCOWE WELLS 
DurRANT, 6th (RESERVE), attd. 4th Batrn. 
RIFLE BRIGADE (THE PRINCE CONSORT’S Own), 
was killed in action, 11th May, 1915. 

2nd LIEUTENANT CEcIL MACMILLAN Dyer, 6th 
(RESERVE), attd. 4th Barrn. THe RIFLE 
BriGADE (THE PRINCE CoNSORT’s Own), was 
killed, 8th April, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT (temp. EDWARD 
ARNOLD DYER, 9th (SERVICE) BATTN. 
THE KING'S (SHROPSHIRE LIGHT 
INFANTRY) attd. Ist BATTN. BORDER 
REGIMENT, 
was the son of Ed- 
ward and = Annie 
Laura’ Dyer, St. 
Helen’s Road, Hast- 
ings, late of Hill 
House, Alton, Hants. 


He was born on the 

22nd July, 1873, at 

Alton, Hampshire, | ; , 
and was educated at | A, 
Brighton College. iL 


He passed all the 
examinations for his profession as a solicitor, 
and was admitted in London. 

He was on active service in the South African 
War, having volunteered from the Honourable 
Artillery Company to the City Imperial Volun- 
teers Mounted Infantry. He many 
engagements, including Paardeburg and Pre- 
toria. Later he received a commission, as 2nd 
Lieutenant, in the Imperial Yeomanry, and 
retired with the rank of Hon. Lieutenant in the 
Army. — For his services in the war he received 
the Queen’s medal with four clasps and the 
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King’s medal with 2 clasps. He was a Freeman 
of the City of London. 

Afterwards he went to Canada, and was prac- 
tising there as a barrister and solicitor when the 
war with Germany broke out. He applied for a 
commission, and obtained one in the Remount 
Department, Ist Canadian Contingent, with 
which he came to Europe. In February, 1915, 
he was transferred as Temporary Lieutenant 
to the 9th Battalion, Shropshire Light Infantry. 
In May he was ordered to the Dardanelles, 
where he was attached to the Ist Battalion, 
Border Regiment, with which he was serving 
when he was killed on the 28th June, 1915, 
while leading his company at the storming of 
the Boomerang Fort, Gallipoli Peninsula. 
Lieutenant Dyer, whose chief recreations were 
cricket, football, and golf, married Barbara, 
youngest daughter of the late Rev. Henry Trail 
Simpson, Rector of Adel, Yorkshire, and left 
two children: Arnold Erskine, born on the 
22nd November, 1907; and Alexander, born on 
the 5th May, 1911. 


CAPTAIN FRANCIS LLOYD 
DYER, 93rd BURMA INFANTRY, 
son of John Dyer, 
Esq., _ barrrister-at- 
law, Mussoorie, In- 
dia, was born there 
on the 10th Sep- 
tember, 1884. Major 
John Dyer, 7th 
Dragoon Guards, 
Captain T. W. P. 
Dyer, Royal Marine 
Artillery, and Cap- 
tain H. de R. Dyer, 
35th Cavalry, Indian 


Army, are his brothers. 

Captain Dyer, who was educated privately by a 
tutor, had a remarkable gift for learning foreign 
Janguages, and could speak Persian, Chinese, 


Russian, Urdu, Hindustani, Punjabi, and 
French. In January, 1903, he received a com- 
mission in the Border Regiment from the 
Militia, with which he had served during em- 
bodiment for 265 days, taking part in the 
South African War in 1902. He was present at 
operations in Orange River and Cape Colonies, 
receiving the Queen’s medal with three clasps. 
In June, 1904, he was transferred to the Indian 
Army, becoming Lieutenant in April, 1905, and 
Captain in August, 1911, when he went on 
Staff duty. In 1913 Captain Dyer acted as 
Transport Officer to the Turco-Persian Frontier 
Commission, and for practically the whole of 
1914 he was on duty with that Commission, 
but at the commencement of operations in 
Mesopotamia he rejoined his regiment, taking 
up duty in Arabistan on the Admiralty pipe- 
line. He was killed near Darrah Khazinah, on 


the 15th April, 1915, by an Arab, while pro- 
tecting, single-handed, a valuable caravan from 
falling into the hands of robbers. 

The Officer with whom he served on the Turco-Persian 
Boundary Commission wrote of him : ‘‘ No officer up here 
has ever made himsclf more popular or more respected 
alike amongst Persians and Arabs, and had he lived 
he would, I am confident, have risen to distinction. . . . 
But his death was a noble one, and will be an example 
and an inspiration to all Britishers on the fields, for he 
died doing his duty.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT FRANCIS RussELL EAGAR, 
30th Barrery, RoyAL FreELp ARTILLERY, 
was killed in action, 9th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN WILLIAM GEORGE MASSY 
EAGAR, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. Ist BATTN. 
THE ROYAL MUNSTER  FUSILIERS, 
elder son of William 
J. A. Eagar and Mrs. 
Eagar, Greystones, 
Co. Wicklow, cousin 
of Colonel Eagar, 
Royal Irish Rifles, 
and nephew of 
Col. H. 8S. Massy, 
late 19th Bengal 
Lancers, was born 
on the 22nd Febru- 
ary, 1892, at Blen- 
nerville, Tralee, Co.

The following is a report of his last moments: ‘* On 8th 
May, 1915, at Zonnebeke, two battalions were forced to 
retire, a gap was created, and the Germans swarmed over 
the trench, Captain Edwards and most of his company 
were left, and the mans were heard to shout, ‘ Sur- 
render! surrender!’ Captain Edwards was heard to 
exclaim, ‘Surrender be damned! Rapid fire, boys!" He 
was last seen by the men firing with his revolver at the 
Germans, and was then himself shot.” 


Masor LANCELOT Epwarbs, Ist Barry. LIN- 
COLNSHIRE REGIMENT, died of wounds, 15th 
April, 1915. 

2nd LievTENANT REGINALD Epwarps, 6th 
(RESERVE) Bartrn. THE RIFLE BRIGADE (THE 
PRINCE Consort’s Own), died 15th June, 1915. 
, CAPTAIN WILLIAM FRANCIS BoucHER EDWARDS, 
24th PunJABIS, was killed in action, 14th April, 
1915. 

LIEUTENANT (Temp. CAPTAIN) WILLIAM HAR- 
DINGE COLVIN Epwarps, Ist BATTN. THE BLACK 
WatcH (RoyAL HIGHLANDERS), was killed in 
action, 9th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT CHARLES VIVIAN DE 
GRETE EDYE, THE DUKE OF 
CORNWALL’S LIGHT INFANTRY, 
younger son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Ernest 
Edye, of West Hill 
Lodge, Budleigh Sal- 
terton, formerly of 
Giffo rd Lodge, 
‘Twickenham, was 
born on the 25th 
November, 1886. 
Lieutenant Edye 
came from a very 
old Service family. 
To go back only to 
his great-grandfather, who was one of five— 
two sons were in the Admiralty, two in the Royal 
Navy, and a daughter married to a Commander 
in the Navy. His great-grandfather had three 
sons—two post Captains and one an Admiral— 
and three daughters—one married a sailor, one 
a soldier, and one an Admiralty official. Lieu- 
tenant Edye’s father was nominated a Naval 
Cadet, but rejected by the doctors, and his 


only uncle is a_ retired Lieutenant-Colonel, 
Royal Marines. His only brother is in the 
Indian Civil Service. On his mother’s side 


Huish was formerly a well-known naval name, 
but her father was in the 5th Lancers, sub- 
sequently transferring to the 3rd Hussars. 

He was educated at Stubbington, Sandroyd, 
and at Bradfield College, from which he passed 
into the R.M.C., Sandhurst, where he won 
several cups and a revolver for topography. 
He was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Duke of 
Cornwall’s Light Infantry in August, 1905, 
becoming Lieutenant in January, 1909, and 


serving at various stations abroad, including 
South Africa, where he was attached to the 
Mounted Infantry. 

In 1910 the Officer Commanding his battalion reported 
of him: ‘* Commands his section well, is a good leader 
and instructor, a good horseman and horsemaster, has a 
very good eye for country, has tact, judgment, energy 
and self-reliance ; is quite reliable, has plenty of common 
sense, has influence over officers and men, lives quietly, 
is fond of sport, is a very good scout officer, and has 
done very well.” 

In July, 1913, he was appointed A.D.C. to 
the General Officer Commanding in China, but 
in July, 1914, was invalided home after enteric 
fever and pleurisy. 

At that date Major-General F. H. Kelly, C.B., wrote : 
“We shall miss him very much, T found him a first-rate 
A.D.C.—neat, methodical, and always smart as point.” 


While still on sick leave he obtained permission 
to join the Depot of his regiment, and was 
almost immediately attached to the 1st Bat- 
talion, Royal Welsh Fusiliers. He was in com- 
mand of a company of this battalion when it 
lost so many of its officers during the first 
Battle of Ypres on the 30th October, 1914, 
and is believed to have been himself killed 
on that date. Confirmation has never been 
received, but owing to lapse of time the War 
Office presumed death to have taken place. 

Lieutenant Edye was good at all sports, but his 
favourite was polo, which he played wherever 
he was stationed. He was Secretary of the Hong 
Kong Polo Club wher invalided home. He was 
a member of the Junior United Service Club. 


LIEUTENANT CHARLIS CALEDON EGrerton, THE 
DUKE OF WELLINGTON’s (WEST RIDING REGI- 
MENT). was killed in action, 18th April, 1915. 
LIEUTENANT - COLONEL GEORGE ALGERNON 
EGerton, 19th (QUEEN ALEXANDRA'S Own) 
Hussars. died of wounds, 13th May, 1915. 


(Territ.) THe HIGHLAND 
Licgur INFANTRY, was killed in action, 28th 
June, 1915. 


CAPTAIN CHARLES HOWARD 
58th VAUGHAN'S’ RIFLES 
INDIAN ARMY, 


ELLIOT, 
(FRONTIER FORCE) 
who was killed in 
the trenches at 
Neuve Chapelle on 
the 27th April, 1915, 
was the youngest son 
of the late Colonel 
J. McD. Elliot. 
His brother, Briga- 
dier-General G. McD. 
Elliot, had a com- 
mand in the Dar- 
danelles. 

Captain Elliot was 
born in Bedford on the 26th August, 1879, and 
was educated at St. Paul’s School, London. 
He received his first appointment in the Duke of 


Cornwall’s Light Infantry in February, 1899, 
becoming Lieutenant in May, 1900. In Novem- 
ber of the latter year he was transferred to the 
Ind‘an Army, in which he became Captain in 
February, 1908. He went to France with his 
Regiment in October, 1914, and was seriously 
wounded near La Bassée in December, and while 
at home did a month’s light duty at Aldershot. 
He returned to the front in the middle of April, 
1915. 

Captain Elliot was a member of the Junior 
Army and Navy Ciub. He was very keen on 
sports of all kinds, especially fishing and big- 
game shooting. The latter he did in Burmah, 
where he was five years in the Military Police. 
He also had a successful shooting tour in British 
East: Africa and Uganda in the winter of 1912- 
13, and he shot in India whenever possible. He 
was also very keen on motoring and an excellent 
driver, and of games he preferred rackets and 
hockey. Captain Elliot was very popular every- 
where, and with all ranks and classes. He was 
splendid at telling amusing stories. Above all, 
he was a keen soldier, beloved in his regiment. 
Captain Elliot married, in October, 1910, 
Edith, youngest daughter of the late Edward 
Mead and Mrs. Mead, of 2, Russell Road, Ken- 
sington, and Hemel Hempstead, Herts. The 
wedding took place in Madras Cathedral from 
the house of his brother, Lieutenant-Colonel 
R. H. Elliot, I.M.S., Head of the Eye Hospital, 
Madras. 


LIEUTENANT (temp.) Basin HERBERT ELLIS, 
5th (SERVICE) BATTN. THE K1NG’s (SHROPSHIRE 
Licut INFANTRY), was killed in action, 16th 
June, 1915. 

Major GEORGE ADAMS ELLIs, Ist BATTN. THE 
CAMERONIANS (SCOTTISH RIFLES), was killed in 
action, 10th March, 1915. 

2nd LIEUTENANT GEORGE FREDERICK ELLIS, 
Roya. ENGINEERS, was killed, 30th March, 1915. 
Captain THoMAS MARTIN ELLIs, 2nd BATTIN. 
THE DUKE OF WELLINGTON’S (WEST RIDING 
REGIMENT), was killed in action, 18th April, 
1915. 


MAJOR WALTER WHYTE ELLIS, 2nd 
IN COMMAND 13th BATTN. (NEW 
SOUTH WALES) AUSTRALIAN 
INFANTRY, 
born on the 26th 
April, 1882, at 
Gotherington, near 
Cheltenham, Eng- 
land, was a son of 
the late Walter 
Whyte Ellis and a 
nephew of B. Brad- 
shaw, Esq., of Leam- 
ington. 

He was brought up 
and educated in 
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Leamington by his uncle from the age of eight 
until he was sixteen, leaving then for Australia, 
where he became well known in business circles, 
and was for many years manager for Messrs. 
R. Breckenridge and Co., timber merchants, 
Newcastle, New South Wales. In 1907 he 
joined the Australian Garrison Artillery in 
Newcastle as 2nd Lieutenant, becoming Lieu- 
tenant in 1909, and in 1910 was appointed Area 
Officer for Ilamilton. He was promoted Captain 
in 1912, and received his Majority in 1914 
before leaving for Egypt with the Australian 
Contingent. Major Ellis was shot through the 
head and killed instantly on the 2nd May, 
1915, while looking for a suitable site for his 
battalion to occupy when relieved from the 
trenches in Gallipoli Peninsula. He was buried 
on the beach near the scene of the first landing. 
Major Ellis married Ethel Kingwell, daughter of 
Mrs. T. G. Giddy, Hamilton, New South Wales, 
and left a daughter, Joan Whyte, born in 
October, 1914. 


2nd LIEUTENANT WILLIAM ROLAND ELLISON, 
SPECIAL RESERVE, RoyaL FIELD ARTILLERY, 
died of wounds, 20th June, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT CHARLES HUGH 
ELLWOOD, 1/4th BATTN. (TERRIT.) 
THE LINCOLNSHIRE REGIMENT, 
younger son of the 
late Colonel A. EIl- 
wood and of Mrs. 
Ellwood, of the 
Manor House, Mare- 
ham - le - Fen, Lin- 
colnshire, was born 
there on the 2nd 
December, 1887. His 
elder brother, Cap- 
tain A. A. Ellwood, 
1 /4th Battalion, 
Lincolnshire _Regi- 
ment, was in charge of the Machine Gun Company 
of his brigade, the 138th. 

Lieutenant C. H. Ellwood was educated at 
Lincoln Grammar School, and he joined the 
ranks of the Horncastle Company of Volun- 
teers in 1904. He received his commission in 
1909, and in June, 1911, was promoted Lieuten- 
ant in the 4th Battalion, Lincolnshire Regiment. 
He was a good shot, and won several prizes 
for miniature rifle shooting at local compe- 
titions. 

On the outbreak of war in August, 1914, 
Lieutenant Ellwood undertook Imperial Ser- 
vice obligations, and left for France with his 
battalion in February, 1915. He was put in 
charge of a section of the trenches at Wytscheate, 
near Messines, and he was killed while on duty 
there on the Ist June, 1915. He was interred, 
with military honours, in Dranoutre Church- 
yard. 
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King’s medal with 2 clasps. He was a Freeman 
of the City of London. 

Afterwards he went to Canada, and was prac- 
tising there as a barrister and solicitor when the 
war with Germany broke out. He applied for a 
commission, and obtained one in the Remount 
Department, Ist Canadian Contingent, with 
which he came to Europe. In February, 1915, 
he was transferred as Temporary Lieutenant 
to the 9th Battalion, Shropshire Light Infantry. 
In May he was ordered to the Dardanelles, 
where he was attached to the Ist Battalion, 
Border Regiment, with which he was serving 
when he was killed on the 28th June, 1915, 
while leading his company at the storming of 
the Boomerang Fort, Gallipoli Peninsula. 
Lieutenant Dyer, whose chief recreations were 
cricket, football, and golf, married Barbara, 
youngest daughter of the late Rev. Henry Trail 
Simpson, Rector of Adel, Yorkshire, and left 
two children: Arnold Erskine, born on the 
22nd November, 1907; and Alexander, born on 
the 5th May, 1911. 


CAPTAIN FRANCIS LLOYD 
DYER, 9rd BURMA INFANTRY, 
son of John Dyer, 
Esq., _ barrrister-at- 
law, Mussoorie, In- 
dia, was born there 
on the 10th Sep- 
tember, 1884. Major 
John Dyer, 7th 
Dragoon Guards, 
Captain T. W. P. 
Dyer, Royal Marine 
Artillery, and Cap- 
tain H. de R. Dyer, 
35th Cavalry, Indian 
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Army, are his brothers. 

Captain Dyer, who was educated privately by a 
tutor, had a remarkable gift for learning foreign 
Janguages, and could speak Persian, Chinese, 
Russian, Urdu, Windustani, Punjabi, and 
French, In January, 1903, he received a com- 
mission in the Border Regiment from the 
Militia, with which he had served during em- 
bodiment for 265 days, taking part in the 
South African War in 1902. He was present at. 
operations in Orange River and Cape Colonies, 
receiving the Queen’s medal with three clasps. 
In June, 1904, he was transferred to the Indian 
Army, becoming Lieutenant in April, 1905, and 
Captain in August, 1911, when he went on 
Staff duty. In 1913 Captain Dyer acted as 
Transport Officer to the Turco-Persian Frontier 
Commission, and for practically the whole of 
1914 he was on duty with that Commission, 
but at the commencement of operations in 
Mesopotamia he rejoined his regiment, taking 
up duty in Arabistan on the Admiralty pipe- 
line. He was killed near Darrah Khazinah, on 


the 15th April, 1915, by an Arab, while pro- 
tecting, single-handed, a valuable caravan from 
falling into the hands of robbers. 

The Officer with whom he served on the Turco-Persian 
Boundary Commission wrote of him : “* No officer up here 
has ever made himself more popular or more respected 
alike amongst Persians and Arabs, and had he lived 
he would, I am confident, have risen to distinction. . . . 
But his death was a noble one, and will be an example 
and an inspiration to all Britishers on the fields, for he 
died doing his duty.” 


2nd LreuTENANT FRANCIS RussELL EAGAR, 
30th Batrery, Royat FieLrp ARTILLERY, 
was killed in action, 9th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN WILLIAM GEORGE MASSY 
EAGAR, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. Ist BATTN. 
THE ROYAL MUNSTER  FUSILIERS, 
elder son of William 
J. A. Eagar and Mrs. 
Eagar, Greystones, 
Co. Wicklow, cousin 
of Colonel Eagar, 
Royal Irish Rifles, 
and nephew of 
Col. H. S. Massy, 
late 19th Bengal 
Lancers, was born 
on the 22nd Febru- 
ary, 1892, at Blen- 
nerville, Tralee, Co. 
Kerry, and was educated at St. Columba’s 
College, Dublin. 

He became Lieutenant in the Reserve Battalion, 
Royal Munster Fusiliers, in April, 1911, and was 
promoted Captain in March, 1915. On the 
outbreak of war he gave up a good appointment 
in the Woods and Forests Service of Siam 
in order to return to Europe and fight for his 
country. He was a man of charming per- 
sonality, beloved by all who knew him. He 
was serving with the Ist Battalion of his 
regiment in the Gallipoli Peninsula when he 
died from wounds received at Suvla Bay, on 
the 21st August, 1915. 

Ilis Commanding Oflicer, writing of his death, said: 
“Ie was wounded, but still carried on, gallantly leading 
his meu until he fell mortally wounded, The few sur- 
vivors of his company said he was absolutely mag- 
nificent.”” 

Captain Eagar was a fine all-round sportsman, 
plus one at golf; he was also a good hockey 
and football player, having been wing three- 
quarter for the Markstown Football Club. 


LIEUTENANT JOHN VINCENT 
EARLE, THE SHERWOOD FORESTERS 
(NOTTINGHAMSHIRE AND DERBY- 
SHIRE REGT.), employed with the West 
African Frontier Force, was the son of the late 
Thomas Hughes Earle, M.A., barrister-at-law, 
of Enham Place, Andover. His two brothers, 
Major G. H. Earle, formerly 6th Inniskilling 


Dragoons, and then serving with the Hampshire 
Regiment, and Captain F. W. Earle, Hampshire 
Regiment, were both 
serving, and the late 
Lieutenant - Colonel 
W. H. Earle, Leices- 
tershire Regiment, 
was his uncle. 
Lieutenant Earle was 
born at Enham Place 
on the 28th October, 
1889, and was edu- 
cated at Eton, where 
he was in ‘‘ Pop.” 
Writing after his 
death, his ‘master at Eton said of him: “He 
seemed to be always learning, while he never 
lost the keen affection he had for this place, 
and for College in particular.” 

He received his commission as 2nd Lieutenant. 
in September, 1909, when he was gazetted to 
The Sherwood Foresters, and was promoted 
Lieutenant in May, 1911. In September, 1913, 
he was seconded for employment with the 
West African Frontier Force, and he was serving 
with the Gold Coast Regiment at the outbreak 
of hostilities with Germany. He went with his 
regiment to the Cameroons, where he was 
killed in action on the 21st June, 1915, and 


was buried at Ngwe. 

The Officer Commanding his company thus describes 
his death: ‘* We had been sent out from here to help a 
convoy through, because the Germans were known to 
be holding up the road behind us. Our company was 
advanced guard, and your son was in charge of the com- 
pany machine gun. We found the Germans in position 
in some very thick bush, where it was impossible to see 
them. They opened a very heavy fire on us with rifles 
and two machine guns. After some time, when their 
fire had ceased for a bit, our machine gun was brought 
up into the firing line, in order to help to hold the enemy 
in front of us, while a French company had been ordered 
to try and attack the enemy’s flank. Then the Germans 
suddenly opened a very heavy fire on us again with two 
Maxims, which were shooting down our line from the 
flank in some portions of the line. During this outbreak 
of fire your son, who was firing our Maxim, was hit. 
He was working the gun in a most gallant manner, 
in face of a very heavy fire. We could not see one of our 
enemy throughout on account of the thick bush, We 
got your son behind a tree, and he lost consciousness 
almost at once. Iam glad to be able to say that he didn't 
suffer pain. As soon as the fire had ceased again we 
had him carried back to the dressing station, where I 
understand that he recovered consciousness, but he 
died soon after reaching camp. I did not see him again. 
He was buried here at Ngwe. We all feel that we have 
lost a friend, and we shall miss his efficient handling 
of our machine guns in action. After the longest and 
hardest day he was always cheerful and never com- 
plaining, even though he was ill himself. I am sure 
that he will be remembered for a long time in the Gold 
Coast Regiment.” 

Another Officer wrote: ‘‘On passing through Newe 
I found your son’s grave had been well looked after, 
and when the French occupied Ngwe in August—after 
our retirement—I received a very nice letter from Colonel 
Matthien, Commanding the French troops, informing 
me that in memory of your son’s gallant death he had 
named a large blockhouse outside Ngwe after your son, 
and it is now known as ‘ Blockhouse Earle.’ ” 
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CAPTAIN HUBERT JAMES EAST, Ist 
BATTN. THE YORK AND LANCASTER 
REGIMENT, 
born on the 10th 
May, 1915, was 
the second son of 
Mr. W. H. East, 
A.R.C.A., and Mrs. 
East, of East Lee, 
Dover. 

He was educated at 


Dover College, and 
received his com- 
mission in the 


York and Lancaster ” = 
Regiment from the Militia in July, 1903. With 
the 3rd—then the Militia—Battalion of his regi- 
ment he served in the final stages of the South 
African War, being present at operations in 
Cape Colony between January and May, 1902, 
for which he received the Queen’s medal with 
two clasps. He was promoted Lieutenant in 
February, 1906, and Captain in July, 1912. 

Captain East was killed while leading his men 
in a charge near Ypres on the 10th May, 1915, 
and a Private of his company, who acted as his 


rvant, wrote :— 

“ He was leading his men into action when he received 
his first wound, which was in his leg, and he was le: 

the line when he saw his Subaltern lying very 
wounded. He went to his assistance, and was helpi 
some men to attend to him, and it was when raising him 
from the ground to give him a drink of water that he 
received his fatal wound, and only lived a few moments. 
His last words were: * Get him away—TI'm done for!’ 
He was a hero all through, and Iam proud of having had 
such a master.” 

Captain East married, in August, 1914, Vera, 
daughter of the late George Stewart-Brown, 
and of Mrs. Stewart-Brown, 10, Lindon Park, 
Tunbridge Wells.

LIEUTENANT the Honble. WILLIAM 
ALFRED MORTON EDEN, 4th BATTN. 
THE KING’S ROYAL RIFLE CORPS, 
elder son and heir eS 

of the 5th Baron | 
Auckland and Lady 
Auckland, daughter 


of Colonel G. M. 
Hutton, C.B., of 
Gate Burton, Lin- 


coln, was born on the 
15th June, 1892. He 
was the fiftieth heir 
to a pecrage to have 
lost his life in this 
war at the time of 
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his death, and is succeeded as heir to the 
barony by his brother, Frederick Colvin George. 
He was also related to Lieutenant-General Sir 
Edward Hutton, K.C.B., K.C.M.G., Colonel- 
Commandant of the King’s Royal Rifle Corps. 
He was educated at E. P. Baily’s School, 
Limpsfield, Surrey, and at Eton College, where 
he was in Mr. R. S. de Haviland’s House. He 
was keen on sports and games, particularly 
hunting, shooting, hawking, rowing, football, 
and golf. Lieutenant the Hon. W. A. M. Eden 
was gazetted to the King’s Royal Rifle Corps 
in January, 1914, and was promoted Lieutenant. 
in November, 1914. He was reported to be 
missing after an attack on German trenches 
on the night of I1st-2nd March, 1915, and, as no 
further information has been received of him, 
his death is presumed to have taken place in 
the attack at St. Eloi on the Ist March. Leave 
to presume his death on or since the Ist-2nd 
March, 1915, was granted in the Probate Court 
in May, 1916. :

who was shot in the 
trenches on the 3rd 
June 1915, was the 
only son of Dr. 
Edginton, 70 Port- 
land Road, Edgbas- 
ton, and was born at 
12 Bristol Road, 
there, on the 14th 
September 1895. 

He was educated at 
Bradfield College 
and Birmingham University joining the 5th 
Battalion Royal Warwickshire Regiment (T.F.) 
as 2nd Lieutenant in’ November 1913; he was 
promoted Lieutenant in May 1915. 

On the 9th May 1915 2nd Lieutenant Edginton 
had committed a very gallant act, of which the 
following authentic account has been received. 
On that day two Privates of the Battalion were 
in a dugout in front of a trench acting as 
snipers. One of them was wounded and the 
other proceeded to assist him’ back to the 
trenches, and got back as far as the barbed 
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wire. Here he began to bandage the man, and 
Lieutenant Edginton seeing them went out to 
their assistance. As he reached them the man 
who was bandaging the other was shot, and 
Lieutenant Edginton brought the wounded man 
safely into the trench, and then went back for 
the other man, whom he found to be dead. 
On both occasions he had to make a detour of 
several yards to get through our barbed wire, 
during which he was under both rifle and shell 
fire. 


MAJOR ERNEST ELLIOT EDLMANN, 
D.S.O., ROYAL GARRISON ARTILLERY, 
Commandant 23rd PESHAWAR MOUN- 
TAIN BATTERY (FRONTIER FORCE), 
who died on the 
17th April, 1915, of 
wounds received 
four days earlier at 
the Battle of Bar- 
jisijah (Persian 
Gulf), was the fifth 
son of the late Major 
J. E. Edlmann, Ist 
King’s Dragoon 
Guards, and of Mrs. 
Edlmann, Kent 
House, Leamington. 
He was educated at Leamington College (1879- 
85) and the R.M.A., Woolwich, and was in the 
Cricket XI and Football team at both places, 
being especially noted for his ability as a bowler. 
He obtained his commission in February, 1888, 
and served in the Kachin Hill, Burma, in 1893 
(medal with clasp for ‘‘ Chin Hill,’ 1892-93) ; 
Soudan, 1896 (medal and Khedive’s medal) ; 
and on the North West Frontier of India, 
Mohmand, 1897. He was promoted Lieutenant 
in February, 1891, and Captain in October, 
1898. With the Tirah Expedition, 1897-98, 
he was present at the actions of Chagru-Kotal 
and Dargai and the capture of Sanpagha and 
Arhanga Passes ; the actions of 9th, 16th, and 
24th November ; the operations in Bara Valley, 
7th to 14th December; and the affair at 
Shinkamar, 29th January (Despatches, medal 
with two clasps, and D.S.O.). He also took

Heavy infantry fighting had, however, been looked for 
and a big casualty list. The fight ended by No. 5

a fire from the ridge in front. Lieutenant Edlmann at 
once assumed command, and, taking a section, closed in 
to 500 yards and cleared the ridge of the cnemy, a most 
dashing feat, for which he was commended in Despatches.

In 1900 Major Edlmann was appointed to raise, 
command, and name the Abbottabad Mountain 
Battery (now No. 30 M.B.). This he did with 
great success, obtaining a second-class classifi- 
cation for shooting in the spring of 1902, and 
first-class every subsequent year of his command. 
He chose the name ‘“ Abbottabad,” 
there he was married, and from there he raised 
the battery. He took this battery on service 
in the Aden Hinterland in 1903. In 1902 he 
was selected to command the Indian Contingent 
of Native Mountain Artillery, which was present 
at the Coronation of King Edward VII, on 
which occasion he was described in ‘“ The 
Times ” as being “ the best range-finder in the 
Royal Regiment of Artillery.” He was pro- 
moted Major in 1908, and was appointed to 
No. 1 British Mountain Battery in 1910, 
subsequently transferring to No. 23 Peshawar 
Mountain Battery, which he was commanding 
in the operations in the Persian Gulf. In 
Mesopotamia he took part in the operations 
of llth, 15th, and 17th November, 
Mohammerah, Saihan, and Sahil respectively. 
“The most skilful and dashing counter-attack,” 
carried out by his battery in conjunction with 
an infantry unit on the 11th and the “ 
ably directed ” and “ highly effective ” artillery 
fire of the 15th and 17th are mentioned in 
Despatches. In the Turkish attack on our 
position at Shaiba on the llth April, 1915, 
Major Edlmann is mentioned in Despatches 
“for the clever handling of his battery and 
accuracy of fire in silencing the enemy’s guns 
and repelling his attack.” The Despatch also 
speaks of the “ magnificent support given by 
the artillery throughout the campaign.” 
Major Edlmann was mortally wounded at the 
Battle of Barjisijah on the 14th April, 1915, 
having just taken over the duties of C.R.A., 
that officer having been wounded.

LIEUTENANT CHARLES HUGH 
ELLWOOD, 1/4th BATTN. (TERRIT.) 
THE LINCOLNSHIRE REGIMENT, 
younger son of the 
late Colonel A. Ell- 
wood and of Mrs. 
Ellwood, of the 
Manor House, Mare- 
ham - le - Fen, Lin- 
colnshire, was born 
there on the 2nd 
December, 1887. His 
elder brother, Cap- 
tain A. A. Ellwood, 
1 /4th Battalion, 
Lincolnshire _Regi- 
ment, was in charge of the Machine Gun Company 
of his brigade, the 138th. 

Lieutenant C. H. Ellwood was educated at 
Lincoln Grammar School, and he joined the 
ranks of the Horncastle Company of Volun- 
teers in 1904. He received his commission in 
1909, and in June, 1911, was promoted Lieuten- 
ant in the 4th Battalion, Lincolnshire Regiment. 
He was a good shot, and won several prizes 
for miniature rifle shooting at local compe- 
titions. 

On the outbreak of war in August, 1914, 
Lieutenant Ellwood undertook Imperial Ser- 
vice obligations, and left for France with his 
battalion in February, 1915. He was put in 
charge of a section of the trenches at Wytscheate, 
near Messines, and he was killed while on duty 
there on the lst June, 1915. He was interred, 
with military honours, in Dranoutre Church- 
yard. 
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Captain Edwards had qualified at a school of 
musketry, and had undertaken Imperial Service 
obligations. 

The following is a report of his last moments: ‘* On Sth 
May, 1915, at Zonnebeke, two battalions were forecd to 
retire, a gap was created, and the Germans swarmed over 
the trench. Captain Edwards and most of his company 
were left, and the Germans were heard to shout, ‘ Sur- 
render! surrender!’ Captain Edwards was heard to 
exclaim, ‘ Surrender be damned! Rapid fire, boys!’ He 
was last seen by the men firing with his revolver at the 
Germans, and was then himself shot.”

LIEUTENANT CHARLES VIVIAN DE 
GRETE EDYE, THE DUKE OF 
CORNWALL’'S LIGHT INFANTRY, 
younger son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Ernest 
Edye, of West Hill 
Lodge, Budleigh Sal- 
terton, formerly of 
Gifford Lodge, 
Twickenham, was 
born on the 25th 
November, 1886. 
Lieutenant Edye 
came from a very 
old Service family. 
To go back only to 
his great-grandfather, who was one of five— 
two sons were in the Admiralty, two in the Royal 
Navy, and a daughter married to a Commander 
in the Navy. His great-grandfather had three 
sons—two post Captains and one an Admiral— 
and three daughters—one married a sailor, one 
a soldier, and one an Admiralty official. Lieu- 
tenant Edye’s father was nominated a Naval 
Cadet, but. sxcted by the doctors, and his 
only a retired Lieutenant-Colonel, 
Royal Marines. His only brother is in the 
Indian Civil Service. On his mother’s side 
Huish was formerly a well-known naval name, 
but her father was in the 5th Lancers, sub- 
sequently transferring to the 3rd Hussars. 

He was educated at Stubbington, Sandroyd, 
and at Bradfield College, from which he passed 
into the R.M.C., Sandhurst, where he won 
several cups and a revolver for topography. 
He was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Duke of 
Cornwall’s Light Infantry in August, 1905, 
becoming Lieutenant in January, 1909, and

serving at various stations abroad, including 
South Africa, where he was attached to the 
Mounted Infantry. 

In 1910 the Officer Commanding his battalion reported 
of him: ‘* Commands his section well, is a good leader 
and instructor, a good horseman and horsemaster, has a 
very good eye for country, has tact, judgment, energy, 
and self-reliance ; is quite reliable, has plenty of common 
sense, has iniluence over officers and men, lives quietly, 
is fond of sport, is a very good scout officer, and has 
done very well.”” 

In July, 1913, he was appointed A.D.C. to 
the General Officer Commanding in China, but 
in July, 1914, was invalided home after enteric 
fever and pleurisy. 

At that date Major-General F, H. Kelly, C.B., wrote : 
“ We shall miss him very much, I found him a first-rate 
A.D.C.—neat, methodical, and always smart as paint.” 


While still on sick leave he obtained permission 
to join the Depot of his regiment, and was 
almost immediately attached to the Ist Bat- 
talion, Royal Welsh Fusiliers. He was in com- 
mand of a company of this battalion when it 
lost so many of its officers during the first 
Battle of Ypres on the 30th October, 1914, 
and is believed to have been himself killed 
on that date. Confirmation has never been 
received, but owing to lapse of time the War 
Office presumed death to have taken place. 

Lieutenant Edye was good at all sports, but his 
favourite was polo, which he played wherever 
he was stationed. He was Secretary of the Hong 
Kong Polo Club wher invalided home. He was 
a member of the Junior United Service Club.

Neuve Chapelle on 
the 27th April, 1915, 
was the youngest son 
of the late Colonel 
J. McD. Elliot. 
His brother, Briga- 
dier-General G. McD. 
Elliot, had a com- 
mand in the Dar- 
danelles. 

Captain Elliot was 
born in Bedford on the 26th August, 1879, and 
was educated at St. Paul’s School, London. 
He received his first appointment in the Duke of

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Cornwall’s Light Infantry in February, 1899, 
becoming Lieutenant in May, 1900. In Novem- 
ber of the latter year he was transferred to the 
Ind‘an Army, in which he became Captain in 
February, 1908. He went to France with his 
Regiment in October, 1914, and was seriously 
wounded near La Bassée in December, and while 
at home did a month’s light duty at Aldershot. 
He returned to the front in the middle of April, 
1915. 

Captain Elliot was a member of the Junior 
Army and Navy Ciub. He was very keen on 
sports of all kinds, especially fishing and big- 
game shooting.

He was in the 
VIII for two years, and was Captain of the 
Headroom boats. Though somewhat easy- 
going and kind-hearted, he was first rate at 
carrying out any work he was given to do, and 
influenced others by the charm of his character 
rather than by his forcibility. Shortly after the 
outbreak of the Great War he enlisted in 
September, 1914, in the Shropshire Light 
Infantry, and at once became popular in the 
ranks. In November, 1914, he was given a 
commission in the 8rd Battalion, Wiltshire 
Regiment, which he accepted with some reluc- 
tance.

He was 
a nephew of the Lord

Lieutenant Ethelston, who retained that name, 
was born in London on the 4th November, 1881, 
He was educated at Eton and the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, and joined the Grenadier Guards in 
October, 1901, retiring the Service in 
1908.

CAPTAIN HENRY ETLINGER, 
9th BHOPAL 


INFANTRY, 
was the fourth son 
of Edmund Etlinger, 
Esq., civil engineer, 
and his wife Char- 
lotte Kincaid, of 
Dublin, and = was 
born on the 27th 
April, 1880, at 27, 
Cavendish Road 
West, London, N.W. 
General Kineaid, 
Indian Civil Service, 
and Joseph Kincaid, 
Esq., Civil Engineer, Westminster, are uncles 
of Captain Etlinger. 
He was educated at the Preparatory School, 
Brighton College, and later at Marlborough 
College, where he was Captain of the School XT 
in 1897. Afterwards he went to Trinity College, 
Dublin, where also he was in the XI. Captain 
Etlinger was a good all-round sportsman, having 
won cups in India for football, tennis, and 
cricket. He was a member of the Junior Army 
and Navy Club. 
During the South African War he joined the 
3rd (Militia) Battalion, North Staffordshire 
Regiment, and in January, 1902, was gazetted 
from it to a 2nd Lieutenancy in the North 
Staffordshire Regiment. In May, 1902, he 
took part in operations in the Transvaal, and 
for his services in the war he received the 
Queen’s medal with two clasps. In April, 1904, 
he was promoted Lieutenant in the Army, and 
in February, 1906, he received that rank in his 
regiment. From October, 1909, to October, 
1912, he was Adjutant of his battalion, and in 
January, 1911, he received the rank of Captain 
in the Army, being transferred with that rank 
to the Indian Army in November, 1912, having 
served for ten years in India. 
After the outbreak of war with Germany he 
came to Europe with the 9th Bhopal Infantry, 
which formed part of the Lahore Division. 
The Division took part in the heavy fighting 
round Ypres on the 26th and 27th of April, 
1915, and on the latter date—his 35th birthday 
—Captain Etlinger was killed in action. 
A brother Officer wrote : “I . . . knew him for the past 
two years, but never know a better. Iam unable to give 
you exact details of his death, but he was found in the 
trenches by one of our men, and an officer was on the 
spot immediately and applied first aid. He was quite 
unconscious, as the bullet struck him in the head. He 


died right nobly in the attack. I am seeing to his grave, 
and am having a cross to mark the spot.” 


Captain Etlinger, who married Miss Muriel 
Jelf, left no family.

Stewart Evans now

He was born on the 18th May, 1881, at Huyton, 
and was educated at Sedbergh School. When 
eighteen years of age he joined the Leicester- 
shire Yeomanry and served in the South 
African War (1899-1902), receiving the Queen’s 
medal with four clasps. Since then he was for 
some years in Australia and New Zealand, and 
had travelled extensively in the northern and 
unknown tracts of Queensland. He had also 
cruised considerably among the South Sea 
Islands, and had visited various islands where 
no white people had landed previously. He 
was a keen sportsman and an excellent shot. 
At the outbreak of war he was in New South 
Wales, and immediately volunteered, joining 
the Australian Contingent, 3rd Battalion, as a 
Private, and received a commission, as Lieu- 
tenant, in the 3rd Battalion. He was for several 
months in Egypt with his regiment for defence 
and training before landing on the Gallipoli 
Peninsula, where he was killed on the evening 
of the 25th April at Gaba Tepe, above Anzac 
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Cove. He was mentioned in Sir Ian Hamilton’s 
Despatch of the 12th June, 1915, for conspicuous 
bravery. 

The following is an extract from a letter addressed to 
Lieutenant Eyans’ mother by the Colonel Commanding 
the Australian Contingent : ‘‘ I should like you to know 
that his loss was very keenly felt by me and the officers 
of my command who survived the fighting at Gaba 
Tepe, in Gallipoli. Your son joined me as a private, 
and worked his way up to commissioned rank as a 
machine gunner and sergeant, On landing at Anzac 
Cove he showed great en courage, and ability in the 
handling of his machine-gun section, and, notwithstanding 
the difficult country and absence of any transport, 
he had his guns in action at an early hour in the front 
line of defence, where he remained till he fell, It de- 
volved on him to go across to stop the firing of a machine 
gun of another battalion, which was firing too close to 
our own troops, and the ground he crossed was swept 
by a heavy machine-gun and rifle fire. Mowever, he 
safely returned, much to my relief. Later in the day, 
whilst I was temporarily at another part of the firing 
line, the same gun again became dangerous, and a 
message reached your sop from a Major to that eect. 
Lieutenant Evans again went over and, when returning, 
stopped to succour a wounded man who had been in the 
open. Having bound up the man’s wound, he tried to 
carry him back to safety, but was hit repeatedly, and, 
though badly wounded, still tried to save his man, 
to the admiration of all who saw his gallant conduct. 
An attempt was made by my men to rescue them, 
but your son was riddled with bullets and died a hero, 
I may mention that I recommended your son for the 
¥.C. on account of distinguished valour in the field, and 
his name is one of three in my battalion who were 
specially mentioned in Sir Ian Hamilton's Despatches.” 
Another Ictter states that ‘ he brought in at least four 
wounded men in to safety during the day under heavy 
fire.”

LIEUTENANT JOHN GUY EVERARD, 
3rd (RESERVE) attd.

He was born at 
Kinross on the 29th 
November, 1894, and 
was educated at 
Edinburgh Academy 
(1907-13), and at the 
Institut Polyglotte, 
Namur. At the 
Academy he was in the O.T.C. for the last two 
years, and on leaving school received a com- 
inission, in September, 1913, as 2nd Lieutenant, 
in the 7th Battalion, Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders, being promoted Lieutenant in 
September, 1914. 

After his battalion was mobilised he was 
stationed with it at Bedford, and having volun- 
teered for active service went with it to France 
in December, 1914. 


An Officer who conveyed the news of his death to his 
friends said: “* He was killed instantaneously about 
three miles north-east from Ypres. I buried him last 
night under a tree behind the position we now hold, and 
a little wooden cross marks the place.” 

A former Colonel of his battalion, writing of him, said : 
“ When I was with the battalion in France I frequent! 
remarked to his Captain and others upon his coolness. 
He knew his work well and was devoted to it, He 
didn’t know what fear was, and he seemed fully to 
the responsibility for his men’s comfort that 
rested upon him as a platoon commander, and the men 
were devoted to him. I will never forget your son's 
interest in his work and his valuable services from the 
time of mobilisation in August last.” 

The Colonel who later succeeded to the Command said : 
“Thad formed the highest opinion of your son’s military 
capabilities. He died bravely leading his men, and is 
deeply mourned by all his brother officers.” 
The Headmaster of his school, in sending his condolences, 
said: ‘ And now he is taken from you, and I know 
what a blank this will mean. But you will be proud 
that he died fighting for his country at duty’s call, and 
here at school we shall cherish his memory as that of one 
who was such as we would have all our sons to be.” 
The following appeared under the heading of ‘ Aca- 
demical Notes ”’ in the issue of * The Edinburgh Academy 
Chronicle ” for November, 1915: ‘ A brass tablet has 
just been put up in the Church of St. John the Evangelist, 
Princes Street, Edinburgh, by the children of that 
church to perpetuate the memory of W. Keay-Faleoner, 
Lieutenant, 7th Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders, 
who, as the tablet puts it, gave his life for his country 
at Ypres on 25th April last. He was warden of the 
children’s services during the greater part of his, school 
days in Edinburgh. The last five words of the inserip- 
tion on the brass sum up his character as the subscribers 
to the memorial knew it: ‘Gallant and true and 
tender.’

Woods, Esq., of 
Warnford Park, Hants, for many years M.P. for 
Wigan. 


He was educated at Eton (R. 8. de Havilland’s 
House), where he was head of Army Class I, 
and afterwards in the First Hundred. He won 
the Junior Sculling in 1913, and in the following 
year rowed in ‘ Victory.” 

He was Sergeant of ‘‘G’’ Company, Eton 
College O.T.C., and received his commission, 
as 2nd Lieutenant on probation, in the 38rd 
Battalion (Special Reserve), East Surrey Regi- 
ment, on the 15th August, 1914 ; was confirmed 
in his rank in the ‘‘ Gazette ” of the 9th March, 
1915; and was promoted Lieutenant, antedated 
to the 2nd February, 1915, in the “‘ Gazette ” 
of the 13th May, 1915. 

It had been intended that he should go into the 
Diplomatic Service, but. when the war broke out 
he, at the age of nineteen, lost no time in offering 
himself for the service of his country. Having 
been a Sergeant in the O.T.C., he quickly 
obtained his commission. For six months he 
was stationed at Dover, and at the end of 
February, 1915, went to the front with a draft 
for the 2nd Battalion. At the latter part of 
April he was at the advanced salient at Zonne- 
beke, on the immediate right of the Canadians, 
and was killed in action on the 28rd of that 
month at the beginning of the Second Battle 
of Ypres. 

It was recorded of him in the Eton College Chronicle ” 
of 20th May, 1915, that ‘had he lived he would un- 
doubtedly have been a very valuable officer and a first- 
rate leader. As a coach he had a wonderful power of 
getting the utmost out of a crew, and he was an admirable 
captain of a football team. In fact, as a coach and as a 
leader he found the work that suited him. His friends 
will fecl infinite regret that death took him before he 
was allowed to fulfil the great and undoubted promise 
of his boyhood, though not before he had given clear 
proof of the power he possessed.” 

A letter received from the Mother of one of the young 


privates in his company, killed a few days before his 
officer, proves that he used his powers for good as long 


ashe lived. He wrote of “ tho influence for all that was 
good and noble that he had over the young fellows under 
his charge, the splendid example of courage, not only 
in the fight for the country, but in the fight for what was 
true and good in life. For these things they honoured 
and loved him, and we mothers, whose lads were with 
him and under his charge in such severe trial, shall 
always keep his memory green, and he will ever have a 
share of our gratitude.”

He 
was admitted tothe Roll of Solicitors in 1911, 
in which year he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
in the Queen Victoria’s Rifles, becoming 
Lieutenant in December, 1912. He became a 
partner in his father’s firm, Messrs. Clayton, 
Sons, and Fargus, in 1913.

ROYAL WARWICKSHIRE REGIMENT, 
attd. Ist BATTN. THE HAMPSHIRE 
REGIMENT, born on the 23rd March, 1881, 
was the second son of J. Fidler, of Romsey, 
Hants. 


He was educated at Romsey School, and 


enlisted in the Hampshire Regiment in Feb- 
ruary, 1899. He served with the 2nd Battalion 
of his regiment in 
the South African 
War, receiving the 
Queen’s medal with 
two clasps for his 
services, and became 
Sergeant - Major in 
June, 1912. He was 
gazetted 2nd Lieu-

It 
turned out to be a false alarm, so Captain Unwin sent, 
your husband and his platoon back to the trench. The 
mist was clearing then, and the enemy’s riflemen began 
sniping at them. Your husband called out to his men 
to hurry and get down into the trench, but he himself 
stayed up, urging them on bravely, though unwisely, 
anda bullet hit him in the head, He killed instantly. 
. Lhope it will be a consolation to you to know what 
a splendid reputation your husband has left behind, and 
what a grand example he has given to all of us and to 
the whole country. Not only was he brave in battle and 
a gallant leader, but he was loved by all his men for his 
pluck and cheerfulness in the most miserable cireum- 
stances. I never saw him depressed: he was always 
cheering us up.

He was a keen sportsman, playing hockey, foot- 
ball, and cricket, and was Secretary of the 
Regimental Football Club for many years.

Lancashire, was born 
on the 10th May, 
1866, at Sonning, 
Berkshire. 

Educated at | Win- 
chester, he joined 
the Ist Battalion, 
Berkshire Regiment, 
as Lieutenant, from 
the Militia, in November, 1886, and was pro- 
moted Captain in August, 1897, In August, 
1899, he was appointed Adjutant of his bat- 
talion, and in that capacity took part in the 
South African War, in which he was also for a 
time Railway Staff Officer. He was present 
at operations in the Orange Free State, in the 
Transvaal, East and West of Pretoria, and in 
Orange River Colony in 1899, and in Cape 
Colony in 1900, including actions at Zilikats 
Nek. He was also at further operations in the 
Transvaal and Cape Colony between November, 
1900, and September, 1901. For his services 
he was mentioned in Despatches (‘‘ London 
Gazette,”’ 10th September, 1901, was promoted 
Brevet-Major in November, 1900, and received 
the Queen’s medal with three clasps and the 
King’s medal with two clasps. He received 
his Substantive Majority in September, 1906, 
and from the following year to 1909 was in 
command of the depot of his regiment. He 
went out with the Expeditionary Force in 
August, 1914, and was wounded at Ypres on 
the 2nd November. For his services he was 
mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of the 
14th January, 1915, and was awarded the 
D.S.O. (‘London Gazette,’ 18th February, 
1915.) After recovering from his wound, he 
returned to the front in May, 1915, to take 
over the command of the 2nd Battalion of his 
regiment. His promotion to Lieutenant-Colonel 
to date from the 30th April, 1915, was gazetted 
in the following June. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Finch was killed in action in France on the 9th 
May, 1915, while gallantly leading his battalion, 


An Officer in his battalion, writing of the circumstances 
of his death, says: ‘‘ The situation was so terrible, and, 
in fact, the whole affair that morning had arisen to such 
a parlous condition, some details may possibly have 
missed me. However, when the General sent for me 
and told me to take the front line on, and I started ov: 
the bullet-swept area, I did not notice the Colonel; 
but, as I was crawling back to our own trenches, I saw 
him lying near our wire. He had certainly been hit, 
but told me that his leg was numbed, and that he was 
unable to use it. He was lying in a small hole in the 
ground, where he was fairly safe, and T can see him now 
plucking the grass round him and telling me he thought 
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he had better endeavour to get in, as his wound was not 
painful; but he could not use his leg. I looked every- 
where and thought out everything. It would have been 
madness to try to pick him up and carry him into the 
old fire trench. The only possible thing to do was for 
him to wait where he was while I got a party to sap 
out to him (about cight to ten yards). This I told 
him, and then made for the fire trench as quickly as T 
could, and just managed to get in by the skin of my 
teeth, Both my arms were out of action. I went to 
find the best place to start the sap and to get extra 
shovels, when, to my horror, his head suddenly appeared 
over the parapet, and before another second had passed 
a bullet hit him in the head and killed him instantly.” 
The Officer Commanding the Ist Battalion of the regiment 
wrote: “I can only tell you what you already know— 
that is, what an irreparable loss his will be to the Army. 
and to the regiment in particular. You have a eat 
consolation in fecling that he fell as he would wish to— 
‘gallantly leading the battalion in attack.’ ” 

A Private in the regiment, writing of an engagement 
early in the war, said: ‘* We lost a lot of men in this 
engagement, but we were told afterwards that the 
retaking of the bridge had saved a lot of lives. I shall 
never forget the coolness of Major Finch in this attack. 
He walked about in a perfect hail of bullets, giving his 
men confidence, and I can safely say it was he who saved 
the situation that night.” 

And a General Officer wrote: ‘ I valued your husband 
very much, and he will be much missed by his regiment 
and by his country.” 

Lieutenant-Colonel Finch married, in 1895, 
Florence Kathleen, elder daughter of Lieutenant 
Colonel E. C, S. Moore, commanding the Royal 
Engineers at Bermuda, and left three sons: 
Frank Marshall, Harold Du Pre, and Edward 
Ross, aged respectively seventeen, twelve, and

CAPTAIN HERBERT MARION 
FINEGAN, Commanding “*C” COMPANY, 
1/8th (IRISH) BATTN. THE KING'S 
(LIVERPOOL REGIMENT), (T.F.,) 
eldest son of the 
late Surgeon-Colonel 
J. Herbert Finegan, 
M.D., V.D.. also of 
the Irish Battalion, 
Gynaecologist Con- 
sultant, Rodney 
Street, Liverpool, 
and of Mrs. Finegan, 
158, Upper Parlia- 
ment Street, Liver- 
pool, was born at the 
former address on 
the Ist October, 1891. 


He was a grandson of 
Surgeon-Colonel D, W. Parsons, of Liverpool, 
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and related to the Rev. William Harris, Roman 
Catholic Archdeacon of Clogher, Ireland. 

Captain Finegan was educated at Stonyhurst 
College, which he entered in 1904, and as a boy 
his character was marked by a vivacity, some- 
times bordering on recklessness, which led him 
into many a scrape. He was, however, entirely 
without malice, and his love of his old school 
was evidenced by the not infrequent visits he 
paid to his Alma Mater and by the keen interest 
he always displayed in all matters that con- 
cerned the interests of the College. A very 
successful career at the College (where in 1908 
he won the Lord Harries Essay Prize, which in 
previous years had always been held by a 
philosopher) was crowned by his gaining a 
Senior City Scholarship in the University of 
Liverpool in 1908, This he held during the 
years 1908-11, when he passed the B.A. degree 
(Part I) in honours History. The next year he 
completed his examination for the degree, again 
taking honours in History. He then transferred 
to the Faculty of Law, when he won the 
University Scholarship in Law, both first and 
second year, in 1913 and 1914. The record of 
the prizes he gained at the University is almost 
phenomenal. In 1910-11 he won the Gladstone 
Memoria! Prize and the Prize Debate. In 
1911-12 he won the Thompson English Essay 
Prize and Prize Debate, and in the scholastic 
years 1912-13, 1913-14, besides gaining the 
University Scholarship in Law, he won every 
law prize available, except one in the first year, 
and every single prize available in the second 
year. This brilliant record stands as follows. 
In 1912-13 he gained the Alsop Constitutional 
Law Prize, the Stephens Commentaries Prize, 
and the Law Students’ Association Debating 
Prize. In the next scholastic year he secured 
the Alfred ,Tyrer Prize in Common Law, the 
Commercial Law Prize, the Real and Personal 
Property Prize,¥ and the Law Association 
Debating Prize. Meanwhile he held in addition 
(1913-15) the Bacon Scholarship at Gray’s Inn, 
and in the last-named year passed the Bar 
Examination with First Class Honours, only 
six others in England being successful. For 
the last twelve months prior to the war he was 
reading law with Messrs. Lightbound and Owen. 


The Registrar of the University of Liverpool wrote of 
him: ‘ Your son left his mark on the University in 
many ways, and his memory will remain as an inspiration 
to future gencrations of students.” 

One who knew him at Gray's Inn, London, wrote: 
“In this office I see from time to time many able young 
men. I do not remember anyone who seemed to me 
more completely equipped for high purposes in life than 
your son. So often it happens that the learned student 
seems self-centred ; all his light turns inward. Your 
son carried his equipment of scholarship so very happily. 
He was always radiantly cheerful, and he never left 
my room without leaving behind him an impression, 
not only of great ability, but of a fine and cordial and 
happy personality. He had all the gifts of youth.” 


On the field of sport Captain Finegan was best 


known for his shooting and running. In 1909-10 
he was the winner of the University Half-mile, 
One Mile, and Two Miles, also of the Inter- 
’Varsity Mile. He won his colours for both 
shooting and running while at Liverpool 
University. He will also be remembered in 
connection with various socicties in Liverpool. 
He was Treasurer of the Guild of Undergra- 
duates (1909-10), Secretary (1910-11), and Pre- 
sident (1912-13). He was also President of the 
Catholic Socicty of the University, and Vice- 
President of the Liverpool Irish Society, being 
founder of the two latter societies. He was a 
prominent figure in connection with the 
Debating Society, the Working Men and 
Women’s Socicty, and was a member of the 
Richmond Harriers. 

While at Stonyhurst College Captain Finegan 
was a member of the O.T.C., and in 1910 he 
joined the 8th Battalion, Liverpool Regiment, 
with which he served in barracks at Warrington, 
passing the examinations for musketry and 
the ranks of Lieutenant and Captain, being 
complimented on his papers. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in July, 1912, and Captain in 
December, 1914. When war was declared 
he was one of the first to offer himself for active 
service, and in September, 1914, he was em- 
ployed in guarding the railway lines near 
Basingstoke, where he speedily won the 
affection and regard of the railwaymen with 
whom he came in contact. Later the battalion 
was sent to Ramsgate, where it became very 
popular, and where Captain Finegan’s striking 
personality made a lasting effect upon those 
with whom he came in contact. At the front 
his cheerful spirit helped those around him 
to carry out difficult and dangerous tasks 
without shrinking. Captain Finegan had several 
narrow escapes: on one occasion a piece of 
shrapnel passed through the heel of his boot 
without doing him any harm, though several of 
his men were hit by the same shell. On another 
occasion, when supcrintending the making of 
a new trench close to the Germans in broad 
daylight, bullets were whizzing all about him, 
but he was not hit, although several others were 
less fortunate. He and his company had the 
honour of opening the attack at Festubert on the 
16th June, 1915, where he was killed whilst 
commanding and leading the charge against the 
Prussian Guard, taking two German trenches 
and enabling the French to gain three miles, 
for which achievement they were afterwards 
congratulated by Sir John French and Sir 
Henry Rawlinson. 


A Private in his battalion thus described the circum: 
stances of Captain Finegan's death: ‘I suppose you 
have heard of our great loss in the last battle, for we lost 
480 men in one day and a night, and the sights I saw 
were son’: thing awful. I cannot describo to you how 
I felt when we got relieved, for I thought I was in heaven 
to get away from the bombardment. It was a day I 


shall never forget as long as I live. I am sorry to say wo 
lost a good many officers. and the way Captain Finegan 
met his death I shall never forget, for he was one of the 
bravest officers that over stepped in France. I was 
talking to him a few minutes before it happened, and 
T had just left him when the word came through to get 
ready to charge, and he was that well liked that the men 
would go anywhere with him. ... Just before that 
he was saying to his men, ‘ Now, men, show them what 
tho Irish can do’; but I am sorry to say that he won't 
be able to say it any more. He died a British hero.” 
The Officer Commanding his battalion wrote: “ His 
name will live as surely as that of the 8th Irish, and as 
long as their fame endures, as a man of infinite courage, 
who died a hero's death.” 

lis Major wrote: ‘As I told you, I saw him before 
going. He had no fear, his face was bright and cheerful, 
and he was giving instructions quite calmly to his boys 
as he went along. Those of his men who were spared 
speak most highly of him, and would have gone any- 
where with him. He was a hero.” 

Another Oflicer wrote : ** I was one of the few privileged 
persons who were admitted into his circle of friends, and 
when I say that this favour was an honour I do not exag- 
gerate. He died with his life's call on his lips. The 
ideals and aspirations of the Irish were part of himself ; 
everything he did was for his country. In fact, patriots 
of his stamp were, and are, rare. It is a great pity and 
loss that one whose talents were so rare, and whose 
brilliance was so unique, should be snatched away in 
his prime.” 

Captain Fincgan’s Servant wrote: ‘ Every man in his 
company—-in fact, the battalion—deeply regrets his 
loss and all sympathise very much with you and his 
family at home. On that fatal day he showed pluck 
and bravery, and urged his men on with great con- 
fidence.” 

A brother Officer wrote: ‘“‘ We had been the closest 
possible friends since I joined the battalion, and I don’t 
know how I shall get on without him. He was un- 
doubtedly the cleverest officer we had, and had done 
magnificent work here. Nobody could have been braver 
and ccoler under fire than he was. He was absolutely 
delighted when ho was given the honour of opening the 
attack. His comrades will never forget him.” 


Captain Finegan predicted when his time came 
he would be given the “forlorn hope,” and 
anticipated his own death, for he once remarked 
to Sergeant McCobe, “I will either go home 
with the Victoria Cross or stay here with a 
wooden one,” and he has kept his word. 


Mr. T. P. O'Connor describes the charge at Festubert, 
and pays a tribute to the heroism of the late Captain 
Finegan in his speech given in Liverpool on tho 7th 
December, 1915, at the Exchange Hotel: “ The Battle 
of Festubert was one of the most serious and most 
sanguinary battles of the war. A great French attacking 
party were attempting to take the Germans by surprise, 
but in order that that movement should be masked 
and facilitated it was necessary that a body of fearless 
troops should make an attack on the other end of the 
line, although there was little chauce for the success of 
that attack, and tho men who joined in it were destined 
and certain to be mowed down. But in dying they were 
to enable others to live and to gain a victory. When it 
came to decide who were to lead that forlorn hope, the 
French General, under the advice of the British General, 
thought there would be no better hody to lead the attack 
than the 8th Irish of Liverpool, and the officer chosen 
to command and open the attack was Captain Finegan. 
Facing the thunder-shower of bullets and shells from the 
German guns, he and his men—those dauntless Liverpool 
Irishmen—went on and on, and on again. It was when 
the storm of bullets and shell was at its fiercest that 
Captain Finegan cried to his men, ‘ Come on, Irish, and 
show what we can do ’; and, dying a few moments later, 
Captain Finegan left to his race an imperishable, long, 
and everlasting inspiration to noble and heroic deeds.” 
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Sir John French and Sir Henry Rawlinson after- 
wards congratulated the 8th Irish upon what 
they had achieved on that. day, Wednesday, 
16th June. 

It has been decided by the Irish Society of the 
City and University of Liverpool to raise some 
form of memorial to Captain Finegan, either 
by endowing a bed in a local hospital or by 
establishing an annual scholarship or prize. 


CAPTAIN RICHARD FENWICK FINKE, 
2nd BATTN. THE ROYAL SUSSEX 
REGIMENT, 
youngest son of the 
late William Finké, of 
London, and of Mrs. 
Finké, ‘“ Highlands 
House,” Leather- 
head, Surrey, was 
born in London on 
the 2nd October,

He was educated at 
Cheltenham College, 
where he won his 7 
Colours for cricket and football, and in May, 
1899, he was gazetted to the Royal Sussex 
Regiment from the Militia, becoming Lieutenant 
in October, 1900. He served with the 2nd 
Battalion in India, and afterwards in the 
South African War during 1902, for which he 
received the Queen’s medal. Afterwards he 
served with his battalion in Malta, Crete, Ire- 
Jand, and at Aldershot, and was promoted 
Captain in February, 1909. 

Captain Finké, who was a member of the Junior 
Army and Navy Club, was a keen sportsman, 
His company won the Evelyn Wood Cup at 
the Aldershot Command Hifle Meeting in 1913. 
Iie was Captain of the winning team in the 
last three seasons of the Inter-regimental 
Hockey Tournament. Captain Finké also 
played football, cricket, lawn tennis, and golf. 
For active service in the war with Germany 
Captain Finké’s battalion went to France in 
August, 1914, but he did not rejoin it till 
November. He was in the fierce fighting at the 
end of December, 1914; also in the Battle of 
the Brickfields at the end of January, 1915, 
He was killed inthe charge at Richebourg 


l’Avoué on the 9th May, 1915. 

Tho Officer Commanding his battalion wrote: ‘* Your 
son died a most gallant death. Although wounded, he 
still continued to lead his men.”

Trish Fusiliers, from the Militia, in January, 1902. 
He served in the South African War in 1902, 
taking part in operations in the Transvaal, 
Orange River and Cape Colonies, receiving for 
his services the Queen’s medal with four clasps. 
He was promoted Lieutenant in November, 
1906, and served with his battalion for many 
years in India and on the frontier. 

Having left the Army and assumed the surname 
of Fitzgerald, he went to Canada, and was 
there when the war with Germany broke out 
in August, 1914. He immediately offered his 
services, and on the formation of Princess 
Patricia’s Canadian Light Infantry, he was given 
a@ commission as Captain in that battalion, with 
which he crossed to Europe. 

Writing of his death, his Commanding Officer said : 
“Tam, of course, only too glad to give you any inform- 
ation in my power as to the death of your very gallant 


He joined the battalion oh its formation at Ottawa, 
in fact, 
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son. 
and was always of the greatest help to me; 


any credit that the battalion may have gained is entirely 
due to company officers like himself, who worked 
unceasingly to make us fit for war. He had a particular 
power of gaining the affection of the men that was really 
remarkable, and made him an admirable leader. He 
crossed to France with us, and again and again proved 
himself a most fearless and resourceful soldier, He was 
in command of a certain post in the trenches, which, 
though within less thana hundred yards of the German 
lines, was protected by a certain mound from rifle fire, 
He saw a British soldier lying about seventy yards away, 
across a road. He got out of his shelter and walked 
towards this man, presumably because he thought. the 
man was still alive. Such an act was, of course, a very 
daring one, and he was shot through the head before he 
had gone yery far, I send to you an expression of the 
very great loss your son was to us all, both personally 
and from a military standpoint.” 


LIEUTENANT RICHARD APJOHN 
FITZGIBBON, 


128th PIONEERS, 
INDIAN ARMY, 
who died on the 4th 
February, 1915, of 
wounds received the 
previous day in ac- 
tion on the Suez 
Canal, was the only 
son of Captain H. 
Macaulay Fitz-Gib- 
bon (formerly 5th 
Battalion Connaught 
Rangers), of Grey- 
stones, Co. Wicklow. 
He was born on the 5th July, 1889, and was 
educated at Lickey Hills Preparatory School, 
at Radley College, and at Christ Church, Oxford, 
where he took his degree in 1911. He was twice 
coxswain of the Radley boat at Henley, and 
for a time coxswain of Christ Church, and later 
stroke of the Second Eight. He was also a 
member of the Leander Rowing Club. 

He received his commission as 2nd Lieutenant in 
the Unattached List in November, with antedate, 
in virtue of his degree, to January, 1911, and 
after serving for a year with the 3rd Battalion, 
Royal Fusiliers, was posted to the 128th Pioneers 
in January, 1913. He subsequently passed 
through a course of Military Engineering, and 
was promoted Lieutenant in April, 1913. 
Lieutenant FitzGibbon was in charge of the 
escort to the Artillery at Toussoum Ferry. He 
was severely wounded early in the attempt of 
the Turks to cross the Canal, but ‘ carried on ” 
for a considerable time, and himself conveyed 
an important message to the officer in charge of 
the Artillery. He was recommended by his 
Colonel for some recognition of his gallantry, 
and was mentioned in Major-General Wilson’s 
Despatch of 11th February, 1915, as follows :— 


“ Lientenant R. A. FitzGibbon behaved with conspicuous 
gallantry.

I feel that nothing I 
can say will be able to alleviate your sorrow, but I am 
sure you will be glad to hear what an excellent officer 
he was, and could very ill be spared. He was so keen 


on everything he had to do and did it so well, and the 
men of his company were so fond of him.” 


A younger brother of Mr. Folker, also in the 
Army, was severely wounded in the head soon 
after his elder brother’s death. 

A memorial service to the late officer was 
held on the 13th March, 1915, in St. Michael’s 
Church, Stonebridge Park, where he had for 
many years been a choir boy. ‘The service 
was conducted by the Vicar, the Rev. Canon 
A. E. Humphreys, assisted by other clergy, 
and was largely attended by friends and repre- 
sentatives of clubs and institutions to which he 
had_ belonged.

2nd Lieutenant 
Hamilton Fletcher was seen to be wounded 
twice, but went on fighting and cheering on 
his men until shot dead.

He went to the School of Military Engineering, 
Chatham, in October, 1911, and joined the 
Expeditionary Force in August, 1914, being 
in the 59th Company Royal Engineers, Vth 
Division. 

“At Missy, on 14th September, under a heavy shell 
fire, Lieutenant Flint assisted Captain W. H. Johnston 


in working all day until 7 p.m. with their own hands, 
two rafts bringing back wounded and returning with 
ammunition, thus enabling the advanced brigade to 
maintain its position on the other side of the river,’ 
for which brave deed Lieutenant Flint was awarded 
the D.S (* London Gazette " of 9th December, 1914.) 


On the 23rd January, 1915, he died of wounds 
received a few hours previously while working 
in a trench at Wulvergheim, and was buried in 
the churchyard at Dranoutre. 

Besides being awarded the D.S.O., Lieutenant 
Flint was mentioned in Sir John French’s 
Despatch of 14th January, 115, and received 
the decoration of Chevalier of the Legion of 
Honour for “ gallantry in the field between the 
21st and 30th August, 1914.” 

He was a member of the Ist XV at the School 
of Military Engineering, Whipper-in of the 
R.E. Beagles at Chatham, and Deputy-Master 
of the Beagles of Mr. R. Falkner, 4th Hussars, 
at The Curragh. He was a member of the 
Kildare Hunt.

2nd LIEUTENANT EDGAR REGINALD 
FOLKER, 3rd (RESERVE)attd. Ist BATTN.

second son of Alfred Henry Folker, London, 
agent of the Royal Crown Derby Porcelain 
Co., Ltd., Derby, was born on the 23rd October, 
1884, at 106, St. George’s Avenue, Tufnell 
Park, London, N. 

He was educated at St. Paul’s College, New 


Southgate, N., and at Willesden High School, 
and was afterwards apprenticed to the Vaux- 
hall Engineering Co., 
soon becoming by 
his aptitude and dili- 
gence an_ efficient 
motorist, driving the 
ear specially con- 
structed by his com- 
pany for the Isle of 
Man trials, and tak- 
ing part in many 
other racing tests. 
He afterwards be- 
came assistant mana- 
ger to the Rover Co., and eventually started 
business on his own account in the Haymarket, 
London. He was always a keen sportsman and 
a member of the Thames Rowing Club, which 
he represented at Henley and other regattas. 
He once performed a remarkable feat when 
rowing at the Goring regatta. He felt his rigger 
break, and recognising that he was only dead 
weight in the boat—he weighed nearly fourteen 
stone and was 6-ft. 4-in. in height—threw away 
his oar, and, standing on the sliding seat for a 
moment, when the oars were in the water, 
dived overboard, coming up after the stern oars 
had passed over him. He was a member of the 
Twickenham Rowing Club, the Remenham Club, 
and the Motor Club. 

At the outbreak of war he offered his services 
to the War Office, and was given a commission 
in the York and Lancaster Regiment in August, 
1914. ; 

He was killed on the 19th February, 1915, 
in trench No. 37, near Brandon Molen, Ypres. 
A shell had exploded in the connecting sap, 
and going to investigate the damage he was 
killed by the poisonous fumes. 

His Commanding Officer wrote of him: “ Although 
your son had only been with us a comparatively short 
time, yet he had endeared himself to us all, and we very 
much miss him in the regiment. I feel that nothing I 
can say will be able to alleviate your sorrow, but I am 
sure you will be glad to hear what an excellent officer 
he was, and could very ill be spared. He was so keen 
on everything he had to do and did it so well, and the 
men of his company were so fond of him.” 

A younger brother of Mr. Folker, also in the 
Army, was severely wounded in the head soon 
after his elder brother’s death. 

A memorial service to the late officer was 
held on the 13th March, 1915, in St. Michael’s 
Church, Stonebridge Park, where he had for 
many years been a choir boy. ‘he service 
was conducted by the Vicar, the Rev. Canon 
A. E. Humphreys, assisted by other clergy, 
and was largely attended by friends and repre- 
sentatives of clubs and institutions to which he 
had belonged.

(ROYAL HIGHLANDERS) 
son of Henry and 
Jessie L. Forrester, 
was born in Glasgow 
on the 22nd Feb- 
ruary, 1898. 

He was educated at 
St. Ninian’s, Moffat, 
and at Fettes Col- 
lege, Edinburgh, and 
served with the Im- 
perial Yeomanry in 
the South African 
War, being present 
at operations in the Transvaal, including 
actions at Frederickstad, and in the Orange 
River and Cape Colonies. He was men- 
tioned for his services in Despatches (‘* London 


Gazette,” 10th September, 1902), and re- 
ceived the Queen’s medal with three clasps 
and the King’s medal with ‘two clasps. 


He had previously been awarded the Dis- 
tinguished Conduct Medal (D.C.M.) for services 
in the field. In June, 1901, he was given his 
commission in the Black Watch. He was pro- 
moted Lieutenant in November, 1905, in which 
year he was A.D.C. to the Viceroy of India, 
and in 1906-07 was A.D.C. successively to the 
Major-General Commanding the 4th Division 
and the Major-General Commanding the 8rd 
Division of the Southern Command, and was 
promoted Captain in February, 1914. 

He was killed on the 15th June, 1915, by a stray 
bullet or a sniper while watching the Canadian 
attack at Cuinchy. 

Captain Forrester, who was a member of the 
New Club, Edinburgh, married in February, 
1915, Isla Gilroy, daughter of George Gilroy, 
of Dundee. 


CAPTAIN LAWRENCE FORT, 2nd 
BATTN, THE BUFFS (EAST KENT 
REGIMENT), who was born at Oswestry, 
Shropshire, on the 8th October, 1881, was. the 


son of Mr. and Mrs. John Fort, of 18, De 
Vere Gardens, Kensington. 

His younger brother, 
Captain Ralph Fort, 
isin the King’s Shrop- 
shire Light Infantry. 
He was educated at 
Cheltenham College 
and the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, joining 
the Army in August, 
1900. He served in 
the South African 
War, being present 
at operations in the 
Transvaal from January, 1901, till May, 1902, 
and received the Queen’s medal with five clasps. 
He was promoted to Lieutenant in September, 
1903, and got his company in October, 1911. 
After the South African War he served with 
his regiment in India. He was an ardent 
naturalist and a fine shot with both gun and 
rifle, and was specially devoted to big- game 
shooting, of which he secured many trophies, 
from elephant downwards; indeed, he had 
arranged to leave the Service the better to 
pursue his hobby, when the war with Germany 
broke out. 

Captain Fort returned from India, and went to 
the front in January, 1915, was mentioned in 
Sir John French’s Despatch of the 31st May, 
1915, and his name was twice sent forward 
for recognition. 

He was killed on the 15th February, 1915, when 
the Buffs were ordered to take a German trench, 
which they did, but with very heavy loss of 
officers and men. From a further trench 
bombs were being thrown. Captain Fort, with 
two other officers, ran up the communication 
trench, and was shot dead at the barricade, 
while one of the other officers was wounded, 
and subsequently taken prisoner. 


His Commanding Officer, Licutenant-Colonel Geddes, 
who was himself killed afterwards, wrote: “ Your son 
met his death in a very gallant manner. He had pre- 
viously distinguished himself by leading a very daring 
reconnaissance. For this he was mentioned in 
Despatches, and I feel sure he would have been awarded 
at least a D.S.O. had he survived.”

Royal Artillery, of 
Careystone, Co. 
Cork, Ireland, and 
of Mrs. Dorothea 
Fowle, and was born 
at Queenstown, Co. 
Cork, on the 29th 
~ July, 1889. 

He was educated at "Wellington and at the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, at both of which he dis- 
tinguished himself in school sports, having 
been Captain of the Rugby football team at 
Wellington, in the Cricket XI and the Racket 
Pair. While at Sandhurst he was again in the 
football and cricket teams, thus proving himself 
a good all-round athlete. He was also a fine 
tennis player. 

From Sandhurst he was gazetted to the Royal 
Trish Regiment in 1906, becoming Lieutenant in 
the Army in January, 1909, and in September of 
the latter year was transferred to the Indian 
Army, joining the 14th King George’s Own Sikhs. 
In India he further increased his athletic 
reputation by winning the Amateur Golf 
Championship of Northern India at Gulmarg, 
Kashmir, in 1912. 

In October, 1914, he accompanied his regiment 
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on active service, and was present at the capture 
of Sheikh Syed off the Arabian coast, and also 
took part in the fighting at Kantara, in Egypt.

Lieutenant Fowle, gallantly leading his 
company, had succeeded in gaining the Turkish 
trenches before he was shot. 

In 1911 Lieutenant Fowle married Lily, third 
daughter of the late John Ostell, of Carlisle. 


CAPTAIN ALAN ARTHUR FOWLER, 
2nd BATTN. THE QUEEN’S OWN 
CAMERON HIGHLANDERS 
who was killed on 
the 28th April, 1915, 
while commanding a 
company defending 
the front trench on 
Hill 60, near Ypres, 
Flanders, was the 
younger son of the 
late Sir Arthur 
Fowler, second Bart., 
of Braemore, and of 
Lady Fowler. He 
was a grandson of 
Sir John Fowler, Enginecer-iu-Chief of the Forth 
Bridge, and was born at Inverbroom, Loch- 
broom, Ross-shire, on the 27th February, 1887. 
Captain Fowler’s elder brother, Captain Sir 
John Fowler, Bart., Seaforth Highlanders, was 
killed in action on the 22nd June, 1915. 

He was educated at Harrow and at the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, from which he was gazetted to the 
Cameron Highlanders in May, 1907, becoming 
Lieutenant in April, 1911. 

Captain Fowler, who was a keen sportsman, 
especially fond of shooting and of all games, 
was promoted to that rank in February, 1915. 
He married, in December, 1912, at Bankipore, 
India, Alice Mary, youngest daughter of Sir 
Charles Bayley, G.C.S.I., and of Lady Bayley, 
and left one daughter, Marjorie Mary, born at 
Bangalore, in September, 1913.

He was edu- 
cated at St. Ninian’s, 
Moffat, and at 
Bromsgrove School, 
where he was in the 
O.7.C., and received 
his colours for the

2nd BATTN. THE 
INFANTRY, 
born at Rosslyn, 
Midlothian, on the 
8th October, 1894, 
was the only son of 
Captain H. H. Fran- 
cis, late the Royal 
Scots, and a grand- 
son of the late Major 
T. J. Francis, 9th 
Lancers. 

He was educated at 
Rugby, and was ad- 
mitted to University College, Oxford, in March, 
1914. He joined the 3rd Battalion, Royal Scots, 
in August, 1914, and went to France in Novem- 
ber.

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Lieutenant in Warwickshire in the Volunteer 
movement of 1803. 

He was educated at Uppingham, and joined 
the Territorial Force as soon as it was in- 
augurated, receiving in April, 1908, a com- 
mission as 2nd Lieutenant in the 5th Battalion 
of the Warwickshire Regiment, in which he 
became Lieutenant in October, 1909. 

During the mobilisation for the Great War in 
August, 1914, he was given his company (“ D”’) 
when the battalion was in Essex. He was a 
man of fine physique, popular with all ranks, and 
will be remembered as a member of the Moseley 
Rugby Club. : 
Captain Francis was the first officer of the 5th 
and 6th Battalions of the Warwickshire Regi- 
ment to fall in the war.

France, on the 18th 
May, 1915, was the 
eldest son of the late 
Alexander Fraser, 
Agent of the Com- 
mercial Bank of Scot- 
land, Inverness, at 
one time Provost of 
the town, and of Mrs. 
Fraser, Island Bank 
House, Inverness. 
He was born in 1865, educated at Inverness 
College and Edinburgh University, and was 
the senior partner of the firm of Fraser and 
Ross, solicitors, Inverness, and factor for the 
estates of Culloden and Ferintosh. He was well 
known in the public life of the town as a 
churchman, a Freemason, town councillor, 
and magistrate. He joined the ranks of the 
1st Volunteer Battalion, Cameron Highlanders, 
in May, 1883, and served until November, 
1887, and in February, 1888, he joined the 
ranks of the Volunteer Battalion, Royal Scots, 
with which he served until November, 1889. 
In May, 1890, he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
in the lst Volunteer Battalion, Cameron 
Highlanders, becoming Lieutenant in Decem- 
ber of the same year, and Captain in August, 
1898, being appointed Instructor of Musketry 
in March, 1901. In April, 1902, he received 
the rank of Honorary Major in the Army, 
and [in February, 1905, he became Major in 
his battalion. He was appointed Honorary 
Lieutenant-Colonel in April, 1907, and in 
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February, 1909, he was appointed Lieutenant- 
Colonel Commanding the 4th (Territ.) Battalion, 
Cameron Highlanders. In August, 1913, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Fraser went on the Reserve 
of Officers (T.F.). While serving he had 
qualified in musketry at Hythe and in other 
technical subjects, had received the Voluntecr 
decoration, the Long Service medal, and the 
Coronation medal, and was also a military 
member of the County Territorial Force Asso- 
ciation, Inverness-shire.

On the outbreak 
of war, in August, 1914, he undertook Imperial 
Service obligations, and left within a month 
with his battalion for foreign service, going first 
to Egypt, whence they were drafted to the 
Dardanelles. Licutenant Freemantle was killed 
in action in Gallipoli Peninsula on the 4th 
June, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT (temp.) JoHN WILLIAM FREER, 
10th (SERVICE) BATTN. THE LEICESTERSHIRE 
REGIMENT, attd. 2nd Batrn. RoyAL FusILiERs, 
dicd of wounds, 29th June, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL the Honble. 
PERCY CECIL EVANS-FREKE (HON. 
LIEUTENANT IN THE ARMY, 
July, 1901) Commanding the LEICES.- 
TERSHIRE YEOMANRY, (T.F.), 
of Bisbrook Hall, 
Uppingham, was the 
second son of 
Charles William, 
eighth Baron Car- 
bery and Lady Vic- 
toria Cecil, daughter 
of the second Mar- 
quis of Exeter. 

He was born on the 
19th May, 1871, in 
London, and was 
educated at Eton 
(Mr. Vaughan’s House), where he was in the 
Boats, and joined the Leicestershire Yeomanry 
in November, 1895, becoming Lieutenant in 
June, 1899. He served in the South African 
War, 1900-01 with the Imperial Yeomanry, 
and received the Queen’s medal with three 
clasps. He was promoted Captain in May, 
1903; Major in February, 1905; Brevet 
Lieutenant-Colonel in February, 1913; and 
Lieutenant-Colonel in Command of his regiment 
in December, 1913. He was a military member 
of the Rutland Territorial Force Association, 
Trustee of Uppingham School, J.P. and D.L. 
for the County of Rutland, County Councillor 
(Alderman) of Rutland, and Secretary of the 
Cottesmore Hunt, and was a member of the 
Travellers’ Club. 

He proceeded to the front in command of his 
regiment, and was killed in action on the 13th 
May, 1915, near Ypres. For his services in 
the war with Germany he was mentioned in Sir 
John French’s Despatch of the 31st May, 1915. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Evans-Freke married Eva, 
youngest daughter of Charles Kirwan, Esq., 
of Dalgan Park, Co. Mayo, Ireland, and left 
one daughter, Mai Cecil, born in June, 1897. 


CAPTAIN CLAUDE ALEXANDER FRENCH, 2nd 
Battn. THE Roya Irish REGIMENT, died of 
wounds, Ist June, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT CHARLES STOCKLEY FRENCH, 2nd 
Batrn. THe RoyaL DuBLIN FUsILIERS, was 
killed in action, 25th April, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT the Honble. GEORGE 
PHILIP FRENCH, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. Ist 
BATTN. SOUTH WALES BORDERERS, 
fifth son of the fourth Baron de Freyne by his 
second marriage with Marie, Lady de Freyne, 
only daughter of the late Richard W. Lamb, 
Esq., of West Denton, Northumberland, was 
born at French Park, Co. Roscommon, Ireland, 
on the 7th January, 1890. 


He was educated at the Oratory School, Edg- 
baston, and New College, Oxford, where he took 
honours and was cap- 
tain of the football 
team. He became a 
member of the Lon- 
don staff of “ The 
British South Africa 
Company,’’ and was 
considered by his 
superiors a man of 
marked ability, with 
a brilliant future be- 
fore him. Shortly 
after the outbreak 
of the war he was gazetted, in October, 1914, 
to the 3rd Battalion of his regiment, and was 
attached for active service to the Ist Battalion. 
He was gazetted Lieutenant, to date from Ist 
May, 1915, after his death. 

Lieutenant. French was killed on the 9th May, 
1915, while leading his men from the second to 


the first line of trenches at Richebourg L’ Avoué. 
Tn the words of a Major of the battalion: ‘ He was a 
great loss—was a splendid fellow, plucky as could be, 
and popular with everyone.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT (temp.) VALENTINE DOUGLAS 
Frencu, 5th (Service) Barry. THE Krna’s 
(SHROPSHIRE Licht INFANTRY), died of wounds, 
16th June, 1915, 

Masor WILLIAM CoTToN FRENCH, 3rd QUEEN 
ALEXANDRA’S OWN GURKHA RIFLES, was killed 
in action, 12th March, 1915. 

CAPTAIN WILLIAM S. FRIEDBERGER, 5th (RE- 
SERVE), attd. 3rd Battn. THE ROYAL FUSILIERS 
(Ciry or Lonpon REGIMENT), was killed, 25th 
May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT EDMUND LIONEL 
FROST, 1/4th BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE 
PRINCE OF WALES'S VOLUNTEERS 
(SOUTH LANCASHIRE REGIMENT), 
was the only son of 
Edmund Frost, M.D., 
of  ‘ Chesterfield,” 
Meads, Eastbourne. 
Two of Lieutenant 
Frost’s second 
cousins, Captain 
Frost, Cheshire 
Regiment, killed in 
action, and Lieu- 
tenant Norton, Dur- 
ham Light Infantry, 
missing since Octo- 
ber 20th, have been mentioned in Despatches. 
Lieutenant Frost was born at Laswade, Mid- 
lothian, on the 30th May, 1891, and was 
educated at Uppingham and Trinity College, 
Cambridge. At Uppingham he was Captain of 
Games, Captain of the School Hockey XI and 
Football Team, Captain of his House “ Fir- 
croft,”’ and a Praeposter. He was the champion 
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heavyweight boxer, and among many other dis- 
tinctions in work and sports he won the Richard 
Harman Prize for Science. During his three years 
at Cambridge he obtained two Half-blues for 
boxing and for shooting, was Captain of the Cam- 
bridge Revolver IV, and rowed for the First 
Trinity Rugger Boat, obtaining three oars, and 
also the Trial Eights Cup. He took his B.A. 
with honours in 1912 in the Natural Sciences 
Tripos. He distinguished himself in the O.T.C. 
both at Cambridge and in shooting at Bisley, 
winning many medals, spoons, and cups. 

In 1912 he entered upon his all too brief business 
career, becoming actively associated with the 
firm of Messrs. Peter Stubs, Ltd., file and tool 
manufacturers, Warrington, of which bis uncle, 
Mr. F. A. Frost, of Grappenhall Hall, is chair- 
man and managing director. 

Lieutenant Frost had travelled considerably 
in France, Switzerland, Italy, and Canada, 
and had spent six months in Normandy 
perfecting his knowledge of the French language. 
All through his distinguished career he enjoyed 
unfailing popularity amongst a very large 
circle of friends. He was a member of Hawks’ 
Club, Cambridge, and the Warrington Club. 
He joined the Warrington Territorials (4th South 
Lancashire Regiment) in November, 1912, be- 
coming Lieutenant in September, 1914, and was 
the holder of the officers’ (rophies for rifle and 
revolver shooting. He was shot through the 
head on the 16th June, 1915, at Hooge, after 
capturing two lines of German trenches. 

The following is an extract from a letter from the Chaplain 
of the regiment: ‘* He was one of the finest characters 
it has ever been my privilege to meet. He was beloved 
by officers and men alike. His fine physique, his noble 
character, endeared him to everybody. He was one of 
the noble fellows whose life could not be spared, but he 
has voluntarily laid it down in a noble cause—for God, 
King, and country.” 

Telling of his death his Commanding Officer wrote : “I 
was speaking to him only ten minutes before, and, 
though we were then in the thick of it, he was just as 
bright and cheery as ever. The whole battalion mourns 
his loss.” And: ‘ All ranks deplore s, as he was 
such a fine, straightforward, kindly man, and 
a perfect British gentleman in evel of the word, 
the world being the poorer by his lo: 


2nd LIEUTENANT KENNETH FROST, 
attd. Ist BATTN. THE QUEEN’S OWN 
(ROYAL WEST KENT REGIMENT), 
who was born in 
London on the 28th 
April, 1891, was the 
son of Mr. Ralph 
Frost, of Wands- 
worth Common. 

He was educated at 
Reading School, and 
was for five years in 
the Artists’ Rifles, 
the 28th (County of 
London) Battalion, 
London Regiment. 
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He was given a temporary commission in 
January, 1915, on the General List, and for 
active service was attached to the Ist Battalion, 
Royal West Kent Regiment. 2nd Lieutenant. 
Frost was killed by a trench mortar shell on 
the 23rd February, 1915, at Zillibeke, Flanders. 


CAPTAIN THOMAS LAWRENCE 
FROST, ADJUTANT Ist BATTN. CHES- 
HIRE REGT. 
was the third son of 
John M. Frost, J.P., 


Mayor of Chester, 
Upton Lawn, 
Chester. 

He was born at 


Chester on the 9th 
June, 1889, and was 
educated at Charter- 
house and Clare 
College, Cambridge. 
He received his com- 
mission in the Cheshire Regiment in February, 
1911, becoming Lieutenant in August, 1913. 
He left with his battalion for the front in August, 
1914. For his services in the war he was men- 
tioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of the 
4th January, 1915. He was appointed 
Adjutant of his battalion in October, 1914, 
and was promoted Captain in December, 1914. 
Captain Frost, who was almost the last effective 
survivor of the officers who originally went to the 
front with the Ist Battalion, was killed in the 
trenches on the 28th March, 1915, and was 
buried near Ypres. 
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2nd LIEUTENANT STEPHEN GABRIEL Fry, 
InpIAN ArMY RESERVE OF OFFICERS, attd. 
1/Ist KinG GrorGr’s OWN GuRKHA RIFLES 
(THe MALAUN REGIMENT), was killed in action, 
21st-22nd May, 1915. 


MAJOR 
ROYAL 


WALTER BURGESS FRY, 
ARMY MEDICAL CORPS, 
one of the heroic 
Army medical 
officers to lose his life 
under the shameful 
conditions permitted 
to exist by the 
German Govern- 
ment at Wittenberg, 
where he died of 
typhus fever in 
March, 1915, was 
born on the 16th 
July, 1877. He was 
the second son of Mr. Lewis I. Fry, retired Civil 
Servant, and of Mrs. Isabella C. Fry, and was 
educated at’ Dulwich College. Afterwards he 
studied medicine at St. Thomas’s. Hospital, 
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from which he was given a commission, with- 
out the usual examination, in the Royal Army 
Medical Corps. He joined the Royal Army 
Medical Corps, as Lieutenant, in June, 1900, 
becoming Captain in June, 1903, and Major in 
December, 1911. For two years, from February, 
1910, to February, 1912, he was employed with 
the Egyptian Army. On his return from Egypt 
he was requested by the Royal Society to read 
a paper before them as to the results of his 
researches on the question of sleeping sickness, 
which he deemed was a great honour. 

A gruesome history of the Wittenberg Camp 
was received from two of the medical officers 
who survived their terrible experiences. The 
epidemic broke out in December, 1914, when 
the German Staff, military and medical, pre- 
cipitately left the camp, and till August, 1915, 
practically no communication was held between 
the prisoners and their guard except by means 
of directions shouted from the guards or officers 
remaining outside the wire entanglements. 
Supplies were passed into the camp over chutes. 
No medical attention during the whole of the 
above time was provided by the German 
Staff. In February, 1915, six Army surgeons 
who had been detained with others at Halle 
were told that they were required for the camp 
at Wittenberg, and Major Fry, Captain Field, 
and Captain Sutcliffe were among the six 
selected by arrangement among themselves. 
No reason was given for their going to Witten- 
berg, and it was from the guard on the train 
in which they travelled that they first heard of 
the outbreak of typhus. The British prisoners 
numbered between seven and eight hundred, 
but it is believed that there had been as many 
as 15,000 prisoners of all nationalities im the 
restricted area of ten and a half acres. The 
clothes of the British were in rags, some were 
even using blankets for clothing, and others 
had wrapped their feet in straw. The arrange- 
ments for personal and other washing were 
totally inadequate, and there was no hot water 
except what came from the cookhouse. The 
men were gaunt, of a peculiar hasy grey colour, 
and verminous. _The English officers were 
received in apathetic silence, the rooms were 
unlizhted, and many of the prisoners lying on 
the floor, probably sickening for typhus. On 
going out of the compounds into the open air 
Major Fry broke down. The camp conditions 
were too much for four of the medical officers 
left there, two of them—Major Fry and Captain 
Sutcliffe—dying of typhus about a month after 
their arrival; and a third, Captain Field, in 
April, 1915. A fourth contracted typhus, but 
happily recovered. 

The above details have been taken from a 
report issued by the Foreign Office and prepared 
by Mr. Justice Younger, chiefly from in- 
formation supplied by three officers of the Royal 


Army Medical Corps, who happily escaped 
from their terrible experiences, and were after- 
wards released by the Germans. Only such 
parts of the report as are necessary to explain 
the death of Major Fry and his heroic comrades 
are given, by far the greater part of the horrible 
details being omitted as out of place in this 
work, 


CAPTAIN WILLIAM BLYTH 
FULLER, 2nd BATTN. THE QUEEN'S 
(ROYAL WEST SURREY REGIMENT), 
only son of the late 
Dr. William Fuller 
and Lady Hill, of 
111, Piccadilly, and 
Stoughton Grange, 
Guildford, was born 
at 111, Piccadilly, 
on the 14th August, 
1883. 
He was educated at 
Winchester, where 
he was a member of 
the O.T.C., and at 
He received his com- 


the R.M.C., Sandhurst. 
mission in the Royal West Surrey Regiment, 
in April, 1903, becoming Lieutenant in January, 
1907, and Captain in March, 1913. 

He served with the Ist Battalion of his regiment 
in India from 1903 to 1909, and in Aden. From 


February, 1911, to February, 1914, he was 
Adjutant of the 7th Highland Light Infantry 
(T.F.), and in March of the latter year joined 
the 2nd Battalion of his regiment in South 
Africa. With it, as part of the VIIth Division, 
he went to the front in October, 1914, and was 
present at the earlier operations round Ypres. 
He was invalided home in the middle of 
November with enteritis, and after recovering 
served with the 3rd Battalion at Chatham until 
January, 1915, when he took out a draft to his 
own battalion. 

He was in various actions before he was killed 
in action on the 16th May, 1915, while leading 
his company during the advance at Festubert. 
Captain Fuller specialised in signalling during 
his service in India, and was complimented 
by Sir O’Moore Creagh, V.C., Commander-in- 
Chief, on the efficiency of his signallers at 
manceuvres. He also played Association Foot- 
ball many times in the regimental team. 

He married, in October, 1910, Babara, second 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Pixley, of Maybury 
Knowle, Woking, and left two daughters— 
Nancy Barbara, born August, 1911, and Eileen 
Patricia, born August, 1913.

LIFUTENANT Donatp JAMES FINDLAY GAL- 
BRAITH, 9th (GLASGOW HIGHLAND) BatTTN. 
(TERRIT.) THE HIGHLAND LIGHT INFANTRY, was 
killed in action, 25th January, 1915. 


CAPTAIN (temp.) RoLAND HENRY GALLAGHER, 
No. 4 BATTERY, MoTOR MACHINE GUN SERVICE, 
died, 25th June, 1915, from the effects of a 
motor accident while on duty. 


CAPTAIN WILLIAM AUGUSTINE 
GALLAGHER, 2nd BATTN. 
EAST LANCASHIRE REGIMENT, 
son of William and 
Margaret Gallagher, 
Charlemont Place, 
Armagh, Ireland, 
was born on the 9th 
December, 1882, at 
Armagh. 

He was educated at 
Clongowes Wood 
College, Co. Kildare, 
and Trinity College, 
Dublin, where he 
took his B.A. degree. 
He joined the East Lancashire Regiment in 
August, 1907, with antedate to August, 1906, 
in virtue of his degree, becoming Licutenant in 
September, 1908. After serving in different 
stations in India from 1907 to 1912, he went to 
South Africa, and served at Harrismith, Orange 
River Colony, with a battalion of Mounted 
Infantry till February, 1913. He then rejoined 
his battalion at Cape Town till the declaration 
of war. He was selected by the General Officer 
at Cape Town to bring home the horses of 
the 10th Hussars, a duty he carried out to the 
entire satisfaction of the Officer Commanding 
that regiment. He was promoted Captain in 
September, 1914. 

On his arrival in England Captain Gallagher 
was sent to Hursley Camp, and was appointed 
Brigade Machine - gun Officer to the 24th 
Infantry Brigade, VIIIth Division, a position 
he held till his death, and for his services he 
was mentioned in Sir John French's Despatch 
of the 3Ist May, 1915. 

His death occurred late on the 10th March, 
1915. the night of the first day’s battle at Neuve 
Chapelle. He had been fighting that day, 
and at night was sent, with two orderlies, to 
deliver Despatches to Officers Commanding in 
the firing line. While on his way a shell burst 
on the little party and a fragment struck him 
on the head, killing him instantaneously. The 
orderlies, who were untouched, took his body 
back to headquarters, where he was buried next, 
day near a ruined farmhouse. The Staff erected 
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a cross, with his name on it, on his grave as a 
last tribute of their regard for a dear comrade. 
His General wrote of him that he was a most 
gallant officer and the best fellow he had ever 
met. 


2nd LIEUTENANT RICHARD MAURICE 
BROOKS GAMBLE, 1/7th BATTN. 
ieee da THE KING’S (LIVERPOOL 
= =< REGIMENT), 
born on the 16th 
July, 1893, was the 
eldest son of Mr. 
Richard Keene 
Gamble, B.L., J.P., 
President, Chamber 
of Commerce, Dub- 
lin, and of Mrs. 
Gamble, 51, Fitz- 
william Square, Dub- 
lin; Carriglea, Grey- 
stones, Co. Wicklow; 
and Derrinboy House, Kilcormac, King’s 
County, and a grandson of the late Richard 
Wilson Gamble, Q.C., County Court Judge, 
Treland. 
He was educated at M. Le Peton’s School, 
Dublin, afterwards at Tonbridge School, Kent, 
and at Trinity College, Dublin, where he was 
in his first year and had joined the Medical 
School. Owing to heart affection after rheum- 
atic fever when thirteen years old, he was not 
allowed to take part in the usual school sports. 
He was very keen on fishing and shooting, to 
which he devoted his spare time, and was also 
a fair golfer, and for rifle shooting obtained 4 
silver medal when at school in Dublin. Having 
been in the O.T.C. at Tonbridge School, he 
applied for a commission when the war broke 
out. He was gazetted to the Territorial Force 
in September, 1914, along with three other 
Trinity students in the same regiment. The 
regiment volunteered for service abroad, and 
went to France in March, 1915. 
2nd Lieutenant Gamble was killed on the 
night of the 15th-16th May, 1915, at Riche- 
bourg when leading his men in an attack on 
the German trenches. 
His Commanding Officer thus described the circum- 
stances: ‘‘ We were ordered to take the German trenches. 
. » Under heavy fire he led his men with the greatest 
bravery, and had reached the parapet of the German 


trenches when he fell, with two Germans under him, 
death being instantaneous.” 


He was buried at the Rue du Bois, half a mile 
south of Richebourg St. Yaast, with eight 
brother officers, killed in the same attack.

2nd LIEUTENANT (temp.) RICHARD 
SUMNER GAMBLE, 7th (SERVICE) 
BATTN. EAST LANCASHIRE REGT., 
attd. Ist GURKHA RIFLES, 
was the eldest son of S. G. Gamble, sometime 
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Borough Surveyor of Grantham, and since 
February, 1892, Second-in-Command of the 
London Fire Brigade. 3] 


He was born in 
Grantham on _ the 
8th October, 1881, 
and cducated at 
Coleshill School and 
Liineburg, Germany. 
On returning to Eng- 
land in 1899 he was 
apprenticed asa 
mechanical engineer | 
at the Hunslet En- 
gine Works, Leeds, 
and afterwards continued his engineering studies 
at the Battersea Polytechnic. 

On the 7th January, 1905, he left England to 
take up an appointment as assistant manager 
of the Kallina Tea Estate, India, afterwards 
holding similar positions at Konapara and 
Jellapore. Owing to ill-health, he returned to 
England in October, 1910. He recovered, 
however, and left in December, 1911, to take 
up an appointment as assistant manager of the 
Sungei Rubber Estate, Perak, Federated Malay 
States. He was an enthusiastic Volunteer, and 
attained the rank of Sergeant in the Leeds 
Rifles and the Surma Valley Light Horse. 
Being a good horse and swordsman, he carried 
off many of the best prizes at their competitions. 
The news of the outbreak of war coincided 
with the end of the first period of his engagement 
in the Malay States. He therefore decided to 
return to England, and at once placed his 
services at the disposal of the India Office, 
hoping that with his intimate knowledge of 
German, French, Hindustani, etc., and his 
great ability to control and manage coolies, 
he might be of considerable use to the Indian 
troops, then on their way from India. 

On the 16th January, 1915, he was gazetted 
Temporary 2nd Lieutenant in the 7th Battalion, 
East Lancashire Regiment. He remained with 
this battalion at Clevedon, Somerset, until the 
24th March, 1915, when he received orders to 
report himself at Southampton, Havre, Rouen, 
and Marseilles, where he was attached to the 
6th Jat Light Infantry, Dehra Dun Division. 
On the 30th April, with fourteen other officers, 
he left for Boulogne, and was sent up to the 
front on the 12th May, where he was transferred, 
on the 16th May, to the lst Gurkha Rifles, 
then in the trenches. 

The last letter received from him, dated the 
20th May, 1915, concludes: ‘I have just 
received orders to go and bomb some Germans 
out of a trench, so must say good-bye.” 

From subsequent information it appears that 
the actual attack took place on the night of the 
21st-22nd May, in the trenches running through 
Ferme du _ Bois, 3,000 metres north-east 
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of Festubert and 2,500 metres south-west 
of Neuve Chepelle, 1,000 metres west of the 
main road from La Basée to Estaires. The 
attack was a comparatively small local affair. 
He was leading, and, as described by the 
Observation Officer, he, being well in front of 
his men, deliberately cut a large gap through 
the wire, and then, thinking his men were just 
behind him, jumped over into the German 
trench. The German fire was so intensely hot 
that the men had to lie down, and never 
reached the trench. The casualties were all 
European officers and forty-five per cent of the 
men killed and wounded. The India Office 
records: “2nd Lieutenant R.S. Gamble, 7th 
Kast Lancashire Regiment, attached Ist 
Gurkha Rifles, officially reported inissing, 
believed killed, 22nd May.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT JonNn Louis GAMBLIN, 62nd 
Battery, Roya FIELD ARTILLERY, was killed 
in action, 8th May, 1915. 


2nd Lizu NT GEORGE JOSEPH GANDY, 2nd 
Batrs. THE LEICESTERSHIRE REGIME 
killed in action, 15th or 16th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES THOMAS 
GARDINER, 3rd BATTN. THE ROYAL 
FUSILIERS (CITY OF LONDON REGT.), 
was born at Wool- 
wich on the 3rd 
October, 1880 and 
enlisted in the Royal 
Fusiliers in October, 
1898. Tle was pro- 
moted Corporal in 
December, 1900, and 
received the First 
Class Certificate for 
Gymnastics at Alder- 
shot in January, 
1902. He passed for 
the rank of Sergeant at Woolwich in June, 1903, 
receiving his promotion in November of the 
same year, and represented the 4th Battalion, 
Royal Fusiliers, at the opening of the Union 
Jack Club in July, 1907, for which he was given 
a certificate. In 1908 he was transferred to the 
Army Gymnastic Staff, and appointed to 
Leicester, and in the following year he was 
appointed to the Depot of the Leicestershire 
Regiment, where he spent five years. While 
at the Depot about 2,000 recruits came under 
his instruction. Le was subsequently appointed 
Gymnastic Instructor at the R.M.C., Sand- 
hurst, but on the outbreak of the war he 
rejoined the Royal Fusiliers as 2nd Lieutenant, 
having received his commission on the 20th 
December, 1914. Ie joined the 5th Battalion, 
Royal Fusiliers, at Dover for training, and 
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received his certificate for tactics, field fortifi- 
cation, map reading, organisation, and military 
law in the officers’ class from the 22nd February 
to the 19th March, 1915. IIe left Dover on the 
30th April, 1915, being posted to the 3rd Bat- 
talion, Royal Fusiliers, in France, where he was 
wounded on the 25th May, 1915, and died in 
hospital at Boulogne from his wounds and gas- 
poisoning on the Ist June.

Jate 44th and 76th Regiments, of Cheltenham, 
was born at Dover on the 6th June, 1866, 

He was educated at Cheltenham College, where 
he took a junior classical scholarship in 1879,

a senior classical scholarship in 1882, the silver 
medal for classics, and the Jex-Blake prize for 
English literature in 
1885. He was also 
coxswain of the Col- 
lege boat from 1881 
to 1883. He entered 
the R.M.C., Sand- 
hurst, in 1885, and 
was gazetted to the 
Buffs in February, 
1887, becoming 
Lieutenant in Nov- 
ember, 1889, and 
Captain in October, 
1895. He took part in the South African War, 
serving as Adjutant of his battalion from 
February, 1898, to April, 1900, and was present 
at operations in the Orange Free State, being 
severely wounded at Paardeburg. Later he 
was Staff Officer to the Base Commandant 
(graded as D.A.A.G.) from 100-1902. He 
received the Queen’s medal with three clasps. 
He was promoted Major in April, 1903, and 
after passing the Staff College he was Staff 
Captain (Intelligence) at Headquarters of the 
Army from January, 1904, to January, 1908, 
and General Staff Officer, Second Grade, from 
October, 1908, to February, 1910. He was a 
qualified interpreter in Russian. He succeeded 
to the command of the 2nd Battalion of his 
regiment in February, 1911, and was promoted 
Colonel in February, 1915, with seniority from 
June, 1914. 

For his services in the war with Germany 
he was mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch 
of the 31st May, 1915. He was killed by shell 
on the 28th April, 1915, during the Battle of 
Ypres, when in command of four battalions. 
Colonel Geddes, who was a member of the 
United Service Club, married Vera Colville, 
daughter of W. O. Gilchrist, Esq., Oakley Hall, 
Basingstoke. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ALISTAIR FRANCIS GEDDES, 
2nd Batrn.

2nd LIEUTENANT WILLIAM GEORGE, 
2nd BATTN.

who was killed at Neuve Chapelle on the 10th 
March, 1915, was born in Edinburgh in 1882. 
He was a brother of John C. George, M.A., 
Possilpark School, Glasgow. 

Lieutenant George, whose father had an hon- 
ourable career in the Army, becoming a Quarter- 
master-Sergeant in the 1st Black Watch joined 


the Army as a private in his father’s old 
regiment. Having risen tothe rank of Sergeant, 
he was transferred to 
the 2nd Battalion of 
his regiment in India, 
and became Com- 
pany Sergeant- 
Major. He received 
the Delhi Durbar 
medal in 1911, in 
commemoration of 
King George’s Cor- 
onation. He was 
one of the regimen- 
tal shots, carrying 
off prizes both in Scotland and in India. At 
the commencement of the war he went to 
France with the Meerut Division of the Indian 
Expeditionary Force, and received his commis- 
sion in December, 1914, for service in the field. 
The Commanding Officer of the battalion, writing of his 
death, soid: ‘It was in attending to others, and trying 


to put them into a place of safety under shell fire, that 
he met his death while exposing himself.” 


A brother of Lieutenant George is serving with 
the Reserve Battalion of the Scottish Rifles.

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commission, as 2nd Lieutenant, in his old regi- 
ment, and was posted to his old battalion. 
2nd Lieutenant Gibb was mentioned in Sir 
John French’s Despatch of 3lst May, 1915, 
for gallant and distinguished services in the 
field. 

2nd Lieutenant Gibb married Alice, daughter 
of John Davies, Msq., late of the Prison Com- 
mission, Scotland.

London Rifle Brigade as a Private and served 
in the ranks for four years. He then accepted 
a commission in the 4th V.B. Queen’s Royal 
West Surrey Regiment, now known as the 24th 
Battalion, London Regiment, in which he was 
promoted Captain in December, 1909. At the 
time of his death he was Senior Captain, and 
commanded “‘ A’? Company. 

On the outbreak of the war he undertook 
Imperial Service obligations, and went with his 
battalion to France. He was killed at Givenchy 
on the 24th May, 1915, and was buried where he 
fell. Captain F. M. Gill held the respect of all 
ranks. He was an excellent leader of men, 
especially in action, under both shell and rifle 
fire. Proof of this was forthcoming when he 
led the leading company in a successful attack 
upon a German front-line trench at Givenchy 
on May the 25th. On the right of the position 
there was a fortified stronghold and in front of 
this a certain rise in the ground. After capturing 


—| 
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the trench, Captain Gill saw that it was im- 
perative for this position to be captured, as a 
withering fire was coming from that flank. He 
at once mounted to the top of this hill, revolver 
in hand, and cried out to the men of his company 
to rally round him with a view to charging 
across the top. The company did so, but were 
unable to get closer than about twenty yards 
from the objective at the rear of the hill 
owing to the fast sniping and to the number of 
bombs being thrown by the enemy. The 
company lost heavily in both killed and 
wounded, as they lay down to reply by firing 
“vapid.” Captain Gill was picking off bombers 
and snipers with his revolver, as they showed 
themselves, until he was shot through the 
shoulder, and compelled to go to the rear, 
where he received another wound in the head, 
which proved fatal. His remains were respect- 
fully laid to rest in a sheltered spot behind our 
lines. He laid down his life in carrying out his 
orders, to the admiration of all who knew or 
saw him. 

Captain Gill married, in 1907, Evelyn, the elder 
daughter of B. Todd. Esq., J.P., of Finchley, 
and left one son, Malcolm, born in February, 
1909.

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Battle of Le Cateau, and, after recovery, was 
attached to the 3rd Battalion of his regiment, 
at Londonderry, until February, 1915, when he 
joined the Ist Battalion at Rugby and pro- 
ceeded with the XXIXth Division to the 
Mediterranean. He was promoted temporarily 
to the rank of Lieutenant in November, 1914, 
and confirmed in it in April, 1915, to date from 
the previous December. 

Lieutenant Gilliland took part in the famous 
landing at ‘“‘ X’’ Beach, Gallipoli Peninsula, 
on the 25th April, 1916, and fell four days later 
in action at Krithia, when he was shot through 
the forehead while leading his platoon. He was 
the first officer in the 2nd Battalion to be 
wounded and the first officer in the Ist Bat- 
talion to be killed. 

One of his Senior Officers, in writing, said: ‘* You must 
realise how we all, as a mpathise with you 
in the loss of your gallani as we had always 
known him, a cheerful and brave little gentleman. 
The last I saw of him was getting his sections together, 
and in order to make another advance, At the time 
we we na hail of machine n fire, out of which no 
one expected to return. One ald not help being filled 
with admiration at the courage of one who was still 
only a boy, but s0 much a man.” 

Lieutenant Gilliland was very keen on games 
and hunting. He rode his first’ point-to-point 
race the day before he joined his battalion at 
Dover in 1914. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ANDREW 
GILMORE, Ist BATTN. ROYAL 
IRISH RIFLES, 7 
who was killed on

1915, was the son of 

Mrs. K. Gilmore, of ' 
Belfast, and was - a e 

born in that city on 4 
the 3rd May, 1879. 
He joined the Royal 
Trish Rifles in No- 
vember, 1895, and 
served in the ranks 
in South Africa, 
India, Burma, and Aden, prior to his leaving 
for France in November, 1914, and had received 
the Long Service and Good Conduct medals. 
He took a great interest in sports and temper- 
ance work in his battalion. 

In November, 1914, he received his commission, 
from Warrant rank, as 2nd Lieutenant, and 
after the Battle of Neuve Chapelle on the 
11th March, 1915, was killed while taking his 
company out of the trenches for a rest after 
that severe engagement. 

The Officer Commanding his battalion, after the battle, 
wrote to his widow: “* Your husband behi d with 
great gallantry on March the 10th, leading men in 
the assault on the trenches in front of Neuve Chapelle 
and beyond the trenches through the town, which we 
captured. Ife was then in command of ‘ A * Company 
the other officers having fallen. His company then took 
up a position which we held till relieved next day, 


It was while leaving these trenches with his men that 
your husband was killed. He suffered no pain. I cannot. 
tell you what a loss we have suffered. Your husband, for 
many years, had done his duty most nobly in the 
regiment, and had done everything possible for the good 
and credit of the Royal Irish Rifles. He was buried where 
he fell, about half a mile east of Neuve Chapelle.” 

Another Officer wrote : ‘last saw him on the morning 
of the attack at about two o’clock. The attack took 
place at about 7.30 a.m. on the 10th instant, and he 
led his platoon in the charge which recaptured from the 
enemy the old trench which had been held by our 2nd 
Battalion last October, and where they suffered so 
heavily. His platoon had only very few casualties 
in this very gallant charge, and established themselves 
in the ground they had won and dug trenches to enable 
them to hold cf. This they did, and kept the enemy 
at bay all night, repulsing two sharp counter-attacks 
with heavy loss to the Germans. On the morning of the 
second day of the operations (the 11th instant), our 
battalion was being withdrawn from the advanced 
trenches, being relieved by another corps, with a view 
to getting some short rest and food, and it was when 
superintending this operation by his platoon that Gilmore 
was shot. He was killed almost instantaneously. Gil- 
more was loved and respected by his brother officers and 
by the non-commissioned officers and men under him.” 
2nd Lieutenant Gilmore married Miss Mary 
McLoughlin in 1904, and left one child, Andrew, 


born on the 30th April, 1907.

cricket, football, rackets, hockey, golf, and 
tennis. He was one of the criginal Kxpedition- 
ary Force, and had had nine months’ service 
at the front when he received, on the 6th May, 
1915, the wounds from which he died three 
days later—the 9th May. 


The following particulars of his death were given to his 
relatives by his Commanding Officer : Captain Gledstanes 
was in command of a trench near Hill 60, and he and his 
men had gallantly held it for two days, in spite of 
asphyxiating gases, bomb attacks, and heavy artillery 
tire, and also in spite of the trench being enfiladed by 
the Germans, having eceupied a trench on the right, 
thus taking (hem, not only in the flank, but partly in 
reverse. Fortunately, the good work done by Captain 
Gledstanes was carried on after he was wounded, and the 
trench was held until the men were relieved, though 
many were sick from the gas, wearied and sleepless, 
cut off from the rest of the line, and continually harassed 
by hand-grenade attacks. The authorities recognised 
the achievement as one of the finest episodes of the war. 
Captain Gledstanes was himself mentioned in Sir 


John French’s Despatch of the 3lst May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ERNEST EDWARD 
GLOSSOP, Ist BATTN. PRINCE 
ALBERT’S (SOMERSET LIGHT 
INFANTRY), 
youngest son of 
Canon Glossop, of 
Romeland — House, 
St. Albans, — and 
Whitechapel Manor, 
South Molton, was 
born at St. Albans 
on the 21st Febru- 
ary, 1896. 

He was educated at 
Sandroyd, Repton, 
and the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, out of which he passed at the end 
of his first year. He was fond of boxing, hunting, 
shooting, music, and drawing. He was gazetted 
to the Somerset Light Infantry in August, 
1914, and after going to the front was danger- 
ously wounded by a bullet, which struck him 
in the thigh, on the 25th October, in conse- 
quence of which he was invalided home. He 
recovered, however, and after returning to the 
front was again wounded on the 2nd May, 1915, 
from the effects of which he unfortunately died, 
on the 4th May, without recovering conscious- 
ness. 

A memorial service was held in St. Albans 
Cathedral, among those present being Lord 
and Lady Verulam, Canon the Honourable 
Robert and Mrs. Greniston, the Honourable 
F. W. and Miss Anson, the Mayor and Mayoress 
of St. Albans, and a number of relatives and 
friends.

Kensington, was the 
only son of Dr. Cock- 
burn Gloster and of 


Mrs. Gloster, only 
child of the late 
Henry Keane. He 


was a grandson of 
the late Captain 
Richard Gloster, 
61st Regiment, a great-grand-nephew of the 
Jate Colonel Thomas Gloster, 61st Regiment, 
and a godson and cousin of Brigadier-General 
G. M. Gloster, late Devonshire Regiment. 

He was educated at St. Paul’s School, entering 
Gonville and Caius College, Cambridge, in 
June, 1913. In the following October he passed 
the first examination for the degree of M.B. 
He won the Caius Freshers’ Tennis Tournament 
in 1914, and also played cricket for his College. 
He was gazetted to the Gordon Highlanders 
in August, and in October, 1914, was pro- 
moted temporarily to Lieutenant. Lieutenant 
Gloster trained in Perth, then at Bedford, 
and sent to the front in November, 1914, 
and ved in the trenches till his death. He 
was killed on the 18th March, 1915, in a trench 
taken from the Germans while encouraging his 
men to advance. 

Lieutenant Gloster was a man of fine presence, 
standing 6-ft. 4-in., with broad shoulders and 
erect figure. At Cambridge he was very popular 
with professors and students as much for his 
cheerful disposition as for his singularly straight- 
forward conduct. Although advised to remain 
at his medical studies, he was on the outbreak 
of the war full of joining the Army, and 
speedily became popular with officers and men, 
and, owing to his being able to assist in bandag- 
ing and otherwise attending to the wounded, 
both mitigated injuries and saved lives.

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A Sergeant of the 4th Battalion, Royal Fusiliers, de- 
scribes the devotion of Lieutenant Gordon’s men to their 
young officer, and relates how, on one occasion, Lieu- 
tenant Gordon leapt out of the trenches under a heavy 
fire, refusing to allow any of his men to run the risk, 
and himself brought in a wounded comrade. 

When the war broke out Lieutenant Gordon 
was spending his holidays with his family on 
the north-west coast of France. They at once 
returned home, arriving in England in the early 
hours of Wednesday, August 5th. Lieutenant 
Gordon went immediately (about 6 a.m.) 
to the War Office to offer his services, and, 
according to the sleepy policeman at the door, 
“was the very first young gent ” to apply. 


CAPTAIN WALTER LESLIE LOCK- 
HART GORDON, 2nd CANADIAN 
INFANTRY BATTN. Ist CANA- 
DAIN CONTINGENT, formerly in 
the 9th MISSISSAUGA HORSE, 
was the fourth son 
of William H. Lock- 
hart Gordon,  bar- 
rister-at-law, 221, 
George Street, 
Toronto, Canada, 
and a_ brother of 
Lieutenant - Colonel 
H. D. Lockhart Gor- 
don, 4th Mounted 
Rifles, 2nd Mounted 
Rifle Brigade, 3rd 
Canadian —_ Contiin- 
gent, and of Lieutenant Maitland Lockhart 
Gordon, 3rd Battalion, Gordon Highlanders. 

He was born at Toronto, Canada, on the 30th 
September, 1890, and was educated at Toronto 
Church School, St. Alban’s Cathedral School, 
Bishop Ridley College, and the Royal Military 
College, Canada. At the latter he became 
Battalion Sergeant-Major, and won the Sword 
of Honour in his last year. He afterwards 
became a member of the Royal Canadian 
Yacht Club and of the University Club of 
Toronto. 

Captain Gordon was killed at the Battle of 
Langemarck on the 23rd April, 1915. 

The following particulars were furnished to his brother 
by a Sergeant-Major of the battalion : “ On the morning 
of Friday, the 23rd of April, at about 3.30 a.m., we were 
about one hundred and fifty yards from the enemy 
trenches when we received an order to charge (this 
applies to No. 1 Double Company only), As we com- 
menced to charge, the Commander of my platoon, 
Lieutenant Day, was killed, and Captain Gordon at once 
took his place. Owing to the intensity of the enemy 
fire, we had to advance on our knees, Captain Gordon 
in front, encouraging the men by voice and gesture. 
We managed to get within thirty yards of the German 
trenches, and it was then that Captain Gordon was hit 
through the neck and through the top of the head. 


At the time he died I was about six feet from him to 
the left rear.” 


A Private of the corps also sent the following details : 
“Just a line to let you know how Captain Gordon died 
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a hero’s death. He was the bravest officer I saw in the 
engagement at Ypres. He went in front of his men and 
led them into action. He certainly did his duty well. 
He was shot through the nec! ery man in the company 
thought a world of him for his bravery and skill. Where 
he went the men followed.” 


CAPTAIN ANNESLEY CHARLES 
EDWARD ST. GEORGE GORE, 
2/9th GURKHA RIFLES, 
born at Murree, 
India, on the 3lst 
July, 1886, was the 
eldest son of Colonel 
Charles William 
Gore, late Coin- 
manding 2nd Bat~ 
talion, West Riding 
Regiment. He was 
a grandson of Cap- 
tain C. W. Gore, 
72nd Highlanders, 
and of General An- 
nesley Knox Gore, Indian Army. 

He was educated at Aravon School, Bray, at 
Cheltenham College, and at the R.M.C., Sand- 
burst, from which he was gazetted to an un- 
attached 2nd Lieutenancy in January, 1906, 
and carried out his preliminary training with 
a battalion of the Royal Irish Regiment at 
Rawal Pindi, being afterwards posted to the 
110th Mahratta Light Infantry in March, 1907. 
He was promoted Lieutenant in April, 1908, 
and appointed to the 2nd Battalion, 9th Gurkha 
Rifles, becoming Quartermaster of his battalion 
in 1913. On the outbreak of war in 1014 he 
volunteered for active service in France with 
the Ist Battalion of his regiment, and was 
gazetted Captain in January, 1915. Ife was 
killed by a German piquet in the carly morning 
of the 26th June, 1915, while carrying out a 
personal reconnaissance outside the trenches, 
and was buried at St. Vaast, near Richebourg. 
Captain Gore was a good all-round sportsman. 
He had captained the Cheltenham College 
Rugby XV and the Sandhurst XV, was a fine 
shot. and a keen polo player. He was granted 
the Royal Humane Society’s certificate for 
saving one of his Gurkhas from drowning in 
the Ganges Canal, near Pur, India. 


His Commanding Officer wrote of him: “‘ Ilis fluency in 
speaking the language (Garkhali) of his men, combined 
with his knowledge of and interest in their habits, 
manners, and customs, had endeared him to all ranks 
of the battalion, and this asset, nbined with those of 
tact, resourcefulness, and courage. entitled him to the 
opinion universally held in the battalion of being one of 
their very best officers. Frank, genial, and generous, 
and a thorough sportsman in every sense of the phrase, 
his noble death, deeply deplored by all, will never fade 
in the memory of those who knew him.”

CAPTAIN ALWYN BERTRAM 
ROBERT RAPHAEL GOSSELIN, D.S.O., 
2nd BATTN.

= was the only sur- 
viving son of the 
late Sir Martin 
Gosselin, G.C.V.O., 
K.C.M.G., C.B., of 
Bla ware, Llerts, 
British Minister at 
Lisbon, and the 
Hon. Lady Gosselin, 
second daughter of 
the first Lord Gerard. 
He was born in 
Berlin on the 16th 
February, 1883, and was educated at Beaumont 
College, Old Windsor, and the R.M.C., Sand- 
hurst. He was gazetted to the Grenadier 
Guards in October, 1901, becoming Licutenant 
in January, 1905, and Captain in August, 1910. 
For his services in the war with Germany he 
was mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch 
of the 8th October, 1914, and was awarded the 
D.S.O., the official record stating it was for the 
following gallant action :— 

“although wounded and in considerable pain, com- 
manded his company for two days in action against the 
advice of the Medica! Officer, and until he could be 
relieved by another officer.”” 

Captain Gosselin was killed on the 7th February, 
1915, by a shell while attending to a wounded 
brother officer. 

A solemn Requiem Mass for the late oflicer was 
sung in Farm Street, Church, Berkeley Square, 
on the 18th February, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT DUNCAN HEPBURN 
GOTCH, attd. WORCESTERSHIRE 
REGIMENT, 
was the second son 
of Davis I. Gotch, 
Assistant Secretary 
for Education for 
Northamptonshire. 
He was educated at 
Oundle School, from 
which he went to 
Caius College, Cam- 
bridge, having ob- 
tained a scholarship 
in Natural Science, 
in which he took an Honours degree in 1913. 
After leaving Cambridge he secured a post as 
Assistant at the Imperial Bureau of Entomo- 
logy, South Kensington. 

The Principal of the Bureau, on hearing of his death, 
wrote: ‘ He was one of the keenest amd most willing 
assistants I have ever had, and showed every promise 
of making a name for himsclf as a scientific worker. 
His cheery enthusiasm and charm of manner endeared 


him to all who had the pleasure of working with him, 
and his place will be hard indeed to fill.” 


He joined the Artists’ Rifles in February, 1914, 
and after mobilisation in August proceeded 
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to France in October, 1914, trained there in 
the Officers’ School, and was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant (temp.) on the General List on the 
Ist January, 1915. For active service he was 
attached to the Worcestershire Regiment. 
He was killed in action on the 11th March, 
1915, at Neuve Chapelle, while leading his men 
from the trenches, he being then the last un- 
wounded oflicer of the company. 
A brother Oflicer, writing of him, said: ** By his cheeri- 
and enthusiasm we had all got to like 
His cheerfulness was catching. He 
was very plucky, and would insist on exposing himself, 
generally in the hope that he would spot the enemy 
or find some better place for platoon.” 
Another Officer wrote: ‘* His conduct and bearing 
during the first day and a half at Neuve Chapelle, during 
which I was present. and near him, was a credit to the 
regiment and to his family.” 
The Colonel of the Artists’ Rifles said: ‘* We splendidly 
upheld the best traditions of the British Army.”

Sheffield. 

2nd Lieutenant 
Grady was born in 
Sheffield on the 9th 
September, 1886, 
and was educated in 
his native town, mak- 
ing a special study 
of metallurgy at the 
Applied Science De- | 

partment of the University of Sheffield. At 
the outbreak of the war he was an analytical 
chemist in Sheffield. 

For several years Mr. Grady had heen a member 
of the University of Sheffield 0.1.C. He was a 
Scoutmaster in connection with St. Mark’s 
Church, Shefficld, of the choir of which he had 
been an honorary member for sixtcen years. 
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He was a gymnast, and was very fond of cricket. 
Mr. Grady was offered and accepted a com- 
mission as 2nd Lieutenant, Reserve of Officers, 
O.'T.C., in February, 1914, and in August, 1914, 
he was gazetted 2nd Licutenant in a Reserve 
Battalion, The Royal Fusiliers. For active 
service he was attached to the 3rd Battalion of 
his regiment, with which he served in Flanders. 
On the 25th April, 1015, 2nd Lieutenant Grady 
was in a dug-out near Zonnebeke. A shell 
entered it and blew it to pieces, killing him 


instantancously. He was buried on the battle- 
field. 
2nd Lieutenant Grady married Ida, only

LIEUTENANT CYRIL GRAHAM, 
1/5th (CUMBERLAND) BATTN.

John Graham, man- 
ager of the London 
Joint Stock Bank, 
Ltd., Whitehaven, 
was born at Bank 
House,  Aspatria, 
Cumberland, on the 
8th September, 1895. 
He was educated at 
St. Bees School, 
where he was in the 
O.T.C., and on leav- 
ing school he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in 
the 5th Battalion, Border Regiment, in May, 
1913. He left for France early in October, 1914, 
and was promoted Temporary Licutenant in 
April, 1915. He was shot by a sniper near 
Ypres on the 27th May, 1915, and was buried 
in the grounds of a chateau at Potijge. 
The Officer Commanding the battalion wrote: ‘I very 
much regret to have to tell you that your son was killed 
yesterday evening, just. before the time fixed for the 
relief of his company from the trenches. I was not 
present at the time, but so far as I can gather there was 
a good deal of sniping going on from the German lines, 
and he was proceeding along a communication trench 
accompanied by a man. He must have stood up to light 
acigarette, for he was found with a bullet wound through 
the head, with a cigarette in one hand and a lighter in 
the other. We buried him to-day in the grounds of a 
chateau, and have marked the grave with a cross and 
have taken particulars of its situation for refcrence. 
Your son was a most promising young officer, and is a 
very great loss to us all. He was a great favourite with 
his brother officers, and his men had implicit trust in 
him.” 
A Corporal wrote: “I take it upon inyself to forward 
you the sympathy of the men of this company in your 
sad bereavement through the death of your son, Lieu- 
tenant Graham, and we hope it may console you some- 
what to know that he died like a soldier and the gentle- 
man he was. His genial manner and splendid courage 
won for him the respect and admiration of all the men, 
and his death, coming as it did after the worst of the 
fighting was over (during which he never lost his brave 
smile and his word of enccurayement) cn the day we were 
being relieved, came as a great chock to all, as he was the 


most popular officer in the regiment, and no man could 
help loving him, as he had all the good qualities of the 
British officer without any of the bad ones. He was 
ever ready to mix in the sport of the men and listen to 
all their troubles patiently.” 


LIEUTENANT FE. M. GRAHAM, SPECIAL RESERVE, 
attd. lst Batrx. SouTH WALES BORDERERS, 
died of wounds, 2nd ApRIL, 1915. 


LIEUTENTANT 

JOHN GRAHAM, 
BATTN. (TERRIT.) 
(LIVERPOOL 
elder son of John 
Graham, Mohrcroft, 
Aigburth Drive, 
Liverpool, and “ The 
Croft,” Hoylake, 
was born at Liver- 
pool on the 3rd 
April, 1877. 

He was educated at 
Marlborough, where 
he was Captain of 
the Cricket XI in 
1894, and a repre- 
sentative of the School in rackets, also 
playing hockey and football. Ever since his 
school days Captain Graham had devoted 
much of his spare time to soldiering, and 
served as an officer in the Liverpool 
Scottish Volunteers, retiring from them as 
a Captain three years after the regiment had 
become Territorial. 

When the war broke out he rejoined the 10th 
(Scottish) Battalion, King’s Liverpool Regiment, 
as a Private, in August, 1914, receiving his 
commission as 2nd Lieutenant later in the 
month. In the following month he was pro- 
moted Lieutenant, and he became Temporary 
Captain in April, 1915. For his services he was 
mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of 
31st May, 1915. He was killed in a charge of 
his battalion at Hooge on the 16th June, 1915. 
Captain Graham was well known throughout 
the golfing world. In addition to being in the 
Liverpool Cricket Club, he was a member of the 
Royal Liverpool Golf Club, of the Royal and 
Ancient Golf Club of St. Andrews, and of 
Walton Heath Golf Club. ‘“ Jack”? Graham, 
as he was affectionately known to his associates, 
was one of the very finest amateur golfers ; 
but though such a great player never had the 
good fortune to win a championship, but other- 
wise he had a fine record. In 1904 and 1914, 
at Sandwich, he won the St. George’s Vase 
by magnificent golf, and his record in the Hoy- 
lake medals was of many successes. He several 
times finished high in the list in the Open 
Championship, in 1906 foutth, and three other 
years the highest amateur.

won for him the respect and admiration of all the men,

applies to No. 1 Double Company only). As we com- 
menced to charge, the Commander of my platoon, 
Lieutenant Day, was killed, and Captain Gordon at once 
took his place. Owing to the intensity of the enemy 
fire, we had to advance on our knee ptain Gordon 
in front, encouraging the men by and gesture. 
We managed to get within thirty yards of the German 
trenches, and it was then that Captain Gordon was hit 
through the neck and through the top of the head. 


At the time he died I was about six feet from him to 
the left rear.”

A Private of the corps also sent the following details : 
“ Just a line to let you know how Captain Gordon died 


a hero’s death. He was the bravest officer I saw in the 
engagement at Ypres. He went in front of his men and 
led them into action. He certainly did his duty well. 
He was shot through the neck. Every man in the company 
thought a world of him for his bravery and skill. Where 
he went the men followed.” 


CAPTAIN ANNESLEY CHARLES

His Commanding Officer wrote of him: “ His fluency in 
speaking the language (Garkhali) of his men, combined 
with his knowledge of and interest in their habits, 
manners, and customs, had endeared him to all ranks 
of the battalion, and this asset, combined with those of 
tact, resourcefulness, and courage. entitled him to the 
opinion universally held in the battalion of being one of 
their very best officers, Frank, genial, and generous, 
and a thorough sportsman in every sense of the phrase, 
his noble death, deeply deplored by all, will never fade 
in the memory of those who knew him.”

(TERRIT.) THE BORDER REGIMENT, 
elder son of Captain 
John Graham, man- 
ager of the London 
Joint Stock Bank, 
Ltd., Whitehaven, 
was born at Bank 
House,  Aspatria, 
Cumberland, on the 
8th September, 1895. 
He was educated at 
St. Bees School, 
where he was in the 
O.T.C., and on leay- 
ing school he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in 
the 5th Battalion, Border Regiment, in May, 
1913. He left for France early in October, 1914, 
and was promoted Temporary Lieutenant in 
April, 1915. He was shot by a sniper near 
Ypres on the 27th May, 1915, and was buried 
in the grounds of a chateau at Potijge. 

The Officer Commanding the battalion wrote: ‘I very 
much r t to have to tell you that your son was killed 
yesterday evening, just before the time fixed for the 
relief of his company from the trenches. I was not 
present at the time, but so far as I can gather there 
a good deal of sniping going on from the German lines, 
and he was proceeding along a communication trench 
accompanied by aman. He must have stood up to light 
a cigarette, for he was found with a bullet wound through 
the head, with a cigarette in one hand and a lighter in 
the other. We buried him to-day in the grounds of a 
chateau, and have marked the grave with a cross and 
have taken particulars of its situation for reference, 
Your son was a most promising young officer, and is a 
very great loss to us all. He was a great favourite with 


his brother officers, and his men had implicit trust in 
him.” 


A Corporal wrote: “I take it upon myself to forward 
mpathy of the men of this company in your 
avement through the death of your son, Licu- 
tenant Graham, and we hope it may console you 
what to know that he died like a soldier and the 
man he was. His genial manner and splendid courage 
won for him the respect and admiration of all the men, 
and his death, coming as it did after the worst of the 
fighting was over (during which he never lest his brave 
smile and his word of encouragement) cn the day we were 
being relieved, came as a great shock to all, as he was the 


most popular officer in the regiment, and no man could 
help loving him, as he had all the good qualities of the 
British officer without any of the bad ones. He was 
ever ready to mix in the sport of the men and listen to 
all their troubles patiently.” 


LIEUTENANT FE. M. GRAHAM, SPECIAL RESERVE, 
attd. Ist Barry. SoutH WALES BORDERERS, 
died of wounds, 2nd Apri, 1915. 


LIEUTENTANT (temp. 
JOHN GRAHAM, 10th 
BATTN. (TERRIT.) 
(LIVERPOOL 
elder son of John 
Graham, Mohrcroft, 
Aigburth Drive, 
Liverpool, and “ The 
Croft,” Hoylake, 
was born at Liver- 
pool on the 3rd 
April, 1877. 

He was educated at 
Marlborough, where 
he was Captain of 
the Cricket XI in 
1894, and a repre- 
sentative of the School in rackets, also 
playing hockey and football. Ever since his 
school days Captain Graham had devoted 
much of his spare time to soldiering, and 
served as an officer in the Liverpool 
Scottish Volunteers, retiring from them as 
a Captain three years after the regiment had 
become Territorial. 

When the war broke out he rejoined the 10th 
(Scottish) Battalion, King’s Liverpool Regiment, 
as a Private, in August, 1914, receiving his 
commission as 2nd Lieutenant later in the 
month. In the following month he was pro- 
moted Lieutenant, and he became Temporary 
Captain in April, 1915. For his services he was 
mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of 
31st May, 1915. He was killed in a charge of 
his battalion at Hooge on the 16th June, 1915. 
Captain Graham was well known throughout 
the golfing world. In addition to being in the 
Liverpool Cricket Club, he was a member of the 
Royal Liverpool Golf Club, of the Royal and 
Ancient Golf Club of St. Andrews, and of 
Walton Heath Golf Club. “ Jack’? Graham, 
as he was affectionately known to his associates, 
was one of the very finest amateur golfers ; 
but though such a great player never had the 
good fortune to win a championship, but other- 
wise he had a fine record. In 1904 and 1914, 
at Sandwich, he won the St. George’s Vase 
by magnificent golf, and his record in the Hoy- 
lake medals was of many successes. He several 
times finished high in the list in the Open 
Championship, in 1906 fourth, and three other 
years the highest amateur.

LIFUTENANT CHARLES ALPE GRANTHAM, 33rd 
QUEEN VicToRIA’s Own LicHT CALVARY, 
INDIAN ARMY, was killed in action, 3rd March, 
1915. 


CAPTAIN EDWARD MASON GRAN- 
THAM, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. Ist BATTN. 
THE LINCOLNSHIRE REGIMENT, 
was the younger son 
of the late Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel H. V. 
Grantham, of West 
Keal Hall, Spilsby, 
where he was born in 
1869. He was first. 
educated at a pre- 
paratory school at 
Woking and after- 
wards at Repton. 
He joined the 3rd 
Battalion of the Lin- 
coln Regiment on the 25th February, 1891, 
and having been promoted Captain on the 21st 
July, 1894, he served with it till 1900. In the 
latter year he resigned his commission in order 
to join the Imperial Yeomanry for service in 
the South African War. He obtained a Lieu- 
tenancy in the Leicester Yeomanry in June, 
1900, and his company three months later, 
and was also mentioned in Despatches in 1900 
and 1901, with which he served until January, 
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1902, when he received a companyin the 3rd 
Contingent of Yeomanry. He was awarded the 
Queen’s medal with five clasps for South Africa 
(1901), South Africa (1902), Wittebergen, 
Transvaal, and Cape Colony, and was also 
mentioned in Despatches in 1900 and 1901. 
At the close of the war he settled in South 
Africa, and for a short time accepted a company 
in the South African Light Horse. Later on he 
went to Zululand, where he farmed at Iniwa, 
and was well known as a sportsman, a sugar 
planter, and a breeder of Lincoln Red Short- 
horns. 

On the outbreak of the Great War he returned 
to England, and rejoining his old battalion, 
the 8rd Lincolnshires, in November, 1914, 
he was sent out to France on the Ist January, 
1915, and was attached for duty to the Ist 
Battalion. He was killed by a shell in the 
trenches near Ypres on the 27th February, 
1915, and was buried in the grounds of Rosen- 
dahl Chateau, Ypres. 

Captain Grantham was married to Frances 
Evelyn, daughter of the Rey. I. W. Sale, and 
leaves one son—Edward James Valentine, 
born in 1904—and two daughters—Barbara 
Grace, born in 1906, and Evelyn Unity, born 
in 1913. 


CAPTAIN FREDERICK WILLIAM 
GRANTHAM, RESERVE OF 
OFFICERS, attd. 2nd BATTN. THE 
ROYAL MUNSTER FUSILIERS, 
younger son of Sir 
William and Lady 
Grantham, of Bar- 
combe Place, Sussex, 
was born at Nor- 
wood on the 10th 
July, 1870. 

He was educated at 
Harrow, and at Tri- 
nity College, Cam- 
bridge, where he 
took honours in the 
History Tripos, and 
was called to the Bar, Inner Temple, in 1895. 
While at Cambridge he joined the Volunteers, 
afterwards entering the Post Office Rifles. 
Later, he joined the Militia of the Royal Mun- 
ster Fusiliers, in which he became Captain. 
Tie took part in the South African War in 1902, 
when he was employed in the Imperial Yeo- 
mnanry with the rank of Captain, and was present 
at operations in the Transvaal in May, 1902. 
He received for his services the Queen’s medal. 
In January, 1909, he went on the Reserve of 
Officers, and on the outbreak of war voluntecred 
for active service, being attached in August, 
1914, to the 2nd Battalion, Royal Munster 
Fusiliers, with the rank of Captain. On the 
9th May, 1915, Captain Grantham was killed 
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in action near Richebourg l’Avoué, while leading 
his men in an attack on the German trenches. 
Largely owing to his gallantry the Munsters 
penetrated into the enemy trenches, but after 
most of their officers were wounded or killed 
they had to withdraw. Captain Grantham 
was among the wounded, and was at first re- 
ported as ‘‘ wounded and missing.’’ His body 
was recovered in August. 

Captain Grantham was a devoted student of 
Eastern religion aud philosophy and a great 
traveller. He published, in 1913, a work called 
““The Book of Life and Death.” 

He married Alexandra Etheldred, daughter of 
Alexander Herder, of Schloss Salenstein, Switz- 
erland, and left three sons: Hugo Frederick, 
born in 1895; Alexander William George, born 
in 1899; and Godfrey Harry, born in 1911. 
A fourth child, Eric Rose, born in 1901, died in 
the same year. His eldest son, 2nd Lieutenant 
Hugo Frederick Grantham, Ist Battalion, The 
Essex Regiment, was killed in action on the 
28th June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT HUGO FREDERICK 
GRANTHAM, Ist BATTN. THE ESSEX 
REGIMENT, 
was the eldest son 
of the late Captain 
F. W. Grantham, 
Reserve of Officers, 
and Mrs. Grantham, 
of Beeleigh Abbey, 
Essex, and a grand- 
son of the late Mr. 
fh Justice Grantham. 
yt He was born on the 
15th April, 1895, 
and was educated at 
Cheltenham College, where he won his football 
colours, and was school prefect, as well as being 
a very promising cricketer. He afterwards 
entered the R.M.C., Sandhurst, whence, in 
February, 1915, he was gazetted to the Essex 
Regiment, and joined the Ist Battalion of his 
regiment, in Gallipoli Peninsula, in May of the 
same year. Te Sir lan 
Hamilton’s Despatch of 22nd September, 1915, 
for exceptional and in 
heading a bombing party against the Turks, 
and successfully ejecting them from an ad- 
vanced position on the 4th June, 1915. Three 
weeks later he was killed by a bullet through 
the head whilst leading his platoon against the 
enemy in the battle of the 28th June, 1915, 
and was buried next day in a nullah close by.

Mason James Gray, T.D., 1/4th Batty. 
(QUEEN’s EpiInspurGcH RIFLes) (TeRRIT.), THE 
Roya Scots (LOTHIAN REGIMENT), was killed 
in action, 28th June, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT MAGNUS NIGEL GRAY, 
3rd (RESERVE) attd. Ist BATTN. THE 
CAMERONIANS (SCOTTISH RIFLES), 
who died of wounds as 
on the 21st June, 
1915, was the son of 
the late James 
Cooke Gray, Head- 
master of Blairlodge 
School, Polmont, 
Stirlingshire, and of 
Mrs. Cooke Gray, of 
1G i is Hyndland 
Road, Glasgow. He 
was a nephew of 
Brigadier - General 
W. L. White, C.B., Glasgow, in France on 
service, during the Great War. 
Lieutenant Gray was educated for three years 
at ‘ Eastmans,’” Southsea, and for six years 
at. Loretto, Musselburgh, where he became 
Head Boy, Captain of the XI and XV, and 
proved a fine all-round athlete. At the sports 
just before leaving he won the 100 yards, the 
long jump, and the high jump with 5-ft. 53-in., 
the last being a Loretto record. 
Leaving school, he entered on a mercantile 
career, but at the outbreak of the war in August 
1914 he received a commission in the 38rd 
Battalion, Scottish Rifles, and was stationed 
at Nigg until January, 1915, when he left for 
France, and joined the Ist Battalion. Te was 
promoted Lieutenant in February, 1915. 

A General Officer, writing of him to his mother, said : 
“ We are all so very grieved about it: your son was a 
splendid, most keen and capable officer, and a great 
favourite with all ranks of the regiment. In him we have 
lost one of our best subalterns and «a dear comrade. 
The ry day before he fell he had behaved most gallantly 
in carrying in, with the help of another man, the body 
of Lieutenant Rooke to the trenches from within a 
short distance of the enemy. For this act I have sent 
in his name for‘ mention’ and ‘ recognition ’ for his great 
gallantry. I do not think your boy suffered any pain, 
as he never recovered consciousn I believe, after 
being hit. He was laid to rest be: his friend Lieu- 
tenant Rooke, and three other officers of the battalion, 
The spot will be carefully tended and enclosed. I passed 
by it a few days ago, and it was already planted with 
flowers."" 
For the act. of bravery referred to the following card was 
sent to him by Major-General Snow, Commanding the 
<XVIIth Division, but he did not live to receive it 
personally: ‘ Your Commanding Officer and Brigade 
Commander have informed me that you have dis- 
tinguished yourself by your conduct in the field. I 
have read their report with much pleasw and have 
brought it to the notice of high uthori 
A Major of his regiment wrote : Your 
brave and capable officer, and I had the highest opinion 
of him. Tis death is a great blow to the regiment. He 
was most popular, alike with officers and men. Your 
boy was hit by a sniper yesterday afternoon, about 
6 p.m., through the head. rything that was possible 
was done for him, but he er ined consciousness, 
and died early this morning in the field ambulance. 
The night before last your boy performed a very brave 
act in bringing in Rooke, who was killed whilst on patrol, 
to the German trenches. I am bringing your 
bravery to the notice of the General, but, alast 
it will do him no good now, Your boy particularly

asked, if he was killed, that he might be buricd beside 
Rooke in Bois Grenier, so we are doing 80, The funcral 
will take place this afternoon at 5 p.m. Stirling. Becher, 
and Wedderburn are all buried in the same place.” 

One of his Sergeants wrote: ‘It is with the deepest 
regret that I pencil these few sad lines to inform you 
of the death of your son, Lieutenant M. N. Gray, who, 
Iam proud to say, was the officer in charge of iny platoon, 
who unfortunately got killed by a rifle bullet from our 
bitter enemy whilst engaged in taking notes of the 
effect of a bombardment on the enemy's trenches and 
entanglements, which took place on the evening of the 
20th June. I am more than proud to say, Mrs. Gray, 
that he died like a hero, for the cause of civilisation, 
against a bitter and barbaric foe.”” 


For his services he was mentioned in Sir John 
French’s Despatch of 30th November, 1915. 
Lieutenant Gray may be said to have been one 
of a family of giants. He himself was over 
6ft. 3in. in height; an older brother, from 
Australia, who obtained a commission in the 
same regiment, is 6 ft. 4 in. and a third 
brother, in the 2nd Battalion of the regiment, is 
6 ft. 9in. These figures must constitute a 
record for one family. 


CAPTAIN CHARLES ALVEREY 
GRAZEBROOK, 6th (RESERVE) attd. Ist 
BATTN. THE KING’S' ROYAL 
, RIFLE CORPS, 
was left wounded in 
the enemy trenches 
at Givenchy on the 
10th March, 1915. 
Captain Grazebrook 
was the third son of 
Francis Grazebrook, 
of Stourton Castle, 
near Stourbridge, 
and was born at 
Dudley on the 5th 
September, 1887. 
He was educated at Marlborough College and 
at. the R.M.C., Sandhurst, from which he 
received his first appointment in the Army in 
February, 1908, when he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the King’s Royal Rifle Corps. 
He was posted to the 8rd Battalion, which 
he joined in Crete, and served with it in Malta 
and in India. In April, 1911, he was promoted 
Lieutenant, and he retired from the Service 
early in 1914. 
On the outbreak of the war with Germany in 
August, 1914, he rejoined, and was gazetted 
Captain in the 6th (Reserve) Battalion of his 
old regiment in that month. He was stationed 
at Sheerness for training, and for active service 
he was attached to the Ist Battalion of his 
regiment, which he joined in France in Novem- 
ber, 1914. 
After the action on the 10th March, 1915, at 
Givenchy, Captain Grazebrook was reported 
‘“*wounded and missing,” but he was later 
reported to have been killed in action on that 
date, 
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Writing of him his Commanding Officer said: “ He 
led his men most. gallantly and behaved magnificently. 
+ + + Their charge will always be remembered as one of 
the finest deeds of the regiment.” 

Captain Grazebrook married, on the 18th 
April, 1912, Katherine A. M. Violet, daughter 
of the late A. P. THlickman, of Hagley, Wor- 


cestershire, and left one daughter, Diana 
Catherine Mary, born in May, 1913. 
LIEUTENANT (temp. CAPTAIN) 


CLIFFORD WHITTINGTON GREEN, 
Ist BATTN. PRINCESS CHARLOTTE 
OF WALES'S (ROYAL BERKSHIRE 
REGIMENT) , 
who died on the 27th 
June, 1915, from 
wounds caused the 
previous day by a 
shell which killed 
his Commanding 
Officer, was the only 
son of Ernest Henry 
and Maud = Whit- 
tington Green, 
Barworth Manor, 
Bagleywood, Bark- 
shire, and a grandson of Colonel G. J. C. Whit- 
ton, C.B., Codham Hall, Great Warley, Fssex. 
He was born at Hunt’s House, West Lavington, 
Wiltshire, on the 16th August, 1890, and was 
educated at Cothill House, Radley College, 
and Lincoln College, Oxford. He played hockey, 
at which game he excelled, for his College Club, 
of which he was Captain, for his county (Berk- 
shire) and for Oxfordshire, and was a member 
of the Occasional Hockey Club. He also played 
football and cricket, and was an excellent 
swimmer and first-class shot. 

He joined the 3rd Battalion, Royal Berkshire 
Regiment, in May, 1912, and in August, 1914, 
received his commission in the Regular Army, 
being posted to the Ist Battalion in August, 
1914. He was promoted Lieutenant in March, 
1915, and received his promotion to Temporary 
Captain on the field, May 16th-17th, at Riche- 
bourg, when, his Captain being shot at his side, 
he led the attack. The promotion was gazetted 
in August, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT FRANK CLIFFORD 
GREEN, attd. Ist BATTN. THE 
LINCOLNSHIRE REGIMENT, 
born in East Ham, Essex, on the 4th May, 
1890, was the third son of Mr. and Mrs. John 
Green, of 193, Browning Road, Manor Park, 
Essex. 

He was educated at Hartley University College, 
Southampton, and while there trained in the 
5th Battalion, Hampshire Regiment, T.F., with 
his College corps. Afterwards he became a 
teacher under the East Ham Educational 
Authority. He was a member of Ilford Wan- 
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derers’ Rugby Club, and was Chairman and 
Captain of the Local 


Teachers’ Swimming 
Club. He was a fine 
swimmer, and was 
awarded two medals 
by the Royal Life 
Saving (Swimming) 
Society, one for the 
passing test and the 
other for an Honor- 
ary Instructorship. 
Mr. Green joined the 
ranks of the Artists’ 
Rifles in August, 
1914, soon after the 

outbreak of war, and for some time was sta- 

tioned at the Tower of London and afterwards 
at Watford. In October the corps was ordered 
to France, where, shortly after its arrival, it 
was transformed into an O.T.C. While serving 
in France Mr. Green was promoted Lance- 

Corporal, and in April, 1915, was gazetted 

Temporary 2nd Lieutenant, and attached to 

the Ist Battalion, Lincolnshire Regiment. 

While serving with that battalion he was killed 

in action at Hooge, near Ypres, on the 16th 

June, 1915, 

A Captain in his battalion, who was with him when he 

was killed, wrote: ‘ Your son was standing with me 

in a hail of shell and rifle fire, and we decided to jump 
into a trench captured from the Germans, close by. 

He jumped in while talking to me, and suddenly said, 

‘Oh! I'm hit’ After a short pause he added, ‘I’m 

finished.’ I cut off his equipment and clothes and did 

my best to bandage the wound, which went right 

through the chest, but could not stop the bleeding. I 

left him in the hands of a stretcher-bearer with in- 

struction to do the best he could. I regret to say that 
your son was unconscious then, and the stretcher-bearer 
is missing.’ And in a later letter he wrote: “I asked 

a doctor afterwards if there was anything I could have 

done to have saved him, and he told me nothing. I 

made every effort to stop the bleeding, but could not. 

do so. I handed him over to a stretcher-bearer who 
belonged to another regiment ; your son was alive then, 
but unconscious, and I am afraid very near the end. 

It was in the German second-line trench where your 

son was hit, and that night we were ordered to evacuate 

the trench owing to the line not being straight.” 


CapTAIN HENRY RUSSELL TOWNSEND GREEN, 
16th (County oF LonpoN) Batty. THE Lon- 
DON REGIMENT, (QUEEN’S WESTMINSTER 
Rites), T.F., was killed in action, 3rd March, 
1915. 


CAPTAIN KEITH EDDOWES GREEN, 
10th BATTN. (SOUTH AUSTRALIA) 
AUSTRALIAN INFANTRY, 
born at Glenelg, South Australia, on the 29th 
January, 1893, was the only son of the late 
Thomas Walter Green, Civil Servant, South 
Australian Government, Marian Street, Pros- 
pect, South Australia. 

He was educated at St. Peter’s College, Hack- 
ney, and while there he joined the Senior 
Cadets, prior to the institution of compulsory 
military training in Australia, joining the old 


10th Adelaide Rifles later. 

training coming into force, 
a commission in the 
Commonwealth Mili- 
tary Forces, which 
he received. For 
about twelve months 
he was Officer in 
Command of “D” 
Company, 79th Bat- 
talion, which ap- 
pointment he relin- 
quished to volunteer 
for active service in 
the Great War. Cap- 
tain Green, who was the fifth in South Australia 
to offer his services, was appointed to the 10th 
Battalion, Australian Infantry, and he left for 
the seat of war with the first Contingent. He 
was in comimand of ‘“ B* Company, which 
formed part of the covering party during the 
landing at Gaba Tepe, Gallipoli Peninsula, and 
he was killed during these operations on the 
25th April, 1915. Captain Green was buried 
at Gaba Tepe. 

The Officer Commanding his battalion wrote: ‘ On 
behalf of the officers of the 10th A.I.F. I wish to convey 
to you our sin est sympathy with you in the sad and 
sudden loss which you have sustained in the death of 
your dear son, Captain Green, who was killed in action 
on 25th or 26th April whilst bravely fighting for the 
Empire. I'm sure that you will be d to know that 
he was leading his men and bravely urging them to 
stick to their position, which we had to hold at all costs, 
and the costs were indeed dreadful. Your dear sou was 
a brave soldier, and no soldier desires a more glorious 
death than to be killed in action.” 

Captain Green was a member of the Adelaide 
Rowing Club, in connection with which he won 
several trophies. He was also keenly interested 
in the Boy Scout movement, but devoted most 
of his time to his military work.

Ashford, Kent, on 
the 22nd July, 1892, 
was the son of the 
Rev. C. A. Green- 
land. He was re- 
lated to Colonel A. 
Greenland, who com- 
manded a battalion 
of the Essex Regi- 
ment, and of the 
Rev. Richard Walter 
H.M.S. “ Centurion,” 
author of ‘ Anson's Voyage.”” 


He was cducated at St. Lawrence College, 
Ramsgate, where he made a new school record 
for the high jump with 5 ft. 5} in., while at the 
French Sports at Tien-Tsin he covered 5 ft. 7 in., 
and at the All-British Sports, 5ft. 9in. He 
was in the Sandhurst Company at the R.M.A., 
Woolwich, and received his commission in the 
Gloucestershire Regiment in September, 1911, 
joining the 2nd Battalion at Malta, where he 
was stationed for two years, and became Lieu- 
tenant in March, 1914. When war was declared 
he was in Australia, on leave, waiting for his 
marriage on the Sth September, but was 
recalled to his regiment for service in Flanders. 
On the 2nd May, 1915, Lieutenant Greenland 
was wounded in the trenches near Ypres, and 
on the way to the dressing station was killed 
by shell. 

His Commanding Officer, himself killed in action the 
next day, wrote to his father: “ He was killed instan- 
taneously by a piece of shell in the head during a very 
heavy bombardment in the trenches. We shall all 
miss him very much, and I, speaking as his Commanding 
Officer, had the highest opinion of his abilities. All 
through the war he had been of the greatest assistance 
to the Company Commander, and the men loved him, 
and recognised him as a born leader, and I looked upon 
him as one of the best. subalterns I had. He has died 
a soldier's death in the ficld of honour. We have buried 
him at a spot about a thousand yards south of the 
West End of Hooge (on the Menin Road), just on the 
Ypres side of a wood, known to troops as ‘ Sanctuary 
Wood.’ ” 

A sketch of the place of burial accompanied the 
letter. 


LIEUTENANT JOHN FRANCIS 
BERNAL GREENWOOD, Ist 
BATTN. THE KING’S OWN 
(ROYAL LANCASTER REGIMENT), 
eldest son of 


| Lieutenant- Colonel 
Joseph Greenwood, 
| R.E., of Bartram 
| Park, Haverstock 
| Hill, London, S.W., 
was born in Limer- 
ick, Ireland, on the 
22nd March, 1885. 
He was educated at 
the Military College, 
Plymouth, and 
served in the ranks 
for four years with The Queen’s (Royal West 
Surrey Regiment). He was given a commission 
in The King’s Own (Royal Lancaster Regiment.) 
in January, 1908, joining the regiment in India, 
where he served for five years. He was pro- 
moted Lieutenant in May, 1911. In January, 
1913, he was seconded for two years’ service 
with the Army Pay Department, being stationed 
at Warley, in Essex, and rejoined his regiment 
in January, 1915. 
While in India he obtained the certificates for 
Higher Equitation, Mounted Infantry, and 
Supply and Transport duties, and commanded 
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a section in the Mounted Infantry School, Um- 
balla. He also passed the Higher Standard 
Examination in Hindustani and Pushtu, the 
Lower Standard in Persian, and was also 
qualified as an Interpreter in French. At the 
Assault-at-Arms of the 9th Division, held at 
Lucknow in 1910, he carried off the Cup as the 
“best, Officer-at-Arms.” 

In April, 1915, he was sent to the Ist Battalion 
of his regiment in France, and was killed on 
Sunday, the 2nd May, 1915, being shot in the 
head by Maxim-gun fire when leading his men 
in repelling an attack at St. Julien at the second 


Battle of Ypres. 

A Corporal of the battalion, who was with him at the 
time, thus described the circumstances: ‘* On the 2nd 
May, at about 3 p.m., the enemy used gas, and under 
cover of it they advanced, about 700 strong, against a 
farmhouse held by ten men of ‘C’ Compa: Licutenant 
Greenwood, the Corporal (also called Greenwood), and 
three men of the same company rushed about 200 yards 
to the farmhouse to assist the small party holding it. 
The enemy continued their advance under rifle and 
machine-gun fire, getting to within 300 yards. During 
the attack, Lieutenant Greenwood with his revolver, 
and later, when his ammunition was finished, with a 
rifle, and the men with rifles, accounted for a good many 
of the enemy. After firing a few rounds from the rifle, 
Lieutenant Greenwood was shot in the head, his death 
being instantaneous. The small party had to retire, 
leaving the officer’s body behind with those of ten of 
the men.” 

The above account was subsequently confirmed in 
essential details by a brother Officer, who added: “ He 
was loved by us all; he indeed was a gallant officer.” 
Lieutenant Greenwood married at Lucknow, in 
July, 1910, Frances Mary Georgina Anderson, 
and left one son, Henry Vincent Bernal, born in 


August, 1911. 


2nd LIEUTENANT SYDNEY MAURICE GREGORY, 
1/6th (City of LonpoN) Batty. THE Lonpon

CAPTAIN FRANCIS OCTAVIUS GREN- 
FELL, V.C., 9th (QUEEN'S ROYAL) 
LANCERS, —______ = 
the first officer to be Pia 
awarded the Victoria 
Cross in the Great 
War, was the third 
member of his family 
to give his life fight- 
ingagainst Germany. 
His twin brother, 
Captain R. Grenfell, 
9th Lancers, fell in 
action on the 14th 
September, 1914, and 
his cousin, Captain Julian Grenfell, D.S.O., 
Royal Dragoons, died of wounds on the 26th 
May, 1915. 
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Captain Francis Grenfell, who was born on the 
4th September, 1880, at Hatchlands, Guildford, 
was the eighth son of the late Mr. Pascoe Gren- 
fell, of 69 Eaton Place, and of Wilton Park, 
Beaconsfield, and a nephew of Field-Marshal 
Lord Grenfell. He was educated at Eton (Mr. 
Durnford’s House 1894-1899) and was in the 
Eton XI. in his last year. He was Master of 
the Beagles at the same time as his brother 
was Whip, and by raising funds they both 
played a very important part in the building of 
the present kennels. Captain Grenfell was a 
celebrated polo player, and, with his brother, 
did much for modern polo. He was instru- 
mental in forming the Old Etonian Polo Team, 
which was at one time nominated as the Polo 
Cup Challenger. He was also an excellent 
rider, winning several inter-Regimental horse 
races, and in India won the Point-to-Point 
Race the day his brother won the Kadir Cup. 
On leaving Eton Captain Grenfell joined the 
8rd (Militia) Battn. Seaforth Highlanders, with 
which he served over a year, and in May, 1901, 
he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the King’s 
Royal Rifle Corps. He took part in the South 
African War 1901-2, including operations in the 
Orange River Colony, in Cape Colony, and in 
the Transvaal, and he received for his services 
the Queen’s Medal with five clasps. He was 
promoted Lieutenant in January, 1905, and in 
May of that year he exchanged to the 9th 
Lancers, becoming Captain in September, 1912. 
Captain Grenfell accompanied his) Regiment to 
Flanders as part of the British Expeditionary 
Force in August, 1914. 


“For gollantry in action against unbroken infantry at 
Andregnies, Belgium, on the 24th August, 1914, and for 
gallant conduct in assisting to save the guns of the 119th 
Battery Royal Field Artillery, near Doubon, the same day ” 


he received the Victoria Cross. (London 
Gazette, 16th November, 1914). The gunners 
had all been struck down, and Captain Gren- 
fell called for volunteers to save the guns, 
which were safely man-handled out of action 
amid a storm of shell; and, in an episode 
where all were brave, Captain Grenfell, wounded 
in the hand and leg, displayed a high heroic 
courage, which gained him the crown of every 
soldier's ambition. He was also mentioned in 
Sir John French’s Despatch of the 8th October, 
1914. His wounds proved severe and he re- 
turned to England, but at the earliest moment 
he was back again with his Regiment. A little 
Jater he was wounded even more dangerously, 
and recovered a second time, only to be mort- 
ally wounded by shrapnel at Hooge on the 24th 
May, 1015. 


CAPTAIN the Honble. JULIAN 
HENRY FRANCIS GRENFELL, 
D.S.O., Ist (ROYAL) DRAGOONS, 
eldest son of the first Baron Desborough, 
K.C.V.O., and of Lady Desborough, niece of 


the sixth Earl Cowper, was born on the 30th 
March, 1888. He was educated at Eton and 
Balliol College, Ox- 
ford, and received 
his commission as a 
University candidate 
in August, 1910, with 
antedate to Septem- 
ber, 1909, becoming 
Lieutenant in Octo- 
ber, 1911. He had 
made a special study 
of reconnaissance 
work, and for his ser- 
vices in the Great 
War was mentioned in Sir John French’s 
Despatch of the 14th June, 1915, and was 
awarded the D.S.0O. in November, 1914, the 
official notice stating that ‘“‘on the 17th 
November he succeeded in reaching a point 
behind the enemy’s trenches and making an 
excellent reconnaissance, furnishing early in- 
formation of a pending attack by the enemy ” 
(“ London Gazette,’ Ist January, 1915). 


A Captain of his regiment wrote: “ He is doing very 
well indeed, as I always knew he would, but it is more 
especially of what he has done the last two days that I 
thought might interest you. We were in the trenches 
on a forty-cight hours’ turn of duty, and where we were, 
in a wood less than a hundred yards from the 
trenches, we were very much 1ered by snipe! 
were doing a lot of damage. The day before yesterday 
Julian crept through the undergrowth right up to one 
of the German trenches and shot one of them dead 
through his own loophole, Yesterday he crawled out 
in the same direction and found the trench evacuated, 
so he crept on some little way beyond. He put two more 
ans in the bag, and then came back with the most 
1 information that the Germans were advancing. 
Within half an hour they attacked the line very heavily, 
and were repulsed with great loss. Both acts were not 
only extremely plucky, but showed great resource and 
presence y I have reported 
the matter to the Colonel, who will send it on. He is 
'y well and fit and cheer; 1 spite of many unpleasant 
conditions. I won't let him do anything too rash, but 
so far he has shown that he is quite capable of looking 
after himself, and more than a match for a whole lot of 
damned Germans.” 


Captain Grenfell, who was promoted to his 
rank in January, 1915, was wounded in the head 
near Ypres, while reconnoitring on the 13th 
May, 1915, and an operation was performed 
shortly afterwards with marked improvement 
in his condition. Unfortunately, however, he 
died on the 26th May, ten days after the oper- 
ation, in hospital at Boulogne, Lord and Lady 
Desborough being with him during that time. 
Captain Grenfell was a fine soldier and promising 
officer, being a man of fine physique, and his 
courage and fearlessness were universally 
recognised and admired. 

In a letter from the front, written in October, 1911, he 
wrote: ‘I adore war. It is like a big picnic without 
the objectlessness of a picnic. I’ve never been so well 
or so happy.” 

His twin cousins, Captain Francis Grenfell, 


V.C., and Captain “ Rivy ” Grenfell, have also 


been killed in the Great War, the former in 
May, 1915, and the latter in September, 1914. 
Captain Grenfell was a member of the Bath 
Club, and his favourite sports were boxing, 
shooting, coursing, and steeplechasing. He 
won the Wyfold Fours in the Balliol College 
crew at Henley Regatta, and also won the 
record high jump (6 ft. 5 in.) at the Johannes- 


burg Horse Show. He was the author of 
a poem “Into Battle,” written in the 
trenches, which was published in ‘ The 
Times.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT JOHN EDWARD 
GRESSON, 
BATTN. 


3rd (RESERVE) attd. 2nd, 
THE CHESHIRE REGIMENT 
was the seventh and 
youngest son of the 
late Major W. H. 
Gresson, 27th Royal 
Inniskilling Fusiliers, 
and 65th York and 
Lancaster Regiment, 
and of Mrs. Gresson, 
of Fernleigh, Chel- 
tenham. Four of his 
brothers are in the 
service of their coun- 
try, namely, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel T, T, Gresson, D.S.O., Ist Bat- 
talion, York and Lancaster Regiment ; Captain 
R. H. A. Gresson, Advanced Remount Depot, 
B.E.F.; Commander A. L. Gresson, R.N., 
in command of H.M.S. ‘ Impregnable,”” Devon- 
port; and Gunner George Gresson, Canadian 
Field Artillery. 

2nd Lieutenant. Gresson was born on the 3rd 
June, 1881, at Woodville, Birr, King’s County, 
and was educated at Cheltenham College and 
at Rossall. When his education was completed 
he went out to China, where he was engaged in 
business in the firm of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, 
and Co. He was a very keen horseman, and 
was known in China for the active interest 
he took in polo, steeplechasing, and coursing. 
He was also associated with the Shanghai 
Light Horse and the Hong Kong Light Horse. 
When the war with Germany broke out Mr. 
Gresson was at home on leave, and he imme- 
diately volunteered for active service. In 
September, 1914, he was gazetted 2nd Lieu- 
tenant, and was posted to the 3rd Battalion, 
Cheshire Regiment, with which he served in 
Birkenhead and on coast defence in Scotland. 
In March, 1915, he sailed for France, and was 
attached to the 2nd Battalion for active 
service. 

He was killed on the 25th May, 1915, in the 
general attack on the German trenches at 
Ypres, and was buried in or near Hooge Wood, 
Ypres, Flanders,

THe was educated 
at St. Andrew's School, Eastbourne ; at Chelten- 
ham College, and at Edinburgh University, 
and on the outbreak of war joined the 2nd 
King Edward’s Horse as a Trooper.. In 
November, 1914, he received a commission in 
the 5th (Reserve) Battalion, Middlesex Regi- 
ment, and from that battalion was transferred 
to the 8rd Middlesex. His 
afterwards antedated August, 1914 (‘* London 
Gazette,” 29th December, 1914).

MAJOR H. WALTER G. MEYER 
GRIFFITH, late 3rd BATTN. SOUTH 
WALES BORDERERS AND 
LOYAL NORTH LANCASHIRE 
REGIMENT, RESERVE OF OFFICERS, 
who was killed in 
action near Wum 
Biajas, Cameroons, 
West Africa, on 28th 
May, 1915, was born 
on the 9th August, 
1878, at the Old 
Vicarage, Bovingdon, 
Herts. He was the 
only son of the late 
Walter Meyer Grif- 
fith, formerly Lieu- 
tenant in the 2nd 
Battalion, Bedfordshire Regiment, and of Mrs. 
W. Meyer Griffith. Major W. Meyer Griffith 
came of soldier stock on both sides of his family. 
His grandfather, Major Henry Griffith, was 
killed at the taking of Rangoon in 1852; his 
great-uncle was Mr. Philip Griffith, C.B., of 
the Diplomatic Service ; and another uncle was 
Dr. William Griffith (Army), the great botanist. 
On his mother’s side he had uncles serving as 
officers in the Crimean War, in India, Afghani- 
stan, and Manipur, ete., and his ancestors 
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fought at Crecy and Poitiers. At the latter 
battle Sir Rhys-ap-Griffith was given the right 
to wear for ever, “for valour,” six lionceaux 
rampant, in addition to the Griffith arms. 
Major W. Meyer Griffith was educated at 
Brighton, Dover College, and Collége Gaillard, 
Lausanne. He was a good linguist, and had 
passed for the Army as Interpreter in French, 
and had also compiled a ‘‘ Glossary of English- 
French Military Terms.” He was a Fellow of 
the Royal Geographical and Royal Historical 
Societies and of the Royal Society of Anti- 
quaries of Scotland. He frequently con- 
tributed to the Service papers and magazines, 
and many of his sketches have appeared in 
the “ Graphic,” the ‘ Illustrated London and 
War News,” the “ Sphere,’”’ the “ Field,’”’ and 
the “ Daily Graphic.”” He was very keen on 
forming Cadet Corps and also on the Boy Scout 
movement, and at Sierra Leone he was Com- 
missioner for Scouts. He was one of those men 
who could turn his hand to anytbing, and who 
threw himself heart and soul into whatever he 
did ; was never idle, and utilised every moment 
of his life ‘‘ for Empire.” Not being able to 
afford the Army in times of peace (though 
always a soldier at heart), he entered the 
scholastic profession; but on the outbreak 
of the Boer War, in 1899, he immediately 
applied for a commission in the South Wales 
Borderers; was appointed 2nd Lieutenant 
in 1900, and served practically throughout 
the campaign. He held appointments as Censor 
and Railway Staff Officer on the lines of 
communication, and for a time was with the 
Army Service Corps and various columns, 
seeing much of South Africa. At the conclusion 
of the Boer War he returned home as Lieutenant 
with the Queen’s medal and three clasps and 
the King’s medal with two clasps. Later on 
he joined the 3rd Battalion, Royal North 
Lancashire Regiment, as Captain, and in August, 
1910, he obtained a further commission as Major 
(unattached), Territorial Force. Whilst in com- 
mand of the Glenalmond Officers’ Training Corps 
he brought this corps up to a state of absolute 
efficiency. He resigned this command at the 
end of three years inthe summer of 1913, as he 
had been offered the appointment of A.D.C. to 
the Governor of Sierra Leone. Whilst waiting 
three months before going out to the colony he 
accepted a post at St. Lawrence’s College, 
Ramsgate, where even in that. short period he 
became greatly beloved and valued. 

When war was declared with Germany in August, 
1914, he tendered his resignation as A.D.C. 
(agreeing to wait until a civilian could be ap- 
pointed in his stead) and offered his services for 
active service in France. Early in September 
he secured and paid his own passage home for 
this purpose, and was sailing on the following 
Monday when at daybreak, on the Saturday, 


General Dobell, C.B., arrived at Freetown, 
requiring more officers. Major Griffith felt that 
it was his duty to join this expedition, and his 
suggestion meeting with a ready acceptance, he 
sailed for the Cameroons with the Anglo-French 
Forceas Chief Ordnance Officer to the expedition. 
Arriving at Duala (after a busy voyage), he 
did strenuous work there as Chief Ordnance 
Officer up to the end of November, 1914. 
Throughout December he was appointed Officer 
in Charge of the lines of communication, 
Northern Railway. He led many expeditions 
in search of entrenched Germans, and had 
charge also of many German prisoners, to whom 
he was invariably courteous and kind, especially 
to the women and children. He received on his 
return the following messages from Headquar- 
ters: “‘I am told to let you know that the General 
Olficer Commanding has made a note of the 
excellent work you have been doing” (14th 
November, 1914) ; ‘‘ Your useful reconnaissance 
put the seal on excellent work as Officer in Charge 
Lines of Communication.” (British Headquar- 
ters, Nkongsambe, 20th December, 1914.) 

In February, 1915, he was awarded the Croix 
de Guerre by the French Government “ for 
valuable services during the Cameroon Cam- 
paign,” 1914-15. He retained the post of 
Chief Ordnance Officer until the middle of 
April, 1915, when he was again specially sent 
up north as Expert. Instructor with some new 
guns. Having fulfilled this mission, immediately 
on his return to Duala, on the 26th April, 1915, 
he was offered the post of Officer Commanding 
lines of Communication to the Allied Forces 
at Duala, Edea, and Jaundi, S.E. He accepted 
it with alacrity, and continued in it up to his 
death on the 28th May, 1915. 

This post was no sinecure. There was no railway 
line beyond Edea, the expedition was experi- 
encing strong opposition, and his lines of com- 
munication grew longer and thinner. Furious 
tornadoes enlivened their long and scorching 
marches ; insects of every description harried 
them. They had often to cut their way through 
dense bush and cross streams spanned by frail 
and broken bridges over which the guns had 
to be lifted. There was neither telegraph nor 
telephone: every message and despatch had 
to be sent by runner. The carrier columns 
were sometimes two and three miles long, and 
difficulties of food and transport had all to be 
thought out and arranged for. At the end of 
a heavy march, when others could perhaps 
secure a little rest, the Chief Ordnance Officer, 
in sopping clothes and squelching boots, would 
have to hurry round for another two hours 
settling difficulties and arranging matters. 
Defence arrangements were often inadequate, 
and native information perhaps received that 
a German force had concentrated four miles 
south-east, intending to attack ! 


Major Griffith’s camp was at Wum Biajas, 
near Mbila River, on the 26th May. Furious 
fighting had been going on for four days and 
nights in front, and the sick and wounded were 
continually coming in. His lines of communi- 
cation were cut behind him, and several cyclists 
and runners had been sniped at previously 
and had had to return; but on the 27th an 
orderly with a strong patrol of six men and a 
civilian got through safely, and there was no 
sign of the enemy. A large convoy of sick and 
wounded, including nine officers, was waiting 
to be evacuated to the base. Early on the 
morning of the 28th May they moved out, a 
strong advance guard going on two hours ahead. 
Time passed, and Major Griffith, with his 
hands full of other duties, hoped all was well ; 
but about 11 a.m. he received a message from 
the officer in charge of the convoy saying that 
the advance guard had been fired on and had 
retreated before the enemy. The convoy was 
trying to return, but the Germans were in great 
force. Major Griffith was greatly upset at the 
idea of the convoy of invalids being in danger, 
and immediately decided to go to their rescue 
himself with all the available men that could 
safely bespared from the redoubt—forty British 
and French native troops. About a mile out 
he met the convoy, and saw them safely on their 
way back to camp. He then went on with his 
little band, picked up the advance guard (about 
another twenty men), and took them on also. 
About a mile further on he came in touch with 
the enemy, and engaged them for one and a half 
hours, driving them back over a mile along the 
road, with dense bush on either side. On 
coming to a slight clearing he ordered “a final 
volley. Fix bayoncts and charge!” He himself 
led the charge, only, however, to fall mortally 
wounded when he had gone about twelve paces. 
The enemy were in retreat, but, on seeing the 
white leader fall, returned in full force, and the 
fire became so hot that his men had to leave 
Major Griffith’s body close to where he fell. 
He now sleeps “in some corner of a foreign 
field, that is for ever England.’”’ A small cross 
was found on his grave, and the British officers 
erected a large cross to his memory on the 
following day. 

The motto in his diary (sent home to his widowed mother, 
to whom he was absolutely devoted) reads: “* Give me 
leave, therefore, always to liveand diein this mind : that 
he ig not worthy to live at all that, for fear of danger 


or death, shunneth his country’s service and his own 
honour, ‘Mutare vel timere sperno.’” 


The General in Command wrote: “There was no 
braver heart or one so well loved, and his loss to us is 
irreparable. I feel that I have lust, not only a very great 
friend, but a most valuable assistant. By the 
French also he is universally regretted. His noble 
death, in the performance of his duty (in the highest 
meaning of the term), was worthy of his race and 
ancestors, You have the deepest sympathy of 
all members of the Allied Forces. The death of no 
person could have caused suth universal sorrow. I 
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trust later on your pride in his life and unselfish death 
may be some golace to you.” 

The French Commandant wrote a lotter of condolence 
to the British General on Major Griffith’s loss, as also 
did many officers, both British and French. A Sergeant 
said: “It may be some consolation to you to know 
that your son, Major W. Meyer Gritlith—that brave 
and noble soldier—could not have met a more glorious 
and heroic end, ‘ gallantly leading a charge in defenco 
of the sick and wounded.’ The Major was beloved 
by all his men—white and black. We would all have 
followed him anywhere, all loved and trusted him so 
much. He had a smile and a cheerful word for everybody. 
No matter what rank they held, from the highest to the 
lowest, he was our friend. He has gone, but the memory 
of your splendid son will live for ever in the minds of 
those he came in contact. with in the Cameroons.’’ 
A Capitaine d'Artillerie wrote a poem describing the 
fighting and the death of ** noble Major Griffith,” and 
how he fell heroically facing the foe, leading the bayonet 
charge. He concludes with the lines, which form also 
a fitting end to this memoir : 

“Dors en paix, Oh Griffith, de l’éternel repos ; 
Dors en ce champs d'honneur ou tu fus un héros.’ 


For his services Major Griffith was awarded 
the “ Croix de Guerre."’ 


MAJOR JOHN GWYNNE GRIFFITH, 
p.s.c., 32nd LANCERS, INDIAN ARMY, 
BRIGADE MAJOR, 9th CAVALRY 
BRIGADE, 
born on the 23rd 
June, 1874, at Tara- 
ghur, Ajmere, India, 
was the third son 
of the late Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel John 
Gilbert Erskine 
Griffith, Indian Staff 
Corps, and of Mrs. 
Griflith, of Newland, 
Gloucestershire. 

He was educated at 
Stubbington House School and Dulwich College, 
and after one year in the 3rd (Militia) Battalion, 
South Wales Borderers, he was gazetted to an 
unattached 2nd Lieutenancy for the Indian 
Army in November, 1894. Until February, 
1896, he was attached to the 2nd Battalion, 
Durham Light Infantry, stationed at Poona, 
and he was then gazetted to the Indian Staff 
Corps, joining the 2nd Bombay Lancers, from 
which he served on plague duty at Bombay. 
He was promoted Lieutenant in February, 1897, 
and officiated as Inspective Officer, Imperial 
Service Cavalry, Kathiawar, for nine months, 
and from January to March, 1902, he was em- 
ployed with the Imperial Yeomanry, being one 
of cight Indian Army Senior Subalterns chosen 
for active service in South Africa. He was 
present at operations in the Transvaal and 
Orange River Colony, and received for his 
services the Queen’s medal with four clasps. 
In South Africa he had served with the tem- 
porary rank of Captain in command of a 
squadron, and for a year he served as Military 
Attaché under Sir Archibald Hunter, becoming 
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derers’ Rugby Club, and was Chairman and 
Captain of the Local Teachers’ Swimming 
Club. He was a fine 
swimmer, and was 
awarded two medals 
by the Royal Life 
Saving (Swimming) 
Society, one for the 
passing test and the 
other for an Honor- 
ary Instructorship. 
Mr. Green joined the 
ranks of the Artists’ 
Rifles in August, 
1914, soon after the 
outbreak of war, and for some time was sta- 
tioned at the Tower of London and afterwards 
at Watford. In October the corps was ordered 
to France, where, shortly after its arrival, it 
was transformed into an O.T.C. While serving 
in France Mr. Green was promoted Lance- 
Corporal, and in April, 1915, was gazetted 
Temporary 2nd Lieutenant, and attached to 
the Ist Battalion, Lincolnshire Regiment. 
While serving with that battalion he was killed 
in action at Hooge, near Ypres, on the 16th 
June, 1915. 

A Captain in his battalion, who was with him when he 
was killed, wrote: ‘ Your son was standing with me 
in a hail of shell and rifle fire, and we decided to jump 
into a trench captured from the Germans, close by. 
lie jumped in while talking to me, and suddenly said, 
‘Oh! I'm hit.’ After a short pause he added, ‘I’m 
finished.’ I cut off his equipment and clothes and did 
my best to bandage the wound, which went right 
through the chest, but could not stop the bleeding. I 
left. him in the hands of a stretcher-bearer with in- 
struction to do the best he could. I regret to say that 
your son was unconscious then, and the stretcher-bearer 
is missing.’” And in a later letter he wrote: “ I asked 
a doctor afterwards if there was anything I could have 
done to have saved him, and he told me nothing. I 
made every effort to stop the bleeding, but could not 
do so. I handed him over to a stretcher-bearer who 
belonged to another regiment ; your son was alive then, 
but unconscious, and I am afraid very near the end. 
It was in the German second-line trench where your 
son was hit, and that night we were ordered to evacuate 
the trench owing to the line not being straight.” 


CapTarn HENRY RUSSELL TOWNSEND GREEN, 
16th (CouNTy oF LonDON) Batrn. THE Lon- 
DON REGIMENT, (QUE WESTMINSTER 
Rieves), T.F., was killed in action, 3rd March, 
1915. 


CAPTAIN KEITH EDDOWES GREEN 
10th BATTN. (SOUTH AUSTRALIA) 
AUSTRALIAN INFANTRY, 
born at Glenelg, South Australia, on the 29th 
January, 1893, was the only son of the late 
Thomas Walter Green, Civil Servant, South 
Australian Government, Marian Street, Pros- 
pect, South Australia. 

He was educated at St. Peter’s College, Hack- 
ney, and while there he joined the Senior 
Cadets, prior to the institution of compulsory 
military training in Australia, joining the old 


10th Adelaide Rifles later. 

training coming into force, 
a commission in the 
Commonwealth Mili- 
tary Forces, which 
he received. For 
about twelve months 
he was Officer in 
Command of “D” 
Company, 79th Bat- 
talion, which  ap- 
pointment he relin- 
quished to volunteer 
for active service in 
the Great War. Cap- = 
tain Green, who was the fifth in South Australia 
to offer his services, was appointed to the L0th 
Battalion, Australian Infantry, and he left for 
the seat of war with the first Contingent. He 
was in command of “B’”’ Company, which 
formed part of the covering party during the 
landing at Gaba Tepe, Gallipoli Peninsula, and 
he was killed during these operations on the 
25th April, 1915. Captain Green was buried 
at Gaba Tepe. 

The Officer Commanding his battalion wrote: “ On 
behalf of the officers of the 10th A.LF. I wish to convey 
to you our sincerest sympathy with you in the sad and 
sudden loss which you have sustained in the death of 
your dear son, Captain Green, who was killed in action 
on 25th or 26th April whilst bravely fighting for the 
Empire. I'm sure that you will be glad to know that 
he was leading his men and bravely urging them to 
stick to their position, which we had to hold at allcosts, 
and the costs were indeed dreadful, Your dear son was 
a brave soldier, and no soldier desires a more glorious 
death than to be killed in action.” 

Captain Green was a member of the Adelaide 
Rowing Club, in connection with which he won 
several trophies. He was also keenly interested 
in the Boy Scout movement, but devoted most 
of his time to his military work. 


On compulsory

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2nd LIEUTENANT FRANCIS) =DVEMBERTON

SurReY REGIMENT, was killed in action, 15th 
February, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT CHARLES STIRLING 
WALTER GREENLAND, 2nd BATTN. 
GLOUCESTERSHIRE REGIMENT, 
born at Kennington, - ‘ 
Ashford, Kent, on 
the 22nd July, 1892, 
was the son of the 
Rey. C. A. Green- 
land. He was re- 
lated to Colonel A. 
Greenland, who com- 
manded a battalion 
of the Essex Regi- 
ment, and of the 
Rev. Richard Walter 
H.M.S. “Centurion,” ~~ = — 
author of ‘ Anson's Voyage.” 


He was cducated at St. Lawrence College, 
Ranisgate, where he made a new school record 
for the high jump with 5 ft. 5} in., while at the 
French Sports at Tien-Tsin he covered 5 ft. 7 in., 
and at the All-British Sports, 5ft. 9in. He 
was in the Sandhurst Company at the R.M.A., 
Woolwich, and received his commission in the 
Gloucestershire Regiment in September, 1911, 
joining the 2nd Battalion at Malta, where he 
was stationed for two years, and became Lieu- 
tenant in March, 1914. When war was declared 
he was in Australia, on leave, waiting for his 
marriage on the 5th September, but was 
recalled to his regiment for service in Flanders. 
On the 2nd May, 1915, Lieutenant Greenland 
was wounded in the trenches near Ypres, and 
on the way to the dressing station was killed 
by shell. 

His Commanding Officer, himself killed in action the 
next day, wrote to his father: ‘ Ho was killed instan- 
tancously by a piece of shell in the head during a very 
heavy bombardment in the trenches. We shall all 
iniss him very much, and I, speaking as his Commanding 
Officer, had the highest opinion of his abilities. AU 
through the war he had been of the greatest assistance 
to the Company Commander, and the men loved him, 
and recognised him as a born leader, and I looked upon 
him as one of the best. subalterns I had. He has died 
a soldier's death in the field of honour. We have buried 
him at a spot about a thousand yards south of the 
West End of Hooge (on the Menin Road), just on the 
Ypres side of a wood, known to troops as ‘ Sanctuary 
Wood. ” 


A sketch of the place of burial accompanied the 
letter. 


LIEUTENANT JOHN FRANCIS 
BERNAL GREENWOOD, Ist 
BATTN. THE KING’S OWN 
(ROYAL LANCASTER REGIMENT), 

eldest son of 


| Lieutenant- Colonel 
Joseph Greenwood, 
R.E., of Bartram 
| Park, Haverstock 
Hill, London, S.W., 
was born in Limer- 
ick, Ireland, on the 
22nd March, 1885. 
Ile was educated at 
the Military College, 
Plymouth, and 
served in the ranks

for four years with The Queen’s (Royal West 


Surrey Regiment). He was given a commission 
in The King’s Own (Royal Lancaster Regiment) 
in January, 1908, joining the regiment in India, 
where he served for five years. He was pro- 
moted Licutenant in May, 1911. In January, 
1913, he was seconded for two years’ service 
with the Army Pay Department, being stationed 
at Warley, in Essex, and rejoined his regiment 
in January, 1915. 

While in India he obtained the certificates for 
Higher Equitation, Mounted Infantry, and 
Supply and Transport duties, and commanded 
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a section in the Mounted Infantry School, Um- 
balla. He also passed the Higher Standard 
Examination in Hindustani and Pushtu, the 
Lower Standard in Persian, and was also 
qualified as an Interpreter in French. At the 
Assault-at-Arms of the 9th Division, held at 
Lucknow in 1910, he carried off the Cup as the 
“best. Officer-at-Arms.” 

In April, 1915, he was sent to the Ist Battalion 
of his regiment in France, and was killed on 
Sunday, the 2nd May, 1915, being shot in the 
head by Maxim-gun fire when leading his men 
in repelling an attack at St. Julien at the second 
Battle of Ypres. 

A Corporal of the battalion, who was with him at the 
time, thus described the circumstances: ‘On the 2nd 
May, at about 3 p.m., the enemy used gas, and under 
cover of it they advanced, about 700 strong, against a 
farmhouse held by ten men of‘C’ Company. Lieutenant 
Greenwood, the Corporal (also called Greenwood), and 
three men of the kame company rushed about 200 yards 
to the farmhouse to assist the small party holding it. 
The encmy continued their advance under rifle and 
machine-gun fire, getting to within 300 yards. During 
the attack, Lieutenant Greenwood with his revolver, 
and later, when his ammunition was finished, with a 
rifle, and the men with rifles, accounted for a good many 
of the enemy. After firing a few rounds from the rifle, 
Lieutenant Greenwood was shot in the head, his death 
being Instantaneous. The small party had to retire, 
leaving the officer's body behind with those of ten of 
the meu.” 

The above account. was subsequently confirmed in 
essential details by a brother Officer, who added: ‘ He 
was loved by us all; he indeed was a gallant officer.”” 


Lieutenant Greenwood married at Lucknow, in 
July, 1910, Frances Mary Georgina Anderson, 
and left one son, Henry Vincent Bernal, born in 
August, 1911. 


2nd LIEUTENANT SYDNEY MAURICE GREGORY, 
1/6th (Ci1ry of Lonpon) Batty. THE LONDON 
REGIMENT (RIFLES) 'T.F., was killed by shrap- 
nel, 18th May, 1915. 


CaPTAIN WILLIAM Ewine Greta, 5th Batty. 
(TERRIT.) THE KING’s (LIVERPOOL REGIMENT), 
died of wounds, 27th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN FRANCIS OCTAVIUS GREN- 
(QUEEN'S ROYAL) 


FELL, V.C., 9th 
LANCERS, 
the first officer to be 
awarded the Victoria 
Cross in the Great 
War, was the third 
member of his family 
to give his life fight- 
ing against Germany. 
His twin brother, 
Captain R. Grenfell, 
9th Lancers, fell in 
action on the 14th 
September, 1914, and 
his cousin, Captain Julian Grenfell, D.S.O., 
Royal Dragoons, died of wounds on the 26th 
May, 1915. 
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Captain Francis Grenfell, who was born on the 
4th September, 1880, at Hatchlands, Guildford, 
was the eighth son of the late Mr. Pascoe Gren- 
fell, of 69 Eaton Place, and of Wilton Park, 
Beaconsfield, and a nephew of Field-Marshal 
Lord Grenfell. He was educated at Eton (Mr. 
Durnford’s House 1894-1899) and was in the 
Eton XI. in his last year. He was Master of 
the Beagles at the same time as his brother 
was Whip, and by raising funds they both 
played a very important part in the building of 
the present kennels. Captain Grenfell was a 
celebrated polo player, and, with his brother, 
did much for modern polo. He was instru- 
mental in forming the Old Etonian Polo Team, 
which was at one time nominated as the Polo 
Cup Challenger. He was also an excellent 
rider, winning several inter-Regimental horse 
races, and in India won the Point-to-Point 
Race the day his brother won the Kadir Cup. 
On leaving Eton Captain Grenfell joined the 
8rd (Militia) Battn. Seaforth Highlanders, with 
which he served over a year, and in May, 1901, 
he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the King’s 
Royal Rifle Corps. He took part in the South 
African War 1901-2, including operations in the 
Orange River Colony, in Cape Colony, and in 
the Transvaal, and he received for his services 
the Queen’s Medal with five clasps. He was 
promoted Lieutenant in January, 1905, and in 
May of that year he exchanged to the 9th 
Lancers, becoming Captain in September, 1912. 
Captain Grenfell accompanied his) Regiment to 
Flanders as part of the British Expeditionary 
Force in August, 1914. 

“‘For gallantry in action against unbroken infantry at 
Andregnies, Belgium, on the 24th August, 1914, and for 


gallant conduct in assisting to save the guns of the 119th 
Battery Royal Field Artillery, near Doubon, the same day ” 


he received the Victoria Cross. (London 
Gazette, 16th November, 1914). The gunners 
had all been struck down, and Captain Gren- 
fell called for volunteers to save the guns, 
which were safely man-handled out of action 
amid a storm of shell; and, in an episode 
where all were brave, Captain Grenfell, wounded 
in the hand and leg, displayed a high heroic 
courage, which gained him the crown of every 
soldier’s ambition. He was also mentioned in 
Sir John French's Despatch of the 8th October, 
1914. His wounds proved severe and he re- 
turned to England, but at the earliest moment 
he was back again with his Regiment. A little 
later he was wounded even more dangerously, 
and recovered a second time, only to be mort- 
ally wounded by shrapnel at Hooge on the 24th 
May, 1015. 


CAPTAIN the Honble. JULIAN 
HENRY FRANCIS GRENFELL, 
D.S.O., Ist (ROYAL) DRAGOONS, 
eldest son of the first Baron Desborough, 
K.C.V.O., and of Lady Desborough, niece of 


the sixth Earl Cowper, was born on the 30th 
March, 1888. He was educated at Eton and 
Balliol College, Ox- 
ford, and received 
his commission as a 
University candidate 
in August, 1910, with 
antedate to Septem- 
ber, 1909, becoming 
Lieutenant in Octo- 
ber, 1911. He had 
made a special study 
of reconnaissance 
work, and for his ser- 
vices in the Great 
War was mentioned in Sir John French’s 
Despatch of the I4th June, 1915, and was 
awarded the D.S.O. in November, 1914, the 
official notice stating that “on the 17th 
November he succeeded in reaching a point 
behind the enemy’s trenches and making an 
excellent reconnaissance, furnishing early in- 
formation of a pending attack by the enemy ” 
(* London Gazette,” Ist January, 1915). 


A Captain of his regiment wrote: ‘* He is doing very 
well indeed, as I always knew he would, but it is more 
especially of what he has done the last two days that I 
thought might interest you. We were in the trenches 
on a forty-eight hours’ turn of duty, and where we were, 
in a wood less than a hundred y 8 from the German 
trenches, we were very much bothered by snipers, who 
were doing a lot of damage. The day before yesterday 
Julian crept through the undergrowth right up to one 
of the German trenches and shot one of them dead 
through his own loophole. Yesterday he crawled out 
in the same direction and found the trench evacuated, 
so he crept on some little way beyond. He put two more 
Germans in the bag, and then came back with the most. 
useful information that the Germans were advancing. 
Within half an hour they attacked the line very heavily, 
and were repulsed with great loss. Both acts were not 
only extremely plucky, but showed great resource and 
presence of mind, not to say cunning, I have reported 
the matter to the Colonel, who will send it on. He is 
very well and fit and cheery, in spite of many unpleasant 
conditions. I won't let him do anything too rash, but 
so far he has shown that he is quite capable of looking 
after himself, and more than a match for a whole lot of 
damned Germans.” 


Captain Grenfell, who was promoted to his 
rank in January, 1915, was wounded in the head 
near Ypres, while reconnoitring on the 13th 
May, 1915, and an operation was performed 
shortly afterwards with marked improvement 
in his condition. Unfortunately, however, he 
dicd on the 26th May, ten days after the oper- 
ation, in hospital at Boulogne, Lord and Lady 
Desborough being with him during that time. 
Captain Grenfell was a fine soldier and promising 
officer, being a man of fine physique, and his 
courage and fearlessness were universally 
recognised and admired. 

In a letter from the front, written in October, 1911, he 
wrote: “I adore war. It is like a big picnic without 
the objectlessness of a picnic. I’ve never been so well 
or so happy.” 

His twin cousins, Captain Francis Grenfell, 
V.C., and Captain ‘“‘ Rivy ” Grenfell, have also 


been killed in the Great War, the former in 
May, 1915, and the latter in September, 1914. 
Captain Grenfell was a member of the Bath 
Club, and his favourite sports were boxing, 
shooting, coursing, and steeplechasing. He 
won the Wyfold Fours in the Balliol College 
crew at Henley Regatta, and also won the 
record high jump (6 ft. 5 in.) at the Johannes- 


burg Horse Show. He was the author of 
a poem “Into Battle,” written in the 
trenches, which was published in ‘ The 
Times.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT JOHN EDWARD 
GRESSON, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. 2nd, 
BATTN. THE CHESHIRE REGIMENT 
was the seventh and 
youngest son of the 
late Major W. H. 
Gresson, 27th Royal 
Inniskilling Fusiliers, 
and 65th York and 
Lancaster Regiment, 
and of Mrs. Gresson, 
of Fernleigh, Chel- 
tenham. Four of his 
brothers are in the 
service of their coun- 
try, namely, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel T, T, Gresson, D.S.O., Ist Bat- 
talion, York and Lancaster Regiment ; Captain 
R. H. A. Gresson, Advanced Remount Depot, 
B.E.F.; Commander A. L. Gresson, R.N., 
in command of H.M.S. ‘ Impregnable,”’ Devon- 
port; and Gunner George Gresson, Canadian 
Field Artillery, 

2nd Lieutenant Gresson was born on the 3rd 
June, 1881, at Woodville, Birr, King’s County, 
and was educated at Cheltenham College and 
at Rossall. When his education was completed 
he went out to China, where he was engaged in 
business in the firm: of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, 
and Co. He was a very keen horseman, and 
was known in China for the active interest 
he took in polo, steeplechasing, and coursing. 
He was also associated with the Shanghai 
Light Horse and the Hong Kong Light Horse. 
When the war with Germany broke out Mr. 
Gresson was at home on leave, and he imme- 
diately volunteered for active service. In 
September, 1914, he was gazetted 2nd Lieu- 
tenant, and was posted to the 3rd Battalion, 
Cheshire Regiment, with which he served in 
Birkenhead and on coast defence in Scotland. 
In March, 1915, he sailed for France, and was 
attached to the 2nd Battalion for active 
service, 

He was killed on the 25th May, 1915, in the 
general attack on the German trenches at 
Ypres, and was buried in or near Hooge Wood, 
Ypres, Flanders,

2nd LIEUTENANT WILLIAM PER-

OF CAMBRIDGE’S OWN (MIDDLESEX 
REGIMENT), 
was killed in action 
on the Mth Febru- 
ary, 1915, in Bel- 
gium. 

He was the youngest 
son of Mr. William 
Grieve, of 13, Fen- 
church Avenue, Lon- 
don, FE.C., and of 
Rockeliffe, Dal- 
beattie, and was 
born at Croydon on 
the 11th November, 1885. He was educated 
at St. Andrew’s School, Eastbourne ; at Chelten- 
ham College, and at Edinburgh University, 
and on the outbreak of war joined the 2nd 
King Edward's Horse as a Trooper., In 
November, 1914, he received a commission in 
the 5th (Reserve) Battalion, Middlesex Regi- 
ment, and from that battalion was transferred 
to the 8rd Middlesex. 
afterwards antedated August, 1914 (‘* London 
Gazette,” 29th December, 1914).

MAJOR H. WALTER G. MEYER 
GRIFFITH, late 3rd BATTN. SOUTH 
WALES BORDERERS AND 
LOYAL NORTH LANCASHIRE 
REGIMENT, RESERVE OF OFFICERS, 
who was killed in 
action near Wum 
Biajas, Cameroons, 
West Africa, on 28th 
May, 1915, was born 
on the 9th August, 
1878, at the Old 
Vicarage, Bovingdon, 
Herts. He was the 
only son of the late 
Walter Meyer Grif- 
fith, formerly Lieu- 
tenant in the 2nd 
Battalion, Bedfordshire Regiment, and of Mrs. 
W. Meyer Griffith. Major W. Meyer Griffith 
came of soldier stock on both sides of his family. 
His grandfather, Major Henry Griffith, was 
killed at the taking of Rangoon in 1852; his 
great-uncle was Mr. Philip Griffith, C.B., of 
the Diplomatic Service ; and another uncle was 
Dr. William Griffith (Army), the great botanist. 
On his mother’s side he had uncles serving as 
officers in the Crimean War, in India, Afghani- 
stan, and Manipur, etc., and his ancestors 
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fought at Crecy and Poitiers. At the latter 
battle Sir Rhys-ap-Griffith was given the right 
to wear for ever, “for valour,” six lionceaux 
rampant, in addition to the Griffith arms. 
Major W. Meyer Griffith was educated at 
Brighton, Dover College, and Collége Gaillard, 
Lausanne. He was a good linguist, and had 
passed for the Army as Interpreter in French, 
and had also compiled a ‘ Glossary of English- 
French Military Terms.” He was a Fellow of 
the Royal Geographical and Royal Historical 
Societics and of the Royal Society of Anti- 
quaries of Scotland. He frequently con- 
tributed to the Service papers and magazines, 
and many of his sketches have appeared in 
the ‘ Graphic,” the “ Illustrated London and 
War News,” the ‘“ Sphere,’’ the “ Field,” and 
the “ Daily Graphic.” He was very keen on 
forming Cadet Corps and also on the Boy Scout 
movement, and at Sierra Leone he was Com- 
missioner for Scouts. He was one of those men 
who could turn his hand to anything, and who 
threw himself heart and soul into whatever he 
did ; was never idle, and utilised every moment 
of his life “for Empire.” Not being able to 
afford the Army in times of peace (though 
always a soldier at heart), he entered the 
scholastic profession; but on the outbreak 
of the Boer War, in 1899, he immediately 
applicd for a commission in the South Wales 
Borderers; was appointed 2nd _ Lieutenant 
in 1900, and served practically throughout 
the campaign. Ile held appointments as Censor 
and Railway Staff Officer on the lines of 
communication, and for a time was with the 
Army Service Corps and various columns, 
secing much of South Africa. At the conclusion 
of the Boer War he returned home as Lieutenant 
with the Queen’s medal and three clasps and 
the King’s medal with two clasps. Later on 
he joined the 3rd Battalion, Royal North 
Lancashire Regiment, as Captain,and in August, 
1910, he obtained a further commission as Major 
(unattached), Territorial Force. Whilst in com- 
mand of the Glenalmond Officers’ Training Corps 
he brought this corps up to a state of absolute 
efficiency. He resigned this command at the 
end of three years inthe summer of 1913, as he 
had been offered the appointment of A.D.C. to 
the Governor of Sierra Leone. Whilst waiting 
three months before going out to the colony he 
accepted a post at St. Lawrence’s College, 
Ramsgate, where even in that. short period he 
became greatly beloved and valued. 

When war was declared with Germany in August, 
1914, he tendered his resignation as A.D.C. 
(agreeing to wait until a civilian could be ap- 
pointed in his stead) and offered his services for 
active service in France. Early in September 
he secured and paid his own passage home for 
this purpose, and was sailing on the following 
Monday when at daybreak, on the Saturday, 


General Dobell, C.B., arrived at Freetown, 
requiring more officers. Major Griffith felt that 
it was his duty to join this expedition, and his 
suggestion meeting with a ready acceptance, he 
sailed for the Cameroons with the Anglo-French 
Force as Chief Ordnance Officer to the expedition. 
Arriving at Duala (after a busy voyage), he 
did strenuous work there as Chief Ordnance 
Officer up to the end of November, 1914. 
Throughout December he was appointed Officer 
in Charge of the lines of communication, 
Northern Railway. He led many expeditions 
in search of entrenched Germans, and had 
charge also of many German prisoners, to whom 
he was invariably courteous and kind, especially 
to the women and children. He received on his 
return the following messages from Headquar- 
ters: “‘I am told to let you know that the General 
Officer Commanding has made a note of the 
excellent work you have been doing” (14th 
November, 1914) ; “‘ Your useful reconnaissance 
put the sealon excellent work as Officer in Charge 
Lines of Communication.” (British Headquar- 
ters, Nkongsambe, 20th December, 1914.) 

In February, 1915, he was awarded the Croix 
de Guerre by the French Government “ for 
valuable services during the Cameroon Cam- 
paign,’’ 1914-15. He retained the post of 
Chief Ordnance Officer until the middle of 
April, 1915, when he was again specially sent 
up north as Expert. Instructor with some new 
guns. Having fulfilled this mission, immediately 
on his return to Duala, on the 26th April, 1915, 
he was offered the post of Officer Commanding 
Lines of Communication to the Allied Forces 
at Duala, Edea, and Jaundi, S.E. He accepted 
it with alacrity, and continued in it up to his 
death on the 28th May, 1915. 

This post was no sinecure. There was no railway 
line beyond Edea, the expedition was experi- 
encing strong opposition, and his lines of com- 
munication grew longer and thinner. Furious 
tornadoes enlivened their long and scorching 
marches; insects of every description harried 
them. They had often to cut their way through 
dense bush and cross streams spanned by frail 
and broken bridges over which the guns had 
to be lifted. There was neither telegraph nor 
telephone: every message and despatch had 
to be sent by runner. The carrier columns 
were sometimes two and three miles long, and 
difficulties of food and transport had all to be 
thought out and arranged for. At the end of 
a heavy march, when others could perhaps 
secure a little rest, the Chief Ordnance Officer, 
in sopping clothes and squelching boots, would 
have to hurry round for another two hours 
settling difficulties and arranging matters. 
Defence arrangements were often inadequate, 
and native information perhaps received that 
a German force had concentrated four miles 
south-east, intending to attack ! 


Major Griffith’s camp was at Wum Biajas, 
near Mbila River, on the 26th May. Furious 
fighting had been going on for four days and 
nights in front, and the sick and wounded were 
continually coming in. His lines of communi- 
cation were cut behind him, and several cyclists 
and runners had been sniped at previously 
and had had to return; but on the 27th an 
orderly with a strong patrol of six men and a 
civilian got through safely, and there was no 
sign of the enemy. A large convoy of sick and 
wounded, including nine officers, was waiting 
to be evacuated to the base. Early on the 
morning of the 28th May they moved out, a 
strong advance guard going on two hours ahead. 
Time passed, and Major Griffith, with his 
hands full of other duties, hoped all was well ; 
but about 11 a.m. he received a message from 
the officer in charge of the convoy saying that 
the advance guard had been fired on and had 
retreated before the enemy. The convoy was 
trying to return, but the Germans were in great 
force. Major Griffith was greatly upset at the 
idea of the convoy of invalids being in danger, 
and immediately decided to go to their rescue 
himself with all the available men that could 
safely be spared from the redoubt—forty British 
and French native troops. About a mile out 
he met: the convoy, and saw them safely on their 
way back to camp. He then went on with his 
little band, picked up the advance guard (about 
another twenty men), and took them on also. 
About a mile further on he came in touch with 
the enemy, and engaged them for one and a half 
hours, driving them back over a mile along the 
road, with dense bush on either side. On 
coming to a slight clearing he ordered “ a final 
volley. Fix bayonets and charge! ’’ He himself 
led the charge, only, however, to fall mortally 
wounded when he had gone about twelve paces. 
The enemy were in retreat, but, on sceing the 
white leader fall, returned in full force, and the 
fire became so hot that his men had to leave 
Major Griffith’s body close to where he fell. 
He now slecps “in some corner of a foreign 
field, that is for ever England.” A small cross 
was found on his grave, and the British officers 
erected a large cross to his memory on the 
following day. 

The motto in his diary (sent home to his widowed mother, 
to whom he was absolutely devoted) reads: ‘* Give me 
leave, therefore, always to liveand dicin this mind : that 
he is not worthy to live at all that, for fear of danger 


or death, shunneth his country’s service and his own 
honour. ‘Mutare vel timere sperno.’”’ 


The General in Command wrote: ‘“ There was no 
braver heart or one so well loved, and his loss to us is 
irreparable. I fecl that I have lost, not only a very great 
friend, but a most valuable assistant. By the 
French also he is universally regretted. His noble 
death, in the performance of his duty (in the highest 
meaning of the term), was worthy of his race and 
ancestors. . + You have the deepest sympathy of 
all members of the Allied Fortes. The death of no 
person could have caused suth universal sorrow. I 
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trust later on your pride in his life and unselfish death 
may be some solace to you.” 

Tho French Commandant wrote a letter of condolence 
to the British General on Major Griffith's loss, as also 
did many officers, both British and French. A Sergeant. 
said: ‘It may be some consolation to you to know 
that your son, Major W. Meyer Griffith—that brave 
and noble soldier—could not have met a more glorious 
and heroic end, ‘ gallantly leading a charge in defence 
of the sick and wounded.” The Major was beloved 
by all his men—white and black. We would all have 
followed him anywhere, all loved and trusted him so 
much. He had a smile and a cheerful word for everybody. 
No matter what rank they held, from the highest to the 
lowest, he was our friend. He hax gone, but the memory 
of your splendid son will live for ever in the minds of 
those he came in contact with in the Cameroons.’’ 
A Capitaine d'Artillerie wrote a poem describing the 
fighting and the death of * noble Major Griffith,” and. 
how he fell heroically facing the foe, leading the bayonet 
charge. He concludes with the lines, which form also 
a fitting end to this memoir : 

“ Dors en paix, Oh Griffith, de l’éternel repos ; 
Dors en ce champs Uhonneur ou ta fus un héros.” 


For his services Major Griffith was awarded 
the “ Croix de Guerre.” 


MAJOR JOHN GWYNNE GRIFFITH, 
p.s.c., 32nd LANCERS, INDIAN ARMY, 
9th CAVALRY 


BRIGADE MAJOR, 
BRIGADE, 
born on the 23rd 
June, 1874, at Tara- 
ghur, Ajmere, India, 
was the third son 
of the late Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel John 
Gilbert Erskine 
Griffith, Indian Staff 
Corps, and of Mrs. 
Griflith, of Newland, 
Gloucestershire. 

He was educated at 
Stubbington House School and Dulwich College, 
and after one year in the 3rd (Militia) Battalion, 
South Wales Borderers, he was gazetted to an 
unattached 2nd Lieutenancy for the Indian 
Army in November, 1894. Until February, 
1896, he was attached to the 2nd Battalion, 
Durham Light Infantry, stationed at Poona, 
and he was then gazetted to the Indian Staff 
Corps, joining the 2nd Bombay Lancers, from 
which he served on plague duty at Bombay. 
He was promoted Licutenant in February, 1897, 
and officiated as Inspective Olficer, Imperial 
Service Cavalry, Kathiawar, for nine months, 
and from January to March, 1902, he was em- 
ployed with the Imperial Yeomanry, being one 
of eight Indian Army Senior Subalterns chosen 
for active service in South Africa. He was 
present at operations in the Transvaal and 
Orange River Colony, and received for his 
services the Queen’s medal with four clasps. 
In South Africa he had served with the tem- 
porary rank of Captain in command of a 
squadron, and for a year he served as Military 
Attaché under Sir Archibald Hunter, becoming 
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Captain in the Indian Army in February, 1903. 
For four years, from February, 1905, he was a 
Brigade Major, being stationed at Kamptee 
and Jubbulpore. and was granted an extension 
but gave it up to pass through the Staff College 
at Quetta, which he did in 1910. In 1912 
he went to Australia, where he was employed 
as Director of Military Training on the Head- 
quarters Staff at Melbourne, receiving his 
Majority in November that year ; and so success- 
ful was he that the Australian Government 
asked for an extension of his services, which 
was granted for another year. During that 
time he was employed as General Staff Officer, 
Victoria, and in 1913 he passed Q. II, Tactical 
Fitness for Command. 

A letter of appreciation of Major Griffith's services in 
Australia was addressed to his widow by the Hon, 
W. M. Hughes, Prime Minister of Au ia; and the 
Minister of Defence wrote as follows: ** Major Griftith’s 
extensive military knowledge, his capacity and soldierly 
attributes, combined with his charming personality, 
provided an inspiring example. and earned him the 
respect of all ranks of the Australian Military Forces. 
His untimely ending, and the resultant loss to the 
Empire, is deeply deplored by those who were privileged 
to be associated with him in the training of the Australian 
Army.” 

General Kirkpatrick and Major-General Chau- 
vel both expressed their high appreciation of 
his services to the Commonwealth during the 
critical period of Australian military develop- 
ment. Australians are quick to appreciate 
military power and leadership : they recognised 
both these qualities in him. 

Major Griffith returned to India in 1913, and 
was at home on leave when the Great War 
broke out in August, 1914. In September, 
1914, he was appointed Senior Major of the 7th 
Reserve Cavalry Regiment, stationed at Tid- 
worth, and in the following month he was 
appointed D.A.A. and Q.M.G. of the 2nd 
Cavalry Division, becoming Brigade Major 
of the 9th Cavalry Brigade in April, 1915, 
by special request of the General Officer Com- 
manding. Major Griffith was killed instantane- 
ously on the 24th May, 1915, whilst giving 
orders to of Ypres. 
He was buried at Ypres, in the Cemetery, on the 
Menin Road. For his se in the war 
he was mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch 
of 31st May, 1915. He had a great gift of win- 
ning friendship and esteem. 

General nly wrote: ‘* He was a brave, good soldier, 
an unfailingly cheery companion, and the kindest and 
most sympathetic of friends ; the sort of lish gentle- 
man who have made this Empire what it He adds : 
“The to me is not only that of a perfectly invaluable 
Start offic but of a very great friend, with whom I 
have been associated now, as you know, for a very con- 
siderable time, both on the Staff together of the 2nd 
Cavalry Division and in this brigade. On active service 
one gets to know one’s friends in a few months, or 5ome- 
times even days, in a way which years of peace would 
never bring. I can only say that in these months of 
sometimes hard and strenuous times I have got to know 
and value and love your husband in a way which it is 
ditticult to convey even to you. He died for the greatest 
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and highest cause for which any people have ever fought ; 
he died the noblest death that can be died—in the actual 
performance of his duty in battle—and he has left with 
us an example which we all realise as that of the highest 
and best.” 

Major Griffith married Florence Ethel, daughter 
of the late Major George Anthony Baker, 
6th Bengal Cavalry, and of Mrs. Baker, of 
29, Park Place, Cheltenham. He was a keen 
sportsman and fond of all games and sports, 
particularly football and polo, pigsticking, 
hunting, and big-game shooting. He won the 
Gujerat pony point-to-point in 1910, and the 
Staff College point-to-point in 1900. He 
played in the Indian Cavalry Polo Tournament 
for his regiment in 1911, and he carried off 
prizes in every assault-at-arms and gymkhana 
in which he competed. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (temp. LIEUTEN- 
ANT) OSWALD GRIFFITH, ROYAL 
FIELD ARTILLERY, attd. B. BATTERY, 
63rd BRIGADE, XIIth EASTERN 
DIVISION, 
was killed in action 
in the trenches by a 
German sniper on 
the 27th February, 
1915. 

He was the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Griffith, of 5, Park 
Hill, Bangor, North 
Wales, where he was 
born on the 12th 
January, 1888, and 
where his family is 
interested in education.

On the completion of his studies, in 1909, he 
was appointed Headmaster of Hardwick Re- 
formatory School. He remained there for about 
two years, but being anxious to return to 
primary teaching, he accepted an assistantship 
at the Boys’ Department of the Carnarvon 
National School. In May, 1912, he was 
appointed to the Westborough Road Council 
School, Southend, where he was Senior Assistant 
on the outbreak of war. He took much interest 
in military subjects, and was the Senior Sergeant 
of the O.T.C. He was a prominent football 
player, and was good at games and an accom- 
plished musician. 

On war breaking out he offered his services, 
which were at once accepted, and he was 
granted a commisssion, as 2nd Lieutenant, in 
the Royal Field Artillery, on the 26th August, 
and was attached, for instruction, to the 12th 
Division Artillery. Having gone through his 
military training at Shoeburyness, Woolwich, 
and Aldershot, and qualified in the different 
subjects, he was promoted Temporary Lieu- 
tenant, on the 15th November, with under three 


months’ service. Immediately after joining 
he appears to have shown by his zeal and energy 
his great anxiety to learn the technical part of 
his profession as an Artilleryman, and was thus 
advanced very quickly to higher rank. At the 
front he was always ready for any work or 
duty, and when he was killed he was in the 
trenches as a volunteer, having gone to ex- 
perience the work there, and also to understand 
better how the Artillery could assist the 
Infantry in case of an advance. 

The officers and men of his battery deplored 
his loss, his Commanding Officer writing that he 
considered him “an invaluable officer.” He 
was very popular at Bangor, where he had 
chiefly lived, and a tablet has been placed in 
Westborough Road School, Southend, to his 
memory, and was unveiled on the 19th July, 
1915, by the Mayor in the presence of a large 
audience, including all the boys and the Boy 
Scouts. 

Lieutenant Griffith is buried at Neuve Eglise. 


LIEUTENANT RUPERT VARDON de 
BURGH GRIFFITH, 3rd BATTN. THE 
ROYAL FUSILIEKS (CITY OF LONDON 
REGIMENT), was 
the only son of Cap- 
tain W. H. de Burgh 
Griffith, and of Mrs, 
de Burgh Griffith. 
He was a grandson 
of the late Lieuten- 
ant - Colonel Gait- 
skell, of Waldon 
House, Cheltenham. 
He was born on the 
25th December, 1892, 
and was educated 
first at Suffolk Hall, and at Mr. Gurney’s 
School, Brandon House, Cheltenham. Going 
from there to Heidelberg, Germany, he subse- 
quently went to Cheltenham College, whence 
he passed direct into the R.M.C., Sandhurst. 
He joined the Royal Fusiliers in March, 1912, 
becoming Lieutenant in November, 1914, and 
was killed in action on the 12th March, 1915, 
being shot through the head in a trench, and 
killed instantaneously. His last words were: 
“Cheer up, lads; time’s up in five minutes." 
He was interred the same day at Kemmel 
Chateau, near Ypres. 

Lieutenant de Burgh Griffith was a good all- 
round athlete, his favourite sports being foot- 
ball, polo and rowing. 


LIEUTENANT FRANCIS NOOT 
GIEFORD GRIFFITHS, 10th BATTN. 
(TERRIT.) THE MANCHESTER 
REGIMENT, who died on the 2nd June, 
1915, of wounds received in action, was the 
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youngest son of Licutenant-Colonel D. F. 
Griffiths, V.D., and was born on the 12th 
November, 1887. 
He was educated at 
the Oldham Hulme 
Grammar School, 
and on leaving school 
entered the cotton 
business. He joined 
the Territorial Force 
in June, 1912, when 
he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in his 
battalion, and be- 
came Lieutenant in 
August, 1914. Lieutenant Grifiths was a very 
tine clocutionist and took great interest in 
amateur theatricals, being a member of the 
Martin Harvey Amateur Dramatic Society, for 
which he played leading parts. He was well 
known in Manchester theatrical circles as Mr, 
Francis Gifford. 


CAPTAIN (temp) GEORGE CLEMENT 
GRIFFITHS, 13th (SERVICE) BATTN. 
THE LANCASHIRE FUSILIERS, 
a son of the late 
Major-General Grif- 
fiths,Colonel-in-Chief 
of the 53rd Sikhs, 
and a cousin of Sir 
Louis Dane, late 
Lieutenant-Governor 
of the Punjab, was 
born at Dera Gazee 
Khan, India, on the 
4th December, 1869. 
Captain Griffiths, 
who was educated 
privately, was a fine polo player and a keen 
yachtsman, being at one time a member of the 
Royal Yacht Club, Southampton; also of the 
Club Nautico San Isidro and the San Fernando 
Club, Buenos Aires. He played football for 
the Tottenham Hotspurs in their big matches, 
and was also a fine shot. He served in the 
South African War as Machine-gun Comman- 
der, receiving the Queen’s medal with two 
clasps, but at the end of the campaign he 
resigned his commission and went out to South 
America. On the outbreak of the Great War 
he returned to England to apply for a com- 
mission, and in October, 1914, he was gazetted 
Temporary Lieutenant in the 13th Battalion, 
Lancashire Fusiliers. He was promoted Tem- 
porary Captain in December, 1914, and in the 
spring of 1915 proceeded with his battalion to 
the Dardanelles, where he was killed in action 
on the 28th June, 1915. 

Captain Griffiths married Amy Ashton, daughter 
of Thomas Bence, of London, who survives him. 
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CAPTAIN HARRY HASTINGS 
GRIGG, 3rd QUEEN ALEXAN- 
DRA’S OWN GURKHA RIFLES, 
who was killed in 
action at the Battle 
of Festubert on the 
16th May, 1915, was 
the son of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel and 
Mrs. Grigg, of Roth- 
say Gardens, Bed- 
ford. 

He was born on the 
29th October, 1880, 
at Seetapore, Oudh, 
India, and was edu- 
cated at the Grammar School, Bedford. He was 
gazetted to the Duke of Cornwall's Light 
Infantry from the Militia, with which he served, 
during its embodiment, for seven months in 
January, 1902. He was promoted Lieutenant 
in April, 1905, and in December the same year 
was transferred to the Indian Army, in which 
he was promoted Captain in January, 1911. 
He was mentioned for his services in the war in 
Sir John French’s Despatch of the 3lst May, 
1915, and after the action at Neuve Chapelle 
had been recommended by his immediate 
Senior for the Military Cross. 


Masor CEectL THOMAS WRIGLEY GRIMSHAW 
D.S.0., Ist Barry. RoyAL Dustin FUsILiers, 
was killed, 25th April, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT JAMES COLIN 
GROGAN, 1st BATTN. THE KING'S, 
OWN SCOTTISH BORDERERS 
killed in action on 
the 4th June, 1915, 
was the fourth son 
of Brigadier-General 
E. G. Grogan, C.B., 
of Torrevagh, St. 
Andrews, Fife, and 
was born on the 16th 
September, 1880, at 
Craig Park, Ratho, 
Midlothian, the home 
of his maternal 
grandfather, James 


Richardson Forman. 


He was educated at Cheltenham and the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, from which he was gazetted to the 
King’s Own Scottish Borderers in September, 
1909, becoming Lieutenant in April, 1913. 

He accompanied the Ist Battalion of his regi- 
ment to the Gallipoli Peninsula, where he was 
killed. 

The Officer Commanding the battalion in the assault 
during which Lieutenant Grogan was killed sent the 
following account of that officer’s death to a relative : 
“Your brother commanded one of the two companies 
which were in the first line sent forward to rush the 
Turkish trenches after the bombardment, He and his 


Company Sergeant-Major were the only two in that 
company who got right up to the trenches. He was 
last seen standing on the parapet firing his revolver 
before he was killed. How he got over the ground 
swept by such a fire as there was is hard to understand. 
For this particular attack our brigade was broken up, 
and we were attached to another, and, as a regiment, 
were given the most difficult portion of the line to ad- 
vance against. Our casualties alone show what we had 
up against us. Your brother’s death is a great loss to 
the regiment. I had never met him till I returned to 
the battalion on the 17th May. I could quite plainly 
see how much he was liked by everybody. 

P.S.—Since writing this I have been informed that 
your brother’s body has been found and buried.” 

A Chaplain to the Forces, in writing, said: ‘* Your son, 
who was not in action at the beginning of the war, was 
most anxious to take his part in the fighting, and was 
most rejoiced when he was returned to his company 
from his work as Transport Officer. In the action in 
which he took part I hear he did e lent work, and it 
was in a daylight attack on the Turkish trenches that he 
fell leading his men. Your son was one in whose com- 
panionship I took special pleasure and he was equally 
liked by all the mess. The last I saw of him was on the 
night, before the action, when I said good-bye to him 
as they left to go into the firing line.” 

A Machine-gun Officer described the assault as follows : 
“Mr. Grogan led one of the first two companies to the 
assault on June 4th, They charged into an absolute 
hell of rifle, machine-gun, and shrapnel fire, and very 
few came back. He died a gallant and noble death, 
and he is to be envied. There are many worse things 
than a clean death in the excitement of a charge. The 
charge was quite successful, as our next two companics 
carried the trenches.” 


2nd LiruTENANT ROBERT EDWARD CHARLES 
Groome, RoyaL Fietp ARTILLERY, died of 
wounds, 3rd March, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT FRANCIS NEVILLE Groves, 1 /3rd 
Batty. THE MONMOUTHSIHRE REGIMENT, T.F., 
was killed in action, 9th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN (temp. FREDERICK 
GUSTAVUS GUDGEON, 16th (SERVICE) 
attd. 2nd BATTN. THE ROYAL 
FUSILIERS (CITY OF LONDON 
REGIMENT), _ 
born in Rio de | 
Janeiro, Brazil, on | 
the 29th October, | 
1890, was a son of 
Gustavus and Corine 
Gudgeon, of Rio de 
Janeiro. One of bis 
brothers is serving in 
the Army, and _ his 
youngest brother 
was interned at 
Ruhleben since No- 
vember. 1914. 

He received his earlier education on the Con- 
tinent, spending two years in France and one 
in Belgium, Afterwards he went to Hurst: 
Court, Hastings, and Cheltenham College 
(Leconfield), where he rowed in the College 
boat. He was keen on all sports, particularly 
tennis. In October, 1914, he left Brazil to 


join the Army, and in the following month was 
gazetted Temporary 2nd Lieutenant in the 
16th Battalion, Royal Fusiliers, becoming 
Temporary Lieutenant in December, 1914. 
He was promoted Temporary Captain in Feb- 
ruary, 1915. For active service Captain Gud- 
geon was attached to the 2nd Battalion of his 
regiment, with which he served in Gallipoli. 
He was killed in action there on the 28th June, 
1915. 


LIEUTENANT SIDNEY GUDGEON, 
3rd (RESERVE) attd. 2nd BATTN. 
THE MA'NCHESTER REGIMENT, 
who was killed in 
action near Ypres 
on the 14th-15th 
May, 1915, was the 
eldest son of Arthur 
T. Gudgeon, of 64, 
Birch Lane, Long- 
sight, Manchester. 
Lieutenant Gudgeon 
was born in Man- 
chester on the 10th 
January, 1892, and 
he studied electrical 
engineering at the University of Manchester, 
Faculty of Technology, leaving to become an 
electrical designer in 1912. 

He joined the Manchester University O.T.C., 
in which he became a Corporal, and on the 
declaration of war against Germany he applied 
for a commission. He was gazetted 2nd 
Licutenant in the Reserve Battalion, Man- 
chester Regiment, in August, 1914, and for 
active service was attached to the 2nd Battalion 
of his regient, with which he went to Flanders. 
Lieutenant Gudgeon, who was promoted to 
that rank in February, 1915, was wounded 
twice in April, but after a few days in hospital 
rejoined his battalion, and was killed by rifle 
bullet on the 14th-15th May, 1915, whilst 
superintending the digging of a new trench. 
He was buried near Ypres. 


2nd LIEUTENANT HENRY GEORGE 
CHRISTOPHER GUISE, 1/5th BATTN. 
(TERRIT.) THE GLOUCESTERSHIRE 
—E REGIMENT, 
was killed on the 
6th May, 1915, by 
the accidental ex- 
plosion of a hand 
grenade. 

He was the second 
son of Sir William 
Guise, Bart., of El- 
more Court, Glouces- 
ter, by his marriage 
with Ada Caroline, 
second daughter of 
M.P., of Rochetts, 


Octavius Edward Coope. 
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Brentwood, Essex, and was born on the 16th 
May, 1893. 

Educated at Eton, he was gazetted to the 
Territorial Force in August, 1914, when he 
undertook Imperial Service obligations. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ARTHUR GUNN, 2nd BaTTN.

LIEUTENANT FRANCIS’ JAMES 
GUNTER, llth (PRINCE ALBERT’S 
OWN) HUSSARS, 
born at Eastcote 
House, Ruislip, on 


the 5th August, 1893, 
was the elder son of 
the late Major- 
General James Gun- 
ter and of Mrs. James 
Gunter, Aldwark 
Manor, Yorkshire. 
He was educated at 
Eton, where he was 
in the shooting eight. 
and afterwards at Brasenose College, Oxford. 
He was gazetted in August, 1914, to the 11th 
Hussars, and attached to the 12th Reserve, 
Cavalry Regiment, for training, becoming Lieu- 
tenant in the former in September, 1914. He 
went to the front on the 9th December, 1914, 
rapidly gaining the confidence of officers and 
Lieutenant Gunter was killed in action 
near Hooge, in Flanders, on Whit-Monday, 
24th May, 1915. 

In the words of his fellow officers, he was a most gallant 
and fearless soldier who could be relied on to do his 
best. The following is an extract from the ‘* Oxford 
Magazine ”; *‘ F. J. Gunter came up to Brasenose from 
Eton in October, 1912. Quiet, reserved, and self-con- 
tained, he made in those two years a place of his own 
in the College life, and the news of his death comes as 
agreat sorrow to those who knew him more intimately. 
Under a stoical mask of reserve lay hid a deep sense of 
loyalty and duty ; though young, he faced the position 
which lay before him with a sober sense of the responsi- 
bilities it involved; to fear God and to honour the 
King he owned, in one of his rare moments of confession, 
as his ideal for himself and for those among whom he 
hoped to pass his life ; a mysterious Providence has only 
allowed him to leave to them his example. A brilliant 
horseman, with no knowledge of what fear meant, he 
rode, as he lived, his own line quiet and straight. Faith- 
ful friend and gallant gentleman, he has diced a soldier's 
death and has left bis College and all who knew him 
yet another example of duty done.”

He was educated at Ludgrove and at Eton, 
where he won the music prize, and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he was studying 
for the medical profession. He was a member 
of the Pitt Club at Cambridge. At both Eton, 
where he was an officer, and at} Cambridge 
he was in the O.'7.C., and on the outbreak of 
the war received a commission in the 
4th Yorkshire Light Infantry in August, 1914. 
Having undertaken Imperial Service obligations, 
he embarked for France in April, 1915. 

He was fatally wounded in a night attack on a 
German position at Touquet on Sunday morn- 
ing, the 23rd May, 1915. When brought to the 
first-aid post, knowing he was seriously wounded, 
he insisted on his men being attended to first, 
and the Medical Officer wrote that he was the 
bravest man he had ever seen. He died half 
an hour after his arrival at the Merville Hospital, 
France, and was buried in the Merville Cemetery. 


LIEUTENANT GERALD FRANCIS, 
HADOW, 2nd BATTN. ALEXANDRA, 


PRINCESS OF WALES’S OWN

was the elder son of 
the late Colonel Ar- 
thur De S. Hadow 
and of Mrs. Hadow, 
41, Queen’s Gate 
Gardens, S.W. 
Colonel Hadow was 
for thirty-two years 
in the Yorkshire 
Regiment, the 2nd 
Battalion of which 


| he commanded. 
— Lieutenant Hadow 


was born at Scarborough on the 24th January, 
1895, and was educated at Tonbridge School 
and the R.M.C., Sandhurst, from which he was 
gazetted to the Yorkshire Regiment in August, 
1914. He was attached for three months to the 


8rd (Reserve) Battalion of his regiment at West 
Hartlepool for training, and having joined the 
2nd Battalion in France served with it in the 
trenches during the winter. He received his 
promotion to Lieutenant in March, 1915. 
At the Battle of Neuve Chapelle, all the other 
officers of the company being killed or wounded, 
he commanded it for a day and a half, and 
brought it out of action, having taken sixty 
prisoners. 

Lieutenant Hadow was killed near Givenchy 
after an attack on the 15th June, 1915, in which 
two companies of his regiment took part. He 
had survived the attack, and was on his way 
back to report at Headquarters when he was 
killed by shell fire. He was mentioned in Sir 
John French’s Despatch of the 30th November, 
1915, for “ gallant and distinguished service in 
the field.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT ALEC CRICHTON 
COOPER HAINES, 2nd BATTN. 
ROYAL DUBLIN 
who died on the 8th 
May, 1915, at the 
Base Hospital, Bou- 
logne, of wounds re- 
ceived in action, was 
the only son of John 
Crichton Haines, 
London manager of 
Messrs. A. Guinness, 
Son, and Company, 
Limited. Born in 
Dublin in December, 
1894, 2nd Lieuten- 
ant Haines was educated at Cholmeley House 
School, Eastbourne, and Elstow School, Bed- 
ford, where he was in the Officers’ Training 
Corps. In 1912 2nd Lieutenant Haines entered 
the head office of the great Dublin brewery, 
in which his father was serving, but when war 
was declared he obtained permission to offer 
his services, and volunteered as a motor 
despatch rider. He was at once accepted, and 
after a short training of a fortnight at Chatham 
and at Aldershot he went to the Continent in 
September, 1914, and his capabilities being 
soon recognised, he was given a commission 
in the Royal Dublin Fusiliers. During his 
service as despatch rider he had many narrow 
escapes. On one occasion, after handing in his 
despatch at headquarters, he went to the rest 
house to await orders, and had just entered the 
door when a shell exploded, killing three com- 
rades who were standing beside him and 
wounding several who were resting, but 2nd 
Lieutenant Haines escaped, not being touched. 
On the Ist November, 1914, he was gazetted 
Temporary 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers from the rank of Corporal, 
Motor Cyclists, Royal Engineers, for service in 
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the field. He served with the 2nd Battalion 
in the trenches, and was complimented by his 
Commanding Officer, especially on one occasion, 
for his gallantry and bravery. 

His letters home show his cheerful and happy 
disposition. On one occasion he relates how 
at night he had made a reconnaissance with a 
Sergeant—as an attack on the German trenches 
was considered probable—to try and discover 
the nature of their obstacles, wire entangle- 
ments, etc. He describes how he had to crawl 
200 yards in a flat position, which took over an 
hour, and how he got back safely, though the 
Sergeant who had accompanied him “ got a 
bullet through his hat.” He was severely 
wounded in the second Battle of Ypres at St. 
Julien on the 25th April, 1915, and owing to the 
severity of the fire he could not be carried to the 
rear, but was placed in a crater formed by the 
explosion of a ‘‘ Jack Johnson,’’ where he had 
to remain some hours, and was afterwards 
taken to the base hospital at. Boulogne, where 
he died on the 8th May. 

His Commanding Officer, writing concerning his death, 
stated that he was ‘‘ severely wounded during an attack 
by our brigade on the village of St. Julien, when he 


behaved with the greatest gallantry. The whole battalion 
sympathise with you in your losa.”

On the outbreak 
of the war he joined the Auchterarder Company 
of the 1/6th Black Watch as 2nd Lieutenant, 
his commission being dated the 12th August, 
1914, and he was promoted Lieutenant (temp.) 
in January, 1915. Lieutenant Haldane, whohad, 
like many officers of his battalion, undertaken 
Imperial Service obligations, died of wounds 
received in the trenches near Festubert, France, 
on Sunday, the 13th June, 1915, and was buried 
in the British Military Cemetery at Locon,

CAPTAIN SYDNEY RAYMOND HALL, 
OFFICER COMMANDING SIGNALLING

was the son Of pesos 


Thomas William 
Hall, and was born 
on the 17th Decem- 
ber, 1883, at ‘‘Maple- 
stead,” Fullarton, 
South Australia. 

He was educated at 
Unley School, Hay- 
ward's Academy, 
and South Australia 
School of Mines. 

In March, 1911, he 
was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant on probation, his 
commission being confirmed in July, 1912. 
He was promoted Lieutenant in January, 1913, 
and Captain in August, 1914, when he was 
posted to the 10th Infantry Battalion, with 
which he came to Europe for active service in 
the Great War. Captain Hall was in charge 
of the Signalling Corps at the landing in Gal- 
lipoli in the early morning of the 25th April, 
1915, and did good service during that. trying 
day. He was assisting to bring up ammu- 
nition to his battalion, and between 3 and 4 
p.m. was killed instantaneously by shrapnel in 
the neck. 

Captain Hall married, in 1908, May, eldest 
daughter of John Drummond, of Adelaide, 
South Australia, and left two children—Herbert 
Drummond, born in April, 1909, and Mervyn, 
born in July, 1913.

LIEUTENANT WILLIAM ERNEST Haut, 5th 
(RESERVE), attd. 2nd Batrn. THE Roya. 
Fusitiers (Ci1ry oF LONDON REGIMENT), was 
killed in action, 23rd May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN JOHN HENRY LYLE 
HALLER, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. 2nd 
BATTN. EAST SURREY REGIMENT, 
was the elder son of John George Haller, of 
Langham House, Albany Street, London, N.W. 
(of Geo. Haller and Co., chemical merchants, 
52, Leadenhall Street, London, E.C.) 

He was educated at Merchant Taylors’ School, 
London, and Lancing College. He belonged to 
his College O.T.C., and held a certificate for 
proficiency in life saving. His education” was 
completed in France and Germany, and being 
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intended for a commercial career in connection 
with applied science, he worked in the labora- 
tory of Dr. Danysz 
at the Pasteur In- 
stitute in Paris, of 
which he held the 
certificate, and did 
practical work in a 
manufacturing lab- 
oratory. 

He was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant, on pro- 
bation, in the East 
Surrey Regiment in 
1912, becoming 
Lieutenant in May, 1913, in the 3rd (Reserve) 
Battalion. On the outbreak of the war he was 
attached to the Ist’ Battalion, serving with it 
at the front, afterwards being transferred to the 
2nd Battalion. He was killed on the 12th 
March, 1915, at Lindenhoek, being shot 
through the head while himself firing over a 
parapet at the enemy. Death was in- 
stantaneous, 

The Officer Commanding the 2nd Battalion, who gave 
these particulars * Lieutenant Haller had just 
heen recommended by me for promotion to the rank of 
Captain, and the lettter was in my pocket-book when 
he was shot. I valued his services immensely, and 
in him I lose a most gallant and competent officer, 
He was also my subaltern in the 1st Battalion at the 
end of October last year. Lieutenant Haller was buried 
in Kemmel Churchyard, Belgium.” 

He was promoted Captain after his death, to 
date from 2nd February, 1915, and was men- 
tioned for his services in Sir John French’s 
Despatch of the 31st May, 1915. 


A Captain of the Ist Battalion wrote: “ I never had a 
better officer serving with me or a braver comrade. Soon 
after our 2nd Battalion came out, they had great losses 
in officers, and, needing experienced officers to help 
tide them over their temporary difficulties, Lyle was 
ordered by name by the Corps Headquarters to be 
transferred. This battalion lost a good officer then, 
and one of the cheeriest and best of companions, and now 
the regiment is the poorer.”

Royan DuBLIN FUSILIERS, was 
killed in action, 28th-29th June, 1915. 


CAPTAIN WYNDHAM HALSWELL, 
Ist BATTN. THE HIGHLAND LIGHT 
INFANTRY, younger son of the late Keeley 
Halswell and his wife, Helen, daughter of the 
late General N. J. Gordon, was born on the 
30th May, 1882. 

Captain Halswell was educated at Charterhouse 
and the R.M.C., Sandhurst, from which he was 
gazetted to an unattached 2nd Lieutenancy in 
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January, 1901, and in the March following was 
posted to the Highland Light Infantry. He 
took part in the 
South African War 
from February to 
May, 1902, when he 
was employed with 
the mounted infan- 
try, and was present 
at, operations in the 
Transvaal, receiving 
the Queen’s medal 
with four clasps. He 
was promoted Lieu- 
tenant in January, 
1905, and Captain in September, 1911. 

At the Olympic Games in London in 1908 
Captain Halswell broke the record for the 
quarter-mile. His rivals were T’. C. Carpenter, 
W. C. Robbins, and J. B. Taylor, all representing 
the United States. At the critical point in the 
race Carpenter ran wide, and e]bowed Halswell, 
forcing him very nearly off the track. The 
judges broke the tape before the runners could 
finish, and declared the race void, disqualifying 
Carpenter. Halswell, Robbins. and Taylor 
were ordered to run the race in strings, but the 
two Americans declined to compete again, 
and the Englishman ran over the course in 
fifty seconds. In the semi-final his time had 
been 48? seconds, which, as stated above, was 
a new Olympic record. 

In its account of his final run “ The Times “He 
was accompanied round the course by loud cheers of 
sympathy. His own wish had been not to run unless 
the Americans, Robbins and Taylor, took part in the 
race. That was the real public school spirit, Scotch 
or other. He was ready to give up the coveted gold 
Olympic medal rather than take it when it was already 
his for fear of seeming in the very least degree unsports- 
manlike, But, of course, there was no question of 
that. ‘The officials of the Amateur Athletic Association 
quite rightly insisted on his running. and though he was 
denied the solid satisfaction of a real contest, he has 
the consolation, not only of having won the medal for 
his country, but of having done the best time recorded 
in the race.”* 

Captain Halswell on one occasion won four 
international championships in one afternoon, 
creating two national records. In addition to 
the amateur record for the quarter-mile, 
made at the Stadium, he held that for 300 yards, 
his time for the distance being 31} seconds. 
Captain Halswell wounded at Neuve 
Chapelle on the 12th March, 1915, but as soon 
as he could he returned to the firing line, only 
to fall in action on the 31st of that month. 

The following account of the circumstances attending 
his death is taken from the “ Highland Light Infantry 
Chronicle " for April, 1915: ‘* It was a man of his own 
company (‘A’) who told the story of the last few days 
of the gallant Captain’s life—days during which he never 
ceased to cheer the hearts of his men by his fine soldierly 
encouragement and example on the eve of one of the 
most critical moves of the campaign, Captain Halswell 
was an officer who got right to the heart of his men. 
It is hackneyed to say he was a popular officer, but he 
was everything that often formal phrase can be held

was 


to mean. ‘ He was the best officer in the battalion,’ 
remarked the soldier in question, with all a soldier's 
jealous desire to uphold the man who enjoys his con- 
fidence. ‘The men would follow him anywhere.” And 
it was always a case of following. When he ted us out 
for a run in the old days at Gosport it was a case of 
following a long way behind! I never saw him cheerier 
than before Neuve Chapelle. We knew we were in for 
a big thing, and when the time came for us to advance, 
after our artillery had finished with the Germans, we 
followed him eagerly forward. The air was thick with 
shrapnel and machine-gun fire, and we had not gone 
very far before Captain Halswell was hit about the 
forehead. ‘It’s not much." he told one of the lieu- 
tenants, ‘it’s just a seratch.’” But he was bleeding 
freely, and he was advised to get back and have the 
wound dry 1 Hie ran back to the first-aid post 
apparently hoping to get a bandage on his head and return 
to the fight, but the doctor kept him. He seemed to 
have been hit by a piece of shrapnel, but it had only 
grazed his head. He did not reappear that day 
or the next, but he was able to lead us back to 
the trenches a weck later, after our rest It was 
on the morning after the sceond day back in the 
trenches that he was killed. He and a brother officer 
were coming walking along the trench, giving directions 
here and there. The trench was not very deep, and one 
could not walk upright with safety at certain parts. 
Ten yards away from where I lay the Captain was struck. 
His head had shown above the trench in walking, and 
a sniper got him about the temple. He dropped un- 
couscious immediately. Stretcher-bearers were signalled 
for, and he was carried back to hospital, but he died 
half an hour afterwards.”” 

Captain Halswell was mentioned in Sir John 
French’s Despatch of the 3lst May, 1915, for 


gallant and distinguished services in the field. 


Caprain F. Hamer, 1/9th Barry. (TERRIT.) 
THe MANCHESTER REGIMENT, was killed in 
action, 7th June, 1915. 


CAPTAIN ARTHUR BUCHANAN 
BAILLIE-HAMILTON, Ist BATTN. SEA- 
FORTH HIGHLANDERS (ROSS-SHIRE, 
BUFFS, THE DUKE OF ALBANY’S) 
killed in action near 
Neuve Chapelle on 
the 9th May, 1915, 
was the second son 
of the late J. B. 
Buchanan _ Baillie- 
Hamilton and of 
Mrs. Buchanan 
Baillie-Hamilton, of 
Arnprise, Cambus- 
more, Callander, 
and was a kinsman 
of the Earl of 
Haddington. Two of his brothers are serving, 
one as a Commander in the Royal Navy and 
the other as a Major in the Black Watch. 

Born on the 2nd June, 1876, he was educated 
at Winchester. On the outbreak of the Boer 
War he joined the ranks of the City of London 
Imperial Volunteers (C.1.V.) and served with 
them in South Africa, taking part in operations 
in the Orange Free State, including actions at 
Houtnek (Thoba Mountain), Vet River, and 
Zand River; in the Transvaal, including 
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actions near Johannesburg, at Pretoria and 
Diamond Hill, and in Cape Colony; and again 
at operations in the Transvaal, east of Pretoria, 
including actions at Lydenberg, and in the Cape 
Colony, south of Orange River. He received 
the Queen’s medal with five clasps. After 
serving with the C.LV. for almost a year, he 
was given a commission in the Seaforth High- 
landers in May, 1901, becoming Lieutenant in 
April, 1905,and from November, 1902, to March, 
1906, was employed with the West African 
Frontier Force, during which time he took part 
in the Kano-Sokoto Campaign of 1903, for which 
he received the medal with clasp. Later he 
accompanied the Anglo-French Boundary Com- 
mission to Lake Tchad, in command of the 
escort. He was promoted Captain in Novem- 
ber, 1911, and from March of that year to March, 
1914, was Adjutant of the 6th (Perthshire) 
Battalion, Black Watch. 

Landing in France in October, 1914, with his 
regiment from India — forming part of the 
Meerut Division—he was in the trenches 
in the La Bassée district during that severe 
winter, taking part in the fighting 
before Christmas and at Neuve Chapelle. 
He was shot down from the Bois du Biez while 
leading his men at the action of Festubert in 
the early morning of the 9th May. 1915, and was 
buried with other brother officers near the 
La Bassée read to the south of Neuve Chapelle. 
He was mentioned for gallant and distinuished 
conduct in Sir John French's Despatch of 31st 
May, 1915. 

Captain Baillie-Hamilton married, in 1906, 
Ina Erskine, daughter of Sir Malcolm McNeill, 
C.B., Edinburgh, and a niece of the late General 
Sir John MeNeill, V.C., IX.C.M.G., K.C.B., of 
Colonsay. 
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CAPTAIN ARCHIBALD CHARTERIS 
HAMILTON, 9th (SERVICE) BATTN. 
THE KING’S OWN SCOTTISH 
BORDERERS, 
who was killed in- 
stantaneously on the 
Gallipoli Peninsula 
while leading _ his 
men to attack on 
the 28th June, L915, 
was the elder son of 
Dr. and Mrs. Hamil- 
ton, Elm _ House, 
Hawick. His only 
brother has been in 
France as a Captain 
in the Royal Army Medical Corps since the 
outbreak of the war. 

Born in Hawick on the 2nd September, 1881, 
Captain Hamilton was educated at St. Andrews 
and Edinburgh University. He joined the 
Arracan Company at their London office in 
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1897, and after a short time went to Rangoon, 
where, prior to the outbreak of the war, he 
acted as one of the managers. He identified 
himself very early with the Volunteers in 
Rangoon, and, being a man of great enthusiasm, 
he rapidly brought his company to a very high 
state of efficiency. He was instrumental in 
raising the fine contingent of Rangoon men who 
arrived in England, early in 1915, under his 
command. In February, 1915, he was appointed 
Captain (temporary) in the 9th Battalion, 
King’s Own Scottish Borderers, where he 
proved himself a popular and efficient officer, 
and in May he left for the Dardanelles, attached 
to the Ist Battalion of his regiment. 

Captain Hamilton married at the Cathedral, 
Rangoon, in December, 1908, Violet Henrietta, 
second daughter of Mr. Cecil Scott. She was 
killed by a fall from her horse in Burmah in 
January, 1912, and left a little daughter. 
Captain Hamilton was a keen sportsman. He 
hunted and shot, and being fond of riding 
took a great interest in the Rangoon Ilorse 
Show and the Paper-chase Club. 


2nd LiruTeNaNt (temp.) DouGLas HAMILTON, 
attd. Ist Barry. Royat Irish RIFLES, was 
killed in action, 9th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT Ion KNox Hamitton, 3rd (RE-

LIEUTENANT JOHN ERIC FINDLAY-

Hamilton, of West- 
port and Carnell, 
Ayrshire, and was 
born on the 25th 
December, 1895. 
He was educated at 
Lockers Park, Hemel

mission in the 3rd Battalion, Royal Scots 
Fusiliers, in August, 1914. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in April, 1915, and was killed in 
France on the 16th June, 1915, while leading his 
platoon against the German trenches near 
Givenchy. 
Lieutenant Findlay-Hamilton was keen on all 
games and on mountaineering, and was a 
fine swimmer. He was awarded the Royal 
Humane Society’s medal for rescuing a man 
from drowning in the Lake of Geneva at 
Territet in October, 1913. 
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2nd LIEUTENANT DOUGLAS 
WILLIAM HAMMOND, 2nd BATTN. 
THE BUFFS (EAST KENT REGIMENT), 
who was killed on 
the 24th May, 1915, 
at the age of 
eighteen, when lead- 
ing his platoon to re- 
cover a trench near 
Ypres, was the only 
son of Egerton and 
Ina Hammond, of 
Old Court House, 
Nonington, Kent. 
and a nephew of 
Lieutenant - Colonel E as 
William Whitmore Hammond, of St. Alban’s 
Court, Kent. 

He was educated at Castle Park School, Dalkey, 
Co. Dublin, at: Marlborough College, and at the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst. After receiving his com- 
inission, in November, 1914, he was attached 
to the 3rd Battalion of his regiment at| Dover, 
and joined his own battalion in France in Janu- 
ary, 1915. In February he was invalided home, 
but rejoined at the front early in May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT MAURICE WILLIAM 
HAND, Ist BATTN. THE CHESHIRE 
REGIMENT, 
was the eldest son 
of the late Mr. Ed- 
ward and Mrs. Hand, 
of Culvert Road, 
‘Tottenham. 

After an elementary 
education in Lon- 
don, where he was 
brought up, he en- 
listed in June, 1904, 
and, having reached 
the rank of Colour- 
Sergeant, was given his commission in Septem- 
ber, 1914, during the war, as 2nd Lieutenant, 
in the Cheshire Regiment. 

He was killed in the trenches behind the village 
of Wulverghem, Belgium, on the 25th January, 
1915. Before his death he had done great 
execution with his machine gun, being in 
charge of the Machine-gun after 
which he sat down to rest, and, feeling cold, he 
got up to stretch himself, receiving imme- 
diately the wound which proved fatal. 
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2nd LIEUTENANT HERBERT EUS- 
TACE HANDLEY, 1/23rd (COUNTY OF 
LONDON) BATTN. THE LONDON 
REGT. (T.F.), was the eldest son of Herbert 
and Mary Ann Handley, of 55. Perey Road, 
Shepherd’s Bush, London, W. 

He was born on the 22nd September, 1892, 
at Shepherd’s Bush, and was educated at 


Westville Road School, where he gained a 
Probationer’s Scholarship, and proceeded to 
wane Latymer Upper 
School in 1907. He 
passed the London 
Matriculation exam- 
ination, and entered 
King’s College, Lon- 
don University. and 
London Day Train- 
ing College in 1911. 
Mr. Handley had 
passed the interme- 
diate B.A., and was 
working for his final, 
with the intention of becoming a teacher, for 
which profession he was singularly adapted, 
when the war with Germany broke out. During 
his last year at College he gained the Barry 
Prize for Divinity. He was a good athlete, 
and gained prizes for swimming and running. 
He also represented his school at football. 

Mr. Handley joined the London University 
O.T.C. in 1911. He gained Certificate ‘ A” 
and in August, 1914, was in camp. At the end 
of that month he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
in the 23rd Battalion, The London Regiment, 
with which he trained at St. Alban’s and at 
Luton. 2nd Lieutenant Handley sailed for 
France early in March, and was on active service 
in the neighbourhood of Givenchy. He was 
Killed in action on the 24th-25th May, 1915, 
near Cuinchy. 


The circumstances of his death were thus reported by 
his Captain: “I was, unfortunately, not. with my com- 
pany on the day the battalion charged to death and 
glory, but from all I have heard it is clear that Handley 
met his death bearing himself as gallantly as we always 
knew he would. From various accounts I have had, I 
gather that he led his platoon in the charge and safely 
reached the German trench. There he was slightly 
wounded, but nevertheless carried on and was, in fact, 
pushing forward down an enemy communication trench 
when he was fatally hit in the temple—whether by a 
bullet or a fragment of bom) does not secin clear—and 
expired soon afterwards without regaining consciousness. 
His loss was very keenly felt by his men, who admired 
him for his great pluck and coolness, for Handley knew 
less of fear than any man T met out there—he seemed 
really to enjoy danger.” 

A Major wrote of him: “In him we have all lost a 
friend, and his men both a friend and a leader whom they 
would have done anything for. His example of personal 
courage and cheerfulness during the whole time he has 
been out here has helped to make his battalion what. 
it is, and his loss is correspondingly deeply deplored by 
every one of us.” 

And his Orderly wrote: ‘We were in reserve billets 
about half a mile from the line: at four o’clock we 
got orders to give in all heavy kit and great-coats, and 
then went through the trenches— not knowing we were 
in for a charge. Being your brother's orderly, it wax 
iny place to go with him, but in the charge I lost sight 
of him owing to our men getting mixed with the 24th 
Battalion, but, from information from different men of 
our platoon, your brother behaved with utmost courage 
and daring, having no fear for himself and only thinking 
of the safety of his men; but, unfortunately, a bullet 
struck him in the temple when a few yards from the 
German trench, death being sudden.” 
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LIEUTENAN,T-COLONEL HENRY 
MONTEITH HANNAN, T.D., 1/8th 
BATTN. TERRIT. THE CAMER- 
ONIANS (SCOTTISH RIFLES), 
was killed in action in 
Gallipoli Peninsula 
onthe21st June,1915, 
while in command of 
his battalion. 

He was the son of 
Lieutenant - Colonel 
H. M. Hannan, V.D., 
and was born in Glas- 
gow on the 9th Jan- 
uary, 1874, and was 
educated at Kelvin- 
side Academy in that 
city. Like his father, he and his five brothers 
began their careers in the Ist Lanark Rifle 
Volunteers (‘The Greys’), which he joined 
some twenty years ago. In the early ’nineties 
he joined the 4th Lanark Rifle Volunteers, in 
which he later received a commission. During 
the South African War, in which he took part, 
he went out as Senior Subaltern of his battalion, 
and served in the 2nd Volunteer Service Com- 
pany which his regiment sent. out to the line 
battalion. He saw fighting in the Transvaal 
and on the Zululand frontier of Natal, and on 
the conclusion of the campaign received the 
Queen’s medal with five clasps and the rank of 
Hon. Lieutenant in the Army, dating from 
June, 1902. 

He was promoted Captain in his regiment in 
January, 1901, while in South Africa, and 
after returning home qualified as a Musketry 
Instructor, after courses of instruction at Mary- 
hill and Hythe, and in 1905 was appointed 
Brigade Major of the Scottish Rifles Brigade. 
Having passed the requisite tests for promotion, 
he obtained his Majority in November, 1907, 
in the 8th Battalion of his regiment, and was 
placed on the list of officers of the Special 
Reserve. On the formation of the Territorial 
Force, his appointment as Brigade Major was 
extended to 1911. He then rejoined his 
battalion as Second-in-Command, and suc- 
ceeded to the command as Lieutenant-Colonel 
in February, 1913.  Lieutenant-Colonel Han- 
nan took the keenest interest in every branch 
of soldiering, was assiduous and_ successful 
in recruiting for the Glasgow Territorial 
Regiment, and found time to help the Boys’ 
Brigade and Boy Scouts. His zeal and services 
were recognised by his being appointed a Mili- 
tary Member of the Glasgow Territorial Force 
Association and by being awarded the Terri- 
torial Decoration for Long Service. 

In civil life Lieutenant-Colonel Hannan was 
connected with the firm of Messrs. Stewarts and 
Lloyd, of Glasgow. 
He married, a few 


years before his death, 
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Frances Ada, daughter of the late D. Ramsay 
Thomson, Esq., C.E., of Melbourne, and Wal- 
halla, Gippsland, Australia.

Presidency, a grand- 
son of the late Rev. 
J. Harding, D.D., 
and of Colonel 
H. W. H. Cox, and 
a great-grandson of General J. G. Halliday. 

He was educated at the Junior School, West- 
ward Ho ! from which he took a Mathematical 
Scholarship at Blundell’s, and from Blundell’s 
he passsed into the R.M.A., Woolwich. Mr. 
Harding was spending his summer holidays 
of 1914 at Molin, near Liibeck, when the war 
broke out, and had great difficulty in getting 
away, eventually reaching England on the 11th 
August. In November, 1914, he was gazetted 
2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Garrison Artillery, 
and after his death was gazetted Lieutenant, 
to date from the 9th June, 1915. Lieutenant 
Harding was struck by shrapnel in ten places 
on the 16th June, 1915, and he died in a 


casualty clearing station two days later. He 
was buried at Bailleul (Grave No. 1360).

Radley he was also in the O.'T.C., in which he 
became Colour-Sergeant, and obtained Certifi- 
cate “A.” He was 
a fine all-round ath- 
lete, especially good 
at cricket, football, 
and running. — [He 
went to the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, in | 
ruary, 1914, and re- 
ceived his commis- 
sion in the Worces- 
tershire Regiment on 
the Ist October, 1914, 
and was with the 5th 
(Reserve) Battalion from that date to the end of 
December, 1914.

Scottish Borderers, forming part of the XXIXth Division, 
to which he was attached, wrote: ‘ Your son was in 
command of the platoon in the right company of 
the first line to advance against the enemy's trenches, 
and I regret to say that after gallantly leading his 
men out of the trenches he was not able to live in the 
very heavy fire that was brought to bear upon the ad- 
vancing troops. His body was buried, probably near 
where he fell.’”” 
The following lines (published by desire of his father), 


applicable indeed to many others who have died for their 
country, are truly so to the subject of this memoir: 


“Firm in friendship, just and pure in life, 
Seeking truth and peace, he shunned all strife, 
*TUl hell belched forth its agents to destroy

CAPTAIN ARTHUR HARMAN, Ist

RIFLE CORPS, 
was born on the 
17th March, 1866, in 
Kent, and at the 
age of 
years enlisted in the 
King’s Royal Rifle 
Corps, in the ranks 
of which he served 
for twenty-one 
years. He took part 
in the Egyptian 
Expedition of 1881, 
and was present at operations in the Soudan, 
including the Battle of ‘Tamai, receiving for 
his services the medal with clasp and the 
Bronze Star. 

In the South African War (1899-1902) he was 
in the operations for the relief of Ladysmith, 
and fought in the actions on Tugela Heights. 
He took part in operations in Natal, including 
the action at Laing’s Nek, in operations in 
Cape Colony, and in the Transvaal. For his 
services he was mentioned in Despatches 
(‘ London Gazette,” 8th February, 1901, and 
29th July, 1902), received the Queen’s medal 
with five clasps and the King’s medal with 
two clasps, and was awarded the Medal for 
Distinguished Conduct in the Field. 

He became a Warrant Officer, and in July, 
1909, he received his commission as Quarter- 
master, with the honorary rank of Lieutenant 
in the King’s Royal Rifle Corps, his promotion 
to Captain being dated two days prior to his 
death. Ie went to France with the Ist Bat- 
talion of his regiment at the commencement of 
the war, and was wounded two months after 
his arrival. He returned to England and went 
to the front again a week before Christmas the 
same year, and was again wounded on the 26th 
June, 1915, by a fragment of shell while saving 
a French lady near Béthune. He died two hours 
after he received his wound, and was buried 
in Béthune Cemetery. 

Captain Harman married Annie, daughter of 
Master Gunner R. Curtiss, and left four 
daughters—Annie Lydia, Mabel, Lilian, and

—————— ~=—" He was educated at 
Malden Grammar School, and entered on a 
business career in England ; but after the sudden 
death of his wife, in 1913, left England for 
Tasmania, remaining there a year, then going 
to Melbourne, meaning to settle up country 
as a cattle farmer. On war breaking out, he 
joined the 5th Battalion, Australian Infantry, 
and with it took part in the landing on the 
Gallipoli Peninsula in April, 1915, going through 
that part of the campaign and receiving his 
commission as 2nd Lieutenant. After the 
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evacuation of the Peninsula he was transferred 
to the 57th Battalion as Lieutenant, and 
was subsequently promoted Captain. He was 
killed by shell fire on the morning of his thirtieth 
birthday while returning with his company 
from a successful night raid on the enemy’s 
trenches. He was buried next day by the Chap- 
lain in the Military Cemetery behind the lines. 
The Chaplain, writing of him, said : ‘His death is 
lamented by the whole battalion, for he was loved by 
his men and his brother officers, and they join with me 
in offering our deepest sympathy in your loss of so gallant 
and noble a son. We may well thank God that the 
Empire has such sons to serve her in her hour of need 
Under fire and off the field Frank Harris was eve 
one’s favourite, and your loss is ours.

llis Major wrote: ‘ His character was beautiful and 
his men, whom he was leading when he fell, loved and 
honoured him as only brave men can know and honour 
a brave leader. He did his work nobly, and the feeling 
of more than regard in which he was held was made very 
evident by the gathering of officers and men of hisown 
and other units at his graveside.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT JACK ST. CLAIR 
GAINEY HARRIS, 2nd BATTN. THE 
SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE REGIMENT, 
son of  Sergeant- 
Major and Mrs. M. 
Harris, The Depot, 
The Buffs, Canter- 
bury, was born at 
Cranbrook, Kent, on 
the 4th April, 1893. 
He was educated at 
Cranbrook, and in 
July, 1910, he joined 
the Ist Battalion, 
The Buffs, East: 
Kent Regiment, 
soon being promoted to the rank of Sergeant. 
Shortly after the outbreak of the war,‘ in 
November. 1914, he was gazetted 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in the South Staffordshire Regiment, 
and was posted to the 2nd Battalion. 2nd 
Lieutenant Harris was a splendid shot and a 
good cross-country runner. 

He went with his battalion to France, and 
was killed in action at La Bassée on the 20th 
February, 1915, whilst making a voluntary 
attack on a German trench. 

‘The following account of his death was given by Corporal 
Hunt, of his battalion: “2nd Lieutenant Harris was 
one of a party of about sixty who made a voluntary 
attack on the enemy’s trenches at a point particularly 
wanted by the British for enfilading the German position 
near La Bassée. The attack took place on the night 
of the 19th February, and ours was a mixed force in- 
cluding some Highland Light Infantry and Territorials, 
The trench was taken but could not be held. Lieutenant 
Harris was very badly wounded, and, at his own request, 
was left behind. He told his men, who went to his 
assistance, that he was too far gone to be moved. The 
British blew up the position before retiring. The Ger- 
mans rebuilt it. The body of Lieutenant Harris was 
looked for the same night, but it was not until the 10th 
March that the actual same trench was again taken by 
us—and at great_cost,”

O.T.C. 
On the outbreak of war with Germany he 
applied for a commission, and in August, 1914, 
he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 3rd 
Battalion, Leicestershire Regiment. For active 
service he was attached to the Ist Battalion of 
his regiment, with which he served in France. 
He was wounded in the hand in November, 
1914, but was soon able to rejoin his battalion, 
and in March, 1915, was promoted Lieutenant. 
Lieutenant Harrison, who was one of the young- 
est officers of that rank in the Army, was killed 
in action at Ypres on the 30th June, 1915, 
four days before his eighteenth birthday. He 
was buried at Potijze, near Ypres. 
His Commanding Officer gave the following account of 
the circumstances attending his death: ‘ His death 
is universally regretted by all ranks, both officers and 
men, with whom he was most deservedly popular. He 
was a most promising young officer, and [ consider had 
a fine career in front of him, and had already been selected 
to be trained as the Regimental Machiue-gun Officer. 
He is buried at a village near Ypres, and before we left 
that neighbourhood I caused a cross to be erected to 
mark his resting place. The men put a wreath of 
mixed flowers on the cross, and I caused a cross of roses 
to be placed on his grave. Ina way his death may be 
considered to be attributed to his own keenness, enthu- 
siaasm, Jove of his men, and energy. A how ¢ shell 
had burst in his trenches, and during a pause—they were 
being heavily shelled—he reccived word that one of the 
meu of his platoon had been hit. He at once yoluntecred 
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to go to his help, when another shell burst near bim and 
killed him instantly, a particle striking him on the head.’” 
His Captain wrote: “ I am the Officer Commanding the 
company to which your son belonged. His death is 
a great loss to me. He was a very good subaltern and 
a very good help to me, besides being the cheeriest:

In November of that: year he 
joined the Ist Battalion, South Wales Borderers, 
at Quetta, and served with them till November, 
1909, when he was posted to the 7th Duke of 
Connaught’s Own Rajputs, then stationed at 
Dinapore. He was promoted Lieutenant in 
December, 1910, and in 1912 he was employed 
stopping gun-running in the Persian Gulf. 
Lieutenant Harvey's regiment went to Meso- 
potamia on active service in November, 1914. 
He took part in the fight at Sahil, the occu- 
pation of Basra, and in the Battle of Qurnah, 
and for his services in the last was mentioned 
in Despatches: Gazette of India, 26th June, 
1915, ‘for the very efficient manner in which 
he brought up his machine-gun section in 
support of the 120th Infantry. He was wounded 
just after adjusting a jam in one of his guns.” 
He was also mentioned in General Sir John 
Nixon’s Despatch, published by the War Office 
on the 5th April, 1916. Tle was reported killed 
during the retirement at Ahwaz, before a very 
large force of Turks and Arabs, on the 3rd March, 
1915. During the retirement Lieutenant 
Harvey, Subadar Mahesh Singh, and Captain 
Gover, remained behind to assist Lieutenant 


Burgoyne-Wallace, of their own regiment, 
who was severely wounded in the thigh. All 
four officers are reported as killed. 

Lieutenant Harvey played cricket, golf, polo, 
and hockey, and was fond of pig-sticking. 


BREVET-COLONEL (TEMP. BRIGADIER-GENERAL) 
JULIAN HASLER, COMMANDING 11th INFANTRY 
BricapE, [Vth Division, was killed by shell, 
27th April, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT SIDNEY VANDYKE 
HASLUCK, INDIAN ARMY RESERVE 
OF OFFICERS, attd. 4th KING 
GEORGE'S OWN FEROZEPORE SIKHS, 
who was killed in 
action on the 4th 
June, 1915, was the 
elder son of the 
Rev. E. E. Hasluck, 
Vicar of Sixpenny 
Handley, Dorset, 
and of Mrs. Hasluck. 
He was a_ great- 
grandson of  Lieu- ] 
tenant - General | 
George Huyshe,C.B., 
and a great-nephew 
of Captain G. L. Huyshe, who took part in the 
Red River and Ashanti Expeditions. 

2nd Lieutenant Hasluck was born at 48, Clare- 
mont Road, Handsworth, Birmingham, on 
the 11th November, 1888, and was educated at 
Marlborough, where he was in the Cadet Corps. 
He served for three years in the Dorset Yeo- 
manry, and for the last six years before the war 
had been a tea and rubber planter in Ceylon, 
where he was an energetic member of the Ceylon 
Mounted Rifles. On the outbreak of war he 
volunteered for active service with the Ceylon 
Contingent, and accompanied that force to 
Egypt. In January, 1915, he obtained a com- 
mission in the Indian Army Reserve of Officers, 
and was attached to the 89th Punjabis, taking 
part with them in the defence of the Suez 
Canal. Subsequently he went to the Gallipoli 
Peninsula, where he was attached to the 14th 
Sikhs. 

He was killed near Krithia on the morning of 
the 4th June, 1915, upon which day the 14th 
Sikhs lost twelve out of fifteen British officers, 
eleven out of fourteen native officers, and three 
hundred and eighty out of five hundred and 
fourteen non-commissioned officers and men. 
It may, indeed, be truly said of the regiment : 
“No ground was given, no man turned his 
back, no man lingered on the way.” 

The Commanding Officer of the 89th Punjabis wrote : 
“T beg to offer you the sympathy of all ranks, British 
and Indian, of this regiment on the loss of your son. 
During the time that he was with us in Egypt and at 


the Dardanelles he worked hard, both at Hindustani 
and at his military duties. During the fight at Kantara 


be showed himself cool under fire. Again, in the Dar- 
danelles, when Captain Seruby was wounded, he and 
Lieutenant Masters carried on under a heavy fire while 
the double company dug itself in, and he gave a good 
example to everyone near him.” 

A Captain wrote: ‘‘ We were together in a trench three 
days, and at the time I was hit we had gone on to take 
up a new position of the old line. He was left in charge 
all day. We had fairly heavy casualties, and I feel 
sure that if it had not been for his influence our company 
would not have held the new line. Your son made the 
men dig a hole for me, and looked after me till we were 
relieved that night,” 


CAPTAIN GEORGE HERBERT 
HASTINGS, Ist BATTN. THE DUKE 
OF CAMBRIDGE’S OWN (MIDDLESEX 
REGIMENT), 
who was born at 
Halton, near Lan- 
caster, on the 21st 
October, 1880, was 
the third and young- 
est son of the late 
Rev. S. Hastings, 
Rector of Halton. 
One of his brothers 
is now Rector of 
Halton, while the 
other is a Staff Sur- 


geon in the Royal Navy. 

He was: educated at} Aldenham School, and 
joined the 3rd (Militia) Royal Lancaster Regi- 
ment in 1898, from which he was gazetted to 
the Lancashire Fusiliers in May, 1899, becoming 
Lieutenant in January, 1900, and Captain in 


May, 1903. He sailed with his new battalion 
for active service in the South African War in 
December, 1899, and served throughout the 
campaign, during the later stages of which 
he was attached to Steinaecker’s Horse. He 
was present at the Relief of Ladysmith, at 
operations on Tugela Heights, in the Transvaal, 
in Natal, again in the Transvaal, east of Pre- 
toria, in the Orange River Colony, and actions 
at Spion Kop, Vaal Kranz, and Laing’s Nek. 
He received the Queen’s medal with five clasps 
and the King’s medal with two clasps. Subse- 
quently he served in the West Indies and again 
in South Africa. From 1906 to 1910 he was 
seconded for service with the West African 
Frontier Force at Kumassi, on the Gold Coast. 
In May, 1908, he had been transferred to the 
Middlesex Regiment, the Ist Battalion of which 
he joined in India on the conclusion of his 
West African tour. When returning from West 
Africa he was a passenger in the Elder- Dempster 
8.8. ‘Jebba ’’ when she was wrecked off the 
coast of Devonshire in 1907. In August, 1911, 
he was appointed Adjutant of his battalion, 
an appointment he held till the autumn of 
1914, and, being in India at the time of the 
Coronation, reccived the medal for the Durbar. 
In 1913 he accompanied his battalion to Aden. 
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Captain Hastings proceeded to France for active 
service in the Great War, and was wounded in 
the trenches on the 4th February, 1915. The 
wound was a severe one. He had been shot 
through the right lung, and he died from the 
effects on the following day in a field ambu- 
lance. He was buried in the British Cemetery 
at Armentiéres. 

A Brigadier-General, writing of Captain Hastings, said : 
“ At the end of October I recommended him for recog- 
nition for his excellent services, and it is a matter of 
great regret that he, like many others, did not survive 
to see his name mentioned in Despatches. He was a 
most gallant officer, faithful, loyal to duty at all costs, 
and unselfish, His loss is a severe one to the battalion, 
to which he was so devoted.” 

Captain Hastings was mentioned in Sir Jobn 
French’s Despatch of the 14th January, 1915, 
which was published after his death. 

During his tour in West Africa, Captain Hastings 
had made several expeditions after big game. 
He secured many trophies of various kinds— 


antelopes and other horned game, besides 
elephant, hippopotamus, lions, e He also 
made a shooting trip to Abys: while sta- 


tioned at Aden, and added considerably to his 
collection of trophies. In England he was a 
keen rider to hounds, 


LIEUTENANT FREDERIC HAS- 
WELL, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. 2nd BATTN. 
EAST YORKSHIRE REGIMENT, 
the second son of 
Robert Haswell. ot 
27, Thornhill Gar- 
dens, Sunderland, 
was born in that 
town on the Ith 
June, 1895. 

He was educated at 
Bede Collegiate 
School, Sunderland, 
where he won his 
colours for cricket, 
and afterwards be- 
came a member of the Staff of the National 
Provincial Bank at Manchester. He was in the 
Manchester University O.T.C., and when war 
broke out he applied for a commission. In 
August, 1915, he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
in the 8rd Battalion, East Yorkshire Regiment, 
and was attached for active service to the 2nd 
Battalion. His promotion to Lieutenant was 
not gazetted until after his death. Lieutenant 
Haswell was killed in action at Ypres on the 
23rd April, 1915. 

AMajorin the 2nd Battalion, East Yorkshire Regiment, 
wrote of him: “ Lieutenant Haswell had only been with 
usa short time, but quite long enough to endear himself 
to all ranks, and he leaves a gap very difficult to fill, I 
was not near him when he fell, but he was gallantly 
leading his men when he was shot in the head, ¢ h 


being instantaneous, which always a comforting 
thing toknow. He died bravely, as a brave man should.” 
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LIEUTENANT WILLIAM LEONARD 
RINGROSE HATCH, 2nd BATTN. 
PRINCESS VICTORIA’S (ROYAL IRISH 
FUSILIERS), 
who was killed in 
action on the 25th 
January, 1915, was 
the elder son of 
Lieutenant - Colonel 
W. K. Hatch, Indian

(retired), of 8, Karl- 
ham Road, Norwich, 
and was born on the 
27th November, 
1890. He was a 
grandson of General William Sparks Hatch, 
R.A., Inspector-General of Ordnance, Bombay 
Pre 
He was educated at Shrewsbury School and the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, on leaving which he was 
gazetted to the Royal Irish Fusiliers in March, 
1911, joining the 2nd Battalion at Quetta in the 
autumn of 1911. 

Lieutenant Hatch, who was promoted to that 
rank in April, 1918, was very keen on sport, 
and took a leading part in all the regimental 
games and sports. The battalion remained 
at Quetta until October, 1914, when it left for 
active service, proceeding to Flanders in De- 
eember, 1914, and early on the 25th January, 
1915, Lieutenant Hatch was wounded, being 
killed by shell later that day while lying in a 
dug-out.

Territorial Force, becoming Lieutenant in 
August, 1914, undertaking Imperial Service 


obligations on the outbreak of the war in Europe. 
In March, 1914, he had been appointed A.D.C.

Kong, with the local rank of Captain, and on the 
outbreak of war applied for leave to rejoin his 
battalion. 

Lieutenant Hatfield was mortally wounded while 
leading his men down a German trench, as 
Bomb Officer, at Festubert: on the 24th May, 
1915. He was taken to Béthune Hospital, 
where he died the same day, and was buried 
on the following day in the Béthune Cemetery. 
His Commanding Officer wrote of him: ‘ He had most. 
gallantly led an attack when he was mortally wounded. 
The success of our operations that night was very largely 
due to the most able way in which Roy had organised 
and arranged the bombers and gone into the minutest. 
details with them before starting off. Needless to say, 
Roy is one of the greatest losses the regiment has had, 
and will be mourned by all ranks.” 

The following is an extract from a letter published in 
“The Times” of the 8th June. 1915: ** During the 
attack, I am sorry to say, I lost two out of my three 
subalterns (the fourth has not yet returned). Poor old 
Roy was shot through the body after we had got about: 
half-way, and though we quickly got his wound dressed, 
and moved him back on a stretcher, he died in hospital 
the same night. Basil was simply magnificent all 
through. As soon as Roy, who was Bomb Officer, was 
wounded, Basil went up to the front, and by his coolness 
and courage helped materially towards the success of 
the affair.’"

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Montagu Hayes, C.B., and Mrs. McCoy, of 
Southsea. He was a grandson of the late 
} , Admiral John Hayes, 
C.B. 

He was born on the 
8th July, 1869, at 
Southsea, and was 
educated at. Stub- 
bington, Fareham, at 
Westward Ho ! and 
at the R.M.C., Sand- 
hurst, from which he 
joined the Scottish 
Rifles in May, 1890, 
- ‘ becoming Lieutenant 
in April, 1893, and Captain in December, 
1897. He served in the South African War, 
taking part in the relief of Ladysmith, including 
the action at Colenso, operations on Tugela 
Heights, and the actions at Spion Kop, Vaal 
Krans, and Pieters Hill, as well as many 
engagements in Natal. For his services he was 
mentioned in Despatches (‘‘ London Gazette,” 
July, 1902), received the brevet of Major, 
August, 1902; the Queen’s medal with four 
clasps and the King’s medal with two clasps. 
He obtained his substantive Majority in June, 
1908. Major Hayes, who was a member of the 
Army and Navy Club, was fond of all sports. 
During the early part of the Great War Major 
Hayes had a narrow escape. His dug-out 
collapsed on him, and he was unconscious 
for two hours after he was got out. He was 
killed instantaneously on the 10th March, 1915, 
at Neuve Chapelle, while leading his company 
into action. His Sergeant-Major, who never 
left his side, also fell at the same time, when 
they had nearly reached the first line of German 
trenches. His company (‘‘ A ’’) led the attack, 
and was ordered to take the first two German 
trenches. 

Inthe words of one who was present: ‘‘ No sooner had 
wo left our trenches than we found how the part 'n front 
of us was strongly defended. We were all mowed down. 
The Major was in the front at the time leading us bravely. 
T saw him fall just in front of the barbed wires, and learnt. 
after he died {nstantancously.” 

Field-Marshal Sir John French’s commendation 
of the Scottish Rifles for their bravery in this 
action is included as part of the biography of 
Colonel Bliss. 

Major Hayes married Constance Frances, 
daughter of the late Sir Thomas Macdonald 
Miller, Bart., and Isabella, Lady Miller, of 
Glenlee, Ayrshire, and left one son, Montague 
Ernest de Lannoy, born January, 1905.

Yeomanry from 1898 to 1909, when he, was 
transferred to the 4th Battalion, Leicestershire 
Regiment, in which he became Captain in May, 
1913. In respect of the former corps he was 
awarded the Long Service decoration. Captain 
Haylock was keenly interested in all regimental 
sports, which had his active support, and was 
well known in Leicester commercial circles, 
his death having been made the subject. of 
many appreciative notices in the local press. 
On the 10th May, 1915, he was mortally 
wounded by a bomb while defending his 
trench against a fierce German attack. Letters 
reccived from the front by his parents testify 
that he was an efficiént and popular officer. 
The men of his company were devoted to him, 
and he inspired them with a fine sense of duty 
and patriotism. 

Captain Haylock married Florence, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Crane, Vine Cottage, Notting- 
ham, and left twochildren: Lionel, aged fourteen, 
and Beatrice, aged eight years.

His elder brother, Captain Cecil J. Hazard, is 
serving with the 11th Battalion, Hampshire 
Regiment, and his youngest brother, 2nd Lieu- 
tenant Douglas G. Hazard, 3rd Battalion, 
King’s (Shropshire Light Infantry), was killed 
while leading a charge on the 25th May, 1915, 


Educated first at. Wimborne and Christ College, 
Brecon, where he was in the O.T.C., 2nd Lien- 
tenant C. P. Hazard 
was clected to a 
classical scholarship, 
of the value of £80 
per annum, at Jesus 
College, Oxford, in 
January, 1907, and 
he went into resid- 
ence in October the 
same year. He ob- 
tained a Third Class 
in Classical Modera- 
tions in 1909, and a 
Third Class in the Final Classical Examination 
of 1911, graduating in Arts the same year. 
While at Oxford he was popular with his fellow 
students, and played as a forward in the College 
Rugby football team. He also played golf. He 
was a member of the Oxford Union Society, also 
a member of the Elizabethan Socicty of the Col- 
lege, his election to which society being a proof 
of his popularity with his fellow students. He 
was also a member of the Oxford University 
O.T.C., and was one of those selected to assist 
in lining the streets of Windsor at the funeral 
of King Edward VII. His youngest brother, 
Douglas, was chosen to go to Windsor for the 
review on the occasion of King George V’s 
Coronation. After leaving Oxford Mr. Hazard 
was appointed, in 1912, Assistant Resident, 
Nigeria, by the Colonial Office, and he served 
until 1913 at Onitsha, going thence to Agbor, 
which he left-in January, 1915, to join the Army. 
In March, 1915, he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
in the 3rd Battalion, King’s (Shropshire Light 
Infantry), in which his youngest brother had 
received a commission at the outbreak of war. 
2nd Lieutenant C. P. Hazard went to the front 
in June, 1915, and was wounded in the head and 
leg in the following month. He was invalided 
home, and in September, 1915, rejoined the 
3rd Battalion of his regiment at Pembroke 
Dock, where he served until February, 1916, 
when he returned to the front and was attached 
to the Ist Battalion. He was killed towards 
the end of the successful attack made by a 
battalion of the Shropshires on the 21st April, 
1916, in retaking some trenches on the Ypres- 
Langemarck Road. Mr. Hazard led his platoon 
through the attack unhurt, but on hearing that 
a brother subaltern was wounded, he went out 
to bring him in. At first he was reported 
missing, but on the 2nd May, 1916, his body 
was found between the lines with a bullet 
wound in the temple. He was buried at. 11 p.m. 
the following day by the Divisional Chaplain, 
a brother officer, and some of his men. 

2nd Lieutenant Hazard was, like his younger 
brother, very popular with his men and brother 
officers, His Sergeant, who was the last person 
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to see and speak to him, said that the men 
would miss his kindly acts and cheery words, 
his thoughtfulness for and goodness to them. 
He also remarked on his forgetfulness of self 
and his absolute fearlessness. In the words 
of his College Tutor, he was a “ straight, clean- 
living English gentleman.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT DOUGLAS GEORGE 
HAZARD, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. 
2nd BATTN. THE KINGS (SHROP- 
SHIRE LIGHT INFANTRY), 
youngest son of - = 1 
James Dare and 
Edith Eleanor 
Hazard, of Castle 
Court, Spa Road, 
Boscombe, Hants, 
was born in Bos- 
combe on the 15th 
May, 1894. His 
brothers, Captain 
Cecil J. Hazard, 11th 
Battalion, Hamp- 
shire Regiment, and 
2nd_ Lieutenant C. P. Hazard, The King’s 
(Shropshire Light Infantry), are both serving in 
the war. 

He was educated at Wimborne Grammar 
School and at Bournemouth, where he was a 
member of the O.'I.C., and passed the Cam- 
bridge Local Examinations with Honours. 
He had completed three years’ service as an 
articled pupil with the firm of Messrs. Mooring, 
Aldridge, and Haydon, of Bournemouth, in 
1912, and in the following year he passed his 
Intermediate Law Examination, obtaining the 
Student Scholarship of the Law Society. 

Mr. Hazard, having, as stated, served as a 
member of the O.T.C. at Bournemouth School, 
accepted a commission in the General Reserve 
of Officers in November, 1912. At the outbreak 
of war in August, 1914, he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 3rd Battalion, Shropshire 
Light Infantry, which he joined at Pembroke 
Dock. He greatly enjoyed the change of life, 
and was very keen to go to the front, which he 
did early in May, 1915, attached to the 2nd 
Battalion of his regiment. for active service. 
He fell in action close to a German trench at 
Railway Wood, near Hooge, on the 25th May, 
1915, a few days after his arrival at the front ; 
and ten days after his twenty-first. birthday. 

A Major in the Welsh Regiment, who saw 2nd Lieutenant 
Hazard fall, wrote: ‘ On the 25th May we made a night 
attack about three miles cast. of Ypres. We attacked 
throngh uo small wood up a hill. [led my men amid a 
murderous fire and charged the trench at the top and 
took it. The Germans retired to a trench about fifteen 
yards further back, and fired very heavily on us. While 
lying there, a company of the Shropshires, who were 
supporting us, eame charging through the wond, led by 
anofficer. He was at the head of the company, shouting 
to them to‘ charge!’ I got up and shouted to my own 
men to ‘charge!’ I then saw the Shropshire olflicer 
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fall, but it was too dark to see whether he was killed or 
wounded, and the fire was so heavy I could not get near 
him. We hung on until dawn, until I had only about 
thirty men left. We then retired under a most murderous 
fire. Your son fell within fifteen yards of the German 
trenches, so if he was wounded he must now be a prisoner. 
We tried to get back through the wood after dark to 
bring in the wounded, but could only get half-way up, as 
the Germans were again in posi The Shropshire 
officer was splendid in the way he led the men.” 

The Officer Commanding the 3rd Battalion, Shrops 

Light Infantry, wrote I am writing to you to ex 
our sorrow and the of all the officers of the 3rd 
Shropshire Light Infantry at the loss of your son while 
fighting for his country and upholding the good name 
of the Shropshire Light Infantry. While here he 
endeared himself to us all. He was keen, hard-working, 
and most reliable.” 

2nd Lieutenant Hazard’s Orderly wrote: ‘* We suffered 
very heavily—I believe about three hundred killed, 
wounded, and missinz—and it was all done in about half 
an hour. 1 hope your son is still safe somewhere, but 
I have grave doubts. He was a gentleman, every inch 
of him, and a fine officer. ‘The months Thad under him 
both at Pembroke and out at the front I cannot speak 
too highly of, and I am extremely sorry 
2nd Lieutenant Hazard was universally loved. 
Letters from of the Society, 
Masters, and from the Heads of his old firm 
all testify to his fineness of character, and in 
one letter it is remarked that he ‘ had not an 
enemy in the world.”

LIEUTENANT HENRY  D’ESTERRE 
HEAD, 2nd BATTN. THE 
ROYAL DUBLIN’ FUSILIERS, 
eldest son of d’Esterre Prittie Head, M.1.C.E., 


of the South African Railways, Eshowe, Zulu- 
land, was born at Heidelberg, Transvaal, on the 
20th March,1895. He 
was a great-grandson 
of the late Dean 
Head and a grandson 
of the Rev. Jonathan 
Head and of Annie 
Shakespear, and re- 
lated to General 
George Shakespear 
and the late Colonel 
Henry Shakespear. 
He was educated at. 
Monkstown Park 
School, Co. Dublin, and at Bromsgrove, where 
he distinguished himself in athletics, being Victor 
Ludorum, and winning the cup for the School 
sports. As cricket Captain, as mainstay of the 
Football XV, as foremost athlete, and a School 
monitor, he took a large place in the hearts of 
his contemporaries. He passed into the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, in January, 1914, and quickly 
distinguished himself there as an _ athlete, 
winning both the half and quarter-mile against 
Woolwich, and obtaining his Blue. 
Lieutenant Head received his commission in 
the Royal Dublin Fusiliers on the Ist October, 
1914, and went to France from Cork in the 
following month. He was promoted Lieutenant 
in April, 1915. Towards the end of May, while 
he was in the trenches, near Ypres, the Germans 
attacked with poisonous gas. Lieutenant 
Head, overcome with the fumes, was taken to a 
clearing hospital at: Bailleul, and after linger- 
ing a week he died there on the Ist June 1915. 
He was buried in a corner of the cemetery at 
Bailleul. 


CAPTAIN REGINALD HEAD, Ist 
BATTN. BORDER REGIMENT, 
who was killed in 
action in Gallipoli 
Peninsula on the 


28th April, 1915, was 
the only surviving 
son of John Oswald 
Head, J.P., Hack- 
wood, Hexham, 
Northumberland. 
He was born on the 
25th November, 
1885, at Hackwood, 
and was educated at 
Harrow and the R.M.C idhurst, from which 
he received commission the Border 
Regiment in January, 1906, becoming Lieuten- 
ant in April, 1909. He served with his regiment 
in Gibraltar, India, and Burma. 


A letter from a brother Officer to his widow gave the 
following account of his death: ‘He died a most 
gallant death after holding on to an exposed position 


his in 


against overwhelming odds for the best part of two hours. 
During the whole of this time he displayed the greatest 
pluck and coolness, and did everything that was possible 
under most trying circumstances. He fell mortally 
wounded, with a bullet through the body, just before 
we were forced to cyacuate the position. His body was 
recovered and buried by Captain Moore the following 
morning, My own sense of personal loss is very keen 
indeed, and is shared by all ranks. Rez. as you know, 
both as a soldier and a sportsman, did a tremendous lot. 
for the regiment, and his death is a terrible blow.” 


Captain Head, who was promoted to that rank 
in December, 1914, married Margaret, daughter 


of the late William Naunton Waller, D.L., 
of Bealings and Sutton Hall, Woodbridge, 


Suffolk, and left one daughter, Pamela, born in 
April, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES HENRY HEAL, 2nd 
Barry. THE SouTH WALES BorpERERS, died 
of wounds, 9th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN ROBERT JAMES 
BANNATYNE HEARD, Ist BATTN. 
LANCASHIRE FUSILIERS, 
was the second son 
of Prebendary Henry 
J. Heard, Rector 
of Freshford, Somer- 
set, and was born in 
London on the 31st 
July, 1888. 

He was educated at. 
FEastman’s Academy, 
Southsea, and the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, 
: in 1907-08, from 
which he received his 
commission in September, 1908, becoming Lieu- 
tenant in April, 1910. He served in India from 
1908 to 1913, and then spent a yéar in England 
on leave. After rejoining he was recalled from 
India in January, 1915, for active service, and 
left for the Dardanelles in March, 1915. 

Captain Heard, who was promoted to that rank 
in April, 1915, died on the 4th May, 1915, at 
Alexandria from wounds received on the 25th 
April during the landing in Gallipoli Peninsula 
on Beach “ W,” the ‘“ Lancashire Landing.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT HENRY FRANCIS 
HEATLY, SPECIAL RESERVE, 
ALEXANDER, PRINCESS OF WALES’S 
OWN (YORKSHIRE REGIMENT), attd. 
2nd BATTN. EAST LANCASHIRE 
REGIMENT, son of Henry Louis and Mrs. 
Heatly, of Tufnell Park Road, London, was 
“born in London on the 30th August, 1890. 

He was educated at University College School 
and London University, where he took his 
B.Sc. degree. Both at school and University 
he was a keen member of the O,T.C., taking 
“A” certificate at the former and ‘‘B” at the 
latter, At school he was the best shot in the 
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O.T.C. in his last year, winning the ‘‘ Thomp-

son ”’ silver rifle, and he shot for the School 
in three successive 
years in the Ash- | 


burton competition. 

At the University he | 
won the battalion 
cup. 

He received his com- 
mission in the York- | 
shire Regiment 
(Special Reserve) 

in April, 1918, 
joining the regiment 

at Farnborough. In = 
August, 1914, he was posted to the 3rd Battalion 
at Hartlepool, and in October was attached to 
the 2nd Battalion, East Lancashire Regiment, 
with which he was serving when killed. On 
the 22nd February, 1915, while 2nd Lieutenant 
Heatly was inspecting a new trench, he was 
shot over the parapet. 

A Major of the East Lancashires gave the following 
particulars of the circumstances : “ Ife was on duty with 
the company under my command on Monday, the 22nd 
February, and at about 2 p.m. he went with an Engineer 
officer to visit and inspect an advanced trench which is 
situated at no great distance from the German lines, 
He was talking to the Enginecr officer, and also to a 
subaltern of my company, when inadvertently he must 
have raised his head ab: the level of the parapet, and 
he was shot in the head by a German bullet. He became 
unconscious immediately, and passed away about five 
minutes later. Your son has been with my company 
ever since we left Hursley Park. He was a very good 
officer and very brave and fearless, and popular with 
the men under his command. _ I feel his loss very much.” 
The Officer Commanding the battalion wrote: “IT am 
writing on behalf of mysclf and my brother officers to 
say how deeply we sympathise with you in your be- 
reavement, We shall miss your son very much, for he 
was always willing and cheery, and a very hard working 
and good officer.”” 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES STUART 
HEDDERWICK, 2nd BATTN. THE 
ROYAL SCOTS (LOTHIAN REGIMENT), 
who was killed in 
action on the 28th 
February, 1915, was 
the son of Mr. E. C, 
Hedderwick, editor 
and managing direc- 
tor of the ‘ Glasgow 
Citizen,” and of Mrs. 
Hedderwick, of 17, 
Kew Terrace, Glas- 
gow. 

Mr. Hedderwick, who 
was born on the 26th 
November, 1889, was educated at 


side 


Kelvi 
Academy and at Loretto, and went to France in 


October, 1914, as motor cyclist, with the 4th 
Army Corps. In November, 1914, he was 
given a temporary commission in the Royal 
Scots for services in the field, and joined the 
2nd Battalion of that regiment at the front. 
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His platoon was being relieved from the front 
line trenches on the 28th February, 1915, 
the relief being sent up at about 11.15 p.m., 
and in bright moonlight. A very heavy fire 
broke from the German lines, which were about: 
one hundred yards distant, and the relief 
suffered several casualties, as also did 2nd 
Lieutenant Hedderwick’s platoon on their 
leaving the trench shortly afterwards. 2nd 
Lieutenant Hedderwick did not retire with his 
men, but, on leaving the trench, proceeded to 
assist the wounded, who were lying exposed to 
the enemy’s fire. He rendered help to several 
men, and was himself killed while engaged in 
this work. 


2nd LIEUTENANT WILLIAM PATRICK 
HEFFERNAN, 3rd BATTN. (RESERVE) 
ROYAL IRISH REGIMENT, attd. Ist 
BATTN. GLOUCESTERSHIRE 
REGIMENT, 
was the second son 
of Dr. D. K. Heffer- 
nan, J.P., of Rivers- 
dale, Killenaule, Co. 
Tipperary, and 11, 
Harlow Moor Drive, 
Harrogate. 

2nd Lieutenant Hef- 
fernan was born on 
the 10th December, 
1885, at Riversdale, 
Killenaule, and was 
educated at Ampleforth College, Yorkshire, 
and Trinity College, Dublin. At the latter he 
won two mathematical exhibitions, and was 
well known as a boxer, winning the heavy- 
weight championship in 1908. He also won the 
Viceroy’s cup for the quarter-mile in 1911, 
running the course in fifty-one seconds; and 
be won many firsts in the one-mile. half-mile, and 
quarter-mile. He was a well-known member 
of the Tipperary Hunt and a regular rider in 
the South of Ireland point-to-point races. 

At the outbreak of war with Germany he 
applied for a commission, which he received in 
August, 1914, when he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 8rd Battalion, Royal Irish 
Regiment. For active service he was attached 
to the Ist Battalion, Gloucester Regiment. 
2nd Lieutenant Heffernan was wounded near 
La Bassée on the 25th January, 1915, but was 
soon able to rejoin. On the 9th May, 1915, 
while leading his men against the German 
trenches at Richebourg, his company officer 
having been killed, 2nd Lieutenant Heffernan 
was unable to get through the wire entangle- 
ments, and was killed at the head of his men. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ALFRED HELLMERS, attd. Ist 
Barry. THe Royau Irish Rirvies, died of 
wounds, 11th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT ALEXIS HANNUM HEL- 
MER, 2nd BATTERY CANADIAN 
ARTILLERY, 
the only child of 
Colonel and Mrs. 
R. A. Helmer, of 
Ottawa, Canada, was 
born in Hull, Pro- 
vince of Quebec, on 
the 29th June, 1892. 
He graduated at the 
Royal Military Col- 
lege, Canada, in 
1912, afterwards en- 
tering McGill Uni- 
versity, where he took his degree of B.Sc. (Rail- 
ways) in 1914. In 1910, while at the Royal 
Military College, he received a commission as 
2nd Lieutenant in the 2nd Field Battery, 
C.M., and from 1912 to 1914 he was Captain 
of the McGill University O.T.C. On the out- 
break of the Great War he applied for a com- 
mission in the Expeditionary Force, and in 
September, 1914, was gazetted Lieutenant in 
the Canadian Artillery, being posted to the 2nd 
Battery. Lieutenant Helmer was present at the 
second Battle of Ypres, when the Canadian 
Forces suffered so heavily from the German gas 
attack. After the battle he succeeded in bring- 
ing his guns and men out of action and rejoining 
the Canadian Artillery. He had just reported to 
his Commanding Officer on the 2nd May, 1915, 
when a large German shell burst close to him, 
killing him and another officer with him. 
Lieutenant Helmer was buried north and 
slightly west of Ypres, near the Yser. 

His Commanding Officer wrote: ‘*We have been 
through a very severe battle which started about 5 p.m. 
on April 22nd. Doubtless you have already heard 
through the Department of your loss, which is ours as 
well. During all the strenuous fighting from April 
22nd to May 2nd Lex was in the middle of it, doing his 
duty in a most gallant and conspicuous manner. It 
seems hard that on May Ist [ had sent his name in for 
gallantry under tire on April 27th, and also for his con- 
duct on April 24th, when he was acting as Forward 
Observing Officer for the battery, and he was driven 
back by the poisonous fumes of the Germans, but still 
stuck to his post until I ordered him in. He was badly 
poisoned by the fumes, but begged and begged not to 
be sent to hospital, and after a period of twenty-four 
hours was once more in full charge of his section, He 
was full of pluck and fought his guns time and again to 
a finish, at times when we all thought we were cut off 
and would never get through, His men adored him, 
and his section simply went to pieces when they saw 
what had happened. On the night of May Ist—2nd we 
changed the position of Lex stion. One of my last 
recollections of him was on the afternoon of May 1st, 
when I saw him standing in the dug-out in the middle 
of his section doing his job with shells falling all around. 
I was passing about fifty yards away, and he waved 
his hand and smiled. He was always in the best 
of spirits and kept his men in fine shape. If I may 
say 50, the battery has suffered a loss which cannot 
he remedied. Captain Cosgrave, who was at the 
Royal Military College and McGill with Lex, was near 
at hand when the shell came in, and immediately 
took charge of everything. You may know that Lex 
and the right section had been with me up in the 


salient, and when the Germans broke through our 
guns were the extreme left guns of the British Army. 
On the afternoon of the 24th April, Lex’s section was run 
into the open at right angles to our usual line of tire, and 
opened fire on the Germans at 1,800 yards. The Ger- 
mans were advancing out of a wood at the time, and we 
drove them back, and later in the day our Infantry 
occupied the woods. I could tell you of many instances 
of Lex's devotion to duty and care of his men.” 


CAPTAIN MAURICE HOWARD 
HELYAR, 4th BATTN. RIFLE BRIGADE 
(THE PRINCE CONSORT’S OWN), 
was the elder son of Mr. and the Hon. Mrs. 
Francis J. Helyar, Royal Crescent, Bath, and 
was a cousin of the present Viscount Sidmouth. 
Born on the 18th November, 1879, and educated 
at Eton, he joined the Rifle Brigade from the 
Militia, as 2nd Lieutenant, in December, 1899, 
becoming Lieutenant in February, 1901, and 
Captain in May, 1905. For his work in the South 
African War he had the Queen’s medal and 
clasp, and he also took part in the operations 
in Somaliland in 1903, after the conclusion of 
the Transvaal Campaign, receiving the medal 
and clasp. 

Captain Helyar was killed in action in France 
on the 24th January, 1915. 

In 1914 he married Vera, younger daughter of 
Mr. E. H. Evans-Lombe, of Bylaugh Park, 
and Rickthorn, Norfolk. He was a member of 
the Army and Navy Club. 


2nd LIEUTENANT SIDNEY HANNAFORD HELL- 
YER, 4th Batrn. (TERRIT.) THE East YorkK- 
SHIRE REGIMENT (MACHINE GUN SECTION), 
died of wounds, 8th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT FRANK HELM, 1/8th (ARD- 
WICK) BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE MANCHESTER 
REGIMENT, was killed in action, 4th June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT JAMES HEMING- 
WAY 3rd (RESERVE) attd. Ist BATTN. 
SEAFORTH HIGHLANDERS (ROSS- 
SHIRE BUFFS, THE DUKE OF 
ALBANY’S), who was killed in action on the 
9th May, 1915, was the eldest son of Mr. 
Charles Robert Hemingway, J.P., railway 
contractor, Scawthorpe House, Doncaster, and 
was born on the 4th August, 1893, at 
Rockville Lodge, North Berwick. 

He was educated at Loretto School, Mussel- 
burgh, where he became head boy, and was 
Captain of the Football XV. In 1913 he went 
to Trinity College, Oxford, where he made his 
mark as a Fresher, and had a reasonable pro- 
spect of his Blue. He was gazetted to the 3rd 
Battalion (Reserve), Seaforth Highlanders, 
in August, 1914, and was attached to the Ist 
Battalion. 

2nd Lieutenant Hemingway met his death in 
an attack by his battalion on the German 
trenches in the early morning of the 9th May, 
1916, 
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A letter from the Officer in Command of his battalion 
gave the following particulars: ‘“ He fell when gallantly 
leading his platoon in an attack on the German trenches 
at 5.40 a.m. He was very much liked by us all, and we 
miss him much. He fell, poor fellow! close to * Port. 
Arthur,’ in the vicinity of Neuve Chapelle, close to the 
road leading to La Bassée."" 

2nd Lieutenant Hemingway was keen on all 
sports, especially shooting and football. At 
school, at the University, and with his regiment. 
he was a great favourite, being of a modest, 
unselfish, cheery, and manly disposition. 


CAPTAIN ALEC STEWART HENDER- 
SON, Ist (CITY OF LONDON) BATTN. 
THE LONDON REGIMENT (ROYAL 
FUSILIERS)(T.F.), cet 

son of Robert Stew- | 
art and Laura Hen- 
derson, of 18, Rut- 
land Gate, London, 
was born on the 
28th January, 1888, 
He was educated at 
Eton, where he was 
a very good racket 
player, and would 
have had his choices 
if he had remained 
longer there, afterwards going to Cambridge. 
He joined the 1st Battalion, London Regiment 
(T.F.), in 1909, becoming Captain in February, 
1912, shortly afterwards joining the Territorial 
Force Reserve. He was a qualified Instructor 
of Musketry. In August, 1914, he volunteered 
for active service, and was posted to his old 
battalion, with which he served in the Creat 
War. Captain Henderson was killed by a shot 
through the head on the 24th April, 1915, 
dying from the effects of the wound on the 
next day. 


2nd LIEUTENANT DONALD HENDERSON, 6th 
(RESERVE), attd. Ist Batrn. Kina’s Royan 
RIFLE Corps, was killed in action, 11th January, 
1915. 

Captain Eric LocKHART HuME HENDERSON, 
Ist BaTTN. RoyaL MUNSTER FUSILIERS, died 
of wounds, 20th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN (temp. MAJOR) JAMES 
NORMAN HENDERSON, 4th BATTN. 
(QUEEN’S EDINBURGH RIFLES) 
(TERRIT.) THE ROYAL SCOTS (LOTH- 
IAN REGIMENT), was the only son of James 
Henderson, of Edinburgh, where he was born 
on the 29th April, 1881. 

He was educated at the Edinburgh Institution, 
and enlisted as a Private in the Volunteer Bri- 
gade, Queen’s Edinburgh Rifles, in November, 
1899. He received his commission in 1902 in 
the Queen’s Edinburgh Rifles, being promoted 
Captain in March, 1907, and Temporary Major 
in February, 1915. He had passed all the 
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examinations for Captain, and he also held the 
Hythe School of Musketry certificate. He was 
one of the finest 
shots in the brigade, 
and qualified several 
times to represent: 
his battalion at Bis- 
ley, but could never 
be persuaded to go, 
as the dates clashed 
with the dates fixed 
for camp, which he 
never missed. For 
many years he was 
on the Staff of the 
City of Edinburgh and Midlothian Rifle Asso- 
ciation Annual Meeting at Malleny, latterly 
as Chief Range Officer. He attended most. 
regularly at the East of Scotland Tactical 
Society meetings and war games, and was a 
member of council of that body, as well as of 
the Rifle Association. He was Mess President 
of the Queen's Edinburgh for some years. 
On the outbreak of the war with Germany 
he undertook Imperial Service obligations, 
and went with his battalion to the Gallipoli 
Peninsula. On the 28th June, 1915, he was 
severely wounded by shell in a trench on the 
Gallipoli Peninsula, and as he lay another shell 
burst in the trench, killing him instantaneously. 
In 1912 Major Henderson married Ellen 
Louise, eldest daughter of William Branting- 
ham Giles, of London, and is survived by one 
daughter, Joyce Christine, and a_ stepson, 
George Chychele Waterston. 


CAPTAIN AUGUSTUS MARK 
HENDRIKS, 5th (RESERVE) attd. 3rd 
BATTN. THE ROYAL FUSILIERS 
(CITY OF LONDON REGIMENT), 

— born in London in 
1881, was the only 
surviving son of the 
late Augustus Hen- 
driks, Esq., F.1.A., 


of 6, Observatory 
Gardens, Kensing- 
ton. 


He was educated at 
Rugby, and served 
during the South 
African War in 
Paget’s Horse. 
Later he held a commission in the King’s 
Own (Yorkshire Light Infantry), in which he 
became Lieutenant, and was gazetted with 
that rank to the 5th Battalion, Royal Fusiliers, 
in September, 1914, leaving for the Continent 
in the following month. Throughout the winter 
he was attached to the Ist Battalion, West 
Yorkshire Reyziment, becoming attached to 
the 3rd Battalion of his own regiment only a 
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few days before he was killed. He was pro- 
moted Captain in March, 1915. At first Captain 
Hendriks was reported ‘“ missing,”’ and it was 
not for some montbs that information was 
obtained which proved that he had been killed 
in action on the 25th May, 191 


This information was supplied by a Si who wrote : 
“On Whit-Monday, May 24th, 1915, the 3rd Battalion, 
Royal Fusiliers, were holding trenches at Wytscheate, 
on the right of the Ypres railway line and right of the 
Menin Road. We had been in the trenches since Friday, 
21st May, 1915. Captain Hendriks’ company (No. 2), 
to which I also belonged, was put in reserv 
about 500 yards from the first-line trench 
Germans, at 2.45 a.m. on May 
attack, which was preceded by gi During the course 
of the day several battalions had to retire through loss 
of men, but the Fusiliers held on all day. Captain 
Hendriks was sent by the Commanding Officer, on the 
morning of the 25th, to reinforce the trench which the 
Surreys held. He took about thirty men with him, and 
I was one of them, in this advance to this trench. We 
were under a severe fire, and the consequences were 
there were only about eight of us reached the trenc 
But there were no Surreys there—only some dead. Cap- 
tain Hendriks was giving orders to us, which we could 
hardly hear, when I saw him and the Lance-Corporal 
get shot through the head. The Captain dropped back 
limp, and, as far as I could ascertain, he was dead,” 
In another letter he wrote: “ Captain Hendriks was a 
splendid officer, and never rode his horse at the front, but 
always walked with his men.” 

Captain Hendriks was a member of Queen’s 
Club, and will be remembered as a first-class 
lawn tennis player, having been in the semi- 
final in several hotly contested competitions. 
His play was essentially of the solid and pains- 
taking type, but at the same time it showed 
no lack of power, and when in a winning vein 
he could hit the ball exceedingly hard. He was 
also a member of the Royal Automobile Club 


and of the Junior Athenaeum. 


CAPTAIN ARCHIBALD JAMES 
HEPBURN, 1/8th (ARDWICK) BATTN. 
(TERRIT.) THE MANCHESTER 
REGIMENT, 
was the only son of 
William Archibald 
Hepburn, of Dane- 
in-Shaw, Elms Ave- 
nue, Lytham. 

He was born at 
Ramsbottom, Lan- 
eashire, on the 26th 
June, 1882, and was 
educated at Sed- 
bergh Preparatory 
School and Manches- 
ter Grammar School. He joined the bleaching 
firm of Hepburn and Co., Ltd., of Ramsbottom, 
of which his father was manager, and in 1906 
succeeded him in that capacity, under the 
Bleachers’ Association, Ltd., which position 
he held at the time of his death. Previous to 
the formation of the Territorial Force, in which 
he took a keen interest, he was a well-known 
amateur actor in the Manchester district. 


Captain Hepburn’s military career commenced 
in March, 1909, when he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 8th Battalion, Manchester 
Regiment. He became Lieutenant in December 
of the same year and Captain in February, 1913, 
having qualified as an Instructor in Musketry 
at Hythe in 1911. On the declaration of war 
with Germany Captain Hepburn’s battalion 
volunteered for foreign service, and as part of 
the East Lancashire Division sailed for Egypt 
in September, 1914. Part. of the battalion was 
ordered to Cyprus in October, 1914, taking 
part in the annexation of the island in Novem- 
ber, 1914, and till its return to Egypt three 
months later. Captain Hepburn was Officer 
Commanding the troops at Nicosia. The Kast 
Lancashire Division sailed for the Gallipoli 
Peninsula in May, 1915, and on the 29th of 
that month Captain Hepburn was shot through 
the head, death being instantaneous, while 
strengthening the parapet of the front-line 
trench south of Krithia. He was buried at 
“Clapham Junction ’? Cemetery close by. 
Captain Hepburn married, in February, 1011, 
Lilias Una, only child of Alfred Tarbolton, 
solicitor, of Bowdon and Manchester, J.P. 
for Cheshire, and left two children: Patricia, 
born in March, 1913; and Philip Archibald, 
born in March, 1915. 


CAPTAIN WILLIAM DUNCAN 
HEPBURN, SEAFORTH HIGHLANDERS 
(ROSS-SHIRE BUFFS, THE DUKE OF 
ALBANY’S) ADJUTANT, 5th BATTN. 


(TERRIT.) (QUEEN'S EDINBURGH 
RIFLES) THE ROYAL SCOTS 
(LOTHIAN REGIMENT,) 
was killed by 
machine-gun fire on 
the 28th = April, 


1915, while leading 
his men in the Gal- 
lipoli Peninsula. 

He was the elder son 
of the late Mr. and 
Mrs. W. Arnold 
Hepburn, of = 13, 
Well Walk, Hamp- 
stead Heath, and 
was born at Hamp- 
stead Heath on the 9th June, 1883. His 
younger brother, 2nd Lieutenant M. A. 
Hepburn, Seaforth Highlanders, was killed at 
Armentiéres on the 30th November, 1914. 

Captain Hepburn was educated at Heddon 
Court, at Haileybury, for which he shot at 
Bisley, and at the R.M.C., Sandhurst, from 
which he was gazetted to the Seaforth High- 
landers in January, 1902, and took part in the 
concluding stages of the South African War. 
He was present at operations in the Transvaal, 
Orange River, and Cape Colonies in April and 
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May, 1902, and received the Queen’s medal 
with four clasps. He was promoted Lieutenant 
in May, 1905, and from May, 1908, to May, 
1911, was Adjutant of the 2nd Battalion of 
his regiment, the Seaforths. He was promoted 
Captain in May, 1913. 

In August, 1911, Captain Hepburn was 
appointed Adjutant of the 5th Battalion, 
Royal Scots, and was serving with that battalion 
in the Gallipoli Peninsula when he was killed. 
For his services in the war he was mentioned 
in Sir Ian Hamilton’s Despatch of the 12th 
June, 1915. 

In 1913 Captain Hepburn married Marjory 
McKerrell-Brown. He was a member, prize-

LIEUTENANT DAVID McNEIL HEUGH, 
2nd BATTN. (NEW SOUTH WALES) 
AUSTRALIAN INFANTRY, 
born on the 2\Ist ———-, 
May, 1890, at 
Pimlico, Richmond 
River, New South 
Wales, was the eldest 
son of Alexander 
and Emily Heugh, 
of * Deptford,” Clar- 
ence Town, William's 
River, New South 
Wales, a great- 
nephew of the late 
Colonel I*. A. Wright 
and a cousin of the late Robert Scobie, who 
represented the Hunter electorate in the State 
Parliament. 

Lieutenant Heugh was educated at Maitland 
High School, where he took a leading part in 
sports. He was a member of the Masonic 
Lodge, Tamworth, New South Wales, and was 
Justice of the Peace, being the youngest J.P. 
in the State when he was elected. At the 
outbreak of the Great War he voluntecred for 
foreign service, and was gazetted Licutenant 
in the 2nd Battalion, Australian Infantry, 
and sailed with the first contingent for Egypt. 
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He took part in the landing in Gallipoli Pen- 
insula on the 25th April, 1915, and was 
twice wounded during these operations. On 
the 28th April he was severely wounded, and 
he died from the effects the folloving day 
on board the temporary Hospital Ship A 10 
(late s.s. ‘ Derflinger ’). He was buried at 
sea hetween Gallipoli and Alexandria on the 
30th April, 1015. For his services Lieutenant 
Heugh was mentioned in Sir Ian Hamilton’s 
Despatch of the 12th June, 1915. 

Many letters were received testifying to the 
bravery of Lieutenant Heugh, and of these 


the following are a few extracts. 

A Senicr Officer wrote: “The merning cf the fight 
Davie went oshore on the destroyer with me, as my 
Adjutant, with the second half of our battalion, As 
usual he did his part of the job well, and I remember 
seciug him standing in the bow of the boat, after trans- 
shipping from the destroyer, quite cool and the shrapnel 
falling all around us. He then called to me that the 
Brigadier wanted to see me, and then asked me if he would” 
rejoin his company, which he did, and went cff to the 
left. I was told afterwards by an officer who spoke 
to him that Davie had a scratch from shrapnel on the 
face, but was going strong.” 

A Captain wrote: “ Ile was a great favourite of the 
mess, always bright and cheery and ever ready to be of 
service, generous to a fault. When we landed on that 
memorable Sunday he proved himself a real hero, He 
gallantly led three charges, being wounded in the third. 
Although the wound was serious he was still the same 
old Dave, cheerful right up to tho last.” 

The Chaplain wrote : ‘* While it is very difficult to single 
out any of our Australians for bravery. yet all accounts 
that I have from the men go to show that when ho re- 
ceived the wound from which he died, he was playing a 
hero's part ina very tight corner at the head of his men.” 
A brother Officer wrote: ‘“ His work was the bravest 
that I saw any officer carry out, and could only find a 
parallel in very few cases.” 

One who knew him wrote: “ I can assure you he was a 
man we are all proud to be able to call a brother. He 
was the most popular young officer in our mess. He 
was beloved by the whole of his men—in fact, everybody 
with whom he came in contact. He was a smart, un- 
assuming, level-headed officer, crammed full of confi- 
denco, a determination of stecl, and absolutely daunt- 
less in courage. Hidden behind that boyish look and 
jovial smile was a ‘ heart of oak.’ He was indeed one 
of the pick of the flowers of Australian manhood.” 
The Dean of Sydney wrote: ‘“ Your son was beloved 
both by his fellow officcrs and men, and he endeared 
himself to all with whom he came in contact. Our 
Chief Officer on board our ship, which brought over his 
battalion, said to me only a day or two ago, ‘ He was a 
splendid young fellow.’ The men say, too, that he 
behaved splendidly on the field of battle.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEORGE MICHAEL FITZ- 
GERALD Hewat, UNATTACHED LIsT FOR INDIAN 
ARMY, attd. 2nd BaTTN. SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE 
REGIMENT, was unofficially reported killed in 
action, 10th March, 1915. 

CapTAIn GEORGE Epwarp HEWETT, RESERVE 
oF OFFICERS, attd. 6th (RESERVE) BaTrn. THE 
WORCESTERSHIRE REGIMENT, was shown in 
the Monthly Official Causalty List, published 
in April, 1915, as killed in action. 

LIEUTENANT WILLIAM JoHN HEWETT, 3rd (RE- 
SERVE), attd. 2nd BattN. THE Roya, MUNSTER 
Fusriiens, was killed in action, 9th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN the Honble. ARCHIBALD 
RODNEY HEWITT, D:S.O., 2nd BATTN. 
EAST SURREY REGIMENT, 
younger son of 
Archibald Robert, 
sixth Viscount Lif- 
ford, The Court, 
Crondall, Hants, was 
born at Torquay, 
Devon, on the 25th 
May, 1883. His 
elder brother, the 
Hon, Evelyn Hewitt, 
is serving as a Cap- 
tain in the Dorset- 
shire Regiment. 
Captain the Hon. A. R. Hewitt was educated 
at private schools, at Dulwich, and at the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, from which he was gazetted 
to the East Surrey Regiment in Octoher, 1902. 
Tle was posted to the Ist Battalion, and served 
with it in India from 1903 to 1910. He became 
Licutenant in June, 1904, and Captain in May, 
1910, and from June, 1911, to May, 1914, was 
Adjutant of his battalion (the 1st). 

He went with his regiment to Belgium in August, 
1914, and was seriously wounded at the Battle 
of the Marne on the 9th September, 1914. 
For his services he was mentioned in Sir John 
French’s Despatch of the Sth October, 1914, 
and was awarded the D.S.O., the official record 
stating that the reward was ‘for moving out 
of the trenches at Le Cateau, under heavy shell 
fire, and bringing back men who were dribbling 
to the rear ” (“‘ London Gazette,” 9th Novem- 
her, 1914). By the end of December, 1914, he 
had sufficiently recovered from his wounds to 
fit him for home duty, and in February, 1915, 
he returned to the front. He was killed on the 
25th April, 1915, at Zonnebeke, Flanders, while 
leading his men in a charge against a German 
trench, and was buried near Zonnebekc. 
Captain the Hon. A. R. Hewitt was a member 
of the Naval and Military Club, London. 
His recreations were hunting, shooting, fishing, 
golf, and football. 


LIEUTENANT Ernest Henry Hewitt, 1/4th 
Batrn. (TerRIT.) THE Kina’s Own (RoYAL 
LANCASTER REGIMENT), reported missing, 15th 
June, 1915, was subsequently reported killed.

JAEUTENANT-COLONEL WILLIAM G. Heys, T.D., 
CoMMANDING 1/8th (ARDWICK) BATTN. (TER- 
RIT.) THE MANCHESTER REGIMENT, was killed 
in action, 4th June, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT ROBERT MYLES 
HEYWOOD, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. 2nd 
BATTN. THE BUFFS (EAST KENT 
REGIMENT), 
only son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert Hey- 
wood, Hales Hall, 
Cheadle, —Stafford- 
shire, was born at 
Manchester on the 
Ist February, 1884. 

He was «ducated at 


Charterhouse and 
Christ Church Col- 
lege, Oxford, and 


joined the 3rd (Re- 
serve) Battalion, The Buffs, as 2nd Lieutenant. 
in August, 1914. 

Lieutenant Heywood was wounded in France 
on the Mth February, 1915, and died next 
day. When he received his wound he was 
leading his company to recover a_ trench 
that had been lost, both of his senior 
officers having been wounded. His promotion 
to Lieutenant, to date from 2nd February, 
1915, was not gazetted until the following 
March, 

Lieutenant Heywood married Barbara, 
youngest daughter of Sir James and Lady de 
Hoghton, of Hoghton Tower, Lancashire. 


LIEUTENANT STANLEY HEYWOOD) 


8th (ARDWICK) BATTN. (TERRIT., 
THE MANCHESTER REGIMENT, 
was the youngest 


son of the late Mr. 
Frederick Heywood 
and of Mrs. Hey- 
wood, of Grosvenor 
Mount, Crumpsall, 
Manchester, and 
Ravenoaks on 
Ullswater, Penrith, 
and was born on the 
20th June, 1890. 
He was educated at 
Uppingham, and be- 
came Lieutenant in the Territorial Force in 
December, 1909. On the outbreak of war he 
undertook Imperial Service obligations, and 
at the time of his death was the Senior Sub- 
altern in his corps. 

Lieutenant Heywood was killed in action in 
Gallipoli Peninsula on the 4th June, 1915. 
After being wounded in the leg he helped to 
take two more trenches ; then, finding that his 
orderly was wounded, he went to his assistance, 
and was shot in the head, death being 
instantaneous. 

Lieutenant Heywood was a golf player, and 
won the competition cup at Hopwood in 1914.

HEYWOOD, 1/4th BATTN. (TERRIT.) 
THE EAST LANCASHIRE REGIMENT, 
was the only son of 
Dr. and Mrs. T. W. 
Heywood, of Lower 
Bank, Darwen, and 
was born on the 
24th July, 1895. 
He was educated 
firstly at Laurence 
Home School, St. 
Anne’s-on-the-Sea, 
and afterwards 
at Marlborough, 
where he, was in 
Cotton House, from 1909 to 1911, and after 
leaving school was articled to an estate agent. 
Having been in the O.T.C., he was given his 
commission in the Territorial Force in August, 
1914, when he undertook Imperial Service 
obligations. He was wounded in Gallipoli 
Peninsula on the 4th June, 1915, being shot in 
the head while leading his platoon to the fifth 
line of Turkish trenches, and died on the 
following day. 

2nd Lieutenant Heywood was a keen sports- 
man, cricket, tennis, golf, and motoring being 
his favourite amusements. He was also very 
musical. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL FREDERICK 
RICHARD HICKS, p.s.c., Commanding the 
Ist BATTN. HAMPSHIRE REGIMENT, 
who was wounded at 
La Brighe (Ypres) en 
the 8th May, 1915, 
and died of his 
wounds and enteric 
fever in Guy’s Hos- 
pital, London, on 
12th June, 1915, was 
the son of the late 
Mr. Francis Hicks, 
of  Lanhainsworth, 
St. Columb, Corn- 
wall. 

He was born on the 10th September, 1871, 
and was educated at Sherborne School and the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, whence he was gazetted 
to the Hampshire Regiment in October, 1890. 
He became Lieutenant in August, 1892, and 
Captain in April, 1898. From January, 1898, 
to May, 1900, he was employed in the Uganda 
Protectorate, being on active service there in 
the latter year, for which he received the medal. 
From May to July, 1900, he was on special 
Service in South Africa on the Staff of the 
Military Governor of Johannesburg, and later, 
taking part in the South African War, was 
employed with the Rand Rifles from December, 
1901, to November, 1902. He was present 
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at operations in Cape Colony, Orange River 
Colony, and the Transvaal, and was mentioned 
in Despatches (“* London Gazette,” 29th July, 
1902), promoted Brevet Major (August, 1902), 
and received the Queen’s medal with three 
clasps and the King’s medal with two clasps. 
He received his substantive Majority in August, 
1908, and from Octoher, 1909, to March, 1912, 
was Brigade Major, Ivish Command, being 
afterwards appointed General Staff Officer, 
2nd Grade, Coast Defence, Southern Command, 
which he held until October, 1913. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hicks had been wounded 
at Le Cateau on the 26th August, 1914, but 
returned to his battalion in November, 1914, 
and commanded it till he received his fatal 
wound in May, 1915. He was promoted Tem- 
porary Lieutenanit-Colonel from 14th September, 
1914, and Substantive Lieutenant-Colonel from 
14th December, 1914. 

Lieutenant-Colonc! Hicks, who was a graduate 
of the Staff College. and qualified as a Ist Class 
Interpreter in Turkish, was a member of the 
Army and Navy Club and of the Ski Club. 
He was fond of hunting, polo, sailing. big-game 
shooting, and ski-ing. 


Captain JAMES LAURENCE HIGG 10th 
GurkHA RIFLES, INDIAN ARMY, was killed in 
action, 30th June, 1915. 


MAJOR CHARLES ERNEST 
HIGGINBOTHAM,

2nd BATTN.

REGIMENT, 
was the Senior Major 
in the Line battalions 
of his regiment when 
killed in 
action at Neuve 
Chapelle on the 12th 
March, 1916. 

The second son of the 
late Mr. and Mrs. 
Higginbotham, of 
Miln- 
gavie, he was born 
on the 4th July, 1866, and was educated at 
Rugby and at the R.M.C., Sandhurst, whence he 
received his first appointment in the North- 
amptonshire Regiment in February, 1887, be- 
coming Lieutenant in April, 1890, and Captain 
in January, 1899, From July of that year to 
July of 1902 he was Superintendent of Gym- 
nasia, Western District ; from November, 1903, 
to May, 1904, District Assistant Adjutant- 
General (temporary) South Africa; and from the 
latter date to May, 1907, was Staff Captain, 
Standerton Sub-District, South Africa. 

He received his Majority in June, 1907, and 
from September, 1909, to August, 1913, was

Aldershot Com- 
mand. He was at one time Captain of the 
Aldershot Cricket XI, and did much to encour- 
age love of sport among both officers and men, 
and ‘‘ was a sportsman in every sense of the 
word.”

born on the 7th 
June, 1890, was the 
eldest son of James 
J. Hill, J.P., Bank 
House, Helmsdale, 
and of Locheye, 
Ross-shire. 

He was educated at 
George Watson's 
College, Edinburgh, 
and at Edinburgh 
University, gradu- 
ating M.A. in 1911 
and LL.B., with distinction, in 1913. Lieutenant 
Hill was a good all-round sportsman. He 
played in his School First XV, and was a good 
shot on the moors. THe was a prominent 
member of the Philomathic Society, rising to 
Presidency, and gaining the privilege of 
honorary membership. He was also elected 
President of the Students’ Representative 
Council, 1912-13, and took part in the work of 
the Edinburgh University Conservative Asso- 
ciation. Having been in the O.T.C. before the 
war, he received his commission, as 2nd Lieu- 
tenant, in August, 1914. His promotion to 
Lieutenant, to date from the 2nd February, 


1915, was not gazetted until the following 
July. 

Lieutenant Hill was killed in Belgium on the 
3rd June, 1915, while returning to the trenches 
from outpost duty and helping stretcher- 
bearers to carry one of his wounded men.

26th June, 1877, was 
the eldest son of 
Charles Dennis Hill, 
of Southend, New- 
castle-on-Tyne. 

He was educated at 
Rossall and at Cam- 
bridge University, 
where he graduated. 
He was a_ keen 
sportsman, and 
played cricket and hockey for Northumberland. 
On the outbreak of the Great War he joined 
the Public Schools’ Battalion, from which, in 
September, 1914, he was gazetted 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in the 5th Battalion, Northumberland 
Fusiliers, and in January, 1915, he was tem- 
porarily promoted Licutenant. Lieutenant 
Hill proceeded to France with his battalion, 
snd after the action at Shell Trap Farm, near 
Ypres, on the 24th May, 1915. he was officially 
reported It has since been ascer- 
tained that he was killed in action on that 
date. 

Lieutenant Hill married Alice Mary, daughter 
of Thomas Pearson, of Adderstone Mains, 
Belford, Northumberland.

He was educated at 
Sangun Preparatory 
and entered

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School and afterwards privately, 
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the 3rd Battalion (Prince of Wales’s Volunteers), 
South Lancashire Regiment, in June, 1900, and 
served with it in the South African War. In 
May, 1901, he was granted a commission, as 
2nd Lieutenant, in the Loyal North Lancashire 
Regiment, and, joining the Ist Battalion, he was 
with it till the end of the war. He served 
throughout operations in the Orange River 
Colony from November 30th, 1900, to May, 
1901, and afterwards in the operations in the 
Transvaal up to the conclusion of the war in 
May, 1902. He was granted the Qucen’s medal 
with three clasps and the King’s medal with 
two clasps for his services. On his return to 
England with his battalion he retived from the 
Army in 1903. 

When war was declared in August, 1914, he 
at once offered his services, which were accepted, 
and he was ordcred to join the 3rd Battalion of 
his old regiment—the Loyal North Lancashires 
—and was promoted Lieutenant in October, 
1914, and Captain in February, 1915. He was 
then attached to the Ist Battalion, and, pio- 
ceeding to France, he joined it in March and 
served with it until his death on 13th May, 1915, 
having been wounded at Rue de Bois,on May 
Mth, while gallantly leading his men into action. 
He was buried in the cemetery at Béthune. 
He married, in April, 1903, Rachael, youngest 
daughter of the late W. Snow Clifton, Esq., 
of Houghton Lodge, Hants, and of Mrs. Snow 
Clifton, of Wrecclesham, Surrey, and left two 
sons—Patrick William, born in 1904, and 
Anthony Ponsonby, born in 1907. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ALAN MENZIES 
HILLER, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. 2nd 
BATTN. THE QUEEN’S (ROYAL 
WEST SURREY REGIMENT), 
born at Shanghai, 
China, on the 30th 
March, 1895, was the 
only son of Mr. and 
Mrs. H. King Hiller, 
of Kingstackley, 
Mayfield Road, Sut- 
ton, Surrey. 

He was cducated at 
The Leas Preparatory 
School, Hoylake, 
Cheshire, and Berk- 
hamsted School, 
where he won his colours in the cricket XI, 
and the football XV. Afterwards he proceeded 
to Cambridge, entering St. John’s College in 
October, 1913, where he joined the O.T.C. On 
the outbreak of war he volunteered for active 
service, and in August, 1914, was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Royal West Surrey Regi- 
ment. After a period of training at Chatham’ 
he was ordered to the front in January, 1915, 
and took part in several minor engagements. 
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He also took part in the battle at Neuve 
Chapelle, where he was temporarily attached 
to the South Staffordshire Regiment. 

2nd Lieutenant Hiller was killed instan- 
taneously by shell when leading a charge at 
Festubert on Sunday, 16th May, 1915, just 
before reaching the German trenches. He was 
mentioned in Sir John French's Despatch of 
the 30th November, 1915, for gallant and 
distinguished service in the field.

LIEUTENANT RALPH WILLIAM 
GORE HINDS, 2nd BATTN. ROYAL 
INNISKILLING FUSILIERS, 
was killed in action 
during the night 
attack at Festubert 
on 15th-16th May, 
1915, while in com- 
mand of a machine- 
gun section, 
He was the 
son of Lieutenant- 
Colonel W. R. G. 
Hinds, Army Medi- 
cal Staff (retired), 
and was also related 
to the Gore and Chomeley families. Born at 
Naas, Co. Kildare, in October, 1891, Lieutenant 
Hinds was educated at St. Columba’s College, 
Rathfarnham. Co. Dublin, where he won an 
entrance scholarship in 1905, and was Captain 
of the College football team in 1907. He was 
also a good athlete and runner, and after joining 
the Servi charge of the regimental 
team C the Duke of Connaught’s 
Shield for the obstacle race at Aldershot in 
1912. He R.M.C., Sandhurst, 
in 1909, was appointed to the Royal 
Inniskilling Fusiliers in March, 1911, being 
promoted Lieutenant in January, 1914. In 
the October, Lieutenant Hinds 
had pilot’s certificate at Brook- 
lands Flying School, and was also Regimental 
Instructor in Signalling. In 1914 he was placed 
in command of the Machine-gun Section, which 
position he held up to the time of his death. 

He saw much service during the war, having 
served from the commencement with his

from Mons, when he did splendid work with his 
machine guns, using them with the greatest 
effect. He was captured by the enemy at 
Messines and held prisoner for two hours, until 
relieved by a counter-attack. On the approach 
of our troops the Saxon sentry guarding him 
surrendered, handing over to him his rifle and 
bayonet. 

A brother Officer, writing concerning Licutenant Hinds, 
states: ‘* When I was wounded at the Aisne he came 
out under heavy fire and bound my wound up and 
helped to carry me to the dressing station. No one could 
have shown greater devotion than he did. During the 
w him he was the keenest man I ever 
scrved under in work and in sport.” 

Another Officer, who was with him when he was killed, 
wrote: ‘ He was absolutely game to the end.” 
Lieutenant Hinds’ bravery appears to have been 
most marked, and he was mentioned for his 
gallant service in the field by Field-Marshal 
Sir John French in his Despatch of 3!st May, 
1915. He will always be remembered in the 
Inniskillinys as having bravely and efficiently 
handled his machine guns.

MAJOR EDWARD HINGSTON, ROYAL 
ENGINEERS, youngest son of Mrs. Hingston, 
St. Helicrs, Jersey, 
and of the late 
Richard Hingston, 
was born on the 3rd 
November, 1870. 
Educated at  Vic- 
toria College, Jersey. 
at Bedford Grammar 
School, and the 
R.M.A., Woolwich, 
he joined the Royal 
Engineers in Febru- 
ary, 1890, was pro- 
moted Lieutenant in February, 1893, Captain 
seven years later, and Major in February, 1910. 
From March, 1903, he was for three years an 
Adjutant of Volunteers, in whose training he 
took great interest. Major Hingston was killed 
instantaneously by a sniper on the 28th March, 
1915. while carrying out his duty in a dangerous 
trench, known to be enfiladed, at Levantie, 
Flanders. He was mentioned in Sir John 
French’s Despatch of 3lst May, 1915. His 
elder brother, Lieutenant-Colonel G. B. Hing- 
ston, of the same corps, died at Alexandria 
on the 16th June, 1915, of wounds received in 
action at the Dardanelles. 

Major Hingston married, in September, 1895, 
Anne, daughter of Major W. R. Fuller, late of 
the 53rd Regiment. He was a member of the 
Junior Naval and Military Club, and was a 
very keen all-round sportsman, 
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CAPTAIN FREDERIC LEONARD 
HINGSTON, Ist BATTN. THE DUKE 
OF CORNWALL’S LIGHT INFANTRY, 
se who was killed in 
action near Ypres 
on the 26th April, 
1915, and buried in 
the Military Ceme- 
tery at Poperinghe, 
was the only son of 
the late Frederick 
Hingston, and of 
Mrs. Hingston, of 
St. Oswalds,  Sel- 
wyn Road, East- 
bourne. 
He was born at Leicester on the 6th June, 
1877, and was educated at Llandaff Cathedral 
School and Malvern College. He joined the 
Duke of Cornwall’s Light Infantry from the 
Militia in October, 1899, and took part in the 
South African War, in which he was employed 
with the Mounted Infantry, and was present 
at operations in the Orange Free State from 
February to May, 1900, inchiding actions at 
Poplar Grove, Driefontein, Vet, and Zand River; 
in the Transvaal in May and June, again, from 
July to November, 1900; and a third time from 
November, 1900, to October, 1901, including 
actions near Johannesburg, at Pretoria, Dia- 
mond Hill, and Belfast. He was mentioned in 
Despatches (‘‘ London Gazette,” 10th Sep- 
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tember, 1901); and received the Qucen’s 
medal with six clasps. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in May, 1901, and Captain in 


February, 1909; and’ in December, 1911, was 
appointed Adjutant of the 3rd Battalion, 
Duke of Cornwall’s Light Infantry. He held 
this appointment until March, 1915, when he 
rejoined the Ist Battalion, which formed part 
of the Vth Division. 

Captain Hingston was well known in Switzer- 
land as a remarkably fine skier. In the winter 
of 1913-14 he won the British Ski-ing Asso- 
ciation Cup at Wengen. He was also an adept 
at ice-hockey, winning many trophies, and a 
keen lawn tennis player and golfer. 

Writing after his death, a General Officer said: ‘I 
wanted, as Brigadier-General Commanding the brigade, 
totell you how very deeply and sincerely I sympathise 
with you in the heavy blow that has fallen upon you. 
Your husband belonged to a great regiment, which has 
given conristently splendid service throughout the 
campaign, and, if I may say so, he was one of the finest 
officers of a fine regiment. I had often spoken to your 
husband on the occasions of my frequent visits to the 
trenches, and had always been much struck by his 
earnestness and thoroughness and by the keen interest 
which he took in all matters relating to his company 
and his men. To them I know his loss ix a severe one, 
as it is indeed to all of us.” 

Captain Hingston married, in November, 1911, 
Essy, youngest daughter of the late Colonel 
William Charles Plant, Indian Army, and left 
no family. 
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LIEUTENANT -COLONEL GEORGE 
BENNETT HINGSTON, ROYAL 
ENGINEERS, 
who died at Alex- 
andria on the 16th 
June, 1915, of 
wounds received in 
action in Gallipoli 
Peninsula on the 6th 
of that month, was 
the only surviving 
son of Mrs. Hingston, 
St. Heliers, Jersey, 
and of the late 
Richard Hingston. 
His younger brother, Major E. Hingston, of the 
same corps, was killed in action in Flanders 
on the 28th March, 1915. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Hingston was born on the 
Ist November, 1867, and after a preliminary 
education, received at Mr. Cardwell’s School, 
Highlands, Jersey, and at Bedford Grammar 
School, he joined the Royal Engineers from 
the R.M.A., Woolwich, in July, 1887. He 
became Lieutenant three years later, Captain 
in April, 1898, and Major in February, 1906. 
He served in the Tirah Campaign (1897-98) 
on the North West Frontier of India, where 
he was slightly wounded, and his horse killed, 
and he received for his services the medal 
with clasp. : 
In November, 1910, he was appointed Assistant 
Director-General of Military Works, India, and 
was recalled from that appointment for active 
service in the Great War, being sent out to the 
Dardanelles as Officer Commanding the Royal 
Engineers of the famous XXIXth Division, 
in which capacity he assisted at the landing on 
Gallipoli Peninsula on the 25th April, 1915, 
Tie had been promoted Lieutenant-Colonel in’ 
October, 1914. 

A Major in the Royal Engineers. writing after Licutenant 
Colonel Hingston'’s death, said I had been with 
him for six nights running, superv and arranging 
for the work which could only be done at night. He 
loft me with some sappers to do some other Royal En- 
gineer work. Soon after this work was commenced, 
u large body of Turks, estimated at about 2,000, came 
out of their trenches without arms, conveying the idea 
that they wanted to surrender. They have played 
this trick on us before. suddenly producing hand bombs 
when they got near our trenches. Our troops, the 
XXIXth Division, who by this time were very much 
reduced in strength and were taking no risks, opened 
fire. A large body of Turks then attacked under cover 
of these people without arms, and our line was broken. 
Several regiments fell back. It should be noted that 
there were very few officers in all thore regiments. 
Colonel Hingston, knowing that it is never policy to 
retreat, as more men are lost than by standing fast,and 
hoping to rceapture the lost. trenches, called for o 
bayonet charge and himself took command. A con- 
spicuous figure with the red staff band of the XXIXth 
Division, he was an easy target for the enemy, and he 
fell, shot through the neck. The trenches lost were 
retaken. I never met a braver man.” 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hingston, who married 
a daughter of the late Sir Thomas A. Jones, 
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P.R.H.A., was a member of the Royal En- 
gineers’ VIII at Poona, and rowed bow. He 
won several prizes for sculling there and at 
Lucknow.

LIEUTENANT-COLONEL HENRY 
WILLIAM ERNEST HITCHINS, 
Commanding Ist BATTN. THE 
MANCHESTER REGIMENT, 
was the only son of 
the late Major- 
General Hitchins, 
R.E., and grandson 
of the late Lieut.- 
General —_ Hitchins, 
and was born in 
London on the 31st 
May, 1865. From 
the R.M.C., Sand- 
hurst, he was 
gazetted on 25th 
August, 1886, as 
Lieutenant, and was posted to the Ist Battalion, 
The Manchester Regiment, which has valiantly 
maintained the great fighting record of the old 
63rd. In May, 1895, he was promoted Captain, 
and in November, 1897, was appointed Adjutant 
of the 8rd Volunteer Battalion (now the 9th 
Territorial Battalion), Manchester Regiment. 
In addition to his work as Volunteer Adjutant, 
he voluntarily performed the duties of Adjutant 
of the Depot, and made great efforts throughout 
the district in recruiting. His organising 
powers much appreciated by Colonel 
Gunter, Commanding 63rd Regimental District, 
generally acted as Staff Officer.

. ‘One of the most genial of men, he invariably 
got the best out of those under him, and many of his 
subordinates could tell of countless kindnesses he per- 
formed. He left with the goodwill and regret of all.’ 
In July, 1901, he was promoted Major: on 


augmentation, and from Ist June, 1906, was 
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Second-in-Command. He was thus thirteen 
years and nine months a Major, eight years and 
ten months of which were as ‘‘ Appointed 
Second-in-Command,” his double period in 
that appointment being due to the absorbing 
of the Senior Second-in-Command of the two 
battalions which were disbanded in 1906. 
If it had not been for this there is every reason 
to believe that Major Hitchins would have been 
promoted to command the battalion more than 
four years earlier. 

During his twenty-eight years of close associa- 
tion with the regiment, especially during his 
long period as Major and Second in-Command, 
his zeal, good work, and influence must have 
greatly helped to form the character and effi- 
ciency of the battalion—qualities which were 
in the future to be so splendidly demonstrated 
in France and Flanders, where its gallantry 
was to prove such honour to the men, and so 
fine a testimony to their officers. 

In 1906 Major Hitchins proceeded to India, 
serving with his old battalion, the Ist Man- 
chesters, and he was at Delhi for the Coronation 
Durbar. 

His favourite sport was hunting. He was 
known as a fine horseman and a keen judge of 
a good horse, and was devoted to animals. 
An enthusiastic polo player, he was greatly 
interested in racing, and at paper-chasing was 
voted ‘‘a hard one to beat.” 

In 1909 he was Commandant of the Pachmarhi 
Depot. He was a zealous Freemason, and 
belonged to lodges in England and India. He 
devoted much time to the study of military 
history. 

On the outbreak of war in 1914 Major Hitchins 
was temporarily in command of the 1st Bat- 
talion, in the absence of the then Lieutenant- 
Colonel. He was responsible for the mobilising 
of the battalion, which left India with the 
Lahore Division and reached France on Sep- 
tember 28th. For its good marching—seventy 
miles in three days—there wasa note in 
Divisional Orders, a forerunner of a series of 
tributes the battalion was to win in the future. 
It marched up from Estaires to fill a gap in the 
line between the French Cavalry Corps and our 
own 5th Division, and went directly into action 
at Picantin, near Lavantie, on October 23rd, 
1914. 

The battalion had its full share of long and 
laborious work in the trenches, and on Novem- 
ber 11th the General Commanding the Indian 
Army Corps congratulated the Ist Manchesters 
and addressed his letter to “ the Officer Com- 
manding in the Trenches” (Major Hitchins, 
who was in temporary command of the battalion 
during part of November). 

For the way in which the battalion took a 
German sap on November 20th it was con- 
gratulated in Army Orders. On December 


20th the Ist Manchesters were ordered out 
from reserve, and in the cold, wet weather 
(without food or water, which were impossible 
to bring up owing to the heavy hostile barrage) 
by a splendid effort retook the village of 
Givenchy and two lines of enemy trenches at 
the critical fight for which they were in action 
for thirty successive hours, and earned from 
the General Commanding the Lahore Division 
the name of ‘the Gallant Manchesters.” 
In his thanks to them, and also to the 4th 
Suffolks, the General paid a tribute to their 
“splendid work and gallant conduct, first in 
recapturing some of the lost trenches at. 
Givenchy on December 20th, then holding 
those trenches on the 21st December against 
overwhelming attacks of the enemy.” He said: 
“Givenchy was the most important point 
in the whole of the line held by the Lahore 
Division, and that its retention in our hands 
was due to the courage and steadfastness of the 
officers and men of those two brave battalions.” 
The General Commanding the Indian Army 
-Corps, addressing the Ist Manchesters, thanked 
them for their ‘‘ very fine bit of work in the 
fight.” He described them as “a very gallant 
battalion, holding the most important point 
on the right of the British line, and by their 
gallant conduct in holding on to it rendering 
greater service than they probably realised.” 
Field-Marshal Earl Kitchener in the House of 
Lords, in January, 1915, in his survey of the 
then recent fighting, mentioned the engagement 
at Givenchy as the only important event of 
that period in which the British and German 
forees were concerned. At the taking of 
Givenchy for which the battalion carned 
this praise, Lieutenant-Colonel (then Major) 
Hitchins was in actual command of three and a 
half out of the four double companies of the 
regiment, and during this action he was shot 
through the thigh. 

Arriving in England on Christmas Eve, he was 
sent to hospital, where he received his Colonel’s 
thanks for his good work and the valuable and 
very loyal assistance he had given him all along, 
the latter expressing a hope that. Major Hitchins 
would receive reward for his ‘‘ splendid services.” 
On April Ist, 1915, he embarked again for the 
front, and on the 19th the Commander-in-Chief 
inspected the Ist Manchesters, spoke in 
the highest terms of their gallant behaviour, 
and congratulated Major Hitchins on being 
at the head of such a “splendid battalion.” 
Subsequently the news of his being appointed 
to the Lieutenant-Colonelcy of his own 
battalion (to date from 10th March, 1915) 
gave him great happiness, and was a 
source of keen pleasure to the officers and men 
who were destined to be commanded by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hitchins at the second 
Battle of Ypres, which, in the words of the 
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Comman¢der-in-Chief, ‘ would rank among the 
most desperate and hardest fights of the war.” 
He described the “stupendous bombardment 
by heavy artillery as probably the fiercest ever 
directed against troops.”” The imperturbable 
courage and coolness shown by Colonel Hitchins 
impressed all ranks. To quote a_ brother 
Officer (Captain Buchan, D.S8.O.), ‘ the Colonel 
was as brave as a lion.” It was high praise 
that. where so many battalions fought valiantly 
the Commander of the Second Army (General 
Sir Horace Smith-Dorrien) in his thanks to the 
Lahore Division should have specially named 
the Ist Battalion, The Manchester Regiment, 
for its “ great service” at the end of April at 
Ypres. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Hitchins directed operations 
until, on the night of the 26th April, he was shot 
through the heart, and carried by his men to a 
ruined farmhouse, where it was ascertained 
that. life was extinct. 

Tle is justly described as “ the gallant Colonel 
of the gallant. Manchesters ” who met. a soldier’s 
death whilst commanding, with conspicuous 
bravery, the battalion he loved so well, who 
trusted him so thoroughly, and who followed 
him so loyally to the death. 

Genera! Sir James Willeoeks, G.C.M.LG., K.C.B., K.G.8.1, 
D.5.0., Commanding the Indian Army Corps, in hi 
warm personal tribute to the late officer, write I 
had the honour and pleasure of knowing Colonel Hitehins 
and his glorions battalion of the Manchesters very well. 
His zeal and affection for his corps were remark- 
able. He was a very fine specimen of a soldier and a 
man, and commanded one of the tinest battalions I 
ever served with. It is impossible to beat them at any- 
thing, and I always felt sure that any task they had to 
perform would be carried through, no matter at what 
cost. Colonel Hitehins died, as he had always lived, 
doing his duty nobly.” 
Licutenant-General Sir Henry Watkis, 
Commanding Lahore Division, thus expresses himself : 
“Tle was an officer whose soldierly qualities came to 
be recognised at once under the great test of active 
service, . . . No one more deserved the promotion 
he received than Colonel Hitchins, who so gallantly led 
the repeated charges of the battalion (at the taking of 
Givenchy) which I was so proud to address as * the gal- 
lant Manchesters’ on that occasion, Five months 
afterwards he again led his battalion against the enemy 
inthe second Battle of Ypres. He was not then under 
my command, but [I was very pleased to hear again of 
his gallant conduct, though very grieved to learn of his 
death at the head of his men. In him his Service and 
his country lost a very brave officer and gentleman.” 
Major-General Carnegy, C.B., late Commanding the 
Jullundur Brigade, in. long personal tribute mentions = 
* Colonel Hitchins was Known as a very gallant officer, 
frequently exposing himself at the call of duty in the 
trenches with almost reckless bravery, and consequently 
was greatly admired by the men. He died as a gallant 
British offiecr and gentleman, laying down his life for 
his country. and I feel I have lost a good friend and 
comrade.” 

Major-General Osborne Barnard the Colonel of the 
Manchester Regiment, wrote of his © gallant comrade 
and friend": ‘* All the consolation we have is that his 
end was befitting a good and true soldicr and a 
descendant of soldiers. . .  . [know that Licutenant- 
Colonel Hitchins will long be remembered in the Man- 
chester Regiment as one of the best and most distin- 
guished of the fallen, and when happier days come, and 
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we drink that toast in reverent silence, the thoughts of 
many will be of him.” 


To these and other great testimonies to his fine 
qualities as a soldier and a man is added the 
knowledge that he won the confidence and 
devotion of his men. 

In his private life he was endowed with the gift 
of selflessness. A man of integrity, innate 
nobility, modesty, and quiet strength of 
character. 

A military memorial service was accorded to 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hitchins at the Depot 
of his regiment, and the opportunity was then 
taken to commemorate the other officers and 
men of the regiment who had fallen in the 
service of their country. 'The scene at the 
Parish Church, Ashton-unde: Lyne, was most 
impressive, and especially so when the regi- 
mental colours were laid cn the altar in the 
presence of the troops, the Mayor and Cor- 
poration, and other public bodies. 

This was followed at a later date by a memorial 
service at Brighton Parish Church. The Rev. 
Canon Hoskyns (since Archdeacon of Hastings) 
in his eloquent address on the late officer’s 
noble life emphasised his dauntless bravery 
and the fact that be was known for his extreme 
modesty of character, which so often goes 
hand in hand with courage. The Canon truly 
described Colonel Hitchins as a “ gallant 
soldier, a fine gentleman, and a noble-hearted 
Christian man.”’ He said: ‘‘ No greater and 
more glorious combination in human life can 
one find than this.” 

Colonel Hitchins was twice mentioned by Sir 
John French in Despatches (31st May and 30th 
November, 1915) for “* gallant and distinguished 
service in the field.” A message from his 
Majesty the King was received by the family, 
again graciously expressing his sympathising 
condolences and informing them of his 
Majesty’s high appreciation of the services of 
the late Lieutenant-Colonel H. W. E. Hitchins. 
Had he survived the War, Colonel Hitchins would 
have been married to his cousin Vivian, only 
child of the late Major-General Lumley Holland, 
of 5, Wilton Crescent, Belgrave Square, S.W.

Lieutenant Hobbs was educated first at New- 
castle Preparatory School and then at Malvern 
College, at which he gained a Junior Scholar- 
ship, and in September, 1914, he was gazetted 
Temporary 2nd Lieutenant inthe 10th Bat- 
talion, Northumberland Fusiliers, becoming 
‘Temporary Lieutenant in February, 1915. In 
May, 1915, he joined the Royal Flying Corps, 
and was granted his pilot's certificate in June, 
passing the Final Examination (Wings) in 
August, 1915. He was appointed officer in 
charge of all the engines of his squadron. Lieu- 
tenant Hobbs was killed at Martin Mill, near 
Dover, while flying on military duty on the 7th 
September, 1915, and was buried with full 
military honours at St. Margaret-at-Cliffe.

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School, then at Malvern College, and at the 
outbreak of the war in August, 1914, was at 
Keble College, Oxford, preparing to enter the 
Church. He was a fine long-distance runner, 
and won the mile race for his College while at 
Oxford. 

He was one of the first to be given a temporary 
commission in August, 1914, and was sent for 
one month to the officers’ training camp at 
Churn, after which he was appointed to the 
8th Battalion, Northumberland Fusiliers. After 
several mouths’ training, on the 25th January 
he was promoted Lieutenant, the rank to date 
from November, 1914, and went to the Staff 
College at Camberley, subsequently being 
gazetted on the 29th January, 1915, to a per- 
manent commission in the Regular Army and 
posted to the 2nd Battalion, Northumberland 
Fusiliers. He went out to the front with a draft 
to his regiment. on the 2nd May, 1915.

2nd_ Lieutenant’ Hodges obtained Junior, 
Senior, and Leaving scholarships at Epsom 
College, where he was well known on the cricket 
and football fields, and Captain of the hockey 
team. From Epsom he gained a Leaving 
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scholarship for Oxford and an Exhibition for 
Hertford College, being afterwards made an 
Honorary Scholar on taking a First Class in 
Moderations. At Oxford he was a member of 
the hockey, cricket, and football teams of his 
College, was Editor of the Hertford College 
Magazine, a member of the Shakespeare 
Society and of the Junior Common Room. 

At both Epsom and Oxford he was a member 
of the O.T.C., and at the outbreak of war in 
August, 1914, he was gazetted to the 6th (Re- 
serve) Battalion, King’s Royal Rifle Corps, and 
was attached to the 2nd Battalion for service. 
He went to the front in December, 1914, where 
he served until the 9th May, 1915, when he 
was fatally wounded in the head while leading 
a bombing party at Rue du Bois.

Later held a commission in the King’s 
Own (Yorkshire Light Infantry), in which he 
became Lieutenant, and was gazetted with 
that rank to the 5th Battalion, Royal Fusiliers, 
in September, 1914, leaving for the Continent. 
in the following month, Throughout the winter 
he was attached to the Ist Battalion, West

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few days before he was killed. He was pro- 
moted Captain in March, 1915. At first Captain 
Hendriks was reported ‘‘ missing,’ and it was 
not for some months that information was 
obtained which proved that he had been killed 
in action on the 25th May, 1915. 
This information was supplied by as nt. who wrote : 
“On Whit-Monday, May 24th, 1915. the 3rd Battalion, 
Royal Fusiliers, were holding trenches at Wytscheate, 
on the right of the Ypres railway line and r : 
Menin Road. We had been in the trenches since Frida 
2ist May, 1915. Captain Hendriks’ company (No. 
to which I also belonged, was put in reserve dug- 
about 500 yards from the first-line trench ne 
Germans, at 2.45 a.m. on May 25th, commenced an 
attack, which was preceded by During the course 
of the day several battalions had to retire through loss 
of men, but the Fusiliers held on all day. Captain 
Hendriks was sent by the Commanding Officer, on the 
morning of the 25th, to reinforce the trench which the 
Surreys held, He took about thirty men with him, and 
I was one of them, in this advance to this trench. We 
were under a severe fire, and the consequei were 
there were only about t of us reached the trencl.es. 
But there were no S there—only some dead. Cap- 
tain Hendriks was giving orders to us, which we could 
hardly hear, when I saw him and the Lance-Corporal 
get shot through the head. The Captain dropped back 
limp, and, as far as I could ascertain, he was dead.” 
In another letter he wrote; “ Captain Hendriks was a 
splendid officer, and never rode his horse at the front, but 
always walked with his men.” 

Captain Hendriks was a member of Queen’s 
Club, and will be remembered as a first-class 
lawn tennis player, having been in the semi- 
final in several hotly contested competitions. 
His play was essentially of the solid and pains- 
taking type, but at the same time it showed 
no lack of power, and when in a winning vein 
he could hit the ball exceedingly hard. He was 
also a member of the Royal Automobile Club 


and of the Junior Athenaeum. 


CAPTAIN ARCHIBALD JAMES 
HEPBURN, 1/8th (ARDWICK) BATTN. 
(TERRIT.) THE MANCHESTER 
REGIMENT, 
was the only son of 
William = Archibald 
Hepburn, of Dane- 
in-Shaw, Elms Ave- 
nue, Lytham. 

He was born at 
Ramsbottom, Lan- 
eashire, on the 26th 
June, 1882, and was 
educated at Sed- 
bergh Preparatory 
School and Manches- 
ter Grammar School. He joined the bleaching 
firm of Hepburn and Co., Ltd., of Ramsbottom, 
of which his father was manager, and in 1906 
succeeded him in that capacity, under the 
Bleachers’ Association, Ltd., which position 
he held at the time of his death. Previous to 
the formation of the Territorial Force, in which 
he took a keen interest, he was a well-known 
amateur actor in the Manchester district. 


Captain Hepburn’s military career commenced 
in March, 1909, when he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 8th Battalion, Manchester 
Regiment. He became Lieutenant in December 
of the same year and Captain in February, 1913, 
having qualified as an Instructor in Musketry 
at Hythe in 1911. On the declaration of war 
with Germany Captain Hepburn’s battalion 
volunteered for foreign service, and as part of 
the East Lancashire Division sailed for Egypt 
in September, 1914. Part: of the battalion was 
ordered to Cyprus in October, 1914, taking 
part in the annexation of the island in Novem- 
ber, 1914, and till its return to Egypt three 
months later. Captain Hepburn was Officer 
Commanding the troops at Nicosia. The Kast 
Lancashire Division sailed for the Gallipoli 
Peninsula in May, 1915, and on the 29th of 
that month Captain Hepburn was shot through 
the head, death being instantaneous, while 
strengthening the parapet of the front-line 
trench south of Krithia. He was buried at 
“Clapham Junction ’’ Cemetery close by. 
Captain Hepburn married, in February, 1911, 
Lilias Una, only child of Alfred Tarbolton, 
solicitor, of Bowdon and Manchester, J.P. 
for Cheshire, and left two children: Patricia, 
born in March, 1913; and Philip Archibald, 
born in March, 1915.

His 
younger brother, 2nd Lieutenant M. A. 
Hepburn, Seaforth Highlanders, was killed at 
Armentiéres on the 30th November, 1914. 

Captain Hepburn was educated at Heddon 
Court, at Haileybury, for which he shot at 
Bisley, and at the R.M.C., Sandhurst, from 
Which he was gazetted to the Seaforth High- 
landers in January, 1902, and took part in the 
concluding stages of the South African War. 
He was present at operations in the Transvaal, 
Orange River, and Cape Colonies in April and 
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May, 1902, and received the Queen’s medal 
with four clasps. He was promoted Lieutenant 
in May, 1905, and from May, 1908, to May, 
1911, was Adjutant of the 2nd Battalion of 
his regiment, the Seaforths. He was promoted 
Captain in May, 1913. 

In August, 1911, Captain Hepburn 
appointed Adjutant of the Sth Battalion, 
Royal Scots, and was serving with that battalion 
in the Gallipoli Peninsula when he was killed. 
For his services in the war he was mentioned 
in Sir Ian Hamilton’s Despatch of the 12th 
June, 1915.

He was a member of the Masonic 
Lodge, Tamworth, New South Wales, and was 
Justice of the Peace, being the youngest J.P. 
in the State when he was elected. At the 
outbreak of the Great War he voluntecred for 
foreign service, and was gazetted Lieutenant 
in the 2nd Battalion, Australian Infantry, 
and sailed with the first contingent for Egypt.

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He took part in the landing in Gallipoli Pen- 
insula on the 25th April, 1915, and was 
twice wounded during these operations. On 
the 28th April he was severely wounded, and 
he died from the effects the folloving day 
on board the temporary Hospital Ship A 10 
(late s.s. ‘‘ Derflinger”’). He was buried at 
sea hetween Gallipoli and Alexandria on the 
30th April, 1915. For his services Lieutenant 
Heugh was mentioned in Sir Ian Hamiltov’s 
Despatch of the 12th June, 1915. 

Many letters were received testifying to the 
bravery of Lieutenant Heugh, and of these 
the following are a few extracts. 

A Senior Officer wrote: “ The mcerning cf the fight 
Davie went svshore on the destroyer with me, as my 
Adjutant, with the second half of our battalion. As 
usual he did his part of the job well, and I remember 
secing him standing in the bow of the boat, after trans- 
shipping from the destroyer, quite cool and the shrapnel 
falling all around us. He then called to me that the 
Brigadier wanted to see me, and then asked me if he would 
rejoin his company, which he did, and went eff to the 
left. I was told afterwards by an officer who spoke 
to him that Davie had a scratch from shrapnel on the 
face, but was going strong.” 

A Captain wrote: ‘t He was a great favourite of the 
vs bright and cheery and ever ready to be of 
generous to a fault. When we landed on that 
memorable Sunday he proved himself a real hero, He 
gallantly led three charges, being wounded in the third. 
Although the wound was serious he was still the same 
old Dave, cheerful right up to the last.” 

The Chaplain wrote : While it is very difficult to single 
ont any of our Australians for bravery. yet all accounts 
that I have from the men go to show that when he re- 
ceived the wound from which he died, he was playing a 
hero’s part in a very tight corner at the head of his men.” 
A brother Officer wrote: “ His work was the bravest 
that I saw any officer carry out, and could only find a 
parallel in very few cases. 
One who knew him wrote : 


“T can assure you he was a 
man we are all proud to be able to call a brother, He 
was the most popular young officer in our mess. Me 
was beloved by the whole of his men—in fact, everybody 
with whom he came in contact. Ife was a smart, un- 
assuming, le headed oflicer, crammed full of confi- 
dence, a determination of steel, and absolutely daunt- 
less in courage, Hidden behind that boyish look and 
jovial smile was a ‘ heart of oak.” He was indeed one 
of the pick of the flowers of Australian manhood.” 

The Dean of Sydney wrote: ‘ Your son was beloved 
both by his fellow officcrs and men, and he endeared 
himself to all with whom he came in contact. Our 
Chief Officer on board our ship, which brought over his 
battalion, said to me only a day or two ago, ‘ He was a 


splendid young fellow.’ The men say, too, that he 
behaved splendidly on the field of battle.”

He was killed on the 
25th April, 1915, at Zonnebeke, Flanders, while 
leading his men in a charge against a German 
trench, and was buried near Zonnebeke. 
Captain the Hon. A. R. Hewitt was a member 
of the Naval and Military Club, London.

received his first appointment in the North- 
amptonshire Regiment in February, 1887, be- 
coming Lieutenant in April, 1890, and Captain 
in January, 1899, From July of that year to 
July of 1902 he was Superintendent of Gym- 
nasia, Western District ; from November, 1903, 
to May, 1904, District Assistant Adjutant- 
General (temporary) South Africa; and from the 
latter date to May, 1907, was Staff Captain, 
Standerton Sub-District, South Africa.

He was educated at 
Rossall and at Cam- 
bridge University, 
where he graduated. 
He was a_ keen 
sportsman, and 
played cricket and hockey for Northumberland. 
On the outbreak of the Great War he joined 
the Public Schools’ Battalion, from which, in 
September, 1914, he was gazctted 2nd Licu- 
tenant in the 5th Battalion, Northumberland 
Fusiliers, and in January, 1915, he was tem- 
porarily promoted Lieutenant.

Colonel F. J. Pon- 
sonby Hill, late of 
the Royal Scots 
Regiment, of Cam- 
bridge Lodge, South- 
bourne, Bourne- 
mouth. 

He was educated at 
Sangun Preparatory 
School and afterwards privately, and entered 
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the 3rd Battalion (Prince of Wales’s Volunteers), 
South Lancashire Regiment, in June, 1900, and 
served with it in the South African War. In 
May, 1901, he was granted a commission, as 
2nd Lieutenant, in the Loyal North Lancashire 
Regiment, and, joining the Ist Battalion, he was 
with it till the end of the war. He served 
throughout operations in the Orange River 
Colony from November 30th, 1900, to May, 
1901, and afterwards in the operations in the 
Transvaal up to the conclusion of the war in 
May, 1902. He was granted the Qucen’s medal 
with three clasps and the King’s medal with 
two clasps for his services. On his return to 
England with his battalion he retired from the 
Army in 1903. 

When war was declared in August, 1914, he 
at once offered his services, which were accepted, 
and he was ordered to join the 3rd Battalion of 
his old regiment—-the Loyal North Lancashires 
—and was promoted Lieutenant in October, 
1914, and Captain in February, 1915. He was 
then attached to the Ist Battalion, and, pro- 
ceeding to France, he joined it in March and 
served with it until his death on 13th May, 1915, 
having been wounded at Rue de Bois,on May 
9th, while gallantly leading his men into action. 
He was buried in the cemetery at Béthune. 
He married, in April, 1903, Rachael, youngest 
daughter of the late W. Snow Clifton, Esq., 
of Houghton Lodge, Hants, and of Mrs. Snow 
Clifton, of Wrecclesham, Surrey, and left two 
sons—Patrick William, born in 1904, and 
Anthony Ponsonby, born in 1907.

Mrs. H. King Hiller, 
of Kingstackley, 
Mayfield Road, Sut- 
ton, Surrey. 

He was educated at 
The Leas Preparatory 
School, Hoylake, 
Cheshire, and Berk- 
hamsted School, 
where he won his colours in the cricket XI, 
and the football XV. Afterwards he proceeded 
to Cambridge, entering St. John's College in 
October, 1913, where he joined the O.T.C. On 
the outbreak of war he volunteered for active 
service, and in August, 1914, was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Royal West Surrey Regi- 
ment. After a period of training at Chatham’ 
he was ordered to the front in January, 1915, 
and took part in several minor engagements. 
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He also took part in the battle at Neuve 
Chapelle, where he was temporarily attached 
to the South Staffordshire Regiment.

LIEUTENANT RALPH WILLIAM 
GORE HINDS, 2nd BATTN. ROYAL 
INNISKILLING FUSILIERS,

} attack at Festubert 
on 15th-16th May, 
1915, while in com- 
mand of a machine- 
gun section. 
He was the eldest 
son of Licutenant- 
Colonel W. R. G. 
Hinds, Army Medi- 
cal Staff (retired), 
and was also related 
to the Gore and Chomeley families. Born at 
Naas, Co. Kildare, in October, 1891, Lieutenant 
Hinds was educated at St. Columba’s College, 
Rathfarnham. Co. Dublin, where he won an 
entrance scholarship in 1905, and was Captain 
of the College football team in 1907. He was 
also a good athlete and runner, and after joining 
the Service was in charge of the regimental 
team which won the Duke of Connaught’s 
Shield for the obstacle race at Aldershot in 
1912. Tle entered the R.M.C., Sandhurst, 
in 1909, and was appointed to the Royal 
Inniskilling in March, 1911, being 
promoted Lieutenant in January, 1914. In 
the previous October, Lieutenant Hinds 
had gained a_ pilot’s certificate at Brook- 
lands Flying School, and was also Regimental 
Instructor in Signalling. In 1914 he was placed 
in command of the Machine-gun Section, which 
position he held up to the time of his death, 
He saw much service during the war, having 
served from the commencement with his 


Fusiliers 


battalion, and had taken part in the retirement 
from Mons, when he did splendid work with his 
machine guns, using them with the greatest 
effect. He was captured by the enemy at 
Messines and held prisoner for two hours, until 
relieved by a counter-attack. On the approach 
of our troops the Saxon sentry guarding him 
surrendered, handing over to him his rifle and 
bayonet. 

A brother Officer, writing concerning Lieutenant Hinds, 
states: ‘* When I was wounded at the Aisne he came 
out under heavy fire and bound my wound up and 
helped to carry me to the dressing station. No one could 
have shown greater devotion than he did. During the 
whole time I knew him he was the keenest man I ever 
served under in work and in sport.” 

Another Officer, who was with him when he was killed, 
wrote; ‘ Ie was absolutely game to the end.” 
Lieutenant Hinds’ bravery appears to have been 
most marked, and he was mentioned for his 
gallant service in the field by Field-Marshal 
Sir John French in his Despatch of 31st May, 
1915. He will always be remembered in the 
Inniskillings as having bravely and efficiently 
handled his machine guns,

MAJOR EDWARD HINGSTON, ROYAL 
ENGINEERS, youngest son of Mrs. Hingston, 
St. Heliers, Jersey, 
and of the late 
Richard Hingston, 
was born on the 3rd 
November, 1870. 
Educated at Vic- 
toria College, Jersey, 
at Bedford Grammar 
School, and the 
R.M.A., Woolwich, 
he joined the Royal 
Engineers in Febru- 
ary, 1890, was pro- 
moted Lieutenant in February, 1893, Captain 
seven years later, and Major in February, 1910. 
From March, 1903, he was for three years an 
Adjutant of Volunteers, in whose training he 
took great interest. Major Hingston was killed 
instantaneously by a sniper on the 28th March, 
1915, while carrying out his duty in a dangerous 
trench, known to be enfiladed, at Levantie, 
Flanders. He was mentioned in Sir John 
French’s Despatch of 31st May, 1915. His 
elder brother, Lieutenant-Colonel G. B. Hing- 
ston, of the same corps, died at Alexandria 
on the 16th June, 1915, of wounds received in 
action at the Dardanelles. 

Major Hingston married, in September, 1895, 
Anne, daughter of Major W. R. Fuller, late of 
the 53rd Regiment. He was a member of the 
Junior Naval and Military Club, and was a 
very keen all-round sportsman. 


CAPTAIN FREDERIC LEONARD 
HINGSTON, Ist BATTN. THE DUKE 
OF CORNWALL’S LIGHT INFANTRY, 
aa who was killed in 
action near Ypres 
on the 26th April, 
1915, and buried in 
the Military Ceme- 
tery at Poperinghe, 
was the only son of 
the late Frederick 
Hingston, and of 
Mrs. Hingston, of 
St. Oswalds,  Sel- 
wyn Road, East- 
bourne. 
He was born at Leicester on the 6th June, 
1877, and was educated at Llandaff Cathedral 
School and Malvern College. He joined the 
Duke of Cornwall’s Light Infantry from the 
Militia in October, 1899, and took part in the 
South African War, in which he was employed 
with the Mounted Infantry, and was present 
at operations in the Orange Free State from 
February to May, 1900, including actions at 
Poplar Grove, Driefontein, Vet, and Zand River ; 
in the Transvaal in May and June, again, from 
July to November, 1900; and a third time from 
November, 1900, to October, 1901, including 
actions near Johannesburg, at Pretoria, Dia- 
mond Hill, and Belfast. He was mentioned in 
Despatches (‘‘ London Gazette,” 10th Sep- 


tember, 1901); and received the Qucen’s 
medal with six clasps. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in May, 1901, and Captain in 


February, 1909; and in December, 1911, was 
appointed Adjutant of the 3rd_ Battalion, 
Duke of Cornwall’s Light Infantry. He held 
this appointment until March, 1915, when he 
rejoined the 1st Battalion, which formed part 
of the Vth Division. 

Captain Hingston was well known in Switzer- 
land as a remarkably fine skier. In the winter 
of 1913-14 he won the British Ski-ing Asso- 
ciation Cup at Wengen. He was also an adept 
at ice-hockey, winning many trophies, and a 
keen lawn tennis player and golfer. 

Writing after his death, a General Ofticcr suid: “I 
wanted, as Brigadier-General Commanding the brigade, 
totell you how very deeply and sincerely I sympathise 
with you in the heavy blow that has fallen upon you. 
Your husband belonged to a great regiment, which has 
given consistently splendid service throughout the 
campaign, and, if I may say so, he was one of the finest 
officers of a fine regiment. I had often spoken to your 
husband on the occasions of my frequent visits to the 
trenches, and had always been much struck by his 
earnestness and thoroughness and by the keen interest 
which he took in all matters relating to his company 
and his men. To them I know his loss is a severe one, 
as it is indeed to all of us.” 

Captain Hingston married, in November, 1911, 
Essy, youngest daughter of the late Colonel 
William Charles Plant, Indian Army, and left 
no family. 
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LIEUTENANT -COLONEL GEORGE 
BENNETT HINGSTON, ROYAL 
ENGINEERS, 
who died at Alex- 
andria on the 16th 
June, 1915, of 
wounds received in 
action in Gallipoli 
Peninsula on the 6th 
of that: month, was 
the only surviving 
son of Mrs. Hingston, 
St. Heliers, Jersey, 
and of the late 
Richard Hingston, ===" 

His younger brother, Major E. Hingston, of the 
same corps, was killed in action in Flanders 
on the 28th March, 1915. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Hingston was born on the 
lst November, 1867, and after a preliminary 
education, received at Mr. Cardwell’s School, 
Highlands, Jersey, and at Bedford Grammar 
School, he joined the Royal Engineers from 
the R.M.A., Woolwich, in July, 1887. He 
became Lieutenant three years later, Captain 
in April, 1898, and Major in February, 1906. 
He served in the Tirah Campaign (1897-98) 
on the North West Frontier of India, where 
he was slightly wounded, and his horse killed, 
and he received for his services the medal 
with clasp. 5 
In November, 1910, he was appointed Assistant 
Director-General of Military Works, India, and 
was recalled from that appointment for active 
service in the Great War, being sent out to the 
Dardanelles as Officer Commanding the Royal 
Engineers of the famous XXIXth Division, 
in which capacity he assisted at the landing on 
Gallipoli Peninsula on the 25th April, 1915. 
He had been promoted Lieutenant-Colonel in’ 
October, 1914. 

A Major in the Royal Engineers. writing after Licutenant 
Colonel Hingston'’s death, said I had been with 
him for six nights running, supervising and arranging 
for the work which could only be done at night. He 
left, me with some sappers to do some other Royal En- 
wineer work. Soon after this work was commenced, 
a large body of Turks, estimated at about 2,000, came 
out of their trenches without arms, conveying the idea 
that they wanted to surrender. They have played 
this trick on us before, suddenly producing hand bombs 
when they got near our trenches. Our troops, the 
XXIXth Division, who by this time were very much 
reduced in strength and were taking no risks, opened 
fire. A large body of Turks then attacked under cover 
of these people without arms, and our line was broken. 
Several regiments fell back. It should be noted that 
there were very few officers in all thore regiments. 
Colonel Hingston, knowing that it is never policy to 
retreat, as more men are lost than by standing fast, and 
hoping to recapture the lost. trenches. called for a 
bayonet charge and himself took command. A con- 
spicuous figure with the red staff band of the XXIXth 
Division, he was an easy target for the enemy, and he 
fell, shot through the neck. The trenches lost were 
retaken, I never met a braver man.” 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hingston, who married 
a daughter of the late Sir Thomas A. Jones, 
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P.R.H.A., was a member of the Royal En- 
gineers’ VIII at Poona, and rowed bow. He 
won several prizes for sculling there and at 
Lucknow. 


Caprain Harotp Hirst, 1/4th Batty.

MENT), was killed in action, 28th April, 1015. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL HENRY 
WILLIAM ERNEST HITCHINS, 
Commanding ist BATTN. THE 
MANCHESTER REGIMENT, 
was the only son of 
the late Major- 
General —_ Hitchins, 
R.E., and grandson 
of the late Lieut.- 
General Hitchins, 
and was born in 
London on the 31st 
May, 1865. From 
the R.M.C., Sand- 
hurst, he was 
gazetted on 25th 
August, 1886, as 
Lieutenant, and was posted to the 1st Battalion, 
The Manchester Regiment, which has valiantly 
maintained the great fighting record of the old 
63rd. In May, 1895, he was promoted Captain, 
and in November, 1897, was appointed Adjutant 
of the 3rd Volunteer Battalion (now the 9th 
Territorial Battalion), Manchester Regiment. 
In addition to his work as Volunteer Adjutant, 
he voluntarily performed the duties of Adjutant 
of the Depot, and made great efforts throughout 
the district in recruiting. His organising 
powers were much appreciated by Colonel 
Gunter, Commanding 63rd Regimental District, 
to whom he gencrally acted as Staff Officer. 
The number of Volunteers increased from 600 
to over 1,000, which fact proves his zeal and 
popularity. Later he commanded the Regi- 
mental Depot. 


To quote the local Press: ‘ As a regimental officer he 
enlisted the affection and respect of all with whom he 
had been associated. Officers and privates appreciated 
his high sense of duty and loved him for his kindness 
of disposition and his chivalrous, unselfish nature.” 
. “One of the most genial of men, he invariably 
got the best out of those under him, and many of his 
subordinates could tell of countless kindnesses he per- 
formed. He left with the goodwill and regret of all.” 


In July, 1901, he was promoted Majors on 
augmentation, and from Ist June, 1906, was 


Second-in-Command. He was thus thirteen 
years and nine months a Major, eight years and 
ten months of which were as ‘ Appointed 
Second-in-Command,” his double period in 
that appointment being due to the absorbing 
of the Senior Second-in-Command of the two 
battalions which were disbanded in 1906. 
If it had not been for this there is every reason 
to believe that. Major Hitchins would have been 
promoted to command the battalion more than 
four years earlier. 

During his twenty-eight years of close associa- 
tion with the regiment, especially during his 
long period as Major and Second in-Command, 
his zeal, good work, and influence must have 
greatly helped to form the character and effi- 
ciency of the battalion—qualities which were 
in the future to be so splendidly demonstrated 
in France and Flanders, where its gallantry 
was to prove such honour to the men, and so 
fine a testimony to their officers. 

In 1906 Major Hitchins proceeded to India, 
serving with his old battalion, the Ist Man- 
chesters, and he was at Delhi for the Coronation 
Durbar. 

His favourite sport was hunting. He was 
known as a fine horseman and a keen judge of 
a good horse, and was devoted to animals. 
An enthusiastic polo player, he was greatly 
interested in racing, and at paper-chasing was 
voted ‘‘ a hard one to beat.” 

In 1909 he was Commandant of the Pachmarhi 
Depot. He was a zealous Freemason, and 
belonged to lodges in England and India. He 
devoted much time to the study of military 
history. 

On the outbreak of war in 1914 Major Hitchins 
was temporarily in command of the Ist Bat- 
talion, in the absence of the then Lieutenant- 
Colonel. He was responsible for the mobilising 
of the battalion, which left India with the 
Lahore Division and reached France on Sep- 
tember 28th. For its good marching—seventy 
miles in three days—there wasa note in 
Divisional Orders, a forerunner of a series of 
tributes the battalion was to win in the future. 
It marched up from Estaires to fill a gap in the 
line between the French Cavalry Corps and our 
own 5th Division, and went directly into action 
at Picantin, near Lavantie, on October 23rd, 
1914, 

The battalion had its full share of long and 
laborious work in the trenches, and on Novem- 
ber 11th the General Commanding the Indian 
Army Corps congratulated the Ist Manchesters 
and addressed his letter to “ the Officer Com- 
manding in the Trenches”? (Major Hitchins, 
who was in temporary command of the battalion 
during part of November). 

For the way in which the battalion took a 
German sap on November 20th it was con- 
gratulated in Army Orders. On December 


20th the Ist Manchesters were ordered out 
from reserve, and in the cold, wet weather 
(without food or water, which were impossible 
to bring up owing to the heavy hostile barrage) 
by a splendid effort retook the village of 
Givenchy and two lines of enemy trenches at 
the critical fight for which they were in action 
for thirty successive hours, and earned from 
the General Commanding the Lahore Division 
the name of “the Gallant) Manchesters.”” 
In his thanks to them, and also to the 4th 
Suffolks, the General paid a tribute to their 
“splendid work and gallant conduct, first in 
recapturing some of the lost trenches at 
Givenchy on December 20th, then holding 
those trenches on the 21st December against 
overwhelming attacks of the enemy.” He said : 
“Givenchy was the most important point 
in the whole of the line held by the Lahore 
Division, and that its retention in our hands 
was due to the courage and steadfastness of the 
officers and men of those two brave battalions.” 
The General Commanding the Tudian Army 
.Corps, addressing the Ist Manchesters, thanked 
them for their ‘ very fine bit of work in the 
fight.” He described them as “a very gallant 
battalion, holding the most important point. 
on the right of the British line, and by their 
gallant conduct in holding on to it rendering 
greater service than they probably realised.” 
Ficld-Marshal Earl Kitchener in the House of 
Lords, in January, 1915, in his survey of the 
then recent fighting, mentioned the engazement. 
at Givenchy as the only important event of 
that period in which the British and German 
forces were concerned. At the taking of 
Givenchy for which the battalion earned 
this praise, Licutenant-Colonel (then Major) 
Hitchins was in actual command of three and a 
half out of the four double companies of the 
regiment, and during this action he was shot 
through the thigh. 

Arriving in England on Christmas Eve, he was 
sent to hospital, where he received his Colonel’s 
thanks for his good work and the valuable and 
very loyal assistance he had given hii all along, 
the latter expressing a hope that: Major Hitchins 
would receive reward for his ‘“ splendid services.” 
On April Ist, 1915, he embarked again for the 
front, and on the 19th the Commander-in-Chief 
inspected the 1st Manchesters, spoke in 
the highest terms of their gallant behaviour, 
and congratulated Major Hitchins on being 
at the head of such a “splendid battalion.” 
Subsequently the news of his being appointed 
to the Lieutenant-Coloneley of his own 
battalion (to date from 10th March, 1915) 
gave him great happiness, and was a 
source of keen pleasure to the officers and men 
who were destined to be commanded by 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hitchins at the second 
Battle of Ypres, which, in the words of the 
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Commanéder-in-Chief, “ would rank among the 
most desperate and hardest fights of the war.” 
He described the ‘ stupendous bombardment. 
by heavy artillery as probably the fiercest ever 
directed against troops.” The imperturbable 
courage and coolness shown by Colonel Hitchins 
impressed all ranks. ‘lo quote a brother 
Ofticer (Captain Buchan, 1).8.0.), & the Colonel 
was as brave as a lion.’ It was high praise 
that where so many battalions fought valiantly 
the Commander of the Second Army (General 
Sir Horace Smith-Dorrien) in his thanks to the 
Lahore Division should have specially named 
the Ist Battalion, The Manchester Regiment, 
for its ‘ great service’ at the end of April at 
Ypres, 

Lieutenant-Colonel Hitchins directed operations 
until, on the night of the 26th April, he was shot 
through the heart, and carried by his men to a 
ruined farmhouse, where it was ascertained 
that. life was extinct. 

Tle is justly described as “the gallant Colonel 
of the gallant Manchesters ’? who met a soldier’s 
death whilst commanding, with conspicuous 
bravery, the battalion he loved so well, who 
trusted him so thoroughly, and who followed 
him so loyally to the death. 


General Sir James Willcocks, G.C.M.G., K.C.B., K.C.S.L., 
D.S.0., Commanding the Indian Army Corps, in’ his 
warm personal tribute to the late ofticer, writes: “1 
had the honour and pleasure of knowing Colonel Hitehins 
and his glorious battalion of the Manchesters very well. 
+. + His zeal and affection for his corps were remark- 
able. Ife was a very fine specimen of a soldier and a 
man, and commanded one of the tinest battalions I 
ever served with. It is impossible to beat them at any- 
thing, and I always felt sure that any task they had to 
perform would be carried through, no matter at what 
cost, Colonel Hitehins died, as he had always lived, 
doing his duty nobly.” 

Lieutenant-General Sir Henry Watkis, K.C.B., late 
Commanding Lahore Division, thus expresses himself : 
“Te was an officer whoxe soldierly qualities came to 
be recognised at once under the great test of active 
service, . 2. No one more deserved the promotion 
he received than Colonel Hitchins, who so gallantly led 
the repeated charges of the battation (at the taking of 
Givenehy) which I was so proud to address as ‘ the gal- 
lant) Manchesters ’ on that oceasion, Five months 
afterwards he again led his battalion against the enemy 
inthe second Battle of Ypres. He was not then under 
my command, but I was very pleased to hear again of 
his gallant conduct, though very grieved to learn of his 
death at the head of his men. In him his Service and 
his country lost a very brave officer and gentleman.” 
Major-General Carnecy, C.B., late Commanding the 
Jullundur Brigade, in his long personal tribute mentions : 
“ Colonel Hitehins was known as a very gallant otlicer, 
frequently exposing himself at the call of duty in the 
trenches with almost reckless bravery, and consequently 
was greatly admired by the men. He died as a gallant 
British officer and gentleman, laying down his life for 
his country. and I feel I have lost a good friend and 
comrade. 

Major-General Osborne Barnard the Colonel of the 
Manchester Regiment, wrote of his * gallant comrade 
and friend: ‘¢ All the consolation we have fs that his 
end was befitting a good and true soldicr and a 
descendant of soldiers... Tknow t Licutenant- 
Cotonel Iitehins will long be remembered in the Man- 
chester Regiment as one of the best and most distin- 
guished of the fallen, and when happier days come, and 
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we drink that toast in reverent silence, the thoughts of 
many will be of him.” 


To these and other great testimonies to his fine 
qualities as a soldier and a man is added the 
knowledge that he won the confidence and 
devotion of his men. 

In his private life he was endowed with the gift 
of selflessness. A man of integrity, innate 
nobility, modesty, and quiet strength of 
character. 

A military memorial service was accorded to 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hitchins at the Depot 
of his regiment, and the opportunity was then 
taken to commemorate the other officers and 
men of the regiment who had fallen in the 
service of their country. ‘The scene at the 
Parish Church, Ashton-unde. Lyne, was most. 
impressive, and especially so when the regi- 
mental colours were laid on the altar in the 
presence of the troops, the Mayor and Cor- 
poration, and other public bodies. 

This was followed at a later date by a memorial 
service at Brighton Parish Church. The Rev. 
Canon Hoskyns (since Archdeacon of Hastings) 
in his eloquent address on the late officer’s 
noble life emphasised his dauntless bravery 
and the fact that he was known for his extreme 
modesty of character, which so often goes 
hand in hand with courage. The Canon truly 
described Colonel Hitchins as a ‘“ gallant 
soldier, a fine gentleman, and a noble-hearted 
Christian man.” He said: ‘‘ No greater and 
more glorious combination in human life can 
one find than this.” 

Colonel Hitchins was twice mentioned by Sir 
John French in Despatches (31st May and 30th 
November, 1915) for “ gallant and distinguished 
service in the field.’ A message from his 
Majesty the King was received by the family, 
again graciously expressing his sympathising 
condolences and informing them of his 
Majesty’s high appreciation of the services of 
the late Lieutenant-Colonel H. W. E. Hitchins. 
Had he survived the War, Colonel Hitchins would 
have been married to his cousin Vivian, only 
child of the late Major-General Lumley Holland.

Lieutenant Hobbs was educated first at New- 
castle Preparatory School and then at Malvern 
College, at which he gained a Junior Scholar- 
ship, and in September, 1914, he was gazetted 
Temporary 2nd Licutenant inthe 10th Bat- 
talion, Northumberland Fusiliers, becoming 
‘Temporary Lieutenant in February, 1915. In 
May, 1915, he joined the Royal Flying Corps, 
and was granted his pilot’s certificate in June, 
passing the Final Examination (Wings) in 
August, 1915. He was appointed officer in 
charge of all the engines of his squadron. Lieu- 
tenant Hobbs was killed at Martin Mill, near 
Dover, while flying on military duty on the 7th 
September, 1915, and was buried with full 
military honours at St. Margaret-at-Cliffe.

After 
several mouths’ training, on the 25th January 
he was promoted Lieutenant, the rank to date 
from November, 1914, and went to the Staff 
College at Camberley, subsequently being 
gazetted on the 29th January, 1915, to a per- 
manent commission in the Regular Army and 
posted to the 2nd Battalion, Northumberland 
Fusiliers. He went out to the front with a draft 
to his regiinent. on the 2nd May, 1915.

At Oxford he was a member of 
the hockey, cricket, and football teams of his 
College, was Editor of the Hertford College 
Magazine, a member of the Shakespeare 
Society and of the Junior Common Room. 

At both Epsom and Oxford he was a member 
of the O.T.C., and at the outbreak of war in 
August, 1914, he was gazetted to the 6th (Re- 
serve) Battalion, King’s Royal Rifle Corps, and 
was attached to the 2nd Battalion for service. 
He went to the front in December, 1914, where 
he served until the 9th May, 1915, when he 
was fatally wounded in the head while leading 
a bombing party at Rue du Bois.

In August, 1914, he joined the Ceylon Con- 
tingent of the Ceylon Planters’ Rifle Corps, of 
which he had been a member for some years.

Captain Hodgson 


was born on the 6th 
July, 1874, at Swel- 
lendam, Cape of 
Good Hope, and was 
educated at Hailey- 
bury Cellege and at the R.M.C., Sandhurst. 
In February, 1895, he received his first com- 
mission in the Lincolnshire Regiment, becoming 
Lieutenant in March, 1898, and in the Nile 
Expedition of 1898 he saw active service with 
his regiment, being present at the Battle of 
Khartoum. For his services he received the 
Egyptian medal with clasp, the British medal, 
and the Medjidieh, Fourth Class. For ten 
years he was attached to the Egyptian Service, 
and had acted as Governor of Dongola, Wau, 
and Khartoum. Captain Hodgson was pro- 
moted to that rank in October, 1904, and retired 
from the Active List in October, 1909. 

At the outbreak of the war with Germany, 
Captain Hodgson was called up, and in December, 
1914, he was employed with the grade of Staff 
Captain. Afterwards he was attached to the 
2nd_ Battalion, Hampshire Regiment, with 
which he went to the Dardanelles. He was 
killed in action in the attack on Achi Baba 
on the 8th May, 1915. 

Captain Hodgson was a good sportsman’ and 
was the first white man known to have shot 
an Addax—a feat of which he was very proud. 
He married Nancy, daughter of W. Lister. 
She survived him.

CAPTAIN MAURICE KIRKMAN HODG.-

He was educated at Radley College, and after 
serving with the embodied Militia for nearly a 
year was gazetted to the Sherwood Foresters 
(then the Derbyshire Regiment) in November, 
1900. He served in the South African War, 


having been for three months, in 1901, Garn- 
son Transport Officer. He was present at 
operations in the 
Transvaal in 1902, 
and was slightly 
wounded. He re- 
ceived the Queen’s 
medal with three 
clasps and the King’s 
medal with two 
clasps. He was pro- 
moted Lieutenant in 
April, 1902; from 
February, 1907, to 
January, 1910, was 
Adjutant of his battalion; and was promoted 
Captain in December, 1908. In the war with 
Germany he was wounded at La Bassée, but 
remained on duty, and was again wounded 
at Neuve Chapelle, France, from the effects of 
which he died on the 12th March, 1915. 

His elder brother, Captain M. R. Kirkman 
Hodgson, 2nd Battalion, Royal Fusiliers, was 
killed in action on the 17th March, 1915.

Street, Berkeley 
Square, London, on | 
the 26th September, 
1879, was the second 
son of Robert, Kirk- 
man Hodgson and 
Lady Norah Hodg- 
son, daughter of the 
ninth Earl of Cork. 
He was educated at 
Eton andthe R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, and re- 
ceived his commission in October, 1899, becom- 
ing Lieutenant in September, 1900. 

He served throughout the Boer War, having 
been present at the relief of Ladysmith, includ- 
ing action at Colenso, operations on 'Tugela 
Heights, and action at Pieter’s Hill; operations 
in the Transvaal, Natal, and Cape Colony, 
including action at Ruidam. He was mentioned 
in Despatches ( London Gazette,” 29th July, 
1902), and received the Queen’s medal with 
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five clasps and the King’s medal with two 
clasps. He also received the Indian Durbar 
medal. 

While serving in India, subsequently, his 


ponies ran first and second for the Lucknow 
Army Cup. 

He became Captain in May, 1907, and in 1912 
acted as A.D).C. to Lord Carmichael, Governor- 
General of Bengal. He went to the front at the 
beginning of the war with Germany, and in 


October, 1914, was transferred to the Ist 
Battalion, Yorkshire Light Infantry, which he 
temporarily commanded. 

He was then transferred to the 4th Battalion 
of his own regiment, with which he was serving 
when he was killed, near Ypres, on the 17th 
March, 1915. For his services in the Great 
War he was mentioned in Sir John French’s 
Despatch of 31st May, 1915. His younger 
brother, Captain M. Kirkman Hodgson, Ist 
Battalion, Sherwood Foresters, died from 
wounds on the 12th March, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT PHILIP ORMISTON 
HODGSON, 3rd 
BATTN. 


(RESERVE) attd. 2nd 
EAST LANCASHIRE 
REGIMENT, 
was the fourth son 


of the late Licu- 
tenant Thomas 
Tarleton Hodgson, 
R.N., and only son 
of Mrs. Thomas 
Tarleton Hodgson, 


of 11, Barne Park, 
‘Teignmouth, Devon, 
and grandson of the 
late William Hodg- 
ae: son, D.D., Master of 
Peterhouse, Cambridge, and of the late James 
Ormiston McWilliam, M.D., C.B., Surgeon R.N., 
F.R.S., I°.R.C.S., Medical Inspector of H.M. 
Customs. 
He was born in London on the 8th March, 
1887, and was educated at Stubbington, 
Fareham, Hants, and at the R.M.C., Sand- 
hurst, where he was Senior Sergeant. He 
passed into Sandhurst in 1906, but was obliged 
to leave it on account of temporary ill-health. 
In 1911 he applied for a commission, but was 
refused on account of his having passed the 
regulated age. On the outbreak of the war he 
again applied, and was gazetted on the 15th 
August. 1914, to the 3rd Battalion, East 
Lancashire Regiment, joining at Plymouth. 
2nd Lieutenant Hodgson was a great swimmer, 
good at all kinds of sport, and a good rider. 
He went to the front on the 19th February, 
and was shot in the left temple on the 12th 
March, 1915, while gallantly leading an attack 
on a position north of Neuve Chapelle. His 
battalion formed part of the 24th Brigade. 
A Major of the 2nd Battalion of his regiment wrote to 
his mother on the 20th March, 1915, as follows: “ Al- 
though your son had only been a short time with the 
regiment he was universally popular, and is a great loss 
to us. He was severely wounded in the morning of 
the 12th March whilst leading his men against a German 
position under a heavy machine-gun fire and I regret 
to say he died in hospital in Fstaires on tho 13th.” 
He waa buried in the cometcry at Estaires. 
His Company Commander gave the following more 
detailed account of him and of his death: ‘He was 


very cheerful and quite indifferent to the enemy’s shell 
and rifle fire, On the night of the 11th my company 
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entrenched themselves behind the Northamptons. They 
quite unexpectedly left their trench soon after dawn 
and took a German trench opposite. We left one trench 
to support them, and my intention and, in fact original 
orders were to occupy the Northamptons’ trench if 
they evacuated it. On reaching that point I stopped 
in the trench to, at any rate, collect and organise my 
company. The Second-in-Command, however, who had 
come with us, and who was in fact leading us, shouted 
to me to come on, and your son echoed his words. T had 
therefore to go on, but we had not more than about. 
twenty men with us. Just as we left the trench a mur- 
derous machine-gun fire broke out from some houses 
in the German lines, and practically everyone was hit 
except the Second-in-Command. a sergeant, two men 
and myself.” 

2nd Licutenant Hodgson’s mother also received 


appreciative letters from officers of the 3rd 


Battalion, with whom her son had served. 

A Captain in the 2nd Battalion of East Lancashire 
Regiment, who was with Lieutenant P. O Hodgson 
till the night before Neuve Chapelle, writes: “ I thank 
you for your kind letter, and am writing to tell you 
something of your son's life with the regiment as I was 
always with him in and out of the trenches, except for 
the last day, as I was sent to hospital the morning before. 
I remember well our first mecting. I had been running 
«4? Company single-handed, excepting for one subaltern. 
Our Second-in-Conmand met your son and the draft 
at Merville, and brought them to Estaires, where the 
regiment was in reserve billets. He knew how hard up 
I was for subalterns, but I was not the only one, 80 he 
said to me, ‘ We've got one of the right sort arrived 
with this draft. I advise you to get hold of him before 
some other Company Commader does.’ And I never 
regretted taking his advice. We had some rough times 
in the trenches together. and his bravery, common sense, 
and cheery nature helped me more than [can say. Tho 
men would do anything for him and would follow him 
anywhere. Colour-Sergeant Vaughan, the Orderly Room 
Sergeant, has just been in this room. 1 told him T was 
writing to you about your son, and he said, ‘O sir! he 
was a good officer.’ ”

He was educated at 
St. Joseph’s College, 
India, and Wimble- 
don College, Surrey, 
passing the Army 
Qualifying Exam- 
ination from Mr. Bullen Spreer’s, Army coach, 
Eastbourne. He received his commission in 
October, 1914, and was killed in action on the 
12th March, 1915, at Neuve Chapelle, while 
leading his platoon in an attack, being shot 


through the heart at about 5 p.m. 

The Adjutant of his battalion wrote: “ We were all 
exceedingly sorry to learn of your son’s death, and I 
take this opportunity of expressing our deepest sympathy. 
He was a most promising young officer, and though only 
a short time with this battalion he was most popular 
with everyone. It must be some consolation to you tq 
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know that your son died fearlessly leading his men in 
an attack, and met a soldier’s death, and a painless one, 
Again expressing the deepest sympathy of both officers 
and men.” 

A brother officer wrote: “ I knew your son well when 
he was with the Ist Battalion, and need hardly say how 
sorry I was to hear of his death. He was a very popular 
and most promising young officer.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT LEGH HoLpEn, 1/4th BaTTN.

2nd LIEUTENANT BASIL THOMAS 


HOLLAND, attd. 2nd BATTN. THE, 
BLACK WATCH (ROYAL 
HIGHLANDERS), 


only surviving son of 
the late Frederick 
William Holland 
and of Mrs. Holland, 
of 12, Arundel Gar- 
dens, London, W., 
was born in London 
on the 8th Sep- 
tember, 1891. 

He was educated at. 
Cranleigh School, 
Surrey, and Uni- 
versity College, London, where he took his 
degree of LL.B. with honours, and he also 
passed with honours the Solicitors’ Final 
Examination. 

In January, 1914, he joined the Artists’ Rifles 
as a Private, and in October, 1914, went with 
that corps to France, where he entered the 
“* School of Instruction for Officers.’’ He was 
given his commission as Temporary 2nd Lieu- 
tenant on the General List in January, 1915, 
being attached to the 2nd Battalion, The 
Black Watch, for active service, and on the 
10th March, 1915, while leading an attack 
against the German trenches, was killed in 
action, but not before his object: was nearly 
attained. 


LIEUTENANT CHARLES TREVENEN 
TOWNSEND HOLLAND, 
ROYAL FIELD ARTILLERY, 
RESERVE OF OFFICERS, 
who was killed in action on the 9th May, 1915, 
was the only son of Lieutenant-Colonel 'Tre- 
venen James Holland, C©.B., Bombay Staff 
Corps, and a grandson of Colonel James Hol- 
land, at one time Q.M.G., Bombay. 

He was born at Snodland, near Rochester, 
Kent, on the 19th July, 1882, and was edu- 
eated at Harrow and the R.M.A., Woolwich. 
He entered the Royal Field Artillery during 
the South African War, and having retired 
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from the Active List in 1908, he joined the 
Reserve of Officers in August, 1914. For the 
war he was appoin- 
ted Orderly Officer 
to the 33rd Brigade, 
8th Division, Royal 
Field Artillery. 

His Commanding Officer. 
to whom he had acted 
as Orderly Officer, gave 
the following account of 
the young officer's death : 
“ He had been somewhat 
bored at the inactive time 
he had had during the 
Neuve Chapelle fight and, 
begging to be allowed to 
see more of the next 
one, he volunteered to go as Liaison Officer, accompanied 
by a telephonist, with the General Commanding the 
Infantry Brigade with which the Royal Artillery was 
working, and was to report the progress of the infantry 
to his own Commanding Officer, He had hardly started 
with the General, who was himself killed, when at the 
the very beginning of the fight, at 5.30 a.m., he was shot 
through the head and killed instantaneously. It was 
not possible to get out to where he lay until the evening, 
when a party of men, at great risk to themselves, went 
out to find him. He was brought in during the night, 
and was buried in an orchard close by. His grave is 
near Pétillon, on a road called Rue du Bois, about half 
a mile south of the Croix Blanche, on the west side of 
the road.” The Officer addet: “I can’t tell you how 
much I shall miss his cheerful good-nature after living 
with him for six months, and it may be some con- 
solation to you to know how much others will miss 
him and remember him.” And in a second letter 
said: “ Now your son is gone, I find out what 
a lot he used to do for me. His death is felt very much 
by everyone, both officers and men.” 

A slightly more detailed account said: ‘He was 
Linison Officer with the 25th Light Infantry Brigade on 
the 9th and had volunteecied for the duty. He had to 
maintain communication between that brigade and 
ourselves. The brigade came under very heavy fire, 
and, as far as I can make out, he was repairing the 
telephone in the open. The telephonist with him could 
only give us the vaguest description, as his nerves were 
very much rattled at the time. He was killed between 
7 and 8 o'clock on the 9th, being shot through the 
head and chest, probably by machine gun. We got him 
in and buried him, the Divisional Chaplain, named 
Gordge, officiating.”’ 

Other officers wrote of the late officer in the 


same strain of appreciation and regard. 
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CapTaIn Cyrin HonL“tanp, Royau  FIeLtp 
ARTILLERY, was killed by a sniper, 9th May, 
1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT WILLIAM 
HUMPHREY HOLLINS, 1/8th BATTN. 
(TERRIT.) SHERWOOD FORESTERS 
(NOTTINGHAMSHIRE AND DERBY- 
SHIRE REGT.) who was killed on the 15th 


June, 1915, during an attack by the Germans 
on our trenches near Wytschaecte, was the 
eldest son of William and Mary Hollins, Berry 
Hill, Mansfield, Notts, anda grandson of Sir 
Charles Seely, first Baronet. 

He was educated at The Grange, Eastbourne, 
and at Winchester College, where he won the 
King’s silver medal for Latin Speech in 1913, 


and for English Speech in 1914. In 1913 
he also won]the Senior Brackenbury Historical 
Scholarship at Balliol 
College, Oxford. At 
Winchester he was a 
Sergeant in the 
O.T.C., and obtained 
Certificate “ A,’’ qua- 
lifying him for a 
commission, in 1913. 
He would have pro- 
ceeded to Oxford in 
October, 1914, but on 
the outbreak of war 
he joined the 1/8th 
Sherwood Foresters, direct from the 0.T.C., 
in {August, and went with them to France, 
where he was Battalion Bomb Officer.

LIEUTENANT JOIN HERBERT BUTLER HOLLINGS, 
21st (EMPRESS or INprA’s) LANCERS, reported 
missing, 31st October, 1915, was later assumed 
dead. 


LIEUTENANT GEOFFREY HOLMAN, 
2nd BATTN. THE KING’S 
(SHROPSHIRE LIGHT INFANTRY), 
who was killed in 
action on the 9th 
April, 1915, near 
Ypres, was the third 
son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Holman, of Wynn- 
stay, Putney Hill, 
London, S.W. 

He was born on the 
9th December, 1892, 
and was educated 
privately at Rose 
Hill School, Ban- 
stead, Surrey; also in Paris and Berlin; and 
subsequently entered the R.M.C., Sandhurst. 
From the latter he was gazetted to the Shrop- 
shire Light Infantry in September, 1914, being 
promoted Lieutenant just a year later. 

When war broke out his battalion was in India, 
and he accompanied it to England in November, 
1914, proceeding to France in December. He 
was wounded in March, 1915, and after recovery 
returned to the fighting line. 


LIEUTENANT CARLETON COLQU- 
HOUN HOLMES, 7th CANADIAN IN- 
FANTRY, BATTN. (BRITISH COLUMBIA 
REGIMENT), was the only son of Mr. and 
Mrs. A. C. Holmes, of 704, Esquimalt Road, 
Victoria, B.C., and was born at Shipley, York- 
shire, England, on the Ist July, 1886. 

He was educated at Streete Court, Westgate- 
on-Sea, and at Haileybury, where he was a 
member of the Cadet Corps, affiliated with the 
Bedfordshire Regiment. 
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On leaving school he joined the Infantry 
Battalion of the Honourable Artillery Company. 
and served in that 
corps until he left for 
Canada in 1906. 

On the formation of 
the 88th Regiment, 
Victoria Fusiliers, in 
September, 1912, he 
obtained his commis- 
sion in it as Lieu- 
tenant, and was Act- 
ing-Adjutant of the 
regiment when the 
Nanaimo Coal Strike 
riots caused the calling up of the Militia from 
Victoria and Vancouver. He was sent with 
the first draft to quell the disturbance, and 
remained as Quartermaster of the Civil Aid 
Force, under Colonel J. A. Hall, until the out- 
break of the war. 

Having volunteered for active service, he left 
with the first draft for Valeartier, when he was 
appointed Lieutenant in the 7th Canadian 
Infantry Battalion on the 22nd September, 
1914, 

Lieutenant Holmes was killed in action at 
Langemarck on the 24th April, 1915, when the 
Canadians were retiring from the first to the 
second line of trenches. 


2nd LIEUTENANT F. Hotmes, LoyaAL Nortu 
LANCASHIRE REGIMENT, died of wounds, 10th 
May, 1915. 


CapTatn JosepH Hott, 1 /6th BATTN. (TERRIT.) 
THE MANCHESTER REGIMENT, was killed 4th 
June, 1915. 


CAPTAIN HENRY LESLIE HOMAN, 2nd 
BATTN. THE DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE’S 
OWN (MIDDLESEX REGIMENT), 
eldest son of the 
Rev. Canon Homan, 
late Rector of Bal- 
lingarry and Lock- 
een, Diocese of Killa- 
loe, Co. Tipperary, 
Treland, afterwards 
residing at 6, Eglin- 
ton Park, Kings- 
town, Co. Dublin, 
was killed in action 
at Neuve Chapelle, 
on the 10th March, 
1915. 

Captain Homan, who was unmarried, was born 
on the 21st January, 1879, and cducated at 
Corrig School, Kingstown, and at Trinity Col- 
lege, Dublin. He was fond of sport of all kinds, 
but especially (in later life) of big-game hunting, 
in which he had successful experiences in 
Burma and Nigeria. 
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In May, 1900, Captain Homan received his 
first appointment in the lst Battalion, Middlesex 
Regiment, becoming Lieutenant in December, 
1901. On receiving his commission he at once 
proceeded to India, where he was stationed 
for four years, after which he saw three years’ 
service in Burma. 

From February, 1908, to December, 1912, he 
was employed with the West African Frontier 
Force, and took part in operations in Southern 
Nigeria in 1908, for which he was mentioned in 
Despatches (‘‘ London Gazette,” 21st December, 
1909), and received the medal with clasp. He 
received his company in August, 1909. On 
his return from Nigcria he joined the 2nd 
Battalion, Middlesex Regiment, and went to 
Malta with it, where he remained till the out- 
break of hostilities in August, 1914. 


CAPTAIN ALFRED HENRY Hooper, 2nd BATIN. 
THE DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE’S OWN (MIDDLESEX 
REGIMENT), was killed in action, 14th March, 
1915. 


2nd LrEvTENANT Davip ERNEST Hooper, 3rd 
(RESERVE), attd. 2nd BaTrn. THE East LAN- 
CASHIRE REGIMENT, was killed, 30th April, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT SIDNEY FREDERICK 
HOOPER, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. Ist 
BATTN. THE DUKE OF EDIN- 
BURGH’S Ce owas REGIMENT), 
who was killed in 
action at Spanbroek 
Molen, Flanders, on 
the 12th March, 
1915, was the only 
son of Frederick 
Hooper, Senior Staff 
Officer, Board of 
Trade (Commercial 
Department), and 
was born at Brad- 
| ford, Yorkshire, on 
the 8th July, 1890. 
He was educated at Bradford Grammar School 
and University College, London University, 
having gained an Entrance Exhibition in 
Modern Languages.—At the University he took 
his degree of B.A. with honours. Subsequently 
he studied for one year at Munich University, 
and for two years at Vienna University, pre- 
paratory to taking the degree of Ph.D., when 
the outbreak of war intervened. In the mean- 
time he had been appointed Lektor at Vienna 
University. 

He served for three years with the London 
University O.T.C., becoming Cadet Sergeant, 
and gaining certificates “‘A’’ and “ B.” He 
was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in August, 1914, 
and joined the 3rd Battalion of his regiment at 
Weymouth, where he was stationed for two 
months. He then went to the front, attached 


to the Ist Battalion, Duke of Cornwall’s Light 
Infantry ; and two months later was transferred 
to the Ist Battalion, Wiltshire Regiment, 
with which he was serving when he was killed. 
His promotion to Lieutenant was gazetted in 
April, 1915, after his death, to date from 
February, 1915. 

“On one occasion (a bright moonlight night) he pene- 
trated about 600 yards into the German lines, and for 
over an hour watched the enemy and listened to the 
conversation of the soldiers, obtaining valuable informa- 
tion. Although several times challenged and fired upon, 
he succeeded in regaining his own lines, and next day 
was specially commended by the Brigadior-General.” 
The Officer Commanding the 1st Battalion, Wiltshire 
Regiment, gave the following account of the young 
officer's death to his mother: ‘I regret very deeply 
indeed to tell you that your son, 2nd Lieutenant S. F. 
Hooper, was killed in action on 12th March. He fell 
at the head of his men, most gallantly leading them. 
A very gallant and capable officer, full of energy and 
zeal, a warm-hearted, true comrade his death is much 
deplored by us all, and we desire to offer you our most 
sincere sympathy with you in the loss that you have 
suffered. No one could do more than give his life for 
his country, and that your son has most willingly done. 
The place where your son was killed is called Spanbroek 
Molen. We will put up @ temporary wooden cross to 
his memory and mark the site of his grave.”” 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL STUART 
HUNTLY HOOPER, DEPUTY ASSIST- 
ANT ADJUTANT-GENERAL, B.E.F., 
HON. LIEUTENANT-COLONEL 
RESERVE OF OFFICERS, late CAPTAIN 
ROYAL HORSE ARTILLERY, 
died on the 31st 
May, 1915, in the 
Royal Free Hospital, 
London, from illness 
contractedin France. 
He was buried at 
Highcliffe, Hants. 
Lieutenant-Colonel 
Hooper was the 
elder son of Mr. E. H. 


and Lady Maud 
Hooper, of Shelly 
Hill, Christchurch, 


Hants, Lady Maud being the daughter of the 
fourth Earl of Castlestuart. He was born at 
Brook House, Marchington, Staffordshire, on 
the 20th December, 1867, and was educated at 
Winchester. 

He entered the R.M.A., Woolwich, in 1886, 
and in 1887 was, on passing out, posted to the 
Royal Field Artillery, and later to the Royal 
Horse Artillery, with which he served in India 
from 1888 to 1894, obtaining his promotion to 
Lieutenant in 1890. From 1896 to 1900 he was 
Adjutant of the Suffolk Artillery Militia, having 
been promoted Captain in January, 1898. 
He retired from the Active List in 1901 and 
joined the Staff of “The Times” in 1906 
as a writer on military subjects, and repre- 
sented that paper at Bisley, at naval 
and military tournaments, and at manceuvres, 


After retiring he joined the Reserve of Officers, 
when he wa’ given his Majority in the Special 
Reserve of the Royal Artillery, and subsequently 
the honorary rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. In 
1910 he became editor of the ‘“‘ Army and Navy 
Gazette,”’ a position he held till the beginning 
of the war, and was also managing director of 
the company which owns that paper. 

An appreciative memoir of the late officer was 
published in the ‘‘ Army and Navy Gazette,” 
in which it was stated that, but for an accident, 
he would probably have taken up the post of 
“ Eye Witness " to the Expeditionary Force, 
for which “ his descriptive talent and powers of 
literary expression would have specially fitted 
him.” Lieutenant-Colonel Hooper’s wide grasp 
of military matters was of the greatest use to 
him in his adopted calling of journalism. In 
addition the business aptitude displayed in the 
management of the ‘‘ Army and Navy Gazette,” 
his tact and urbanity, and his most: kind and 
sympathetic disposition assured for him the 
regard of his colleagues, who deplore his 
untimely death. 

On the 4th March, 1915, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Hooper was appointed Deputy Assistant 
Adjutant-General with the Army in the field, 
and worked to within three weeks of his death, 
though he must have known the grave risk he 
was running. When sent home it was too late 
to do anything, as he was too seriously ill. 
He married in 1896, in London, Georgina Dora, 
daughter of the late Colonel William Eliott- 
Lockhart, Royal Artillery, and left a daughter, 
Vanda Eveline, born January, 1898, anda son, 
Ivor Stuart Huntly, born April, 1907. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hooper was a member of 
the Cavalry and United Service Clubs.

He was educated at 
atlugten ne and was gazetted to the 
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South Wales Borderers in January, 1901, 
from the Militia, with which he served during 
embodiment for nearly ten months. He was 
transferred, as Lieutenant, to the Indian Army 
in May, 1904, and was promoted Captain in 
January, 1910. During the Durbar of 1903 
he acted as Adjutant to the Ist Battalion, 
South Wales Borderers, and afterwards received 
the medal for the ceremony. For his services 
in the war with Germany he was mentioned in 
Sir John French’s Despatch of 31st May, 1915. 
The following account of Captain Hore’s death was 
furnished by a brother Officer : “* His death was splendid, 
and it gave me very great pleasure to see his services 
were recognised by a mention in Despatches. I have 
often talked to men, both of the 52nd and 59th,who were 
there when he was killed, and 1 cannot imagine with 
what enthusiasm they speak of his gallantry and devotion 
to duty that fated day. In fact all through those last 
three days his example and gallantry did a very great 
deal towards keeping the regiment together and keeping 
up their spirits in a very trying situation. And so it 
was when he was with th Jth in the fighting near 
Givenchy in December. I think it was his work then, 
in a very similar and trying situation, that earned him 
his mention in Despatches.”

Slightly 
before he was struck, your son had gained cover behind 
a shallow trench, and upon learning that the Com- 
manding Officer was hit he, without hesitation, went to 
see if he could render him any assistance, and in so doing 
was killed. He died instantly, and suffered no pain 
whatever.” 


Sir E. Hulse, who was promoted Captain (temp.) 
in January, 1915, was unmarried, and was a 
member of the Bachelors’ and Guards’ Clubs, 
and was fond of hunting, shooting, fishing, and 
golf.

1883. 

He was educated at 
Repton, where he 
was in the Cricket 
XI, and received his

fantry in May, 1901, fon 
becoming Lieutenant in September, 1903. He 
joined his battalion in Ireland, and afterwards 
served at Gibraltar, South Africa, Hong Kong, 
and Singapore. He was promoted Captain in 
June, 1909. 

His battalion, of which he was appointed 
Adjutant in April, 1914, went to France in 
January, 1915, and Captain Hughes was killed 
in action at Ypres on the 8th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT JOHN ARTHUR HuGHEs, 4th 
(DENBIGHSHIRE) BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE ROYAL 
WELsH FustLiers, died of wounds, 26th Janu- 
ary, 1915. 

2nd LizuTENANT LEWIS REGINALD HUGHES, 
4th BATTN. (EXTRA RE: ve) THe PRINCE OF 
Wates’s (NORTH STAFFORDSHIRE REGIMENT), 
attd. 2nd BaTraLion Roya Scots FusILIERS, 
died of wounds 19th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (TEMP. LIEUTENANT) LYONEL 
Hype Rocurort Hutt, 1/21st (COUNTY OF 
Lonpon) Battn. THE LONDON REGIMENT 
(1st SURREY RIFLEs), T.F., was killed in action, 
25th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT (temp. CAPTAIN,) 
SIR EDWARD HAMILTON 
WESTROW HULSE, 7th BART. 
2nd BATTN. SCOTS GUARDS, 
who was killed at the Battle of Neuve Chapelle 
on the 12th March, 1915, while helping his 
wounded Commanding Officer, was the son of 
Sir Edward Henry Hulse, sixth Baronet, for 
many years M.P. for Salisbury, of Breamore 
House, Hants, and the Hon. Lady Hulse, 
daughter of the first Lord Burnham, and was 
born in London on the 3lst August, 1889. 

He was educated at Eton and Balliol College, 


Oxford, where he obtained his degree, by virtue 
of which he passed into the Army. After serving 
for a little time in the Hampshire Yeomanry, 
he joined the Scots Guards in August, 1912, 
with antedate to the preceding February in 
virtue of his University degree, being promoted 
Lieutenant in March, 1913. At the commence- 
ment of the war he went to the front with the 
Ist Battalion, and later was transferred to the 
2nd Battalion, Scots Guards. 

In Sir John French’s Despatch of the 2nd February , 
1915, the following paragraph appears: ‘ On the night 
of the 26th-27th November a small party of the 2nd 
Scots Guards, under Lieutenant Sir E. H. W. Hulse, 
Bart., rushed the trenches opposite the 20th Brigade ; 
and after pouring a heavy fire into them returned with 
useful information as to the strength of the Germans 
and the position of machine guns.” 

And in his Despatch of 14th January, 1915, bringing 
“to notice names of those whom I recommend for 
gallant and distinguished service in the field,” occurrs 
the name of Lieutenant Sir K. H. W. Hulse, Bart. 

An Officer of his regiment, describing the circumstances 
in which he was killed, wrote: ‘* We were attacking a 
position held by the enemy, and had to cross some open 
plough to get into some support trenches. While doing 
so the Commanding Officer, who was directing opera- 
tions, was badly wounded, and lay inthe open. Slightly 
before he was struck, your son had gained cover behind 
a shallow trench, and upon learning that the Com- 
manding Officer was hit he, without hesitation, went to 
see if he could render him any assistance, and in so doing 
was killed. He died instantly, and suffered no pain 
whatever.” 

Sir FE. Hulse, who was promoted Captain (temp.) 
in January, 1915, was unmarried, and was a 
member of the Bachelors’ and Guards’ Clubs, 
and was fond of hunting, shooting, fishing, and 
golf. 

He is succeeded in the baronetcy by his uncle, 
Mr. Hamilton John Hulse, now of Breamore 
House, Breamore, Hants. 


LIEUTENANT ALAN EDWARD GREY 
HULTON, THE ARMY SERVICE 
CORPS (HORSE TRANSPORT), 
— born at The Cottage, 
| Hulton Park, Lan- 
cashire, on the 7th 
October, 1885, was 
the only son of Rear- 
Admiral and Mrs. 
Hulton, of Clifton, 
near Bristol, and first. 
cousin to the present 
head of the Hulton 
family, Sir William 
Hulton, Bart., of 
Hulton Park. 
He was educated at Clifton and at New College, 
Oxford, at both of which he held scholarships. 
At the latter he took a First Class in Classical 
Moderations in 1906, and a First in Literae 
Humaniores in 1908, winning the Gladstone 
Memorial Prize in 1905. In 1908 he was elected 
to a Fellowship at All Souls, Oxford, and in the 
following year was elected thirty-ninth Eldon 
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Law Scholar, proceeding to his M.A. degree 
in 1912. In 1911 he was called to the Bar 
(Inner Temple), and joined the Western Circuit. 
His work for rather more than two years before 
the war was in the Office of the Parliamentary 
Counsel, Whitehall. 

In September, 1914, Mr. Hulton enlisted as a 
Driver in the 2nd Divisional Train, T.F., and 
was quickly promoted to Lance-Corporal. In 
October, 1914, he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
in the Ist London Division, Army Service 
Corps, T.F., becoming Temporary Lieutenant 
in the same month, and in the following 
December was appointed Temporary Lieu- 
tenant in the Army Service Corps. 

Lieutenant Hulton died at the age of twenty- 
nine in King Edward VII’s Hospital for Officers, 
London, on the 6th June, 1915, from the effects 
of a wound received in Flanders on the 25th 
April. When in command, during the night, 
of a convoy of supplies north-east of Ypres, 
a high explosive (5°9) shell burst under his 
horse, killing it instantly, and at the same time 
wounding Lieutenant Hulton in the right arm. 
Septic poisoning setting in caused his death, 
and he was buried at Canford Cemetery, 
Westbury-on-Trym, Bristol. 

Lieutenant Hulton was a member of the Con- 
servative Club, St. James's Street, S.W., and 
stag-hunting and fencing were among his 
favourite recreations. 


LIEUTENANT (temp.) Erxest GrAWAM JOHN- 
STON HUMBERT, 9th (SERVICE) BATTN. PRINCESS: 
CHARLOTTE OF WALES’s (ROYAL BERKSHIRE 
REGIMENT), died of wounds, 11th June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (TEMP. LIEUTENANT) GEORGE 
MIncHIN Humr, 2nd (THE NEWCASTLE) 
NORTHUMBRIAN FIELD ComPpANy, RoyaL EN- 
GINEERS, T.F., was killed, 12th June, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL ROBERT 
OUSELEY CUTHBERT HUME, 
Ist BATTN. BORDER REGIMENT, 
who was born on the 
5th April, 1867, was 
the eldest son of 
the late Captain 
Walter Hume, 35th 
Regiment, of Rock 
Lodge, Lynton, 
North Devon. His 
father and three 
uncles, General Sir 
Robert, General Sir 
Gustavus, and 
General John Hume, 
all served in the Crimean War. 


Two of these 
commanded in succession the 55th, now the 
2nd Battalion, Border Regiment, and General 


Sir Robert Hume, G.C.B. was its Colonel-in- 


Chief from 1907 to 1909. 
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Lieutenant-Colonel Hume was educated at 
Marlborough and the R.M.C., Sandhurst, 
receiving his commission, as Lieutenant, in the 
Border Regiment in August, 1886. Tle was 
stationed for a time at the Depot Carlisle, and 
then went to India. He was promoted Captain 
in June, 1895, getting his Majority in July, 
1908. While in India he took part in the 
Waziristan Expedition (1894-95). receiving the 
medal and clasp, and also in the Tirah Ex- 
pedition, on the North West Frontier, in 
1897-98. receiving the medal and two clasps. 
In India, too, he trained the Battalion Rugby 
team which won the Calcutta Cup in 1894. 
He was a fine rifle shot, and won the Champion- 
ship Gold Medal, given by the Viceroy, Lord 
Curzon, at the principal rifle meeting in India. 
He was also a keen angler and big-game shot, 
making several shooting expeditions to Kash- 
mir. After he became Major he returned to 
England and commanded the Depot. He suc- 
ceeded to the Command of the Ist Battalion 
of his regiment, then in Burma, in November, 
1912. He brought his battalion back to 
England from Burma, preparatory to taking 
it to the Dardanelles. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Hume died in Gallipoli 
Peninsula on the 1st May, 1915, from wounds 
received while he was holding a shallow trench 
by the cliff on the west coast of the Gallipoli 
Peninsula, south-west of Krithia. On April 
28th he was encouraging a handful of his men— 
some twenty or thirty—when he was hit, and 
being carried to the beach died in the 
evening of May lst, and was buried at sea off 
Cape Helles. He was mentioned in Sir Ian 
Hamilton's Despatch of 12th June, 1915. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Hume married, in October, 
1909, Juliana, daughter of Theodore Bosanquet, 
Esq., late 1.C.S., who survives him. He was a 
great essay writer, that entitled ‘On Dis- 
cipline ” being perhaps one of his best pro- 
ductions. 


LIEUTENANT DouGLAs HeRBERT WASHINGTON 
Humrrey, 3rd (BR ve), attd. 2nd Barry. 
OXFORDSHIRE AND BUCKINGHAMSHIRE LIGHT 
INFANTRY, was killed in action, 15th May, 1915. 


Captain Eric SUTHERLAND Humpurey, 1 /8th 
Barry. (Territ.) THe LANCASHIRE FUSILIERS, 
was killed in action, 5th June, 1915. 


Captain ARTHUR CECIL HUMPHREYS, 7th 
Barrn. (Territ.) LANCASHIRE FUSILIERS, was 
killed in action, 6th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT DUDLEY FRANCIS 
HUMPHREYS, attd. 2nd BATTN. THE 
QUEEN’S (ROYAL WEST SURREY 
REGIMENT), elder son of Robert H. Hum- 
phreys, solicitor, of 28, Clanricarde Gardens, 
and Giltspur Chambers, Holborn Viaduct, 


London, was born on the 9th 
in London. 

He was educated at 
Cheltenham College 
and Pembroke Col- 
lege, Cambridge, and 
was fond of all 
sports, rowing both 
for Cheltenham and 
Pembroke. He be- 
longed to Leander 
and to the Thames 
Rowing Club, for 
which he rowed on 
several 
He had intended to adopt the profession of 
solicitor, but had not completed his articles 
when the war broke out, and he joined the 
28th (County of London) Battalion, The 
London Regiment (Artists’ Rifles) on the 4th 
August, 1914, and was given a temporary com- 
mission on the General List in December, 1914. 
For active service he was attached to the 2nd 
Battalion, Royal West Surrey Regiment. He 
was wounded on the 15th May, 1915, in the 
attack on Richebourg l’Avoué, Festubert, and 
died on the following day in hospital. He was 
buried in Béthune Cemetery. 

2nd Lieutenant Humphreys was a Freeman of 
the City of London and a Liveryman of the 
Sadlers’ Company, as were his ancestors for 
many generations.

April, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (temp. LLEUTENANT) 
FREDERICK FRANK HUNT, 4th (CITY 
OF LONDON) BATTN. THE LONDON 
REGIMENT (ROYAL FUSILIERS), (T.F.), 
born on the 17th 
December, 1895, was 
the elder son of 
Mr. and Mrs. F. F. 
Hunt, of 1, Manor 
Road, Oxford. 

He was educated at 
the Oxford High 
School, where he 
gained = virst 
Honours in both 
Junior and Senior 
Local Oxford Exam- 
inations, and entered St. John’s College, Oxford, 
in October, 1914, where he joined the O.T.C. 
He received a in London 
Regiment (Royal Fusiliers) on January 16th, 
1915; was promoted to Temporary Lieutenant 
on the 8th March; and sailed for France on 
April 3rd, 1915, taking part with his battalion 
in the hard fighting in the neighbourhood of

A heavy bombardment was opened by the y, and 
it was whilst gallantly commanding his men under the 
heavy shell fire that he was killed, death being instant- 
ancous, Your son was very popular with all of us, as 
he was always willing and cheerful, and his Joss will be 
equally felt by the N.C.O.3 and men of hia company, 
who all admired and respected him. Although Lieu- 
tenant Hunt had only been with this battalion for a few 
months he became one of the most efficient officers, 
and was several times entrusted to carry out important 
work, which he always performed satisfactorily. He 
was buried at the Military Cemetery at St. Vaast on the 
23th June.” 


CAPTAIN GEORGE WARD HUNT, 2nd 
BATTN. THE NORTHAMPTONSHIRE 
REGIMENT, 
was the eldest son 
of the late Cieorge 
Eden Hunt, of 
Oundle, North- 
amptonshire, and a 
grandson of the late 
Right Hon. George 
Ward Hunt, P.C., 
who was Chancellor 
of the Exchequer in 
1866, and First Lord 
of the Admiralty 
from 1874 to 1877, and his other grandfather 
was Sir W. Hyde Parker, Bart., of Melford Hall, 
Long Melford, Suffolk. 

He was born at Wadenhoe House, Oundle, 
which afterwards became his property, on the 
10th December, 1881, and was educated at 
Foster’s School, Stubbington, and at Malvern 
College. He received his commission in the 
Northamptonshire Regiment from the Militia 
in July, 1903, becoming Lieutenant in Novem- 
ber, 1905. While in the Militia he served in 
the South African War, being present at 
operations in Cape Colony in May, 1902, for 
which he received the Queen’s medal with two 
clasps. He was promoted Captain in March, 
1912, and left for France in August, 1914, 
for service in the war with Germany with the 
Ist Battalion of his regiment, which formed 
part of the Ist Army Corps. He went through 
the retirement from Mons and the Battle of the 
Marne, and was wounded in the shoulder 
while reconnoitring on the 16th September, 
1914, the second day of the Battle of the Aisne. 
He returned to England, and after recovery 
proceeded to France in February, 1915. with a 
draft for the 2nd Battalion of his regiment, 
which formed part of the VIIIth Division. 
After six weeks at the base he went to the 
trenches, and it was in the Battle of Aubers 
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Ridge, on the 9th May, 1915, that he lost his 
life. After the artillery had ceased bombarding 
the enemy’s trenches on that morning, Captain 
Ward Hunt, who was commanding the first 
line of trenches, gave the order to his men to 
advance. When about two hundred yards 
from the German trenches he was scen to fall 
wounded. Six of his men alone were now with 
him, and he got up, calling, “‘ That’s right, my 
men ! Come on, follow me!” and he and his 
men made for the only opening in the enemy's 
barbed-wire entanglements. As Captain Ward 
Hunt was still calling to his men to ‘‘ come on,” 
he was killed. Five of his men fell with him. 
His servant, Private Sweet, who at once ran 
to him, was killed in trying to help him. Only 
one man got away, although twice wounded. 
The Commanding Officer, in a letter to Mrs. Ward Hunt, 


said: “ Your husband, although badly wounded, con- 
tinued on until he was killed. His men loved him.” 


Captain Ward Hunt, who was a member of the 
Junior Naval and Military Club, married Miss 
Doris Pennington, and left two children— 
George Ward, born January, 1911, and Mary 
Ward, born October, 1912. 


2nd LIEUTENANT RoNALD Francis Hunt, 3rd 
(RESERVE), attd. Ist Batrn. Tur Roya 
WARWICKSHIRE REGIMENT, was unofficially 
reported wounded (believed killed), 25th April, 
1915. 


LIEUTENANT CHARLES GAWAIN 
RALEIGH HUNTER, 2nd BATTN. THE 
KING’S OWN (YORKSHIRE LIGHT 
INFANTRY), __ ey 
was the third son 

of Captain William 
George Hunter, late | 
2nd Battalion Welsh 
Regiment, and Isa- 
bella Kathleen Fay- 
rer Hunter, of Sun- 
field, Pirbright, Sur- 
rey, formerly of 
Burnside, Forfar, 
Scotland. Lieutenant 
Hunter was in the 
sixth gencration of Hunters who have served 
as officers in the British Army or Navy during 
the last one hundred and fifty years, and his 
maternal grandfather was an officer in the 
Indian Army, and served through the Mutiny. 
Lieutenant Hunter was born at The Elms, 
Hunningham, near Leamington, and was 
educated at St. Chads, Prestatyn, N. Wales, 
afterwards going to Christ College, Brecon, 
where he won a scholarship. He was a good 
horseman, a good shot, and fond of all sports 
and games. 

At Christ College he was in the O.T.C., and in 
August, 1911, he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
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in the Reserve Battalion King’s Own (York- 
shire Light Infantry), and served with the 2nd 
Battalion of his Regiment at Cork for six 
months. He trained with his own Battalion 
in 1912 and 1913, and in August, 1914, just 
after the outbreak of the Great War, he was 
posted to the 2nd Battalion King’s Own York- 
shire Light Infantry, with which he went to 
the front. He was promoted Lieutenant, to 
date from September, 1914, but the promotion 
was not gazetted until after his death. 
Lieutenant Hunter was with his Battalion 
when Hill 60 was taken and held by the King's 
Own Yorkshire Light Infantry. He was killed 
a week later, on the 25th April, 1915, when his 
Battalion was sent to reinforce the firing line 
and had to advance over open ground exposed 
to heavy shell fire, being at the time in com- 
mand of “A” Company. He was buried at 
Wieltje, N.E. of Ypres. 


CAPTAIN GEORGE EDWARD 
HUNTER, 6th BATTN. (TERRIT.) 
NORTHUMBERLAND FUSILIERS, 
- was the elder son of 
i Edward Hunter, of 
Wentworth, Gos- 
forth Northumber- 
land, and was born 
on the 27th March, 
1887, at Newcastle- 
on-'T'yne. 
He was educated at 
Aysgarth School and 
Charterhouse, and 
afterwards studied 
architecture as a pro- 
fession. He served his articles with Messrs. 
Cackett and Burns Dick, and took his A.R.I.B.A. 
Later he joined his father’s firm, Messrs. 
Hunterand Henderson, stockbrokers, Newcastle- 
on-Tyne, and became a partner in it in 1913. 
In 1904 he joined the 3rd V.B. Northumberland 
Fusiliers—now the 6th Battalion, Northumber- 
land Fusiliers—as 2nd Lieutenant, becoming 
Captain in June, 1908. Some months after 
the outbreak of war he went to France with his 
regiment, and was killed by a fragment of shell 
near St. Julien on the 26th April, 1915. His 
brother, Captain H. T. Hunter, of the same 
battalion, was killed on the same day. 
A brother Officer, writing of Captain G. K. Hunter, says: 
“He led his men with great courage and a total dis- 
regard for himself. He was right in the front of the 


enemy's position, and was killed by a shell fired at short. 
range.”

LIEUTENANT HUGH MICHAEL 
HUNTER, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. 2nd 
BATTN. THE DUKE OF EDIN- 
BURGH’S (WILTSHIRE REGIMENT), 
was the youngest surviving son of Robert L. 
Hunter and his wife Gertrude, and was in his 


twenty-third year. His elder brother, Captain 
Richard Hunter, 2nd Battalion, Scottish Rifles, 
has been twice 
wounded in the war. 
Lieutenant Hunter 
was educated at 
Winchester College, 
where he was in the 
Cricket XI, after- 
wards becoming an 
undergraduate of 
University College, 
Oxford, where he was 
Captain of his Col- 
lege Cricket XI, and 
rowed in the College Torpid. At Oxford he 
was a member of the O.T.C., and when war 
broke out in August, 1914, he received a com- 
mission, as 2nd Lieutenant, in the Wiltshire 
Regiment. He joined the 8rd Battalion at 
Weymouth, where he remained till Novemter, 
and then joined the 2nd Battalion, serving 
with the Expeditionary Force in France. Early 
in February he came home on a week’s leave, 
but returned to the front on the 12th of that 
month. He was wounded at the Battle of 
Neuve Chapelle on the 12th March, 1915, and 
died on the 6th April in the 7th Stationary 
Hospital, Boulogne. Lieutenant Hunter’s pro- 
motion to that rank, to date from the middle 
of February, 1915, was not gazetted until 
after his death. 

Tho Officer Commanding the 2nd Battalion, Wiltshire 
Regiment, wrote of him: ‘Since I arrived here I have 
hoard a great deal about him. He was a universal 
favourite in the regiment, and was much beloved and 
respected by the men. The Captain who was in com- 
mand at Neuve Chapelle, and is now on Ieave, told me 
your son behaved with conspicuous gallantry on that 
day, and many of the officers here have also stated the 
same.” 

The Captain who was in Command at Neuve Chapelle 
wrote: ‘It was a ercat gricf to me to sce the announce- 
ment of your son’s death in the paper this morning. 
The Colonel told me that he was getting on well when 
he saw hin on his way to the battalion. Your son's 
death will be a great loss to the regiment, and we shall 
all fecl it. He did remarkably well at the battle of 
Neuve Chapelle, and his name has been forwarded to 
the higher authorities with my recommendations.” 
For his services in the war Lieutenant Hunter 
was mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch 
of the 3lst May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN HOWARD TOMLIN 
HUNTER, 6th BATTN. (TERRIT.) 
NORTHUMBERLAND FUSILIERS, 
who was the younger son of Edward Hunter, 
Wentworth, Gosforth, Northumberland, was 
born on the Ist October, 1888, at Newcastle- 
n-Tyne. 
He was educated at Aysgarth School and 
Charterhouse. Afterwards he entered Durham 
University, and graduated M.B., B.S., in 1910, 
continuing his post-graduate studies in surgery 
at the Royal Infirmary, Newcastle-on-Tyne, St.

Vienna. 


Hospital, London, and in 
In 1906 he was gazetted 2nd Lieu- 
tenant, and joined 
the 3rd Volunteer 
Battalion of the 
Northumberland 
Fusiliers, becoming 
Captain in January, 
1912. He went to 
the front in Flan- 
ders with his batta- 
lion, and fellin action 
on the 26th April, 
1915, near St. Julien, 
the same day as his 
brother, Captain G. E. Hunter, also 6th Batta- 
lion, Northumberland Fusiliers, lost his life. 


The following account of the circumstances attending 
Captain H. T. Hunter’s death was published by his 
College Gazette: ‘* He led his men through a cross-firo 
of machine guns and shrapnel, trying to reach the Ger- 
man trenches by a serics of rushes. When close to his 
objective he was struck in the leg, ‘ but stuck to his job, 
gamely cheering on his mcn.’ We can imagine his 
bitter disappointment when he had to fall out co near 
the end of his task. While being helped to the rear he 
was struck again in the chest, and almost immediately 
dropped dead.” 


LIEUTENANT CLIVE NEILSON 
REYNOLDS HUNTLEY, Ist FIELD COM- 
PANY, ROYAL ENGINEERS, AUSTRA- 
LIAN EXPEDITIONARY FORCE, 
born at Gosford in 
March, 1885, was 
the second son of 
Mr. and Mrs. L. R. 
Huntley, of 1, Wharf 
Road, Snail’s Bay, 


Sydney, and a 
brother of L. S. 
Huntley, of the 


Bank of New South 
Wales, and of D. R. 
Huntley, of the 
Pacific Cable Board, 
Sydney. He was a grandson of the late Nicol 
D. Stenhouse, M.A., at one time Senator of 
Sydney University, and great-grandson of the 
late Dr. Robert Huntley, of Staines, Middlesex. 
In civil life Mr. Huntley was an engineering 
draughtsman, and held a position in that 
capacity in the office of the Engineer-for- 
Existing Lines of the New South Wales 
Government railways, with which he had been 
associated for about seven years. He was 
Secretary of the club, formed by officers of the 
Department, for the compilation and circulation 
of scientific engineering data, and at the same 
time Lecturer on Applied Mechanics and Slide 
Rule at the Technical College, where he had 
passed with honours in the following subjects : 
Mechamical Engincering, Fitting and Turning, 
Electrical Engineering and Physics. He also 
took a class at ‘Telford Martin’s School of 
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Engineering, Sydney. He served his appren- 
ticeship with the firm of Waugh and Josephson, 
general engineers, Sydney. 

Lieutenant Huntley joined the Australian 
Field Engineers in 1913, and was attached to the 
6th Ficld Company. On the outbreak of the 
Great War he went to Egypt with the Ist 
Field Company as 2nd Licutenant. From the 
time he commenced his military career he 
showed great promise, and in his short service 
proved himself possessed of executive ability 
and initiative of a high order, and at their last 
military camp at Liverpool he was Sccretary of 
the Officers’ Mess, whilst he also occupied the 
position of Treasurer on the s.s. “‘ Afric,’ during 
the voyage to Egypt. On arriving in Egypt, 
he showed marked ability in his special line, 
and lectured on bridge building, and was 
complimented by many high officials for the 
successful designing and construction of a 
lattice girder bridge from ordinary household 
timber, and shortly afterwards he was pro- 
moted to Lieutenant. His last advices stated 
that he had been lucky enough to be chosen for 
a special mission, and it subsequently transpired 
that he had been selected to command a special 
demolition party which embarked on the 
“Suffolk ” to destroy certain of the Turkish 
forts. He landed on the memorable 25th April, 
1915, and remained unscathed until the 4th May, 
when he received mortal wounds while directing 
the construction of an advanced trench. 


CAPTAIN HAROLD EDWARDS 
HUNTRISS, Ist (attd. 2nd) BATTN. 
BEDFORDSHIRE REGIMENT, 
who was killed at 
Festubert on the 
18th May, 1915, was 
the second son of 
William Huntriss, 
J.P., and Charlotte 
Elizabeth Huntriss, 
and was born at 
Markham Hall, 
Newark, Notts, on 
the 23rd May, 1890. 
He was educated at 
Uppingham School, 
and the R.M.C., Sandhurst, from which he 
was gazetted to the Bedfordshire Regiment 
in April, 1910, becoming Lieutenant in May, 
1911. After joining his battalion at Felixstowe 
he served at Aldershot, and at the Regimental

Depot in Bedford, with the 3rd Reserve 
Battalion. He was there till the war broke 
out, when he was sent to Felixstowe to 


train reserves. In the meantime his own 
battalion—the 1st—went to the front, and in 
September he was allowed to join the 2nd 
Battalion, which had just arrived at Lyndhurst, 
in the New Forest, from South Africa. With

this battalion he left England on the 4th Octo- 
ber, landing at Zeebrugge on the 7th. The 
battalion formed part of the VIIth Division, 
taking part in the retirement which ended 
before Ypres, and Captain Huntriss was then 
in the trenches till the end of October, when he 
was wounded in the thigh by a sniper. He was 
invalided home, and discharged from hospital, 
and it is an interesting instance of the irony 
of fate that he was spending his sick leave with 
his mother in Scarborough when that town 
was bombarded by the Germans on the 16th 
December, 1914. On appearing before a Medical 
Board it was found that the bullet was still 
in his leg, and he returned to hospital for 
the necessary operation for its removal. In 
the meantime he was promoted Temporary 
Captain, to date from November, 1914, receiving 
the substantive rank in February, 1915. Later, 
he rejoined at Felixstowe, and soon after was 
appointed Adjutant of the 13th Battalion, 
London Regiment, and went to join it at the 
front. However, he did not remain with this 
Territorial Regiment, but rejoined the 2nd 
Battalion of his own regiment, and on the 
17th May, 1915, was mortally wounded, in two 
places, during a night attack, and died before 
reaching the Vield Hospital. Te wes buried 
behind his own firing line. 

A brother Officer wrote as follows to his mother: ‘ He 
died a gallant soldier’s leading his company 
against the enemy, and wi se to the firing line 
in the neighbourhood of 
Captain Huntriss was a member of the Junior 
Army and Navy Club. His elder brother, 
Mr. W. Huntriss, solicitor, is serving as a 
Lance-Corporal in the 19th Royal Fusiliers, 
and his younger brother, Licutenant C. J. 
Huntriss, joined the 38rd Battalion, East Yorks 
Regiment, a few days before the war broke out, 
and went to train with his battalion early in 
1915. He proceeded to France, where he has 
been awarded the Military Cross for conspicuous 
gallantry at Hooge on the 9th August, 1015. He 
Jed four parties up to the assault on the enemy's 
position with the greatest. coolness and daring. 


Captain NorMAN Heser HutTcHeson, Ist 
Batrn. PRINCESS VicroriA’s (ROYAL IRIsH 
RIFLEs), was killed in action, 14th March, 1915. 
Captain) Ricuarp Hurcuins, 4th Barry. 
(ExTRA Reserve) THe Royat MuNsTER Fust- 
LIERS, died of wounds, 15th March, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT EDGAR FRANCIS 
HUTCHINSON, 4th BATTN. (TERRIT.) 
ALEXANDRA, PRINCESS OF WALES'S 
OWN (YORKSHIRE REGIMENT), 
ason of James Miles Hutchinson, of the Red 
House, Linthorpe, Middlesbrough, was born in 
that town on the 38rd March, 1891. 

He was educated at Darlington Grammar 
School, and was admitted a solicitor in January, 


1914. When the war broke out in August, 
1914, he was practising at Middlesbrough with 
his brother as “ M. 
W. and E. F. Hutch- 
inson.” He joined 
the Inns of Court 
(Devil’s Own) O.T.C., 
and in March, 1915, 
was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 
4th Battalion, York- 
shire Regiment, with 


which he went to 
France. 2nd _ Licu- 
tenant Hutchinson °°’ ===" 


was killed by rifle fire on the 24th May, 1915, 
during a gas attack by the Germans at Ypres. 
He was buried in the grounds of L’Ecole de 
Bienfaisance, outside Ypres. 


CAPTAIN AUSTIN HENRY 


HUTH, 4th (EXTRA RESERVE) attd. 
lst BATTN. EAST SURREY REGI- 
MENT, late of the KING’S ROYAL, 


RIFLE CORPS (60th RIFLES), 
was the younger son of Edward Huth, Esq., 
J.P., D.L., of Wykehurst Park, Sussex, and was 
born on the 13th October, 1881, at Hertford 
Street, Mayfair, London, W. 

He was educated at Eton and the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, receiving his first commission in 
the King’s Royal Rifle Corps in 1900. He 
served in the South African War, for which 
he received the Queen’s medal with clasp and 
the King’s medal with two clasps. On the 
declaration of peace he retired from the Army 
with the rank of Lieutenant, and went to Mag- 


dalen College, Oxford, graduating in 1009. 
While there he rowed in the Torpids. He was 
a member of the Oxford and Cambridge Club, 


On the outbreak of war with Germany he 
enlisted in the Public Schools’ Battalion, 
Middlesex Regiment, and subsequently, in 
October, 1914, received a Captain's commission 
in the 4th Battalion, East Sur Regiment. 
He went to the front in January, 1915. Captain 
Huth was killed in the action at the famous 
THll 60, near Ypres, on the 20th April, 1915. 
The Brigadier-General Commanding the brigade of 
which his battalion formed part wrote : ‘* Lam fortunate 
enough to have in my brigade five splendid battal 
none of which I would change for any other in the 
and amongst these battalions the Kast Sur 
second to none. Insuch a battalion it is necessary 
the officers should set the highest. possible example, and 
this was brilliantly the case in the work done by your 
son (Captain A. H. Huth). L was wounded just a week 
before he was killed, and had a long talk to him in his. 
trench that night. I was much impressed at the time 
with his zeal, keenness, and thoroughness and with 
the measures that he was taking to put his trench on 
a thoroughly sound footing His life was given, 
in the hour of victory for i and country, in the per- 
formance of a magnificent expleit in capturing and 
consolidating our hold on Ifill 60, a point of extreme 
importance to the well-being of the Allied front.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT HAROLD VERNON 
HUTT, 2nd BATTN. ROYAL SUSSEX 
ss REGIMENT, 
was the younger son 
of Mr. and Mrs. 
Arthur W. Hutt, of 
The Moorings, Wal- 
lington, Surrey, a 
grandson of W. Rees, 
J.P., Glamorgan- 
shire, and a de- 
scendant of John 
Hutt, R.N., Captain 
of H.M.S. ‘* Queen,’”’ 
who greatly dis- 
tinguished himself in the victory won off 
Brest. in 1794—the hattle of the Ist of June— 
and to whom a monument was erected in 
Westminster Abbey. 

2nd Lieutenant Hutt was born at Enfield, 
Middlesex, on the 4th October, 1887, and was 
educated at. Eastbourne College and at Fins- 
bury Technical College. He became an engineer 
by profession, having taken the B.Sc. (Engineer- 
ing) degree with honours, and having passed 
the examination for A.M.Inst.C.E., gaining the 
“ Bayliss ” prize. Since 1911 he was engaged 
on tube railway work on the Central London 
Railway Extension to Liverpool Street and 
on the Queen’s Park Extension of the Bakerloo 
Railway. His recreations were football, hockey, 
tennis, and golf. 

On the outbreak of the war with the Central 
Empires, Mr. Hutt joined the Artists’ Rifles, 
and left for France in October, 1914. After 
being for a time in the trenches, he joined the 
O.T.C. in France, and in January, 1915, he 
was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal 
Sussex Regiment, and was posted to the 2nd 
Battalion. He was killed in action on the 27th 
January, 1915, while defending the Keep at 
Cuinchy, the enemy having brought up rein- 
forcements to try and break through the British 
lines in celebration of the Kaiser’s birthday. 
He was buried in Cuinchy Cemetery. 

The following is an extract from his Commanding 
Officer’s letter: ‘* During the short time your son was 
with us he endeared himeclf to all his comrades and showed 
very high promise, and we all feel we have lost s comrade 
who would have been sure to distinguish himself. He 
died a soldier’s death in the forefront of the fight.’’ 
And the Officer Commanding the Artists’ Rifles wrote : 
“« Your son acted splendidly from the day of mobilisation 
in August last. and had the goodwill and esteem of every 
man in the regiment. He has done much to uphold all 
our best traditions, and his name will always be remem- 


bered by us with pride.”. “He unhesitatingly 
gave his life for his country in the time of great nced.” 


LIEUTENANT FREDERICK ROBERT 
HUGHES HUTTON 1/9th (THE DUMBAR.- 
TONSHIRE) BATTN. (TERRIT.) 
PRINCESS LOUISE’S (ARGYLL AND 
SUTHERLAND HIGHLANDERS), 
who was killed in action on the 10th May, 
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1915, at the age of thirty-two, was the youngest 
son of the late James Hutton, chartered 
accountant, Glas- — —— 

gow, and grandson 
of the late Rev. 
Principal Harper, 
D.D., Edinburgh. 

He was educated at. 
the Glasgow Aca- 
demy and at Glas- 
gow University, 
where he took his 
degree of M.A. in 
1905, subsequently 
becoming a partner 
in his father’s firm. 


He joined the Territorial 
Force as 2nd Lieutenant in June, 1913, and 
became Lieutenant in September, 1914. On 
the outbreak of war he, with almost the 
whole of his battalion, undertook Imperial 
Service obligations. 

Lieutenant Hutton met his death at the second 
Battle of Ypres. The Germans, in great force 
and supported by powerful artillery, made a 
determined attempt to break through the British 
lines, which resulted at one point in the tem- 
porary retirement of an English regiment, and 
two companies of the 9th Argylls were thrown 
into the breach. The rest of the battalion was 
coming up in support under very heavy fire 
when Lieutenant Hutton, who was in command 
of his company at the time, was killed by a 
shell. The Argylls on that day lost several of 
their officers, including the Colonel of the 
regiment. A short time previously Lieutenant 
Hutton had been engaged on important. recon- 
naissance duty, and had brought in valuable 
information regarding the enemy’s movements. 


2nd LIEUTENANT RICHARD HutTToN, 3rd (RE- 
SERVE) BATTN. THE LEICESTERSHIRE REGI- 
MENT, reported missing, 7th November, 1914, 
was later assumed killed. 


LIEUTENANT ALEC HALLENSTFIN Hyams, 6th 
(RESERVE), attd. 8rd Batrn. THE RoyaL 
Fusitiers (City OF LONDON REGIMENT), was 
killed in action, 3rd May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (temp.) FREDERICK 
HUNTER HYLAND, 7th (SERVICE) 
BATTN. ALEXANDRA, PRINCESS OF 
WALES’S OWN (YORKSHIRE REGI.- 
MENT) “GREEN HOWARDS” attd. as 
OBSERVER to the 7th SQUADRON, 
ROYAL FLYING CORPS, 
who was killed while on flying reconnaissance 
on the 23rd May, 1915, was the only son of 
Samuel Hyland, J.P., and Eleanor, his wife, 
and was born on the 29th May, 1891, at Rad- 
cliffe House, Pudsey, Yorkshire. 

He was educated at Fulneck, near Leeds, and 
at Bilton Grange School, Harrogate. He was 
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studying medicine at the Leeds University, 
and was in the final stages of his course, when 
war broke out in 
August, 1914. For 
three years he was 
in the Leeds Uni- 
versity O.T.C. 

On the declaration of 
war he offered his 
services, and was 
given a commission, 
in September, 1914, 
in the 7th Battalion, 
Yorkshire Regiment, 
being sent first to 
Barry Camp, Forfars' *, thence to Wareham. 
In January, 1915, he was attached to the Royal 
Flying Corps, and went to Netheravon to train 
as an Observer, leaving for France in April, 
and was placed en roule in charge of stores 
and men. 

A Senior Officer wrote of his death to his parents; 
“ Exactly what happened we shall never know, but 
they fell from come height. and it may be a relief to 
you to know they were killed instantancously,” adding : 
“ T never want a better or pluckier observer than he was, 


and the squadron feel his loss yery deeply. He was 
most universally popular,”

The officer who was with him was killed 
at the same time. They were both buried 
the same evening in Vieux Berguin 
Cemetery. 


LIEUTENANT LEONARD PERCY 
I'ANSON, 1/4th BATTN. (TERRIT.) 


ALEXANDRA, PRINCESS OF WALES'S 
OWN 


(YORKSHIRE REGIMENT), 
third and youngest 
son of the late Wil- 
liam I’Anson, C.E., 
of Bardencroft, Salt- 
burn - by - the - Sea, 
Yorkshire, and_ his 
wife, Mary, daughter 
of John Mangles, 
was born at Salt burn 
on the 19th April, 
1878. 

He was educated at 
Bootham School, 
York, where he was Captain of the Football 
XI in 1895-96, and by profession was a solicitor, 
practising in Middlesbrough. At the outbreak 
of the Great War he was in command of “ G” 
(Skelton-in-Cleveland) Company of his battalion, 
and he had won numerous prizes for rifle- 
shooting at Strensall, ete. He had been gazetted 
Lieutenant in October, 1918, and on declaration 
of war he undertook Imperial Service obligations. 
Lieutenant T’Anson was killed at St. Julien, 
near Ypres, on the 25th April, 1915, while he 
was leading his company into action. THis body 
was not recovered. 


CAPTAIN (temp.) CHARLES JOHN 
ALTON CHETWYND, VISCOUNT 
INGESTRE, M.V.O., ROYAL HORSE 
GUARDS, (THE BLUES) LIEUTENANT, 
RESERVE OF OFFICERS, 
only son of the Fark pece———————_———_ 
and Countess — of 
Shrewsbury and Tal- 
bot, died on the 
Sth January, 1915, 
of pneumonia con- 
tracted while on 
military duty. 

He was born at 
Alton Towers, Staf- 
fordshire, on the 8th 
September, 1882, 
was educated at 
Eton College, and joined the Royal Horse 
Guards from the Militia in April, 1900, becoming 
Lieutenant in July, 1907. Me subsequently 
retired from the Active List and joined the 
Reserve of Officers, from which he was called 
up for the war and appointed Captain (temp.) 
in the Royal Horse Guards. 

He had received the Coronation medal, and was 
a member of White’s, Lord’s, and the Turf Clubs. 
Viscount Ingestre married, in 1904, Lady 
Winifred Constance Hester Paget, sister of the 
Marquis of Anglesey, and left four children: 
the Honourable Ursula Chetwynd Talbot, born 


September, 1907; the Honourable Victoria 
Chetwynd Talbot, born March, 1910; the 
Honourable Joan Chetwynd Talbot, born 


October, 1911; and John George Henry Alton 
Alexander Chetwynd Talbot, now Viscount 
Ingestre, born December, 1914. 


2nd LIEUTENANT HENRY MONTGOMERY INGLIS, 
1/6th (BANFF AND DonstpE) BaTTN. (‘TERRIT.) 
Tur GorpoN Hicntanpers, was killed in 
action, 12th March, 1915, 


LIEUTENANT JAMES ARTHUR 
CHETWYND INGLIS, (LADDIE), 4th 
(EXTRA RESERVE) BATTN. HIGH- 
LAND LIGHT INFANTRY, aattd. Ist 
BATTN. SEAFORTH HIGHLANDERS, 
was the only child 7 

of Major J. A. S. 
Inglis, 71st Highland 
Light Infantry, who 
died in 1883 while 
Commissioner of 
Nikosia, Cyprus. He 
was a grandson of the 
late Colonel Keith 
Young C.B., Judge- 
Advocate - General 
in Bengal, and a 
nephew of Sir Arthur 
Young, K.C.M.G., 
Settlements, 


Governor of the Straits 


Lieutenant Inglis was born in Edinburgh on 
the 18th July, 1883, and was educated at the 
Edinburgh Academy, Cargilfield, and Eton. 
At the age of seventeen he enlisted in the City 
of London Imperial Yeomanry, ‘The Rough 
Riders,” with which corps he served in the 
South African War during 1901-02, receiving 
the Queen’s medal with five clasps. On his 
return home he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
in the 4th (Militia) Battalion, Highland Light 
Infantry, and trained for several years, going 
through the School of Musketry at Hythe. 
In 1909 he entered the Cambourne School of 
Mines, Cornwall, passing out first in Metallurgy 
and Assaying, and later was elected a Student 
of the Institute of Mining and Metallurgy. 

In 1911 he resigned his commission, and, after 
travelling extensively in Australia and North 
and South Amevica, to gain experience in various 
branches of mining, he went to Tahiti, where he 
was residing when war against Germany was 
declared. He took the first available mail boat 
for San Francisco, en roule for home, and on 
his arrival in England, in October, 1914, was 
gazetted Lieutenant in his old regiment, the 
4th Battalion, Highland Light Infantry. After 
training with the battalion in camp near Ply- 
mouth during the winter, he proceeded with a 
draft to France in March, 1915, and was attached 
to the Ist Seaforth Highlanders at the front. 
He joined that battalion only a few days before 
he was killed on the {th May, 1915, close to 
Port Arthur, near Neuve Chapelle, together 
with six of his brother officers, many others 
being wounded. 
His Colonel wrote : 


“Te fell at about 5.40 a.m., when 
gallautty leading his platoon in an attack on the German 
trenches. These were found to be bristling with 
machine guns and the barbed-wire entanglements in front 
still intact, so that the regiment lost very heavily; in 
fact it, as well as several other regiments, was almost 
annihilated, 

“In the assault of Sunday, the 9th May, the Ist Sea- 
forths were on the left, the 4th Seaforths in the centre, 
and the 2nd Glurkhas on the right. The attack had 
been postponed twenty-four hours, and as our men were 
advancing the Germans were shouting, ‘Come on, come 
on! You are twenty-four hours late!’ showing that spies 
had been at work with the information. The Prussian 
Guards were supposed to be cecupying the trench in 
front of the Ist Seaforths. The bombardment of the 
German trenches was to commence at 5 a.m. Our 
Artillery was to spend fifteen minutes wire cutting, then 
lift to the first-line enemy trench throwing shrapnel for 
ten minutes. Then at about 0 the bombardment 
was to be lifted from the German first-line to their second- 
line trench, when our first charge was to be made by * B? 
and ‘C’ Companies,‘ A’ and‘ D’ Companies being in sup- 
port, Lieutenant Inglis was in command of one of the pla- 
toons of ‘D’ Company. While waiting in the support trench 
before the bombardment had commenced, Lieutenant 
Inglis was very cheery, joking and laughing with his men 
in order to keep up their spirits, At 4.30 he gave his 
final instructions to his sergeant-major, telling him to 
bring up the rear of the platoon, as he himself would Le 
in front, and he asked his lance-corporal if his men had 
their bombs quite ready. At about 5.20, after the 
bombardment had started, one of the officers of ‘B’ Com- 
pany came down the trench wounded, and Lieutenant 
Inglis bandaged him up. The fire trench, to which 
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the company had now moved up, was crowded with 


men. Some were carrying boxes of bombs and some 
shovels and flags ; others were setting ladders in position 
against the parapet. Mixed with the noise of our 
artillery could be heard the firing of the German Maxims 


and rifles repelling the attack of our leading companies, 
who were being mowed down. Then word was given 
to fix bayonets, and at 5.30 came the order, ‘ Company 
D, over the parapet!’ Many of the men fell while 
lining up at the edge of the parapet. The platoon eom- 
manded by Licutenant Inglis advanced about cichty 
yards across ground that Jooked as if a giant plough had 
been over it, and where lay the dead and wounded of 
our leading companies. They charged the barbed wiro 
twice, but our Artillery had failed to destryoy it, and the 
men could not get through. All this time they were 
subjected to a terrific fire from the enemy, shells of all 
sorts, and machine-gun and rifle fire, Some of our 
wounded who fell near the German trenches had petrol 
bombs thrown at them as they lay on the ground, which 
set their clothes on fire and exploded the ammunition 
in their belts. While lying down after the second 
charge, Lieutenant Inglis bound up the wounds of a man 
next to him who was hit by a piece of shell. Almost 
immediately afterwards he himself was shot through 
the head, death being instantaneous.” 

Lieutenant Inglis had a great adiniration for his men and 
was beloved by them. The Sergeant of his platoon 
wrote: “* He had only been with us a short time, but 
we had learnt to love him.” And his Men: ‘* He was 
one of the best officers we ever had. We all respected 
and thought very highly of him and feel his loss keenly. 
We would have followed him anywhere.” His Colonel 
and brother Officers “ deeply regretted the loss of a 
good comrade and capable soldier.” 

Lieutenant Inglis married, in L908, Ida Evelyn, 
eldest daughter of the late Andrew Kerr, of 
Melbourne, Australia, and left two daughters: 
Sheila, born in Cornwall in 1911; and Lorraine, 


born in Tahiti in 1914. 


LIEUTENANT RUPERT CHARLES 
INGLIS, 3rd (RESERVE) BATTN. 
THE SOUTH WALES BORDERERS, 
was the eldest son 
of Mr, Charles G, 
Inglis, J.P., and of 
Mrs. Inglis, of 
Glanwye, Builth 
Wells, Breconshire, 
a grandson of the 
late = Major-General 
Sir John Inglis, 
K.C.B., the defender 
of Lucknow, and of 
the Hon. Lady Inglis, 
and a great-nephew 
of the late General Lord Chelmsford. 

Lieutenant Inglis was born in Ceylon on the 
3rd February, 1884, and was educated at St. 
Andrew's School, Eastbourne, and at Upping- 
ham. After he left school he went out to Canada, 
but on the outbreak of the war with Germany 
he returned to England to offer his services to 
the country, and in December, 1914, he was 
gazetted Lieutenant in the South Wales Bor- 
derers. He went out to the Dardanelles, and 
was slightly wounded in action in Gallipoli 
Peninsula on the 11th June, 1915, but was soon 
able to return to duty. He was mortally 
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wounded while leading his men on the 28th 
June, 1915, and died from the effects next day. 
Lieutenant R. C. Inglis was recommended for 
the Military Cross for marked gallantry on the 
night of the 10th-1lth June for the skill with 
which he handled his men, by it saving a 
number of casualties. He and his brother, 
2nd Licutenant H. J. Inglis, were together in 
the attack on the Turkish trenches. Both 
were wounded and both were recommended 
for the Military Cross. Lieutenant Rupert C. 
Inglis was killed in a later engagement. His 
brother received the Military Cross. 

His Colonel wrote : ‘ Since his death his men have been 
heard to say that he was the bravest man they ever met :

In September of the same year 
he was transferred to the Indian Army, and for 
a few months served with the 4th Rajputs, 
then joined the 14th Sikhs. In 1891 he took 
part in the Hazara Expedition, receiving for 
his services the medal and clasp, and in 1894-95 
he accompanied the Waziristan Expedition, for 
which he received an additional clasp to his 
medal. Two years later he was again on active 
service, taking part in operations on the North 
West Frontier of India, at Tochi, and received 
for his services another medal with clasp. After 
that campaign, in November, 1898, he was 
promoted Captain, and in 1900 he was again on 
active service, being present at operations in 
China during the Boxer rising, for which he 
received the medal. After that date he 
remained with the I4th Sikhs until his death, 
with the exception of temporary appointments 
as Assistant Cantonment Magistrate, Second- 
in-Command of the 45th Sikhs for one week, 
and of the 29th Punjabis for six months. He 
was promoted Major in November, 1805, and 
Liecutenant-Colonel in the 14th Sikhs in Novem- 
ber, 1913, when he became Second-in-Command. 
For active service in the Great War he pro- 
ceeded with his regiment to Egypt, where he 
was engaged in operations against the Turks 
on the Suez Canal. Afterwards his battalion 
was ordered to the Dardanelles, and on the 4th 
June, 1915, during an advance of his regiment 
on Gallipoli Peninsula, Lieutenant-Colonel 
Jacques was killed instantaneously, and was 
buried on the field of battle. 


His Commanding Officer wrote: ‘* Your husband's 
death is a terrible blow to me. I iniss his help and advice, 
which he was always willing to give. We have lost in 
him a splendid and capable officer who will be difficult 
to replace. A General Officer, in writing to me on the 
7th June, asked me to say, when writing to you, how 
struck he was, during the th wecks previous to the 4th 
June, by his pluck and energy. * He was the life and 
soul of the organisation of the defence of the part of the 


line in his charge, always busy and chcerful, and I regret 
his loss intensely.’ These are the General’s words.” 
And a brother Officer wrote: “ Your husband was 
wonderfully cool and calm in action, much the same as 
when on parade, and it did one good to see him and be 
near him. He did not seem to know what fear was.” 
Lieutenant-Colonel Jacques married his cousin, 
Olivia Katharine, daughter of Burkhill Jacques, 
Esq., of San Diego, California, and left two 
daughters: Barbara Caroline, born in January, 
1912; and Ruth Olivia, born in February, 1914.

On the 
outbreak of war in August, 1914, he was one 
of the first in Woodstock to volunteer for 
foreign service, and in September, 1914, he 
was yzazetted Lieutenant in the Ist Canadian 
Infantry Battalion. He came to Europe with 
the 1st Canadian Contingent, went through 
all the second Battle of Ypres, and was killed 
by the explosion of a mine at Givenchy on the 
15th June, 1915. He was buried at Beuvry, 
five miles from Béthune, with full military 
honours, the Brigade Commander and his staff 
attending. 
Lieutenant James’s Colonel wrote of him: 
“A man amongst men—frank, kindly, cour- 
ageous beyond words, a gentleman.”

DOUGLAS ATTWOOD JAMES, Ist

born on the 14th January, 1887, was the 
youngest son of Mr. and Mrs. C. A. James, 
Blenheim Road, Bristol. 

He was educated at Clifton College, where he 
shot for two years running in the College VIII 
at Bisley, and received his first appointment in 
the Border Regiment, from the Militia, in 
June, 1907. In 1910 he was transferred to the 
1st Battalion, then stationed in Burma, being 
promoted Lieutenant in September, 1912. He 
came home in December, 1914, and went to 
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the Dardanelles with bis battalion in the 
XXIXth Division in March, 1915, in which 
month he was pro- 
moted Temporary 
Captain. He was 
killed  instantan- 
eously whilst leading 
his platoon about 
two hours after land- 
ing on Gallipoli Pen- 
insula on the 25th 
April, 1915, and was 
buried at “X” 
Beach. 

Captain James won 
the bronze jewel in the"Army Rifle Association 
Competition of India and Burma in 1913, and 
represented the regiment at Rugby football, 
hockey, and rowing. 

He married, in June, 1912, Sybil Musgrave, 
daughter of Mr, and Mrs. Charles Atkin, End- 
cliffe Croft, Sheffield, and left one son—Trevor 
Attwood, born in February, 1914.

2nd LIEUTENANT (temp.) JOHN 
STEPHEN HARVEY JAMES, attd. Ist 
BATTN. KING'S ROYAL RIFLE CORPS, 
who was born on 
the 22nd January, 
1894, in London, was 
the only child of 
Quintus Stephen 
Harvey James, Croft 
Lodge, Mill Hill, 
London, N.W., and 
he was the only 
grandson of the late 
Dr. John James, 
11, Thurloe Square, 
London, S.W. ; 

He was educated at Colet Court and St. Panl’s 
School, and matriculated at London University, 
carrying out his medical studies at Guy’s 
Hospital. At the last he won several prizes 
for graceful diving, and he was also a good all- 
round athlete, excelling in swimming, tennis, 
and football. At St. Paul’s School he was in 
the O.T.C., and before the war joined the 
Artists’ Rifles. In March, 1915, he was given 
a commission as Temporary 2nd Lieutenant 
on the General List, and was attached to the 
1st Battalion, King’s Royal Rifle Corps. 

He was killed about the 15th May, 1915, in 
the Battle of Festubert, during a successful 
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attack on the German trenches at Richebourg 
VAvoué. He was last seen shouting to his 
men to come on. 

A Major of the battalion said: ‘‘ Your son had actually 
reached the German trench where he was killed. During 
the time he was with the battalion he had done very 
well, and we all deplore his loss.”* 

The officer in temporary command of the 
Artists’ Rifles in France (during the absence 
of the Colonel on duty) and other members of 
his old corps wrote sympathetic and appre- 
ciative letters to 2nd Lieutenant James’ 
father, bearing testimony to his good qualities 
as a man and as a soldier.

November, 1914, and Temporary Captain, 2nd 
January, 1915, in the Durham Light Infantry. 
Captain James married Isolde Mary, eldest 
daughter of the Rev. G. and Mrs. Henniker- 
Gotley.

Battalion, Dorsetshire Regiment. 

For active service he was attached to the 
2nd Battalion, Wiltshire Regiment, and was 
sent to France in March, 1915. He was killed 
on the 15th June, 1915, near Festubert, while 
leading his platoon in a charge, after taking the 
first line of German trenches. 

His Commanding Officer thus descr 


es the cireumstances 


of his death: ‘ It is with the deepest regret that I have 
to write to inform you of your son’s death. He died 
gallantly leading his men against the enemy, and was 


shot through the head about 200 yards in front of the 
German trenches. His Captain, who is the only officer 
not hit in the two leading companies, could not say 
enough in his praise to-day.” 


CAPTAIN AYLMER VIVIAN JARRETT, 
D.S.O., 2nd BATTN.

who died on the 
22nd June, 1915, of 
wounds received in 
Flanders, was the 
fourth son of Colonel 
H. S. Jarrett, C.1.E., 
and Mrs. Jarrett, of 
South Lodge, Fast 
Grinstead, Sussex. 
Colonel Jarrett’s eld- 
est son, Major C. H. 
B. Jarrett, was killed 
at the Dardanelles on the 25th April, 1915. 
Captain Jarrett was born on the llth July, 
1879, at Calcutta, was educated at Stonyhurst 
College, Lancashire, and was gazetted to the 
York and Lancaster Regiment. in August, 1899, 
becoming Lieutenant in September, 1900. 
From December, 1904, to November, 1907, 
he was Adjutant of his battalion, and, having 
been promoted Captain in January, 1908, 
was employed with the West African Regiment 
from August in that year to October, 1911. 
He served with much distinction in the war 
with Germany, being mentioned in Sir John

He was educated at Stonyhurst College, Lan- 
cashire, and received his commission in the 
Royal Munster Fusiliers in October, 1894, 
becoming Lieutenant in August, 1897, and 
Captain in June, 1902. He took part in the 
South African War, being present at operations 
in the ‘Transvaal and Orange River Colony 
in 1902, for which he received the Queen’s 
medal with four clasps. 

He received his Majority in August, 1914. 
Major Jarrett’s younger brother, Captain A. V. 
Jarrett, D.S.O., York and Lancaster Regiment, 
died on the 22nd June, 1915, from wounds 
received in Flanders.

The General Officer Commanding the North Midland 
Division wrote: ‘ After his funcral at Dranoutre this 
afternoon I addressed the battalion which he so ably 
commanded and told them of the noble sacrifice which 
he made for his King and country, and what a splendid 
example he had been for everyone to follow. Their loss 
is a very great one, as he was much beloved by all serving 
under him. He worked hard to bring his battalion to 
that high state of efficiency in which he left it. I need 
hardly tell you his loss will be keenly felt, not only in 
his battalion, but in the brigade and Division.” 
Lieutenant-Colonel Jessop married Marian, 
eldest| daughter of the late Rev. Bedford 
Hartnell, of Clifton College, and left. two sons: 
J. Courtenay, born in 1891, a Lieutenant, and 
in his father’s battalion, but afterwards tea- 
planting in Assam; and Charles Nigel, born in 
1898.

2nd LIEUTENANT BERNARD CRAIG 
KEBLE JOB, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. Ist 
BATTN. THE QUEEN'S OWN 
(ROYAL WEST KENT REGIMENT), 
was the only son of 
the Rev. Frederick 
William Job, Vicar 
of Lower Gornal, 
County of Stafford, 
and his wife, Emily 
Frances, daughter 
of William Young 
Craig, Esq. J.P. 
and M.P. for North 
Staffordshire, 1880- 
85. 

2nd Lieutenant Job 
was born in Liverpool on the 9th June, 1887, 
and was educated at Radley College. He was 
a fine athlete, a very expert fisherman, a good 
shot, and an amateur boxer. Immediately on 
the outbreak of the war, on the 4th August, 1914, 
Mr. Job enlisted in the Liverpool Scottish, and 
in November, 1914, he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 3rd Battalion, Royal West 
Kent Regiment. At the end of March, 1915, 
he was sent to France with a draft of the Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers, and after a few days was 
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attached to the Ist Battalion of his own regiment. 
2nd Licutenant Job was killed in action on the 
morning of the 18th April, 1915, in the heavy 
counter-attack on Hill 60, with five brother 
officers. He was buried somewhere near Hill 60. 
The Officer Commanding the 3rd Battalion, Royal West 
Kent Regiment, wrote of him : “ We have had altogether 
terrible losses in the last few days, but none will be felt 
in the 3rd Battalion more than this. He was a universal 
favourite. Had he lived he would have made a yery 
fine officer. That his death was a glorious one I have no 
doubt. He was the soul of courage.” 

And the Major Commanding the battalion to which he 
was attached wrote: ‘ Your son had only joined the 
battalion a few days before his death, so I really hardly 
knew him, but from the little I saw of him I formed the 
opinion that he was a gallant and valuable officer.” 


LIEUTENANT BRIAN CROOM- 
JOHNSON, 4th (DENBIGHSHIRE) 
BATTN. (TERRIT.) ROYAL WELSH 
————————— FUSILIERS, 
youngest son of Mr. 
H. Croom-Johnson, 
J.P. for Denbigh- 
shire, and Mrs, 
Croom - Johnson, 
The Elms, Wrexham, 
North Wales, was 
born at Wrexham 
on the 16th Septem- 


ber, 1890. 
Ife was educated at 
Mostyn House 


School, Cheshire, and Clifton College (Spence’s 
House), and on leaving school he adopted the 
engineering profession. On completion of his 
three years’ articles, he was appointed Assistant 
Engineer to the Wrexham and East Denbigh- 
shire Water Company. 

He obtained his commission in the Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers in May, 1913, and was promoted 
Lieutenant in September, 1914. He landed in 
France in November, 1914, and was engaged 
continuously for six months, during which the 
troops were subjected to severe climatic con- 
ditions. | Minor mishaps and ailments were 
made light of, and his bright and cheery dis- 
position in the trenches under trying circum- 
stances made his services of great value to his 
battalion. On the 23rd December, 1914, he was 
put in charge of a party of thirty men to take 
ammunition to the firing trench, which duty 
was successfully carried out without a single 
casualty, though they were under fire the whole 
time. On reporting at headquarters, he was 
personally congratulated by the General Com- 
manding. He took part in the Battle of La 
Bassée on the 25th January, 1915, and was one 
of three officers who, with a few men, retook 
a trench at Givenchy from which they had been 
ordered to retire, and took prisoners thirty-five 
Germans, including two officers. He was killed 
in action on the 9th May, 1915, while leading his 
company, at Richebourg l’Avoué, France. 


Genial in manner and upright in character, he 
was deservedly popular with his numerous 
friends, and he keenly enjoyed many forms of 
sport and art. is 

He had recently become engaged to be married 
to Miss Daisy Vernon, eldest daughter of Mr. 
and Mrs. W. A. Vernon, of Bohun Lodge, East 
Barnet, and granddaughter of Sir Wm. Vernon, 
Bart., of Shotwick Park, Cheshire. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES CUTH- 
BERT JOHNSON, ist WEST RIDING 
FIELD COMPANY (T.F.) ROYAL 
ENGINEERS, ce 

was the elder son of 
the late Charles Hay- 
wood Johnson, of 
Woodside, Wath - 
upon-Dearne, York- 
shire, and of Mrs. 
Johnson, of Rose 
Hill, Dorking. 

He was born on the 
29th April, 1877, at. 
Sharrow Mount, 
Sheffield, and was

educated, firstly at Giggleswick School, York- 
shire; secondly at Bradfield College; and finally 


at the Royal Indian Engineering College, 
Coopers Hill, becoming an associate member 


of the Institute of Civil Engineers. From his 
early boyhood he was always deeply interested 
in the Army, and had been a member of the 
Cadet Corps at both Bradfield and Coopers 
Hill. His knowledge of military affairs did not 
confine itself to the British Army, for his great 
interest led him to study the armies of other 
nations, as well as the history, uniforms, and 
accoutrements of British regiments. At both 
school and college he excelled at yymnastics 
and swimming, and he was a good horseman and 
rider to hounds. He was a member of the 
Coopers Hill, Public Schools’, and Doncaster 
Clubs. 

When he obtained his diploma at Coopers 
Hill, in 1899, he went out to Madras, where he 
was engaged on irrigation work in the Kistna 
Delta District for the Public Works Depart- 
ment; but at the end of a year, owing to ill- 
health caused by the climate there, he had to 
leave Madras. In addition to carrying out 
various engineering works in England, he spent 
three and a half years on the construction of 
the Negombo Railway in Ceylon, and returned 
home in 1910. Since that date he had been a 
partner in the firm of Messrs. dwards and Co., 
of Doncaster. 

At the outbreak of the war 2nd Lieutenant 
Johnson applicd at once for a commission, 
which he obtained, in September, 1914, in the 
West Riding Divisional Royal Engincers (T.F.), 
and accepted Imperial obligations. After 


some months’ training in England, his field 
company left for active service with the XXIXth 
Division on 19th March, 1915. After spending 
some time in preparation at Alexandria and 
Mudros, his company took part in the famous 
landing from the “ River Clyde” on ‘“V” 
Beach of the Gallipeli Peninsula. On the night 
of the 5th-6th June he was engaged on urgent 
night work in an exposed position, and just 
before dawn on the 6th June he was shot by a 
sniper and died within the hour. 

His Commanding Officer wrote of him: “ His was our 
first bereavement, and his death left an irreparable gap 
in our commissioned ranks, and the sense of loss we all— 
and I particularly—felt at his untimely death was deep 
and indescribable. Cuthbert had rendered such con- 
spicuous service during the initial stages of the campaign. 
His knowledge, resource, and wide experience were in- 
valuable to the Divisional R.E., and recognised as such 
by higher commands. He was beloved by his section, 
and his bravery, initiative, and endurance, believe me 
were beyond all praise. . . Perhaps above his splendid 
qualities one most admired the way in which he, at his 
age, with his qualifications, accepted the obligations of 
a junior rank,a position which might so easily have be- 
come untenable had not his immediate seniors recognised 
the standard of his ability rather than his rank. He 
was a keen disciplinarian, and his influence was always 
for good and efficient’ work. His knowledge of the 
Service was quite unique, and his help to me was at all 
times invaluable.” 


BREVET-MAJOR HARRY CECIL 
JOHNSON, D.S.O., p.s.c., KING’S ROYAL 
RIFLE CORPS, BRIGADE MAJOR 
19th INFANTRY BRIGADE, 
BRITISH EXPEDITIONARY FORCE, 
who was born at 
5, Hans Place, Lon- 
don, S.W., on the 
19th July, 1877, was 
the son of the late 
R. H. Johnson, Esq., 
of 5, Hans Place, 
London, and The 
Laws, Turvey, Bed- 
fordshire, and of Mrs. 
Lowe. He was 
stepson of Brigadicr- 
General Lowe, C.B. 
He was educated at Fton College and the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, and later passed through 
the Staff College, Camberley. He joined the 
King’s Royal Rifle Corps in March, 1897, 
becoming Lieutenant two years later. Ie took 
part in the South African War, being present 
at operations in Natal, 1899; at the relief of 
Ladysmith and action at Colenso; at oper- 
ations on the Tugela Heights, again in Natal 
in 1900, in the Transvaal, 1900-01-02; and at 
actions at Lombard’s Kop (severely wounded), 
Spion Kop, Pieter’s Hill, Laing’s Nek, Belfast, 
and Lydenherg. From January, 1901, he was 
Adjutant of the 2nd Regiment, Imperial] Light 
Horse. For his services he was twice men- 
tioned in Despatches (‘‘ London Gazette,” 
8th Arebruary and 10th September, 1901), 
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was awarded the D.S.O., received the Queen’s 
medal with six clasps. and the King’s medal 
with two clasps. He was promoted Captain 
in January, 1902, and Brevet-Major in August, 
1914. He also took part in operations in 
Somaliland, East. Africa, for which he received 
the medal with clasp. 

He was in Crete during the insurrection, and 
for a short timice—though only a Subaltern—- 
had command of the United Forces. He served 
on the Staff at Headquarters, Simla, and in 
March, 1913, was appointed General Staff 
Officer, 3rd Grade, War Office. Shortly after 
the outbreak of war he was appointed Brigade- 
Major of the 19th Infantry Brigade, B.E.F., 
which appointment he was holding when he was 
wounded. 

He died on the Ist January, 1915, a prisoner 
of war, in a German hospital at Cambrai, of 
wounds received in the spine by shrapnel at 
le Cateau on the 26th August, 1914. He had 
been mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch 
of the 8th October, 1914. 

Major Johnson, who was a member of the Naval 
and Military Club, had done a great deal of 
big-game shooting in Africa, and was devoted 
to fishing.

be tain Viner-Johnson, 


who was a member of the Royal Colonial 
Institute, was acting as Relief Magistrate 
in the Orange Free State, South Africa, and 
was at home on leave when war was declared. 
He had served previously in the lst Volunteer 
Battalion, King’s Royal Rifle Corps, in which 
he became Captain, and in September he 
was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 3rd 
Battalion, Wiltshire Regiment. This appoint- 
ment was cancelled in November, 1914, in 
which month he was gazetted Captain in 
the same battalion, the rank to date from 
September, 1914. For his services in this 
war he was mentioned in Sir John French’s 
Despatch of 31st May, 1915. He fell at 
Spanbroek Molen, near Wytschaete, on the 
12th March, 1915. 

The Officer Commanding the 1st Battalion, to which he 
was attached, gave the following account of him: 
“Captain Viner-Johnson was killed in action on 12th 
March. He fell most gallantly leading his men. In 
addition to being a very gallant and brave man, he was 
®& most valuable officer, and his death is a very great 
loss to the regiment. As a comrade he had endeared 
himself to all his brother officers and men, and his death 
is deeply deplored by all.” : 
The following announcement appeared in the “ Harri- 
smith (S. Africa) Chronicle’: ‘* Among the casualitics 
of the British forces in France the death is recorded of 
Captain P. Viner-Johnson, of the Wiltshire Regiment. 
Mr. Viner-Johnson was for some time Assistant Resident 
Magistrate in Harrismith and afterwards Relieving 
Magistrate in the Free State. He was an enthusiastic 
member of the Crown Lodge of the 3.0.E., and was held 
in highest esteem by all who knew him. Quict and 
unassuming, he was a fine type of English gentleman, 
and his toss will be keenly felt by all who had the privi- 
lege of his acquaintance. He was the stamp of man 
this country can ill afford to lose.”

He joined the 5th Infantry 
Brigade in 1900, becoming Lieutenant in 1910, 
and in 1913 he was transferred to the 60th 
Infantry Regiment. On the outbreak of the 
war in August, 1914, he volunteered for foreign 
service, and was gazetted Licutenant in the 
7th Battalion, Australian Infantry, with which 
he proceeded to Egypt, thence to the Darda- 
nelles.

Lieutenant Johnston was a member of the 
Naval and Military and the Overseas Clubs, 
Australia.

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BREVET-MAJOR WILLIAM HENRY 
JOHNSTON, V.C., ROYAL ENGINEERS, 
who was killed instantancously in action, near 
Ypres, on the 7th June, 1915, was the second 
son of the late Major W. Johnston, formerly of 
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the Royal Artillery, and Mrs. Johnston, of 
Hurstleigh, Kew Gardens, and was born at 
Leith, Scotland, on 
the 21st December, 
1880. 
He passed fifteenth 
into the Royal Milit- 
ary Academy, Wool- 
wich, from Bosworth 
and Stern’s “‘ Coach- 
ing ’’ School, Cedar 
Court, Barnes, and 
was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 
Royal Engineers in 
March, 1899, becoming Lieutenant in Novem- 
ber, 1901. He served in Gibraltar from 1900 
to 1905, during part of which time he was 
employed in the Intelligence Department. On 
returning to England he was employed in the 
Survey Department, and was promoted Captain 
in March, 1908. He then went to China as 
jeneral Staff Officer, Third Grade, in the 
Intelligence Department, and returning to 
England in 1912 was employed in the Geo- 
graphical Section of the War Office for about 
nine months. Soon after he passed into the 
Staff College, Camberley, taking second place, 
and was a student there when the war broke 
out. He then joined the 59th Field Company, 
Royal Engineers, and in March, 1915, became 
Commanding Officer of the 172nd Company, 
Royal Engineers. 
Captain Johnston won the coveted decoration of the 
V.C. in September, 1914, the official record of the award 
being as follows :— 
“ At Missy, on September 14th, under a heavy 
fire all day until 7 p.m., he worked with his own 
hand two rafts, bringing back wounded and re- 
turning with ammunition, thus enabling advanced 


brigade to maintain its position across the river.”” 
(“‘ London Gazette,” 25th November, 1914.) 


He was mentioned in Sir John French’s Des- 
patches of 8th October, 1914, 14th January and 
31st May, 1915, and his conspicuous work in 
the field on a later occasion earned com- 
mendation. 

In May, 1915, he was appointed Brigade Major, 
15th Infantry Brigade, and received his Brevet 
Majority on the 3rd June, 1915, only four days 
before his death. 

Major Johnston, who was not married, was a 
member of the United Services Club.

was born on the 8th 
April, 1864. : 
He was educated at 
Trinity College, 
Dublin, and joined 
the Royal Innis- 
killing Fusiliers as 
Lieutenant, from the 

Militia, in December, 1885, becoming Captain 
in February, 1893. From 1892-93 he was 

Assistant Superintendent of Signalling while in 

Burma. He took part in operations in the 
Northern Chin Hills in 1892-93, receiving the 

medal and clasp, and in 1897-98 in operations 

on the North West Frontier of India. He was 
with the Peshawur Column and 5th Brigade, 
and with the Tirah Expeditionary Force was 
present at operations in the Bara Valley in 

December, 1897, while Adjutant of the 2nd 

Battalion; a position he held from October, 
1894, to October, 1898. For these services he 

received the medal with two clasps. 

He also served, while Adjutant, in the South 

African War from 1899 to 1900, being present 

at the relief of Ladysmith, including the action 

at Colenso, and also took part in actions at 

Spion Kop and Vaal Krans and in the oper- 

ations on the Tugela Heights. For his services 

he was mentioned in Despatches (‘ London 

Gazette,’ 8th February and 10th Sep- 

tember, 1901), was promoted Brevet Major 

(November, 1900), and received the Queen’s 
medal with three clasps. He also held the 
Coronation Medal, 196 From August, 1901, 

to May, 1908, he was an Adjutant of Militia, 

and received his Substantive Majority in the 
latter month. He next served with his battalion 
in Crete, Malta, North China, and India, 
where he succeeded. in February, 1914, to the 
command of the Ist Battalion of his regiment. 
He brought his battalion to England in January, 


1915, and it formed part of the 87th Brigade, 
XXIXth Division, of the British Mediterranean 
Fixpeditionary Force, which Janded in Gallipoli 
Peninsula on the 25th April, 1915. Lieutenant- 
Colonel Jones was wounded in action on the 
2nd May, 1915, in the neighbourhood of Krithia, 
and died at sea from the effects while on the 
s.s. ‘‘ Caledonia,’ on his way to Alexandria, on 
the 5th May. For his services he was mentioned 
in Sir Ian Hamilton’s Despatch of the 12th 
June, 1915. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Jones was a member of the 
Junior Naval and Military Club and of the 
United Service Institution. He was a keen 
sportsman, a keen follower of the Duhallow 
Tlounds when on leave, and played polo for his 
regiment.

LIEUTENANT HILARY GRESFORD 
EVAN-JONES, Ist BATTN. THE WELSH 
REGIMENT, 
who was killed on 
the 16th February, 


1915, was the 
younger son of the 
Rey. Canon R. 
Evan-Jones, M.A., 
Vicar of Llanllwech- 
aiarn and ‘Rural 
Dean of Cedewain, 
and = Mrs. Evan- 
Jones. He was a 


grandson of the late 
Edward Evans, Fsq., J.P., D.L., High Sheriff 
of Denbighshire in 1894, and of the late Rev, 
J. Evan-Jones, M.A., Vicar of Bugillt, Flint- 
shire ; a nephew of Sir Edward Evans, Spital 
Old Hall, Bromborough, Cheshire; a cousin of 
Sir Aston Webb, K.C.V.O., C.B., R.A.; and the 
only brother of the Rev. Basil Evan-Jones, 
M.A.. a well-known antiquary, sub-editor of 
the Powysland Collections, formerly Curate of 
Guilsfield, who enlisted as a Private, and is now 
a Lieutenant in the 3/7th Battalion, Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers. 

He was born on the 22nd January, 1899, at. 
Llanllwchaiarn Vicarage, Newtown, Mont- 
gomeryshire, and was educated at Charterhouse 
and the Hertford College, Oxford, where he was 
Williams Prizeman in the Q.T.C., and where 


he graduated B.A. in 1910. 

The “ Oxford Magazine,” February 26th, 1915, under 
the heading ‘ Oxford’s Sacrifice,” “While at 
Oxford, Lieutenant Hilary G avan-Jones, B.A., 


sfc 


devoted himself with whole-hearted enthusiasm to 
military affairs. At the end of his first year the old 
Volunt gave way to the O.T.C. He fathered the 


change in Hertford and multiplied the strength of the 
College detachment by ten. He was Colour-Sergeant of 
*D’ Company in 1909 and 1910, and in the latter year 


won the Williams Prize, which is given to the most 
efficient non-commissioned officer in the corps. He was 
a great leader, and when not on military duty was 
usually organising some very healthy ‘ rag.’ Everyone 
who was at Hertford with him has lost a friend, and the 
Army has lost one of its best junior officers.” 

He was a keen sportsman, an excellent shot, 
and a fearless rider. At Oxford he acquired a 
great reputation as a sportsman and as a 
light-weight boxer, and he was a well-known 
figure in the hunting field in Montgomeryshire. 
At Cairo he made his mark as a polo player, 
and in Cyprus and at Agra was Master of the 
Hunt. 

He was gazetted to the Welsh Regiment in 
October, 1910, and promoted Lieutenant in 
November, 1911, serving with the Ist Battalion 
in England, the Mediterranean, and India. 
At the outbreak of the war he was on his way 
from Chakrata, in India, to Cyprus, where he 
was to have been married, at the end of August, 
to Miss Nancy Bolton, only daughter of Major 
W. N. Bolton, late Wiltshire Regiment, Com- 
missioner of Kyrenia. Orders from Head- 
quarters recalled him from Bombay to his 
regiment before he had reached Cyprus, and he 
rejoined, landing with his battalion in England 
at the end of December, 1914, and leaving 
for the front on the 22nd January, 1915. 

He was killed in action near Ypres on the 16th 
February, 1915, after having greatly distin- 
guished himself as a bomb-thrower. 

In a letter to his family he gave the following modest 
account of one such action: “* I made two expediticns 
by myself with some bombs, which I dropped into the 
German trenches all right. During my first one J met 
a German gentleman, apparently on the same job as 
myself. My revolver accounted for him all right. We 
were only about two fect apart. I think, if anything 
I am rather enjoying myself. Cold fect are the worst 
part of the show, but my men are such rippers, it makes 
up for lots. I hate having them hit, though otherwise 
it is quite cheery. I had a sing-song in my trench the 
other evening, which rather annoyed the Germans. [ 
have been favourably reported on for going out and 
throwing those bombs. It was really quite a simple 
thing to do, and I think people are making rather an 
unnecessary fuss about it all.” 

He was mentioned in Sir John French's Des- 
patch of the 31st May, 1915. 

A letter was received by his mother from the Colonel 
Commanding her son's battalion which said, after ex- 
pressing deep regrets at the information it was his duty 
to conv “As far as we can ascertain, his death was 
instantaneous from a rifle bullet, but many of his platoon 
were shot down at the same time, and there was no one 
in the trench who could give accurate information as 
to what happened. He is a great loss to us,as he was 
such a good soldier and so popular with all ranks. 
you know, probably, he was selected to lead the seco 
Grenadier Platoon, and had behaved so gallantly during 
his former tour of duty in the trenches, when he kept 
the spirits of his whole platoon up by his energy and 
enterprise, that I brought his name specially to the 
notice of the Brigadicr. He crept out of the trenches 
alone on several occasions and threw bombs into the 
enemy's trenches. All his brother officers wish me to 
express to you and Mr. Evan-Jones our sincerest sym- 
pathy for the loss of your very gallant son.”” 

A Memorial Service for the young officer was 
held on the 28th February, in Llanllwchaiarn 
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Parish Church, conducted by his father, elder 
brother, and Canon T. LI. L. Williams, M.A., 
Rector of Newtown, who delivered the sermon. 
Sympathetic messages were received by the 
Rev. Canon R. Evan-Jones’ family from 
several charitable and other institutions.

CAPTAIN STANLEY 
BATTN. ROYAL 
was the eldest son 
of the late General 
Sir Howard S. Jones, 
Royal Marine Light 
Infantry, of Alver- 
stoke, Hants. 
Captain Jones was 
born at’ Plymouth, 
Devon, on the 26th 
October, 1880, and 
was educated partly 
at Cowley College, 
Oxford, and after- 
wards at Hanover, Germany. He was a good 
linguist, and spoke German, French, Hindustani, 
and Hausa. Captain Jones was also a very keen 
horseman, a good polo player, and he won many 
cups at steeplechases. 

He obtained his first appointment in the Army 
from the Militia, with which he had served 
during embodiment for 296 days in January, 
1901, when he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
in the Royal Welsh Fusiliers, and posted to 
the Ist Battalion. He was promoted Lieu- 
tenant in September, 1904, and from October 
in the following year to May, 1910, he was 
seconded for employment with the West 
African Frontier Force. Captain Jones was 
promoted to that rank in August, 1911. 
In the war with Germany, Captain Jones’ 
battalion formed part of the force which 
attempted to relieve Antwerp in the autumn of 
1914. He was wounded at Antwerp in October, 
1914, and after his recovery rejoined his 
battalion in Flanders, where he was killed on 
the 16th-17th May, 1915, while leading his 
company against the enemy trenches. Captain 
Jones was buried at Festubert.

was born at Liver- 
pool on July 10th, 
1873, and spent his 
early years at Plas 
Newydd,  Llanfaer 
Hall, near Ruthin, 
= North Wales, and at 
Palmeira Square, Brighton. 

He was educated at Haileybury, where he 
was Head Boy of the Modern Side for some time, 
and at Trinity College, Cambridge, where he 
took his degree. Later he was called to the 
Bar as a member of the Inner Temple. 

He joined the Territorial Force in 1909, and 
became Captain of ‘‘D’’ (Lewes) Company, 
5th Battalion, Royal Sussex Regiment, in 
July, 1912. He had qualified at a school of 
musketry, and at the outbreak of the war 
undertook Imperial Service obligations. Sol- 
diering was not his natural bent, but at his 
country’s call he put aside all personal in- 
clination, and, as a Brother Officer writes, 


“ devoted all his efforts, sparing himself neither time nor 
trouble to make his company efficient, and he succeeded 
beyond all expectations.” Another writes : ‘* When he 
took up a job he saw it through. He always thought of 
his men first. It was a fine thing to have nursed that 
company as he did, and, leading them into action, fall 
at their head right against the German trenches.” 
His care for his men and his own capacity were 
rewarded; for on all sides it was said that he 
was adored ‘‘ by the boys.” 

He was killed on the morning of the 9th May, 
1915, while leading a charge at Richebourg 
lAvoué. 

The “ Times ” corespondent thus describes the fighting 
on that day: ‘For bravery of our troops it was un- 
equalled by any during the war, or indeed by any since 
the historic charge of the Light Brigade, and, like it, 
was a charge to certain death.” Just before the charge 
he spoke words of cheer and encouragement to his men. 
An Officer who took part in the attack wrote as follows : 
“In the meantime Stewart-Jones, with ‘ Nine* and 
“Eleven ’ Platoons, reached the front trench, which in 
that part was vacant, and, os in the assaulting 
line (which was lying down in the open), dashed on with 
great gallantry and overtook the 2nd Sussex line, and 
with them advanced in short rushes, Stewart-Jones 
and a few others got up to the German wire—no one at 
all got further.”” 

The following appreciation of the late officer was 
received from his Colour-Sergeant: ‘Captain Stewart- 
Jones was in the best of health and spirits, and my im- 
pression was that he thought the company would have 
a fairly easy task on the 9th inst; but that was always 
his way, for his conduct as a leader in the trenches and 
again in the charge gained the admiration of every man 
under him, and we—all of us who are left—miss him 
very much indeed.” 

Captain Stewart-Jones was a life member of

the Wellington Club and a member of the 
Portland Club. He was also a Military Member 
of the Sussex County Territorial Force Asso- 
ciation. 

On April 30th, 1908, he married Joan, daughter 
of Admiral Swinton Holland, and resided at 
Southover Grange, Lewes, Sussex. 

He leaves five children: Diona Vere, born 1909; 
Elizabeth Eva, born 1910; Edward Thorold, 
born 1912; Richard Llewellyn, born 1914; anda 
posthumous son, Thorold Stephen Michael, 
born July, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT VIVIAN BRUFORD 
LLEWELLYN-JONES, 3rd (RESERVE) 
BATTN. 
attd. Ist BATTN. 
REGIMENT, 
was the only son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Lle- 
wellyn-Jones, of 
Ritherdon House, 
Upper Tooting, 
London, S.W. 

He was born at 
Wallington, Surrey, 
on the 24th Sep- 
tember, 1891, and 
was educated = at 
Cranleigh School, ~ . 
Surrey, which he entered in April, 1904. He was 
elected Probationers’ Prefect in 1910, and in 
September of that year was made Full Prefect, 
becoming Senior Prefect, in his last year. He 
received his colours for both cricket and 
football, and was Colour-Sergeant in the 
O.T.C. He was a good athlete, creating a 
record for the School Long Jump (19 ft. 3 in.), 
and was Captain of ‘ Footer” in 1910-11. 
He played football for the old Cranleighans in 
all their matches. 

On the outbreak of war with Germany he 
applied for a commission, and in August, 1914, 
was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 38rd 
Battalion, Suffolk Regiment. For active service 
he was attached to the Ist Battalion, Welsh 
Regiment, and left for France in February, 1915. 
He was wounded in the face at Hill 60 on the 
17th April, 1915, but rejoined his battalion on 
the 2nd May. He was killed two days later on 
the 4th May, 1915. 


The following is an extract from a letter written by his 
Major: ‘‘ He was killed on the 4th May, 1915, in the 
trenches in front of St. Julien, about two and a half 
miles from Ypres. He was struck on the head by a 
piece of shell and killed instantaneously. We buried 
him at night, behind the trenches, in the village of 
Wieltje. It was impossible to get him back any further, 
as the trenches and farms which had not been burnt were 
overflowing with badly wounded men, some of whom 
had to remain for two days before they could be removed. 
‘Every stretcher was occupied, and the shelling was so 
heavy all night that the ambulance could not get up. 
» « « We had a most terrible time, and I hope I shall 
never go through it again.” 


THE SUFFOLK REGIMENT, 
THE WELSH 


Many letters were received from men in his battalion, 
all of them unanimous in their praise of the young officer, 
and his Servant wrote > 1 took over the job as servant 
to Lieutenant Llewellyn-Jones. We were in trenches 
about two miles left of Zonnebeke, near Ypres. On this 
morning he sat down alongside of me while I was making 
him a drink of warm cocoa. When the water was nearly 
boiling a shrapnel shell burst over our trenches, and I am 
sorry to inform you a piece hit him in the head, and he 
passed away about ten minutes after. He was taken 
away at night by our stretcher-bearers. I got wounded 
in the same spot the next day.”” 

His Company Quartermaster-Sergeant wrote: “I 
trust you will excuse me writing the few lines about 
Lieutenant V. B. Llewellyn-Jones, of the 3rd Suffolk 
Regiment, attached to the Ist Welsh. At the time of 
his death I was his Platoon-Sergeant, and was from the 
time he first came out here. He joined me on March 
8th at the base, and was with me the whole time. No 
doubt things have been a bit complicated to you,as on 
the night of the 17th April he was wounded in the eye 
by a bomb bursting in front of him. He was sent to 
the Base Hospital, and rejoined us again on the night 
of May 2nd. At the time we were in ‘ dug-outs * in the 
rear of the trenches. We were ordered to move the 
same night into the front trenches. Now the cause of 
his death is this: On the afternoon of the 4th May we 
were sitting together in the trenches under shell fire. 
We were under cover as far as it was possible to be, 
when a shell struck the front of our trench at left angles, 
bursting, and a piece entered his head behind the left 
ear. I attended him immediately and bandaged the 
wound, but he was unconscious the whole time, and died 
within fifteen minutes from the time he was hit. I 
reported this to Headquarters. I also collected all his 
personal belongings, with the exception of his ring 
(which I could not take off), and handed them over to 
the Quartermaster of the Ist Battalion, Welsh Regiment. 
At night he was taken and buried, with full military 
honours, under the circumstances, at a very quiet spot. 
His ring was buried with him. I trust this will not 
renew your grief. I have in him lost a good leader, 
soldier, and gentleman, and his platoon and myself mourn, 
his loss, as we always found him a good commander 
and justin everything. I certify this is a true statement 
of what occurred, and we are all very sorry of yeur great 
loss of so good a soldier.”” 


2nd LIEUTENANT WILLIAM ERIC 
VYVIAN DOUGLAS-JONES, 33rd BAT- 
TERY, ROYAL FIELD ARTILLERY, 


was born at Gla- 
naethwy, Bangor, on 
the 23rd = March, 


1895, son of the late 
Captain W. Douglas- 
Jones, Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers, of The 
Croft, Wickham, 
Hampshire. He was 
a nephew of Captain 
W. O. Secker, Loyal 
North Lancashire 
Regiment, and _ of 
Captain V. H. Secker, 14th Hussars, and was 
related to Captain G. D, Smith, R.F.C. 

He was educated at The Grange, Folkestone, 
and Radley College, passing into the R.M.A., 
Woolwich, in July, 1912. He received his 
commission in the R.F.A. in July, 1914, and 
went to France with his battery, which formed 
part of the 33rd Brigade, VIIIth Division, early 
in November.

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The following account of his death on the 15th January, 
1915, was received by his relatives: ‘ He was acting as 
Observation Onticer for his battery,and was on his way 
to the observation post behind the English trenches, 
when he was hit by a bullet fired by a German sniper. 
Lieutenant Hawker, who was with him, with the aid of 
two infantry men, carried him under fire into the shelter 
of a ruined farmhouse, where he remained till dusk, 
when he was removed to the Base Iospital, At first 
his condition was not considered critical, but at 2. a.m, 
he suddenly collapsed and died. The funeral, the next 
day, was attended by the General Commanding his 
Division, all his brother oflicers who could be spared, 
and many of the men from his battery.”” 

The Major of his battery wrote of him: ‘I was proud 
of him, and felt certain I had a yery valuable subaltern 
who would undertake any job at short notice and make 
a real good show of it. He loved acting on his own, 
and I always gave him free hand. It was he who dis- 
covered a new ot vation post, which he improved 
and fortified so that it has been the utmost value to us 
all. He wasa very neat draughtsman, and made some 
beautiful plans of our area of fighting. It is a vile kind 
of fighting where we lose our best with very little to 
show for it; but it is the work of boys like your son, 
straight from the Shop (Woolwich) and Sandhurst, 
which have made us hold the enemy back, and his life 
went gallantly doing his best.” 

Two General Officers under whom he served 
also wrote sympathetically and appreciatively 
of his services. 


LIEUTENANT JOHN JORDAN, 9th 
(SERVICE) attd. 2nd BATTN. THE 
SOUTH WALES BORDERERS, 
was the eldest SON  puesssss 


of the late Joseph — 
Jordan, of Pentre- | 
bach, near Merthyr 
Tydvil, Glamorgan- 
shire, and was born } 
on the 20th Sep- | 
tember, 1870. | 
At the age of nine- i 
teen years he en- 
listed in the South 
Wales Borderers, 
and served through- 
out the South African Campaign of 1899-1902, 
when he was Orderly-room Sergeant and Clerk. 
He kept the Pay List of the Permanent Staff 
of the battalion and assisted in the custody of 
the cash, “ filling a position of considerable 
confidence and trust to my entire satisfaction,” 
as an officer of the battalion wrote. For his 
services he was awarded the Queen’s and the 
King’s medals, with two clasps. He was also 
awarded the medal for Long Service and the 
D.C.M., and he gained a Ist Class Army 
Certificate. 

After nearly twenty-two years’ service in the 
ranks he left the Army and became Head Clerk 
to the Groesfaen Colliery Co., Deri, South Wales. 
When the war with Germany broke out he was 
most anxious to rejoin, although, being forty- 
four years of age, he was above the age limit. 
However, after some correspondence with the 
authorities, he was offered, and accepted, a 
temporary position in the Territorial Record 
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Office at Shrewsbury, and in October, 1914, he 
was gazetted Lieutenant. At first he was posted 
to the 4th (Service) Battelion, South Wales 
Borderers, but for active service was attached 
to the 2nd Battalion. He was sent to Gallipoli 
Peninsula, and was severely wounded there on 
the 19th June, 1915. He died while being 
carried down to the coast, and was buried on 
Gallipoli Peninsula. It is said he met his death 
holding a trench when he might have retired, 
The Officer Commanding the 9th Battalion, South Wales 
Borderers, wrote : ‘‘ He worked hard for the short time 
he was in the battalion. You will be glad to hear that 
I recommended him for promotion to the rank of Captain 
on May 29th.” 

Lieutenant Jordan married Marie Priscilla, 
daughter of the late Charles Ableman, and left 
three children: Thomas Charles, aged 18, now 
serving in his father’s battalion; John Alfred, 
aged 12; and James Joseph, aged 10 years.

CAPTAIN ERNEST NEVILL JOURDAIN, 
lst BATTN. SUFFOLK REGIMENT, 
_—— a born on the 9th 
i August, 1879, at 51, 
Bg Fellowes Road, Lon- 
don, N.W., was the 
son of Nevill and 
Rebecca Jourdain, of 
that address. He 
was related to 
Lieutenant - Colonel 
C. E. A. Jourdain, 
D.S.O., 2nd Bat- 
talion, Loyal North 
Lancashire Regi- 
ment, and to Lieutenant-Colonel F. N. Jourdain, 
Connaught Rangers. He was educated at 
Haileybury. 

He received his commission in the Suffolk 
Regiment, from the Militia, in November, 1899, 
becoming Lieutenant in December, 1900. He 
served in the South African War with the 
Mounted Infantry, and was present at opera- 
tions in the Orange Free State, the Transvaal, 
Orange River Colony, and Cape Colony, in- 
cluding at Pretoria and Colesberg. 
He Queen's medal with three 
clasps and the King’s medal with two clasps. 
He held an Army Gymnastic Instructor’s 
Certificate and the Musketry Certificate of the 
School of Musketry, Hythe. After a course of 
instruction in intelligence duties in the field, 
through which he went in Malta, he passed 
first of the class, and he had also passed part.

he reached the final pool in the bayonet fightin 
at Olympia in the Naval and Military Tourna~ 
ment, and one year he tied for the first place. 
He had not been beaten during four bayonet- 
fighting competitions in the Malta and Egypt 
Commands, and his battalion’s teams of 
officers and men trained by him won the com- 
petitions on three occasions. He was also 
Captain of his battalion’s cricket and hockey 
teams, and played Association football for it.. 
He had played Rugby football for the Rosslyn 
Park Football Club, the Hampstead Wan- 
derers, and the Haileybury Wanderers. He was 
promoted Captain in September, 1908, and held 
the appointment of Adjutant to the Ist Bat- 
talion, Suffolk Regiment, from December, 1907, 
to December, 1910, and that of Acting Staff 
Officer at Alexandria during the year 1911, and 
again in 1914. In 1912 he was employed as 
Acting D.A.A. and Q.M.G. at the Head- 
quarters, Army of Occupation, Cairo, and on 
the outbreak of the war was Military Censor at 
Alexandria. 

Captain Jourdain was reported missing after 
the fighting on the 16th February, 1915, and 
later was unofficially reported as killed on that 
date while defending a trench near Ypres, 
which he and his company had been sent to 
occupy in relief. He was wounded by a hand- 
grenade on the night of the 15th, but continued 
to command until, on the morning of the 16th, 
he was struck by a bullet and killed instantly. 
He married, in 1909, Olive, daughter of the late 
Mr. E. C. Fernihough, of Rock Ferry, Cheshire, 
and of Mrs. Steel, of Hampstead. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ARTHUR JOWITT, 
ist.

was the son of the 
late Joseph Jowitt,

He went with his battalion to Flanders for 

active service in the war with Germany, and was 

killed in action on the 25th April, 1915, near 

Ypres. 


2nd Lieutenant Jowitt’s Company Commander gave the 
following account of the circumstances under which he 
met his death: ‘ We were to attack a wood: between 
us and the wood was a farm which we were told was 
unheld. I was told to extend the men close to the farm 
by the Commanding Officer, and did so. While doing 
so the enemy opened on us from the supposed unheld 
farm. We ran to some dead ground within twenty 
yards of their trench, and were under cover. Your 
husband charged with his platoon, but they were all 
killed except one man. He fell with his arms on the 
parapct of their trench, and the men say that the Germans 
pulled him into their trench, but I did not see this myself. 
Am very much afraid there is no doubt your husband 
was killed, as ho was so very close, and must have been 
hit more than once. A magnificent soldier, officers and 
men were all devoted to him.” 

His Colonel wrote: ‘* He was the bravest of the brave, 
and if he had to die he died as he would have wished to 
do—bravely leading his men, who followed him every- 
where.”” 


2nd Lieutenant Jowitt married Ethel Sarah, 
daughter of William Harwood, of Leamington 
Spa, and left one son—William Joseph, born in 
December, 1911. 


LIEUTENANT FREDERICK CHARLES PATRICK 
Joy, 3rd (RESERVE), attd. 2nd Batrn. Royal 
IrtsH RIFLEs, was killed, 16th June, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT L, C. B. Joynson, 1/6th BaTTN.

LIEUTENANT THOMAS ROLAND JvucKES, 3rd

2nd LIEUTENANT (temp.) FREDERICK GEORGE

CAPTAIN CHARLES HARLAND 
JUDGE, 4th BATTN. (TERRIT.) 
THE EAST YORKSHIRE REGIMENT, 
born in Hull on the 
23rd May, 1894, was 
the eldest son of 
Thomas Fawley 
Judge and Mrs. 
Judge, of Park 
Avenue, Hull, and a 
grandson of Major 
Charles Judge, J.P., 
V.D., who was one of 
the original members 
of the battalion, 
which was then 
known as the Hull Rifles, having joined in 
January, 1860. 

After being educated at Hymers College, where 
he spent seven years, becoming Captain of the 
First Football Team, and Prefect and School 
Champion in 1911, making the half-mile record, 
he entered on the career of a chartered ac- 
countant, and just before war broke out in 
August, 1914, he joined the staff of Messrs. 
Fawley, Judge, and Easton, At Hymers 
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for four years, and on leaving school in 191] 
College he had been a member of the O.T.C. 
he received a commission, as 2nd Lieutenant, 
in the 4th Battalion, East Yorkshire Regiment, 
becoming Lieutenant in June, 1913. Captain 
Judge, who was promoted to that rank in April, 
1915, proceeded to France in the same month 
as Machine-gun Officer of his battalion. He 
was fatally wounded during the second Battle 
of Ypres on the 3rd May, and was removed 
to Le Tréport Hospital, where he died on the 
17th May, 1915. He was buried at Le Tréport.

son of Emil Kahn, 
of 53, Compayne 
Gardens, Hamp- 
stead, was born in 
London on the 21st 
March, 1892. 

He was educated at 
University College 
and abroad, and on 
the outbreak of the 
war joined the 
H.A.C., and went 
to France on the 18th September. He was 
gazetted Temporary 2nd Lieutenant on the 
Gencral List in February, 1915, and for active 
service was attached to the Ist Battalion, 
Leinster Regiment. He was killed on the 4th 
May, 1915, at the attack on Hill 60, by a shell, 
which also killed his Captain. 

2nd Lieutenant Kahn was for many years a 
member of the Hendon Golf Club, 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEORGE KEATING, 2nd BaTrn. 
THE CHESHIRE REGIMENT, was killed in action, 
17th February, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT HARRY SHEEHY 
KEATING, ist BATTN. IRISH 
GUARDS, SPECIAL RESERVE, 
was the only son of 
the late H. S. Keat- 
ing, grandson of the 
late Right Hon. Sir 
Henry Keating, and 


grandson of Lady 
Ward, of 16, Cado- 
yan Gardens, Lon- 
don, S.W. 


Lieutenant Keating 
was born in 1884, 
and was educated at 
Eton. He was a 
young Irish sportsman of a type which is only too 
scarce. He had lived for some time in America, 
and had there learnt to fly, his certificate being 


KEA—KEL 264 


No. 262 on the American List. When, after the 
death of Mr. Hamel, Mr. Mackay Edgar gave 
up the idea of financing the trans-Atlantic 
flight, Mr. Keating took up the project, intend- 
ing to pilot the machine as well as paying the 
costs of the journey. Accompanied by Mr. 
Whittaker, who had worked out Mr. Hamel’s 
scheme, Mr. Keating visited Germany to 
investigate the problems of long-distance flying, 
as the Germans had done so much in this direc- 
tion. It was only with great good luck that 
Mr. Keating and his companion managed to 
get out of Germany, actually after war had been 
declared. Onreturning to England Mr. Keating 
was appointed (on probation) to the Royal 
Flying Corps, but was shortly afterwards 
transferred to the Irish Guards, as 2nd Lieu- 
tenant, in October, 1914, and left for the 
front. He was promoted Lieutenant in 
December. 

Lieutenant Keating lost his life in a bomb 
accident. He had been appointed Bomb 
Officer for the Brigade of Guards, and a few 
nights before his death had led a most successful 
attack with hand-grenades on the German 
trenches. When instructing his men in the 
throwing of hand-grenades, one—which was 
supposed to be a dummy—exploded, and he 
was killed on the spot on the 20th January, 
1915. 


LIEUTENANT JOHN KEATING, 2nd Batty. THE 
CHESHIRE REGIMENT, was killed in action, 17th 
February, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT JAY CRAWFORD 
KEHRMANN, 5th BATTN. (RESERVE- 
RIFLE BRIGADE (THE PRINCE 
CONSORT’S OWN) attd. Ist BATTN. 
SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE REGIMENT, 
elder’son of Mr. and 
Mrs. E, Crawford- 
Kehrmann, of 
Bailey’s Hotel, 
London, S.W., was 
born at Durban, 
South Africa, in 
September, 1886. 

He was educated by 
tutors at home in 
South Africa until 
fourteen years of 
age, and afterwards 


spent six years in France and Germany. He 
entered Victoria University, Manchester, in 


1907, as an engineering student, and took his 
B.Sc. with honours in 1911. While an under- 
graduate, Mr. Crawford-Kehrmann (familiarly 
known as Kehrie) obtained his First XV Colours, 
and also played for Lancashire against North- 
umberland, and in 1912 was a regular player 
for the Harlequins. He also fond of 
shooting and riding, and was a fine athlete, 


was 


putting the weight. He was a member of the 
Royal Aero Club and of the Mombasa Club. 

He received his commission in the Rifle Brigade 
in 1912, and became Lieutenant in November, 
1914. In 1913 he secured his certificate as an 
airman at the Bristol Flying School, Brooklands, 
but slightly defective eyesight prevented his 
being appointed to the Royal Flying Corps. 

In the beginning of 1914 he left England for 
British East Africa, where he had obtained an 
appointment as engineer on the staff of the great 
undertaking at the Magadi Lake, and on the 
outbreak of the war assisted to organise port 
defences with the King’s African Rifles; but when 
his Commanding Officer sent for him he eagerly 
responded to the call, and returned to his 
battalion at home, joining it in September, 1914. 
On the morning of the 24th January, 1915, 
after a heavier rain than usual, he had his men 
out at daybreak, getting rid of the water from 
their trenches near Armentiéres, and he walked. 
about outside, accompanying them. Suddenly 
an enemy searchlight flashed on him, and he 
was shot by a sniper. As he sturnbled forward 
a second bullet struck him in the heart, killing 
him instantly. 


CAPTAIN PATRICK HAY KEITH, 
6th BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE CAM- 
ERONIANS (SCOTTISH RIFLES), 


who was killed on». 
the 15th June, 1915, 
at Festubert, while 
leading his company 
in an attack, was the 
only son of Patrick 
Keith, Auchingra- 
mont, Hamilton, and 
was born in that 
town on the 13th 
September, 1888. 
He was educated at 
Hamilton Academy, 
and Fettes College, and passed as a law agent 
in May, 1912. He joined the 6th Battalion, 
Cameronians, as a 2nd Lieutenant, in 1908, 
and was promoted Lieutenant in July, 1910. 
He had passed the examination for promotion 
to Captain, and for some months prior to his 
death acted in that rank, to which he was 
gazetted in July, the promotion being antedated 
so as to take effect before he was killed. 


The Chaplain wrote: “ Captain Keith fell immediately 
after urging his men to go forward in the charge. It is 
a noble end to a manly life.”

QUARTERMASTER AND HONORARY 
LIEUTENANT CHARLES SYDNEY 
BULLPIT KEMISH, ARMY SER- 
VICE CORPS, 
son of the late Mr. 
and Mrs. Charles 
Stephen Kemish, was 
born at Winchester 
on the 16th Feb- 
ruary, 1571. 
He was educated at 
St. Michael’s School, 
Winchester, and at 
the age of cighteen 
he joined the ranks 
ae of the Army. He 
was on active service in the South African 
War, and for his services he received the Queen’s 
medal with six clasps and the King’s medal 
with two clasps. He also held the Long Service 
and Good Conduct medal. In August, 1914, 
he became a First Class Staff Sergeant-Major 
in the Army Service Corps, and he went to 
France at the commencement. of hostilities 
against Germany. For gallantry in action 
during the operations between the 2Ist and 
30th August, 1914, he was awarded the Médaille 
Militaire by the French Government. In 
January, 1915, he was promoted Quartermaster 
and Honorary Lieutenant in the Army Service 
Corps, and shortly afterwards returned to 
England. 
He went out to Gallipoli Peninsula with his 
corps, and was killed in action there on the 
Mth July, 1915. Te was buried in Lancaster 
Landing Cemetery. 
A Captain in the Army Service Corpe wrote of him: 
“ As, of course, you know, he joined me at Deptford on 
the 4th March, and came out here with me as my Quarter- 
master, and, until my unit was broken up after leaving 
the Remount Depot at Abassiya, we were always to- 
gether, and for a great part of the time shared the same 
hut; andIcan only say that the more I saw of him the 
more I admired his exceptionally fine, straizht character, 
his thoroughness and efficiency in regard to his work, 
and his cheerfulness. . . . I think that we three 
(ie., the Captain and his two Subalterns) were almost as 
proud of his Médaille Militaire as he was—or as you are 
—as it cast a sort of reflected glory on my little unit.” 
Another Captain wrote: ‘“‘ He was exceedingly popular 
with us all, and we will miss him greatly. His death 
was instantaneous.” A Staff Officer of Transport wrote : 
“ Your husband was a very old friend of mine. We 
were at Aldershot together, and then at The Curragh, 
and then Aldershot again. He was doing go well out here. 
Everybody liked him. He was always cheerful, ready 
to help anybody and anything. We can ill spare him.” 
And a brother Officer wrote; ‘‘ Mr. Kemish was killed 
yesterday morning whilst on tour of duty on the beach 
by a shell from the enemy’s linc, which exploded near 
the place where he was performing his dutics, Mr. 
Kemish was my brother officer, staying in the same tent 
as myself during the period he was here. I knew him 
very well, having spent a good period with him during 
the South African War. He has been greatly missed 
from our midst, as he was always cheerful at all times.”” 
Lieutenant Kemish married Annie Eliza, 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. T. Mills, 22, Bar End, 
Winchester, and left-four children : Gladys May, 
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born in October, 1006; Violet’ Mary, born in 
April, 1909; Charles Edward, born in November, 
1910; and George Noel. born in December, 1912.

Captain Kennedy was born on the 30th October, 
1884, at Penang, Straits Settlements, and was 
educated at Edinburgh Academy, at Trinity 
College, Glenalmond, Perthshire, and at the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst. Later he was first in the 
Gymnastic Instructors’ Class at Lucknow. 

He received his commission, as 2nd Lieutenant, 
in October, 1903, when he was gazetted to the 
West Yorkshire Regiment, and went to India 
with his battalion a year later. He was pro- 
moted Lieutenant in January, 1906, and was 
transferred to the Indian Army with that rank 
in July of the following year, being posted to 
the Ist (King George’s Own) Gurkhas. In 1911 
he was Quartermaster when his reziment was 
encamped at Delhi, and he received the Coro- 
nation medal. He was promoted Captain in 
October, 1912, and was at home on leave when 
the war with Germany was declared in August, 
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1914. He went out to Egypt, where he did 
good work in running the camp near Cairo, until 
he joined his battalion in guard of the Suez 
Canal for some weeks. In November, 1914, his 
battalion was ordered to France, Captain 
Kennedy being at the time Acting Adjutant. 
He was killed in action on the 12th March, 1915, 
just after the fierce fight which continued from 
the 10th to the 12th March, and resulted in the 
victory at Neuve Chapelle. He and another 
officer were walking along the top of a trench 
full of troops to report to the Colonel, and 
Captain Kennedy was struck by a bullet and 
killed instantaneously. He was buried under 
an old apple tree in an orchard near Neuve 
Chapelle and his grave is marked by two 
crosses erected by his brother officers and men. 
A General Officer under whom he had served wrote of 
him: “ Although your husband joined after I left the 
regiment I saw quite enough of him afterwards to con- 
vince me of his sterling worth. I knew he was the right 
man to put in as Quartermaster in 1911, and urged that 
he should be appointed. I took a very great fancy to 
him, such a bright, straightforward young fellow. 
You will like to hear what his Commanding Officer 
writes me: ‘ Yes, poor Kennedy is a very great loss 
in every way. I got to know him very well, as he was 
Acting Adjutant, and his death is a great personal blow. 
Ho was a first-class officer in every way and always 
cheery.’ 


For his services in the war he was mentioned in 
Sir John French’s Despatch of the 3lst May, 
1915. 

Captain Kennedy, who was a member of the 
Junior Naval and Military Club, married at 
Dharmsala, in 1912, Helen Mabel, daughter of 
the late Colonel D. W. Inglis, 35th Sikhs, and 
left one son—Colin David Stuart, born at 
Hythe, Kent, in May, 1914.

House, ‘‘ Littlefield,” whence he went to the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst. He was gazetted to the 
Cameronians in October, 1903, joining the 2nd 
Battalion at Glasgow. In April, 1904, he was 
transferred to the 1st Battalion in India, but 
rejoined the 2nd Battalion at Malta in 1911. 
He was promoted Lieutenant in April, 1909, and 
Captain in May, 1913. Captain Kennedy was 
killed on the 10th March, 1915, at the Battle 
of Neuve Chapelle. He was to have led ‘“B” 
Company to the attack, and had just got out 
of the trench when he was struck by a shell, 
being the first officer of his battalion to fall. 
Captain Kennedy married Norah, daughter of 
Colonel W. L. Baddeley, R.E., Indian Army, 
and left one son—Richard Pitt, born at Cam- 
bridge in September, 1910.

brigade of which part reached the first-line German 
trenches. We are very proud of the gallant fellows 
that fell: their names will never be forgotten in the regi- 
ment. We were not able to recover your son's body, 
which was close up to the German trenches.”

Beach, Gallipoli 
Peninsula, was the 
son of Stephen 
Lancelot Koe and a 
grandson of the late 
John Herbert Koe, 
Qc. 

He was born on the 26th April, 1865, at Bollshay 
Hall, Yorkshire, and was educated at the Oxford 
Military College, and afterwards at the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst. He received his first commission 
in the Army in January, 1886, when he was 
gazetted Lieutenant in the Royal Inniskilling 
Fusiliers. In the next month he was transferred 
with that rank to the Ist Battalion, King’s 
Own Scottish Borderers. In 1889 and 1890 
he saw active service with the Chin-Lushai 
Expedition, for which he received the medal 
with clasp. He was promoted Captain in 
May, 1894, and next year he was ayain on active 
service, taking part with the Relief Force in 
operations in Chitral. For this also he was 
awarded the medal and clasp. He was 
appointed a First Class Staff Officer in India 
in April, 1899, and he served in that capacity 
until June, 1902. He received his Majority 
in September, 1904, and was promoted Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel in November, 1913. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Koe’s battalion formed part 
of the Mediterranean Expeditionary Force, 
and took part in the landing at ‘‘ Y”’ Beach. 
The operations there are described in the words 
of Sir Ian Hamilton’s Despatch of the 20th 
May, 1915 :— 


“The landing on ‘ ¥ ’ Beach was entrusted to the K.0.8.B. 
and the Plymouth (Marine) Battalion, Royal Naval 
Division, specially attached to the XXIXth Division 
for this task, the whole under the command of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Koe. The beach at this point consisted merely 
of a strip of sand at the foot of a crumbling, serub- 
covered cliff, some 200 fect high, immediately to the west 
of Krithia, A number of small gullies running down 
the face of the cliff facilitated the climb to the summit, 
and so impracticable had these precipices appeared to 
the Turks that no steps had been taken to defend them. 
Very different would it have been had we, as was at one 
time intended, taken ‘ Y ’ 2 for this landing. There a large 
force of infantry, entrenched up to their necks, and sup- 
ported by machine and Hotchkiss guns, were awaiting 
an attempt, which could hardly have made good its 
footing. But at ‘¥’ both battalions were able, in the 
first instance, to establish themselves on the heights, 
Reserves of food, water, and ammunition were hauled 
up to the top of the cliff, and, in accordance with the 
plan of operations, an endeavour was immediately made 
to gain touch with the troops landing at ‘X Beach. Un- 
fortunately, the enemy’s strong detachment from ‘Y’ 2 
interposed, Our troops landing at ‘X ’ were fully occupied 
ip attacking the Turks immediately to their front, and 


the attempt to join hands was not persevered with. 
Later in the day a large force of Turks were seen to be 
advancing upon the cliffs above ‘ Y? Beach from the direc- 
tion of Krithia, and Colonel Koe was obliged to entrench. 
From this time onward his small force was subjected to 
strong and repeated attacks, supported by field artillery, 
and owing to the configuration of the ground, which 
here drops inland from the edge of the cliff, the guns of 
the supporting ships could render him little assistance. 
Throughout the afternoon and all through the night the 
Turks made assault after assault upon the British line. 
They threw bombs into the trenches, and, favoured by 
the darkness, actually led a pony, with a machine gun on 
its back, over the defences, and were procceding to come 
into action in the middle of our position when they were 
bayoneted. The British repeatedly counter-charged 
with the bayonet, and always drove off the enemy for 
the moment, but the Turks were in a vast majority, and 
fresh troops took the place of those who temporarily 
fell back. Colonel Koe (since died of wounds) had be- 
come a casualty early in the day, and the number of 
officers and men killed and wounded during the in- 
cessant fighting was very heavy. By 7 a.m. on the 26th 
only about half of the King’s Own Scottish Borderers 
remained to man the entrenchment made for four times 
their number. brave fellows were absolutely 
worn out with continuous fighting. It was doubtful if 
reinforcements could reach them in time, and orders 
were issued for them to be re-embarked. Thanks to 
H.M.S. ‘ Goliath,’ ‘ Dublin,’ ‘ Amethyst,’ and ‘ Sapphire,’ 
thanks also to the devotion of a small rearguard of the 
King’s Own Scottish Borderers, which kept off the enemy 
from lining the cliff, the re-embarkation of the whole of 
the troops, together with the wounded, stores, and am- 
munition, was safely accomplished, and both battalions 
were brought round the southern end of the peninsula. 
Deplorable as the heavy losses had been, and unfortunate 
as was the tactical failure to make good so much ground 
at the outset, yet, taking the operation as it stood, 
there can be no doubt it has contributed greatly to the 
success of the main attack, seeing that the plucky stand 
made at ‘Y¥* Beach had detained heavy columns of the 
enemy from arriving at the southern end of the peninsula 
during what, it will be seen, was a very touch-and-go 
struggle.”” 

Lieutenant-Colonel Koe, who was a member of 
the Naval and Military Club, married, in 1910, 
Fanny Gwendoline, daughter of the late Owen 


Friend, of New South Wales, Australia. 


2nd LIEUTENANT NICHOLAS ADOLF 
KROHN, attd. 2nd BATTN. THE BOR- 
DERREGIMENT, _ as

Tie was educated at University College Pre- 
paratory School, Hampstead, and Berkhamp- 
stead School, at which he proved himself a good 
gymnast. 

He joined the Artists’ Rifles, 28th (County of 
London) Battalion, on the 6th August, 1914, 
and, volunteering for active service, went to the 
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front in France in October, 1914. ‘After passing 
through the Officers’ Training School at Bail- 
leul, he was given his commission (temporary) 
on the General List on the 20th March, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT ALFRED EDGAR KUHN, 2nd BaTTN.

Major Labertouche, 
who was born on the 2ist June, 1871, was 
educated at Westminster School. He was 
gazetted to the Suffolk Regiment in January, 
1892, becoming Lieutenant in November, 1894, 
and was transferred to the Indian Staff Corps 
in August, 1896. In 1897-98 he took part in 
operations at Tochi, North West Frontier of 
India, where he was Assistant to the Brigade 
Commanding Officer, receiving for the campaign 
the medal with clasp. In 1900 he served in 
China, for which he received the medal. He was 
promoted Captain in the Indian Army in July, 
1901, and from March, 1908, to March, 1906, was 
A.D.C. to a Major-General (afterwards Lieu- 
tenant-General and Divisional Commander) 
in India. He had also served as Adjutant of 
his regiment. 

Major Labertouche, who was attached to the 
119th Infantry, Indian Army, when war broke 
out, went with them to the Persian Gulf in 
November, 1914. He was killed at the Battle 
of Shaiba, on the 14th April, 1915, as stated, on 
the third day of the battle. He was shot in 
the right shoulder, the bullet. entering the spine, 
while leading his double company, and died of 
his wounds on the same night. 

Major Labertouche, who had attained his 
Majority in January, 1910, married (in 1908) 
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Muriel, daughter of the late General Sir R. 
Campbell Stewart, K.C.B., of the Indian Army, 
and left one son. 


CapTaAIN CLAUDE ALEXANDER LAFonr, D.S.O., 
2nd Batry. DEVONSHIRE REGIMENT, was killed, 
12th March, 1915. 


CapTain RONALD OWEN LAGDEN, 6th (RE- 
SERVE), attd. 4th Batrn. Tue Kina’s Royau 
RIFLE Corps, was reported wounded and miss- 
ing, lst March, 1915. and is believed to have 
been killed on that occasion. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES WILLIAM LAING, 
2nd Batry. Tur Burrs (East KENT REGI- 
MENT), was killed in action, 23rd April, 1915. 
LIEUTENANT D. P. Laine, 2nd Barry. THE 
RoyYAL IRISH REGIMENT, was reported missing, 
20th October, 1914. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GILBERT JAMES LaING, UN- 
ATTACHED List, ENDIAN ARMY, attd. lst RoYAL 
Iris RIF ves, was killed in action, 12th March, 
1915. 


Captain Harry Davipson Larne, 1/6th 
(BANFF AND Donstpr) Batty. (TERRIT.) THE 
GorvDoON HIGHLANDERS, was killed in action, 
12th March, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT FRANCIS HENRY 
LAMBERT, 2nd BATTN. HAMPSHIRE 
REGIMENT, 
was the only child 
of FitzGerald Gage 
Lambert and of Mrs. 
Lambert, of Rock- 
bourne, Salisbury, 
and was a grandson 
of the Hon. Mrs. 
FitzGerald Foley, of 
Packham, Fording- 
bridge, Hants. 

Born in India* in 
1895, he was edu- 
cated at. Charterhouse and at the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, and was granted a commission, as 
2nd Lieutenant, in the lst Battalion, Hampshire 
Regiment, in October, 1914, being promoted 
Licutenant in May, 1915. 

He embarked for France on the 27th December, 
when he was by accident slightly wounded in 
the trenches in January, 1915, and, being 
invalided, had to return to England. Upon 
recovery he was appointed to the 2nd Bat- 
talion, which was serving in Gallipoli Peninsula, 
and embarked on the 29th April to join it. He 
was wortally wounded on the 4th June during 
the severe fighting which took place and was 
then taken on board the Hospital Ship 
“Somali,” and died on the 7th June, 1915, en 
route for Malta. He was buried at sea. 
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CAPTAIN (temp.) HENRY MCLAREN 
LAMBERT, attd. Ist (ROYAL) 
DRAGOONS, 
killed in action 


at Vlamertinghe, 
near Ypres, on the 
13th May, 1915, was 
the eldest son of the 
late E. T. Lambert, 
Telham Court, 
Battle, Sussex, and 
of Mrs. E. T. Lam- 
bert. 

He was born in July, 
1879, and was edu- 
cated at Harrow and Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge. His favourite sports were cricket, 
hunting, and shooting. In 1899 he joined the 
1st Dragoons, and served with them in the 
South African War, being present at operations 
in the Orange River Colony from June to 
November, 1900, and in the Transvaal, Orange 
River Colony, and Cape Colony, between 
January, 1901, and May, 1902. He received 
the Queen’s medal with three clasps and the 
King’s medal with two clasps. Afterwards, 
when serving with his regiment in India, 
he was A.D.C. to Lord Ampthill, (Acting 
Viceroy in 1904 to Earl Curzon), to the Earl of 
Minto, and to General Sir O’Moore Creagh, V.C., 
G.C.B., G.C.S.1., Commander-in-Chief in India. 
Captain Lambert left the Army three years 
before the Great War broke out, and was in 
British East Africa, but returning at once to 
England, he was given a temporary commission, 
as Captain, iv October, 1914, and was attached 
for duty to his old regiment. He was in com- 
mand of the regimentai machine guns when 
he was killed. 


CAPTAIN KENNETH LAMBERT, Ist BATTN. THE 
Kina’s Own (YORKSHIRE LIGHT INFANTRY), 
was killed in action, 9th or 10th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT GEORGE MANSFIELD 
LA NAUZE, 4th (EXTRA RESERVE) attd. 
1st BATTN. ROYAL IRISH RIFLES, 
was killed in action 
at Fromelles on the 
9th May, 1915. He 
was first wounded, 
and while waiting 
for a stretcher to be 
taken to a hospital 
a shell burst, killing 
him instantaneously. 
Lieutenant La 
Nauze had _ taken 
command of _ his 
company a_ short 
time previously, his Captain (O’Sullivan) having 
been killed. 


He was the third son of the late Thomas Storey 
La Nauze, Esq., of Manor, Highgate, Co. 
Fermanagh, where he was born on the 22nd 
December, 1891, and was educated at Corrig 
School, Kingstown, near Dublin, and the 
Abbey School, Tipperary. 

He entered the 4th Irish Rifles, as 2nd Lieu- 
tenant, on the 20th May, 1911, being promoted 
lieutenant on the 13th February, 1913, and 
when he was killed was the senior of his rank 
in his battalion. When war broke out Lieu- 
tenant La Nauze was employed in the Malay 
States, but, returning as soon as possible, he 
was sent to Hollywood, near Belfast. to rejoin 
his battalion on 31st October, remaining there 
at duty until 16th March, 1915. He then 
proceeded to France, where he was attached 
to the Ist Battalion, and after two months’ 
service in the trenches was killed as stated. 


LIEUTENANT WILLIAM LA NAUZE, 
4th (EXTRA RESERVE) BATTN. ROYAL 
IRISH RIFLES, attd. ROYAL IRISH 
FUSILIERS, 
was killed in the 
trenches, near Ypres, 
on the 16th May, 
1915. He was the 
fifth son of Thomas 
Storey La Nauze, 
Esq., of Manor, 
Highgate, Co. Fer- 
managh, where he 
was born on the 21st 
May, 1895, and a 
brother of  Lieu- 
tenant G. M. La Nauze, of the same battalion, 
killed in action on the 9th May, 1915. 

He was educated at the Abbey School, Tipper- 
ary and Trinity College, Dublin, where he was 
studying for his degree. He was gazetted to 
the 4th Royal Irish Rifles on the 20th May, 
1914, and joining at Tidworth, he was serving 
there, attached to the 2nd Battalion for a 
three months’ course, when war broke out. The 
4th Battalion being at once embodied, he was 
then sent to Hollywood, near Belfast, for duty 
with it. 

He was promoted Lieutenant on the 16th Janu- 
ary, 1915, and was sent to France on the 2nd 
May, to be attached to the Royal Irish Fusiliers. 
He immediately took up his duties in the 
trenches, and was killed a few days afterwards 
before reaching his twentieth birthday. His 
Company Commander reported most favourably 
concerning his bravery and gallant conduct. 
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CAPTAIN JAMES LANCASTER, 3rd 
BATTN. THE MONMOUTHSHIRE 
REGT., (T.F.), was the younger son of the 
late Mr. Robert Lancaster, and Mrs. Lancaster, 


of Allesley, Warwickshire, and a grandson of 
the late John Lancaster, M.P., of Bilton 
eo Grange, near Rugby. 
| He was born at 
| Wolston Heath, near 
| Rugby, on the 18th 
| December, 1877, and 
was educated at 
Shrewsbury School, 
becoming, in the 
course of his pro- 
fession, a member 
of the Institute of 
Mining Engineers. 
His recreations were 


cricket and golf. 

He was gazetted Lieutenant in February, 1910, 
and Captain in his battalion in October, 1914. 
At the outbreak of the Great War he undertook 
Imperial Service obligations, and he was killed 
in action on the 9th May, 1915, at Ypres. 
Captain Lancaster married Margaret Ormonde, 
daughter of Clermont Livingstone, Cowichan, 
Vancouver Island, and left three children: 
Robert Clermont, born in January, 1906; James 
Donald, born in March, 1910; and John Stewart, 
born June, 1914. 


CapTaIN WILLIAM HENRY Firzroy LANDON, 
3rd Battn. (RESERVE) SUFFOLK REGIMENT, 
attd. BEDFORDSHIRE REGIMENT, was killed in 
action, 15th February, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT HECTOR ALAN LANE, 
ist BATTN. EAST LANCASHIRE REGT., 
who was killed in 
action on the 13th 
May, 1915, near 
Ypres, was the only 
son of John Lane, 
of Cullisse, Park- 
stone, Dorset. 

He was born on the 
2nd June, 1889, at 
Decorah, Iowa, in 
the United States of 
America, and was 
educated at Newton 
Newton Abbott, where he obtained 


College, 
a scholarship from the Law Society, and 
eventually became a solicitor. 

In March, 1907, he received a commission in 
the Dorsetshire R.G.A. Volunteers, with which 
he served until 1911, when he went out to 


Singapore to practise his profession. While 
there he joined the Singapore Volunteer 
Artillery, and at the outbreak of the war he, 
with two other officers, was put in charge of a 
fort. He wrote to England and offered his 
services to the War Office, which were accepted, 
and he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 
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East Lancashire Regiment in September, 1914, 
as “a candidate from the self-governing 
Dominions and Crown Colonies,” becoming 
Temporary Lieutenant in November and 
Lieutenant in December, 1914. He reached 
London in January, 1915, and was posted to the 
Ist Battalion, East Lancashire Regiment, with 
which he served until his death. 

His Colonel wrote of him: ‘* I am very grieved to inform 
you that your son was killed on the 13th instant. On 
the evening of that day he led his platoon against a farm 
occupied by the Germans; he got in all right with his 
men, and was exchanging shots with them in the farm 
buildings when he was shot in the head and died at once 
He was only with us a short time, but quite loug enough 
to show what stuff he was made of. | He was a valuable 
officer, and did his work very well, and I am very sorry 
to lose him. He made himself very popular with all 
ranks. He is buried at the farm he took, which is 1,200 
yards north of Wieltje, a village north-east of Ypres.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT ARTHUR HORACE 
SPECIAL RESERVE, GRENA- 
Ist BATTN. 


LANG, 
DIER GUARDS, 
SCOTS GUARDS, 
the son of Basil 
Lang, late Advocate- 
General of Bombay, 
and Mrs. Lang, Wes- 
terham, Kent, was 
born in Bombay on 
the 25th October, 
1890. 

He was educated at 
Harrow and Trinity 
College, Cambridge. 
He was a member of 
the Pitt Club, at Cambridge, of the Conservative 
Club, London, and of I Zingari. 

In August, 1914, he was gazetted 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in the Special Reserve of the Grenadier 
Guards, and for a short time was attached to the 
2nd Battalion of that regiment. Afterwards 
he was attached to the Ist Battalion, Scots 
Guards, and was serving with it when he was 
killed in action defending the front trench at 
Cuinchy, Flanders, on the 25th June, 1915.

Masor Henry ASTELL LANG, 4th Barry. THE 
WORCESTERSHIRE REGIMENT, was killed in 
action, 6th June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ALAN LANGLANDS, 
3rd (RESERVE) attd. Ist BATTN. THE 
SOUTH WALES BORDERERS, 
who was born at Longrood, Bilton, Warwick- 
shire, on the 25th September, 1895, was the 
son of the late Major J. S. Langlands, 43rd 
Oxfordshire Light Infantry, and of Mrs, 
Beatty, of Borodale, Co. Wexford, and grand- 
son of the late J. C. Langlands, Esq., Old 
Berwick, Northumberland, and Thornhill, Co. 
Durham. His uncle, Charles Langlands, Ox- 
fordshire Light Infantry, was killed during 
the Maori War at the age of twenty-one. 
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He was educated at Millmead, Stubbington, 
and at Wellington College. He was a good 
cricketer, a keen 
angler, and fond of 
shooting and hunt- 
ing. 

2nd Lieutenant 
Langlands received 
his commission in 
the 3rd _ Battalion, 
South Wales Bor- 
derers, in October, 
1914, the appoint- 
ment being after- 
= wards antedated to 
August. He was killed on the 9th May, 1915, 
while leading his platoon in action near 
Béthune, and was buried at St. Vaasts Poste. 
His Company Commander wrote: “ After the first 
assault had disastrously failed, we were sent up as one 
of the first regiments to try again, At three minutes 
to four the ulting platoons, under cover of the bom- 
bardment, were to leave our trench and cross the wide 


ditch in front, lie down, get together, and, when the guns 
lifted, assault. They carried out their instructions to 
the letter. Immediately the guns lifted a most mur- 


derous machine-gun and rifle fire was turned on to them. 
As soon as I s this, and the assaulting platoon being 
slaughtered, we did all we could, and prevented the rest. 
of the men from leaving their trench.” 


CAPTAIN WILLIAM MORTIMER 
LANYON, Ist BATTN. THE ROYAL 
IRISH RIFLES, 
born at  Lismara, 
Whiteabbey, Co. 
Antrim, on the 10th 
June, 1880, was the 
third son of Mr. 
Herbert Owen Lan- 
yon, of Northleigh, 
Fortwilliam Park, 
Belfast, a grandson 
of Sir Charles Lan- 
yon, and a nephew of 
Sir Owen Lanyon. 

He was educated at Cheltenham, where he 
played in the Leconfield XV, afterwards 
entering the R.M.C., Sandhurst, from which 
he was gazetted to the Royal Irish Rifles 
in August, 1899, becoming Lieutenant in 
January, 1901, and Captain in February, 
1908. He served with the Ist Battalion of 
his regiment in India and Burma until 1909, 
when he returned to the Depot at Belfast, and 
served there for three years. In November, 
1913, he was appointed Adjutant of the 5th 
(Extra Reserve) Battalion of his regiment, 
with which he served after mobilisation until 
he went to the front in March, 1915. Captain 
Lanyon was shot in the head and killed in- 
stantaneously by a sniper at Fleurbaix, France, 
on the 5th April, 1915, the day after he had 
entered the trenches for the first time. He was 
buried at Fleurbaix, close to Laventie village. 


Captain Lanyon married Helen, youngest 
daughter of the late Mr. John McCance Blizard, 
of Comberk, Co. Down, and of Mrs. Blizard, of 
Donaghadee, Co. Down, and left two daughters: 
Joan Amy, born in November, 1913; and 
Elizabeth Helen, born in December, 1914. 

He was a member of the Junior Naval and 
Military Club, London, and of the Ulster Club, 
Belfast. He was a very good polo and hockey 
player, having played in the regimental 
hockey and polo teams during all the time he 
served with his battalion in India. He also 
hunted with the Co. Down Staghounds. 


CAPTAIN ERNEST LYNTON LARGE, 
1/5th (CITY OF LONDON) BATTN. THE 
LONDON REGIMENT, (LONDON RIFLE 
BRIGADE), (T.F.), 


the only son of ‘i 
Frederick N. and 
Mrs. Large, of 2, 


Sloane Court, Lon- 
don, S.W., and Hook 
Heath, Surrey, was 
born at Bush Hill 
Park, Middlesex, on 
the 15th December, 
1895. 

Captain Large was 
educated at Charter- 
house and at New College, Oxford, where he 
took his M.A. degree. Afterwards he became a 
member of Lloyd’s, and was engaged in marine 
insurance business. He was a very keen golfer, 
and was a member of Lloyd’s, Worplesdon, and 
of St. George’s Golf Clubs. He was also a mem- 
ber of the Conservative Club. 

While at Charterhouse he was a member of the 
Cadet Corps, and on leaving Oxford he” joined 
the Inns of Court Volunteers, now the Officers’ 
Training Corps, receiving a commission in the 
London Rifle Brigade on the introduction of 
the Territorial Force. He took great interest 
in his military duties, marching to Brighton on 
one occasion with a company of his brigade, 
in heavy marching order, in the record time of 
14 hours 23 minutes. He became a Lieutenant 
in his corps in April, 1914, and Captain (tem- 
porary) in April, 1915. 

Captain Large had undertaken Imperial Service 
obligations, and left for the front in November, 
1914, getting into the front line of trenches 
within a week of his arrival. He was on active 
service at Ploegsteert and Ypres, and was 
seriously wounded near the latter place on the 
Ist May, 1915, while holding the trenches 
during a week of shelling. The battalion lost 
heavily, and Captain Large was three times 
wounded before he was shattered by shell 
fire. He was taken to the Officers’ Hospital 
at Boulogne, but died from the effects of his 
injuries on the 21st May, 1915.

8rd Barty. THE DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE’S OWN 
(MIDDLESEX REGIMENT), was killed in action, 
15th February, 1915. 


Major PHILIP MARTIN Lance, Ist BATrN. THE 
DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE’S OWN (MIDDLESEX 
REGIMENT), was killed in action, 23rd April, 
1915. 


LIEUTENANT EDWARD ARTHUR MALCOLM LAR- 
kins, 2nd Barry. East LANCASHIRE REGI- 
MENT, was killed in action, 18th January, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL GEORGE 
BRENTON LAURIE, commanding Ist 
BATTN. 


THE ROYAL IRISH RIFLES, 
_ born at Halifax, 
Nova Scotia, on the 
13th October, 1867, 
was the eldest sur- 
viving son of the late 
Lieutenant - General 
John Wimburn 
Laurie, C.B., of 47, 
Porchester Terrace, 
W., and of Oakfield, 
Nova Scotia, and of 
Mrs. Laurie, of Oak- 
field. He was a 
grandson of the Hon. Enos Collins, M.L.C., of 
Gorse Brook, Halifax, and a great-grandson of 
Sir Brenton Halliburton, Chief Justice of Nova 
Scotia. 

He was educated at Galt Collegiate Institute, 
Ontario, and at the Pictou Academy, from 
whence he passed into the Royal Military 
College, Kingston, Canada, in 1883. He joined 
the Royal Irish Rifles, as a Lieutenant, in 
September, 1885, going with them to Gibraltar 
in 1886, and on to Egypt in 1888. He took part 
in the Nile Campaign in 1889, but, contracting 
small-pox at Assouan, he was sent home to 
recover, and spent two years at the Depot at 
Belfast, rejoining his battalion in Malta. He 
was promoted Captain in November, 1893, and 
when the Rifles came back to home service 
he obtained an Adjutancy of Volunteers, in 
Devonshire, in October, 1896; and from that 
date until March, 1901, by ceaseless energy he 
brought the battalion to full strength and high 
efficiency. 

In March, 1901, he was appointed a Special 
Service Officer—including the command of a 
mounted infantry battalion—for the South 
African War. He was present at operations in 
the Transvaal, Orange River Colony, and Cape 
Colony between April, 1901, and May, 1902, 
having been mentioned in Despatches for his 
services (‘‘ London Gazette,” 29th July, 1902), 
also receiving the Queen’s medal with five 
clasps. 

After peace was signed, he served in Ireland, 
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and in October, 1904, obtained his Majority. 
Afterwards he served in England till, becoming 
Lieutenant-Colonel in 1912, he went out to 
India to take command of the Ist Battalion 
Royal Irish Rifles. He was deeply engaged at 
this time in writing the history of his regiment, 
a work soon officially accepted and highly 
praised. He had previously written a his- 
tory of “The French in Morocco,” compiled 
from many sources, during his years in the 
Mediterranean. 

When the European War broke out in August, 
1914, he was at Aden with his battalion, and, 
till anxiety as to Somaliland was allayed, the 
Irish Rifles were detained there, only reaching 
France in November. They spent the winter 
in the trenches, taking their share in the fierce 
fighting in December. On the 10th March, 
1915, they took part in the attack on Neuve 
Chapelle, and were the first battalion to reach 
the village, but losses were heavy. 

A Sergeant-Major wrote : “‘ Our Colonel was every where, 
encouraging his men, seeming to bear a charmed life. 
He knew no fear, and walked quietly in front of us as 
if no bombardment were going on.” 

On Friday evening, the 12th March, a fresh 
assault was ordered. Lieutenant - Colonel 
Laurie rallied his exhausted men, and calling 
out, “‘ Follow me! Iwill lead you!” he sprang 
over the parapet, revolver in hand. A moment 
later he fell, shot through the head. He was 
buried with his fallen officers and men in a 
garden near Neuve Chapelle. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Laurie, who was a member 
of the Army and Navy and the United Service 
Clubs, was fond of hunting, and went out 
regularly with the Devon and Somerset Hounds. 
He also hunted in Ireland and played polo. 

He married, in September, 1905, Florence 
Clementina Vere Skeftington, daughter of the 
Honourable Mrs. Skeffington Craig, Carlton, 
Hall, Carlton-on-Trent, and granddaughter of 
the tenth Earl of Massereene and Ferrard, and 
left three children: George Halliburton Vere, 
born in August, 1906; Blanch, born in 1908; 
Sydney, born in 1913. 


2nd LIEUTENANT BRIAN LIGHTLY LAWRENCE, 
2nd Batrn. THE DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE’s OWN 
(MIDDLESEX REGIMENT), was killed, Ist June, 
1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT FRANK HELIER 
LAWRENCE, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. Ist 
BATTN. THE GLOUCESTERSHIRE 
REGIMENT, was the fourth son of T. R. 
Lawrence, of 2, Polstead Road, Oxford. 

He was born on the 7th February, 1893, at St. 
Heliers, Jersey, Channel Islands, and was edu- 
cated at the Oxford High School for Boys, 
gaining a King Charles Fxhibition at Jesus 
College. Oxford, for Mathematics. He was a 
very good athlete, being first in the school 
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gymnastic competition in 1911, 1912, and 1913. 
He was Captain of the Football XI for two 
years, and once Vice- 
Captain of the Cric- 
ket XI, and he also 
won the School Chal- 
lenge Cup for Athle- 
tics. He played regu- 
larly, in 1913, in 
Jesus College First 
XI Football Team. 
From an early age 
he was a keen minia- 
ture rifle shot, win- 
7 ning several prizes, 
andy being Captain\*of the City of Oxford 
Twenty Club for two years—1912 and 1913. 
On entering Jesus College in 1913 he became a 
member of the O.T.C., and on the outbreak of 
war in August, 1914, he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 3rd Battalion, Gloucestershire 
Regiment. For active service in the war he was 
attached to the Ist Battalion, which he joined 
at the front in Flanders in February, 1915. 

2nd Lieutenant Lawrence was killed in action 
on the 9th May, 1915, while leading his men 
forward, preparatory to the assault at Riche- 
bourg l’Avoué. 

His Captain wrote of him: ‘Your son was a very 
promising officer—very keen on his work and most. 


painstaking. The regiment has lost a good officer in 
him, and I cannot say how much I regret his death.*’ 


LIEUTENANT MALCOLM EYTON 
LAWRENCE, 6th (RESERVE) attd. 2nd 
BATTN. 


THE KING’S ROYAL 
RIFLE CORPS, 
was born in London 
on the 10th March, 
1889. He was the 
eldest surviving son 
of the Hon. Henry 
Arnold Lawrence, 
and grandson of the 
1st Baron Lawrence, 
of the Punjab and 
Grateley, and great- 
nephew of Sir Henry 
Lawrence, killed at 
Lucknow in the Indian Mutiny. 

2nd Lieutenant Lawrence was educated at 
Stonehouse, Broadstairs, and at Eton. He 
served in the Reserve of Officers with the 
Yorkshire Light Infantry for one year before 
going to Canada, whence he returned with the 
lst Canadian Contingent, having joined the 
Canadian Force as a Private. He was four 
years in British Columbia, and gave up an 
appointment under the Government. Before 
proceeding to the front he was given his com- 
mission, as 2nd Lieutenant, in the 6th Battalion, 
King’s Royal Rifle Corps, in November, 1914, 
becoming Lieutenant in January, 1915, 
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He was killed while making a charge on the 
10th January, 1915. His brother, 2nd Lieu- 
tenant C. H. Lawrence, of the same battalion, 
had been previously killed on the 13th October, 
1914, by a German sniper. Both brothers were 
very fine men, being 6 ft. 4in. in height. The 
subject of this memoir was a strong athlete, 
good at all games, and an exceptionally good 
shot. He was a member of the Union Club 
of Victoria, and the Tennis Club, Chamaimes. 
in British Columbia. 

His Commanding Officer described Lieutenant M. E, 
Lawrence's death in the following words: ‘‘ Yous boy 
was selected to lead one of the storming parties, I saw 
him carry his part of the position with great dash, which 
excited the admiration of all those who were looking 
on. On reaching the position he found that a brother 
officer, who had led another storming party, was in need 
of assistance, as he had lost more than half his men. 
Lawrence dashed over the intervening 70 yards with 
some of his men, and was no doubt responsible for getting 
back his brother officer, who was now left alone and would 
have been cut off. I am sure you may well fcel proud 
of the manner of your boy’s death.” 

The Officer Commanding his battalion wrote from Shcer- 
ness on the 15th January, 1915, after expressing regret 
and sympathy: ‘“ Your son was a splendid type of man 
and a first-rate officer, and his end was a gallant one.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT OLIVER JOHN LAWRENCE, 
1/8th (City oF Lonpon) Batty. THE LONDON 
REGIMENT (PosT OFFICE RIFLES), 'T.F., was 
killed in action, 25th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT (temp. CAPTAIN) WALTER Law- 
RENCE, 7th BATTN. (TERRIT.) ESSEX REGIMENT, 
AND FLIGHT COMMANDER, ROYAL FLYING 
Corps, was killed, 2nd January, 1915. 


CAPTAIN ALLAN JAMES LAWRIE, 
6th BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE 
CAMERONIANS (SCOTTISH RIFLES), 
born on the 10th - 
September, 1887, at 
Lenzie, Lanarkshire, 
was the second son 
of Frank Lawrie, 


Hillside House, 
Bothwell, Lanark- 
shire. 


He was educated at 
Glasgow Academy 
and at the School of 
Art and School of 
Architecture. He 
joined the 6th Scottish Rifles, T.F., in 1907; 
became Lieutenant in May, 1909; Machine-gun 
Officer in 1910; and Captain in September, 1914. 
He undertook Imperial Service obligations on 
the outbreak of the war, and was killed in the 
trenches near Laventie, Flanders, on the 16th 
May, 1915. He was buried at Le Tilleloy, near 
Laventie. 

The Officer Commanding the battalion wrote: “* Your 
son Allan was killed in the trenches this afternoon 
between three and four o'clock. He was going along a 


communication trench between two sections of our lines 
when he met some men and stopped to speak to them. 


We have to keep very low in these trenches, and I am 
afraid Allan forgot this and got his head over the parapet, 
as he was shot through the brain and killed instant- 
aneously. Our only satisfaction is that the dear lad 
suffered no pain, but we are all greatly grieved that he 
should have been taken away. He was a dear boy, 
and we all loved him, and personally I cannot realise 
that he has gone from us. You probably know that 
for some time he has lived with us in our little Head- 
quarters mess, and we sincerely feel his loss. Ie was 
a gentle, good soul, a gentleman every inch of him, and 
a splendid soldier, and we shall never forget him.” 

A Major wrote: As the most expert machine-gun 
officer I have ever met and as a brave gentleman, the 
country has lost the services of a grand soldier. He was 
very much beloved by all his fellow officers.” 


2nd LieuTENANT ERNEST NORMAN LAWRIE, 
13th (County oF LONDON) PRINCESS LOUISE'S 
KENSINGTON Batrn. THE LONDON REGIMENT, 
T.F., was killed in action, 9th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT BERNARD COURTNEY 
LAWS, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. Ist BATTN. 
THE YORK AND LANCASTER REGT., 
born at Edgbaston, 


Birmingham, on 
the 21st April, 
1892, was the fourth 
son of Edward John 
Laws, of 85, Henry 
Road, West Bridg- 
ford, Notts, and one 
of four brothers in 
their country’s ser- 
vice. 

Lieutenant Laws 
was educated at the 
High School and University College, Notting- 
ham, and had passed the Inter-B.A. examin- 
ation at London University. He had just 
commenced his scholastic career when war 
broke out. He was most popular with every- 
one with whom he came in contact, particularly 
with his schoolfellows. He was a member of 
the High School First Cricket XI and Union 
Rowing Club, and an expert swimmer. He 
also played in the First Cricket XI at University 
College. He took a keen interest in the Boy 
Scout movement, and was a member of the 
West Bridgford Troop, of which he was at one 
time Scoutmaster. 

Mr. Laws had been a member of the O.T.C. 
for four years, obtaining both ‘‘ A” and “ B” 
certificates, and in August, 1914, he was 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 3rd Battalion, 
York and Lancaster Regiment. He was pro- 
moted Lieutenant in February, 1915, and for 
active service was attached to the Ist Battalion 
of his regiment. Lieutenant Laws was mortally 
wounded at Ypres on the 24th May, 1915, 
and died early next morning. He was buried 
in the Asylum grounds outside Ypres. 

The Medical Officer attached to his battalion wrote : 


“* I was attached to the regiment as Medical Officer for 
a short while, and in that time I came to regard Laws 
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as my friend. We were often together, and on the mare}. 
he was just in front of me with his machine-gun section; 
consequently I kuew more of him than of any other 
officer, More than once we shared eatables and drank 
from the same basin procured at a wayside cottage. 
The night I was relieved we were in the Hooge Woods— 
damnable hole! Your son came back re some extra 
machine gun to Headquarters. I wished him good-bye 
and good luck, Two days later I was in Ypres, attending 
to the scores of wounded, when, to my horror, I saw 
Laws. I said, ‘Good heavens! What has happened 
to you?’ He took my hand and replied, ‘I’m bad, 
doctor, Any hope for me?’ I knew there was none 
and hesitated to answer.” 
The Officer Commanding his battalion wrote: “ I my- 
self only had the pleasure of knowing your son for a very 
short time, but I at once singled him out as an excep- 
tionally promising officer. He was in charge of our 
machine guns, and was excellent in every way. The 
regiment was in action on the 24th May, and took part 
ina very important movement which gained the approval 
of the Brigadier and other Cavalry corps. Your son 
was sent out to hold a wood on our flank with his guns. 
He was under heayy fire, but before he was hit he told 
me he had accounted for some of the enemy. Previous 
to this he had shown keenness in going out to snipe. 
On the day he was hit his only trouble was that he did 
not know if he had done his job well. This I assured 
him he had done, so I know he felt all right about it. 

. » We can ill afford to lose men of his stamp and 
grit, for there are not too many of them about. It is 
sad that he should have been taken after so short a spell 
but he worked hard and well while he had the chance, 
and was a good cxample to slac 
The Adjutant wrote: ‘I knew your son very well, as 
we had been in the 3rd Battalion together since Sep- 
tember. We had many things in common, as in peace 
time my work is at Cambridge. I saw him after he way 
wounded, and he was wonderfully brave and cheerful. 
His one anxiety was whether he had done his job properly, 
and on that point the Commanding Officer wes able 
relieve his mind. He is a great loss to the battalion, 
as he was a brave officer of the right type. On the 
previous afternoon he had asked permission to go out 
to hunt for a sniper that had worried us on the previous 
evening, and after a long search he returned to report 
that he could not find him.” 


CAPTAIN FREDERICK HENRY Lawson, TERRI- 
TORIAL ForRCE (RESERVE), attd. 5th Barry. 
(TERRIT.) THE NORTHUMBERLAND FUSILIERS, 
was killed in action, 24th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN FRANCIS JAMES LEACH, 
ADJUTANT 2nd BATTN. THE KING’S 
(SHROPSHIRE LIGHT INFANTRY), 
died on the 26th ——— 


April, 1915, at the 
Base Hospital, Bou- 
logne, of wounds 
received in action. 
He was the second 
son of the late John 
Leach, solicitor, of 
Martock, Somerset, 
and of Mrs. Leach, 
The Vineyards, 
Hawkchutch, Ax- 
minster, and a grand- 
son of Thomas Barns, J.P., of Tillworth ILouse, 
Hawkchurch. 

Captain Leach was born on the 27th June, 
1878, at The Lawn, Martock, Somerset, and 
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was educated privately and at All Hallows 
School, Honiton, He was a thorough sports- 
man, a keen rider to hounds, an excellent 
cricketer, and a good polo player. Being 
desirous of seeing some military work and duty, 
he enlisted in the Royal Horse Artillery in 
1899, and saw much service during the South 
African War. He was present at the relief of 
Kimberley and at operations in the Orange 
Free State from February to May, 1900, in- 
cluding the Battle of Paardeberg and the fight- 
ing preceding it from the 17th to the 26th 
February. He also served at the actions at 
Poplar Grove and Zand River, and in the 
Transvaal in May and June, including the 
battles near Johannesburg, Pretoria, and 
Diamond Hill on the 11th and 12th of the 
latter month. Up to August, 1901, he was on 
active duty in the Orange River Colony, includ- 
ing the actions at Wittebergen from the Ist to 
the 29th July, 1900. For his good services 
he was given a commission as 2nd Lieutenant 
in the Shropshire Light Infantry in July, 1901, 
and continued to serve with the 2nd Battalion 
in the Transyaal up to the end of the war in 
May, 1902, and was granted the Queen’s medal 
with six clasps and the King’s medal with two 
clasps. Early in 1903 he accompanied his 
battalion to India from South Africa, and was 
promoted Lieutenant in August, 1905, and 
Captain on the 5th August, 1914. In April, 
1913, he was selected as Adjutant of the 
Bangalore Rifle Volunteers ; but in February, 
1914, in order to take up a similar position in 
his battalion, he rejoined, and, on war breaking 
out, he returned with it to England. In 
December, 1914, having mobilised, the battalion 
embarked for France, Captain Leach accom- 
panying it; and he afterwards saw much service 
up to the time of his death, 

Many letters from brother officers and others 
concerning him testify to his popularity and 
bravery, and his loss was deplored in his 
battalion, to which he was devoted. 

He was married to Doris Arabella, the only 
daughter of Maunsell Smyth, of Hope Park, 
Bromley, Kent. Captain Leach is buried at 
Hawkchurch, Axminster. 


LIEUTENANT ERIC LARKIN 
WHEADON LEAKE, Ist BATTN. 
THE LANCASHIRE FUSILIERS, 
born on the 18th October, 1895, at 29, Nightin- 
gale Place, Woolwich, was the youngest son of 
Colonel G. D. N. and Mrs. Leake, 11, Porchester 
Terrace, London, W, His eldest brother, Cap- 
tain G. D. Leake, East Lancashire Regiment, 
was killed in action near Ypres on the 13th 
May, 1915, and his second brother is Staff 
Captain C. L. Leake, 69th Brigade, XXIIIrd 
Division, B. . 
Lieutenant Leake was educated at Stonyhurst 


and Beaumont Colleges and the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, from which he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 
Lancashire Fusiliers 
in October, 1914. He 
was promoted to the 
temporary rank of 
Lieutenant in March, 
1915, being subse- 
quently confirmed in 
the rank, and left to 
join the 1st Battalion 
of his regiment at the 
Dardanelles towards 
the end of May. 
On the 10th June, 1915, he was reported as 
missing after the action of the 4th June, and 
on the 22nd November, 1915, he was reported 
killed on the 4th June. 

A Senior Officer in his battalion wrote to Lieutenant 
Leake's father this: ‘ Your son took part in the attack 
delivered by us on the 4th June, aud he was one of the 
many who did not get back. It was a terrific 
day, and the attack was the greatest test of the many 


which the battalion has undergone. Your son, with 
sixteen other officers, only arrived two days before.” 


CAPTAIN GEORGE DALTON LEAKE, 
ist BATTN. THE EAST LANCASHIRE 
REGIMENT, 
who was killed in 
action near Ypres 
on the 13th May, 
1915, was the eldest 
son of Colonel 
G. D. N. and Mrs. 
Leake, 11, Porches- 
ter Terrace, London, 
W., and was born 
on the 18th October, 
1879. <A younger 
brother of Captain 
Leake, Lieutenant E. L. W. Leake, Ist Battalion, 
Lancashire Fusiliers, was killed in action in 
Gallipoli Peninsula on the 4th June, 1915; 
and a second brother, Staff Captain C. L. 
Leake, is serving with the 69th Brigade, 
XXIIIrd Division, British Expeditionary Force. 
Captain Leake was educated at St. Augustine’s. 
College (Benedictine) at Ramsgate. He served 
with the Militia during embodiment for one 
hundred and eighty-two days, and in April, 
1900, received his commission as 2nd Lieutenant 
in the East Lancashire Regiment. He was on 
active service in the South African War from 
1900 to 1902, and took part in operations in 
the Orange Free State, including actions at 
Karee Siding, Vet River, and Zand River; 
in operations in the Transvaal, including the 
action near Johannesburg; and in operations in 
the Orange River Colony. For his services he 
received the Queen’s medal with three clasps 
and the King’s medal with two. He was 
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promoted Lieutenant in Feburary, 1901, and 
.Oaptain in February, 1908. He served with 
his regiment in India in 1908, and then at 
Preston (Depot), and again in South Africa 
in 1912-14. In 1911 he received the medal 
presented on the occasion of the Investiture of 
the Prince of Wales. He vacated his appoint- 
ment as Aide-de-Camp to Lord Buxton, 
Governor-General of South Africa, to proceed 
on active service in November, 1914. 

The Officer Commanding his battalion wrote: “ Your 
son fell while leading his men in an attack on a farmhouse 
occupied by Germans. He succceded in capturing the 
farmhouse, but was shot immediately afterwards in the 
neck, and died on the field in the hands of the medical 
officers whilst they were performing tracheotomy.’’ He 
added that he was deeply regretted by himself and his 
brother officers. 

After Captain Leake’s death on the 13th May, 1915, his 
Junior Officer wrote : “‘ We had had a bombardment of 
our trenches for four hours, starting at 4 a.m. on the 
13th May. After this the enemy attacked the first-line 
trenches, and we were in the second lino in support. 
Parts of the trenches had been blown to bits, including 
the farmhouse called ‘Shell Trap Farm,’ so that the 
enemy just walked into them. As the farm was in such 
a position that whoever held it could enfilade the trenches 
left and right of it, we were told to get it back again. 
Only Captain Leake and myself of the officers were left, so 
we went forward for about 50 yards with about forty 
men. It was about 7.30 p.m. and fairly dark. When 
we got near the farm the enemy fired rapidly at us, but. 
with no effect. We got the farm, and the Germans were 
retiring when your son was shot in the neck. He seemed 
quite dazed for a few seconds, and was again shot through 
the shoulder. There was no trench, only a mass of earth 
and bricks, and it was impossible to get much shelter. 
I went over to him, and he just said, ‘I’m done for.’ 
He did not seem to have any pain, and after that: was 
quite unconscious till he died while being operated on 
at tho dressing station. It is quite unnecessary to say 
how splendid he was through everything, as of course you 
will have heard; but I shall always remember him calmly 
leading the charge to the farmhouse over ground without 
a single bit of cover, and never stopping till he had 
reached the place and forced tho enemy from it.” 
Captain Leake was a member of the Junior 
Naval and Military Club, and was a keen all- 
round sportsman. 

He married, in 1904, Annie Beatrice, daughter 
of the late R. M. Munn, Esq., ‘‘ Stacksteads,” 
Lancashire, and left one daughter—Dorothy 


Cynthia, born on the 26th February, 1910. 


LIEUTENANT ERIC LEARY, Ist BATTN. 
‘THE ROYAL IRISH REGIMENT, 
born on the 4th 
November, 1891, was 
a son of John Leary 
and Mrs.. Leary, of 
Halifax. 

He was cducated at: 
Holy Trinity School, 
Halifax, and after- 


wards joined the 
Scots Guards, in 
which he became 


Lance-Corporal and, 
by dint of great per- 
Severence and study, Assistant Schoolmaster. 
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In September, 1914, he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Royal Irish Regiment, 
becoming Temporary Lieutenant in November, 
1914, and in the following December he accom- 
panied the Ist Battalion to the front, having 
been promoted Lieutenant that month. In 
March, 1915, he was invalided home, suffering 
from rheumatism, but returned to France again 
in the following month. Lieutenant Leary 
was killed by a sniper on the 21st June, 1915, 
while he was trying to locate another sniper. 
He was buried in Houplines Cemetery. Lieu- 
tenant Leary was ‘“ known as a very keen 
officer.”” 


CAPTAIN EDWARD WILBERFORCE LEATHER, 3rd 
Batty. (RESERVE) ALEXANDRA, PRINCESS OF 
WaLes’s Own (YORKSHIRE REGIMENT), late 
LIEUTENANT, 8rd BATrN. YORKSHIRE REGI- 
MENT, attd. 2nd Barry. YorKsuirE LicuT IN- 
FANTRY, was killed in action, 18th April, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT JOHN Harvey LEcKIE, Ist 
(RoyAL) Dracoons, was killed in action, 13th 
May, 1915. 


CapTAIN OTway TREVOR MACRICHIE LECKIE, 
104th WELLESLEY’s RIFLES, INDIAN ARMY, 
died of wounds, 13th April, 1915.

that year. There he served with the Mounted 
Infantry of his regiment in the early part of the 
South African War in 1899, and was taken 
prisoner with them to Pretoria. He escaped 
in March, 1900, and after an arduous tramp 
(his foot was sprained on the second day) 
reached Delagoa Bay. Hesubsequently rejoined 
his regiment, but after a bad fever was invalided 
home. He was promoted Captain in March, 
1900, and returned to South Africa in the same 
year, being engaged with his regiment in the 
operations in the Transvaal between December 
and May, 1901, and again from January to 
May, 1902. He was mentioned in Despatches 
(‘London Gazette,” 10th September, 1901) 
and received the Queen’s medal with four and 
the King’s medal with two clasps. 

Captain Le Mesurier was seconded from his 
regiment in 1904 on appointment to the Sierra 
Leone Battalion of the West African Frontier 
Force, and in the same year took part as 
Second-in-Command in the operations against 
the Kissis. During a retirement he was com- 
manding the rearguard, and on his own initiative 
halted in a favourable position and lay in 
ambush until the enemy came within a few 
yards of him, when he charged and defeated 
them in a hand-to-hand fight. This engage- 
ment ended the campaign, and the Kissis 
submitted to British protection, Captain Le 
Mesurier receiving the Frontier medal and 
clasp for his services. He succeeded to the 
command of the battalion, and was occupied 
for the remainder of his five years’ service in 
teaching the conquered tribes to live in peace, 
establishing markets for the exchange of their 


commodities to take the place of their previous 
raids on one another’s territories. In October, 
1910, he retired from the Army, and continued 
his work in Sierra Leone as an Assistant Com- 
missioner in the Colonial Service, having long 
since earned the reputation of being a good 
friend to the natives. 

On the outbreak of the Great War, Captain 
Le Mesurier rejoined the Army, and was posted 
to a company in the 2nd Battalion of his old 
regiment, with which he served in the trenches 
at St. Ives throughout the winter of 1914-15. 
In April, 1915, their division was ordered to 
relieve the Canadians, who had been gassed in 
the Ypres salient, and he led his company in 
the attack on St. Julien until they were brought 
up at the village by a wire entanglement 
enfiladed by machine guns. Captain Ile 
Mesurier ordered his nien to lie down and 
himself went forward to cut a way for them 
through the wire, and it was while making a 
second attempt to carry this out that he was 
killed. His death occurred early in the morning 
of the 25th April, 1915, at the time when his 
old battalion, the 1st Royal Dublin Fusiliers, 
suffered such heavy losses on their landing 
in Gallipoli Peninsula. Throughout his service 
it was his first care to see to the welfare, in 
every sense, of his men, and their love and 
willing service were his reward. He used to 
speak of them as his friends, and a brother 
Officer wrote : ‘‘ The men spoke of him as their 
friend, worshipped him, and followed him any- 
where.” 

Captain Le Mesurier married. in 1906, Rachel, 
daughter of the late Frederick Gillham and Mrs. 
Gillham, of Bushey, Herts. 


CapTaAIN ERNEsT LENKE, 3rd SouTH MIDLAND 
BricaDe, Royal FIELD ARTILLERY, T.F., 
died of wounds, Ist June, 1915. 


CAPTAIN FRANK KING LESLIE, 2nd 
BATTN. THE ROYAL FUSILIERS 
poeek OF LONDON REGIMENT), 
born on the 6th Sep- 
tember, 1885, was 
the son of Henry 
K. Leslie (an old 
Harrovian), of Glen- 
bourne, Rockcorry, 
Co. Monaghan. 
He was educated at 
Harrow (The Head- 
master’s, 1899-1903) 
and was gazetted to 
the Royal Fusiliers 
in January, 1905, 
in May, 1907, and 


becoming Lieutenant 
Captain in March, 1914, and serving in India 
with his regiment up to the autumn of 1914. 
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Captain Leslie was killed during the landing 
of the troops in Gallipoli Peninsula on the 25th 
April, 1915. 


CAPTAIN WALTER ALAND LESLIE, 
7th BATTERY, AUSTRALIAN FIELD 
ARTILLERY, 
born at Hamilton, 
Brisbane, on the 19th 
August, 1887, was a 
son of Mr. and Mrs. 
A. S. Leslie, ‘“‘ Ben- 
achie,’’ South Too- 
wong, Queensland. 
He was educated at 
Brisbane Grammar 
School, and in Janu- 
ary, 1911, was 
gazetted 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in the Field Artillery, becoming Lieuten- 
ant in October, 1912. When the war broke out 
he was among the first to volunteer for foreign 
service, and was appointed to the 7th Battery, 
8rd Field Artillery Brigade, becoming Captain 
in September, 1914. Captain Leslie was wounded 
in action at Gaba Tepé, Gallipoli Peninsula, 
on the 6th May, 1915, and died on board H.M. 
Transport *‘ Gloucester Castle.’’ He was buried 
at sea. Letters from his Commanding Officers 
testify to his high courage, coolness of judgment, 
and devotion to duty during the twelve days 
he was in action on the Peninsula. 


LIEUTENANT WILLIAM ROBERT NORMAN LES- 
LIE, 3rd BaTTN. (RESERVE) GLOUCESTERSHIRE 
REGIMENT, was killed in action, 25th January, 
1915. 


LIEUTENANT THOMAS ARTHUR LETTERS, 3rd 
(RESERVE), attd. 2nd Batry. Gorpon HiGH- 
LANDERS, was killed in action, 12th March, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT JOHN ALGERNON 
LEVENTHORPE, ROYAL ENGINEERS, 
who was shot on 
the 23rd January, 
1915, while working 
in the trenches near 
Kemmel, was the 
son of J. B. Leven- 
thorpe, Public Works 
Department,Govern- 
ment of India, and 
was born at Jubbul- 
pore, Central Pro- 
vinces, India, on the 
20th April, 1893. - = 
He was educated at St. Clare, Walner, Kent, 
and at Marlborough College, where he was 
in the Cricket XI and the Football XV. He 
then went to the R.M.A., Woolwich, from 
which he received his commission in the Royal 
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Isngineers in July, 1912, and served with the 
Expeditionary Force from the 16th August, 
1914, until his death. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in August, 1914. For his services 
in the war, Lieutenant Leventhorpe was men- 
tioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of the 
14th January, 1915. 

Lieutenant Leventhorpe was a member of the 
Marlburian and of the Junior Army and Navy 
Clubs, 


Mayor Cecu, HaLttowes Lewis, ‘THE ARMY 
SERVICE Corps, died of pleurisy, 28th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN HUGH FREDERICK LEWIS, 
2nd BATTN. THE QUEEN'S (ROYAL 
WEST SURREY REGIMENT), 

born in London on 

the 9th March, 1881, 

was a son of Colonel 

J. F. Lewis, R.E., 

and Mrs. Lewis, of 
| Myddelton, Win- 
_ chester, and a 

brother of Lieuten- 

ant-Colonel P. E. 

Lewis, R.F.A., and 

of Major L. C. 
Lewis. 

He was prepared for 
the Army at the Anes College, Farnham (Mr. 
Courtney Welch), and passed his first Army 
service in the Militia, with which he served 
during embodiment for, five months, and from 
which he was gazetted to the Royal West 
Surrey Regiment in May, 1900. He served in 
the South African War, taking part in the opera- 
tions in the Transvaal from November, 1900, 
to May, 1902, including two months on the 
Zululand frontier of Natal. Tor his services 
he received the Queen’s medal with three and 
the King’s with two clasps. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in November, 1902. From October, 
1904, to May, 1907, and again from February, 
1909, to August, 1910, he was employed with 
the West African Frontier Force. He was 
promoted Captain in January, 1911. He served 
three times in Nigeria; also in India, Gib- 
raltar, Bermuda, and the Cape. For service in 
the Great War, Captain Lewis accompanied 
his battalion, which proceeded to Belgium as 
part of the VIIth Division. He was reported 
““wounded and missing ”’ on the 19th October, 
1914, having been struck by a bullet while 
leading his men in an attack, and it is now 
believed that he was killed in action on that date 
and buried in the cemetery at Ledeghem, near 
Menin. For his services in the war he was 
mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of 
14th January, 1915. 

Captain Lewis was a member of the Junior 
United Service Club. He was generally efficient 


at out-of- door sports, especially shooting. 
He married, in October, 1910, Winifred Rachel, 
third daughter of Major-General Griffith and 
Mrs. Griffith, of Maesgwyn, Winchester. He 
left two sons: Hugh Myddelton, born in June, 
1911; and Winfred Griffith, born in March, 
1915. 


LIEUTENANT MorRGAN H. Lewis, 1/4th Barry. 
(TeERRIT.) THE Royau Scots Fusiiers, died 
of wounds, 20th June, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT (temp.) LOUIS GEORGE 
LIEBENTHAL, 8th (SERVICE) BATTN.

LANDERS, attd. Ist BATTN. 
REGIMENT, 
who was killed at 
the Dardanelles on 
the 4th June, 1915, 
was the only son 
of Mr. Louis Lieben- 
thal and Mrs. Lie- 
benthal, 34, Regent 
Terrace, Edinburgh. 
He was born in 
Edinburgh on the 
4th April, 1884, and 
was educated at 
Edinburgh Academy and Fettes College. 

He was for several years in the 7th Battalion, 
Royal Scots, in which he became Lieutenant, 
but resigned his commission on going abroad 
in 1912. He returned to this country in July, 
1914, and on the outbreak of war enlisted in 
the Cameron Highlanders. He received his 
commission on the 2Ist December, 1914, as 
Temporary Lieutenant, being attached to the 
5th Battalion. Afterwards he was transferred 
to the 8th (Service) Battalion of his regiment 
with the same rank. From it he was sent to 
Gallipoli Peninsula in May, 1915, and was 
attached for duty to the Essex Regiment. 


Mayor BERNHARD ROBERT LIEBERT, LEICES- 
TERSHIRE YEOMANRY, T.F., was killed in action, 
13th May, 1915. 


MAJOR FREDERICK SUTHERLAND 
LILLIE, Ist BATTN. THE ROYAL IRISH 
REGIMENT, 
born on the Sth 
April, 1872, at Link 
Tower Lodge, Mal- 
vern Link, Worces- 
tershire, was the 
eldest son of the 
Rev. J. E. S. Lillie, 
formerly of the Ben- 
gal Civil Service, and 
a grandson of Major- 
General Sir J. 5S. 
Lillie, Knight of 


Tower and Sword, C.B., Peninsular Officer, 
7th Cagadores, and late Grenadier Guards. 
Major Lillie was educated at Winchester 
College, where he was an exhibitioner and won 
several Form prizes. He was Captain of Houses 
in football, won the fives and rackets cups, 
and was a Cadet in the Winchester Corps. 
Afterwards he went to Emmanuel College, 
Cambridge, and entered the Army as a Univer- 
sity candidate, being gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
in the Royal Irish Regiment in September, 
1893. He was promoted Lieutenant in June, 
1898, and in the following year was on active 
service on the North West Frontier of India, 
taking part in operations on the Samana, for 
which he received the medal with clasps for 
Samana and Punjab Frontier. In 1898 he held 
a trooping billet in Bombay, and in July, 1900, 
he became Captain, being Adjutant of Militia 
and Special Reserve from October, 1907, to 
October, 1911. He received his Majority in 
February, 1913. Major Lillie was fond of all 
orms of regimental sports—polo, cricket, 
football, and hockey—but his chief recreations 
were hunting, fishing, shooting, acting, and 
tennis. 

Major Lillie accompanied his battalion to 
Flanders, and was killed in action in the St. 


Eloi fight on the 15th March, 1915. 

Private Whitmore, who was present when he was killed, 
says: “Ina village just behind, Major Lillie and a few 
men encountered Germans with a machine gun. The 
men took shelter in a house and ran, one by one, past 
the Major. As the last man got in, the Major fell.” 


The Major gave proof of his devotion to, and 
admiration for, his regiment by his will, in 
which he left the interest of all investments 
to two sisters for their respective lives, and 
after the death of both all moneys, etc., were 
to be made over for the benefit of men who had 
served in the Royal Irish, their wives and 
families, at the discretion of the Commanding 
Officer of the Ist Battalion if then at home (to 
the Commanding Officer of the 2nd Battalion 
if the lst was abroad); but if both battalions 
were on foreign service, then to the Officer 
Commanding the Depot, Clonmel, Ireland. 


Captain D. A. LINDsAY, 5th BaTTN. (QUEEN'S 
EDINBURGH RIFLEs), (TERRIT.) THE ROYAL 
Scots (LOTHIAN REGIMENT), was killed in 
action, 2nd May, 1015. 


2nd LIEUTENANT SIDNEY MARTIN LINES, attd. 
1/5th (Ciry or LonpoNn) BaTrn. THE LONDON 
REGIMENT ‘LONDON RIFLE BRIGADE), T.F., 
was killed in action, 13th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT RICHARD LINTOTT, 
2/5th (CITY OF LONDON) BATTN.

BRIGADE (T.F.), was the eldest son of 
Bernard and Alice Lisle Lintott, of 11, The 
Carfax, Horsham, ‘Two of his uncles joined

the forces: Sub-Lieutenant William Lintott, 
R.N.V.R., Royal Naval Division, since killed 
in action at the = : 
Dardanelles; and 
Lieutenant A. J. C. 
Lintott, 2 /5th Batta- 
lion, London Rifle 
Brigade. 

2nd Lieutenant. Lin- 
tott was born at 11, 
The Carfax, Hor- 
sham, on the 13th 
July, 1896, and was 
educated at Hurst- 
pierpoint School 
from 1907 to 1914. At school he was a Prefect, 
played in the First Cricket XI, won the Fives 
cup, and took the part of Octavius in “ Julius 
Caesar’? in 1914, At cricket he was the best 
bat in the School team in 1914. Referring 
to the match versua M.C.C., the ‘ Johnian ” 
records that ‘ Lintott was very daring, for 
he hit three fours in the first over and settled 
down to enjoy himself.” His best score was 
against Whitgift, when he made eighty-seven 
runs. 

At Hurstpierpoint Mr. Lintott was in the 0.T.C., 
in which he became a Sergeant and held Certifi- 
cate ‘A.”’ When war against Germany was 
declared he was in camp with the School 
Corps. The camp was struck, as the Govern- 
ment stores were wanted elsewhere, and he 
then tried to get into a Regular regiment. He 
was only eighteen, and, as his youthful appear- 
ance was against him, he could not find anyone 
to take him. He would not wait, and joined 
the Public Schools’ Special Corps at Paddock 
Camp, Epsom; but after a month on the hill 
he transferred to the 2 /5th Battalion, London 
Rifle Brigade, as a Private. A fortnight after- 
wards the 1/5th Battalion was under orders 
for France, and volunteers from the 2 /5th 
Battalion were called for to make up strength. 
He jumped at this chance of getting out quickly, 
and was transferred to the 1/5th Battalion at 
Crowborough. He took very kindly to soldier- 
ing, and all through the long and dreary winter 
of 1914-15, from all accounts, he was one of the 
most cheerful of men, and many a stew was 
enriched by rabbits that he got by digging and 
wiring in Ploegsteert Wood. 

In April, 1915, 2nd Lieutenant Lintott received 
his commission in the 2 /5th Battalion, London 
Rifle Brigade, but, as every available man was 
wanted at the time to fill the breach made in 
the line by the German gas attack, he went 
into the fight with the 6th Battalion. 2nd 
Lieutenant Lintott was killed at Fortuin on the 
8rd May, 1915, by one of our own shells, whilst 
asleep in a reserve trench, after four days’ 
action in the second Battle of Ypres. He was 
buried at Fortuin, 
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LIEUTENANT ERIC LANCELOT 
LIPSCOMB, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. 2nd 
BATTN. PRINCESS CHARLOTTE OF 
WALES'S (ROYAL BERKSHIRE REGT.), 
r— 7 was officially —_re- 


ported as “ missing, 
believed _ killed,” 
after the attack at 
Fromelles on the 9th 
May, 1915. He was 
wounded and car- 
ried to a German 
sap trench, and had 
to be left there, 
and, as no further 
news has been re- 
ceived, it must, un- 
fortunately, be assumed that he succumbed 
to his wounds. 

He was the only son of the late Lancelot C. L. 
Lipscomb, barrister-at-law, Middle Temple, and 
of Mrs. Lipscomb, The Hill, Totteridge, and was 
born at St. Albans, Herts, on the 26th August, 
1893. He was educated at Naish House, Burn- 
ham, Somerset, and at Charterhouse, after- 
wards entering Oriel College, Oxford. He was 
in the O.T.C. for seven years. At Oxford he 
won the Challenge cup for sailing in Oxford v. 
Cambridge, and was also in the second rowing 
Fight of his College. 

He was about to complete his course at Oxford, 
in preparation for entering the legal profession, 
when the war broke out, but he was gazetted 
2nd Lieutenant in the 3rd Royal Berks Regi- 
ment on the 15th August, 1914, and was pro- 
moted Lieutenant in March, 1915. He trained 
at Cosham and Southsea, and in March was 
sent to France, where he was attached to the 
2nd Battalion of his regiment for active service, 
and was serving with it when he was killed. 


LIEUTENANT JACK LITCHFIELD, 3rd (RESERVE) 
attd. Ist Batty. THE BEDFORDSHIRE REGI- 
MENT, died of wounds, 22nd October, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ANDREW LITTLE, 
19th BATTN.

In November, 1914, he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Territorial Force, and for 
active service he was sent to France on the 
19th April, 1915.

He was buried 
near Verlorenhoek.

In Liverpoo! he was a member of the Rugby 
Football team. He was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
in the Special Reserve of Officers in August, 
1914, and went to the front at the end of 


February, 1915. where he was very popular 
amongst his comrades, who deeply mourn his 
loss. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lloyd had two other sons at the 
front: Captain T. W. Lloyd, also of the 4th 
Battalion, Liverpool Regiment; and 2nd

CLARE ELIOTT-LOCKHART, D.S.0., a.s., 
formerly of QUEEN VICTORIA'S OWN 
CORPS OF GUIDES (FRONTIER FORCE) 
INDIAN ARMY, Commanding the 59th 
SCINDE@RIFLES, FRONTIER FORCE, 

was the son of 


Colonel William 
Eliott - Lockhart, 
Royal (late Madras) 
Artillery, and was 
born at Kamptce, 
Madras, on the 21st 
September, 1867. 

He was educated at 
Somerset College, 
Bath, and the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, 
and joined the West 
India Regiment in November, 1887, in which he 
became Lieutenant in June, 1889. In Novem- 
ber of the following year he was transferred to 
the Indian Army, in which he became Captain 
in November, 1898. He saw a great deal of 
active service, for he was Brigade Transport 
Officer in the Waziristan Expedition (1894-95), 
receiving the medal with clasp. He took part 
in the operations in Chitral, in 1805, with the 
relief force, being present at the storming of 
Malakand Pass, again receiving a imcdal and 
clasp. In 1897-98 he was on active service 
in the North West Frontier of India, taking 
part in the defence and relief of Malakand, 
the relief of Chakdara, operations in Bajaur 
and in the Mamund Country, Utman Khel, and 
Buner. For his services in this campaign 
he was mentioned in Despatches (‘‘ London 
Gazette,” 5th November, 1897), was awarded 
the D.S.O., and received two clasps to his 
former medal. In 1900 he was present at the 
fighting in China, where he acted as corre- 
spondent to ‘ The Times,” receiving a third 
medal; and in 1903-04 was on service in East 
Africa, taking part in operations in Somaliland, 
including the action at’ Jidballi; from March 
to July, 1903, on special service with the Field 
Force; and from July, 1903, to June,. 1904, 
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as D.A.A.G. of the Force. His services on the 
Staff in the field qualified him for Staff employ- 
ment, and he was gain mentioned in Despatches 
(‘‘ London Gazette,” 2nd September, 1904), 
aud received the medal with two clasps. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Eliott-Lockhart, who ob- 
tained his Majority in November, 1905, was 
a member of the United Service Club, and 
was fond of fishing and shooting. He wrote 
“A Frontier Campaign ” in collaboration with 
Lord Fincastle, V.C. 

He became Lieutenant-Colonel in November, 
1913, and in January, 1915, was selected for 
the command of the 59th Scinde Rifles, in place 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Fenner, killed in action.

ceived in action on 
the 3lst October, 
1914, was the third 
son of the late 
Thomas Lomax, 
Esq., of Grove Park, 
Yoxford, Suffolk. 

He was born in 
London on the 2nd 
1855, and was educated at Rugby. He 


August, 
entered the Army at the age of nineteen, being 
gazetted Sub-Lieutenant in June, 1874, when 


he was posted to the 90th Foot. He was 
promoted Lieutenant the same month. 

From 1877-79 he was on active service in 
South Africa, taking part in the Kaffir Cam- 
paign and in the operations against the Galekas, 
and in the Water Kloof and Perie Bushe He 
also participated in the attack on the Intala 
Ka Udoda Bush, and during the expedition 
against the Zulus was present at the affair of 
Zungen Nek and the actions at Kambula and 
Ulundi. For his services he received the medal 
with clasp, 

From February, 1878, to July, 1880, he was 
Adjutant of his battalion, and in the latter 
month he was gazetted Captain in the Camer- 
ronians (Scottish Rifles). From September, 
1883, to September, 1885, he was Adjutant of 
Auxiliary Forces, becoming Major in January, 
1886, and Lieutenant-Colonel in October, 1897, 
when he succeeded to the Command of the 
Ist Battalion, [he Cameronians, This he held 
for the usual term of four years, and went on 
half-pay in October, 1901, with the rank of 
Brevet Colonel, receiving his substantive pro- 
motion in February, 1902. 

General Lomax began to come to the front as a 
Staff Officer after the South African War, 
when, in February, 1902, he was appointed 
A.A.G. to the 2nd Army Corps Staff at Salis- 
bury, which appointment he held until April, 
1904, when, in recognition of his useful work, 
he was appointed to the Command of the 10th 
Brigade, 2nd Army Corps (becoming later the 
10th Brigade, Vth Division, Eastern Command), 


and he made his mark in the training of these 
troops, being very sound in his, leading at 
manoeuvres. This appointment terminated in 
April, 1908, when he was promoted Major- 
General; and in August, 1910, he succeeded 
Sir James Grierson in the command of the Ist 
Division, Aldershot Command, which he found 
in a very efficient state, and he kept it so, 
adding qualities to it which proved in the face 
of the Germans that no better unit exists. 
He trained the Ist Division for war, and took it 
on service as part of the Ist Army Corps, and 
was in the heavy fighting of the great retire- 
ment. He was one of the first senior officers 
to be wounded, receiving injuries on the 31st 
October, 1914, which proved fatal. 

He was mentioned in Sir John French’s Des- 
patch of the 8th October, 1914, and ir the same 
month was promoted Lieutenant-General for 
distinguished services in the field (‘‘ London 
Gazette,’’ 27th October, 1914), the rank to 
date from the 14th of the month. A Ist Army 
Corps Order of the 21st November stated that 
the 23rd, 24th, 27th, and 15th German Army 
Corps and parts of the 2nd Corps and the Corps 
of the Guards had been against him in action, 
and that the Ist and IInd Divisions had beaten 
each of these bodies. Sucha test is the highest 
that war can give, and Lieutenant - General 
Lomax’s Command came through that ordeal 
as a victorious unit. For his services in the 
war with Germany he was awarded the C.B. 
(“ London Gazette,” 18th February, 1915). 
Lieutenant-General Lomax married Mary Helen, 
daughter of John P. Alston, Esq., of Muirburn, 
Lanarkshire, and leaves one daughter, Norah, 
the wife of Lieutenant-Colonel G. D. Jebb, 
D.S.O.

Major Lord was educated at a private school in 
St. John’s Wood, London, afterwards going to 
the Royal Lancaster Grammar School and St. 
Peter’s College, Cambridge, where he graduated 
B.A. At the Royal Lancaster Granimar School 
he was the winner of the Gymnasium Cup in 
1887. He also won his colours for Rugby 
football at school, and at. Cambridge he rowed 
in the winning boat of his College Trial Eights. 
He commenced his military career in the old 
Worcester Militia, which he joined as a sub- 
altern in 1893, becoming Lieutenant in 1895 
and Captain in June, 1897. During his con- 
nection with the Worcester Militia he also 
acted as Company Training Officer with the 
1st Cadet Battalion, King’s Royal Rifle Corps, 
at Finsbury Square, London, F.C., and with 
The Queen’s (Royal West Surrey Regiment) 
at Guildford, in which capacity he rendered 
most useful public service. He served with the 
Worcester Militia in the South African War, being 
made an Honorary Captain in the Army in 
October, 1900. He took part in operations in 
Cape Colony, and received the Queen’s medal 
with three clasps.

= born on the 3rd 


June, 1892, was the 
eldest son of Charles 
Adshead Loxton, 
LL.B., of Shoal Hill 
House, Cannock, and 
a grandson of Sir 
Edward Holden, 
Glenelg, Walsall. 
He commenced his 
education at Mr. 
Royle’s Preparatory 
School at Stanmore, 
and later proceeded to the Druries, Harrow, 
where he remained until he was in the VIth 
Form, and became a Monitor. On leaving 
school he entered University College, Oxford, 
where he passed with classical honours in 
Moderations. Mr. Loxton was fully six feet 
high and splendidly proportioned. He was one 
of his College Kight, but in 1914 was prevented 
from rowing in the boat owing to an attack of 
appendicitis. He was entering on his fourth 
year at Oxford when the Great War broke out, 
and, as he had been a member of the O.T,C, 
in 1913, he immediately applied for a com- 
mission on the commencement of hostilities. 
He was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 5th 
Battalion, North Staffordshire Regiment, in 
August, 1914, and, having undertaken Imperial 
Service obligations, he went to the front with 
that battalion in March, 1915. On the 23rd 
May, 1915, 2nd Lieutenant Loxton was out 
early in the morning with some of his men 
repairing some wire entanglements in front 
of the trench. He was hit by a bullet and died 
in the ambulance on the way to a hospital. 
He was buried in the churchyard at Neuve 
Fglise. 

The Officer Commanding his battalion, himself since 


killed, wrote: ‘I am so sorry about your son. He was 
certainly the bravest man I have seen out here, and 


endeared himself to all of us. We did our best to make 
him more cautious, but he would set the example—as he 
did to all of us—to his platoon, and he made them into 
a splendid lot of men. The loss must be terrible to you, 
but you have the knowledge that he fell doing his duty 
in front of the trenches and leading his men. We have 
no one who can take his place,” 

A Senior Officer wrote: ‘I need only say that he was 
universally beloved by both officers and men, and his 
platoon would have done anything for him and followed 
him anywhere, and his splendid behaviour in the face 
of danger has left us all a good example. We are all 
proud to have known him.” 

His Soldier Servant, who has since been killed, wrote : 
“We have to pass the churchyard in going to and from 
the trenches, and every man, of his own accord, marches 
to attention as he passes his grave.” 

A Private wrote: “‘ We have had a sad day to-day, as 
we lost our best officer. He was my platoon officer, 
and he was working in front with one of our lads when a 
flash of lightning came and lit the spot up. They saw 
him, and only fired one shot, but they got him. He was 
a toff, and never ask: yone to do « job in front without 
going first or going with them."” 

Lieutenant Loxton was fond of yachting, and 
had just returned from a yachting cruise on the 
West of Scotland when war broke out. He was 
also a member of the University and Public 
Schools’ Camp, in which he took a keen interest. 
One who knew him in this connection wrote : ‘* My most 
vivid memories of him will always be those connected 
with ‘Camp,’ i.e., ‘The University Camps for Public 
Schools,’ where I first met and got to know and value 
him. The last time I was with him under canvas, he 
was ‘ Sub-Adjutant * about the most onerous and least 
attractive job in the camp, but it seemed to suit him 
down to the ground, as providing a thoroughly practical 
outlet for the religious spirit which brought him there. 
He did not fancy himself as a talker, and had a scarcely 
concealed scorn for those of his brother officers who 
seemed to talk more than work; but for work of every 
kind, whether washing dishes or ‘ making up’ perform- 
ances for camp concerts, he had at once a genius and 
real zest. As a result, he could make others work, both 
boys and officers, and yet be as popular as anyone in 
the place; and it was no surprise to hear that, as an 
officer, he was a strict disciplinarian and yet a favourite 
with his men. The origin of his nickname at camp, 
“Vivvy,’ I never found out, but if it was an unconscious 
tribute to his extraordinary ‘liveness "—the ‘ vivid * 
quality of his temperament—it was not ill-chosen.”

his death is a great loss to the battalion, as in him we have 
lost a good officer and a very popular comrade. It will 

be a comfort to you to know that he had no suffering 
and that he did his duty nobly and behaved in a most 
gallant way throughout the fighting for the good of his 
country, and we shall one and all miss him inevery way.” 
His Commanding Officer, in a letter to his parents, says : 
“T cannot tell you what a grief it was to me, and I feel 
that he lost his life in order to save mine. We were in 
a trench together, and I was on the point of rushing 
forward to lead some men, who had stopped, under cover, 
Your son heard me say I was going, when he jumped 
over the parapet, saying, ‘ No, sir, I am going,’ and 
rushed forward. His loss to the battalion is very great. 
I miss him very much—both as a friend and as an officer.

Lunnon, 3, Portiand 
Villas, Marlow, was 
born at Great Mar- 
low, Bucks, on the 
10th August, 1887. 
Mr. Lunnon assisted 
his father in his 
business, that of a 
builder and con- 
tractor, till the age 
of eighteen; but, 
having served as a Bugler for five years in the 


1st Bucks Rifle Volunteer Corps, in which also 
his father served for twenty-seven years, he 
determined to join the Regular Army and make 
it his life’s profession. He joined the 2nd 
Battalion. Duke of Cornwall’s Light Infantry, 
on the 10th November, 1905, at Bodmin, and 
went out with a draft to join the battalion, 
then at Gibraltar, with the rank of Lance- 
Corporal. After two years at Gibraltar he 
went to Bermuda with the rank of Corporal, 
and two years later to Bloemfontein, South 
Africa, where he was appointed Regimental 
Schoolmaster-Sergeant. He was a_ splendid 
athlete, six feet two inches in height, was in the 
regimental football and cricket teams, and won 
the regimental rifle championship while in 
Africa. This so unsettled him that he applied 
for permission to rejoin the battalion to have 
more time for sport. The battalion proceeded 
to Hong Kong at the end of 1913 and landed 
in England in November, 1914, to take part in 
the Great War. On arrival in England he pro- 
ceeded with the battalion to Hursley Park, 
Winchester, and his Colonel recommended him 
for a commission, requesting that he should 
still remain in his own regiment. He was 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in Deceniber, 1914, 
aud posted to the 2nd Battalion of his regi- 
ment. The battalion landed in France in 
December, 1914, as part of the 82nd Brigade 
of the XXVIIth Division. He eventually 
commanded his company ‘ B,” and was 
killed at St. Jean on the 23rd April, 1915, 
at the head of his company while leading 
the attack. 

A Captain wrote of him: “ About poor Lunnon he was 
wounded twice during that awful attack whilst at the 
head of his company. He kept up wonderfully well, 
but his Sergeant-Major advised him to leave the lines, but 
at that moment Lunnon was shot in the forehead. For 
several days he was missing. One night after we were 
fighting over that same ground his body was discovered in 
a ditch, quite five hundred yards from where he was shot. 
He had evidently struggled back to the dressing station, 
I got some stretcher-bearers and buried his body by 
Lieutenants Morris and Stewart, of the Durham Light 
Infantry. We put up a little wooden cross and wrote 
the name on it. I had Lunnon’s company afterwards, 
and I know how the men missed him."’ 

The Officer now commanding the battalion wrote: ‘I 
only took over command of this battalion after the sad 
death of your son. I have asked the officers now left 
who were in the battalion at the time. Your son was 
in command of ‘B* Company at the time of his death 
and during the attack made by the regiment near 
Julien he was shot through the head. His company 
was one of the two leading companies of the battalion 
in the attack, and they came under a very heavy rifle 
I did not know your son per- 
sonally, but from what I have heard he was a most 
excellent officer and his death was much regretted by 
all ranks, and had he been spared we are all sure he would 
have done very well.”

prizes, including those for the mile, half-mile, 
quarter-mile, and hurdles, winning the Queen’s 
Cup as the best athlete. He was also a good shot 
with a rifle, and took a keen interest in the 
College O.T.C. 

He left his college in August, 1914, when he 
was gazetted to the 8rd (Reserve) Battalion of 
his regiment. He left for France in January. 
and was promoted Lieutenant in that battalion 
in February, 1915, and in April, 1915, was 
transferred, as 2nd Lieutenant, to the Ist 
Regular Battalion of his regiment. He was 
killed on the 16th May, 1915, at Kestubert, 
while leading his men to a successful attack 
on the German trenches, and is buried close 
to Essars near six other oflicers of the Royal 
Welsh Fusiliers, who were killed on the same 
day. 


2nd Lieutenant Joun Lynxcu, Royan Freip 
ARTILLERY, was killed in action, 3rd May, 1915, 
LIEUTENANT WALTER Scorr Stuart Lyon, 
9th (HIGHLANDERS) Barrn. (TreRKIT.) THE 
Roya Scots (LOTHIAN REGIMENT), was killed, 
8th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL GEORGE 
BUNBURY McANDREW, Commanding 
2nd BATTN. LINCOLNSHIRE REGT., 
who was killed in 
action at the Battle 
of Neuve Chapelle on 
the 10th March, 
1915, was the second 
son of the late 
Major- General 
George McAndrew, 
Bengal Staff Corps. 
He was born at 
Lahore, Punjab, 
India, on the 13th 
February, 1863, and 
was educated at Inverness College and at the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, from which he was gazetted 
to the Lincolnshire Regiment, as Lieutenant, in 
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September, 1882. From December, 1888, to 
December, 1892, he was Adjutant of his 
battalion, and from the latter date to April, 
1894, was Garrison-Adjutant at Singapore, 
having been promoted Captain in December, 
1893. 

He served in the South African War with the 
2nd Battalion of his regiment, which was in 
the 14th Brigade, and took part in the long 
march from Enslin to Pretoria, being the first 
battalion to enter the enemy’s country. On 
one occasion, in the course of this march, it 
covered thirty-five miles in twenty hours on 
half-rations, and came in time to help to keep 
Cronje at Paardeburg. He was present at 
operations in the Orange Free State, including 
the operations at Paardeburg, and in the 
Transvaal, including actions at Poplar Grove, 
Karee Siding, Vet River, Zand River, near 
Johannesburg, and Pretoria. He was men- 
tioned in Despatches (‘‘ London Gazette,” 
10th September, 1001), received his Brevet. 
Majority in November, 1900, and the Queen’s 
medal with three clasps and the King’s medal 
with two clasps. 

He received his Substantive Majority in October, 
1903, and in 1904 he went to Pekiu to study 
Chinese, passing with honours in the language. 
Subsequently he did six months’ exploration 
work in Mongolia, and on his return, in 1906, 
he was employed as Inspector of Chinese 
Labour in the ‘Transvaal. He succeeded to the 
command of the 2nd Battalion of the regiment 
in July, 1912, at Gibraltar, and when the war 
with the Central Empires broke out was serving 
with it in Bermuda. In the absence of the 
Governor, Lieutenant-Colonel McAndrew, acting 
in his stead, declared martial law, and read the 
King’s Speech in the Bermuda Parliament. 
Leaving Bermuda, the 2nd Lincolns came to 
Europe, and formed part of the 4th Army 
Corps for service on the Continent. 

Describing the circumstances of the fight in which 
Lieutenant-Colonel McAndrew was killed, the Officcr 
who succecded him in the Command wrote: ‘‘ To our 
regiment was given the place of honour for the attack, 
alongside the Berkshires, and we practically split the 
village of Neuve Chapelle between us, the line, of course, 
being extended to right and left. The Colonel, hit by 
a shell, fcll soon after the start. His loss is quite irre- 
parable.” 

The following account of his death was written by a 
brother Officer and published in ‘* The Times” of the 
Gth April, 1915: ‘* What I want known is the gallant. 
way in which Licutenant-Colonel G. B. McAndrew met 
his end. His leg was shattered by a shell shortly after 
wo started, and ho died within an hour. He must have 
been in great agony, but never a thought did he utter 
of himself. Ilis one concern was as to how his regiment 
was doing. ‘ Have they taken the trenches ? ’ he asked. 
He insisted on being propped up. so that he could get a 


view of us while we assaulted, and thug he watched until 
God claimed him.”” 


Sergeant-Major Parish remained with him 
untiltheend. He was buried on the 14th March, 
1915, in the Regimental Cemetery at Rue 
Masselot, near Laventie, France. For his 


services in the war he was mentioned in Sir 
John French’s Despatches of 14th January 
and 31st May, 1915. 

Lieutenant-Colonel McAndrew was a member 
of the Junior United Service Club.

He was educated at. 
Green Bank School, 
Liverpool, Clifton 
College, and Trinity 
College, Oxford, 
where he took his B.A. degree in Jurisprudence 
in October, 1914. He played football and 
cricket, and was a keen fisherman and motor 
cyclist. He was gazetted to his battalion in 
September, 1914, proceeding to France in 
March, 1915, and was killed near Festubert on 
the 16th May, 1915. He was shot through the 
head and died instantly. 


A brother Officer sent the following account of his death : 
“* He diced simply splendidly, leading his platoon to the 
attack. It wasn’t possible for anything to live in the 
fire he and his men had to face, but he was yards ahead 
of his men when he fell. I saw him Just before he went 
over and shook him by the hand, expecting to follow 
the next moment. We both agreed it wasn’t much use, 
but he was splendidly cheery about it. Those of his 
men who remain mies him terribly. They really loved 
him. He was an ideal officer, and they appreciated 
this.” 

The “Oxford Magazine,” in a memoir of him, said : 
“‘ He was influential in a quiet way, and his friendship 
was highly valued by those brought into closer contact 
with a character of obvious sincerity and refinement.’’

was the son of the J 
Rev. G. R. and Mrs. 
McClenaghan, of 


Thistlehurst, Ips- 
wich. 
He was born at 


Epsom on the 27th 
February, 1895, and 


was a Foundation 
Scholar of Marl- 
borough College, 


where he was Cap- 
tain of his House 
and a Lieutenant in the O.T.C. He obtained a 
History Scholarship for Clare College, Cam- 
bridge, but never commenced his University 
career, for on the outbreak of the war he 
obtained a commission in the Special Reserve, 
Wiltshire Regiment, in August, 1914. He left 
for the front two days before Christmas, 1914, 
and on the 16th June, 1915, was shot through 
the heart while leading his men in a charge on 


the German trenches at Hooge. 

A brother Officer gave the following account of the 
circumstances : ‘‘ We had made a successful charge and 
taken two German trenches. He was rallying some men 
at the time when he was shot through the heart. I 
placed him in a trench, hoping the wound would not be 
fatal. His only words to me were. ‘ Don’t mind me.’ 
I had to leave him to go on with the charge. When I 
saw him about a quarter of an hour later he had died. 
He died a very gallant death at the head of his company.’” 
A Captain of his battalion wrote: ‘* Your boy was one 
of my subalterns for four months, when I gave up the 
command to a school friend of his, Mr. Gregory. He 
died on the 16th June in an attack on the German 
trenches, leading his men and showing by his conduct a 
contempt for death that did much to steady his men.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT (TEMP. LIFUTENANT) JAMES 
GARDINER McCormick, 2nd BATtN. THE WoR- 
CESTERSHIRE REGIMENT, was killed in action, 
15th-16th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT HEW McCOWAN, 1/8th 
BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE CAMER- 
ONIANS (SCOTTISH RIFLES,) 
the elder son of David McCowan, 9, Park 


Circus Place, Glasgow, and a grandson of 
David S. Cargill, of Glasgow, was born in that 
city on the 13th August, 1890. 

He was educated at Glasgow Academy until 
ten years of age, afterwards going to Cargil- 
field, Fettes College, and Christ Church College, 
Oxford. In October, 1912, he received a 
commission, as 2nd Licutenant, in the 8th 
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Battalion, Scottish Rifles, in which he was pro- 
moted Lieutenant in September, 1914. At the 
outbreak of war he 
had undertaken Im- 
perial Service obliga- 
tions, and for active 
service he proceeded 
to the Gallipoli Pen- 
insula. Lieutenant 
McCowan was re- 
ported “ missing’ on 
the 28th June, 1915, 
and it was not until

of his death was 
forthcoming. An Officer of the ‘‘ Hawke ”’ Bat- 
talion had taken the field glasses and revolver 
holster from a body lying on the field of battle.

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CAPTAIN GEORGE McCRAE, 4th 
BATTN. (QUEEN’S EDINBURGH 
RIFLES), (TERRIT.) THE ROYAL 
SCOTS (LOTHIAN REGIMENT), 
although wounded in 
the leg, was. still 
leading his men in 
action on the Galli- 
poli Peninsula when 
he was killed by a 
bullet in the head 
on the 28th June, 
1915. 

He was the son of 
Colonel Sir George 
McCrae, V.D., J.P., 
D.L., Vice-President 
of the Local Government Board for Scotland, at 
present commanding the 16th (Service) Battalion, 
The Royal Scots, residing at Torluish Grange, 
Edinburgh. Captain McCrae was born in 
Edinburgh on the 10th December, 1883, and 
was educated at George Watson’s College, 
Edinburgh. In later life he showed himself to 
be a keen horseman. He joined the 4th Volun- 
teer Battalion, Royal Scots, as a Bugler, in May, 
1898. In June, 1901, he was given a com- 
mission as 2nd Lieutenant, was promoted 
Lieutenant in 1903 and Captain in October, 
1909. On the outbreak of the war he, with his 
entire company, volunteered for active service. 
In March, 1915, he was appointed to the 
command of a double company. 


LIEUTENANT ROBERT ARTHUR 
DOUGLAS McCULLOCH, Ist BATTN. 
THE KING'SOWN (ROYALLANCASTER 
REGIMENT), was the eldest son of Lieutenant 
ColonelT. McCulloch. M.B.,R.A.M.C.,and a grand- 
son of the late Archdeacon French, of Mauritius, 


He was born at Dover on the 17th July, 1895, 
and was educated at Wellington and the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, 
receiving his com- 
mission in October, 
1914, and being pro- 
moted Lieutenant in 
February, 1915. He | fe 
served with his bat- 
talion at the front, 
near Ypres, from 
November, 1914, till 
he fell, having been 
appointed Hand 
Grenade Officer to 
his company in March. He was killed on the 
2nd May, 1915, near Ypres, while bravely 
leading his men in action. 

A brother Officer, recounting the circumstances, said : 
“The advanced trench was commanded by Lieutenant 
Greenwood, and your gallant boy went forward with 
reinforcements and met his death in front of his men. 
It may be a consolation to you to know that death was 
instantaneous. He was buried near to the place where 
he fell. Your boy was belovd by us all, both for his 
personality and for his splendid soldierly qualities. He 
was very happy in bis all too short life with the regiment, 
and we shall miss him sadly."" 


Another officer spoke of how universally popular 
he was, both with his brother officers and men, 
in the 3rd and Ist Battalions of the regiment. 
One of the men, speaking of him, said: ‘ Mr. 
McCulloch is a fine young man, and a very 
gallant one, too.” 

His Commanding Officer said he had been doing 
real good work, and he had recently sent his 
name in for gallant conduct in helping to 
rescue men when the Germans blew in a 
(British) mine at Le Touquet. He went 
most gallantly, without any orders from his 
Commanding Officer, to get back a house out 
of which the Germans had driven our men by 
the use of gas.

CAPTAIN KENNETH McDIARMID, 3rd 
(RESERVE) attd. 2nd BATTN. THE 
KING'S OWN SCOTTISH BORDERERS, 
was the son of the 


late John MeDiar- 
mid and of Mrs, 
McDiarmid, Auchen- 
vhin, Dalbeattie, 
Scotland, 

Captain MeDiarmid 
was born on the 
26th October, 1581, 
at 5, Devonshire 
Road, Liverpool, 
and was educated 
at Sedbergh 
School and at the 


Royal Agricultural 


College, Cirencester, where he gained a 
Certificate of Membership, having passed the 
Final Examination with honours. He was a 
keen sportsman, having won various cups. 
On leaving College he obtained an appointment 
under the Bombay Burma Trading Corporation, 
Ltd., and was home on leave when the war with 
Germany broke out. 

He immediately applied for a commission, and 
in September, 1914, he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Reserve Battalion, King’s 
Own Scottish Borderers. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in November, 1914, and for active 
service was attached to the 2nd Battalion of his 
regiment. His promotion to Captain, to date 
from February, 1915, was not gazetted until 
May, 1915—after his death. Captain McDiar- 
mid was killed instantaneously on Hill 60, near 
Ypres, on the 18th April, 1915, while “‘ gallantly 
holding a hill we had captured.” 

His Commanding Officer wrote of him: ‘ He not only 
showed a splendid example of leadership, but of great 
heroism: though wounded, he refused to go away from 
the fighting line, and finally, when his platoon was very 
much reduced in numbers, and the Germans were, in 
consequence, pressing on to the parapet, he leapt on to 
the parapet himself, and met his end most valiantly 
fighting at close quarters. He was an officer whose 
brave deeds will never be forgotten in his regiment, and 
whose charming personality made a great impression 
on me for the short three weeks I knew him.” 

A brother Officer wrote: ‘‘ He was wounded through 
the arm first, but refused to leave the firing line. About 
6 a.m., while cheering on the Scottish Borderers, he was 
shot clean through the head, and was killed instant- 
aneously. Your son was beloved by his men and fellow 
officers, and in losing him the regiment has lost one of 
its best officers, and myself one of my best chums. It 
is some little consolation to know that his bravery pulled 
his men together at a very critical point, and his memory 
will never be forgotten.’”’ 

And another brother Officer. gave the following account 
of the fight at Hill 60: ‘‘ The conduct of ‘A’ Company 
was extraordinarily good. They had between one hundred 
and twenty and one hundred and thirty casualties out 
of one hundred and sixty. Lieutenant McDiarmid did 
extraordinarily well there: although severely wounded 
he kept up a rapid rifie fire from behind a blockade until 
he was killed. I was told his conduct was absolutely 
heroic, for he succeeded in holding a very important 
communication trench, thus saving a rather dangerous 
situation; as but for his action it might well have 
resulted in our communication being cut.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT THE REV. CHARLES 
GORDON MACDONALD, 1/6th BATTN. 
TERRIT.) THE CAMERONIANS (SCOT- 


i 


TISH RIFLES), 
born in Glasgow on 
the 7th March, 1889, 
was a son of the late 
Edward Ellice Mac- 
donald, of ‘‘ Heath- 
ville,” Bearsden, 
Glasgow. His 
brother is serving 
with the Canadians 
in France. 

Mr. Macdonald was 
educated at Hillhead 
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High School and afterwards at Glasgow Uni- 
versity, where he took his M.A. degree with 
First Class Honours in English Literature and 
History, and where he was actively associated 
with the O.T.C. After obtaining his B.D. 
degree, he was licensed by the Presbytery in 
May, 1914, and immediately called to act as 
Assistant Minister in Hamilton. When war 
broke out in August, 1914, he decided to apply 
for a commission, and in September he was 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 6th Battalion, 
Scottish Rifles. 

When asked why he wanted to resign his appointment 
as a clergyman to go as a combatant, he replied: ‘I 
go as o clergyman-combatant. to fight for the Christian 
Faith, and do my bit in helping the men to do the same. 
I must go and fight. All that matters now is victory for 
the right.” 

2nd Lieutenant Macdonald accompanied his 
battalion to France, and after some time in the 
trenches he was wounded in the foot, but: after 
spending three weeks in hospital he heard that 
his battalion was going into action, so he 
decided to rejoin it, although his injury was 
not properly healed. His company, ‘“ A,” 
was in front of the battalion in the charge at 
Festubert on the 15th June, 1915, and 2nd 
Lieutenant Macdonald, at the head of his 
platoon, led the way. 

“He was twice severely wounded,’ wrote an Officer, 
“but rose and staggered on, calling on his men to follow 
him.” When wounded a third time he fell, and before 
morning died where he lay. In the words of a brother 
Officer, he died ‘‘a brave Christian soldier, the first 
Scottish minister to fall as a combatant in this war.” 
Another Officer wrote: ‘‘ We were in a stiff corner, and 
had to stand still under fire. For a moment the men 
wavered, but Macdonald asked leave to hold a service. 
The shells burst around, but Macdonald’s prayer worked 
wonders, and the men felt the steadying effect. The 
thought of a religious service with shells bursting around 
—that was Gordon Macdonald, every inch.’’ The 
Chaplain to the battalion wrote: ‘‘ Our battalion was 
put in the front of the attack, and Lieutenant Macdonald 
was in the foremost company. He was very seriously 
wounded soon after they made the charge, and must 
have died immediately. The regiment has lost an 
excellent officer, and I have lost a valued friend and 
assistant.’’ 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES Hopson BARRING- 
TON MACDONALD, 44th BATTERY, ROYAL FIELD 
ARTILLERY, was killed, 23rd March, 1915.

of the Local Government Board for Scotland, at 
present commanding the 16th (Service) Battalion, 
The Royal Scots, residing at Torluish Grange, 
Edinburgh.

LIEUTENANT ROBERT ARTHUR 
DOUGLAS McCULLOCH, 1st BATTN. 
THE KING’S OWN (ROYALLANCASTER 
REGIMENT), was the eldest son of Lieutenant 
ColonelT, McCulloch, M.B.,R.A.M.C.,andagrand- 
son of the late Archdeacon French, of Mauritius, 


He was born at Dover on the 17th July, 1895, 
and was educated at Wellington and the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, 
receiving his com- 
mission in October, 
1914, and being pro- 
moted Lieutenant in 
February, 1915. He 
served with his bat- 
talion at the front, 
near Ypres, from 
November, 1914, till 
he fell, having been 
appointed Hand 
Grenade Officer to 
his company in March. He was killed on the 
2nd May, 1915, near Ypres, while bravely 
leading his men in action. 

A brother Officer, recounting the circumstances, said : 
“The advanced trench was commanded by Lieutenant 
Greenwood, and your gallant boy went forward with 
reinforcements and met his death in front of his men. 
It may be a consolation to you to know that death was 
instantancous. He was buried near to the place where 
he fell. Your boy was belovd by us all, both for his 
personality and for his splendid soldierly qualities. He 
was very happy in bis all too short life with the regiment, 
and we shall miss him sadly.’’ 

Another officer spoke of how universally popular 
he was, both with his brother officers and men, 
in the 3rd and Ist Battalions of the regiment. 
One of the men, speaking of him, said: ‘ Mr. 
McCulloch is a fine young man, and a very 
gallant one, too.” 

His Commanding Officer said he had been doing 
real good work, and he had recently sent his 
name in for gallant conduct in helping to 
rescue men when the Germans blew in a 
(British) mine at Le Touquet. He went 
most gallantly, without any orders from his 
Commanding Officer, to get back a house out 
of which the Germans had driven our men by 
the use of gas.

Captain McDiarmid 
was born on the 
26th October, 1881, 
at 5, Devonshire 
Road, Liverpool, 
and was educated

College, Cirencester, where he gained a 
Certificate of Membership, having passed the 
Final Examination with honours. Te was a 
keen sportsman, having won various cups. 
On leaving College he obtained an appointment 
under the Bombay Burma. Trading Corporation, 
Ltd., and was home on leave when the war with 
Germany broke out. 

He immediately applied for a commission, and 
in September, 1914, he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Reserve Battalion, King’s 
Own Scottish Borderers. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in November, 1914, and for active 
service was attached to the 2nd Battalion of his 
regiment. His promotion to Captain, to date 
from February, 1915, was not gazetted until 
May, 1915—after his death. Captain McDiar- 
mid was killed instantaneously on Hill 60, near 
Ypres, on the 18th April, 1915, while “ gallantly 
holding a hill we had captured.” 

His Commanding Officer wrote of him: ‘ IIe not only 
showed a splendid example of leadership, but of great 
heroism: though wounded, he refused to go away from 
the fighting line, and finally, when his platoon was very 
much reduced in numbers, and the Germans were, in 
consequence, pressing on to the parapet, he leapt on to 
the parapet himself, and met his end most valiantly 
fighting at close quarters. He was an officer whose 
brave deeds will never be forgotten in his regiment, and 
whose charming personality made a great impression 
on me for the short three weeks I knew him.” 

A brother Officer wrote: ‘‘ He was wounded through 
the arm first, but refused to leave the firing line. About. 
6 a.m., while cheering on the Scottish Borderers, he was 
shot clean through the head, and was killed instant- 
aneously. Your son was beloved by his men and fellow 
officers, and in losing him the regiment has lost one of 
its best officers, and myself one of my best chums. It 
is some little consolation to know that his bravery pulled 
his men together at a very critical point, and his memory 
will never be forgotten.”” 

And another brother Officer gave the following account 
of the fight at Hill 60: ‘‘ The conduct of ‘A’ Company 
was extraordinarily good. They had between one hundred. 
and twenty and one hundred and thirty casualties out 
of one hundred and sixty. Lieutenant McDiarmid did 
extraordinarily well there: although severely wounded 
he kept up a rapid rifie fire from behind a blockade until 
he was killed. I was told his conduct was absolutely 
heroic, for he succeeded in holding a very important 
communication trench, thus saving a rather dangerous 
situation; as but for his action it might well have 
resulted in our communication being cut.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT THE REV. CHARLES 
GORDON MACDONALD, 1/6th BATTN. 
TERRIT.) THE CAMERONIANS (SCOT- 
TISH RIFLES), 
born in Glasgow on 
the 7th March, 1889, 
was a son of the late 
Edward Ellice Mac- 
donald, of ‘“‘ Heath- 
ville,” Bearsden, 
Glasgow. His 
brother is serving 
with the Canadians 
in France. 

Mr. Macdonald was 
educated at Hillhead 
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High School and afterwards at Glasgow Uni- 
versity, where he took his M.A. degree with 
First Class Honours in English Literature and 
History, and where he was actively associated 
with the O.T.C. After obtaining his B.D. 
degree, he was licensed by the Presbytery in 
May, 1914, and immediately called to act as 
Assistant Minister in Hamilton. When war 
broke out in August, 1914, he decided to apply 
for a commission, and in September he was 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 6th Battalion, 
Scottish Rifles, 

When asked why he wanted to resign his appointment 
as a clergyman to go as a combatant, he replied: ‘tI 
fo as ao clergyman-combatant to fight for the Christian 
Faith, and do my bit in helping the men to do the same. 
I must go and fight. All that matters now is victory for 
the right.” 

2nd Lieutenant Macdonald accompanied his 
battalion to France, and after some time in the 
trenches he was wounded in the foot, but after 
spending three weeks in hospital he heard that 
his battalion was going into action, so he 
decided to rejoin it, although his injury was 
not properly healed. His company, ‘“ A,” 
was in front of the battalion in the charge at 
Festubert on the 15th June, 1915, and 2nd 
Lieutenant Macdonald, at the head of his 
platoon, led the way. 

“He was twice severely wounded,” wrote an Officer, 
“but rose and staggered on, calling on his men to follow 
him.’””) When wounded a third time he fell, and before 
morning died where he lay. In the words of a brother 
Officer, he died ‘‘a brave Christian soldier, the first 
Scottish minister to fall as a combatant in this war.” 
Another Officer wrote: “* We were in a stiff corner, and 
had to stand still under fire. For a moment the men 
wavered, but Macdonald asked leave to hold a service. 
The shells burst around, but Macdonald's prayer worked 
wonders, and the men felt the steadying effect. The 
thought of a religions service with shells bursting around 
—that was Gordon Macdonald, every inch.’’ The 
Chaplain to the battalion wrote: ‘‘ Our battalion was 
put in the front of the attack, and Lieutenant Macdonald 
was in the foremost company. He was very seriously 
wounded soon after they made the charge, and must 
have died immediately. The regiment has lost an 
excellent officer, and I have lost a valued friend and 
assistant.’” 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES Hopson BarRRING- 
TON MACDONALD, 44th BaTrery, RoyaL FIELD 
ARTILLERY, was killed, 23rd March, 1915. 


CAPTAIN HERBERT CREAGH Mac- 
DONNELL, THE ROYAL IRISH REGT., 
attd. ROYAL FLYING CORPS, 
born on the 30th March, 1884, was the 
only son of Colonel MacDonnell, now C.R.E., 
XXXIVth Division, and Mrs. MacDonnell, of 
Rossmore, Fleet, Hampshire. 

He was educated: at Elstree School and 
Cheltenham College, joining the Royal Irish 
Regiment in November, 1903, and becoming 
Lieutenant in April, 1906. He was promoted 
Captain in March, 1910, and after serving 
in South Africa and India in April, 1913, he 
joined the Royal Flying Corps, in which he 
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remained a year. Early in 1914 he rejoined his 
regiment, remaining in 


the Reserve of the 
Royal Flying Corps. 
On the outbreak of 
the war he was 
ordered to rejoin that 
corps, and served 
with it in France, 
being promoted 
Flight Commander 
on the 18th May.

and he thinks you would like tohaveacopy. He cannot 
express too deeply his opinion of this officer's gallantry, 
or his sympathy for you in your great loss. (Signed) 
Owen Gough, Lt., XII Cavalry, A.D.C., 7th Division.” 
The Officer Commanding 2nd Bedfordshire Regiment 
wrote: ‘‘ They [i.c., the War Office in notifying the 
death] have not told you that he had a glorious soldier's 
death, leading his platoon gallantly against the enemy. 
We took the enemy trench, but unfortunately were un- 
able to retain possession of it for long, and those who were 
left got themselves away with difficulty and were unable 
to carry the dead back; so I am very sorry to say that 
your son’s body was left where he met his end. I think 
I am allowed to tell you that I am reporting to the 
Brigadier-General that he Ied his men with great dash 
and gallantry, which was witnessed by several people. 
He had not been with us long enough for us to get to 
know him well, but he showed signs of making an ex- 
cellent officer, and I am very sorry indced to have lost 
his services.” 

An Officer of his company wrote: ‘“ He showed splendid 
spirit all the way through, and constantly went down 
along the trench to see that the men were keeping their 
spirits up. When the attack was ordered we had to 
charge onc platoon at a time, and No. 8—your son’s— 
was the first to leave the trench. Several officers of 
other regiments besides those of our own, who were near, 
remarked on the way your son led the charge. He was 
easily the first man at the Germans, and he was seen 
climbing up over the German ‘ crater ’ while the rest were 
still streaming across the open. Soon afterwards he was 
killed by what was, I am eure, a speedy and painless death. 
We shall all miss him very much, officers and men.” 
His Company Commander wrote of him: ‘* He was an 
excellent officer and a very good friend, and his behaviour 
under fire was the finest example his men could have. 
He fell leading his men on after we had captured the 
German trench on the top of the old mine crater. This 
spot is quite close to the village of Givenchy, near 
Festubert.’’

He was educated at 
Cargilfield, Mid- 
lothian, taking a 
scholarship for Marl- 
borough. He was in 


the Hockey XI in 1910, in the Gymnastic VIII 
which won the Shield in 1911, and he won the 
Fishers Divinity Prize in 1910. On leaving 
Marlborough he travelled with a tutor for six 
months, and then entered New College, Oxford, 
where he took honours in History, intending to 
enter the diplomatic service. On the outbreak 
of war he enlisted in Lovat’s Scouts, and was 
offered a University commission by his College, 
which he accepted, and was gazetted to the 
3rd South Staffordshire Regiment, as 2nd 
Lieutenant on probation, in November, 1914. 
He left in May, 1915, for the front, where he 
was attached to the 2nd Battalion, Bedford- 
shire Regiment, and he was killed on the 16th 
June, 1915, while leading his platoon in an 
attack on a German trench. 

The official report of his death was as follows: ‘ 2nd 
Lieutenant Macfie, C.W., 3rd Battalion, South Stafford- 
shire, attached 2nd Battalion, Bedford Regiment, 
Givenchy, June 16th, killed, was in command of the first 
platoon which assaulted the crater. He Ied his platoon 
most gallantly and fearlessly, and was killed shortly 
after his men obtained a footing in the enemy's lines.’’ 
The report was accompanied by the following message 
from the General Officer Commanding the VIIth Division, 
British Expeditionary Force: ‘‘ The enclosed Is a report. 
of the action of 2nd Lieutenant C. W. Macfie, 3rd South 
Staffordshire Regiment, attached 2nd Battalion, Bed- 
fordshire Regiment, as brought to Gencral Gough’s notice, 
and he thinks you would like tohaveacopy. He cannot, 
express too deeply his opinion of this officer's gallantry, 
or his sympathy for you in your great loss. (Signed) 
Owen Gough, Lt., XII Cavalry, A.D.C., 7th Division.” 
The Officer Commanding 2nd Bedfordshire Regiment 
wrote: ‘ They [i.e., the War Office in notifying tho 
death] have not told you that he had a glorious soldier's 
death, leading his platoon gallantly against the enemy. 
We took the enemy trench, but unfortunately were un- 
able to retain possession of it for long, and those who were 
left got themselves away with difficulty and were unable 
to carry the dead back; so I am very sorry to say that 
your son’s body was left where he met his end. I think 
I am allowed to tell you that I am reporting to the 
Brigadier-Gencral that he led his men with great dash 
and gallantry, which was witnessed by several people. 
He had not been with us long enough for us to get to 
know him well, but he showed signs of making an ex- 
cellent officer, and I am very sorry indeed to have lost 
his services.” 

An Officer of his company wrote: “ Ile showed splendid 
spirit all the way through, and constantly went down 
along the trench to sce that the men were keeping their 
spirits up. When the attack was ordered we had to 
charge one platoon at a time, and No. 8—your son’s— 
was the first to leave the trench. Several officers of 
other regiments besides those of our own, who were near, 
remarked on the way your son led the charge. He was 
easily the first man at tho Germans, and he was seen 
climbing up over the German ‘ crater ’ while the rest were 
still streaming across the open. Soon afterwards he was 
killed by what was, I am eure, a speedy and painless death. 
We shall all miss him very much, officers and men.” 
His Company Commander wrote of him: ‘‘ He was an 
excellent officer and a very good friend, and his behaviour 
under fire was the finest example his men could have. 
Ho fell leading his men on after we had captured the 
German trench on the top of the old mine crater. This 
spot is quite close to the village of Givenchy, near 
Festubert.”” 

2nd Lieutenant Macfie was mentioned in Sir 
John French’s Despatch of 30th November, 
1915, for gallant and distinguished service in 
the field. 
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MAJOR ALEXANDER HENRY 
CAMPBELL MacGREGOR, 2nd 
BATTN. PRINCESS VICTORIA'S 
(ROYAL IRISH FiIUSILIERS), 
was the son of the 


late Donald Mac- 
Gregor, R.N.R., of 
Eaglehurst, Isle of 
Man, formerly in the 
H.E.LC.S., and a 
grandson of the late 
Edward Cullin, 
Esq., also in the 
H.E.1. , for many 
years Magistrate at 
Cochin, Southern 
India. 

He was born at Eaglehurst, on the 23rd Novem- 
ber, 1872, and was educated privately, joining 
the Royal [rish Fusiliers from the Militia in 
December, 15! becoming Lieutenant in 
January, 1899. He served in the South 
African War, 1899-1902, being in Natal during 
the early stages, and fought at Talana Hill, 
under Lieutenant-General Penn Symons, in 
the first action of the war. The troops had to 
scale the rocky slopes in face of a deadly fire, 
which struck down the General and many of his 
staff. He was also engaged in operations in 
the Orange River Colony (1900-01), and the 
Transvaal (1902), being present at the action of 
Lombard’s Kop. He received the Queen’s 
medal with four clasps and the King’s medal 
with two clasps. 

Having obtained his company in May, 1902, he 
was employed with the 4th Uganda Battalion, 
King’s African Rifles, from July, 1903, to July, 
1908, and later, after having been for many 
years in the Ist Battalion of his regiment, 
joined the 2nd Battalion in India. Major 
MacGregor, who was promoted to that rank in 
September, 1914, was killed early in the after- 
noon of the 14th March, 1915, while conunanding 
a trench at St. Eloi, near Ypres, Belgium, 
when the trenches attacked by the 
Germans. His trench held out, and next night 
he was brought back and buried in the little 
cemetery outside Voormezeele village. 

He was a member of the Junior United Service 
Club, and his recreations were polo, hunting 
and big-game shooting.

CAPTAIN DONALD ALASTAIR MAC- 
GREGOR, 2nd BATTN. PRINCESS CHAR. 
LOTTE OF WALES’S (ROYAL BERK- 
SHIRE REGT.), youngest son of Donald 
MacGregor, solicitor, of Ardchoille, Oban, was 
born in Oban, Argyllshire, on the 7th June, 1889. 
He was educated at Fettes College, Edinburgh, 
where he won his Colours for the Football First 
XV and for the Cricket First XI. He won the 
mile and half-mile races in 1907 and 1908, also 
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taking second place in the quarter-mile and 
Afterwards 


ra 


went to the 
R. -, Sandhurst, 
where he played half- 
back for the XV in 
1908 and 1909, and 
won the half-mile 
race in the College’s 
annual contest with 
the R.M.A., Wool- 
wich. 

He obtained his com- 
mission, as 2nd Lieu- 
tenant, in the Royal 
Berkshire Regiment 
in September, 1909, and was posted to the 2nd 
Battalion, then stationed in India. He was pro- 
moted Lieutenant in June, 1911, and to the 
temporary rank of Captain in December, 1914, 
which was confirmed in April, 1915. 

Captain MacGregor was shot in the head and 
severely wounded on the 9th May, 1915, in an 
attack on a German trench, near Fromelles, 
and was taken prisoner. He died of his wounds 
in Hanover on the 15th August, 1915, and was 
buried in the military cemetery there. For his 
services in the war Captain MacGregor was men- 
tioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of the 31st 
May, 1915, and was recommended for the D.S.O., 
but owing to his death this could not be awarded. 
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LIEUTENANT CORTLANDT RICHARD 
MacGREGOR, 2nd BATTN. THE 
SOUTH WALES BORDERERS, 
————_— who was killed in 
B action in Gallipoli 
Peninsula on the 5th 
May, 1915, was the 
elder and only sur- 
viving son of Cort- 
landt George Mac- 
Gregor, Llantrisant 
House, Llantrisant, 
Glamorgan. 
He was born on the 
7th February, 1894, 
Roe ae and was educated at 
King’s College School and by a tutor in Ger- 
many. Having passed through the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, he was gazetted to the South Wales 
Borderers in February, 1913. He joined the 
Ist Battalion at Chatham, and being desirous 
of going abroad applied to be transferred to 
the 2nd Battalion, with which he sailed for 
China in September, 1913. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in September, 1914. With his 
battalion he took part in the siege of Tsingtau, 
and returning with it to England in January, 
1915, left for the Mediterranean in March, 1915. 
His younger and only brother, 2nd Lieutenant 
K. C. MacGregor, King’s Own Scottish Borderers, 
was killed near Ypres on the 26th February,1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT KENNETH CORT- 
LANDT MacGREGOR, 2nd BATTN. 
THE KING’S OWN SCOTTISH 
BORDERERS, 
who was killed in | 
action near Ypres 
on the 26th Febru- 
ary, 1915, was the 
younger son of Cort- 
land George Mac- 
Gregor, of Llantris- 
ant House, Llantris- 
ant, Glamorgan. 

He was born on the 
21st January, 1896, 
and was educated at 
Lancing College, by a tutor in Germany, and at 
the R.M.C., Sandhurst. He received his com- 
mission, as 2nd Lieutenant, in the King’s Own 
Scottish Borderers in October, 1914. 
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2nd LIEUTENANT MARCUS Me. 
GREGOR, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. 2nd 
BATTN. THE CHESHIRE REGIMENT, 
was the second son 
of Josiah McGregor, 
C.E., and of Mrs. 
McGregor, of Glen- 
gyle, Victoria Road, 
Upper Norwood. 

His youngest bro- 
ther, Ronald, who 
was also a 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in the same 
regiment, was killed 
in Flanders on the 
25th May, 1915. 

2nd Lieutenant M. McGregor was born in Cal- 
cutta on the 7th March, 1874, and came to 
England asa child, his father having retired 
from India. He was educated at Dulwich 
College, and obtained an appointinent in India, 
where he remained for five years. He was then 
appointed by a British company to be their 
representative in the Philippine Islands, and 
eventually negotiated the sale of these lands to 
the American Government with Mr. Taft, 
then Governor. At the conclusion of this busi- 
ness he went to Chile as the legal representative 
of a nitrate company, and had been at home for 
some time when war was declared. Mr. Mc- 
Gregor was a member of the Thatched House 
Club, a keen sportsman, and an excellent shot. 
On the outbreak of the war with Germany 
Mr. McGregor applied for a commission, and in 
September, 1914, gazetted to a 2nd 
Lieutenancy in the Reserve Battalion, Cheshire 
Regiment, with which he trained at Birkenhead. 
At the end of six months 2nd _ Lieutenant 
McGregor was ordered to the front, and was 
attached to the 2nd Battalion of his regiment. 
After some time spent in the trenches he was 


was 


made Officer Commanding the Road Guards’ 
Detachment at Poperinghe, which position he 
held for three months. He then rejoined the 
2nd Battalion, Cheshire Regiment, and took 
part in the big advance resulting in the Battle 
of Loos. 

2nd Lieutenant McGregor was killed in action 
on the 2nd October, 1915, in the Hohenzollern 
Redoubt, taken from the Germans, and was 
buried where he fell. His Superior Officer 
wrote of him: ‘‘ A most capable, fearless, and 
efficient officer.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT RONALD MALCOLM 
McGREGOR, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. 2nd 
BATTN. THE CHESHIRE REGIMENT, 
Ss was a son of Josiah 


| McGregor, C.L., of 
| 45, Victoria Road, 
i Upper Norward, 
London. 

He was born at: Glen- 
isla, Vermont Road, 
Upper Norwood, on 
the 2nd February, 
1889, and was edu- 
cated at Dulwich 
College, where he 
was for three years 
a zealous member of the Volunteer Corps and 
of the Football Club. 

After he had finished his school career, Mr. 
McGregor went out to the Argentine, whence he 
returned in December, 1914, to apply for a 
commission. He was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
in the Reserve Battalion, Cheshire Regiment, 
in January, 1915. 2nd Lieutenant McGregor 
trained at Birkenhead, and took the Sandhurst 
Course at Freshfield. He was highly commended 
by his Commanding Officer, and was sent to the 
front in May with a draft of thirty men. At 
the front he was attached to the 2nd Battalion 
of his regiment, in which his brother was also 
serving. He arrived at the front on the 23rd 
May, 1915, and meant to go and see his brother 
(who was on guard duty at Poperinghe), but he 
and his platoon were called out to go into action 
near Ypres, where the Germans were attacking 
with gas. 2nd Lieutenant McGregor was found 
in a shell-hole by the doctor of the regiment, 
slightly gassed, and was recommended to return 
to Headquarters with another officer, who was 
badly gassed, but he refused to go, and after he 
felt better took command of his company 
in the open all that day. He was one of the 
few of his battalion who came out of the battle 
untouched. The ground taken was not tenable, 
and they had to retire into the trenches, where, 
while serving out ammunition with another 
Officer the next morning, ‘the 25th May, 1915, 
he was shot through the head by a sniper. The 
verdict of his fellow officers was that, all through 
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the action on the 24th, he was “ splendid.” 
His first and last battle 1! He was buried near 
where he fell, three miles east of Ypres. 


LIEUTENANT ROBERT MURRAY MACGREGOR; 
1/13th (CounTY oF LoNDON) PRIN LouIse’s 
KENSINGTON Batry. THE LONDON REGIMENT, 
T.F., was killed in action, 0th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT - COLONEL WILLIAM 
FREDERICK RICHARD HART. 
McHARG, Commanding the Ist BATTN. 
BRITISH COLUMBIA REGIMENT, 
killed in action on 
the 24th April, 1915, 
was one of the first 
senior overseas 
officers to fall in the 
war. He was the 
only son of the late 
Major W.  Hart- 
McHarg, Essex 
(44th) Regiment, and 
of Mrs. Hart-Mc- 
Harg, now residing ] 
at 113, Clifton Hil, 

St. John’s Wood, London, and formerly of 
Bruges, Belgium. He was born at Kilkenny 
on the 16th February, 1869, and was educated 
at Bruges. 

Colonel Hart-McHarg had lived in Canada for 
the last thirty years, and was a barrister-at-law 
and solicitor of the Supreme Court of British 
Columbia, practising at Vancouver as a partner 
in the firm of Messrs. Abbott, Hart-McITarg and 
Duncan. He had served for twenty years in 
the Canadian Militia, passing through all 
ranks from Private to Commanding Officer. 
He took part in the South African War with the 
first contingent of the Royal Canadian Regiment, 
and was present at Paardeberg, Dricfontein, 
Johannesburg, and in the Cape Colony, receiving 
the Queen’s medal with four clasps inscribed 
with the above names. He was one of the 
Canadian contingent: sent over to represent 
the Colony at the Coronation of H.M. King 
George V. 

He was a well-known rifle shot, and won the 
match at Camp Perry, Ohio, in 1913, becoming 
the individual champion of the world by making 
a total of 220 out of a possible 225 at the 800, 
900, and 1,000 yards ranges. In the year he 
won the Governor-General’s Gold Medal at the 
Dominion Rifle Association’s meeting, and was 
a member of the Canadian Bisley team on 
several occasions. 

It was in keeping with his character that on 
the outbreak of the war with Germany, Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Hart-McHarg was among the 
first Canadians to respond to the Empire’s call. 
Almost at once he became a Licutenant-Colonel 
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in Command of the 7th Battalion, which he 
fitted and hardened at Valcartier, and then took 
for a post-graduate course to Salisbury Plain, 
England. 

He was wounded on the 23rd April, and died 
the next day, near Ypres. 

He was mentioned in Sir John French’s Des- 
patch of 31st May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN JOHN DOUGLAS MacIN.- 


TOSH, T.D., 1/5th BATTN. (QUEEN’S 
EDINBURGH RIFLES) (TERRIT.) 
THE ROYAL SCOTS (LOTHIAN 


REGIMENT), 
was the second son 
of the late James 
MacIntosh, Lowier- 
ait, Perthshire, and 
was born at Ballin- 
loan Farm. Ballin- 
luig, on the 21st 
November, 1869. 

He was educated at 
Logierait Public 
School and Raining’s 
College, Inverness. 
He entered the head office of the North British 
and Mercantile Insurance Company, Edinburgh, 
at the age of nineteen, and for many years he 
held the post of Assistant Surveyor in the 
Fire Department. He was connected with the 
Volunteer and Territorial Force for twenty-six 
years, becoming Lieutenant in March, 1901, 
and Captain in his battalion in March, 1904. 
He had qualified for promotion to field rank, 
and on the outbreak of war undertook Imperial 
Service with his whole battalion. He was 
killed in action in Gallipoli Peninsula on the 
6th May, 1915, being shot by a sniper during an 
advance on Krithia while in temporary com- 
mand of his battalion. 

Captain MacIntosh was a member of the 
Perthshire and Unionist Clubs, Edinburgh, and 
was one of the best-known and most popular 
Territorial officers in that city. A man of 
magnificent physique, he was in his younger 
days a prominent figure in Scottish athletic 
circles. He was one of the finest weight- 
putters and hammer-throwers Scotland has 
yet produced. Between 1891 and 1897 he 
gained twelve Scottish amateur championships 
(six each for weight and hammer), and repre- 
sented Scotland against Ireland in their annual 
athletic contest during the first four years of 
its history, being the winner of the putting in 
1897. In 1895, and again in 1896, he established 
putting records for Scotland, and more than 
once exceeded 100 feet in throwing the hammer 
from a fixed mark. He was the sixth Scottish 
athletic International to lose his life iu the war 
or during preparation for it, 


2nd LIEUTENANT J. M. McINTosH, 2nd BaTrn. 
Tne Roya Irisit RIFves, was killed in action, 
16th June, 1915. 

LIEUTENANT ROBERT RAE MCINTOSH, SPECIAL 
RESERVE, attd. 2nd Barry. Tuk QUEEN’S OWN 
CAMERON HIGHLANDERS, was killed, 24th 
April, 1915. 


CAPTAIN ANDREW TUCKER 
SQUAREY MacIVER, CHESHIRE FIELD 
COMPANY, WELSH DIVISIONAL EN- 
GINEERS, ROYAL ENGINEERS, ue F.), 
was the fourth son 


of the late David 
Maclver, M.P. for 
Kirkdale, Liverpool, 
and of Mrs. Mac- 
Iver, Manor Hill, 
Birkenhead. He 
was grandson of 
Charles Maclver, one 
of the founders of 
the Cunard line. 
Born on 24th Au- 
gust, 1878, at Wan- 
lass How, Ambleside, he was educated at 
Bilton Grange, Rugby, and Sedbergh, subse- 
quently becoming a partner in the firm of Messrs. 
David MaclIver and Co., and: managing director 
of Messrs. David MacIver, Sonsand Co., Ltd. 
He was associated with the Cheshire Engineers 
in the old Volunteer days, having been gazetted 
Lieutenant in that corps in October, 1900. 
He became a Captain in the Cheshire Field 
Company in May, 1905, and had qualified for 
the rank of Field Officer, and when the change 
came to the Territorial Force he went into the 
Officers’ Reserve. He became J.ieutenant- 
Colonel of the City of Liverpool Cadet Bat- 
talion, King’s (Liverpool Regiment), upon its 
inception in 1911, and did much work on its 
behalf. At the outbreak of war he volunteered 
for foreign service, and went to the front in 
December, 1914. Captain MacIver was shot 
in the leg on the night of the 23rd April, 1915, 
whilst at work on the front line of trenches, 
and succumbed to his wound early next morn- 
ing. He was buried in the Soldiers’ Cemetery, 
La Clytte, Flanders. 

Captain MacIvcr marricd Florence, daughter 
of Alderman Crosthwaite, ex-Lord Mayor of 
Liverpool, and left one son. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CLAUDE LYSAGHT 
MACKAY, 2nd BATTN. WORCESTER- 
SHIRE REGIMENT aattd. 2nd BATTN. 
MANCHESTER REGIMENT, 
younger son of the late Edward Vansittart 
Mackay (Indian Police) aud of Nina Mackay, 
10, College Road, Clifton, Gloucestershire, was 
born at Rajkot, India, on the 29th October, 
1894, 


He was educated at Clifton College, where he 
was a prominent member of the Cricket X1, 
and won the Chal- 
lenge Cup in the 
Athletic Sports. He 
also won the Public 
Schools’ Heavy- 
weight Boxing Com- 
petition at Aldershot. 
in 1913. In the Clif- 
ton Xl he proved 
himself a fine free- 
hitting bat and a 
useful fast bowler, 
and he also got his 
football cap. After leaving school, he played 
cricket for his county. An account of his victory 
in the boxing contest above referred to was pub- 
lished in the “Sportsman ” of the 15th June, 
1915, by a critic who had attended these con- 
tests for several years, and who said that he 
had never seen such an electrifying perform- 
ance. Though tall, he was slim, and even some- 
what frail-looking, and had practically never 
had the gloves on before the preceding Christ mas. 
He disposed of his first two opponents in fifty 
seconds, although the second was a considerably 
heavier man; and in the final had to meet 
one of Driscoll’s pupils from St. Paul’s, whom, 
in the words of the critic, ‘tin exactly one 
minute and a half he reduced to impotence.” 
From Clifton College, having won the Leaving 
Exhibition, he went to Cambridge, winning a 
Classical Exhibition into Corpus Christi College, 
where he again distinguished himself in athle- 
tics. On the day war was declared he was on 
the Old Cliftonians’ Cricket Tour, but before 
the day was ended he was home, and had 
filled up an application for a commission. 
On the 15th August he was gazetted to the 5th 
(Reserve) Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment, 
and joined the Expeditionary Force on January 
Ist, 1915, being given a commission in the 
regiment on the 14th February, 1915, when he 
was posted to the 2nd Battalion. For active 
service he was attached to the 2nd Battalion, 
Manchester Regiment. On the 28th May, 1915, 
while in command of a company—a great 
responsibility for so young an officer—he was 
wounded, and died in hospital at Boulogne on 
the 7th June, 1915. 


Among the many letters speaking of him, one from the 
Sergeant of his platoon says: “I do not think he will 
ever be forgotten. There was no braver officer: he al- 
ways did his duty, and more than his duty, staying out 
when on patrol duty very close to the enemy trenches; 
and when our trenches were boing shelled he was always 
near at hand, bandaging up the wounded and cheering 
his men on and somctiines, when we would be all wet 
through and in a thoroughly dismal condition, up he 
would come with cigarettes, and then he would receive 
the smiling thanks of the men—nothing like a cigarette 
to put a smile on our faces! Ho was very popular with 
us all, always doing what was fri his power to make things 
as pleasantas possible for us under very trying conditions.” 
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CapTAIN (lemp.) FERic Reay Mackay, 13th

in action, 6th June, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT DONALD CHARLES MACKENZIE, 
Ist Batre. SEAFORTH HIGHLANDERS (Ross- 
SHIRE Burrs, THE DUKE oF ALBANY'S), died 
of wounds, 20th January, 1915. 

CAPTAIN DaviID FERG N MACKENZIE, 1 /4th 
Batrn. (TERRIT.) THE QUEEN’s OWN CAMERON 
HIGHALNDERS, was killed in action, 18th May, 
1915. 

CapTaIN FREDERICK OBRE MACKENZIF, AD- 
JUTANT, 7th DUKE oF CONNAUGHT’s OWN 
RagpuTs, Expian ARmy, was killed in action, 
3rd March, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT GORDON ALEXANDER 
GORDON MACKENZIE, 16th BATTN. 
CANADIAN EXPEDITIONARY FORCE, 
was born in Toronto 
on the 22nd August, 
1882, the eldest son 
of H. Gordon Mac- 
Kenzie, barrister, 
Toronto; of the 
Inner Temple, Lon- 
don; and of Beatrix 
Kathleen, daughter 
of the late Alex- 
ander Donovan, of 
Framfield Vlace, 
Sussex. 

He was educated at Ridley College, St. Cathe- 
rine’s, Ontario, Canada, and, having served for 
several years in the Reserve of Officers as 
Lieutenant in the Queen's Own Rifles of 
Toronto, joined the 30th Battalion, Canadian 
Expeditionary Force, when the war broke out at 
Victoria, British Columbia, as Lieutenant. He 
was transferred to the 16th Battalion, Canadian 
Highlanders, in April, 1915. 

Lieutenant MacKenzie was killed on the 21st 
May, 1915, at Festubert, but no particulars 
have been received. His younger brother, 
Lieutenant C. G. G. MacKenzie, 2nd Battalion, 
Royal Scots Fusiliers, was killed on the 29th 
October, 1914, at Gheluvelt. 

He was unmarried, and before leaving Canada 
owned and managed a fruit farm on Lake 
Kootenay, near Nelson, British Columbia.

SPECIAL RESERVE attd. 2nd BATTN. 
SCOTS GUARDS, elder son of James Mac- 
kenzie, by his marriage with Alice Georgina, 
youngest sister of Sir James Home, Bart., and 
@ grandson of the late James Mackenzie, of 
Auchenheglish, Dumbartonshire, was born on 
the Ist October, 1894, at Kansas City, Missouri, 
U.S.A. 
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He was educated at Upper Canada College, 
Toronto, Canada, and having been gazetted to 
Fz the Special Reserve 
| of the Scots Guards 
in December, 1914, 
went to the front in 
March, 1915. His 
promotion to Lieu- 
tenant was notified 
in the ‘ London 
Gazette’ in June, 
the rank to date from 
January, 1915. He 
was a member of 
: the Guards’ Club. 
Lieutenant Mackenzie .was killed on the 16th 
May, 1915, in the Battle of Festubert, France, 
while fighting at close quarters with the enemy. 
On that morning, at the Battle of Festubert, 
after having assisted with his regiment in 
charging and clearing three consecutive trenches 
of the enemy, he, with others, was thereafter 
detached to clear an orchard held by the enemy, 
and this they accomplished in brilliant manner. 
His body was not recovered till nine days after 
his death, when he was found lying, at the head 
of a number of his dead men, still holding his 
revolver in his hand, which would indicate 
that he had been instantly killed. There were 
great numbers of dead Germans around them, 
showing how yallantly the Scots Guards had 
fought for their country. 


Masor JOHN MACKENZIE, V.C., Ist (attd. 2nd) 
Batrrn. THe BEDFORDSHIRE REGIMENT, was 
killed in action, 17th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT MARK KINCAID 
MACKENZIE, 4th BATTN. THE KING’S 
ROYAL RIFLE CORPS, attd. 3rd 
BATTN. THE RIFLE BRIGADE, 
reported missing on 
the 25th September, 
1914, was born on 
_ 22nd August, 1888, 
the only child of 
Lord and Lady Mac- 
kenzie. 
He was educated at 
Winchesterand Mag- 
dalen College, Ox- 
ford, where he took 
his degree in 1910. 


es : He was gazetted to 
the King’s Royal Rifle Corps in July, 1911, and 
joined the 4th Battalion in India. He was 
promoted Lieutenant in March, 1914. At the 


outbreak of the war he was home on leave, 
and was attached to the 3rd Battalion, Rifle 
Brigade. At the Battle of the Aisne, in an 
attack at dawn on the German trenches near 
Soupir, north-east of Soissons, he was seen to 


fall wounded; he got up and still led his 
platoon. The fire was heavy from rifle and 
machine gun, and he fell again, close to the 
enemy’s trenches, calling to his men, ‘‘ Come 
on, come on!” 

He was in the Winchester XI (1905-06-07) ; was 
a Harlequin at Oxford ; belonged to the M.C.C. 
and I Zingari; hunted with the Duke of 
Buccleuch’s Hounds ; shot markhor and ibex 
in Kashmir; and was a member of the Honour- 
able Company of Edinburgh Golfers and the 
New Club, Edinburgh. 


2nd LikuTENANT Murpo JoHN MACKENZIE, 
ARGYLLSHIRE (MOUNTAIN) Barrery, 4th HiGH- 
LAND (MOUNTAIN) BRIGADE, ROYAL GARRISON 
ARTILLERY, was killed, 28th June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ROpDERICK IAN MACKENZIE, 
1st Barry. THE BLAcK WatTcH (ROYAL HiaH- 
LANDERS), died of wounds, llth April, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT RONALD ANGUS 
HUGH MacKENZIE, Ist BATTN. THE 
PRINCE OF WALES'S LEINSTER 
REGIMENT (ROYAL CANADIANS), 
only son of Gordon 
T. MacKenzie, Esq., 
Indian Civil Service 
(retired), was born 
at Tunbridge Wells, 
Kent, on the 9th 
March, 1891. 

He was educated at 
the Oratory School, 
Edgbaston, Bir- 
mingham, and at the 
R.M.A., Woolwich, 
where he was a 
Cadet in the Infantry Company. He worked in 
Social Settlements, and was described by Mr. 
Norman Potter as ‘‘ the best helper I ever had.” 
He was gazetted to the Leinster Regiment in 
October, 1910, becoming Lieutenant in July, 
1912. He was appointed Machine-gun Officer 
to his battalion, which crossed to France in 
December, 1914. He was in charge of three 
Maxims in the trenches at Dickebusch, near 
Ypres, on the 7th February, 1915, and before 
dawn moved to one end of the trench, which 
was only fifty yards from the Germans, to find 
a better position for his guns. While there 
a telephone message came from the Observation 
Officer of a battery telling him to report the 
result of the battery’s fire. Ie looked over the 
parapet and was shot in the head, dying 
instantly. He was the first officer of his bat- 
talion to be killed, and was buried on the 9th 
February in Dickebusch Cemetery, the funeral 
being carried out with full military honours, 
attended by all the officets of the battalion. 
The service was conducted by the Rev. Father 
Rusher, C.F., with two Belgian priests. 


CAPTAIN GEORGE NEVILLF MACKIE, 54th Srxns 
(FRONTIER FORCE), attd. 57th WILDE’s RIFLES, 
was killed, 26th April, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT REGINALD E. MACKIE, 
14th BATTN. (QUEEN'S EDINBURGH 
RIFLES ) (TERRIT.) THE ROYAL SCOTS 
LOTHIAN REGT. 
who was killed in 
Gallipoli Peninsula 
on the 28th June, 
1915, was the son 
of the late Councillor 
J. W. Mackie and 
Mrs. Mackie, 16, 
Greenhill Gardens, 
Edinburgh, and a 
nephew of John 
Croall, Esq., St. 
Leonards, Kelso, and 
a cousin of Dr. J. Mackie Whyte, Dundee. 

He was born at 16, Greenhill Gardens, Edin- 
burgh, on the 6th July, 1884, and was educated 
at George Watson’s College. He became a 
member of the firm of J. W. Mackie and Sons, 
Princes Street, Edinburgh, and a member of 
the Merchant Company. He was also in the 
Edinburgh Amateur Orchestral Association 
and an associate of the Fdinburgh Society of 
Musicians. 

He joined the Territorial Force in 1905, re- 
ceived his commission, as 2nd Lieutenant, in 
1907, and was promoted Lieutenant in March, 
1910. When he was killed the battalion also 
lost their Commanding Officer, their Major, and 
five Captains, besides Lieutenant Mackie, who 
fell while leading on his men at the Battle of 
the “Gully Ravine,” as it has since come to 
be known. 

In an appreciation of the officers of the battalion, 
published in the “ Scotsman” of the 10th July, 1915, 
Colonel Younger, a former Colonel, writing of officers 
whom he knew intimately, said: ‘‘ The heavy casualty 
list in your columns of the 4th Royal Scots calls for 
something in the nature of a personal tribute, which 
may mean more to relatives of the fallen than the records 
of service, etc., of your biographical notes, and this 
melancholy duty I shall endeavour to perform.” After 
his remarks on the other officers, Colonel Younger con- 
tinues: ‘‘ Of Lieutenant Mackie I like best to say that 
he was ‘ Reggic’ to everyone, beloved for his gentle 
character, but all that could be wished as an officer. 
He loved a mount, and I remember the pride with which 
he rode one day at. the head of the battalion through 
the town as Acting Adjutant. His knowledge of music 
made his services as Band President invaluable.” 
Captain Pirie Watson, Royal Medical Army Corps, 
Medical Officer of the battalion, wrote : ‘ Reggie fell while 
leading his men to the charge, and the same night was 
laid in a brave soldier’s grave by kindly hands. In his 
life he was always unselfish and self-sacrificing, and in 
his death he has made the greatest of sacrifices.””

RoyaL ENGINEERS, died of 
wounds, 4th June, 1915, 
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CAPTAIN BRYDEN McKINNELL, M.C., 
1/10th (SCOTTISH) BATTN. (TERRIT.) 


THE KING’S (LIVERPOOL REGIMENT), 
. a 


eldest son of the 
late W. J. McKin- 
nell, of North Law- 
rieknowe, Dumfries, 
Scotland, and of Mrs. 
McKinnell, of Niths- 
dale, Hoylake, 
Cheshire, was born 
in Birkenhead on 
the 24th July, 1899. 
He was educated in 
Copenhagen and at 
Dumfries Academy, 
where he boarded with A. C. FE. Harris, Esq., 
English master. In June, 1907, he received a 
commission, as 2nd Lieutenant, in the 5th Bat- 
talion, King’s Own Scottish Borderers (Galloway 
Rifles), and on going to Liverpool in 1908 
he was transferred to the Liverpool Scottish, 
becoming Lieutenant in April, 1910. In com- 
mercial life he was associated with Messrs. 
Shipton, Anderson, and Co., corn brokers, 
Liverpool. He was a keen athlete and a member 
of the Birkenhead Football Club. 

He went with his battalion to France on the 
1st. November, 1914, as Machine- gun Officer, 
and was promoted Captain (temp.) at the front 
in January, 1915, in which rank he was sub- 
sequently confirmed. Captain McKinnell was 
mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of 
the 3lst May, 1915, and was publicly thanked 
at the front by the Commanding Officer of the 
Royal Scots Fusiliers and the Commanding 
Officer of the Northumberland Fusiliers for 
rescue work at two mine explosions. He was 
also awarded the Military Cross for distinguished 
conduct during the campaign (‘‘ London 
Gazette,” 23rd June, 1915). Captain McKinnell 
was killed in action on the 16th June, 1915, 
at Hooge, after the taking of the third German 
trench, as he was leading his men in the brilliant 
charge of the Liverpool Scottish, which a 
General afterwards said ‘‘ had saved the line.” 
He left a most interesting account of the doings 
of the 10th Battalion, Liverpool Regiment, 
written up to the night before the charge, 
and showing considerable literary merit. 
Captain McKinnell won the Military Cross 
for showing great courage, coolness, and resource 
on two separate occasions. The first occasion 
took place in a trench just under Hill 60 on the 
12th March, 1915. About 4 p.m. in the after- 
noon some heavy firing and some shelling 
began, directed at the trench. At the time 
Captain McKinnell was over in a trench on the 
right near the railway cutting. Suddenly 
there was a tremendous explosion on the left 
of the trench, and masses of earth, sandbags, 
bricks, etc., went up into the air. He promptly 
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ran down to the place, and found that a salient 
between our trench and the trench occupied 
by the Royal Scots Fusiliers had been literally 
blown away, burying a whole platoon of men, 
and exposing our left flank and the right flank 
of the Royal Scots Fusiliers. Captain McKinnell 
at once did his best to put things right, and 
constantly exposed himself in broad daylight. 
Under heavy rifle fire he got the men together 
and helped to dig out some of the victims. 
Finally, he helped to dig a new trench behind 
a mine crater in a very exposed place. He 
worked until hours after dark, and his prompt 
work was of the greatest assistance at a critical 
period while many of the men were in a dazed 
condition and a great number wounded. He 
received next day the thanks of the Officer 
Commanding the Royal Scots Fusiliers for his 
good work. 

The second occasion happened at St. Eloi on 
the 14th April, 1915, in trench Q 2, a hundred 
yards or so behind the ‘‘ Mound.’”’ About. 
9 p.m. we had just received out letters, papers, 
etc., from England, when a heavy rifle fire 
commenced against the parapet of the trench, 
followed by the heaviest shelling we had ever 
previously experienced. It all seemed directed 
at our trench and on trench Q 3, manned by 
another of our companies. After the shelling had 
gone for twenty minutes or so, there was a tre- 
mendous explosion in front of us, and it tran- 
spired that the Germanshad blownup trench Q 1, 
just in front of us. As soon as this information 
was received from a telephone operator, who had 
run down to tell us of the occurrence, Captain 
McKinnell was instructed to take a party up 
to man the trench that had been wrecked. This 
he promptly did, and under rifle and grenade 
fire he reorganised the whole trench very rapidly 
and assisted to dig out a large number of the 
Northumberland Fusiliers buried by the 
explosion. Without his prompt lead, which 
was splendidly backed up by the men, a very 
serious situation might have arisen, as the 
Germans had evidently intended to take the 
trench during the natural confusion and chaos 
caused by the explosion. 


CAPTAIN FRANCIS JAMES OGILVIE 
MACKINNON, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. 2nd 
BATTN. THE GORDON HIGHLANDERS, 
born on the 7th December, 1871, was the 
youngest son of the late Lachlan Mackinnon, 
Junior, advocate in Aherdeen. 

He was educated at the Collegiate School, 
Aberdeen, afterwards going to Robert Gordon’s 
College in that city. 

About the year 1888 he joined the Ist Volunteer 
Battalion, Gordon Highlanders, as a Lieutenant, 
and on the outbreak of the South African War 
was gazetted Lieutenant in the Ist Volunteer 
Service Company, and was given the honorary 


rank of Captain. His company was attached 
to the 2nd Battalion, Gordon Highlanders, and 
with it Captain Mac- 
kinnon took part in 
the war, being woun- 
ded at Doornkop on 
the 29th May, 1900. 
Afterwards he served. 
at Worcester, Cape 
Colony, and conduc- 
ted a detachment of 
Boer prisoners, in- 
cluding General 
Oliver, to Ceylon. 
For his services he 
received the Queen’s Medal, with 
Johannesburg, Orange Free State, and Cape 
Colony, and was mentioned in Despatches after 
the Battle of Doornkop., 

For several years before the outbreak of war 
he had been engaged as a marine engineer 
in Buenos Aires, whence he returned directly 
hostilities were declared, and in February, 1915, 
was gazetted Captain in the Reserve Battalion 
of his old regiment. Captain Mackinnon was 
killed in action in France on the 16th May, 1915,

He 
was wounded on the 21st February, 1915, while 
in command of an important redoubt known as 
Well Farm, and died at Sailly-sur-le-Lys on the 
5th March, 1915. He was mentioned in Sir 
John French’s Despatch of the 31st: May, 1915.

SEAFORTH HIGHLANDERS 
(Ross-sHirE Burrs, ‘THE DUKE OF ALBANY'S), 
died of wounds, 27th April, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT GILCHRIST STANLEY 
MACLAGAN, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. Ist 
BATTN. THE ROYAL WARWICKSHIRE 
7 REGIMENT, 
- third son of the late 
Li ie J. Maclagan, 
M.D., of 9, Cadogan 
Place, London, S.W., 
was born in London 
on the 5th October, 
1879. 
Lieutenant Mac- 
lagan was educated 
at Eton and Mag- 
dalen College, Ox- 
ford, where he ob- 
tained Third Class Honours in History. While 
at Oxford he steered the University crew in 
1899, 1900, 1901, and 1902, winning in 1901, 
and the Leander crew in the race for the Grand 
Challenge Cup eight times, winning six times. 
The 1902 crew rowed in the International 
Regatta at Cork, and won in the same summer 
as it lost the Grand. He also acted as coxswain 
for the Leander VIII which won at the Olympia 
Regatta in 1908 against all comers. Mr. 
Maclagan was undoubtedly the best, as he was 
the best-known, cox in the last twenty-five 
years, and combined all the qualities for that. 
post in a very marked degree. He was also a 
very fine judge of rowing, crews and coaches 
alike setting great store by his opinion. He 
was on the Committee of the Leander Club, 
and was Hon. Sccretary of the Amateur Rowing 
association at the time of his death. He was 
also on the Committee of Henley Regatta. He 
was a fine all-round sportsman, an excellent 
shot, and a first-class fisherman. Mr. Maclagan 
was a member of the Stock Exchange. 
In August, 1914, he was gazetted 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in the Reserve Battalion, Royal War- 
wickshire Regiment, and in December, 1914, 
he was attached to the Ist Battalion, leaving 
for France that month. He was killed near 
Pilkem Wood, Ypres, on the 25th April, 1915, 
three days after the first gas attack on the 
Canadians, whom his battalion relieved. 
Lieutenant Maclagan was promoted to that 
rank to date from the 2nd February, 1915, but 
the promotion was not gazetted until after his 
death (‘ London Gazette,” 15th May, 1915.). 


LIEUTENANT ARTHUR McLAUGH- 
LIN, 3rd (RESERVE) attd Ist BATTN. 
THE ROYAL IRISH RIFLES, 
born at Belfast on the 12th November, 1894, 
was the fourth son of W. H. McLaughlin, D.L., 
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of Macedon, Whitehouse, Co. Antrim, and a 
brother of Major W. McLaughlin, Ist Garrison 
Batta lion, Royal 
Trish Rifles. His 
brother, Trooper 
George McLaughlin, 
fell in action at Lind- 
ley on the 30th July, 
1900, during the 
South African War. 
His eldest brother, 
Mr. Henry McLaugh- 
lin, acted on Lord 
Wimborne’s Irish Re- 
cruiting Committee. 
Lieutenant McLaughlin was educated at Monk- 
ton Combe School, Bath, where he was Head 
Prefect and Captain of the Football Club. He 
was also stroke of the School boatin the Rowing 
Club, and was a Sergeant in the Cadet Corps. 
He was a member of the Public Schools’ Alpine 
Club, and he hunted with the East Antrim 
Hounds. On leaving school he entered Jesus 
College, Cambridge, and in August, 1914, he 
was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 3rd Bat- 
talion, Royal Irish Rifles, stationed at Dublin. 
He left for the front in March, 1915, and was 
attached for active service to the Ist Battalion 
of his regiment. 

Lieutenant McLaughlin fell in action on the 
th May, 1915, during the charge at Fromelles. 
He was in “ B ’? Company, which was advancing 
to attack an enemy trench, and fell with a 
bullet wound in the chest into a trench partly 
filled with water. As his Sergeant passed him, 
he exclaimed, “I’m all right. Goon!” The 
company went forward and occupied an enemy 
trench for a short time, but later were forced 
to retire. As they passed the disused trench 
Lieutenant McLaughlin’s body still lay there, 
and though his Sergeant and another tried 
twice to recover it, they were unable to do so. 
Lieutenant McLaughlin’s promotion to that 
rank, to date from 8th May, was gazetted in 
June, 1915, after his death. 


LiruTENANT Epmunp Cotpicoare McLauGH- 
LIN, 6th (Ciry or Lonpon) Batty. THE LONDON 
REGIMENT (RIFLEs), T.1"., was killed in action, 
18th May, 1915. 


2nd LieurENANT ANGUS NEIL McLean, Ist 
Barry. THE Duke or EpInsurGH’s (WILT- 
SHIRE REIGMENT), was killed in action, 28rd 
June, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL COLIN Mc- 
LEAN, Commanding 1/6th (BANFF AND 
DONSIDE) BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE 
GORDON HIGHLANDERS, 
was the eldest son of Neil McLean, of Breda, 
Aberdeenshire, and was born on the 25th July, 
1873, at Batavia, Java. 
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He was educated at Harrow (Moretons, 1887- 
91), and vntered the Black Watch (Royal 
Highlanders) in May, 
1898, becoming Lieu- 
tenant in January, 
1898, and Captain in 
November, 1900, and 
served with the Ist 
Battalion of that 
regiment in the 
South African War, 
being present at 
operations in the 
Transvaal and the 
Orange River Colony 
He received the Queen’s 


in 1901 and 1902. 
medal with three clasps and the King’s medal 


with two clasps for his services. Captain 
McLean, as he then was, was Adjutant of the 
old 4th (Volunteer) Battalion, Gordon High- 
landers, during the last years of its exist- 
ence, and also after its amalgamation with the 
Banffshire Battalion, under the designation of 
the 6th Gordon Highlanders (Territorial Force). 
He had intended to retire from the Army, but 
on the command of the 6th Gordon Highlanders 
becoming vacant, in January, 1910, he was 
offered and accepted the Command of the bat- 
talion. Colonel McLean knew the Territorials, 
and could get the best out of them. He was 
in every respect an ideal commanding officer. 
He was capable, firm in discipline, yet kind and 
considerate in his dealings with the men, who 
were always his first consideration. He was 
unanimously trusted and beloved both by his 
officers and men, who would do anything for 
him, and who would, and did, follow him 
wherever he went. The efficiency of the 6th 
Battalion, largely the result of his work, was 
shown by its early selection to join the Ex- 
peditionary Force in France, and the Brigade 
Orders of the 15th March, 1915, contained the 
following :— 

“Where all have done so well it is difficult to pick out 
any individual battalion, but the Brigadier was more 
than pleased to note the gallant conduct displayed by 


the ranks of the 6th Battalion, Gordon Highlanders, in 
the action on the 13th inst.’’ 

The Divisional General also complimented the 
battalion in similar terms. 

It was in the action referred to, at the Battle 
of Neuve Chapelle, on the 13th March, 1915, 
that Lieutenant-Colonel McLean met his death. 
His name is mentioned in Sir John French’s 
Despatch of 31st May, 1915. 

The Chaplain of the battalion in a sermon said: ‘ No 
soldier of that battalion but was proud of that calm, 
resolute, and wise leader. A young Lieutenant, one of 
the finest young fellows he had ever met, risked his life 
to go out and give the wounded Colonel a little morphia, 
as he appeared to be in pain. Colonel Mclean simply 
sald to him, ‘Go back to your duty, my boy. I am all 
right.’ ” 

Licutenant-Colonel McLean, who was a member 
of the Naval and Military Club, married Isabella 


MeNeill, daughter of W. L. McNeill, Esq., of 
Shennanton Wigtownshire, and left a son (Neil 
Malcolm) and a daughter (Anna Elizabeth). 


LIEUTENANT WILLIAM ARCHIBALD MACLEAN, 
8rd (RESERVE), attd. Ist Barrn. HIGHLAND 
Licut INFANTRY, was killed in action, 12th 
March, 1915. 


CAPTAIN BASIL MACLEAR, 
BATTN. ROYAL DUBLIN 
was the youngest son 
of the late Major 
Henry Wallich 
Maclear, ‘The 
Buffs,” and of Mrs. 
H. W. Maclear, of 
Bedford. 

He was educated at 
Bedford School, 
passing thence 
into Sandhurst, 
where he gained the 
“ Sword of Honour,” 
and was gazetted to the Royal Dublin Fusiliers, 
in August, 1900, becoming Lieutenant in July, 
1904. From May, 1905, to May, 1908, he served 
as Adjutant to his battalion, and in February, 
1911, he obtained his company, and was 
appointed an Instructor on the Staff of the Royal 
Military College—where he also took charge 
of the gymnasia—which post he held till 1915, 
when he rejoined his battalion at the front. 
Captain Maclear saw much active service, 
taking part, during the South African War, 
in the operations in the Orange River Colony 
from December, 1900, to February, 1901, and 
in the Transvaal from February, 1901, to 
January, 1902, and being awarded the Queen’s 
medal with five clasps. He also saw service in 
the Hinterland of Aden in 1903, and in the 
present war was mentioned in Sir John French’s 
Despatch of the 30th November, 1915, and 
recommended for honours. He was killed at 
Ypres on the 24th May, 1915, while gallantly 
leading a bombing attack. 

Though known best in sport. as the famous 
Irish International, Captain Maclear was yet a 
great all-round athlete, excelling in all branches 
of sport that he took up. At school, besides 
being a good bowler, he also showed his capa- 
bilities as a batsman by making 133 v. the 
M.C.C., and in later years 143 for the Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers against Cork, and 98 against 
Cork County. He also played for Bedfordshire 
County whenever possible. He once won eight 
events at the School sports in 1898, and later 
won the 100 yards in 10}! seconds, and the 120 
‘yards hurdles in 163 seconds, both on grass, 
at the Bedford County Championship meeting. 
Amongst other events at the Royal Military 
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College sports, he won the long jump at 
20 feet 6} inches, and represented the College 
against Woolwich at athletics, as well as football 
and cricket, being Captain of the latter. But 
it was Rugby football of which he was most 
fond, and he became the most famous of all 
Ireland’s Rugby Internationals, with a repu- 
tation that was world-wide, not only for the 
great game that he played but the spirit in 
which he alway» played the gaine, and for his 
whole-hearted courage and chivalry. He started 
his football career in the ‘ pack,’ but soon 
became a three-quarter, a position he never 
afterwards left, and where his great weight 
and speed and keen knowledge of the game 
made him so difficult an opponent, both in 
attack and defence. He played for Ireland in 
the Internationals v. England, Scotland, and 
Wales in the seasons 1905-06-07, gaining 
cleven International caps. He also appeared 
three times against the famous New Zealand 
team of 1006, and for Ireland against the South 
Africans the following season. His _best- 
known performance was the memorable try 
he scored for Ireland v. South Africans at 
Belfast in 1906. Playing on the left wing, he 
saw the ball lying close on the right, near his 
own goal line, and dashing across and picking it 
up, he ran through the whole South African 
team and scored, after an eighty yards’ run. 
He was also a great ‘“‘ kick,” and once converted 
eleven out of twelve tries against the Old 
Paulines, and invariably took the ‘ kicks” 
for Ireland. The way he “ handed oft” will 
long be remembered. 


LIEUTENANT NORMAN CRAWFORD MACLEHOSE, 
Sth (Ciry oF LoNDON) Batty. THE LONDON 
REGIMENT (VPosT OFFICE RIFLES), 'T.F., was 
killed by a sniper, 26th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT ALASTAIR RODERICK 
MACLEOD,Y BATTERY, ROYAL HORSE 
ARTILLERY, 
son of S. J. Fraser 
Macleod, K.C., one 
of H.M.’s  Com- 
missioners of the 
Board of Control, 
was born in London 
on the 12th Janu- 


ary, 1802. 
He was educated at 
Cheltenham, from 


which he passed into 
the R.M.A., Wool- 
wich, and was gazetted to the Royal Field 
Artillery in December, 1911, joining the 135th 
Battery, and was promoted Lieutenant in 
December, 1914. 

He proceeded to France in August, 1914, and 
was present with his brigade, attached_to the 
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IVth Division, during the greater part of the 
retirement from Mons to Mélun, south-east 
of Paris, and afterwards took part in the 
general advance to the Marne and the Aisne. 

In October he experienced a stirring incident. 
Being forward with the Infantry, on advanced 
observation duty, he was one night sleeping 
in a convent close behind the trenches, accom- 
panied by another officer and a few men. 
Just before daybreak the enemy appear to have 
attacked suddenly, and succeeded at one point 
in getting through. On looking out he saw the 
place was surrounded by Germans, and on 
opening a door leading into the yard was 
welcomed by a “ fusillade,” happily with no 
effect. He, with the others, was taken prisoner, 
and they were, during their short confinement, 
well treated, their captors being a Saxon 
regiment. They were placed in a cellar of the 
convent, and, as the Saxons were unable to 
remove them to the German trenches, because 
of our shell-fire, they were kept there. Some 
hours later Licutenant Macleod was aroused by 
shouts of ‘“‘ Hands up!” and found the neigh- 
bouring trenches and the monastery had been 
recaptured by us, the Saxons having been 
killed or taken prisoners. He found his horse 
and rode back to his battery, with nothing 
worse than a bullet in his saddle on the way. 

In consequence of a shrapnel wound and con- 
cussion from the effects of high-explosive shells, 
he came to England in November, and was in 
hospital and on leave until January, 1915, 
when he rejoined at Woolwich, and was 
appointed to the Royal Horse Artillery. He 
was posted to ‘‘ Y” Battery, and proceeded 
with the XXIXth Division to the Dardanelles. 
He was selected by the Brigadier-General 
Commanding the Royal Artillery of the Division 
to act as Observation Officer to certain ships 
of the Fleet, which covered the landing of the 
force on the morning of 25th April. He, with 
a party of Royal Horse Artillery signalling men, 
were in the leading boatload which landed on 
an open beach west of Cape Helles—‘‘ The 
Lancashire Landing ’’—wading through barbed- 
wire entanglements in the water, and under a 
withering fire at close range from rifles, Maxims. 
and pompoms. He was mortally wounded by a 
pompom when trying to get on from one of the 
trenches. After being hit he sent off a military 
message, concluding with the words, “I’m 
done for.”” He died on the 25th April, 1915, as 
he was being lifted on board the “ Euryalus,”’ 
and was buried next day at sea with sixteen 
other officers. He was the only Royal Horse 
Artillery officer to participate in this desperate 
first landing, which succeeded at that beach. 
and enabled the Division to get ashore. 

He was a fearless rider, and on the 25th April, 
1914, won, in a field of twenty-three, the Bar 
Point-to-Point Open Race. 
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He was beloved by all who knew him for his charming 
and winning personality, was known to his intimates 
as “Hamish,” and, as his Commanding Officer in 
France, on hearing of his death, wrote : ‘* He combined 
every virtue that one could wish to find—his one fault, 
I fear, may have been his undoing, and that was his 
total disregard for his own personal safety.” 


CAPTAIN GEORGE CHARLES SHOLTO 
MacLEOD, 2nd BATTN. THE BLACK 
WATCH ROXRE HIGHLANDERS), 
who was born at 


Sylhet, Assam, on 
June 28th, 1877, was 
the elder son of Mrs. 
MacLeod, of Ryde, 
Isle of Wight, and of 
the late G. E. Mac- 
Leod, I.C.S. 

At the age of nine- 
teen he joined the 
ranks of the Army, in 
which he served for 
over three and a half 
years. He took part in the South African War 
from 1899 to 1900, serving in the Ladysmith 
Relief Force and taking part in the operations 
of the 17th to 24th January, 1900, and in the 
action at Spion Kop. He also took part in the 
operations of the 5th to 7th February, 1900, 
and in the action at Vaal Krans; also in the 
operations on Tugela Heights, where he was 
severely wounded. For his services he was 
mentioned in Despatches (‘‘ London Gazette,” 
8th February, 1901), received the Queen’s 
medal with two clasps, and the medal for 
Distinguished Conduct in the field. He re- 
ceived his commission as 2nd Lieutenant in the 
Lancashire Fusiliers in May, 1900, and was 
promoted Lieutenant in April, 1901. In April, 
1905, he obtained special promotion to the 
Hampshire Regiment, as Captain, and in June, 
1908, he was transferred to the Black Watch, 
with the same rank. He served with the 
Egyptian Army from 1906 to 1908. 

Captain MacLeod died in hospital at Béthune, 
where he was taken after the action at Riche- 
bourg on May 9th, 1915, suffering from shrap- 
nel wounds. He had been wounded previously 
in France in November, 1914. 

He marricd in June, 1908, Sybyl, daughter of 
the late Rt. Hon. A. F. Jeffreys, M.P., and 
leaves two children: Sheila, born November 
12th, 1909; and Neil, born February 16th, 1914 


LIEUTENANT IAN BrEAC MACLEOD, 2nd Battn. 
THe Brack WatcH (RoyAL HIGHLANDERS), 
was killed by a sniper, 17th April, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT MAURICE LESLIE 
MacLEOD, 8th BATTN. (VIC- 
TORIA) AUSTRALIAN INFANTRY, 
AUSTRALIAN IMPERIAL FORCE, 
ason of the late Sydney Stears and Mary Jane 


McLeod, 405, Gregory Street, Ballarat North, 
and a great-grandson of the late Admiral 
Stears, was born at 
Stuglitz, near Balla- 
rat,on the 11th April, 
1894. He was edu- 
cated at Macarthur 
Street State School 
and afterwards at a 
grammar school. At 
eighteen years of age 
he joined the Austra- 
lian Forees as a 
Senior Cadet, and 
soon became a non- 
commissioned officer, and in 1912 he was gazetted 
Lieutenant in the Citizens’ Forces. For some 
time previous to the outbreak of war he held a 
commission in the 71st Regiment, and by his un- 
swerving devotion to duty, coupled with a manly 
and most likable disposition, he endeared himself 
to his brother officers. When war was declared 
he was one of the first to volunteer for active 
service, and after being in camp at Broad- 
meadows, Melbourne, he accompanied his 
battalion to Egypt. Early in April, 1915, they 
left for the Dardanelles, and Lieutenant McLeod 
was killed while leading his men at four o’clock 
in the afternoon of the 25th April, 1915, during 
the landing on Gallipoli Peninsula. where he 
was buried. 

Lieutenant McLeod took a keen interest in 
Church work, and, possessing a fine baritone 
voice, he was a valuable member of his choir. 
He was also Secretary of the Scots Church 
Sunday School. His only brother, who joined 
the Forces, as a Corporal, three months after 
Lieutenant McLeod’s death, was taken ill in 
camp and died on the 8th August, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ROBERT WILLIAM 
ROYAL FIELD 


McLERNON, 
ARTILLERY, 
who was reported 
“‘ missing, believed 
killed,” on the 8th 
May, 1915, had 
served in the ranks 
of the Royal Ar- 
tillery. 

He was born at St. 
Anne’s, Alderney, 
Channel Islands, on 
the 2nd January, 
1892. His great- 
grandfather retired as a Major from the Royal 
Artillery, his grandfather retired as Sergeant- 
Major from the same corps, and his father 
retired as Sergeant-Major, Permanent Staff, 
Royal Alderney Artillery. 

He commenced his military career as a Volun- 
teer in the Royal Alderney Artillery, in which 


he became a non-commissioned officer, and 
from which he joined the Royal Horse Artillery, 
at Woolwich, as a Gunner. He served mostly 
with “ F”’ Battery, at Ipswich and St. John’s 
Wood, before going to the front with the VIIth 
Division in October, 1914. He had reached 
the rank of Sergeant when he was given his 
commission in the Royal Field Artillery, in 
December, 1914, for service in the field. 
Though he did not neglect field sports, 2nd 
Lieutenant McLernon was rather of a studious 
nature. 


LIEUTENANT JAMES P. Mc- 
LOUGHLIN, 4th BATTN. (EXTRA 
RESERVE) THE ROYAL DUBLIN 


FUSILIERS, attd. 2nd BATTN. 
THE ROYAL IRISH REGIMENT, 
was the elder son of 


the late P. J. Me- 
Loughlin of “ Brack- 
loan,’’ Rathgar, 
Dublin, and on his 
mother’s side a 
direct descendant of 
the Earl of Ros- 
common, Viscount 
Dillon. 
Lieutenant Mc- 
Loughlin was born 
: at ‘“‘ Claremont,” 
Drumcondra, Dublin, on the 12th October, 
1891, and was educated at Belvedere College 
and Royal University, Dublin. He was 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 4th Battalion, 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers, in May, 1913, and at the 
outbreak of the war with the Central Empires 
he was in Chile, whence he was recalled in 
August, 1914, to rejoin his regiment. He went 
to France in October of that year, and was 
selected as one of the Body-guard to His Majesty 
King George V on the occasion of his first visit 
to France. He was also introduced to H.R.H. 
the Prince of Wales and President Poincaré. 
Licutenant McLoughlin, who received his 
promotion to that rank in February, 1915, was 
through some very heavy fighting, including 
the battles of Neuve Chapelle, Hill 60, and at 
Ypres, where he met his death on the 25th 
May, 1915. While suffering from gas poisoning, 
he was wounded, and died from the effects. 
He was buried in Bailleul Cemetery with full 
military honours. 


LIEUTENANT JOHN AQUILA 
MacMAHON, B.A., M.B., ROYAL 
ARMY MEDICAL CORPS, 
who died in London on the 12th May, 1915, of 
wounds received at Ypres on the 29th April, 
1915, was the only son of the late Aquila Mac- 
Mahon and of Mary Maud MacMahon, Hill Top 
House, Howth, Co. Dublin. He was born on 
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the 29th September, 1889, at 88, Pembroke 
Road, Dublin, and was educated at Shrews- 
bury School and the 
University of Dublin, 
where he graduated 
B.A. and M.B. Lieu- 
tenant MacMahon 
joined the Royal 
Army Medical Corps 
in September, 1914, 
when he received a 
temporary commis- 
sion, and was at- 
tached to the Field 
Ambulance at Are OO 
‘mentiéres until the 17th March, 1915, when he 
was sent to Ypres and attached to the Ist Bat- 
talion, Somerset Light Infantry. 

He belonged to the Old Salopian, College 
Historical, T.C.D., and Buccaneers’ Hockey 
Club. His recreations were hockey, tennis, 
and cricket.

LIEUTENANT ANGUS CHARLES 
ROWLEY STEUART MACNAGHTEN, 


3rd BATTN. (RESERVE) THE BLACK 
WATCH (ROYAL HIGHLANDERS), 
of Craigruie, Bal- 
quhidder, Perth- 


shire, who was killed 
in France on the 
29th October, 1914, 
aged thirty-one, was 
the only son of the 
late Sir Steuart Mac- 
naghten, of Bitterne 
Manor, Hampshire, 
atone time Chairman 
of the Southampton 
Docks Company. 
He was educated at Eton and Trinity College, 
Cambridge, and became Lieutenant in the 3rd 
Battalion, Black Watch, in December, 1903. 
He was gazetted Captain from February, 1915, 
there having been doubt of his death for several 
months. Lieutenant Macnaghten was last seen 
on the 29th October, 1914, when he refused 
to surrender, although surrounded by Germans. 
His company had been sent to the assistance 
of another battalion at Ypres. 
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Lieutenant Macnaghten’s favourite sports were 
fox-hunting, stalking, shooting, and fishing. 
He married, in January, 1911, Hazel Enid, 
daughter of the late Colonel Lyndon Irwin, 
Indian Army, and left a son, Angus Derek Iain 
Jacques, born in May, 1914. 


2nd LirvTrENANT NEIL MCNEILL, SPECIAL 
RESERVE, attd. Ist BATrn. THE BLack Watcu 
(RoyAL HIGHLANDERS), reported missing, was 
afterwards officially presumed to have been 
killed, 11th November, 1914. 


CAPTAIN JAMES MACPHERSON, 1/4th 
BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE QUEEN’S 
OWN CAMERON HIGHLANDERS, 
killed in action at 
Neuve Chapelle on 
the 10th March, 
1915, aged forty-five, 
had always taken a 
prominent part in 
the Territorial move- 
ment. 

He was appointed 
2nd Lieutenant on 
the 4th February, 
1903, and was pro- 
moted to Lieutenant 
on the 9th September 1903, becoming Captain 
in his battalion on the 24th November, 1910. 
He had qualified for promotion to Field rank, 
and was in possession of the Volunteer Long 
Service medal. 

On the outbreak of war in August, 1914, 
Captain Macpherson undertook Imperial Service 
obligations, and proceeded to the front with the 
4th Battalion, in command of ‘ B”” Company, 
on the 19th February, 1915, 

The Officer Commanding his battalion wrote of him: 


“Captain Macpherson was a most efficient and reliable 
officer, and his loss to the battalion is great.’ 


He was struck by shrapnel on the right temple 
and killed instantaneously, 

Before the war broke out Captain Macpherson 
was tenant of the farm of Charleston, near 
Inverness, and led a busy and useful life, being 
a member of the Inverness County Council, 
of the Committee for Secondary Education, of 
the District Lunacy Board, of the Landward 
School Board, and of the Parish Council. He 
was of a kindly disposition and sterling upright- 
ness of character, and so won the esteem and 
affection of all with whom he came in contact. 
He was not married. 
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CAPTAIN ARCHIBALD WILLIAM 
McRAE, Mth KING GEORGE'S OWN 
FEROZEPORE SIKHS, INDIAN ARMY, 
younger son of the late Colonel John Graham 
McRae, Indian Army, was born at Hyderabad, 
Scinde, India, on the 29th October, 1879. Three 
of Captain McIae’s uncles seryed in the Indian 


Army—the late Colonels A. R. T. McRae and 
H. N. McRae and Major A. S. McRae. 

He was educated at. 
St. Lawrence College, 
Ramsgate, and 
passed into the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, 
from which he was 
gazetted to the West 
Yorkshire Regiment 
in January, 1900. He 
was promoted Lieu- 
tenant in November, 
1901; joined the In- 
dian Army in March, 
1902; and became Captain in January, 1909. 
His service in India was spent in the Punjab 
and on the Indian frontier, and in the autumn 
of 1914 he accompanied his regiment to Egypt. 
Captain McRae, who was much loved by his 
men, was killed in action on the 4th June, 1915, 
in the Gallipoli Peninsula. 


Caprain WILLIAM MAcREADY, 120th Rau- 
PUTANA INFANTRY, INDIAN ARMY, was killed 
in action, 14th April, 1915. 

LIEUTENANT (temp.) NoRMAN McRury, 11th

LIEUTENANT ARCHIBALD HENRY 
MANKELOW, M.C., Ist BATTN. 39th 
GARHWAL RIFLES, INDIAN ARMY, 
was the only son of Captain and Mrs. Manke- 
low, New Milton, Hants, and was born on the 
30th August, 1887. 

He was educated at St. Edmund's College, 
Wimbledon College, and the R.M.C., Sandhurst, 


and on leaving Sandhurst was gazetted to the 
Royal Berkshire Regiment in May, 1907. 
He became Lieuten- 
ant in the Army in 
August, 1909 (in an- 
ticipation of transfer 
to the Indian Army), 
and received this 
rank in his regiment 
in July, 1910. In 
September of the 
following year he 
joined the Indian 
Army, and left with 
the Garhwal Rifles 
for France in September, 1914. He served as 
Machine-gun Officer of his battalion up to and 
including the Battle of Neuve Chapelle, where, 
though slightly wounded, he remained on duty, 
receiving the Military Cross ‘ for conspicuous 
gallantry at Neuve Chapelle. He showed great 
determination and ability throughout the 
operations, handling his machine guns against 
the enemy on the 12th March with great effect ”’ 
(“London Gazette,” Sth May, 1915). Lieu- 
tenant Mankelow was afterwards appointed 
Bomb-gun Officer with the Garhwal Brigade, 
and served as such until his death. He fell 
in action near Richebourg St. Vaast on the Lith 
May, 1915, and was mentioned in Sir John 
French’s Despatch of 31st May, 1915, for 
gallant and distinguished service in the field 
(“London Gazette,” 22nd June, 1915). 


2nd LIEUTENANT FREDERICK CHRIST- 
MAS MANN, attd. Ist BATTN. THE 
PRINCE OF WALES'S (NORTH 
STAFFORDSHIRE REGIMENT), 
——, was the eldest son of 
Mr. and Mrs, Arthur 
Mann, of “ Gilais- 
dale,” Woodstock 
Road, Golders 
Green, N.W. 
He was born 
Brondesbury, F 
on the 8th May,1891, 
and was educated at 
Haberdashers’ 
School, Crickle- 
wood, where he 
He passed the Inter- 


became School Captain. 
mediate Arts examination, and was an Associate 


of the Institute of Actuaries. He was an expert 
pianist, a keen debater, and fond of tennis. 

On the outbreak of the Great War in August, 
1914, he joined the Artists’ Rifles, and went. to 
Bailleul for training. In January, 1915, while 
in France, he was gazetted Temporary 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Army, and was attached to 
the Ist Battalion, North Staffordshire Regi- 
ment, for active service. On the 12th March,

1915, while he was leading his men from one 
trench to another near L’Epinette, he was 
struck by shrapnel and killed. He was buried 
in the Military Cemetery, Chapelle d’Armen- 
tiéres. 

The following is an extract from a letter written by his 
Captain: ‘I deeply regret to have to inform you of 
the death of your son. We had captured some houses 
from the Germans and dug trenches which they shelled. 
Your son died on the night of the 12th March, a few 
minntes after he had been struck by shrapnel. He did 
splendidly and was a great help to me. I lost my 
Company Commander the night before, and with your 
son's help we were successful in every way."” 


CapTAIN KENNETH JAMES MAPLES, 3rd (RE- 
SERVE), attd. 2nd Barry. THE SOUTH STAFFORD- 
SHIRE REGIMENT, was killed by a shell, 16th 
May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN CHARLES SILVERLOCK MARCHANT, 20th 
(County oF LONDON) Barry. THE LONDON 
REGIMENT (BLACKHEATH AND WOOLWICH), 
'T.F., died as the result of an accident while on 
active service, 3rd May, 1915. 


MAJOR EDWARD CUNINGHAME 
MARGESSON, 2nd BATTN. 
SOUTH WALES BORDERERS, 
was the third son 
of the late Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel W.G. 
Margesson, of Fin- 
don Place, Sussex, 
and was born at 
Worthing on the 
13th December, 
1871. 

He was educated at 
Wellington and the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, 
and received _ his 
commission in the South Wales Borderers in 
December, 1891, becoming Lieutenant in May, 
1893; from the latter date to October, 1894, 
he was Adjutant of his battalion. 

He had seen a considerable amount of active 
service. Irom November, 1896, to April, 1897, 
he was on special extra regimental employment ; 
from November, 1897, to November, 1903, he 
was employed with the Central African and the 
King’s African Regiments, and from January, 
1905, to September 1909, with the West African 
Frontier Force. In 1897 he took part in opera- 
tions on the Niger, with expeditions to Egbon, 
Bida, and Norin, for which he was mentioned 
in Despatches (‘‘ London Gazette, 11th June, 
1897), receiving the medal with clasp. He also 
took part in the expedition against Mpezeni, 
in British Central Africa, in 1898, receiving the 
inedal with clasp, and in March of that year 
he was promoted Captain. Again in 1899 he 
served with the expedition against Kwamba, 
and in command of an expedition against 
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Awemba, receiving the medal with clasp. 
In 1900 he was present at operations in Ashanti, 
for which he was mentioned in Despatches 
(‘‘ London Gazette,” 4th December, 1900), and 
during that year he rendered good service 
in British Central Africa in connection with 
the Portuguese military expedition against 
Matako, for which his name was brought to the 
notice of the Foreign Office. In 1903 he was 
present at operations in Somaliland, for which 
he received a clasp. In 1904-05 he was in com- 
mand of the Ezza Patrol, at operations in 
South Nigeria, when he was in command of a 
column. For the latter he was mentioned in 
Despatches (‘ London Gazette,” 18th Sep- 
tember, 1906). Major Margesson, who was 
promoted to that rank in February, 1911, also 
served with his regiment in the recent opera- 
tions against Tsingtau, China, and was men- 
tioned in Brigadier-General Barnardiston’s 
Despatch of 13th November, 1914, published 
by the War Office on 30th May, 1916. 

He left England for the Dardanelles in March, 
1915, and was killed during the taking of De 
Tott’s Battery, shortly after landing in Galli- 
poli Peninsula, on the 25th April, 1916. 

Major Margesson, who was a member of the 
Naval and Military Club, was fond of all sports. 
He married, in 1912, Marian Rowsell, only 
daughter of Francis Bertram Cunningham, and 
left. one son—John Edward, born in Peking, 
in July, 1913.

East YORKSHIRE REGIMENT, was killed in 
action, 7th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN EDWARD ARMFIELD 
MARROW, ADJUTANT Ist BATTN. 
KING'S OWN SCOTTISH BORDERERS, 

= — was the only sur- 
viving son of Major 
P. Marrow, King’s 
Dragoon Guards, 
who retired from the 
Service in 1888 and 
died in 1903, and 
was born on the 26th 
September, 1883, at 
Blantyre, Scotland. 
He was educated at 
Summerfield, Ox- 
ford, to which he 
went in 1891, and at Ilarrow from 1897 to 
Christmas, 1900, into the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, in 1901. He received his commission 
in the King’s Own Scottish Borderers in 
January, 1902, joining the 2nd Battalion in 
India; was promoted Licutenant in January, 
1906; was at the Depot of his regiment at 
Berwick-on-Tweed from 1908 to 1912; and 
returned to India to the Ist Battalion, having 


passing 


been promoted Captain in April, 1910. He 
was appointed Adjutant of the Ist Battalion 
in May, 1914. 

The battalion left India in October, 1914, and 
came to England, embarking for the Dardanelles 
on the 17th March, 1915. Captain Marrow was 
killed in action in Gallipoli Peninsula on the 
26th April, 1915, the battalion having landed 
at “ Y” Beach on the previous day. 

Captain Marrow married in January, 1911, 
Constance Marion, daughter of the late Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Bloomfield Gough, 9th Lancers. 
He had two children: Margaret Constance, 
who died in infancy ; and Peter, born in January, 
1913.

the 26th October, 1875. He was educated at 
Kent House, Eastbourne, and at Faraday 
House, and first joined the Army in the Ist 
Middlesex Royal Engineers (Volunteers) in 
March, 1900, becoming Lieutenant in December, 
1901. With the 2nd Service Section of that 
corps he served in the South African War 
with much distinction, being mentioned in 
Despatches (‘‘ London Gazette,” 29th July, 
1902) and receiving the Queen’s medal with 
five clasps. 

He afterwards commanded the 2nd London 
Division Telegraph Company of his corps. 
In August, 1908, he was made an Honorary 
Lieutenant in the Army, and was gazetted 
Captain in the Territorial Force in August, 
1913, and Major in September, 1914, having 
undertaken Imperial Service obligations in 
1911, when the Imperial Service badges were 
issued. He went to France in March, 1915, and 
was wounded by a shell while superintending a 
working party of his men.

LIEUTENANT DOUGLAS CARGILL 
MARSHALL, Ist BATTN. THE 
LANCASHIRE FUSILIERS, 
who was born on 
the 24th September, 
1893, was the 
younger son of 
Colonel W. S. Mar- 
shall, late 37th 
Dogras, Indian 
Army, and Com- 
manding the 2nd 
Battalion, Royal 
Jersey Militia, and 
of Mrs. Marshall, 
Langford, Jersey. 
He was a grandson of the late Major-General 
W. B. Marshall, late Royal (Bengal) Artillery. 
Commencing his education at Elizabeth College, 
Guernsey, where he contracted a severe illness, 
he went to Wychwood School, Bournemouth, 
and then to Victoria College, Jersey, at the 
last of which he spent three years, and was in 
the School Shooting VIII. In September, 
1912, he was gazetted to the Lancashire 
Fusiliers, and was promoted Lieutenant in 
December, 1914. When the war broke out he 
was on sick leave, but he rejoined his battalion 
in May, 1915, in Gallipoli Peninsula, where it 
formed part of the famous XXIXth Division.

of Ely, on the 3rd June, 188} 
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He was educated at Llandaff Cathedral School 
(Rey. E. Owen) and at Repton. He joined the 
4th Battalion, Suf- . 
folk Regiment (Mili- 
tia), in 1900, and 
became Lieutenant 
in 1901. He took 
part in the South 
African War, being 
present at operations 
in Orange River 
Colony and Cape 
Colony, and received 
the Queen’s medal 
with three clasps. 
Afterwards, in January, 1903, he was appointed 
2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Garrison Regiment, 
and in 1906 he was transferred, as Lieutenant, 
to the Duke of Cornwall’s Light Infantry.

LIEUTENANT HENRY HUMPHREY 
MARTEN, 2nd BATTN. THE 
MANCHESTER REGIMENT, 
son of Humphrey 
Marten, M.D. Cam- 
bridge, 12, North 
Terrace, Adelaide, 
South Australia, 
was born in that 
city on the 2nd 
March, 1894. 
Educated first at St. 
Peter’s College, Ade- 
laide, he came to 
England and went 
to Cheltenham Col- 
lege, afterwards proceeding to Gonville and 
Caius College, Cambridge. He was still at 
the University when war broke out, and 
immediately offered his services, receiving a 
commission, as 2nd Lieutenant (on prob.), 
in the 6th (Reserve) Battalion, King’s Royal 
Rifle Corps, in August, 1914. He went to the 
front in November, 1914, and was mentioned 
in Sir John French’s Despatch of the 31st 
May, 1915, for his services while attached to 
the 2nd Manchester Regiment, to which he was 
afterwards transferred, and in which he was 
subsequently promoted Lieutenant. 
Lieutenant Marten was killed by a sniper on the 
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13th August, 1915, while in temporary conmand 
of a company of his battalion, and was buried 
in Méricourt Cemetery, France. 


CAPTAIN ARTHUR JAMES MARTIN, 
9th (GLASGOW HIGHLAND) 
(TERRIT.) 


BATTN. 
HIGHLAND LIGHT 
INFANTRY, 
who was killed at 
Rue du Bois, Festu- 
bert, on the 16th 
May, 1915, in an 
attack on the Ger- 
man trenches, was 
the son of Joseph 
Samuel Martin, 
1.S.0., late H.M. 
Inspector of Mines, 
and was born at 
Park Villas, Prest- 
wich, Manchester, on the 9th February, 1876. 
He was educated at Clifton College, where he 
got his cap for football, and joined his regiment, 
then known as the 5th V.B. Highland Light 
Infantry, as 2nd Lieutenant, in November, 
1900, becoming Lieutenant in June, 1902. 
He retired from the regiment in March, 1906. 
He was a member of the Stirling Golf Club, 
and formerly a member of the West of Scotland 
Rugby Football and Cricket Club. 

On the outbreak of the war he rejoined the 
service, being gazetted to his old regiment as 
Temporary Captain in September, 1914, and 
in January, 1915, took a draft to France to 
join the 1st Battalion, with which he was 
serving when he was killed. 

The following account of the action was published in 
the “‘ Glasgow Herald" of 2nd June, 1915: ‘In front 
of us were the 2nd Worcesters, who were to attack, and 
along with them were fifty of the ‘ Glasgows’ under 
Captain Martin and Lieutenant M‘Naughton. . 
The Worcesters got over the parapet to advance. Some- 
how the attack was expected by the Germans, and they 
must have known the time arranged for, because at 11.30 
they shot up a large number of bright flares which showed 
up our side getting over, and a terrible fire was opened on 
them with rifle, machine gun, and shrapnel. In spite 
of this, the ‘ Glasgows’ were the first. over, gallantly 
led by Captain Martin. On examining the 
ground in front of our trenches we saw many of our men 
lying about, and hanging on the outer barbed wire were 


a number of the ‘Glasgows.”. They had done Al in 
the charge.” 


Captain Martin married Jane Elizabeth, only 
daughter of the late Stephen Alley, Glasgow, and 
left two children: Arthur Denis, born August, 
1907; and Nena Ainslie, born November, 1908. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL AYLMER RICHARD SANC- 
TON MARTIN, p.s.c., COMMANDING 2nd BaTrTN.

LIEUTENANT CHARLES HERBERT 
GEORGE MARTIN, 3rd BATTN.

Glamorganshire, on 
the 5th October, 
1883, was the only 
son of the late E. P. 
Martin, Esq., mining 
engineer, managing 
director of Messrs. 
Guest, Keen, and 
Nettlefold’s Works, 
Wales, and a relative 
of Sir Herbert War- 
ren, President of 
Magdalen College, Oxford. 

Lieutenant Martin was educated at Eton and 
Magdalen College, Oxford, where he obtained 
his degree of B.A., proceeding later to his M.A. 
He acquired a high state of efficiency in biology, 
and was appointed Demonstrator of Zoology 
at Glasgow University and Lecturer at Oxford 
and Cambridge, earning a European reputation 
as a scientist. He was also a keen sportsman, 
fond of all sports and games, hunting regularly, 
and Master of the Crickhowell Harriers. He 
was a member of the Savile and of the Oxford 
and Cambridge Clubs. He joined the Mon- 
mouthshire Regiment, as 2nd Lieutenant, in 
June, 1912, and having been in the O.T.C. 
of Glasgow University, and having qualified 
at the Hythe School of Musketry in 1913, was 
appointed Machine-gun Officer of his battalion. 
He was promoted Lieutenant in August, 1914, 
and was killed by a shell on the 2nd May, 1915, 
east of Ypres. 

Lieutenant Martin married, in 1912, Flise, 
only child of F. P. J. Hanbury, of Nantoer, 
Abergavenny, and left one son—Charles Edward 
Capel, born April, 1913.

LIEUTENANT JOHN SINCLAIR 
MARTIN, 5th BATTN. (EXTRA 
RESERVE), attd. Ist BATTN. 
THE ROYAL IRISH RIFLES, 
killed in action on the 9th May, 1915, at 
Fromelles, near Aubers Ridge, France, was the 
only son of Robert T. Martin, Esq., Belfast, 
grandson of the late Rev. J. D. Martin, Co. 
Armagh and of the late John Sinclair, Esq., 
New York. 


He was born on the 18th May, 1896, and was 
educated at Bilton Grange (near Rugby) Pre- 
paratory School 
(1906-10). From it 
he gained a Founda- 
tion Scholarship at 
Uppingham School, 
which he entered in 
1910, and where he 
was Captain of the 
School Games, FEdi- 
tor of the School 
Magazine, and one 
of the first violins 
in the School Orches- 
tra. It was his intention, on leaving school in 
1914, to enter University College, Oxford. 

At Uppingham School Mr. Martin had been 
Senior N.C.O. of the O.T.C., and when war 
was declared in August 1014, he applied for a 
commission. On the 14th of that month he was 
gazetted 2nd Licutenant in the Extra Reserve 
of the Royal Irish Rifles, becoming Lieutenant 
in January, 1915, and was sent to France in 
March. On the day of his death he was leading 
his company into action. 

His Commanding Officer at the front reported of him: 
“He was always ready to do more than his share of 
work in his company, and was most daring in any kind 
of patrol work that had to be done. I always admired 
the easy way and confidence he showed in commanding 
men, with whom he was very popular.” 


MAJOR WILLIAM FRANCIS MARTIN, 
LEICESTERSHIRE YEOMANRY, 
who was killed in 
action on the 13th 
May, 1915, near 
Ypres, was the son 
of the late Robert 
Frewen Martin, of 
Anstey, and The 
Brand, Leicester- 
shire. 

He was born in Feb- 
ruary, 1876, and was 
educated at Harrow 
and Trinity College, 
Cambridge. He joined the Yeomanry in 1897, 
and was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in it in Sep- 
tember, 1898. Je served with the Imperial 
Yeomanry in the South African War from 1900 
to 1901, receiving the Queen’s medal with three 
clasps. After serving in that war he was made 
Honorary Lieutenant in the Army in July, 
1901, and he beeame Major in his regiment in 
August, 1911. He, with his whole regiment, 
undertook Imperial Service obligations on the 
outbreak of the war in Europe. He was men- 
tioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of the 
30th November, 1915. 

Major Martin, who was Chairman of the Mount- 
sorrel Granite Company, and took an active 
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part in public life in Leicestershire, married 
Violet Anne Philippa, elder daughter of Colonel 
Walter Wynter, of Woodhouse Haves, Leicester- 
shire, and left a son and a daughter. He was 
a member of the Cavalry Club, and was fond of 
hunting and shooting. 


2nd LIEUTENANT DONALD MARVIN, attd. Ist 
BATTN. SEAFORTH HIGHLANDERS (ROsS-SIIRE 
Burrs, THE DUKE oF ALBANY’Ss), was killed 
in action, 9th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT EDWARD MASON, 
3rd (RESERVE) attd. 2nd BATTN. 
NORTHAMPTONSHIRE REGIMENT, 
who was killed in a 
charge against the 
German trenches 
near Fromelles, 
France, on the 9th 
May, 1915, affords 
an instance of the 
varying types of men 
of different profes- 
sions who have an- 
swered their coun- 
call in the great 
crisis that burst upon 
it in the autumn of 1914. 

He was the only son of Jeremiah and Sarah 
Mason, and was born at Coventry on the 24th 
June, 1878. After being educated privately, 
he took up music as a profession, and became 
famous as a violoncello player and conductor. 
He received his musical training at the Royal 
College of Music, where during an exceptionally 
brilliant career as a student he won several 
exhibitions, became a favourite at the College 
concerts, and obtained his diploma as Associate. 
As a ’cellist he was principally known in 
London as a member of the Grimson String 
Quartette, of which his wife, Miss Jessie 
Grimson, was the distinguished leader, He 
was also a director and principal ‘cellist of the 
New Symphony Orchestra, which he conducted 
at its initial concert at the Queen’s Hall in 
1906. ‘This was his first prominent appearance 
as a conductor, and his power of direction at 
once received the recognition of the public and 
the press and unsolicited tributes from some 
of the leading musicians of the day. 

He was on the Musical Staff at Eton College, 
a position he held for over seventeen years. 
He frequently played as a soloist at Eton and 
in Windsor and the neighbourhood ; also at 
chamber concerts in town as well as in the 
provinces. He was a great favourite in his 
native town of Coventry. It w however, 
as a quartette player that he excelled. His 
late chief at Eton College, Dr. C. H. Lloyd, 
said of him: “He was a fine fellow and one 
of the best musicians 1 ever knew.’’ Like most 
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men of wide sympathies, he was very versatile, 
and was able to play both the violin and the 
viola so efficiently that he often sustained any 
one of the parts in a string quartette with 
success. He was also a pianist, but was himself 
somewhat modest of his powers in that direction. 
In 1907 a choir which bore his name was 
founded by him, the principal object being to 
assist British music by producing the works of 
our younger composers, who by his death 
have suffered a severe loss. 

Very soon after the outbreak of hostilities 
he joined the ranks of the Universities and 
Public Schools’ Battalion, receiving his com- 
mission in the Northamptonshire Regiment in 
February, 1915, and proceeding to the front in 
March, 1915. 

A brother Officer, writing an account of his death, said : 
“He was killed gallantly leading his men in the attack 
on the 9th May against the German trenches. We all 
wish to express our sympathy with you in the loss of 


such an excellent officer and charming companion as 
he was.” 


His Platoon Sergeant wrote that Mr. Mason’s 
detachment came under a devastating fire 
from German machine guns near Fromelles, 
and he fell in a hail of bullets. 

Mr. Mason, who was the first well-known London 
musician to fall in the war, was open-hearted 
and generous to a fault. He hated pretence and 
cant, and, a lover of all healthy, open-air 
pursuits, was the very antithesis to the 
conventional type of musician. Those who knew 
him will appreciate the concluding words of 
the officer's tribute quoted above.

CAPTAIN GEORGE DUDLEY MATHEW, 
2/2 KING EDWARD’S OWN GURKHA 
RIFLES (THE SIRMOOR RIFLES), 
was the youngest son of the late Brigade-Sur- 
geon Licutenant-Colonel KR. G. Mathew and Mrs. 
Mathew. Ile was a nephew of the late Lord 
Justice Mathew and a yreat-nephew of the late 
Father Mathew, Apostle of Temperance. 

Born at Darjeeling, India, on the 15th May, 


1881, he was educated abroad, privately, and 
at the R.M.C., Sandhurst, receiving his first 
Army appointment 
in the Northampton- 
shire Regiment in 
January, 1902. In 
July of the follow- 
ing year he was 
transferred to the 
Indian Army, in 
which he became 
Lieutenant in May, 
1904, and Captain 
in January, 1911. 
and served in the “= 

Dupla Expedition in 1913. He was wounded 
at Neuve Chapelle on the 9th May, 1915, and 
died from his wounds on the following day, 
being buried in the Military Cemetery at 
Vieille Chapelle. 

Captain Mathew was a member of the Junior 
Naval and Military Club, and was a polo and 
tennis player. 


LIEUTENANT HERBERT GERARD 
MATHIESON. 3rd (CITY OF LONDON) 
BATTN. THE LONDON REGI.- 
MENT, (ROYAL FUSILIERS) (T.F.), 
a director of 
Messrs. Burrup, 
Mathieson, and 
Sprague, Ltd.,South- 
wark Street, London, 
S.E., was the son of 
Gerard Mathieson, of 
17, Brechin Place, 
and 114, Southwark 
Street, S.K. 

He was born at 
Hendon in 1888 and 
was educated at Al- 
denham School. He had been some time in the 
London Regiment, and was one of the officers 
selected to receive the new colours from the 
hands of King Edward VII in June, 1909. 
He was a keen business man, making many 
trips to America for his firm, and subsequently 
the exigences of his calling necessitated his 
leaving his regiment. He was fond of riding, 
rowing, swimming, tennis, and soldiering as 
a hobby He rejoined his regiment as a Lieu- 
tenant, being gazetted to that rank in Septem- 
ber, 1914, and did duty for some months at 
Malta, landing in France in the first week in 
January. In his regiment he achieved the popu- 
larity of a nickname, as did also his battalion, 
which, because of the youthful appearance and 
high spirits of the men, became known at the 
front as ‘‘The Maltese Kittens.” Lieutenant 
Mathieson was killed in action on the 10th 
March, 1915, while leading a charge at Neuve 
Chapelle, his Captain having been killed. 


A Private of the battalion, invalided home with frost- 
bite, came to tell Lieutenant Mathieson’s widow of the 
way he met his death. He said: ‘ All the morning 
Lieutenant Mathieson had been laughing and joking and 
cheering us up, as he always did before we went into 
action. He had to shout because the noise of the 
artillery was deafening. I never saw a man 80 cool. 
We believed in him to a man. He was always one for 
doing a good turn for anyone, officers or men. I re- 
member him carrying one of the boys’ rifle for miles 
because the poor chap was almost fainting and ready to 
drop out. Another time he spent an extra hour in the 
trenches looking for a pair of ficld-glasses a friend had 
lost. On Wednesday (10th March) ‘A’ Company 
was ordered up to the front to take a house at the corner 
of the village of Neuve Chapelle. Tho house waa sup- 
Posed to be held by about a dozen or so Germans. The 
order was given to charge. We were met with a perfect 
hail of flame—it was hell let loose. The house was held 
by almost a dozen Germans and several machine guns. 
Captain Pulman advanced, and fell almost immediately, 
surrounded by a dozen or s0 men. Seeing this, the rest 
of the company half hesitated. Licutenant Mathicson 
sprang forward, and, turning to the men with the merry 
smile they all adored him for, shouted, ‘ Come on, boys ;

He was born on the 21st January, 1885, and 
was educated at Morrison’s Academy, Crieff, 
at Leys School, Cambridge, and at Christ’s 
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men of wide sympathies, he was very versatile, 
and was able to play both the violin and the 
viola so efficiently that he often sustained any 
one of the parts in a string quartette with 
success. He was also a pianist, but was himself 
somewhat modest of his powers in that direction. 
In 1907 a choir which bore his name was 
founded by him, the principal object being to 
assist British music by producing the works of 
our younger composers, who by his death 
have suffered a severe loss. 

Very soon after the outbreak of hostilities 
he joined the ranks of the Universities and 
Public Schools’ Battalion, receiving his com- 
mission in the Northamptonshire Regiment in 
February, 1915, and proceeding to the front in 
March, 1915. 

A brother Officer, writing an account of his death, said : 
“ He was killed gallantly leading his men in the attack 
on the 9th May against the German trenches.

Service obligations, and left for the Near East 
in March, 1915, and was nominated by his 
Company Officer, Colonel J. ‘Il.

He served with the China 
Expeditionary Force in 1901, and, as one of the 
Military Attachés, attended the Japanese

. ““Meade’s Horse ” 
during the Indian Mutiny, and of H. H. F. 
White, late Indian Public Works Department. 
Lieutenant Meade was educated at Sussex 
House, Seaford, and Victoria College, Jersey, 
where he won the King’s Gold medal for 
Mathematics, and passed second into the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst. He was very good at all gaines, 
especially at lawn tennis and cricket, and was 
in the XI at Victoria College and Sandhurst. 
At Sandhurst he gained the Hindustani Prize, 
and, passing out second, received a com- 
mission, as 2nd Lieutenant on the Unattached 
List for the Indian Army, in September, 1911, 
and served for a year with the Essex Regiment 
at Quetta. In December, 1912, he joined the 
14th Sikhs, with which he served for two years 
in India, taking part in the landing at the Sharh 
Syed Peninsula and the engagement at Kantara, 
for which he was mentioned in Brigade Orders. 
He was promoted Lieutenant in December, 
1913. 
Lieutenant Meade accompanied his regiment. 
to Egypt in November, 1914, and in April, 
1915, he proceeded to Gallipoli Peninsula and 
took part in many actions there, being wounded 
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on the 2nd May. His wound was not serious, 
however, and he was able to return to duty 
within a week, and served with his regiment 
until the 4th June, 1915, when he was 
killed in action at Saghir Dere, after they had 
carried the Turkish trench. His body was 
recovered and buried in Gully Rayine, Gallipoli 
Peninsula, 


The Officer Commanding the 14th Sikhs wrote: “ His 
death is a great loss to me and the regiment. He was 
killed on the 4th June, quite close to me. We were 


going towards my Adjutant, who was mortally wounded, 
when your son was shot through the head. Ile died 
instantaneously, and did not suffer at all. His body 
was recovered some days afterwards, and was buried 
by an Army Chaplain near the spot where he was killed. 
His body lies near that of Colonel Jacques, who was 
killed the same day. I had the greatest ad- 
miration for your son. He was a splendid officer, con- 
scientious and thoroughly reliable. I looked upon him 
as a man who would go far and make a name for himself. 
The General Officer who commands our brigade wrote 
to me soon after your son was killed and asked me to 
tell you that he had never met a finer specimen of the 
young British officer—gallant, level-headed, and a splen- 
did leader and scout, and with it all quict and modest. 
I liked him very much, as did all who came in contact 
with him. If he had lived he would have received and 
earned special recognition for his gallant work on many 
occasions in the last three wee!

1914, and Captain in April, 1915. Te was a 
golf player and a member of the Malone Golf 
Club. 


The following account of the circumstances of his death 
was received from his Company Commander: ‘ On the 
25th April we were ordered to attack St. Julien. Your 
son’s platoon was in the front line with another of ‘D’ 
Company under me. The way he led his platoon was 
really splendid. To cut a long story short, these two 
platoons arrived at a position from which it was impos- 
sible, without considerable reinforcements, to advance 
further owing to the rifle and machine-gun fire directed 
on them. Almost the last act performed by your son 
under this fire was to crawl over and bandage a man 
of his platoon who had been wounded, and it was cer- 
tainly one of the most gallant things I have ever seen 
done. It was almost immediately after this that he 
was so very unfortunately killed. He was under me in 
“D’Company for several months, and I am very pleased 
to be able to tell you that his name was sent forward, 
prior to the 25th, for his excetlent work during the whole 
time he was out here. His name has also gone forward 
for his most gullant conduct on the 25th, and I only 
hope he will get the reward he so thoroughly deserves.’” 
A Major of the battalion wrote of him: ‘I may tell 
you that he was looked upon as such a particularly 
useful and good officer that he was specially transferred 
from his original company some little time ago to a 
company which required a real good subaltern officer 
at the time, in view of the casualtics it had suffered. 
Your boy met his soldier’s death gallantly Icading his 
platoon forward, against very heavy rifle and machine- 
gun fire, to the attack against the enemy on the 25th 
inst. Naturally your boy’s name will over be re- 
membered in the regiment and Its glorious annals. He 
is buried with his men where he fell on the field between 
the villages of Fortuin and St. Julien, about 2,000 yards 
north-east of Ypres. The Colonel wishes me particu- 
larly to tell you of the good work and gallantry he had 
done and shown ever since he joined the regiment out 
here in October last, and all through the winter months. 
I can hardly tell you what a loss he is as an officer of the 
battalion, and his quict manner and personal charms 
made him equally liked and popular with his brother 
officers.””

He was educated at 
Stubbington House, 
Fareham, Clifton 
College, Bristol, and 
Pembroke College, 
Cambridge. He played cricket and football for 
his House (Spence’s) at Clifton, and rowed 
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in the Mays for his College at Cambridge. 
When sixteen years of age he was presented 
by the Lord Mayor and Watch Committee of 
Norwich with a gold chain and medallion 
for rescuing from drowning and resuscitating 
a woman. 

He was yazetted to the East Yorkshire Regi- 
ment August, 1914, and was promoted 
Lieutenant in February, 1915. Lieutenant 
Miller had been wounded in the head on the 
2nd February, and after rejoining in April 
was killed by gas poisoning on the 5th May, 
1915, during operations at Hill 60, near Ypres, 
in which the battalion he was with took a 
leading part. The gas was so strong that the 
respirators proved useless. Nevertheless, he, 
with just a few others, with great temerity 
held on to the position until reliefs came up, 
and thus were instrumental in saving the line. 
After being treated at the advanced dressing 
station by a Medical Officer, who reported him 
in a serious but not hopeless condition, he 
tried (to reach the field ambulances, and 
apparently collapsed on the way, as nothing 
further was heard of him. His body was found 
on the 17th May in or near a ruined cottage 
by the roadside with those of some of his 
men.

The Officer temporarily in command of his battalion 
wrote regarding 2nd Lieutenant Mills’ death : He 
was in command of No. 1 Company, and was holding 
a post on a railway embankment and a track running 
from it. The actual attack came from his right, but 
the post was under heavy fite from the front. The 
right of the line was broken by mines and outflanked 
and rushed. He, from reports I can trust, handled his 
men well, and made his change of front to face the new 
advance well; but unfortunately was struck through 
the head and killed instantaneously, just having accom- 
plished the change. I should like here to add that I 
was Second in Command of the 4th Battalion when 
your boy joined, and I had a certain amount to do with 
instructing him in the art of war. From the early days 
of knowing him I felt sure he would do well as a soldier, 
and from all I have seen of him here my expectations 
have not only been fulfilled but surpassed.”” 

A brother Officer wrote : ‘* He was shot through the head, 
and died at once without any pain. It was a very 
gallant death, for he died rallying his men. When the 
Germans had pierced the line he was under a very heavy 
fire, and he was doing very well. Me died smiling. He 
was always so cheery that his men loved him, and so 
did we all, We thought ourselves so lucky to have him.” 
Another Officer wrote: ‘* He had always done as well 
as possible out here, and was a most promising officer, 
and I had hoped he would have become one of us after 
the campoign,”” 


The Colonel Commanding the Coldstream Guards wrote : 
“Both the Officer in Command and the Second in 
Command of his battalion have constantly referred to 
your son's behaviour during the whole of his short time 
at the front in the most glowing terms, and it was only 
a day or two before the fatal fight on the 25th that I 
had written to the Colonel Commanding the battalion 
telling him to apply, through the Headquarters of the 
Expeditionary Force, that your son might be specially 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant in the Special Re- 
serve for his distinguished services in the field. Un- 
fortunately my letter arrived too late to have anything 
done. . . . It isa most glorious death to have died, 
and, from his behaviour throughout, it is evident he 
was quite prepared to give his life at any moment, if 
called upon to do so if only by so doing he could help 
the regiment to keep up its reputation for conspicuous 
gallantry and reliability in every circumstance, no 
matter how difficult.” 

A Brigadier-General wrote : Officer Commanding 
the Ist Guards’ Brigade I wish to write you a short letter, 
not only to express my deep sympathy with you in 
your sad loss, but also to tell you what a very high 
opinion we all formed of your son during the short time 
he was with us. He had the instinct of leadership, and 
even in the Coldstream Guards (where the standard is 
very high) stood out as an officer of exceptional merit. 
From my own observations I became aware of his 
qualities, but his Commanding Officer also spoke to me 
of him frequently in the highest terms. I know that 
in your grief it will be some small consolation to hear 
once more the very high opinion of your poor lad that 
was formed by those who are in a position to judge.” 
The Officer Commanding his battalion wrote: “1 
looked upon him as quite one of the best of my young 
officers. He was so kind, so willing, and so cheery, and 
was a great favourite among us all. He was an excellent 
leader of men, and the men of his company would have 
followed him anywhere. I have already sent his name 
in for special mention, and I can assure you that I look 
upon his loss as one not easily to be filled in the regiment. 
I can only say how deeply myself and all his brother 
officers in the Coldstreams sympathise with you in your 
loss.”” 

2nd Lientenant Mills was mentioned in Sir 


John French’s Despatch of the 3lst May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN PERCY TREVENEN MILLS, 
3rd (RESERVE) attd. Ist BATTN. THE 
QUEEN’S OWN (ROYAL WEST KENT 
REGIMENT), 
who was killed in 
action on the 8th 
February, 1915, at 
Wulverghem, — Bel- 
gium, and was 
buried at Dranoutre, 
was the son of the 
late William Gundry 
Mills, of the Stock 
Exchange, and Tor- 
frey, Par Station, 
Cornwall. 

He was born in London on the 12th February, 
1887, and was educated at Aldenham School, 
Herts, at Bonn University, Germany, and at 
the R.M.C., Sandhurst. He joined the Royal 
West Kent Militia in 1905, being gazetted 
2nd Lieutenant in May of that year, and was 
promoted Lieutenant in April, 1907. In the 
following year he joined the 8rd (Reserve) 
Battalion of his regiment, from which he 
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subsequently retired. At the outbreak of the 
Great War he offered his services, and in August, 
1914, gazetted Lieutenant in his old 
battalion, in which he was promoted Captain 
in September, 1914, while he was on duty at 
Chatham. 

Captain Mills, who has three brothers in the 
Army, had been at the front nearly three 
months, when he was at last shot four days 
before his 28th birthday. He had previously 
been bit by shrapnel, and being much run down 
about Christnias was obliged to spend some ten 


was 


days in a Boulogne Base Hospital to recuperate. 
The following tribute to the late Officer’s conduct was 
received from a Major in the field: ‘ I admired him 
enormously for the painstaking and conscientious way 
in which he tackled his duties, and his coolness and 
bravery gained the confidence of his men who were 
genuinely fond of him. He had not been at all fit for 
some weeks past, and his chief anxiety was to avoid 
falling into the hands of the doctor, which shows the 
stuff he was made of. He had carned the respect and 
admiration of all.’" 

Captain Mills married Ruby, daughter of 
George Weddell, of Newcastle-on-Tyne and 
Seaton Carew, Co. Durham, and left one 


daughter— Ruth, born in December, 1912.

LIEUTENANT-COLONEL ARCHIBALD 
SKIRVING WOOLERY MOFFAT, Ist attd. 
2nd BATTN. THE BORDER REGIMENT, 
was the son of the 


late James Moffat, 
Esq., of Ken Ervie, 
Kirkeudbrightshire, 
and a nephew of the 
late Adam Skirving, 
Esq., of Croys, 
Kirkeudbrightshire. 
Lieutenant - Colonel 
Moffat was born at 
Castle-Douglas, 
Kirkeudbrights hire, 
Scotland, on the 
14th November, 1867, and was educated at 
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Craigmount, Edinburgh, and in Switzerland. 
He joined the Dumfries Militia, and in Novem- 
ber, 1888, was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant from it 
to the Border Regiment, being posted to the 
Ist Battalion. He was promoted Lieutenant in 
July, 1890, and in 1894-95 he was on active 
service in the Waziristan Expedition, for which 
he received the medal with clasp. His pro- 
motion to Captain followed in September, 1896, 
and from June, 1899, to June, 1903, he was 
Adjutant of the 2nd Battalion. Most of his 
service was spent in India and Burma, with a 
period of nearly three years in South Africa, 
from 1905 to 1908. He received his Majority 
in October, 1909, and joined the Ist Battalion 
(in India), which shortly afterwards proceeded 
to Burma, where he was Second in Command 
when the war broke out. 

His battalion was ordered home, and Major 
Moffat reached England in January, 1915. He 
was attached to the 2nd Battalion of his regi- 
ment, then in France, as Second in Command, 
and was killed while leading a charge at Festu- 
bert on the 16th-17th May, 1915. He was 
buried near the spot where he fell. His pro- 
motion to Lieutenant-Colonel, to date from 
the 3rd May, 1915, was gazetted after his death, 
and for his services in the war he was mentioned 
in Sir John French’s Despatch of the 30th 
November, 1915. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Moffat was a fine soldier, 
devoted to his profession and to his regiment. 
He excelled in all outdoor games and sports— 
polo, cricket, football, hockey—and did much 
to encourage athletics and games among the 
men of the regiment. Almost all his leaves were 
spent in big-game shooting, and his trophies 
from India, Burma, and South Africa formed a 
very fine collection. When on leave at home, 
shooting and fishing were his great pleasures. 
He married, 1912, Marjorie Armstrong, 
daughter of Arthur Just, Esq., of Ceylon, and 
left one son—Archibald James, born in August, 
1915.

DIANS), was killed, 14th February, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT JOHN LEESON 
MOFFET, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. 2nd 
BATTN. ROYAL SCOTS FUSILIERS, 
who was killed in action at Neuye Chapelle on 
the 10th March, 1915, was the eldest son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Thomas Moffet, Ingleside, Wat- 
ford, Herts, and was born at Watford on the 
17th May, 1888. 

He was educated at Watford Grammar School, 
at the City and Guilds’ Technical College, Fins- 
bury, and at’ Manchester University, where he 
took the degree of B.Sc. with honours. At the 
University he was in the O.T.C., and obtained 


Certificates “ A’ and “ B,” qualifying him for 
a commission. 

He adopted the pro- 
fession of electrical 
engineer, and was an 
Associate of the In- 
stitute of Electrical 
Engineers. Shortly 
before the war broke 
out he read a paper 
before the Manches- 
ter Section of Elec- 
trical Engineers on 
““The Possibilities of 
Electric Traction on 
Railways,” and was awarded the Premium 
Prize of the Institution. 

When ordered to join the Royal Scots Fusiliers 
on being gazetted to that regiment, in the 
3rd Battalion of which he had received a com- 
mission dated August, 1914, he was engaged 
for his firm on important electrical work in 
connection with a submarine at Portland. 
While training at Greenock he received from 
the Manchester (Students) Section of the 
Institution of Electrical Engineers a unani- 
mous invitation to be their Vice-Chairman. 


His Commanding Officer wrote to his father as follows : 
“As his Commanding Officer I may say he was a most 
promising officer, keen and anxious to learn. He had 
a high sense of duty and had plenty of confidence in 
himself.”" 

Other Officers wrote :— 

“* While waiting for the artillery bombardment to cease, 
your son was quite cheery and certainly not so nervous 
as a good many of us. Every officer in his company 
was either killed or wounded.” 

“We had been advancing in extended order just after 
the capture of the Germans’ first line of defence when 
we suddenly struck some heavy rifle fire. Your son 
was just in front of me with his platoon, had just given 
the order to his men to lie down, when he was struck 
by a bullet through the left lung. I think it must 
have touched his heart, as he died within two minutes 
without speaking. 
“Ie died a noble death leading his men intoaction. It 
was through turning round himself to warn his men to 
take cover that he himself was hit.” 


LIEUTENANT LOUIS LEYSON REES- 
MOGG, ROYAL ENGINEERS (RESERVE 
OF OFFICERS), 
was the only sur- 
viving son of Leyson 
and Mary S. A. 
Rees-Mogg, of The 
Lodge, Tiverton, 
North Devon, and 
was born at Lons- 
dale Cottage, Bath- 
easton, near Bath, 
on the 15th Febru- 
ary, 1890. He was 
a grandson of the 
late William and Ann Rees-Mogg, of Cholwell 
House, Temple Cloud, Bristol, and of the late 
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Walter C. and Hannah Charlotte Radcliffe, of 
Warleigh, near Plymouth. 

He was educated at Blundell’s School, gaining 
an open Scholarship and the School Exhibition 
at Sidney Sussex College, Cambridge, where he 
took a first class in the Mathematical 'Tripos 
(Part I) in 1909, and a first class in the Mechani- 
cal Science Tripos in 1911. In the latter year 
he graduated B.A., and was elected to a B.A. 
Scholarship at the College on condition that he 
continued his studies there. At school he had 
been a member of the Cadet Corps, and when 
he went to Cambridge he joined the Engineering 
Section of the Cambridge University O.T.C. 
In February, 1913, he was gazetted 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in the Reserve of Officers, Royal En- 
gineers, and in August, 1914, was attached to 
the 68th Field Company, XIth Division. Lieu- 
tenant Rees-Mogg was promoted to that rank 
in June, 1915. He was killed near Suvla Bay, 
Gallipoli Peninsula, on the 11th August, 1915, 
and was buried where he fell.

the elder son of 
Major Harold Par- 
minter Molineux, 
late Essex Regiment. 
(56th), of Morning- 
ton, Eastbourne, 
and The Cottage, 
Isfield, Sussex, and 
of Rosa’ Eugenie 
Katharine, second 
daughter of the late 
Henry King, of Is- 
field Place, was born 
on the 15th April, 1887, at 43, Carlisle Road, 
Eastbourne. 

Captain Molineux was educated at Winchester 
College, where he was in both the Cricket XI 
and the Football Team, and was the winner in 
throwing the hammer and putting the weight 
in 1906. Afterwards he went to Magdalen 
College, Oxford, where he was a member of the 
Oxford Harlequins. He played cricket for 
Oxford University on several occasions, also 
for the Gentlemen of England at Eastbourne, 
and at Oxford. 
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In December, 1909, he was gazetted 2nd Lieu- 
tenant from the Special Reserve to the North- 
umberland Fusiliers, and in September, 1913, 
he accompanied his battalion to India, being 
promoted Lieutenant in November that year. 
In August, 1914, he was appointed A.D.C. 
to Lord Hardinge of Penshurst, Viceroy of 
India, but he resigned his appointment to 
rejoin his battalion when ordered on active 
service to France in November, 1914. Captain 
Molineux, who was temporarily promoted to 
that rank in January, 1915, was first reported 
as ‘ missing,’’ and then, unoilicially, as killed, 
after the third Battle of Ypres on the Sth May, 
1915. After the prolonged heavy bombard- 
ment by the Germans of the Ypres salient, 
he was last seen lying unconscious in his trench 
when it was taken by the enemy on the evening 
of the 8th May. 

Captain Molineux was a member of the M.C.C 
of the Oxford Harlequins, and of the United 
Service Club, Pall Mall. A first-rate cricketer, 
shot, rider, and fisherman, and a_ good 
naturalist, he was very popular in his regi- 
ment, and was beloved by all who knew him.

An 
all-round sportsman and good naturalist, he 
was given command of the Battalion Scouts 
almost immediately after joining at Aldershot, 
in succession to his elder brother.

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He was educated at) Wimbledon School and at 
the R.M.C., Sandhurst, from which he was 
gazetted to the 57th Foot, as 2nd Lieutenant, 
in May, 1878, being promoted Lieutenant in the 
Middlesex Regiment, as the corps had become, 
in March, 1880. With his battalion he served 
in the Zulu Campaign of 1879, being present at 
the action of Ginginhlova, for which he received 
the medal with clasp. He obtained his Company 
in December, 1885. and from January, 1889, to 
October, 1890, was Station Staff Officer, Ist 
Class, in the Bombay Presidency. From 
October, 1891, to October, 1895, he was 
Adjutant of his battalion, and he obtained his 
Majority in December of the latter year. 
From 1899-1900 he took part in the South 
African War, being present at operations in 
Cape Colony, and taking part in the relief of 
Ladysmith, including the action at Spion Kop. 
In this action he was severely wounded, receiv- 
ing no fewer than five wounds, and being struck 
by eight bullets For his services in that war 
he was mentioned in Despatches (‘‘ London 
Gazette,” 10th September, 1901), and received 
the Queen’s Medal with two clasps. He suc- 
ceeded to the command of his battalion in 
February, 1904, in which he was exceedingly 
popular with all ranks, receiving his Brevet 
Coloneley in February, 1907, and giving up the 
command, on the expiration of the usual period 
of four years, in February, 1908, when he was 
placed on half-pay. 

In November, 1908, he was promoted Substan- 
tive Colonel, remaining on half-pay till June, 
1909, when he was appointed Brigade Com- 
mander of the Lothian Infantry Brigade, 
Scottish Command. He was gazetted Tem- 
porary Brigadier-General in August, 1914, 
and was appointed to the command of the 
156th Brigade in the war with the Central 
Empires in February, 1915. On the 23rd 
May, 1915, he left for Gallipoli Peninsula 
with his brigade, namely, the ith and the 
7th Royal Scots and the 7th and the 8th 
Scottish Rifles, 

He was killed on the 28th June, 1915, while 
leading the last reserves of the Lothian Brigade 
against an unshelled Turkish trench, which 
he was ordered to take ‘‘ at all cosis,”’ and was 
buried on the Gallipoli Peninsula. 

For his services he was mentioned in Sir Jan 
Hamilton’s Despatch of 22nd September, 1915. 
Brigadier-General Scott-Moncrieff played in his 
regimental polo team when in the Middlesex 
Regiment, and enjoyed big-game shooting, on 
which he was very keen, in Kashmir and in 
Portuguese East Africa. He was a member of 
the United Service Club. 

He married Alice Margaret, daughter of the 
late John Cassels, Esq., and left two sons: 
Robert Scott, Captain in the Royal Scots, born 
in 1887; and William Scott, born in 1888. 


LIEUTENANT KENNETH EDWARD 
MONRO, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. Ist BATTN.

Henry Theodore 
Monro, Temple- 
crone, East Grin- 
stead, Sussex, was 
born at Chislehurst, 
Kent, on the 13th 
September, 1893. He 
was a grandson of 
the late Dr. Henry 
Monro, of Upper 
Wimpole Street, and 
a yreat-nephew of 
the late Admiral Sir Cooper Key, K.C.B. 

He was educated at Winchester (Mr. Little’s 
House) and at South Eastern Agricultural 
College, Wye, Kent. On the outbreak of the 
war he and other men of the neighbourhood 
joined the ‘‘ Wye Company ” as Privates, and 
in November, 1914, he was given his commission 
in the Northamptonshire Regiment, proceeding 
to the front in March, 1915, attached to the 
Ist Battalion of his regiment. 

Lieutenant Monro was wounded in the attack on 
Aubers Ridge on Sunday, the 9th May, 1915, 
and lay near the German entanglements for 
52 hours before he could be brought in. He 
was then taken to Boulogne, and scemed at 
first to be going on well, but gangrene set in, 
and he died on the 14th May, 1915, and was 
buried in the cemetery at Boulogne. Lieutenant 
Monro was promoted Lieutenant, to date from 
the 14th May, the day on which he died. 

He was a keen cricketer and golfer, and was a 
member of the Royal Ashdown Forest Golf 
Club.

YORKSHIRE REGIMENT, 
ason of Mr. and Mrs, Max Montesole, of 270, 
Wightman Road, Hornsey, London, N., was 
born in 1895. He was educated at the Sta- 
tioners’ Company’s Schools, which he attended 
for many years, afterwards spending two years 
at the Camden Secondary School, where he was 
House Captain and Monitor, and later entered 
King’s College, London, where he graduated 
B.Sc. (Engineer) in July, 1914. He was very 
fond of sports, in which he excelled, and was 
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Sports Captain in his School and Captain of 
He was 


the Ist Football Team 
also very fond of 
walking, and covered 
fifty miles a day on 
several occasions, 

For two years he 
was amember of the 
London University 
O.T.C., rising to the 
rank of Sergeant, 
and in July, 1914, 
he was gazetted to 
a 2nd Lieutenancy 
in the Special Re- 
serve of the Royal Sus: 
he served for four months. He was then 
attached to the Ist Battalion, Bedfordshire 
Regiment, but never actually served in that 
regiment, as he took a draft of the 2nd Batta- 
lion, Yorkshire Regiment, to the front, and 
went into action two days after landing in 
France. That battalion formed part of the 
VIIth Division, which broke through the Ger- 
man lines running north and south-west of the 
La Bassée salient in front of Festubert. On 
the morning of the 17th May, 1915, at 6 a.m., 
“B” Company, in which Lieutenant Monte- 
sole served, were in the third German trench. 
“They had during the night carried out some very 
important and dangerous operations, attended with 
heavy losses,” wrote the Major in Command. ‘* Your 
son was cool, alert, and cheerful as usual.’ 

He had just shouted a cheering inessage to a 
chum, some fifteen yards on his left, when a 
“Jack Johnson” struck the parapet and 
buried him and four men who stood near him. 
They must have died instantaneously, as they 
were all struck in the head by large pieces of 
shell. He was buried with Captain Fish, who 
fell five hours later, in the orchard at Dead Cow 
Farm, about a mile in the rear of where he had 
fallen. 

“Thave always considered him,” wrote his Commanding 
Officer, “‘ one of the best, the most cheerful, and efficient 
subaltern in the regiment.” 

With the exception of the Medical Officer, he 
was—on the morning of the 17th May—the only 
officer surviving of those who had joined the 
battalion in November, 1914. Lieutenant 
Montesole’s promotion to that rank, to date 
from 20th November, 1914, was not gazetted 
until July, 1915. 

Lieutenant Montesole was a fine long-distance 
shot, and held the record in the battalion for 
** casualties ”’ inflicted on the enemy during the 
long winter months at La Boutillerie. ‘ He 
was a great favourite, both with the officers 
and men, and his loss is deeply felt by the 
regiment.” 

Three of his brothers are serving in the war. 
One, 2nd Lieutenant Eric A. Montesole, was 
connected with the 7th Battalion, Middlesex

>x Regiment, in which 
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Regiment, for several years. He was wounded 
on the 6th June, and gazetted to the 7th 
Battalion, Royal Sussex Regiment. He has 
since been killed in action at the Hohenzollern 
Redoubt on the 3rd March, 1916.

CAPTAIN REGINALD HENRY HAMIL-

was the eldest son 
of Colonel J. H. 
Moore, R.A.M.C., 
of Easterlands, Wel- 
lington, Somerset. 

He was born at Ba- 
reilly, India, on the 
2nd December, 1884,

first. placed in charge of the Royal Flying Corps 
workshops at South Farnborough. In March, 
1915, he joined No. 2 Squadron, No. 1 Wing, at 
the front as a Flying Officer, and was gazetted 
Lieutenant after his death as from the 24th 
April, 1915. 

The following full report of the memorable feat was 
courteously supplied, with copies of the official report, 
by the late officer’s relations 
“On Monday, 26th April, during the second great 
Battle of Ypres, an extremely urgent message nue 
through from Headquarters to Merville ordering the 
immediate destruction of the railway line at Courtrai 
Junction in order to prevent the Germans from bringing 
up reinforcements to the extent of a whole army corps, 
and Lieutenant Rhodes-Moorhouse was detailed for 
this important task, his instructions being ‘to use 
his own discretion as to the height at which he would 
drop his bomb.’ He had been often under heavy fire 
when flying, and knew the full risk he ran in deciding 
to descend to 300-ft. above Courtrai in order to make 
sure of his mark. He left Merville Flying Ground at 
3.5 p.m. and returned again, mortally wounded, at 
4,15, having dropped his bomb and piloted his machine 
over thirty-five miles, after receiving his first serious 
wounds, under conditions of extreme difficulty owing 
to the nature of his injuries (which included the loss of 
three fingers of his right hand) and the damage done to 
his machine. 

“He made a full report before being taken to hospital, 
so that Sir John French was able to record the destrue- 
tion of Courtrai Junction in his ‘ Report from Head- 
despatched the same evening, in which he 
One of our airmen bombed Courtrai Station 
this afternoon and destroyed the Junction. Although 
wounded, he brought his machine back to our lines.’ 
There was never any hope of saving his life. He died 
of his wounds in hospital next day, but before his death 
he received the following message from Sir John French, 
then at General Headquarters, over thirty miles away : 
‘But for pressure of urgent work the Field-Marshal 
Commanding-in-Chief would have visited 2nd Lieutenant 
Moorhouse himself to expre his admiration of his 
courage and the way in which he carried out his duties 


yesterday.” 

“Special permission was granted for his body to be sent 
home, in accordance with his own request, and he was 
recommended ‘ for gallant and distinguished service in 
the field ’ in Sir John French’s Despatch of the 31st May, 
and awarded the Victoria Cross ‘for most conspicuous 
bravery on the 26th April, 1915, in flying to Courtrai 
and dropping bombs on the railway line near that station. 
On starting the return journey he was mo: ly wounded, 
but succeeded in flying for thirty-five miles to his 
destination at a very low altitude, and reported the 
successful accomplishment of his object’ (from the 
* London Gazette,’ 22nd May, 1915).”” 

The following are the two official accounts of his exploit, 
which supplement each other :— 

I. Extract from the D: Bulletin issued to the troops 
(first issued by special request to the Indian Corps— 
who had seen him flying back, and “ were so impressed 
by his astounding courage ” that they asked for further 
detai and translated into Hindustani, and afterwards 
circulated among all our troops), dated 29th April, 
1915 :— 

“ British AIR RAID ON CouRTRAT.— Details are now to 
hand of the successful air raid carried out on the 26th 
inst. and mentioned in yesterday’s Bulletin. It is a 
story of amazing gallantry and heroism, and is worthy 
of special notice. The aviator, 2nd Lieutenant Rhodes- 
Moorhouse, left Merville at 3.5 in the afternoon, alone 
in a biplane, to drop a heavy bomb on the railway

junction at Courtrai. Arriving at his. destination, he 
volplaned down to a height of 300-ft. and successfully 
dropped the bomb on his objective, the effects of the 
explosion being felt by the aviator at a height of 300-ft. 
While at this low altitude he was subjected to a tornado 
of fire from thousands of rifles, machine guns, and shell 
fire. He was sev y wounded in the thigh, part of 
which was shot away, but instead of descending into the 
German lines, where his life might have been saved, 
and to prevent his machine from falling into the hands 
of the Germans, he turned and made for the British 
lines. To increase his speed he descended a further 
200-ft., and crossed the German lines at a height of 100-ft. 
only. He was again severely wounded by a bullet, which 
ripped open his abdomen. Instead of landing at Ypres, 
he flew the whole way back to the flying ground at 
Merville and made his report. We regret to say that he 
succumbed to his wounds twenty-four hours later. He 
was an aviator who had already performed several daring 
feats, and was the first man to do the ‘ tail slide,’ and 
also the only man who had flown across the Channel 
with two passengers. This would appear worthy to be 
ranked among the most heroic stories of the world’s 
history.” 
Il. Extract from ‘“ Eyewitness’s’’

“The raid on Courtrai unfortunately cost the nation 
a very gallant life, but it will live as one of the most 
heroic episodes of the war, The aviator started on the 
enterprise alone in a biplane.

MORGAN, 6th BATTN, (RESERVE) 
THE ROYAL FUSILIERS (CITY OF 
LONDON REGT.), AND ROYAL FLY- 
ING CORPS, 
was the only son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Albert 
Morgan, 135, Oak- 
wood Court, Ken- 
sington,who received 
a telegram of 
gracious sympathy 
from their Majesties 
the King and Queen 
on his death. 

He was born on the 
24th May, 1889, and 
was educated at Summerfields, Oxford, and at 
Westminster, receiving his commission in the 
Royal Fusiliers in May, 1911, becoming Lieuten- 
ant in June, 1913. In September, 1913, he was 
appointed to the Royal Flying Corps, and had 
acted as Assistant Instructor at Upavon Flying 
School until he went to the front in December, 
1914. Lieutenant Morgan was killed in action at 
the Battle of Neuve Chapelle on the 10th March, 
1915, by shell fire, whilst piloting an aéroplane 
engaged in directing our artillery fire. His 
brother officer, Lieutenant A. Gordon Irving, 
the observer, was killed at the same moment. 
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He was mentioned in a Despatch from Field- 
Marshal Sir John French, dated the 31st May, 
1915, and published in the ‘‘ London Gazette ” 
of 22nd June, “ for gallant and distinguished 
service in the field.” 


CaPTAIN FREDERICK HaroLp Lewis MorGan, 
ADJUTANT TO THE 17th BRIGADE, RoyAL FreLp 
ARTILLERY, was killed in action, Ist-2nd May, 
1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT JoHN JOSEPH LEO MORGAN, 
2nd Barry. THe Roya INNISKILLING Fusi- 
Liers, died of wounds, 16th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT STEPHEN BEVERLEY MORGAN, 
8rd (RESERVE), attd. Ist Batrn. LEICESTER- 
SHIRE REGIMENT, was killed by shell, 14th 
May, 1915. 


2nd) Lieurenant DovuGias RuTHERFORD 
Montson, 3rd (RESERVE), attd. 2nd BATTN. THE 
Duke or EDINBURGH’s (WILTSHIRE REGI- 
MENT), was killed in action, 12th March, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CLIVE WILSON 
MORRIS attd. 2nd BATTN. THE 
KING’S ROYAL RIFLE CORPS, 
sixth son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank R. Mor- 
ris, of Crofton, near 
Orpington, Kent, 
was born on the 
4th March, 1894, at 
Oakhill Park, Hamp- 
stead, London. 

He was educated at 
St. Cyprian’s, Fast- 
bourne, and Repton, 
where he obtained 
his football colours. 
He was a good all-round sportsman. He 
joined the Artists’ Rifles as a Private on the 
outbreak of war in August, 1914, and was sent 
to France the following October. He was 
given his commission as Temporary 2nd 
Lieutenant on the General List in April, 1915, 
and was attached to the 2nd Battalion, King's 
Royal Rifle Corps. 2nd Lieutenant Morris 
was killed at Richebourg l’Avoué on the 9th 
May, 1915, while “gallantly leading his 
platoon across the open in front of our trenches 
to attack a very strong German position.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT HENRY GAGE 
MORRIS, 2nd BATTN. DUKE OF CORN- 
WALL’S LIGHT INFANTRY, 
only surviving child of Colonel Henry Gage 
Morris, late Commanding 2nd Battalion, Duke 
of Cornwall’s Light Infantry, great-great-grand- 
son of Colonel Roger Morris, of York, and 
great-grandson of Rear-Admiral Henry Gage 
Morris, was born at Bodmin on the 14th August, 
1897, 
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He was educated at The Hoe Preparatory 
School, Plymouth, Marlborough College, and 
the K.M.C., Sand- 
hurst, from which 
he was gazetted to 
his regiment in Janu- 
ary, 1915, when only 
a few months past 
seventeen years of 
age. He entered 
Marlhorough, where 
he was in the Mitre. 
in September, 1911, 
and on_ proceeding 
to Sandhurst with a 
Headmaster’s nomination in July, 1914, left 
behind him more friends among masters and 
boys than fall to the Jot of most. From his 
earliest days in the school his company was a 
real pleasure. Always bright and full of fun 
and merry talk, he had from the first great 
personal charm, and as he developed one saw 
behind him those qualities of modesty, genero- 
sity, and straightness which mark the perfect 
gentleman. The foregoing appreciation is taken 
from the ‘‘ Marlburian ”’ of the 19th May, 1915. 
2nd Lieutenant Morris was killed in actionon the 
23rd April, 1915, at the second Battle of Ypres. 
The Officer Commanding his battalion wrote : ‘‘ He was 
such a nice boy and a yery brave and gallant lad, and 
died gallantly. He was killed in a counter-att we 
made with the 13th Brigade, the East Yorks, Yorks and 
Lanes. and the 4th Canadians on the 23rd. I was 
commanding the battalion at the time, and the last I 
saw of him he passed me with a platoon of ‘C’ 
Company, which was in reserve. He came past me with 
a very cheerful face, and laughing, under a very heavy 
cross-fire from machine guns, and sang out to me, ‘ Shall 
I go on?’ and I answered, ‘ Go on, laddie, as hard as 
you can.’ Poor lad! I did not see him again, but heard 
he was shot in the head, but he would not let anyone 
stay with him. Ie was such a good boy, always cheerful 
and always ready to do anything that was wanted. He 
was very popular with everyone—officers and men."” 
His Soldier Servant wrote to Colonel Morris: ‘* Your 
son was as brave a man as anyone could wish to meet. 
I was his servant while he was in France, and a better 
master I never had. The men in the platoon loved him, 
and would do anything for him. He was always cheerful 
and had friends everywhere he went. I was not with 
him when he got hit, but I heard he wanted to go on, 
and refused to be bandaged, as he said there were men 
who were hit more badly than himself. He always 
thought of others before himself.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT JOHN TORRINGTON Morris, 
lst Barry. THE RoyAL WErSH FUSILIERS, 
was killed in action, 15th or 16th May, 1915. 


CapTAIn GERARD HuMPHREY Morrison, 1 /5th 
(City oF LonpoN) Batrn. THE LONDON REGI- 
MENT (LONDON RIFLE BRIGADE), T.F., was 
killed, 31st March, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT WILLIAM HENRY 
STANLEY MORRISON, 1/24th (COUNTY 
OF LONDON) BATTN. THE LONDON 
REGIMENT, (THE QUEEN'S) (T.F.), 
was the youngest son of Mr. and Mrs. Morrison, 
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Stonifers, Reigate, and was born on the 26th 
February, 1889. 


He was educated at 
Mill Hill School, and 
joined the  Terri- 
torial Force in 1910, 
becoming Lieutenant 
in February, 1913. 
He undertook Im- 
perial Service obli- 
gations on the out- 
break of war in 
August, 1914, and 
was killed in action 
= at Givenchy, in 
Flanders, on the 25th May, 1915, being the 
Senior Subaltern serving with his battalion at 
the time of his death. He was mentioned in 
Sir John French's Despatch of the 30th Noyem- 
ber, 1915, for gallant and distinguished service 
in the field. 
Lieutenant Morrison's Commanding Officer wrote = 
“We had to assault the German trenches, and ‘A’ 
Company led the battalion, losing all its officers except 
the Captain, Morrison behaved with the utmost gal- 
lantry after the assault had succeeded. Carrying bombs 
himself, he led a dashing attack along into a German 
work, throwing his bombs and directing his men in the 
same work. He was killed on the spot while doing this. 
+ ++» The battalion . . . fought from 6.30 in the evening 
all through the next day until it was withdrawn about 
9 o’clock at night, having held the ground it took in 
spite of the greatest difficulty. The behaviour of all 
was simply splendid, and it was an achievement of which 
any regiment could be more than proud, as also were 
the numberless cases of bravery. The last time T saw 
your son was just as I ordered his platoon forward. He 
was carrying a rifle and a fixed bayonet, and looking more 
delighted than I have ever seen him look. The thought 
of action evidently roused him in the highest degree.”” 
A Major, writing home, said: ‘ The leading platoons 
got across without much loss. No. 1, under Morrison, 
dashed through the remains of the enemy’s wire, which 
had been systematically cut to bits by our and the French 
Artillery for several days before, and were over the 
parapet and into the remains of the garrison with 
bayonet, bomb, and rifle with a yell. Bill Morrison met 
a hero’s death by running down the length of the trench 
with an armful of hand-grenades, throwing them as he 
went along.” 
The Captain of ‘A’ Company wrote: ‘ We went into 
action last Tuesday, and Frank Gill and your brother 
William were killed. Your brother's was the death of 
a hero. He led his men magnificently right up to the 
German trench, and as he died he was still giving orders 
and pointing the way onwards. I hope he may get some 
decoration, and I know his name has gone in to the 
Colonel. Whether he does or not, it must be some 
satisfaction to all of you to know the manner of his 
death... . We had been together a great deal over 
here, and I miss him awfully.” 
Other Officers wrote: ‘ Morrison’s was a hero’s death, 
ally attacking a German trench single-handed " ; 
Willie Morrison and Frank Gill were heroes. 
They died like English officers. No one would wish for 
a better fate. They have brought the greatest credit on 
their regiment, and we are all proud of them.” 


2nd LizuTeNaANT FRANCIS MATHEW DOMNICK 
Morroau, 4th (EXTRA RESERVE) BArrN. THE 
Royatw MuNsTerR Fusiiiers, was killed in 
action, June, 1915, 


LIEUTENANT ANTHONY Priuip Morse, 3rd 
(RESERVE), attd. 2nd Barry. THE DUKE oF 
CORNWALL’s Licut INFANTRY, died of wounds, 
5th June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GALBRAITH 
MORTEN, atid. lst BATTN. THE KING'S 
(LIVERPOOL REGIMENT), 
was the eldest son 
of John Garrett 
Morten, of 99, New- 
gate Street, London, 
K.C. His younger 
brother, who was in 
the London Scottish, 
was killed earlier in 
the war, and another 
brother is a Sub- 
Lieutenant in the 
Royal Navy. 

2nd Lieutenant Mar- 
ten: was born at Sutton on the 15th April, 
1888, and was educated at Aldenham School. 
He had matriculated at London University, 
and had passed the examinations for a solicitor. 
On the outbreak of the war with Germany 
in Auyust, 1914, he joined the Artists’ Rifles, 
with which he went to the front in 1914, and in 
March, 1915, he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
(temp.) on the General List, being attached to 
the Ist Battalion, Liverpool Reginient. 

2nd Lieutenant Morten was killed in action on 
the 16th May, 1915, at Richebourg l’Avoué 
in the second captured German trench, while 
leading his platoon in a successful advance. 
He was buried on the field of battle. 

The Officer Commanding the battalion wrote: “ Gal- 
Jantly had he led his men across the open space between 
our trenches and the German ones. He was a most 


promising officer, and the regiment has suffered a great 
loss by his death.”’ 


2nd LIEUTENANT (Temp. LIEUTENANT) EDMUND 
MortTmer, 2 /6th Barrn. (TERRIT.) NORTHUM- 
BERLAND FvstLters, was killed in action, 27th 
April, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT WILLIAM BRIAN Mortimer, 4th 
(ExTRA ReseERvE), attd. 2nd Batty. THE 
DuruaM Licut INFANTRY, was killed in action 
13th June, 1915. 


CapTaIn GERALD ARTHUR Morton, Ist BATTN. 
THE BorpER REGIMENT, was killed in action, 
2nd May, 1915. 


2nd LirurENANT JOHN FAIRFAX AMPHLETT- 
Morton, 6th (RESERVE), attd. 2nd Barry. 
Kine’s RoyaL RIFLE Corps, was killed in 
action, 10th January, 1915. 


CapTAIN GEORGE Movat DuNnpDAs-MOovAT, 
1/Ist (Crry or Lonpon) Barry. THE LONDON 
REGIMENT (ROYAL Fustviers), T.F., was killed 
in action, 9th May, 1915, 


CAPTAIN (temp.) CHARLES WILLIAM 
MOULD, 5th (SERVICE) BATTN. THE 
KING’S (SHROPSHIRE LIGHT 
INFANTRY), 
was the third son 
of David and Clara 
M. Mould, of Beeches 
Road, West. Brom- 
wich, Staffs, where 
he was born on the 
22nd March, 1893. 
He was educated 
for a short time at 
Handsworth Gram- 
_|} mar School, and 
ac aati : afterwards at King 
Edward V1’s Tigh Schcol, Birmingham. When 
war broke out he was a member of the Staff 
of the City Treasurer’s Office, Birmingham, 
and, having been in the Birmingham University 
O.T.C., was given a commission, as 2nd Lieu- 
tenant, in September, 1914. He proceeded on 
active service in May, 1915, and in the following 
month was promoted Temporary Lieutenant, 
being appointed Battalion Bomb Officer until 
his promotion to Captain, to date from Sep- 
tember, 1915, which promotion was not gazetted 
until after his death (‘‘ London Gazette,” 18th 
November, 1915). 
Captain Mould was killed while commanding 
his company in a successful attack between 
Ypres and Hooge on the 25th September, 
1915, and was buried at Bellewaarde. At the 
moment of his death his company was in sup- 
port, and a vigorous shell fire destroyed the 
trench and buried him with others. 
His Commanding Officer referred to him as a “‘ gallant 
and valuable officer’; and a brother Officer said, 
“T shall not soon forgct one of the bravest officers and 
best friends I have ever known.” 
Captain Mould was a member of the Old 
Edwardians’ Club, Birmingham, and played 
Rugby foot ball for the Old Edwardians. 


Mason Heucu Er.iot Movute, 1/4th GuRKHA 
RIFLFs, reported missing, 22nd May, 1915, 
was subsequently presumed killed on that date. 


LIEUTENANT ARTHUR HENRY 
TORRES MOUNTAIN, 16th BATTN. 
(SOUTH AUSTRALIA, WEST AUSTRA- 
LIA), AUSTRALIAN INFANTRY, 
born on the 4th March, 1903, at Thursday 
Island, Torres Straits, Queensland, was the 
eldest son of A. H. Mountain, of Geraldton, 
Western Australia, and grandson of the late 
Henry Mountain, of Sheffield, England. 

He was educated at Guildford Grammar 
School, Western Australia. In his sixteenth 
year he joined the Cadet Corps, attached to the 
88th Regiment of Commonwealth Infantry, 
obtaining his commission, as 2nd Lieutenant, 
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in that regiment in August, 1913. When war 
broke out he volunteered for foreign service, 
and received a com- 
mission, as 2nd Lieu- 
tenant, in the 16th 
Battalion, Australian 
Infantry, with which 
he went to Egypt, 
and was promoted 
Lieutenant in Feb- 
ruary, 1915. He 
afterwards procee- 
ded to the Dardan- 
elles, taking part in 
the landing on the 
25th April, 1915. Lieutenant Mountain was 
killed in action at Pope’s Hill on the 27th 
April, 1915, and was buried on the field of 
battle. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (TEMP. LIEUTENANT) JAMES 
D. L. Mowat, 1/5th (THR SUTHERLAND AND 
CAITHNESS HIGHLAND) BATTN. (TERRIT.) SEA- 
FORTH HIGHLANDERS (ROSS-SHIRE BUFFS, THE 
DvKE oF ALBANY’s), was killed in action, 15th 
June, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT (temp. CAPTAIN) 
CHARLES JAMES CARLTON MOWAT, 
8th BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE CAMER- 
ONIANS (SCOTTISH RIFLES), 
who was killed in 
action on the 28th 
June, 1915, was the 
son of Ronald W. 
Mowat, 15, Gros- 
venor Terrace, Glas- 
gow. 

He was born in 
Glasgow on the 25th 
February, 1885, and 
was educated at Lo- 
retto School and at 
Trinity College, Ox- 
ford, where he eventually took his M.A. degree. 
After completing his education he became a 
member of the Glasgow Stock Exchange. 
Captain Mowat was a member of the Fettesian 
Lorettonian Club and of the Junior Club, 
Glasgow. His favourite sports were cricket, 
hockey, and shooting. 

Having previously been a Lieutenant in the 
8th Battalion, Scottish Rifles, he was re- 
appointed 2nd Lieutenant in it in August, 1914, 
and afterwards promoted Lieutenant from the 
same date. He was promoted Temporary 
Captain in September, 1914. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEORGE WILLIAM STUART 
Mucnatt, 2nd Batrn. THE Kina’s OWN 
(RoyAL LANCASTER REGIMENT), was killed, 
8th May, 1915, 
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2nd LIEUTENANT JOHN HEWITT 
SUTTON MOXLY, 4th (EXTRA 
RESERVE) attd. lst BATTN. BEDFORD- 
SHIRE REGT., 
was born on the 
27th December, 1891, 
and was the second 
son of the late Rev. 
J. H. Sutton Moxly, 
Principal Chaplain 
to His Majesty’s 
Forces, and a grand- 
son of the late Rev. 
Stephen Moxly, 
L.D.D., and of the 
late John Glasgow 
Grant, C.M.G. Among other relatives in the 
service are his brother, Lieutenant-Commander 
S. H. S. Moxly, R.N., and his uncles, Rear- 
Admiral A. E. A. Grant, Commodore E. Percy 
F. G. Grant, C.B., R.N., Chief of Staff to 
Sir Cecil Burney, and _ Lieutenant-Colonel 
W. G. Grant. He was also the nephew of the 
late Hewitt Moxly, of the Egyptian Ministry 
of Finance, and of N. E. W. Grant, C.M.G. 
He was educated at Victoria College, Jersey, 
where he took the King’s Gold medal for Classics 
and was head of his school. Jn 1910 he was 
elected to a King Charles I Scholarship at 
Pembroke College, Oxford. There he obtained 
a second in Honour Mods and a second in 
Greats, and was preparing for the Civil Service 
when war broke out. He was a good all-round 
athlete, and stroked both the Torpid and the 
Eight for his College. 

On the declaration of war he at once applied 
for a commission, and was gazetted to the 4th 
Bedfordshire Regiment on the 15th August, 
1914. He had had two months’ experience 
of trench fighting when he was killed on the 
18th March, 1915, near St. Eloi. He was shot 
through the heart as he was lifting a wire 
entanglement over a parapet in a portion of 
the line which the Germans had destroyed by 
trench mortars, and which was only some 
thirty yards from their line. News came that. 
the next company had lost their Captain, and 
that the parapet was blown to pieces, and 2nd 
Lieutenant Moxly was sent for by the Officer 
in Command to superintend the work. 

His Commanding Officer wrote of him as follows: “ It 
was the death of a brave and devoted gentleman. He 
was always the same: resourceful, alert, loved by 


officers and men, as good an officer as one could ever 
wish to meet.”

2nd LIEUTENANT BASIL MUIR, 
6th (RESERVE) attd. 3rd BATTN. 
WORCESTERSHIRE REGIMENT, 
was the eldest surviving son of the late J. 


J. Muir, of Michaelstow House, St. Teath, 
Cornwall, and of Mrs. Batchelor, Whitstone 
Rectory, Exeter, 


He was born in Musselburgh, Midlothian, on 
the 2nd March, 1896, and was educated at St. 
Andrew’s, East- 
bourne, and at 
Malvern College, 
where he was in the 
Cricket XI. 

He left Malvern at 
Christmas, 1914, and 
in January, 1915, 
was gazetted, as 2nd 
Lieutenant, in the 
6th Battalion, Wor- 
cestershire Regi- 
ment. For active 
service he was attached to the 3rd Battalion, 
which he joined at the front in March, 1915. 
2nd Lieutenant Muir fell in action on the 
16th June, 1915, in the fighting to straighten 
the line at Hooge, and was buried with other 
officers and men behind the trenches near the 
Ypres-Menin Road. 


CAPTAIN CHARLES MYLNE MULLALY, 2 /2nd 
King Epwarpb’s OWN GuRKHA RIFLES (THE 
SrrRMooR RIFLES), was killed in action, 9th 
May, 1915. : 


2nd LIEUTENANT EDWARD Ross MuLock, attd. 
GORDON HIGHLANDERS, was killed in action, 
13th March, 1915. 


2nd LIRUTENANT ERNEST JOHN MuNBy, EAstT 
ANGLIAN EF » COMPANY, ROYAL ENGINEERS, 
was killed, 3lst January, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT DAVID MUNDELL, 5th 
BATTN. 2nd BRIGADE, 1st CANADIAN 
CONTINGENT, 
was the only child 
of Walter and Mar- 
garet Mundell, and 
was born at Gollan- 
field, Inverness-shire, 
Scotland,on the 11th 
April, 1883. 

When Lieutenant 
Mundell was _ but 
three years old, his 
parents left Scotland 
to settle in Canada, 
taking up their residence in Pierson, Manitoba. 
He received his early education at the Pierson 
Public School, going afterwards to Brandon 
Collegiate Institute, where he showed marked 
ability. Having received a scholarship, he 
then attended Manitoba College and graduated 
with honours in philosophy, winning the medal 
in his final year. At college he was noted as a 
promising athlete, and was a member of the 
champion teams for hockey and football. 
In 1904 he commenced the study of law in an 
office at Moosomin, and in 1907 he was admitted 


to the Bar of the Province of Saskatchewan, 
becoming in seven years a recognised leader of 
the Bar in that province. In 1914 he was 
elected a Bencher of the Law Society of the 
Province. 

During this period Mr. Mundell was actively 
connected with the 16th Light Horse, in which 
he became Lieutenant in 1907. When the call 
came for men at the outbreak of the war with 
Germany, Licutenant. Mundell became actively 
engaged in the mobilisation of Moosomin, and 
joined the Expeditionary Force, becoming 
Lieutenant in the 5th Battalion, 2nd Brigade, 
in September, 1914. He came to Europe with 
the Ist Canadian Contingent, and was severely 
wounded in action at Festubert. on the 24th 
May. He died from the effects of his injuries, 
two days later, on the 26th May, 1915, and was 
buried at. Chocques, in France. 

A Private, writing of the battle at st. Julien, says. 
“* Our officers certainly acted up to the mark. Mundell 
exposed himsclf almost recklessly, and certainly showed 
his platoon that he was capable of looking after them. 
and thought more of getting every man out safely than 
he did of his own life.” 

Lieutenant Mundell married Stella, daughter 
of David Reany, of Beeton, Ontario, and left 
three children: Mildred Amy, born in May, 
1910; Margaret McPherson, born in March, 
1912; and Walter David, born in July, 1914. 


LIEUTENANT LIONEL CLEMENT 
MUNDEY, 2nd BATTN. THE ROYAL 
FUSILIERS (CITY OF LONDON REGT.), 
was reported missing 
after the fighting 
before Krithia, Galli- 
poli, on the 6th 
June, 1915, and as 
nothing was heard 
of hin it was a 
year afterwards 
officially presumed 
that he had been 
killed in action on 
that date. 

Born on the 10th 
March, 1893, he was the youngest son of Major 
and Mrs. Stanley Mundey, Knole Wood, Sun- 
ningdale, Berks, late of Naseby Wooleys, 
Northamptonshire, and Cadogan Square, S.W., 
and brother of Captain Cyril B. Mundey, Ist 
Oxford and Bucks Light Infantry, who was 
taken prisoner at Kut. and mentioned in 
Despatches. After his education at Eton, he 
went to the R.M.C., Sandhurst, from which he 
was gazetted to the Royal Fusilicrs in September, 
1912, becoming Lieutenant in December, 1914, 
and joining his regiment in India. At his 
preparatory school, he was in his football team 
and Cricket XI, also winning prizes for billiards, 
chess, and draughts. He won his House 
Colours at cricket and football at Eton, and in 
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India had many successes in brigade sports, 
winning the inter-regimental Sabre v. Sabre 
Assault-at-arms at Jubbulpore in 1913, the 
open doubles rackets at Poona, 1913, with 
his brother, and he was second in the Poona 
Hurst Point-to-point. He won the tent- 
pegging at the Calcutta Light Horse Sports, also 
the Golf Silver Challenge Bowl. He returned to 
England with his battalion in 1915, and with 
it proceeded to the Dardanelles as part of the 
glorious XXIXth Division, landing in’ Gallipoli 
Peninsula on the 25th April, 1915. He was 
Signalling Officer to the battalion, and after 
the first week of the landing acted as Adjutant 
until the 6th June, 1915, when he was reported 
missing. Lieutenant Mundey was last seen 
going through a withering fire across the open 
to the assistance of another corps which had 
lost severely in officers in a counter-attack by 
the Turks after the heavy fighting and our 
success on the 4th June. After he reached the 
trench in which they were, it was surrounded 
and all the men put out of action, but their 
resistance to the enemy checked their advance. 
Lieutenant Mundey’s gallantry in the fighting 
is recorded in the book entitled “ ‘The Twenty- 
ninth Division in Gallipoli,” by the Rev. O. 
Creighton, C.F., in which the writer says :— 
“When the Royal Fusiliers came out of the fighting line 
the first time after landing, J——, a junior Captain, 
was left as C.O., and Mundey, little more than a boy, as 
Adjutant. They rose to the occasion in a remarkablo 
way. Mundey showed real military genius, which none 
of his brother officers had realised he possessed.” 

A Senior Officer wrote that he was ‘* perfectly splendid, 
and his work was very highly appreciated by everyone 
who came in contact with him.” 

Another Officer, writing of Major Brandreth and Lieuten- 


ant Mundey, said : ‘‘ They were both absolutely fearless, 
and their loss was a terrible blow for our battalion.” 


LIEUTENANT GORDON ALBERT 
MUNRO, 12th BATTN. AUS. 
TRALIAN IMPERIAL FORCE. 
sixth son of Mr. 
James Munro, Tor- 
rens Road, Wood- 
ville Park, Kilkenny, 
South Australia, was 
born there on the 
28th August, 1894. 
He was educated at 
Woodville Public 
School, and after 
being there for seven 
years commenced 
his training as a 7 
teacher at the aye of fourteen. He went first 
ag a pupil teacher to Alberton Public School 
for a year, then entered the Training College 
at Adelaide High School for the term of three 
years. He passed his examinations with credit, 
and having qualified for the position of a school 
teacher entered Adelaide University with a 
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view to completing his training and taking his 
B.A. degree. At the aye of eighteen he joined 
the ranks of the Australian Citizen Forces, and 
by his zeal and perseverance attained to the 
rank of Lieutenant in a few months, after 
rapidly passing through the non-commissioned 
grades, and coming out at the head of the list 
in the examination for commissions. At the 
outbreak of the Great War, being then twenty 
years of age, he was eager to answer the Mother 
Country’s call, and though at first his parents 
hesitated to give their consent, they afterwards 
did so on hearing that officers were urgently 
required for the 12th Battalion, and he joined 
as a 2nd Lieutenant. Having accompanied 
the Australian Expeditionary Force to Egypt, 
he was there promoted Lieutenant, and, pro- 
ceeding with his battalion to the Gallipoli 
Peninsula, was killed during the landing on 
the 25th April, 1915, as he was charging the 
enemy’s lines. 
The Australian Military Order, 570/1915 was to the 
effect that: ‘ The following extracts from Army 
Routine Orders for 29th June, 1915, are published for 
information, 152 Complementary. The Army Corps 
Commander has very much pleasure in publishing the 
names of the Junior Regimental Officers, Warrant 
Officers, .0.8, and men in the attached Supplement, 
which have been brought to his notice for having per- 
formed yarious acts of conspicuous gallantry or valuable 
service during the period from 25th April to 5th May, 
1915. He cordially thanks them for the good work 
they have performed, which more than testifies to their 
votion to duty towards King and country. His only 
regret is that all cannot be rewarded. 

12th BaTranion. 
Lieutenant Munro, G.A., since killed in action.” 
For his gajlantry in action that day he was mentioned in 
Sir Ian Hamilton's Despatch of the 12th June, 1915. 
Among the tributes to the late officer’s memory received 
by his parents was one from his old company of the 76th 
Infantry, Hindmarsh, South Australia: ‘ His death 
comes as a severe blow to us all, and it is beyond us to 
express in mere words the full measure of our feelings at 
this time. Some consolation we have in the knowledge 
that, as he nobly lived, so he nobly died.”” 
The Headmaster of Adelaide High School wrote: ‘ As 
a student, we loved him; as a soldier, we honoured him ; 
as a hero who died for his country; we revere his name.” 
A memorial tablet to Lieutenant Munro’s 
memory was erected in Kilkenny Congregational 
Church by the members of the Church and 
friends. Lieutenant Munro took great interest 
in tennis, football, and rowing, and as a member 
of the Adelaide University Rowing Club helped 
to-win a Cup for the Junior Fours in 1914. 
He was also a member of the Kilkenny Con- 
gregational Church Tennis Club prior to 
enlisting. 


LIEUTENANT (temp.) CHARLES 
MURCHLAND, ROYAL FIELD 
ARTILLERY, who was killed in action on 
the 26th May, 1915, aged thirty-two, was the 
only son of ex-Provost Murchland, of Winton, 
Irvine, N.B., proprietor of the ‘Irvine Herald.” 
He was educated at the Irvine Royal Academy, 
and was afterwards apprenticed to the law in 


the office of the late Mr. James Dickie, Town 
Clerk, Irvine. A few years later he entered 
the ‘‘ Herald "’ office 
to assist his father 
in the management 
of the printing and 
publishing business. 
He was for some 
time in the Terri- 
torial Force, in which 
he became a Captain 
in the 2nd Lowland 
Brigade, R.F.A., re- 
tiring with this rank 
in 1912. On the 
outbreak of war he was ranching in the Argen- 
tine, but returned to England as soon as his 
duties would permit, and was appointed Tem- 
porary Lieutenant, Royal Field Artillery, in 
January, 1915, being for a time attached to 
the 6B Reserve Brigade of his regiment. With 
reference to his death, which occurred when 
he had been in France for about six weeks, 
and while he was acting as Temporary in Com- 
mand of his battery, his Commanding Officer 
wrote :— 

“Lieutenant Charles Murchland was killed in action 
yesterday about 2 p.m. He was killed almost instant- 
aneously by a shell, and lingered only a few moments 
after being hit. He was absolutely unconscious, and 
suffered no pain whatever. He was buried last night 
in a little regimental graveyard that is not far from 
Ypres... . Your son died brav trying to get the 
horses away from a place the Germans were shelling. 
Six more of our men were killed at the same time and 
ten wounded. I would like to say that, as Commanding 
Officer, I found him an excellent officer, and, apart from 
his work, liked him exceedingly. He at once became 
most popular with officers and men, and I feel his loss 
very much indeed." 

Lieutenant Murchland was a keen sportsman 
and an active member of several recreation 
clubs, He was at one time Captain and later 
President of Meadow XI Football Club, and a 
member of the Irvine Cricket Club. In shooting 
circles he was also well known, and competed 
with success at several of the annual meetings 
in connection with the Ayrshire Rifle Asso- 
ciation.

Harpenden, West minster, and the R.M.C., Sand- 
hurst, and received his first appointment in the 
Border Regiment in February, 1898, becoming 
Lieutenant in August, 1901. He served in the 
South African War (1899-1902), being present 
at operations in Natal in 1899, at the relief of 
Ladysmith, including the operations in January, 
1900, during which he was slightly wounded ; 
at operations in the Orange Free State and in 
the Transvaal, including operations to the east 
and west of Pretoria; and at operations in 
Orange River Colony and Cape _ Colony, 
both south and north of the Orange River. 
He was mentioned in Despatches (‘‘ London 
Gazette,” 29th July, 1902) and received the 
Queen’s medal with four clasps and the King’s 
medal with two. From October, 1904, he was 
Adjutant of his battalion for three years, and 
was promoted Captain in April, 1909, becoming 
in the same month an Adjutant of the Territorial 
Force, an appointment he held until April, 
1912. He was killed in action in Gallipoli 
Peninsula on the 30th April, 1915, while in 
temporary command of his battalion. 

Captain Muriel was a member of the Army and 
Navy Club, a polo player, and Master of the 
Brampton Harriers (1911-12). 


CapTaIn Epwin HALe Murpnuy, 5th (ExTRA 
RESERVE), attd. 2nd Batrn. THE PRINCE OF 
WALEs’s LEINSTER REGIMENT (ROYAL CANA- 
DIANS), died of wounds, 6th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT JAMES NEVILLE 
HERBERT MURPHY, 5th (EXTRA 
RESERVE) attd. 2nd BATTN. 
ROYAL DUBLIN FUSILIERS, 
only son of the late 


Rev. W. A. E. Mur- 
phy, M.A., Rector 
of Desertmartin, Co. 
Derry, and of Mrs. 
Murphy, of Waltham 
Terrace, Blackrock, 
Co. Dublin, and was 
born at Carndonagh, 
Co. Donegal, on the 
5th February, 1895. 
He was educated at 
St. Columba’s Col- 
lege, Rathfarnham, and at Trinity College, 
Dublin, where he was studying medicine. Aft 
the University he was a member of the O.T.C., 
and from it he received his commission, in the 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers, in August, 1914, having 
volunteered on the outbreak of war. He was 
a member of the Monkstown Football Club 
and Captain of the third XV. in 1913. 

He went to the front in May, 1915, and was 
attached to the 2nd Battalion of his regiment, 
and was killed in action on the 9th or 10th 
May, 1915, while resting in a reserve trench 
two miles north of Ypres,

THE BiackK WatcH (RoyAL Hian- 
LANDERS), reported wounded and missing, later 
presumed killed, 14th September, 1914. 


CAPTAIN JAMES ERIC MURRAY, 87th 
PUNJABIS, 
who was killed in 
action on the 10th 
March, 1915, while 
leading an attack 
from ‘Port = Ar- 
thur,’”” Neuve Cha- 
pelle,wasthe younger 
son of Major Stewart 
Murray, R.A., and a 
grandson of James 
Murray, C.B., of the 
Foreign Office. He 
was descended on his mother’s side from the 
Clarkes of Eriboll, Sutherlandshire, Colonel 
Alexander Ross Clarke, C.B., F.R.S., of the 
Royal Engineers, being his mother’s cousin. 
He was born at Hopesay, Shropshire, on the 
12th June, 1885, and was educated at Hunting- 
don Grammar School, at Wellington College, 
and at the R.M.C., Sandhurst. After passing 
for the Indian Army in August, 1904, he was 
attached for a year to the North Staffordshire 
Regiment, and joined the Indian Army in the 
87th Punjabis in October, 1905, becoming 
Lieutenant in November, 1906, and Captain in 
August, 1913. For active service in France he 
was attached to the 1/39th Garwhal Rifles in 
1914. 


Mason JAMES THOMAS CROKATT MURRAY, 
D.S.O., Ist Batrn. THE BLACK Watcnr (ROYAL 
HIGHLANDERS), was killed in action, 16th 
February, 1915. 


CAPTAIN RUPERT AURIOL CONANT 
MURRAY, Ist BATTN. SEAFORTH 
HIGHLANDERS (ROSS-SHIRE BUFFS, 
THE DUKE OF ALBANY'S), 
born at Whitton Park, Hounslow, on the 29th 
September, 1882, was the third son of Charles 
Edward Goslting Murray, Esq. As his father 
is a grandson of the late Rev. Edward Murray, 
he was a Stewart-Murray. The eldest son, 
Captain F..W. Murray, 12th Lancers was, 
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killed in October, 1914, at Ypres; and the 
other son, Licutenant C. de Grey Murray, is 
serving with the 
Motor Transport. 
He was educated at 
Eton and the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, 
from which he was 
gazetted to the Sea- 
forth Highlanders in 
October, 1902, be- 
coming Lieutenant 
in January, 1908, 
and Captain in 
October, 1914. He 
was a very good shot, and when abroad did 
a great deal of big-game shooting in Kashmir 
and other parts of India ; he also shot in Hun- 
gary and Norway. At the Battle of Neuve 
Chapelle, on the 10th March, 1915, he was 
wounded in the head, and died next day at 
Lillies, being buried in the cemetery there. 
Captain Murray married Ivy, eldest daughter 
of Sir Henry Dering, tenth Baronet, of Surrenden 
Dering, Pluckley, Kent, and left one son— 
Anthony Jan Rupert, born June, 1914.

Musgrave, of Hove, 
Sussex, was born at 
Bradford, Yorkshire, 
on the 23rd July, 
1893. 

He was educated at 
Downsend, Ashstead, 
Surrey, and the Leys 
School, Cambridge, 
afterwards becoming 
a Mining Student 
attached to Messrs. Briggs, Son & Co., Whit- 
wood Collieries, Yorkshire. His recreations 
included singing, riding, swimming, football, 
tennis and motoring, and he was devoted to 
his dogs. 

He received his commission as temporary 
Lieutenant in the King’s Own Yorkshire Light 
Infantry in October, 1914, and was acting as 
Adjutant of his Battalion, when he received 
urgent orders in March, 1915, to proceed to 
the front on important mining work with the 
Royal Engineers. 

On the evening of the 22nd March, 1915, he 
was killed in action while trying to bring ina 
wounded man from between the two firing 
lines; the enemy opened a rapid fire and he 


was shot through the temples, never regaining 
consciousness; he is buried in Dranoutre 
Churchyard where his brother officers and men 
of the 172nd Company, Royal Engineers have 
erected a beautiful marble cross to his memory. 
On the 12th March, he had been mentioned to 
Sir Charles Fergusson, Commander of the IInd 
Corps, B.E.F., by the late Captain W. H. 
Johnston, V.C., Royal Engineers, for his 
gallant bearing, and the initiative and resource 
he displayed during the very severe fighting 
on that date, and also for the very gallant 
effort he made to save the life of Captain 
Cresswell of the 2nd Battalion the Buffs, in 
the face of heavy fire he brought in that officer 
who had been badly wounded, and having got 
him safely in the trenches stayed with him 
till he died. 

The Lieutenant-Colonel commanding his own 
Battalion wrote to express the sympathy of 
the officers and men of the Battalion, and his 
own appreciation of the late officer’s services. 


LIEUTENANT TomM MusGRAVE, IRISH GUARDS, 
SPECIAL RESERVE, attd. Ist BATTN., was killed 
in action, 6th February, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT PATRICIUS GEORGE 
CHAWORTH-MUSTERS, Ist BATTN. 
KING’S ROYAL RIFLE CORPS, 
who died on the 12th 
January, 1915, of 
wounds received in 
action, was the 
eldest son of Mr. and 
Mrs. John Patricius 
Chaworth - Musters, 
of Annesley Park, 
Nottinghamshire. 
He was a_ direct 
descendant of the 
famous Mary 
Chaworth, “‘ Byron’s 7 
Mary,” the heiress of Annesley Estate, near 
Newstead Abbey. 

He was born on the 14th June, 1888, and was 
educated first at Creen Hall, Belper, and 
afterwards at Bengeo School, Hertford, and 
Rugby. He received his commission in October, 
1907, being posted to the Ist Battalion of his 
regiment in Egypt, afterwards coming home 
and being stationed at Gosport. He was pro- 
moted Licutenant in June, 1910, and on the 
outbreak of war was with his battalion at 
Aldershot, where it) formed part of the 6th 
Infantry Brigade. He was first wounded in 
the retreat: from Mons, and returned to the 
front in November, 1914. 

Lieutenant Chaworth-Musters was a member of 
the Carlton and Junior United Services Clubs, . 


Mason Ernest ALEX Myer, 1/6th (Crry oF 
Lonpon) Barry. THE LonpON REGIMENT 
(RIFLES), T.F., was killed in action, 3rd April, 
1915. 


CapraIn EpwWARD GRAHAM MYLNE, Iris 
Guarps, was killed in action, 12th June, 1915. 


CapPTAIN EpWARD RapcuirrE NAsH, 16th (THE 
QUEEN’s) LANCERS, was killed in action, 21st 
February, 1915. 


CAPTAIN JOHN VIVIAN NANCARROW 
4th BATTN. (TERRIT.) ALEXANDRA, 
PRINCESS OF WALES’S OWN (YORK- 
SHIRE REGT,), 
who was killed on 
the 24th April, 1915, 
at Fortuin, near St. 
Julien, north-east of 
Ypres, was the eldest 
son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Nancarrow, Ravens- 
croft, Grove Hill, 
Middlesbrough. 

He was born on the 
6th June, 1885, and 
was educated at Leys 
School, Cambridge, and King’s College, Cam- 
bridge, where he took his degrees of LL.B. and 
M.A. He took up the profession of solicitor, 
passing his examinations with distinction, and 
became Secretary to the Middlesbrough Cham- 
ber of Commerce. He took a very active part 
in the Boy Scouts movement, in connection 
with the Settlement in Newport Road, 
Middlesbrough. 

He joined the 1st Volunteer Battalion, Durham 
Light Infavtry, in 1907, and was attached to 
the Northumberland Fusiliers at Newcastle- 
on-Tyne for training, and then to the Duke of 
Cornwall’s Light Infantry in Cornwall. After 
settling in Middlesbrough. he joined the 4th 
Battalion, Yorkshire Regiment, as Lieutenant, 
and eventually became Captain in December, 
1913. He had passed through a school of 
instruction and was a keen and capable 
oflicer, popular with his men. 

On the outbreak of the Great War, Captain 
Nancarrow took Imperial Service obligations. 
His battalion, which only landed a week before 
he was killed, was hurried up to the front in 
consequence of the French troops north of 
Ypres having been gassed on the 22nd April. 
The battalion was crdered to attack the German 
line near the village of Fortuin on the afternoon 
of the 24th April, 1915, in face of a heavy fire. 
During the day Captdin Nancarrow was seen 
cheering on his men, and in the advance he 
stopped to bind up the wound of a Private who 
had fallen, and then hurried forward. After 
making several rushes at the head of his men 
towards the enemy’s position he was shot, and 
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died almost instantaneously. His Commanding 
Officer wrote of him that ‘‘ he behaved like a 
hero.” 

At the time of his death, Captain Nancarrow 
was engaged to be married to Miss Elsie Harkess, 
of Stokesley. 


COLONEL (temp. BRIGADIER- 
GENERAL) HENRY EDWARD NAPIER, 
Commanding 88th BRIGADE, XXIXth 
DIVISION, 
born on the 2\Ist 
September, 1861, 
was the only son of 
Mr. Charles George 
Napier, F.G.S., C.E., 
and a great-nephew 
of Sir Charles, Sir 
William, and Sir 
George Napier. He 
was a descendant of 
the 6th Baron Na- 
pier and Ettrick. 
Brigadier-General Napier was educated at the 
Imperial Services College, Westward Ho ! and 
the R.M.C., Sandhurst. He joined the Cheshire 
Regiment, as Lieutenant, in May, 1882, becom- 
ing Captain in August, 1887, and Major in 
May, 1899. He was in South Africa at the con- 
clusion of the war there, being present at 
operations in the Transvaal in May, 1902. 
In November, 1907, he was appointed to the 
command of a battalion of the Royal Irish 
Rifles, which he held for the usual period of 
four years, then going on half-pay. In the 
meantime, in August, 1911, he had been pro- 
moted Substantive Colonel. In February, 1912, 
he was again employed on full pay, as Brigade 
Commander, Cheshire Infantry Brigade, West- 
ern Command, an appointment he held till 
June, 1914, when he became Officer Command- 
ing No. 11 District, Irish Command. In 
January, 1915, he was given a command of a 
Brigade in the XXIXth Division, Mediterranean 
Expeditionary Force, with the temporary 
rank of Brigadier-General. He was killed in 
action on the 25th April, 1915, during the land- 
ing from s.s. ‘‘ River Clyde” at ‘‘ V’’ Beach, 
Gallipoli Peninsula. For his services in the war 
Brigadier-General Napier was mentioned in 
Sir lan Hamilton’s Despatch of 12th June, 
1915. 

Brigadier - General Napier married, in 1887, 
Mary Ada, daughter of the late Captain W. F. 
Stewart, Bengal Staff Corps, and left a son and 
two daughters. He was a member of the 
Junior Army and Navy Club. 


CapTaIn (TEMP. MAsor) FouNTAIN OKEY

was the eldest son 
of Richard Slade and 
Edith Nash, of The 
Noak, Martley, Wor- 
cestershire, and a 
grandson of the Rev. 
Maurice Day, late 
Headmaster of Wor- 
cester Cathedral 
School. He was also 
related to the 
historian, Thomas 
Nash. 

2nd Lieutenant Nash was born at The Noak, 
Martley, on the 6th September, 1890, and was 
educated at the Cathedral School, Worcester, 
where he spent four years. Afterwards he went 
on to Repton. He won a History Scholarship 
at Magdalen College, Cambridge, and took 
Second Class Honours in the History Tripos, and 
when the war with Germany broke out he 
was at Cuddesdon Theological College, prepar- 
ing to take Holy Orders. 

Mr. Nash applied for a commission shortly 
after the declaration of war, and in January, 
1915, he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 
Reserve Battalion, Worcestershire Regiment. 
For active service he was attached to the 3rd 
Battalion of his regiment, and he left for the 
front in April. He was severely wounded at 
Hooge on the 11th June, 1915, and died from 
the effects in a Military Hospital at Boulogne 
on the 29th of that month. He was buried in 
Martley Churchyard. 

2nd Lieutenant George Nash’s younger brother, 
2nd Lieutenant James Nash, East Surrey Regi- 
ment, was killed in action on the 2nd April, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT JAMES NASH, 4th 
(EXTRA RESERVE) attd. Ist BATTN. 
EAST SURREY REGIMENT, 
was the second son 
of Richard Slade and 
Edith Nash, of The 
Noak, Martley, near 
Worcester, where he 
was born on the 26th 
June, 1893. 
2nd Lieutenant Nash 
was educated at the 
Cathedral — School, 
Worcester, and was 
Head Boy of his 
= School when he left 
in 1912. He gained the Meeke Scholarship 
from Worcester, also a School Leaving Exhibi- 
tion, and went up to Ilertford College, Oxford, 
where he took Honours in Classical Modera- 
tions, and was reading for History Honours 
when the war broke out. 


As a member of the O.T.C. at both School and 
University Mr. Nash immediately applied for 
a commission, and in August, 1914, he was 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Extra Reserve 
Battalion, East’ Surrey Regiment. For active 
service, 2nd Lieutenant Nash was attached to 
the ist Battalion of his regiment, with which he 
served in Flanders. He was killed in action 
on the 2nd April, 1915, and was buried in a 
corner of the grounds of the Chateau at Kemmel. 
Writing of his death his Colonel said: ‘‘ He was shot 
through the heart by a bullet about 11.45 p.m. on the 
morning of the 2nd April. His death must have been 
practically instantaneous, and apparently he was 
conscious of no pain, as he died with a calm smile on 
his face. He was a most promising young officer and 
a great loss to the Service and to this battalion. During 
the short time that he was with us he had endeared 
himself to both officers and men, and we all share in 
your grief at his glorious but untimely end. He was 
buried at 9 p.m. last night in a small churchyard, which 
has been consecrated in the grounds of the Chateau in 
the village of Kemmel, in Belgium.” 

A brother Officer wrote: ‘‘I am in the same company 
as your son, and was there just after he passed away. 
He died for his country doing his duty, as he always did, 
in a thorough and cheerful manner. He was visiting 
one of his posts on the right of his trench. The Germans 
had sent up a star-light, and he had just turned round 
and told a man to keep down when he was hit.

Lieutenant Newson went out with the Ist 
Battalion of his regiment, and was at the 
Battles of Mons and Le Cateau. He was 
wounded at Compiégne, and came home to 
recover, going out again with the Service 
Battalion in January, 1915. He was shot 
in the trenches on the 18th February, 1915, 
and was buried some two miles south of Ypres. 
His parents received appreciative letters from 
his Commanding Officer and the Captain of his 
company, saying he was a good and competent 
officer ‘‘ who died doing his duty, as he always 
did.” 
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Masor (Temp. LIEUTENANT-COLONEL) GEORGE 
PorE NEwsTEAD, SUFFOLK REGIMENT, AND 
Sierra LEONE BATTN. WEST AFRICAN FRON- 
tTrER ForcE, died of wounds, 4th March, 1915. 


CapTaAIN WILLIAM SAVAGE NEwToN, HONOUR- 
ABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY, INFANTRY, TERRI- 
TORIAL Force, was killed in action, 6th January, 
1915. 


CAPTAIN DENZIL ONSLOW COCH- 
RANE NEWTON, M.V.O., PRINCESS 
PATRICIA’'S CANADIAN LIGHT 
INFANTRY, 
son of the late 
George Onslow New- 
ton, and Lady Alice 
Laura Sophia New- 
ton, of Croxton Park, 
Cambridgeshire, was 
born at 12, Queen’s 
Gate, London, on 
the 27th October, 
1880. 
THe was educated at 
— — Eton, and the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst. He served in the South 
African War, when he was a Captain in the 
Reserve of Officers, with the Middlesex Regi- 
ment, being present at operations in Natal 
in March and April, 1900, for which he received 
the Queen’s medal with clasp. 
Subsequently he was A.D.C. in Canada to his 
uncle, the Earl of Dundonald, and later to 
Earl Grey, Governor-General of Canada. He 
afterwards acted as Military Secretary to Field- 
Marshal H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught, 
Governor-General and Commander-in-Chief of 
the Dominion of Canada, and was holding this 
appointment when he joined Princess Patricia’s 
Canadian Light Infantry on its formation for 
active service in Europe. He was a member 
of the Carlton and Bachelors’ Clubs. 
Captain Newton died on the 9th January, 1915, 
of wounds received in action in Flanders. 


LIEUTENANT BASIL LEE NICHOLSON, 
3rd STAFFORDSHIRE BATTERY, 
2nd NORTH MIDLAND BRIGADE, 
ROYAL FIELD ARTILLERY, (T.F.), 
was the third son of 
Sir Arthur and Lady 
Nicholson, of High- 
field Hall, Leek, 
Staffordshire. His 
eldest brother, Cap- 
tain Falkner Nichol- 
son, was serving with 
the same _ battery, 
and was wounded 
and invalided home. 
Another brother, 
Captain Malcolm 
Nicholson, is also serving with the Forces. 


Lieutenant Nicholson was born at Highfield Hall 
—his father’s residence—on the 24th October, 
1890, and was educated at Rugby School, after- 
wards in Germany and Switzerland. He was 
fond of motoring, riding, and travel, having 
visited North and South America, the West 
Indies, and the continent of Europe. 
Lieutenant Nicholson, who was gazetted to 
that rank in November, 1909, had been asso- 
ciated with the Territorial Force for a number of 
years, and, having undertaken Imperial Service 
obligations, he was called up for duty on the 
outbreak of the war with Germany. He went 
to the front in February, 1915, and served 
continuously until his death on the 24th July, 
1915. At that time he was Observation Officer 
in the trenches near Ypres, and was shot by a 
sniper. He was buried in the churchyard at 
Dranoutre.

Edinburgh Uni- 
versity, where he graduated M.A. with honours 
in English in 1914. Prior to obtaining his 
commission he had received an appointment 
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on the Staff of George Watson's College, one of 
the leading educational institutions in the 
Scottish capital. Keenly interested in social 
and industrial problems, Mr. Nisbet was in 
turn Secretary and President of the Edinburgh 
University Fabian Society, for which he did 
excellent work during some of its busiest years. 
In the course of an active student career he 
won the esteem and affection of innumerable 
friends by reason of a kindly and generous 
disposition and the promise of public service, 
bound up with all his outlook on human 
affairs. 

In January, 1915, Mr. Nisbet received bis com- 
mission, as 2nd Lieutenant, in the Reserve of 
the Royal Scots, and after a period of training 
was attached to the 2nd Battalion of that 
regiment. He was killed in action in France on 
the 15th April, 1915.

Box, 
proceeded to France 
with the IVth 
Division, of which 
the battalion to 
which he was at- 
tached formed part, 
in August, 1914, He 
was born on the 10th 
November, 1886, and 
was educated _ pri- 
vately. Previous to the war he was a student 
at the Royal Agricultural College, Cirencester. 
He was reported missing after the fighting at 
Le Cateau on the 26th August, 1914; and not 
having been since heard of, it is presumed that 
he was killed on that date. He became Lieu- 
tenant in the 8rd Battalion, Essex Regiment, 
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in March, 1907, and his promotion to Captain 
followed in due course in March, 1915, there 
having been no official confirmation of his death 
up to that date. In April, 1917, news was 
received from a Private in Captain'Northey’s 
platoon, who was taken prisoner on the 26th 
August, 1914, and had escaped from Germany, 
that Captain Northey was shot down while 
vainly endeavouring to stem the German rush, 
his last words being, ‘‘ Keep firing men, and 
give the other fellows a chance.’ In the 
Private’s words, he proved himself ‘‘ an officer 
and a gentleman.” 

Captain Northey was a member of the Junior 
Naval and Military and Royal Aero Clubs.

He was born in 1883,

M.A. After the war broke out he joined the 
ranks of the Public Schools’ Battalion of the 
Middlesex Regiment, from which he was 
gazetted in October, 1914, to the 4th Battalion, 
East Surrey Regiment. 


COLONEL (temp.BRIGADIER-GENERAL) 
GEORGE COLBORNE NUGENT, M.V.O., 
COMMANDING 5th BRIGADE 
EXPEDITIONARY FORCE, 
was the eldest son of Sir Edmund Charles 
Nugent, Bart., and Lady Nugent, West Harling 
Hall, Thetford, Norfolk. Lady Nugent is the 
younger daughter of the late General E. F. 
Gascoigne, and sister of Major-General Sir W. 
J. Gascoigne. 

He was born in London on the 22nd February, 
1864, and was educated at Eton and at the 


R.N.C., Sandhurst, from which he was gazetted 
to the Grenadier Guards in February, 1885, as 
Lieutenant, becom- 
ing Captain in May, 
1897, and Major in 
the Irish Guards, 
May, 1900. During 
the South African 
War, from April to 
October, 1899, he 
was A.D.C, to the 
Major-General Com- 
manding the Infan- 
try Brigade, Gibral- 
tar; and from the = 
latter date to June, 1900, A.D.C. to the Major- 
General (later Lieutenant-General) Commanding 
an Infantry Brigade in South Africa. He took 
part in the advance on Kimberley, including 
the actions at Belmont, Enslin, Modder River, 
and Magersfontein, and was present at opera- 
tions in the Orange Free State and at Paarde- 
berg, including actions at Poplar Grove and 
Driefontein. He was mentioned in Despatches 
(London Gazette,” 26th January, 1900; 
Lord Methuen, 26th November and Ist Decem- 
ber, 1899; and “ London Gazette,’’ 16th March, 
1900), and received the Queen’s medal with 
two clasps. From June, 1901, to August, 1902, 
he was Commandant of the School of Instruction 
for Militia and Volunteers, Chelsea Barracks. 
In May, 1908, he was promoted Lieutenant- 
Colonel, and from July, 1909, to July, 1913, 
he commanded the Irish Guards and the 
Regimental District. He was promoted Sub- 
stantive Colonel in December, 1911, and in 
July, 1913, he was appointed Commandant, 
Duke of York’s Royal Military School, which 
appointment he held until August, 1914, when 
he was given the command of the 5th London 
Brigade. He left England to join the Ex- 
peditionary Force, in which he had the com- 
mand of a brigade, in March, 1915, and 
was killed on the 31st May. 1915, by a 
“stray shot’? on his return from inspecting 
his brigade in Flanders. He was buried at 
Béthune. 

Brigadier-General Mugent was a very keen 
soldier and took great interest in all military 
affairs. For many years he edited and wrote 
the bulk of the letterpress in the ‘ Household 
Brigade Magazine,’’ and on more than one 
occasion arranged the pageant at the Military 
Tournament. He was a member of the ‘ Old 
Stagers ’’ and the ‘‘ Windsor Strollers,” and 
was always anxious and ready to contribute 
to the pleasure and entertainment of the soldier. 
He married Isabel Mary, daughter of Sir E. G. 
Bulwer, G.C.B., and left two children: George 
Guy Bulwer, Captain and Adjutant, Grenadier 
Guards; and Terence Edmund Gascoigne, Lieu- 
tenant, Irish Guards.

an acting Schoolmaster’s Certificate, he was 
appointed Schoolmaster-Sergeant in December, 
1913. In October, 1914, the battalion sailed 
for England for active service in the war, and 
in December of the same year Mr. O’Brien 
received a commission, as 2nd Lieutenant, in 
his old regiment, and was posted to the Ist. 
battalion. Five days after he was gazetted 
he sailed for France, and was attached to 
the 2nd Battalion. On the 31st January, 
1915, he was wounded whilst superintend- 
ing his platoon, erecting breastworks near 
Armentieéres. 


His Captain wrote: “I was with him for about two 
hours afterwards, and he is a brave fellow: his one 
thought was for his men whom he was working with in 
front of our trenches. The Doctor thinks he will be all 
right. He has not much pain, as the bullet is in the 
fleshy part of his back, and he is quite cheerful and not 
worrying. It is, of course, serious but not dangerous. 
Your son has been with us for about a month, and we 
were all pleased to have him with us—he was so cheerful 
and full of pluck, and popular with his men. He ts 
indeed a boy to be proud of, and we look forward to his 
speedy recovery and return to the regiment.” 


However, in spite of everything that could be 
done, 2nd Lieutenant O’Brien died in hospital 
at Boulogne on the 9th March, 1915. He was 
buried at Boulogne. 

2nd Lieutenant O’Brien was a fine rifle shot, 
and won the Tyro Championship at the Western 
Command Rifle Meeting in 1911,

THE DUKE oF CoRNWALL’s LIGHT INFANTRY, 
was killed in action, 14th March, 1915. 


CAPTAIN GERARD ARTHUR 
O’CALLAGHAN, 2nd BATTN. ROYAL 
IRISH REGT., 
was the only son of 
Major-General _ Sir 
Desmond O’Calla- 
ghan, K.C.V.O., 
Colonel-Command- 
ant, Royal Artillery, 
and of the late 
Lady O’Callaghan 
(who died in 1913), 
of 53, Iverna Court, 
Kensington, W., and 
and was born at 
Shoeburyness on the 7th April, 1880. 

He was educated at Clifton College and then 
became a Queen’s Cadet at the R.M.C., Sand- 
hurst, from which he was gazetted to the Royal 
Irish Regiment in January, 1900, becoming 
Lieutenant in July, 1901. He served in the 
South African War, being present at 
operations in the Transvaal. east of Pretoria, 
including actions at Belfast and Lydenberg ; at 
operations in the Orange River Colony, in- 
cluding actions at Bethlehem and Wittebergen ; 
and at operations in the Transvaal from 1901 
to 1902. He served with Damant’s Horse 
during the latter part of the campaign, and 
received the Queen’s medal with three clasps 
and the King’s medal with two clasps. 

Captain O’Callaghan served with his regiment 
also in India; and in May, 1907, having been 
promoted Captain in the preceding month, was 
seconded for employment with the Egyptian 
Army, serving in the Sudan for seven years. He 
was an exceptionally good rifle shot, and while 
in the Sudan killed a good many of the rarer 
species of antelope. On leaving the Egyptian 
Army in May, 1914, he utilised his three months’ 
privilege leave in a trip to Equatorial Africa, 
where he shot four fine elephants. He was 
also a very fine horseman, riding several times 
at Punchestown and other races, and a good 
polo player, golfer, and boxer. 

On the outbreak of the war he did good service 
in raising Lord Granard’s 5th (Service) Battalion 
of his regiment, with which he remained for 
nine months; and then, as the 2nd Battalion 
was short of officers, he was sent out to it, 
and was killed at Ypres, a few days after his 
arrival, on the 24th May, 1915. He was first 
“ gassed” and then shot through the head, 
and was buried at Bailleul. 

Captain O'Callaghan was extraordinarily popu- 
lar in his regiment witb both officers and men, 
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who revered him as a fine soldier and a brave 
man. 

A Correspondent wrote of him after his death: ‘ Had 
he been spared his rifle would have been useful among 
the German wild beasts who poisoned him. As it was, 
he accounted for three snipers on his first day in the 
trenches.”

2nd LIEUTENANT HUMPHREY 
PATRICK O'DONOGHUE, 1st BATTN. 
THE KING'S (LIVERPOOL REGIMENT), 
who was killed at 
the Battle of Neuve 
Chapelle on the 10th 
March, 1915, at 
Givenchy was the 
youngest son of 
Daniel O'Donoghue, 
late Armourer- 
Sergeant of the 3rd 
Volunteer Battalion, 
King’s Liverpool 
Regiment, of 69, 
Everton Road, Birk- 
dale, Southport, Lancashire, and formerly of 
Glenflesk, Co. Kerry, Ireland. 

He was born at Birkdale on the 6th November, 
1894, and was educated at St. Francis Xavier’s 
College, Liverpool, until he was eighteen years 
old. 

He enlisted in the Ist Battalion of the King’s 
on the 6th January, 1913; was made Lance- 
Corporal in March of the same year, Corporal in 
1914, and going to France with his battalion 
in August, 1914, received his commission for 
services in the field on the 14th December, 1914 
—a remarkable record, showing how merit 
can be and is recognised in the British Army. 
2nd Lieutenant O’Donoghue was a_ most. 
studious man, taking every opportunity of 
improving his knowledge and position, as is 
shown by the facts that he passed the Oxford 
Preliminary Local Examination in 1907 (2nd 
Class Honours) and 1908 (1st Class Honours) in 
English, French, Higher Mathematics, Che- 
mistry, in addition to elementary subjects ; 
and the Oxford Local Examination, as a 
Junior Candidate, in 1909 (Ist Class Honours), 
with distinction in the English Language and 
Literature and Latin; and in 1910 (Ist Class 
Honours) with distinction in the same subjects ; 
and in 1911 he sed the same examinations, 
as a Senior Candidate, with Ist Class Honours. 
After joining the Army he went through a 


six months’ course at the Physical Training 
School, Aldershot, and was selected to perform 
at the Royal Naval and Military Tournament. 
at Olympia in 1914, and also performed by 
command at Aldershot before Their Majesties 
the King and Queen. His chief recreations 
were football, cricket, and boxing. 

His sister received the following account of his death 
from the Major in temporary command of his battalion : 
“Lieutenant O'Donoghue fell in action on the 10th 
March whilst most gallantly leading his men in an 
assault on the German trenches. é I am told 
that he died very nobly, doing his duty to the end, and 
I feel it will be some consolation to you to know this. 
His memory, with that of the many others who had 
died for the honour of our country and the old regiment, 
will be kept green by all succeeding generations of 
King’s men.” 

2nd Lieutenant O'Donoghue was 
in Sir John French’s Despatch of 
1915, for gallant and distinguished 
the field.

business Captain Oldfield represented the Fine 
Cotton Spinners’ Association, and held an 
important position in the yarn department. 
Tle took a very great interest in the Church 
Lads’ Brigade, and for many years ran a 
lads’ club in connection with St. Elisabeth's, 
Reddish. He was Captain of the company in 
connection with that church, and his thorough 
knowledge of drill and his personal interest in 
the boys soon made his company one of the 
most efficient in Manchester. 

At the age of seventeen Captain Oldfield joined 
the 2nd Volunteer Battalion, Manchester Regi- 
ment, and a year later he transferred into the 
Imperial Yeomanry as a Trooper, in which he 
served in the South African War for eighteen 


months in 1900-1902, receiving the Queen’s 
medal with five clasps. In 1904, shortly after 
returning from South Africa, he received a 
commission in the Sth Volunteer Battalion 
—now 8th Battalion (Territorial), Manchester 
Regiment—and was promoted Captain in 
June, 1906. For five consecutive years 
““F” Company, which Captain Oldfield com- 
manded, won the cup which was awarded 
for general efficiency, and in 1914 his com- 
pany presented him with a replica of the 
cup. He was a most enthusiastic and capable 
officer, and after his South African experience 
he was particularly keen on entrenchments 
and musketry. 

On the outbreak of the Great War in August, 
1914, the battalion moved to Littleborough, 
and in September, 1914, to Egypt. From 
November, 1914, to January, 1915, Captain 
Oldfield was on duty in Cyprus, and at the end 
of May, 1915, he proceeded to Gallipoli Penin- 
sula with his battalion. In the great offensive 
of June 4th Captain Oldfield was slightly 
wounded, but refused to leave his men. On 
the following day, when he was holding a 
donga against the Turks with about twenty- 
five men, the little band got cut off, and 
was under terrible fire froin the Turks, who 
made two attempts to charge, but were 
driven off each time. In order to fire, Cap- 
tain Oldfield exposed himself, though he 
had been wounded in the head, and in so 
doing was shot in the face and killed instantly. 
For his gallant and distinguished conduct 
Captain Oldfield was mentioned in Sir Ian 
Hamilton’s Despatch of 22nd September, 
1915. 


The Officer Commanding the 8th Battalion Manchester 
Regiment wrote: ‘ During the whole time he (Captain 
Oldfield) was in Egypt, and the few months he was in 
Cyprus, he won the universal good opinion of his brother 
officers and, what is cqually satisfactory, the good 
opinion and good will of the men whom he commanded. 
I know that the late Colonel Heys had a very high 
opinion of him. During the whole of the operations 
in the Dardanelles, from about the 7th May to the 4th 
June, he was most indefatigable in his dutics, looking 
after the comfort of his men and always ready to take 
the lead in any fighting without considering himself in 
apy way. By his death the country lost a brave soldier ; 
you, I think, lost a most loyal assistant ; and I lost a 
good friend and comrade.” 

During the fighting on the ith and 5th of June the 
Official report states: ‘The Territorial Division—of 
which the 8th Battalion Manchester Regiment formed 
part—did brilliantly, advancing six hundred yards and 
capturing three lines of trenches. But although the 
advanced captured trench was held all day and half of 
the ensuing night, they had to be ordered back in the 
morning to the eccond captured line, as both their flanks 
were exposed.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT WILLIAM HENRY OLDFIELD, 
4th (ExTrRA RESERVE), attd. 2nd BaTtn. THE 
HicHLaAND LicHT INFANTRY, was killed in 
action, 17th May, 19165. 


OLD 


2nd LIEUTENANT JOHN HASLOPE 
OLDHAM, 3rd BATTN. (RESERVE) THE 
DUKE OF CORNWALL’S LIGHT 
INFANTRY, attd. 2nd BATTN. K.O. 
YORKSHIRE LIGHT INFANTRY, 
son of Ernest Has- 
lope and Alice Old- 
ham, of Chudleigh, 
Devon, was born at 
Southgate, Middle- 
sex, on the Tth 
January, 1891. 

He was educated at 
Blatchington Place, 
Sussex, Lancing Col- 
lege, and Hertford 
College, Oxford, 
where he took his 
degree in July, 1913. At Lancing he was a 
member of the Shooting VIII, and was in the 
team which won the Oakley Cup, and in that 
which was third for the Ashburton Shield. On 
leaving Oxford, where he was a member of 
the O.T.C., he received his commission in the 
Reserve of Officers in July, 1913, and on the 
outbreak of war was posted to the Duke of 
Cornwall’s Light Infantry at Falmouth. In 
January, 1915, he went to I’rance, and was then 
attached to the King’s Own Yorkshire Light 
Infantry. 

He was killed instantaneously on the 18th 
April, 1915, in the attack on Hill 60, being hit 
while leading his men over the crest of the 
hill. The following account of the circum- 
stances was given to his relations. The 2nd 
King’s Own Yorkshire Light Infantry was 
called up from their rest town on the evening 
of the 17th April to the reserve trenches of 
Hill 60; they relieved the other regiment on 
Sunday, the 18th, and made an attack in the 
evening of that day. Lieutenant Oldham was 
hit by a bullet at the beginning of the attack, 
but charged on, ignoring his wound, until he 
reached the top of the hill. Leading his platoon, 
and jumping on the parapet, he started to run 
over the crest of the hill when he was hit by 
a German shell and killed instantly. His 
remains are buried in the cemetery in the rail- 
way cutting behind Hill 60. 

His Commanding Officer wrote: ‘Ife behaved in a 
most gallant manner, and will be a great loss to my 
battalion.” His Captain wrote: ‘“ He was most 


capable and keen on his work. He was absolutely 
fearless, and his men were devoted to him.” 


MAJOR EDWARD CASTLE OLDHAM, 
10th BATTN. (SOUTH AUSTRA- 
LIA) AUSTRALIAN INFANTRY, 
a son of the late William John Oldham and of 
Mrs. Oldham, of ‘‘ Wyandra,”’ Hackney, South 
Australia, was born at Gawler, in that State, 
on the 8th August, 1876. 

He was cducated at Prince Alfred’s College 
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and when quite young he joined the South 
Australian Volunteers. He had been connected 
with the Military 
Forces in Australia 
practically all his life. 
He received his com- 
mission, as Lieuten- 
ant, in 1905, becom- 
ing Captain in 1909. 
One officer was 
chosen from each 
State for military 
experience in India, 
and Captain Oldham 
was selected fromthe 
South Australian applicants. During part of 
1909 and of the following year he was in India, 
attached to the Lincolnshire Regiment, to study 
Imperial military methods. He greatly enjoyed 
that period of training, and returned to Aus- 
tralia, having gained much valuable information. 
When the Great War broke out Captain Oldham, 
as he then was, offered his services, and was 
given a company in the 10th Battalion, Aus- 
tralian Infantry, with which he proceeded to 
Egypt. While in that country he received his 
Majority, the rank to date from the Ist January, 
1915. On the occasion of Sir George Reid’s 
visit to Egypt in that month, when with 
General Maxwell he inspected the Australian 
troops at Mara, Major Oldham was compli- 
mented by General Maxwell, through the 
Brigadier, on the efficiency of his company 
and the excellent way they handled their rifles, 
remarking that he had not seen any crack 
English regiments do better. 

Major Oldham was killed in action on the 25th 
April, 1915, during the landing on Gallipoli 
Peninsula, when his battalion was the first to 


a 


land. He was buried at Shrapnel Ridge. 

The Officer Commanding his battalion, writing of Major 
Oldham’s death, said: “ He was much valued by his 
fellow officers in the 10th and deeply regretted by them 


and also by his men. He was one of the best Infantry 
officers in the Force. On the day of the landing he led 
his men well and fought gallantly, giving his life at the 
close of the day. He died instantly, without a sound, 
making the supreme sacrifice for the Empire, the King, 
Right, and his country.” 


LIEUTENANT SAMUEL O'NEILL, 1/6th 
BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE LANCASHIRE 
FUSILIERS, was the eldest son of Adolf George 
O'Neill, J.P. (Lancashire), of Marland Grange, 
near Rochdale, and a grandson of Thomas 
Holt, J.P., of Brooklyn, Castleton, Lancashire. 
Lieutenant O'Neill was bornat Mayfield, Castle- 
ton, on the 11th June, 1894, and was educated 
at Parkgate, by Chester, and later at Shrews- 
bury, where he proved himself a fair all-round 
sportsman. On leaving school he entered the 
business of Messrs. O'Neill and Sons, of which 
his father is one of the principals. 

Mr. O'Neill commenced his military training 


at Shrewsbury, where, recognising that a know- 
ledge of military matters might prove useful, 
he joined the O.T.C. 
Later he became 
associated with the 
Territorial Force, 
being gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 6th 
Battalion, Lanca- 
shire Fusiliers, in 
1910. He was pro- 
moted Lieutenant in 
January, 1914, and, 
having undertaken 
Imperial Service ob- 
ligations, he accompanied his battalion, which 
formed part of the Lancashire Division, to the 
Dardanelles, where his services earned him the 
congratulations of a General Officer. Lieutenant 
O'Neill fell in action in Gallipoli Peninsula on 
the 11th June, 1915, and one more name was 
added to the already impressive Roll of Honour 
of his father’s firm. 


2nd LIEUTENANT WILFRED ONIONS, 1/3rd 
Batrn. THE MONMOUTHSHIRE REGIMENT, T.F., 
died of wounds, 25th April, 1915. 


CAPTAIN BASIL JOHN ORLEBAR, 3rd 
RESERVE, attd. Ist BATTN. 
BEDFORDSHIRE R EG]|MIEN T.. 
The Dene, Triangle, 
Yorkshire, belonging 
to the well-known 
Bedfordshire family 
of that name, was 
the elder son of }Mr. 
and Mrs. John Orle- 
bar (late), of Silsoe, 
Bedfordshire, and 
nephew of Richard 
Orlebar, of Hinwick, 
the head of the 
family. 

He was born on the 8th September, 1875, edu- 
cated privately and at the Currie Engineering 
Schools, Folkestone, and for some years was a 
civil engineer in the employment of leading 
firms. He joined the 3rd Battalion (Reserve), 
Bedfordshire Regiment, in November, 1909, 
becoming Lieutenant in March, 1911, and 
Captain in June, 1912, qualifying at the Hythe 
School of Musketry. 

On the outbreak of war (August, 1914) he was 
attached to the Ist Battalion (Regular) of his 
regiment for foreign service, quickly becoming a 
double-company commander, and was present 
at the engagements of Crépy (en Laonnais), 
the Aisne, the Marne, Givenchy, Festubert, 
La Bassée, Neuve Chapelle, Neuve Eglise, and 
Wulverghem, where he met his death in- 
stantaneously on the 15th January, 1915, by 


a shell passing through the roof of his dug-out. 
He lies buried in the churchyard of Dranoutre, 
near Ypres. Captain Orlebar gained great 
credit in the field for his soldierly qualities ; 
and died, to quote the words of one of his men, 
all of whom were much attached to him, ‘a 
soldier and a gentleman.” 

He married on 12th September, 1912, Barbara 
Florence, second daughter of Mr. Arthur Han- 
cock Edwards, of Pye Nest, Yorkshire, and 
grand-daughter of the late Sir Henry Edwards, 
Bart., C.B., and left no family. 

Captain Orlebar’s cousin, Lieutenant R. E. 
Orlebar, Middlesex Regiment, only son of 
Lieutenant-Colonel, and Mrs. Evelyn Orlebar, 
of The Rutt House, Ivybridge, Devon, was 
killed at the front earlier in the same month. 


LIEUTENANT RORERT EVELYN ORLEBAR, 2nd 
Batry. THE DUKE oF CAMBRIDGE’s OWN 
(MIDDLESEX REGIMENT), was killed in action, 
9th January, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT FRANCIS REGINALD ORME, 2nd 
BatTrn. THE ROYAL WELSH FUSILIERS, reported 
wounded and missing, was subsequently as- 
sumed killed, 7th November, 1914. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ERNEST HENRY ORTON, attd. 
2nd BatTrn. THE CAMERONIANS (SCOTTISH 
RIFtEs), was killed in action, 9th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GORDON CHAD- 
WICK OSBORN, 38th FIELD 
COMPANY, ROYALENGINEERS, 
was the scond son 
of Colonel George 
Osborn, R.A., 
Lavington, Vernon, 
British | Columbia, 
and a grandson of 
Robert Chadwick, 
Fsq., of Sydney, 
New South Wales, 
and of A. G. Osborn, 
Fsq., of Dover, 
Kent. 

: He was born at 
Cobb’s Hall, Lydd, Kent, on the 15th May, 
1894, and was educated at Sedbergh School. 
This school is beautifully situated near the 
English lakes, and the school songs are held to 
be an inspiration to those associated with it as 
students. In 1912 he went to the R.M.A., 
Woolwich, from which he was gazetted to the 
Royal Engineers in April, 1914. After training 
at Chatham till October, he was sent to France 
and Belgium. There he spent six months in 
the trenches near Armentiéres, 

On the night of the 17th April 2nd Lieutenant 
Osborn’s section was working all night in a 
very dangerous trench, and was due to return 
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to billets at dawn. During the night the 
Infantry suffered very severely, only one officer 
being left fit for duty at that spot; so 2nd Lieu- 
tenant Osborn sent his men back at daylight, 
while he himself stayed to help the Infantry 
officer. They held the position for four hours, 
when at last 2nd Lieutenant Osborn was shot 
through the head and killed. He was buried to 
the east of the “ Asile des Aliénées,’”’ west of 
Ypres, the ground being consecrated by the 
Bishop of London. 

The men of his section were greatly cut up at 
his death, for he had endeared himself to all 
ranks. He was one of those who had the 
honour of being presented to the King when His 
Majesty visited the front. 

The following is a part of a short poem written in the 
young officer’s memory :— 


“ He, the young and strong who perished 

For the Right he nobly fought. 

Tho’ his fair young life he cherished, 
Gave it freely all unsought. 
Clad in heavenly armour fearless, 
Not in vain he died alone 

After toils and watchings ceaseless 
Through dark winter’s night and storm.’ 


CAPTAIN MAURICE GODOLPHIN 
OSBORNE, 3rd BATTN. RIFLE BRI- 
GADE (THE PRINCE CONSORT’S OWN), 
born on the Ist 
July, 1889, at 51, 
Elm Park Gardens, 
London, S.W., was 
the youngest son of 
Sidney Godolphin 
Osborne, Com- 
missioner of Inland 
Revenue, and a 
grandson of Lord 
Sidney Godolphin 
Osborne (S.G.O. of 
“The Times ’’). 

He was educated at The Old Ride, Bourne- 
mouth, and Cheltenham College, where he was 
Captain of the Cricket XI and Hockey Team. 
He joined the 3rd Battalion, Rifle Brigade, in 
April, 1910, was promoted Lieutenant in De- 
cember, 1911, and Captain in November, 1914. 
He became a member of the Army Revolver 
Thirty in 1912, and in the All Ireland Army 
Rifle Meeting of that year won the Officers’ 
Match at 600 yards. He was also a member of 
the Regimental Revolver Team, winning several 
matches in 1912 and 1913. In 1911 he won the 
Regimental Point-to-point on his own horse, 
“* Chance.” 

He was given charge of the Machine-gun Section 
of his battalion in May, 1913, and held the 
appointment during the war until his death. 
He was mentioned for his services in Sir John 
French’s Despatch of the 3lst May, 1915. 
Captain Godolphin Osborne was _ severely 
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wounded in the head on the 10th February, 
1915, by a German sniper, when making fresh 
emplacement for a machine gun in the trenches 
near Armentiéres, and died from the effects on 
the 25th February in Bailleul Hospital. 


CAPTAIN ARTHUR MOORE O'SULLI- 
VAN, Ist BATTN. ROYAL IRISH RIFLES, 
only son of the late 
Mr. Patrick O’Sulli- 
van, Advocate- 
General, Madras 
Presidency, and Mrs. 
O’Sullivan, Auburn, 
Greystones, Co. 
Wicklow, was born 
at Octacamund, 
India, on the 19th 
August, 1878. 

He was educated at 
Bedford Grammar 
School and Hertford College, Oxford. In 1900 
he enlisted in the Oxfordshire Light Infantry, 
and served in the South African War, receiving 
the Queen’s medal with four clasps, having 
been present at operations in the Cape and 
Orange River Colonies and the Transvaal. 
He received a commission in the Royal Irish 
Rifles in July, 1902, becoming Lieutenant in 
July, 1906. From 1905-07 he was seconded for 
service with the Northern Nigeria Regiment, 
West African Frontier Force, and from 
January, 1910, to December, 1912, was Adjutant 
of his battalion, becoming Captain in March 
1910. 

Captain O'Sullivan went to the front in No- 
vember, 1914, and was wounded at Neuve 
Chapelle. He was mentioned in Sir John 
French’s Despatch of 31st May, 1915. He was 
killed in action on the 9th May, 1915, at 
Fromelles,

2nd LIEUTENANT HUGH HENRY 
O’SULLIVAN, 1/6th BATTN. (TERRIT.) 
THE PRINCE OF WALES'S (NORTH 
STAFFORDSHIRE REGIMENT), 
eldest son of James 
O'Sullivan, F.I1.C., 
F.C.S.,. and = Mrs. 
O’Sullivan, High 
Bank, Burton-on- 
Trent, was born in 
that town on the 
19th September, 
1887. 

He was educated at 
the Burton Grammar 
School and at Bir- 
mingham University. 
He took his degree of B.Sc. of London Uni- 
versity and the degree of M.Sc. of Birmingham 
University. He was subsequently employed 


under his father in the laboratory department 
of Messrs. Bass and Co., and was joint author, 
with Professor P. F. Frankland, F.R.S., of two 
articles published in the ‘“ Journal of the 
Chemical Society,” 1911 and 1912. He was 
fond of and skilled in gardening, a first-class 
“dry fly” fisherman, a tennis player, and a 
motor cyclist. 

He was gazetted to the North Stafford Regi- 
ment in February, 1914, and having proceeded 
to the front in March, 1915, was killed in a 
trench at Wulverghem, Flanders, on the 10th 
June, 1915, being struck by a bullet while close 
to one of his machine guns. His last words 
to his men after he was struck were: ‘‘ Now, 
Gun Section, get one in for me.’’ He was 
buried in the Churchyard of La Créche. 


LIEUTENANT (temp.) JoHN ANDREW HAMILTON 
O’SULLIVAN, 13th (SERVICE) Batrn. THE 
HIGHLAND LiGHT INFANTRY, attd. 5th BaTrn. 
Roya. Scots, was killed in action, 8th June, 
1915. 


CAPTAIN ROBERT JOHN CHARLES 
OTTER, 2nd (attd. Ist) BATTN. NORFOLK 
REGIMENT, 
born on the 12th 
January, 1881, at 
Edwinstowe Hall, 
Newark, was. the 
eldest son of R. C. 
and M. E. Otter, of 
Royston Manor, 
Clayworth, Retford, 
Notts, and grandson 
of the late Charles 
North, of Rougham 
Hall, Norfolk. 

He was educated at Charterhouse and the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, and was gazetted to an 
unattached 2nd Lieutenancy in January, 1901. 
In the following March he was gazetted to the 
Norfolk Regiment and joined the 2nd Battalion 
in South Africa in April, 1901, taking part in 
the South African War, in which he acted as 
Signalling Officer to General Kekewich’s 
Brigade. He was present at operations in the 
Transvaal and was dangerously wounded. He 
received the Queen’s medal with five clasps. 
He afterwards served with his battalion in 
India, where he was Master of the Belgaum 
Hounds, and Captain of his regimental polo 
team. He was a member of the Naval and 
Military Club, London. 

Captain Otter, who was promoted to that rank 
in February, 1909, was shot by a sniper on the 
15th February, 1915, in a trench near Messines, 
and was buried in the churchyard at Dranoutre. 
Captain Otter married Gwendoline Ethel, 


granddaughter of Mr. C. H. Berners, of Wool- 
verstone Park, Ipswich. His only child, 
Jacqueline Rosemary, was born in May, 1915, 
after her father’s death. 


CAPTAIN ALGERNON GLENDOWER OTTLEy, 2nd 
Batty. East YORKSHIRE REGIMENT, died of 
wounds, 22nd May, 1915. 


MAJOR PERCY JOHN OVERTON, CAN- 
TERBURY MOUNTED RIFLES REGT., 
was the eldest son of Mr. C. Overton, Christ- 
church, New Zealand, and on his grandfather’s 
side a descendant of Captain Sir William Nares, 
R.N., the Arctic explorer. As a boy Major 
Overton’s ambition was to own a steamer and 
take up the further exploration of the Arctic 
regions from the spot marked on the chart as 
“ Nares’ furthest Point.” 

He was educated at Christ’s College and then 
entered a mercantile house for a short time. 
At the age of twenty he bought a sheep farm, 
but when the South African War broke out 
he, with two cousins, joined the 2nd Contingent 
for service in South Africa. After a short 
time he was invalided home with enteric fever, 
but recovered, and returned to South Africa 
with the 7th Contingent. Ie was present at 
operations in the Orange Free State, including 
the actions at Vet and Zand Rivers, and in 
Cape Colony, south of the Orange River. 
Later he was present at further operations in 
the Transvaal and in the Orange River Colony. 
For his services he was mentioned in Despatches 
(‘London Gazette,” 25th April, 1902), receiving 
the Queen’s medal with three clasps and the 
King’s medal with two clasps. After peace 
was proclaimed he returned to New Zealand, 
married, and settled down until the Great War 
broke out. 

When war was declared Major Overton, who 
had obtained his majority in March, 1911, in 
the Canterbury Yeomanry, volunteered for 
active service, and was gazetted Second in 
Command of the Canterbury Mounted Rifles, 
which formed part of the first Expeditionary 
Force. After landing in Gallipoli he did a great 
deal of reconnoitring work and mapped out 
the country, and, as he knew the district, he 
was chosen to lead a regiment of Gurkhas and 
Sikhs in the advance at Suvla Bay. While 
doing so he was shot through the heart and 
killed on the 7th August, 1915. For his services 
in the war Major Overton was mentioned in 
Sir Ian Hamilton’s Despatch of 22nd September, 
1915. 

He was most beloved by his men, almost 
indifferent to his own safety, but ever thoughtful 
for his men’s comfort. Before evacuating 
Gallipoli some of the officers of his regiment 
carved a little wooden cross with his name, 
and though under Turkish fire one crawled 
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over and erected it on the grave, under a beau- 
tiful olive tree, and the next day, before leaving 
the spot, another officer crawled over in day- 
light, knelt up, and took a snapshot of the 
grave. He crawled back in safety, and the 
snapshot has been sent to his wife in New 
Zealand. 

Major Overton married Hilda, daughter of 
Mr. Reginald Foster, and left four children. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ARTHUR ADRIAN 
OWEN, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. 2nd BATTN. 
ROYAL WARWICKSHIRE REGIMENT, 
was the only son of 

Mr. and Mrs. Arthur 

Owen, of 49, Over- 

strand Mansions, 

London, S.W., and 

a great-grandson of 

the late Sir George K 
Simpson, Governor 
of the Hudson Bay 
Territories. 

He was born at 
Woking, Surrey, on 
the 19th October, 
1896, and was educated at The Grange, Crow- 
borough, and at Marlborough College. On the 
outbreak of war with the Central Empires he 
applied for a commission, and in August, 1914, 
he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 3rd 
Battalion, Royal Warwickshire Regiment. For 
active service he was attached to the 2nd 
Battalion in January, 1915. He was mentioned 
in Sir John French’s Despatch of the 31st May, 
1915, for the good work he did carrying am- 
munition under fire at Neuve Chapelle on the 
12th March, 1915. He was killed in action on 
that day while leading his platoon to the 
trenches under heavy fire, and was buried in 
the Military Cemetery, Laventie. 

His Commanding Officer wrote; ‘I was commanding 
the battalion on tho 12th, the day your son was killed. 
Ho was killed leading his men in action, about 1.30 p.m., 
and had already that day done very good work taking 
up ammunition under fire. In making my report of 
the fighting I brought his name to the notice of the 
Brigade Commander for his good services. It will be 
some consulation to you to know he was killed on the 
spot, and not wounded. He had recently been doing 
very important and useful work in putting up wire in 
front of the trenches. We were all very fond of the boy 
and feel his loss very much. He had all the makings 
of a first-class regimental officer, and I feel that his 
death has been a loss to the regiment, We buried him 
in a little military cemetery near Laventic, and a cross 
with his name has been put up.” 


CAPTAIN GEORGE WEBSTER OWEN, 
1/10th BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE 
MANCHESTER REGIMENT, 
the son of the late Thomas and Mrs. Owen, 
of “ The Pollards,” Penketh, near Warrington, 
awas born in Lancashire on the 27th July, 1882. 
He was educated at Warrington Grammar 
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School and at Manchester University, being 
at one time Captain of the Manchester Univer- 
sity Swimming Club. 
For several years he 
played for the Stock- 
ton Heath Rugby 
Football Club. In 
1899 he joined the 
2nd Battalion, Man- 
chester Volunteers, 
and on entering Man- 
chester — University 
he became a mem- 
ber of the O.T.C. 
He received his com- 
mission in the 10th Battalion, Manchester 
Regiment, in April, 1910, becoming Lieu- 
tenant in March, 1912, and Captain in August, 
1914. Having undertaken Imperial Service 
obligations, Captain Owen went with his 
battalion to Gallipoli Peninsula, and was killed 
in action, near Krithia, on the 6th June, 


1915. He was buried near the place where 
he fell. 
The Officer Commanding his battalion wrote: ‘“ He 


was with his company, which had been attached to the 
Royal Fusiliers, and during three days’ hard fighting 
had made quite a name for himself by the leading of 
his men and the example he set them, and it was whilst 
taking them on to recapture a Turkish trench that he 
was killed. We have lost a cheerful and popular 
comrade,”” 


Captain Owen married Ruth Mary, daughter 
of 8S. W. Cocks, Esq., of Urmston, Lancashire. 


LIEUTENANT HUGH OWEN, 3rd 
(RESERVE) 


attd. 2nd BATTN. THE 
BORDER REGT., 
son of Mr. Sol Owen, 
and of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Owen, of 
Odessa, Russia, was 
born at Sebastopol, 
Crimea, Russia, on 
the 30th May, 1890. 
He was educated at 
Queen Elizabeth’s 
Grammar School, 
Cranbrook, from 
1901 to 1907, and at 
Armstrong College, Neweastle-on-Tyne, and 
University of Durham from 1907 to 1910. Inthe 
latter year he obtained bis degree of B.Sc. in 
Naval Architecture. At school he was in the 
Cadet Corps (attached to The Bufis, East Kent 
Regiment); and at the University he was in the 
O.T.C., in which he became a Corporal and 
obtained his certificates “A” and “B.” He 
was gazetted to the 3rd Battalion, Border 
Regiment, in August, 1914, as 2nd Lieutenant 
on probation, and having been confirmed in 
his rank was promoted Lieutenant in April, 
1915. 


Lieutenant Owen was wounded at Neuve 
Chapelle on the 12th March, 1915. On recover- 
ing he was discharged to duty on the 6th April, 
and was killed at Festubert on the 16th May, 
1915, while leading his men in an attack on the 
German trenches, 


CAPTAIN WYNNE OWEN, 38th Doaras, late 
38th (DoGRA) BENGAL INFANTRY, attd. 39th 
GARHWAL RIFLEs, was killed in action, 10th 
March, 1915. 


CaPTAIN, EDWARD GRAEMB OZANNE, 3rd 
Batrn. THE ROYAL Fusitiers (City or LoN- 
DON REGIMENT), was killed in action, 14th 
February, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT ROWLAND HELY 
OWEN, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. 2nd BATTN. 
THE DUKE OF WELLINGTON’S (WEST 
RIDING REGT, 
was the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Hely Owen, 
of Huddersfield. 

He was born at 
Huddersfield on the 
16th September, 
1892, and was edu- 
cated at Stancliffe 
Hall Preparatory 
School and at 
Dover College, where 
he was Head of the 
School House, and had a scholarship, after- 
wards matriculating in the Ist Division at 
London University. At Dover College he was 
in the Football XV, and afterwards was Captain 
of the Huddersfield Rugby Union Football 
Club and a member of the Yorkshire Rugby 
Union, playing for Yorkshire County in their 
match against Cumberland in the season before 
the war. He was also fond of swimming, golf, 
fishing, and photography. 

He joined the 3rd Battalion, Duke of Welling- 
ton’s Regiment, in February, 1911, and 
after completing his eight months’ training 
with the 2nd Battalion in November of that 
year, was articled to his father, who is a solicitor. 
He was promoted Lieutenant in December, 
1912. 

At the outbreak of the war he was at Hythe, 
doing a musketry course under instructions, 
with a view to examination for promotion to 
Captain. 

In accordance with previous instructions, he 
joined the 2nd Battalion on mobilisation to 
complete the establishment, and left with them 
for France on August 13th. He was present at 
the Battles of Mons, Le Cateau, the Marne, and 
the Aisne, and near La Bassée in October and 
the first defence of Ypres, where he was 
wounded on the 7th November, 1914. After 


recovery he spent a short time with the 3rd 
Battalion, and left again for France on the 
17th February, to rejoin the 2nd Battalion as 
Senior Subaltern. He was present at St. Eloi, 
March 14th-17th, and at Hill 60 on the 18th 
April, 1915, where he was killed while leading 
the successful charge on the Hill. 

His Commanding Officer writes: “Ho was a great 
friend of my own and extremely popular with everyone, 


and I can hardly tell you how sorry we are to lose him. 
He has been doing splendid work.”

RoyaAL MUNSTER FvusILiers, was killed 
in action, 9th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN (temp.)} WALTER LIONEL 
PAINE, ADJUTANT 10th (SERVICE) 
BATTN. THE KING’S OWN, 
(ROYAL LANCASTER REGIMENT), 
~ born on the 2nd 
March, 1881, was the 
sixth son of Mr. and 
Mrs. G. W. Paine, of 
Cotswold, Upper 
Norwood. 
Commencing his edu- 
cation at Mr. Mal- 
linson’s Preparatory 
School, Dulwich, 
Captain Paine spent 
the greater part of 
his life at Oundle 
School, which he entered as a scholar in 1894, 
becoming Captain in 1899. A late start in 
Greek prevented him from quite doing justice 
to his abilities. Still, he became Senior Classical 
Scholar of Sidney Sussex College, Cambridge, 
and in 1902 was placed in the second class 
of the Classical Tripos, Part I. He soon re- 
turned to Oundle as an assistant master, later 
becoming a House master. Meanwhile, he had 
spent a year in the Lycée d’Amiens, and this 
went far to increasing his linguistic powers 
and his interest in language teaching. In 
January, 1910, he joined the staff of the Whit- 
gift school, Croydon, and there full scope was 
found for his ability. In 1911 he attended the 
first Summer School of Latin, organised at 
Bangor by Dr. W. H. D. Rouse and Professor 
E. V. Arnold, and was made Assistant Secretary 
of the Association for the Reform of Latin 
Teaching, formed at that time. 
On the outbreak of the Great War he immedi- 
ately applied for a commission, but failing to 
get one at once he enlisted in the Grenadier 
Guards. Early in December, 1914, he was 
gazetted Temporary Lieutenant in the 10th 
Battalion, King’s Own (Royal Lancaster Regi- 
ment), becoming Temporary Captain in Febru- 
ary, 1915, and Adjutant of his battalion in the 
same month. In May he sailed for the Dar- 
danelles, and hardly had he landed on Gallipoli 
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Peninsula than the general advance of the 
4th June, 1915, was ordered. Captain Paine 
fell on that date while leading his company of 
the 1st Battalion, Lancashire Fusiliers, to 
which he was attached. 


LIEUTENANT CHARLES JOHN 
WINGFIELD PAKENHAM 2nd 
BATTN. HAMPSHIRE REGIMENT, 
was the son of Major 
Charles Pakenham, 
Headon Hall, Alum 
Bay, Isle of Wight, 
and was born at 
Cross House, 
Northam, near Bide- 
ford, on the 25th 
April, 1892. 

He was educated at 
the Royal Naval 
College, Osborne, 
and Victoria College, 
Jersey. He joined the Hampshire Regiment 
from the Special Reserve in December, 1913, 
and was promoted lieutenant in November, 
1914. 

He was serving in Gallipoli Peninsula when, on 
the 28th April, 1915, he was wounded in the 
arm, but refused to leave the firing line to have 
his wound dressed, and was killed some hours 
later while gallantly leading his men in the 
attack on Krithia. 


CAPTAIN ROBERT EDWARD MICHAEL 
PAKENHAM, RESERVE OF OFFICERS, 
attd. 2nd BATTN. ROYAL MUNSTER 
FUSILIERS, = 

was born in Ireland | 
on the 28th Novem- 
ber, 1874, the son of 
Major Charles Pak- 
enham, of Headon 
Hall, Alum Bay, 
Isle of Wight, and 
was related to the 
Earl of Longford ~ 
and to Rear- 
Admiral Pakenham. 
He was educated at 
the United Service College, Westward Ho! andin 
March, 1897, received a commission, as 2nd Lieu- 
tenant, in the Royal Munster Fusiliers from the 
Militia, becoming Lieutenant in November, 1898. 
He served with the Royal Munster Fusiliers in 
the South African War (1899-1900 and 1902), 
taking part in the advance on Kimberley, in- 
cluding the action at Belmont. He was also 
present at operations in the Orange Free State 
in April and May, 1900, and in the Orange 
River Colony in May and June, 1900, receiving 
the Queen’s medal with three clasps and the King’s 
medal with “one clasp. Captain Pakenham, 
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who was promoted to that rank in May, 1902, 
retired from the Active List in March, 1912, 
joining the Reserve of Officers. Shortly after 
the outbreak of the Great War he was attached 
to the 2nd Battalion of his old regiment for 
active service. On the 22nd December he was 
wounded while gallantly leading his men near 
Béthune, France and died from the effects of 
his wounds on the 17th January, 1915. 

Captain Pakenham married Nancye, second 
daughter of the late William Fowler, of Broad- 
lands, Liverpool, and left two children: Ivo 
Robert Lygon and Rosemary, aged eleven and 
eight years respectively at the time of their 
father’s death.

2nd BATTN. 


SOUTH WALES 
BORDERERS, 
was the only son of 
the late Herbert 
Palmer: and of Mrs. 
Herbert Palmer, 22, 
Ovington Square, 
London, S.W., and 
was born in Sydney, 
New South Wales, on 
the 5th August, 1876. 
He was educated at 
Loretto, Midlothian, 
and at the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, from which he obtained his com- 
mission in the South Wales Borderers in 
February, 1897, becoming Lieutenant in 1898. 
He took part in the South African War, being 
present at several operations and in various 
engagements. He was employed with the 
Mounted Infantry, and participated in the 
relief of Kimberley, and was at operations in 
the Orange Free State, at Paardeberg, in the 
Transvaal, the Orange River Colony, and Cape 
Colony between 1899 and 1900, including the 
actions at Poplar Grove, Driefontein, Houtnek 
(Thoba Mountain), Vet and Zand Rivers (near 
Johannesburg), at Pretoria, Diamond Hill, 
Elands River, Wittebergen, and Colesberg. 
He was mentioned for his services in Despatches 
(“ London Gazette,” 10th September, 1901), and 
received the Queen’s medal with six clasps and 
the King’s medal with two clasps. 

Captain Palmer received his Company in the 
Northumberland Fusiliers in May, 1902, and in 
June, 1907, was appointed Adjutant of the 
2nd London Rifles—now the 6th (City of 
London) Battalion, The London Regiment 
(Rifles), T.F. In September, 1909, he exchanged 
and became Adjutant of the 5th Battalion, 
Royal West Surrey Regiment, till October, 
1912, having been in the meantime re- 
transferred to his old regiment, the South Wales 
Borderers, in December, 1907, 
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In December, 1912, he went to Tientsin to join 
the 2nd Battalion of his regiment, and while 
there acted as Provost-Marshal. After war 
was declared against Germany he accompanied 
his battalion to Tsingtau.

late Frederick <A. 
Parbury, of Satur, 
Scone, Australia. 
He was educated at 
The King’s School, 
Parramatta, New 
South Wales, and 
joined the Royal Australian Artillery in Sidney, 
in 1899. In May, 1900, he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Royal Artillery from the 
Local Military Forces, New South Wales, and 
he left Australia to join the 114th Battery in 
Colchester in January, 1901, proceeding to 
South Africa for active service in the war there 
in August of that year. In October, 1901, he 
joined the 20th Battery, and in December he 
was promoted Lieutenant, and took part in 
operations in Cape Colony, in the Transvaal, 
and in the Orange River Colony, receiving the 
Queen’s medal with five clasps. 


At the conclusion of the South African campaign 
the 20th Battery, Royal Field Artillery, with 


which Major Parbury served during the whole ~ 


of his military career, was sent out to Dinapore, 
India, in 1905, and to Lucknow in 1908, 
In January, 1911, he was promoted Captain, the 
battery was again moved in 1913 to Bareilly, 
and left for active service in France in Septem- 
ber, 1914, receiving his Majority in the follow- 
ing month. With the exception of a few days, 
he was in action near La Bassée from the time 
he reached the front until he was killed by the 
bursting of a shell in his observation station on 
the 9th May, 1915.

Park, of Pendeen, 
Stratford - on- Avon, 
and was born on 
the 27th January, 
1886. He was a 
great-great nephew 
of Mungo Park, the 
African traveller. 
He was educated at 
Aldenham — School, 
Elstree, whence he 
passed direct into the R.M.C., Sandhurst. In 
January, 1905, he received an unattached 2nd 
Lieutenancy, and was attached to the 2nd 
Battalion, Gloucestershire Regiment, being 
posted to the 10th Gurkha Rifles in March, 
1906. He was Signalling Officer and Quarter- 
master of his regiment, and was promoted 
Lieutenant in April, 1907, becoming Captain 
in January, 1914. 

Captain Park was a member of the Junior 
Army and Navy Club, and his favourite recrea- 
tions were shooting and polo, which latter he 
played in the regimental team. 

For the Great War, Captain Park was attached 
to the 2/2nd King Edward’s Own Gurkha 
Rifles (The Sirmoor Rifles), and he died on the 
9th May, 1915, from wounds received that 
morning during the attack on Aubers Ridge, 
near Richebourg.

On the day he was killed he performed an act of 
gallantry which may well have saved the day for our 
forces. Several men of two battalions were retiring: 
they had no officers left, and the German counter-attack 
would have succeeded had not your son rallied our troops 
and returned to the attack and successfully beaten 
back the attack. Unfortunately he fell some way from 
his own battalion, but we buried him ourselves, and I 
conducted the service myself. He died peacefully, 
death being instantaneous. His name is worthy to be 
written large in the history of the Battle of Neuve 
Chapelle.””

LIEUTENANT HUGH WHARTON 
MYDDLETON PARR, 
(TERRIT.) 


15th BATTN. 
THE SOUTH STAFFORD. 
SHIRE REGT,., 
born on the 14th 
October, 1881, was 
the youngest son of 
the late Rev. Robert 
Henning Parr, of 
Scarborough. He 
was educated at 
Clifton College, 
where he was in the 
Sixth Form, was 
Captain of the Cadet 
Corps, and had his 
football cap. He went up to Oriel on leaving 
school, and was appointed a Master of Clifton 
early in 1909. For the last few years he had 
been acting as Tutor in the School House, 
where his value became at once apparent. 
Everywhere his genial nature, his sense of 
humour, and his exact literary taste, the result 
of wide reading, were highly appreciated, 


He entered the College O.T.C., of which 
he was an energetic member, and was 
appointed 2nd Lieutenant on the Unat- 
tached List in July, 1912. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in October, 1914, and undertook 
Imperial Service obligations, and in Novem- 
ber joined the 5th Battalion, South Staf- 
fordshire Regiment, so coming under the 
command of a_ school colleague in the 
Lieutenant-Colonel Commanding that battalion. 
Lieutenant Parr was killed in France on the 
15th May, 1915, under the following circum- 
stances, as related by the Officer Commanding 
his battalion :— 

“About one o’clock this morning he was out in front 
of his trench with a party of men fixing some barbed- 
wire entanglements. A chance bullet. fired at random 
by a German sentry, who may have detected the noise 
of men at work, hit him in the neck, and he died 
almost immediately. I need not tell you what a valuable 
officer he was. He was one of the very best. Everyone 
loved him, and his men would do anything for him. 
Some of them fairly broke down when they knew he 
had gone. His Captain is inconsolable. It is a grievous, 
bitter loss, and hard to bear, but the war is taking toll 
of our best, and before it is over will drain the best blood 
in England very deep. We must steel our hearts and 
set our teeth to face much more than we have so far 
endured before the end will be in sight. We are fighting 
nothing less than Satan and all his angels, and must 
comport ourselves accordingly.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT WALTER 
FREDERICK PARRISS, attd. 3rd BATTN. 
DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE'S OWN 
(MIDDLESEX REGIMENT), 
was the youngest. 
son of the late J. W. 
Parris and Mrs. Par-

He was educated at

ball, and played in 
Cock House Match of 1909.

Company, leaving for the front on 18th 
September, 1914, and after some months in 
the trenches was given a temporary com- 
mission in February, 1915, on the General 


List, and was attached to the Middle- 
sex Regiment for active service. He was 
killed on the 15th March, 1915, shot 


dead while gallantly holding an advanced 
trench. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Stephenson, his Commanding Officer 
(since killed), wrote of him: ‘ He was so willing and so 
ready to do anything, so brave and keen, that we shall 
miss him very much, Although he had been so short 
a time with us, he was very popular—a gallant boy with 
all the courage of his race,””

He was 
keen on every kind of game and sport, especially 
football and riding. 
He was gazetted to the Royal Engineers in 
July, 1914, and joined at Chatham. Leaving 
there in January, 1915, he was posted to the 
5th Field Company Royal Engineers, IInd 
Division, in February, 1915, and was attached 
as Royal Engineer Officer to the left column 
of the 6th Brigade at the Battle of Neuve 
Chapelle.

Enquiries through the Red Cross Society 
have elicited the fact that he is not a prisoner 
of war; so it is feared he must have died where 
he fell, though his name is not recorded as 
among the officers and men buried by the 
Germans. From information received from 
an N.C.O. who was present at the time, it 
appears that all the officers of the unit of the 
Infantry regiment to which Lieutenant Parsons 
was attached, with the view of making good the 
enemy’s trench, if captured, were wounded and 
killed, and afterwards reported missing, and 
that Lieutenant Parsons thereupon gallantly 
pressed forward, calling upon the men to follow 
him, and got to the second line of the enemy 
trenches, where he fell wounded. He was in 
advance of all the few remaining men, and an 
attempt to recover his body would have meant 
certain death. No further particulars can be 
obtained. 
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His Commanding Officer wrote: ‘ His action through- 
out was unfortunately only too gallant. . . . We 
all miss him very much: he was the cheertest and 
bravest spirit.’’ 

And the Captain of his company wrote: ‘I can fully 
realise the tremendous loss his mother and relatives 
have sustained. He har been a great loss to the com- 
pany, and the fact that he was rushing on ahead towards 
the German second line, as stated by the Sergeant, is 
very typical of the dash and keenness that he always 
displayed while with us.” 


LIEUTENANT GEOFFREY DORMAN 
PARTRIDGE, 2nd BATTN. THE WELSH 
REGIMENT, 
born at Portsmouth 
on the 24th Decein- 
ber, 1890, was the 
youngest son of Lieu- 
tenant - Colonel 
S. R. B. Partridge, 
late King’s Own 
Scottish Borderers, 
of Homecroft, Fleet, 
Hampshire. His 
elder brother, Cap- 
tain C. B. Partridge, 
Royal Marine Light Infantry, was lost in 
H.M.S. ‘“ Good Hope” in the naval battle off 
Coronel on the Ist November, 1914. His 
eldest brother, 2nd Lieutenant E. L. L. Par- 
tridge, 1st Battalion, Devonshire Regiment, 
died at Jullundur from enteric fever on the 1st 
September, 1899; and his remaining brother, 
Captain R. E. Partridge, M.C., Dorsetshire 
Regiment, served at the front as Brigade Major 
of the 12th Canadian Infantry Brigade. 
Lieutenant Partridge was educated at Bath 
College, at the United Services College, Windsor, 
and at the R.M.C., Sandhurst.

shire. He was born at Beauly on the 4th 
February, 1888, and was educated at Beauly

having passed the 
Civil Service Inter- 
mediate Examina- 
tion, obtained a 
Junior Clerkship in

Clerk. He served for five years in the Artists’ 
Rifles, and having volunteered his services on 
the outbreak of the war was, while serving 
in France, gazetted Temporary 2nd Lieu- 
tenant on the General List in December, 
1914, and attached to the Royal Welsh 
Fusiliers. For his services he was mentioned 
in Sir John French’s Despatch of the 31st 
May, 1915. 

The following particulars regarding his death were 
received from a brother Officer: ‘‘ I have been in close 
touch with him ever since November, and as his Company 
Commander fully realised his value. He was well fitted 
for the job that he took up in the service of his country. 
On the day he was killed he performed an act of 
gallantry which may well have saved the day for our 
forces. Several men of two battalions were retiring: 
they had no officers left, and the German counter-attack 
would have succeeded had not your son rallied our troops 
and returned to the attack and successfully beaten 
back the attack, Unfortunately he fell some way from 
his own battalion, but we buried him ourselves, and T 
conducted the service myself. He died peacefully, 
death being instantaneous. His name is worthy to be 
written large in the history of the Battle of Neuve 
Chapelle.” 


LIEUTENANT HUGH WHARTON 
MYDDLETON PARR, 1/5th BATTN.

We are fighting 
nothing less than Satan and all his angels, and must 
comport ourselves accordingly.”

HIGHLANDERS, was the eldest son of 
John Paterson, Yewbank, Beauly, Inverness- 
shire. He was born at Beauly on the 4th 
February, 1888, and was educated at Beauly 
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Public School and at the High School, Inver- 
ness. quHe was well known in the North, both 
as a noted shot and 
a shinty player of 
high repute. He was 
Captain of the 
Beauly Shinty Club 
for several years and 
led the team during 
the season, when it 
was champion of 
Scotland and won 
the Cup. He was a 
member of the 
: shooting team which 
won the Bannockburn Shield in 1910 and 1912, 
and he also shot at Bisley. He was a keen 
golfer and a good all-round athlete. 
2nd Lieutenant Paterson joined the 4th 
Volunteer Battalion, Cameron Highlanders, as 
a Private, in 1905, and previous to receiving 
his commission was one of the most efficient 
non-commissioned officers in ‘* D’’ Company. 
He rose to the rank of Colour-Sergeant, and 
after mobilisation became Company Quarter- 
master-Sergeant. He went out to France 
with his battalion and received his commission 
in the 4th Battalion, Cameron Highlanders, in 
February, 1915, while on active service. He 
was wounded early in the charge against the 
Germans at Festubert on the 17th May, 1915. 
He was taken to the Base Hospital at Rouen, and 
at first his wounds were not regarded as serious; 
but he died on the 5th June, 1915, and was 
buried in a cemetery at Rouen. 
The following letter describes his burial: ‘ ‘The funeral 


took place yesterday in a cemetery just on the out- 
skirts of the town, He was accorded a full military 


funeral. ‘The funeral party consisted of men of his own 
battalion—Gordons, Seaforth, Black Watch, and London 
Scottish. Pipers of the Seaforths played ‘‘ The Flowers 
of the Forest ” and “‘ The Land of the Leal,” while a 
party of French soldiers fired a last salute over the open 
grave. Myself and Charles Hercher (a Beauly boy) 
were two of the pallbearers. The coffin was of plain 
oak, and there we several wreaths, The Rey. Mr. 


Campbell, Presbyterian Chaplain, attached to No. 6 
General Hospital, Rouen, officiated. The grave has 
been marked with a cross and has been given a number.” 


Mr. John Paterson suffered a double loss in 
the fight at Festubert on the 17th May, 1915. 
His second son, Lance-Corporal Donald Pater- 
son, also of the 4th Battalion, Cameron High- 
landers, was killed instantaneously in the 
action, He had joined the 4th Battalion, 
Cameron Highlanders, in 1910, as a Piper, and 
on the departure of the battalion to France 
went into the ranks, the full complement of 
Pipers not being required for active service. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES PATER- 
SON, 14th BATTN. (QUEEN'S EDIN- 
BURGH RIFLES) (TERRIT.) THE ROYAL 
SCOTS, (LOTHIAN REGIMENT), 
was the son of William Paterson, of 3, 
Bernard Terrace, Edinburgh. 


He was born at Musselburgh on the 23rd 
May, 1881, and was educated at Heriot’s 
School, Edinburgh, 
where he was a 
member of the Cross 
Country Team. He 
took great interest 
in the Boys’ Brigade, 
and taught a class 
of boys, who were 
able to give gym- 


nastic displays in 
physical exercises 
and drill. 


Mr. Paterson had 
been connected with the Volunteer and Terri- 
torial Forces for seventeen years. He held the 
Long Service Medal, and distinguished himself 
at foils and at bayonet practice. He received 
his commission as 2nd Lieutenant, in the 4th 
Battalion, Royal Scots, in November, 1913, 
and having undertaken Imperial Service 
obligations he was promoted ‘Temporary 
Lieutenant in September, 1914. However, he 
did not wish to be posted to another 
battalion, so he relinquished the temporary 
rank (‘‘ London Gazette,” 6th April, 1915) and 
went out to the Dardanelles with his old 
battalion. He was killed in action on Gallipoli 
Peninsula on the 28th June, 1915, and was 
buried near where he fell.

THE ESSEX REGIMENT, aattd. 2nd

worth, Herts, was 
born in London on 
the 5th October, 
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1889. 
He was educated at

ing. After leaving school he became a member

He obtained his commission in August, 1914, 
and went to the front early in March, 1915, 
when he was attached to the 2nd Battalion, 
Royal Berkshire Regiment.

was the son of Sur- 
geon - Major-General 
Henry Foljambe 
Paterson (retired), 
99, Alexandra Road, 
South Hampstead, 
London, N.W. 

He was born at Woolwich on the 21st August, 
1869, and was educated at the Royal Naval 
School, New Cross, and the R.M.C., Sandhurst, 
from which he was gazetted to the East Surrey 
Regiment in March, 1890, becoming Lieutenant 
in March, 1892, and Captain in December, 1896. 
From January, 1898, to December, 1901, he was 
Adjutant of his battalion, and in 1902 served in 
the South African War, being present at 
operations in the Transvaal, for which he re- 
ceived the Queen’s medal with two clasps. 

He received his Majority in October, 1908, and 
was gazetted posthumously to the rank of 
Temporary Lieutenant-Colonel, to take effect 
from 9th February, 1915.

MAJOR JOHN HOWELL PATTISSON, 
ROYAL FIELD ARTILLERY, 

who was killed on 
the 30th April, 1915, 
was the only son of 
Admiral and Mrs, 
Pattisson, of Rod- 
bourne, Tonbridge, 
Kent, and a grand- 
nephew of Admiral 
Sir William Luard. 
His cousin, Colonel 
Frank W. Luard, 
R.M.L.I., was killed 
. in action in Galli- 
poli Peninsula in July, 1915. 

Major Pattisson was born at Tonbridge on the 
21st January, 1875, and was educated at Ton- 
bridge School (1888-92). In 1893 he entered 
the R.M.A., Woolwich, from which he was 
gazetted to the Royal Artillery in November, 
1895, becoming Lieutenant in November, 1898, 
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He was promoted to be Captain in November, 
1901, during the South African War, in which 
he took part, being present at operations in the 
Transvaal and Orange River Colony between 
February and May, 1902. He received the 
Queen’s medal with four clasps. In April, 1912, 
he was promoted Major, and was appointed to 
command the 26th Battery, Royal Field 
Artillery, which he brought to a very high pitch 
of efficiency, it being especially commended, 
among sixteen batteries, for the manner in 
which it came out of a very severe test at 
Leamington prior to going to the front. 

His was the first battery to land on the Gallipoli 
Peninsula on the 25th April, and he was in 
command of it on the 30th April, 1915, when 
it advanced to support an Infantry battalion, 
and he was struck by shell from the enemy and 
killed. 

One of the battery officers, himself present, 
gave an account of the action in which Major 
Pattisson lost his life to his own father, who 
gives the following abstract :— 

“ The story is the same every day until Friday, the 30th, 
the Artillery advancing a little each night and throwing 
up breastworks, firing all day and advancing again 
at night, your son’s battery always leading, with my son’s 
section in front. Nothing beyond the usual firing took 
place until Friday morning, when Major Pattisson 
received an order to send two guns half a mile forward 
to support an Infantry assault. Hetook the two guns, 
giving my son command of onc, and moved forward 
Into the open, to be met by a perfect hurricane of shot 
and ehell. Very strangely, not one of the men on the 
guns was hit, but Major Pattisson was killed on the spot, 
and my son hit in the leg in two places.” 

A Subaltern wrote of his death the day after it occurred : 
“It was a very bitter blow to us in the battery, and I 
never served under any battery commander who was s0 
loved and respected by his officeisand men. Iam thank- 
ful to say he died almost at once, and scemed to have 
no pain. He had led a section of the battery into the 
open to help our Infantry at a critical time. They caine 
under a very heavy fire, and he stood coolly behind 
the guns, giving what cover there was to others. When 
he was struck he had time to tell the men to stick to 
It before he died. We buried him next day, and havo 
had a temporary cross put over his grave, and I am 
trying to get some big stones to put round it.”

The coffin was of plain 
oak, and there were several wreaths. The Rev. Mr. 
Campbell, Presbyterian Chaplain, attached to No. 6 
General Hospital, Rouen, officiated. The grave has 
been marked with a cross and has been given a number." 


Mr. John Paterson suffered a double loss in 
the fight at Festubert on the 17th May, 1915. 
His second son, Lance-Corporal Donald Pater- 
son, also of the 4th Battalion, Cameron High- 


landers, was killed instantaneously in the 
action, He had joined the 4th Battalion, 


Cameron Highlanders, in 1910, as a Piper, and 
on the departure of the battalion to France 
went into the ranks, the full complement of 
Pipers not being required for active service. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES PATER- 
SON, 1/4th BATTN. (QUEEN'S EDIN- 
BURGH RIFLES) (TERRIT.) THE ROYAL 
SCOTS, (LOTHIAN REGIMENT), 
was the son of William Paterson, of 3, 
Bernard Terrace, Edinburgh. 


He was born at Musselburgh on the 23rd 
May, 1881, and was educated at Heriot’s 
School, Edinburgh, 
where he was a 
member of the Cross 
Country Team. He 
took great interest 
in the Boys’ Brigade, 
and taught a class 
of boys, who were 
able to give gym- 


nastic displays in 
physical —_ exercises 
and drill. 


Mr. Paterson had 
been connected with the Volunteer and Terri- 
torial Forces for seventeen years. He held the 
Long Service Medal, and distinguished himself 
at foils and at bayonet practice. He received 
his commission as 2nd Lieutenant, in the 4th 
Battalion, Royal Scots, in November, 1913, 
and having undertaken Imperial Service 
obligations he was promoted Temporary 
Lieutenant in September, 1914. However, he 
did not wish to be posted to another 
battalion, so he relinquished the temporary 
rank (‘‘ London Gazette,” 6th April, 1915) and 
went out to the Dardanelles with his old 
battalion. He was killed in action on Gallipoli 
Peninsula on the 28th June, 1915, and was 
buried near where he fell. 


2nd LIEUTENANT LESLIE ARNOTT 
PATERSON, 3rd BATTN. (RESERVE) 
THE ESSEX REGIMENT, attd. 2nd 
BATTN. ROYAL BERKSHIRE REGT., 
son of John J. Pater- 
son, J.P. for the 
County of London, 
Park Wood, Kneb- 
worth, Herts, was 
born in London on 
the Sth October, 
1889. 

He was educated at 
Shrewsbury, where 
he belonged to the 
O.T.C., and was good 
at running and row- 
ing. After leaving school he became a member 
of the Surveyors’ Institute and of the Cord- 
wainers’ Company, and was a Freeman of the 
City of London. 

He obtained his commission in August, 1914, 
and went to the front early in March, 1915, 
when he was attached to the 2nd Battalion, 
Royal Berkshire Regiment. He was mortally 
wounded near Fromelles on the 9th May, and 
died in a hospital at Boulogne on the 16th May, 
1915. 


MAJOR (temp. LIEUTENANT-COLONEL) 
WALTER HERBERT PATERSON, Ist 
BATTN. EAST SURREY REGIMENT, 
who was killed at 
Hill 60, near Ypres, 
on the 21st April, 
1915, and was buried 
in the Asylum 
groundsof that town, 
was the son of Sur- 
geon - Major-General 
Henry Foljambe 
Paterson (retired), 
99, Alexandra Road, 
South Hampstead, 
London, N.W. 

He was born at Woolwich on the 21st August, 
1869, and was educated at the Royal Naval 
School, New Cross, and the R.M.C., Sandhurst, 
from which he was gazetted to the East Surrey 
Regiment in March, 1890, becoming Lieutenant 
in March, 1892, and Captain in December, 1896, 
From January, 1898, to December, 1901, he was 
Adjutant of his battalion, and in 1902 served in 
the South African War, being present at 
operations in the Transvaal, for which he re- 
ceived the Queen’s medal with two clasps. 

He received his Majority in October, 1908, and 
was gazetted posthumously to the rank of 
Temporary Lieutenant-Colonel, to take effect 
from 9th February, 1915. For his services in 
the Great War, Lieutenant-Colonel Paterson was 
mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatches of 
14th January and 3lst May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (TEMP. LIEUTENANT) ARTHUR 
DAGNALL TYLDEN-PATTENSON, 2nd Barrtn. 
OXFORDSHIRE AND BUCKINGHAMSHIRE LIGHT 
INFANTRY, was killed, 5th January, 1915. 


MAJOR JOHN HOWELL PATTISSON, 
ROYAL FIELD ARTILLERY, 
who was killed on 
the 30th April, 1915, 
was the only son of 
Admiral and Mrs. 
Pattisson, of Rod- 
bourne, Tonbridge, 
Kent, and a grand- 
nephew of Admiral 
Sir William Luard. 
His cousin, Colonel 
Frank W. Luard, 
R.M.L.I., was killed 
- — in action in Galli- 
poli Peninsula in July, 1915. 

Major Pattisson was born at Tonbridge on the 
21st January, 1875, and was educated at Ton- 
bridge School (1888-92). In 1893 he entered 
the R.M.A., Woolwich, from which he was 
gazetted to the Royal Artillery in November, 
1895, becoming Lieutenant in November, 1898, 
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He was promoted to be Captain in November, 
1901, during the South African War, in which 
he took part, being present at operations in the 
Transvaal and Orange River Colony between 
February and May, 1902. He received the 
Queen’s medal with four clasps. In April, 1912, 
he was promoted Major, and was appointed to 
command the 26th Battery, Royal Ficld 
Artillery, which he brought to a very high pitch 
of efficiency, it being especially commended, 
among sixteen batteries, for the manner in 
which it came out of a very severe test at 
Leamington prior to going to the front. 

His was the first battery to land on the Gallipoli 
Peninsula on the 25th April, and he was in 
command of it on the 30th April, 1915, when 
it advanced to support an Infantry battalion, 
and he was struck by shell from the enemy and 
killed. 

One of the battery officers, himself present, 
gave an account of the action in which Major 
Pattisson lost his life to his own father, who 
gives the following abstract :— 

“ The story js the same every day until Friday, the 30th, 
the Artillery advancing a little each night and throwing 
up breastworks, firing all day and advancing again 
at night, your son’s battery always leading, with my son's 
section in front. Nothing beyond the usual firing took 
place until Friday morning, when Major Pattisson 
received an order to send two guns half a mile forward 
to support an Infantry assault. He took the two guns, 
giving my son command of one, and moved forward 
into the open, to be met by a perfect hurricane of shot 
and shell. Very strangely, not one of the men on the 
guns was hit, but Major Pattisson was killed on the spot, 
and my son hit in the leg in two places.”” 

A Subaltern wrote of his death the day after it occurred : 
“It was a very bitter blow to us in the battery, and I 
never served under any battery commander who was s0 
loved and respected by his officeisand men. 1am thank- 
ful to say he died almost at once, and seemed to have 
no pain. He had led a section of the battery into the 
open to help our Infantry at a critical time. They came 
under a very heavy fire, and he stood coolly behind 
the guns, giving what cover there was to others, When 
he was struck he had time to tell the men to stick to 
it before he died. We buried him next day, and have 
had a temporary cross put over his grave, and I am 
trying to get some big stones to put round it.’* 


CarPTAIN DEREK WEATHERALL PAWLE, 2nd 
BatTtN. BoRDER REGIMENT, employed with 
the 2nd Batrn. NIGERIA REGIMENT, WEST 
AFRICAN FRONTIER Force, was killed in action, 
29th April, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES GERAINT 
CHRISTOPHER PAYNE, attd. Ist 
BATTN. HIGHLAND LIGHT 
INFANTRY, was the only son of Charles 
Henry Payne of Brentnor, Haford Road, 
Hereford, Manager of Lloyd’s Bank, and was 
born at Shifnal, Shropshire, on the 3rd April, 
1888. 

He was educated at Ludlow and Monmouth 
Grammar Schools, and on leaving school was 
articled to his uncle. a London architect. 
He had started a practice of his own in 
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London, but on the outbreak of war he threw 
it up and enlisted in the Artist’s Rifles for 


_. active service. He 
accompanied them 
to France in the 
autumn of 1914, and 
in January, 1915, 
was given a tem- 
porary commission 
on the General List, 
being attached to 
the Ist Battalion 
Highland Light In- 
fantry for active 
service. 

At Neuve Chapelle, in the early morning of 
the 12th March, 1915, he was shot through 
the head while looking over the parapet of 
the trench. 

2nd Lieutenant Payne, who was a member of 
the Architectural Association, was an enthusi- 
astic ’cello player, being a member of the 
Hampstead Orchestral and other societies ; he 
was also a fine swimmer and a good oarsman. 


2nd LrzevTENANT HENRY DRUMMOND PAYNE, 
2nd Batrn. EAst YORKSHIRE REGIMENT, died 
of wounds, 20th March, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT JOHN OSWALD PAYNE, 
4th (EXTRA RESERVE) attd. Ist BATTN. 
ROYAL WARWICKSHIRE REGIMENT, 
who was killed in 
action near Ypres on 
the 25th April, 1915, 
while gallantly lead- 
ing his men to ad- 
vance in face of a 
deadly fire, was the 
youngest son of 
Frederick and Jane 
Payne and a grand- 
son of the late James 
Selby, Aldenham, 
near Watford, Herts. 
He was educated at Cheltenham, and on the out- 
break of war joined the Artists’ Rifles in August, 
1914. He was given a commission in the 4th 
Battalion, Royal Warwickshire Regiment, as 
Lieutenant, in November, 1914, and in February 
was sent with a draft to France, where he was 
attached to the 1st Battalion. 

The Officer Commanding the 4th Battalion wrote of 
him: ‘* He was a very fine fellow and an exceptionally 
good officer. We were all of us very fond of him here, and 


s I received of him from the different classes 
dd were always exceptionally good." 


The Ist Battalion, Royal Warwickshire Regi- 
ment, were ordered to relieve the Canadians at 
Ypres when gas was used for the first time, 
causing the French to retire and to expose 
the British line. Six of their officers lost their 
lives in the charge to relieve the Canadians, 


LIEUTENANT CHARLES MERVYN 
PAYTON, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. Ist 
BATTN. THE QUEEN'S OWN (ROYAL 
WEST KENT REGIMENT), 
was the only son of 
Sir Charles A. Pay- 
ton, M.V.O., late 
H.M. Consul-General 
at Calais, of Stepney 
Court, Scarborough. 
He was born on the 
5th December, 1891, 
at the British Con- 
sulate, Mogador, 
Morocco, and was 
educated at Dover 
College, Dover. Mr. 
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Payton received a commission, as 2nd Lieu- 
tenant, in the 3rd (Reserve) Battalion, Royal 


West Kent Regiment, in 1910, becoming 
Lieutenant in September, 1911. At the out- 
break of the war with the Central Empires 
he was employed at the Colonial Secretary’s 
Office at Singapore. He immediately left for 
home to rejoin his battalion, and for active 
service was attached to the 1st Battalion of his 
regiment. Lieutenant Payton served with it 
in France, where, on the 1Sth April, 1915, he 
was leading his men in the attack on Hill 60, 
and, having picked up a fallen soldier’s rifle, 
was firing at the enemy when he was killed. 
He was buried on the battlefield. For his 
gallant conduct in the war he was mentioned in 
Sir John French’s Despatch of the 31st May, 
1915. 

He was a keen sportsman, a remarkably good 
shot, and an expert angler. 


LIEUTENANT (TEMP. CAPTAIN) CECI. GERALD 
Wyatt Peake, 2nd Batrn. LINCOLNSHIRE 
REGIMENT, was killed in action, 10th March, 
1915. 


LIEUTENANT COLIN PEAKE, 
LEICESTERSHIRE YEOMANRY, 
born at Ashtead, 
Surrey, on the 28th 
September, 1889, 
was the elder son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Ronald 
Peake, of Howard 
House, Ashtead, 
Surrey, and a 
nephew of Colonel 
Malcolm Peake, 
C.M.G., Royal Ar- 
tillery (A.A.G., 
R.A.). His brother, 
Captain Malcolm C. Peake, is serving in the 
King’s Own (Royal Lancaster Regiment). 

He was educated at Fonthill «nd Charterhouse, 
and was one of the School VIII who shot for the 


Ashburton Shield in 1907. Lieutenant Peake 
joined the Liecester Yeomanry in April, 1909, 
and was promoted Lieutenant in April, 1911. 
He was killed in action on the 13th May, 1915, 

_ near Ypres, while in the advance trench with 
his squadron. 


2nd LIEUTENANT JOHN THELWAL 
PEAKE, attd. 2nd BATTN. 
NORTHAMPTONSHIRE REGIMENT, 
was the younger son 
of R. T. Peake, of 
Tonbridge, and was 
born on the 30th 
May, 1895. 

He was educated at 
Tonbridge School, 
and joined the Ar- 
tists’ Rifles on the 
outbreak of war in 
August, 1914, being 
gazetted Temporary 
2nd Lieutenant on 
the Special List in March, 1915. 

2nd Lieutenant Peake was shot in the throat 
at the Battle of Aubers Ridge on the 9th of 
May, 1915, and died from the effects of his 
wound on the 11th of the same month. He 
was brought home for burial at Tonbridge, 
being accorded military honours by the O.T.C. 
of his old school. 


CAPTAIN JOHN FRANCIS BRICE 
PEARSE, 3rd BATTN. KING’S ROYAL 
RIFLE CORPS, 
elder son of Edward 
Brice Pearse, was 
born on the 21st 
March, 1883, at 53, 
Lower Belgrave 
Street, Eaton 
Square, London. 
He was educated at 
Farnborough School, 
Winchester College, 
and the R.M.C., 
= Sandhurst. He was 
gazetted to the King’s Royal Rifle Corps 
in May, 1904, becoming Lieutenant in Jan- 


uary, 1908, and Captain in November, 
1914. He served with his regiment in 
Bermuda, the Mediterranean, and India, 


whence he returned in November, 1914. . He 
was a member of the Army and Navy Club, 
and in India played in the regimental polo 
in 1912. 

He went to the front in Flanders in December, 
1914. In April, 1915, he was appointed to the 
Staff, and on the 29th of the same month was 
killed by high-explosive shell during the second. 
Battle of Ypres. 
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CAPTAIN ROBERT WILLIAM 


PEARSON 6th BATTN. (TERRIT. 
DURHAM LIGHT INFANTRY, 
of 9, Greenbank 
Road, Darlington, 


was the fourth son of 
Richard Pearson, of 
114, Richmond Park 
Road, Bournemouth, 
and was born on the 
22nd June, 1880, at 
Whitchurch, Shrop- 
shire. 

He was educated at 
Oundle School, and 
received a com- 
mission in the Volunteers in May, 1905, becorn- 
ing Lieutenant in October, 1906, and Captain in 
May, 1908, being Senior Captain of his battalion 
at the time of his death. He and his company 
of the 5th Durham Light Infantry won, in 1910, 
the Havelock-Allan Trophy, which was pre- 
sented by Lieutenant-Gencral Sir H. M. Have- 
lock-Allan, Bart., V.C., K.C.B., for competition 
among the battalions composing the Tyne and 
Tees Brigade. He was killed at Hooge, near 
Ypres, on the 15th May, 1915. 

Captain Pearson married Mary Maud, second 
daughter of Mr. Axel von Bergen, of 9, Abbey 
Road, Darlington. She died in May, 1912, 
‘leaving no family. For many years Captain 
Pearson was Analytical Chemist to the Dar- 
lington Forge Co. 
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2nd LIEUTENANT HENRY CYRIL 
PECKER, 3rd (RESERVE) attd. Ist BATTN, 
THE ROYAL SCOTS (LOTHIAN REGT.) 
who was killed by 
shell at Hooge, near 
Ypres, on the 30th 
April, 1915, was the 
son of Major G. 
Pecker, 5th Bat- 
talion, Border Regi- 
ment, and was born 
at Shrewsbury, 
Shropshire, on the 
8th October, 1894. 
He was an old St. 
Bees boy, and be- 
longed to his School O.T.C. On leaving school 
he entered the service ofthe St. Helen’s 
Colliery Company with a view to taking up 
the profession of mining engineer. 

He voluntarily joined the Reserve of Officers, 
O.T.C., in May, 1913, and when called up for 
service was rejected on medical examination, 
his heart being weak. He, however, asked to 
go before a Medical Board, and as a result 
was pronounced fit for service, and was then, 
in August, 1914, attached to the 3rd Battalion, 
Border Regiment. Shortly afterwards he took 
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a draft to the front, where he was attached to 
the 2nd Battalion for active service. 

On the 14th December, 1914, at Wytscheate, 
he received a bullet wound in the hand, and 
after coming out of hospital had a short spell 
at home, returning to duty in March, 1915. In 
April, 1915, he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
from the Reserve of Officers to the 3rd Battalion 
Royal Scots, and was attached to the Ist 
Battalion of that regiment with which he was 
serving when he was killed in action. 

2nd Lieutenant Pecker, who has a brother in 
the Shropshire Light Infantry, lately invalided 
home from the front, was a man of fine physique 
and a popular Rugby football player, having 
been one of the representatives of the Working- 
ton Rugby Club in the season’s match 1913-14. 
The father of the two officers, Major Pecker, 
is serving with the 5th Battalion, Border 
Regiment, in France. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES WILLIAM MABERLY 
PEEL, 3rd (RESERVE), attd. 2nd Batrn. THE 
Roya. DuBuLiIn Fustuiers, was killed in action, 
25th April, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT THOMAS EDWARD 
GEOFFREY LEIGH PEMBERTON, 13th 
(COUNTY OF LONDON) PRINCESS 
LOUISE’S KENSINGTON BATTN. 
THE LONDON REGIMENT, (T.F.), 
who was killed in 
action on the 11th 
January, 1915, while 
serving in a very 
exposed part of a 
trench near Laven- 
tie, France, was the 
only son of Mr. and 
Mrs. W. Leigh Pem- 
berton, Wrinsted 
Court,Sittingbourne, 
and a grandson of 
the late Sir Edward 
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Leigh Pemberton, K.C.B. 
He was born on the 15th November, 1893, and 
was educated at Rugby and Christ Church, 
Oxford. His favourite sports were hunting, 
shooting, cricket, and football. He was gazetted 
2nd Lieutenant in the 18th Battalion, London 
Regiment in May, 1914, and promoted Tem- 
porary Lieutenant in September, 1914, being 


one of the many officers serving with Imperial 
Service units. 


2nd LIEUTENANT JAMES (HAMISH) 
GRANGER GEILS PENDER, 3rd 
(RESERVE) attd. 2nd BATTN. 
THE GORDON HIGHLANDERS, 
who was born on the 19th July, 1892, at 
Ardnoe, St. Catherine’s, Argyllshire, was the 
eldest son of Major James Pender, 8th Battalion, 


Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders, and his 
wife, Janet, youngest daughter of the late 


Thomas Geils, of = 
Geilston and Ard- 

more, Dumbarton- 

shire. 


Mr. Pender was edu- 
cated at Larchfield 
Academy, Helens- 
burgh, and Edin- 
burgh Academy, 
whence he entered 
the University of 
Edinburgh. There 
he was a member of 
an Engineering unit of the O.T.C., and did 
good work in connection with it. On the 
outbreak of the war with Germany he applied 
for a commission, and in October, 1914, he 
was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Reserve 
Battalion, Gordon Highlanders. In February, 
1915, he was attached to the 2nd Battalion of 
his regiment, which he joined at the front 
in France. 

2nd Lieutenant Pender was killed in action on 
the 11th or 18th of March, 1915. 


His Captain wrote: ‘‘ He was shot through the head 
on the morning of the 11th, trying to urge his men to 
keep their heads down and take cover. He died for 
his country and no mistake, and long will all of us 
remember his cheery face.”

DouGLAS-PENNANT, RESERVE OF OFFICERS, 
1st Batrn. GRENADIER GUARDS, was killed 
in action, 11th March, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT ALGERNON FANE 
KEANE-PENROSE, Ist BATTN. ROYAL 
INNISKILLING FUSILIERS, 
born at Buenos 
Aires, Argentine 
Republic, on the 7th 
February, 1892, was 
the son of Henry 
Keane-Penrose,Esq., 
and a great-grandson 
of Lord Keane of 


Ghuznce and a 
grandson of the 
Hon. Georgina 


Keane, wife of W. H. 
Penrose, Esq., of 


Laherne, Co. Cork. 

He was educated at Bedford School and the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, receiving his commission 
in the Royal Inniskilling Fusiliersin March, 1912, 


joining the 2nd Battalion in November. He 
was transferred to the 1st Battalion, then in 
India, and was promoted Lieutenant in that 


battalion in February, 1914. He was a keen 
rider to hounds and a polo player, and a mem- 
ber of the Junior Naval and Military Club. 
Lieutenant Keane-Penrose was killed in action 
on the 10th May, 1915, while leading his com- 
pany into action after the landing on the 
Gallipoli Peninsula, 


MAJOR AENEAS CHARLES PERKINS, 
40th PATHANS, INDIAN ARMY, 
———— —_ died of wounds re- 
ceived in action near 
Ypres on the 28th 
April, 1915. He was 
the third son of the 
late General Sir 
Eneas Perkins, 
K.C.B., Royal En- 
gineers, and of Lady 
Perkins, of 11, 
Cadogan Court, 
London, S.W., and 
was born on the 
25th March, 1872, at Naini Tal. Sir Aineas 
Perkins had a distinguished career in India, 
having served in the Indian Mutiny at the siege 
of Delhi and other actions, also in the Bhootan 
Expedition of 1864-65, and in the Afghan War 
of 1878-80. 

Major Perkins was educated at Clifton College 
and at the R.M.C., Sandhurst, and entered the 
East Kent Regiment (The Buffs), as 2nd Lieu- 
tenant, in August, 1892, being promoted 
Lieutenant in January, 1895, and was trans- 
ferred to the Indian Staff Corps in May, 1897. 
He was promoted Captain in the Indian Army 
in August, 1901, and Major in August, 1910 ; 
and during his service had taken part in the 
operations in Chitral, in 1895, with the Relief 
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Force, and had gained the medal and clasp. 
He had also served onthe North West Frontier 
of India in 1902 in the operations against 
Darwesh Khel Waziris. 

He proceeded to France with his regiment, 
forming part of the Indian Contingent, in 1914, 
and served at the front till he fell, as stated, in 
the second Battle of Ypres. He was buried at 
Bailleul. 

Major Perkins married, in December, 1903, 
Mary, daughter of the late Joseph Hepworth, 
Esq., and of Mrs. S. T. Steele, of The Manor 
House, Morley, Yorkshire. He was a member 
of the Army and Navy Club, Pall Mall. 


LIEUTENANT MONTAGUE PERN, RoYAL ARMY 
MeEpiIcaL Corps, was killed, 9th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN BENJAMIN LEWIS PERRY, 
1jist BATTN. THE MONMOUTHSHIRE 
REGIMENT (T.F.) 
who was shot in the 
head and killed in- 
stantaneously while 
leading his company 
on the 25th April, 
1915, and who was 
buried in the vicin- 
ity of Zonnebeke, 
near Ypres, was the 
elder son of the late 
Benjamin Perry, 
J.P. for the County . 
of Monmouth, of Caldicot Hall, Monmouth- 
shire, and of Mrs. Perry, The Glen, Caerleon, 
Mon. 

He was born at Chepstow, Mon., on the 2nd 
July, 1878, and joined the Monmouthshire 
Regiment in 1903, obtaining his Company in 
October, 1910. He passed through a school of 
instruction for musketry and had qualified 
for promotion to Field rank, and on the out- 
break of war undertook Imperial Service 
obligations.

Roya DusBuin Fusiiiers, was killed in action, 
25th April, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT THOMAS EDWARD 
GEOFFREY LEIGH PEMBERTON, 13th 
(COUNTY OF LONDON) PRINCESS 
LOUISE'S KENSINGTON BATTN. 
THE LONDON REGIMENT, (T.-F.), 
who was killed in 
action on the 11th 
January, 1915, while 
serving in a very 
exposed part of a 
trench near Laven- 
tie, France, was the 
only son of Mr. and 
Mrs. W. Leigh Pem- 
berton, Wrinsted 
Court,Sittingbourne, 
and a grandson of 
the late Sir Edward

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Leigh Pemberton, K.C.B. 
He was born on the 15th November, 1893, and 
was educated at Rugby and Christ Church, 


Oxford. His favourite sports were hunting, 
shooting, cricket, and football. He was gazetted 
2nd Lieutenant in the 13th Battalion, London 
Regiment in May, 1914, and promoted Tem- 
porary Lieutenant in September, 1914, being 
one of the many officers serving with Imperial 
Service units. 


2nd LIEUTENANT JAMES (HAMISH) 
GRANGER GEILS PENDER, 3rd 
(RESERVE) attd. 2nd BATTN. 
THE GORDON HIGHLANDERS, 
who was born on the 19th July, 1892, at 
Ardnoe, St. Catherine’s, Argyllshire, was the 
eldest son of Major James Pender, 8th Battalion, 


Argyll and Sutherland Highlanders, and his 
wife, Janet, youngest daughter of the late 
Thomas Geils, of 
Geilston and Ard- 
more, Dumbarton- 
shire. 

Mr. Pender was edu- 
cated at Larchfield 
Academy, Helens- 
burgh, and Edin- 
burgh Academy, 
whence he entered 
the University of 
Edinburgh. There 
he was a member of 
an Engineering unit of the O.'T.C., and did 
good work in connection with it. On the 
outbreak of the war with Germany he applied 
for a commission, and in October, 1914, he 
was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Reserve 
Battalion, Gordon Highlanders.

He was 
the third son of the 
late General Sir 
ZEneas Perkins, 
K.C.B., Royal En- 
gineers, and of Lady 
Perkins, of 11, 
Cadogan Court, 
London, S.W., and 
was born on the 
25th March, 1872, at Naini Tal. Sir A®neas 
Perkins had a distinguished career in India, 
having served in the Indian Mutiny at the siege 
of Delhi and other actions, also in the Bhootan 
Expedition of 1864—65, and in the Afghan War 
of 1878-80. 
Major Perkins was educated at Clifton College 
and at the R.M.C., Sandhurst, and entered the 
East Kent Regiment (The Bufis), as 2nd Lieu- 
tenant, in August, 1892, being promoted 
Lieutenant in January, 1895, and was trans- 
ferred to the Indian Staff Corps in May, 1897. 
He was promoted Captain in the Indian Army 
in August, 1901, and Major in August, 1910 ;

CAPTAIN FRANCISINA LOURS PERRY, 
lst BATTN. THE BORDER REGIMENT, 
was born at Chatham on the 13th February, 
1889, and was the son of Captain S. W. Perry,

He was educated at Devonport High School, 
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and served for over two years in the ranks, 
being with the 3rd King’s Own Hussars in 

- South Africa for the 
greater part of the 
time. He was given 
his commission, as 
2nd _ Lieutenant, in 


the Border Regi- 
ment on the 7th 
August, 1912, and 
served with his 


regiment in Burma 
until its return to 
England at the end 
of 1914, becoming 
Lieutenant in October of that year. 

The Border Regiment left England on the 17th 
March, 1915, for service in Gallipoli Peninsula, 
and took part in the landing there in the follow- 
ing April. Lieutenant Perry was killed in 
action on the Ist May, when in the act of trying 
to rescue his Captain, who had fallen mortally 
wounded. He was mentioned in Sir Ian Hamil- 
ton’s Despatch of 22nd September, 1915, and 
was gazetted as Captain on the 5th November, 
1915, for gallant and distinguished service in 
the field. In his regiment Captain Perry was 
considered to be a very promising officer and a 
good all-round sportsman. 


LIEUTENANT (temp. CAPTAIN) 
GEORGE HERBERT GRESLEY PERRY, 
2nd BATTN. THE PRINCE OF WALES'S 
OWN (WEST YORKSHIRE REGIMENT), 
— was born at Wyn- 
berg, South Africa, 
on the 16th August, 
1893, the only son 
of Brigadier-General 
H. W. Perry, A.O.D., 
late Royal Artillery, 
who served in Galli- 
poli Peninsula in 
1915. Captain 
Perry was a grand- 
son of the late Canon 
Perry, Archdeacon of 
Stowe, and a great-nephew of the late Dr. 
Salmon, Provost of Trinity College, Dublin. 
He was educated at Haileybury College and the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, from which he was gazetted 
to the West Yorkshire Regiment in September, 
1912, joining the 1st Battalion at Lichfield. 
In the following January he was transferred 
to the 2nd Battalion at Malta, and was pro- 
moted Lieutenant in August, 1913. 

In November, 1914, he accompanied his bat- 
talion to the front, and at the beginning of 
March, 1915, was given command of the Machine- 
gun Section. He was wounded on the 12th 
March, 1915, at Neuve Chapelle in his first 
engagement, and died from the effects on the 


15th March at Boulogne, where he was buried. 
Captain Perry, who was promoted temporarily 
to that rank, dating from December, 1914, 
was mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of 
31st May, 1915, for his good work done with the 
machine guns at Neuve Chapelle. 


Captain DupLEY EYRE PerssE, 4th (EXTRA 
RESERVE), attd. 2nd BaTrn. THE ROYAL DUBLIN 
FusILiers, died of wounds, Ist February, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT NELSON PETTY, Ist BATIN. 
LANCASHIRE FUusILIERS, was killed in action, 
28th June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT RODOLPH ALGER- 
NON PERSSE, RIFLE BRIGADE, (THE 
PRINCE CONSORT’S OWN) attd. 2nd 
BATTN. KING’S ROYAL RIFLE CORPS, 
was the only son of =) 
the late Algernon 
Perssé and of the 
Hon. Mrs. Perssé, 
only daughter of the 
late second Viscount 
Gough, of Lough 
Cutra Castle, Co. 
Galway. He was 
born at Roxborough, 
Co. Galway, on the 
12th May, 1892, and 
was educated at 
Eton and Magdalen College, Oxford, where he 
had just completed his second year on the 
outbreak of the war. 

He was given a commission in the Rifle Brigade 
on the 26th August, 1914, and joined the 
6th Battalion at Sheerness for training. On the 
16th October he proceeded to the front, and 
was ordered to join the 2nd Battalion, King's 
Royal Rifle Corps. 2nd Lieutenant Perssé 
was killed on New Year’s Day, 1915, during a 
night attack, and was buried at Cuinchy, near 
La Bassée. He was mentioned in Field-Marshal 
Sir John French’s Despatch of the 14th January, 
1915. 

‘A letter from his Commanding Officer gave the following 
details of the circumstances of 2nd Lieutenant Perseé’s 
death: “ He had taken his platoon to attack a position 
early on the morning of the lst January, and after the 
position was taken it was found to be untenable, and 
the whole force was ordered back to their trenches. 
It was here that poor Perssé was killed. He was an 
exceptionally gallant boy, and we shall miss him very 
much. I had already submitted his name for his gallant 
behaviour near Ypres.” 

Other brother Officers wrote of him: ‘* What a splendid 
brave, cool officer he was. He never flinched or wavered 
in his most gallant spirit, and his absolute fearleesness 
and pluck were grand, and were of the greatest value 
to his men. He will indeed bo sadly missed, for he 
made himself so popular with all ranks.” 

Another, writing of him, says: “ He was, without 
exception, the bravest officer I havo ever seen, and the 
best. His men would do anything for him.. This is 
not only my own opinion, for I know that it was shared 
by every officer in the mess,” 


Rodolph Perssé was a fine all-round athlete 
and a first-rate shot. He played in the Eton 
XI in July, 1911. At Oxford he did well in 
the Freshmen’s Sports of 1913: won the 
Magdalen Grind, rode in the Inter-’Varsity 
Point-to-Point, and was Whip to the Magdalen 
Beagles. 


The President of Magdalen wrote of him: “ He is indeed 
@ loss to us here, young and old. Among tho first and 
bravest, he has given his all, even himself. His bright, 
vivid, daring, high-spirited, chivalrous personality had 
endeared him to us all.”” 


LIEUTENANT (TEMP. CAPTAIN) HuGH Bovur- 
CHIER PHILLIMORE, 8th (THE ARGYLLSHIRE) 
Batty. (TERRIT.) PRINCESS LOUISE’S (ARGYLL 
AND SUTHERLAND HIGHLANDERS), died of 
wounds, 15th June, 1915. 


CAPTAIN JOHN NOEL PHILLIPS, 
RESERVE OF OFFICERS, 3rd (RESERVE) 
attd. lst BATTN. THE LINCOLNSHIRE 
REGIMENT, 
died on the 18th 
April, 1915, in hos- 
pital at Boulogne 
of wounds received 
at St. Eloi on the 
4th April, 1915. 
He was born on the 
8th December, 1875, 
and was educated 
at Bedford Gram- 
mar School. Having 
* failed at the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, he joined the Army as a Private, 
and, after serving in the ranks for nearly six 
years, received his commission in the Lincoln- 
shire Regiment in February, 1900. 
He took part in the Boer War, in which he 
was severely wounded. Serving with the 
Mounted Infantry, he was at the relief of 
Ladysmith, including the action of Colenso, 
and at other operations in January and Feb- 
ruary, 1900, including actions at Spion Kop, 
Vaal Krans, and Pieters Hill. He was also 
present at operations in the Orange Free State, 
the Transvaal, Orange River Colony, and Cape 
Colony, including the actions at Vet and Zand 
Rivers, near Johannesburg and Pretoria, in 
1900 and 1901. He received the Queen’s 
medal with five clasps and the King’s medal 
with two clasps. 
He was promoted Lieutenant in December, 
1901; Captain in April, 1906 ; and from April, 
1904, to November, 1907, was employed with 
the King’s African Regiment. On the expiration 
of that employment he was appointed Adjutant 
of his battalion, a position he held until Novem- 
ber, 1910. In 1912 Captain Phillips retired 
from the active list and joined the Reserve of 
Officers. At the outbreak of the war he was 
in British Columbia, where he had taken up 
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fruit-farming, but he at once offered his ser- 
vices and returned to England. For active 
service he was attached to the Ist Battalion 
of his regiment. Captain Phillips was men- 
tioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of the 
3lst May, 1915, for gallant and distinguished 
service in the field. 

He was married and leaves one daughter. 


CAPTAIN MAURICE ALDCROFT 
PHILLIPS, 35th BATTERY, 
ROYAL FIELD ARTILLERY, 
was killed on the 
21st May, 1915, near 
Festubert while con- 
trolling the fire of 
the Artillery during 
an attack on ‘“‘ The 
Orchard”’ by the 
Scottish Canadians. 
He was buried in the 
British Cemetery, 
between Festubert 
and Béthune. 


The only son 
of Charles Aldcroft Phillips, Dildawn. 
Castle Douglas, Scotland, he was born at 


Eccles, Lancashire, on the 2nd November, 
1885, and was educated at Malvern College 
and at the R.M.A., Woolwich. From the latter 
he was gazetted to the Royal Artillery in 
December, 1905, becoming Lieutenant in 
December, 1908, and Captain in October, 
1914. He was mentioned in Sir John French’s 
Despatch of the 30th November, 1915. 

Captain Phillips, who was not married, was 
a member of the United Service Club. 


LIEUTENANT (TEMP. CAPTAIN) THE HON. 
CoLwyNn ERAsMUS ARNOLD PHILIPPS, ROYAL 
Horse Guarps, was killed in action, 13th or 
14th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT EDWARD STONE PHILIIPs, Ist 
Batrn. THE MONMOUTHSHIRE REGIMENT, T.F., 
was killed in action, 8th May, 1915. 


CapTAIN LESLIE PHILLIPS, Ist BATTN. THE 
WELsH REGIMENT, was killed in action, 24th 
May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (TEMP. LIEUTENANT) Roy 
Pierson, 2nd Batrn. EssEX REGIMENT, was 
killed in action, Ist May, 1915. 

LIEUTENANT ERIC JOHN KEEFE PEMBERTON 
Picott, Ist Batrn. THE Roya. IrisH REGI- 
MENT, was killed in action, 24th June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GERARD WELLES- 
LEY PIGOTT, 127th BATTERY, 
ROYAL FIELD ARTILLERY, 
born on the 3rd September, 1896, at Pilgrim’s 
House, South Weald, Essex, was the only son 
of Lieutenant-Colonel Wellesley-Pigott, Rifle 
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Brigade, J.P. for Mssex, of Blackmore House, 
Blackmore, Essex. He was a great-grandson 
of the late Sir 
George Pigott, Bart., 
of Knapton, Queen’s 
County, and a lineal 
descendant of Sir 
Richard Grenville, of 
the “ Revenge.” His 
father, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Wellesley - 
Pigott is serving 
at the front in 
this war, in com- 
mand of the 12th 


Battalion, Rifle Brigade. 

He was educated at Mr. L. Helbert’s private 
school, West Downs, Winchester, from 1905 to 
1910, and at Wellington from the latter year to 
1912. At Wellington he was in the O.T.C., 
and played for his House at Rugby football. 
He came of a race of soldiers and sailors on 
both sides of the family. Being very fond of 
horses, he always wished to go into the Royal 
Field Artillery. He was a brilliant rider, a 
well-known follower of the Essex Hounds, 
with which he had hunted all his life. 

After leaving Wellington he went into the 
R.M.A., Woolwich, in 1914, and he received 
his commission in August in the 3rd (Reserve) 
Battalion, Essex Regiment. In January, 
1915, his desire to be a field gunner was gratified, 
for he was transferred to the Royal Field 
Artillery and posted to the 17th Battery at 
Exeter. Thence he went to the front in 
Flanders in March, 1915, and joined the 127th 
Battery at Ploegsteert. He was wounded at 
Brielen, near Ypres, by shrapnel on the 13th 
May, 1915, and died the following day in Bailleul 
Hospital. He was buried in the British Officers’ 
Cemetery at Bailleul. 

The Officer Commanding his brigade, writing of him, 
said: ‘He was such a good lad and had the makings 
of a most capable officer, and he will be greatly missed 
by us all.” 

The Major Cominanding his battery said: ‘I am sure 
if your boy had lived he would have made a very good 
soldier. He was very keen and had plenty of pluck, 
and we all deeply deplore his untimely death, and if 
anything can be a consolation you have the knowledge 
that he died a gallant death in a good cause.” 


LIEUTENANT THOMAS PERCY 
PILCHER, 2nd BATTN. RIFLE BRIGADE 
(THE PRINCE CONSORT’S OWN), 
who was born at Aldershot on the 26th 
October, 1893, was the son of Major-General 
T. D. Pilcher, C.B., and a nephew of Percy 
S. Pilcher, the first Englishman killed in the 
conquest of the air; he was a grandson of 
Colonel T. Gonne, late 17th Lancers. 

He was educated at Wellington College, and 
the R.M.C., Sandhurst, obtaining his commis- 
sion in the Rifle Brigade in September, 1912, 


and becoming Lieutenant in November, 1914. 
He was fond of polo, and big game shooting, 
having secured cle- 
phant, bison and 
bear. During the 
war Lieutenant Pil- 
cher’s name was 
twice sent forward 
by his Colonel and 
Brigedier, once for 
gallantry and once 
for reconnaissance 
work, and he was 
mentioned in Sir 
John French's Des- es Ee 
patch of 3lst May, 1915. He was killed at 
Neuve Chapelle on the 12th March, 1915, 
while leading his platoon. 


CAPTAIN HUGH BROCKLEHURST 
PILKINGTON, 1/6th BATTN. (TERRIT.) 
THE MANCHESTER REGIMENT, 
was the second son 
of Charles Pilking- 
ton, The Headlands, 
Prestwich, near Man- 
chester. 

He was born at 
Huyton, near Liver- 
pool, on the 20th 
September, 1886, 
and was educated 
at Winchester and 
at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, where 
he graduated B.A. in 1908. On leaving college 
he served his apprenticeship as mining engineer 
at the Clifton and Kearsley Coal Company, 
of which firm he later was appointed director. 
He was also a member of the Council of the 
Manchester Geological and Mining Society. 
He was an enthusiastic sportsman, and he 
took a keen interest in the activities and 
recreations of the young men of Clifton and of 
the Clifton Lads’ Club. 

At both Winchester and Cambridge he had 
been a member of the Volunteer Corps, and 
in 1909 he joined the 6th Battalion, Manchester 
Regiment. He was promoted Captain in 
February, 1914. Captain Pilkington went to 
Gallipoli Peninsula with his battalion, and 
was killed in action near the head of Krithia 
Nullah on the 4th June, 1915. For his services 
in the war he was mentioned in Sir Ian Hamil- 
ton’s Despatch of the 22nd September, 1915. 

A window has been placed in Clifton Church 
in memory of Captain H. B. Pilkington by the 
colliery officials 

Soldiers who have returned from Gallipoli 
Peninsula state that he was a general favourite, 
beloved by his men—who would do anything 
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for him or with him—and that he was a first rate 
man in the trenches, being a mining engineer. 
Captain Pilkington’s two brothers are now 
serving: Major Edward F. Pilkington, 6th 
Battalion, Manchester Regiment ; and Lieuten- 
ant Denis F. Pilkington, Motor ‘Transport 
Section, Army Service Corps. 


LIEUTENANT CHARLES PILTER, 
18th (QUEEN MARY’S OWN) HUSSARS, 
was the son of the 
late Robert Pilter 
and Mrs. Pilter, of 
Paris. 

He was born on the 
9th August, 1887, at 
Neuilly - sur - Seine, 
and was educated 
at Rugby and at 
King’s College, Cam- 
bridge.

In November, 1914, he received his commission 
in the Loyal North Lancashire Regiment, and 
was killed in action at Richebourg St. Vaast, 
on the 9th May, 1915. 


His Commanding Officer wrote: ‘“ He died a most 
gallant death at the head of his platoon. . . . We 
can ill afford to lose officers like your husband, who was 
ever ready to do his duty, and who was a most capable 
officer and leader of men.”

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LIEUTENANT CHARLES EVAN 
RODERICK POTTINGER, M.C., ROYAL 
ENGINEERS, 
was born at Poona 
on the 2lst July, 
1889. He was the 
third son of the late 
John Curwen Pot- 
tinger, some time 
Secretary to the 
Government of Bom- 
bay in the Public 
Works Department, 
and of the late Mrs. 
= Pottinger, third 
daughter of William Edward James, Esq., of 
Barrock Park, Cumberland. He was grandson 
to Major-General John Pottinger, R.A., C.B., 
of Mount Pottinger, Co. Down, and great- 
nephew to Eldred Pottinger, celebrated for his 
defence of Herat, and to Sir Henry Pottinger, 
Bart., G.C.B., who concluded the peace with 
China in 1842. 

Lieutenant Pottinger was educated at St. Paul’s 
School and at the R.M.A., Woolwich, into 
which he passed direct from school in 1909. 
He received his commission, as 2nd Lieutenant, 
in the Royal Engineers in July, 1910, joining 
them at Chatham, afterwards going to The Cur- 
ragh, and he was promoted Lieutenant in 
December, 1912. He was distinguished for 
revolver shooting and was a member of the 
Army Eight. Also, he was a finished horseman, 
riding his own horse at Dublin Horse Show 
and Punchestown Races. 

At the outbreak of war, 1914, he went to 
Flanders in the 17th Company, Royal Engineers, 
XXVIIth Division, 5th Corps. He took part 
in the Battle of Mons, the retreat, the Battles 
of the Marne, Aisne, Ypres, and the operations 
round La Bassée. 

His Brigadier-General permits the following quotations 
from his private diary to be made: “ Ile [Lieutenant 
Pottinger] is one of the covlest, pluckiest men I ever met ; 
very hardworking and resourceful, the very best type of 
Sapper, and utterly contemptuous of danger.” Earlier in 
his diary the General had noted how, on the first day of 
fighting at Mons Canal, “I heard that young Pottinger, a 
subaltern of the 17th Company, R.E., had been entrusted 
with the blowing up of one of the bridges, and that the 
charge had failed to explode whereupon he advanced, 
under heavy fire, close to the charge, and had fired his 


revolver at it, which, of course, ae he knew, would have 
blown him sky-high with the bridge.” 


Lieutenant Pottinger was mentioned for con- 
spicuous valour in Sir John French’s Despatch 
of 14th January, 1915; was awarded the Mili- 
tary Cross (‘‘ London Gazette,” 18th February, 
1915), and again mentioned for ‘ gallant and 
distinguished service in the field ” in Sir John 
French’s Despatch of 31st May, 1915, published 
after his death. 

On 4th May, 1915, he was wounded by shrapnel 
while taking shelter in a communication 
trench, after clearing out a drain from a badly 


flooded trench. lle was carried to Boulogne, 
but the hospita's there were full, and he had 
to go on to Rouen. There he died on May 11th, 
and was buried the following day in the ceme- 
tery of St. Sever. 


CAPTAIN JOHN RUSSELL POUND, 3rd 
(RESERVE) attd. 2nd BATTN. THE 
KING’S (SHROPSHIRE LIGHT 
INFANTR Y), 
was the eldest son 
of Sir J. Lulham and 
Lady Pound, of 
Shenley, Shepherds 
Hill, Highgate, anda 
grandson of the late 
Sir John Pound, 
Bart., Lord Mayor of 
London in 1904-05. 
Captain Pound was 
born in London on 
the 7th June, 1887, 
and saw educated at Merchant Taylors’ School, 
London, and St. John’s College, Oxford, and he 
graduated with First. Class Honours in Mathe- 
inatics, afterwards taking his M.A. degree. In 
1909 he became Assistant Master at Shrewsbury 
School, where he remained, with an interval of 
one year, spent at Christ Church College, Cawn- 
pore, until the outbreak of the war. He was a 
good athlete, and was in the Ist XV at School. 
He played for the Old Merchant Taylors, was 
Captain of his College XV, and played for 
Oxford University v. Manchester. He also 
represented North v. South in the International 
Trials. 

Captain Pound took great interest in the 
O.T.C. at Shrewsbury, of which he was Captain, 
and he was gazetted Captain on the Un- 
attached List of the Territorial Force in Feb- 
ruary, 1910. On the outbreak of the war he 
applied for a commission, and in August, 1914, 
he was gazetted Captain to the 3rd (Reserve) 
Battalion, Shropshire Light Infantry. For 
active service he was attached to the 2nd 
Battalion, and went with it to France. 

He was killed in the trenches while in command 
of his company near Ypres on the 27th April, 
1915. 

Captain Pound married Elsie Iren, daughter 
of W. H. Pendlebury, Ksq., M.A., and Mrs. 
Pendlebury, of Shrewsbury. His death is the 
second loss which his family has sustained in 
the war with Germany. His youngest brother, 
2nd Lieutenant Murray Stuart Pound, The 
Queen’s (Royal West Surrey Regiment), died 
on the 7th November, 1914, from the effects 
of wounds received in action near Ypres. 


CapTaIn FRANK Povay, 2nd BatTrn. THE

Powell, of 4, Wether- 
by Gardens, London, 
S.W. He was a 
nephew of — Lieu- 
tenant - Colonel H. 
Powell, of the Royal

He was born on the 22nd January, 1897, at 22, 
Gledhow Gardens, London, S.W., and was 
educated at Mr. J. W. Hawtrey’s, Broadstairs, 
and at Marlborough College, where he was in 
the O.T.C. He was a member of the Old Marl- 
burian Club and of the Greenford Golf Club. 

Mr. Powell had just left school when the Great 
War broke out, and was in the office of the 
solicitor of the Great, Central Railway. He 
enlisted in the King’s Royal Rifle Corps in 
August, 1914, was promoted Corporal, and in 
December, 1914, was gazetted Temporary 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 15th Battalion, King’s Royal 
Rifle Corps. He was promoted Temporary 
Lieutenant in March, 1915, and in May he went 
out to Gallipoli Peninsula, attached to the Ist 
Battalion, Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers. 
Lieutenant Powell was killed in the advance 
made by the XXIXth Division on the 28th 
June, 1915, He had led his platoon to the 
Turkish trench, and captured his portion of it, 
getting his men safely in, when he was hit on 
the back of the head by shrapnel and killed 
instantly. He was buried in the Gurkha Ravine, 
Gallipoli Peninsula.

MAJOR JOHN HAROLD SLADE 
POWELL, ROYAL FIELD ARTILLERY, 
born on the 13th 
March, 1881, was the 
son of the Rev. John 
Powell, Rector of St. 
Clement’s, Ipswich, 
and of Mrs. Powell. 
He was educated at 
Ipswich School, and 
passed through the 
R.M.A. at Woolwich, 
from which he re- 
ceived his com- 
mission in the Royal 
Artillery in May, 1900, becoming Lieutenant in 
April, 1901, and Captain in February, 1910. 


—— 
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In 1908 he was on active service on the North- 
West Frontier of India, taking part in operations 
in the Mohmand Country, including the en- 
gagement at Matta, for which he received the 
medal with clasp. Major Powell, who received 
his Majority in October, 1914, went out to the 
front with the VIth Division, and was in the 
fighting on the Aisne and in the subsequent 
advance. On the 20th October, 1914, he was 
severely wounded in the head at Ennetiéres, 
near Lille, while directing his gun-fire. He 
afterwards carried his Corporal-telephonist, 
whose leg had been smashed in three places, 
back to the Infantry lines, a distance of three 
hundred yards, under heavy shell fire. Major 
Powell was invalided, and went to Cornwall 
in the hope of recovering his health and return- 
ing to the front, but he contracted pneumonia, 
and died on the 8th February, 1915, at Marazion, 
after a week’s illness. 

He married Ghita, elder daughter of Mr. Charles 
Colchester, of Ipswich. 


LIEUTENANT HAYNES ROBERT 
POWELL, 13th CANADIAN’ INFAN- 
TRY BATTALION (5th ROYAL 
HIGHLANDERS OF CANADA), 
a son of Francis Bar- 
cham and Edith 
Annie Powell, of St. 
Ives, Ringwood, 
Hants, and a grand- 
son of the Rev. 
C. B. Reid, Chaplain 
for several years to 
Her Majesty, Queen 
Victoria’s Forces, 
was born in Norwich 
on the 2nd Novem- 
ber, 1883. His 
father’s family was 


| 


descended from the old 
Welsh Ap Howells, and on his mother’s side 


he was related to the Reids of Barskiming, 
in Ayrshire, who were mentioned by the poet 
Burns in one of his works. 

Lieutenant Powell was educated at St. Kenelm’s 
College, Cowley, Oxford, where he had a very 
good record for industry. He was a keen sports- 
man, and was a splendid oarsman in trying 
waters, enjoying some sport on the Canadian 
rapids. He also played cricket and was an 
expert swimmer. On leaving school he entered 
the office of the Norwich Insurance Co. in 
London, but in 1902 he went to Canada to join 
his parents. 

His chief in the Norwich Insurance Company wrote of 
him: “I always thought him one of the nicest lads I 
knew. Your comfort is in the fact that he played a 
hero’s part.” 

In Canada he joined the staff of the Bank of 
British North America, becoming manager of 
some of the small branches. When war broke 
out he was assistant inspector of the branch 
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returns, but immediately on the declaration of 
hostilities he» and several of his friends in the 
bank gave up their appointments and enlisted 
in the Royal Highlanders of Canada, joining the 
Machine-gun Section. His first engagement 
was at Ypres on the 23rd April, 1915; and for 
his services there he was on the 9th May, 1915, 
gazetted Lieutenant (temp.) in his battalion. 
Lieutenant Powell was killed by a German 
marksman at his second engagement at the 
Battle of the Orchard, Festubert, on the night of 
20th May, 1915. He was reported ‘“ missing ”’ 
after the engagement, and it was not until some 
time afterwards that a Sergeant reported he had 
seen him dead, had recognised him as his 
officer, and had helped to carry him to the rear. 
Numerous letters of appreciation were received 
regarding Lieutenant Powell from friends and 
brother officers, and of these the following are 
a few extracts :— 

His Scholmaster wrote: ‘ We shall ill spare him and 
many like him. May the grand and valorous example 
set by your dear son Haynes influence for good all 
those who knew him and induce them to follow in his 
footsteps.” 

The Officer Commanding his battalion wrote: “I wish 
to tell you you have good reason to be proud of the 
work done by your son with this battalion, Not only 
did he received a commission for his conduct and work 
during the action at Ypres, but I recommended him for 
mention for work done after that period.” 

Owing, presumably, to Lieutenant Powell’s 
death so soon after he received his commission, 
his name did not appear in a Despatch. 

A friend who was with him at the front wrote; ‘“ His 
conduct at a time of great stress was unequalled by any. 
I count it one of the greatest privileges of my life to 
have known intimately through the past months such 
a character.” 

The Gencral Manager of the Bank of British North

A brother Officer who was with Lieutenant Powell during 
his last action said in a letter: ‘ He was liked by all 
who knew him, and the men of his platoon, though only 
their officer eleven days, all speak of how much 
they liked him. He was known in his regiment as 
Pops,’ by which name all his friends knew him.”

He was a zood shot, interested himself in the 
Boy Scout movement, and especially in biology 
and botany. He also promised to be a good 
speaker.

In May, 1915, he went with his battalion to 
Gallipoli Peninsula, and on arrival was for 
active service attached to the 2nd Battalion, 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers, which was brigaded 
with the South Wales Borderers, and formed 
part of the famous XXIXth Division. On 
June the 4th he was ordered to lead his platoon 
against a strong Turkish trench, afterwards 
known as the Kangaroo Fort, which he did, 
as a brother officer wrote, “ with great gallantry,” 
and succeeded in taking it, but in consequence 
of a murderous fire from machine guns fixed in 
a neighbouring trench he was unable to hold. 
“Only four men of his platoon returned to our 
lines, of which he was not one.” 

2nd Lieutenant G. T. Prickard was the sixth 
and youngest son of the Rev. W. E. Prickard, of 
Dderw, near Rhayader, Radnorshire, and was 
born in 1884. He was educated at Marlborough 
College. His eldest brother, Captain H. S. 
Prickard, North Staffordshire Regiment, had 
also given his life for his country in the Boer 
War. His twin brother, Godfrey Hugh Prickard, 
Superintendent Punjab Police, applied for 
leave to take part in this war, but it was refused 
by the India Office, and he was instructed to 
return at once to India.

Rev. Lord Frederick Beauclerk, brother of the 
fifth Duke of St. Alban’s. 

He was educated at Eton and the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, and received an unattached 2nd 
Lieutenancy in January, 1901, being gazetted 
to the Rifle Brigade in the following March. 
At Eton he was known as the Cox of the 
“ Thetis ” and ‘‘ Prince of Wales’ boats on 
the river. He was a thorough sportsman, 
fond of shooting, a good shot in covert shoot- 
ing, and a straight rider to hounds. He was a 
member of the Travellers’ Club. He served in 
the latter part of the South African War, 
being present at operations in the Transvaal, 
the Orange River and Cape Colonies, in 
1902, receiving the Queen’s medal with four 
clasps for his services. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in April, 1904, and Captain in 
January, 1911. 

Captain Pryce was hit in the head by a German 
sniper on the 16th March, 1915, after gallantly 
and successfully leading two companies of the 
Rifle Brigade, and storming the German 
trenches at the Battle of St. Eloi, and died on 
the 19th of the same month in hospital at 
Bailleul, being buried in the cemetery at that 
place. 

Captain Pryce, who was a very popular officer, 
was the last direct representative of the Pryces 
of Gunley, one of the oldest County families in 
Wales, whose pedigree, registered at the

He applied for a commission, and in 
November, 1914, was gazetted to a temporary 
commission in the Royal Horse Guards. A 
few months later, at Ypres, on the 13th of May, 
1915, he was killed while leading his men into 
action during the charge of the Blues.

year he joined his father and brother in the 
business of Messrs. George Pulman & Sons,

Managing Director. Captain Pulman_ had, 
among other activities, been identified with the 
Volunteer and Territorial Force for nearly 
twenty-five years, his services being acknow- 
ledged by the bestowal on him of the Long 
Service medal and the King’s Coronation medal. 
He had obtained his rank in September, 1906. 
He was at the time of his death, and had been 
for many years, a prominent member of the 
Westminster City Council, and he also took a 
leading part in Masonic matters. He was a 
member of several lodges, and evinced great 
interest in the Masonic charities. 

He was killed on the 10th March, 1915, while 
leading his company in advance at Neuve 
Chapelle, his death being thus described by a 
brother officer : — 


“In the afternoon we had three bayonet charges, In 
the first one poor old Harry (Pulman) died like a hero. 
Shot in the shoulder, he grabbed a rifle and continued 
to charge: shot again in the right forearm, he went on 
until a third stopped him for good. I heard an old 


officer say: ‘The bravest man I ever saw. 
In Sir John French’s Despatches of 31st May, 
1915, he was recommended for gallant and 
distinguished service in the field. 

Captain Pulman married, August, 1914, 
Rosa, youngest daughter of the late Mr. W. B. 
Fordham and Mrs. Fordham, of Holly Mount, 
Hendon, Middlesex, and Romani, Maidenhead.

Major 
Raleigh joined the Essex Regiment in Novem- 
ber, 1899, at the commencement of the South 
African War, being promoted Lieutenant in 
March, 1900, and had a most distinguished 
active service record. With only three months 
service he was with the Kimberley Relief Force 
under Sir John French, and afterwards marched 
with his Battalion to the operations at Paarde- 
berg from February 17th to 26th, 1900, and 
assisted to intercept and capture Cronje and his 
force. He was present a few days after at the 
actions of Poplar Grove and Driefontein, where 
he was dangerously wounded when the Essex 
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delivered a gallant bayonet charge, which drew 
high praise from Field-Marshal Earl Roberts. 
Recovering, however, Major Raleigh was in time 
for the fighting on the Vet River on 5th and 
6th May, and also at the Zand stream. Moving 
into the Transvaal he then took part in the 
actions at Johannesburg, Pretoria and Diamond 
Hill in the end of May and during June, 1900 5 
and was afterwards present at the victory of 
Belfast on 26th and 27th August. Ile was 
also fighting at Frederickstad 17th to 25th 
October and from 30th November took part: in 
operations in the Transvaal and Cape Colony, 
being employed with the Mounted Infantry, and 
served uninterruptedly until the conclusion of 
the War. He was granted the Queen’s medal 
with six clasps, and the King’s medal with 
two clasps for his distinguished service. 

He was promoted Captain in January, 1908, 
and was then posted to the Ist Battalion, and 
joining it in Burma; he afterwards served with 
it in India and the N.W. Frontier. In 1911 
he was sent home to Warley to the 3rd Bat- 
talion, but having given much attention to fly- 
ing. he was attached to the Air Battalion, Royal 
Engineers, from 10th April to 12th May, 1912, 
and quickly gaining the necessary qualifica- 
tions, he was selected to join the Royal Flying 
Corps, and was later on appointed to command 
the 4th Aeroplane Squadron at Dunnington, 
being given the temporary rank of Major on 
20th November, 1912, and promoted Brevet 
Major on 22nd June, 1914. Major Raleigh was 
mentioned in Despatches by Sir John French, 
8th October, 1914, for his services during the 
War. He served with his Squadron from the 
first action to the day of his death. By his 
death the Army has lost a gallant and devoted 
soldier. 


2nd LIEUTENANT WALTER HUGH RALEY, 
5th BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE YORK AND 
LANCASTER REGIMENT, was the youngest 
son of Colonel 
Raley, of Darley | 
Hall, Barnsley. His 
eldest brother Cap- 
tain W. H. G. Raley, 
3rd Battalion York- 
shire Regiment, was 
killed in action on 
the 15th June, 1915. 
Mr. Raley was 
twenty-one years of 
age, and was edu- 
cated at Bexhill-on- 
Sea (Mr. Sansom) and Rugby School (C.G.S.). 
He was fond of football and hockey, and was a 
strong supporter of the Church Lads’ Brigade. 
2nd Lieutenant Kaley received his commission 


in the Territorial Force in September, 1914, 
undertaking at once Imperial Service obliga- 
tions. He was killed in action in France on 
the 14th May, 1915. 


The Major second in command of his Battalion gave 
the following account of the circumstances of his death :— 
“‘ Hugh had lunched with us at Headquarters (about 
800 yards behind the trenches) and had been his usual 
gay and jolly self. He left at 3.15 to go out to attend to 
his wires together with his servant (Smith). A few 
minutes afterwards his servant came back breathless, 
saying, ‘Mr. Raley has been hit.’ We went out with a 
stretcher, and I telephoned for the doctor to the trenches. 
We found Hugh about 200 to 300 yards further down the 
road. He had been hit in the right side, the bullet 
penetrating his liver and remaining in somewhere. We 
brought him in. He was conscious and I held his hand 
and tried to soothe him. The doctor came shortly after, 
and was indefatigable in doing all he could. He admin- 
istered morvhia, so poor Hugh suffered very little indeed. 
The motor ambulance came, but it was thought inad- 
visable to move him. Our doctor telephoned for the 
Hallamshires’ doctor to come and sec Hugh also, although 
he had very little hope of anything more being done. 
It was a stray bullet—just bad luck! In going to and 
from the trenches there are many such, and of course we 
all have to run the gauntlet of them, and have narrow 
shaves from them at times. But one found its mark this 
time, and its victim was ‘ Tho Babe,’ as we called dear 
Hughie. He was buried last night, together with two 
other men—though of course in separate graves—in a 
little cemetery close by here where other soldiers lay 
sleeping. The guns were booming and stray bullets 
whistling overhead as we laid him to rest... . Hugh was 
8 real good lad, never shirking his duty, and this led him 
often into many risky and dangerous places in order to 
ropair his wires or lay fresh. He will be the most missed 
officer in our Battalion, the hardest toreplace. He lived 
latterly with us at Headquarters, and his cheery, open 
and bright nature endeared him to us all, and his swift 
removal has been a great shock. We are all very sad 
about it. His Signallers are all very distressed, and made 
wreaths of flowers, which they sought out from dilapi- 
dated gardens near by, and laid them on his grave.” 

The Adjutant wrote :—‘‘ Hugh’s death was a great 
blow to us all and to myself especially, as owing to his 
being Regimental Signalling Officer he and I had worked 
together a great deal and had seen much of one another, 
especially during our times of duty in the trenches. He 
was tho hardest worker we had, and was always willing 
and cheerful under the most trying circumstances, and I 
personally feel that he can never be replaced; at any 
rate I shall have to seek far before I can trust anyone to 
do his work so thoroughly and efficiently as Hugh did 
his.”” 


LIEUTENANT ALEXANDER RAMSAy, 5th (RE- 
SERVE) Batty. THE Roya FUSILIERS (CITY 
oF Lonpon REGIMENT), attd. Ist Batty. THE 
ROYAL WARWICKSHIRE REGIMENT, died of 
wounds, 25th April, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT LEWIS NEIL 
GRIFFITT RAMSAY, 3rd (RESERVE) (attd. 
2nd) BATTN. GORDON HIGHLANDERS, 
was the second son of Sir William Mitchell 
Ramsay and Agnes Marshall, Lady Ramsay. 

He was born at Aberdeen on the 3rd February, 
1890, and was educated at Mr. Walker's School, 
Aberdeen, at Merchiston Castle School, Edin- 
burgh, at Aberdeen University, and at Christ’s 
College, Cambridge. He held the Beit Research 
Scholarship in 1914-15, and obtained his degrees 
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of M.A. and B.Sc. in Aberdeen, with special 
distinction in botany. He published a number 
of papers on zoologi- 
cal subjects, besides 
publishing Sections 
II.—VI., VIII., X.. 
XIII. of ‘The Orni- 
thology of the 


Scottish National 
Antarctic _Expedi- 
tion,’ 1914, and 


arranging the entire 
ornithological collec- 
tion. From early 
childhood he was 
devoted to zoology, especially ornithology ; he 
travelled and observed in Asiatic Turkey. He 
also represented Aberdeen University in the 
Inter-University Sports, 1910-12, in long races 
and in swimming. At Cambridge he was in 
Christ’s College Athletic Team and Swimming 
Four in 1913. He left a wide circle of close 
friends at the Universities, and he was always 
keenly alive to the good qualities of others. 
He was fond of Scottish music, and was gradually 
acquiring a wide knowledge of it. He played 
the Highland pipes well, with a promise of high 
excellence on an instrument in which excellence 
demands ‘‘seven years of the life of two men,” 
and was a member of the Aberdeen Pipe 
Society. 

He worked hard from early childhood and 
thoroughly enjoyed all his work. He took up 
economic entomology as his special line of 
occupation, and had the prospect of soon 
being able to make it useful in the service of 
the Empire; but, when war began, he felt 
that his duty was to go, and went, as he did 
all work, joyfully. His letters described trench 
life in Flanders from December to March as 
a holiday time, involving little more hardship 
than he had been used to in his forest excur- 
sions, when he went off alone for two or three 
days and slept out under a tree. 


Professor Stanley Gardiner wrote to the Master of 
Christ’s College about his unfinished thesis at Cambridge : 
—‘' Ramsay started on my Nereida, which was a very 
big collection. In process of doing them, he finished off 
several small collections, and published them. He 
reserved the full consideration to be published with mine, 
Ramsay was full of ideas of their classification, geographi- 
cal distribution, ctc.; and I certainly expected from him 
a paper which would be a very thorough revision and of a 
very high order, a paper, indecd, which would at once 
have become classical. Who will finish it? I recom- 
mended him to keep back bis thesis because I knew he 
had a good thing.” 


A list of his published writings appears in 
“ British Birds,” Vol. IX., No. 1, June, 1915, 
p. 17f. 

At Aberdeen University he had been Colour- 
Sergeant of ‘‘U’’ Company of the Gordon 


Highlanders (Territ.), which position he resigned 
on going to Cambridge, but early in August, 
1914, he applied for a commission, and pending 
its being granted re-enlisted as a Private in 
the 4th Battalion Gordon Highlanders and 
became a Colour-Sergeant; in November, 1914, 
he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 3rd 
(Reserve) Battalion of his Regiment. He was 
sent to Flanders early in December, 1914, and 
was attached to the 2nd Battalion. He led 
his Platoon at the battle of Neuve Chapelle in 
March, 1915, and was shot by a sniper on the 
21st of that month while strengthening a 
trench on ground taken from the enemy. 
Private J. Murdoch, 3rd Gordons, wrote: ‘On the 
21st day of March, about noon, I placed a chair out in 
the sun for him to write a letter, and about ten minutes 
after a man in our Company was struck on the head at a 
low part of our trench, so Mr. Ramsay jumped up at 
once and went and dressed him. That was what caused 
his death. He knew it was a very dangerous part, and 
that was always his first thought, the safety of his men, 
So Mr. Ramsay gathered together all the sandbags which 
were lying about, and started to put them up. It was 
while doing that that he was struck by a sniper. As 
soon as he fell I was beside him, for he was working about 
a fow yards from me at the time. He was unconscious 
the whole five hours, It was a great blow to his Platoon, 
for they thought the world of him, and myself I knew I 
had lost a great friend and a good master.” 

A few weeks before the war broke out 2nd 
Lieutenant Ramsay had become engaged to 
be married to Miss V. Grace Ferguson, daughter 
of Mrs. Ferguson, of Aberdeen, and of the late 
J. E. Ferguson, I.M.S., and granddaughter of 
the late Colonel Hunter, C.B., C.S.I. 


LIEUTENANT GEOFFREY BURY RAMS- 
BOTHAM, 3rd BATTN. (RESERVE) ROYAL 
SUSSEX REGIMENT, attd. Ist BATTN. 
SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE REGIMENT, 
born in London on 
the 14th June, 1893, 
was the youngest 
son of Mr. Philip 
Bury Ramsbotham, 
of Ernsborough, 
Honiton, Devon, a 
grandson of the late 
James Ramsbotham, 
Esq., Crowborough 
Warren, Sussex, and 
@ great-grandson of 
Commodore Walter 
Bathurst, R.N., who died of wounds received 
at the battle of Navarino, 1827, while second 
in command. 

He was educated at Pelham House, Folkestone, 
Wellington College, and Corpus Christi College, 
Oxford. At Wellington College he was a 
School Prefect, head of the Blucher dormitory, 
and Captain of the 2nd XV.; at Oxford he 
obtained a History Scholarship and was a

member of the O.T.C. He was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Royal Sussex Regiment in 
August, 1914, and was promoted Lieutenant 
in February, 1915; he was killed in action at 
Festubert on the 16th May, 1915. 


An officer of the South Staffordshire Regiment, writing 
to Lieutenant Ramsbotham's brother, said: 't We all 
liked him so very much, and in the short time he was with 
us he became so popular, and his men would have 
followed him anywhere, It happened on the 16th May. 
After taking the former first line trench, we bombed down 
toa network of trenches on the right. The platoon your 
brother commanded was behind the Ri mental bombers 
—a cross trench was reached. He ordered his platoon 
out of the trench and charged; the trench was taken, 
the Germans were foreed to run; we achieved our objec- 
tive, 195 prisoners were taken, but, alas! your brother fell 
at the head of his men he was so gallantly leading, killed 
instantaneously, shot through the heart. There is no 
doubt that acting so well on hix own initiative, and 
deploying his men, completed the very fine victory.” 


For his services Lieutenant Ramsbotham was 
mentioned in Sir John French's Despatch of 
30th November, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT ARTHUR WILLIAM RaMseEy, 3rd 
Batrn. (RESERVE) THE Burrs (East KENT 
REGIMENT), attd. 2nd Batrn. Royau Innis- 
KILLING FUSILIERS, was killed in action, 12th 
April, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT REGINALD WIGMORE 
SANCROFT RANDALL, 2nd BATTN. 
THE NORTHAMPTONSHIRE REGIMENT, 
was the only sur- 
viving son of the 
late W. Sancroft 
Randall, A.M.I.C.E., 
of Old Charlton, 
Kent, and of Mrs. 
Randall, Lee, Kent. 
His grandfather, the 
late Samuel Randall, 
R.N., of Orford, 
Suffolk, Groom of 
the Privy Chamber 
to her late Majesty 
Queen Victoria, had the distinction, probably 
unique, of being at the Court of four 
Sovereigns, commencing as Gentleman Usher 
in the latter part of the reign of George III. 
2nd Lieutenant Randall was born on the 
15th October, 1894, at Old Charlton, Kent, 
and was educated at Strathded House, Black- 
heath, and at Dulwich College. He was a 
very clever and versatile comedian, and was 
frequently asked to assist at concerts, etc., 
in poor parishes, which he always had great 
pleasure in doing whenever possible. 

On the outbreak of the War with Germany, 
Mr. Randall joined the Artists Rifles and 
went to France with that Corps in October, 
1914. He passed through the School of In- 
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struction in France, and in March, 1915, he 
was gazetted Temporary 2nd Lieutenant on 
the General List and served with the 2nd Bat- 
talion Norhamptonshire Regiment. He was 
killed inaction on the 9th May, 1915, at Aubers 
Ridge, and fell within the German lines. A 
brother officer wrote, from the front, that he 
was last seen leading his men with the utmost 
gallantry to the top of the German parapet, 
when he was met by a hail of bullets and fell. 
He said he would be greatly missed in the 
Regiment, and that he felt he had lost a friend 
and a very gallant officer. 


LIEUTENANT REGINALD RAPP, 7th 
BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE DUKE OF WEL- 
LINGTON’S (WEST RIDING REGIMENT), 
was the second son 
of Mr. T. W. Rapp, 
of Campfield, Salt- 
burn - by - the - Sea, 
Yorkshire. His elder 
brother, Lieutenant 
T. C. Rapp, is serving 
in the same _ Bat- 
talion. 

Lieutenant Reginald 
Rapp was born on 
the 26th June, 1895, 
at Saltburn-by-the- 
Sea, and was educated at Coatham Grammar 
School, where he had a brilliant career, taking 
1st Class Honours in all his examinations in the 
various grades of the Cambridge Local, and 
passing into Sidney Sussex College, Cambridge, 
with an Open Exhibition for History. He spent 
one year there, and was reading for Holy 
Orders, as it was his intention to enter the 
Mission Field, when war broke out. In 1914 
he rowed in the Second Lent Boat of his 
College. 

As a member of the O.T.C., he immediately 
applied for a commission, and in August, 1914, 
was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 7th Bat- 
talion The Duke of Wellington’s. He went to 
France with his Battalion, and was shot by a 
sniper while in the trenches at Fleurbaix on the 
18th June, 1915. Lieutenant Rapp, who was 
gazetted to that rank in June, 1915, was buried 
at Le Croix Maréchal, Rue David, near Armen- 
tieres, France.

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CAPTAIN ARNOLD RICHARD RATHBONE, 
3rd (RESERVE) (attd. 2nd) BATTN. PRINCE 
OF WALES'S VOLUNTEERS (SOUTH 
LANCASHIRE REGIMENT), of Crofton Aig- 
burth, Liverpool, died on the 24th June, 1915, 
in hospital at Le Tréport, of wounds received 
in action near Ypres on the 18th of the 
month. 


He was born on the 9th September, 1863, was 
the fourth son of the late Benson Rathbone, 
of Liverpool, and 
was educated at 
Rugby (Bowdon- 
Smith), which he 
entered in 1877. He 
was formerly in the 
4th Lancashire Artil- 
lery Volunteers, one 
of the first to become 
a field battery and 
on the 3rd October, 
1914, was appointed 
Lieutenant in the 
Special Reserve Battalion South Lancashire 
Regiment, being promoted Captain in the 
following month. 

In civil life Captain Rathbone was a cotton 
broker, in business at Liverpool, and was 
interested in several philanthropic movements 
He was a member of the Bath and Automobile 
Clubs, and had won his Cap for Football at 
Rugby. He married in 1898 Eleanor, daughter 
of the late James Heddock, of Liverpoool. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CURWEN VAUGHAN 
RAWLINSON, 3rd (RESERVE) (attd. Ist) 
BATTN. DORSETSHIRE REGIMENT, 
who was killed in 
action in Flanders 
on the 2Ist-22nd 
May, 1915, was the 
only son of Mrs, 
Rawlinson, of Shap- 
ley Heath, Winch- 
field, Hants, and the 
late Charles W. Raw- 
linson, of Court 
House, Winchfield, 
a Master of the 
Supreme Court. Ie 
was a grandson of the late Alfred Rawlinson, 
a Master in the Chancery Division of the High 
Court of Justice. 

Mr. Rawlinson was born on the 19th August, 
1890, at. 8, Hornton Street, Kensington, and was 
educated at Rugby. When war was declared in 
August, 1914, he was reading Law with the 
firm of Messrs. Busk, Mellor, and Norris, of 45, 
Lincoln’s Inn Fields. He joined the Inns of 
Court O.T.C. in November, 1914, and received 
his commission in the Dorsetshire Regiment in 
December, 1914. 2nd Lieutenant Rawlinson 
was sent to Flanders within five months of 
receiving his commission, and fell in action in 
the front trenches at Hill 60, in Flanders. 


Lieurenant WILLIAM GRAY RAWLINSON, 2nd 
Barry. THe Duke oF CoRNWALL’s LIGHT 
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Inrantry, was killed in action, 15th March, 
1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ALDRED ERIC RAWSTHORN, 
1/4th Barry. (TeRRIT.) THE Loyal. NortTH 
LANCASHIRE REGIMENT, was killed in action, 
15th June, 1915. 


CAPTAIN ARCHIBALD DOUGLAS HUSSEY 
RAY, 4th BATTN. WORCESTERSHIRE 
REGIMENT, 
younger son of the 
late Walter Ray, 
Esq., of Tostock, 
Suffolk, and of 
Ventnor, Isle of 
Wight, grandson of 
Walter Ray, Esq., 
of Tostock, late of 
the 76th Regiment, 
and great-grandson 
of Walter Ray, Esq., 
= of Tostock, late Ist 
Dragoon Guards, was born at Ventnor on the 
3rd November, 1788. 
He was educated at Ryde College and at 
Monkton Combe School, near Bath, and had his 
Colours at the latter for Rugby football. 
He joined the Worcestershire’ Regiment, 2nd 
Battalion, from the Militia (with which he served 
during embodiment for over two months) in 
February, 1900, becoming Lieutenant in July 
of the same year. He took part in the South 
African War, being present at operations in 
Cape Colony, South of Orange River, in the 
Transvaal, and in Orange River Colony; he 
received the Queen’s Medal with three clasps, 
and the King’s Medal with two clasps. He 
was promoted Captain in November, 1904, 
and accompanied his Battalion to Gallipoli 
Peninsula in April, 1915. 
He was the Senior Captain of his Battalion, 
which formed part of the XXIXth Division, 
when he was killed on the 25th April, 1915, 
while gallantly leading his men at ‘‘ W ” Beach, 
a few hours after landing on the Gallipoli 
Peninsula; for his services he was mentioned 
in Sir Ian Hamilton’s Despatch of the 12th June, 
1915. 


His Commanding Officer described the circumstances 
as follows: ‘‘ When he was killed by shell, the Battalion 
was advancing to attack a strongly held hill in front. 
His Company—' Z'—was one of the leading Companics, 
and successfully did what was wanted. The advance 
was then continued against various Turkish trenches and 
a redoubt, through country simply laced with barbed 
wire; he was all the time showing himself fearless in the 
face of a hot fire, leading on his men. He finally met his 
death most gallantly setting his men the example of 
cutting through a wire entanglement. But for his 
personal courage and example the men would not have 
gone forward. He was hit twice before the fatal wound, 
but went on with his work.” 
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Captain Raywas a memter of the Junior Aimy 
and Navy Club. He was a keen footballer and 
polo player, and was fond of hunting. He 
married Ethel Theresa, third daughter of Walter 
Holland, Esq., of Aldershot Park, Hants, and 
left one daughter, Heather Mirabel, born in 
July, 1913. 


LIEUTENANT EDWARD WETHERALL HUNTER 
Raymonp, Ist Batrn. THE Roya InnIs- 
KILLING FuSILIERS, died of wounds, 29th May, 
1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEORGE BIDDULPH RAYNER, 
EssixX REGIMENT, SPECIAL RESERVE, attd. 
2nd Batrn. THE GLOUCESTERSHIRE REGIMENT, 
was killed, 14th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ALBERT BRAINERD 
RAYNES, 3rd (RESERVE) BATTN. ROYAL 
SUSSEX REGIMENT, attd. 2nd BATTN. 
ROYAL BERKSHIRE REGIMENT, was the 
eldest son of Albert 
Edward Raynes, of 
201, Denman Street, 
Nottingham. 

He was born on the 
21st November, 1804, 
in New York City, 
U.S.A., and was edu- 
cated at the High 
Pavement School, 
Nottingham, and at 
Nottingham Univer- 
sity College. He 
was fond of music and photography. Previous 
to the outbreak of war with the Central Empires 
he had been a member of the O.T.C. for over 
three years and, when war was declared in 
August, 1914, he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
in the 3rd (Reserve) Battalion Royal Sussex 
Regiment. In October, 1914, he was attached to 
the 2nd Battalion, Royal Berkshire Regiment, 
and went with it to France in the November 
following. On the 10th March, 1915, towards 
the end of the bombardment that preceded the 
attack at Neuve Chapelle he was struck by a 
fragment of shell and wounded. Soon after- 
wards a fragment of a second shell struck him, 
killing him instantaneously. He was buried 
near the place where he fell. 


A brother officer wrote: “I very much enjoyed his 
company during the time we were together. He died 
like a British officer and a gentleman.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT JAMES THOMAS 
REDPATH, Ist BATTN. THE KING’S 
OWN SCOTTISH BORDERERS, was the 
eldest son of the late Mr. J. A. Redpath, 
Northumberland Constabulary, and of Mrs. R. 
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H. Taylor, of Hexham, 


Northumberland.

He was born on the 
15th July, 1887, at 
Heddon-on-the- Wall, 
and was educated 
at Morpeth. He 
enlisted in 1903, and 
served in the ranks 
of the Ist Battalion, 
King’s Own Scottish 
Borderers, both at 
home and _ abroad, 
hunting for big game 
when stationed in 
He was gazetted 2nd Lieu- 


India and Africa. 
tenant in the King’s Own Scottish Borderers 
in February, 1915, and was posted to the Ist 


Battalion. 2nd Lieutenant Redpath went out 
with his Battalion to Gallipoli Peninsula, and 
landed on ‘“‘ Y ” Beach on the 25th April, 1915. 
Twice he was wounded, had his wounds dressed, 
and returned to the firing line, before he was 
killed on the 26th April, at ‘‘ Y’’ Beach, the 
day after he had landed. 

2nd Lieutenant Redpath married Agnes 
McMillan, daughter of William and Mrs. 
Macdonald, and left two children—a_ son, 
Alexander William, born in September, 1909, 
and a daughter, Rosalind Constance, born in 
February, 1915. 


2nd LrevreNANT HENRY WILLIAM TENNENT 
Rerep, 2/2nd Barrn. Tur MonmourHsHire 
REGIMENT, T.F., was killed in action, 2nd May; 
1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ROBERT REED, Ist 
BATTN. THE DEVONSHIRE REGIMENT, 
attd. 4th BATTN. THE MIDDLESEX REGI- 
MENT, eldest son of 
the late John Reed, of 
Cogan, Penarth, was 
born at Denis Powis, 
Penarth, on the 4th 
February, 1875. 

He joined the ranks 
of the Devonshire 
Regiment in October, 
1894, and took partin 
the Tirah Campaign 
in 1897 and 1898, 
receiving the medal 
with clasps for ‘‘ Punjab Frontier,” 1897-8, 
and ‘“ Tirah.”’” He was also on active service in 
the South African War, 1899-1902, receiving 
the Queen’s medal with clasps for ‘‘ Kiaads- 
laagte,’”’ ‘‘ Defence of Ladysmith ’’ and ‘‘ Bel- 
fast,” and the King’s medal with clasps for 
“©1901 and “‘ 1902.”’ For two years previous 
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to the outbreak of the war he had been sta- 
tioned at Exeter as Regimental Quartermaster- 
Sergeant, and in March, 1915, he was gazetted 
2nd Lieutenant in the Devonshire Regiment. 
For active service he was attached to the 
4th Battalion Middlesex Regiment, and he was 
killed in action on the 24th May, 1915, at 
Oosthoek, and was buried there. 

A General Officer wrote of him: ‘It seems so sad 


after he had by his own exertions and excellent 
won his way to a commission, a career of such 


ptional promise should have been cut short, and I 
cun only say for myself that I shall miss him as much as T 
know he will be missed in his Regiment. He died at the 
call of duty in a just and noble cause for King and 
country, whilst gallantly leading his men.” 
Another officer wrote: ‘* Your husband was killed 


this morning in the trenches about 2 a.m. I, of course, 
had known him for many years and was so glad when he 
joined this Battalion. He had been doing very well 
indeed, and I am sure had he lived would have got on 
quickly. It is a great loss to me, and in fact to all of us.”” 
2nd Lieutenant Reed married Lucy, daughter, 
of Edward Richards, and left two children— 
Cyril, born in February, 1904, and Dorothy 
born in July, 1905. 


CAPTAIN TALBOT REED, 67th PUNJABIS, 
attd. 59th SCINDE RIFLES, FRONTIER 
FORCE, who was 


born in Highgate, 
London, on the 15th 
August, 1886, was 


the son of Talbot 
Baines Reed, author 
of “The Fifth Form 
of St. Dominic’s "’ 
and other well-known 
boys’ stories, and of 
works on typo- 
graphy ; his brother, 
Major Charles Reed, 
R.A., is Dep. Asst. Dir. of Ordnance Services, 
Meerut Division, Ind. Exp. Force. 

He was educated at Malvern College, where he 
gained a classical entrance scholarship, and at 
the R.M.C., Sandhurst. Receiving his com- 
mission in August, 1905, he was attached for a 
year to the Dorsetshire Regiment. Joining the 
67th Punjabis in October, 1906, he became 
Quartermaster and Adjutant, and in November, 
1907, Lieutenant, becoming Captain in August, 
1914. In January, 1915, he was attached to 
the 59th Scinde Rifles in France, and for his 
services in the war he was mentioned in Sir 
John French’s Despatch of the 31st May, 1915. 
Captain Reed was killed on the 12th March, 
1915, near Neuve Chapelle, a Major of the 
Regiment to which he was attached, giving the 
following account of the circumstances :— 


““The Regiment was ordered to do an attack on the 
Germans in support of another regiment. We came 
under very heavy shell fire going up and lost a lot of men 


The attack went in under very heavy rifle and machine- 
gun fire and all the British officers taking part in it were 
killed or wounded. Captain Reed was left the only 
officer with the Regiment. He was wounded in the arm 
in advancing and was brought back under cover, He 
insisted on leading the men again and got into the trench 
which was his objective and was killed by a bullet in the 
heart as he got there. I have gathered these facts from 
native officers who were with him. He was buried at 
Le Touret with two other officers of ours by a clergyman. 
There is no doubt that he behaved th exceptional 
gallantry, and you and we must be very proud of him, 
His loss is much felt by all ranks

CAPTAIN CHARLES Simms REEVE, 2nd Barry, 
East Surrey REGIMENT, was killed, 13th 
February, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEOFFREY FREDERICK 
JOHN REEVES, 3rd (RESERVE) (attd. 2nd) 
BATTN. THE HAMPSHIRE REGIMENT, 

was the son of E. J. 
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and E. M. Reeves, of 
The Cottage, Chand- 
ler’s Ford, Hants. 
2nd Lieutenant 
Reeves was born on 
the 12th October, 
1894, at St. 
Leonards - on - Sea, 
and was educated at 
Victoria College, Jer- 
sey, where he was 
Head Prefect, Colour- 
Sergeant in the School Corps, and Captain of the 
Shooting VII. during his last year at school. 
He won the King’s Gold Medal for Classics, and 
went up in October, 1913, to Jesus College, 
Oxford, with a Channel Islands’ Scholarship. 
He was a member of the Oxford Union. 

On the outbreak of the Great War he applied 
for a commission, and in August, 1914, he was 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 3rd Battalion 
Hampshire Regiment. For active service he 
was attached to the 2nd Battalion of his 
Regiment, and he sailed to join the Mediter- 
ranean Expeditionary Force in May, 1915, 
arriving at the Dardanelles on the 26th of that 
month. He was shot through the head on the 
6th June, 1915, while in the trenches near 
Krithia, Gallipoli Peninsula. 


CAPTAIN FURGUS HAMILTON REID, 
ROYAL GARRISON ARTILLERY, 
born at Monkton House, Somerset, on the 20th 
March, 1883, was the youngest son of Major- 
General J. Reid. 

He was educated at Cheltenham College (Boyne 
House), where he won the mathematical medal 
and passed direct into the R.M.A., Wool- 
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wich ; he was gazetted to the Royal Artillery 
in December, 1900, and became Lieutenant in 
September, 1903. 
He saw service with 
No. 3 Mountain 
Battery in 1908, 
when he took part 
in operations in the 
Zakka Khel country, 
N.W. Frontier of 
India, for which he 
received the medal 
with clasp. He was 
promoted Captain in 
December, 1913, and 
at the outbreak of the War was serving in 
Singapore. He came home in January, 1914, 
was posted to the 57th Siege Battery, and went 
to France early in the following month. He 
was killed at Festubert by the bursting of a 
shell on the 16th May, 1915, and was mentioned 
in Sir John French’s Despatch of 30th November, 
1915. 


His Commanding Officer wrote: ‘He was a man one 
felt instinctively that one could trust, and one knew 
that what he was asked to do would not only be done, but 
well done, and it was so that he was killed, I had 
instructed his Major to send forward an officer with the 
infantry, keeping in touch at the same time with him by 
telephone, so that I should be able to know at once if 
the infantry required assistance. It was a difficult and 
responsible task, and his Major at once selected him to 
doit; this duty he had been performing all day in a most 
efficient manner in spite of his being under fire the whole 
time, until, alas! he was killed. He died nobly doing his 
duty, and knowing that he was doing it at a risk which 
gave him little chance of escape, and yet doing it with all 
zeal and willingness.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEOFFREY PERCY NEVILLE 
Reip, Essex YEOMANRY, T.F., was killed in 
action, 13th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN GEORGE WHITELEY REID, 
ADJUTANT 2nd BATTN. THE HAMPSHIRE 
REGIMENT, was 
the elder son of the 
late George Reid and 
of Mrs. George Reid. 
Captain Reid was 
born at Campo 
Alegre, Oporto, Por- 
tugal, on the 20th 
September, 1879, and 
was educated at 
Charterhouse and at 
Oriel College, Oxford. 
He obtained his first 
appointment in the Army in December, 1901, 
when he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 
Hampshire Regiment and posted to the 2nd 
Battalion. In 1902 he took part in the South 
African War and was present at operations in 
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the Transvaal, receiving for his services the 
Queen’s Medal with four clasps. He was 
promoted Lieutenant in September, 1904, and 
Captain in July, 1909. 

Captain Reid became Adjutant of his Battalion 
in March, 1912, and was serving as such when 
he went out to the Dardanelles in April, 1915. 
Captain Reid’s Battalion was part of the 
88th Brigade, XXIXth Division, and landed 
on ‘V" Beach, Gallipoli Peninsula, from the 
s.s. ‘River Clyde.” On the night of the 
25th April, 1915, he was engaged in the taking 
of Sedd el Bahr village and Hill 141, and three 
days later, in the advance on Krithia, Captain 
Reid was killed in action on the night of the 
Ist May, 1915. 

He was a member of the Army and Navy Club. 


LIEUTENANT Guy EveLyn Harrie Rerp, 4th 
(UGANDA) Bartrn. Kina’s AFRICAN RIFLES, 
was killed in action, 9th March, 1915. 


CAPTAIN WILLIAM BACON JOHNSTON 
REID, 3rd BATTN. (RESERVE) SEAFORTH 
HIGHLANDERS (ROSS-SHIRE BUFFS, 
THE DUKE OF ALBANY'S), ettd. 2nd 
BATTN. GORDON HIGHLANDERS, 
bornin Edinburgh on 
the 28th March, 1881, 
was the younger son 
of Mrs. Reid, Thoma- 
Milnathort, 
Kinross-shire, and of 
the late David Reid, 
Ceylon; he was a 
nephew of Sir Wilham 
Johnston, Bart., of 
Hilton, | Aberdeen- 
shire. 

He was educated at 
Trinity College, Glenalmond, Perthshire, and 
received his commission in January, 1900, in the 
8rd (Militia) Battalion Seaforth Highlanders, 
with whom he served in Egypt during the early 
period of the Boer War, proceeding subsequently 
to South Africa, attached to the Ist K.R.R.C., 
remaining till the conclusion of hostilities ; he 


nean, 


received the Queen’s medal with three clasps. He 
was promoted Lieutenant in March, 1901, and 
Captain in March, 1904, and after returning 
home acted as Adjutant of the Ist Highland Cadet 
Battalion the Royal Scots, in which capacity he 
went to Canada in command of the Detachment 
of Scottish Cadets who were officially enter- 
tained at the Imperial Exhibition at Toronto. 
For two years before the War with Germany 
broke out he was Secretary of, and after 
getting it started, managed, the Naval and 
Military Veterans’ Residence, Whiteford House, 
Edinburgh, an institution founded to provide 
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comforts and employment for old sailors and 
soldiers ; the Residence is now a great success. 
Captain Reid, who was a member of the United 
Service Club. Edinburgh, was a good all-round 
sportsman. 

For the first four months of the War he was 
engaged drilling recruits at Cromarty, and went 
to France at the end of November, 1914, 
attached to the 2nd Battalion Gordon High- 
landers, with whom he fought at Neuve 
Chapelle and other actions from December till 
he received his fatal wound. This happened 
near La Bassée on the 16th May, 1915; he 
was brought to England and died in St. 
Thomas’s Hospital, London, on the 20th May, 
1915. 

Captain Reid was descended from soldier 
families; his maternal grandfather, Sir Wm. 
Bacon Johnston, Bart., was in the Ist Royals, 
and his great-grandfather, Sir W. B. Johnston, 
7th Bart., of Hilton, Aberdeenshire, raised and 
drilled a battalion at the time of Waterloo. 


CAPTAIN WILLIAM LEONARD REID, 
2nd BATTN. DORSETSHIRE REGIMENT, 
son of the Rey. John 
Reid, M.A., minister 
of the parish of Foul- 
den, was born on the 
28th May, 1889, at 
the Manse of Foul- 
den, Berwickshire. 
He was educated at 
St. Mary's School, 
Melrose, at Celle, 
Hanover, and at the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst. 
He was gazetted to 
the Dorsetshire Regiment in November, 1909, 
becoming Lieutenant in January, 1912. He 
was promoted Temporary Captain in January, 
1915, and his promotion to the substantive 
rank to date from the same month was gazetted 
in the following May. 

He was stationed with his Battalion at Madras 
and Poona till October, 1914, when he was 
sent with the Indian Expeditionary Force to 
the Persian Gulf. Previous to leaving India 
he held the appointment of Station Staff Officer 
and Cantonment Magistrate at Deolali. Captain 
Reid was given the appointment of Official 
Interpreter in German to the Force and was 
employed in that capacity in the Government 
Office at Basra, when the Turks concentrated 
to the north of that town. At his own request 
and that of his Commanding Officer he was 
permitted to rejoin his Regiment. 

On the morning of the 14th April, 1915, nearly 
the whole garrison at Shaiba was ordered out 
to clear the country of the enemy, and the 


following extract from a letter sent by the 
Adjutant tells how Captain Reid met his death 
that day :— 

“ Reid was about fifty yards to my right, and I saw him 
direct his men, very cool and collected. About two 
o'clock when Cushing was mortally wounded he went over 
and attended to him. Later T had occasion to go over 
past him, and he asked me to send along more amuni- 
tion. About 4 p.m. the long-desired artillery suprert 
began, and we started forward again. Reid was about 
the first to dash on with some few men. Then T saw him 
come back for more. I kept seving him at intervals in 
the rushes till we were about 200 yards from the enemy, 
when we fixed paoynets. After the trench was taken 1 
asked where he was and was told he had been shot through 
the body in the last rush just before bayonets were fixed. 
He was taken to the Field Hospital at Shaiba and died 
early next morning. Reid’s death makes a great gap 
here, though we cannot but be proud of the manner of the 
death of such a comrade. He was the most fearless man 
I've known.”” The Commanding Officer describes Cap- 
tain Reid as “ a great favourite with all ranks.” 


2nd Lizurenant (TEMP. LIEUTENANT) ReEci- 
NALD Dacres RENDEL, 2nd Barrn. THE 
OXFORDSHIRE AND BUCKINGHAMSHIRE LIGHT 
INFANTRY, was killed in action, 16th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL FRANK RENNICK, p.5.c., 
40th Pathans, was killed in action, 26th April, 
1915. 


LIEUTENANT ALFRED RENSHAW, 1/5th 
BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE LANCASHIRE 
FUSILIERS, was the 
son of Samuel Henry 
Renshaw, J.P., of 
Beech Grove, Ches- 
ham, Bury, Lanca- 
shire. 

He was born on the 
9th June, 1888, and 
educated at 
Giggleswick School, 
Settle, Yorkshire, 
where he took a very 
keen interest in the 
He was in the Football teams

school games. 
of 1904 and 1905 and the Cricket teams of 
1905 and 1906, and the school magazine, 


referring to his death, say: 


“He had a natural modesty which was unspoilt by his 
success in athletics, and his friends will remember him 
best as a boy of a generous nature with the instincts of a 
true sportsman.” 


On leaving school Mr. Renshaw entered the 
business of cotton spinning and manufacturing 
with his father, and in December, 1907, obtained 
a commission in the 5th Battalion Lancashire 
Fusiliers, which was then the Ist Volunteer 
Battalion Lancashire Fusiliers, becoming Lieu- 
tenant in September, 1913. He took a keen 
interest in his Battalion, and at the outbreak 
of war in August, 1914, was Transport Officer, 
but rejoined his Company later. He volun- 
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teered for service abroad and went to Egypt 
with his Battalion in September, 1914, where 
he remained until they were sent to Gallipoli 
Peninsula in May, 1915, being in action the 
day after arrival. 

Lieutenant Renshaw took part in the advances 
of the 6th May and 4th June, and was killed 
on the evening of the 7th June, 1915, while 
leading some reliefs along a trench. He was 
buried in the cemetery which was made at 
“Lancashire Landing’’ on Helles Point. 


CAPTAIN WILLIAM GERALD RENTON, 
Ist (KING’S) DRAGOON GUARDS, 
was the elder son of 
William and Mabel 
Renton, Clane House, | 
Tiverton, North | 
Devon, and was born 

on the 7th Septem- 
ber, 1881. 

He was educated at. 
Charterhouse, and at 
the outbreak of the 
South African War 
was gazetted as 2nd 
Lieutenant to the 6th 
Battalion (Volunteer) Royal Warwickshire Regi- 
ment, but obtained a commission in the King’s 
Dragoon Guards in August, 1900. He served 
through the South African War, being present 
at operations in the Transvaal, was mentioned by 
Lord Kitchener in Despatches (London Gazette, 
29th July, 1902) for gallantry in the field, and 
received the Queen’s medal with three clasps 
and the King’s with two clasps. He was 
promoted Lieutenant in January, 1901, and 
from July, 1906, to May, 1907, was Adjutant 
of his Regiment, becoming Captain in December, 
1906. In September, 1913, he was appointed 
Instructor in Topography and Tactics at the 
Royal Military Academy, Woolwich. 

At the outbreak of war in August, 1914, Captain 
Renton was attached to the 2nd Dragoon 
Guards (Queen’s Bays) as second in command 
of A Squadron. He was severely wounded on 
the 1st September, 1914, and was unable to 
rejoin his own Regiment until March, 1915, 
when it was serving with the Indian Expedi- 
tionary Force. He was killed in action at 
Chateau Hooge, Flanders, on the 2nd June, 
1915, being that day in command of his 
Squadron. 

Captain Renton was a member of the Cavalry 
Club, and polo, hunting, and fishing were 
among his favourite sports. 


LIEUTENANT THOMAS B. RENWICK, 6th BATTN. 
(RESERVE) THE RIFLE BRIGADE (THE PRINCE 
Consor?’s Own), attd. 3rd Batty. THE DUKE 
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oF CAMBRIDGE’s OWN (MIDDLESEX REGIMENT), 
was killed in action, 29th April, 1915. 


CAPTAIN RopeERYT ARTHUR REVELL, Ist BATYN, 
THE Essex REGIMENT, died of wounds, 12th 
JuNE, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT FRANK RICARD, 4th 
(EXTRA RESERVE) (attd. Ist) BATTN. 
ROYAL WARWICKSHIRE REGIMENT, 
was the eldest son of 
Charles Ricard, 97, 
Westbourne Terrace, 
Hyde Park, London, 
and was born at 
Amsterdam on the 
Sth January, 1888. 
He was educated at 
Harrow and King's 
College, Cambridge, 
where he took the 
degrees of M.A. and 
LL.B., and later was 
called to the Bar as a Member of the Inner 
Temple. He was a member of the Oxford and 
Cambridge Musical Club, being a perfect violin 
player, as an amateur musician. He was also 
a very good rifle shot, and was in the Harrow 
team which shot at Bisley. 

At both Harrow and Cambridge he was in the 
O.T.C., and received his commission in the 4th 
Battalion Warwickshire Regiment in October, 
1914, being attached to the Ist Battalion for 
active service. He was killed in action on the 
25th April, 1915, near St. Julien, in Flanders. 


MasoR CHRISTOPHER STILES RicH (38th 
BRIGADE), RoyAL Fietp ARTILLERY, attd. to 
No. 5 SQuaprRON, RoyAL FLYING Corps, as 
OBSERVATION OFFICER, died injuries

LIEUTENANT JOHN STANSER RICH, 3rd 
(RESERVE) (attd. Ist) BATTN. THE KING’S 
(LIVERPOOL REGIMENT), was the elder 
son of Mr. Justice 
Rich, High Court of 
Australia, and a 
grandson of the late 
Honble. Richard 
Ryther Steer Bowker, 
M.D., F.R.C.S. 


Ile was born at 
Temple Belwood, 
Turramurra, New 


South Wales, on the 
19th October, 1895, 
and was educated at 
House, Moss Vale, and at Sydney Gram- 
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mar School. After leaving school in December, 
1913, he obtained a commission in the 26th 
Regiment, New South Wales, under the Com- 
pulsory Training System ; and before entering 
the Medical School, Sydney University, as he 
had intended, he travelled to Europe in 1914. 
He was in England in July. and went to 
Aldershot, where he was attached to the King’s 
(Liverpool Regiment) for training. 

On the outbreak of war with Germany he 
volunteered for active service, and in August, 
1914, he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 
3rd Battalion Liverpool Regiment. He was 
promoted Lieutenant in March, 1915, and was 
attached to the Ist Battalion at the Front. 
Shortly after his arrival in France he was 
invalided to a hospital in Rouen: he returned 
to the Front in April, 1915. 

Lieutenant Rich was killed in action on the 
16th May, 1915. 


The circumstances attending his death are described by 
his Commanding Officer as follows: ‘*On Sunday 
mornin, the 16th, soon after daybreak, I had to send him 
across a dangerous piece of ground with some reinforce- 
ments and he went most gallantly, losing very few men. 
The next day he was one of the small party left of two 
Companies which succeeded in bombing the enemy out 
of a long piece of trench and taking over 200 prisoners ; 
later in the afternoon a big attack across open country 
was ordered, and our little lot, * A’ and ‘ B * Companies, 
of which only sixty men were left, was detailed to advance 
and protect the right flank, He took the first line of our 
Company forward into the open, and advanced with them 
a considerable way. I was not far off and could hear him 
continually encouraging the men to advance under a 
murderous enfilading fire of the enemy's machine-guns ; 
in order better to direct his line I saw him standing up, 
and I had to order him to lie down. When we were 
eventually ordered to retire to the right he was the last 
of his line to get to a shallow trench, about 2 feet 6 inches 
deep, where some protection could be obtained. I 
followed behind, but lost sight of him, and learned half an 
hour later that he, and two men with him, had been 
killed by machine-gun fire on their way back to safety. 
At dusk we found his body, with a bullet right through 
his brain; an eye-witness informs me that his death was 
instantaneous. It was a great shock to me; we had 
always worked well together, and I valued help. I 
can assure you that all his brother officers as well as the 
men of his Company deeply sympathise with you.” 

His Captain wrote: ‘He was caught by a German 
machine-gun and killed instantaneously, Your son was 
only with us in the field a short time, but quite long 
enough to show that he wv id have earned distinction if 
he had lived. He behaved with the utmost gallantry in 
all circumstances.” And in a later letter: ‘ Mr. Rich 
could have saved his own life had he not stood up till he 
saw every man safe, and he was just jumping down when 


he was shot through the head and killed instantly. He 
was very thoughtful for his men.”

Edward Richardson,

of Durham. 

He was educated at 
Abbey School, 
Beckenham, and at 
Durham School, 
where he was in the 
1st Football XV. and 
was Captain of 
He was gazetted to the 8th Battalion 


Rowing. 
Durham Light Infantry in December, 1914, and 
was attached to the Service Battalion in April, 
1915, a week before the Brigade left England 


for foreign service. 2nd Lieutenant Richardson 
was wounded on the 25th April, 1915, when 
the 8th Durhams, with other Battalions, were 
thrown into the breach when the first German 
gas attack drove back the French and exposed 
the Canadian left flank; he was officially 
reported killed on that date, but was afterwards 
found to have been taken prisoner, and died of 
his wounds on the 31st May, 1915, at Bruder- 
hause, Paderborn, Westphalia. He was buried 
in the West Cemetery, Paderborn. 


LIEUTENANT DaRYL STEWART RICHARDSON, 
8rd (RESERVE) (attd. 2nd) Barry. THE BorpER 
REGIMENT, was killed, 16th-17th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN EDRIGC HUGH BARNSLEY 
RICHARDSON, 3rd BATTN. (RESERVE) 
THE DUKE OF EDINBURGH’S (WILTSHIRE 
REGIMENT), 
born on the 30th 
June, 1892, at The 
Elms, Ryde, Isle of 
Wight, was the eldest 
son of the Rev. A. 
T. Richardson, Vicar 
of Bradford - on - 
Avon. 
He was educated at 
St. John’s School, 
Leatherhead, and 
was a keen cricket 
In 1911 he joined the 


and football player. 
Reserve of Officers, being appointed to the 


8rd Battalion Wiltshire Regiment. He trained 
for a year with the 2nd Battalion of that 
Regiment, and in August, 1913, was promoted 
Lieutenant. When war broke out in August, 
1914, he was called up for active service and 
proceeded to France. He was wounded in 
October, 1914, at Neuve Chapelle and was 
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invalided home. Captain Richardson, wlo 
was promoted to that rank in February, 1915, 
returned to the Front the following May. He 
was killed on the 15th June, 1915, while leading 
his Company at Givenchy, having only pro- 
ceeded some fifteen yards beyond his trench. 


The officer commanding his Battalion wrote: ‘ He 
was the best Company Commander in the Regiment; I 
liked him very much indeed as a friend, and looked upon 
him asanexcellent oflicer. We all feel his loss very much 
indeed ; it seems particularly hard since he was wounded 
so carly in the War, He was extremely popular with all 
his young officers, and with the men; his Company feel 
his loss very much indeed.”” 


LIfUTENANT JOHN ERNEST RICHARDSON, 3 /2nd 
(Crry oF Lonpon) Batrn. THe Lonpon 
REGIMENT (ROYAL FusiLiers), T.F., was 
killed, 7th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN WALTER FAIRFAX RICHARDSON, 2nd 
Batrn.

CAPTAIN HAROLD CHRISTOPHER RICH-

was killed on the 
25th January, 1915 
in an engagement 
near La Bassée, when 
the Ist Division was 
strongly attacked. 
Born on the 24th 
March, 1880, he was educated at | Lambrook, 
Bracknell, at Eton, and at Balliol College. 
Oxford, and was gazetted to the Gloucestershire 
Regiment from the Militia in April, 1900. 

He served in the South African War, being 
present at operations in the Transvaal and in 
Natal in May and June, 1900, including the 
action at Laing’s Nek ; in the same year he was 
present at operations in the Orange River and 
Cape Colonies, receiving the Queen’s medal with 
four clasps: From South Africa he went with 
his Regiment to India, where he remained until 
1910, when the Battalion had completed its 
term of foreign service. In May, 1903, he was 
promoted Lieutenant, and from April, 1908, to 
October, 1911, was Adjutant of the Ist Battalion 
Gloucestershire Regiment, being promoted Cap- 
tain in July, 1909, while holding that appoint- 
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ment. In January, 1913, he passed into the 
Staff College, Camberley, where he was still 
serving when the War broke out. On the 5th 
August, 1914, he was appointed Staff Captain, 
to serve with the British Expeditionary Force. 
In November, 1914, at the request of the officer 
commanding the Ist Battalion Gloucestershire 
Regiment, Captain Richmond was permitted to 
rejoin his old Battalion, with which he was 
serving at the time of his death. 

The officer commanding his Battalion wrote of Captain 
Richmond: ‘There was a strong infantry attack on 
the 25th, and‘ D "Company did very well, all so steady 
and firm, the result of their gallant leader’s example. 
The whole brig. vith the exception of‘ D ‘Company, 
retired, but their trench was never lost fora moment. A 


section of the Company faced to the rear as well as to the 
front as the Germans began to go round our rear among 
some houses. None got back out of the village again 
The men all adored him for his ever thoughtful care and 
skilful training.” 

For his services in the War he was mentioned 
in Sir John French’s Despatch of the 31st May, 
1915. 

Captain Richmond, who was a member of the 
Bath Club, played polo, cricket, hockey, lawn 
tennis and racquets (being just beaten in the 
final for the Army Championship in 1911 in 
the last game), and was a good shot and skater. 
He married Mabel Marie, eldest daughter of 
Mr. Alan Cadell, ©.S.1., Indian Civil Service 
(retired), and left a daughter, Jean Margaret, 
born in June, 1911.

BRIGADIER-GENERAL JAMES FOSTER 
RIDDELL, late of THE 5th NORTHUMBER- 
LAND FUSILIERS, COMMANDING THE 
NORTHUMBERLAND, INFANTRY _ BRI- 
GADE, was the only 
son of the late John 
Riddell, Msq., of the 
old Border family of

gazetted in his nineteenth year to a commission 


in the 5th Northumberland Fusiliers. He was 


promoted Lieutenant 1881, Captain 1887, Major 
1900, Lieutenant-Colonel 1904, Colonel 1907. 
He served in the Hazara Campaign of 1888, 
was mentioned in Despatches and received the 
medal with clasp. He next saw active service 
in the South African War and received the 
Queen’s medal with three clasps. During that 
war, he also raised the 3rd Battalion North- 
umberland Fusiliers (which he afterwards com- 
manded). On this Battalion being disbanded 
after the South African War, Colonel Riddell 
was given the command of the 2nd Battalion, 
in which he finished his term of command in the 
Regiment, having served with the Northumber- 
land Fusiliers for almost thirty years. 

His next command was in July, 1911, when he 
was appointed Brigade Commander of the 
Northumberland Infantry Brigade, and on the 
outbreak of war in August, 1914, Colonel 
Riddell was one of the first Colonels to be 
gazetted Brigadier-General. 

Throughout the winter of 1914-15 General 
Riddell was training his men for active service 
and guarding that part of the N.E. Coast 
behind which lie the vast military and munition 
resources of Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

On the night of the 20th-21st April, 1915, 
General Riddell crossed with his Brigade to 
France. On the 26th—not a week later—he was 
killed in the second battle of Ypres, falling 
where the fighting was thickest, giving the lead 
to his men. It had, of course, been intended 
that the Brigade should be quartered for a 
month or so at a base abroad, as are all large 
units at first. But on the 22nd April the 
Germans had delivered their first poisonous gas 
attack and the Brigade was rushed up at all 
costs into the firing line. By Sunday 25th, 
after a forced night’s march, it was at close 
quarters with the enemy, helping to close the 
great gap torn in ourline. All that day General 
Riddell was going about among his men, 
wherever the fire was hottest, inspiring the 
whole Brigade with his extraordinary and 
absolute coolness. Officers and men _ alike 
speak of this marvellous coolness and entire 
disregard of danger. 


“The General was the bravest man any of us are likely 
to see,’”’ wrote his Brigade-Major. ‘‘ Of his behaviour 
and example the day before, 25th April, which was 
magnificent, I should like to tell you,’’ wrote one of the 
Adjutants. Next day, April 26th, orders were received 
about 2 p.m. at Brigade Headquarters that the Brigade 
was to attack and retake the village of St. Julien, a 
frontal attack over open ground swept by shell, machine- 
sun and rifle fire. At 3 o’clock General Riddell decided 
that he must go forward into the firing line. His 
Brigade Major says: “I did all that Icould to stop him 
soing into what I knew was almost certain death, but it 
was of no avail, as he was too brave a man to think of 
eelf under the circumstances.” 


General Riddell reached his men, who were 


suffering very severely under the murderous 
fire, and with his stick in his hand, a mark for 
every sniper, he stepped out before them giving 
his men the lead. An eye-witness relates that 
even the wounded rose to their feet to follow 
him. But as this eye-witness says, ‘“ the end 
was inevitable,” and in a few minutes General 
Riddell fell, the bullet entering the cap just 
close to the fatally conspicuous gilt flap. 
Field-Marshal Sir John French in addressing the North- 
umberland Brigade, said: ‘*The Northumberland 
Infantry Brigade particularly distinguished themselves 
under the leadership of Brigadier-Gencral Riddell, whose 
loss we all deplore so much. He fell at the head of his 
Brigade while leading you to attack the village of St. 
Julien. I deeply deplore the loss of one of the most 
gallant officers that ever lived and one of the best. 
leaders.”” 

Ax old brother officer writing in the Regimental Magazine 
wrote: ‘ Throughout his life he was a master soldier. 
No finer company officer ever lived or one who under- 
stood his men batter, no truer-heirted or more loyal 
com-sie ever breathed.” 

Fond of all sport, he was pre-eminently a good 
horseman, a very hard rider to hounds and a 
fine polo player. 

In 1912 General Riddell married Margaret, 
daughter of the late Sir Henry Tall Scott. 
Brigadier-General Riddell was buried in the 
Ypres salient and the place marked by a cross. 


2nd LIEUTENANT FRANCIS EDMUND 
LANGTON RIDDLE, 2nd BATTN. THE 
OXFORDSHIRE AND BUCKINGHAMSHIRE 
LIGHTINFANTRY, 
was the second sur- 
viving son of the 
Rev. Arthur Esmond 
Riddle, of Tadmarton 
Rectory, Banbury, 
a grandson of the 
late Major-General 
J. oD. Kennedy, 
Indian Army, and 
a great-grandson of 
the late Major- 
General J. Kennedy, 


also Indian Army. 

2nd Lieutenant Riddle was born on the 10th 
June, 1893, at Tadmarton, Oxfordshire, and 
was educated at Bloxham School, where he was 


Sports Champion in 1910 and 1911. In 
October, 1913, he received a commission as 
2nd Lieutenant in the 3rd Battalion Oxford- 
shire and Buckinghamshire Light Infantry, and 
in September, 1914, he was transferred to the 
2nd Battalion of his Regiment, with the same 
rank. 2nd Lieutenant Riddle went to the Front 
with the 2nd Battalion and was killed in action 
at Richebourg |’Avoué on the 16th May, 1915, 
during the battle at Festubert. He was buried 
near the Rue du Bois, where he fell. 
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MAJOR PERCY GEORGE RIGBY, Ist 
BRITISH COLUMBIA REGIMENT (7th 
CANADIAN BATTN.), was the younger son 
of the late Major- 
jeneral Christopher 
Palmer Rigby, and 
was born in London 
on the 24th Decem- 
ber, 1871. 

He was educated at 
Marlborough College 
and the R&.M.C., 
Sandhurst, and_ re- 
ceived his commis- 
sion in the Sherwood 
Foresters (Notting- 
hamshire and Derbyshire) Regiment in Novem- 
ber, 1890. In 1896 he was attached to the 
Royal Niger Company for the Bida-Ilorin 
Expedition. He was afterwards seconded for 
service with the West African Frontier Force, 
with the rank of Captain, in 1897. For the above 
services he received the Royal Niger Company’s 
medal with clasp 1896, and the West African 
medal with clasp 1896, and an additional clasp 
for service in 1897. He next served in the 
South African War, during which he was in 
command of his Battalion for four months ; 
for his services he was specially recommended 
by his C.O. for “repeatedly volunteering for 
special and dangerous service,”’ was mentioned 
in Lord Roberts’ despatches, 1900, and re- 
ceived his Brevet Majority ; subsequently he 
was mentioned in Lord Kitchener's despatches 
in 1902, and received the Queen’s medal with 
four clasps and the King’s medal with two 
clasps. In 1902 he served with the Pekin 
Legation Guard, and in 1905 was seconded for 
service with the 4th Battalion King’s African 
Rifles, and commanded the Battalion with the 
temporary rank of Licutenant-Colonel. He 
received the East African medal, 1906. Major 
Rigby was qualified as an Army Interpreter in 
Arabic and in Urdu (Higher Standard), and 
held a King’s College certificate for Chinese. 
He retired from the Service in 1911, and took 
up apple growing at “Sans Souci,’ Kootenay 
Lake, British Columbia. He rejoined the Army 
and came over with the Canadian Expedi- 
tionary Force for the War with Germany, and 
was killed by being shot through the heart by 
a sniper on the 10th March, 1915, near La 
Boutillerie, Armentiéres, France. 


LIEUTENANT WILLIAM JOHN RIGBY, 
9th BATTN. (QUEENSLAND) AUSTRALIAN 
INFANTRY, born in Yeronga, Brisbane, on 
the 9th December, 1891, was a son of W. A. 
Rigby, of Yeronga, near Brisbane, and a great-

nephew of the late Lord Justice Rigby, 
London. 

Lieutenant Rigby was educated at Brisbane 
Grammar School and 
served in the Aus- 
tralian Infantry and 
Garrison Artillery for 
eight years. When 
the War broke out 
in August, 1914, he 
was gazetted Lieu- 
tenant in the 9th 
Battalion Australian 
Infantry, with which 
he proceeded first to 
Egypt, afterwards to 
the Dardanelles. Lieutenant Rigby was killed 
on the 25th April, 1915, about twelve hours 
after landing on Gallipoli Peninsula, and was 
buried at Anzac Bay. His brother, Corporal 
G. Rigby, 9th Battalion Australian Infantry, 
was wounded at the same time.

Lieutenant Rissik

He was fond of sports and played football, 
tennis and golf; he was also a good shot. 

He went out to South Africa for the long 
vacation in the summer of 1914, and when he 
returned to England in October of that year 
joined the Oxford O.T.C. On the 4th November, 
1914, he was gazetted temporary 2nd Lieutenant. 
in the 13th (Service) Battalion Middlesex Regi 
ment, but was afterwards transferred to the 
9th Battalion The Rifle Brigade, in which he 
wa; platoon officer. 2nd Lieutenant Rissik 
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went to Flanders with his Battalion, and was 
killed by shrapnel in the trenches, eleven miles 
from Poperinghe on the 23rd June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT THOMAS PERSALL 
AYRES RITCHIE, 6th (RESERVE) (attd. 4th) 
BATTN. THE RIFLE BRIGADE (THE 
PRINCE CONSORT’S OWN), who was killed 
at St. Eloi on the 
15th Mareh, 1915, 
was the third son of 
Mr. and Mrs. T. 
Ritchie, of Over- 
strand Lodge, 
Cromer, and = was 
born on the 27th 
July, 1894. 

He was educated at 
Sedbergh School from 
1908, and at Pem- 
broke College, Cam- 
bridge, at both of which he was in the O.T.C. 
On the declaration of war he volunteered for 
service, and was given his commission in 
August, 1914, in the 6th Battalion (Reserve) 
Rifle Brigade. 

The following particulars of the occasion when 
he was killed were received from a non-com- 
missioned officer of the Battalion, to which he 
was attached :— 


“The Battalion was on a few days’ rest from the trenches 
when, at 5 p.m. on the 14th March, 1915, our artillery 
opened a heavy bombardment, and at 8 p.m. the 
Battalion was ordered to proceed to the trenches, as the 
Germans had captured seme from us, and also a small but 
important position. At 2.30a.m. 2nd Lieutenant Ritchie 
took part of a Company to charge the position, known as 
“The Mound.’ He was taking the detachment up a 
street leading to ‘ The Mound,’ on which the enemy had 
machine guns. The party was w on towards the 
position when 2nd Lieutenant Rite fell forward on his 
face. Shortly after the N.C.O. was himself hit, and lay 
near the body of the officer—who had not moved in the 
interval—for twenty-four hours, and the wound in his 
head could be seen, The Sergeant himself crawled back 
after nightfall, but it was not possible to get to the 
officer's body, which was probably buried by the Ger- 
mans. In the words of the Sergeant, this officer * was 
killed leading his men in an able and noble manner.” 
Another Sergeant of the Regiment said of him: ‘ He 
was a most promising offic and a general favourite 
with the me nd Tommy Atkins seldom makes an error 
of judgment. 


A notice of the young officer was published in 
“<The Sedberghian ” for July, 1915. He there 
showed particular application in order to pass 
his examinations for the University, giving up 
his recreation time to the task, and succeeding 
in gaining a 2nd Class. During his last year at 
Sedbergh he was Head of the House, and School 
Prefect. At Cambridge he gave his attention 
to Science, and showed the same concentration 
as at School. Though not keen on games, his 
running was full of promise and he was a sturdy 
forward in the Football XV., and he was an 
enthusiastic walker. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (temp.) CECIL QUINLAN 
RosBERTs, ROYAL FIELD ARTILLERY, was killed 
in action, 16th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ERNEST WOOLLEY ROBERTS, 
7th Batrn. (TERRIT.) THE LANCASHIRE Fvsi- 
LIERS, was killed in action, 12th June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEORGE BRADLEY ROBERTS, 
UNATTACHED [LIst, INDIAN ARMy, attd. Ist 
Batty. MANCHESTER REGIMENT, died of 
wounds, 7th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL IVOR 
D'ESTERRE ROBERTS, ROYAL FIELD 
ARTILLERY, born 
on the 3rd July, 
1879, was the 
younger son of the 
late Major R. 
D'Esterre Roberts 
and of Mrs. D’Ksterre 
Roberts, of Simla, 
Passage West, Cork, 
only brother of Cap- 
tain R. E. Roberts, 
Royal Engineers, and 
a grandson of Lieu- 
tenant Richard Roberts, R.N., Commander of 
the ‘‘ Sirius,” the first steamship to cross the 
Atlantic. 

He received his commission in the Royal Artil- 
lery from the Militia in July, 1899, becoming 
Lieutenant in February, 1901. He took part in 
the South African War, in which he served with 
the Imperial Yeomanry from February, 1902, 
receiving the Queen’s Medal with two clasps, 
and continued to serve with the Yeomanry 
after the end of the war until November, 1902. 
From April, 1904, to September, 1907, he was 
seconded for employment with the West African 
Frontier Force, and was promoted Captain in 
May, 1908. From March, 1911, to September, 
1913, he was an Adjutant in his Regiment, 
18th Brigade, at Karachi, and in October of 
‘the latter year he was offered and accepted an 
appointment with the Egyptian Army. He 
was promoted Major in October, 1914, and was 
in command of the Egyptian Artillery at the 
Suez Canal when the Turks were repulsed there 
early in 1915. For his services in Egypt he 
received the thanks of the Sultan and Govern- 
ment of that country. At the expiry of his 
appointment in Egypt he was given the com- 
mand of the ‘‘ Anson”’ Battalion Royal Naval 
Division, which was ordered to the Dardanelles 
for active service. Licutenant-Colonel Roberts 
was killed in action at Achi Baba, Gallipoli 
Peninsula, on the 4th June, 1915, while gallantly 
leading his men in the advance. 
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Lieutenant-Colonel Roberts, who was a member 
of the Junior Army and Navy and Sports Clubs, 
was a keen sportsman and polo player. He was 
also a Fellow of the Royal Geographical Society. 
2nd LIEUTENANT JOHN HENRY CHARLES 
RoBeERTs, Ist BATTN. THE DORSETSHIRE REGI- 
MENT, died of gas poisoning, 2nd May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT JAMES RHODERIC TRETHOWAN 
Roserts, 2nd Batrn. THE SUFFOLK REGIMENT, 
died of wounds, 3rd March, 1915.

Lieutenant Robertson was educated at Park- 
field, Hayward’s Heath, and afterwards at 
Bradfield College, Berks., whence he entered 
the R.M.A., Woolwich, in September, 1909. 
He was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal 
Artillery in December, 1910, becoming Lieu- 
tenant in December, 1913. He went to France 
with the Second Division in August, 1914, 
and was wounded at the battle of Mons. For 
his gallant conduct there he was mentioned in 
Sir John French’s Despatch of the 8th October, 
1914. 

On recovering from his wound Lieutenant 
Robertson returned to the Front and was killed 
on the 22nd May, 1915, while repairing the 
telephone wires outside an observation post 
near Festubert. He was buried at Beuvry, 
near Béthune. 


A former Major of his Battery wrote of him: “I shall 
never forget the way he stuck it out at Givry (Mons) on 
the 23rd August, 1914, when we got such a gruelling. 
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Although he was hit in the leg and head, he carried on, 
and I never knew it till afterwards, setting the most 
magnificent example to the men. I also admired his 
grit in getting away from hospital as soon as he could and 
rejoining the Battery. Whenever there was anything 
to be done I never found him wanting and I knew I could 
rely on him. He did his duty right gallantly.” 

His Major wrote; ‘‘ It was a beautiful moonlight night 
and the guns were thundering all the time; it was a true 
soldier’s funeral in the field. There were many tears 
shed, for we all felt what a sad loss we had all sustained. 
T never knew a better soldier. 


He was indeed one of the 
salt of the earth * and loved by us all.” 

A fellow Subaltern wrote: ‘I was very sorry about 
Robertson. One of the other Subalterns had had a 
pretty fair shelling in the observation station, and had 
been hit by a shrapnel bullet, and Robertson went up to 
relieve him before the ordinary time because of this, and 
two hours after he was killed, and two men with him 
wounded, twenty-eight wounds between them, all from 
* Black Maria.’ Robertson had four or five, but was 


killed instantaneously with one through his hee He 
was a most noble sort of fellow, despised sh and 
bullets, and never ducked or avoided them in any way." 


The N.C.O. and men wrot 
the utterances of condolenc 


“If you could have heard 
and sympathy when the sad 
news was circulated, you would have realised what a 
splendid and noble officer your dear son was. Even his 
horses loved him. He brought out all that was best in a 
man. No one in the Service was loved and respected 
more than Mr. Robertson was by every man in this 
Battery.”

He received his 
commission in the 3rd Battalion The Queen’s 
(Royal West Surrey Regiment) as 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in December, 1905, becoming Lieutenant 
in December, 1911. In September, 1918, he was 
transferred as Lieutenant to the 4th (Extra Re- 
serve) Battalion South Staffordshire Regiment, 
of which he was Musketry Instructor in April, 
1914, doing duty in that Battalion until, on the 
outbreak of war, he was called up for active 
service, and in November, 1914, he was attached 
to the 2nd Battalion East Lancashire Regiment. 
During the fighting at Neuve Chapelle he was 
instrumentalin saving the life of Lance-Corporal 
Lynch, of his Battalion. He was wounded and 
lying helpless in the open when Lieutenant 
Robinson came to him, got him morphia, stayed 
with him and tended him until dusk, although 
under fire and in personal danger all the time, 
and—at dark—got up a stretcher and had him 
removed. This account was corroborated by 
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a Captain of the 2nd Battalion East Lancashire 
Regiment, who was present at the time. 

Lieutenant Robinson was killed on the 14th 
March, 1915, after the operations at Neuve 
Chapelle, where the Battalion suffered very 
heavily. He was returning with his men to 
their billets and was mortally wounded by a 
high-explosive shell at Rouge Croix. 
buried in the Cemetery at Estaires.

His Company Commander writing of his death said: 
“* Ho was a most. gallant and capable soldier; the men 
greatly liked him and would do anything for him, as he 
would for them, never sparing himself in any way. As 
the Senior Subaltern of my Company his services were 
invaluable to me, and on those grounds alone I greatly 
deplore his loss, though as my personal friend his death 
touches me more deeply. He was killed by a shell, & 
pure chance shot, the day after we returned to billets 
after our successful attack on Neuve Chapelle; it was 
about 2.30 p.m. on the 14th instant that he was severely 
wounded, dying on the way to hospital. I was not 
present at the time he was hit, as I had been sent for to 
tnke over some new trenches we were to occupy that 
evening, nor was I, for that reason, able to see him before 
hedied. The exact spot where the shell fell that wounded 
him was the cross roads at a place called Rouge Croix on 
the La Bassee Road.”

He was pro- 
moted Lieutenant in the 3rd Battalion in 
December, 1912. At the outbreak of war he 
immediately returned from Ceylon, to which 
he had gone, and was sent to the Front as 
Lieutenant with the lst Battalion of his Regi- 
ment early in December, 1914. His promotion 
to Captain, to date from February, 1915, was 
gazetted on the 4th June, 1915. 
On the 16th June, 1915, Captain Roddam was 
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commanding the Company on the left of the 
Battalion’s line in the attack on German trenches 
at Hooge. He led his Company gallantly and 
reached the trenches some ten yards ahead of 
his Company, when he was killed, shot through 
the head. For his services in this war he was 
mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of 
the 31st May, 1915, and was awarded the 
Military Cross (London Gazetie, 23rd June, 
1915). 

Captain Roddam was a good all-round sports- 
man, and his loss was much regretted by his 
brother officers. 


MAJOR ANDREW RODDICK, ESSEX 
YEOMANRY, youngest son of the late 
Andrew and Alice 
Roddick, of Upshire 
Hall, Waltham 
Abbey, was born on 
the 13th May, 1873, 
at Springfield, High 
Beech, Essex ; on his 
father’s side he was 
related to Thomas 
Carlyle, and on his 
mother’s te Edward 
Irving. 

He was educated at 
the City of London School, and joined Paget’s 
Horse for service in the South African War. 
With that Regiment he took part in the relief 
of Mafeking, was present at operations in the 
Transvaal and Cape Colony, and at the actions 
at Zilikats Nek, Elands River, Venterskroon, 
Frederickstad, Ruidam and Fabers Put; he 
received the Queen’s Medal with three clasps. 
He afterwards received a commission and 
became Licutenant in the Army in July, 1901, 
and subsequently joined the Essex Yeomanry, 
in which he became Lieutenant in December, 
1901, and Major in January, 1909. 

He was a member of the Constitutional Club, 
and was a fine shot and keen sportsman, being 
for many years a regular follower of the Essex 
hounds. 

Major Roddick was killed on his 42nd birthday, 
shot through the heart while leading a desperate 
attack near Ypres on the 13th May, 1915. He 
was in the highest spirits just before he was 
killed and was gallantly encouraging his men. 
He was very popular in his Regiment. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ALAN EVISON 
RODGERS, 5th BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE 
EAST LANGASHIRE REGIMENT, 
born in Burnley on the 18th May, 1897, was 
the elder son of Major R. Craig Rodgers, and 
Mrs. Rodgers, of Stoneclough, Burnley, Lan- 
cashire. 


He commenced his education at Arnold House 
School, South Shore, Blackpool, and was in the 
School Cadet Corps, 
attached to the 
Loyal North Lan- 
cashire Regiment. 
He afterwards en- 
tered Marlborough 
College. There he 
was a member of the 
O.T.C., which he left 
as a first-class shot 
and with the rank 
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at the outbreak of warhe applied foracommission 
in the 5th Battalion East Lancashire Regiment, 
his father’s Battalion, and was at once (in 
August, 1914) gazetted 2nd Lieutenant. In 
September, 1914, his Battalion was ordered to 
Egypt, and he was given the command of a 
Platoon. 


At this timo it was written of him: ‘‘ Though far the 
youngest officer (seventeen years), he has gained the 
respect of both officers and men and can hold his own with 
anyone.” 


From Egypt the Battalion proceeded to the 
Dardanelles, and was immediately in action. 
The night before his birthday, 18th May, 1915, 
he received orders to leave the first line fire 
trench, to advance in the open through ‘‘ No 
Man’s Land,” midway towards the Turkish 
trenches, and there to dig himself and his men 
in; the next night he was to be relieved. 
During the day of his eighteenth birthday, out 
in the open hillside, a cloud burst on Achi Baba 
which quickly filled the holes each man had 
dug, with water, and thus with the hot blazing 
sun above him, almost totally immersed in 
water, he spent his eighteenth and last birthday, 
«He went out with his men, got safely to his 
position, and dug himself in all night. No one 
came to relieve him and the men, although 
hours had passed beyond the time of relief. 
The moon had sunk, and about 3 a.m. he found 
that the small pits on each side of him were 
occupied by men of a new regiment. He made 
inquiries and found that his Battalion had been 
relieved and sent back; he then decided to 
bring in his men. This he did, and found his 
way through the maze of trenches, extracting 
himself and his men out of a very desperate 
position ; it was on this occasion that he was 
first believed to be missing.” On the 4th June, 
1915, reinforcements were sent from the 5th 
Battalion East Lancashire Regiment to the 
Lancashire Fusiliers. 2nd Lieutenant A. E. 
Rodgers and his Platoon were amongst those 
selected. The Lancashire Fusiliers—part of 
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the XXIXth Division—had already suffered 
great losses. 


Gencral Sir Ian Hamilton states in one of his early 
Gallipoli Despatches: ‘‘ Only on the extreme left did 
we sustain a check. Here the Turkish front trench was 
so sited as to have escaped damage from our artillery 
bombardment, and the barbed wire obstacle was intact. 
The result was that, though the 14th Sikhs on the right. 
flank pushed on despite losses amounting to three-fourths 
of their effectives, the centre of the brigade could make no 
headway.” 


It was here, in the centre with his men, that the 
boy had to leap out of the safety of his trench. 
They all knew that they were facing certain 
death, as the Turkish barbed wire had not been 
destroyed by our Artillery, whose shells were 
falling short; thus the men were between the 
enemy’s and their own shell-fire, yet they never 
faltered, and reached the most advanced posi- 
tion that day, the 4th June, 1915. On that 
date 2nd Lieutenant Rodgers was reported 
missing, and it was not until September, 1915, 
that his body was found near that of Captain 
Walmesiey of the same Battalion. Both were 
discovered well forward, close to the enemy’s 
trenches, and they were buried side by side on 
the field of battle. 


Among many letters of sympathy and regret regarding 
Mr. Rodgers, one from a retired Otlicer, who had lent him 
his sword, said: “I want you to keep the sword which 
your dear son used in Egypt—it was in him worn by a 
better man—how brave and cool he was, and how 
considerate!" 

The Master of Marlborough College wrote: ‘‘ You may 
like to think that your boy’s Marlburian friends think 
of you with sympathy and of him with pride. He is one 
more name added to the Marlburians who have lived well, 
and in death made the great. Sacrifice.” 

A brother Officer wrote after Licutenant Rodgers was 
reported missing: ‘* Lieutenant Alan Rodgers has now 
not been scen for about ten days and the only hope left is 
that the lad may be in the hands of the enemy, but that 
hope is daily becoming less. I have heard to-day that 
Rodgers acted like a hero—this was from the Quarter- 
master. He said that Alan was first wounded and 
advised to go back, but would not do so, and continued 
to lead his men onwards. After that I could get no news, 
as most of the officers and men in this charge were cither 
killed or wounded, or were sent back. He was one of the 
finest characters I have ever met, and was loved by his 
men.”

During the previous few days they had been exposed to a 
very heavy fire from guns, and had had one tail boom 
nearly cut in two, and Lieutenant Spence had been 
grazed in three places. During the 9th they were flying 
for five or six hours, under fire most of the time, and were 
eventually struck by a shrapnel bullet, which cither killed 
Lieutenant Spence or caused him to lose control of his 
machine, and broke up in the air.”

CAPTAIN GEORGE ALEXANDER SIN- 
CLAIR ROSS, 1/4th BATTN. (QUEEN’S 


EDINBURGH RIFLES) (TERRIT.) THE 
ROYAL SCOTS (LOTHIAN REGIMENT), 
who was killed in 
Gallipoli Peninsula 
on the 28th June, 
1915, was the eldest, 
son of the late Wil- 
liam S. Ross, of Edin- 
burgh, and was born 
in that city on the 
8th March, 1870. 

He was educated at 
Edinburgh — Univer- 
sity, where he took 
his degree of M.A., 
and subsequently became Teacher of Mathe- 
matics in the Broughton Higher Grade School, 
Edinburgh. 

He joined the College Company of the 6th Bat- 
talion The Royal Scots in 1902, and as Captain 
of the Company was transferred with it to the 
4th Battalion of that Regiment shortly after the 
commencementof the War. He became Captain 
in March, 1908, had passed a School of Instruc- 
tion for promotion to the rank of Field Officer, 
and on the outbreak of war undertook Imperial 
Service obligations. His favourite recreation 
was golf. 

The following account of the action in which 
he met his death is taken from the “ Story of 
The Royal Scots,” by Lawrence Weaver:— 


“Captain George Ross died at the head of his men, at 
the most advanced point reached by the Battalion. 
Indeed * The Royals,’ in their fervour, did more than was 
required of them. wo trenches, according to the Order, 
were to be taken; but, in the words of one of the 
wounded, the men seemed to go mad, and they took four 
trenches from the Turks before halting. The fourth 
trench was enfiladed, and had to be given up, but over 
1,000 yards were taken that day. General Ian Hamilton 
sent a message: ‘Well done, Royal Scots.’ The 
Battalion did its duty, and paid the price. It has 
heaped war honours upon peace reputation. Always 
foremost in shooting, big in strength and sound in 
efficiency, the Ist Queen’s Edinburgh Rifles crowned all 
with its losses of valuable and noble lives at the Gully 
Ravine. It is also to be remembered that the 6th 
Battalion played a great part in this fight, for two of its 
Companies were attached to the 4th, and led the charge. 
Let Lieutenant F. B. Mackenzie tell how they acquitted 
themselves : ‘ They were the first to go over the parapet 
into a blizzard of steel and nickel and lead. They never 
hesitated or faltered for a second. On they swept, 
carrying everything before them. The Turks lucky 
enough to survive the charge should always remember 
the name of Royal Scot, Captain Ross fell at the head of 
his gallant men, fa great odds, but not until his 
Company had done their job. I only wish that the whole 
of the 6th had been with us to share the great glory of the 
Royal Scots. Nor did I see poor George McCrae fall, 
but from all reports of his men he was giving them a 
glorious lead. So have perished two most gallant 
officers. Of no two officers did the men think more.’ ””

RUCK, Ist BATTN. WORCESTERSHIRE 
REGIMENT, was 
the only son of 
Colonel O. E. Ruck, 
late R.E., and Mrs. 
Ruck, of Brynderw, 
Aberdovey, Merio- 
neth, and was born 
near Yarmouth, Isle 
of Wight, on the Lith 
January, 1889. 

His maternal grand- 
father was Thomas 
Humphrey Pedley, 
of Stubbing Court, Derbyshire, who won the 
Derby with his horse Cossack, while his great- 
grandfather on his mother’s side was John 
Gully, M.P. for Pontefract, the winner of two 
Derbys, 1846 and 1854. On his father’s side 
he came of East Kent Stock—the Rucks of 
Stalisfield, one of whom was bow-bearer to 
Henry VIII. Several of his living relations 
were and are in the Army: Major-General 
R. M. Ruck, C.B., and Lieutenant-Colonel A. 
A. Ruck, late of the Sth The King’s (Liverpool 
Regiment), are his uncles, as also are Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel 8S. H. Pedley, Commanding 2nd 
Batt lion The Queen’s Own (Royal West Kent 
Regiment), and Major O. H. Pedley, late of the 
Northumberland Fusiliers, while among his 
cousins are two officers of his name in the 


Indian Army. 

He was educated at Beaumont College, Windsor, 
Merchiston College, Edinburgh, the Army 
School, Stratford-on-Avon (now the Imperial 
Service College, Windsor), and the R.M.C, 
Sandhurst, being actually quartered with the 
Sandhurst Company at the R.M.A., Woolwich. 
He spent all his military life with the Ist Bat- 
talion Worcestershire Regiment, which he joined 
on the 11th May, 1910, becoming Lieutenant in 
October, 1913, serving in England, Egypt, 
and proceeding with it to France in the early 
part of November, 1914. After four months 


in the trenches he was killed when beside 
his friend and brother subaltern, Lieutenant 
Hamilton Cox.

he was also related 
to General Sir Leslie 
Rundle, G.C.B., 
Commander-in- Chief 
of the Home Forces. 
2nd Lieutenant 
Rundle was born on 
the 25th December, 1895, at Caleutta, and was 
educated at Dane Court, Parkstone, and at 
Victoria College, Jersey, where he was Captain 
of the Football and Cricket Elevens, and was 
a fine athlete. There also he was a Prefect and 
a Sergeant in the O.T.C. In June, 1914, he 
passed into the R.M.C., Sandhurst, and in 
December of that year he received his com- 
mission as 2nd Lieutenant and was gazetted to 
the South Wales Borderers.

C.B., R.F and Mrs. Rundle, Ludbrook 
House, Ermington, South Devon, and a grand- 
son of the late Surgeon-General H. S. Muir, 
C.B. He was born on the 4th September, 


1895, at Tunstall Hall, Naini Tal, India, and 
was educated at Blundell’s School and the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, 
which he entered in 
January, 1914. At 
Sandhurst he proved 
himself a fine boxer, 
and in the summer 
of 1914 he made a 
splendid fight in two 
bouts of the Welter 
Weights of the Royal 
Military Jollege 
Championships. 

In October, 1914, he 
was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant and posted to the 
Ist Battalion Sherwood Foresters. He went to 
France at the end of the same month, and until 
March, 1915, was attached to the lst Battalion 
Royal Warwickshire Regiment, having been 
promoted Temporary Lieutenant in January, in 
which rank he was confirmed in March, 1915.

MAJOR LEONARD RUSSELL, 2nd BATTN. 
EAST LANCASHIRE REGIMENT, 
born on the 25th 
December, 1872, at 
The Mount, North- 
fleet, Kent, was the 
fifth son of the late 
John Russell, J.P., 
of Hillside, Graves- 
end, Kent. 

He was educated at 
Lancing College, 
afterwards spending 
a year in Paris and 
two in Germany. He 
was gazetted to the East Lancs. Regiment 
in July, 1893, joining the 2nd Battalion at 
Gibraltar, and proceeding with it to India in 
September, 1897. He became Lieutenant in 
July, 1896, and Captain in November, 1901. 
He served in India fourteen years, and then 
in South Africa for three years, from 1911 
to 1914, and was Musketry Instructor of his 
Battalion ; he was also a splendid shot with the

rifle. Major Russell, who was promoted to that 
rank in March, 1915, was killed on the 9th 
May, 1915, near Rouges Banes, during an attack 
on the Aubers-Fromelles Ridge.

Lieutenant Rutland was killed in 
action in Gallipoli Pensinsula on the Ist May, 
1915, and was buried on the hill called Court- 
ney’s Post. 


The Officer Commanding the 14th Battalion sent the 
following message to Lioutenant Rutland’s mother : 
“The end came instantaneously, without suffering, 
carly in the first few days’ fight, after working his gun 
heroically and most effectively. He was brave and calm, 
cool beyond expectation, and fixed i 
his gun to the best. 1 He is buried right at the top of 
the hill called Courtney's Post, and a row of stones is 
round his grave, a rough cross above it, not many yards 
from the spot where he so heroically sacrificed his life 
for duty. We all liked poor old Jack, he got on famously 
with his men and his brother Officers. We have lost a 
Pal,—the Battalion has lost an excellent Machine Gun 
Officer.”

His name 
was mentioned in Despatches (London Gazette, 
18th May, 1906). In 1906 he was again on 
active service in Southern Kordofan, where he 
was again commended for his services and 
given the Brevet rank of Major in November, 
1908, gaining also the Order of the Medjidich, 
and the Egyptian medal with two clasps. 

In 1910 Major Ryan, as he then was, joined the 
2nd Battalion of his Regiment, and with it 
proceeded to the Continent in the Great War, 
landing in France on the 22nd of August, 1914. 
His Battalion formed part of the III. Brigade 
under Brigadier-General Butler, and owing to 
the Colonel having been wounded and two 
Majors killed at Festubert, he succeeded to the 
Command of the Battalion with the rank of 
temporary Lieutenant-Colonel.

Maxwell came on with his 
Platoon after me, and got down at the end of the rush, 
about 50 yards, I should think, unhurt. We only lost ten 
men in therush. The fire on our front and flank became 
almost like a hailstorm, but we could not retire unless 
the right moved, as we were supposed to be supporting 
their advance. Just as T realised which houses the fire 
was coming from (it was impossible to see through our 
glasses as they were all wet and muddy), I saw your 
son turn over. I called out, ** Are you hit ? ’’ but got no 
answer. Before I could move one got me in the right 
shoulder, coming out under the shoulder blade, but 
doing no damage. I slipped out of my equipment and 
went over to whére your son lay. He was dead, One of 
of the flanking bullets had hit him in the back of the neck.

he received the Queen’s medal with five clasps. 
In February, 1907, he became Captain in the 
Reserve of Officers, and when the Great War 


broke out he was called up for service and was 
attached as Major to the 5th Battalion Austra- 
lian Infantry with the rank of Major. He took 
part in the landing operations on Gallipoli Penin- 
sula, being wounded once during the landing and 
twice afterwards, but he continued his duties 
until shot in the head near ‘‘ Quinn’s Post” 
on the 26th April, 1915. 

Major Saker left a widow, Mrs. Winnie Saker, 
of Cookham Dean, Berkshire, and one son aged 
six years. He was a member of the Junior 
Naval and Military Club. 


LIEUTENANT ALEXANDER GORDON SALE, 3rd

Rieces, was killed in action, 9th March, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT CECIL GORDON SALMON, 
3rd (RESERVE) (attd. 2nd) BATTN. THE 
SHERWOOD FORESTERS (NOTTINGHAM- 
SHIRE AND DERBYSHIRE REGIMENT), 
born on the 4th 
December, 1894, was 
the youngest son of 
the late Rev. <A. 
Salmon, S.P.G. Mis- 
sionary at Toungoo, 
Burma, and of Mrs. 
Salmon, Matron at 
Denstone College, 
Staffordshire. 
He was educated at 
Denstone College, 
where he became a 
Prefect, and was a fine Rugby football player. 
He had intended to proceed to Cambridge to 
study for Holy Orders, but when the War broke 
out, having been in his school O.T.C. he was 
given a commission as 2nd Lieutenant in the 
Reserve Battalion of his Regiment in August, 
1914, and he proceeded to France in the follow- 
ing January, where he was attached to the 2nd 
Battalion. Lieutenant Salmon, whose promo- 
tion to that rank to date from May, 1915, was 
gazetted after his death, was killed in action 
near Ypres on the 13th June, 1915. He was 
buried in the churchyard of the little village 
of Potijze, about one mile north-east of Ypres. 
The Officer Commanding the 2nd Battalion Sherwood 
Foresters wrote of Lieutenant Salmon: ‘ He had made 
himself so popular in the regiment and was such a good 
fellow, and had proved himself such a brave officer and 
so very capable that he is a very great loss tous. On the 
part of the Battalion may I express to you the sympathy 
we have for you in your great loss of a most gallant son.”? 
The Denstonian said: ‘He won our affection by his 
sterling qualities, and our admiration by his fine self- 
sacrifice and devotion to duty.”

CONER SALTER, 2nd BATTN. THE

born on the 138th 
August, 1888, was 
the only son of Mr. 
and Mrs. H.S. Salter, 
of 68, Crediton Hill, 
Hampstead. 

He was educated at 
Merchant Taylors’ 
School and received 
his commission in 
the Regular Army 
from the 3rd London 
Brigade, R.F.A. 
(T.F.), in May, 1912, becoming Lieutenant in 
April, 1914, and Captain on the 15th May, 1915. 
At the outbreak of the Great War Captain Salter 
was serving as second in command of the 
Divisional Cyclist Corps and proceeded to 
France in August, 1914, with the contingent 
for active service. He took part in the opera- 
tions of the great retirement from Mons, includ- 
ing the battles of Mons and Le Cateau, also the 
Marne and the Aisne. Later he rejoined his 
Battalion and served in the battles of Neuve 
Chapelle and Ypres, Hill 60, and Hooge. He 
was killed on the 8th June, 1915, while directing 
trench digging at night outside Ypres. 

Captain Salter took a great interest in shooting, 
and his Battery (the Seventh) of the 3rd London 
Brigade won the King’s Prize for Artillery Com- 
petitions in 1911, for which he received a gold 
medal, 


2nd LIEUTENANT EDWARD MAXWELL 
SALVESEN, 4th (EXTRA RESERVE) (attd. 
2nd) BATTN. ROYAL DUBLIN FUSILIERS, 
who was killed in 
action on the 25th 
April, 1915, was the 
second son of Lord 
Salvesen, Senator 
of the College of 
Justice, and Lady 
Salvesen, daughter of 
Lord Trayner, Sena- 
tor of the College of 
Justice,of Dean Park 
House, Edinburgh. 

He was born at 
Crawford Priory, Fifeshire, on the 30th August, 
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1891, and was educated at Cargilfield, Midlo- 
thian, and at Clifton College. Being at first 
intended for the Diplomatic Service, he spent 
a year in France and a year in Germany to 
acquire the languages. In 1912 he entered 
University College, Oxford, where he took his 
degree of B.A. in 1914, with second class 
Honours in Law, with the intention of com- 
pleting his legal studies in Edinburgh before 
joining the Scottish Bar. He was a very good 
tennis and football player and also a very good 
shot and fisherman. 

On the outbreak of the War he returned from 
Norway, where he had been on holiday, and as 
he could not at once get acommission he enlisted 
in Lovat’s Scouts. After training with that 
Corps for two months he was given a commission 
as 2nd Lieutenant in the 4th Battalion of the 
Royal Dublin Fusiliers in October, 1914, and on 
Ist January, 1915, joined the 2nd Battalion of 
his Regiment at the front; his having been 
previously in the O.T.C. shortened his period 
of training. His Battalion at the time he joined 
it was in the trenches, and continued to be so 
until about a fortnight before the action in 
which he was killed. This was near St. Julien, 
a brother officer, Lieutenant Dickie, giving the 
following account of the circumstances : 


“He was in the same Company as myself and very 
popular indeed with both officers and men. Early on 
Sunday mor wereccived orders to attack the Germans 
» of the village of St. Julien, where 
iaus were still believed to be holding out. 
in the attack my Company Commander 
it, and I took command of the Company. 
We reached a farm about 350 yards from the village with 
very and I received orders from the 
Colonel as to my exact objective, and told Maxwell 
Salvesen and the other platoon commanders exactly 
what todo. We then went forward with the rest of the 
Battalion for about 60 yards, when the Colonel said 
that my company would have to go forward and support 
the attack by the remainder of the Battalion. He asked 
me if I could make good the village, and I said I would 
try. Up to this time the fire from our front was almost 
negligible, but there was a good deal of machine gun fire 
from a hill called 20 on our flank. As we moved for the 
next rush we were met with a perfectly devastating fire 
at close range from the village! At first T could not 
make out where it came from. Maxwell came on with his 
Platoon after me, and got down at the end of the rush, 
about 50 yards, I should think, unhurt. We only lost ten 
men in the rush. The fire on our front and flank became 
almost like a hailstorm, but we could not retire unless 
the right moved, as we were supposed to be supporting 
their advance. Jus s I realised which houses the fire 
was coming from was impossible to see through our 
glasses as they were all wet and muddy), I saw your 
son turn over. I called out, * Are you hit?” but got no 
answer. Before I could move one got me in the right 
shoulder, coming out under the shoulder blade, but 
doing no damage. Islipped out of my equipment and 
went over to whére your son lay. He was dead. One of 
of the flanking bullets had hit him in the back of the neck. 
He did his job splendidly, and died a 1 ‘s death. He 
went forward in that attack as well as if it was company 
training, and the men followed him to a man,” 


Lieutenant Dickie recovered from his wound, 
after being invalided.

eldest son of John 
and Margaret 
Savage, 27, Ruabon 
Road, Wrexham, N. 
Wales, was born in 
Wrexham on the 9th 
November, 1880, 
The whole of his 
education was ob- 
tained at the British 
Victoria School, 
Wrexham, but by 
diligent self-culture 
he had developed intellectual powers of an 
unusually high order. After a course of 
musketry at Hythe, Mr. Savage enlisted in 
the Royal Engineers in 1905, joining the 
Reserve three years later and emigrating to 
Australia. While there he was a member of 
the Randwick Rifle Club, Sydney, and the 
honorary secretary of that Club wrote: ‘ He 
joined our Club in 1910, and the older members 
still speak of him as one of the keenest and most 
capable of service shots the Club ever pos- 
sessed.” 

In April, 1914, Mr. Savage returned to England 
on a six months’ holiday, and when war was 
declared in August, 1914, he at once joined his 
old Regiment as a Private, soon becoming 
Lance-Corporal. He went to France on the 
20th August and was in several of the earlier 
engagements of the War. He received acommis- 
sion in January, 1915, as 2nd Lieutenant in the 
Royal Fusiliers, a Regiment in which he had 
been at one time a Volunteer, for a remarkable 
display of courage, tenacity and resource, 
While serving in the Royal Engineers he took 
out a considerable body of men to blow up a 
bridge. After achieving his object he found 
himself in a precarious position, but by a 
brilliant manceuvre he extracted his men, and 
after a long absence marched them back to 
safety. 2nd Lieutenant Savage was present at 
Neuve Chapelle, and for distinguished bravery 
there and “At Festubert on 14th May, 1915, 
when, as Acting Adjutant of his Battalion, he 
displayed the greatest bravery in cheering his 
men forward although severely wounded near the 
German parapet,”’ he was awarded the Military 
Cross (London Gazette, 24th July, 1915). He 
died soon after being taken to a Field Ambulance 
the same day. 


The Officer then commanding his Company wrote: 
** He joined us soon after Xmas and | quickly saw what 
a remarkably fine soldier he was, and when at Neuve 
Chapelle my first Adjutant, Captain Wood, was killed 
and my next Adjutant very sev ly wounded in the 
Space ofseven hours, I sent for him with utmost confidence 
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and appointed him on the battleficld Adjutant of the 
Battalion; I was hit myself a few hours later, but my 
successors in command thoroughly endorsed my choice 
and we all agreed that there could not be a better man 
for the appointment than him. He was very brave, 
very hardworking and capable and a ser ind most 
rightminded man. We all that the rd has lost 
one of its most promising officers. I cannot tell you the 
details of his death: he fell when the Battalion was 
attacking and when they were adding great lustre to 
tieiralready great name. The 23rd crashed right through 
th erman line, and though it left many of its sons on 
the field of honour, they fell in the most glorious possible 
manner, and the name of the Royal Welsh Fusiliers is 
on every one’s lips.” 

The officer at present commanding 2nd Lieutenant 
Savage’s Company wrote: ‘* He was mortally wounded 
after we had captured the German trenches, and wallantly 
continued to press the necessary reinforcements forward 
while lying on the ground—later he was moved back to 
the Field Ambulance where he died. We thought he 
would prefer to lie amongst his brother officers, so we 
had his body brought back, and he now lies with six of 
his brother officers on the battlefield about 200 yards 
behind the British line of trenches on the south side and 
close to the Rue Cailloux, which is about 6,500 yards 
east of Essars, near Bethune.

zetted to the Royal 
Warwickshire Regiment in May, 1901, just 
before he was eighteen years of age, for, owing 
to the South African War, the time of instruc- 
tion at the R.M.C. was shortened. He became 
Lieutenant in April, 1905, and Captain in 
January, 1913. He was serving with the 2nd 
Battalion of his Regiment when the Great War 
broke out, and having come to England it 
formed part of the VIIth Division which landed 
at Zeebrugge, and lost many of its officers in 
the fighting round Ypres, after forced marches 
in Belgium. Captain Schooling was officially 
reported wounded in November, 1914, and 
“missing”? in the following March. Noevidence 
as to his fate except that of prisoners could be 
obtained, and definite news only came to hand 
after many inquiries. Prisoners state that 
Captain Schooling was shot in the head and 
killed instantaneously while fighting at Ghelu- 
velt, Belgium, on the 31st October, 1914. He 
was in command of a trench when he was shot, 
and no other officer was present, but a Sergeant, 
who was with him, wrote from Altdamm that his 
Captain’s last words just before he was shot 
““Mind, no surrender.”” The letters 


were, 


received from prisoners of war, who were 
formerly in Captain Schooling’s Regiment, and 
were with him when he was killed, tell frequently 
of his bravery and character. 

Ono writer says: ‘I shall never forget his last stand 
as long as I live. Noman could ever set a more noble 
example.’”” Another says: ‘‘ He was a splendid officer, 
and encouraged us all to hold the trench up to the last, 
In spite of the terrific shell and rifle fire, and our very 
heavy losses. The few of us who are left regret him very 
much.”” 

Captain Schooling married in April, 1910, 
Edith McTaggart Gordon, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. J. Nisbet Paton, of Radford Manor House, 
near Leamington, who survives him with one 
daughter. 


LIEUTENANT WILLIAM ERIC BRYMER 
SCHREIBER, Ist CANADIAN AMMUNI- 
TION PARK, Ist CANADIAN CONTINGENT, 
was the younger son 
of Colonel F. E. L. 


F 


Schreiber, late the 
Royal Irish Regi- 
ment, and Mrs. 


Schreiber, of Bognor, 
Sussex, a grandson 
of the late Colonel 
Schreiber, J.P., of 
Melton and Marles- 
ford, Suffolk, and of 
the late J. S. God- 
frey, Esq., Barrister- 
at-Law of the Middle Temple. 

Lieutenant Schreiber was born at Barntuwn, 
Wexford, Ireland, on the 12th June, 1884, and 
was educated at Radley College. He chose 
Civil Engineering as a profession, and in 1908 
he went out to Canada to practise. 

After the declaration of war against Germany, 
he volunteered for service, and in September, 
1914, he was gazetted Lieutenant in the Ist 
Canadian Division Ammunition Park. He 
came to Europe with the Ist Canadian Con- 
tingent and went to the front in February, 
1915. Lieutenant Schreiber was struck by 
shrapnel in action and died from the effects of 
his wounds on 4th May, 1915. He was buried 
in the churchya-d at Proven. 

Lieutenant Schreiber married in June, 1910, 
Gabrielle, daughter of the late Roger La Rue, 
Esq., of Quebec, and left two sons Godfrey, 
born in June, 1911, and Eric, born in December, 
1912. 


LIEUTENANT FRANCIS THOMAS SCHRODER, 2nd 
Batty. THE SuFFOLK REGIMENT, was killed, 
23rd March, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ALEXANDER NoEL HeEp- 
BURNE-Scott, SPECIAL RESERVE, attd. 2nd 
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Batrn. Scots Guarps, was killed in action, 
16th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN ALISTER WILL HENDERSON SCOTT, 
6th (RESERVE) (attd. 2nd) BattN. THE WoRCES- 
TERSHIRE REGIMENT, died of wounds, 16th 
May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT - COLONEL ARTHUR DE 
COURCY SCOTT, COMMANDING THE 
Ist BATTN. CHESHIRE REGIMENT, 
who was killed in 
action on May 6th, 
1915, was a son of 
the late Major - 
General A. de Courcy 
Scott, R.E., and Mrs. 
Scott, of Hawley, 
Parkstone, Dorset, 
and was born on 
February 19th, 1866, 
at Thornhill Park, 
Hants. 
Educated at Welling: 
ton and at the R.M.C., Sandhurst, he entered 
the Cheshire Regiment as Lieutenant in May, 
1885, being promoted Captain in October, 
1894, and Major in November, 1907. 

His first service was in Burmah, where he saw 
much fighting in 1887-9, gaining the medal 
and clasp. In the South African War he ren- 
dered most valuable service with the 2nd 
Battalion of his Regiment in 1900-2, when 
he was in the advance with the main Army, 
including the actions at Karee Siding and the 
Vet and Zand Rivers. He was present in the 
fighting in the Transvaal in May and June, 
1900, including the actions near Johannesburg, 
and afterwards during the operations west of 
Pretoria in September and October of the same 
year; in Cape Colony in August, }901, and in 
the Transvaal up to the end of the war. He was 
awarded the Queen’s medal with three clasps 
and the King’s medal with two. When peace 
was declared he went with the 2nd Battalion 
to Wellington, Madras, and served there and at 
Jubbulpore, and was under orders to move to 
Allahabad in August, 1914, when mobilisation 
was ordered, and the Battalion proceeded to 
France and saw much fighting. 

Major Scott, as he then was, became Lieutenant- 
Colonel in November, 1914, when his Com- 
manding Officer was reported missing. In the 
subsequent operations he was at the head of his 
Battalion for nearly six months, rendering most 
valuable service, when he was killed in the 
battle—on 5th May, 1915—for Hill 60, close to 
Ypres. 

He was married to Phyllis Katharine, daughter 
of Dr. W. H. Wilson, of Madras, and leaves one 
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daughter, born in 1907, and one son, born in 
1911. Lieutenant-Colonel Scott was a member 
of the Junior United Service Club, and his name 
appears on its Roll of Honour. 

2ud LrevreENANT NoRMAN SAWYER SCOTT, 
2nd Barrn. THe Kine’s Own ScorrisH 
Borperers, was killed in action, 23rd April, 
1915. 


CAPTAIN TEMPLER HENRY SCOTT, 
87th 


PUNJABIS (attd. 47th SIKHS), 
was the elder son of 
Mr. and Mrs. B. C. 
G. Scott, of 74, Made- 
ley Road, Haling. 
He was born on the 
10th July, 1883, and 
entered the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, from St. 
Paul’s) School in 
1901. He joined the 
South Staffordshire 
Regiment in India 
in January, 1902, 
exchanging into the Indian Army two years 
later. He became Lieutenant in April, 1904, 
and Captain in January, 1911. 

Captain Scott went to France from India in 
November, 1914, and was attached to the 
2/8th Gurkhas. He was severely wounded at 
Festubert in December, 1914, and returned to 
the front on the 4th April, 1915, when he was 
attached to the 47th Sikhs. When leading his 
Company in the open he was killed instan- 
taneously on the 26th April, 1915, near St. 
Jean, Ypres. 

LIEUTENANT RICHARD THOMAS FOLLIoTT Scott, 
Ist Barry. East YORKSHIRE REGIMENT, was 
killed, 16th March, 1915. 


CAPTAIN THOMAS RENNIE Scott, Ist BaTrn. 
Tue Kina’s Own (RoyaL LANCASTER REGI- 
MENT), was killed in action, 10th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT WALTER ELVIN 
SCOTT, attd. lst BATTN. THE DUKE OF 
EDINBURGH'S (WILTSHIRE REGIMENT), 
second son of Mr. 
and Mrs. John Scott, 
56, Nightingale 
Lane, Clapham Com- 
mon,S.W., waskilled 
while in the trenches 
onthe 6th May, 1915, 
at the age of twenty- 
three. 

Mr. Scott was edu- 
cated at King’s Col- 
lege School (Mr. Car- 
rodus’ House), which 
he entered in 1906, and during the 


six years he 


remained at School he occupied successively the 
many positions of responsibility which are open 
to boysof character and ability. He was Captain 
of the 1st XV. and did good work in the Ist XI. 
He became a Colour-Sergeant in the Cadet 
Corps, and represented the School in fencing. 
Later he became a Prefect, then Senior Prefect, 
and so Head of the School. Passing from King’s 
College School, Mr. Scott proceeded to the 
Crystal Palace School of Engineering to prepare 
for his career, and there he became Head of his 
year. The Principal of the School said of him 
that he was ‘‘ one of the most promising pupils 
he had ever had.” 

On the outbreak of the War with Germany in 
August, 1914, Mr. Scott joined the H.A.C. as a 
Private, and from September, 1914, to Feb- 
ruary, 1915, was at the front with that Corps. 
In the latter month he was gazetted temporary 
2nd Lieutenant on the General List and was 
attached to the Ist Battalion Wiltshire Regi- 
ment, with which he served until his death, 
except for a week at home in April. 


2nd LIEUTENANT WILLIAM JAMES DE 
VERE SCOTT, 1/8th (ARDWICK) BATTN. 
(TERRIT.) THE MANCHESTER REGIMENT 
was the eldest son 7 
of James and Mrs. 
Scott, of The Down, 
Trowbridge, where 
he was born on the 
27th May, 1890. He 
was related to Cap- 
tain Ellis, who 
fought under the 
Duke of Wellington 
in the Napoleonic 
War. Two of 2nd 
Lieutenant Scott's 
brothers are now serving. Lieutenant S. S. 
Scott, King’s Royal Rifle Corps, is in France, 
and Sergeant R. E. Scott, 4th Battalion Wilt- 
shire Regiment, is stationed in India. 

Mr. Scott was educated at Trowbridge High 
School, where he was Captain of the School 
Cricket and Football Elevens, and he afterwards 
entered Bristol University, taking his degree 
of B.A. with Ist Class Honours in European 
History at London University. He was very 
good at all games, especially cricket, football 
and hockey, and he was a good oarsman. 

When hostilities commenced in August, 1914, 
Mr. Scott was an Assistant Master at the 
Elhamiah Secondary School in Cairo. He 
enlisted in the 8th Battalion Manchester Regi- 
ment at Cairo, and in February, 1915, was 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant init. 2nd Lieutenant 
Scott went with his Battalion to Gallipoli Pen- 
insula and was killed in action at Achi Baba 


on the 29th May, 1915. He was buried near 


Achi Baba. 


The Officer commanding his Battalion wrote of him; 
“He joined us in Cairo, and had made himself very 
popular by his good nature, and attendance to military 
duties. We all feel his loss very much.’" One of his 
tutors at. Bristol University wrote: ‘‘ He was one of the 
most brilliant students we had here, and we were watch- 
ing his career with great interest.’’ The Principal of 
Elhamiah Schoul in Cairo wrote: ‘‘I must say how 
much we admired Mr. Scott. We were extremely sorry 
to lose such a valuable master and such a perfect gentle- 
man, and we little thought that he was to meet so tragic 
a desth.” And the Secretary wrote: ‘‘ Mr. Scott's 
high abilities and gentlemanly character won the esteem 
and respect of all of us connected with the school. He 
left us amid universal regret and with every good wish, 
and the sad news of his death was a great shock.” 


LIEUTENANT WILLIAM LESLIE SCOTT, 
1/5th (BUCHAN AND FORMARTIN) BATTN. 
(TERRIT.) THE GORDON HIGHLANDERS, 
was the elder son of 
William Leslie Scott, 
Solicitor, and of Mrs. 
Scott, Willowbank, 
parish of Peterhead, 
Aberdeenshire. 

He was born at 
Peterhead on 24th 
December, 1892, and 
was educated partly 
at home and partly 
at Peterhead 
Academy. He after- 


wards proceeded to the University of Aberdeen, 
where he was studying medicine when the War 


with the Central Empires broke out. His chief 
recreations were hockey and tennis, and he was 
very fond of shooting. 

For about a year prior to the outbreak of the 
War he was in the Aberdeen University Detach- 
ment of the Royal Army Medical Corps, from 
which he transferred to join the Aberdeen 
University O.T.C., with which he was in Camp 
on Salisbury Plain in July, 1914. He received 
acommission as 2nd Lieutenant in the 2/5th Bat- 
talion The Gordon Highlanders in November, 
1914, and shortly afterwards was transferred to 
the 1/5th Battalion, in which he was promoted 
temporary Lieutenant in April, 1915, just before 
that Battalion joined the British Expeditionary 
Force in France, being subsquently confirmed 
in his rank. Lieutenant Scott was killed at 
Festubert on the 16th June, 1915. He was 
Officer in Charge of Bomb-throwers, and was 
leading his men along a communication trench 
between the British and German firing lines, to 
attack the latter, when a bomb or shell 
exploded in the trench, killing him instantly. 
He was buried behind the British lines near 
Festubert. 
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2nd LIEUTENANT GEORGE PRINCE 
MOUNTFORD SCUDAMORE, 2nd BATTN. 
THE KING’S OWN (ROYAL LANCASTER 
REGIMENT), the 
youngest son of the 
late Serjeant-Major 
Robert Scudamore, 
late of the 2nd King’s 
Own Royal Lancas- 
ters, Serjeant-Major 
at the R.M.C., Sand- 
hurst, and of Mrs. 
Scudamore, 34, Tulse 
Hill, London, S.W., 
was born in Karachi 
on the 24th October, = ne 

1890. His elder brother, R. C. R. Scudamore, 
is serving in the Army Service Corps, and 
his second brother, Lieutenant A. A. V. 
Scudamore, 18th Battalion Yorkshire Light 
Infantry, is also serving in the War. 

Mr. Scudamore enlisted in the Royal Lancaster 
Regiment in October, 1908, and returned from 
Lebong, India, at the end of 1914, with the rank 
of Serjeant. In January, 1915, he received his 
commission as 2nd Lieutenant in his old Regi- 
ment and was posted to the 2nd Battalion, 
shortly afterwards proceeding to France. 2nd 
Lieutenant Scudamore was reported missing on 
the 8th May, 1915, and it has since been ascer- 
tained through the Red Cross Society that he 
was killed in action on that date, a Corporal 
in his Company having given the following 
account :— 


«On May 8th 2nd Lieutenant Scudamore was killed at 
Ypres by @ bullet whilst in a tronch near a wood. He 
was attached to ‘ A’ Company at the time of his death. 
He was hit by the bullet through the side of the neck, 
and died about five minutes afterwards. The order had 
been given for him to hold the trench whilst the remainder 
retired. The Germans had already broken through in 
different parts of the line. Lieutenant Scudamore was 
Commander of the trench, and was fighting as it were a 
rearguard action until the others got away. I was left 
under him in the same part of the trench. I was quite 
near to him and saw the whole affair. I knew him well.” 
A brother officer wrote of him: ‘* May I as ono of your 
son's comrades and friends say how decply distressed I 
am to sce in the paper that he is reported killed. I 
would have written to you before, but I have only just 
found out your address in to-day’s Times. I was for a 
time commanding ‘A’ Company, just after your son 
came out, and 60 we were together a good deal. I was 
awfully good pals with him, and he was always so cheery 
and bright, everybody liked him, both men and officers, 
and we always thought him in the Company the best of 
good fellows. I was in the next trench to him at that 
battle in Ypres, and we were laughing and chatting 
away at 3 a.m. on the morning of the 8th. We never 
dreamt such @ battle would take place the next day. 
I can’t tell you what a loss he is to mo as a friend and 
companion. I always used to tell every one in my 
Company, ‘ Go to Scudamore if you are in the blues, and 
he will cheer you up.’ 


LIEUTENANT JOHN VENABLES SCUDA- 
MORE, 2nd BATTN. THE ROYAL FUSI- 
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LIERS (CITY OF LONDON REGIMENT), 
as who was killed in the 
} OT ee Gallipoli Peninsula 
3 on the 25th April, 
| 1915, was the second 
t son of Colonel F. W. 
Scudamore, late 
| . - Suffolk Regiment, 
| of Castle Carey, 
| Guernsey. 
He was educated at 
| Eton and the R.M.C., 
| Sandhurst, and re- 
ceived his commis- 
sion in the Royal Fusiliers in March, 1912, 
becoming Lieutenant in November, 1914. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES FREDERIC 
NOEL PRINCE SEALY, 7th (EXTRA RE- 
SERVE) (attd. 3rd) BATTN. ROYAL FUSI- 
LIERS (CITY OF LONDON REGIMENT), 
was the only son of 
Lieutenant - Colonel 
C. W. H. Sealy, late 
Royal Artillery and 
Political President, 
of Kolhapur, India, 
and Hambledon 
Tlouse, Hambledon, 
Hants, and a grand- 
son of the late 
General George 
Prince Sealy, R.A., 
and of Major-General 
Noel Hamlyn Harris, R.A. 

2nd Lieutenant Sealy was born at Southsea, 
Hants,on the 2nd April, 1892, and was educated 
first at the Preparatory School of A. L. Bick- 
more, M.A., Yardley Court, Tonbridge, whence 
he went to Wellington College (Combermere Dor- 
mitory), where he was a School Prefect, Head 
Prefect of his Dormitory, and played in the 
Ist XV. and 2nd XI. He went later to Pem- 
broke College, Cambridge, where he was in the 
Ist XV. and ‘ tried’ twice for the ’Varsity. At 
both Wellington and Cambridge he was in the 
O.T.C. He was a good linguist and played most 
games well. As a Rugby footballer he played 
for his School, College, Richmond, Hampshire 
and the Trojans. He was a member of ‘‘ The 
Hawks,” Cambridge, and the Public Schools 
Club. He was to have gone up for Woolwich 
from Wellington, but was not passed by the 
War Office Board on account of short sight- 
He left Cambridge to join the firm of Alex* 
Lawrie & Co. in January, 1914, and had their 
permission to offer his services to the country 
in August when war with Germany was declared, 
On 7th August, 1914, he enlisted in the 13th 
Princess Louise’s Kensington Battalion London 
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Regiment. In October, 1914, he was gazetted 
2nd Lieutenant in that Battalion, but being 
transferred to the 7th Battalion City of London 
Regiment in November he was ordered to join 
the latter at Falmouth. For active service he 
was attached to the 3rd Battalion, with which 
he served in the B.E.F. At Ypres on the 24th 
May, 1915, he and his Platoon were gassed 
early in the morning, and later in the day 
2nd Lieutenant Sealy was wounded in the 
shoulder. At night, when still in action, he 
was shot through the head and killed instan- 
taneously. He was buried next day near 
“YY” Wood. 


LIEUTENANT JOEL HARRISON’ SEA- 
VERNS, 1/1st (CITY OF LONDON) BATTN. 
THE LONDON REGIMENT (ROYAL FUSI- 
LIERS), T.F., who 
died in France on the 
10th May, 1915, of 
wounds received in 
action, was the only 
child of Mr. J. H. 
Seaverns, formerly 
M.P. for Brixton, and 
Mrs. Seaverns, 25, 
Grosvenor Road, 
London, S.W. 

He was born on the 
25th January, 1893> 
and was educated at Harrow and Christ Church, 
Oxford, where he completed his course in July, 
1914, securing Honours in Modern History. At 
Harrow he was in the O.T.C. and on leaving 
entered the Ist Battalion London Regiment, in 
which he was promoted Lieutenant in May, 
1913. He served with his Battalion in Malta 
from September, 1914, to February, 1915, when 
he went to France. He was wounded while 
leading his Platoon into action on the 9th May, 
1915, and died on the following day. 


His Commanding Ofhcer wrote of him: ‘* His Company 
led the right advance, and he led the front Platoon. He 
was a keen officer and loved by his men, and their advance 
into a storm of shot and shell after Lieut. Seaverns, 
their Platoon Commander, had fallen at their head, was 
the finest testimony that could be paid him.’ An 
Officer, who formerly served under him in the ranks, 
writes: ‘‘I shall always remember him as a gentleman 
and a thorough soldier and officer, On many occasions 
he went entirely out of his way to see to the comfort of 
his men—always so full of spirit and so keen for the 
welfare of those under him, he was justly admired by all 
ranks, and the men would go anywhere for him.” His 
Company Commander, in a letter to his father, writes : 
“The whole Company, officers and men alike, loved him 
as a man and as a soldicr”™; and to a friend he wrote, 
speaking of the engagement of May 9th: ‘t Joel Seaverns 
was magnificent that day.’’ 


LIEUTENANT GERALD ADAIR SECKHAM, 
2nd BATTN. EAST LANCASHIRE REGI- 


MENT, who was killed in action on the 6th 
January, 1915, in France, was the only son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Gerald 
Seckham, of Beacon 
Place, Lichfield. 

He was born at 
Shortlands, Kent, on 
the 10th January, 
1893, and was edu- 


cated at Rugby 
and the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst. He was 
gazetted to the East 
Lancashire Regi- 


ment in February, 
1912, joining the 2nd Battalion at Wynberg, 
South Africa. He was promoted Lieutenant in 
November, 1912, and returned to England with 
his Battalion in October, 1914, proceeding to 
the front afew days later. He was agood rider, 
having won several races at Military and Hunt 
Meetings at the Cape. 

Lieutenant Seckham was killed while in charge 
of an advance trench near Neuve Chapelle 
within about thirty yards of the enemy. He 
was mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch 
of 31st May, 1915, for an act of gallantry in 
rescuing a@ wounded man under fire only six 
days before his death. 


2nd LIEUTENANT JOHN HARRISON SELLERS, 
8rd (RESERVE) (attd. 2nd) Barrn. THE NorTuH- 
UMBERLAND FUSILIERS, was killed in action, 
24th May, 1915. 


2nd LikuTeNANT CHRISTOPHER WAKEFIELD 
Setwyn, Sth Barry. (TeERRIT.) LEICESTER- 
SHIRE REGIMENT, died of wounds, 19th May, 
1915. 


LIEUTENANT THE HONBLE. ROBERT 
ABERCROMBY FORBES - SEMPILL, 5th 
(BUCHAN AND FORMARTIN) BATTN. 
(TERRIT.) THE GORDON HIGHLANDERS, 
was the fourth son 
of the 17th Lord 
Sempill, whose 
second son, Major 
The Honble. Douglas 
Forbes-Sempill also 
fell in action, in 
command of the Ist 
Battalion Seaforth 
Highlanders in the 
Zakka Khel Expedi- 
tion in 1908. The 
1st Baron fell at 
Flodden Field, the 12th was Colonel of the 
Black Watch and afterwards commanded the 
left wing of the Royalist Army at Culloden, the 
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18th was severely wounded at Loos in com- 
mand of the 8th Black Watch. 

Lieutenant Forbes-Sempill was born on the 
21st March, 1870, at Fintray House, Aberdeen- 
shire, and was educated first at Inverness 
Academy, afterwards going to Cheltenham 
Jollege. When his education was completed 
he spent nine years, from 1887 to 1896, with 
Messrs. W. A. Graham & Co., in Liverpool, 
Glasgow and Bombay, and afterwards from 1897 
to 1912 with the Bombay Burma Trading Cor- 
poration in Burma, Siam, and Java. In 1912 
he was obliged to give up the East for reasons 
of health and his activities then found their 
principal outlet in socialservice. Fortwo years 
he was honorary treasurer of the Maurice 
Hostel, Hoxton, in connection with which he did 
good work. Hewas a member of the Cavendish 
Club and took a special interest in music and 
sketching, fishing and shooting. On the out- 
break of war he at once volunteered for service 
and in August, 1914, he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 5th Battalion Gordon High- 
landers, becoming Lieutenant in the following 
month. Lieutenant Forbes-Sempill was killed 
by a sniper on the 2nd June, 1915, near Festu- 
bert whilst working with his men repairing a 
gap blown in the parapet of their trench. THe 
was buried in No. 4 Cemetery on the Rue de 
Bois, near Le Touret, France. 

Soldering was no natural part of his life, but 
when there came the nation’s call he was 
amongst the first of the men of peace to respond, 
over age as he was and in no sense robust. As 
he had done with any work he ever touched, 
he threw himself wholeheartedly into the new 
conditions of his life, and devoted himself very 
specially to the service of his men, so that it was 
truly told that ‘‘as an officer he had become 
most efficient, and as a man he was fitted by his 
beautiful and winning character to lead his 
men anywhere.’’ His Commanding Officer 
wrote of him: ‘‘ He was never done thinking 
how he could make his men happier soldiers 
and better men,” and from others come witness 
that ‘‘ his record as a brave soldier and a Chris- 
tain gentleman is one of which his Battalion is 
justly proud.” Again, ‘the words ‘dearly 
beloved’ apply to him more than to most men. 
He was a man loved by his fellow men. All 
that was good in him called to the divine that 
was in others as deep to deep, hence his influence 
and the affection with which he was regarded.”’ 
These are tributes from men who shared his 
soldier service; the men of his own Platoon 
looked upon him as “ not only their leader, but 
their best friend.’’ Of the other kind of service 
which he unfailingly gave his fellow men and 
women, but one word need be quoted: ‘‘he 
made everybody glad to be working in fellow- 
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ship with him.” These things are written here 
as seeming more than any individual happenings 
truly to show a man’s life such as would lead 
him without fail to the honour of supreme 
sacrifice. 


2nd LIEUTENANT OSCAR WILLIAM POCK- 
LINGTON SENHOUSE, SPECIAL RESERVE 
(attd, 2nd) BATTN. COLDSTREAM GUARDS, 
was the second sur- 
viving son of the late 
Colonel Humphrey 
Pocklington Sen- 
house, and of 
Florence Pockling- 
ton Senhouse, of 
Netherhall, Mary- 
port, Cumberland, 
late of Ashby St. 
Ledgers, Rugby, 
where he was born 
on the 4th May, 1891. 
2nd Lieutenant Senhouse was educated at 
Mr. Tabor’s, Cheam, and at Eton (Mr. Mac- 
naghten’s House), which he entered in 1904. 
Illness prevented him going up to Oxford, as 
he had intended, and in 1912 he went out to 
Australia and took up sheep farming. He was 
a@ sportsman, adventurous and daring, and an 
excellent rider ; he rode in three cross-country 
races held by the Cumberland Hunt. Asa game 
shot he was one of the best in Cumberland 
and very quick with the rifle on either rook or 
rabbit. His most impressive qualities were 
his courage and sociability; cheerful, genial, 
frank and kindly, he was popular with all who 
knew him. He was a member of the Bath 
and Junior Carlton Clubs. 

Immediately war was declared against Ger. 
many Mr. Senhouse joined the Australian Light 
Horse, with which he went to Egypt as a 
Trooper, and served there for some months. In 
February, 1915, he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
in the Special Reserve Coldstream Guards, and 
returned to England. For active service he was 
attached to the 2nd Battalion of his Regiment, 
and went with it to Flanders. Subsequently 
2nd Lieutenant Senhouse was offered a Staff 
appointment, but he felt it his duty to serve in 
the trenches with the Jnfantry. He was killed 
in action on the 18th June, 1915, and wag 
buried in Cambrin, near La Bassée. 


The circumstances of 2nd Lieutenant Senhouse's death 
were thus described by the Officer commanding his 
Battalion: ‘It is with the very deepest regret that I 
write to tell you that your son was killed last night at 
11.30 p.m. He was in charge of the men out in front of 
tho line, covering our working parties. The Germans 
had a party of mon out doing likewise, and a bomb was 
thrown by them which, unfortunately, hit your boy. 
We got the doctor to him at once, but he was past all 
hope when he got there, and died a minute or two after. 
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The doctor says he could not have suffered in the least, 
which is some small consolation for you and those who 
love him. I cannot tell you what a loss he is, not only 
to this Battalion but to the whole Regiment. I have 
only been in command of the 2nd Battalion for a month, 
but during that time he has always boen so cheerful and 
happy and has done his work so extremely well. We 
can ill afford to lose him. May I, in the name of the 
Battalion, express my very deepest sympathy to you in 
your terrible loss. We have buried him in the little 
churchyard of Cambrin, not far from Béthune, where 
others who have beon killed in action also lie.” 

The Officercommanding the Regiment wrote: “It may 
be some comfort to you to know that, though so short a 
time privileged to call himself a Coldstreamer, he had 
endeared himecif to, and won theadmiration of, his brother 
officers, by his gallant bearing and soldierlike qualities. 
His Commanding Officer writes in a private letter a8 
follows: ‘Poor Senhouse was killed on the night o 

June the 18th-19th when out In front of our lines in 
charge of a covering party. The Germans wore also out 
working in front of their trenches, and the covering 
parties finally got in touch. Senhouse was hit in the 
head and legs, and only lived a fow minutes. He is a 
serious loss, as he was a capital officer, and always 
cheerful and laughing in the mess. I am very sorry 
about him.’ The above is just a bald statement of fact 
sent to me by the Commanding Officer of the Battalion, 
so such a description means a great deal more than if 
written for the information of the relatives, and that is 
why I have copicd what he says, for it is high praise. 
We have lost many whom we can ill sparo, and he is 
one of them, and it must hereafter be a source of pride 
to you to remember that he willingly laid down his life 
maintaining the glorious traditions of the distinguished 
Regiment in which he was serving.”” 


Young he might be in the service, but he had 
the true soldier spirit, the spirit that loves 
danger and adventure for its own sake, the 
spirit that esteems honour more than life. 


CAPTAIN JOHN EDWIN SERGEANT, 8th 
BATTN. (VICTORIAN) AUSTRALIAN IN- 
FANTRY, born in 
Melbourne on the 
12th June, 1869, was 
the eldest son of the 
late Robert Sergeant, 
of ‘Hill Park,” 
Goorambat East, 
Victoria. 

He was educated 
privately and after- 
wards joined the 
Australian Forces. 
He served in the 
South African War with the rank of Lieutenant 
in the 5th Mounted Rifles Contingent, and 
received for his services the Queen's medal with 
three clasps. After returning from South 
Africa he was appointed Quartermaster of the 
8th Australian Light Horse Regiment and from 
1908 to 1910 he held the appointment of 
Adjutant of Militia, being then appointed Area 
Officer, which position he continued to hold 
until he went into camp prior to leaving for 
Egypt in October, 1914. He was awarded the 
medal for Long and Efficient Services, and the 


medal for Long Service in the Colonial Auxiliary 
Forces. During the landing on Gallipoli 
Peninsula on the 25th April, 1915, Captain 
Sergeant was shot through the hand, and in the 
afternoon of the same day was killed by 
shrapnel. He was buried on the field of battle. 
For his services in the War Captain Sergeant 
was mentioned in Sir Ian Hamilton’s Despatch 
of 22nd September, 1915. 

Captain Sergeant was a splendid horseman, very 
fond of hunting and was a member of the 
Naval and Military Club, Melbourne. He 
married Anne Troup, daughter of Alexander 
Sutherland, of ‘‘ Barawa,’’ Ballarat, and left 
two daughters, Euphemia Alexandra, born in 
1906, and Mary Stuart, born in 1910. 


2nd LiruTeENANT HENRY FRANCIS SEVERNE, 
1/6th BatTN. (TERRIT.) SHERWOOD FORESTERS 
(NOTTINGHAMSHIRE AND DERBYSHIRE REGI- 
MENT), was killed by a sniper, 10th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT NoRMAN OSCAR SEWELL, 13th 
(CouNTY OF LONDON) PRINCESS LOUISE’S 
KENSINGTON BaTrn. THE LONDON REGIMENT, 
T.F., was killed in action, 9th May, 1915. 


Major SIpNEY DAVIES SEWELL, T.D., CoM- 
MANDING 3rd LonpoN FIELD Company, 2nd 
Lonpon DivistonaAL ENGINEERS, T.F., was 
killed in action, 18th February, 1915. 


CAPTAIN GEORGE CULME-SEYMOUR, 
KING’S ROYAL RIFLE CORPS, ADJUTANT 
9th (COUNTY OF LONDON) BATTN. THE 
LONDON REGIMENT (QUEEN VICTORIA 

RIFLES), T.F., who 

was killed in action 

near Ypres on the 
| th May, 1915, was 
the youngest son of 
Admiral Sir Michael 
Culme-Seymour, 
Bart. Born on the 
8th March, 1878, he 
was educated at Wel- 
lington College, and 
gazetted to the 
“™ King’s Royal Rifles 
from the Militia in October, 1899, becoming 
Lieutenant in November, 1900, and Captain 
in March, 1906. He served in the South African 
War in 1899-1900, and took part in the relief 
of Ladysmith, being present at the battle of 
Colenso, the action at Vaal Kraans, the opera- 
tions on the Tugela Heights, and at Pieter’s 
Hill. He subsequently served with the 2nd 
Battalion of his Regiment in the northern part 
of Natal, being present with it at the battle of 
Laings Nek. He received the Queen’s medal 
with five clasps for his services. 
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Captain Culme-Seymour also served in India, 
Ceylon, Malta and at home, and in January, 
1914, was appointed Adjutant of the Queen 
Victoria’s Rifles, with whom he was serving 
at the date of his death. In the early morning 
of the 7th May, 1915, part of the Queen Vic- 
toria’s Rifles was ordered up to support a Bat- 
talion in the front line on Hill 60. Captain 
Culme-Seymour went on ahead to find out the 
state of affairs, and as there was some confusion 
and want of knowledge as to the position of 
the enemy’s advanced troops, he at once went 
forward himself to try to locate them, and was 
killed while carrying out this reconnaissance. 
He was mentioned in Sir John French’s De- 
spatch of the 3lst May, 1915. 

Captain Culme-Seymour married in December, 
1909, Janet, daughter of the late Charles Lindsay 
Orr-Ewing, M.P., and leaves two children. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ALFRED EpGAR JOHN 
SHACKLEFORD, Ist Barrn. SEAFORTH ll1GH- 
LANDERS (ROSS-SHIRE Burrs, THE DUKE OF 
ALRBANY’S), was killed in action, 9th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEORGE MILLER SHACKLOCK, 
SreciaAL RESERVE, attd. lst BATTN. THE SHER- 
Woop FoRESTERS (NOTTINGHAMSHIRE AND 
DERBYSHIRE REGIMENT), was killed in action, 
12th March, 1915. 


CAPTAIN ‘[HOMAS DUNCOMBE SHAFTO, ADJU- 
TANT, 2nd Batrn. THE Roya. FustLiers (CITy 
oF LONDON REGIMENT), was killed in action, 
2nd May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN ERIC PIERS SHAKERLEY, 6th 
(RESERVE) (attd. Ist) BATTN. THE KING’S 
ROYAL RIFLE CORPS, born at Shrewsbury 
on the 10th March, 
1885, was the fifth 
son of the late Cap- 
tain Geoffrey J. 
Shakerley and his 
wife Emma, daugh- 
ter of Sir Richard | 
Butter, 9th Bart.. | 
of Ballin Temple, | 
Ireland, and a cousin 
of Sir Walter Shaker- | 
ley, Bart., of Somer- } 
ford Park, Cheshire. ; 
His eldest brother, Lieutenant-Colonel G. C. 
Shakerley, D.S.O., King’s Royal Rifle Corps, 
was killed in action on the 15th May, 1915. 

Captain Shakerley was educated at Clifton 
College and at Cooper’s Hill. He entered the 
Soudan Irrigation Service in 1906 and in 1912 
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he was awarded the Order of the Medjidieh. 
He retired in the following year. In August 
1914, he was appointed 2nd Lieutenant on pro- 
bation in the 6th Battalion King’s Royal Rifle 
Corps, and was promoted from that rank to 
Captain in November, 1914. For active service 
he was attached to the Ist Battalion of his 
Regiment, with which he served in France. 
Captain Shakerley was killed in action on the 
10th March, 1915, when he led his Company in 
an attack on the German trenches at Givenchy 
and fell close to the barbed-wire entanglements. 
For his services he was mentioned in Sir John 
French’s Despatch of 31st May, 1915, as was his 
brother, Lieutenant-Colonel Shakerley.

2nd) BATTN NORTHUM- 
BERLAND FUSILIERS, only son of Lawrence 
and Lucy Fenwick 
Shann, Farnham, 
Knaresborough, 
Yorkshire, and a 
nephew of Surgeon- 
Lieutenant - Colonel 
Shann (retired). 5th 
BattalionWest York- 
shire Regiment, 
Senior Medical 
Officer, Harrogate, 
was born at Boston 
Spa, Yorkshire, on 


the 22nd April, 1895. 

He was educated at St. Peter’s School, York, 
and Armstrong College, Newcastle-on-Tyne. 
Ile was for two years a member of the Durham 
University O.T.C., and was gazetted to the 
8rd Battalion Northumberland Fusiliers in 
August, 1914. 

2nd Lieutenant Shann was killed on the 8th 
May, 1915, in the trenches near St. Julien. His 
Company and two others of his Battalion, while 
occupying poor and newly-constructed trenches, 
were surrounded by the enemy, and he was 
shot from behind in rising to look over the 
parapet towards the enemy on their original 


front. 
2nd LIEUTENANT G. S. SHANNON, M.C., SPECIAL 
ReservE, attd. Ist Barry. THE DoRseTSsHIRE 


REGIMENT, was killed in action, 6th May, 1915. 
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CAPTAIN LEWIS HENRY SHAPTER, 3rd 
BATTN. (RESERVE) SUFFOLK’ REGI- 
MENT (attd. lst BATTN. THE HAMPSHIRE 
REGIMENT), born 
on the 7th Septem- 
ber, 1886, at Barn- 
field Crescent, Exe- 
ter, was the son of 
the late Dr. Lewis 
Shapter, Exeter, a 
grandson of Captain 
Edgar Bayly, and a 
great - grandson of 
Colonel Richard 
Bayly, both of whom 
were in the Suffolk 
Regiment. Captain Shapter’s parents died when 
he was only two years old, and he was then 
adopted by Colonel C. E. Brown, R.A., and Mrs. 
Brown; this lady, his mother’s sister, was the 
grand-daughter of Lord Charles Kerr. 

He was educated at Stourwood College, South- 
borne, and first joined the Suffolk Regiment in 
January, 1904, becoming Lieutenant in March, 
1905. While with them he won a silver cup 
for shooting, inscribed : ‘* Militia Rifle Associa- 
tion, won by Lieut. L. H. Shapter, 3rd Suffolk 
Regt., Best Shot (Officer) Annual Course, 1908,” 
and he also won the United Service Gazette 
Cup in 1909. In 1911 he went to Canada for 
three and a half years, returning at a few hours’ 
notice, when the War broke out, to serve, and 
was attached for active service to the Ist 
Battalion Hampshire Regiment. He was killed 
in action on the 31st January, 1915, near Ypres. 
Captain Shapter was gazetted to that rank after 
his death, to date from the 25th January, 1915.

RirtEs), was killed in action, 15th June, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL GEORGE HER- 
BERT SHAW, V.D., COMMANDING 1/4th 
BATTN.(TERRIT.) THE EAST YORKSHIRE 
REGIMENT, born in Hull on the 12th April, 
1865, was the elder son of the late John Shaw, 
Esq., Arnold House, Hull, and the Northlands 
Walkington, East Yorkshire. 


He was educated at The Hull and East Riding 
College, by a private tutor at Nakskov in 
pee ae . , Denmark and Passau 
= 3 4 in Germany, after- 
wards in Paris and 
at the Commercial 
College Copen- 
hagen. He was an 
excellent linguist, 
speaking fluently 
French, Danish, 
Swedish and German, 
and also had a know- 
ledge of Italian. On 
leaving College he 
entered the firm of Shaw & Sons, Ltd., Malting 
Barley Merchants, Hull. of which he became the 
head. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Shaw joined the Ist East 
Yorkshire Rifle Volunteer Corps as a Private in 
January, 1883, and in December the same year 
received his commission as Lieutenant, becom- 
ing Captain in October, 1892, and Honorary 
Major in November, 1898. In 1902 he received 
the King Edward VII. Coronation Medal and 
the following year was promoted Major, receiv- 
ing the Volunteer Decoration. He became 
Honorary Lieutenant-Colonel in October, 1904, 
and succeeded to the command of the 4th 
Bat+talion East Yorkshire Regiment in January, 
1912. Lieutenant-Colonel Shaw was an all-round 
athlete and a good boxer, but it was as a shot» 
both with revolver and rifle, that he was 
particularly distinguished. He was a Vice- 
President of the Yorkshire Rifle Association 
and shot for the County Team in the years 
1897, 1899, 1901, 1903 and 1905-8. He won 
the Yorkshire Officers’ Cup, shot for yearly 
at Strensall in 1893, 1896, 1900, 1907, and 1914, 
and the National Rifle Association Revolver 
Medal in 1900. He shot on seven occasions 
when the great Yorkshire trophy, the Bingham 
Shield, was won by his Battalion, and in three 
winning teams for the Officers’ Rifle Team 
Championship Competition. He also shot twice 
in the winning Revolver Team open to all 
Yorkshire Regiments. He had a genius for 
organisation and many successful schemes in 
his Battalion were suggested by him. He was 
a member of the Hull and East Riding Club, 
the Pacific Club, Hull, and the Derby Club at 
Derby; he also held the certificate of the St. 
John of Jerusalem Ambulance Association. 
On the outbreak of the War in August, 1914, he 
undertook Imperial Service obligations and 
accompanied his Battalion to the Continent> 
He was killed in action in the neighbourhood o¢ 
St. Julien on the 24th April, 1915. It is sup- 
posed he was shot by snipers located ina farm- 
house, who were afterwards rushed and bayo- 
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neted by men of Lieutenant-Colonel Shaw’s 
Battalion. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Shaw married Clara Anne, 
daughter of the late Edward Ward Ingleby, 
Esq., of Hull and Hedon, East Yorkshire, and 
left four sons, Captain A. Godfrey Shaw, 1/4th 
Battalion East Yorkshire Regiment; Lieutenant 
E. Nevill Shaw, 4th Battalion East Yorkshire 
Regiment; Philip and Francis Leslie, both 
serving in the 51st Canadian Infantry Bat- 


talion, and a daughter, Dorothy Amcotts 
Shaw. 
MAJOR HAROLD SHAW, Ist BATTN. 


THE LANCASHIRE 
Buxton on the 29th 
September, 1876, was 
the fourth son of the 
late Henry Shaw, 
Esq.. J.P., D.L., of 
Whitehall, near 
Buxton, Derbyshire. 
He was educated at 
Repton and received 
his commission in 
the Lancashire Fusi- 
liers from the Militia 
in June, 1896, and 
served with his Battalion in India, Malta, 
Crete, Gibraltar, and elsewhere, becoming 
Lieutenant in April, 1898. In the latter year 
he was on active service with the Nile Expedi- 
tion, taking part in the Battle of Khartoum, 
for which he received the Egyptian medal with 
clasp and the British medal. From 1899 to 1900 
he took part in the South African War, and was 
present at operations on the Tugela Heights, 
14th to 27th February, 1900, and the relief of 
Ladysmith. Later he was present at operations 
in Natal, and for his services in the campaign 
he received the Queen’s medal with two clasps. 
He was promoted Captain in January, 1900. 
From January, 1908, to January, 1912, he was 
Adjutant of Volunteers and of the Territorial 
Force. 

Major Shaw, whose promotion to that rank, to 
date from the 17th May, 1915, was not gazetted 
until after his death, went to the Dardanelles 
with his Battalion for active service in the Great 
War. He was killed in action in Gallipoli 
Peninsula on the 4th June, 1915, while gallantly 
leading his men against the Turkish trenches in 
heavy machine-gun fire. For his services that 
day he was mentioned in Sir Tan Hamilton’s 
Despatch of the 22nd September, 1915. 


His Commanding Officer wrote: ‘‘ I always looked upon 
him as the best officer in the regiment, a fine discipli- 
narian, an interesting and thorough instructor. He 
served in my Company in the 2nd Battalion, and at 
Khartoum and at the Tugela (Colenso) fighting he 
always exposed himself regardless of risks.” 


FUSILIERS, born at 
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Ta2 prosent Officer commanding the Battalion wrote: 
“As regards his bravery, he led the Company he had 
trained so weil, through all the hard fighting from the 
landing till the 4th June. . . . Never flurried in action, 
always resourceful, to him belonged in no small measure 
the name the Battalion earned in the carly fighting. . . . 
When killed he was walking about wounded under 
ghastly fire by the Turkish trenches, encouraging the 
remnants of his Company.’” 

Major Shaw was a memberof the Junior Naval 
and Military Club. His favourite sports were 
shooting and hunting, and of gameshe preferred 
polo, tennis, racquets and golf. 


2nd LIEUTENANT PATRICK SHAW, THE PRINCE 
oF WALEs’s LEINSTER REGIMENT (ROYAL 
CANADIANS), was killed in action, 30th June, 
1915. 


LIEUTENANT REGINALD THOMAS SHAW, SPECIAI 
Reserve, attd. 2nd Batrn. Royal Sussex 
REGIMENT, was killed in action, 9th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT WILLIAM EASTERBY SHAW, 2nd 
Batty. THE K1ina’s (SHROPSHIRE LIGHT IN- 
FANTRY), died of wounds, 18th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL EusTacE RoBERT AM- 
BROSE SHEARMAN, p.8.c., COMMANDING Xth 
(PRINCE OF WALEs’s OwN RoyaL) Hussars, 
died of wounds, 14th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT WILLIAM CREAD 
SHEAY, 2nd BATTN. ALEXANDRA, PRIN- 
CESS OF WALES’S OWN (YORKSHIRE 
REGIMENT, was 
the son of William 
Sheay, and was born 
in the Parish of St. 
Luke, Middlesex. 
He joined the ranks 
of the 2nd Battalion 
Yorkshire Regiment, 
and when the War 
with Germany was 
declared was Com- 
pany -Sergeant- 
Major, and held the 
Good Conduct Medal. He received the Medal 
of St. George, Ist Class, and for gallantry in 
the field was awarded the D.C.M., but he did 
not live to receive this honour. 

Mr. Sheay received his commission for service 
in the field. He was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant, 
in the Yorkshire Regiment, the rank to date 
from March, 1915 (London Gazelte, 22nd April, 
1915), and was posted to his old Battalion 
in which he was appointed Machine Gun Officer. 
2nd Lieutenant Sheay was killed in action on 
the 16th May, 1915, and was buried in Béthune 
Cemetery. 
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His Major wrote of him: ‘‘ He was killed by a bullet 
when he was actually working one of his machine guns 
himself. The bullet hit the gun and ricochetted off it, 
and then hit your husband in the face. He was taken 
back to the hospital in Béthune and died the same day. I 
don’t for a moment think he suffered any pain asI fancy 
he was unconscious the whole time. He was buried in 
Béthune Cemetery on the 17th inst. He was always 60 
cheery about everything and only a half an hour before 
he was hit he was laughing and telling me how he only 
wished he could get a good target of Germans to fire at 
with his guns. I can say without any exaggeration, he 
was about the best machine-gun officer in the British 
Army, and it will be most difficult to replace him. His 
loss to the Regiment is felt by all ranks.”’ 


2nd Lieutenant Sheay married Annie, daughter 
of William Smith, and left one son, Arthur 
John, born in the Parish of Teddington, Middle- 
sex, in June, 1910.

BRIAN SHUBRICK, Ist BATTN. THE 
ROYAL INNISKILLING 
born at Coonoor, on 
the Nilgiris, in the 
Madras Presidency, 
on the 13th Sep- 
tember, 1890, was 
the only son of 
Richard Shubrick, 
Esq., Madras Jail 
Department (re- 
tired). He was the 
grandson of Gencral 
Richard Shubrick, 
H.M. Indian Army, 
Provincial Commander-in-Chief of the Madras 
Army 1871, and of Surgeon-General John 
Wilson, I.M.S. Captain Shubrick’s great-grand- 
father, Lieutenant-General Sir Walter Raleigh 
Gilbert, Bart., G.C.B., accepted the surrender 
of the Sikh Army with 16,000 men, 41 pieces 
of cannon, and 13 Sirdars of note at Rawal 
Pindi in March, 1849.

the late Tom Nichalls, of the Stock Exchange, 
and a nephew of Brigadier-General N. T. 
Nichalls. 

He was born at 58, Kensington Gardens Square, 
London, on the 9th January, 1894, and was 
educated at Wellington College, and Worcester 
College, Oxford. At the former he won a medal 
as marksman, and while at Oxford he rowed in 
the College Eight in 1914. At both he was in 
the O.T.C. In August, 1914, he went to the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, where he was made Under- 
officer, and received his commission in the 
Scottish Rifles in November, 1914, being posted 
to the 3rd Battalion at Nigg, Ross-shire, and 
was promoted temporary Lieutenant in March, 
1915. He left Nigg for the front in March, 
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1915, and joined the 2nd Battalion, with which 
he served till his death. 

Lieutenant Simpson was very keen on shooting 
and rowing, and bad done a good deal of 
beagling. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (temp.) HENRY GOR- 
DON SIMPSON, 9th (SERVICE) BATTN. 
THE DUKE OF CORNWALL’S LIGHT IN- 
FANTRY (attd. Ist 
BATTN. ROYAL 
INNISKILLING 
FUSILIERS), the 
only son of Harry 
Simpson, of ‘‘ Glen- 
burn,”’ Sutton, Sur- 
rey, was born on 
the 14th June, 1896. 
2nd Lieutenant 
Simpson was edu- 
cated at; Northdown 
Hill School, Margate, 
going afterwards to Lancing College, Shore- 
ham, to which he would have returned in 
September, 1914, had he not offered his 
services for the War. At Lancing he was 
in the O.T.C. and had ‘become Lance-Corporal 
and obtained certificate “A.” In August, 
1914, he enlisted in the Artists Rifles. 
Early in the November following he was 
gazetted temporary 2nd Lieutenant in the 9th 
Battalion Duke of Cornwall’s Light Infantry. 
He took the Musketry Course at Hayling 
Island, obtaining a Ist Class Certificate, and in 
May, 1915, he left Falmouth with a draft of 
officers for the Dardanelles. He landed on 
Gallipoli Peninsula at the end of the same 
month, and was there attached to the Ist Batta- 
lion Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers. 

2nd Lieutenant Simpson was shot through the 
head by a sniper on the 6th June, 1915, while 
in the trenches at the Dardanelles, and was 
buried where he fell. 


The following account of his death was written by his 
Captain: ‘On the 4th June an advance had been made 
with somewhat varying success. In some of the trenches 
then taken was a sort of dual control, the Turks holding 
one portion and our men another of the same trench, 
On the 6th June in one of these trenches on our right 
centre another Battalion was hard pressed and applied 
for assistance which I was detailed to afford with two 
Platoons of my Company of the Inniskillings. We had 
been fighting all the previous day and also during the 
evening and were somewhat tired ; after a march through 
the communication trenches of about one hour’s dura- 
tion we arrived in the advanced trench about 6 a.m and 
found the garrison in a bad way. Lat once organised a 
bomb attack which your boy led on three separate 
occasions to drive the Turks back to a respectable 
distance. This succeeded. During the remainder of 
the day until about 5 p.m. we were occupied in building 
traverses to stop enfilading fire, blocking up trench ends, 
and generally strengthening the position and in all this 
work, which was the more difficult owing to the enemy 
being able to fire into our front and rear and also to 
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enfilade us, I was helpedmost loyally by your boy, who 
was the only officer with me, About this time the 
Machine Gunners were killed and I had to work the 
gun myself for a while. During this period your boy 
held the approach trench almost singie handed under 
very adverse conditions, and I reully do not care to 
think of what may have happened but for his support 
and plucky example. After about an hour I got some 
Gunners and was able to supervise matters personally. 
We were then being much annoyed by, and suffering 
some loss from, enemy snipers in our right rear. These 
were firing into us at about 50 yards range. While trying 
to locate them your boy and [ rather incautiously exposed 
our heads, and although I was fortunate enough to 
escape, the boy was shot clean through the head and 
expired in a few minutes.

When he went to the University he 
joined the O.T.C., andin 1911 he was gazetted a 
2nd Lieutenant in the 5th Battalion Royal 
Scots, becoming Lieutenant in December, 1912. 
Lieutenant Smith was an exceptionally keen and 
capable officer. All his spare time was given 
to his military duties and for the benefit of his 
Battalion. He was exceedingly popular both 
with oflicers and men. He went to Gallipoli 
Peninsula as Machine Gun Officer and Assistant 
Adjutant with bis Battalion, which formed 
part of the ‘‘ incomparable 29th Divisien,” and 
was killed in action there on the 2nd May, 1915, 
while leading a bayonet charge.

The Commanding Officer of the Battalion writing from 
Alexandria on the 15th May said: ‘‘The Adjutant 
was killed five days before, and your son was acting as 
Adjutant in his place. From the meagre details I have got 
so far, I judge he joined with a line of our men who made 
a bayonct charge to restore the broken British line which 
had given way before the enemy’s attack. In the fighting 
resulting he and two other officers were killed. There is 
consolation in the knowledge that he died gallantly doing 


his best for his country.”" 
A Captain of his Battalion gave the following account 


——_—_——— 


of the circumstances attending his death: ‘‘ As your 
son’s temporary Commanding Officer it is my duty to 
write and tell you how gallantly your son behaved on 
the night when he was killed. I was within a few feet 
of him after a charge which we are told saved the wholo 
army from a break-through by the Turks. Your son 
gave of his best at all times for his Battalion, and on this 
night he was not behind. He led a section of the men 
for a very great distance to occupy a vacant trench 
during the night, and when we arrived there we found 
the Turks had got round from behind. We all had the 
impression that the French Senegalese were behind us 
and, while we hesitated, the blast which killed so many of 
us, including your son,came upon us, By a great chance 
and the goodness of God I was saved by a machine-gun 
protecting me from the bullet intended for me, and thus 
I was the only officer to return from the far-off trench 
when morning came. We drove off the Turks and saved 
the situation, but at what a cost! Montio was a fine 
fellow, who did his duty nobly and unselfishly, and 
never spared himself. His is anothor name to add to the 
roll of those who have fallen to make the 5th Royal 
Scots what they now are. He has done his duty.” 

And a Major of the Royal Army Medical Corps wrote: 
«I saw him nearly every day, and on that day on which 
he was killed. He was a most promising young man in 
every respect and I am sure, had he been spared, would 
have made his mark in whatsvover path he chose to 
tread. He was most highly esteemed by every ono, 
from the Colonel, Adjutant, and officers, to the humblest 
man. Boing appointed Adjutant was the highest honour 
I ever knew conferred upon a man so young, but yet 
he was able for it, and he threw his whole energy into 
whatever task he undertook. It was practically impos- 
sible for such a brave young soldier to escape being 
wounded because he ventured so much and led his men 
so well. His body was found far in advance of many 
others. All the Royal Scots are as one family, and those 
who are spared feel the loss of so many of our brothers. 
Your son rests beside another officer whom he loved, one 
equally brave.”" 


2nd LIEUTENANT LIONEL ST. GEORGE 
MORDAUNT-SMITH, 2nd BATTN. 
ROYAL INNISKILLING FUSILIERS, 
born at Dover Lodge, 
Rugby, on the 23rd 
April, 1896, was the 
eldest son of the late 
Mordaunt Kirwan 
Mordaunt - Smith, 
Esq., and of Mrs. 
Mathew, of Milton 
Bank, Laugharne, 
Carmarthenshire. He 
was a grandson of 
the late Rev. Theo- 
dosius Egerton W. 
Boughton-Leigh, Vicar of Newbold-on-Avon, 
Warwickshire, and of the late Major Lionel 
Seaton Smith, 54th Regiment. 

Mr. Mordaunt-Smith was educated at Elstree 
School and at Charterhouse, afterwards going 
to the R.M.C., Sandhurst. Passing out from the 
latter, he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 
Royal Inniskilling Fusiliers in October, 1914, 
and was attached to the 3rd Battalion at 
Elrington Barracks, Londonderry. Three 
weeks later he joined the 2nd Battalion in 
France and remained with them until he was 
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killed at Festubert on the night of the 15th— 
16th May, 1915, while gallantly leading his 
Platoon in the attack on the German trenches, 
which he had almost reached when he fell. 


The Officer Commanding the Battalion wrote: ‘‘ He was 
8 real good soldier; the men of his Company were fond 
of him. He was a brave fellow, and they are the ones 
unfortunately that get killed. I can assure you that he 
is a great loss to me.’” 

The Adjutant wrote: ‘‘I am very sorry to have to tell 
you that your son L. Mordaunt-Smith was killed in the 
attack on the German trenches on the 16th. He was a 
great friend of mine so I thought I would write to you. 
It may be some consolation to you to know that he fell 
a hero leading his Platoon, and not very far from the 
enemy’s position.” 

His Headmaster at Charterhouse wrote: “ It was a real 
Pleasure to fecl that he was ‘coming out’ steadily and 
to realise the warmheartedness and loyalty that there 
was in his nature. I liked him, I believed in him, and 
he seemed to understand and respond. I looked forward 
to seeing him from time to time and keeping in touch 
with him. Lam sure the character he had developed was 
not wasted.” 

A Captain wrote: ‘I have spoken to a Sergt. of his 
Company who saw him dead. He says he died instan- 
taneously, and as far as he knew, was hit low down in 
the stomach and thighs. He is a Sergt. I can depend 
upon.” 


2nd LIEUTENANT LYULPH STANSFELD 
SMITH, Ist BATTN. THE DUKE OF 
EDINBURGH’S (WILTSHIRE REGIMENT), 
was the elder son of 
Percy Stansfeld 
Smith, Esq., of the 
Stock Exchange, 
London. 

He was born on 
the 25th September, 
1896, at Buckingham 
Palace Mansions, 
London, S.W., and 
was educated at 
Sherborne School, 
Dorset. He was a 
good all-round athlete, a fine long-distance 
runner, and a good swimmer. 

On the outbreak of the War with Germany he 
joined the Honourable Artillery Company in 
August, 1914, as a Private and went to France 
with the lst Battalion in September, 1914. In 
January, 1915, he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant 
in the Wiltshire Regiment, being posted to the 
1st Battalion. He was killed in Flanders on 
the 13th June, 1915, through the accidental 
exploding of a hand grenade, whilst he was 
demonstrating its use to his men, and was 
buried in a small cemetery behind the firing line, 
near Ypres. 


2nd LIzUTENANT ROGER NoEL CoMPToN- 
SmiTrH, 1/6th Batrn. (TERRIT.) THE MAN- 
CHESTER REGIMENT, died of wounds, 29th 
May, 1915. 
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2nd LIEUTENANT (temp.) RICHARD 
WILLINGDON SOMERS-SMITH, 7th (SER- 
VICE) BATTN. KING’S ROYAL RIFLE 
CORPS, eldest son 
of Robert Vernon 
Somers-Smith, J.P., 
C.C., of Bur Lea, 
Horsham, Surrey, 
was born in his 
father’s house on the 
27th October, 1884. 
His brother, Captain 
Somers-Smith, is in 
the London Rifle 
} Brigade. 

~ He was educated at 
Eton, and at Merton College, Oxford, his father’s 
old College, and while at the former fore- 
shadowed the fame that he afterwards achieved 
as an athlete, following in this respect his 
father, who was in his day a famous athlete. 
He rowed in the Eton Hight, and was a very 
fine runner and football player, while at Oxford 
he also excelled in running and racing and could 
have had his running Blue. 

He entered Merton in 1903, and during his 
first year rowed in the ‘ Trials,’ won the 
Freshmen’s Mile, stroked his torpid up five 
places, passed straight from the torpid into the 
Varsity Hight, stroked his College Hight, and 
won the University pairs. The following year 
he continued his successes on the river, rowing 
at Putney and Henley, besides sweeping the 
board at his College Sports. He was a man of 
remarkable modesty and personal magnetism, 
with such pluck that, in the words of one of his 
rowing coaches, he was “ the lion- 
hearted man that ever sat in a boat.” 

After leaving College he went to Ceylon as a 
planter, but returned to enlist when the War 
broke out, and was given his commission in 
the 7th Battalion King’s Royal Rifle Corps as 
temporary 2nd Lieutenant in February, 1915. 

2nd Lieutenant Somers-Smith, who loved his 
soldier's life, was shot—and killed instan- 
taneously—near Hooge, on the 80th June, 
1915, while running out to save some of his men 
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who were buried by a shell; he was buried near 
Ypres, his grave being marked. 


2nd LIEUTENANT RONALD CHRISTIAN 
SUNDIUS SMITH (ROY), UNATTACHED 
LIST FOR INDIAN ARMY, attd. THE 
PRINCE OF WALES’S OWN (WEST YORK- 
SHIRE REGIMENT), born on the 3lst May, 
1894, was the fourth son of the late Fredk. 
Sundius Smith, and of Mrs. Sundius Smith, of 
Portslade, Brighton. He was educated at 
Lindisfarne, Blackheath, at Oundle and at the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, where he gained a Prize 


Cadetship. This he did not accept, however, as 
he wished to serve in the Indian Army. Mr. 
Sundius Smith was 
Captain of Golf and 
Serjeant in the 
Champion Company 
at Arms. He passed 
16th out of Sand- 
hurst, being first in 
map drawing and 
tactics, and was 
gazetted to the un- 
attached list for the 
Indian Army in 
August, 1914. For 
training he was attached to the 4th Battalion 
(Extra Reserve) West Yorkshire Regiment at 
Falmouth, wherehe remained till sent to France 
in March, 1915, to join the 2nd Battalion West 
Yorkshire Regiment. 

2nd Lieutenant Sundius Smith took fifty men 
up to the firing line on the 12th March, 1915, 
during the battle of Neuve Chapelle, and 
reported himself on the morning of that day. 
He went into the front trenches at midday and 
at five o’clock in the afternoon was ordered to 
advance. He was shot in the head and killed 
instantly while leading his Platoon, after less 
than six hours in the firing line.

ROBERT ABEL SMITH, C.M.G., COM-

MANDING 2nd BATTN. 
GUARDS, was a son 


of the late Mr. 


Robert Smith, of 
Goldings, Hertford. 
He was born on 


the 13th September, 
1870, and after being 


educated at Eton 
and the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, joined 


the Grenadier Guards 
in November, 1890, 
becoming Lieutenant 
in July, 1894. He took part in the Nile 
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Expedition in 1898 with the Ist Battalion 
of his Regiment, including the battle of Khar- 
toum, was mentioncd in Despatches (30th 
September, 1898), and awarded the 4th Class 
Order of the Medjidieh, the British medal, and 
the Egyptian medal with clasp. Promoted 
Captain in May, 1899, he was from April of that 
year to October, 1900, A.D.C. to the Governor 
and Commander-in-Chief, New South Wales. 
He served in the South African War from 
January to July, 1902, for which he received the 
Queen's medal with two clasps. He was pro- 
moted Major in December, 1906, and succeeded 
to the command of the 2nd Battalion of his 
Regiment on the 7th September, 1914, during 
the Great War, and servcd with it in France and 
Flanders for eight months in Lord Cavan’s 
Guards’ Brigade. He was mention d in Sir 
John French’s Despatches of the 14th January 
and the 3lst May, 1915, and was awarded the 
C.M.G. for services rendercd during the Ist 
battle of Ypres. He was wounded in the head 
at the battle of Festubert on the 18th May, 
1915, and dicd the following day in hospital at 
Béthune. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Smith married in December, 
1900, the Honble. Violet Elizabeth Katharine 
Somerset, daughter of the 2nd Baron Raglan, 
and left three children, Ralph Richard Abel, 
born in May, 1904; Wilfrid Lyulph Abel, born 
in January, 1905, and Sylvia Mary, born in 
November, 1908. 

He was a member of the Guards’ Club, Travel- 
lers’ Club, and the Naval and Military Club. 


2nd LinuTeENANT WiLtiam SmiTH, 1 /dth 
Barrn. (TERRIT.) THE LoyaAL NorTH Lan- 
CASHIRE REGIMENT, died of wounds, 17th June, 
1915. 


CAPTAIN MILES BURY SELBY-SMYTH, 
4th BATTN. RIFLE BRIGADE (THE PRINCE 
CONSORT’S 
OWN), was the only 
son of the late 
Lieutenant - Colonel 
Edward Guy Selby- 
Smyth, Royal Irish 
Rifles, and Georgina 
Florence his wife, 
daughter of Honble. 
John James Bary, 
and a grandson of 
the late General Sir 
Edward Selby- 


Smyth, K.C.M.G. 

He was born at Halifax, Nova Scotia, on the 
17th November, 1884, and was educated at 
Mr. Standford’s School, Rottingdean, and at 
Bradfield College, Berkshire. 
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He first joined the 7th (Militia) Battalion Rifle 
Brigade, from which he was gazetted to The 
Rifle Brigade (Regulars) in May, 1908, and 
posted to the 3rd Battalion. He served in 
India with the 2nd Battalion in 1909-10, and 
was extra A.D.C. to Sir Gerald Strickland, 
Governor of Western Australia, from 1910- 
12. Ile was promoted Lieutenant in January, 
1911, and Captain in November, 1914. With 
the 4th Battalion he served in Khartoum and 
India in 1912-14, and left with it for France 
in December, 1914. 

He was killed in action on the morning of the 
15th March, 1915, while leading his Company 
in a counter-attack in front of the Mound at 
St. Eloi, Flanders, and was buried near the 
Church at Dickebusch on the 17th March. 
Captain Selby-Smyth married in 1912 Violet 
Emily, daughter of the late Captain Cecil 
Drummond. Rifle Brigade, and left one daughter 
Pamela Dorothy Beaujolois, born August, 
1913, 


2nd LIEUTENANT FRANK WILLIAM 
SNAPE, 2nd BATTN. THE KING’S OWN 
(YORKSHIRE LIGHT INFANTRY), 
who was kiled in 
action on the 7th 
May, 1915, was the 
third son of Charles 
Coltman Snape, 
Gentleman, Wivelis- 
combe, Somerset, 
and the adopted son 
of Miss E. E. M. 
Taylor, 1, St. Luke's 
Road, Bath; he was 
a grandson of the 
late Dr. Charles 
Snape, of Wiveliscombe, and his brother, 
Edward Coltman Snape, is a 2nd Lieutenant 
in the Royal Field Artillery. 

He was born on the 26th March, 1893, at 
Carlton, St. John, New Brunswick, Canada, and 
was educated at Monkton Combe School, Bath, 
1905-10, where he was in the O.T.C. for five 
years. On leaving school 2nd Lieutenant Snape 
went to Canada and took up farming. While 
in Canada he accepted a commission in the 
Canadian Militia in July, 1912, and went in for 
the annual training in the autumns of 1912 and 
1913, in which latter year he returned to 
England. He had always shown a decided 
preference for a military career, and his ambi- 
tion was at last satisfied in February, 1914, 
when he received a commission in the Special 
Reserve, 3rd Battalion Prince Albert’s (Somerset 
Light Infantry). He went to France in Sep- 
tember, 1914, in charge of a machine-gun 
section, and was at first attached to the Oxford- 
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shire and Buckinghamshire Light Infantry ; 
later he was attached and finally posted to the 
2nd Battalion King’s Own Yorkshire Light 
Infantry. having received a commission in that 
Regiment in December, 1914. 


The Commanding Officer of his Battalion wrote: 
“ Please allow me to condole with you in the sad loss of 
your nephew (2nd Lieut. F. W. Snape). The only satis- 
faction is that he was killed quite instantaneously and 
suffered no pain, He was in the trench with his machine 
guns when he was shot through the neck. He had been 
with us longer than any other Officer present with the 
Battalion. He was an excellent Officer and very popular 
with us all. He was buried behind a larch wood ncar 
Hill. 60." 

A Captain of the Battalion wrote: ‘‘ Poor Snape was 
killed in a trench at about 9 a.m. on May 7th. During 
the night we had done an attack on a German position, 
and as Machine-gun Officer Snape had remained in our 
trench to cover our advance with his guns, and had come 
safely through. I was up in the trench shorcly after- 
wards where I saw him, and everything was quiet except 
for ‘sniping ’ which always goes on, and we were not 
then taking any casualties. Poor Snape apparently was 
walking down the trench to visit one of his guns, and 
must not have kept low enough down and got shot 
through the head—one blessing is that he was killed 
instantaneously. We carried him down and buried him 
in a larch wood in rear of our trench which is quite close 
to Hill 60, where we have taken s0 many casualties. 
We put a wooden cross over his grave with his name and 
Regiment on it. 

“* Snape is a tremendous loss to us, and will be impessible 
to replace with the machine guns which he loved. He 
always lived with us in our H.Q. Mess, and a better boy 
never stepped.” 


LIEUTENANT H. J. SNOWDEN, HERTFORDSHIRE 
ReGiMeNT, T.F., was killed in action, 11th 
January, 1015. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ROGER FREDERICK CHURCHILL 
GELDERD - SOMERVELL, GRENADIER GUARDS, 
SPECIAL RESERVE, attd. Ist BATTN., was killed, 
11th March, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES MALIN 
CLIFTON SORBY, 1/3rd MONMOUTH- 


SHIRE REGIMENT, T.F., who was born at 
Darfield, Yorkshire, 


on the 23rd Febru- 
ary, 1895, was the 
eldest son of the 
Rev. A. E. Sorby, 
Rector of Darfield, 
Rural Dean of Wath, 
and Mrs. Sorby ; he 
was a grandson of 
Charles Walker, Esq., 
C.E., and a cousin 
and godson of Dr, 
Clifton Sorby, 
F.R.S., Preident of the Royal Society, ete. 

He was educated at Hurst Court 


and Chelten- 
ham College, where he was one of his House 
Football team, cox of his House boat, and a 
member of the O.T.C. He was a member of the 
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Old Cheltonians’ Club, and was an expert at 
motoring, and fond of boating, golf and tennis. 
On leaving Cheltenham, he took up engineering 
and was going in for a course of mining engineer- 
ing at Ebbw Vale Collieries, South Wales, when 
the War broke out. He received his commission 
in the Monmouthshire Regiment in September, 
1914, and while under training was distin- 
guished for rifle practice ; on going to the front 
in February, 1915, he was selected for machine- 
gun service in his Battalion. 

He had been through the battles of Zonnebeke 
and Ypres, and it was near the latter place that 
he was mortally wounded on the 8th May, 1915, 
while rescuing for the second time that day, a 
wounded man of his Platoon, under terrific shell 
fire; both the men whom he rescued lived, 
owing their lives to their gallant young Officer. 


The second one rescued, Sergeant Davies, thus described 
the incident, writing to Lieutenant Sorby’s mother. 
After saying he was one of Lieutenant Sorby's Platoon 
and expressing his deep sympathy at his loss, he went 
on: ** I can only say that I lost the best friend in the 
Regiment when I lost my Officer. He was the friend of 
all the men in his Platoon, who simply worshipped him ; 
he was always looking for ways to help them in the hard 
work they had to do, and not above doing any one’s 
share who was at all done up. I was wounded through 
the thigh about six o’clock in the morning, May 6th, 
and lay in two feet of mud and water in the trench all 
day; it was too light for stretcher bearers when I got 
hit, so had to wait for darkness. He came to me many 
times and asked if he could do anything for me. No 
stretchers came for me that night (during which Lieut. 
Sorby had to go to Hd. Qrs.), so he came back about 
5.30 a.m., and was in a fine rage that one of his Platoon 
had been left over, asked for volunteers to carry me out. 
He could have had dozens, so he picked out four of the 
strongest, and I was put on a sheet of roofing with two 
long poles. We had not got above 30 yards, when the 
Germans opened fire on us, and themen got shattered arms, 
so had to drop me. I was too weak to get back to the 
trench, and lay in the open with bullets dropping all 
around me, when Lieut. Sorby dashed out of the trench, 
and not only dragged me back, but placed himself between 
me and the Germans, and so got me back safely. I can 
assure you it was one of the bravest deeds of the War, 
but he never thought of anything at all but getting me 
back. Though he was wounded, he kept asking me if I 
was all right and never a thought for himself.’’ 


The Officer Commanding his Battalion also 
wrote saying Lieutenant Sorby was wounded in 
the abdomen on the 7th May, and expressing 
his deep sense of the loss he was to his Regiment. 
They had Heen twenty-one days in the fire 
trenches. 


The following account was received from the Medical 
Officer in charge of the Battalion, who was himself 
wounded next day: ‘‘ He came back with a message to 
Headquarters, missed his way and must have wandered 
ail night (May 7th); he found my dug-out and fell 
exhausted into my arms....I guided him to the 
Colonel and got him some stimulant. He was wonderful, 
he save his message, received his reply, and went back. 
He stood in the doorway saluting his Colonel with a smile 
on his face. He knew he was going back to worse than 
hell and yet he smiled. I shall never sce him again, but 
I often see that brave boy's face smiling, and hold it 
as my highest example.” 


A memorial service was held on the 30th May, 


1915, at Darfield for LieutenantSorby and others 
of the parish, and also one in Cheltenham 
College Chapel on the 25th June for the Old 
Cheltonians who had given their lives for their 
country. 


LIEUTENANT MONTAGUE DOUGLAS 
SPANKIE, 14th KING GEORGE’S OWN 
FEROZEPORE SIKHS, INDIAN ARMY, 
born at Inverness 
on the 8rd October, 
1890, was the second 
surviving son of the 
late Lieutenant- 
Colonel J. P. W. 
Spankie, Indian 
Army, and of Mrs. 
Spankie, St. Michael's 
Road, Bedford. 

He was educated at 
Bedford Grammar 
School, where he won 
the Ist XV. Colours in the season 1908-9, 
and from which he passed direct into the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, in February, 1909, being 5th on the 
list. He passed out of Sandhurst in December, 
1909, and in the following month was gazetted 
to an unattached 2nd Lieutenancy for the 
Indian Army. He sailed for India in Feb- 
ruary, 1910, and was attached for a year 
to the Essex Regiment at Quetta. In March, 
1911, he was posted to the 14th Sikhs of which 
Regiment he was Quartermaster at the time of 
his death, becoming Lieutenant in April, 1912. 
In that year he took a signalling course at Poona 
and received a special certificate on completion 
of the course. He proceeded with the 14th 
Sikhs to Gallipoli Peninsula from Egypt in 
April, 1915, and fell in the trenches on the 
I4th May, 1915. He was buried on Gully 
Beach. 
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The Officer commanding his Regiment wrote: “ Your 
son was a splendid young officer, reliable and hardwork- 
ing, and very popular with all ranks. He was recom- 
mended to me by his Company Commander when he 
was attached to the Essex Regiment, and I was lucky 
to get him into my Regiment. He will be hard to 
replace." 

Lieutenant Spankie was mentioned in Sir Ian 
Hamilton’s Despatch of November, 1915, for 
gallant and distinguished service in the field 
(Times, 20th March, 1917). 


CAPTAIN SIDNEY JAMES BELTON 
SPARLING, 57th WILDE’S RIFLES 
(FRONTIER FORCE) MAJOR (temp.) 
ROYAL MARINES, eldest son of Lieutenant- 
Colonel J. P. Sparling, Indian Army (retired), 
and of Mrs. Sparling, 11, Kingsley Terrace, 
Westward Ho! N. Devon, was born in Dal- 
housie, Punjab, on the 26th April, 1882. He 
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was a grandson of the late E. Sparling, Deputy 
Conservator of Forests, Punjab. 
Major Sparling was 
educated at the 
Junior School, West- | 
ward Ho! Devon, at | 
Fettes College, Edin- 
burgh, and at the | 
| 
| 
| 
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R.M.C., Sandhurst, 
from which he was 
gazetted to the Nor- 
folk Regiment as 2nd 
Lieutenant in Janu- 
ary, 1902. He served 
with the 2nd Batta- 
lion in the South African War, being present at 
operations in the Transvaal from March to May, 
1902, receiving the Queen’s medal. He was 
present at the surrender of the Boer General, 
Delarey, who gave him his autograph. In July, 
1904, he was transferred to the Indian Army 
with the rank of Lieutenant, and joined the 57th 
Wilde's Rifles F.F., with whom in 1908 he took 
partin operationsin the Mohmand country, N.W. 
Frontier, being ‘slightly ’’ wounded, and for 
which he received the medal with clasp. He 
was promoted Captain in January, 1911. For 
special services at the Delhi Coronation Durbar 
he received the ‘‘ Durbar Medal,’’ dated 12th 
December, 1911. In October, 1913, he was 
appointed to the Northern Shan States Battalion 
of the Burma Military Police, and in November, 
1914, he proceeded to England on six months’ 
leave on Medical Certificate. In February, 
1915, he was offered a temporary appointment 
in the Royal Marines, with the rank of Major, 
which he accepted, becoming Adjutant of the 
“ Howe ”’ Battalion Royal Naval Division. He 
accompanied that Battalion to the Dardanelles, 
was present at the landing operations at Cape 
Helles, Gallivoli Peninsula, and was wounded 
in the advance on Krithia 2nd May, 1915. He 
rejoined for duty 3rd June. 1915, and next day, 
4th June, was killed in action at Kereves Dere 
in the grand attack on the Turkish position. 
He was leading the ‘‘ charge ”’ at the head of his 
men, and was shot through the chest twenty 
yards from the Turkish trench. 

Major Sparling was a keen soldier and a good 
polo player; he was in the Regimental team of 
Wilde’s Rifles, helping to win some coveted 
trophies. 
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CAPTAIN BENJAMIN CHARLES SPARROW, 1 /39th 
GARWHAL RIFLES, was killed in action, 10th 
March, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT FRANcIS SPARROW, 2nd 
Batty.

MAJOR CHARLES RODNEY SPEDDING, 
D.S.O., 2nd BATTN. THE ROYAL IRISH

Captain Benjamin 
Henry Spedding, 
M.R.CS., L.R.C.P., 
Edinburgh, was born 
on the 25th April, 
1871. 

He was educated at 
St. Columba’s Col- 
lege, and Trinity 
College, Dublin, and 
was gazetted to 
the Royal Irish Rifles from the Militia in 
December, 1893, becoming Lieutenant in 
October, 1896, and Captain in March, 1902. 
He took part in the South African War, having 
been Station Staff Officer from September to 
December, 1900, and having served as Adjutant 
of the 9th Battalion Mounted Infantry, from 
December, 1900, to April, 1901. He was Chief 
Staff Officer after this to the late Major-General 
(then Colonel) Ingoville Williams, who com- 
manded an Australian column until the end of 
the South African War. He was present at 
operations in the Orange Free State and Orange 
River Colony in 1899 and 1902. For his ser- 
vices he was twice mentioned in Despatches 
(London Gazelle, 10th September, 1901, and 
29th July, 1902), was awarded the D.S.O., and 
received the Queen’s medal with three and the 
King’s with two clasps. From June, 1906, to 
August, 1909, he was A.D.C. to the General 
Officer Commanding the Infantry Brigade at 
Malta, and from November, 1910, to January, 
1913, was Second-in-Command of a Battalion 
of Mounted Infantry in South Africa. For this 
appointment he had been recommended by 
Major-General Williams, who valued his services 
as Chief Staff Officer very-highly. In November, 
1911, he was promoted Major in his Battalion, 
which went to France as part of the 7th Brigade, 
IlIrd Division, B- f 
Major Spedding, who was mentioned in Sir 
John French’s Despatch of the 8th October, 
1914, was reported missing in September, 1914. 
In spite of every inquiry, nothing definite has 
since been heard of him, and leave to presume 
his death, and to apply for grant of probate 
were given in the Dublin Probate Court at the 
end of 1915. 


Major Spedding married Constance Mildred 
Edith, younger daughter of Lieutenant-Colonel 
T. G. Cuthell, late 13th Hussars, Goldhill Lodge, 
Farnham, Surrey, and left a son and two 
daughters. He was a member of the Naval and 
Military Club, aud a keen horseman, an excellent 
whip and a good rifle shot. He was also a very 
clever trainer, always trained his own ponies, 
and won many races in India, Malta and South 
Africa. 


LIEUTENANT CHARLES BENNETT SPENCE, 
Roya Fretp ARTILLERY, and FLYING OFFICER, 
Roya Fryinc Cores, was killed in action, 
9th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN HUGH MAITLAND SPENCER, 
2nd BATTN. SEAFORTH HIGHLANDERS 
(ROSS-SHIRE BUFFS, THE DUKE OF 
ALBANY’S), who 
was killed in action 
on the 25th April, 
1915, in Flanders, 
was the youngest 
son of Fredk. Spen- 
cer, J.P., D.L., of 
Pondsmead, Oakhill, 
Somerset, and of the 
late Jamesina Chis- 
holm Spencer. 

He was born on the 
15th January, 1882, 
and was educated at Eton and the R.M.C.,Sand- 
hurst whence he received his first appointment 
in the Seaforth Highlanders in January, 1902. 
Immediately he joined he was on active service 
in the South African War, being present at 
operations in the Transvaal, Orange River and 
Cape Colonies in April and May, 1902, for which 
he received the Queen’s medal with four clasps. 
He was promoted Lieutenant in June, 1905, 
and Captain in April, 1913. Captain Spencer 
was a member of the Royal Automobile and 
Caledonian Clubs. 


LievTeNANT Witty  BertiotpD PATON 
SPENCER, 2nd Batrn. THE DUKE OF EpIn- 
BURGH’s (WILTSHIRE REGIMENT), was killed 
in action, 10th March, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT WILLIAM’ SPENS, 9th 
(GLASGOW HIGHLAND) BATTN.(TERRIT.) 
THE HIGHLAND LIGHT INFANTRY, 
eldest son of Mr. and the Honble. Mrs. William 
George Spens, of Edinburgh, was born in that 
city on the 5th September, 1874. 

He was educated at Glasgow Academy and at 
Glenalmond (Perthshire). He became a Char- 
tered Accountant and was in business in 


Glasgow till 1900, when he went to London as 
Secretary of the Stock Conversion and Invest- 
ment Trust, Ltd. 
While in Glasgow he 
had become a Cap- 
tainin the 5th Volun- 
teer Battalion High- 
land Light Infantry 
—as his corps was 
then named — but 
resigned his commis- 
sion shortly after 
moving to London. 
He had qualified as 
a 2nd Class Inter- 
preter in a modern forcign language, and held 
the Certificate of a School of Instruction as 
qualified for promotion to the rank of Field 
Officer. He was a member of the Caledonian 
and Union Clubs, London. 

When war was declared he offered his services 
to his old Regiment, and received a commission 
in it as Lieutenant in August, 1914. He went to 
the front in November, 1914, and was killed by 
shell on the 17th May, 1915, during the battle 
of the Rue du Bois, France. 


Wis Commanding Officer wrote of him: “I can assure 
you that @ more gallant soldicr you could not find, 
and he behaved during the action splendidly—a great 
favourite with all ranks, he is a great loss to my Battalion 
and to the Service.” 

LIEUTENANT GILBERT EDWIN SpRAKE, 1 /5th 
Batrn. (TERRIT.) THe East LANCASHIRE 
REGIMENT, was killed by shrapnel, 7th June, 
1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ALEXANDER DALZELL 
SPRUNT, 4th BATTN. (EXTRA RESERVE! 
BEDFORDSHIRE REGIMENT, attd. 
SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE REGIMENT, 
was the second son 
of J. D. and Jane 
Naismith Sprunt, 
Montgomerie, Berk- 
hampstead, and was 
born at 20, Lynd- 
hurst Gardens, 
Hampstead, London, 
on the 7th January, 
1891. 

He was educated at 
Berkhampstead 
School, and New 
College, Oxford, where he graduated with 
Honours in July, 1914, and was nominated 
Assistant Professor of Natural History at 
Glasgow University. He received his degree 
of B.A. in the week that war was declared. At 
school and college he was for about ten years in 
the O.T.C., and was at once offered a commis- 
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sion, which he accepted, and was gazetted to 
the Bedfordshire Regiment, joining his Bat- 
talion immediately at Dovercourt. 

Somewhat later, having taken a draft of the 
Guards from the base at Havre to their Corps 
in the trenches, he was himself attached to the 
South Staffordshire Regiment. At Givenchy, 
near Neuve Chapelle, his Company was selected. 
to lead the attack on the 10th March, 1915, and 
he was shot down about fifteen yards from the 
enemy's trenches. He seems to have lain where 
he fell from morning to night, when he was 
rescued and finally taken to the Hospital for 
Officers at Lillers, France, where he died on the 
17th March, after a week of intense suffering, 
borne with a fortitude that was the cause of 
remark even of strangers. 

The Oxford Professor who examined him for 
his degree considered that in him the country 
had lost one of the most promising young 
scientists, 


2nd LIEUTENANT LESLIE CHARLES 
HERMAN SQUIRE, 7th (CITY OF LONDON) 
BATTN. THE LONDON REGIMENT, T.F., 
who died on the 

13th May, 1915, of 

wounds received in 

action, was the third 

son of Mr. and Mrs. 

E. Squire, of High | 
View, Westcliff Par- | 
ade, Westcliff-on-Sea. | 
Te was born on the | 
5th August, 1892, 
and was educated 
at the High School, 

Southend, and the 
London University. He was afterwards articled 
to Messrs. Hawthorn, Leslie and Company, 
Engineers, Newcastle-on-Tyne, and later joined 
the staff of Messrs. Dodwell and Company, 
Japan and China Merchants. He joined the 
ranks of the Territorial Force on the 5th August, 
1914, his 22nd birthday and the first day of the 
Great War, and having been promoted Lance- 
Corporal was recommended for a commission, 
which he received while serving at the front in 
March, 1915. 

His Commanding Officer wrote: ‘“* Your son Leslie was 
mortally wounded carly on Wednesday morning when 
on duty at the trenches in the prolonged battle now 
proceeding, and died in hospital shortly afterwards. 
It may be of some comfort to you to know that he was a 
very promising Officer, doing his duty thoroughly, and 
had gained the respect of all ranks with whom he came 
in contact, and he will be much missed both by his 
brother Officers and men."" 

One of his friends who had been with him yachting on 
the Broads wrote: ‘I should like you to know that 
Leslie made a splendid Officer, and was well beloved 


by all his men; also that he fell while doing his duty, 
and no man can do more. The news of his death came

as a great blow to me; 
the Army a brave Offic 
Another Officer wrote: ‘“‘ Your son was one of my 
Platoon Commanders all the time he was a Subaltern. 
. « . He wasa keen and energetic Officer, and was becom- 
ing thoroughly useful to me in spite of his small ex- 
perience as an officer. He was very popular with his 
platoon, and his men are very upset at his loss,”" 


I have lost a very dear pal, and 


2nd Lieutenant Squire was a member of the 
Nore Yacht Club, and had only just returned 
from a yachting expedition on the Norfolk 
Broads when war broke out. He had been 
deprived of all forms of sport involving violent 
exercise on account of heart trouble (valvular 
disease), and for the same reason had had to 
give up engineering after three years’ apprentice- 
ship. When he joined the Army for active 
service three doctors passed him without 
noticing it, but a fourth hesitated a good deal 
before passing him to go to France, saying 
finally, that as Mr.Squire was so keen, he would 
risk it. 


LIEUTENANT CHARLES NOBLE STACEY, 
7th BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE DUKE OF 
CAMBRIDGE’S OWN (MIDDLESEX REGI- 
MENT), of Audley 
House, New Barnet, 
Herts., was killed in 


action near Fro- 
melles, France, on 
the 10th of May, 
1915. 


His Commanding Officer 
wrote of him: ‘* He was 
one of the very best of 
my younger Officers, 
capable, reliable, hard- 
working, and, utterly 
fearless. His death is a 
great loss to his Battalion 
in which he will never be forgotten."" 

Lieutenant Stacey was the son of Edward 
Stacey, Audley House, New Barnet, by his 
marriage with Jane, daughter of Christopher 
Mounsey Wilson, J.P., of Manchester and of 
Bampton, Westmoreland, and a grandson of 
Charles Stacey, of Wickham Hall, Bishop's 
Stortford. He was born at New Barnet on the 
24th September, 1894, and educated at Sand- 
royd, Cobham, and Charterhouse.

Albert Road, Sefton 
Park, Liverpool, was 
the eldest son of 
Richard George Stac- 
poole, of Walton 
Street, Hans Place, 
London, and of 
County Clare, Ire- 
land, by his marriage 
with Edith Maude, 
daughter of Sir Edward John Dean Paul, 4th 
Baronet. Lieutenant Stacpoole was a great- 
grandson of Richard John de la Zouche Stac- 
poole, of Eden Vale, County Clare, Ireland. 

He was educated at Eton and the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, and was gazetted to the Royal Irish 
Regiment in November, 1911, joining his 
Regiment in Narisabad in January, 1912. 
While in India he passed the Transport Course, 
and was promoted Lieutenant in August, 1914. 
His recreations were polo, football, boxing and 
shooting.

Mrs. D. H. Stanhope, was the daughter of Joseph 


Carter Wood, of Felcourt, Sussex: his elder 
brother, C. J. L. Stanhope, is a Captain in the 
15th Hussars. 

Lieutenant Stanhope was-born at Whitefield 
House, Uldale, Mealsgate, Cumberland, on the 
23rd November, 1896, and was educated at 
Oakham, Rutland, and at the R.M.C., Sand- 
hurst, for which he gained a King’s Cadetship. 
Passing out of Sandhurst in July, 1914, he was 
sent to Minster, Isle of Sheppey, receiving his com- 
mission in the Rifle Brigade in October of that 
year; he went to the front in March, 1915, and his 
promotion to Lieutenant to date from April, 1915, 
was not gazetted until the October following. 
Though only in his nineteenth year when he 
was killed, Lieutenant Stanhope had already 
shown himself to be a keen sportsman. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEOFFREY STANI- 
LAND, 4th BATTN. (TERRIT.)

ton, Lincolnshire, 
was born in that 
town on the 18th 
February, 1881; he 
was a grandson of

He was educated at 
Rugby and, having adopted the legal profession, 
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was admitted aSolicitor in 1903, and afterwards 
became a member of the old-established firm 
of Messrs. Allisons, of Louth, Lincolnshire. 
He was a keen follower of the hounds, a good 
oarsman, and a first-class tennis player. 

On the outbreak of war he volunteered his 
services and was first gazetted, in error, to 
the 4th London Regiment, in August, 1914, 
which was subsequently corrected to the 4th 
Lincolnshire Regiment, which he joined in 
October, 1914, and undertook Imperial Service 
obligations. 

He was killed by shrapnel on the 13th April, 
1915, at Pond Farm, Lindenhoek, Belgium, as 
he was trying to get his men out of a barn into 
a place of safety, being himself the last to leave. 
He was much beloved by his men, for whose 
comfort and safety he never spared himself. 
2nd Lieutenant Staniland married Millicent 
Ellen Marianne, third daughter of Frederick J. 
Leather, of Middleton Hall, Belford, North. 
umberland, and leaves two sons—Geoffrey 
Meaburn, born 14th August, 1901, and Chris- 
topher Stainbank, born 7th October, 1905. 


CapTaIn WILLIAM LANAGAN STANNARD, 1/5th 
Batrn. (TERRIT.) THE PRINCE OF WALES’S 
VOLUNTEERS (SOUTH LANCASHIRE REGIMENT), 
was killed by the explosion of a bomb, 5th May, 
1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT FRANK STANSFIELD, 
1/5th BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE EAST 
LANCASHIRE REGIMENT, born at Burnley 
on the 12th April, 
1891, was the only 
surviving sonof John 
and Emily Stansfield, 
of Osborne Grove, 
Burnley. 

He was educated at 
King William’s Col- 


lege, Isle of Man, 
and received his 
commission in the 


Territorial Force in 
August, 1914, going 
with his Battalion to Egypt on the 5th Septem- 
ber, and thence to Gallipoli Peninsula on the 
4th May, 1915. He was wounded in the arm on 
the 21st May, and was at the base for a few days, 
but had returned to the trenches and was in 
charge of an observation post when he was 
shot while going to the assistance of one of his 
men, who was wounded and in the open, death 
being instantaneous. He fell on the 31st May, 
1915, and was buried at Gurkha’s Bluff, 
Gallipoli. 


His Commanding Officer wrote: ‘* Personally I, possibly 
more than any one else in the Regiment, know and feel 
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how hoart-brokan you mast be, for Frank has been 
with m:feom the very start of this War. .. . I cannot 
write too highly of yourson ; he was a hard worker, most 
thorough in all he undertook, and from the very com- 
mencement took every opportunity to make himself 
efficient. At Burnley he worked like a slave, then ag 
one of my Platoon Commanders in ypt he made his 
men and their training and comfort his great object 
life, and as a result his men loved and highly respected 
him, would have followed him anywhere and done any- 
thing for him. Since early in February, when I took 
over the duties of second in command, I have been in a 
position to compare his work with other Platoon Com- 
manders, and without the slightest hesitation considered 
him capable to perform any military duty that might be 
entrusted to him; he was alw careful to get 
the exact details of any orders he received that it would 
have been impossible for him to have gone wrong. I 
recollect the night he was wounded we had been ordered 
to go into the firing-line trenches; just before we 
started the enemy peppered us with shrapnel, and the 
Regiment in front lost heavily, but we had time to scatter 
and get into our ‘ dug-out so we waited until the 
bombardment was over and it had become darker, and 
then we set out. After some time we reached a water- 
course and followed the stream... . 4 After a bit the 
banks became steeper, we had frequent halts, and the 
men got into single file, when the bullets commenced 
to come swish and thud as they struck the ground or the 
bank close by. I was at the very rear of the Battalion, 
the next Battalion was on our heels,and their C.O. be- 
came restive and asked the cause of the delay, so I started 
forward to find out, and soon found Frank. He had his 
left arm in a sling with a bandage on it, and was smoking 
a cigarette. I asked him what had happened, and could 
hardly drag out of him that he had been wounded. It 
seems we had te cross the stream, proceed up the opposite 
bank, then run over the open ground and down again, 
into the ravine once more. The men had to follow one 
by one, with an interval of five yards between each, and 
Frank had been told off to see this done and get the men 
along, and I can assure you it was difficult, for the bullets 
were coming fast and furious all the time. Although 
Frank had been wounded he yet stuck to his duty, 
carried out his orders, and then by his perfect cool- 
headedness inspired the men with confidence. Yes, 
he was a man, a brave, brave man. I at once ordered 
him off to the base; at first he was for not going, did 
not want to go, said he could carry on, but eventually 
went. Even then he refused help; a man returning 
from the trenches offered to carry his kit, but Frank 
refused, wounded as he was. After we had been in the 
trenches for two days, one afternoon Frank turned up ; 
he came up to see if he could be of any use; he did not 
want to stay away, but of course he was ordered back at. 
once. He was a brave man,” 


2nd LIEUTENANT FRANK EVERED STANTIAL, 
3rd (RESERVE) (attd. Ist) BarrN. THE SUFFOLK 
REGIMENT, was killed in action, 6th May, 1915. 


Masor JAMES HERBERT STAVEACRE, 2 /7th 
Batrn. (TeRRIT.) THE MANCHESTER R¥EGI- 
MENT, was killed in action, 4th June, 1915. 


CAPTAIN FREDERICK SIMPSON STAVELEY, 3rd 
Batrn. (RESERVE) THE YORKS 
REGIMENT, attd. 2nd Barry. THE Du OF 
WELLINGTON’S (WEST RIDING REGIMENT), was 
killed by the accidental explosion of a hand 
grenade 14th March, 1915.

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CAPTAIN RICHARD STEACIE, 14th 
CANADIAN INFANTRY BATTN. (ROYAL 
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MONTREAL REGIMENT) CANADIAN 
EXPEDITIONARY FORCE, was the third 
son of the late 


Edward Steacie, and 
a relative of Colonel 
Charles A. Smart, 
commanding 2nd 
Brigade Canadian 
Mounted Rifles. 
Captain Steacie was 
born at Ballinasloe, 
Co. Galway, Ireland, 
on the 27th March, 
1868, and was edu- 
cated at Ballinasloe. 
He went out to Canada and settled there. 
Captain Steacie took a keen interest in Military 
matters in Canada. He joined the ranks of the 
3rd Victoria Rifles of Canada, and afterwards 
became Lieutenant in the 6th Hussars, which he 
left to join the 13th Scottish Light Dragoons as 
Captain. Later he joined the Ist Grenadier 
Guards of Canada. 

On the outbreak of the Great War Captain 
Steacie volunteered for active service and 
came to Europe with the 14th Canadian 
Infantry Battalion. He was killed in action at 
St. Julien on the 22nd April, 1915, and buried in 
St. Julien Cemetery. 


One of his men gave the following account of his death : 
‘*The Major was wounded badly in a few minutes, so 
they called for Captain Steacie to take command. He 
was at my side at the time handing out extra bandoliers, 
for we were using a great amount of ammunition; but 
jumped up at the command, but fell again in an instant, 
with a bullet through his heart. We turned him over, 
but he bravely replied * Carry on,boys, [’'m O.K.’ Thus 
he died—a soldier and a her He was the most beloved 
captain in the Royal Montreal Regiment and many a 
tear was shed by his boys when his death became known: 

Je dragged his body to St. Julien Cemetery and buried 


Captain Steacie was a member of St. George’s 
Club, Westmount, The Westmount Bowling

2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES HENRY 
STEAD, THE DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE’S 
OWN (MIDDLESEX REGIMENT), 
eldest son of Charles Henry Stead, was born 
in London on the 15th May, 1876. 

He was educated privately, and in July, 1893, 
enlisted in the Middlesex Regiment, with which 
he served for twenty-one years, rising through 
the various non-commissioned ranks to that of 
Colour-Sergeant in 1909, and receiving the Good 
Conduct Medal. In 1912 he became Acting 
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Sergeant-Major to the 8th Battalion (Terri- 
torial) of his Regiment, and had passed the 
class of Instruction 
for Mounted Infan- 
try, Signalling, Mus- 
ketry and Advanced 
Course at Hythe. He 
had also obtained the 
Ist Class Certificate 
of Education, and 
was a fine gymnast. 
In April, 1915, he 
received a commis- 
e- ~ sion as 2nd Lieuten- 

ant in the Middlesex 
Regiment, and for active service was attached 
to the 8th Battalion. He was killed in action 
at Ypresonthe 25th April, 1915, and was buried 
at Zonnebeke. The Officer commanding the 
8th Battalion Middlesex Regiment wrote: 


“It seems so hard that after having obtained his life's 


ambition by being granted a commission by His Majesty 
that he should have lived such a very short time to 
enjoy the honour conferred upon him. You will, however, 


be glad to hear that he died nobly with his mep, The 
enemy captured a trench last night from the Battalion 
in front by use of this poisonous gas, but ‘ A * Company, 
which with ‘5’ was in support, could not allow this, so 
made a very brilliant counter-attack which was success: 
ful, and the enemy were driven out of the trench again. 
Unfortunately, however, the losses were very great, 
and your poor hushand was amongst the killed. Ever 
since your husband has been in this Battalion I have 
had the very highest opinion of his work, keenness and 
ability.”” 


2nd Lieutenant Stead, who was a Freemason, 
married in 1904 Alice Maude Stead, and left five 
children, Grace Florence, born in 1905; 
Elizabeth Louise, born in 1906; Alice May, 
born in 1909; Charles Henry, born in 1912, 
and Robert Ernest, born in 1915. 


LIEUTENANT JAMES CAMPBELL STEEL, 
1st BATTN. PRINCESS LOUISE’S (ARGYLL 
SUTHERLAND HIGHLANDERS), 
who was killed in 
action at St. Eloi 
on the 13th March, 
1915, and buried at 
Dickebusch, Flan- 
ders, was the only 
son of the late James 
Alison Steel and of 
Mrs. Steel, 29, Court- 
field Road, London, 
S.w. 

He was born in Lon- 
don on the 16th May, 
1893, and was educated at Routenburn, Largs, 
Ayrshire, and at Charterhouse, where he won 
the Junior Challenge Cup for his House 
Weekites), proceeding afterwards to the 
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R.M.C., Sandhurst. At the latter he was in the 
Football XI., and won his Colours. 

Mr. Steel received his first appointment in the 
Army in February, 1912, when he was gazetted 
2nd Lieutenant in the Argyll and Sutherland 
Highlanders, and until September of that year 
he served with the 2nd Battalion, then joining 
the Ist Battalion at Malta. He went with the 
Ist Battalion to India, whence they returned 
in November, 1914, on their way to the front. 
Lieutenant Steel was promoted to that rank in 
December, 1914. 


LIEUTENANT Rorert KINGSLEY STEEL, 1/5th 
Batrx. (TERRIT.) THE NORTHUMBERLAND 
Fusitters, was killed, 24th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT WILFRID STEEL, 4th (HALLAM- 
SHIRE) BATTN. (TERRIT.) YORK AND LANCASTER 
REGIMENT, was killed in action, 10th May, 1915. 


HON. LIEUTENANT AND QUARTER- 
MASTER WILLIAM HENRY STEEL, 5th 
BATTN. (QUEEN’S EDINBURGH RIFLES) 
(TERRIT.) THE ROYAL SCOTS (LOTHIAN 
REGIMENT), who 
was killed in Gal- 
lipoli Peninsula on 
the 28th June, 1915, 
was the son of the 
late William John 
Steel, of Warwick. 
Lieutenant Steel, 
who was born in 
Warwick on the 8th 
November, 1873, en- 
listed at Warwick on 
the 15th January, 
1891, in the 1st Battalion Royal Scots. He 
served through the South African Campaign from 
1899 to 1902, and received the Queen’s medal 
with clasps for Cape Colony, Free State, Belfast, 
and the King’s medal with clasps for ‘* 1901 ”’ 
and ‘1902.’ He also held the medal for Long 
Service and Good Conduct, and the Coronation 
of King George V. medal. In 1906 he was 
posted to the permanent staff of the Queen’s 
Edinburgh Rifles, and served with the Ist 
Battalion until 1908. On the formation of the 
Territorial Force he was appointed to the 5th 
Battalion Royal Scots, and became Sergeant- 
Major of that Battalion. 

After completing nearly twenty-four years’ 
service with the Colours, he obtained his dis- 
charge (in accordance with the King’s Regula- 
tions) on the 21st November, 1914, and in that 
month was appointed Hon. Lieutenant and 
Quartermaster of the 5th Battalion Royal Scots, 
with which Regiment he proceeded to Gallipoli 
Peninsula in April, 1915. 
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Lieutenant Steel was a very efficient and capable 
soldier. He was awarded the ‘‘ Field Fortifica- 
tion ’’ Certificate at Chatham in 1893, Ist Class 
Certificate for Gymnastics and Fencing at 
Aldershot in 1895, and qualified in Musketry 
at Hythe in 1905. Prior to mobilisation he acted 
as Drill Instructor to George Watson’s College 
Officers’ Training Corps (Junior Division). 


Writing after Lieutenant Stecl’s death, his Commanding 
Officer said: ‘I regret more than I can tell Mr, Steel's 
loss. He kept always asking to be allowed to join the 
fighting, and at last a sick officer took on his post of 
Q.M. He had been with us in the active fighting for 
about six weeks, and had escaped uninjured till the 
28th of June. We were ordered to try and take a portion 
of trench at which a Battalion had failed earlier in the 
day, and Mr, Steel’s Platoon and another went first, 
A terrific fire from guns (machine guns) and rifles greeted 
us, and Mr. Steel did not return; inquiry showed that 
he had gained the enemy's parapet when he was wounded, 
His servant picked him up and was carrying him back 
when both were killed. The fire was so tremendous 
that two subsequent attacks both also failed, and the 
Battalion lost very heavily. Not one single officer 
remains unwounded of those who went out. He was 
highly appreciated by all, He was a brave man and a 
fine soldier.” 


Lieutenant Steel married Mary Elizabeth, 
daughter of the late Lieutenant and Quarter- 
master Charles Griffiths, Ist Battalion Royal 
Scots, and left three daughters : Evelyn Helena 
Sybil, Sheila Frances Vivian, and Doris Eileen, 
aged respectively ten, eight, and four years. 


LIEUTENANT - COLONEL GEORGE FREDERICK 
STEELF, ©.M.G., CoMMANDING Ist (ROYAL) 
Dracoons, died of wounds, 22nd May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT COLIN HUNTER STEIN, 
7th BATTN. (TERRIT.) PRINCESS 
LOUISE’S (ARGYLL AND SUTHERLAND 
HIGHLANDERS), 
youngest son of Mr. 
and Mrs. John G. 
Stein, Millfield, Pol- 
mont, Scotland, was 
bornat Bonnybridge, 
Scotland, on the 21st 
November, 1894. 
He was educated at 
Glasgow High 
School, where he 
was for five years 
in the O.T.C., being 
Cadet Officer in his last year, and at Glasgow 
University. At the latter he was studying 
Engineering when the War broke out, and he 
joined the 6th (Service) Battalion, Cameron 
Highlanders as a Private. He was a keen 
motor cyclist, and was fond of Rugby Football. 
In January, 1915, he was given his commission 
as 2nd Lieutenantin the 7th Battalion A. andS. 
Highlanders, and undertook Imperial Service 
obligations ; he was promoted Lieutenant while 
in the field, shortly before his death. 


He was killed on the 24th May, 1915, at the 
village of Wieltje, near Ypres.’ At the time he 
was Machine-gun Officer and kept his gun going 
throughout a severe German attack and clouds 
of gas. The German attack commenced at 
3 am., but was not successful. Lieutenant 
Stein was killed by a shell in the afternoon 
during a heavy bombardment, while a few hours 
later orders came to evacuate the trench which 
had become untenable through our trenches on 
either flank having been captured by the 
enemy. He was buried in the trench where he 
fell. 


LIEUTENANT JOHN LOCKHART 
STEPHENS, 3rd (CITY OF LONDON) 
BATTN. THE LONDON REGIMENT 
(ROYAL FUSILIERS), T.F., was the second 
son of Lockhart E. 
W. Stephens, D.L. 
for Hampshire, The 
White House, Ems- 
worth, Hants, and 
was born at Ems- 
worth on the 6th 
March, 1895. 
Educated at Brad- 
field College, Berks., 
from 1908 to 1911, 
he was in the O.T.C. 
there, and joined 
the 3rd London Regiment in July, 1913, 
becoming Lieutenant in September, 1914. The 
Battalion was mobilised on the declaration of 
war, being at the time in camp for Annual 
Training. Lieutenant Stephens had under- 
taken Imperial Service obligations. He was 
killed on the 10th March, 1915, in the famous 
charge of the 3rd Londons at the battle of 
Neuve Chapelle, and was buried on the battle- 
field. 

An Officer of the Royal Engineers, writing to the young 
officer’s father in April said: “It is only to-day that I 
have met the 3rd Londons again, and had an oppor- 
tunity of finding out the names of the officers who were 
in the very gallant attack made by A Company of that 
Regiment on the 10th March to assist us. I have now 
found out from the Adjutant that the officer whose 
conduct impressed me so greatly was your son... . 
We were within fifty feet of the German wire, and their 
fire was so hot that I lost man after man... . It was 
while we were pinned in this position that the 3rd 
Londons charged up most gallantly on our left across the 
open, to try and relieve us. A few of them did manage 
to through the enta ement, where it had been 
shattered by shells, and down into a ditch on the near 
side of the German breastwork. But the fire was so 
intense that the majority were shot down before reaching 
the wireatall. One of the last survivors was a Subaltern 
carrying a rifle, who, finding no passage through the wire, 
stood where he was and emptied his rifle at the nearest 
loopholes, a few yards off. He was struck in the head 
and his cap knocked off, but got up and continued to 
fire standing up to the entanglement not ten yards off 
from the enemy’s breastwork. His bolt jammed, and as 
he bent down to get more leverage a bullet struck him 


in the top of the head. Even then, lying dying on the 
ground, he tricd his best to get another shot in. That. 
day was full of the most inspiring acts of bravery, but 
among them all, one of those I shall remember all my life 
was tho dauntless, untlinching courage of that Subaltern 
of the 3rd Londons, who, I am told, Sir, was your son. 
He died asa British officer would wish to die—attacking 
in the face of the enemy in superior numbers, at the head 
of his own men. In the hour of victory—a very gallant 
gentleman.”” 


2nd LIEUTENANT DANIEL PIKE PIKE-STEPHEN- 
SON, 4th BaTTN. (EXTRA RESERVE) THE PRINCE 
OF WALES’S (NORTH STAFFORDSHIRE REGIMENT), 
attd. Ist BATTN. CHESHIRE REGIMENT, died of 
wounds, 24th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT DENYS GEORGE 
STEPHENSON, SPECIAL RESERVE, SCOTS 
GUARDS (attd. 2nd BATTN.), when war broke 
out was engaged 
in civilian pur- 
suits, but realising 
that Britain needed 
the assistance of all 
her sons, he at once 
offered his services 
to the War Office. 
He refused at first 
to accept a commis- 
sion, and decided on 
joining the ranks of 
the Honourable Ar- 
tillery Company, and served therein for a few 
months as a Private in order to thoroughly 
learn his duties. On 24th November, 1914, he 
felt. justified in serving as an officer and was 
granted a 2nd Lieutenancy in the Special 
Reserve of the Scots Guards, and was after- 
wards attached to the 2nd Battalion and joined 
them for duty early in the New Year. He 
was killed in the fierce fighting near Festubert 
on 16th May, 1915, while assisting to lead the 
remnant of a Company of Scots Guards against 
overwhelming masses of the enemy. His pro- 
motion to Lieutenant to date from January, 
1915, was not gazetted until the 10th June, 
1915. 

He was the younger son of Russell Stephenson, 
Esq., of 28, South Audley Street, S.W., his 
mother being a daughter of Archibald Rowan- 
Hamilton, Esq., of Killyleagh Castle, Co. Down. 
2nd Lieutenant Stephenson spent some of his 
earlier years in Canada, where he was born in 
1883, and was educated at Wellington and 
Trinity College, Cambridge, and afterwards 
became a member of Brookes Club. He came 
of a military and fighting stock, as his great- 
uncle, Lord Albemarle, carried the Colours of 
his Regiment at the Battle of Waterloo, while 
the names of his relations, Keppel and Stephen- 
ton, are well known in both branches of the

fighting services. His uncle, Colonel S. 
Stephenson, also served in the Scots Guards. 


In the Times, May 29th—speaking of the “ Festubert 
Episode.”’ “In this part of the battle a Company of the 
Scots Guards, with two officers, got too far ahead and 
were cut off. The remnants of two Canadian Battalions 
it will be remembered, remained in St. Julien in the 
second battle of Ypres, and dicd toa man. Even so was 
the stand of the Scot Guards. For them, as for the steel 
circle around the King at Flodden, there could be no 
retreat. When some days later, we took the place we 
found the Guards lying in the ficld of honour withswathes 
of the enemy's dead around them. The history of war 
can show no more noble ending. 


He was buried in a field close to the Rue du 
Bois, a country road near which the battle raged, 
where many brave Scots Guardsmen also lie 
who fell that day. ‘“‘One who knew him” 
writes that 2nd Lieutenant Stephenson's name 
will live as ‘‘an example of splendid self- 
sacrifice,’ his death like his life was ‘ a great 
example to us all.” 


CAPTAIN ERIC SEYMOUR STEPHENSON, 
D.S.O., Ist BATTN. GLOUCESTERSHIRE 
REGIMENT, attd. EGYPTIAN ARMY, 
was the elder sur- 
viving son of Ernest 
Pery Stephenson and 
of Charlotte Sey- 
mour, daughter of 
William Proctor 
Mellen, who subse- 
quently married Wil- 
liam Lutly Sclater, 
of 10, Sloane Court, 
London, S.W. 

He was born on the 
21st of April, 1879, 
at Colorade Springs, Colorado, U.S.A., and was 
educated at Eton. He was in South Africa at 
the outbreak of the Boer War, and in November, 
1899, he joined Brabant’s Horse, in which, in 
January, 1900, he was promoted Lieutenant, 
and he continued to serve with that Corps in 
operations in the Orange Free State trom 
February to May, 1900, including the defence 
of Wepener. In May, 1900, he was gazetted 
2nd Lieutenant in the Gloucestershire Regi- 
ment, being posted to the lst Battalion. He 
served with his new Regiment and with the 
Mounted Infantry in the Transvaal, west of 
Pretoria, and in the Orange River Colony, 
including actions at Wittebergen. He also 
took part in fighting in Cape Colony north and 
south of the Orange River, in the Transvaal, 
in the Orange River Colony and on the Zululand 
frontier of Natal. For his services in the war 
he was mentioned in Despatches (London 
Gazette, 14th April and 10th September, 1901), 
received the Queen’s medal with four clasps 
and the King’s medal with two clasps, and was 
awarded the D.S.O. 
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In February, 1905, he was promoted Lieutenant 
and in April, 1906, he was seconded for employ- 
ment with the Egyptian Army and was for some 
time Brigade Major of the Khartoum district, 
then as Inspector of the Tembwe district of 
the Bahr-el-Ghazal, on the Franco-Belgian- 
Soudanese frontier. In 1908 he was on active 
service in Gebel Nyima District in Southern 
Kordofan and received the medal and clasp. 
He was promoted Captain in June, 1911, and 
when the War with the Central Empires broke 
out was in command of an Egyptian Regiment 
at Khartoum. 

Captain Stephenson was ordered to join General 
Sir Ian Hamilton's Staff as Landing Staff Officer 
with the Mediterranean Expeditionary Force, 
and on the 26th April, 1915, while directing 
landing operations from the s.s. ‘‘ River Clyde,” 
at the Sedd-el-Bahr landing beach, he went to 
the rescue of some wounded men lying on the 
lighters and in the water. He had already 
rescued five or six men when he was shot in the 
abdomen. He was taken to the hospital ship 
“* Sicilia,’ but died on the 6th May, 1915, off 
the coast of Malta and was buried in the ceme- 
tery at Valetta. 

Captain Stephenson was a member of the Army 
and Navy Club (The “ Rag ’’). 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL ERNEST 
WILLIAM ROKEBY STEPHENSON, COM- 
MANDING 3rd BATTN. THE DUKE OF 
CAMBRIDGE’S OWN (MIDDLESEX REGI- 
MENT), who was 
killed on the 23rd 
April, 1915, was the 
second son of the late 
Rey. W. Stephenson, 
and was born at Hull 
on the 4th August, 
1864. 

He was educated at 
Brackenbury’s 
School, Wimbledon, 
and at the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, on pass- 
ing out of which he was gazetted to the 
Middlesex Regiment as Lieutenant in August, 
1884, From August, 1890, to August, 1894, he 
was Adjutant of the Ist Battalion of the Regi-

ment, and was promoted Captain in November, 
1891. During the South African War he was 
Adjutant of the 3rd Battalion of his Regiment 
in St. Helena, the Battalion having been raised 
in 1900 at Woolwich ; 
peace he received the Queen’s medal. 


on the conclusion of 


He received his Majority in December, 1901, 
and in February, 1912, succeeded to the com- 
mand of the 3rd Battalion of his Regiment. 
When the War with Germany broke out his 


Battalion was stationed at Cawnpore, and he 
brought it back to England, landing at Ply- 
mouth on Christmas Eve, 1914. He proceeded 
with his Battalion to Winchester, where it 
formed part of the XX XVIIIth Division, and 
left for the front in January, 1915. His men 
suffered very severely from the cold and frost- 
bite, and many were invalided home in Feb- 
ruary. Lieutenant-Colonel Stephenson was 
killed while gallantly leading his men into action 
at the second battle of Ypres, and his name was 
mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of 
the 3lst May, 1915. His last words as he fell, 
mortally wounded, at the head of his men, were: 
“* Die hard, boys, die hard,” which were also 
the inspiring words of Colonel Inglis, of the 
57th Regiment, as he lay dangerously wounded 
on the ridge at Alburhera in 1811, a battle with 
which the Regiment is always associated, and 
words which doubtless gave origin to the familiar 
name of the Regiment—which is usually known 
as the ‘“* Die Hards.”” 


LIEUTENANT ROBERT WILLIAM STERLING, 3rd 
(REsERVE) (attd. Ist) Barry, Roya Scots 
Fusiuiers, was killed, 23rd April, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT LEONARD HERMAN 
STERN, 13th (COUNTY OF LONDON) 
PRINCESS LOUISE’S KENSINGTON 
BATTN. THE LONDON REGIMENT, T.F., 
born at Synagogue 
House, Stepney, on 
the 13th September, 
1891, was the elder 
son of the Rev. J. 
I. Stern, Minister of 
the East London 
Synagogue, Stepney. 
He was educated at 
Holly Hill Prepara- 
tory School, and 
University College 
School, Hampstead ; 
proceeding to Cambridge in 1910 as an 
Exhibitioner in Classics of Magdalene College, 
he was elected a Scholar of his college in the 
following year, also holding the Cambridge 
Jewish Exhibition. He took his B.A. degree 
with a Ist Class in the Honours Classical Tripos 
in 1913, and the following year took a 2nd Class 
in the History Tripos. At Cambridge he was a 
Serjeant in the O.T.C., and gained his Football 
Colours in 1912. After his college career he 
became an East End social worker, Manager of 
the Stepney Jewish and the Oxford and St, 
George’s Working Lads’ Clubs, and Scoutmaster 
of the 7th Stepney Troop of Boy Scouts. 

On the outbreak of the Warhe co-operated with 
other Toynbee Hall Workers in the organisation 


of the East London Scouts for public service in 
the Metropolis, and finally enlisted in the 13th 
(Kensington) Battalion of the London Regiment, 
with a number of lads of his troop, and soon 
became a Serjeant of his Company. He received 
his commission in that Regiment in February, 
1915, and left for France in March, 1915. 

He was killed on the 9th May at Fromelles, 
Flanders, while in charge of a bombing party, 
on his way to report to his Captain, after 
successfully carrying out a difficult operation 
entrusted to him. His Colonel, Colonel F. E. 
Lewis, wrote of him : ‘ He fell gallantly. He 
had a dangerous job but he went through with 
it, setting a fine example to his men. I grieve 
to think it cost him his life.’",. A memorial service 
was held at the East London Synagogue, 
Stepney, on Sunday, the 30th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ERNEST STEVENS, 
Ist BATTN. SEAFORTH HIGHLANDERS 
(ROSS-SHIRE BUFFS, THE DUKE OF 
ALBANY’S), born 
on the 9th May, 
1880, in Winchester, 
Hampshire, was the 
son of Mr. Samuel 
Stevens, 21, Sussex 
Street, Winchester. 
He was educated at 
King’s College, Lon- 
don, and enlisted in 
the Seaforth High- 
landers in March, 
1900, being sent to 
join the Ist Battalion in Cairo in the following 
September. Two years later he went with his 
Battalion to India, where it remained, serving 
in various stations till September, 1914, During 
this period he was for three years Staff Sergeant 
on the Supply and Transport Staff, and when 
the Zakka Khel Expedition took place was sent 
with the supplies and was commended for his 
good work. He rejoined his Regiment as 
Sergeant in 1908, when he got six months’ 
furlough in England. In 1910 he was sent to 
the School of Musketry at Pachmari, India, 
passing his examination with honours ; he 
was then promoted Colour-Sergeant, and a 
year after the Delhi Durbar was made Regi- 
mental Quartermaster-Sergeant. In 1913 he 
was recommended for his commission as a 
Quartermaster, and only failed to get the 
appointment through the superior claims of 
another N.C.O., owing to the latter's much 
greater length of service. 

Lieutenant Stevens was an excellent swimmer 
and good rider; was a member of his Regimental 
cricket team for some years, and was also of 
great help to the Regimental theatrical parties 
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owing to his musical abilities, both vocal and 
instrumental. He had originally been intended 
for the Civil Service for which he passed very 
creditably from King’s College, being eighth in 
the Upper Division of the college out of some 
1,400 students, but he did not like life in London 
and chose a military career in preference. While 
serving in the ranks he secured practically 
every certificate a soldier could hold; he was 
the best shot in his Battalion for three years in 
succession, was a good revolver shot, and was 
Regimental Scout for some years. 

During the War with Germany he received his 
commission for service in the field in January, 
1915. On the Ist February he was shot in the 
head while out at night with a trench-digging 
party, and died next day. 

Lieutenant Stevens married Ethel, daughter 
of the late Mr. E. White, Traffic Inspector, 
India, and left three daughters, Freda, born 
July, 1903, Doris, born October, 1912, and 
Marjorie, born March, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT LOTHIAN BASIL 
STEVENS, 3rd BATTN. (RESERVE) 
SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE REGIMENT, 
attd. 2nd BATTN. SCOTTISH RIFLES, 
youngest son of 
Colonel G. M. 
Stevens, R.A. (re- 
tired), and grandson 
of the late Surgeon- 
General W. C. Mac- 
lean, C.B., was born 
on the 13th March, 
1894, at Carlton 
Crescent, Southamp- 
ton; his elder 
brother, Captain R. 
W. Stevens, Royal 
Irish Rifles, Brigade Major 9th 
Brigade, died on the 27th August, 1914, of 
wounds received at Le Cateau tic previous 
day. 

2nd Licutenant Stevens was educated at 
Blundell’s School, Tiverton, and at Balliol 
College, Oxford, of which he was a scholar, 
and where he took a First Class in Moderations 
in Mathematics in July, 1914. He enlisted in 
the Public School Battalion of the Middlesex 
Regiment in September, 1914, and was given 
his commission in the 3rd South Staffs. Regi- 
ment on probation in October, 1914. He went 
to France in March, 1915, and for active service 
was attached to the 2nd Battalion The Camero- 
nians (Scottish Rifles). 

Tie was serving with the latter Battalion when 
on the 9th May, 1915, he was reported ‘‘ wounded 
and missing.’’ He was known to have been 
wounded when leading his Platoon in an attack

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In February, 1905, he was promoted Lieutenant 
and in April, 1906, he was seconded for employ- 
ment with the Egyptian Army and was for some 
time Brigade Major of the Khartoum district, 
then as Inspector of the Tembwe district of 
the Bahr-el-Ghazal, on the Franco-Belgian- 
Soudanese frontier.

LIEUTENANT-COLONEL ERNEST 
WILLIAM ROKEBY STEPHENSON, COM- 
MANDING 3rd BATTN. THE DUKE OF

was nearly black. When Lieutenant Stewart 
was gazetted, the Ist Battalion had already 
been mobilised and had left for France, and

His 
promotion to the substantive rank of Lieu- 
tenant, to date from March, 1915, was gazetted 
on the 12th May. His body was not found 
until three months later, in August, when a 
special search was made for it by Major A. G. 
Wauchope, D.S.O., and Sergeant McDonald, 
both of the Black Watch. By that time the 
grass between the trenches had grown longer, 
and the search became possible, although 
attended with great danger and difficulty.

2nd LIEUTENANT WILLIAM VICTOR 
STEWART, 1st BATTN. MONMOUTH-

shire, ex-President 
of the South Wales 
Coal Owners’ Associa- 
tion, was born at 
Abertillery, Mon- 
mouthshire, on the 
10th January, 1897. 

He was educated at 
Oakfield House

Stewart (son of Mr. W. Stewart, Brodawel, Caerleon) 
anda party of men. We were running short of ammuni- 
tion in the trenches, and the Captain and his Company 
were at a farm about a mile away. They were tele- 
phoned to, and volunteers were asked for to bring the 
ammunition up, The party, under Lieut. Stewart, came 
up with it in broad daylight, and were nearly to their 
knees in mud and slush, They had the ammunition 
strung round their necks, It was a daring deed, and not 
one of them was struck. They got to the trenches 
about 1 p.m., and had to stay there wet through til! 
dark. We shared what food we had with them, and gave 
them our dirty, but dry, socks to put on. They all 
deserve recognition, and we hope they will get it.”” 
Another man wrote the following account of the Officer's 
death: “It was about 8.30 a.m. when Lieutenant 
Stewart, with a few other officers, came to breakfast... . 
After this Lieutenant Stewart went and joined his Pla- 
toon. It was about 11.30 when I saw him next. It 
happened thus. The Regiment on our right got cut off 
andcaptured. Lieutenant Stewart then came running up 
and took a rifle from a man who seemed to be helpless 
owing to shock, He then dashed into the firing liae,and 
Tnever saw himagain, It was about 12.45 when I heard 
news of him again, and then it was to hearthat he had 
been killed.

He was educated at Blundell’s School, Tiverton, 
Devon, where he was a member of the O.T.C., 
matriculated at London and Bristol Universi- 
ties, and passed through the Cornwall School 
of Mines; at the latter he obtained several 
first class certificates, and two bronze medals, 
twice being first in all England for Surveying. 
When the War broke out he was on the staff of 
the West of England China Clay Co. He was 
Assistant Scout Master of the St. Austell Troop 
of Boy Scouts, and was fond of golf and 
motoring. 

On the outbreak of war he enlisted as a sapper 
in the Wessex Field Company, R.E., his father’s 
corps, and in six weeks was promoted Lance- 
Corporal, and was gazetted temporary 2nd 
Lieutenant in the R.E. in April, 1915. 

He was shot through the heart on the 19th May, 
1915, in the trenches near Ypres, by a German

have wished for a better Subaltern. He was always ready 
to do everything to help me he could, and was, I know, 
most popular with the men under him.” 


LIEUTENANT HALDANE DAY STOKES, 
M.V.O., 2nd BATTN. THE KING’S OWN 
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(ROYAL LANCASTER REGIMENT), 
born in Dublin on the 21st September, 
1885, was the son of 
Lieutenant - Colonel 
Henry Haldane 
Stokes, late 
R.A.M.C., of Tralee, 
Co. Kerry; he was 
related also to the 
late Major-Generals 
Cc. P. and George 
Stokes, and other 
relatives of preced- 
ing generations also 
served in the Army. 
No fewer than twenty-eight descendants of his 
great-grandfather have held commissions in 
the Army and Navy. 

He was educated at Tonbridge School, where 
he proved himself good at and fond of all sports, 
football, cricket, hockey and tennis; later in 
life he also played polo. He received his com- 
mission in the Royal Lancaster Regiment from 
the Militia in July, 1907, joining at Colchester, 
and served with his Battalion in India, becoming 
Lieutenant in June, 1910. As one of the officers 
selected to receive the new Colours for the 
8rd Battalion of his Regiment at the hands of 
his late Majesty King Edward VII., he was 
awarded the M.V.O. 5th Class. He was a most 
popular officer, greatly liked by every one, and 
was a member of the Junior United Service 
and Junior Naval and Military Clubs. 

He was in India with his Battalion when war 
broke out, and arrived home with it in December, 
1914, leaving for the front early in January, 1915. 
He was shot through the lungs on the 17th 
February, 1915, after the recapture of German 
trenches at Ypres. 

Many brother officers, including his Colonel, 
wrote sympathetic letters to his family on their 
loss. 


The following details regarding his death were received 
from a brother officer: On the 17th February the 
Germans blew up a trench and then occupied what was 
left of it. The King’s Own were ordered to retake it 3 
while preparing to advance, Lieut. Stokes assisted under 
heavy shell fire in collecting materials for retaking the 
trench, and his coolness was then observed, as it had 
been before. The trench was taken, and almost imme- 
diately the Germans began shelling it, and it was then 
that Lieut. Stokes was hit, as instead of taking cover 
he had been looking after his men repairing the trench, 
His wounds were dressed, and after dark he was sent back 
to the field hospital. He was so cheerful and took his 
injuries so lightly that it was not recognised till his death 
was heard of how serious his wounds were.

At Cambridge he was a Cadet Sergeant in the 
O.T.C., and in January, 1914, he received a 
commission in the Royal Engineers, T.F. On 
the outbreak of war in August, 1914, he imme- 
diately undertook Imperial Service obligations 
and was promoted Lieutenant in October, 1914. 
He resigned his appointment in the Hong Kong 
and Shanghai Bank and left England on the 
18th January, 1915, with the XXVIIIth 
Division. He was shot by a sniper while 
reconnoitring near Ypres and was buried on 
the reverse slope of Hill 60.

He was 
a member of the Glasgow Academical Rugby 
Club, and played wing three-quarter from 1910 
to 1914, Glasgow v. Edinburgh 1911-12-13, 
Glasgow District v. South Africans 1912, in 
the Fettesian-Lorettonian Team at Oxford, 
Cambridge and Blackheath, and he was chosen 
Reserve for Scotland in 1912 and 1914.

His brother officers were deeply at- 
tached to him, as indeed who was not who knew him f 
Had he lived he would have made an ideal officer.”” 


Lieutenant Swinley was a member of the Public 
Schools and of the Calcutta Golf Clubs. 


2nd LIEUTENANT ERNEST SwINTON, ROYAL 
FIELD ARTILLERY (SPECIAL RESERVE), died 
of wounds, 28th May, 1915.

Taffs, of Langley, 
Slough, Bucks. 

He was born on the 
19th February, 1889, 
at Lamerton, Tavis- 
tock, Devon, and 
was educated at St. 
Olave’s Grammar 
School and at King’s 
College, London. He 
obtained, by open 
competition, an appointment in the Estate 
Duty Office, Somerset House, afterwards passing 
the Final Examination for the Bar, Lincoln's Inn. 
For four years he had served in the London 
University O.T.C., and on the outbreak of the 
War with Germany he was offered a commission, 
which he accepted. In August, 1914, he was 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 3rd Battalion 
Royal Berkshire Regiment, and in March, 1915, 
he was promoted Lieutenant. For active ser- 
vice he was attached to the 1st Battalion of his 
Regiment, and served with it in France. He 
was killed in action near Richebourg on the 
16th May, 1915, and was buried at Richebourg- 
l’Avoué. 


His Commanding Officer wrote : “ Your son fell gallantly 
lexling h's men, in one of the finest attacks that has 
been madein the§War,”

Tarrant, of Cran- 
bourne, Oakdale 
Road, Streatham, 


S.W., was born on 
the 23rd May, 1878. 
He took part in the 
South African War, 
at first in the Natal 
Mounted Police, on 
Staff Duty, and 
afterwards with the Royal Warwickshire Regi- 
ment, to which he was gazetted in May, 1900. 
He was present at operations in Natal in 1899, 
including the actions at Elandslaagte; at the 
relief of Ladysmith, including the action at 
Colenso ; at operations on the Tugela Heights, 
and in Natal, including the action at Laing’s 
Nek; all these latter operations were in the 
year 1900, and in 1901 he took part in opera- 
tions in the Transvaal. For his services he 
received the Queen’s medal with seven clasps- 
Tle was promoted Lieutenant in the Royal 
Warwickshire Regiment in January, 1902, and 
from June, 1904, to August, 1909, he was 
employed with the West African Frontier Force, 
In May, 1908, he was transferred to the High- 
land Light Infantry, and subsequently joined 
the 1st Battalion in India. Ile was promoted 
Captain in 1911. For his services in the War 
Captain Tarrant was mentioned in Sir John 
French’s Despatch of 81st May, 1915. 

Captain Tarrant was killed in action near Ypres 
on April 27th, 1915. During the second battle 
of Ypres, on April 26th, a party of Manchesters 
and Connaught Rangers being left in a very ex- 
posed position, the lst Battalion Highland Light 
Infantry and the 1/4th Gurkha Rifles were 
ordered to move up and help the Jullundur 
Brigade forward. The enemy’s fire, however, 
rendered it impossible to push these reinforce- 
ments, and a further attempt was then made 
to push the attack home in co-operation with 


the French on the left and the Ferozepore 
Brigade. A successful advance was made under 
the Lieutenant-Colonel commanding the 15th 


Sikhs to a distance of some 300 yards beyond 
the old British trenches, which succeeded in 


establishing connection with the French on the 
left and the Manchesters and Connaught Rangers 
on the right. At nightfall it was decided that 
the Jullundur Brigade should entrench on the 
line then held by them, and the Manchesters 
and Connaught Rangers were relieved at 2 
a.m. on April 27th by the Highland Light 
Infantry, which, with the 1/4th and 1/Ist 
Gurkha Rifles, then held our front line. The 
action subsequently developed into a fierce fight 
which lasted until 4 p.m. At 5.30 p.m., under 
cover of a bombardment by the Sirhind Brigade, 
the Ist Battalion Highland Light Infantry and 
the 15th Sikhs were pushed forward, but were 
met with such a terrific fire that a check ensued. 
At 7 p.m. the French commenced a very heavy 
bombardment, under cover of which they and 
the Sirhind Brigade once more advanced, but 
were shortly afterwards observed to have been 
driven back by dense clouds of asphyxiating 
gas. It was feared that the company of High” 
land Light Infantry which had relieved the 
Manchesters and Connaught Rangers at two 
o'clock that morning had either been overcome 
or forced to retire by the gas, but later the 
company was found to have held on with the 
utmost bravery. This splendid effort, however, 
cost the life of the gallant Company Commander, 
Captain H. S. Tarrant. 

His Commanding Officer wrote of him: ‘ He was an 
officer of exceptional ability, and during the few months 
that I have commanded this Battalion I have greatly 
admired his good and thorough work. Both the Brigadier’ 
Gencral Walker, and the Brigade-Major personally 
expressed to me their great regret at the loss of such 
8 fine officer.’” 

Other communications testify to the affectionate 
esteem in which he was held by both his brother 
officers and the men who served under him. 

Big game shooting was his favourite sport 
A particularly fine shot himself, he did much 
to improve the shooting of his Company and to 
bring it to the high position which it held in 
musketry. 

Captain Tarrant married in 1912 Irene, younger 
daughter of the late Balcombe L. M. Winton, 
of Tunbridge Wells, and of Mrs. Winton, of 
Seaton House, Kailana, and left one child. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GERALD CHARLES TATE, 3rd 
(RESERVE) (attd. 2nd) Barrn. East YORKSHIRE 
REGIMENT, died of wounds, 21st March, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT WILLIAM LOUIS TATE, 
3rd BATTN. THE ROYAL FUSILIERS 
(CITY OF LONDON REGIMENT), 
eldest son of the late W. J. Tate, I.C.S., and 
of Mrs. Tate, of 76, Queensborough Terrace, 
Hyde Park, London, W., was twenty-four years 
of age. 

He was educated at Cheltenham College, and 
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Corpus Christi College, Oxford, 1909-13, where 
he gained Honours in Classical Moderations and 
Literae Humaniores. 
He rowed in the 
winning boat in 
“ Torpids ”’ in 1910, 
and was President 
and Secretary of the 
Sundial Society. He 
was gazetted to the 
Royal Fusiliers, as a 
University candi- 
date, to date from 
the 2nd September, 
1913, and he joined 
the 5th Battalion at Dover for a period of 
training. After two weeks ‘he was sent to 
Winchester to take charge of a draft of 100 
men from the 3rd Battalion, who had been 
invalided. He was asked if he would go 
with that Battalion to the front, and he left 
with it on the 18th January, 1915, becoming 
Lieutenant three days later. On the night of 
February 12th he was ordered to attack a house 
from which the enemy were sapping into our 
trenches, and to draw fire until the engineers 
could lay a mine. As soon as he appeared 
among the Germans he was fired upon and 
wounded in the thigh, but he kept the enemy 
engaged until the mining was accomplished. 
The house was successfully demolished. He 
was sent to hospital for a week and kept there 
that he might get some sleep. Lieutenant Tate 
was killed in action on March 13th, 1915, in 
Flanders, shot through the head by a shrapnel 
bullet in the trenches, which were being sub- 
jected to heavy firing. The men were ordered 
to take cover, but as an officer (he was the last 
one left in the trench), he went up and down to 
see what he could do. Eight of his men were 


killed before he was, and many wounded. 

One of the latter reported that ‘* Mr. Tate was bandaging 
@ man with a torn breast when he was hit by a piece of 
shrapnel. All of us that were left cried when Mr. Tate 
diod, for he was very kind to us. Often, on being 
relicved after a spell in the trenches, some of the men 
were unable to walk back to billets. Mr. Tate would 
stay behind, exposed to fire in open ground, until 
stretchers came to take the last man away.” 

The Officer Commanding the 5th Battalion wrote: ‘It 
was a great shock to us all to see your son’s name among 
the gallant fallen. He was most popular with his brother 
officers, and I feel sure was a credit in every way to the 
regiment on the field of battle.” 

A brother officer wrote: ‘‘ He was greatly liked and 
admired by the men for his unselfish disregard of him- 
self.”” 


CAPTAIN BAsIL OWEN TATHAM, 8rd (RESERVE) 
(attd. 2nd) Barry. EAST YORKSHIRE REGIMENT, 
was killed in action, 25th April, 1915. 
CapTaIN CauTLEY TarHaM, Ist Batrn. 
HONOURABLE ARTILLERY COMPANY, T.F., died 
of wounds, 18th June, 1915.

LIEUTENANT OSCAR TAUNTON, M.C., 
Ist EAST LANCASHIRE FIELD COM- 
PANY, 


ROYAL ENGINEERS, TF., 
born on the 24th 
December, 1893, was 
the younger son of 
Captain H. Percy 
and Mrs. Taunton, of 
Redlynch, Salisbury. 
He was educated at 
Lindley Lodge and 
Charterhouse, and 
received his 
mission in the Terri- 
torial Engineers in 
June, 1913. On the 
outbreak of the Great War he undertook Im- 
perial Service obligations, and went with his 
Company to Egypt in September, 1914, becom- 
ing Lieutenant in January, 1915, and proceeding 
to Gallipoli Peninsula in the following April. 
He was awarded the Military Cross for con- 
spicuous gallantry on the 4th June, when, to 
quote the official description of the incident, 
“he held back the enemy, almost single-handed, 
from advancing along a trench which was much 
exposed. By means of bombs and hand- 
grenades he personally held his position for over 
two hours. He picked up several of the enemy’s 
bombs and threw them back before they ex- 
ploded.”” Lieutenant Taunton did not live to 
receive the decoration, as he died on the 14th 
June, 1915, from wounds received on the 
previous day, and was buried at Mudros, on 
Lemnos.

2nd LIEUTENANT JERVOISE GRAHAM 
TAYLER, 3rd (RESERVE) (attd. 2nd) BATTN. 
THE 


LEICESTERSHIRE REGIMENT, 
who was killed on 
the 16th May, 1915, 
was the third son of 
Major H. Graham 


Tayler, Comman- 
dant, Prisoners of 
War, and Mrs, 


Graham Tayler, of 
Lyndcote, Lindfield, 
Sussex. 

He was born at 
Port Blair, Andaman 
Islands, on the 18th 
July, 1892, was educated at Winchester, where 
he was top scholar of his year, and was a 
scholar of New College, Oxford, 


where he 
obtained a First Class in Moderations, gained 
a certificate with Cultural 
Anthropology, and had had an article accepted 
for the “ Classical Review.”’ At the University 
he was a half Blue for Sabres, and represented 


distinction for

Oxford in the Inter-University Mafch in 1914, 
winning all his matches against Cambridge. 
He was a member of the Sabre Club, which he 
represented against the Navy. He had intended 
to enter the Indian Civil Service. At the out- 
break of the War he was a Lance-Corporal (in 
charge of signallers) in the Oxford Squadron of 
King Edward’s Horse, and continued to serve 
with the Regiment after its mobilisation till he 
obtained his commission, on probation, in 
December, 1914. He sailed for France in March, 
1915. 


The following account of his death was received from the 
Officer Commanding the 2nd Battalion Leicestershire 
Regiment: ‘‘ He died gloriously leading his Platoon in 
a night attack on the German trenches. He was killed 
instantaneously about 11.45 p.m, on 16th May, near 
Richebourg-l’Avoué. We buried him yesterday at 
Le Touret cemetery, where a great many of our dead 
comrades lie. Le Touret is a village on the Lys and is 
very easily found out, and the cemetery is a well-known 
one. It was bought, and is to be consecrated, and is 
kept for British Army officers and men, Your boy was 
a most gallant fellow, and was beloved by -his brother 
officers and also by the men. Had he been spared he 
would have done very well as a soldier, as he was far 
above the average of the boys we get in intelligence and 
keenness about his work. I can’t tell you how sorry I 
am for you and yours in this loss. A great many casual- 
ties, I fear, will result from our operations." 


CAPTAIN ADRIAN AUBREY CHARLES TAYLOR, 
RoyaL Dusiin Fusmiers, RESERVE OF OF- 
Ficers, was killed, 28th June, 1915, 


LIEUTENANT ARTHUR CUTHBERT 
BROOKE TAYLOR, 6th BATTN. (TERRIT.) 
THE MANCHESTER REGIMENT, 
was the second son 
of Colonel and Mrs. 
Herbert Brooke Tay- 
lor, of the Close, 
Bakewell. Three of 
his brothers are now 
serving in the War. 
Lieutenant Taylor 
was born on the 15th 
March, 1888, at 
Bakewell, Derby- 
shire, and was edu- 
cated at Lady Man- 
ners’ School, Bakewell, and at Cheltenham 
College, afterwards proceeding to Manchester 
University, where he took the Engineering 
Course and obtained the Certificate of Engineer- 
ing. He was an Associate Member of the 
Institute of Civil Engineers, and developed 
considerable ability in his profession. His 
favourite recreations were golf, football and 
hockey, and he was an active officer of the 
Knutsford Church Lads’ Brigade when he was 
living at Knutsford before the outbreak of the 
War. 

For many years Lieutenant Taylor was 


associated with the Auxiliary Forces. He re- 
ceived his commission as 2nd Lieutenant in the 
2nd Volunteer Battalion Sherwood Foresters in 
1905, and became Lieutenant. and Machine Gun 
Officer in that Corps in 1907. After the forma- 
tion of the Territorial Forces he became Licu- 
tenant in the 6th Battalion Sherwood Foresters 
in June, 1910, and in September, 1913, was 
transferred with that rank to the 6th Battalion 
Manchester Regiment, of which he became 
Instructor of Musketry in February, 1914. He 
was sent to the Near East with his Regiment, 
and was killed in action on the 4th June, 1915, 
while storming a Turkish position near Krithia- 
He was buried on the battlefield. 


Concerning his death, the Officer Commanding the 
Battalion wrote Your son was killed in the charge in 
front of the Turkish trenches, but owing to one portion 
of the ground being subsequently lost we were unable 
to get to him. He died, as we know, fighting bravely 
with his Platoon around him, and it was due to his fine 
leading, as with others of our officers, that so much 
progress was made. I deeply sympathise with you in 
your great loss. He was a very keen, capable offtcer, 
and we were all very fond of him. The poor Regiment 
was terribly depleted in officers and men.” 

The Adjutant wrote: ‘‘ No officer ever did his duty 
more whole-heartedly than your son, or more com- 
pletely possessed the affection and confidence of his men. 
We hope one day we muy be able to erect a memorial 
to all our officers and men who were killed within the 
same area, and hive already se‘ected a spot for it. I 
am sure that he died quite happy s full of drive 
and dash and did not know what fear was, We miss him 
and the others every day. I have never lved in a more 
completely harmonious mess than that of the poor old 
6th. I never hope to serve with more delightful com- 
panions and more keen, conscientious soldiers than they 
were... .” And ‘First of all, nothing could have 
exceeded the pluck and soldierly qualities shown by all 
ranks. ... Then Brooke Taylor did the work of four 
men. His energy and fearlessness were an example to 
any one. Poor old Brooke, he was a topper, and he died 
one, too. Ho was killed instantly, riddled with bullets 
by a machine gun, with his men round him.’”’

London on the 2nd September, 1891. 

He was educated at St. Olave’s Grammar 
School, at the London Day Training College, 
and at University College, London, where in 
1911 he passed the Interm.

just missing his final B.Sc. in 1913.  After- 
wards he received an appointment as Lecturer 
at Peterborough 
Training College. 
Ile was keen on 
sport, having been 
the promoter and 
secretary of the local 
Badminton Club, 
and a member of the 
local Cricket Club. 
He was also a keen 
cyclist. 

At University College 
Mr. Taylor had been 
in the O.T.C. for four years, having obtained cer- 
tificate “ B”’ in 1913, and from 1913 to 1914 he was 
Quartermaster-Sergeant. In August, 1914, he 
was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Reserve 
Battalion The Buffs, and from September to 
December, 1914, was attached to the Lincoln- 
shire Regiment, with which he was in action. 
He was one of two officers in the Battalion who 
survived October 3lst-November Ist, when the 
Lincolns suffered so severely. In November 
and December he was in charge of one of the fore- 
most trenches at Ypres, but in the latter month he 
was invalided home suffering from frost-bitten 
fect. THe was promoted Lieutenant in Feb- 
ruary, 1915, and in that month he joined the Ist 
Battalion The Buffs at the front. Lieutenant 
Taylor was killed in action on the 7th June, 
1915, near Brielen, two miles west of Ypres, 
while endeavouring to remove his men, who 
were in reserve, to a place of safety, as they 
were being shelled from a great distance. He 
had succeeded in removing one half of them 
and was killed whilst trying to remove the 
remainder, ten men being killed by the same 
shell. 

CAPTAIN OSWALD NEVILLE TEBBUTT, Ist BATTN. 
CAMBRIDGESHIRE REGIMENT, T.F., was killed 
in action, 15th March, 1915. 


MAJOR DANIEL JEAN TENAILLE, 5th 
CANADIAN INFANTRY BATTALION, 
was born in Paris on 
the 16th January, 
1880. He was for 
several years in the 


French Army, and 
served with the 9me 
Cuirassiers at 
Noyons. Afterwards 
he went out to 
Canada, and in 1899 
obtained possession 
of a large 
ranch in the Cypress 
Hills. He was keen on all kinds of sport, and 


horse 
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was one of the leading figures of the Maple 
Creek district, where he was most popular among 
ranchers and roughriders. 

In February, 1911, he joined the Canadian 
Militia as a Major in the 27th Light Horse at 
Maple Creck, Saskatchewan. When war broke 
out in August, 1914, he volunteered for active 
service, and in the following month was 
appointed Major in the 5th Canadian Infantry 
Battalion. Major Tenaille was killed in action 
at Festubert on the 23rd May, 1915, while lead- 
ing a successful assault on the enemy’s position, 
and was buried at Le Touret, near Béthune. 
The Officer Commanding Strathcona’s Horse wrote: 
“Your son had taken several courses at Winnipeg with 
me, where I was Commandant of the Cavalry School 
and commanded Lord Strathcona’s Horse (R.C.). He 
was extremely popular with all ranks Strathcona’s, and 
deservedly so, Personally I looked upon him as a dear 
friend and a fine officer of the best type. On the carly 
morning of the 23rd May, two companies of his Regiment 
(the 5th Battalion) were ordered to assault a small 
German redoubt that was about 200 yards to our front. 
This was done with the greatest dash and gallantry, 
and amongst those splendid soldiers all were agreed 
that no one did better or displayed more courage than 
your son; he was easily ‘Je plus brave des plus braves.’ 
The attack was met with a storm of shrapnel and machine 
gun fire; the word was passed to me that the supports of 
the 5th Battalion had not arrived and that they required 
support. Strathcona’s were then holding the front line 
trenches on the right of our brigade, I threw in our 
‘©’ Squadron. Our men told me that as they charged 
forward they passed Major Tenaille wounded on the 
ground. But he raised himself and cheered them on. 
An incident that will always be remembered in this 
Regiment, that will cherish his memory.” 

His Company took an important part in the 
second battle of Ypres, having been in the front 
line trenches since the 19th April—the attack 
broke out on the evening of the 22nd—and 
they never left the firing line for seventeen days 
in succession. 

Major Tenaille married Diane de Mondésert, 
and left three sons and one daughter. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES ALAN 
RAMSAY (BUNNY) TENNANT, 3rd 
BATTN. (RESERVE) DORSETSHIRE REGI- 
MENT, attd. 2nd BATTN. DEVONSHIRE 
REGIMENT, the 
younger son of Wil- 
liam and Agnes Ten- 
nant, of Orford 
House, Ugley, 
Bishop’s Stortford, 
was born at Brox- 
bourne, Herts., on 
the 7th August, 1888. 
He was educated at 
Eton, which he en- 
tered in the summer 
of 1902, and left at 
Election in 1907. For his last year he was 
Captain of Games in his House—F. H. Rawlins’. 


On leaving School he went into his father’s 
business, and for some years had been in the 
Montreal branch of the firm; but, at the out- 
break of the War, he returned to England, and 
enlisted in the London Scottish. 

2nd Lieutenant Tennant received his commis- 
sion in the 3rd Battalion Dorsetshire Regiment in 
December, 1914, after serving for three months 
with the London Scottish, and left for the front 
in March, 1915, attached to the 2nd Battalion 
Devonshire Regiment. He was killed early on 
Sunday morning, the 9th May, 1915, by the con- 
cussion of a shell which burst close to him. He 
was leading his Platoon, which was among the 
very foremost in the attack on Aubers Ridge. 
He lived just long enough to tell the Platoon- 
Sergeant, who ran to his side when he fell, to 
“ get on—-take charge.” His body was recovered 
and was buried near the spot where he fell. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES GRANT 
TENNANT, 4th BATTN. (TERRIT.) SEA- 
FORTH HIGHLANDERS' (ROSS-SHIRE 
THE DUKE OF ALBANY'S), 
who was born on the 
23rd July, 1882, at 
Lowfell, Co. Dur- 
ham, was the only 
son of James Ten- 
nant, Fairlie, Ayr- 
shire: he was a 
cousin of Lord Glen- 
conner and of the 
Rt. Hon. H. J. 
Tennant, M.P., 
Under-Secretary of 
State for War. 

He was educated at Charterhouse, Godalming, 
of which he was a Senior Scholar, and at Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he gained an exhibi- 
tion. He joined the 4th Battalion Seaforth 
Highlanders as 2nd Lieutenant in October, 
1914, and went with it to France early in 
November. After four months’ service he was 
offered a Captaincy in another company, but 
preferred to remain with his own men. He was 
killed on the 9th May, 1915, at Neuve Chapelle 
in an attack on the German trenches. 

Before joining the Army 2nd _ Lieutenant 
Tennant was a Director of the Tharsis Sulphur 
and Copper Company, and of Alexander 
Fergusson & Co., Ltd., of Glasgow.

LIEUTENANT FREDERICK RENNELL 
THACKERAY, M.C., 2nd BATTN. THE

the only son of 
Colonel Frederick 
Rennell Thackeray, 
R.F.A., since died on 
active service, and 
of Mrs. Thackeray, 
of Fleet, Hants. He 
was a “grandson of 
the late Captain F. 
R. Thackeray, High- 
land Light Infantry, 
and of Colonel J. O. 
Tlasted, Royal Engincers. 

Lieutenant Thackeray was born on the 24th 
March, 1892, at Campbellpore, Punjab, India, 
and was educated at St. Lawrence College, 
Ramsgate, where he was in the lst Hockey 
Team and School XI. From Ramsgate he passed 
direct into the R.M.C., Sandhurst. 

He received his first appointment to the Army 
in March, 1912, when he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the West Riding Regiment, and 
was posted to the 2nd Battalion. When the 
war with Germany broke out he was stationed 
with his Battalion at Dublin, and in August, 
1914, he was promoted Lieutenant. His Bat- 
talion went to France as part of the 13th 
Brigade, Vth Division. Lieutenant Thackeray 
took part in the first battle of the War at Mons, 
and was through the great retirement. He was 
present at the battles of Le Cateau, the Marne, 
the Aisne, and the first battle of Ypres in 
November, 1914, after which he became Acting 
Adjutant. In ‘March, 1915, Lieutenant 
Thackeray was invalided to Nice, but rejoined 
his Battalion in April of that year, reaching the 
trenchcs on the 17th of the month. Next day 
he wassent for to take command of “ B’’ Com- 
pany, and died while leading his men in the 
charge on Hill 60, shot. through the head. The 
Regiment carried the attack gallantly at the 
point of the bayonet, and held it against all 
German counter-attacks, until it was relieved. 
The Regiment suffered very heavily in officers 
and men. He wag a general favourite, and 
much loved by his men. Just before the charge 
he spoke to them, saying: ‘Come on, boys ; 
it’s a tough job, but we’ve got to do it, so let’s 
at it’; and his last words were, turning to his 
men, ‘‘ Remember, you belong to the ¢ Duke’s.’” 


His Commanding Officer wrote: “ While he was Acting 
Adjutant, i.e., after the battle of Ypres, when the 
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Adjutant was wounded, until I left the Regiment after 
‘Xmas, we were together practically day and night, 
and although many years younger than myself I was 
always glad to have him with me. He was so bright and 
clever, and such a gallant young fellow, it is very 
hard that he should be taken away so young. He had 
done splendidly since the very beginning of the Cam- 
paign, and had seen more fighting than any one else in the 
Battalion.”* 


The shell fire was so great, for days, on Hill! 60, 
that the body of Lieutenant, Thackeray, and 
those of two others who had fallen, could not 
be removed, so they were buried side by side in 
a piece of land between the British and German 
trenches. 

For his services in the War Licutenant Thacke. 
ray was mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch 
of the 14th January, 1915, and he was awarded 
the Military Cross for service in the field 
(London Gazetle, 18th February, 1915).

His Captain wrote that he was a brave and 
efficient officer who never hesitated to expose 
himself in order to steady his men. He was 
liked by his brother officers and men, and 
wounded men say he was brave and cool to 
a degree. Another officer gave instances of 
his exposing himself to the hottest fire when 
necessary.

For active ser- 
vice he proceeded with his Battalion to the Near 
East. 


LIEUTENANT KENNETH SINCLAIR 
THOMSON, INDIAN ARMY, who was killed 
in action near the 
Persian Gulf on the 
3rd March, 1915, was 
the eldest son of 
J. Sinclair Thomson, 
of Geralding, New 
Zealand, and a 
nephew of Sir St. 
Clair Thomson, M.D. 
He was born on the 
7th October, 1586, in 
New Zealand, and 
alter his school edu- 
cation at Collegiate School,Wanganui, he entered 
St. John’s College, Cambridge, with a view to 
studying medicine. Having joined the King’s 
Colonials while at the University, his attention 
was directed to a military life, and after taking 
his degree he received an unattached 2nd 
Lieutenancy in February, 1910, for the Indian 
Army, with antedate to January, 1999, in virtue 
of his degree. In March, 1911, he was posted 
to the 21st Prince Albert Victor’s Own Cavalry, 
and his genial disposition and sportsmanlike 
qualities gained him many friends. 

He was promoted Lieutenant in April, 1911, 
and in 1913 passed brilliantly in gunnery. For 
active service in the Great War he was attached 
to the 16th Cavalry, Indian Army, leaving 
Bombay for the Persian Gulf in charge of 
machine guns. He was killed at Nakaila, about 


twenty-five miles from Basra, during a cavalry 
reconnaissance. As the enemy were discovered 
in unexpectedly large numbers, a rear guard 
action against about 1,500 hostile horsemen had 
to be fought, and when endeavouring to save 
his gun, Lieutenant Thomson was shot through 
the heart. 


LIEUTENANT RICHARD Epwarp JOHN THOMSON,

He was educated at Southcliffe, Filey, at ‘‘ ‘The 
Lodge,”’ Uppingham, and at Pembroke College, 
Cambridge. At school he was a member of the 
Cadet Corps, and he was in the O.T.C, at Cam- 
bridge for three years. On leaving the Univer- 
sity he received a commission in the Leicester- 
shire Yeomanry, and was gazetted Lieutcnant 
in his Regiment in November, 1913. Lieutenant, 
Thomson was a member of the Bath Club, and 
his favourite recreations were riding, golf, 
shooting, and hunting with the Atherstone 
Hunt, of which he was a member. He was an 
enthusiastic supporter of the Unionist Cause, 
and frequently spoke at political meetings. He 
took a great interest in the Irish question. 
Lieutenant Thomson went with his Regiment 
to France for active service in the Great War, 
and he was killed by a shcli bursting in a dug- 
out during the action of the 13th May, 1915, 
when the Leiccstershire Yeomanry were holding 
the Menin-Ypres Road. 


LizuUrTENANT EpWArp FRaNcts T'HORBURN, 
6th (TeRRItT.) BaTrn. THE MANCHESTER ReEGI- 
MENT, was killed in action, 4th June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (temp. LIEUTENANT)

Flanders on the 16th 
June, 1915. 

He was the elder son 
of Major R. L.

26th January, 1596. 
He was educated at 
Eton, where he was in the boats and won his 
House Football Colours, and at the R.M.C.,

Sandhurst, where he was a Corporal Cadet, 
His tutor at Eton wrote of him: ‘ One of the 
cheeriest souis that ever lived.” 

In October, 1914, he was gazetted 2nd Lieu- 
tenant, and was posted to the 4th Battalion Royal 
Fusiliers. He left Dover for the front at the end 
of November, and was promoted temporary 
Lieutenant in February, 1915. His Com- 
manding Officer reported that ‘‘ He was in 
command of a Company for some weeks near 
Ypres, when he did most excellent work, and 
for his services he was mentioned in Sir John 
French’s Despatch of 81st May, 1915.” He was 
killed on the 16th June, 1915, in an attack on 
Hocge, in Flanders, whilst acting as Machine 
Gun Officer. He fell beyond the line eventuaily 
held by the Germans. 


His Commanding Officer writes: ‘ We were all most 
awfully fond of your boy, he was always so cheery and 
bright; I also had—as his Commanding Officer—the 
highest opinion of his abilities as an officer, and looked 
on him as quite in a class by himself. He was very clear- 
headed and quick at taking in a situation, and carrying 
on and doing the right thing.” 

Another officer writes: ‘* When I was in Ypres I met a 
great friend of mine, and he told me of a certain young 
subaltern in his Battalion, the 4th Royal Fusiliers, who 
at the age of nineteen was commanding a Company, 
and doing so well that although there were senior and 
older men available the Colonel refused to put them over 
his head, I asked who the lad was, and was told it was 
Bobbie Thornton,” 

And a Senior brother Officer said: ‘ He had the knack 
of getting men to work and to fight.’’ 

The Senior Officer left in the Battalion after the attack 
when he was killed wrote: ‘* He was a real good ’un and 
as brave as a lion.” 

His Captain wrote from the Commanding Officer's bed- 
side in Hospital: ‘* The Commanding Officer would like 
you to know that he had sent in your boy’s name for the 
Military C couple of days before he died and that 
he knows the General recommended it and sent it on. 
It will probably not have got through in time."

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Battalion in Crete, and serving with it in Malta 
and India. He was promoted Lieutenant in 
April, 1911. In December, 1914, he was pro- 
moted temporarily (supern.) to the rank of 
Captain. He was killed on the 15th February, 
1915, while acting as a guide in a night attack 
to retake trenches at St. Eloi. 


The following memoir appeared in The Field of the 
20th February, 1915: ‘* Capt. Thursby was well known 
in the world of sport, more especially as far as military 
races are concerned. Of him it was once remarked in 
The Pioneer: ‘1 thought I was coming to the Quetta 
races, but [have madea mistake, and attended Thursby’s 
benetit instead.’ 


These words were written in connection with 
the Quetta Meeting held on September 19th, 
1912, when on the second day Mr. Thursby 
rode in six of the seven races on the card and 
won them all. Previously he had scored eight 
wins in twenty-two mounts at Malta, and in 
the following season (at the same place) eighteen 
wins in forty mounts. He hcaded the amateur 
riders in the matter of average while he was in 
India, and had it not been that he was so long 
on foreign service he would doubtless have made 
a big mark as a race rider in this country. As 
an athlete, too, Captain Thursby held no mean 
place, and in the Malta Garrison Marathon of 
1909 he was eleventh man home in a field of 
700, his own Battalion (ef which he was the 
trainer) taking second honours in the team 
competition. In the following year the Bat- 
talion won first place, and Captain Thursby 
was the first officer home, and in the same year 
the Battalion was first in polo, cricket, football, 
and gymnasties, Captain Thursby being one of 
its representatives in each event.

CAPTAIN ALEXANDER FINDLATER 
TODD, 3rd (RESERVE) (attd. Ist) BATTN- 
THE NORFOLK REGIMENT, 
of Firthorpe, Ascot, 
Berks., was the third 
son of the late Bruce 
B. Todd, of Tay- 
mount, Forest Hiil, 
and was born on the 
20th September, 
1873. 

He was educated at 
Mill Hill School and 
Caius College, Cam- 
bridge, and was a 
well-known — athlete 
at School and College. Te was a Rugby 
Blue for four years, obtaining his Rugby 
International Cap in 1900, and had been one of 
the English XV. that went to South Africa 
in 18396 ; he was also a good cricketer and played 
for the County of Berkshire. 

During the South African War he served in 
Roberts's Horse, and was severely wounded. 
He was gazetted Captain in the 4th Battalion 
of the Norfolk Regiment in September, 1902, 
and when war broke out in August, 1914, he 
rejoined the Army in the Reserve, and was 
gazetted Lieutenant in the 3rd Battalion of the 
Norfolk Regiment in September, 1914. He 
joined his Battalion at Felixstowe, whence he 
went to the Ist. Battalion, with which he served 
until his death. 

Captain Todd was wounded at the taking of 
Hill 60, near Ypres, on the 18th April, 1915, 
and died at No. 3 Casualty Clearing Hospital at 
Poperinghe on the 21st of that month. Tis 
promotion to Captain, to date from 10th April, 
1915, was not gazetted until after his death. 


CAPTAIN WILLIAM TODD, ARGYLL- 


SHIRE (MOUNTAIN) BATTERY, 1/4th 
HIGHLAND (MOUNTAIN) BRIGADE, 
ROYAL GARRISON ARTILLERY, T.F., 


was the eldest son of the late George Todd, 
Esq., Haghill (East), Glasgow, and was born 
there on the 26th June, 1876. He was edu- 
cated at Kelvinside Academy, Glasgow, and at 
St. Andrews, and became by profession an 
Architect, carrying on his business at Lochgilp- 
head, Argyllshire. He joined the local Com- 
pany of Artillery Volunteers as Lieutenant in 
1905, and afterwards the Argyll Mountain 


Battery, in which he became Captain in Sep- 
tember, 1914. He had passed for promotion to 
field rank, and on 
the outbreak of war 
undertook Imperial 
Service obligations.

went to Bedford for 
six months’ training 
with the Brigade 
which left on the 
17th March, 1915, as

There Captain 
Todd was wounded on the 29th June, 1915, by an 
enemy shell, while selecting a new position for 
his guns, and died next day, and was buried on 
“YY” beach, Gallipoli Peninsula. 

Captain Todd married Allyce, daughter of the 
late Mr. John MeMillan, chemist, Glasgow, 
and left two children, George McMillan, born 
in January, 1908, and Elizabeth McMillan, born 
in April, 1910. 


LIEUTENANT GILBERT TODHUNTER, 
11th CANADIAN INFANTRY BATTALION, 
was the son of Mr, 
and Mrs. George 
Todhunter, formerly 
of Keswick, now of 
7, Etterby Road, 
Carlisle. 

Lieutenant Todhun- 
ter was born in Kes- 
wick, Cumberland, 
on the 18th Febru- 
ary, 1890, and was 
educated at Brigham 
School, Keswick. 
While in England, Mr. Todhunter took great 
interest in the Boy Scout movement, and was 
Ist Scoutmaster of the Keswick Boy Scouts for 
three years. He was also Secretary of the 
Y.M.C.A. at Keswick. He joined the 4th 
(Territorial) Battalion Border Regiment, and 
was a Signaller for four years, and, after going 
to Canada, he joined the Signalling Corps at 
Winnipeg, becoming Signalling Officer in the 
106th Winnipeg Light Infantry. In September, 
1914, he was gazetted Lieutenant in the 11th 
Canadian Infantry Battalion, and came to 
Europe with the Ist Canadian Contingent, 
spending some time on a Training Staff in 
England before going to the front. He was 
killed in action on the 20th May, 1915, and was 
buried at Festubert. 

Todhunter married Harriet, 
daughter of the late William Bebbington and of

CECIL TOPHAM, UNATTACHED LIST, 
INDIAN ARMY, attd. Ist BATTN. THE 
WELSH REGI- 
MENT, elder son 
of John Henry 
Topham and of Mrs: 
Topham, of Morley 
Hall, Derbyshire, 
was born in Derby 
on the 14th October, 
1891. 

He was educated at 
Stancliffe School, 
near Matlock, at Mal- 
vern, and at Clare 
College, Cambridge, where he graduated in 1913, 
and was nominated to a commission in the Indian 
Army, to which he was gazetted in January, 
1913. On the outbreak of the War he was 
attached to the Sherwood Foresters at North 
Shields, and carly in March, 1915, he proceeded. 
to Flanders, where he was attached to the Welsh 
Regiment for active service during the War. 
2nd Lieutenant Topham was seriously wounded 
by shell fire on the 24th May, 1915, while 
taking part in a counter-attack in part of Ypres, 
and died next day in a Clearing Station at 
Bailleul, and was buried in the Military Ceme- 
tery at that place. 


LIEUTENANT (temp.) RICHARD MAYNARD ToRIN, 
Roya Enainerers, was killed in action, 25th 
April, 1915. 


CAPTAIN CHARLES GORDON LOFTUS 
TOTTENHAM, 


ROYAL ENGINEERS, 
was the son of the 
late Major-General 
H. L. A. Tottenham, 
Bengal Staff Corps, 
and was related to 
the MacMurrough 
family. 

He was born on the 
llth October, 1888, 
at Hobart, Tasmania, 
and was educated at 
Dulwich College and 
the R.M.A., Wool- 
wich, which he entered in January. 1906, and 
on the completion of a two years’ course passed 
out seventh of his term. He was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Royal Engineers in December, 
1907. After two years at the S.M.E., Chatham, 
he was sent to Plymouth to undergo a course 
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on searchlights and coastal defence. He became 
Lieutenant in May, 1910, and in July he received 
orders to proceed to India. On arrival there he 
was sent to Rangoon, Burma, where he was 
posted to the command of the Defence Light 
Section of the 2nd (Queen’s Own) Sappers and 
Miners. He was also responsible for the training 
of the Port Defence Volunteers of Rangoon. 
His appointment at Rangoon terminated at 
the end of three years, and in 1913 he was trans- 
ferred to Calcutta for work under the Military 
Works Department. While there he com- 
menced to study for the Staff College, but just 
before the outbreak of the War he was trans- 
ferred to Cawnpore as Garrison Engineer. In 
October, 1914, he was promoted Captain and 
received orders to embark for France with a 
draft of the Ist (K.G.O.) Sappers and Miners, 
and landed at Marseilles in December, 1914. 
From then onwards he was employed on the 
Lines of Communication at Marscilles and 
Rouen. until ordered to join the 4th Company vf 
the Ist (K.G.O.) Sappers and Miners when the 
establishment of that Company was increased 
from four to five officers. He reported at the 
Company’s Headquarters on 9th March, 1915, 
the day before the battle of Neuve Chapelle, 
in which he participated and continued to serve 
with them until his death on the 30th March, 
1915. On that day he was inspecting work 
which had just been completed and was mor- 
tally wounded. 

Captain Tottenham had a good natural talent for 
languages and had passed Higher Standard 
Hindustani, Preliminary Burmese, and Yun- 
nanese, and was an Interpreter in German. He 
was extremely popular, and most successful in 
getting the very best work out of his men. 


CAPTAIN FRANCIS WHITCHURCH 
TOWNEND, ROYAL ENGINEERS, No. 31 
(DIVISIONAL SIGNAL COMPANY) 
SAPPERS AND 
MINERS, was the 
third son of the late 
Rev. A. J. Townend, 
Chaplain, H.M. 
Forces, and of the 
late Mrs. Townend, 
Sunnyside, Cam- 
berley, and a grand- 
son of the Hon. W. J. 
Stairs, of Halifax, 
Canada. 

He was born at Hali- 
fax, Nova Scotia, on the 10th July, 1885, and 
was educated at Dulwich College, and the 
R.M.A., Woolwich, which he entered in Decem- 
ber, 1901. At Woolwich he was one of the 
finest men and all-round sportsmen who ever 
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played for the Royal Engincers at cricket and 
football. Later his cricket developed rapidly, 
and he made excellent scores for the Royal 
Engineers v. Household Brigade at Burton 
Court, and for the Indian Army v. British 
Army at Poona. 

Captain Townend received his first commission 
as 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Engineers in 
January, 1904, and after two years at the 
S.M.E., Chatham, he was sent to India, where 
he was posted to the 3rd Sappers and Miners. 
He was promoted Lieutenant in September, 
1906, and Captain in October, 1914, having 
joined the Indian Expeditionary Force in 
France in September. When about to embark 
at Bombay for the front, he dived again and 
again into the dock in an attempt to save a 
drowning native who had fallenin from a staging 
where he had been painting. 

Captain Townend was wounded in the arm and 
legs on the 28th March, 1915, by shell, both his 
legs being shot off below the knee, but he cheer- 
fully ‘stood on the stumps of his legs”? and 
directed operations for the tending and care of 
the three wounded of his party of five native 
soldiers, two of whom had been killed, all of 
them being victims of the same shell. Captain 


Townend died from the effects of his wounds 
the next day. 


The following account of the circumstances attending 
his death was given by a motor-ambulance driver at the 
front: ‘* After dinner I commenced a letter, but was 
interrupted by a shell bursting somewhere in the vicinity 
and a man yelling for bandages. Of course I rushed to 
see if I could be of any use, and found that the shell had 
burst at the side of the road about forty yards away, 
right in the midst of a party of Indian engineers who 
were inspecting the telegraph wires. I was late in starting 
owing to my letter, and all the Indians were being 
attended to when I arrived on the scene. However, I 
saw some one in the shell hole which was on the side of 
the road opposite from where the men had been hit, and 
80 had escaped notice. In it was a man, the white officer 
of the Indians, who appeared to have half his legs buried 
in the debris of the hole. He told us to attend to the 
others first; he was all right. And then as we moved 
him we saw that he was standing on the stumps of his 
legs! Both had been shot off at the knee. (I’m telling 
you this story, horrible as it is, because of the ex 
ordinary courage the man showed—such courage as I’ve 
never seen before, and hardly imagined. It’s worth while 
bearing the horror of it to realise that we are officered 
by such men.) 

‘*He was perfectly conscious and calm, and spoke as 
though he were a medical officer and some one else the 
victim. He looked at his legs as we moved him on to 
the stretcher and asked me quictly (he was not in the 
least excited, and his handsome face showed no pain) to 
tie something tight round both thighs to stop the bleed- 
ing. I did what I could with my handkerchief, and 
another I requisitioned, and we took him to our billet. 
We had to move hurriedly, of course, as a second shell 
had followed, and we wanted cover in case any more 
arrived. There were two R. 1.C, men with us, and they 
attended to the subsequent first aid. They discovered 
another horrible wound in his arm, and while they 
were dressing it he told them that he thought he would 
give up football next year. We then took him to the 
noarest hospital; he was still conscious and perfectly 


collected, and laughed quietly and talked, apologising 
for the trouble he was causing, while on the way to the 
hospital. And I came back thinking of that tag in some 
book or other—‘I have seen a man.’ The poor fellow 
died in hospital.’” 


A French Officer de Liaison said of him: “I 
shall never forget the gentleness of his life and 
the nobleness of his death.’’ He was buried in 
the Military Cemetery at Béthune. 

Captain Townend was mentioned in Sir John 
French’s Despatch of the 31st May, 1915.

CAPTAIN (temp.) LIONEL GEORGE 
OLIVER TOWNSEND, 7th (SERVICE)

REGIMENT, a son 
of Mr. Oliver C. 
Townsend, General 
Manager of Messrs. 
Hill Smith, Ltd., 
Brierley Hill, of 
Lawnside, Hagley, 
Worcestershire, was 
educated at Cargil- 
field, near Edin- 
burgh, and at Glenal- 
mond. 

After leaving Glenal- 
mond he worked as an apprentice in the shops 
of Messrs. Williams and Robinson, Ltd., Engi- 
neers, Rugby, and for two and a half years 
previous to the outbreak of war he was assisting 
his father at Brierley Hill. At Glenalmond 
Captain Townsend had been a member of the 
School Cadet Corps, in which he rose to the 
rank of Sergeant, and shortly after the declara- 
tion of war he was gazetted temporary 2nd 
Lieutenant inone of the first Battalionsraised in 
the New Armies in September, 1914, becoming 
temporary Lieutenant in December and tempo- 
rary Captain in March, 1915. For active service 
he was sent to Gallipoli Peninsula, and on the 
9th August, 1915, while he was leading his men 
jn action on “‘ Burnt” Hill from Suvla Bay, he 
was killed. Captain Townsend was the first 
officer to be killed that day, and shortly after- 
wards all the officers in the Battalion were killed 
or wounded. 

Captain Townsend was a keen golfer, and was 
elected a member of Prestwick in June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (temp.) SipNEY JoHN Towns. 
END, 2nd Lire Guarps, was killed, 13th May,

2nd LIEUTENANT FERDINAND MAR- 
SHAM-TOWNSHEND, SPECIAL RESERVE

was buried there, 
was the second son of 
the Hon. Robert Mar- 
sham - Townshend, 
J.P., D.L., M.A. 
Oxon, F.S.A., for- 
merly in the Diplo- 
matie Service, son of 
the 3rd Earl of Rom- 
ney, of Frognal, Sidcup, Kent, and his wife, the 
Hon. Mrs. Marsham-Townshend, daughter of the 
Rev. George Barber Paley, Rector of Frecken- 
ham, Suffolk. 

2nd Lieutenant F. Marsham-Townshend was 
born at 5, Chesterfield Street, Mayfair, London, 
on the 17th April, 1880, and was educated at 
Eton and at Christ Church, Oxford, where he 
took his degree of B.A. in 1903. He received his 
commission on probation in the Special Reserve 
of Scots Guards in February, 1915, and for 
active service was attached to the 2nd Battalion 
of his Regiment. 2nd Lieutenant F. Marsham- 
Townshend had been at the front for about two 
months when he was killed.

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The following account of the fighting on the 16th May, 
1915, was published in a weckly paper: ‘ Another 
episode which sent my mind back to the early days of 
the War was the heroic stand of the officers and men of 
the Scots Guards in the sanguinary fighting in the Rue 


du Bois, Two officers and eighty men of the Scots 
Guards fought to the last cartridge, and were found dead 
in the Rue du Bois, surrounded by heaps of German 
corpses. This was during the fighting at Festubert. 
This is what Mr. Valentine Williams says of these 
brave fellows ked by the rain, blackened by the 
sun, their bodies were not beautiful to look upon; but 
the German dead spread plentifully around, the empty 
cartridge cases scattered about, the twisted bayonets 


and the broken rifles showed the price a Scots Guard 


sets upon his honour. No monarch ever had a finer 
lying in state than those ty guardsmen dead amid 
the long coarse grass of this dreary Flanders plain.’ ’” 


2nd Lieutenant Marsham-Townshend was one 
of the two officers referred to. He was amember 
of the Bachelors’ and Bath Clubs. 


LIEUTENANT HAMILTON HENRY 
TRAVERS, 2nd (attd. Ist) BATTN-

who was born on the 25th September, 1892, at 
Newport, Monmouthshire, was the younger son 
of Brigadier-General J. D. du B. Travers, who 
commanded the 40th Infantry Brigade in 
Gallipoli Peninsula, and of Mrs. Travers, Brook- 
lyn House, Warley, Essex. 

He was educated at Wellington, and the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, and received his commission in the 
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S.W.B. in September, 1911, becoming Lieu- 
tenant in October, 1913. He served with his 
RegimentinS, Africa ;

the subsequent retirement therefrom, the battle 
of the Marne, and the advance on the Aisne. 
Soon afterwards he was invalided home, but 
rejoined his Regiment at the end of December, 
1914, and took an active part in the fighting 
and trench warfare up to the time of his death ; 
he was specially referred to by his C.O. for his 
work in the fighting at Givenchy, when he took 
command of his Company on his Captain being 
wounded, and he was mentioned in Sir John 
French’s Despatch of the 31st May, 1915, for 
his gallant services in the field. 

His brother officers testify to his popularity 
with all ranks, and deplore the great loss he 
was to the Regiment and the Army. He hada 
most lovable disposition, always bright and 
happy, and ever foremost in promoting healthy 
sport among his men, in which he took a promi+ 
nent part with great success. 

Not only did Lieutenant Travers belong to a 
family that had had many military distinctions, 
but his death severs a connection which his 
family had long had with the 24th Regiment, 
now the S. Wales Borderers. One member of 
the family, Robert W. Travers, eldest son of 
Sir Robert Travers, of Peninsula fame, was 
Captain of the 1st Company of the 24th at 
Chillianwallah, and was among the thirteen 
officers of the Regiment killed on that day. 
Another Travers only missed the catastrophe of 
Isandhlwana, in the Zulu war, owing to his 
having left his Regiment for the command of 
the 48th Regiment a short time before; he, of 
whom Lieutenant H. H. Travers was a grandson, 
afterwards was appointed Colonel Commandant 
of the School of Musketry, Hythe; his son, 
Brigadier-General Travers, father of the subject 
of this memoir, joined the 8.W.B. in 1881 and 
saw much service with them in various parts of 
the world, and commanded the 2nd Battalion 
from 1908-11. Thus for an unbroken period of 
seventy-five years there has been a succession 
of officers of the Travers family in the direct 
line in this famous Regiment. The elder 
brother (R. L. Travers) of Lieutenant Travers 
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is now serving in the Queen’s Own (Royal 
West Kent Regiment) at the front, and another 
relative—H. M. Travers—on whom a decoration 
has just been posthumously bestowed, was 
killed near Ypres in November, 1914, while 
serving with the Royal Munster Fusiliers. 


LIEUTENANT (Temp. CAPTAIN) ALLAN E. TREM- 
BATH, 15th (County oF LONDON) BaTrn. THE

LIEUTENANT FREDERICK ALFRED 
TRENCHARD, ROYAL FIELD ARTILLERY, 
the only son of Mr. 
and Mrs. R. B. 
Trenchard, 1, Roland 
Houses, Old Bromp- 
ton Road, S.W., was 
born on the 12th 
April, 1888. 

He was educated at 
Oundle School, after- 
wards entering 
Trinity Hall, Cam- 
bridge, where he 
graduated. He was 
a keen sportsman, enjoyed hunting, football, 
golf, and lawn tennis, and he obtained his half 
blue for throwing the hammer in the Inter- 
University Sports. He received his commission 
in the Royal Artillery in July, 1910, becoming 
Lieutenant three years later. He accompanied 
his Battery, the 86th, to the Continent in Sep- 
tember, 1914, and was wounded in December, 
being mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch 
of 14th January, 1915. When his wound had 
healed he returned to duty and on the 24th May, 
1915, was killed in action near Ypres under the

As a boy he entered the 
Highgate School Cadet Corps and afterwards, 
at both School and College, was a member of 
the O.T.C. He received an appointment as 
2nd Lieutenant in the Volunteers in 1898, 
becoming Lieutenant in December, 1901, and 
after the outbreak of the present War was given 
his commission as Temporary Lieutenant in the 
Royal Engineers in December, 1914.

CAPTAIN CECIL THOMAS TUFF, 3rd (RE- 
SERVE) (attd. Ist) BATTN. THE QUEEN’S 
OWN (ROYAL WEST KENT REGIMENT), 
born in 1885, at 
Rochester, Kent, 
was the third son of 
Charles Tuff, Esq., 
late M.P. for Roches- 


ter, of Westfield, 
Singlewell, near 
Gravesend. 


He was educated at 
Malvern College, and 


joined the West 
Kent = Militia in 
1905. Resigning his 


commission in 1910 he became the owner of, 
and himself farmed, Coombe Manor, near 
Rochester. On the outbreak of the Great War 
he rejoined as Lieutenant his old Battalion, now 
become the 3rd Battalion, Royal West Kent 
Regiment, in which he was promoted Captain 
in September, 1914. In November, 1914, he 
was attached to the Ist Battalion of his Regi- 
ment in Flanders. He was shot on the 20th 
April, 1915, while leading his Company in the 
attack on Hill 60. 


2nd LiguTENANT ARTHUR HARRINGTON SEY- 
MouR TUKE, 3rd (RESERVE) (attd. 2nd) BartN. 
NORTHUMBERLAND FusILiers, was killed by a 
shell, 7th May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN ROBERT RAMSEY TULLIS, 
1/7th BATTN. (TERRIT.) PRINCESS

LOUISE’S (ARGYLL AND SUTHERLAND 
HIGHLANDERS), born at Glasgow on the 25th 
November, 1885, was 
the son of James T. 
Tullis, of Tullibody 
and Glasgow. His 
brother, Major J. 
Tullis, Argyll and 
Sutherland High- 
landers, was wounded 
on the 2nd May,1915, 
at Ypres. 

Captain Tullis was 
educated at Gilas- 
gow Academy, and 
in private life was a leather merchant at 
Tullibody. He became Captain in the Terri- 
torial Force in March, 1909, had qualified for 
promotion, and undertook Imperial Service 
obligations on the outbreak of war in August, 
1914, He was wounded in the head at Ypres 
on the morning of the 24th May, 1915, and died 
the following day in hospital at Bailleul without 
having regained consciousness. He was buried 
inanannexeof aFrench cemetery at Bailleul. In 
many letters from his brother officers and men 
mention was made of his courage, and of his 
great kindness and thoughtfulness for his men. 
On one occasion, during a gas attack at Ypres, 
he and four men held a trench alone until the 
gas fumes were sufficiently overcome for the 
Battalion to come to their support, and his 
last words were of encouragement to the ‘‘ Old 
Argylls.”” 

Captain Tullis married on the 30th April, 1913, 
Edith Rosina, only daughter of Sir Archibald 
and Lady McLunes Shaw, of Glasgow, and 
leaves a daughter, Jeanne Elizabeth Ramsey, 
born on the 3rd March, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT - COLONEL GEORGE SWINTON 
TULLOH, COMMANDING 2nd Battrn. GLOUCES- 
TERSHIRE REGIMENT, was killed in action, 9th 
May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT DERWENT CHRISTOPHER TURN- 
BULL, M.B., Cu.B., Royan ARMY MEDICAL 
Corps, 24th Fretp AMBULANCE, XXVIIIth 
Division, died of wounds, 14th March, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT LAURENCE TURN- 
BULL, 3rd (RESERVE) (attd. 2nd) BATTN. 
BEDFORDSHIRE REGIMENT, elder son of 
Mr. H. B. Turnbull and of Mrs. Agnes M. Turn- 
bull, 2, Charles Street, Berkeley Square, W., 
was born on the Ist March, 1886, at Newcastle- 
on-Tyne. His brother, Captain Denis Turnbull, 
Army Service Corps, has been mentioned in 
Despatches and awarded the Military Cross. 

His parents being resident in America, he was 
educated at the Preparatory School and later 
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at Stevens’ Institute of Technology, Hoboken, 
U.S.A., where he took his degree of M.E. in 
1907. He was a fine 
lacrosse player, play- 
ing lacrosse for both 
his school and the 
Institute, and he was 
a good runner in the 
quarter and half mile, 
taking several medals 
for these races at 
the Institute Sports. 
He was also a fine 
swimmer and a very 
keen yachtsman, 
building and sailing his own boats. 

After his education was completed he obtained 
a very good position in the Westinghouse Com- 
pany, Pittsburg, which he held for several years, 
being one of their best Specialist Engineers 
on Electric Locomotion; he was a member of 
the Westinghouse Club, Pittsburg, and of the 
Services Club. 

On this country being involved in war he 
returned to England in October, 1914, to take 
his share in her service, the Westinghouse 
Company having given him indefinite leave, and 
was given a commission in the 3rd Battalion 
Bedfordshire Regiment in November, 1914. 
He trained at Ampthill under the Duke of 
Bedford, and had only been three weeks at the 
front when he was killed on the 16th June, 
1915, while leading his men into action, his body 
being left in an enemy trench. 

The following was the report of the action made 
to the General Commanding the VIIth Division, 
a copy of which that officer sent to Lieutenant 
Turnbull’s mother, thinking she ‘‘ would like 
to have a copy ” :— 

“Rank: 2nd Lieutenant. 

“Name: Turnbull, L.— 3rd Battalion Bed- 
fordshire Regiment. 

“Givencuy. June 16th, 1915. Killed. Led 
his Platoon most gallantly and was organising 
the defence of the crater when he was killed by a 
bomb.”’ 


The Duke of Bedford wrote the following letter to the 
Press on hearing of 2nd Lieutenant Turnbull’s death : 
“1 would be glad if you would kindly publish the 
enclosed letters in your paper. Lieutenant Turnbull 
served in my Unit, and did his training under me previous 
to his going to the front. The letters enclosed only 
uphold the opinion I had formed of him, and I am quite 
sure that had he lived and made the Army his permanent 
profession he would have made a name for himself. 
Lieutenant Turnbull only recently joined, having thrown 
up a good appointment in America to join,” 


The following extracts are taken from the 
letters enclosed by the Duke :— 
From the Officer Commanding the Battalion to which 


he was attached ; ** He died in the enemy trench which 
his Company had captured, and his death was instan-

taneous. I am sorry to say that our men were unable 
to hold on to the portion of the trench they captured, 
and were only able at the end to get away themselves, 
with some of the wounded, so that your son’s body had 
to be left where he fell, The enemy are, as a rule, very 
good about burying officers, and I think they will 
probably have done so. Your son had gallantly led his 
Platoon against the enemy, and at the time he was 
killed they were resisting a counter-attack by the enemy. 
He had been with us long enough for us to have formed a 
most favourable opinion of him and of his capabilities, 
and he will be an immense loss to us.”” 

From the Officer who took command of 2nd Lieutenant 
Turnbull’s Platoon: ‘I cannot say how much we miss 
Turnbull in this Regiment ; he was not with us long, but 
in the few weeks we knew him he impressed us all with 
his tremendous energy. He never spared himself work, 
and on the morning before the attack he worked just as 
hard to improve our section of the trench as he expected 
the men to work in theirs. He had won the confidence 
of his N.C.O.’s and men of his Platoon, many of whom 
have since told me how much they miss him. He was 
splendid in the last charge, leading his men to the German 
position and helping to reorganise the line with great 
coolness. THe isa great loss to us.”” 

After his death the following communication from the 
Brigadier-General, 21st Brigade, was received by his 
executors, addressed to him: ‘ Your name has been 
noted for conspicuous gallantry in the field, but as 
promotions and decorations cannot in every case be 
awarded, I should like you to know that your gallant 
conduct has not been overlooked, and is much appre- 
ciated.’” 


LIEvTENANT WILLIAM ELLiot TURNBUIL, | /5th 
Barry. (QUEEN’s EpINBuRGH Rirues) (TER-

was killed in action, 28th April, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT ALAN FLETCHER TURNER, LEICES- 
TERSHIRE (PRINCE ALBERT’S OWN) YEOMANRY? 
'T.F., was killed in action, 13th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT FREDERICK HARDING 
TURNER, 10th (SCOTTISH) BATTN. THE 
KING’S (LIVERPOOL REGIMENT), T.F., 
was born in Liver~ 
pool on the 29th 
May, 1888, and was 
the son of W. N. 
Turner, of Mossley 
Hill Drive, Sefton 
Park, Liverpool. 

He was educated at 
Sedbergh School, 
Yorkshire, and 
Trinity College, Ox- 
ford, where he took 
his degree of B.A. 
Lieutenant Turner’s record furnishes a fine 
example of what the Army owes to the British 
love of, and excellence in, games and sports of 
all kinds, and it is impossible in such a work 
as this to do more than give a mere outline 
of his achievements in this field. At Sed- 
bergh he was Captain of the Cricket and Foot- 
ball teams, and won the record for putting the 
weight; but it must also be mentioned that 


he was no mean scholar. Leaving Sedbergh he 
went to Oxford, where he was given his Rugby 
Blue in 1908, the year of Hodges’ captaincy. 
He also played against Cambridge in 1909 and 
1910, and in his last year, 1911, captained the 
winning team, which had no fewer than three 
Sedberghians in it. On coming down from 
Oxford he was asked to play for Scotland, and 
in four seasons only missed one match, and was 
captain of the International Team in 1913. 
Lieutenant Turner has been described as one of 
the most notable Rugby football players of 
modern times. He played for Scotland four 
times against England and Ireland, three times 
against Wales, and three times against France, 
and once against the S. Africans in 1913. His 
place-kicking at Oxford became almost a 
proverb. 

After leaving Oxford he joined the firm of 
Messrs. Turner & Dunnett, of which his father 
was senior partner, and for some time before 
the outbreak of the war had held a commission 
in the Liverpool Scottish, having joined it as 
2nd Lieutenant in May, 1912. He was pro- 
moted Lieutenant in October, 1914, and accom- 
panied the Ist Battalion to the front on 2nd 
November, 1914. While on service he wrote 
toa friend: ‘‘ It is aman’s life out here, it agrees 
with me splendidly. I have never felt fitter in 
my life. True, we have had some hardships 
and not a little discomfort, but it has been a 
picnic in comparison with what the regulars 
went through. They are a magnificent lot.” 
Lieutenant Turner was killed on the 10th 
January, 1915, while inspecting barbed wire 
entanglements in front of his Platoon. He was 
buried in the churchyard at Kemmel, not far 
behind the fighting line. 


His Commanding Officer in a letter said: ‘ Fred was a 
gallant fellow, a universal favourite and the idol of the 
men under his command. Ilis ever cheery manner and 
courageous bearing under all conditions endeared him 
to all his comrades. One of his fellow officers remarked 
to me that Fred Turner, above all men he had ever met, 
was one in whom it was impossible to find a fault, and I 
heartily endorse this opinion.” 

A Private wrote of him: ‘ His first thought was always 
of his men; when their spirits were inclined to droop 
he rallied them and joked with them, though he always 
took upon himself the most dangerous and disagreeable 
duties. A sniper who had tracked him along the trench 
picked him off.’” 


Lieutenant Turner was a universal favourite 
with all who knew him. Like all high charac- 
ters, he was entirely devoid of ‘ side,’’ and as 
an old boy of his school was almost worshipped. 


When he left Sedbergh for Oxford his master wrote of 
him: ‘I hardly remember such a combination of cha- 
racter, industry, and athletic distinction ; when the three 
are in such a harmonious blend the type cannot be 
improved upon.” 

The President of Trinity, writing of him, said: ‘* Every 
undorgraduate respected him, not only as an athlete, 
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but as a thoroughly sensible and upright man, and all 
in authority knew him to be reliable in every way.” 


The preacher of a memorial sermon, delivered 
in Sefton Park Church on the 19th January, 
1915, emphasised his unusual modesty, and the 
fact that he had been a faithful attendant and 
communicant at that church; even after a 
heavy day on a Saturday he would take a long 
journey to be in his place in church on Sunday 
morning. 

“*Tlis was a loyal soul—loyal to his home, 
his family, his club, his city, his country.” 
Britain may well be proud of her sons while 
she can number such men among them. 


CapTAIN GERALD TURNER, ADJUTANT, 1/5th 
GURKHA RIFLES (FRONTIER FoRCE), was killed 
in action, 4th June, 1915. 


CAPTAIN HERBERT GUY TURNER, 2nd 
BATTN. THE CHESHIRE REGIMENT, 
whose death 
unofticially reported, 
is believed to have 
been killed while out 
with a patrol near 
Messines on the 
night of the 3rd 
March, 1915, as he 
did not return. He 
was the younger son 
of the late Major- 
General S. Compton 
Turner, R.E., and 
the late Mrs. Turner, and was born on the 18th 
November, 1878. He was educated at Chelten- 
ham, where he distinguished himself by repre- 
senting his school at Bisley, making the highest 
score which had, up to that time, been made 
by any boy at a public school, and at the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst. 

He received his first appointment in the Cheshire 
Regiment in May, 1898, becoming Lieutenant 
in July, 1899. He served in the South African 
War, 1900-2, being present at the relief of 
Kimberley and operations in the Orange Free 
State, and at Paardeberg, with the actions at 
Poplar Grove, Driefontein, Karee Siding, and 
Vet and Zand Rivers in 1900. Between 1900 
and May, 1902, he was present at operations 
in the Transvaal, in Orange River Colony and 
Cape Colony, being employed with the Mounted 
Infantry ; he received the Queen’s medal with 
four clasps, and the King’s medal with two 
clasps. Captain Turner received his promotion 
to that rank in March, 1905. 

Captain Turner was a member of the Junior 
Naval and Military Club.

After the outbreak of the War with Germany 
Mr. Turner applied for a commission, and in 
September, 1914, he was gazetted 2nd Lieu- 
tenant on probation and posted to the 3rd Bat- 
talion South Wales Borderers, becoming Lieu- 
tenant in December, 1914. In that month he 
proceeded to the front and was attached there to 
the 2nd Welsh Regiment, with which he served 
until March, and was mentioned in Sir John 
French's Despatch of the 31st May, 1915. 
He was attached to the Ist Battalion of his 
own Regiment, with which he was serving when 
he died on the 9th May, 1915, from the effects 
of wounds received the same day near La 
Bassée. He was buried in Béthune Cemetery. 

Lieutenant Turner married in 1902 Minnie, 
daughter of Edward Beck, of Gippsland, 
Australia, and leaves two sons, John James, 
born in September, 1907, and Richard Price 
born in December, 1908.

Lieutenant 
Turner, who was in 
partnership with his 
father in 


business, 
was a good all-round 
cricketer and Rugby three-quarter back ; he 
played both games regularly for Liverpool, and 
was Captain of the Liverpool Rugby team in 
the season 1909-10. He was a member also 
of the Lancashire County Cricket Club, the 
Birkenhead Park Football Club, the Old Sed- 
berghians, and the Northern Nomads. 

He received his commission in November, 1914, 
having enlisted in August, and went to the front. 
in January, 1915, being promoted Lieutenant in 
May, 1915. The Liverpool Scottish lost heavily 
in the action in which Lieutenant Turner was 
killed, no fewer than twenty-one officers having 
been killed, wounded or missing, while the 
casualties among the rank and file were pro- 
portionately heavy. 

A memorial service to Lieutenant Turner and 
his great friend, 2nd Lieutenant C. D. H. 
Dunlop, of the same Battalion, was held at 
Sefton Park Church, Liverpool, on the 5th July, 
1915, when eloquent tribute was paid to the 
young officers’ gallantry, and the loyalty and 
devotion which led them at once to answer 
their country’s call on the outbreak of war.

came of a military family; both his grand- 
fathers were officers in the Bengal Artillery, 
and his row only surviving uncle is Lieutenant- 
Colonel Turton, D.8.0., late Royal Engincers, 
his maternal uncle, Colonel G. B. Austin, late 
of the Indian Army, having died in Novcmber, 
1915. 

Mr. Turton had a great desire for a military 
career, and was gazetted to the 3rd Battalion 
Norfolk Regiment in 1905, intending to proceed 
to the Regular Army. Owing, however, to 
defective sight in one eye, this wish could not 
be realised, and in 1912 he went to the Malay 
States to take up work on a rubber plantation. 
In this he succeeded so well that within three 
years of landing he became manager of the 
Hong Kong Rubber Estate, and had a successful 
career before him. Soon after the outbreak of 
war, much to the regret of his Directors, he sent 
in his resignation, and in due course rejoined his 
old Battalion, the 3rd Norfolk Regiment, as 
Lieutenant early in January, 1915, proceeding 
to the front on the 19th March, where he was 
attached to the 2nd Battalion East Yorkshire 
Regiment. In the afternoon of the 23rd April, 
1915, this Battalion was ordered to advance 
against some German trenches at Pilkem, 
near Ypres. Whilst leading his men to the 
attack Lieutenant Turton was seen to fall 
severely wounded and was so reported ; subse- 
quently he was reported “ missing” and on 
the 8th November, 1915, was 
reported killed.

CAPTAIN MAURICE TWEEDALE, 7th 
BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE KING'S LIVER- 
POOL REGIMENT, 
was the younger son 
of Mr. and Mrs. F. 
N. Tweedale, of The 
Oaks, Windermere, 
and Church Lane, 
Oldham. He was 
born at Oldham on 
the 27th January, 
1887, and was edu- 
cated first at Cord- 
walles, Maidenhead, 
and afterwards at 


Lausanne. 

Captain Tweedale had served for some years 
in the Territorial Force, having become Lieu- 
tenant in his Regiment in January, 1912, and 
Captain in August, 1914. His whole Battalion 
undertook Imperial Service obligations on the 
outbreak of war. Captain Tweedale was killed 
in action at Festubert on the 15th May, 1915, 
in a night attack on an enemy position, which 
the 7th Liverpools captured after two prior 
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attacks had failed, a success which unfortu- 
nately cost the Battalion thirteen out of its 
twenty officers and robbed it of about a third of 
its original strength. 


The following account of Captain Tweedale’s death was 
sent by his servant, Private E. Bracewell: ‘“ The charge 
had been made about 11.30 p.m. on the 15th May when 
Captain Tweedale was in the front line of trenches. At 
the break of dawn he went over the top of the trench 
with his company, when he got wounded in the shoulder 
with a bulict. He went on for a few yards, shouting 
“Come on, boys !’—then he was hit again, and dropped 
to the ground. . . . Captain Tweedale died like a hero 
of this War, and the Battalion miss him terribly, none 
more so than myself.” 


Captain Tweedale, a few days before leaving 
for the front, married Margaret (Margot) 
Bernoulli, elder daughter of Mr. and Mrs.

He was born on the 
2nd August, 1885, 
at 7, Stanhope Street, 
Hyde Park, London, 
W., and was edu- 
cated at Hazelwood, 
Limpsfield, and at. 
Eton. He received his commission as 2nd 
Lieutenant inthe 3rd Battalion Hampshire Regi- 
ment from the Militia in April, 1904, becoming 
Lieutenant in November, 1908, and Captain 
in September. 1914. For active service in the 
War with Germany Captain Twining was at- 
tached to the 1st Battalion of his Regiment, 
which he joined at the Aisne. He was wounded 
at Messines in a night attack on the lst Novem- 
ber, 1914, and was invalided home, but rejoined 
his Battalion in March, 1915, and was killed in 
the second battle of Ypres on the 3rd May, 1915. 
Ife was buried four miles north-east of Ypres, 
about a mile from Zonnebeke.

A brother officer writes of him: ‘His death was a great 
shock to all of us in the company, as he was loved by 
officers and men alike. The men of his company were 
very fond of him and would have followed him anywhere ; 
his thought was always for their safety, and I don't think 
he paid enough attention to his own.” 


He was a member of various cricket clubs, 
including the M.C.C., Free Foresters, Eton 
Ramblers, Butterflies, and Hampshire Hogs. 
He was also a member of the Conservative and 
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Prince’s Clubs, and of the Stoke Poges and East 
Brighton Golf Clubs. 

Captain Twining married Dorothy Elizabeth, 
daughter of Charles E, N. Charrington, of 
Frensham Hill, Surrey.

JOHN COLLETT 
FIELD ARTILLERY, 
was the younger son 
of Colonel J. C. Tyler, 
late R.E., and Mrs. 
Tyler, of 8, Cam- 
bridge Road, Col- 
chester, and was 
born at Roorkee, 
India, on the 9th 
December, 1893. Mr. 
Tyler belonged to a 
West Country family 
connected with Bris- 
tol, who were Cots: 
wold weavers in the time of Henry VIII., but 
originally came from Herefordshire. He was a 
grandson of the late Captain Sir Henry W. 
Tyler, R.E., M.P. for Harwich and Great 
Yarmouth, and of the late General Sir A. R. 
Badcock, K.C.B., C.S.I., of Taunton, Somerset, 
and a great-grandson of the late General Sir 
Charles Pasley, K.C.B., R.E., founder of the 
School of Military Engineering, Chatham, and 
at an earlier date extra A.D.C. to Sir John 
Moore at the time of the latter's death and 
burial at Corunna. 

He was educated at Wellington College, where 
he was Captain of the Football team, and became 
Head of the School, and at the R.M.A., Wool- 
wich, where he was Senior Under-Officer and 
obtained the Sword of Honour in 1914. In his 
report on that occasion the Commandant said 
he would especially mention Senior Under- 
Officer J. C. Tyler, who had shown in his 
present responsible position that he possessed 
in a high degree those qualities which were 
looked for in the best type of officer. 

An all-round sportsman, Mr. Tyler made foot- 
ballhis special game. He played in the Welling- 
ton College XV. before he was sixteen years old.

2nd LIEUTENANT FRANCIS CHICHESTER 
TYRRELL, COLDSTREAM GuaRpDs, SPECIAL RE- 
SERVF, attd. 3rd Batrn., died of wounds, 15th 
February, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEORGE RICHARD 
MURRAY UDNY, 2nd BATTN. GORDON 
HIGH LANDERS, 
born on the 15th 
March, 1895, at 
Buenos Aires, was 
the son of Edward 
R. Udny, of Buenos 
Aires, and a nephew 
of Sir Richard Udny, 
K.C.S.I., Queen 
Anne’s Mansions, 
London, S.W. 

He was educated at 
Summerfields (Ox- 
ford), Marlborough, and the R.M.C., Sandhurst. 
From the latter he was gazetted to the Gordon 
Highlanders in December, 1914, and was 
attached to the 3rd Battalion at Aberdeen 
for his preliminary training, receiving his orders 
on the 15th March, 1915, his 18th birthday, 
to go to the front, where he arrived on the 
2ist and was posted to the 2nd Battalion. 
A few weeks later he was specially selected to 
be officer in charge of the Battalion bomb- 
throwers, and he was mortally wounded on 
the 16th May, 1915, in a German trench near 
Festubert, from which he and his grenade 
party, with the other bomb-throwers of the 
Brigade, were driving out the enemy.

LIEUTENANT-COLONEL HENRY PERCY 
UNIACKE, C.B., COMMANDING THE 
2nd BATTN. GORDON HIGHLANDERS, 
of Corsee, Banchory, Scotland, was the son of 


the late Captain Henry Turner Uniacke, late 
of the 19th Regiment of Foot, of Laywell, 
Devonshire. 

He was born on 
the 13th September, 
1862, and joined the 
Gordon  Highland- 
ers, as Lieutenant, 
from the Militia, in 
May, 1884, becom- 
ing Captain in Sep- 


tember, 1893. He 
took part in the 
Tirah Campaign, 


1897-8, including the 
actions of Chagru Khotal and Dargai, where 
he was slightly wounded, the capture of Sam- 
pagha and Arhanga Passes, and operations in 
the Bara Valley. He was mentioned in De- 
spatches (London Gazette, 5th April, 1898), and 
received the medal with two clasps. An interest- 
ing incident of his career took place during the 
march down the Bara Valley in the above 
campaign. During the night of the llth 
December, 1897, Captain Uniacke (as he then 
was) with four Gordon Highlanders, rushed a 
house held by the enemy, drove them out at the 
point of the bayonet and held the house while 
the whole scattered rearguard collected, and 
the place was arranged for defence. This has 
been recorded in the military text-books as an 
example of the great value of bluff in fighting. 
From January, 1899, to June, 1904, having been 
promoted Major in November, 1903, Lieutenant- 
Colonel Uniacke was an Adjutant of volunteers, 
The Queen's Edinburgh. During the South 
African War he was inspector of Musketry for 
Scotland as well as being Adjutant. Colonel 
Uniacke, then Major, commanded at the Depét, 
Aberdeen, for three years. While there he did 
most useful work by increasing the recruiting 
to a very great extent during his Command. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Uniacke succeeded to the 
command of the 2nd Battalion of his Regiment 
in December, 1911, and was killed on the 
13th March, 1915, at Neuve Chapelle. For his 
services in the War with Germany, he was 
mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatches of 
the 14th January and 31st May, 1915, and had 
been awarded the C.B. for services in the field 
(London Gazette, 2nd March, 1915). 

He married in 1898 Flora Alexandra, youngest 
daughter of the late S. Leo Schuster and the 
late Lady Isabella Keane, grand-daughter of 
the 6th Earlof Orkney. 

As a sportsman he hunted with the Duke of 
Buccleuch’s and other packs, and played polo 
in tournaments for his regiment when in 
India.

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LIEUTENANT-COLONEL ROBIE FITZ- 
GERALD UNIACKE, p.s.c., ROYAL INNIS- 
KILLING FUSILIERS, ASSIST. ADJUTANT

accidentally ~ killed 
in France on the 
17th May, 1914, 
was the second son 
of the Rev. R.

JOHN COLLETT 
FIELD ARTILLERY, 
was the younger son 
of Colonel J. C. Tyler, 
late R.E., and Mrs. 
Tyler, of 8, Cam- 
bridge Road, Col- 
chester, and was 
born at Roorkee, 
India, on the 9th 
December, 1893. Mr. 
Tyler belonged to a 
West Country family 
connected with Bris- 
tol, who were Cots- 
wold weavers in the time of Henry VIII., but 
originally came from Ierefordshire. Ile was a 
grandson of the late Captain Sir Henry W. 
Tyler, R.E., M.P. for Harwich and Great

Captain Unwin was 
educated at Berk- 
hamsted, at ‘‘ Marl- 
buria,’”’ Montreux, 
Switzerland, and at 
the R.M.C., Sand- 
hurst, from which 
he was gazetted to 
the Hampshire Regi- 
ment in April, 1903, 
becoming Lieutenant 
in December, 1905, 
and Captain in August, 1911. He served with 
the Aden Hinterland Expedition of 1903-4, 
after which he was invalided with malarial 
fever. He was Assistant Adjutant of his 
Battalion in 1907-8, and qualified as an Inter- 
preter in the Chinese language in 1913. 
Captain Unwin joined the Expeditionary Force 
in September, 1914, and having been wounded 
in the arm and head was invalided to England 
in November. He rejoined his Battalion after 
recovery, in December, 1914, and served at: the 
front till his death, which was caused by a 
bursting shell in the firing trench at the second 
battle of Ypres, on the 27th April, 1915.

CAPTAIN THE HON. ERIC EDWARD 
MONTAGUE JOHN UPTON, ADJUTANT 
2nd BATTN. THE KING’S ROYAL RIFLE 
CORPS, was the 
eldest son of Henry, 
4th Viscount Tem- 
pletown, of Castle 
Upton, Temple- 
patrick, Co. Antrim, 
and of Evelyn, 
daughter of the 10th 
Earl of Winchilsea 
and Nottingham. 

Captain Upton was 
born on the 8th 
March, 1885, at 
Hampshire, and was educated 


Steventon, 
at Eton (Mr. H. E. Luxmoore’s), and at the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, out of which he passed 
2nd with Honours. He was a good cricketer, a 
football player, and an experienced big game 


hunter in India. He was gazetted 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in the King’s Royal Rifle Corps in 
August, 1905, being posted to the 2nd Batta- 
lion, and was promoted Lieutenant in October, 
1908. He became Adjutant of his Battalion in 
January, 1914, and in December of that year 


he got his Company. Captain Upton was killed 
in action near Rue du Bois on the 9th May, 
1915, and was buried in the Soldiers’ Cemetery 
near Richebourg St. Vaast. For his services in 
the War he was mentioned in Sir John French’s 
Despatches of the 31st May, 1915, and 30th 
November, 1915. 

His Colonel wrote of him: “He was a loyal friend, 
devoted to the regiment, and a gallant rifleman: those 


who knew him well realised that his character and abilities 
had marked him out for a great career in the service.” 


CAPTAIN BEVERLY USSHER, THE 
PRINCE OF WALES’S LEINSTER REGI- 
MENT (ROYAL CANADIANS), 
was the son of the 
Rev. Richard 
Ussher, of Westbury 
Vicarage, Brackley, 
Bucks. His brother, 
Captain Stephen 
Ussher, 129th Duke 
of Connaught’s Own 
Baluchis, was killed 
in France on the 16th 
December, 1914. 

Captain Beverly 
Ussher was born at 
Catton Hall, Burton-on-Trent, on 


the 4th 
August, 1879, and was educated at St. Edward’s 
School, Oxford, and at Wadham College, 
Oxford. He was in the XI. and XV., both 
at School and at College, and he rowed in his 


College Boat. He was a fine cricketer, was 
a member of the Bucks. County Cricket Club, 
and played for the Army v. South Africa. 

In May, 1900, he received a commission as 
University Candidate in the Leinster Regiment, 
which he joined at Barbadoes in August of that 
year, and served with his Battalion in Jamaica 
and St. Lucia, In 1902 he was on active service 
in the South African War, taking part in opera- 
tions in the Transvaal and in the Orange River 
Colony. For his services in that war, he received 
the Queen’s medal with four clasps. He was 
promoted Lieutenant in August, 1902, and from 
May, 1906, to May, 1909, he was Adjutant of his 
Battalion. His promotion to Captain followed 
in April, 1910, and he subsequently served in 
India for two years, then at Devonport, and in 
Ireland. In September, 1912, he was appointed 
an Officer of a Company of Gentlemen Cadets 
at the R.M.C., Sandhurst. 

In May, 1915, Captain Ussher went out with 
the Mediterranean Expeditionary Force as 
Staff Captain to the 88th Brigade, and he was 
killed in action on Gallipoli Peninsula on the 
19th June, 1915. 


‘A letter from an officer of the Staff tells the circum- 
stances of Captain Ussher's death: ‘‘ On the night of

the 18th-19th June, a Battalion of the XLIInd Division 
was attacked, and lost two or three trenches. The Turks 
got in behind our line, and were firing into the backs of 
the Royal Scots, who were holding the right of the 88th 
Brigade position. The counter-attack of the XLIInd 
Division hung fire, so at about 2 a.m. we decided to 
make one ourselves. Captain Ussher was sent to the 
support trench of the Worcestershire Regiment, who 
were in the rear of the Royal Scots. The situation was 
serious and involved. Communication by telephone 
with the Royal Scots was interrupted owing to the wire 
being cut. It was necessary to have clear reports sent 
back. The Worcestershire Regiment had lost all their 
regular senior officers, and were, on this night, ecm- 
manded by a Ceylon planter. Captain Ussher was told 
to see that co-ordinated action was arranged between 
the Royal Scots and Worcestershire Regiments, and 
to send reports on the situation, but on no account to 
lead any attempt which was not his work under the 
circumstances. He took his Orderly with him, who 
subsequently told me what occurred. The action to be 
taken was agreed upon. The Royal Scots charged from 
their trenches simultaneously with a Company of the 
Worcestershire Regiment, retook from the Turks the 
trenches they had seized, and followed on and took and 
held a Turkish trench. There was a close fight with the 
bayonet which lasted fifteen minutes. A German off.cer 
was killed. When the Worcestershire Regiment were in 
the act of jumping out of the trench preparatory to 
charging, Captain Ussher was in the trench with a Cap- 
tain of the XLIInd Division. I understand that he 
moved, still in the trench, to give room, and—as he stood 
up—he was struck in the head by a bullet, and died in a 
few minutes without becoming conscious. He was 
brought back to the spot near our Brigade Headquarters, 
and buried by the Chaplain, The grave is on the open 
upland, from which can be seen the Dardanelles and 
Asia. A large cross has been made and marked, and 
placed at the head. Wild flowers grow there. Two days 
before his death Captain Ussher had a narrow escape 
when trying to get in the wounded in front of the most 
advanced trench we held, men who had had to be left. 
after a sortie. He went himself because he would not 
ask any one to go on so dangerous a mission unless he 
shared the risk. His memory will live with the Brigade ; 
the men talked of him as a fine officer, and their praise is 
very genuine.” 

A Chaplain wrote: ‘ It wasa great blow to me to hear 
what happened last Saturday, and I know the whole 
officer staff of the Brigade are feeling Captain Ussher's 
loss intensely. You may care to know such facts as I 
have been able to gain from the Orderly who was with 
him when he was killed. Captain Ussher and the Orderly 
left Brigade Headquarters, as was their custom, at day- 
break on Saturday morning, the 19th June; they 
arrived at the Worcester’s Headquarters in the firing 
line, and then went on to the Royal Scots; there Captain 
Ussher heard that the 9th Manchesters, on our right, had 
lost a trench, and were unable to regain it. Captain 
Ussher, with a Company of the Worcesters, proceeded at 
once to the Manchester trenches, to rally these men and 
to retake the lost trench. In order to get the Worcesters 
into position Captain Ussher had himself to stay at the 
angle of the two trench and it was here that he was 
killed; but not, I believe, before the Worcesters had 
been got into position, from which they were able, 
directly after, to retake what the Manchesters had lost. 
Death was quite instantaneous. On Sunday, the 20th 
June, Sergeant Peacock—of the Worcesters—went up 
with me, and we brought Captain Ussher’s body down. 
I buried him in a little cemetery behind the reserve 
trenches established by the Worcesters in a position 
about a hundred yards south of the ruined White House, 
near West Krithia Road.” 


A service to his memory was held at the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, on the 7th July, 1915. 

Captain Ussher married Ethel, daughter of 
Canon Martin, Vicar of Stockton-on-Tees, and 
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left three children: Kathleen Mary, born 
February, 1910; John Beverly, born November, 
1913; and Stephen Beverly, born September, 
1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES RICHARD 
GRIFFIN VANCE, 3rd (RESERVE) (attd. 
1st) BATTN. CHESHIRE REGIMENT, 
was the younger son 
of the Rev. Chan- 
cellor Vance, M.A., 
Rector of Newcastle 
West and Rath- 
ronan, Ardagh, Co. 
Limerick, and was 
born there on the 
2nd December, 1893. 
He was educated at 
Campbell College, 
Belfast, and subse- 
quently became a 
premium apprentice at the London and North 
Western Railway Works, Crewe. On the out- 
break of the war he volunteered for Active 
Service and received a commission as 2nd 
Lieutenant on probation in the 3rd (Reserve) 
Battalion of the Cheshire Regiment in August, 
1914, proceeding to the front in November, 
1914, and was attached to the Ist Battalion 
of his Regiment. He was killed on the 9th 
March, 1915, in the trenches, and was buried in 
the ramparts at Ypres. 

2nd Lieutenant Vance was one of the four 
winners of the Shield for competition in Rifle 
Shooting among the Irish Public Schools. 


LIEUTENANT EDGAR ROLAND VANDERSPAR, 2nd 
Battn. MANCHESTER REGIMENT, was killed 
in action, 24th June, 1915. 


2nd LieurENANT ARNOLD BEXLEY VANSIT- 
TART, 11th (PRINCE ALBERT’Ss OWN) Hussars, 
SpEcIAL RESERVE, died of wounds, 12th May, 
1915. 


MAJOR CHARLES DAVIES VAUGHAN, 
D.S.O., lst BATTN. THE BORDER REGI- 
MENT, was the 
fourth son of the 
late Captain Herbert 
Vaughan, 68th Regi- 
ment, of Brynog, 
Cardiganshire, and 
of Mrs. Vaughan, 
of Whittington, 
Worcester. 

He was born on the 
22nd August, 1868, 
at Brynog, Cardi- 
ganshire, and was 
educated at Marlborough College and West- 
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ward Ho! He received his commission as 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Border Regiment from the 
Militia in June, 1839, becoming Lieutenant in 
November, 1891. He served in the Waziristan 
Expedition of 1894-5, receiving the medal with 
clasp, and on the North-West Frontier of India, 
1897-8, as Transport Officer to the lst Brigade 
Tochi Valley Field Force, again receiving the 
medal and clasp. He was promoted Captain in 
April, 1898, and in that year took part in the 
occupation of Crete. During the international 
administration he was employed as District 
Commissioner from October, 1898, till August, 
1899, and was twice mentioned in Despatches. 
In the following September he accompanied 
the Ist Battalion Border Regiment to South 
Africa and took part in the relief of Lady- 
smith, being severely wounded in January, 
1900. He was present at the operations on the 
Tugela Heights and the action at Pieters Hill. 
Afterwards he took part in the operations in 
the Orange Free State, in the Transvaal east 
and west of Pretoria, in the Orange River 
Colony and Cape Colony north and south of the 
Orange River. He was also employed under 
the Military Government of the Orange River 
Colony. For his services in the war he received 
his Brevet Majority (November, 1900), was 
twice mentioned in Despatches (London Gazette, 
September, 1901, and July, 1902), was awarded. 
the Queen’s medal with five clasps, the King’s 
medal with two clasps and the D.S.0O. After 
the South African War he remained in the 
employment of the South African Constabulary 
until 1906. He attained his Substantive Majo- 
rity in August, 1910. 

In the Spring of 1915 Major Vaughan accom- 
panied his Battalion, which he had joined in 
Burma as Second in Command, to Gallipoli 
Peninsula, and was killed there in action on 
the 25th April, 1915. 

Major Vaughan, who was a member of the 
Naval and Military Club, London, married in 
August, 1913, Dorothy Jean, daughter of the 
late Mr. E. H. Ashley and Mrs. Ashley, of 
Staines. 


LIEUTENANT (temp.) Horace WILLIAM HENRY 
VAUGHAN, LOth (SERVICE) BATrN. THE KING’S 
Own (Royar LANCASTER REGIMENT), was 
killed in action, 4th June, 1915, 


LIEUTENANT JOHN MONTGOMERY 
VAUGHAN, 3rd BATTN. THE ROYAL 
FUSILIERS (CITY OF LONDON REGI- 
MENT), elder son of Ernest Llewellyn Vaughan, 
Indian Civil Service (retired), of Ravelston, 
Denton Road, Eastbourne, and a grandson 
of George Montgomery Vaughan, Esq., J.P., 


of Quilly, Dromore, Co. Down, was born on the 
27th October, 1896, at Vellore, India. 

He was educated at 
Cheltenham College, 
where he wasamem- 
ber of the Hockey 
team, 1913-14, and 
the R.M.C., Sand- 
hurst. At Chelten- 
ham he gained the 
Hornby Prize for 
French in July, 1914. 
He was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 
Royal Fusiliers in 
December, 1914, and was posted to the 3rd 
Battalion. His promotion to Lieutenant was 
dated May, 1915. 

Lieutenant Vaughan was wounded at the second 
battle of Ypres on the 24th May, 1915, and died 
from the effects three days later. He was 
buried at Bailleul. 


The following account of the circumstances in which 
Lieutenant Vaughan was wounded was contained in a 
letter from a Major in the Royal Field Artillery: ‘* On 
Monday morning May 24th, on the occasion of the 
severe attack of the Germans KE. of Ypres, your son was 
brought into my observation station wounded in the 
head. He had been attended to in the firing line and 
been sent to the rear attended by a slightly wounded 
man. He was just about exhausted when he reached 
me at about 10 a.m. A Lieutenant in the R.A.M.C., 
T.F., redressed his wound, but he lay all day in my dug- 
out in a very exhausted state. At 2 p.m., when I had to 
retire to control the fire of two of my guns which were 
further back, that officer very nobly remained with him 
and other wounded, he situation was then one of very 
considerable anxiety and it was a very warm corner, I 
reported to the nearest dressing-station that your son was 
unable to moveand they promised to send and have him 
brought in at night. The very large number of casualties 
evidently caused delay, as no bearers had arrived by 
11.30 p.m. The Army Surgeon carried your son con- 
siderably over a mile by himself, under heavy fire for a 
considerable part of the journey and took him to the 
dressing-station.” 

The Officer commanding Lieutenant Vaughan’s Bat- 
talion wrote; ‘‘ He was severely wounded on the morning 
of the 24th inst. A bright, cheery boy—he had all the 
makings of a good officer and soldier, We all liked him 

he was always cheery in hard circumstances.” 

The Head of his House at Cheltenham wrote: “ I was 
very grieved to see that poor old Crusty had died of 
wounds on May 25th and I still feel it very badly. He 
was a splendid chap and a tremendous help to me when 
I was Head of Southwood. IL don’t know how [should 
have got through without Jack Vaughan: his advice 
and his upright determination I shall never forget. It 
was hig advice I always sought and I have rarely met a 
fellow I both liked and admired so much, The best get 
taken.” 


LIEUTENANT JOHN SHERARD VEASEY, ADJU- 
TANT, Ist Barn. THE WORCESTERSHIRE REGI- 
MENT, was killed in action, 14th March, 1915. 
2nd LIEUTENANT GILBERT ROWLAND 
VeNABLES, 3rd (RESERVE) (attd. 2nd) Batrn. 
Tur Kine’s (SHROPSHTRE LIGHT INFANTRY), 
was killed, 7th March, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT FRANCIS STEWART 
VERSCHOYLE, ROYAL ANGLESEY ROYAL 
ENGINEERS (T.F.), 
third and youngest 
son of W. H. F. and 
Frances Verschoyle, 
Woodley, Dundrum, 
Co. Dublin, was born 
there on the 9th 
April, 1896, 

He was educated at 
Castle Park, Dalkey, 
at Marlborough Col- 
Jege, and had entered 
Trinity College, 
Dublin, where he had passed his Junior 
Freshman’s Exam. He received his com- 
mission in the Special Reserve, R.E. (dated 
14th August, 1914), having been a Cadet of 
the O.T.C., joining his unit at Beaumaris in 
September, and proceeding to France from 
Chatham in the following December. 2nd 
Lieutenant. Verschoyle was killed on the 25th 
April, 1915, during the second battle of Ypres. 
He was in charge of a mining party of his Corps, 
with some men of the East Surrey Regiment, 
and after a five hours’ bombardment followed, 
after an interval by another seven hours, he, 
with only four others, were cut. offin a forward 
section of the trench, which they held against 
the German advance until he was shot through 
the head, while a Corporal and wounded Sapper 
(the only survivors) were able to retire through 
the communication trench. 


A Senior Officer wrote of him from the battlefield : ‘* He 
behaved like a soldier, did his duty well, and fought to 
the end.” 

A Corporal in his Company wrote to his parenta: “On 
the night of the 26th a party went away out to the 
trenches and carried our Lieutenant to our dug-out, 
a distance of about four miles, arriving back at mid-day 
of the 27th, so it is needless to tell you (as I have already 
told you) he was our favourite officcr. ... On tho 
evening of the 28th we placed Lieutenant Verschoyle in 
the coffin, and all the boys came to sco their loved one 
for the last time. The morning of the 29th came, and 
there was very heavy shellfire. The heavy fire continued 
on the 30th, but, however, in spite of it a little party 
was formed. We started out to the Church Cemetery 
at Ypres, and there we left him to rest.” 


2nd IiEUTENANT JAMES TREVOR CRAWLEY 
VINCENT, THE WELSH REGIMENT, SPECIAL 


RESERVE, attd. 2nd Bartrn., was killed in 
action, 9th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CeciL HENRY VINEY, 3rd 
(RESERVE) (attd. 2nd) Barry. THE NorTHaMre 
TONSHIRE REGIMENT, was killed in action, 9th 
May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES AUBREY 
VINTCENT, 5th (RESERVE) (attd. 4th)

BATTN. RIFLE BRIGADE (THE PRINCE 
born at Oudtshoorn, 


CONSORT’S OWN), 
South Africa, on the 


16th November, 
1892, was the son of 
Charles Vintcent, 


Esq., of South 
Africa, and arelative 
of Sir Joseph Vint- 
cent. Mis father and 
three uncles were at. 
Charterhouse, and all 
four made _ their 
mark in Athletics 
and outdoor sports. 

He was educated at St. Andrews College, 
Grahamstown, South Africa, then at Boxgrove 
School, Guildford, with H. F. Caldwell, Esq., 
where he was head boy for the four last terms 
he spent there ; later at Uppingham, where he 
got his Colours for Rugby Football, being con- 
spicuous as a dashing forward. In 1913he went 
to Pembroke College, Cambridge. He went to 
the University with a great reputation for for- 
ward play, Uppingham being noted as one of the 
best Rugby schools for learning the ground 
work, and, as he was a big, powerfu] man, his 
value in a team was considerable ; he received 
his Rugby Blue during his first year at Pem- 
broke College, and was a good all-round athlete. 
On the outbreak of the War he at once joined 
the Army, having been given a commission in 
the 5th Battalion Rifle Brigade in August, 1914, 
and went to the front in January, 1915. His 
Commanding Officer said: ‘‘ He did exvep- 
tionally well at the battle of St. Eloi. He was in 
charge of the bomb throwers and snipers at the 
time of his death.”” 2nd Lieutenant Vintcent 
was shot through the heart on the 13th April, 
1915, while reconnoitring a trench near Ypres, 
and was buried near the Polygon Wood, with 
other Officers of the Rifle Brigade. 

His former Headmasters and Tutors at Cam- 
bridge wrote most appreciative letters to his 
father, sympathising with him in his loss, and 
deploring the early death of such ‘a fine 
specimen of manhood—with such promise.’”’ 


BREVET LIEUTENANT-COLONEL 
CHARLES AUGUSTUS VIVIAN, 15th 
LUDHANA SIKHS, who was killed in action 
on the 27th April, 1915, was the son of the 
late Colonel MacIver Campbell, C.B., D.L., 
of Asknish, Lochgair, Argyllshire, who served 
with distinction in the Indian Mutiny and in 
the Afghan Campaign, 1879-80. 

He was born at Dalhousie, Punjab, on the 
28th July, 1874, and was educated at Clifton 
College, and the R.M.C., Sandhurst. After

passing for the Indian Army he was gazetted 
2nd Lieutenant in August, 1893, and was 
attached for a year 
to the Gordon High- 
landers,joining 
them in India in 
1894. He was ap- 
pointed to the Indian 
Staff Corps in June, 
1895, when he en- 
tered the 15th Sikhs, 
in which he became 
Lieutenant in 
November, 1895, 
He accompanied the 
Relief Force in operations in Chitral in 1895, 
receiving the medal and clasp, and in 1897-9 
was again on active service on the N.W. 
Frontier of India, in operations on the Samana 
and in the Kurram Valley, and the operations 
of the Flying Column, from August to October, 
1897, for which two clasps were added to his 
medal. 

In the end of 1897 he served in the Tirah Cam- 
paign, being present at the actions of Chagru 
Khotal and Dargai, and the capture of the 
Sampagha and Arhanga Passes, at the re- 
connaissance of the Saran Sar and actions of 
9th November, 1897, and at operations in the 
Waran Valley and action of the 19th November, 
1897, receiving an additional clasp. He was 
promoted Captain in August, 1902, and Major 
in August, 1911. 

On his way to the front he was delayed by 
illness in Egypt, and joined his Regiment in 
France in October, 1914, and soon afterwards 
was wounded while reconnoitring a German 
trench. He was mentioned in Sir John French’s 
Despatch of the 14th January, 1915, and was 
given his Brevet Lieutenant-Colonelcy in 
February, 1915. In the action of Neuve Cha- 
pelle, in which his Regiment took a leading part, 
he was again wounded, but refused to leave his 
men and remained in the trenches under heavy 
fire till the end of the battle. 

The following account of his death and the occasion 
of his first wound was published in the Morning Post 
of the 16th August, 191 “At this juncture the 
15th Sikhs sustained a very severe loss by the death of 
Brevet Lieutenant-Colonel Vivian and Major Carden. 
Colonel Vivian had to rush with his Company over a 
fire-swept zone to join the remainder of the Regiment. 
Just as he arrived he was shot through the body. His 
loss was keenly felt as he was an officer in whom the 
Regiment had the greatest confidence. Fear appeared 
to be unknown to him, and it is related that on one 
occasion, being anxious to ascertain whether a trench 
was occupied by the enemy, he crawled up a ditch to 
the enemy's parapet and, being unable to see sufficiently 
well from there, he proceeded to climb a tree which over- 
looked the trench. The trench was occupied, as he soon 
ascertained when the enemy commenced firing at him 


from a few yards distant. Hearing a bullet strike the 
tree immediately behind him, he thought it had passed 


through his body, and dropping out of the tree, he 
managed to crawl back to our own trench. There it was 
found that the bullet had gone through the many clothes 
he was wearing, as it was winter, and had struck the tree 
without causing him any more harm than a mark on the 
skin.” 

The following is an extract from a letter of one of his 
brother officers, dated Lahore Division, 11th May, 
1915; ** Gallant soldier that he was, he died gallantly 
while leading his men in a charge across the open. If 
the end was inevitable now, then I think he himself would 
not have wished for a more fitting one, I think that 
Colonel Vivian was the bravest man I ever met. He 
seemed absolutely fearless of bullets and his patrol work 
in front of our trenches at night was really wonderful. 
He inspired all the Sikh officers and men of his Company 
with the greatest confidence and made them nearly as 
fearless as himself. Once there was a house 30 yards 
in front of our trenches and it obscured our field of view. 
The Regiment who occupied the trenches before we did 
said that they had tried to pull down the house, but 
had had to give up the attempt because the enemy fired 
on them, It was in front of Colonel Vivian's Company. 
He called for volunteers to assist him to demolish the 
house. The whole Company to a man volunteered. He 
chose the requisite number and in two days the house 
was flat. Although they worked in daylight not a single 
man was lost. I shall never forget the thrill of admira- 
tion I had for him when he volunteered to go behind the 
German line for two or three nights and reconnoitre the 
German position at La Bassée, but I was very relieved 
when the General would not allow him to go. Each 
time that he was wounded he insisted on going on with 
his work; any ordinary man would have been very 
shaken. ... We have lost a very dear friend and 
England one of her bravest soldiers,” 


Many other letters bore the same testimony, 
that he was ‘“‘ the bravest man they ever saw.” 
He was buried at St. Jean, near Ypres. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Vivian was a keen sports- 
man and big game shot, securing many trophies 
in the Pamirs and Upper Kashmir. 

He married in August, 1906, Mary Hastings, 
elder daughter of the late Joseph Studholme, 
Esq., J.P., and of Mrs. Studholme, Ballyeigham, 
Birr, Ireland, and left three children, Margaret 
Ruth, born June, 1907, Aylmer Studholme, 
born August, 1909, and John, born August, 
1913. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Vivian's eldest brother, 
Captain A. M. Campbell, was dangerously 
wounded in the Tochi Valley in 1895, and his 
health breaking down he died in 1900. His 
brother-in-law, Major Chrystie, 25th Cavalry, 
was killed near Bunnoo in 1913 in an encounter 
with raiders. 


2nd LIEUTENANT GEOFFREY BERNARD VORES, 
Ist Barry. THE LANCASHIRE FUSILIERS, was 
killed in action, 4th June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT EpwaRD MAXWELL VOWLER, 
attd. 2nd Batry. THE DUKE OF CORNWALL’S 
Licut INFANTRY, was killed in action, 14th 
March, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT WALTER 
VYVYAN, 2nd BATTN. 


DRUMMOND 
THE’ KING'S 


(SHROPSHIRE LIGHT INFANTRY), 
elder son of Captain R. W. ©. Vyvyan, 
late 2nd Welsh Regi- 
ment, now temporary 
Lieutenant - Colonel 
Commanding 21st

Vyvyan, Bart., of 
Trelowarren, Corn- 
wall, was born in 


Bath on the 20th March, 1887. 

He was educated at Clifton College, Bedford 
Grammar School, and the K.M.C., Sandhurst, 
from which he was gazetted to the K.S.L.I. in 
May, 1907, joining the 1st Battalion at Bordon 
Camp. He was transferred to the 2nd Battalion 
in India in September, 1909, and was promoted 
Lieutenant in March, 1910. He returned to 
England in November, 1914, and crossed to 
France in December. While with his Battalion 
at Winchester preparatory to leaving for the 
front, Lieutenant Vyvyan was at first attached 
to, and then seconded for service with, the 
Army Cyclists Corps of the XXVIIth Division ; 
later he was appointed to command a Platoon 
of bomb throwers. 

On the night of the Ist March, 1915, he led his 
men at the head of an attack made by another 
Battalion on some (ierman trenches at St. Eloi, 
and was killed during the action. Owing to the 
very heavy fire from German machine guns it 
was not possible to recover the body. This 
action is referred to in Sir John French's 
Despatch of the 5th April, 1915, and Lieutenant 
Vyvyan's name, with those of other officers of 
his Battalion, is mentioned in the Despatch of 
the 31st May, 1915. He was not married. 


LIEUTENANT (temp.) JOHN RAYMOND 
WADDY, 
ROYAL 


M.C., M.R.C.S., L.R.C.P., 
ARMY MEDICAL’ CORPS, 
who was killed on the 
17th March, 1915, 
was the son of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel 
Waddy, 2nd _ Bat- 
talion Prince Albert’s 
(Somerset, Light 
Infantry), and a 
grandson of General 
Sir Richard Waddy, 
K.C.B., who at one 
time commanded the 
50th Regiment. 

Ile was born at Weston-super-Mare on the 
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15th February, 1888, and was educated at 
Clifton College and Pembroke College, Cam- 
bridge, studying medicine at King's College, 
London. He volunteered for active service at 
the commencement of the War, and was 
gazetted temporary Lieutenant in August, 1914. 
He was at first attached to a Base Hospital, 
and in September, 1914, was appointed Medical 
Officer to the Ist) Battalion Somerset Light 
Infantry. For his services in the War he was 
mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of 
14th January, 1915, and was awarded the 
Military Cross (London Gazette, 18th February, 
1915). 


The following memoir of him was published in the 
British Medical Journal; ‘ Licutenant Waddy's loss 
was much felt by all who had seen service with him. 
He had a reputation for unfaltering bravery and devo- 
tion to duty ; recently his services had been recognised 
by the bestowal of the Military Cross. Most of us here 
will recall the fierce and fruitiess attack on the German 
trenches on December 19th which cost us so dear. Liou- 
tenant Waddy was seen walking about in the open 
among our fallen, turning his electric torch on to them 
to sce If he could bring thom help, Every time the 
light shone the bullets whistled about him, but he 
walked on unheeding, to fall three months later to a 
stray bullet on one of the quietest days we have known 
for some time. He lies at rest next to the officers of 
the Somersets who fell that day. His funeral was 
attended by General Wilson, the officers of the Somer- 
sets, some officers of the Royal Army Medical Corps, 
and the men who were not in the trenches.” 


He was buried in the Cemetery belonging to the 
Somersets in the Bois de Ploegsteert, Flanders. 


The Chairman of the Medical Board of King’s College 
Hospital wrote of him: “ Both at King's College,London, 
and at King’s College Hospital, your son was held in the 
highest esteem by all who knew him. As you know, he 
finished a brilliant career at the Hospital by obtaining 
the Senior Scholarship of his year and was forthwith 
appointed House Surgeon to Professor Sir Watson 
Cheyne. This latter appointment he fulfilled to the 
complete satisfaction of his Seniors and during his 
residence in Hospital he considerably enhanced that high 
reputation he had already gained.” 

The Officer Commanding the Ist Battalion Somersct 
Light Infantry, wrote: ‘‘ Ho will not only be missed by 
the officers, but by every ono in the Battalion. ... He 
has been one of the Regiment and no one could have done 
more than he has for the good of tho Battalion, and I 
know that every man will feel that ho has lost a friend. 

“* He no doubt told you that he was awarded the Military 
Cross for his good services, and I can assure you that no 
decoration was ever better earned, in fact it is no exag- 
eration to say that the Victoria Cross has been given 
tor actions less brave than he performed on more than 
one occasion."” 


CAPTAIN GRAHAME HARDIE WADE, 
7th BATTN. (TERRIT.) PRINCESS 
LOUISE'S (ARGYLL AND SUTHERLAND 
HIGHLANDERS), was the fourth son of the 
Rev. George Wade, Falkirk. He was born at 
Falkirk on 9th September, 1873, and was edu- 
cated at the Royal High School and University, 
Edinburgh. While at the University he was a 
prizeman in Scots Law and Conveyancing, 
as well as a useful Forward for his School’s 
Former Pupils XV. After finishing his legal 
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training in Edinburgh and Glasgow he was 
assumed as a partner in the Firm of Logie 
and Fisher, Writers, 


Glasgow. 
He joined the Stir- 
lingshire Volunteer 


Battalion of the 
Argyll and Suther- 
land Highlanders as 
a 2nd Lieutenant in 
1901 and _ entered 
energetically into the 
work, spending some 
time in Stirling 
Castle for special 
training, and receiving the Volunteer “Q”’ 
qualification after a course of musketry at 
Hythe. Having been promoted to the rank of 
Captain he was given charge of the Carronshore 
Sompany, till the formation of the Territorial 
Force, when the Companies were rearranged, 
and he was made Brigade Machine-Gun Officer. 
In 1911 he retired, but on the outbreak of the 
War he offered his services to his old Battalion 
and received a temporary Captaincy dating 
from October, 1914, in the 2/7th Argyll and 
Sutherland Highlanders.

He was born at Polmont House, Stirlingshire, 
on the 12th January, 1889, and was educated 
at Mr. Foster’s, Stubbington, and at the Army 
School, Stratford-on-Avon. He received his 
commission as 2nd Lieutenant in October, 
1907, and was posted to the Ist Battalion Black 
Watch, becoming Lieutenant in August, 1910. 
In April, 1912, he was seconded for employment 
with the West African Frontier Force, and early 
in the War with Germany, in October, 1914, he 
was attached to the Royal Flying Corps, with 
which he served in France as Flying Officer, 
He was promoted Captain in his Regiment in 
January, 1915. 

On the 11th March, 1915, Captain Warrand 
was sent out to make special observation at 
night with two others. Fog came on and, 
endeavouring to reach his own lines, he and one 
of those with him was shot down while over 
the enemy’s trenches. He managed to hide and 
was out for two nights, but his wound became 
so bad he had to give himself up. He was taken 
to Lille Hospital, but he died there on the 
19th March, 1915, and the Germans accorded 
him a funeral with full military honours on 
account of his bravery. Captain Warrand’s 
comrade, who afterwards managed to escape 
and return to London, said his death was 
caused by gangrene, and that ‘‘ The Germans 
showed him great honour and respect, and gave 
him a funeral with full military honours.’ 


His Flight-Commander wrote: ‘ Your son was quite 
one of the best pilots at finding his way about country 
that Ihave ever come across . . . he has beeninvaluable 
to me in my Squadron, and has been with me ever since 
he joined the Corps. He was a splendid officer and the 
checriest companion one could possibly wish for.” 
Another officer writes: ‘* He was one of the bravest 
and one of the most cheerful men I have served with.””

At Monmouth Gram- 
marSchool he wasa Sergeant in the Cadet Corps, 
and on leaving received a commission in the 2nd 
Battalion Monmouthshire Regiment, in which 
he became a Lieutenant in February, 1912, and 
Captain in July, 1914. When war broke out the 
Battalion was at once mobilised, and having 
undertaken Imperial Service obligations, in

Captain Watkins was wounded on the 16th 
January, 1915, having left a trench to warn 
some of his men who were using a pump not to 
expose themselves unnecessarily, and was shot 
in the head. The stretcher-bearers who went 
out to bring him in were themselves shot down 
by the Germans, and he lay out all day, lingering 
until the 20th February, when he died in the 
Empire Hospital, Westminster, to which it had 
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at last been found possible to remove him. 
Captain Watkins was buried with military 
honours at Pontypool on the 25th February, 
when thousands of the townspeople and resi- 
dents in the district lined the route from the 
Drill Tall, Osborne Road, to the cemetery at 
Pontypool Road, where the interment took 
place. Officers of his Regiment acted as pall 
bearers and troops of the Army and Navy 
attended. The Rev. C. Davies, Chaplain to the 
Welsh Territorial Division at Cambridge, led 
the cortége. Several public bodies were repre- 
sented, including the Pontypool, Panteg and 
Abersychan Urban District Councils and the 
Monmouthshire County Council. The service 
in the chapel and at the graveside was con- 
ducted by the Rev. E. Morgan, M.A., Chaplain 
of the 2nd Battalion Monmouthshire Regiment. 
Captain Watkins, who was not married, was an 
athlete and represented his School at Cricket, 
Rugby Football and Hockey, and also rowed in 
theSchool Boat.

I then laid him back and made him as 
comfortable as I could. I then saw that his life was fast 
ebbing away, . . . He died two minutes after.” 
A Senior Officer wrote : ‘* I feel that it will be some small 
consolation to you to know how nobly the boy died 
and to feel that it will never be forgotten by the Regi- 
ment. Every one was greatly attached to him.” 
The Adjutant also wrote as follows: ‘ He died like 
the gallant soldier he was and when he was hit he was 
cheering his men on... .

Tho Lieutenant-Colonel Commanding the Ist Battalion 
wrote to Licutenant Wedderburn’s father: ‘‘ Owing to 
the very short time he was with us, and the Battalion 
being split up in the trenches or in billets, I had not 
seen your son personally very much, but I am informed 
that he was most keen on his work, and always did his 
very best to carry out efficiently every duty which was 
given him to do; he therefore promised very well.” 
The above opinion was also conveyed in an 
official letter received from the Adjutant. of the 
3rd Battalion. His father received from the 
Chaplain who conducted the burial service an 
account thereof. 

He said : ‘* His remains were laid to rest in a little ceme- 
tery that has been formed in a field at the back of the 
houses in a French village street. That village has been 
shattered by shells and is now deserted. We had the 
funeral at dark—a brother officer and some men of his 
Platoon, together with Captain Stormonth Darling, the 
Adjutant, were all there. We had a short Service of 
Scripture recited from memory, for no light could be 
shown, and prayer according to Presbyterian order. He 
rests there beside others of his brave comrades who have 
given their lives in sacrifice for a great cause.” 


LIEUTENANT RICHARD EDWARD 
CROMWELL WEIGALL, Ist BATTN. 
THE SHERWOOD FORESTERS (NOT- 
TINGHAMSHIRE AND DERBYSHIRE 
REGIMENT), 
who was killed at 
Neuve Chapelle on 
the llth March, 
1915, was the elder 
son of Major G. E. 


Weigall, Royal 
Garrison Artillery, 
and was born at 


Sunderland on the 
21st December, 1891; 
he was a direct de- 
scendant in the male 
line, through his mother, of Oliver Cromwell, 
Lord Protector of England. 

He was educated at Fauconberge School, Beccles, 
and Bedford Grammar School, where he played 
for the first XI. He then went to the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, where he got his Football ‘ Blue,’”’ 
and from which he was gazetted to the Sher- 
wood Foresters in September, 1911, becoming 
Lieutenant in October, 1914. While serving 
with the 2nd Battalion of his Regiment he was 
present at the battle of the Aisne, where he was 
shot through the thigh, and was in hospital for 
several weeks. 


His Commanding Officer gave the following uccount of his 
death: “ Threo Platoons of the 1st Battalion Sherwood 
Foresters were ordered to attack some ruined buildings 
at Neuve Chapelle; Weigall’s Platoon was leading with 
him at the head —he was shot through the temple and 
died at once. He was a very gallant young officer and his 
death is a great loss to us.”” 
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2nd LIEUTENANT PHILIP DAVID 
WEINBERG, 4th (CITY OF DUNDEE) 
BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE BLACK 
WATCH (ROYAL HIGHLANDERS), 
born at Broughty 


Ferry, Forfarshire, 

on the 28th May, 

1895, was the only ¥ 
son of Frederick 

Simon Weinberg, oe 
Seafield Lodge, | 


Broughty Ferry, and 

Grace, daughter of 

George C. Keiller, 

Lieutenant - Colonel 

(retired) 1st Forfar- 

shire Artillery Volun- 

teers. 

He was educated at Seafield House Preparatory 
School, Broughty Ferry, and at Repton School, 
and had entered for King’s College, Cambridge. 
He was in the 0.T.C. at Repton for five years, 
becoming Corporal, and on returning from the 
O.T.C. Camp on the 4th August, 1914, he 
applied for a commission, which he was given 
on the Ist September. He went to France with 
his Regiment at the end of February, 1915, and 
was killed on the 9th May, near Richebourg 
St. Vaast, being the first officer of his Battalion 
to be killed. He died by machine-gun fire 
while leading his Platoon. Out of two Platoons 
no man got further than 20 yards from their 
starting point and only two officers and two men 
escaped unwounded. 

2nd Lieutenant Weinberg was described by his 
superiors as a leader of great coolness, and with 
great influence over his men, who were fond of 
him and would have followed him anywhere. 
He lies buried at Vieille Chappelle. 


LIEUTENANT JOHN CHARLES ST. GEORGE 
WELCHMAN, 39th GARHWAL RIFLEs, was killed 
in action, 10th March, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT IlugH EDWARD WELD, Scots 
GuarRps, was killed in action, 25th January, 
1915. 


CAPTAIN CYRIL GERALD VALERIAN 
WELLESLEY, 2nd BATTN. THE 
LINCOLNSHIRE REGIMENT, 
who was killed in action at the battle of 
Neuve Chapelle on the 12th March, 1915, was 
the elder son of the late Lieutenant-Colonel 
G. V. Wellesley, who was a great nephew of 
the first Duke of Wellington. 

He was born on the 24th June, 1879, and 
was gazetted to the Lincolnshire Regiment from 
the Militia in May, 1899, becoming Lieutenant 
in July, 1900. He served in the South African 
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War from the latter year to 1902, being present 
at operations in the Orange Free State, including 
that at Paardeberg, 
and the actions at 
Poplar Grove, Karee 
Siding, Vet River 
and Zand River, and 
operations in the 
Transvaal, including 
actions near Johan- 
nesburg and Pre- 
toria. Later he 
served with the 
Mounted Infantry at 
operations in the 
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Transvaal, Orange River and Cape Colonies ; 
for that war he received the Queen’s medal witb 
three clasps, and the King’s with two clasps. 


After the war he was appointed A.D.C. 
General Sir Neville Lyttleton in South Africa. 
From June, 1904, to December, 1907, he was 
employed with the West African Frontier Force, 
and during that time was on service in Northern 
Nigeria in 1906, receiving the medal with clasp. 
He was promoted Captain in January, 1908. 
Captain Wellesley married in 1909, Lilias Mason, 
only daughter of the late Mr. J. W. Summers, 
M.P., of Emral Hall, Worthenburg, N. Wales.

LIEUTENANT CYRIL EDWARD 
ELLIOTT WELLS, 2nd BATTN. EAST 
SURREY REGI- 
MENT, who was 
killed in action at 
Neuve Chapelle on 
the 10th March, 
1915, was born on 
the 2nd October, 
1885, and was the 
second son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Howard 
Wells, of Elmleigh, 
Wallingford, Berks. 
He was educated at 
Worthing College, and Dean Close School, 
Cheltenham. 

He joined the Inniskilling Fusiliers Militia in 
1907, and, when a little later that Battalion 
was attached to the Wilt- 
shire Regiment, and afterwards to the King’s 
Own Liverpool Regiment. He was gazetted to 
the Ist Battalion East Surrey Regiment from 
the Special Reserve in May, 1909, and was later 
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was disbanded, he 


transferred to the 2nd Battalion in India and 
received his promotion in June, 1910. He was 
stationed in Burmah for three years and was for 
a short time in command of Fort Jhansi. He 
was recalled from India on the outbreak of war 
and, after only a few days at home, left for the 
front. 
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Lieutenant Wells was a fine athlete, being a 
good cricketer and a good footballer. His 
Colonel wrote of him that he was much loved 
by his men, with whom he identified himself 
in every possible way and who deplore his 
death. He was very popular in the neigh- 
bourhood of his home and the news of his 
death was received with the sincerest grief at 
Wallingford. 


LIEUTENANT FRANK IRVING PASCOE 
WELLS, ist BATTN. THE WELSH 
REGIMENT, 
was the eldest son 
of Mr. and Mrs. 
Frank E. Wells, of 
Cranham House, 
Little Waltham, 
Essex, and a grand- 
son of Edward 
Vaughan Morgan, 
of 22, Harrington 
Gardens, London, 
S.W. 

Lieutenant 


was born on the 6th September, 1893, at East 
Lodge, Broomfield, Chelmsford, Essex, and was 
educated at Marlborough College and the R.M.C.,

Sandhurst. He was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in 
February, 1913, in the Welsh Regiment, and 
posted to the Ist Battalion, then in Egypt, 
where he proceeded at once. He afterwards 
served in India, being in that country on the 
declaration of war against Germany. He was 
promoted temporary Lieutenant in November, 
1914, and his Battalion was ordered home and 
arrivedin December. In the middle of January, 
1915, Lieutenant Wells went to France and took 
part in several engagements, becoming Lieu- 
tenant in February, 1915. On Sunday, 9th May, 
1915, he fell in an attack while leading his 
Platoon near Neuve Chapelle, and was buried 
at St. Vaast Post with many of his brave 
comrades. 


CAPTAIN GUY FRANEY WELLS, 
ADJUTANT, ROYAL ENGINEERS, 
was the youngest 
son of Charles and 
Josephine Wells, at 
Newnham House, 
Bedford, where he 
was born on the 17th 
June, 1882. 

He was educated at 
Bedford Grammar 
School, and passed 
direct into the 
R.M.A., Woolwich. 
He was third on the 
list when he received his commission as 2nd 
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Lieutenant from Woolwich in the Royal 
Engineers in July, 1901. He chose the Balloon 
Section, in which he served for five years, and 
was twice sent out to Gibraltar to make experi- 
ments with a balloon in which he ascended over 
the harbour. He was promoted Lieutenant in 
April, 1904, and for five years he was stationed 
at Gibraltar. He was a keen sportsman, and 
while in Spain he took a prominent part in 
hunting, polo, and boat sailing, going twice 
to Casablanca with a polo team, where he 
thoroughly enjoyed the hospitality of the French 
ofticers and others. He returned to Chatham 
in 1911, and in January, 1912, he was promoted 
Captain, becoming Adjutant in September, 1014. 
Captain Wells went to the Front in August, 
1914, where he served till the 15th June, 1915, 
when he was hit by a fragment of shell during 
the night, while superintending work in the 
trenches. He died, a few hours after he had been 
wounded, in a Field Hospital, and was buried in 
the grounds of an asylum to the west of Ypres. 
Captain Wells, who was a Freemason and a 
member of the Junior United Service and Motor 
Clubs, was very popular with his brother 
officers. For his services in the War he was 
mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of 
31st May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT LESLIE HOWARD 
ELLIOTT WELLS, 3rd (RESERVE) (attd. 
2nd) BATTN. LANCASHIRE FUSILIERS, 
who died at Bou- 
logne on the 4th 
May, 1915, from 
the effects of gas 
poisoning at Ypres 
on the Ist May, was 
the elder and only 
surviving son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Ioward 
Wells, of Elmleigh, 
near Wallingford, 
Berks. 

He was born on the 
13th November, 1884, and was educated at 
Dean Close School, Cheltenham, and at Queen’s 
College, Cambridge, where he graduated in 1908. 
On the outbreak of the War in August, 1914, 
he obtained a commission in the Lancashire 
Fusiliers and went to France on the 2nd April. 
He was in the firing line two days at the most. 
His youngest brother, Captain Cyril Edward 
Elliott Wells, of the 2nd East Surrey Regiment, 
was killed in action on the 10th March, 1915. 
2nd Lieutenant Wells was well known in 
Wallingford as a clever exponent of tennis and 
football. He was very popular in the neigh- 
bourhood and the news of his death cast a gloom 
over the whole town and district. 
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LIEUTENANT ALBERT EDWARD 
CHARLES ROBERT, VISCOUNT 
WENDOVER, ROYAL HORSE GUARDS 
(THE BLUES), 
was the only son of 
the Marquis of Lin- 
colnshire, K.G., of 
Daws Hill, High 
Wycombe, Bucking- 
hamshire. 

Viscount Wendover, 
for whom King 
Edward VII. (then 
Prince of Wales) 
stood sponsor, was 
born at 50, Grosve- 
nor Strect, London, W., on the 24th April, 
1895, and was educated at Eton and at the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst. He acted as page to his 
father at the Coronation of King Edward VII. 
and of King George V. 

In August, 1914, Viscount Wendover received 
his commission as 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal 
Horse Gyards, and in November, 1914, he was 
temporarily promoted to the next higher rank, 
which was confirmed after his death, the rank 
to date from the 15th May, 1915. Lieutenant 
Viscount Wendover served in France in 1915, 
and on the 13th May fell, mortally wounded, 
in the charge of The Blues, 10th Hussars and 
Essex Yeomanry at Hooge. He died in hospital 
at Boulogne on the 19th May, 1915, and his 
body was brought home for burial in the family 
vault at Moulsoe Churchyard, Buckinghamshire. 
Viscount Wendover was the sole heir to his 
father’s marquessate; the heir presumptive 
to the baronies of Carrington in the peerages of 
Ireland and Great Britain became his uncle, 
Colonel the Hon. Rupert Carington, D.S.O., 
C.V.O.

Captain West was born at Plymouth on the 
31st December, 1887,and waseducated at Eton, 
where he gained the

Prize in 1901. He 
joined the Post Office 
Rifles in 1909, was 
gazetted Lieutenant 
in May, 1911, and 
did very good work 
in his Battalion. He 
was promoted Cap- 
tain in August, 1914, 
and went with his 
Battalion to France. 
On the 23rd April, 1915, a small detachment 
was stationed in a dug-out at Givenchy when a 
shell burst close at hand killing Captain West. 
He was buried in the Military Cemetery at 
Givenchy. 

A tablet to his memory has been place in Holy 
Trinity Church, Sunningdale, Berkshire, also in 
Wanborough Church, Surrey. 


LIEUTENANT WALTER MONTAGU 
WEST, ist BATTN. THE CAM- 
BRIDGESHIRE REGIMENT (T.F.), 
the eldest son of Mr- 
and Mrs. Walter W. 
West, of Needham 
Hall, Fridaybridge, 
Wisbech, Cam- 
bridgeshire, was 
born there on the 
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23rd December, 
1895. Several of his 


relatives 
were Army men, his 
grandfather and two 
great-uncles taking 
part in the Crimean War. His great-grandfather 
was the first Mayor of the Borough of Gateshead. 
After a preliminary education at Mr. Beresford’s 
Preparatory School, Hunstanton, Mr. West 
went on to Oundle School, where he proved him- 
self a good all-round athlete.

On leaving school 
he went home to take up farming with his father, 
and joined the Territorial Force, receiving his 
commission as 2nd Lieutenant in the Cam- 
bridgeshire Regiment in March, 1914. 

When the War broke out in August, 1914, he 
was called up, and went into training with the 
Wisbech Company. 


He was promoted Lieu- 
tenant in December, 1914, and went out to the 
front with his Battalion in February, 1915, 
He served in the trenches at St. Eloi and round 
Ypres, and on the 5th May, 1915, he was 
wounded near the latter place and died shortly 
afterwards. He was buried at Bussetoom, near 
Poperinghe. 


The following account of the circumstances of his death 
was given by a Company-Quartermaster-Sergeant : 
“* From what I can learn, C Company were ordered to 
take up a position in a support trench on Wednesday, 
the 5th inst., about 4 p.m,, and were approaching their 
destination when the Germans opened a heavy shell 
fire, killing five men and wounding about thirty, Lieu- 
tenant West was badly wounded in the left leg by shrap- 
nel, After being attended to by the regimental doctor, 
he was taken by motor ambulance to one of the field 
hospitals, and unfortunately succumbed to his wounds 
about six o’clock yesterday morning. He was buried 
in a field where a small cemetery has been established 
close to where we are now stationed in Belgium.” 
In another letter he says: ‘* Never had the Company 
a better officer. He was always helping and cheering 
his men, and, as you know, his men loved him.”” 
A Captain in the Gordon Highlanders wrote : ‘* Sergeant 
Rowe, of the Ist Cambs. Regiment, is at present at the 
above hospital (the Australians Hospital, Wimercux, 
near Boulogne) wounded in the arm. He has asked me 
to tell you that your son, Lieutenant W. M. West, of the 
1st Cambs., was wounded alongside him on Wednesday 
afternoon last, and that he died of his wounds the same 
night in the field dressing-hospital just outside 
Poperinghe.” 


CAPTAIN EDMUND HENRY HER- 
BERT WESTBY, ADJUTANT, Ist 
BATTN. THE WELSH REGIMENT, 
only son of the late 
Captain John W. 
Westby, Welsh Regi- 
ment, and the late 
Mrs. Westby, was 
born on the 10th 
September, 1881, at 
Tenby. 

He was educated at 
Wellington, and re- 
ceived his first com- 
mission in the 3rd 
Battalion South 
Wales Borderers, with which he served during 
embodiment for a year and a quarter, and 
from the Militia received his commission in the 
Welsh Regiment as 2nd Lieutenant in May, 
1901. He took part in the South African War, 
being present at operations in the Orange Free 
State and Orange River Colony (as it became) 
between April and November, 1900, and in the 
Transvaal between May, 1901 and May, 1902 ; 
he received the Queen’s medal with three, and 
the King’s with two clasps. He received his 
promotion to Lieutenant in March, 1904, and 
to Captain in May, 1911, and in June, 1914, 
was appointed Adjutant of the Ist Battalion of 
his Regiment. With it he was serving when 
he was reported wounded and missing after the 
fighting on the 26th May, 1915. 

Nothing further was heard of him until 
fifteen months later, when two letters were 
received by Mrs. Westby. One, from a Captain 
in the Royal Scots, stated that on 16th and 
17th June, 1915, he and his men took up a line 
just captured from the enemy in the Roulers 


Railway Wood, which was full of dead. Ina 
sunken road were four British officers, one being 
Captain Westby. He was buried with an 
unknown Major, and over the double grave was 
placed a wooden cross. 


Another interesting letter was received indirectly from 
a German ofticer, who was adjutant of the prisoners’ war 
camp at Munsingen, giving the following account of his 
death: “I stood in the month of May, 1915, close to 
Bellewarde Ferme, cast of Ypres, in a field, and by a 
night attack which extended so far as our trenches, 
Captain Westby fell in @ charge leading his men, who 
I could easily observe through my night glasses to be 
an English Captain. I gave orders to my company of 
volunteers that the dead should be buried just before 
our trenches, but the exact position about regiments 
and names were quite impossible, as everything was 
carried out by night in a most desperate hurry, owing 
to the fresh trenches which had to be made to check 
the enemy. On the outside of the satchel taken from 
the dead captain I found printed on in ink the letters 
E.H.H.W. Accidentally I found in the prisoners’ war 
camp a list of the missing, and in it the name of Captain 
Westby, and I have not the slightest doubt that it refers 
to the Bellewarde Ferme fallen Captain, as the day, 
Place, and letters on satchel are in harmony with the 
Het of missing. My orders to my men were to bury the 
dead with all their belongings except weapons and war 
maps. He was killed in action as a leader of his men, 
and he died a painicss death. In recognition of his 
glorious death his adversaries do not deny his bravery, 
and share their sorrows and sympathics with the 
bereaved family.” 


It was presumed that the German officer’s 
order for burial was not carried out. 

Captain Westby married in 1908 Vera, only 
daughter of the late Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
David: she survived him with two sons, David, 
aged five, and Edmund, aged three years. 


CapTaIN GILBERT B. J. FAZAKERLE ¥-WEST- 
BY, 9th (CouNTY oF Lonpon) BaATTN. THE 
LONDON REGIMENT (QUEEN VICTORIA’S RIFLES) 
(T.F.), was killed in action, 21st April, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT SPENCER RUSCOMBE WESTMA- 
coTt, lst Batrn. THE PRINCE OF WALEs’s 
LEINSTER REGIMENT (ROYAL CANADIANS), was 
killed in action, 8th May, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT ALEXANDER CLEGHORN WEST- 
woop, 1/7th (Fire) Batrn. (TERRIT.) THE 
Biack WatTcH (RoyYAL HIGULANDERS), was 
killed in action, 16th June, 1915. 


CAPTAIN HENRY WORTHINGTON 
WHALLEY, 1/4th BATTN. (TERRIT.) 
THE EAST LANCASHIRE REGIMENT, 
born on the 4th February, 1896, at Whernside, 
Adelaide Terrace, Blackburn, was the elder son 
of John James Whalley, of Lawn Bank, Black- 
burn, Lancashire, and a grandson of the late 
Mrs. M. J. Worthington, of Whitefield and 
Southport. 

He commenced his education at the Blackburn 
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Grammar School, continued it at Holmwood 
School, Formby, and afterwards went to 
Sedbergh, where he 
took great interest in 
sports, winning a cup 
for the hurdles. He 
played both cricket 
and hockey and was 
a member of the East 


Lancashire Cricket 
Club and of the 
Blackburn Hockey 
Club team. At Sed- 


bergh he was amem- 
beroftheO.T.C., and 
in February, 1913, he was gazetted 2nd Licu- 
tenant in the 4th Battalion East Lancashire 
Regiment, in which he was promoted Lieutenant 
in November, 1914. When his Battalion was 
sent to Egypt he was one of several officers 
selected to remain behind, and he spent some 
time with the reserve, which was being trained 
at Southport, receiving the temporary rank 
of Captain. Subsequently he relinquished this 
rank and went out to Egypt as Lieutenant, 
being attached for a time to the 8th Battalion 
Manchester Regiment. However, in January, 
1915, he again received the rank of Captain and 
went to the Dardanelles with his own Battalion 
in May. At the date of his promotion he was 
said to be the youngest Captain in the British 
Army, not having attained his nineteenth year. 
He was killed in action at the head of his 
men in Gallipoli Peninsula on 4th June, 1915. 
The Officer commanding his Battalion wrote: ‘* He 
was very gallantly leading his men, and was one of the 
first to reach and jump into the enemy's trench, when he 
was shot by a German, who immediately afterwards paid 
the penalty, himself being shot by a man who was 
following Captain Whalley. Your son was a hard-work- 
ing oflicer, very attentive to his work and always looking 
after the comfort of the men of his Platoon, by whom he 
was much liked. He will be greatly missed by all the 
officers and men of the Battalion.” 
LIEUTENANT GUY FITZGERALD 
WHARTON, 2nd BATTN. DURHAM 
LIGHT INFANTRY, attd. Ist BATTN. 
THE KING’S OWN (YORKSHIRE LIGHT 
INFANTRY), 
was born on the 5th 
August, 1894, and 
was the youngest son 

of Mr. J. H. T. and 
Mrs. Wharton, of 
Westwood Road, 
Southampton. Lieu- 
tenant Wharton was | 
a member of a well- | 
known military | 
family, his paternal 
great - grandfather 
fought at Waterloo, and all the male members

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of his mother’s family have been or are in one 
of the Services. One brother is a Lieutenant in 
the Navy, and another is serving in India. 

He was educated at Scaitcliffe, Charterhouse, 
and the R.M.C., Sandhurst, from which he was 
gazetted tothe 2nd Battalion The Durham Light 
Infantry (formerly commanded by his uncle, 
Brigadier-General H. S. FitzGerald, C.B.) on 
the 8th August, 1914, and was promoted tem- 
porary Lieutenant in November, receiving the 
substantive rank to date from December, 1914. 
For active service in the Great War Lieutenant 
Wharton was attached to the 1st Battalion King’s 
Own (Yorkshire Light Infantry), and went with 
them to Flanders. He was wounded three 
times while showing extraordinary gallantry 
in going out of trenches to rally his men during 
a heavy attack at Verlorenhock, north-east of 
Ypres, during the second battle of Ypres on the 
morning of the 8th May, 1915. He was taken to 
the Convent of Braudhoek, on the Ypres- 
Poperinghe road, where he died on the following 
day, and was buried in the meadow adjoining 
the Convent. 

Lieutenant Wharton was keen on all forms of 
sport; he was a good rider, and on occasions 
represented Charterhouse in the cricket and 
football field. The regimental accounts all 
speak of his popularity and his cheerfulness 
under trying conditions, and say that he met his 
death doing avery gallantaction. His Adjutant 
adds: ‘‘ He was a splendid soldier, loved by 
the men and mourned by them all.” 


CAPTAIN CHARLES NORMAN 
WHEELER, 2nd BATTN. THE PRINCE 
OF WALES’S VOLUNTEERS 
(SOUTH LANCASHIRE REGIMENT), 
eldest son of Dr. and 
Mrs. F. D. Wheeler, 
Lower Hellesdon, 
Norwich, was born 
on the Ist March, 
1881; he was a 
grandson of the late 
W. H. Dakin, Esq., 
of Norwich. 

Ife was educated at 
Bracondale School, 
Norwich, and Lon- 
don University, 
where he took his degrees of B.A. and B.Sc. 
with Honours in English and French. He was 
for several years a Master at the Liverpool 
Institute, and was called by the boys ‘‘ Pop "— 
a reference to the chemical experiments he con- 
ducted in the laboratory He joined the O.T.C. 
in 1910, and became a Captain in the Corps in 
1911, and when war broke out applied for an 
Army appointment ; for some time he was told 


that his work at the school was of first import- 
ance, but he persisted in his application and was 
at last gazetted to the 3rd (Reserve) Battalion 
South Lancashire Regiment in November, 1914, 
and in the following month was transferred to the 
2nd Battalion. He first went to Caterham and 
then took a draft of his Battalion to the front. 
He was killed on the 7th January, 1915, on the 
occasion of his first spell of duty in the trenches. 
He went to the assistance of a comrade who had 
been wounded by machine gun-fire, and was 
himself immediately killed by a shot from the 
same gun. 


MAJOR GEORGE. GODFREY MASSY 
WHEELER, V.C., 7th HARIANA LAN- 
CERS, INDIAN ~ 
ARMY, born at 
Chakrata, India, on 
the 31st January, 
1873, was the 
younger son of the 
late Lieutenant- 
General George 
Wheeler, Bengal 
Staff Corps, a grand- 
son of Sir Hugh 
Wheeler of the 
Mutiny Days, and 
related to General Dunham Massy, known as 
“Redan”? Massy. 

He was educated at the Bedford Modern School 
and afterwards at the R.M.C., Sandhurst. In 
May, 1893, he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in 
the Wiltshire Regiment. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in April, 1895, and in October, 1897, 
was transferred to the Indian Staff Corps. He 
was promoted Captain in the Indian Army in 
May, 1902, and in 1908 he was on active service 
on the North West Frontier of India, where he 
took part in operations in the Mohmand 
country, receiving the medal with clasp. From 
that year until 1912 he was Commandant of 
the 50th Camel Corps and he obtained his 
Majority in May, 1911. 

Major Massy Wheeler was killed in action at 
Shaiba, Mesopotamia, on the 13th April, 1915, 
while serving with the Indian Expeditionary 
Force ‘‘ D.’? He was awarded the Victoria Cross 
for two acts of heroism performed just before 
he fell. ‘* On April 12th, 1915, Major Wheeler 
asked permission to take out his squadron and 
attempt to capture a flag, which was the centre 
point of a group of the enemy, who were firing 
on one of our pickets. He advanced and 
attacked the enemy’s infantry with the lance, 
doing considerable execution among them. He 
then retired while the enemy swarmed out of 
hidden ground and formed an excellent target 
to our Royal Horse Artillery guns.” And 


“On April 13th, 1915, Maj. Wheeler led his 
squadron to the attack of the ‘ North Mound.’ 
He was seen far ahead of his men riding single- 
handed straight for the enemy’s standards.” 
This gallant officer was killed on the Mound. 
The General Commanding the Forces described 
the first act as a ‘‘ show piece,” and he was 
mentioned in Sir John Nixon’s Despatch of 
Ist January, 1916. 

Major Massy Wheeler was an exceptionally keen 
sportsman, devoted to sport of all kind. He 
was a fearless rider, excellent pigsticker, and 
polo player, was ‘‘ Captain ’’ to his regimental 
team, and won several polo tournaments with 
it. He was well known in the Tipperary hunting 
field. He was a very keen soldier, was wrapped 
up in his Regiment, and was a great favourite 
with all ranks, who regret his death very deeply, 
He married in 1900, Elinor Maud, only daughter 
of the late Dr. Purcell, of 7, Manchester Square, 
London, W.

LIEUTENANT JOHN WHITE, 2nd 
BATTN. THE HAMPSHIRE REGIMENT, 
eldest son of John 
White, Esq., of 
Little Welnetham 
Hall, Bury St. Ed- 
munds, was born at 
The Grove, Cheving- 
ton, Bury St. Ed- 
munds, on the 4th 
July, 1891. 

He was educated at 
Haileybury College, 
and in 1910 was 
gazetted to the 
Special Reserve, Army Service Corps, from 
which he received his commission as 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Hampshire Regiment in May, 
1913. He joined the 2nd Battalion at Mauritius 
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in July, 1913, proceeding to India in December 
of that year. He was promoted Lieutenant in 
October, 1914, and in March, 1915, proceeded 
with his Battalion to Gallipoli Peninsula, where 
he was shot through the head and killed instan- 
taneously just before the big advance on the 
morning of 4th June, 1915. He was buried in 
the Gully Cemetery. At the time of his death 
Lieutenant White was in command of two 
Companies of his Battalion. 


2nd LIEUTENANT LESLIE SPENSER 
WHITE, attd. 2st BATTN. THE QUEEN’S 
OWN (ROYAL WEST KENT REGT.,), 
who was wounded on 
the 14th March, 1915, 
by the accidental ex- 
plosion of a bomb, 
and died next day, 
was the son of Frank 
Faulder White, 
F.R.C.S., Hon. Cons. 
Surgeon, Coventry 
Tospital, and Sur- 
geon to the Lewis- 
ham Military Hos- 
pital, and Eva Dal- 
gairns White (née Travers), 
Dobson War Hospital. 

He was born at Coventry on the 14th Sep- 
tember, 1891, and was educated at King Henry 
VIII. School, Coventry, and Framlingham 
College. He joined the Artists Rifles in August, 
1914, and served for a time with the 2nd Bat- 
talion Royal Scots Fusiliers. He was gazetted 
temporary 2nd Lieutenant on the General List 
in January, 1915, and was attached to the Ist 
Battalion Royal West Kent Regiment when he 
was killed. 

The Major Commanding the Ist Royal West Kent Regi- 
ment wrote: “‘ His loss has been much felt by us all; 
he promised exceptionally well as a soldier, being keen 
and energetic. He was much liked by his brother 
officers.”” 

MAJOR ROGER WINGATE WHITE, 
Commanding 364th BATTERY, 
ROYAL FIELD ARTILLERY 
was the son of the 
late James White, 
1.C.S8., and of Eliza- 
beth Louisa, eldest 
daughter of Sir

Hon. 


George Wingate, 
K.C.S.I., and was 
born at Aimere, Raj- 
putana, India, on 


the 25th September, 
1879. 

He was educated at 
** Northaw,”’ the pre- 
paratory School of F. J. Hall, Esq., at Marl- 
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borough College, and at the R.M.A., Woolwich. 
From the latter he was gazetted to the R.A. in 
December, 1808, and was promoted Lieutenant 
in February, 1901. In 1899 he went with his 
Battalion to South Africa, and took part in the 
Boer War, being present at operations in the 
Orange Free State, Orange River Colony, Cape 
Colony, and Transvaal, including actions at 
Houtnek (Thoba Mountains), Biddulphsberg, 
Wittebergen and Colesberg. He was mentioned 
in Despatches (Lond. Gaz., 10th September, 
1901), and received the Queen’s medal with three 
clasps, and the King’s medal with two clasps. 
He was promoted Captain in May, 1907, and 
from August, 1906, to August, 1911, was 
employed with Transvaal Volunteers (Horse 
Artillery), where his services were much appre- 
ciated by both officers and men. In August, 
1911, he was appointed an Adjutant of the 
XX. Brigade, R.F.A., at} Neemuch, India. 
Major White, who was promoted to that rank in 
October, 1914, was qualified as a Ist Class 
Interpreter in Cape Dutch and Hollander 
Dutch, and 2nd Class in French. Owing to the 
Brigadier being on sick leave, he had been for 
a time in temporary command of the Brigade 
when he was shot by a bullet in the head on the 
18th May, 1915, when taking observations for 
his guns in the front trenches near Ypres, 
Belgium. For his services he was mentioned in 
Sir John French’s Despatch of 31st May, 1915. 
Major White married Ida, daughter of Maurice 
Hall, Esq., of ‘The Willows,’’ Middelburg, 
S. Africa, and left one son, Peter, born on 
Coronation Day, 1911. 


2nd LIEUTENANT RONALD EDWIN 
WHITE, Ist (THE NEWCASTLE) 
NORTHUMBRIAN FIELD COMPANY, 
NORTHUMBRIAN DIVISIONAL EN 
GINEERS, ROYAL ENGINEERS (T.F.), 


who died in hospital 


near Ypres on the 
5th March, 1915, 
from wounds received 
in action on the pre- 
vious day, at the age 
of twenty-four, was 
the youngest son of 
the late Robert 
White and of Mrs. 
White, late of South- 
borough, Kent, and 
Dry Hill, Tonbridge, 
and was born on the 5th December, 1890. 


He was educated at Clare House, Tonbridge, 
at Tonbridge School, and at Trinity College, 
At Tonbridge he was in the O.T.C. 
and had his Colours for the Football XV., and 
he played three-quarters for Trinity College at 


Cambridge.

Cambridge. Previous to the outbreak of hos- 
tilities he was in the Newcastle district, studying 
and working on Mining Engineering. He was 
appointed to the Territorial Force in August, 
1914, and at once undertook Imperial Service 
obligations. 

2nd Lieutenant White was buried in the ceme- 
tery on the old ramparts to the west of the Port 
de Lille, at Ypres. 


2nd LIEUTENANT RONALD GEORGE 
BROOMAN WHITE, 4th BATTN. 
(EXTRA RESERVE) ROYAL _INNIS- 
KILLING FUSILIERS, attd. 2nd BATTN. 
ROYAL IRISH FUSILIERS, 
was the son of 
Brooman 
White, Esq., of 
Ardarroch, Dumbar- 
tonshire, and a 
grandson of the late 
Lady Isabella Keane, 
and Lady Henry 
Gordon Lennox. 

He was born in Edin- 
burgh in August, 
1892, and was edu- 
cated at Repton. He 
was a very fine shot and a good golfer, being 
runner-up in the Amateur Golf Championship 
at Ottawa, Canada,in1914. He was a member 
of the Automobile Club, Pall Mall. 

When the War with Germany was declared 
Mr. Brooman White applied for a commission, 
and in August, 1914, he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 4th Battalion Royal Innis- 
killing Fusiliers. He was killed in action near 
Ypres on the 15th May, 1915, and was buried 
in Vlamertinghe Churchyard next day. 


2nd LIEUTENANT WILLIAM WHITE, 4th (EXTRA 
ReSERVE) (attd. 2nd) Barrn. THe Roya 
DuBiin Fusiniers, was reported killed in 
action in the Monthly Official Casualty List 
published June, 1915.

WHITEHEAD, 4th (EXTRA RESERVE)

was the second son of Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
H. Whitehead, of Brentford, and was born 
at Brentford on the 16th November, 1890. 

He was educated at Tonbridge School, where 
he was in the O.T.C. Subsequently he joined 
the Artists Rifles, and obtained his commission 


in the 4th Battalion East Surrey Regiment in 
August, 1914, and served with his Battalion at 
Devonport until 
Christmas. 

On going to the front 
he was attached to 
the Ist Battalion 
South Wales Bor- 
derers, and he joined 
the 2nd Battalion of 
his own Regiment in 
March. 2nd _ Lieu- 
tenant Whitehead 
was killed in action

2nd LIEUTENANT ALFRED EARNEST WHITE-

THe Lonpon REGIMENT (THE RANGERS) (T.F.), 
was killed in action, 8th May, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT CHARLES TroMAS WHITE- 
House, RoyaLt Fie.p ARTILLERY, died of 
wounds, 15th January, 1915. 


CapTaIn Epwakb CLAUDE WHITELEY, ROYAL 
ENGINEERS, 22nd FIELD CoMPANY, 3rd SAPPERS 
AND MINERS, late Corps OF BoMBAY SAPPERS 
AND MINERS, INDIAN ARMY, was killed in action, 
14th April, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT FREDERICK ASH- 
BURNHAM H. WHITFELD, attd. 3rd 
BATTN. THE DUKE OF CAMBRIDGE'S 
OWN (MIDDLESEX REGIMENT), 
was the only son of 
the late F. H. Milton 
Whitfeld, Fleet-Pay- 
master, R.N., and 
nephew of the late 
Sir J. D. Hooker, 
O.M., Director of 
Kew Gardens, de- 
scended from Rich- 
ard Hooker, and the 
same family as the 
poet Milton. 

He was born at 
Southampton on the 14th December, 1889, and 
educated at Cranleigh, Surrey, where he was 
good at games. 2nd Lieutenant Whitfeld had 
been intended for the Accountants’ Branch of 
the Royal Navy, and passed for appointment 
1st Class ; but there was no vacancy. He then 
entered the London and County (afterwards 
London County, Westminster and Parr’s) Bank, 
Head Office, and remained in it till August, 1914. 
Three years before the War he joined the 
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Artists Rifles (T.F.), in which he was ex- 
tremely popular; the officers, non-commissioned 
officers, and men passed a resolution of sym- 
pathy and sorrow on learning of his death, and 
innumerable friends and comrades wrote ex- 
pressions of greatregret. His adaptability, wit, 
and genial temper endeared him to all. 

At the outbreak of war he at once offered 
himself for active service, and for some three 
months acted as ‘‘ batman,” in which position 
his skill earned him the title of ‘‘ The man who 
made bully beef unrecognisable.’’ His Com- 
manding Officer in censoring a letter to his 
sister wrote that ‘‘ His cooking was quite per- 
fect,” that ‘‘ he was invaluable,’ and that he 
‘“ was a brother to be proud of.’”’ After training 
in the Officers’ School in France for three months 
he was gazetted temporary 2nd Lieutenant on 
the General List in February, 1915, was attached 
to the 3rd Middlesex Regiment, and made 
Assistant Machine Ciun Officer. 

He was killed on the 23rd April, 1915, while 
leading his Platoon to attack, near St. Julien, 
across a ploughed field, exposed to the fire of 
eight enemy Maxims; he had advanced with 
the utmost courage and coolness, with the 
remnants of his Platoon, until within firing 
distance of the enemy, when he was hit in the 
jaw and throat and instantaneously killed. 
His body was not recovered and, so far as is 
known, was not buried. 

One of the thirteen survivors of his Platoon sald: ‘‘ He 
was one of the best officers we over had... . He was 
never thinking of himself, but always of us men. He was 
absolutely fearless, and walked about in the middle of 
the most dangerous dutics as if he were at home in 
England. ... Wecould goto him about anything just 
as if he was our father. When we were trench-digging at 
@ most dangcrous point, in the middle of battle he went 
and got us hot tea and rum... . We were as cold as 
ice, and it was such a brave thing to do, .. . When he 
asked for volunteers for anything, the whole Platoon 
would start up as one man.”” 

The Commanding Officer of the 3rd Middlesex, when 
writing of his death, said: ‘* Ho was a brave, bright and 
promising young officer, and we allloved him. His name 
will never be forgotten by his Regiment, but will always 
be held in honour.”” 

2nd Lieutenant Whitfeld proved himself heart 
and soul a soldier, and in almost his last letter 
home said: I do like my job’”’—and once 
described the War as ‘‘the jolliest rag I ever 
was in.” 

It is probable that had he not been killed he 
would have received some recognition of his 
fine patrol work. 

He was a member of the Richmond Hockey 
Club, and hadjust become engaged to be married 
to Miss Gladys Buchanan, of 32, Elsworthy 
Road, London, N.W. 


CapTAIN JOHN LAWRENCE WHITFIELD, 1 /4th 
Batrn. (TERRIT.) THE LoyAL NoRTH LaAN- 


WHI—WIC 
CASHIRE REGIMENT, died of wounds, 23rd 
June, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT WILLIAM JAMES 
WHITTINGTON, 4th (EXTRA 
RESERVE) (attd. 2nd) BATTN. THE 
ROYAL INNISKILLING FUSILIERS, 
the elder son of W. 
J. Whittington, of 
Petersfield, was born 
in that town on the 
18th October, 1891. 
He was educated at 
Churcher’s College, 
Petersfield, after- 
wards going to Uni- 
versity College, 
Reading. He was 
Stroke in his College 
Eight at Henley in 
1913. In August, 1912, he was gazetted 2nd 
Lieutenant in the Special Reserve, and when 
war against Germany was declared two years 
later he was called up for active service and was 
attached to the 2nd Battalion The Royal Innis- 
killing Fusiliers. 

2nd Lieutenant Whittington was killed at 
Festubert on the 16th May, 1915. He was last 
seen alive charging the German position at the 
head of his Platoon across an open space of three 
hundred yards, swept by machine-gun fire and 
covered by shells and shrapnel. He was after- 
wards seen by some of the survivors of his 
Platoon, after the trenches had been taken, 
lying dead on his face on the German parapet. 
A brother officer wrote: ‘* The one or two of us 
who are left miss him more than we can say, 
for he had a fine lovable character, and as a 
soldier devoid of fear was loved by his men.” 
He was buried near Festubert. 


2nd LikUTENANT (temp.) W. V. P. C. WHITTLE, 
attd. Ist BATTN. WORCESTERSHIRE REGIMENT, 
was killed in action, 13th April, 1915.

CAPTAIN HUGH RICHARD AUGUSTIN 
WHYTEHEAD, 1/6th GURKHA RIFLES, 
was the third son of 
the late Mr. T. B. 
Whytehead, of 
Acomb House, York, 
and of Mrs. Whyte- 
head, of Hampstead, 
and was born on the 
17th May, 1881. His 
eldest brother, Wil- 
liam Watson Drough, 
fell in action in the 
South African War in 
1900. 

He was educated at St. Peter’s School, York, 
and was gazetted from the Imperial Yeomanry 
to the Northumberland Fusiliers in September, 
1901. He served in the South African War 
from 1900 to 1902, and was awarded the 
Qucen’s medal with five clasps. In September, 
1903, he was transferred to the Indian Army, 
in which he became Lieutenant in the following 
December and Captain in March, 1910. Captain 
Whytehead fell in action at Gurkha Bluff, 
Gallipoli Peninsula, on the 22nd May, 1915, 
when a trench held by a British Regiment was 
surprised by the Turks. He was in support 
with his double Company, and recaptured the 
trench before he fell. 

Captain Whytehead was a member of the 
Junior Naval and Military Club, and boating, 
shooting and golf were among his favourite 
recreations. 


CAPTAIN JOHN DOBREE DURELL 
WICKHAM, Ist BATTN. THE LINCOLN. 
SHIRE REGT., 
was the elder son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Dobrée 
Wickham, of In- 
wood, Crowborough. 
Born on the 17th 
September, 1884, he 
was educated at 
Brighton College, 
where he was Captain 
of Football for two 
years, and was in 
the Cricket XI. He 
received his first appointment in the Lincoln- 
shire Regiment from the Militia in May, 1905, 
becoming Lieutenant in July, 1907, and Captain 
in May, 1914. After five years in India he 
was seconded in October, 1910, for employment 
with the West African Frontier Force inSouthern 
Nigeria, where he took part in several punitive 
expeditions. On the outbreak of the Great War 
he served with the Yola Column of the Expe. 
ditionary Force in the Cameroons, but after five 
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months he was invalided home with blackwater 
fever. He rejoined his Battalion in Flanders 
on the Ist June, 1915, and died of wounds 
received near Ypres on the 24th June, 1915. 


CAPTAIN CYRIL HENRY WICKHAM, Ist BATTN. 
RoyaL Fusitiers (City oF Lonpon Reai- 
MENT), died of wounds, 15th January, 1915. 


CapTaIN MonTAGUE HILL CLEPHANE DE 
CRISTOFERO DE BovUILLON WICKHAM, THE 
ConnauGut RANGeErRs, attd. 2nd BattN. RoyaL 
TrisH REGIMENT, was killed in action, 8th 
May, 1915. 


CAPTAIN JOHN THEODORE 
CUMBERLAND WILCOX, 2/39th 
GARHWAL RIFLES, INDIAN ARMY, 
was the sixth son 
of the late Major- 
General E. R. C, 
Wilcox, Bengal Staff 
Corps, and Mrs. Wil- 
cox, of 79, Ashburn- 
ham Road, Bedford. 
No fewer than four 
of Captain Wilcox’s 
brothers, two of his 
nephews, his grand- 
father, a cousin, and 
his brother-in-law are 
or have been in the Army, and his youngest 
nephew is on the point of going up for his Army 
Examination. 

Captain Wilcox was born at Bedford on the 
6th March, 1885, and was educated at Welling- 
ton. He was a good athlete, and when at 
Wellington House, a preparatory school for the 
college, he won his first Silver Medal for gym- 
nastics. At Wellington itself he won the Junior 
Bronze Medal in 1900, and the Wellington 
College Bronze Medal in 1902. He then went 
to the R.M.C., Sandhurst, and there he won 
the Bronze Medal, Woolwich v. Sandhurst, in 
1904, and the Silver Medal of the R.M.C. 
Gymnastic VIII.; on leaving the R.M.C. he 
won the gymnastic prize. After passing for the 
Indian Army he was given his commission in 
August, 1905, and was attached for a year to 
The Queen’s (Royal West Surrey Regiment), 
joining the Garhwal Rifles, Indian Army, in 
November, 1906, and was serving with that 
Regiment when he was killed. He was pro- 
moted Lieutenant in November, 1907, and 
Captain in August, 1914. He was a member of 
the Junior Army and Navy Club. 

When the War broke out he was on leave at 
home, and in August, 1914, was ordered to 
Alexandria, there to await the arrival of the 
Indian Contingent, and in October accom- 
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panied his Regiment to the front. He was at 
Neuve Chapelle, for his behaviour at which he 
received commendation, and was near La 
Bassée when last heard of, the telegram 
announcing his death being received on the 
12th May, 1915, and as he was buried at St. 
Vaast, it is presumed he was killed there. 
Captain Wilcox married in Bombay in 1913 
Carmalita M., daughter of Wallace E. Rhodes, 
of Rhode Island, America. 


2nd TAkUTENANT LEONARD CHARLES WILD- 
SMITH, 12th (CouNTY OF LoNDON) BaTrn. THE 
LONDON REGIMENT (THE RANGERS) (T.F)., 
was killed in action, 2nd March, 1915.

He was educated at Fettes College, Edinburgh, 
where he was very popular, and where he 
distinguished himself both as a scholar and as 
an athlete. He got his double first in cricket 
and in football, and was a member of the O.T.C. 
He was proceeding to Brasenose College, Oxford, 
but when war was declared in August, 1914, he 
obtained a commission in the Reserve Battalion 
Scottish Rifles. After training at Nigg, Ross- 
shire, he went to the front in February, 1915, 
and fell at Neuve Chapelle on the 10th March. 
His promotion to Lieutenant dates from a fort- 
night before his death. 

Lieutenant Williamson’s  great-grandfather 
joined the British forces at the age of eighteen, 
exactly one hundred years ago, and carried the 
despatches to Wellington at the Duchess of 
Richmond’s Ball, on the eve of Waterloo. 
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CapTaINn JAMES GERALD WILLOUGHBY, 33rd 
QUEEN VICTORIA’S OWN LIGHT CAVALRY, INDIAN 
Army, was killed in action, 3rd March, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT PERCY WILLS, 
Ist BATTN. THE DUKE OF 
CORNWALL’S LIGHT INFANTRY, 
was fatally wounded 
by shell at Ypres on 
the 19th April, 1915, 
and was buried in the 
Military Cemetery at 
Poperinghe. He was 
the eldest son of the 
late Mr. W. H. and 
Mrs. Eden Wills, 
Varley Terrace, Lis- 
keard, and a grand- 
son of the late Cap- 
tain W. Stephens. 
He was educated at Liskeard Church School, 
and by private tuition, and was a good all- 
round sportsman. Having enlisted in the Duke 
of Cornwall's Light Infantry in February, 1907, 
he gained rapid promotion, and was given his 
commission while on active service in Flanders 
in October, 1914. He was present at the battle 
of Mons and took part in all the fighting of the 
retirement. For his services in the War with 
the Central Powers, 2nd Lieutenant Wills was 
mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of the 
31st May, 1915. 


The Brigadier-General now commanding 14th Infantry 
Brigade wrote as follows to 2nd Lieutenant Wills’ 
mother: ‘* He was such a splendid soldier, one whose 
work, especially in his position in charge of the Battalion 
Sappers, I had so frequently found occasion to commend. 
It is indeed a grievous loss to us all and we shall miss 
his cheeriness and thoroughness all day and every day,” 
A Private who was servant to the late officer wrote to 
the relatives of 2nd Lieutenant P. Wills: ‘*‘ Whom we 
all so well liked and loved as an officer. He was always 
merry and bright. When we had to retire, he said, ‘Go 
on, retire,’ but I said to him, ‘ No, sir, not until you do 
as well.” He only wanted to stay there by himself... 
not a soldier would allow that... we can’t give him 
too high a name. . . he will never be forgotten.”

He took up aviation in 1911 
and gained his pilot's certificate in that year 
at the Blériot School at Pau, and in April, 1912, 
he flew from England to Ireland, being the first 
aviator to fly across St. George’s Channel. He 
afterwards spent most of his time flying as an 
amateur, both in the United Kingdom and 
He was the only son of thelate W. H.C. 
Wilson, Esq., Barrister-at Law, of 124, Knights- 
bridge, S.W., his mother—Ada Caroline—being 
a daughter of the late Charles I. Corbett, Esq., 
of Imber Court, Thames Ditton, Surrey, where 
the subject of this memoir was born on Sep- 
tember 24th, 1882. 

With such a record of sport and aviation it is 
not surprising that in August, 1914, on war 
breaking out, Lieutenant Corbett-Wilson 
offered his services, and in that month he was 
gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the Special Reserve, 
Royal Flying Corps. On the 9th October he 
was appointed Flying Officer and six days after- 
wards, on October 15th, he flew to France on 
a Blériot military monoplane, and served in 
No. 3 Squadron throughout the winter in the 
neighbourhood of Béthune, being promoted 
Lieutenant in November, 1914. On May 10th,

Lieutenant N. Woodiwiss, were flying over the 
enemy’s lines in a Morane-Parasol, making a 
reconnaissance in the direction of Fournes, 
when both officers and the machine were struck 
by a German shell. At first, as they did not 
return, it was thought that they had probably 
been brought down and captured, and they were 
therefore reported as ‘‘ missing.” On the 
following day, however, a German flying 
machine passed over our line, and the aviators 
courteously dropped a message that a British 
Parasol machine had been struck by a shell from 
their artillery, and both pilot and observer had 
been killed instantly. 

Lieutenant Corbett-Wilson rendered most 
valuable service when in France and Belgium, 
and sustained at the seat of war the reputation 
he had gained in Ireland, and especially at 
Jenkinstown when he resided there and where he 
was known as the ‘‘ intrepid Kilkenny aviator.”’ 
His unfailing efficiency in the performance of his 
duty, his cheery disposition and quiet courage 
had been noticed by all, particularly in No. 3 
Squadron, where his death was greatly 
regretted. 

One comrade writes: ‘‘ I do not know a more gallant 
oflicer, we all feel his loss terribly ’’; while another refers 
to Licutenant Corbett-Wilson’s ‘‘ utter insensibility to 
personal danger” as “an inspiration to us all, he did 
not know what fear was, and always did his work 
splendidly.” 

It is probable that Lieutenant Corbett-Wilson’s 
daring had also been noticed and admired by 
the enemy, as the German message politely 
added that he and his companion were being 
“* buried in the cemetery to the east of Fournes,”’ 
where both these brave aviators now rest.

was the only son of 
John Wilson, Solici- 
tor, Strathaven, 
Lanarkshire, and was 
born at Hamilton, 
Lanarkshire, on the 
8th May, 1894. 

He was educated at 
Strathaven Academy 
and at Hamilton 
Academy. At the 
outbreak of the War 
with Germany he was 
studying Law at the University of Glasgow, 
where he had passed in Civil Law, and Consti- 
tutional Law and History, for the B.L. Degree. 
He was at the same time serving an apprentice- 
ship in the office of Messrs. Maclay, Murray 
and Spens, Writers, Glasgow. Golf was his 
favourable recreation, and he was a member of 
the Strathaven Golf Club. 

He had served for two years in the Glasgow 
University O.T.C., and on the outbreak of the 
War in August, 1914, he accepted a commission 
as 2nd Lieutenant in the 6th Battalion The 
Cameronians. From August, 1914, until March, 
1915, he trained with his Battalion, which left 
Falkirk for the front in France in the latter 
month. He fell at Festubert on 15th June, 
1915, in the third line of the German trenches, 
which had been attacked and taken, but which 
could not be held. His body had to be left in 
the German lines when his men retired. 


The following particulars of his death were given by his 
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Senior Officer: ‘The report of Jack’s death came to 
me as a terrible shock, in spite of the fact that any one 
who came out alive from that zone of shell fire and 
bullets would perform a miracle, The last time T saw 
him he was in his place leading on his men, and he 
beamed on me as I passed in his natural cheerful manner, 
We made an attack on the German lines, and our Batta- 
lion was chosen for the assault. For some time before- 
hand our artillery severely bombarded the position. 
We were the third Company to advance, and we got 
over the parapet and commenced our part of the fight. 
The space between our parapet and that of the Germans 
was by this time a perfectly shower-splattered plain of 
shrapnel and bullets. Yet the advance never hesitated. 
Our particular objective was some fortified houses on the 
other side of the German lines Jack’s was the second 
Platoon of my Company, and as I was rushing on to the 
front Platoon I passed Jack on the way, and it was then 
T last saw him, behaving like a veteran and a hero, and 
perfectly cool. He smiled a friendly recognition as 1 
passed, and shortly thereatter I was hit with shrapnel 
on the head, For a time I was knocked out, being 
rendered insensible. The report as to the behaviour of 
Jack and what was left of his Platoon came to me 
afterwards, and what consolation there is to you may 
be got from the undernoted fact that he did all that was 
expected of him. He and a few men actually reached 
the objective—those houses. If I could describe to you 
what that meant, with shells bursting at ten yards 
interval, and in different places each time, literally 
covering the tield with shrapnel, leaving not a foot 
that. was not affected, and added to this the scream of 
rifle bullets, as they spat into us in thousands, I could 
give you some idea of the bravery, the determination, 
the sense of duty and patriotism, which enabled him and 
his men to reach those houses. When he got there he 
was shot by a machine-gun bullet. He was killed 
instantaneously. and would suffer no pain. Although we 
captured the German position we could not hold it. A 
retiral was therefore made to our own lines again. 
We will all miss Jack, I especially. He was such a 
favourite. Always in good humour, ready for action at 
alltimes, at all hours, and as our Adjutant once remarked 
to me,a good officer. I cannot yet realise he is gone 
I wish I could say or do something to alleviate your 
loss. I cannot, except that I might ask you all not to 
forget that he died doing his duty, his * bit ’ for home and 
fatherland.” 

And the Sergeant who was with him throughout the 
charge wrote : ‘ After reaching the houses (mentioned in 
the preceding letter) the Germans were surrounding us, 
and as we could not hold on with the men we had, 
Lieutenant Wilson gave the order to retire back to where 
the rest were digging themselves in, and I say that if 
ever a man showed himself a hero, Lieutenant Wilson 
did then, for he kept popping them down with his 
revolver until we got back and under cover. There were 
three machine-gun men, and five others with us when we 
retired from the houses. We took up a position on the 
extreme left of where the rest were dug in, and Lieu- 
tenant Wilson gave me orders what to do to strengthen 
up the position, but as there were so few of us it was very 
slow work. He kept cheering the men up and lay along 
the trench firing with his revolver, and supcrintending 
the work being done, After being there for half an 
hour I noticed Stewart (aformer orderly) on our right, 
so I told Lieutenant Wilson and he called him to come up 
beside us and help, but Stewart never got up beside us- 
Lieutenant Wilson was as coo] as a cucumber, giving 
orders to watch the left, as the enemy were trying to 
outflank us; but he and I held them at bay with eight 
men until some more came up, he with his revolver 
and I with a rifle. It was here that Lieutenant Wilson 
was killed. We were in the German communication 
trench between their third and fourth lines when he 
was hit. The bulletthatstruck him came froma machine 
gun, and he was just going to give me an order when it 
struck the top of the trench, or rather came through the 
top, which was only composed of some wicker work 
made from reeds for a revetment, and struck him on the 
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head. Death was instantancous.

Lancashire Regiment, and rejoined the Army 
in the Australian Force in September, 1914, 
as 2nd Lieutenant in the 8rd Battalion of the 
New South Wales Contingent. In the historic 
landing at the Dardanelles on the 23rd April, 
1915, Captain Wilson landed from the second 
boat to reach the shore, and was severely 
wounded when leading his men in an advance 
three days later, dying of his wounds on the 
28rd May, 1915. Captain Wilson had been 
advanced to that rank before leaving Egypt, 
and his name is mentioned in Sir Ian Hamilton’s 
Despatch of 22nd September, 1915. 

Ile was a member of the Junior Naval and 
Military Club, London, W.

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Lieutenant Wilson was born on the 25th Feb- 
ruary, 1895, at 24, Heriot Row, Edinburgh, and 
was educated at Cargilfiecld Preparatory School, 
and at Winchester College, for which he obtained 
a Headmaster’s nomination. He entered Mr. 
Bell’s House, of which he became the Head. 
He had a brilliant career at Winchester, and 
among other distinctions was the best scholar 
of his year in French and gave the speech in 
that language on medal day. In 1913 he gained 
a Classical Scholarship at New College, Oxford. 
At the outbreak of the War with the Central 
Empires he was in camp with the Winchester 
©.T.C. and, having immediately applied for a 
commission, was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in 
the Special Reserve of the Cameron High- 
landers on 15th August, 1914. In January, 
1915, he was attached for active service to the 
Ist Battalion of his Regiment, which he joined 
in France, and at the end of the same month he 
was promoted Lieutenant. 

In the attack near Richebourg-l’Avoué—in the 
first stage of the battle of Festubert—on the 
afternoon of Sunday, the 9th May, 1915, while 
leading his Platoon in face of very heavy shell 
fire and machine-gun fire, he was twice wounded 
falling on the second occasion. Picking himself 
up, however, he continued to run on, although 
limping, in front of his men, waving to them to 
follow. Soon afterwards he was shot in the 
temple and killed instantaneously. He was 
buried where he fell. A brother officer writes : 
“Tt was a glorious death,”’ and numerous letters 
bear cloquent testimony to the admiration his 
bravery evoked and to the personal affection in 
which he was held.

He was selected to command 
the Bomb-throwers’ Section, which he led into 
action in the attack made from Richebourg- 
l’Avoué on the 15th May, 1915. 2nd Lieutenant 
Wingate, with a small party, reached the second 
line of German trenches and mounted the 
parapet, the better to direct his men. He was 
reported ‘‘missing’’ after the action. His 
body was found on the 20th May, 1915, just 
beyond the parapet of the German trench by 
the Ist Battalion Highland Light Infantry, and 
was buried where it lay. 

His Commanding Officer wrote: ‘‘ He was last seen 
alive and unwounded fighting hard at 3.30 a.m, on the 
16th May, and I am afraid that as he was always such 
a brave boy and was always anxious to be in the thick of 
everything, it is extremely unlikely that he was taken 
prisoner. He was a good soldier, and his bravery was an 
excellent example to his men, It will be impossible 
to replace him, for his duty of leading the bombing 
party requires exceptional courage. ... A splendid 
youngster !"” 

His bomb-throwers were much attached to him, 
“‘as indeed every one was,’ writes a brother 
officer, alluding to ‘‘ the daringly brave act of 
your son, standing on the top of the enemy’s 
under a heavy fire directing his 
He was shot through the heart.

He received a commission as 2nd Lieutenant in 
the King’s Own Scottish Borderers in May, 
1898, and was posted to the 2nd Battalion, then 
in India, becoming Lieutenant in April, 1900. 
At the outbreak of the Boer War he was sent 
to South Africa attached to the King’s Royal 
Rifle Corps. He took part in the operations in 
Natal in 1899, including the actions at Rietfon- 
and Lombard’s Kop, and was through the 
Siege of Ladysmith, taking part in the action of 
1900, From 1900, to 
September, 1901, he was Railway Staff Officer 
(graded Staff Licutenant) and took part in 
operations in Natal and the Transvaal east of 


6th January, May, 


Pretoria. For his services he was mentioned in 
Despatches (Lond. Gaz., 8th February, 1901), 
and received the Queen’s medal with two 
clasps and the King’s medal with two clasps. 
From September, 1901, to June, 1903, he was 
Military Landing Officer (graded Staff Captain) 
South Africa. 

When his appointment in South Africa termi- 
nated he rejoined the 2nd Battalion King’s Own 
Scottish Borderers in India and returned with 
it to Glasgow. He wag promoted Captain in 
January, 1906, and appainted Adjutant Special 
Reserve in March, 1912. He took part in the 
training of the Special Reserve Battalion of the 
King’s Own Scottish Borderers at Hannafield 
Camp, Dumfries. The term of his Adjutancy 
expired at the beginning of March, 1915, when 
Captain Wingate left with a draft to join his 
Battalion at the front. He was killed in action 
on the 18th April, 1915, while leading his men in 
the attack on Hill 60.

Captain Wingate, who was a member of the 
United Service Club, was a keen sportsman. 
He shot in Kashmir and Burmah, was a good 
golfer and fisher, and was especially fond of 
winter sports, being well known in Switzerland 
as a curler.

He was educated at St. Peter’s College and at 
Bedford Grammar School. Although only 
fourteen years of age at the time, he served in 
the South African War in a regiment of Mounted 
Rifles, and received the Queen’s medal with 
three clasps. In 1902 he joined the Bedford 
Royal Engineers Volunteers, and was appointed 
to the Sussex Royal Garrison Artillery (Militia) 
in 1903. From the Militia he was gazetted to 
the Royal Irish Rifles in May, 1907, becoming 
Lieutenant in January, 1909. 

In January, 1913, he was appointed Adjutant 
of his Battalion, and was serving as such when 
he was killed, having been promoted Captain 
temporarily in November, 1914. For his services 
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in the War Captain Wright was mentioned in 
Sir John French’s Despatch of the 31st May, 
1915. 

Captain Wright was extremely musical and 
went in extensively for polo and all sports. He 
was a very keen soldier, and was qualified 
Instructor of Gunnery, Musketry, Signalling 
and Scouts, being for several years Scout Officer 
of his Battalion.

He was born on the

In 1908 he joined King Edward’s 
IIorse and remained in that. body until he 
joined the Devonshire Regiment in February, 
1913. He was promoted 2nd Lieutenant for 
service in the field in October, 1914, and later 
was mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch 
of 3lst May, 1915. 

The following account of the brave young 
officer’s death was given by one of the small 
party who accompanied him on his dangerous 
but successful errand—successful except in so 
far as it involved the death by treachery of the 
young officer. 


It was the first morning of the battle of Neuve Chapelle. 
Another Corps had twice attempted a charge, but had 
come across barbed wire they could not get through. 
2nd Lieutenant Wright found a way where the wire was 
absent, and with a few men got close up to a German 
trench, where his party lay down, the bomb throwers 
pitching a few bombs into the German trench, still 
occupied by the enemy. Seeing they were not getting 
on, 2nd Lieutenant Wright called for volunteers to 
mount the parapet and get into the trench. Two bomb 
throwers and two men with fixed bayonets responded, 
and they sprang up and jumped over the parapet, 
escaping by some chance the German fire, and no sooner 
had they landed in the trench than the Germans took 
to their heels. The bomb throwers continued their work, 
and small batches of Germans came back holding up 
white flags. By this time some more of our men had 
got across into the trench, and taking the surrendering 
Germans prisoners, sent them back to our lines under 
escort, Asthe party advanced a German officer lying on 
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the ground intimated by signals that he was wounded, 
so 2nd Lieutenant Wright acknowledged him and passed 
on, The German raised a revolver and before he could 
be prevented shot 2nd Lieutenant Wright in the back. 
Of course he did so at the cost of his own life, for one of 
our men threw a bomb at him which blew him to pieces. 
2nd Lieut. Wright lingered a short time, but his wound 
soon proved fatal. 


2nd Lieutenant Wright’s parents received very 
sympathetic letters paying tribute to their son’s 
great gallantry, from the Officer commanding 
the Battalion, the Adjutant, and the Officer 
commanding his Company. Before his work 
was done 2nd Lieutenant Wright and his party 
were instrumental in killing about thirty of the 
enemy and taking about eighty -prisoners, a 
very remarkable feat for a small party of one 
officer and fewer than half a dozen men. 


LIEUTENANT (temp. CAPTAIN) H. G. WRIGHT, 
1/sth Barrn.

He was educated 
at Strangway’s 
School, Stephen's 


Green, Dublin, at Sherborne College, at Dublin 
University, and at the R.M.C., Sandhurst. He 
was gazetted to the Lincolnshire Regiment in 
January, 1913, being posted to the 2nd Battalion 
at Gibraltar, where he was stationed for a year, 
and then for a year at Bermuda. He was 
promoted Lieutenant in July, 1014, and went 
with his Battalion to the front in November, 
1914. For his services in the War he was men- 
tioned in Sir John French's Despatch of SIst 
May, 1915. 

Lieutenant Wylie was killed on the 10th March, 
1915. 


The following account of his death was written by his 
Commanding Officer: ‘* Your son was killed in the 
assault of our Regiment was one of 
the two cho: the village and the three 
German trenches that lay before it. He was with our 
leading Company and fell after we had taken the lust 
German trench."" 

His Adjutant says: ‘* During the long winter months he 
was always 80 cheery and bright, which had a wonderful 
effect in keeping up the men’s spirits in the trenches. 
At Neuve Chapelle he was one of the first out of the 
trenches to lead his men forward in that brilliant charge.”’ 
A brother officer gave the following additional details : 
* Arthur was in my company and T was ing beside 
him when he was shot... . Qur Company led the 
attack on the morning of the 10th. This was the begin- 
ning of the big advance (upon Neuve Chapelle), which is 
in the papers. We charged the first German trench 
under a fairly heavy fire and went on until we had taken 
two more lines, After that we lay down in the open to 
let our supports, the R. Irish Rifles, come through us and 
continue, It was at this point that IT was sitting down 
talking to Arthur, There was very little firing from the 
enemy then as our Artillery were searching all the 
ground within fift ards of us, thus making it quite 
untenable, At this point Arthur was hit right through 
the stomach from the direction of our own lines. The 
bullet turned in his body and came out into his coat 
pocket. 1 bandaged him up and made him as comfort- 
able as possible under the circumstances. I then took 
a few men back with me to see where the shooting was 
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coming from as it appeared to be our own troops. Fven- 
tually we found the brute, He was a German dressed 
up in a Scottish Borderer uniform, sniping out of a 
shell hole. I, of course, at once had him shot. I went 
back to poor Arthurand found him suffering a great deal. 
We gave him two morphia tablets which seemed to case 
him for a time. He became unconscious about 1 p.m. 
and died about 2.30, having been shot between & and 9 
that morning. He is buried with the other seven officers 
in quite a nice little orchard about. half a mile from the 
tiring line. On the 10th alone we lost sixteen officers 
(seven killed and eight wounded), and over 300 men, 
I forgot to tell you that Arthur behaved wonderfully 
bravely after being wounded. Although in great pain 
he never murmured and was cheerful until the very last.’” 


LIEUTENANT - COLONEL CHARLES 
HOTHAM MONTAGU DOUGHTY. 
WYLIE, V.C., C.B., C.M.G.. GENERAL 
STAFF OFFICER (2nd GRADE), 
had a remarkable 
military 
which was brought 
to a conclusion by 
a glorious death that 
any soldier = might 
envy. He was the 
elder son of Henry 
Montagu Doughty, 
Esq., of Theberton 
Hall, Suffolk, and 
was born on the 23rd 
July, 1868. 

Educated at Winchester and at. the R.M.C., 
Sandhurst, he was gazetted from the latter to 
the Royal Welsh Fusiliers in September, 1889, 
becoming Licutenant in September, 1891. He 
was soon to see active service, for in the latter 
year he took part in the Hazara Expedition, 
in which he was severely wounded, and for 
which he received the medal with clasp. He 
became a Captain in September, 1896, and after 
a term of service in Malta and in Crete (1896-8) 
he was seconded for employment with the 
Egyptian Army from May, 1898, to March, 
1900, during which period he took part in the 
Nile Expedition of the former year, being 
present at the battle of Khartoum: for his 
services there he was mentioned in Despatches 
(Lond. Gaz., 30th September, 1898), received 
the British medal, the Egyptian medal with 
three clasps and the Order of the Medjidieh. 
He also took part in the operations (Nile Ex- 
pedition, 1899) resulting in the final defeat of 
the Khalifa: in those he acted as Brigade Major 
of the Infantry Brigade of the Flying Column, 
and was again mentioned in Despatches (Lond. 
Gaz., 30th January, 1900). 

Hardly was the last campaign over when 
Lieutenant-Colonel Doughty-Wylie was again 
on active service, this time in South Africa, 
where between 1599 and 1900 he was present 
at operations in the Orange River Colony, 
including the action at) Wittebergen, where he 


career, 
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was severely wounded: during that war he was 
employed with the Mounted Infantry and 
received after it the Queen’s medal with three 
clasps. He was next with his Regiment at 
Tientsin, where he raised a Corps of Mounted 
Infantry. In January, 1903, he was on Special 
Service with the Somaliland Field Force, East 
Africa, remaining for two years and receiving 
the medal with clasp for the operations. 

In 1904 Captain Doughty, as he then was, 
married Lilian, daughter of the late John 
Wylie, of Westcliff Hall, Hants., and widow of 
Lieutenant H. Adams, I.M.S., and he afterwards 
added the name of Wylie to his surname. 

After the conclusion of the Somaliland Cam- 
paign the gallant officer for a time abandoned 
strictly military duties, for in September, 1906, 
he was appointed Acting Vice-Consul, Mersina 
and Konia, Asia Minor, an appointment he held 
till December, 1909, when he became Consul at 
Adis Ababa, Abyssinia, having in the meantime 
been promoted Major in his Regiment in August, 
1907. During his tenure of the former Consul- 
ship there occurred the massacre of Armenians 
by the Turks at Adana. 


Of his services on this occasion a correspondent wrote 
(Times, May, 1915): ‘On his own responsibility he 
assumed the practical command of the city of Adana, 
and his courage and capacity saved the lives of hun- 
dreds, indeed it was believed by those best able to judge, 
thousands, of many nationalities. Wearing his military 
uniform, he rode through the town with a half company 
of Turkish troops, compelling the raging mob to stop 
the killing, and posting guards over particular houses. 
His right arm was broken by a bullet, but this did not 
prevent hiin from riding out again, and in the second and 
worst outbreak of massacre again saving more hundreds 
oflives. The‘ heroic Vice-Consul ’ was the title accorded 
him. Sir Gerard Lowther, the then British Ambassador 
at the Porte, afforded him a generous need of support 
and encouragement, and Major Doughty-Wylie’s ser- 
vices were recognised by the award of the C.M.G., and he 
also received the warm thanks of many foreign Govern- 
ments and public bodies. He afterwards organised a 
system of relief to the destitute—22,000 persons, exclu- 
sive of refugees in his own house, and exclusive also of 
the inmates of three hospitals which were managed by 
Mrs. Doughty-Wylic.” 


In Abyssinia, too, he rendered valuable services, 
acting as Chargé d’Affaires for considerable 
periods. While on leave from Abyssinia in 
1912 he was, with the consent. of the Govern- 
ment, appointed Director-in-Chief of the Red 
Cross Units working in Turkey during the 
Balkan War; he remained in Constantinople 
till 1913, and on leaving was presented by the 
Sultan with the 2nd Class Order of the Med- 
jidieh. Mrs. Doughty-Wylie, who had been 
superintending the nursing staff, also receiving 
a high Turkish decoration. In August, 1913, he 
was detached for employment on the Delimita- 
tion of the Southern Frontier of Albania, being 
elected President of the Commission; on the 
conclusion of this work he was awarded the 
C.B. 
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To come to recent events Major Doughty-Wylie 
was in January, 1915, promoted to Lieutenant- 
Colonel, and returning to England was, in 
February, 1915, gazetted as a General Staff 
Officer, 2nd Grade, to serve in Gallipoli Peninsula 
under General Sir Ian Hamilton. He was killed 
on the 26th April, 1915, a Reuter’s message 
from Cairo stating that after the landing opera- 
tions at Sedd-el-Bahr, a certain Colonel led the 
men in a gallant bayonet charge up a hill. The 
men, who spoke of him in the most eulogistic 
terms, said that all he carried was a small cane, 
and from a band he wore on his arm they 
gathered that he was a Staff Officer. He walked 
about in the open under a continuous fire, 
talking to the men. cheering them up, and 
rallying them together. Armed simply with his 
small cane he led the charge. The moral effect 
of the officer’s action was great. The men 
charged up the hill and cleared the enemy from 
his position, but the gallant officer lost his life. 
The Officer was Lieutenant-Colonel Doughty- 
Wylie and the hill on which he met his death 
was at once named by the men Doughty-Wylie's 
Hill. As a Staff Officer it was not obligatory 
for him to have been where he was, but the loss 
of officers had been so great, and his contempt 
of danger so complete, that he felt his duty lay 
in taking the part he did in the assault. 
Lieutenant-Colonel Doughty-Wylie had spent 
the previous day in the s.s. ‘ River Clyde,”’ 
having volunteered for this landing because it 
was the most dangerous. He stood on the 
bridge the whole day amidst the hail of shot, 
conspicuous in his Staff cap, but utterly regard- 
less of danger, cheering and encouraging every 
one. His last act before leaving the ‘ River 
Clyde’? was to. signal Headquarters, recom- 
mending Captain Unwin, R.N., and Lieutenant. 
Drewry, R.N., for their great gallantry : both 
afterwards received the V.C. No man in the 
Army was more widely loved and respected, 
and the death of this able officer and chivalrous 
gentleman was a loss not only to his family and 
friends, but to his country. ‘‘ His untarnished 
reputation will shine in the memory of those 
who knew him. He lived to witness the splendid 
achievement at Gallipoli he had helped to carry 
out; he died in the glory of battle, in the flush 
of a great adventure. ‘His life could send a 
challenge to its end, and when it came, say— 
Welcoine, friend.’ ”” 


An “ Eye-witness " gave the following account of 
Licutenant-Colone) Doughty-Wylic’s last action : * The 
first time I saw Colonel Doughty-Wylie was on the 
morning of April 26th, Senior Officers were urgently 
required at the time as nobody quite knew what was 
happening or what we were expected to do, I had come 
ashore myself on the previous morning, and had spent 
the night along the edge of the clit immediately below 
the Old Castle, and we were still there when two Staff 
Otiicers were seen coming from the * River Clyde * along 


the gangway tothe shore. They were Colonel Doughty- 
Wylie and Captain Walford. The Colonel took charge 
of the situation at once, and after collecting together 
the whole force, which consisted of the survivors of the 
Munster Fusiliers, the Dublin Fusiliers and two Com- 
panies of the Hampshire Regiment under Major Beck- 
with, he ordered us tocharge in one massinto the Castle 
and occupy it. He led the charge himself with the 
other officers whom he ordered to form up in a line in 
front of their respective regiments. The Castle was 
occupied finally, and the Turkish snipers found in it all 
bayoneted with very small loss to us. 

The only way into Sedd-el-Babr village lay through the 
Castle, which had two main entrances for this purpose. 
Each was a stone archway about fifteen feet in breadth 
but covered by a deadly fire from machine guns and 
marksmen hidden in the ruins of the village beyond. 
Any one attempting to go through, or even walk past, 
the gate was killed instantly and invariably shot through 
the head. It was here that Captain Walford when 
gallantly leading a party of men later inthe day was 
killed, and his grave is now a few yards from the spot 
where he fell. Early in the day Colonel Doughty-Wylie 
had a yery narrow escape here also. He was passing 
some distance in rear of the gateway when a bullet 
knocked the Staff cap off his head, I happened to be 
quite close at the moment, and remember being struck 
by the calm way in which he treated the incident. He 
was carrying no weapon of any description at the time, 
only a small cane. When we rushed the Castle for the 
first time, I saw him pick up a rifle with bayonet fixed, 
but he threw them away immediately after the Castle 
was in our possession, That was the only occasion during 
the whole of the day on which I saw him armed in any 
way. From 8 a.m. until noon, we were gradually forcing 
our way from house to house up the village until finally 
we held a line at the far end, forming up under cover 
of some garden walls and in a small orchard waiting for 
the order to assault Hill 141, known now as ‘ Doughty- 
Wylie Hill” 

“All that time there were countless small incidents 
happening all over the village which called for much 
fearless leadership. These occurred whenever a house 
containing snipers had to be rushed, or a street corner 
covered by a machine gun passed. It was greatly owing 
to Colonel Doughty-Wylie’s example when taking the 
leadership whenever a party of men were held back or 
hesitated, that the village was secured sufficiently early 
in the day to allow ofa bombardment and the capture 
of Hill 141 in the afternoon. I saw him on several 
occasions that morning walk into houses which might or 
might not contain a Turk ready to fire on the first person. 
who came in, as unconcernedly as if he were walking 
intoashop. Naturally, this confidence of manner had a 
great effect. on the men. While he was setting thie 
splendid example, he had by no means lost touch with 
the battleships covering us, and the moment we had 
reached a point as far up the village as was possible, 
he went away and arranged fora bombardment by the 
covering ships of Hill 141 preparatory to an assault. 
While this was in progress Colonel Doughty-Wylie 
took me up one of the corner turrets of the Old Castle 
and pointed out to me the way he intended to carry out 
the assault. There was a strong redoubt on the top, 
but he decided that the remnants of the three Battalions 
should assault simultancously immediately after the 
bombardinent. He was extraordinarily confident that 
everything would go well and the hill be won by sunset, 
and I think it was due much to his spirit of confidence 
that he had been able to overcome the enormous ditfi- 
culties with only such exhausted and disorganised troops 
as he had to deal with. His sole idea and determination 
was that the Hill should be taken that day at all costs, 
for he realised that it was impossible for us to hold any 
position between the high ground and the edge of the 
cliff, where we had spent the previous night. 

“ As the time was getting near for the bombardment to 
cease, the Colonel gave his final orders to the few 
remaining officers that were left, before the assault. 
Major Grimshaw was to head the Dublins simultancously 


as the Hampshires were to assault from the far end of 
the village and come up on the right shoulder of the 
hill, while the Munster Fusiliers were to advance on the 
left of the Dublins and at the same time. When the 
order came to fix bayonets, however, the men scarcely 
waited for any orders, but a}l joined up togcther in one 
mass and swept, cheering, up through ‘an orchard and 
over a cemetery, Hampshires, Munsters and Dublins, to 
the first linc of wire entanglements, through which was 
a@ way out leading past the deserted Turkish trenches 
to the summit of the hill. On the top was a flat epace 
surrounded with a moat twenty fect deep, with only one 
entrance leading up overit, through which the assaulting 
troops were Ied by Colonel Doughty-Wylic and Major 
Grimshaw. The men lined round the top edge of the 
moat, firing down on the retreating Turks, who were 
returning down their communication trenches in the 
direction of Achi Baba. It was at this moment that 
Colonel Doughty-Wylic, who had led his men to the 
last. moment, was killed by a shot in the head, dying 
almost immediately on the summit of the hill he had 
so ably captured, Major Grimshaw was killed shortly 
after under similar circumstances. Colonel Doughty- 
Wylie was buried that evening by the men of my Com- 
pany, and the burial service was read over the grave the 
following morning by our Regimental Chaplain, Father 
Harker, whom I had informed of the whereabouts of the 
grave. We left the hill that evening and advanced a 
little, and I was not able to get an opportunity of re- 
visiting the scene for some six weeks later, but I found 
the grave is now inexactly thesame place as I saw him fall 
that day, and to which he led his men from the moment 
he stepped off the ‘ River Clyde’ some cight hours 
before. When he took command of them, they were 
exhausted with the strain of the landing and depressed 
with what they had already experienced, but the last 
he saw of them was at the moment when these same 
men realised the day was won and rest close at hand, 
bothof which they knew they owed to his gallant leader- 
ship.”” 


A shorter account of the fighting was contained 
in the body of Sir Ian Hamilton’s Despatch of 
the 20th May, 1915. 

For this, his last great action, he was, on Sir 
Ian Hamilton’s recommendation, awarded the 
Victoria Cross. 

A window and a tablet have been erected to his 
memory in Theberton Church.

For his services 
in the War Captain Wynyard was mentioned in 
Sir John French’s Despatch of the 31st May, 
1915. a 

He was a keen rider to hounds, and hunted 
with the Cattistock, Meath, Ward, and with the 
Edenderry and District Harriers. 

Captain Wynyard married in December, 1914, 
Olive, youngest daughter of His Honour Judge 
Wakely, K.C., D.L., of Ballyburly, in the 
King’s County. 


CAPTAIN CLAUD ASPINALL WYTHES, 
4th BATTN. THE WORCESTERSHIRE 
REGIMENT, 
was the second son 
of Frances Aspinall 
Wythes, of Ravens- 
den House, near 
Bedford, where he 
was born on the 30th 
August, 1885. Cap- 
tain Wythes was a 
kinsman of E. J. 
Wythes, Esq., J.P., 
of Copped Hall, Ep- 
ping, Essex, and of 
the Marchioness of Bristol. 

He was educated at Cheltenham College, and 
at Cooper’s Hill, and he received his first 
appointment in the Army in December, 1907, 
when he was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in the 
Worcestershire Regiment from the Militia. At 
first he was posted to the 3rd Battalion of 
his Regiment, which he joined at Wynberg, 
South Africa, in 1908, but when it was ordered 
home he exchanged to the 4th Battalion, then 
at Bareilly, and in March, 1911, he was pro- 
moted Lieutenant. He went with the 4th Batta- 
lion to Burma, and was stationed at Meiktila 
when the War with Germany broke out. He

came home with his Battalion, and for active 
service in the War was ordered to Gallipoli 
Peninsula. Captain Wythes, who received his 
promotion to that rank in March, 1915, was 
reported ‘‘ missing’? on the 28th April, 1915. 
From reports received from men of the Regi- 
ment home wounded, the 4th Battalion Wor- 
cestershire Regiment was one of the first 
Battalions landed on the Gallipoli Peninsula 
(Lancashire Landing), and Captain Wythes was 
with them. They advanced and gained a lot 
of ground, and held it for some time, but had to 
retire as they were exposed to a cross-fire. After 
the retreat he was reported ‘‘ missing ’’ by the 
War Office. He was last seen alive assisting a 
wounded man (who had been calling for help) 
to get out his field bandage under a hot fire. 
He was on his way back to his Platoon, which 
had been decimated, after he had been back 
to apply for reinforcements. It is believed that 
he was afterwards killed by shell in a charge 
near two white houses during an attack near 
Achi Baba. 

Captain Wythes’ body was not recovered until 
the 22nd October, 1915, when it was buried near 
Krithia. The officer who buried him wrote 
that he was in such an exposed position that it 
was impossible to move him and that he had to 
bury him in the dark where he lay.

He then joined the Reserve Battalion 
Yorkshire Light Infantry, and became Captain 
in November, 1912. He had passed through 
the School of Musketry at Hythe and passed 
the Army School at Chelsea. For active service 
in the Great War he was attached to the 2nd 
Battalion of his Regiment, with which he served 
in France. Captain Yates was engaged at 
Hill 60 near Mons on the 18th April, 1915, 
where he was struck by a fragment of shell 
and died from his injuries in hospital at 
Boulogne on Sunday, the 25th April, 1915. 
Captain Yates married in October, 1909, Mildred, 
daughter of George Hatton, of Hagley House, 
Stourbridge, and left a son, Francis John, born 
in December, 1911.

February, 1892, when he joined the 4th Gurkha 
Rifles with the rank of Lieutenant. With them 
he served in the Waziristan Expedition of 1894-5, 
receiving the medal with clasp. He became 
Captain in September, 1900, and in that year 
was on active service in China, holding in 
1901-2 first the appointment of A.D.C., after- 
wards D.A.A.G, to the General Officer Com- 
manding the Force, and received the medal. 


On the occasion of the fire at Ferozepore 
Arsenal in August, 1906, he showed remarkable 
coolness in the presence of great danger, and 
was awarded the Albert Medal, 2nd Class, for his 
gallantry. He received his Majority in Sep- 
tember, 1907, and in 1911 commanded the de- 
tachment at Simla, passing the examination for 
French Interpreter the same year. Major Young 
was a good linguist and very musical, having a 
fine tenor voice. He was an excellent rider and 
devoted to horses, sports and games, especially 
polo, cricket, tennis, football and billiards. 
When the Great War broke out in August, 1914, 
he was in England on leave and joined the 
Scottish Rifles on the 25th of that month. Two 
months later he went to France and was 
attached to the 2/3rd Gurkha Rifles, with 
which he served until his own Regiment 
arrived from India. He was home on leave for 
a short time in February, 1915, returning to 
the front on the 3rd March, only to fallin action 
at Neuve Chapelle on the 12th March, 1915, 
while trying to save a wounded soldier in the 
Leicestershire Regiment. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Young, whose promotion to that rank was not 
gazetted until after his death, was mentioned 
ia Sir John French’s Despatch of the 3lst May, 
1915, for his gallant and distinguished service 
in the field. 

The following is an extract from aletter by his Brigadier- 
General ; ‘ [tis little enough I can say to give you any 
comfortin your terrible trouble, except to tell you how 
gallantly he met his soldicr’s death and how deeply we 
sympathise with you and deplorehisloss. It thrills one 
to hearof such noble actions as his, and yet one deplores 
the loss of valuable lives. I feel that I have lost an old 
friend and comrade, and the loss to the Battalion is 
irreparable. During an attack we were making on the 
enemy’s Dosition in front of Neuve Chapelle, he had 
handled the Battalion very skilfully, and they had done 
very well in capturing a German trench and taking over 
100 prisoners, The pity of it is that he should not have 
lived to enjoy the reward of his good work and gallantry, 
but the record of his deeds will always live in the annals 
of his old Battalion. He had done so well that his loss 
tothe Battalion isirreparable, but it is as a personal 
friend that I feel his loss most.’* 

One of his brother officers wrote :  Iamproud to have 
served withyour husband, His ‘example and character 
was one which is rare in these days,and his memory will 
he cherished always by those of us who are fated to see 
the end of this terrible War,”’ and another brother officer 
said; ‘* It was a braveact, and we are proud of the way 
our C.O, died. He was loved by us all and admired as a 
rl soldier."" ‘‘ It was a great pleasure to serve 
h your husband, His calmness and coolness in the 
field gave us all courage. His | is a very great one 
to thesezvice, He did not consider the risk that he ran 
in trying to save the wounded, and as thereis no merey 
in this War, the bullet de not swerve even if one is 
engaged on humane service,"’ was the tribute of another 
oflicer. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Young married in October, 
1902, Sara Jane, widow of Bertrand Ragsdale, 
U.S., Vice-Consul of Tientsin, North China, 
and daughter of the late Kennedy MecMullin, 
of California, U.S.A. She survives him with 
his two sons, David Bernard Kennedy, born in 
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May, 1905, and Arthur Stephen Whitehill, born 
in October, 1906, and a step-daughter, Doris 
Elizabeth May Ragsdale, born in May, 1899. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (temp. LIEUTENANT) 
EDMUND TURNER’ YOUNG, 1/6th 
BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE MANCHESTER 
REGIMENT, 
eldest son of the 
late Colonel T. Pil- 
kington Young and 
of Mrs. Young, of 
Stand Hall, White- 
field, Lancashire, 
was born at Marple, 
Cheshire, on the 26th 
August, 1884. 


He was educated 
first at Bilton 
Grange, going 


to Rugby (Payne-Smith) in 1899, and in 1902 
entering Christ’s College, Cambridge, where he 
specialised in science. He entered business in 
1904. Mr. Young was a prominent member of 
the Manchester Football Club, and in 1912 
became an Assistant Commissioner of the Boy 
Scouts of South-East Lancashire. He wasalso for 
many years a member of the Peak Forest Beagles 
Hunt. At the outbreak of war in August, 
1914, Mr. Young received a commission as 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 6th Battalion Manchester 
Regiment, and was advanced to the temporary 
rank of Lieutenant in the same month. Having 
un lertaken Imp:rial Service obligations he was 
sent to Egypt with his Battalion in September, 
1914, and after wintering there proceeded with 
it to Gallipoli Peninsula in May, 1915. Lieu- 
tenant Young took part in the big advance on 
4th June, 1915, and was killed in the early hours 
of the next morning while attending toa machine 
gun in a trench which had been taken from the 
Turks. 


LIEUTENANT NORMAN MIT- 
CHELL YOUNG, Ist BATTN. THE 
ROYAL SCOTS (LOTHIAN REGIMENT), 
eldest son of the late 
Alexander and Mrs. 
Young, Ravenslea, 
Trinity, Edinburgh, 
was born on the 
23rd August, 1890, 
at Gresley, Nile 


Grove, Edinburgh. 
Lieutenant Young 


could trace his 
descent through his 
mother’s side of the 
family from the 
Royal House of Stuart. 
He was educated at Edinburgh Academy for 


YOU 


twelve years, followed by law and actuarial 
classes at Edinburgh University. He played 
football in the second XV., and cricket, and later 
was a keen golfer and motorist. 

He served as a Lieutenant in the 9th (High- 
landers) Battalion The Royal Scots (T.F.) from 
1908-13, in December of which year he was 
gazetted to the Regular Army in the Royal 
Scots and posted to the Ist Battalion. At 
Midsummer, 1914, he passed first by 100 marks 
in the Examination for promotion at Allahakad, 
and was temporarily promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant in December, 1914. While in the 
‘Territorial Force he was on duty with a Company 
of two Battalions at the Coronation of King 
George V., and received the Coronation Medal. 
He was a member of the United Service Club, 
Edinburgh, and the Burntisland Golf Club. 
Lieutenant Young, who was gazetted in April, 
1915, to the substantive rank to date from 
November, 1914, was killed instantaneously 
by shell on the 23rd April, 1915, when in the 
trenches between Menin and Hooge, at the 
second battle of Ypres. 

Lieutenant Young had been recommended for 
a decoration, but as these are not awarded 
posthumously with the exception of the V.C., 
his gallantry, like that of so many others, must 
remain unrecognised in this respect. He was 
mentioned in Sir John French’s Despatch of 
3ist May, 1915, The reports of several of his 
brother officers, both senior and junior, form an 
imperishable record of his services to his country 
culminating in the sacrifice of his life. In addi- 
tion to the letters quoted, his parent received a 
remarkably large number of letters of sympathy 
and appreciations from officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers and men, who had been asso- 
ciated with him in peace and war, all unanimous 


in bearing tribute to his exceptional worth. 


The Officer commanding his Battalion wrote: ‘* He was 
so bravo always, so devoted to his duty, such a great 
favourite with both officers and men, that he will be the 
greatest loss to the Regiment. In all my twenty-ei 
years’ experience I have never met such a young officer 
who promised so well. He wasso keen, so absolutely 
reliable, that I do not see how I can ever replace him. 
He was hit by ashell, killing him outright and wounding 
eral others, which burst right in the trenches. He 
askilled instantly, so did not suffer at all.” 

The Chaplain wrote: ‘* You will have learned by this 
time the sad news of your son’sdeath. It has come as 
a heavy blow to his Battalion, in w h he was a great 
favourite both among officers and men, and I want to 
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assure you of the deep sympathy all have with you in 
yourgreat loss. He died like a gallant soldier, doing his 
duty nobly and well, and I am assured he suffered no 
pain, This morning we laid him to rest in the Soldiers’ 
Cemetery at Vlamertinghe, and a large number of his 
own Battalion along with many of the 9th R.S, and other 
units were present. He sleeps in a pleasant spot, where 
already many brave men lie, and where, alas! many 
more will be laid away this week, and his grave has 
been planted thick with flowers.””

He gained a Scholar- 
ship and several Prizes in Mathematics. He 
received his commission in January, 1914, as 
2nd Lieutenant, and was temporarily promoted 
to the next higher rank in November, 1914. 
When on duty in the trenches on the 11th 
February a high explosive shell burst close to 
him, wounding him in four places. He was 
taken to the Casualty Clearing Station, and died 
there on the 14th February, 1915.

He was educated at Mannamead School, 
Plymouth, where he took a keen interest in 
the Cadet Corps which was attached to the 
Royal Artillery, and in which he attained the 
rank of Sergeant. In September, 1896, Mr. 
Armstrong was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in 
the Royal Marines, being promoted Lieutenant 
in July, 1897. In June, 1898, he was appointed 
to H.M.S. “ Barfleur,” on the China Station, 
and landed in May, 1900, with the Wei-Hai-Wei 


Boundary Comiunission, being afterwards present 
at the investment of Tientsin. He was with 
the expedition that relieved the Commander- 
in-Chief, and was present at the taking of the 
Peiyang and Hai-Kwang-Hsu Arsenals, the 
Tientsin Military College, and of Tientsin itself. 
He took part in General Gaselee’s Expedition, 
which relieved the European Legation at 
Pekin, and, having been specially commended 
for the gallant manner in which he commanded 
a company throughout these operations, was 
promoted Captain in November, 1900, and 
received the China Medal with clasp for the 
“ Relief of Pekin.”” In August, 1913, he was 
promoted Major, whilst holding the appoint- 
ment of Instructor of Musketry of the Plymouth 
Division, R.M.L.I. He was the last Secretary 
of the Western Rifle Meeting before the War. 
Major Armstrong accompanied the Royal 
Marine Brigade, Royal Naval Division, to 
Ostend in 1914, and afterwards commanded 
the escort of the detachment Naval Wing 
Flying Corps operating in Northern France 
and Flanders, being present at Antwerp during 
the siege.

MIDSHIPMAN LESLIE FRANK BAILEY, 
“BAYANO,” 


(temp.) R.N.R., 
born at Brixton on 
the 7th November, 
1895, was the 
youngest son of the 
late ‘Frederick Har- 
vey Bailey and of 
Mrs. Maria Bailey, 
11, Belle Vue Gar- | 
dens, S.W. 

He was educated at 
Aldershot and at St. 
John’s School, Brix- 
ton, and was for five 
years a keen Boy Scout, afterwards joining the 
Cadet Corps of the King’s Royal Rifles, in which

he won a prize for shooting. On leaving School 
Mr. Bailey entered an architect’s office in Queen 
Street, E.C., where he remained for two years, 
but in March, 1913, he decided to join the 
Mercantile Marine, and entered the service of 
the Pacific Steam Navigation Company as a 
Cadet. He did duty on board the ‘ Huan- 
chaco,” and then in the “ Inca,” afterwards 
returning to the former vessel. From her he 
was transferred to the R.M.S. ‘ Orissa,”’ and 
was advanced to the rank of 4th Officer for the 
voyage home from Callao in April, 1914. 

On the outbreak of war in the following August 
Mr. Bailey was appointed to his old ship the 
“ TIuanchaco,”’ which had been taken over by 
the Admiralty as a transport, and in November, 
1914, entered the Royal Naval Reserve as a 
temporary Midshipman. Early in December 
he was sent in that capacity to H.M.S. 
‘* Bayano,”’ a merchant vessel commissioned as 
an auxiliary cruiser, and was killed in action on 
the 11th March, 1915, when his ship was tor- 
pedoed at the entrance to the Firth of Forth, 
and sank in three minutes. 


Ligutenant-Commander (afterwards Commander) K. A. F. 
Guy wrote with reference to Midshipman Buailey’s death ¢ 
“* Your brother was one of my favourite Midshipmen as 
he was always so smart and bright, and carried out any 
duty in the most efticient manner, He frequently had 
duties to perform which were extremely difficult, but on 
every occasion he got through them most creditably. 
I fear I cannot tell you much of his end, The ship went 
down so suddenly after she had been torpedoed, thatall 
officers and men went down with her before there was 
any chance of lowering a boat. All the officers and men 
acted in the most magnificent manner, and I shall always 
look back with pride to the fact that I had the honour of 
serving with such men, who upheld all the traditions of 
the Navy in the splendid way they did. They all went 
to theirstations as if at drill, but alas! time did not permit 
of their being able to do anything. For those who were 
lost I can only say that death must have come quickly, 
and Lean assure you that they were in no way molested 
by the enemy whilst in the water. . The thought that 
he died gloriously doing his dut the end must be one 
which eich one of us would prefer to be our last one.’”” 

A brother otticer who was rescued from the ‘‘ Bayano”’ 
wrote: ‘Bailey would do a good turn for anybody 
within reason, and was liked by all. He was just as 
companionable to the Subs. and Licutenants as to us 
Middies.” 

The Marine Superintendent of the Pacific Steam Navi- 
gation Company wrote: ‘ We aro all very sorry to hear 
the news, and please accept our sincere sympathy and 
regret that your son’s promising career has so suddenly 
terminated.”

born at Dalkeith, Scotland, on the 24th 
February, 1876, was the third and youngest 
son of Dr. Alexander Ballantyne, of Orford- 
holme, Gullane, East Lothian.

iT : ' ton Hall, Cam- 
bridge, was born in 
January, 1866, at 
Woodstock, Ontario, 
Canada. He was the 
eldest son of the 
late Mr. and Mrs. 
Nelson Bendyshe, 
and a grandson of 
John Bendyshe, 
R.N., J.P., of Bar- 
rington Hall, Cam- 
bridge, by his wife Catherine, eldest daughter 
of George Matcham and his wife Catherine, 
sister of the great Lord Nelson. 
He was educated at King’s School, Canterbury, 
and received his commission as Lieutenant in 
the Royal Marines in September, 1885, and 
was appointed to the Plymouth Division, 
R.M.L.I. In October, 1887, Lieutenant Ben-

When the Great War broke out in August, 1914, 
he was in England on leave and joined the 
Scottish Rifles on the 25th of that month. Two 
months later he went to France and was 
attached to the 2/3rd Gurkha Rifles, with 
which he served until his own Regiment 
arrived from India. He was home on leave for 
a short time in February, 1915, returning to 
the front on the 3rd March, only to fallin action 
at Neuve Chapelle on the 12th March, 1915, 
while trying to save a wounded soldier in the 
Leicestershire Regiment. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Young, whose promotion to that rank was not 
gazetted until after his death, was mentioned 
ia Sir John French’s Despatch of the 31st May, 
1915, for his gallant and distinguished service 
in the field. 

The following is an extract from a letter by his Brigadier- 
General : ‘* Itis little enough I can say to give you any 
comfortin your terrible trouble, except to tell you how 
gallantly he met his soldier’s death and how deeply we 
sympathise with you and deplorehisloss. It thrillsone 
to hearof such noble actions as his, and yet one deplores 
the loss of valuable lives, I feel that I have lost an old 
friend and comrade, and the loss to the Battalion is 
irreparable. During an attack we were making on the 
enemy's Position in front of Neuve Chapelle, he had 
handled the Battalion very skilfully, and they had done 
very well in capturing a German trench and taking over 
100 prisoners. The pity of it is that he should not have 
lived to enjoy the reward of his good work and gallantry, 
but the record of his deeds will always live in the annals 
of his old Battalion. He had done so well that his loss 
tothe Battalion isirreparable, but it is as a personal 
friend that I feel his loss most.’”

School, and his pri- 


vate life was spent in 

the management of his father’s estate, and in 
farming. Te was a member of the Salop County 
Council and of the Shifnal Board of Guardians, 
on which his father had served for fifty-nine 
years. Te was a good sportsman with his gun, 
was fond of riding with the Albrighton hounds, 
and was Captain of the Donnington Cricket Club. 
Captain Yates joined the Pattishall Rifle Corps 
as a Lieutenant, and was promoted Captain. 


He remained a member of the Corps until it was 
disbanded on the formation of the Territorial 
Force. He then joined the Reserve Battalion 
Yorkshire Light Infantry, and became Captain 
in November, 1912. He had passed through 
the School of Musketry at Hythe and passed 
the Army School at Chelsea. For active service 
in the Great War he was attached to the 2nd 
Battalion of his Regiment, with which he served 
in France. Captain Yates was engaged at 
Hill 60 near Mons on the 18th April, 1915, 
where he was struck by a fragment of shell 
and died from his injuries in hospital at 
Boulogne on Sunday, the 25th April, 1915. 
Captain Yates married in October, 1909, Mildred, 
daughter of George Hatton, of Hagley House, 
Stourbridge, and left a son, Francis John, born 
in December, 1911.

LIEUTENANT LESLIE FarQuHAR Yeo, 2nd 
Battn. SourH STAFFORDSHIRE REGIMENT, 
was killed, 10th March, 1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (temp. LIEUTENANT) DAviID 
Yorke, 2nd Barry. THE KinG’s OWN (ROYAL 
LANCASTER REGIMENT), was killed in action, 
17th February, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL DAVID 
COLEY YOUNG, 1/4th GURKHA RIFLES, 
born in Bombay on 
the 5th December, 
1869, was the only 
son of the late 
Colonel David But- 
ler Young, Bombay 
Staff Corps, and 
brother of Mrs. E. C. 
Young, of Tientsin, 
North China. 

Educated abroad, 
and at Sedbergh 
School, where he won 


the three-mile and ten-mile races, he passed 
into the R.M.C., Sandhurst, in 1888 at the 
head of the list, and in September, 1889, 
was gazetted to the Durham Light Infantry, 
being transferred to the Indian Staff Corps in 
February, 1892, when he joined the 4th Gurkha 
Rifles with the rank of Lieutenant. With them 
he served in the Waziristan Expedition of 1894-5, 
receiving the medal with clasp. He became 
Captain in September, 1900, and in that year 
was on active service in China, holding in 
1901-2 first the appointment of A.D.C., after- 
wards D.A.A.G. to the General Officer Com- 
manding the Force, and received the medal. 


On the occasion of the fire at Ferozepore 
Arsenal in August, 1906, he showed remarkable 
coolness in the presence of great danger, and 
was awarded the Albert Medal, 2nd Class, for his 
gallantry. We received his Majority in Sep- 
tember, 1907, and in 1911 commanded the de- 
tachment at Simla, passing the examination for 
French Interpreter the same year. Major Young 
was a good linguist and very musical, having a 
fine tenor voice. He was an excellent rider and 
devoted to horses, sports and games, especially 
polo, cricket, tennis, football and billiards. 
When the Great War broke out in August, 1914, 
he was in England on leave and joined the 
Scottish Rifles on the 25th of that month. Two 
months later he went to France and was 
attached to the 2/3rd Gurkha Rifles, with 
which he served until his own Regiment 
arrived from India. He was home on leave for 
a short time in February, 1015, returning to 
the front on the 3rd March, only to fallin action 
at Neuve Chapelle on the 12th March, 1915, 
while trying to save a wounded soldier in the 
Leicestershire Regiment. Lieutenant-Colonel 
Young, whose promotion to that rank was not 
gazetted until after his death, was mentioned 
ia Sir John French’s Despatch of the 3lst May, 
1915, for his gallant and distinguished service 
in the field. 

The following is an extract from aletter by his Brigadier- 
General ; * Ltis little enough I can say to give you any 
comfortin your terrible trouble, except to tell you how 
gallantly he met his soldier's death and how deeply we 
sympathise with you and deplore hisloss, It thrillsone 
to hearof such noble actions as his, aud yet one deplores 
the loss of valuable lives. I feel that I have lost an old 
friend and comrade, and the loss to the Battalion is 
irreparable. During an attack we were making on the 
enemy's Position in front of Neuve Chapelle, he had 
handled the Battalion ve kilfully, and they had done 
very well in capturing a German trench and taking over 
100 prisoners. The pity of it is that he should not have 
lived to enjoy the reward of his good work and gallantry, 
but the record of his deeds will always live in the annals 
of his old Battalion. He had done so well that his loss 
tothe Battalion isirreparable, but it is as a personal 
friend that I feel his loss most.’” 

One of his brother officers wrote: “‘ lamproud to have 
served with your husband, His ‘example and character 
was one which is rare in these days,and his memory will 
be cherished always by those of us who are fated to see 
the end of this terrible War,” and another brother officer 
said: ‘* It was a braveact, and we are proud of the way 
our C.0. died. He was loved by us all and admired as a 
fearl soldier.’ ‘It was a great pleasure to serve 
with your husband, His calmness and coolness in the 
field gave us all courage. His loss is a very great one 
‘vice, He did not consider the risk that he ran 
o says the wounded, and as thereis no merey 
, the bullet does not swerve even if one is 
engaged on humane service,” was the tribute of another 
officer. 

Lieutenant-Colonel Young married in October, 
1902, Sara Jane, widow of Bertrand Ragsdale, 
U.S., Vice-Consul of Tientsin, North China, 
and daughter of the late Kennedy McMullin, 
of California, U.S.A. She survives him with 
his two sons, David Bernard Kennedy, born in 
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May, 1905, and Arthur Stephen Whitehill, born 
in October, 1906, and a step-daughter, Doris 
Elizabeth May Ragsdale, born in May, 1899. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (temp. LIEUTENANT) 
EDMUND TURNER YOUNG, §1/6th 
BATTN. (TERRIT.) THE MANCHESTER 
REGIMENT, 
eldest son of the 
late Colonel T. Pil- 
kington Young and 
of Mrs. Young, of 
Stand Hall, White- 
field, Lancashire, 
was born at Marple, 
Cheshire, on the 26th 
August, 1884. 

He was educated 
first at Bilton 
Grange, going 
to Rugby (Payne-Smith) in 1899, and in 1902 
entering Christ’s College, Cambridge, where he 
specialised in science. He entered business in 
1904. Mr. Young was a prominent member of 
the Manchester Football Club, and in 1912 
became an Assistant Commissioner of the Boy 
Scouts of South-East Lancashire. He wasalso for 
many years a member of the Peak Forest Beagles 
Hunt. At the outbreak of war in August, 
1914, Mr. Young received a commission as 2nd 
Lieutenant in the 6th Battalion Manchester 
Regiment, and was advanced to the temporary 
rank of Lieutenant in the same month. Having 
un lertaken Imp >-rial Service obligations he was 
sent to Egypt with his Battalion in September, 
1914, and after wintering there proceeded with 
it to Gallipoli Peninsula in May, 1915.  Lieu- 
tenant Young took part in the big advance on 
4th June, 1915, and was killed in the early hours 
of the next morning while attending toa machine 
gun in a trench which had been taken from the 
Turks. 


LIEUTENANT NORMAN MIT- 
CHELL YOUNG, Ist BATTN. THE 
ROYAL SCOTS (LOTHIAN REGIMENT), 
eldest son of the late 
Alexander and Mrs. 
Young, Ravenslea, 
Trinity, Edinburgh, 
was born on the 
23rd August, 1890, 
at Gresley, Nile 


Grove, Edinburgh. 
Lieutenant Young 


could trace his 
descent through his 
mother’s side of the 
family from the 
Royal House of Stuart. 
He was educated at Edinburgh Academy for 
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twelve years, followed by law and actuarial 
classes at Edinburgh University. He played 
football in the second XV., and cricket, and later 
was a keen golfer and motorist. 

He served as a Lieutenant in the 9th (High- 
landers) Battalion The Royal Scots (T.F.) from 
1908-13, in December of which year he was 
gazetted to the Regular Army in the Royal 
Scots and posted to the Ist Battalion. At 
Midsummer, 1914, he passed first by 100 marks 
in the Examination for promotion at Allahabad, 
and was temporarily promoted to the rank of 
Lieutenant in December, 1914. While in the 
Territorial Force he was on duty with a Company 
of two Battalions at the Coronation of King 
George V., and received the Coronation Medal. 
He was a member of the United Service Club, 
Edinburgh, and the Burntisland Golf Club. 
Lieutenant Young, who was gazetted in April, 
1915, to the substantive rank to date from 
November, 1914, was killed instantaneously 
by shell on the 23rd April, 1915, when in the 
trenches between Menin and Hooge, at the 
second battle of Ypres. 

Lieutenant Young had been recommended for 
a decoration, not awarded 
posthumously with the exception of the V.C.,

remarkably large number of letters of sympathy 
and appreciations from officers, non-commis- 
sioned officers and men, who had been asso- 
ciated with him in peace and war, all unanimous 
in bearing tribute to his exceptional worth. 


The Officer commanding his Battalion wrote: ‘* He was 
80 brave always, so devoted to his duty, such a great 
favourite with both officers and men, that he will be the 
greatest loss to the Regiment. In all my twent xht 
experience I have never met such a young or 
who promised so well. He wasso keen, so absolutely 
reliable, that I do not see how I can ever replace him, 
He was hit by ashell, killing him outright and wounding 
several others, which burst right in the trenches. He 
was killed instantly, so did not suffer at all. 

The Chaplain wrote: ‘* You will have learned by this 
time the sad news of your son’sdeath, It has come as 
a heavy blow to his Battalion, in which he was a great 
favourite both among officers and men, and I want to 
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assure you of the decp sympathy all have with you in 
yourgreat loss. He died like a gallant soldier,doing his 
duty nobly and well, and I am assured he suffered no 
pain. This morning we laid him to restin the Soldiers’ 
Cemetery at Vlamertinghe, and a large number of his 
own Battalion along with many of the 9th R.S. and other 
units were present. He sleeps in a pleasant spot, where 
already many brave men lie, and where, alas! many 
more will be laid away this week, and his grave has 
been planted thick with flowers.""

When on duty in the trenches on the 11th 
February a high explosive shell burst close to 
him, wounding him in four places. He was 
taken to the Casualty Clearing Station, and died 
there on the 14th February, 1915.

Portsmouth, in 
which town he was 
born on the 26th 
July, 1898. 

From 1908 to 1914 
he was educated at 
the Portsmouth 
Grammar School, where he became a member 
of the Union, the Library and Games Club Com- 
mittces, and Captain of the Blue House; he was 
made a Prefect in 1912, won both his Cricket 
and Football colours, and was promoted Sergeant 
and gained his ‘‘A”’ certificate in the Officers’ 
Training Corps. In July, 1914, Mr. Adams 
entered the Royal Navy as Assistant Clerk, 
having passed the necessary examinations 
twelfth on the list, and in the same month was 
appointed to the battleship ‘‘ Formidable.”

He was educated at 
Kelvinside Academy, 
Glasgow, and had his 
colours for the Foot- 
ball XV. and the 
Cricket XI.  Pro- 
ceeding to Glasgow 
University, he graduated B.Sc. in Engineering 


in April, 1912, and while there took an active 
interest in gymnastics, being a member of the 
University team. On completing his training 
as an engineer he visited Canada, the United 
States, and Panama with a fellow officer of the 
Clyde Division. He was amember of the Public 
Schools Winter Sports Club, and was among the 
first to take up ski-ing in the Scottish Highlands. 
Mr. Anderson received his commission as an 
acting Sub-Lieutenant in the Royal Naval 
Volunteer Reserve in May, 1905, when he was 
appointed to the Clyde Division. After com- 
pleting the usual Gunnery and Embarkation 
Courses, he was confirmed in his rank of Sub- 
Lieutenant and served on H.M.S. ‘‘ Duncan” 
during the Royal Cruise to Canada in 1908. 
being promoted Lieutenant in April, 1913, 
Lieutenant Anderson was appointed to the 
“Anson” Battalion of the Royal Naval 
Division on its formation in September, 1914, 
and took part in the Antwerp Expedition.

LIEUTENANT-COMMANDER WALLACE 
MOIR ANNAND, R.N.V.R., ‘*COLLING- 
WOOD” BATTN., ROYAL NAVAL DIVI- 
SION, born at South Shields on the 23rd 
August, 1886, was the fourth son of Robert 
Cumming Annand, of Harton Lea, South Shields, 
and nephew of the late James Annand, M.P. for 
East Aberdeenshire. 

He enlisted in the Northumberland Fusiliers 
in 1904, and after a year or two with this regi- 
ment, joined the Tyneside Division of the 
Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve in April, 1907; 
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and was appointed Midshipman to H.M.S. 
“Satellite.” Ife became Sub-Lieutenant in 
October, 1909, which 
rank he held until 
July, 1914, when he 
was promoted to 
Lieutenant.

TRY, who was killed 
at the Dardanelles, 
was the younger son 
of the late Colonel 
W. G. Armstrong,

educated at Mannamead School, 
Plymouth, where he took a keen interest in 
the Cadet Corps which was attached to the 
Royal Artillery, and in which he attained the 
rank of Sergeant. In September, 1896, Mr. 
Armstrong was gazetted 2nd Lieutenant in 
the Royal Marines, being promoted Lieutenant 
in July, 1897. In June, 1898, he was appointed 
to H.M.S. “ Barfleur,” on the China Station, 
and landed in May, 1900, with the Wei-Hai-Wei 


Boundary Commission, being afterwards presen t 
at the investment of Tientsin. He was with 
the expedition that relieved the Commander- 
in-Chief, and was present at the taking of the 
Peiyang and Hai-Kwang-Hsu Arsenals, the 
Tientsin Military College, and of Tientsin itself. 
He took part in General Gaselee’s Expedition, 
which relieved the European Legation at 
Pekin, and, having been specially commended 
for the gallant manner in which he commanded 
a company throughout these operations, was 
promoted Captain in November, 1900, and 
received the China Medal with clasp for the 
“Relief of Pekin.” In August, 1913, he was 
promoted Major, whilst holding the appoint- 
ment of Instructor of Musketry of the Plymouth 
Division, R.M.L.I, He was the last Secretary 
of the Western Rifle Meeting before the War. 
Major Armstrong accompanied the Royal 
Marine Brigade, Royal Naval Division, to 
Ostend in 1914, and afterwards commanded 
the escort of the detachment Naval Wing 
Flying Corps operating in Northern France 
and Flanders, being present at Antwerp during 
the siege. Proceeding subsequently with the 
“ Portsmouth " Battalion, R.N.D., to the Darda- 
nelles, he landed with the Battalion at Anzac, 
where he was killed on the 5th May, 1915, by 
shrapnel whilst his company was relieving 
Pope’s Post. He was buried close to where he 
fell.

MIDSHIPMAN LESLIE FRANK BAILEY, 
(temp.) R.N.R., H.M.S. “BAYANO,”’ 
born at Brixton on 
the 7th November, 
1895, was the 
youngest son of the 
late ‘Frederick Har- 
vey Bailey and of 
Mrs. Maria Bailey, 
11, Belle Vue Gar- 
dens, S.W. 

He was educated at 
Aldershot and at St. 
John’s School, Brix- 
ton, and was for five 
years a keen Boy Scout, afterwards joining the 
Cadet Corps of the King’s Royal Rifles, in which 


he won a prize for shooting. On leaving School 
Mr. Bailey entered an architect's office in Queen 
Street, E.C., where he remained for two years, 
but in March, 1913, he decided to join the 
Mercantile Marine, and entered the service of 
the Pacific Steam Navigation Company as a 
Cadet. He did duty on board the ‘ Huan- 
chaco,”” and then in the “ Inca,” afterwards 
returning to the former vessel. From her he 
was transferred to the R.M.S. ‘ Orissa,’? and 
was advanced to the rank of 4th Officer for the 
voyage home from Callao in April, 1914. 

On the outbreak of war in the following August 
Mr. Bailey was appointed to his old ship the 
“‘ Wuanchaco,” which had been taken over by 
the Admiralty as a transport, and in November, 
1914, entered the Royal Naval Reserve as a 
temporary Midshipman. Early in December 
he was sent in that capacity to H.M.S. 
“ Bayano,” a merchant vessel commissioned as 
an auxiliary cruiser, and was killed in action on 
the 11th March, 1915, when his ship was tor- 
pedoed at the entrance to the Firth of Forth, 
and sank in three minutes. 

Licutenant-Commander (afterwards Commander) K. A. F. 
Guy wrote with reference to Midshipman Bailey's death = 
“* Your brother was one of my favourite Midshipmen as 
he was always so smart and bright, and carricd out any 
duty in the most efficient manner. He frequently had 
duties to perform which were extremely difficult, but on 
every occasion he got through them most creditably. 
I fear I cannot tell you much of his end, The ship went 
down so suddenly after she had been torpedoed, thatall 
ollicers and men went down with her before there was 
any chance of lowering a boat. All the officers and men 
acted in the most magnificent manner, and I shall always 
look back with pride to the fact that I had the honour of 
serving with such men, who upheld all the traditions of 
the Navy in the splendid way they did. They all went 
to their stations as if at drill, but alas! time did not permit 
of their being able to do anything, For those who were 
lost I can only y that death must have come quickly, 
and I can assure you that they were in no way molested. 
by the enemy whilst in the water... . The thought that 
he died gloriously doing his duty to the end must be one 
which cach one of us would prefer to be our last one.’”” 

A brother officer who was rescued from the ‘‘ Bayano” 
wrote: ‘Bailey would do a good turn for anybody 
within reason, and was liked by all. Ile was just as 
companionable to the Subs. and Licutenants as to us 
Middies.”” 

The Marine Superintendent of the Pacific Steam Navi- 
gation Company wrote: ‘‘ We are all very sorry to hear 
the news, and please accept our sincere sympathy and 
regrot that your son’s promising career has so suddenly 
terminated.” 


COMMANDER ERNEST ORFORD BAL- 
LANTYNE, R.N., H.M.S. ‘*VIKNOR,”’ 
born at Dalkeith, Scotland, on the 24th 
February, 1876, was the third and youngest 
son of Dr. Alexander Ballantyne, of Orford- 
holme, Gullane, East Lothian. 

He joined H.M.S. ‘ Britannia’’ from the 
Ieversham Grammar School, Westmoreland, in 
July, 1890, becoming Cadet Captain and after- 
wards Senior Cadet Captain on board, and did 
duty as Naval Cadet in H.M.S. ‘‘ Victory ’’and 
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“*Camperdown.”’ Promoted Midshipman in Sep- 
tember, 1892, he was appointed to the ‘ Royal 
Sovereign,” Flagship 
in the Channel 
Squadron, and in 
May, 1895, was trans- 
ferred to the cruiser 
“Active,” in the 
Training Squadron ; 
he became acting 
Sub - Lieutenant in 
March, 1896, and 
was confirmed in 
his rank in May, 
1897, when he joined 
the sloop “‘ Swallow,”’ in the South American 
Squadron. Promoted Lieutenant in June, 1808, 
he was reappointed to this ship, until in Septem- 
ber, 1899, he went to H.M.S. “ Vernon,” at Ports- 
mouth, to specialise in torpedo duties. From 
August, 1901, to 1907 he did duty as Torpedo 
Lieutenant in II.M.S. ‘‘ Repulse,” ‘‘ Hogue,” 
“ Suffolk,” ‘ Resolution”? and ‘“ Barfleur”’ 
in the Mediterrancan, and in March of the latter 
year was appointed to the ‘‘ Prince George,” 
Flagship of the Rear-Admiral, Home Fleet. 
He was Ist and Torpedo Lieutenant in H.M.8. 
“ King Edward VII.,”’ which relieved her, and 
was promoted to the rank of Commander in 
June, 1910. He became Commander of the 
‘“ Vanguard ’’ in November, 1910, in which he 
remained until January, 1914, when he went to 
Italy for four months and qualified as Inter- 
preter in Italian. Ile joined H.M.S. ‘‘ Royal 
Arthur,’’ in the Training Squadron, in July, 
1914, and was finally appointed to the ‘' Vik- 
nor’’ in November of the same year. Com- 
mander Ballantyne lost his life in this ship when 
she was sunk on patrol duty off the north 
coast of Ireland on the 13th January, 1915. 
Sus-LIEUTENANT (temp.) FRANCIS BAKER 
R.N.V.R., “Hoop” Batrn. Royat NavaL 
Division, was killed, 4th June, 1915.

COMMANDER’ CHARLES’ FREDERICK 
BALLARD, R.N., H.M.S, ‘‘FORMIDABLE,”’ 
born on the 23rd 
March, 1879, at Rock 
Washington, Sussex, 
was the second son 
of Lieutenant- 
Colonel John Fane 
Ballard, Duke of 
Cornwall's Light In- 
fantry, of The Grove, 
Kingston Blount, 
Oxon. 

He received his early 
education at the Rev. 
H. Bull’s, Westgate-on-Sea, and at Littlejohns, 
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Blackheath. From the latter school he passed 
eighth on the list into the ‘‘ Britannia ”’ in June, 
1892, passing out of the training ship in 
1894, when he was appointed Naval Cadet to 
the battleship ‘* Hood,’’ becoming Midshipman 
in the following January. He afterwards served 
in H.M.S. ‘ Jupiter,” and did duty with men 
from that ship in London at the 1897 Jubilee. 
Mr. Ballard saw active service in the Boxer 
Rebellion in 1900, and as a Sub-Lieutenant in 
H.M.S. ‘ Aurora’? was specially promoted to 
the rank of Lieutenant in November of that 
year for his services in connection with the 
taking of the Tientsin and Taku forts. His 
name was mentioned in Despatches, and he was 
awarded the China medal. He had also 
received a medal for the assistance he rendered 
at the Messina earthquake. He lost his life 
in H.M.S, ‘‘ Formidable,” of which he was 
Commander, when that ship was sunk on the 
Ist January, 1915. 

Commander Ballard married on the 15th July,

He was educated at Blundellsands School, 
Lancashire, and prepared for his naval career 
in the training ship ‘‘Conway,’’ entering Dart- 


mouth College in May, 1914. On the outbreak 
of war in the following August he was 
appointed to H.M.S. ‘‘ Goliath’? as a Naval 
Cadet, receiving his promotion to Midshipman 
in December, 1914. He lost his life while on 
duty on the 13th May, 1915, when his ship was 
torpedoed by the enemy at the Dardanelles.

MAJOR AND BREVET LIEUTENANT- 
COLONEL RICHARD NELSON BENDYSHE, 
ROYAL MARINE LIGHT INFANTRY, 
‘“‘DEAL"’ BATTN., ROYAL NAVAL DIVI- 
SION, of Barring- 
ton Hall, Cam- 
bridge, was born in 
January, 1866, at 
Woodstock, Ontario, 
Canada. He was the 
eldest son of the 
late Mr. and Mrs. 
Nelson Bendyshe, 
and a grandson of 
John Bendyshe, 
R.N., J.P., of Bar- 
rington Hall, Cam- 
bridge, by his wife Cathe1ine, eldest daughter 
of George Matcham and his wife Catherine, 
sister of the great Lord Nelson. 

He was educated at King’s School, Canterbury, 
and received his commission as Lieutenant in 
the Royal Marines in September, 1885, and 
was appointed to the Plymouth Division, 
R.M.L.I. In October, 1887, Lieutenant Ben- 
dyshe joined II.M.S. ‘‘Indus,’’ Flagship of 
the Admiral Superintendent at Devonport, and 
afterwards served on board the ‘‘ Hibernia,” 
Flagship of the Admiral Superintendent of 
Malta Dockyard (March, 1892). He was pro- 
moted Captain in April, 1895, in which year 
he was Assistant Instructor of Musketry to 
the Chatham Division, and in March, 1906, 
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became Adjutant to the Plymouth Division.

Wardell, Vicar of Bekesbourne, near Canter- 
bury, and left two children, John Nelson, born 
in July, 1894, now serving as a Lieutenant

CAPTAIN CHARLES GEORGE BILLING, 
ROYAL MARINE LIGHT INFANTRY, 
“DEAL” (12th) BATTN., ROYAL NAVAL 
DIVISION, born on 
the 15th May, 1882, 
in the Madura Dis- 
trict, Madras Presi- 
dency, was the eldest 
son of the late Rev. 
George Billing, Vicar 
of Platt, Wrotham, 
Kent, and of Mrs. 
Billing, of Bromley 
College, Bromley, 
Kent. He was a 
nephew of Colonel 
Joseph Cabbett, C.B., Indian Army, who served 
in the Crimean War, the Indian Mutiny, and 
in the taking of Upper Burma, and his brother, 
Captain Edward Billing, is at present serving 
with the Royal Army Medical Corps at Etretat, 
in France. 

Captain Billing was educated at Dover College. 
He obtained his commission as 2nd Lieutenant 
in the Royal Marines in January, 1901, be- 
coming Lieutenant in January, 1902, and in 
November, 1903, was appointed to the battle- 
ship ‘‘ Glory,” Flagship on the China Station. 
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He was transferred to H.M.S. ‘‘ Ocean,” when

The Captain of H.M.S. ‘‘Inflexible wrote: ‘ You will 
haye heard long before this of the death of your gallant 
son, and others will have told you how bravely he bore 
the pain of his wounds. I first met him when I came to 
the ‘ Inflexible ’in 1911, and realised at once that he was 
an excellent officer. As time went on I was more and 
more im»ressed with his ability and seamanlike skill, and 
was sure that he would make his mark in the service 
hereafter... . I had specially reported on the good 
work he did in the Falklands action, when he was doing 
the same duty as on March 10th, assisting to control the 
gun-fire from aloft. This time, alas! I could only place 
on record the less that His Majesty's Navy had suffered 
by his death.” 

The Surgeon of the ‘ Inflexible wrote: ‘ I had the sad 
duty of attending him immediately after the accident, 
and can testify to the fine spirit and the courage with 
which he bore himself. . . . He was the best of mess- 
mates, invariably cheerful, and always ready to throw 
himself heart and soul into anything that was going on.’” 
The Chaplain wrote: ‘* His end was a very gallant one, 
and he met his death with the greatest fortitude. He was 
in the foretop controlling the fire of the guns when a shell 
burst and seriously wounded him. He died that night in 
the hospital ship. ...I never met an officer more 
universally beloved than your son, and I know that he 
was looked upon as an extremely able officer. He was 
the life of our mess, always cheerful and ready to help 
others.”

and faced the music.””

He wrote musical criticisms for the 
Times, Daily Telegraph and the New Statesman, 
and also conducted various orchestral societies, 
giving great promise of a successful musical 
career, 
Having received a temporary commission in 
the R.N.V.R. after the outbreak of the Great 
War, Sub-Lieutenant Denis Browne was 
appointed to the Royal Naval Division and was 
present during October, 1914, with the ‘‘ Anson”’ 
Battalion at the siege of Antwerp. After his 
return from Belgium he was transferred to the 
“ Hood”? Battalion, R.N.D., and left England 
for the Dardanelles on the 28th February, 1915. 
He was wounded on the 8th May, 1915, but 
returned to duty after his recovery, and was 
killed while gallantly leading his platoon in a 
charge on the 4th June, 1915.

CAPTAIN REGINALD EDWARD GEORGE 
BURTON, ROYAL MARINE LIGHT IN- 
FANTRY, H.M.S. «“‘ IRRESISTIBLE,” 
born at West Nor- 
wood on Easter Sun- 
day, 25th March, 
1883, was the elder 
sonof Thomas Henry 
Burton, of 30, 
Cloudesdale Road, 
Balham, S.W., and 
brother of A. W. F. 
Burton, of the Naval 
Ordnance Depart- 
ment. 

He was educated at 
Highgate School, where he was a member 
of the Cadet Corps, and obtained a commission 
as probationary 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal 
Marines in September, 1901, being appointed 
to the “ Portsmouth ”’’ Division in the following 
year. In July, 1902, Mr. Burton was pro- 
moted Lieutenant, and served subsequently 
in the battleships ‘“‘ Prince George,” in the 
Channel Fleet (January, 1904), ‘‘ Majestic,” 
Atlantic Fleet (July, 1904), and ‘ Britannia,” 
Channel Fleet (April, 1907). In July, 1807, he 
was sent to the ‘‘Tamar’’ receiving ship at 
Hongkong, for service at Wei-hai- Wei, where he 
commanded the Royal Marine detachment for 
two years, and after his return to England was 
appointed in December, 1911, Assistant Instruc- 
tor of Musketry to the Portsmouth Division at. 
Browndown ; while holding the latter post he 
captained the team which won the Royal 
Marines Active Service Cup. In May, 1912, he 
joined the Gunnery training ship ‘‘ Duncan,”’ at 
Portsmouth, to which he was reappointed on 
his promotion to Captain in the following 
September, returning later to the Portsmouth 
Division. Captain Burton was appointed to the 
battleship ‘Irresistible’? in July, 1914, and 
after some months’ service in Home waters 
proceeded “‘ up the Straits,’’ being amongst the 
first to take part in the Dardanelles operations. 
After the Fleet had reduced the forts at Kum 
Kale and Sedd-el-Bahr he was landed with his 
detachment to protect the demolition parties 
who were destroying the Turks’ guns. When 
the ‘ Irresistible ’’? struck a mine on the evening 
of the 18th March, Captain Burton was at his 
post below and remained there until the order 
All on deck’? was given. He had hardly 
reached the quarter deck when a shell burst 
on the after bridge, killing several officers and 
wounding Captain Burton and his servant, 


Private Astbury. Both were lowered with some 
difficulty into the destroyer ‘‘ Wear,” which 
had then come alongside, and the wounded 
were made as comfortable as the circumstances 
permitted—to use Captain Burton’s words— 
“smoking cigarettes and quaffing brandy.” 
They were taken on board the ‘“‘ Queen Eliza- 
beth,’ and Captain Burton there refused to 
be attended to until Astbury, who was devoted 
to him, had had his wounds dressed; but the 
latter’s case was hopeless from the first, and he 
died shortly afterwards. Captain Burton was 
taken to Malta and operated on in Beghi 
Hospital on his 32nd birthday. His wounds 
were too severe, however, and he died on the 
Ist April, 1915, and was buried on the following 
day—Good Friday.

He was 
Cadet Captain and Captain of the Football XV. 
in 1912 at Osborne, where he won the prizes 
for seamanship and German, and he gained his 
Hockey colours at Dartmouth in 1914. On the 
outbreak of war in August of the latter year, 
Mr. Cadle was appointed Naval Cadet to H.M.S. 
“* Formidable,’ becoming Midshipman in the 
following month. He lost his life on the Ist 
January, 1915, at the age of sixteen, when the 
“* Formidable’? was sunk by an enemy sub- 
marine in the English Channel. 

A brother officer wrote with reference to his death: ‘I 
feel, too, that I must write and tell you of my admiration 
for him and his magnificent conduct to the very last. 
He was, as you probably know, aide-de-camp to the 
Commander, whose side he never left that morning. He 
died a hero's death on the bridge of his ship, side by side 
with the Captain and the Commander, and with them 
gave his life for his country. . . . When I think that he 
had a‘ Gieve ’ patent waistcoat on and could have saved 
himself had he left his post, I feel proud ever to haye been 
shipmates with him.” 

Another brother officer wrote: ‘I daresay you have 
heard that he was the Commander’s messenger, and con- 
equently had to follow him about on all occasions. 
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Even when the ship was sinking he carried out his dutics 
with the utmost calmness. After all possible wood-work 
had been brought up on deck and the available boats 
hoisted out, the Commander, who could do nothing 
further in that way, went up on the bridge to assist the 
Captain. Your brother went as well and remained there 
till the ship capsized, never once thinking of his own 
safety, and remaining at his post till the last. He went 
down with the ship in company with his Captain and 
Commander, I need hardly say how much he will be 
regretted by all of us who knew him so well.” 
SuB-LIEUTENANT (temp.) WiLLtiAM G. M. 
CALLENDER, R.N.V.R., ‘‘ Howe” Batrtn., 
RoyaL Naval Division, was killed in action, 
June, 1915.

ticeship in the Engineering Works of Messrs. 
G. and J. Weir, Ltd., Cathcart. For two 
years he was in the Merchant Service. He 
was granted a temporary commission in the 
Royal Naval Reserve in March, 1915, and 
appointed to the auxiliary vessel ‘‘ Princess 
Irene.’ He was killed on the 27th May, 1915, 
when this ship was accidentally blown up at 
Sheerness. 


SUB-LIEUTENANT KEITH MOREHEAD 
GUNNING CAMPBELL, R.N., SUBMARINE 
C31, born at East- 
ney Barracks, Ports- 
mouth, on the 23rd 
December, 1892, was 
the younger son of 
Brigadier - General 
Gunning Campbell, 
R.M.A., and brother 
of Captain M. @G. 
Gunning Campbell, 
R.E., 3rd Sappers 
and Miners, Indian 
Army, who was 
awarded the Military Cross for his services 
in Mesopotamia during the Great War. 

Mr. Campbell was educated at Pelham House, 
Folkestone, and entered the Royal Naval 
College, Osborne, in 1905, where he was Cadet 
Captain in his last term. He was transferred 
to Dartmouth College in 1907, and became 
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Chief Cadet Captain before passing out in 1909, 
when he was appointed Naval Cadet to H.M.S. 
“Vincent,’’ Flagship of the Rear-Admiral in 
the Home Fleet. He was reappointed to her 
on his promotion to Midshipman in May, 1910, 
and in May, 1911, joined the cruiser ‘‘ Coch- 
rane,’ in the Second Cruiser Squadron; in 
June, 1913, he was appointed to H.M.S. 
“* Minerva,”’ for duty in torpedo-boat destroyers, 
and was promoted to acting Sub-Lieutenant in 
the following month. Mr. Campbell was sub- 
sequently confirmed in this rank, and in March, 
1914, joined the torpedo-boat destroyer ‘‘ Law- 
ford,” but was transferred in the following 
November to the light cruiser ‘‘ Arrogant,’’ 
Flagship of Rear-Admiral Hood, for service 
with submarines. He lost his life off the Belgian 
coast early in January, 1915, while on active 
service in submarine C31, the actual date of his 
death being unknown. 

Sub-Lieutenant Campbell was a fine Rugby 
football player, had won his colours at Dart- 
mouth, and played on several occasions for the 
Royal Navy and the United Services, his last 
important match being in the R.N. Officers’ 
team against the Harlequins at the Queen’s 
Club, in the season of 1913-14.

We got in touch with them and started 
to dig in under fire. We worked all night, the men dead 
tired. Your son was invaluable to me all this time. We 
were lying behind a bit of shelter and he said: ‘I am 
going to stop the men firing.’ He had not got three yards 
away when he exclaimed, ‘I am gone.’ He had been 
shot through the head. He was killed instantaneously, 
I buried him last night and have marked his grave witha 
cross."” 

And ina later letter he wrote: ‘ Ihave had to read a lot 
of letters written by the men of your son’s platoon, and 
it is very nice to read of how his men loved and respected 
him.”

was the second son 
of Mr. Charles John 
Chorley, of The 
Grange, Woodcote 
Valley Road, Purley.

masterto H.M.S. ‘‘ Royal Arthur.’’ After three 
months’ service, having been commended by 
his Commanding Officer, he was transferred to 
H.M.LS. ‘‘ Bayano ” as Assistant Paymaster-in- 
Charge, and lost his life in this ship when she 
was torpedoed by a submarine in the Firth 
of Clyde on the 11th March, 1915. 

Assistant Paymaster Chorley was a good all- 
round sportsman, and was a member of the 
Purley Cricket Club.

Cobbe, K.C.B. 

He was educated at 
Mr. Littlejohn’s, 
Greenwich, and 
passed out of H.M.S. 
“ Britannia’? as a 
Naval Cadet in Feb- 
ruary, 1888, when he was appointed to the 
“‘ Imperieuse,”’ on the China Station, becoming 
Midshipman in the following month. In May, 
1891, he joined the cruiser ‘‘ Calypso,” in the 
Training Squadron, and was promoted acting 
Lieutenant in April, 1892, and Lieutenant in 
October, 1893, when he was appointed to the 
cruiser ‘‘ Ruby.’ In May, 1895, Lieutenant 
Cobbe joined the battleship ‘‘ Sans Pareil,’’ at 
Sheerness, and in September of the following year 
was sent to II.M.S. “ Excellent”’ at Portsmouth, 
to qualify as a Gunnery Officer.

GEORGE FRYER, R.N.R., H.M.S. ‘*VEN- 
GEANCE,”’ born at 
Writtle, Chelmsford, 
on the 20th January, 
1887, was a son of the 
late Robert Edward 
Fryer, of Bristol, and 
of Mrs. M. R. 
Paczensky, Abberton 
Glebe, near Col- 
chester. 

He was educated at 
St. James's Collegiate 
School, Jersey, and 
entered the Mercantile Marine, being fer six 
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years in the service of the P. and O. Steam Navi- 
gation Company. He joined the Royal Naval 
Reserve as probationary Midshipman in July, 
1905, was confirmed in this rank in January, 
1908, and promoted to acting Sub-Lieutenant 
in June, 1912. In August, 1914, Mr. Fryer was 
called up for active service and appointed to 
H.M.S. “ Triumph,” on the China Station ; in 
the following month he was transferred to the 
Destroyer ‘‘ Jed,”’ and in February, 1915, was 
finally appointed to the battleship ‘ Ven- 
geance.”’ On the 12th June, 1915, Sub-Lieu- 
tenant Fryer was sent with other officers and 
men to blow up a rock at the entrance to an 
island harbour off the coast of Asia Minor, and 
died three days later on board the ‘‘ Vengeance ”” 
as a result of injuries received during this 
operation; he was buried off the coast of 
Mitylene. 


The Chaplain of his ship wrote: ‘* He was such a lovable, 
kindly, courteous lad—always so urbane, unruffled and 
ready to do anyone # kindly turn. And he was so plucky 
and self-sacrificing in the most faithful and punctilious 
discharge of his duties when we were in action—always 
going about regardless of all risks, no matter how hot the 
enemy's fire on us v tosee that what he was responsible 
for was faithfully to, .. . andthenwhen he had to 
so up the Dardanelles at night in an open picket boat, 
sweeping for Turkish mines, marked out by their search- 
lights and simply rained on by shells, it was just the same 
—the duty quietly and efficiently done with no fear, no 
trace of boasting, no shirking of risks. He has given his 
life for his country, and no one can do a greater thing 
than that.”” 

Another Chaplain wrote: ‘ Your son swam about for 
some time, helping the others, and it was only discovered 
when he had eventually helped his friends into another 
boat, that he himself was badly injured, He was very 
anxious about the other sufferers, but gave his own case 
no thought.”

Lieutenant Grinling was killed in action in the 
Gallipoli Peninsula on the 3rd May, 1915, and 
a brother officer supplies the following par- 
ticulars with regard to his death :— 

“The Battalion had been in Gallipoli a few days. They 
had been relieved, and were digging reserve trenches for 
themselyes, when there was a sudden order to prolong 
the firing line. They had to attack up a stcep slope ; an 
open and fire-swept piece of ground was reached, and 
Lieutenant Grinling’s Company Commander was 
wounded. Licutenant Grinling was then left in charge of 
the company, which he advanced platoon by platoon, 
taking one forward and coming back for another, until he 
himself was killed.’’ 

MAJOR JOHN GROVER, ROYAL MARINE 
LIGHT INFANTRY, ‘‘PORTSMOUTH” 
(10th) BATTN., ROYAL NAVAL DIVISION, 
born at Coventry on 
the 24th May, 1876, ] 
was son of the late 
Rev. John Grover, 
M.A., Headmaster of 
the Grammar School 
in that town. 

He was educated at 
Portsmouth School 
Navy Class, and at 
Blackheath School, 
proceeding to the 
Naval College, Green- 
wich, in 1893, after being placed fifth in order of 
merit on the Sandhurst list. In September, 1894, 
Mr. Grover received his commission as 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in the Royal Marines, becoming Lieu- 
tenant in July, 1895, from 1896 to 1897 served on 
board H.M.S. “‘ Cambridge,” proceeding to Hong- 
kong early in 1898 to join H.M.S. ‘‘ Tamar.” 
He afterwards joined the ‘ Victorious ’’ at the 
China Station, where he remained until 1900, 
and in that year he received a Musketry appoint- 
ment at the Deal Depét; in April he was sent 
to the Mediterranean Station, and served in 
turn on board H.M.S. ‘‘ Hood”’ and H.M.S. 
“Formidable’”’ until September, 1904. In 
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December, 1904, he was chosen for the new 
appointment of Naval Intelligence Officer at 
Singapore, acted in that capacity during the 
Russo-Japanese War; he also served as extra 
A.D.C. to the Governor of the Straits Settle- 
ments. These appointments terminated in 
1907, and in the following year he joined 
H.M.S. ‘“‘ Bulwark” and in October, 1912, 
H.M.S. ‘Collingwood.’ He obtained his 
Majority in October, 1913, and when the war 
with Germany was declared he held the appoint- 
ment of Instructor of Musketry at Browndown, 
Portsmouth, and was Commandant of Fort

LIEUTENANT - COMMANDER WILLIAM 
CRAUFORD HARRISON, R.N., H.M.S. 
** FORMIDABLE,” 
born in India on the 
6th January, 1881, 
was the son of 
Charles Lynch Har- 
rison, I.C.S., of Tiver- 
ton, Devon. 

He was educated at 
Plymouth — College, 
and passed from there 
into the Navy, joining 
H.M.S. “ Britannia ” 
in18 In January, 
1897, he left the Training Ship as a Naval Cadet, 
and joined the cruiser ‘‘ Theseus,” on the 
Mediterranean Station, receiving his promotion 
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to Midshipman in October of the same year. 
Mr. Harrison remained in the ‘‘ Theseus ”’ until 
July, 1899, and completed his time as Midship- 
man on board the ‘‘ Magnificent,’’ Flagship, 
Channel Squadron, being sent to the Greenwich 
Naval College as acting Sub-Lieutenant in 
November, 1900. From Greenwich he went to 
the “ Excellent ’’ at Portsmouth, and on passing 
out of the Gunnery School Ship in November, 
1901, was appointed Sub-Lieutenant to the 
destroyer ‘‘ Sprightly,’’ at Devonport. In 
December of the following year he received his 
step to Lieutenant and was transferred to the 
Mersey,’”’ coast-guard ship, Harwich; from 
1903 to 1905 he did duty in H.M.S. ‘‘ Skipjack,”’ 
and H.M.S.‘ Tartar,’ South Atlantic Squadron, 
and in the latter year was appointed navigating 
Lieutenant to II.M.S. ‘ Harrier,’ torpedo 
gunboat, Scotch Fisheries. In March, 1906, he 
was sent to the ‘‘ Dryad,”’ Portsmouth naviga- 
tion school ship, to qualify for first-class ships, 
and having passed his examination in the 
following month he was appointed to H.M.S. 
“Scylla”’ for navigating duties. He served 
on board H.M.S, “‘ Forte ”’ in the same capacity 
in 1907, and in May, 1907, was transferred to 
H.M.S. ‘ Fox,’’ cruiser, East Indies, as Navi- 
gating Officer. Lieutenant Harrison was on 
board the latter vessel during the blockade of 
the Warsangli Coast, Somaliland, from Sep- 
tember, 1908, to February, 1909, when he was 
awarded the Somaliland medal with clasp, 
officers and men receiving the thanks of the 
Colonial Office for their services. He con- 
tinued to do duty in the ‘‘ Fox” during the 
suppression of the arms traffic in the Persian 
Gulf, 1909-1910, when four dhows were cap- 
tured, and received the Persian medal with 
clasp. In September, 1910, he was appointed 
Navigating Lieutenant of the steam repair ship 
““Cyclops,”’ and joined H.M.S. ‘‘ Formidable ”’ 
as lst and Navigating Lieutenant in June, 1912. 
In the following year he was promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant-Commander, with seniority 
December 31st, 1910. Lieutenant-Commander 
Harrison was killed in action on the 1st January, 
1915, when his ship was sunk by an enemy 
torpedo in the English Channel, being last seen 
at his post on the bridge with Captain Loxley. 
A brother officer wrote: ‘I was on the bridge several 
times, and he was splendidly calm and plucky. When I 
last saw him was a few minutes before she capsized, and 
he was looking round for a piece of wood to assist him, as 
it was obvious she would be going soon. . . . I do not 
think any example as fine as his and the Captain’s can 
fail to be an aid to the Service they both honoured, . . « 
He was awfully popular with all of us, as indeed he was 
everywhere, and both the Service and his friends have 
suffered an incalculable loss.”” 

Another officer of the ‘Formidable ” wrote: ‘ His 
death was so typical of his existence—devoid of panic, 


ette as an example to others’; and 
“He, after the ship was struck 


calmly smoking ac 
a Midshipman wrote : 


stayed on the bridge and tried to keep her head to sea, 
which undoubtedly kept her afloat longer than if she had 
Kut broadside on to seca. So I fear that when the ship 
rolled over he was not able to scramble down the sides 
of the bridge. . . . He was very good to us midshipmen,”” 


Lieutenant-Commander Harrison was a fine 
all-round athlete, and especially good at running 
and swimming. He played football for the 
United Services at Portsmouth, and won the 
Commander-in-Chief’s silver cup for boat- 
sailing at Portland in 1911. He also held the 
Royal Humane Society’s bronze medal and 
certificate for trying to save the life of a drown- 
ing sailor in Cork Harbour in 1904. 

He married Lilian, daughter of Dr. T. J. 
Browne, of the Local Government Board 
Dublin, and left one daughter, Lilian Doreen, 
born in August, 1907.

LIEUTENANT (temp.) BERNARD HENRY 
HERFORD, ROYAL MARINES, ‘'CHAT-

the 9th February, 
1886, was the fifth 
and youngest son of 
the Rev. Percy M. 
Herford, Rector of 
Christ Church, 
Trinity, Leith, from 
1888, and formerly 
Vicar of St. James’, 
Gatley. 
He entered George 
~  Watson’s College, 
Edinburgh, in October, 1892, and left in July, 
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1899, having been elected to the foundation of 
Fettes College as the result of a competitive 
examination. He graduated with honours in 
Classics at Edinburgh University in March, 1899, 
and while there played for the University Ist 
XI., and was a member of the Wanderers’ Foot- 
ballClub. On leaving the University Mr. Herford 
chose the profession of a schoolmaster and for 
three years was on the staff of Warriston School, 
Moffat. From 1912 to 1914 he was the chief 
Classical Master at Clifton Bank School, St. 
Andrews, Fife, and at both these schools he was 
highly esteemed by his colleagues and beloved 
by all his pupils. 

The Head Boy at Clifton Bank wrote of him: ‘* During 
the two years he was here ho entered enthusiastically 
into everything connected with the school. No labour 
was too great, no time was too long, for him to spend on 
behalf of the boys. On the field he was everywhere, 
helping the small boys, coaching the bigger ones,and in 
the classroom he was ever ready with his aid. No ono 
who went to him for help in any subject was ever dis- 
appointed.”” 

And the Headmaster has said that ‘‘ his great gencrous- 
ness was very remarkable. He was always generous 


of his time and of the best efforts on behalf of the 
school.” 


Like his brother, Captain G. M. I. Herford, he 
was good at all out-door sports, cricket, foot- 
ball, hockey and golf. 

On 30th September, 1914, Mr. Herford was 
gazetted temporary 2nd Lieutenant, Royal 
Marines, and appointed to the ‘‘ Chatham” 
Battn., Royal Naval Division. He received 
his promotion to Lieutenant on the 30th 
January, 1915, and left England with his 
Battalion early in February as part of the 
Mediterranean Expeditionary Force, landing 
on the 28th April at Gaba Tepe, in Gallipoli 
Peninsula, to reinforce the Australian and New 
Zealand Contingents. The Marines took up 
their position as ordered at daybreak the 
following morning, Lieutenant Herford being 
in charge of the 3rd Platoon, A Company, in an 
isolated trench which was enfiladed at certain 
points. He went from one part of the trench 
to the other and was shot by a sniper through 
the chest about 4 p.m. He was bandaged in 
the trench, and remained there without uttering 
& groan until 9.30 p.m., as there were no com- 
munication trenches and the ground in the rear 
was being swept by fire. He was then sent down 
to the Field Ambulance Clearing Station, and 
during his last hours was ministered to by 
Archdeacon R. H. Richards, who testified how 
cheerfully and bravely he met his fate. He died 
on Ist May and was buried in the cemetery at 
Anzac Cove. 


The Brigadicr-General, who was in command of the 
“‘Chatham” Battalion, wrote to Lieutenant Herford’s 
father: ‘* The death of your gallant son was very much 
regretted by us all, both officers and men. He was very 
popular with us all and was a most promising young 
soldier. He was always vory keen at his work, and I had 
once sclected him for the important administrative duty 
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of finding and arranging for the billets of the whole 
Battalion in villages near Blandford.”” 

A Sergeant wrote: ‘I am writing on behalf of No. 3 
Platoon to express the respect and sympathy we feel in 
hearing of our leader's death. We cannot yet realise 
our loss. He was personally acquainted with us all, and 
he was in every respect a soldier and a man. I was 
speaking to him a few minutes before he fell, and his last 
words were—* Are the men getting enough to eat and 
drink?’ Although we haye got another leader, yet we 
shall never forget our first one. I am sure he died as we 
would all wish to do, in the firing line. . . . The Marines 
have lost two of their best officers, both morally and 
physically.”

July, 1886, was the 
seventh son of Mr. 
and Mrs. C. G. 
Hibbert, of Marinoto, 
Talbot Avenue, 
Bournemouth. 

He was educated at 
Tonbridge School 
from 1901 to 1903, 
and at University 
College, Oxford, where he took his M.A., M.B., 
and B.Ch. degrees, with honours in physiology. 
From Oxford he passed on to St. George’s 
Hospital, becoming in turn House Surgeon and 
House Physician, andin August, 19138, joined the 
Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve as Surgeon on 
the unattached list. He was appointed to the 
battleship ‘‘ Formidable” in July, 1914, and 
lost his life when she was sunk by an enemy 
submarine in the English Channel on the 
Ist January, 1915. 

Surgeon [Hibbert was a fine athlete, and while 
at Oxford had represented his College in both 
hockey and football, while he afterwards 
played hockey for St. George’s Hospital. He 
won the one mile race against Trinity Hall, 
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Cambridge, on one occasion in 4 minutes 
55! seconds. In 1908 he was second in the 
Sussex one mile Amateur Championship 


(4 minutes 44 seconds), winner of the one mile 
flat handicap at the same meeting, and was 
first home in the three-mile race at the Brighton 


and County Harriers Sports (15 minutes 
11 seconds). 
The following appeared in the St. George’s Hospital 


Gazette with reference to Surgeon Hibbert’s death: ‘* By 
his loss the hospital has been deprived of one who took a 
hearty interest in all its activities, He was an athlete, 
a musician, a loyal and unselfish colleague, and a con- 
scientious and sympathetic house officer.””

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LIEUTENANT EDMUND ARNOTT HILL, 
born 


R.N., H.M.S. ‘*FORMIDABLE,”’ 
London on the 14th 
June, 1889, was the 
youngest son of 
George W. Hill, of 
21, West Hill, High- 
gate, London, N. 

He was educated at 
Felsted School, from 
which he entered 
H.M.S. “ Britannia,” 
and in September, 
1905, was appointed 
Midshipman to the 
cruiser ‘ Powerful,” Flagship on the Australian 
Station. In January, 1908, he joined the 
battleship ‘‘ New Zealand,” in the Channel 
Fleet, became acting Sub-Lieutenant in Feb- 
ruary, 1909, and in the following May 
was appointed Sub-Lieutenant to the cruiser 
‘Natal,’ in the Home Fleet. Mr. Hill after- 
wards served in the torpedo-boat destroyer 
“ Pincher’’ (September, 1910), was promoted 
Lieutenant in May, 1911, and in October of the 


same year joined the cruiser ‘‘ Philomel,”’ in the 
East Indies; while doing duty in the latter 
ship he saw much active service in the Persian 
Gulf, for which he was awarded the medal and 
clasp. In September, 1914, Lieutenant Hill 
was finally appointed to H.M.S. ‘‘ Formidable,” 
and lost his life on the Ist January, 1915, when 
this ship was torpedoed by a German submarine 


in the English Channel. 

The following letter from the Secretary of the Admiralty 
was received by Lieutenant Hill’s father with reference 
to his death Tam commanded by My Lords Commis- 
sioners of the Admiralty to forward the enclosed extract 
from a report which they have received from Lieutenant 
J. C. J. Soutter, R.N., the Senior Executive Officer 
among the survivors of H.M.S. ‘ Formidable,’ drawing 
attention to the good services rendered by your son, the 
late Lieutenant Edmund A. Hill, R.N., on the occasion 
of the sinking of that ship. My Lords feel that you will 
be gratified to learn that, had your son survived, an 
expression of their appreciation of his conduct would 
have been conveyed to him.” 

The report referred to read as follows: ‘* Lieutenant 
Edmund A. Hill was also indefatigable in the performance 
of the various duties he undertook, and his cheery manner 
had a marked effect on those with whom he was working.” 
A brother officer wrote On two occasions he was of 
the greatest assistance in collecting men and bringing 
them along at the right moment. First, when we were 
getting out the target raft, and secondly, when we were 
hoisting out the galley. He was absolutely cheery and 
unconcerned the whole time, and did magnificently. I 
did not see what happened to him at the end, but the 
ship went very suddenly at the last, although she had 
been afloat nearly two hours, and I fear he may have been 
sucked down or failed to get clearintime. Ido not think 
he would have suffered much, . . . Your son was most 
popular with all of us and with the men, who always 
worked splendidly, and his keenness for his job I have 
often heard the Commander comment on.”’ 

Another officer wrote: ‘* He was a fine, clean and very 
keen officer—very good-natured and always willing to 
join in games, It so happened that we did not see each 
other after |we were struck, though we had always 
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chattingly said we should give each other mutual support. 
However, * Marcus,’ as I called him, was game to the last 
and a gallant ofticer—he did his work to the last and 
completed the picture of heroism of the Captain, as one 
expected of him, It was ghastly, but at the samo time 
sublime, and you may be proud of your son as one of those 
who helped to make history and tradition.”

LIEUTENANT JOHN NIXON HORSFIELD, 
A.R.I.B.A., F.S.I., R.N.V.R., ‘*HAWKE” 
BATTN., ROYAL NAVAL _ DIVISION, 
was the younger son 
and pupil of the late 
John Nixon Hors- 
field, Architect, of 
Kingston-on- 
Thames, where he 
was born on the 12th 
March, 1883. 

He was educated at 
the City of London 
School from 1895 
to 1899, and began 
his professional 
training in the Architectural School, King’s 
College. Upon the termination of his articles 
he travelled in Italy, France and Belgium, 
worked as assistant in his father’s office, and 
spent some time in the United States in the 
oftices of some of the leading architects of New 
York. On his return to England he entered 
into partnership with his father, and after the 
latter’s death in 1907 carried on the practice 
with his brother. Having passed his final 
examination in 1908, he went a few years later 
for a course of study at the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts in Paris, working there in the Atelier 
Duquesne, rue Mazarine. He had at this time 
already been elected an Associate of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects, and a Fellow of 
the Surveyors’ Institute. 

Mr. Horsfield joined the R.N.V.R. in September, 
1914, as a seaman, and received his commission 
in December of that year, being promoted to 
the rank of Lieutenant in February, 1915. He 
was killed at Gallipoli Peninsula on the 19th 
June, 1915, during the taking of a Turkish 
trench, and was buried in West Beach Cemetery, 
Lancashire Landing. A wooden cross was 
erected over the grave by his comrades. 


The following is an extract from an article published in 
the R.LB.A. Journal, 31st July, 1915: ‘‘Licutenant J. 
Nixon Horsfield succumbed to wounds received while 
leading his men to the assault during the operations in 
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Gallipoli. His Commanding Officer gives the following 
details of the affair in a letter to Mrs. Horsfield : * Your 
husband died most gallantly ; words cannot express the 
admiration we all feel for his conduct. On the night of 
the 18th June we were advised to take a Turkish trench. 
The first assault was unsuccessful, but the second, at 
2.30 a.m. on the 19th, which was led by your husband, 
was successful and the trench was carried. Your hus- 
band was wounded in the assault— badly wounded in 
three places, in the arm, back and chest ;_ yet in spite of 
his wounds he went on into the trench and lay there, 
unable to move, encouraging his men the whole time. 
How he did it for four hours we cannot Imagine, It was 
splendid. He got out of the trench at 7 a.m., and I 
cannot think how he manazed to do so—but did not leave 
the spot until his company was relieved. We got him 
on toa stretcher and carried him to the Field Ambulance 
Hospital, but I deeply regret to say he died the same 
evening.’ * 

Lieutenant Horsfield married on the 23rd 
November, 1912, Isobel, daughter of Charles 
Godde Lush, Mining Engineer. He was a keen 
rowing man, and a member of the Minima Club, 
Kingston, and also of the Kingston Rowing 


Club, for which he rowed three times at Henley. 


LIEUTENANT (act.) Joun Huppy, R.N.R., 
11.M.S. ‘‘ BAYANo,” died, 11th March, 1915. 


ENGINEER (temp.) Epwarp W. G. HUMBLE, 
R.N.R., H.M.S. ‘“‘ BaAYANO,”’ killed in action,

LIEUTENANT (act.) EDMUND WILLIAM 
ALFRED HUMPHREY, R.N.R., H.M.S. 
‘«* FORMIDABLE ,”’ = 
born at Boughton- 
under-Blean, Kent, 
on the llth July, 
1880, was the eldest 
son of Edmund Hum- 
phrey, St. Saviour’s, 
Elm Grove, West- 
gate-on-Sea. 

Tie was educated at 
Wreight’s School, 
Faversham, and at 
the Margate School of 
Art, and entered the Mercantile Marine in 1895, 
being apprenticed to the Shaw, Savilland Albion 
Shipping Company. Ile gained his first know- 
ledge of seamanship in sailing vessels, obtained 
his master’s certificate, and afterwards served 
with the Royal Mail Steam Packet Company, 
becoming Second Officer. In 1898 Mr. Hum- 
phrey joined the Royal Naval Reserve as 
Midshipman, and underwent his annual train- 
ing in II.M.S. “‘ President,”” being promoted to 
acting Sub-Lieutenant in September, 1904, and 
subsequently confirmed in this rank. In Sep- 
tember, 1913, he went to the ‘‘ Vivid’ for a 
short course in gunnery, and afterwards to 
the ‘ Defiance’’ for torpedo work, where 
he obtained a first-class certificate. In January, 
1914, he was appointed acting Lieutenant 
to I.M.S. ‘“ Formidable,’ and lost his life 
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on the Ist January, 1915, when his ship was 
torpedoed by an enemy submarine in the 
English Channel. A brother officer who sur- 
vived wrote: ‘‘ Humphrey was popular with 
his shipmates, and is certain to have done 
his duty to the end.” 

Lieutenant Humphrey married Annie McIlwrick 
Neilson, daughter of James Neilson Sproul, 
and left one daughter, Joan, born in July, 
1915. 


LIEUTENANT JOHN EDWARD HYLAND, 
ROYAL MARINE LIGHT INFANTRY, 
“PORTSMOUTH” (10th) BATTN., ROYAL 
NAVAL DIVISION, 
was the elder son 
of the Rev. J. Black 
Hyland, Rector of 
Combe Florey, Taun- 


ton, Somerset, and 
was born at Arreton 
Vicarage, Isle of 
Wight. 

He was educated 
privately, and was 


gazetted 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in the Royal 
Marines in August, 1914, being appointed to the 
‘Portsmouth "’ Battalion, Royal Naval Division, 
on its formation in the following month, and 
promoted Lieutenant in March, 1915. Lieu- 
tenant Hyland was killed in action in Gallipoli 
Peninsula on the 10th May, 1915, and was 
buried near Gaba Tepe.

The following account of his death at Anzac was received 
from an officer in his Battalion: ‘‘On May 10th, early 
in the morning, the Battalion was turned out, and had to 
charge up a steep slope. The whole of the ridge at the 
top was swept by rifle and machine-gun fire. John led 
his platoon up the slope, and was, I believe, the first to 
reach the top, but I was further to the left myself. When 
he got to the top he turned to encourage his men to a last 
burst, when he was hit in the back by either a rifle or 
machine-gun bullet. He was picked up by a stretcher 
party and died while being carried down to the dressirg- 
station. He was buried by the side of another officer 
who was hit while standing alongside him just before. 
A rough cross marks the place where they are buried. 

The Officer commanding the “ Portsmouth” Battalion, 
R.M.L.1., who was himself afterwards killed, wrote us 
follows to Lieutenant Hyland’s mother: ‘‘I write to 
give you my deep sympathy, and to express to you my 
own sense of personal loss, on the death of Lieutenant 
Hyland, of my Battalion, It may comfort you to know 
that ev he joined the Battalion he had been con- 
spicuous for good work, and that in consequence I had 
come to look upon him as one of the most promising and 
reliable of the younger officers. During the ve pvere 
fighting which took place on the four days before his 
death,and of which the brunt was borne by his company, 
he had shown extreme gallantry, and had come through 
scathless, cheery, and full of spirit up tothe last, enjoying 
moment of his active responsibilit I do not 
think he had an unhappy moment during the past six 
months, Which had been for him full of incident, ex- 
perience and travel in the most interesting surroundings, 
and | thank God that in the end he was spared the pro- 
longed suffering which has to be endured by many. Ishall 
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always carry with me the memory of his gallant, loyal 
and happy personality.” 

The wife of an officer under whom this officer served 
wrote: ‘Tam writing for my husband, who was severely 
wounded on the same day as yourson wasso unfortunately 
killed, and he wished me to tell you how very well he did 
commanding his platoon during a most trying three days 
in the trenches under practically incessant fire the whole 
time. My husband was always, from the time he joined 
his company, very pleased with the work your son did. 
He always showed great keenness in his w , and was a 
most promising young officer, always cheerful and bright 
and eager, and very popular with his men. One of your 
son’s last acts was to try and help my husband after he 
was wounded.”” 


A memorial window has been erected in Combe 
Florey Church to Lieutenant Hyland by his 
parents. The centre light is copied (by permis- 
sion) from ‘‘ The Great Sacrifice,’ the picture 
painted for The Graphic by James Clark, now in 
the possession of her Majesty the Queen. The 
side lights represent angels mourning at the foot, 
while above are seen angels descending with 
palms of victory. In the background are the 
rugged hills of Gallipoli, and in the foreground 
the blue Aigean Sea. A carved oak chancel 
screen has also been erected to his memory by 
his numerous friends and schoolfellows. 


SUB-LIEUTENANT (temp.) ALAN CHAD- 
WICK ILIFF, R.N.V.R., ‘‘NELSON"” 
BATTN., ROYAL NAVAL _ DIVISION, 
born on the 25th 
March, 1885, was the 
younger son of the 
late Captain Charles 
Tliff and of Mrs. Iliff, 
Park Range, Victoria 
Park, Manchester, 
and a grandson of 
the Rev. Frederick 
TW, D.D., Lhe 
Grange, Sunderland, 
He was educated at 
St. Redhill, 
Surrey, had played hockey for Hertfordshire 
and Lancashire, and was an excellent oarsman, 
being a member of the Agecroft Rowing Club, 
Manchester. He joined the Royal Naval Volun- 
teer Reserve soon after the outbreak of war in 
August, 1914, and in March, 1915, was granted 
a temporary commission as Sub-Lieutenant in 
the R.N.V.R., and appointed to the ‘‘ Benbow ”” 
Battalion, Royal Naval Division, with which 
he sailed for the Dardanelles in the following 
May. Sub-Lieutenant Tliff was subsequently 
transferred to the ‘‘ Nelson ’’ Battalion, with 
which he continued to serve up to the date of 
his death. He was wounded in action in Gal- 
lipoli Peninsula on the 20th June, 1915, and 
died of his injuries on the same day.

Ina letter signed by a number of men in the ‘* Benbow " 
Battalion it is recorded that he ‘died the death ofa brave 
mun, Who having the welfare of his men at heart, dis- 


charged his duty as brave mendo, . . . His life will bea 
cherished memory to us all, and should we fall, it will 
make death so much easier to think that such a man as 
he has lived and died.” 

A leading seaman also wrote : ‘ He died as a brave man 
and # brave ofticer should die—at the head of his men.”” 


COMMANDER ROBERT JEFFREYS, R.N., 
H.M.S. ‘*CLAN McNAUGHTON,” of Manor 
House, North 
Huish, South Brent, 
born at Fern Hill, 
Bournemouth, on the 
6th April, 1575, was 
the second son of 
John Jeffreys, Esq., 
of Canterton Manor, 
Lyndhurst, Hamp- 
shire. 

Educated by the Rev. 
A. Law Hussey, The 
Grange, Folkestone, 
he passed into H.M.S. ** Britannia ”’ sixth on 
the list in March, 1889, and in January, 1891, 
was appointed Naval Cadet to H.M.S, ‘Camper- 
down,” Flagshipin the Channel Squadron, being 
reappointed to her on his promotion to Midship- 
man in June, 1891. In May, 1892, he was sent 
to the battleship ‘‘ Nile ’’ in the Mediterranean, 
and became acting Sub-Lieutenant in December, 
1894, being confirmed in his rank in May, 1895. 
He then served for a short time in H.M.S. 
“Calypso”? and ‘“ Resolution,” and in Sep- 
tember, 1895, joined the cruiser ‘ Talbot,’ 
on the North America and West Indies Station, 
receiving his step to Lieutenant in October, 
1897. In December of the same year he was 
appointed to the cruiser ‘ Sirius,” on par- 
ticular service, being transferred to the cruiser 
‘* Prosperine ”’ in September, 1898. In January, 
1901, he was sent to H.M.S. ‘“ Excellent” at 
Portsmouth, to qualify as a gunnery officer, 
and in March, 1902, went as Gunnery Lieu- 
tenant to the “ Minerva,” in the Cruiser 
Squadron. From 1903 to 1908 he served on 
board HI.M.S. ‘ Albemarle,” Flagship of the 
Rear-Admiral in the Mediterranean, becoming 
Ist Licutenant in 1906, and in March, 1908, was 
selected for a course of instruction at the Royal 
Naval War College, Portsmouth. Promoted to 
the rank of Commander in December, 1908, he 
studied at the Military Staff College, Camberley, 
and joined I1.M.S. ‘* Venerable,’”’ in the Atlantic 
Fleet, in October, 1909. He commanded the 
torpedo-boat destroyer ‘‘ Star,” Sixth Destroyer 
Flotilla, from November, 1911, to March, 1913, 
when he was appointed Flag Commander to 
the Commander-in-Chief at Devonport. In 
August, 1914, he became Commander of the 
“Grafton,” cruiser, and in the following 
November was finally appointed to the com- 
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missioned merchant vessel ‘‘ Clan McNaughton.” 
He went down with this ship when she was 
lost with all hands on or about the 3rd Feb- 
ruary, 1915, while on patrol duty in the North 
Atlantic. 

Commander Jeffreys, who was a member of 
the Naval and Military Club, married in June, 
1908, Dorothy May, daughter of Colonel and 
the Honble. Mrs. Willoughby Verner, and left 
three children, Dorothy Anne, born in July, 
1909 ; Robert David, born in August, 1912; 
and Robert Rudolf Verner, born in April, 
1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (temp.) PHILIP LLOYD 
LAWLESS JERMAIN, ROYAL MARINES, 
‘*‘PORTSMOUTH” BATTN., ROYAL 
NAVAL DIVISION, born at Beachlands, Wal- 
mer, Kent, on the 9th August, 1891, was the 
third surviving son of the late Captain Jermain, 
R.N., and of Mrs. Jermain, of Lynwood, Cleve- 
land Road, Torquay. His two brothers, Lieu- 
tenant-Commanders Robert L. and Harry B. 
Jermain, both saw active service with the Grand 
Fieet during the Great War. 

He was educated at Felsted and at the United 
Service College, Windsor, and on leaving school 
went out to Ceylon as a tea planter. Being an 
enthusiastic naturalist and lover of animals, 
he found the open-air life in the tropics most 
congenial, but on the outbreak of war in 
August, 1914, at once returned to England, and 
in February, 1915, obtained a temporary com- 
mission as 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Marines. 
After a short course of training at Forton 
Barracks, Gosport, Mr. Jermain was appointed 
to the ‘“‘ Portsmouth ”’ Battalion, Royal Naval 
Division, with which he proceeded to Gallipoli 
Peninsula. On the 23rd June, 1915, he led an 
assaulting party, which captured a Turkish 
trench, but the position was rendered untenable 
by enemy bombs, and 2nd Lieutenant Jermain, 
who was reported missing after the attack, is 
believed to have fallen at the head of his men 
on that date. His Company Commander wrote 
of him as a ‘splendid lad, very keen and 
capable, and most popular with his men.” 
LIEUTENANT EpGaR CEcIL JOEL, R.N.R., 
H.M.S. ‘‘ Chan McNavucnton,”’ died, 3rd Feb- 
ruary, 1915.

Harrison & Co., of Liverpool, and in 1913 passed 
his examination for second mate, having entered 
the Royal Naval Reserve as a probationary 
Midshipman in January of that year. Whenwar 
broke out in August, 1914, Mr. Cullimore was 
serving as second officer in the s.s. ‘‘ Kermack,”’ 
then at Calcutta on Government service, and 
in the following December was appointed Mid- 
shipman to the commissioned merchant vessel

He 
is buried at Basra in the Christian Cemetery. «+ + I 
caused the Union Jack which had covered his body at the 
funeral to be hoisted over Kurna when we captured the 
place, and there it flics as an honour to a brave officer.’” 
The Commander of the “ Ocean ” wrote: “ During his 
period of service in this ship he made many friends and 
was universally popular. He was a cheerful messmate 
and a zealous and able officer, and will be much missed 
by all.” 

‘A brother officer wrote : ‘ He was one of the cheeriest 
and keenest officers I have ever met, always ready for 
any job of work that might come along, and well to the 
fore when there was any fighting to be done. 
Lieutenant-Commander Elkes was an expert 
swimmer and diver, and had received the 
medal of the Liverpool Shipwreck and Humane 
Society for saving life in the Mersey in 1889.

He came to England from New “Zealand 
immediately after the outbreak of war in 
August, 1914, and received a temporary com- 
mission as Sub-Lieutenant in the Royal Naval 
Volunteer Reserve in the following month. 
Ile was subsequently appointed to the ‘ Col- 
lingwood ”’ Battalion, Royal Naval Division, 
with which he proceeded to the Dardanelles, 
and was shot while leading his men into action 
in Gallipoli Peninsula on the 6th June, 1915. 
Sub-Lieutenant Freyberg was an enthusiastic 
yachtsman, a fine shot and a bold horseman. 


SUB - LIEUTENANT (acting) ERNEST 
GEORGE FRYER, R.N.R., H.M.S. ‘*VEN- 
GEANCE,”’ born at 
Writtle, Chelmsford, 
on the 20th January, 
1887, was a son of the 
late Robert Edward 
Fryer, of Bristol, and 
of Mrs. M. R. 
Paczensky, Abberton 
Glebe, near  Col- 
chester. 

He was educated at 
St. James’s Collegiate 
School, Jersey, and 
entered the Mercantile Marine, being fer six 
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years in the service of the P. and O. Steam Navi- 
gation Company. He joined the Royal Naval 
Reserve as probationary Midshipman in July, 
1905, was confirmed in this rank in January, 
1908, and promoted to acting Sub-Lieutenant 
in June, 1912. In August, 1914, Mr. Fryer was 
called up for active service and appointed to 
II.M.S. ‘‘ Triumph,” on the China Station ; in 
the following month he was transferred to the 
Destroyer ‘‘ Jed,” and in February, 1915, was 
finally appointed to the battleship ‘ Ven- 
geance.” On the 12th June, 1915, Sub-Lieu- 
tenant Fryer was sent with other officers and 
men to blow up a rock at the entrance to an 
island harbour off the coast of Asia Minor, and 
died three days later on board the ‘‘ Vengeance ” 
as a result of injuries received during this 
operation; he was buried off the coast of 
Mitylene. 

The Chaplain of his ship wrote: ‘* He was such a lovable, 
kindly, courteous lad— always so urbane, unruffled and 
ready to do anyone a kindly turn, And he was so plucky 
and self-sacrificing in the most faithful and punctilious 
discharge of his duties when we were in action—always 
soing about regardless of all risks, no matter how hot the 
enemy's fire on us was, tosee that what he was responsible 
for was faithfully seen to, . . . and then when he had to 
go up the Dardanelles at night in an open picket boat, 
sweeping for Turkish mines, marked out by their search- 
lights and simply rained on by shells, it was just the same 
—the duty quietly and efficiently done with no fear, no 
trace of boasting, no shirking of risks. He has given his 
life for his country, and no one can do a greater thing 
than that.’” 

Another Chaplain wrote: ‘‘ Your son swam about for 
some time, helping the others, and it was only discovered 
when he had eventually helped his friends into another 
boat, that he himself was badly injured, He was very 


anxious about the other sufferers, but gave his own case 
no thought.””

He was educated at 
Framlingham — Col- 
lege, Suffolk, and 
afterwards went into 
business in London. 
On the outbreak of 
war in August, 1914, he volunteered for active 
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service, and in the following October obtained a 
temporary commission as Sub-Lieutenant in the 
Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve, being attached 
to the London Division. Mr. Garnham was sub- 
sequently appointed to the ‘ Nelson’? Batta- 
lion of the Royal Naval Division, being pro- 
moted to temporary Lieutenant in December, 
1914, and proceeded with his Battalion to the 
Dardanelles early in 1915. He was killed 
instantaneously by machine-gun fire, on the 
3rd May, 1915, and was buried in Gallipoli 
Peninsula. Lieutenant-Colonel FE, G. Evelegh, 
R.M., commanding the ‘ Nelson”’ Battalion, 
who was himself afterwards killed in action, 
wrote of Lieutenant Garnham: ‘* He was an 
excellent officer, full of zeal, and only too 
anxious to learn and make himself efficient.” 


Two men wrote of Lieutenant Garnham: ‘‘ He was a 
fine man; every inch of him was good. We would 
follow him anywhere—and we did, too! He was our 
favourite officer. A better fellow than Garnham never 
breathed. He was thought the world of by B Coy.” 


Lieutenant Garnham married Edith, daughter 
of John Masham, and left three children, Percy 
Cyril Claude, born in January, 1901; Hilda 
Mary, born in August, 1902 ; and Eileen, born 
in March, 1907. 


LIEUTENANT (act.) CHARLES STANLEY 
GARNSWORTHY, R.N.R., H.M.S. ‘‘CLAN 
McNAUGHTON ,”’ 
born in 1888, was 
the only son of the 
late Captain Garns- 
worthy, of the Mer- 
cantile Marine, and 
of Mrs. Garnsworthy, 
of Salisbury House, 
Topsham, Devon- 
shire. 

He served about nine 
years in the Mercan- 
tile Marine, gaining 
his master’s certificate at an unusually early 
age, but on returning to England from a voyage 
in December, 1914, he obtained a commission 
as Sub-Lieutenant in the Royal Naval Reserve 
and wasappointed to the armed merchant cruiser 
“Clan McNaughton,”’ being subsequently pro- 
moted to acting Lieutenant.

SUB-LIEUTENANT WILFRED VALEN- 
TINE GILBERT, R.N.V.R., ‘*‘NELSON” 
BATTN., ROYAL NAVAL DIVISION, born at 
Abergwynant, Dol- 
gelly, NorthWales, on 
the 2nd March, 1884, 
was the third son of 
the late John Brettell 
Gilbert, of Longfleet 
House, Poole, Dorset. 
He was educated at 


Eastman’s Naval 
Academy, and on 
leaving school be- 


came a member of 
the staff of the Rio 
Tinto Company in Spain, where he remained 
for eight years. On the outbreak of war in 
August, 1914, Mr. Gilbert immediately re- 
turned to England and applied for a commis- 
sion in the Royal Naval Division, to which he 
was appointed as Sub-Lieutenant. Having ac- 
companied his Battalion to Gallipoli early in 
1915, he was with the first party to land on the 
Peninsula, and was wounded four times whilst 
carrying ammunition to the firing line. On the 
4th of June, 1915, the ‘ Nelson” Battalion 
went to the support of the Lancashire Division, 
and found itself exposed to an enfilade fire ; 
they got between the Turks and the right of the 
Lancashire Division, and dug themselves in 
under fire on a front of about 500 yards, and it 
was while superintending work in the firing 
line on this occasion that Sub-Lieutenant 
Gilbert was shot through the head and killed 
instantly. He was buried in Gallipoli, and his 
Commanding Officer wrote of him and his 
brother, Lieutenant R. E. Gilbert, who had 
previously been severely wounded :— 


“ The loss of these two good offic! was a severe blow to 
the Battalion. I always said ‘ W * had a charmed life. 
He was wounded thro} the nose on the 3rd May; on 
the 1st June he had a very narrow escape, a large shell 
bursting within a few yards of him, but I am glad to say 
he was unhurt. On the morning of the 4th June he was 
shot through the head whilst superintending some work 
inthe firingline. His death was almost instantaneous.” 
Sub-Lieutenant Gilbert was a keen player of 
all games, especially tennis, hockey and foot- 
ball, and had founded clubs for the two former 
at Huelva, Spain. He was also very fond of 
painting, and had exhibited several of his 
pictures in that country.

He was educated 
at the Church Insti- 
tute, Bolton, and at 
Rivington Grammar 
School, and subsequently entered the Mercantile 
Marine ; before the outbreak of the Great War he 
had served for three years with the Indra Line, 
and was a member of the Imperial Merchant 
Service Guild. In August, 1914, Mr. Griffiths 
joined the Royal Naval Reserve as a proba- 
tionary Midshipman, and after serving for a 
short time in H.M.S. ‘‘ Albion’ was appointed 
in January, 1915, to the battleship ‘‘ Triumph.” 
He died on the 6th March, 1915, of wounds 
received on board this ship at the bombardment 
of Smyrna, and was buried at sea. 
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LIEUTENANT CHARLES STUART GRIN-

Lieutenant Grinling was killed in action in the 
Gallipoli Peninsula on the 3rd May, 1915, and 
a brother officer supplies the following par- 
ticulars with regard to his death :— 


“The Battalion had been in Gallipoli a few days, They 
had been relieved, and were digging reserve trenches for 
themaeclyes, when there was a sudden order to prolong 
the firing line. They had to attack up a steep slope ; an 
open and fire-swept piece of ground was reached, and 
Licutenant Grinling’s Company Commander was 
wounded. Lieutenant Grinling was then left in charge of 
the company, which he advanced platoon by platoon, 
taking one forward and coming back for another, until he 
himself was killed.”

He was educated at 
Portsmouth School 
Navy Class, and at 
Blackheath School, 
proceeding to the _| 
Naval College, Green- 7 
wich, in 1893, after being placed fifth in order of 
merit on the Sandhurst list. InSeptember, 1894, 
Mr. Grover received his commission as 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in the Royal Marines, becoming Lieu- 
tenant in July, 1895, from 1896 to 1897 served on 
board H.M.S. “ Cambridge,” proceeding to Hong- 
kong early in 1898 to join H.M.S. ‘‘ Tamar.” 
He afterwards joined the ‘“‘ Victorious ’”’ at the 
China Station, where he remained until 1900, 
and in that year he received a Musketry appoint- 
ment at the Deal Depdt; in April he was sent 
to the Mediterranean Station, and served in 
turn on board H.M.S. ‘‘ Hood” and H.M.S. 
‘‘ Formidable”? until September, 1904. In 
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December, 1904, he was chosen for the new 
appointment of Naval Intelligence Officer at 
Singapore, acted in that capacity during the 
Russo-Japanese War; he also served as extra 
A.D.C. to the Governor of the Straits Settle- 
ments.

In 
December of the following year he received his 
step to Lieutenant and was transferred to the 
Mersey,” coast-guard ship, Harwich; from 
1903 to 1905 he did duty in H.M.S., ‘“‘ Skipjack,”’ 
and H.M.S. ‘ Tartar,’’ South Atlantic Squadron, 
and in the latter year was appointed navigating 
Lieutenant to H.M.S. ‘ Harrier,’ torpedo 
gunboat, Scotch Fisheries.

In September, 1910, he was appointed 
Navigating Lieutenant of the steam repair ship 
“Cyclops,’’ and joined H.M.S. ‘‘ Formidable ’”’ 
as Ist and Navigating Lieutenant in June, 1912. 
In the following year he was promoted to the 
rank of Lieutenant-Commander, with seniority 
December 31st, 1910. Lieutenant-Commander 
Harrison was killed in action on the Ist January, 
1915, when his ship was sunk by an enemy 
torpedo in the English Channel, being last seen 
at his post on the bridge with Captain Loxley. 
A brother officer wrote: ‘I was on the bridge several 
times, and he was splendidly calm and plucky. When I 
last saw him was a few minutes before she capsized, and 
he was looking round for a piece of wood to assist him, as 
it was obvious she would be going soon. . . . I do not 
think any example as fine as his and the Captain's can 
fail to be an aid to the Service they both honoured. . . . 
He was awfully popular with all of us, as indeed he was 
everywhere, and both the Service and his friends have 
suffered an incalculable loss.” 

Another officer of the ‘ Formidable" wrote: ‘ His 
death was so typical of his existence—devoid of panic, 


att s anexample to others "’; and 
He, after the ship was struck 


culmly smoking ac’ 
a Midshipman wrote 


stayed on the bridge and tried to keep her head to sea, 
which undoubtedly kept her afloat longer than if she had 
Kot broadside on to sea, So I fear that when the ship 
rolled over he was not able to scramble down the sides 
of the bridge... . He was very guod to us midshipmen.”” 


Lieutenant-Commander Harrison was a fine 
all-round athlete, and especially good at running 
and swimming. He played football for the 
United Services at Portsmouth, and won the 
Commander-in-Chief’s silver cup for boat- 
sailing at Portland in 1911. He also held the 
Royal Humane Society’s bronze medal and 
certificate for trying to save the life of a drown- 
ing sailor in Cork Harbour in 1904. 

IIe married Lilian, daughter of Dr. T. J. 
Browne, of the Local Government Board 
Dublin, and left one daughter, Lilian Doreen, 
born in August, 1907.

Herford, Rector of 
Christ Church, 
Trinity, Leith, from 
1888, and formerly 
Vicar of St. James’, 
Gatley. 

He entered George 
Watson’s College, 
Edinburgh, in October, 1892, and left in July, 


19 
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1899, having been elected to the foundation of 
Fettes College as the result of a competitive 
examination. He graduated with honours in 
Classics at Edinburgh University in March, 1899, 
and while there played for the University Ist 
XI., and was a member of the Wanderers’ Foot- 
ballClub. On leaving the University Mr. Herford 
chose the profession of a schoolmaster and for 
three years was on the staff of Warriston School, 
Moffat. From 1912 to 1914 he was the chief 
Classical Master at Clifton Bank School, St. 
Andrews, Fife, and at both these schools he was 
highly esteemed by his colleagues and beloved 
by all his pupils. 

The Head Boy at Clifton Bank wrote of him: ‘* During 
the two years he was here he entered enthusiastically 
into everything connected with the school, No labour 
was too great, no time was too long, for him to spend on 
behalf of the boys. On the field he was everywhere, 
helping the small boys, coaching the bigger ones, and in 
the classroom he was ever ready with his aid. No ono 
who went to him for help in any subject was ever dis- 
appointed.” 

And the Headmaster has said that “ his great gencrous- 
mess was very remarkable. He was always generous 


of his time and of the best efforts on behalf of the 
school." 


Like his brother, Captain G. M. I. Herford, he 
was good at all out-door sports, cricket, foot- 
ball, hockey and golf. 

On 30th September, 1914, Mr. Herford was 
gazetted temporary 2nd Lieutenant, Royal 
Marines, and appointed to the ‘‘ Chatham” 
Battn., Royal Naval Division. He received 
his promotion to Lieutenant on the 30th 
January, 1915, and left England with his 
Battalion early in February as part of the 
Mediterranean Expeditionary Force, landing 
on the 28th April at Gaba Tepe, in Gallipoli 
Peninsula, to reinforce the Australian and New 
Zealand Contingents. The Marines took up 
their position as ordered at daybreak the 
following morning, Lieutenant Herford being 
in charge of the 3rd Platoon, A Company, in an 
isolated trench which was enfiladed at certain 
points. He went from one part of the trench 
to the other and was shot by a sniper through 
the chest about 4 p.m. He was bandaged in 
the trench, and remained there without uttering 
@ groan until 9.30 p.m., as there were no com- 
munication trenches and the ground in the rear 
was being swept by fire. He was then sent down 
to the Field Ambulance Clearing Station, and 
during his last hours was ministered to by 
Archdeacon R. H. Richards, who testified how 
cheerfully and bravely he met his fate. He died 
on lst May and was buried in the cemetery at 
Anzac Cove. 


The Brigadier-General, who was in command of the 
“Chatham" Battalion, wrote to Licutenant Herford’s 
father: ‘* The death of your gallant son was very much 
regretted by us all, both officers and men. He was very 
popular with us all and was a most promising young 
soldier. He was always very keen at his work, and I had 
once selected him for the important administrative duty 
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December, 1904, he was chosen for the new 
appointment of Naval Intelligence Officer at 
Singapore, acted in that capacity during the 
Russo-Japanese War; he also served as extra 
A.D.C, to the Governor of the Straits Settle- 
ments. These appointments terminated in 
1907, and in the following year he joined 
H.M.S. “ Bulwark”? and in October, 1912, 
H.M.S. ‘* Collingwood.”

LIEUTENANT (temp.) BERNARD HENRY 


HERFORD, ROYAL MARINES, ‘CHAT-

and youngest son of 
the Rev. Percy M. 
Herford, Rector of 
Christ Church, 
Trinity, Leith, from 
1888, and formerly

He entered George 
Watson’s College, 
Edinburgh, in October, 1892, and left in July, 
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1899, having been elected to the foundation of 
Fettes College as the result of a competitive 
examination. He graduated with honours in 
Classics at Edinburgh University in March, 1899, 
and while there played for the University Ist 
XI., and was a member of the Wanderers’ Foot- 
ballClub. On leaving the University Mr. Herford 
chose the profession of a schoolmaster and for 
three years was on the staff of Warriston School, 
Moffat. From 1912 to 1914 he was the chief 
Classical Master at Clifton Bank School, St. 
Andrews, Fife, and at both these schools he was 
highly esteemed by his colleagues and beloved 
by all his pupils. 

The Head Boy at Clifton Bank wrote of him: ‘ During 
the two years he was here he entered enthusiastically 
into everything connected with the school. No labour 
Was too great, no time was too long, for him to spend on 
behalf of the boys. On the ficld he was everywhere, 
helping the small boys, coaching the bigger ones, and in 
the classroom he was ever ready with his aid. No ono 
who went to him for help in any subject was ever dis- 
appointed.”’ 

And the Headmaster has said that “ his great generous- 
ness was very remarkable. He was always generous 


of his time and of the best efforts on behalf of the 
school.”” 


Like his brother, Captain G. M. I. Herford, he 
was good at all out-door sports, cricket, foot- 
ball, hockey and golf. 

On 30th September, 1914, Mr. Herford was 
gazetted temporary 2nd Lieutenant, Royal 
Marines, and appointed to the ‘‘ Chatham” 
Battn., Royal Naval Division. He received 
his promotion to Lieutenant on the 30th 
January, 1915, and left England with his 
Battalion early in February as part of the 
Mediterranean Expeditionary Force, landing 
on the 28th April at Gaba Tepe, in Gallipoli 
Peninsula, to reinforce the Australian and New 
Zealand Contingents. The Marines took up 
their position as ordered at daybreak the 
following morning, Lieutenant Herford being 
in charge of the 3rd Platoon, A Company, in an 
isolated trench which was enfiladed at certain 
points. He went from one part of the trench 
to the other and was shot by a sniper through 
the chest about 4 p.m. He was bandaged in 
the trench, and remained there without uttering 
@ groan until 9.30 p.m., as there were no com- 
munication trenches and the ground in the rear 
was being swept by fire. He was then sent down 
to the Field Ambulance Clearing Station, and 
during his last hours was ministered to by 
Archdeacon R. H. Richards, who testified how 
cheerfully and bravely he met his fate. He died 
on Ist May and was buried in the cemetery at 
Anzac Cove. 


The Brigadier-General, who was in command of the 
“ Chatham" Battalion, wrote to Licutenant Herford’s 
father: ‘* The death of your gallant son was very much 
regretted by us all, both officers and men. He was very 
popular with us all and was a most promising young 
soldier. Ho was always very keen at his work, and I had 
once selected him for the important administrative duty 
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of finding and arranging for the billets of the whole 
Battalion in villages near Blandford.” 

A Sergeant wrote: ‘*I am writing on behalf of No. 3 
Platoon to express the respect and sympathy we feel in 
hearing of our leader’s death. We cannot yet realise 
our loss. He was personally acquainted with us all, and 
he was in every respect a soldier and a man, I was 
speaking to him a few minutes before he fell, and his last 
words were— Are the men getting enough to eat and 
drink?’ Although we have got another leader, yet we 
shall never forget our first one. I am sure he died as we 
would all wish to do, in the firing line. . . . The Marines 
have lost two of their best officers, both morally and 
physically.”

He was educated at 
Felsted School, from 
which he entered 
H.M.S. “ Britannia,” 
and in September, 
1905, was appointed 
Midshipman to the 
cruiser ‘‘ Powerful,’ Flagship on the Australian 
Station. In January, 1908, he joined the 
battleship ‘‘ New Zealand,’ in the Channel 
Fleet, became acting Sub-Lieutenant in Feb- 
ruary, 1909, and in the following May 
was appointed Sub-Lieutenant to the cruiser 
“ Natal,’ in the Home Fleet. Mr. Hill after- 
wards served in the torpedo-boat destroyer 
“* Pincher ”’? (September, 1910), was promoted 
Lieutenant in May, 1911, and in October of the 
same year joined the cruiser ‘‘ Philomel,”’ in the 
East Indies; while doing duty in the latter 
ship he saw much active service in the Persian 
Gulf, for which he was awarded the medal and 
clasp. In September, 1914, Lieutenant Hill 
was finally appointed to H.M.S. ‘‘ Formidable,” 
and lost his life on the Ist January, 1915, when 
this ship was torpedoed by a German submarine 


in the English Channel. 

The following letter from the Secretary of the Admiralty 
was received by Lieutenant Hill’s father with reference 
to his death : ‘* Iam commanded by My Lords Commis- 
sioners of the Admiralty to forward the enclosed extract 
from a report which they have received from Lieutenant 
J. C. J. Soutter, R.N., the Senior Executive Officer 
among the survivors of H.M.S. ‘ Formidable,’ drawing 
attention to the good services rendered by your son, the 
late Lieutenant Edmund A. Hill, R.N., on the occasion 
of the sinking of that ship. My Lords feel that you will 
be gratified to learn that, had your son survived, an 
expression of their appreciation of his conduct would 
have been conveyed to him.” 

The report referred to read as follows: ‘* Lieutenant 
Edmund A. Hill was also indefatigable in the performance 
of the various duties he undertook, and his cheery manner 
had a marked effect on those with whom he working." 
A brother officer wrote: ‘ On two occasions he was of 
the greatest assistance in collecting men and bringing 
them along at the right moment. First, when we were 
getting out the target raft, and secondly, when we were 
hoisting out the galley. He was absolutely cheery and 
unconcerned the whole time, and did magnificently. I 
did not see what happened to him at the end, but the 
ship went very suddenly at the last, although she had 
been afloat nearly two hours, and I fear he may have been 
sucked down or failed to get clearintime. Ido not think 
he would have suffered much. . . . Your son was most 
popular with all of us and with the men, who always 
worked splendidly, and his keenness for his job I haye 
often heard the Commander comment on.” 

Another officer wrote; ‘* He was a fine, clean and very 
keen officer—vyery good-natured and always willing to 
join in games. It so happened that we did not see each 
other after |we were struck, though we had always 
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chattingly said we should give cach other mutual support. 
However, * Marcus,’ as I called him, was game to the last 
and a gallant ofticer—he did his work to the last and 
completed the picture of heroism of the Captain, as one 
expected of him, It was ghastly, but at the same time 
sublime, and you may be proud of your son as one of those 
who helped to mike history and tradition.”

R.N.V.R., “HAWKE ” 
NAVAL DIVISION, 
was the younger son 
and pupil of the late 
John Nixon Hors- 
field, Architect, 
Kingston-on- 
Thames, where he 
was born on the 12th 
March, 1883. 
He was educated at 
the City of London 
School from 1895 
to 1899, and began 
his professional 
training in the Architectural School, King’s 
College. Upon the termination of his articles 
he travelled in Italy, France and Belgium, 
worked as assistant in his father’s office, and 
spent some time in the United States in the 
offices of some of the leading architects of New 
York. On his return to England he entered 
into partnership with his father, and after the 
latter’s death in 1907 carried on the practice 
with his brother. Having passed his final 
examination in 1908, he went a few years later 
for a course of study at the Ecole des Beaux 
Arts in Paris, working there in the Atelier 
Duquesne, rue Mazarine. He had at this time 
already been elected an Associate of the Royal 
Institute of British Architects, and a Fellow of 
the Surveyors’ Institute. 
Mr. Horsfield joined the R.N.V.R. in September, 
1914, as a seaman, and received his commission 
in December of that year, being promoted to 
the rank of Lieutenant in February, 1915. He 
was killed at Gallipoli Peninsula on the 19th 
June, 1915, during the taking of a Turkish 
trench, and was buried in West Beach Cemetery, 
Lancashire Landing. A wooden cross was 
erected over the grave by his comrades. 


The following is an extract from an article published in 
the R.LB.A. Journal, 31st July, 1915: ‘* Licutenant J. 
Nixon Horsfield succumbed to wounds received while 
leading his men to the assault during the operations in 


of 
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Gallipoli. His Commanding Officer gives the following 
details of the affair in a letter to Mrs, Horsfield ; * Your 
husband died most gallantly ; words cannot express the 
admiration we all feel for his conduct. On the night of 
the 18th June we were advised to take a Turkish trench. 
Tho first assault was unsuccessful, but the second, at 
2.30 a.m. on the 19th, which was led by your husband, 
was successful and the trench was carried. Your hus- 
band was wounded in the assault—badly wounded in 
three places, in the arm, back and chest ; yet in spite of 
his wounds he went on into the trench and lay there, 
unable to move, encourazing his men the whole time. 
How he did it for four hours we cannot imagine, It was 
splendid. He got out of the trench at 7 a.m, and I 
cannot think how he managed to do so—but did not leave 
the spot until his company was relieved. We got him 
on toa stretcher and carried him to the Ficld Ambulance 
Hospital, but I deeply regret to say he died the same 
evening.’ ’” 

Lieutenant Horsfield married on the 23rd 
November, 1912, Isobel, daughter of Charles 
Godde Lush, Mining Engineer. He was a keen 
rowing man, and a member of the Minima Club, 
Kingston, and also of the Kingston Rowing 


Club, for which he rowed three times at Henley.

LIEUTENANT (act.) EDMUND WILLIAM 
ALFRED HUMPHREY, R.N.R., H.M.S. 
‘«* FORMIDABLE ,”’ 
born at Boughton- 
under-Blean, Kent, 
on the llth July, 
1880, was the eldest 
son of Edmund Hum. 
phrey, St. Saviour’s, 
Elm Grove, West- 
gate-on-Sea. 

He was educated at 
Wreight’s School, 
Faversham, and at 
the Margate School of 
Art, and entered the Mercantile Marine in 1895, 
being apprenticed to the Shaw, Savilland Albion 
Shipping Company. He gained his first know- 
ledge of seamanship in sailing vessels, obtained 
his master’s certificate, and afterwards served 
with the Royal Mail Steam Packet Company, 
becoming Second Officer. In 1898 Mr. Hum- 
phrey joined the Royal Naval Reserve as 
Midshipman, and underwent. his annual train- 
ing in HI.M.S. ‘‘ President,” being promoted to 
acting Sub-Lieutenant in September, 1904, and 
subsequently confirmed in this rank. In Sep- 
tember, 1913, he went to the ‘ Vivid’ for a 
short course in gunnery, and afterwards to 
the ‘ Defiance”? for torpedo work, where 
he obtained a first-class certificate. In January, 
1914, he was appointed acting Lieutenant 
to I.M.S. ‘ Formidable,’’ and lost his life 
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on the ist January, 1915, when his ship was 
torpedoed by an enemy submarine in the 
English Channel. A brother officer who sur- 
vived wrote: ‘‘ Humphrey was popular with 
his shipmates, and is certain to have done 
his duty to the end.” 

Lieutenant Humphrey married Annie McIlwrick 
Neilson, daughter of James Neilson Sproul, 
and left one daughter, Joan, born in July, 
1915. 


LIEUTENANT JOHN EDWARD HYLAND, 
ROYAL MARINE LIGHT INFANTRY, 
“PORTSMOUTH” (10th) BATTN., ROYAL 
= NAVAL DIVISION, 

5 was the elder son 

of the Rev. J. Black 
Hyland, Rector of 
Combe Florey, Taun- 
ton, Somerset, and 
was born at Arreton 


Vicarage, Isle of 
Wight. 

He was educated 
privately, and was 


gazetted 2nd Lieu- 
tenant in the Royal 
Marines in August, 1914, being appointed to the 
“Portsmouth” Battalion, Royal Naval Division, 
on its formation in the following month, and 
promoted Lieutenant in March, 1915. Lieu- 
tenant Hyland was killed in action in Gallipoli 
Peninsula on the 10th May, 1915, and was 
buried near Gaba Tepe. 


The following account of his death at Anzac was received 
from an officer in his Battalion: ‘*On May 10th, early 
in the morning, the Battalion was turned out, and had to 
charge up a steep slope. The whole of the ridge at the 
top was swept by rifle and machine-gun fire, John led 
his platoon up the slope, and was, I believe, the first to 
reach the top, but I was further to the left myself. When 
he got to the top he turned to encourage his men to a last 
burst, when he was hit in the back by either a rifle or 
machine-gun bullet. He was picked up by a stretcher 
party and died while being carried down to the dressirg- 
station. He was buried by the side of another officer 
who was hit while standing alongside him just before. 
A rough cross marks the place where they are buriec 
The Officer commanding the “ Portsmouth” Battalion, 
R.M.L.I., who was himself afterwards killed, wrote a8 
follows to Lieutenant Hyland’s mothe: “T write to 
give you my deep sympathy, and to express to you my 
own sense of personal loss, on the death of Lieutenant 
Hyland, of my Battalion, It may comfort you to know 
that ever since he joined the Battalion he bad been con- 
spicuous for good work, and that in consequence T had 
come to look upon him as one of the most promising and 
reliable of the younger offic During the very severe 
fighting which took place on the four days before his 
death, and of which the brunt was borne by his company, 
he had shown extreme gallantry. and had come through 
scathless, cheery, and full of spirit up to the last, enjoying 
every moment of his active responsibilit I do not 
think he had an unhappy moment during the past six 
months, which had been for him full of incident, ex- 
perience and travel in the most interesting surroundings, 
and [ thank God that in the end he was spared the pro- 
longed suffering which has to be endured by many. Ishall 
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always carry with me the memory of his gallant, loyal 
and happy personality." 

‘The wife of an officer under whom this officer served 
wrote: ‘* Lam writing for my husband, who was severely 
wounded on the same day as yourson was so unfortunately 
killed, and he wished me to tell you how very well he did 
commanding his platoon during a most trying three days 
in the trenches under practically incessant fire the whole 
time. My husband was always, from the time he joined 
his company, very pleased withthe work your son did. 
He always showed great keennc¢ss in his work, and was a 
most promising young offi always cheerful and bright 
and eager, and very popular with his men. One of your 
son’s last acts was to try and help my husband after he 
was wounded.”” 


A memorial window has been erected in Combe 
Florey Church to Lieutenant Hyland by his 
parents. The centre light is copied (by permis- 
sion) from ‘‘ The Great Sacrifice,’ the picture 
painted for The Graphic by James Clark, now in 
the possession of her Majesty the Queen. The 
side lights represent angels mourning at the foot, 
while above are seen angels descending with 
palms of victory. In the background are the 
rugged hills of Gallipoli, and in the foreground 
the blue ASgean Sea. A carved oak chancel 
screen has also been erected to his memory by 
his numerous friends and schoolfellows. 


SUB-LIEUTENANT (temp.) ALAN CHAD- 
WICK ILIFF, R.N.V.R., “NELSON” 
BATTN., ROYAL NAVAL DIVISION, 
born on the 25th 
March, 1885, was the 
of the 


younger son 
late Captain Charles 
Tliff and of Mrs. Iliff, 
Park Range, Victoria 
Park, Manchester, 
and a grandson of 
the Rev. Frederick 
Tif, D.D., The 
Grange, Sunderland. 
He was educated at 
St. Anne’s, Redhill, 
Surrey, had played hockey for Hertfordshire 
and Lancashire, and was an excellent oarsman, 
being a member of the Agecroft Rowing Club, 
Manchester. He joined the Royal Naval Volun- 
teer Reserve soon after the outbreak of war in 
August, 1914, and in March, 1915, was granted 
a temporary commission as Sub-Lieutenant in 
the R.N.V.R., and appointed to the ‘‘ Benbow ”” 
Battalion, Royal Naval Division, with which 
he sailed for the Dardanelles in the following 
May. Sub-Lieutenant Tliff was subsequently 
transferred to the ‘‘ Nelson” Battalion, with 
which he continued to serve up to the date of 
his death. He was wounded in action in Gal- 
lipoli Peninsula on the 20th June, 1915, and 
died of his injuries on the same day. 
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In a letter signed by a number of men in the ‘* Benbow os 
Battulion it is recorded that he ‘died the death ofa brave 
man, who having the welfare of his men at heart, dis- 


charged his duty as brave mendo, . . . His life will bea 
cherished memory to us all, and should we fall, it will 
make death so much easier to think that such a man as 
he has lived and died.” 

A leading seaman also wrote : ‘ He died as a brave man 
and a brave otticer should die—at the head of his men.” 


COMMANDER ROBERT JEFFREYS, R.N., 
H.M.S. ‘CLAN McNAUGHTON,” of Manor 
Ifouse, North 
Huish, South Brent, 
born at Fern Hill, 
Bournemouth, on the 
6th April, 1875, was 
the second son of 
John Jeffreys, Esq., 
of Canterton Manor, 
Lyndhurst, Hamp- 
shire. 

Educated by the Rev. 
A. Law Hussey, The 
Grange, Folkestone, 
he passed into H.M.S. ** Britannia ”’ sixth on 
the list in March, 1889, and in January, 1891, 
was appointed Naval Cadet to H.M.S. ‘‘Camper- 
down,” Flagshipin the Channel Squadron, being 
reappointed to her on his promotion to Midship- 
man in June, 1891. In May, 1892, he was sent 
to the battleship ‘‘ Nile’ in the Mediterranean, 
and became acting Sub-Lieutenant in December, 
1894, being confirmed in his rank in May, 1895. 
He then served for a short time in H.M.S. 
“Calypso”? and ‘ Resolution,” and in Sep- 
tember, 1895, joined the cruiser ‘ Talbot,” 
on the North America and West Indies Station, 
receiving his step to Lieutenant in October, 
1397. In December of the same year he was 
appointed to the cruiser “ Sirius,’ on par- 
ticular service, being transferred to the cruiser 
“* Prosperine ”’ in September, 1898. In January, 
1901, he was sent to H.M.S. ‘‘ Excellent” at 
Portsmouth, to qualify as a gunnery officer, 
and in March, 1902, went as Gunnery Lieu- 
tenant to the ‘ Minerva,” in the Cruiser 
Squadron. From 1903 to 1908 he served on 
board H.M.S. ‘ Albemarle,’ Flagship of the 
Rear-Admiral in the Mediterranean, becoming 
Ist Lieutenant in 1906, and in March, 1908, was 
selected for a course of instruction at the Royal 
Naval War College, Portsmouth. Promoted to 
the rank of Commander in December, 1908, he 
studied at the Military Staff College, Camberley, 
and joined H.M.S. “ Venerable,” in the Atlantic 
Fleet, in October, 1909. He commanded the 
torpedo-boat destroyer ‘‘ Star,” Sixth Destroyer 
Flotilla, from November, 1911, to March, 1913, 
when he was appointed Flag Commander to 
the Commander-in-Chief at Devonport. In 
August, 1914, he became Commander of the 
“Grafton,” cruiser, and in the following 
November was finally appointed to the com- 
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missioned merchant vessel ‘‘ Clan McNaughton.” 
He went down with this ship when she was 
lost with all hands on or about the 3rd Feb- 
ruary, 1915, while on patrol duty in the North 
Atlantic. 

Commander Jeffreys, who was a member of 
the Naval and Military Club, married in June, 
1908, Dorothy May, daughter of Colonel and 
the Honble. Mrs. Willoughby Verner, and left 
three children, Dorothy Anne, born in July, 
1909 ; Robert David, born in August, 1912; 
and Robert Rudolf Verner, born in April, 
1915. 


2nd LIEUTENANT (temp.) PHILIP LLOYD 
LAWLESS JERMAIN, ROYAL MARINES, 
‘“PORTSMOUTH” BATTN., ROYAL 
NAVAL DIVISION, born at Beachlands, Wal- 
mer, Kent, on the 9th August, 1891, was the 
third surviving son of the late Captain Jermain, 
R.N., and of Mrs. Jermain, of Lynwood, Cleve- 
land Road, Torquay. His two brothers, Lieu- 
tenant-Commanders Robert L. and Harry B. 
Jermain, both saw active service with the Grand 
Fleet during the Great War. 

He was educated at Felsted and at the United 
Service College, Windsor, and on leaving school 
went out to Ceylon as a tea planter. Being an 
enthusiastic naturalist and lover of animals, 
he found the open-air life in the tropics most 
congenial, but on the outbreak of war in 
August, 1914, at once returned to England, and 
in February, 1915, obtained a temporary com- 
mission as 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Marines. 
After a short course of training at Forton 
Barracks, Gosport, Mr. Jermain was appointed 
to the “‘ Portsmouth ” Battalion, Royal Naval 
Division, with which he proceeded to Gallipoli 
Peninsula. On the 23rd June, 1915, he led an 
assaulting party, which captured a Turkish 
trench, but the position was rendered untenable 
by enemy bombs, and 2nd Lieutenant Jermain, 
who was reported missing after the attack, is 
believed to have fallen at the head of his men 
on that date. His Company Commander wrote 
of him as a ‘splendid lad, very keen and 
capable, and most popular with his men.” 
LIEUTENANT EpGar CEcIL JOEL, R.N.R., 
II.M.S. ‘‘ CLAN MCNAUGHTON,”’ died, 3rd Feb- 
ruary, 1915, 

LIEUTENANT (temp.) WILLIAM C, M. JOHNSON, 
R.N.R., H.M.S. “ Vixnor,”’ killed in action, 
January, 1915.

Lieutenant Maxwell-Lefroy was 
killed in the operations in the Dardanelles on 
the 25th April, 1915, being struck by shrapnel 
while on the deck of the ‘‘ Mosquito,’’ and was 
buried at sea off Cape Helles on the following 
day. 


LIEUTENANT (act.) FREDERICK GEORGE

son of George Lewis,

He was educated at

Mr. Lewis received a temporary commission as 
Sub-Lieutenant in the Royal Naval Reserve in 
November, 1914, and was appointed in the same 
month to the commissioned merchant vessel 
“Clan McNaughton.’’ He was specially pro- 
moted to the rank of acting Lieutenant in 
December, 1914, for services in connection with 
the safe navigation of prize vessels under 
difficult conditions, and went down with his ship 
when she was lost on patrol duty on the 3rd 
February, 1915.

He entered the Navy 
as an Assistant Clerk 
in July, 1887, being 
appointed in the 
following September 
to H.M.S. ‘ Auda- 
cious,” Flagship on 
the China Station. 
He was promoted to

when the “ Impericuse "’ relieved the ‘‘ Auda- 
cious,”’ and in December, 1890, joined H.M.S. 
“ Asia,” Flagship of the Admiral Superintendent 
at Portsmouth. In April, 1892, Mr. Ling was 
appointed to the cruiser ‘‘Sirius,’’ Senior 
Officer's ship on the South-East Coast of 
America, being promoted to Assistant Pay- 
master in the following month. He afterwards 
served in the cruiser ‘‘ Imperieuse,’’ Flagship 
in the Pacific (March, 1896), and as Assistant 
Paymaster in charge of the gunboat ‘‘ Pheasant ’”’ 
on the same station (October, 1897). Having 
received his step to Paymaster in April, 1902, 
Mr. Ling joined H.M.S. ‘ Bonaventure” in 
China in December, 1903; he became Staff 
Paymaster in April, 1906, and in May, 1907, 
was appointed to the battleship ‘‘ Repulse,” in 
the Home Fleet, from which he went in Decem- 
ber of the same year to H.M.S. ‘‘ Impregnable,”’ 
training ship at Devonport. He was promoted 
to Flect-Paymaster in April,1910, and appointed 
in that month Secretary to the Department 
of Naval Service at Ottawa, Canada, which post 
he retained until his final appointment to the 
battleship ‘‘ Formidable ’’ in November, 1913. 
Fleet-Paymaster Ling went down with his ship 
when she was sunk by an enemy submarine 
in the English Channel on the Ist January, 
1915. 

Mr. Ling married Gwladis Kathleen, daughter 
of Major the Honble. David Erskine, Royal 
Fusiliers, and left one son, David Erskine, 
born in 1908. 


SUB - LIEUTENANT HOWARD WRIGHT 
LITTLE,R.N.V.R.,‘‘HAWKE” (3rd) BATTN., 
ROYAL NAVAL DIVISION, was the younger 
son of Mr. William Little, of Herne Hill, Lon- 
don, and was born on the Ist February, 1886. 

He spent four years in the R.N.V.R., doing 
duty in London, during which time he 
worked in about 120 drills and classes each 
year. After having retired from the Service 
for some years, he rejoined as a seaman 
immediately after the outbreak of the Great 
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War, and was soon promoted Leading Seaman 
and then Petty Officer in November, 1914 
serving principally as 
Musketry Instructor. 
He was subsequently 
recommended for a 
commission, and be- 
came Sub - Lieu- 
tenant in February, 
1915, proceeding at 
once with his Bat- 
talion to Blandford 
Camp. In addition 
to his Platoon duties 
he trained Hawke 
and Public School Battalion signallers in flag, 
lamp and heliograph work, earning high praise 
from his Commanding Officer. Proceeding 
with his Battalion to Gallipoli in the beginning 
of May, 1915, he was in action on several 
occasions, and was mentioned in Sir Tan 
Hamilton’s Despatch of 22nd September, 1915, 
for ‘‘gallant and distinguished service in the 
Field.” 

Sub-Lieutenant Little was killed in action on 
the 19th June, 1915, on Gallipoli Peninsula, 
and was buried where he fell, near the British 
trenches. 


His Colonel wrote to his father: ‘On the 18th (June) I 
received orders to take a Turkish trench to our front. 
Tho first assault was a failure, but your son and two men 
succeeded in getting into the trench, but had to retire, 
being the only ones there. The Company Captain was 
missing, and your son gallantly—very gallantly—led the 
second assault, which was successful. He worked in the 
trench, captured at much loss, heroically, for four hours ; 
losses were dreadful, the enemy bombing and enfilading 
the trench. At 6.45 a.m. (the trench was captured at 
2.30 a.m.) I gave orders for him to be relieved, and the 
relicf was effected. He was just coming back into the 
lines through our hastily-constructed communication 
trench when he was killed by machine-gun fire from the 
flank, Ihave brought his conspicuous gallantry through- 
out the night to tho notice of the G.O.C., and I only so 
deeply regret that he has not lived to receive the honour 
he so well carned.”” 


Sub-Lieutenant Little’s particular friend gave 
similar details, adding that he was the first man 
in the trench, and also that 

“ During the night he most gallantly crawled back to 
our lines to make a report to the Colonel and returned 
again, being all the time under a most deadly fire.’’ 
His Colonel also said in his letter: ‘* Ho was loved and 
respected by his men.” 

Having been through the ranks himself, he 
knew how to look after the welfare of his men, 
and did so at all times, both in training and in 
the field. His men had confidence in him, and, 
as several of them have said, would have done 
anything for him. They knew he was com- 
petent in his duties, and were proud that he 
should have been chosen to train the signallers 
of the Battalion. 

Sub-Lieutenant Little was fond of an open-air 
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life; he was a fine sportsman and an excep- 
tionally good swimmer.

Jellicoe and Sir John Kennaway, Bart. 

Educated at Wellington College, N.Z., and 
at the Manor House School, Clapham Common, 
he later entered Guy’s Hospital as a Dental 
Student, where he qualified as L.D.S. Eng., 
and subsequently was in practice at Isleworth- 
on-Thames. Lieutenant Lowe had been in the 
R.N.V.R. for several years, and immediately 
on the outbreak of war in August, 1914, he 
offered his services, and was appointed to the 
medical staff of H.M.S. ‘‘ Macedonia.’’ He was 
stationed on the bridge of that ship in the 
naval engagement under Admiral Sturdee at 
the Falkland Islands in December, 1914, when 
the ‘‘ Macedonia’ sank the ‘‘ Baden”’ and the 
“Santa Isabelle,” of the German fleet. In 
January, 1915, he was granted a temporary 
in the Royal Naval Volunteer 
Reserve and appointed to the Royal Naval 
Proceeding to the Front for active 
service, he was shot through the head and 
killed instantaneously on the 4th June, 1915, 
jn the Gallipoli Peninsula, while leading his 
men in a charge on a Turkish trench. The 
in which his men followed him is 
sufficient testimony of the esteem and confi- 
dence in which they held him.

NOR,” was _ the 
second son of Albert 
Lucking, and was 


born in London on 
the 21st November, 
1887. 

He was educated at 
Godolphin School 
and Springfield Col- 
lege, London, and 
was apprenticed to 
the MercantileMarine 
in 1903, obtaining 
a Master’s Certificate at the early age of twenty- 
two. He received a commission as probationary 
Sub-Lieutenant in the Royal Naval Reserve in 
January, 1913, and became acting Lieutenant 
early in the following year. Lieutenant, Lucking 
was subsequently appointed to H.M.S. “Lord 
Nelson,’ but contracted rheumatic fever, and 
was in hospital at Haslar when war broke out 
in August, 1914. In the following November 
he joined the commissioned merchant vessel 
“Viknor,” and went down with this ship when 
she was lost on patrol duty in January, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT (temp.) JOHN ARTHUR 
RICE McCORMICK, R.N.V.R., ‘‘ NELSON” 
BATTN., ROYAL NAVAL _ DIVISION, 
was the only son of 
T. C. McCormick, of 
Blackrock House, 
Blackrock, Dublin, 
where he was born 
on the 6th August, 
1889. 

He was educated at 
Aravon School, Bray, 
Co. Wicklow, and 
received his commis- 
sion as a temporary 
Sub - Lieutenant in 
the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve in October, 
1914. After undergoing his training at the 
Crystal Palace and at Blandford Naval Camp 
he left’ England with his Battalion for Egypt in 
March, 1915. In the following month helanded 
in Gallipoli Peninsula, and in June, 1915, was 
promoted temporary Lieutenant. He was killed 
in action on the 5th June, 1915, and was buried 
at Backhouse Post, east of the Krithia Road. 


His Commanding Officer wrote: ‘ During the night of 
the 4th-Sth June the Battalion was sent on the very 
difficult task of connecting up the firing line, as there was 
an open gap of about 200 yards, and it was feared that 
the Turks might break through. This had to be done 
under heavy rifle fire. In spite of this fire an excellent 
trench was dug, and by daybreak, 5th June, our men 
were well dug in. This good work undoubtedly saved 
the British advance line from falling back and con- 


solidated the position, It was during the early hours of 
the 5th June that your son was shot. It was only on the 
morning of the 4th that he received the news of his 
promotion to Temporary Licutenant, R.N.V.R., for 
which promotion I had recommended him on account of 
his good work."” 

ASSISTANT ENGINEER (temp.) ROBERT MAc- 
DONALD, R.N.R., H.M.S. ‘‘ PRincess IRENE,” 
killed, 27th May, 1915. 

LIEUTENANT (temp.) PERCIVAL W. McGRATH, 
R.N.V.R., “ DRAKE” (Ist) Batrn., ROYAL 
NAVAL Division, died of wounds, 24th June, 
1915. 


LIEUTENANT HENRY BEVERIDGE 
McINTOSH, R.N.V.R., 
BATTN., 


“HOWE” (6th) 
NAVAL DIVISION, 
eldest son of Alfred 
and Gertrude McIn- 
tosh, Clarendon 
Court, Edinburgh, 
was born in that city 
on the 2nd August, 
1890. 

He was educated at 
Edinburgh Academy, 
and became an acting 
Sub - Lieutenant in 
the Royal Naval 
Volunteer Reserve in 
January, 1914, being attached to the Clyde 
Division. On the outbreak of war in August, 
1914, he was appointed to the ‘‘ Howe”’ Bat- 
talion, Royal Naval Division, with which he took 
part in the Antwerp Expedition in the following 
October. Sub-Lieutenant McIntosh sailed for 
the Dardanelles in February, 1915, and was 
appointed Adjutant of his Battalion shortly after 
landing in Gallipoli Peninsula, being promoted 
Lieutenant inthe following May. He was killed 
in the attack on the Turkish position on the 
4th June, 1915, and was buried behind the 
British trenches. 

Lieutenant McIntosh was fond of fishing and 
shooting and was a keen mountaineer. 


ASSISTANT ENGINEER (temp.) ALEX- 
ANDER MACKIE, R.N.R., born on the 5th 
December, 1888, at 
Airdrie House, Air- 
drie, was the only 
son of Thomas Mac- 
kie, of that address, 
He was educated at 
Airdrie Academy and 
the Technical School, 
Coatbridge, and after 
completing his engi- 
neering course with 
Messrs. Lamberton 
& Co., Coatbridge, 
studied at Sothern’s Marine Engineering College,

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Glasgow. He went to sea as an engineer, visiting 
many foreign parts and having various exciting 
experiences. On one occasion the ship he was in 
was lost in the Bay of Biscay, and his rescue 
was effected only after great risk. After the 
outbreak of the Great War in August, 1914, 
whilst he was serving as 3rd Engineer on 
board R.M.S. ‘‘ Highland Brae,’’ London to 
Buenos Aires, the ship was captured by the 
German cruiser ‘“‘ Kronprinz Wilhelm,’’ and he 
was kept prisoner for over a month. During 
that period the ‘“ Kronprinz Wilhelm” cap- 
tured and sank several other boats, all the 
passengers and crews being made prisoners, 
and after a good deal of privation they were 
all eventually sent to Buenos Aires on board 
S.S. “ Holger.’ Whilst Mr. Mackie 
returning home in the ‘* Highland Scot,’’ this 
steamer had an exciting chase from an enemy 
submarine in the English Channel, but for- 
tunately escaped. After a short interval at 
home, Mr. Mackie obtained in May, 1915, a 
temporary commission as Sub-Lieutenant in 
the Royal Naval Reserve and was appointed 
to the auxiliary vessel ‘‘ Princess Irene.’ He 
lost his life on the 27th May, 1915, when this 
ship was accidentally blown up at Sheerness.

LIEUTENANT-COMMANDER (temp.) PETER M. 
MacKirpy, R.N.V.R., ‘‘ ANSON ”’ (Ist) BATTN., 
RoyaLt Navat Division, died of wounds, 
29th May, 1915. 


SUB-LIEUTENANT ALEXANDER McLEOD, 
BATTN., 


R.N.V.R., ‘*COLLINGWOOD” 
ROYAL NAVAL 
DIVISION, was the 
youngest son of the 
late Bailie McLeod 
and of Mrs. McLeod, 
of Rosebank House, 
Maryhill, Glasgow, 
where he was born 
on the 27th March, 
1889. 

He was educated at 
the Glasgow High 
School and Academy, 
and at King’s College, Warwick. After leaving 
college he served his apprenticeship as an 
engineer at the Caledonian Locomotive Works, 
Glasgow, and with Messrs. Napier & Sons, Ltd., 
Motor Manufacturers, London; he then went 
as draughtsman to the Royal Aircraft Factory, 
Farnborough, until July, 1914, when he became 
a director in his father’s business. Mr. McLeod 
was a keen sportsman, and played Rugby for 
the Glasgow High School, the London Scottish 
and the ‘‘ Wasps’’; he was also greatly 
interested in motoring and aviation. 

Soon after the outbreak of war in August, 
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1914, he applied for a commission, and in the 
following December was gazetted Sub-Lieu- 
tenant in the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve, 
and sent to the Crystal Palace for training ; 
he subsequently went through a course of 
instruction at Whale Island, Portsmouth, and 
at the Naval Camp, Blandford. In May, 1915, 
he sailed with the ‘‘ Collingwood ”’ Battalion, 
Royal Naval Division, for the Dardanelles, 
Janding in Gallipoli on the 30th of that month. 
Sub-Lieutenant McLeod was killed in action on 
the 4th June, 1915, in the attack on Achi Baba, 
and was buried close to where he fell. 


A brother officer wrote: ‘ The action took place on 
June 4th. ... zhteen ‘ Collingwood ’ officers, includ- 
ing three platoon officers from each company, were 
told off to take their platoons in the attack on the 
Turkish trenches. The remainder of the Battalion were 
to remain behind in the meantime. Both Alex and 
myself were among those chosen, and at 12 noon we leapt 
over the parapet and commenced the attack. At 3.30 
p.m. every one of the eighteen officers had been killed 
with the exception of one who was badly wounded and 
had got back to our own trenches, myself, who was 
lying outside the Turkish trench unconscious, and Alex, 
who with about 20 men was holding on to the first line of 
Turkish trenches. Shortly after 3.30 he got a volunteer 
to take a message back to our own lines to the effect that 
his ammunition and men had almost given out, and he 
could not hold on much longer. How the messenger got 
down safely I don’t know, but before they could get 
either men or ammunition up Alex and all his men were 
killed. He could not have died a more noble death, for 
he must have known from the very start that it was 
hopeless, and if anyone is called a hero I think it should 
be he.’ 
The Chaplain wrote: ‘It appears that in the attack on 
June 4th a Turkish trench was taken, Your brother and 
20 men determined to hold it, but it was evident that the 
enterprise was desperate. A message was sent back 
asking for instructions, and if reinforcements would be 
sent; the position was one of great importance, and the 
reply was that it must be held at all costs, and supports 
would be hurried forward. The messenger returned 
through a storm of fire only to find that every man in the 
trench had fallen. ... Your brother played a heroic 
part, and died in the execution of a duty which could be 
entrusted only to a brave and capable officer.’’ 

An able seaman in the ‘* Collingwood ’’ Battalion wrote : 
“* 7 was servant to your brother up to the very last, and 
was with him at the time of hisdeath. On the 4th June 
the first attempt to take the mountain of Achi Baba was 
made. . . . © Company, * Collingwood,’ was to have dug 
a trench between the captured Turkish trenches and our 
old firing line. All went well. The trenches were 
captured. We (C Company) commenced digging when 
suddenly I heard your brother shout, * They're retiring ; 
come on, boys, reinforce the firing line.’ Along with the 
rest of your brother's platoon I seized my rifle and rushed 
after him towards the Turkish trench. The retreat 
continued, however, and your brother found himself along 
with about 20 men (myself included) holding the now 
vacated Turkish trench. The Turks then attempted to 
turn a machine-gun on to us, and your brother succeeded 
in shooting three of the Turks before they got the gun in 
position, Whenever they got the gun working, however, 
we were under a murderous fire, and it was while trying 
to shoot the machine gunners that Mr. McLeod was 
fatally wounded. I saw him fall and went to his side 
with my waterbottle to give him a drink, but he was 
dead. ... Your brother suffered very little pain, as he 
died instantly, and it was truly a hero’s death.”

SURGEON 
MATTHEWS, R.N., 
was the elder son of 
Thomas Matthews, 
J.P. for the County 
of Hereford, of Galen 
Lodge, Ross, Here- 
fordshire, where he 
was born on the 6th 
August, 1883. 

He was educated at 
Monmouth Grammar 
School, and entered 
the London Hospital 
as a student in 1902. 
After qualifying as a surgeon, Mr. Matthews 
held most of the House appointments, and 
subsequently was in private practice for a 
short time; in May, 1911, however, he 
obtained his commission as Surgeon in the 
Royal Navy, and was sent to Haslar Hospital, 
where he won the Gold Medal and the first prize 
for tropical medicines. In November, 1911, he 
was appointed to the cruiser ‘‘ Drake,” Flagship 
on the Australian Station, and afterwards did 
duty with the Royal Marine Artillery. In 
November, 1914, he was appointed to the 
commissioned merchantman ‘ Viknor,” and 
went down with this ship when she was lost on 
patrol duty in January, 1915. 

Surgeon Matthews was noted professionally 
for his natural ability as a surgeon and for his 
general soundness of diagnosis, while he was 
personally beloved by all the staffs and patients 
with whom he had been associated. Through- 
out his service career he took an active interest 
in sport and outdoor games, and in February, 
1912, played for the Navy against the Army in 
a cricket match at Hobart, Tasmania.

COMMANDER THOMAS HECTOR MOLES- 
WORTH MAURICE, R.N., «« PRINCESS 
IRENE,” born at Lloran House, Marlborough, 
on the 3rd May, 1877, was the eighth son of 
the late J. B. Maurice, M.D., J.P., of Marl- 
borough, and of Mrs. Maurice, Deverill House, 


Marlborough. He was educated at. Marlborough 
College from 1888 to 1890, and passed into the 
Navy in January, 
Iso. After two 
years on the ‘Bri- 
tannia’’ at Dart- 
mouth he became a 
Midshipman in Janu- 
ary, 1893, and was 
appointed to II.M.S. 
“ Royal Arthur,” 
Flagship on the 
Pacific Station. Re- 
turning to England 
as an acting Sub- 
Lieutenant carly in 1896, he went through the 
usual course at Greenwich Naval College and on 
the ‘Excellent’? at Portsmouth, passing out 
of the latter with his rank of Sub-Lieutenant 
confirmed in 1897, and in June of that year 
joined the torpedo-boat No. 72. In January, 
1898, he received his promotion to Lieutenant 
and was transferred to H.M.S. “ Jupiter’ till 
the following year, when he was selected to 
specialise in torpedo work on board the ‘‘ Ver- 
non” at Portsmouth. In 1901 he passed the 
qualifying examination for Torpedo Lieutenant, 
and received the Admiralty prize for the most. 
meritorious officer in his class. In July, 1902, 
Commander Maurice was appointed to H.M.S. 
‘* Jupiter,” Channel Squadron, and subsequently 
served on board the ‘“‘ Bulwark,” Flagship on the 
Mediterranean Station, and in the ‘‘ Dominion.” 
In December, 1908, he obtained his step to Com- 
mander, and was transferred to H.M.S. ‘‘Vernon”’ 
in charge of the wireless telegraphy. In 1911 
he joined the ‘‘ Orion,’’ and subsequently did 
duty as second in command in the “ Hibernia ”’ 
andon board the ‘‘ London.”” From 1912 to 1914 
he was on the Torpedo Staff at the Admiralty, 
and in July of the latter year joined H.M.S. 
“*Latona,’”’ in command. He was_ finally 
appointed in 1915 to H.M.S. ‘“ Princess Irene,” 
in which ship he lost his life when she was 
destroyed by explosion at Sheerness onthe 27th 
May, 1915. 

Commander Maurice married Cicely, daughter 
of H. R. Giffard, J.P., Lockeridge House, 
Marlborough, and left three sons, Patrick 
Rycroft, born in April, 1906, David Giffard, 
born in July, 1908, and Robin Hamilton, born 
in November, 1910. 


LIEUTENANT-COLONEL W. LEIGH MAXWELL, 
RoyaL MARINEs, was killed in action, May, 
1915. 


LIEUTENANT JOHN FREDERICK MAY, 
ROYAL MARINES, “PLYMOUTH” 
BATTN., ROYAL NAVAL _ DIVISION, 
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eldest son of the late J. G. May and of Mrs. 
May, of Barnes, was born at Alderley, Cheshire, 
on the 24th October, 
1871. 

He joined the ranks 
of the Royal Marines 
in March, 1890, and 
was trained at the 
Depot at Walmer, 
afterwards being 
transferred to Head- 
quarters at Ports- 
mouth. From 1900 
to 1902 he was First 
Class Instructor of 
Infantry, and from the latter year until 1005 
held an appointment in the Naval School at 
Ascension. During the following year he was a 
First Class Drill Instructor, and in 1906 was 
promoted Quartermaster-Sergeant. He returned 
to Walmer in 1907, and in 1910 was promoted 
to the rank of Sergeant-Major and appointed to 
Plymouth Division Headquarters. He received 
his commission as Lieutenant in the Royal 
Marines in September, 1914, when he was 
appointed to the ‘‘ Plymouth” Battalion, Royal 
Naval Division. Lieutenant May accompanied 
his Battalion to Ostend, and was with the 
Marine Brigade encamped at East Valley, which 
embarked for Dunkirk in September, 1914, 
taking part in the brief expedition to Antwerp. 
Ile returned to Walmer in October, 1914. The 
‘‘Plymouth ”? Battalion was afterwards sent to 
the Dardanelles, and during the landing on 
Gallipoli Peninsula on the 25th April, 1915, 
Lieutenant May was killed in action. 


The circumstances of his death are described by the 
Colone! Commanding the Battalion: ‘It has been a 
great honour to me to have such a man as your husband 
serving in my Battalion, and the influence he exerted in 
tho ‘ Plymouth’ Battalion will be felt for many along day 
to come. I daresay you have heard from others of tho 
fight on the night of the 25th-26th April. Our Battalion 
enjoyed the honour of being selected from amongst all 
the units of the Royal Naval Division to take part in the 
covering force which was to precede the landing of the 
Army on the Peninsula. The King’s Own Scottish 
Borderers accompanied us on our venture. We landed 
without opposition, but from 5 p.m. the same evening 
until 5 a.m. the next morning we fought a flerce fight. 
At dawn our line was broken in two places by the enemy, 
and it was during our successful effort to restore it that 
your husband was shot dead, while he was gallantly 
leading his men forward. He died a very fine death ; we 
had just under two hundred casualties that night.” 

Another officer wrote: ‘*I have had tho privilege of 
knowing your husband for many years, as you know, 
and of working with him, and have seen him go to the top 
and gain his executive commission, which he so well 
deserved. I was so glad when I saw his promotion, so 
very glad. I have always felt that he was such a true 
gentloman, with his perfect loyalty and straightness to 
all he was brought in contact with—both towards those 
above as well as those below him. He was a great 
example to us all. As his old Commanding Officer I can 
only say that I knew that in Mr. May I had bedrock to 
depend on when he was the Field Sergeant-Major of the 
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Division, and his influence and the good he did there will 
last long.” 

Another officer of Marines wrote: ‘* Not only was he 
always most successful in training men and boys, but 
the influence of his example was always for good—a most 
helpful man in every way to a Commanding Officer. His 
is a great loss to our Service, as well as to his many friends, 
Wherever he served he gained the respect and regard of 
all who served with him.” 


For his services on the day he was killed 
Lieutenant May was mentioned in Sir Ian 
Hamilton's Despatch of the 12th June, 1915. 
Lieutenant May, who held the Long Service 
and Good Conduct Medal, was very fond of 
cricket and played in several matches. He was 
an all-round sportsman, and was ready to 
take part in anything that added to his men’s 
enjoyment. 

Ile married Millicent Annie, daughter of the 
late C. J. Pook, of Gosport, and of his wife 
Rhoda, and left three children: John Kenneth, 
born in June, 1901; Rodney Charles, born in 
May, 1905; and Irene Millicent, born in Sep- 
tember, 1910.

He was educated at 
Seafield House, 
Broughty Ferry, 
from 1901 to 1907, 
gaining a scholarship 
at Bath College, where he remained for two 
years, and finishing his education in France and 
Germany. Lieutenant Miller joined the 
R.N.V.R. Clyde Division (Dundee Branch) as a 
Sub-Lieutenant, serving four years in that 
rank, and was promoted Lieutenant in the 
autumn of 1914. He took part in the expedi- 
tion to Antwerp, and afterwards went with the 
“Howe” Battalion to the Dardanelles. He 
was killed in a charge on the 4th June, 1915, 
while acting as temporary Captain, and was 
buried behind the British trenches in Gallipoli. 


His Company Commander wrote: ‘ Lieutenant Miller 
was one of the best. His warm heart and generous dis- 
position endeared him to all who knew him—officers and 
men alike were deyoted to him. When in Antwerp he 
was conspicuous for his coolness and fearlessness under 
fire, also for the skilful manner in which he handled his 
men. On his return he was promoted to a lieutenancy 
and made second-in-command of his company, a position 
which entailed great responsibility but which he fitted 
admirably, owing to his tact and keen sense of judgment. 
His loss will be greatly felt by the ‘ Howe ’ Battalion, and 
particularly by his brother officers on H.M.S. ‘ Unicorn,’ 
where he was always a great favourite.” 

The officer commanding the ‘‘ Howe" Battalion wrote: 
“ Your son was always a favourite with me because of his 
ever uncomplaining unselfishness, his high sense of 
honour, and his fine qualities as a leader of men.” 

A brother officer wrote: ** He was a great friend of mine 
and was second-in-command of my company. He was 
absolutely one of the best, both as a friend and as an 
officer. His men loved him and would have gone any- 
where with him. I ervant cried like a child when he 
knew that he was dead. . . . He died as he lived—a very 
gallant naval officer and Christian gentleman.” 


Lieut. Miller had literary and musical tastes, 
and was also fond of games—cricket, foot- 
ball, and golf being those in which he prin- 
cipally took part.

He was educated at the Newcastle-on-Tyne 
Grammar School and at London University 
College School, and in February, 1915, obtained 
a temporary commission in the Royal Naval 
Volunteer Reserve, being appointed to the 
“Hawke” Battalion of the Royal Naval 
Division, with which he afterwards proceeded 
to the Dardanelles. Sub-Lieutenant Milvain 
was mortally wounded on the 19th June, 1915, 
while gallantly leading his men in an attack on 
the Turkish trenches in Gallipoli Peninsula, 
and died on the 25th of that month at the 
Ras-el-Tin Hospital, Alexandria. 


His Commanding Officer wrote: ‘‘ Thad not the slightest 
idea that he would not recover, and it was a very great 
and sad shock to us all to hear that he had died in hospital 
at Alexandria. . .. [think I told you he got wounded on 
the night of the 19th June, when in charge of a digging 
party which was digging a new communication trench 
undera very heavy fire to a Turkish trench which we had 
just taken... . He was recommended very strongly to 
me by tho military instructor, and proved himself a most 
valuable and useful ofticer, in addition to the fact that he 
was an excellent comrude and a real good, straight, 
upright man... . Your son died a gallant death, and 
no man could hope to die a better one.” 

A Medical Officer at the Ras-el-Tin Hospital wrote: 
“* Your son was a very brave man, and remained so until 
the end. . . . During the short time he was here every- 
body was impressed most strongly by his fine manly 
appearance, his courage and strength of character. We 
have unfortunately seen many sud sights here since the 
Dardanelles attack began, but your son’s death was a 
calamity by itself.’” 

Tho Chaplain on board the hospital ship wrote of Sub- 
Lieutenant Milvain: ‘ Your boy died a hero, a true 
brave, manly Briton; one who had Britain's cause at 
heart and one who was prepared to dic for her, and he 
did so cheerfully.”

He had joined the Royal Naval Reserve as a 
probationary Midshipman in December, 1909, 
and served for training in H.M.S. ‘ Prince 
George,” ‘* Albemarle ”’ and ‘“ Bulwark,” being 
on board the last-named battleship during the 
naval manceuvres of 1913. On the outbreak of 
war in August, 1914, Mr. Jones-Parry, who 
was at Port Said as Third Officer in one of the 
Company’s boats, was called up and proceeded 
to Malta, being appointed in the same month

* Rattlesnake.’ He was serving in her when 
the German battle cruisers ‘* Goeben”’ and 
“ Breslau’? were chased by the Anglo-French 
Fleet from Messina, and in April, 1915, was 
promoted acting Sub-Licutenant and transferred 
to H.M.S. destroyer ‘t Wolverine,”’ which took 
part in mine-sweeping operations inside the 
Dardanelles during the landing of the Mediter- 
ranean Expeditionary Force in Gallipoli Penin- 
sula, 25th-26th April, 1915. Mr. Jones-Parry 
was killed on the 28th of that month by a shell, 
while standing on the bridge of the ‘‘ Wolverine ” 
with Commander O. J. Prentis, the latter officer 
losing his life at the same time. 


“Wolverine " wrote: ‘* Your son 
was a great help to us in every way. He will bea great 
loss, and we shall all miss him very much. He took such 
a keen interest in everything. He died the finest death a 
man can die, in action on the bridge of one of His Majesty's 
ships.”" 

A director of the P. and O. Company wrote: “ We also 
share your loss, for Mr. Jones-Parry was a most. promising 
officer of this company, whose disposition and character 
had earned for him the highest regard of us all.’*

SUB-LIEUTENANT GEOFFREY WILLIAM 
STOPFORD - SACKVILLE, R.N., H.M.S. 
“RIBBLE,” T.B.D., 
second son of the 
late Colonel Lionel 
Stopford - Sackville, 
Rifle Brigade, and 
of Mrs. Stopford- 
Sackville, Ecton, 
Northampton, was 
born at the Com- 
manding Officer’s 
House, Raglan Bar- 
racks, Devonport, on 
the 22nd May, 1893. 
He was educated at St. Peter’s Court, Broad- 
stairs, and joined the Royal Naval College, 
Osborne, in May, 1906. At the end of the usual 
two years’ course he was transferred to Dart- 
mouth, and on passing out. of the latter College 
early in 1911 was appointed Midshipman to 
H.M.S. ‘St. Vincent.””. In February, 1912, he 
was transferred to the ‘‘ Cornwall,” in which 
he served until his promotion to acting Sub- 
Lieutenant in September, 1913. After under- 
going the usual training at Greenwich and 
Portsmouth he was confirmed in his rank in 
May, 1914, and joined H.M.S. ‘‘ Hampshire ” 
on the China Station. In October of the same 
year Sub-Lieutenant Stopford-Sackville was 
appointed to the ‘ Ribble,’ torpedo-boat 
destroyer, and was wounded on board of her 
while she was landing troops at Gaba Tepe, 
Gallipoli, on the 25th April, 1915. He died 
from his wounds on the 21st of the following 
May, and was buried in the Military Cemetery 
at Alexandria. 

His Captain wrote: ‘* We had troops on board and 
endeavoured to make a surprise landing, but alas! they 
were too wide awake,and opened on the ship with Maxim 
and rifle fire. We had two killed and fifteen wounded on 
board within a few minutes. I was fortunate and got 
off with a bullet through my sleeve, but Geoffrey was 
struck a slanting blow in the centre of the forehead. He 
was standing aft at the time supcrintending the dis- 


embarkation of the soldiers, and checring them up, doing 
his duty in his quiet, manly way.””

CAPTAIN THOMAS LAWRIE SHELFORD, 
R.N., H.M.S. ‘* GOLIATH,” born at Singapore 
on the 26th Decem- 
ber, 1869, was the 
second son of the 
late Thomas Shelford, 
C.M.G,. 

He was educated at 
Stubbington House, 
and joined H.M.S. 
“Britannia” in 
January, 1883. Ap- 
pointed Naval Cadet 
in December, 1884, 
to H.M.S. ‘ North- 
ampton,” Flagship on the North American and 
West Indian Station, he was reappointed to her 
on his promotion to Midshipman in May of the 
following year, being transferred to the ‘‘ Bellero- 
phon,” Flagship on the same station, in March, 
1886. He completed his service as Midshipman 
in the ‘“‘ Rover,’ Training Squadron, and was 
advanced to acting Sub-Lieutenant in May, 1889, 
being subsequently confirmed in his rank and 
appointed to H.M.S. “ Rattler,’ Gunboat on 
the China Station, in November, 1890. He was 
promoted to the rank of Lieutenant in April, 
1892, and was Navigating Lieutenant of the 
“* Peacock ’”? in China until April, 1895. From 
October, 1895, to December, 1898, he did duty 
as Navigating Lieutenant in H.M.S. ‘ Alac- 
rity,’’ despatch vessel, yacht of the Commander- 
in-Chief on the same station, and from April, 
1899, to August, 1902, served in the same capa- 
city on board H.M.S. ‘‘ Royal Sovereign,”’ in 
the Mediterranean. He was then appointed to 
the ‘‘ Leviathan,’’ China Station, for navi- 
gating duties, and from January to June, 1903, 
held the post of Naval Assistant in the Hydro- 
graphic Department of the Admiralty. He was 
Navigating Officer of H.M.S. ‘‘ Glory,” Flag- 
ship in China, from January, 1903, to October, 
1905, was promoted to Commander in the 
following June, and subsequently became 
Instructor to acting Sub-Lieutenants at Devon- 
port. In April, 1906, he joined the ‘‘ Hood,” 
in reserve at Devonport; in January, 1907, 
he was apppointed Commander of H.M.S. 
** Royal Oak,” and in October, 1909, went again 
to the ‘‘ Hood,” to which he was reappointed 
on his promotion to the rank of Captain in 
December, 1909. During this period he did 
valuable work in connection with the formation 
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of the War College at Devonport, to the com- 
mand of which he was appointed in November, 
1910. Having relinquished this post in August, 
1911, Captain Shelford joined the Royal Naval 
War College, Portsmouth, in the following 
month for a course of study ; in May, 1912, he 

was appointed to command the ‘ Venus,” 

depét ship for the First Destroyer Flotilla, 

and in January, 1913, the ‘‘ Blonde,” in com- 

mand of the First Destroyer Flotilla. In May 

of the latter year he joined H.M.S. ‘‘ Goliath,”” 

battleship, in command, and was present at the 

blockade of the German cruiser ‘‘ Kénigsberg,”’ 

in the Rufigi River, German East Africa, in 

November, 1914, He also took part in the 

operations at Dar-es-Salaam in the same month, 

when the “ Goliath” and ‘‘ Fox”? bombarded 

that port. Captain Shelford was killed in 

action on the 12th May, 1915, when his ship 

was torpedoed and sunk in a destroyer attack 

in the Dardanelles. 

A Senior Officer wrote: ‘ The ‘ Goliath ’ was my Flagship 

for over a month, and your husband lived in close 

intimacy with me, 80 that although we were strangers to 

one another at first, I soon got to appreciate and value 

his geniality and humour, and could mark his knowledge 

of and his ability in his profes 
His Second-in-Command wrote: ‘“ From the time I 
Joined the ‘ Goliath ’ till the time I left her at Zanzibar, 
I experienced from him nothing but kindness, and his 
friendly advice was always of the valuable kind that a 
Commander is glad to get and treasures up. Whenever 
IT was in a difficulty he was always ready and willing to 
help me out of it, whatever his own troubles or worries 
at the time might be, and he always made me feel that 
our relations were not those of the conventional Captain 
and Commander, but that I was in the company of an 
older brother and yery experienced and skilled friend for 
whom it was a pleasure to work and for whom one could 
not do too much. He never spared himself, and his 
thoughts were always for his officers and his men, their 
safety and comfort, and their efficiency and the service 
of his King, for whom his loyalty was intense. The 
splendid work he hasdone for many years and the example 
he gave to all throughout the Service will never be 
forgotten by all who had the privilege of serving with him, 
and many a man will be sorely sad for the loss of one of 
our most gallant gentlemen and brayest and skilled 
leaders, and many hearts will be full of deepest sorrow 
and sympathy for you and yours in your sudden and 
irreparable loss.” 

Another officer in the “ Goliath " wrote : ‘* Captain Shel- 
ford, if I may say so, worked from the commencement of 
the War to the hour of hisdeath with almost superhuman 
energy and determination in the interests of his country 
and on behalf of the officers and men under him, and 
from all accounts he faced the end with the same unflinch- 
ing courage as he had always behayed in action. On the 
night in question he remained as usual in his small shelter 
abaft the bridge. I relieved him for half an hour or so 
at 9.40 p.m., but he did not go below, and he remained in 
his clothes during the remainder of the night until the 
disaster occurred. He was liked and admired by all 
officers and men, and he bore all the trials, worries and 
anxieties with great fortitude. No possible human effort 
would have saved the ship.” 

Captain Shelford was a Freemason, a member 
of the United Service Club, the ‘‘ Hampshire 
Hogs’ Cricket Club, and for many years a 
member of the Royal Western Yacht Club, 
Plymouth. A good cricketer, he also played 
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football for the United Services, 1888-90, 
and maintained his interest in all forms of sport 
up to the time of his death. He was clever 
with his pencil, and had a special talent for 
caricature. 

Captain Shelford married Charlotte Dorothy, 
daughter of the Rev. Charles Bird, Theberton, 
Suffolk, and left two daughters, Sarah, born in 
May, 1908, and Flora Elizabeth, born in 
September, 1909.

Charles Slingsby, of 
Scriven Park, 
Knaresborough, and 
of Mrs. Slingsby, of 
Farnham Lodge, 
Knaresborough, 
Yorkshire. 

Ile was educated at 
Clevedon House School, Ben Rhydding, York- 
shire, from which he entered the Royal Naval 
College, Osborne,in 1911. Two yearslaterhe was 
transferred to Dartmouth College, andin August, 
1914, after the outbreak of the Great War, was 
appointed Naval Cadet to the battleship ‘‘ For- 
midable,”’ being promoted Midshipman in the 
following month. Midshipman Slingsby was 
killed in action on New Year’s Day, 1915, when 
his ship was torpedoed and sunk by an enemy 
submarine in the English Channel. A mural 
tablet in his memory has been placed in the 
Parish Church at Knaresborough.

the eldest son of 
Captain E. J. Stallard 
(Merchant Service), 
_ of Glenfalloch, Beech- 
| worth Road, Havant. 
He was educated at 
Mile End House 
School, Portsmouth, 
and entered the 
Royal Navy as an 
Assistant Clerk in 
July, 1911, when he was appointed to the battle- 
ship ‘Prince George,” in the Home Fleet. In 
the following June he was transferred to H.M.S. 
“Bulwark,” in the Second Fleet, becoming 
Clerk in July, 1912. In August, 1913, he joined 
the cruiser “‘ Gibraltar,” in the Training Squad- 
ron, and was made acting Assistant Paymaster 
in January, 1915. Mr. Stallard’s final appoint- 
ment was in the beginning of March, 1915, to 
H.M.S. “ Princess Margaret,”? but he was trans- 
ferred for temporary duties to the ‘ Princess 
Irene,” and lost his life on the 27th May, 1915, 
when this ship was destroyed by explosion at 
Sheerness.

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SURGEON THOMAS LOUIS GRENET 
STEWART, R.N., FIRST BRIGADE, ROYAL 
NAVAL DIVISION, 
born on the 2nd 
August, 1887, at 
Barrhead, near Glas- 
gow, was the son 
of Matthew Stewart, 
Manufacturer, of 
Levern Mills, Barr- 
head, and grandson 
of Dr. Andrew Risk, 
who was a Surgeon 
with the British 
Forces in the Crimea. 
He was educated at Hutcheson’s Grammar 
School, Glasgow, and at Glasgow University, 
from which he graduated M.B., Ch.B. in 1911, 
afterwards taking the D.Ph. degree in 1914 at 
Liverpool University. Before entering the 
Royal Navy he had held positions as resident 
surgeon in various Liverpool hospitals under 
the Liverpool Corporation, and was an Associate 
of the Medical Institution of that city. Mr. 
Stewart received his commission as temporary 
Surgeon in the Royal Navy in August, 1914, 
when he was appointed for duty at Shotley 
Training Establishment. He was subsequently 
appointed Sanitary Officer of the First, Brigade, 
Royal Naval Division, which he accompanied 
to the Dardanelles early in 1915, in command 
of A Section Stretcher-bearers, Ist Field 
Ambulance, R.N.D. He remained in this 
position till his death on the 4th June, 1915, 
from wounds received in action on the previous 
day. 


A fellow Surgeon wrote of him: ‘He was a very brave 
officer, who did splendid work out here for the poor 
wounded, and risked his life many a time in performing 
deeds of mercy. He was a great favourite in our mess, 
and his death is a great loss to us. I was with him 
when he got wounded through the left lung on 3rd June. 
Ho was detailed to advance our stretcher-bearers to take 
up an advanced post half-a-mile from the firing line, 
and he got the men safely under cover, and he and I 
were looking out for a suitable dug-out for him to sleep 
in when a shrapnel burst right on us, knocked us both 
down, and he, poor chap, got a shrapnel bullet through 
his left lung, just outside the heart. I luckily escaped 
with just a stunning, and saw him lying on the ground 
near me. I pulled him into a dug-out, bandaged him 
up, and got his own stretcher-bearers to bring him to 
the Clearing Hospital near the sea. Except for difficulty 
in breathing, he then seemed fairly well, and I had good 
hopes of him. Next morning he was sent from the Clear- 
ing Hospital to the Base Hospital at Mudros, but I 
believe he died on arrival there, or soon after. He was 
buried at Mudros.”” 


At school Surgeon Stewart had an excellent 
record in the various subjects of study, and he 
also achieved distinction in swimming. On 
one occasion he saved the life of a drowning 
girl.

MIDSHIPMAN (prob.) DONALD STEWART 
TATTERSALL, R.N., H.M.S. ‘*FORMID- 
ABLE,”’ was the 
second son of Arthur 
Tattersall, of Roch- 
dale, Lancashire, 
where he was born 
on the 18th October, 
1897. 

He was educated 
privately at Harro- 
gate and afterwards 
joined the Training 
Ship ‘‘ Conway,” in 
which before leaving 
in 1914 he became a Senior Cadet Captain and 
was one of the Cricket XI. which won the Good- 
heart Challenge Shieldin that year. In August, 
1914, Mr. Tattersall entered the Royal Naval 
Reserve as a probationary Midshipman, and was 
appointed in the same month to the battleship 
“Formidable.” He lost his life on the Ist 
January, 1915, when this ship was sunk by a 
German submarine in the English Channel. 


ENGINEER CAPTAIN CHARLES GERALD 
TAYLOR, M.V.O., R.N., H.M.S. ‘* TIGER,”’ 
was the second son of the late Rev. A. L. 
Taylor, M.A., of Ruabon, North Wales, where 
he was born on the 8th May, 1863. 

He entered the Navy in 1885, joining H.M.S. 
“ Marlborough,” the training ship for engineer 
students at Portsmouth, and passed out of her 


in July, 1886, as an Assistant Engineer. In 
June, 1887, he was appointed to H.M.S. 


“Carysfort,” cruiser, in the Mediterranean, 
serving in her until September, 1890, when he 
was promoted to the rank of Engineer and trans- 
ferred to the ‘‘ Imperieuse,’’ Flagship on the 
China Station. In 1894 he was ordered to 
Portsmouth to do duty on board H.M.S. ‘ St. 
George,” and in 1895 was appointed to the 
“ Quail,’ torpedo-boat destroyer, in which he 
served until February, 1898, when he proceeded 
to Halifax, Nova to take the 
charge of the Engineering Department at 
Halifax Dockyard. On his promotion to Chief 
Engineer he was reappointed for the same 
dockyard dutie ad in February, 1903, was 
advanced to the rank of Engineer Commander 
and sent to the Royal Naval College, Osborne, 


Scotia, over 


as Instructor in his own branch of the Service. 
From 1905 to 1911 he did duty in the same 
capacity at the Dartmouth Royal Naval Col- 


lege, and for his valuable services was made a 
Member of the Royal Victorian Order in 
February, 1911, being promoted Engineer 
Captain in October, 1912, when he was ap- 
pointed to serve on the Staff of the Admiral of 
the Second Battle Squadron in H.M.S. “ Her- 
cules.”” He was subsequently employed in 
organising the reopening of the Naval Engi- 
neering College at Keyham in connection with 
the new scheme for training engineer officers 
for the Royal Navy. In September, 1914, he 
was transferred to H.M.S. ‘“‘ Tiger’”’ for duties 
on the General Staff of the Vice-Admiral, and 
was killed in action in which that ship was 
engaged in the North Sea on the 24th January, 
1915; he was buried at Tavistock. 

Engineer Captain Taylor had been a noted 
Welsh International Rugby Football player 
and a famous pole-jumper. He married Mary, 
daughter of the late J. B. Cardwell, of Chorley, 
and left three children, Mary Kathleen, Philip 
Cardwell, and Nancy Elizabeth. 


FLEET - SURGEON GODFREY TAYLOR, 
M.B., B.A., R.N., H.M.S. ‘*FORMIDABLE,”’ 
born at Durrow, 
Queen's Co., on the 
7th October, 1873, 
was the eldest son of 
Godfrey Lovelace 
Taylor, of Grange- 
ville, Fethard, Co. 
Wexford, Ireland. 
He was educated at 
Tipperary Grammar 
School and _ Trinity 
College, Dublin, and 
entered the Navy as 
Surgeon in November, 1897; in June, 
1899, he was appointed to the cruiser 
“ Astraea,”’ in the Mediterranean, and after- 
wards served on board the torpedo gun- 
boat ‘ Antelope,’ Royal Naval Reserve 
training ship (August, 1902), and the cruiser 
“*Cumberland,”’ in the Atlantic Fleet (December, 
1904), being promoted to Staff-Surgeon in 
November, 1905. In February, 1907, he joined 
the cruiser ‘‘ Terrible,’ in the Home Fleet, from 
which he was transferred to H.M.S. ‘ Egeria,”’ 
in the surveying service, in March of the following 
year. He was appointed to the cruiser ‘‘ Naiad,” 
in the Home Fleet, in August, 1911, and to 
II.M.S. ‘‘ Formidable’? in October, 1913, 
becoming Fleet-Surgeon in her in November 
of the latter year. Fleet-Surgeon Taylor lost his 
life on the Ist January, 1915, when his ship was 
torpedoed and sunk by an enemy submarine in 
the English Channel. 


A brother officer in the ‘‘ Formidable ” wrote: ‘* Fleet- 
Surgeon Taylor was with me for some time before the end, 


and then we separated. He was extremely cheerful, and 
was talking to the men and telling those who were without 
heavy clothes to get some sort of shelter. He also gave 
them brandy from his tlask, smoked their cigarettes, and 
was wonderfully cheerful under the discomfort of cold 
and wet... . Eventually some blankets were dis- 
tributed, and he managed to share one, as the cold was 
very intense, At the end we went very suddenly, and I 
fancy I saw him jumping into the water from the port 
side, abreast of the accommodation ladder, After that 
T never saw him again, but [understand he got on to a 
piece of wreckage and dragyed a stoker on board it, after 
which I know nothing more. . .. should like to take this 
opportunity of saying what a fine, cheerful messmate he 
t may be some consolation to know how 
perfectly splendid he was at the end,” 


Fleet-Surgeon Taylor was a member of the 
Junior Naval and Military Club, and his out- 
door pursuits included yachting and fishing, 
while he had done a good deal of big game 
shooting in British Columbia; he was also an 
accomplished musician.

LIEUTENANT JOHN ALARIC TREMAYNE, 
R.N.V.R., “HAWKE” (3rd) BATTN., ROYAL 
NAVAL DIVISION, 
born in South 
America on the 17th 
August, 1890, was 
the second son of 
the late Captain 
William Tremayne, 
for many years in 
the service of the 
Pacific Steam Navi- 
gation Company, and 
of Sofia Tremayne, 
Ivydene, Aldrington 


Road, Streatham, S.W. 

He was educated at Dulwich College and at 
Queen’s Engineering Works, afterwards entering 
the engineering works of Messrs. W. H. Allen & 
Son & Company at Bedford, where he worked 
for five years. During that time he joined the 
Bedfordshire Yeomanry, and underwent a 
course of machine-gun training. In 1913 Mr. 
Tremayne went to South America, where he 
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entered the service of the Central Argentine 
Railway, but returned to England in October, 
1914, after the outbreak of the Great War, 
and obtained a commission as Sub-Lieutenant 
in the Royal Naval Volunteer Reserve. He 
was attached for training to the machine-gun 
section of the Royal Naval Division, then at 
the Crystal Palace, and afterwards to the 
“Hawke” Battalion, at Blandford Camp ; 
he left for the Dardanelles with this Battalion 
in May, 1915. 

Lieutenant Tremayne was killed while holding 
a trench at Achi Baba, Gallipoli Peninsula, 
on the 19th June, 1915. 


His Commanding Officer wrote of him to his mother? 
“* Your son died a very gallant. death. We were attack- 
ing a Turkish trench and had gained it, and to hold it a 
machine-gun was wanted. He took one forward, and 
whilst firing it was shot in the head. He was absolutely 
fearless, I kept telling him to be careful, as we were 
under a hot fire all day. As an officer he was invaluable, 
and I shall miss him very much.’”” 

A brother officer wrote ; ‘* We miss him very much, as he 
was always 80 cheery and confident. He was wonder- 
fully brave, and died like the man he was, fighting 
After his machine gun had been put out of action he 
snatched up a rifle, which he used to good purpose, and 
encouraged the men until he himself was shot.” 


LIEUTENANT( temp.) HAROLD THOM- 
SETT TREVES, R.N.V.R., ‘*NELSON’? 
(2nd) BATTN., ROYAL NAVAL DIVISION, 
was the younger son 
of the late W. Knight 
Treves, F.R.C.S., of 
32, Dalby Square, 
Margate, he 
was born on the 4th 
September, 1883, and 
a nephew of Sir 
Frederick Treves, 
Bart., G.C.V.O., C.B. 
He was educated at 
Rugby, where he 
played in the Cricket 
XI. against Marlborough in 1900, and after- 
wards went to St. Thomas’s Hospital, taking 
his diplomas of M.R.C.S. (Eng.), L.R.C.P. 
(Lond.), in 1907. In July of that year Mr. Treves 
joined the Royal Army Medical Corps, and went 
out to Uganda on special service in December, 
10908, returning to Englandin1910. Heresigned 
his commission in the R.A.M.C., with the rank 
of Captain, in May, 1911, in order to read for 
the Bar, to which he was called by the Middle 
Temple in November, 1913. 

On the outbreak of war in August, 1914, Mr. 
Treves enlisted in the Old Public School and 
University Men’s Force, but in the following 
month was given a commission as temporary 
Sub-Lieutenant in the Royal Naval Volunteer 
Reserve, and was appointed to the ‘‘ Nelson ”’ 
Battalion, Royal Naval Division. He was 


where 
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present at the siege of Antwerp in October, 
1914, was promoted to the rank of temporary 
Lieutenant in December of the same year, and 
subsequently accompanied his Battalion to the 
Dardanelles, landing at Gaba Tepe in April, 
1915. Lieutenant Treves was shot through the 
head by a sniper and seriously wounded on the 
22nd May, 1915, and was put on board a lighter 
for removal from ‘‘ W ”’ Beach on the following 
day ; his death is presumed to have taken place 
on or about the 25th May, 1915, but the exact 
date is unknown. 


A brother officer wrote : “* A good life and a grand death ; 
what finer epitaph can a man have ? "” 


SENIOR ENGINEER (temp.) JoHN JosEPH TUCK, 
R.N.R., H.M.S. ‘‘ Vixnor,” was killed in 
action, January, 1915. 


Sun-LiEUTENANT (temp.) Louis E. TucKER, 
R.N.V.R., ‘‘ COLLINGWOOD ” BATTN., ROYAL 
Nava. Division, was killed in action, June, 
1915. 


SUB -LIEUTENANT ALFRED FRANCIS 
CAMPBELL VAUGHAN, R.N.V.R., H.M.S. 
**CORDELIA,” born 
at Valparaiso, Chile, 
on the 26th October, 
1893, was the youn- 
ger son of the late 
Captain F. S. 
Vaughan, of Valpa- 
raiso, and of Mrs. 
Vaughan, 4, Regent 
Road, Crosby, Liver- 
pool. 

He was educated at 
Merchant ‘Taylors’ 
School, Great Crosby, near Liverpool, and 
afterwards entered the service of the Thames 
and Mersey Marine Insurance Company, Limited, 
at Liverpool. Hewasa memberof the Waterloo 
Rugby Football Club, had gained his colours as 
half-back in his School XV. in 1910-1911, and 
tied for the School Swimming Challenge Cup in 
1911. 

Mr. Vaughan entered the Royal Naval Volun- 
teer Reserve as a Midshipman in January, 1913, 
and was attached to the Mersey Division, being 
promoted Sub-Lieutenant in October, 1913. 
He served in H.M.S. ‘ Vanguard ’”’ during the 
early summer of 1914, and after the outbreak 
of war was appointed to the ‘“‘ Howe”? Batta- 
lion, Royal Naval Division. He took part with 
his Battalion in the Antwerp Expedition in 
October, 1914, and on his return to England 
after the fall of that city was sent to the light 
cruiser ‘‘ Cordelia,’’ in which ship he continued 
to do duty until his death as the result of an 
explosion on board on the Ist March, 1915. 


He was buried with naval honours at Sefton 
Church, near Liverpool. 


COMMANDER RUDOLF HENRY COLE 
VERNER, R.N., H.M.S. ‘¢*INFLEXIBLE,”’ 
born on the 16th 
January, 1883, was 
the only son of 
Colonel Willoughby 
Verner, late of the 
Rifle Brigade, and 
the Honble. Mrs. 
Willoughby Verner, 
of Hartford Bridge, 
Winchfield, Hamp- 
shire, and a grandson 
of the third Lord 
Congleton, who 
served as a Midshipman in H.M.S. *‘ Glasgow ” 
at the Battle of Navarino. 

He entered the ‘ Britannia’? in 1897, and 
passed out as Midshipman in September, 1898, 
being appointed to the battleship ‘‘ Majestic,” 
Flagship in the Channel Squadron, and later 
(September, 1899) to the cruiser ‘ Andro- 
meda,’’ on the Mediterranean Station. Mr, 
Verner was advanced to acting Sub-Lieutenant 
in March, 1902, and in April of the following 
year went as Sub-Lieutenant to the torpedo- 
boat destroyer “‘ Shark,” at Portsmouth ; he 
was appointed to the Royal Yacht ‘“ Victoria 
and Albert’? in June, 1903, promoted Lieu- 
tenant out of her in the following August, and 
in November of the same year joined H.M.S. 
“ Albemarle ” in the Mediterranean. In March, 
1906, Lieutenant Verner was sent to the ‘‘ Excel- 
lent ’’ at Portsmouth to qualify for gunnery 
duties, and in May, 1907, was reappointed to 
her as a Staff Officer; in August, 1909, he 
joined the cruiser ‘‘ Juno” as First and 
Gunnery Lieutenant, and in December, 1910, 
was appointed to the Royal Naval College, 
Portsmouth, for physical training duties. In 
May, 1912, he went as First and Gunnery 
Lieutenant to the ‘ Inflexible,”’ First Cruiser 
Squadron, afterwards Flagship in the Mediter- 
ranean, and became Lieutenant-Commander in 
1913 with seniority of August, 1911. He took 
part in the action off the Falkland Islands in 
December, 1914, when four German cruisers 
were sunk, being specially promoted to the rank 
of Commander for his services, and reappointed 
to the ‘ Inflexible.’’ He subsequently pro- 
ceeded in her to the Mediterranean, and was 
present at the bombardment of the Dardanelles 
forts in February and March, 1915. On the 
18th of the latter month Commander Verner 
was struck and mortally wounded by a frag- 
ment of shell while in the fore fire-controlled 
station ; he remained at his post for some time, 


when he was lowered to the deck with other 
wounded men, and died on board the hospital 
ship ‘‘ Soudan” the same evening. Those with 
him described how gallantly he met his fate 
and with what fortitude he bore his wounds. 

“ An example to those about him.”

FLIGHT SUB-LIEUTENANT REGINALD 
ALEXANDER JOHN WARNEFORD, V.C., 
ROYAL NAVAL AIR SERVICE, born at 
“* Benmore,” Darji- 
ling, India, on the 
15th October, 1892, 
was the eldest child 
and only son of the 
late R. H.W. Warne- 
ford, Civil Engineer, 
who built the Cooch 
Bihar State Railway, 
and of Mrs. Corkery, 
wife of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Corkery, 
R.A.M.C. 

He was educated at the Stratford-on-Avon 
Grammar School, and entered the Mercantile 
Marine as an apprentice at the age of thirteen. 
He did two years’ service in a sailing ship 
before joining the s.s. ‘‘ Simla’’; later he was 
on transport duty in the East, and in 1914 was 
wrecked off Antofagasta, Chile, in the 5.8. 
‘‘ Mina Brea.’ He came home after the out- 
break of the Great War, and in January, 1915, 
enlisted in the 2nd Sportsman's Battalion, from 
which he was shortly afterwards transferred to 
the Royal Naval Air Service. Early in Feb- 
ruary he passed the tests for a pilot's certificate 
at the Hendon Flying School, and received his 
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commission as probationary Flight Sub-Lieu- 
tenant, going to France in the following March. 
On the morning of the 7th June, 1914, he 
attacked a Zeppelin between Ghent and 
Brussels at a height of 6,000 feet, dropping six 
bombs on the airship, which exploded and fell 
to the ground, where it burnt for some time. 
Mr. Warneford’s Morane monoplane was turned 
upside down by the force of the explosion, 
but he succeeded in righting it, and although 
forced to land in the enemy's country, was able 
to restart his machine and eventually descended 
safely in France. On the 8th June he received 
the following telegram from His Majesty the 
King: ‘‘I most heartily congratulate you 
upon your splendid achievement of yesterday, 
in which you single-handed destroyed an 
enemy Zeppelin. I have much pleasure in 
conferring upon you the Victoria Cross for this 
gallant act.—GEORGE R.I1.” 

A day or two later Mr. Warneford was awarded 
the Cross of the Legion of Honour by the 
French War Minister, on the recommendation 
of General Joffre. He was killed on the 17th 
June, 1915, while flying back to Dunkirk with 
& passenger in a new biplane; the machine 
overturned at a height of about 700 feet, and 
‘both occupants were thrown out. Mr. Warne- 
ford was carried to the Versailles Military 
Hospital, but died as he was being admitted, 
never having recovered consciousness, while 
his companion was killed instantaneously. He 
was buried at Brompton Cemetery, London. 


His Commanding Officer wrote: ‘* As Commander of the 
Naval Acroplane Squadron which had the honour of 
having your son as one of its officers, it is my duty to 
express to you on behalf of my officers and men our 
profound sympathy in your great loss, Your son knew 
no fear, and in the destruction of the Zeppelin on June 7th 
he did more for the Naval Air Service than any other 
achicvements since the beginning of the War. He was 
extremely popular, and our loss will be second to that of 
your own.”” 

A brother officer wrote: ‘‘ Your son’s exploits were 
wonderful; he was always doing good work somewhere. 
Among the things he did were: to attack another 
Zeppelin . . . but he was unable to bring this one down, 
though he did his best ; he also dropped bombs on some 
German observation balloons, on numerous submarines, 
docks, etc.; he brought down two Taubes—in one case 
when the passenger’s gun jammed he let go of his controls 
and, kneeling down in the machine, fired 21 rounds of 
ammunition with the rifle at the Taube, which ho 
eventually succeeded in bringing down. He was never 
happy unless under heavy shell or rifle fire, and I know of 
one case where he came down to 300 feet to drop his 
bombs, and came home with about 40 rifle bullet holes 
in the machine.” 


LIEUTENANT (temp.) JoHN CHARLES SPENCER- 
Warwick, R.N.V.R., ‘‘ ANSON ”’ (8th) BATIN., 
Roya Nava. Division, was killed in action, 
7th June, 1915. 


FLEET-SURGEON GEORGE ALEXANDER WATERS, 
M.D., R.N., H.M.S. ‘‘ GoLiatH,” was killed in 
action, May, 1915. 
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ENGINEER LIEUTENANT WILLIAM WATERS, 
R.N., H.M.S. ‘‘ ForMIDABLE,”’ was killed in 
action, Ist January, 1915. 


SUB - LIEUTENANT (temp.) GEORGE 
NEWTON WATKINS, R.N.R., H.M.S. 
*““VIKNOR,” born 


at Gateshead, Dur- 
ham, on the 6th 
November, 1883, was 
the fourth son of 
Captain Thomas 
Watkins, shipowner, 
of Quayside, and 1, 
Govan Place, New- 
castle-on-Tyne, who 
founded the 
graphical Society of 
that city and was at 
one time engaged in explorations under the 
auspices of the Royal Geographical Society. 
His two brothers, Major J. S. Watkins, Ashantee 
Rifles, West Africa, and Lieutenant T. R. 
Watkins, I -R., were both on active service 
during the Great War. 
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Mr. G, N. Watkins was educated at a private 
school and at Rutherford College, Newcastle, 
and in 1902 entered the Mercantile Marine, 
serving his apprenticeship with the firm of 
3s. Runcimans. He obtained his Master’s 
Certificate in 1910, and was a member of the 
Merchant Service Guild. In October, 1914, 
Mr. Watkins received a temporary commission 
as Sub-Lieutenant in the Royal Naval Reserve, 
when he was appointed to the commissioned 
merchant vessel ‘‘ Viknor.”” 


He went down 
with this ship when she was lost on patrol duty 
in January, 1915. 

Sub-Lieutenant Watkins married Elsie Osborne, 
daughter of James Swinbanks, and left three 
children, Newton Swinbanks, born in Novem- 
ber, 1910, Thomas Railston, born in April, 
1913, and Gordon Osborne, born in February, 
1915. 


FLIGHT SUB - LIEUTENANT  (temp.) 
PRESTON ALBERT WATSON, ROYAL 
NAVAL AIR SER™ 
VICE, born on the 
17th October, 1881, 
was the younger 
son of Mr. Thomas 
Watson, Balgowan, 
Dundee. 

Educated at the High 
School, Dundee, he 
was subsequently in 
business with Messrs. 
Watson and Philip, 
Produce Merchants, 
Dundee and Aberdeen, in which firm he had been 


a partner for several years previous to the out- 
break of the War. From boyhood he had shown a 
special bent towards mechanics, and during the 
last few years he devoted himself to the close 
study of aviation. He patented a method for 
controlling aeroplanes, which he believed would 
make them more stable, and so render flying 
much less dangerous, and had also constructed 
three machines to demonstrate his theories. 
The scheme proved successful, but before he 
had time to conclude his experiments war 
broke out, and he offered himself tothe R.N.A.S., 
in which for so long he had taken the keenest 
interest. He was killed while flying from 
Eastchurch to Eastbourne on the 30th June, 
1915. The cause of the accident is not definitely 
known, but it is believed to have been due to 
engine trouble. The machine fell at Cross-in- 
Hand, Sussex, from a height of 1,000 feet. 
Flight Sub-Lieutenant Watson married Bea- 
trice, daughter of Joseph Philip, Esq., J.P., of 
Dalmore, Dundee, and left two sons. 

He excelled in sports of all kinds, being a 
prominent member of Panmure Rugby Football 
Club and Barry Golf Club. A keen athlete and 
gymnast, he represented Scotland for a number 
of years in International Contests, holding the 
Scottish Championship for Hurdle Racing and 
High Jumping. He had held a commission for 
two years in the Royal Garrison Artillery. 


SUB-LIEUTENANT JOHN WEIGHTMAN, 
DIVISION, 


R.N.V.R., ROYAL 
born at 37, Ulet 20 
Road, Sefton Park, fo) 
Liverpool, on the . 
30th December, 1888, 
was the son of W. 
Arthur and Isabel 
Weightman, of 43, 
Bidston Road, 
Oxton, Cheshire. 

He was educated at 
Birkenhead School, 
at Bilton Grange, and _ eT 

at Rugby, and was ™ 
admitted as a solicitor in 1913. In October, 
1914, he obtained a temporary commission in the 
Royal Marines as Hon. 2nd Lieutenant, and 
proceeded to Dunkirk and Antwerp as a ‘‘motor 
owner.’ In November of the same year he 
received his appointment as Sub-Lieutenant 
in the Armoured Car Division, and in the 
following March went to Gallipoli and landed at 
Gaba Tepe. He was killed on the 4th June, 
1915, while operating his machine gun on 
Gurkha Bluff during an attack on the Turkish 
position, and was buried on Y Beach. 


The Officer Commanding his Squadron wrote with 
reference to Sub-Lieutenant Weightman’s death: ‘‘ He 
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was loved by both the officers and men of Squadron X., 
and wo all fecl his loss terribly. He was the most cheer- 
ful, hard-working and gallant officer in my command, 
and I was devoted to him. He met his death as hero in 
the attack on the Turkish position on June 4th, and 
fought his gun right up to the time he was killed by a 
high oxptosive shell." 

The Officer Commanding the Armoured Car Division 
wrote: ‘Sub-Lieutenant Weightman was killed whilst 
in charge of his machine guns in the firing line by the 
enemy's guntire, and he and his entire gun's crew were 
either killed or wounded, and the gun he was attending 
at the time was put ont of action. Thave been with him 
ever since leaving England, and since the first 24 hours on 
shore when our Commanding Officers were put out of 
action I was his C.O.,and I cannot speak highly enough of 
the good service he did, not. only when in the trenches 
with his guns, but also in the training of his men ever 
since leaving England, He was killed during an exceed- 
ingly hot attack by us upon the Turkish lines, and since 
then General sir Tan Hamilton has congratulated the 
remiining men of hi ction and his squadron upon the 
excellent work they did and had done.” 


LIEUTENANT GEORGE JOSEPH WELDRICK, 
R.N.R., H.M.8. ‘‘CLan McNauGuton,” was 
killed in action, 3rd February, 1915. 
LIEUTENANT (temp.) Jonn P. WHALE, R.N.R., 
was killed in action, January, 1915. 
SUB - LIEUTENANT (temp.) HUBERT 
JOSEPH INGHAM WHITAKER, R.N.V.R., 
‘““NELSON”"’ BATTN., ROYAL NAVAL 
DIVISION, was the 
son of Joshua and 
Euphrosyne Whita- 
ker, of Palermo, 
Sicily, where he was 
born on the 27th 
September, 1890. 
He was educated at 
St. David’s, Reigate, 
and at Eton, which 
he entered in 1904. 
In 1907 he was bow 
of the Junior Four 
which was head of the river, and he rowed in 
the ‘‘ Dreadnought,”” and played Fives for 
his House before he left, in the Sixth Form, at 
Christmas, 1909. From Eton he went to Trinity 
College, Oxford, in 1910, intending to take the 
Engineering School, but only resided two years, 
and then went abroad to study music, to which 
he was devoted, and languages. Early in Sep- 
tember, 1914, when the Royal Naval Division 
was organised, he applied for a commission, and 
- on the 27th of that month was gazetted Sub- 
Lieutenant in the Royal Naval Volunteer 
Reserve, and appointed to the ‘‘ Hawke” 
Battalion, Royal Naval Division. He was sent 
to the Crystal Palace for training, but was 
subsequently transferred to the ‘‘ Nelson”’ 
Battalion, and completed his training at 
Blandford. In the spring of 1915 he accom- 
panied his Battalion to Gallipoli, and on the 
3rd May, 1915, was killed by a shot from a 
machine gun near Gaba Tepe. 
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Tho OMcer Commanding the “ Nelson "' Battalion wrote 
in connection with Licutenant Whitaker’s death: ‘tHe 
was a dear boy, and we were all yery fond of him. On 
the evening of the 2nd May two companies of the ‘ Nelson” 
Battalion were sent... to filla gap in the firing line 
between the Australian and New Zealand contingents at 
Gaba Tepe. This was done after great ditticulty, the 
country being mountainous and the night very dark. 
Early on the morning of the 3rd the two compan cameo 
under severe machine gun fire, and they and the New Zeas 
Tanders had to fall back, and it was during this retirement 
that your son was shot through the | His death 
was instantancous. We all miss him.” 


LIEUTENANT TREVOR WHITAKER, R.N., Sub- 
marine C12, was killed in action, January, 1915. 


LIEUTENANT (temp.) CHARLES WHITE, 
ROYAL MARINES, ‘‘CHATHAM”’ BATTN., 
ROYAL NAVAL 
DIVISION, was the 
youngest son of 
Henry White, of 
Notting Hill, Lon- 
don, where he was 
born on the 21st 
September, 1872. 
He joined the ranks 
of the Royal Marines 
and served on board 
H.M.S. ‘ Rosario,”’ 
in China, from 1900 
to 1903, receiving the China medal for his 
services during the Boxer Rebellion in 1900. 
He afterwards did duty at Malta for four years, 
was promoted to the rank of acting Quarter- 
master-Sergeant and awarded the Good Conduct 
Medal. Mr. White was given a commission as 
temporary Licutenant in the Royal Marines in 
May, 1915, and was killed in action in Gallipoli 
Peninsula on the 28th of that month. He was 
mentioned in Sir Ian Hamilton’s Despatch of 
the 12th June, 1915. 

Lieutenant White married Flizabeth Jane, 
daughter of Edward Ritchie, late R.N., and left 
three children, Charles Arthur Samuel, Ellen 
Elizabeth, and Lily May. 


LIEUTENANT (act.) HAROLD WORSLEY 
WHITTLE, R.N.R., H.M. TUG ‘CHAR,”’ 
born at Syston, 
Leicestershire, on the 
21st April, 1889, was 
the fourth son of W. 
B. Whittle, of Mal- 
colm House, Tich- 
borne Street, Leices- 
ter. 

He was educated at 
the Wiggestone 
Grammar School, 
afterwards entering 
the Mercantile 
Marine, and received his commission as Sub- 
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Lieutenant in the Royal Naval Reserve in 
August, 1914, when he was appointed acting 
Lieutenant to the tug ‘‘ Chub,’’ tender to 
H.M.S. ‘‘ Harrier,’’ employed on special service. 
Mr. Whittle was subsequently transferred to 
the tug ‘‘ Char,’ and lost his life on the 16th 
January, 1915, when this vessel came into 
collision with s.s. ‘‘ Erivan,” off Deal. 
Lieutenant Whittle married Jeannie, only 
child of the late Mr. W. H. Carter, of Bristol, 
but left no family. 


LIEUTENANT CHARLES BARRINGTON WIATT, 
R.N.R., H.M.S. “Princess IRENE,’ was 
killed, 27th May, 1915. 


SUB - LIEUTENANT EDWARD WILDER,

SMALLCRAFT, was 
a younger son of the 
late George Wilder, 
of Stansted Park, 
Sussex, where he was 
born on the 9th 
November, 1888, and 
of Mrs. Wilder, The 
Towers, Bedhamp- 
ton, Hants., and a 
nephew of Admiral 
O'Callaghan, of Row- 
lands Castle. 

He was educated at Mr. Crooms’ School, Hill- 
brow, Eastbourne, and entered the Mercantile 
Marine, in which he served for some years in 
various ships, amongst others in the s.s. 
“ Persia,” ‘‘ Mooltan’’ and ‘‘ Kaipana.’”’ At 
the outbreak of war in August, 1914, Mr. 
Wilder obtained a commission in the Royal 
Naval Reserve, and received his appointment 
as Sub-Lieutenant to H.M.S. ‘“ Oriana,’ the 
head of the Patrol Boats at Liverpool. His 
health, however, was affected by exposure 
while doing duty at sea, and he was invalided 
from his ship; his illness developing into 
pneumonia, he died on the 23rd April, 1915, 
and was buried at Bedhampton. 
Sub-Lieutenant Wilder married Dorothy 
Lylian, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Cecil Mocatta, 
and left one daughter, born on the 30th July, 
1913.

CAPTAIN (temp. MAJOR) FRANCIS 


STUART WILSON, ROYAL MARINE LIGHT 


INFANTRY, BRIGADE MAJOR, FIRST 
BRIGADE, ROYAL NAVAL DIVISION, 
born in London on 
the 18th January, 
1883, was the 
youngest son of the 
late Henry Wilson 
and of Mrs. Wilson, 
83, Inverness Ter- 
race, London, W. 

He was educated at 
St. Paul’s School, 
London, from which 
he passed into the 
R.M.C., Sandhurst, 
in 1900, receiving his commission as proba- 
tionary 2nd Lieutenant in the Royal Marines in 
September of the same year. He was promoted 
Lieutenant in July, 1901, and appointed to the 
Chatham Division R.M.L.I.; in August, 1904, 
he was transferred to the cruiser ‘‘ Euryalus,” 
Flagship on the Australian Station, for physical 
training duties, and in May, 1906, joined H.M.S. 
“Good Hope,” Flagship in the First Cruiser 
Squadron, for similar duties. Lieutenant Wil- 
son returned from the latter ship to Chatham, 
and in September, 1909, was appointed to the 
cruiser “ Cumberland,” Training Ship for Naval 
Cadets ; he was promoted Captain in September, 
1911, and in December of the same year became 
Adjutant of the Royal Marine Depdt at Deal. 
In October, 1914, he was given the temporary 
rank of Major and appointed Brigade Major of 
the First Brigade, Royal Naval Division, pro- 
ceeding subsequently with this force to Galli- 
poli Peninsula, He was killed in action on the 
26th May, 1915, and was mentioned for his 
services in Sir Ian Hamilton’s Despatch of the 
12th June, 1915. 

Major Wilson played golf and lawn tennis, and 
had done a good deal of motor cycling. He 
was a good horseman, and had ridden on 
several occasions in point to point races. 


MIDSHIPMAN GEORGE STEPHENSON 
WINGROVE,R.N.,H.M.S.‘*FORMIDABLE,” 
was the youngest son 
of Stephen Win- 
grove, of Buff House, 
Banstead, Surrey, 
where he was born 
on the 28th March, 
1898. 

He was educated at 
Rose Hill School, 
Banstead, and en- 
tered the Royal 
Naval College, Os- 
borne, in 1911, from 
which he was transferred to Dartmouth College 


two years later. On the mobilisation of the 
Fleet in August, 1914, he was ordered to join 
aseagoing ship, and was appointed Naval Cadet 
to H.M.S. ‘ Formidable,” battleship, being pro- 
moted to the rank of Midshipman in September, 
1914. Midshipman Wingrove was killed in 
action on the Ist January, 1915, when his ship 
was sunk by an enemy torpedo in the English 
Channel. He was on duty at the time, decoding 
wireless messages, and one of the Lieutenants 
on board the ‘‘ Formidable,’? who was amongst 
the few survivors, wrote : 

“T saw your son a little time after the first explosion 
occurred. He was quite cheerful, and was the bearer 


of an important order to me frcm the Captain on the 
bridge concerning the lowcring of onc of the boats. This 
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necessitated my immediate cc mpliance, and I therefore 
had no more than a mement in which to answer. I 
thanked him, and he left me to return to the bridge to 
report that the order was being carried out. I never 
saw him again. He had got on well during the five 
months he was in the ship, and I felt sure he would 
turn out a success in his profession, as he was shaping 
so well. Iim confident, frcm the short moment I saw 
him during the crisis, that he was bearing himself 
calmly and quietly. I trust it will be scme consolation 
to you to feel that he was on active duty until the 
last minute. We were actually in the presence of the 
enemy.”” 

One of his tutors at Osborne wrote : ‘* He wassuch a good 
boy. All the time he was at Osborne he was so keen to 
do well and to succeed in his profession, that it was a 
pleasure to do anything for him . . . it must be a com- 
fort to you to know that he always strove manfully to 
do his duty, and at the end bravely laid down his life 
for his country.” 
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
